_ Itis known to every one, in the least acquainted with biblical sub- 
jects, that the division of the sacred scriptures into chapters and verses, 
was not made by the inspired writers; but is the invention of men, and, 
in a considerable part modern. Now, although these divisions afford 
great convenience im making references to particular passages of scrip- 
ture; yet they often interrupt the sense and destroy the connexion, be- 
cause they are injudiciously placed. Every attentive reader of the Bible 
must have observed, that in many instances where the connexion is close, 
‘and the text should be continuous, a break occurs by the termination of 
achapter or a verse. To obviate this inconvenience, most critical editors 
of the Greek Testament, as WerrTsTeIn, GRIESBACH, Knapp, &c. have re- 
jected the common division of our chapters and verses, and have divided 
the text into paragraphs, in accordance with the sense: but, that the 
facility of making references might not be destroyed, and our existing 
concordances rendered useless, they have preserved the numbering of the 
chapters and verses in the margin, in juxtaposition with the text to 
which they are attached. 

Now, it is desirable that the same arrangement should be made in our 
English editions of the Bible—at least, in some of them; and Mr. James 
Nourse has undertaken the work, and has bestowed much care and no 
inconsiderable labor in preparing the whole Bible for publication, upon 
the plan above mentioned. 

I would, therefore, respectfully recommend his undertaking to the 
patronage of the Christian public.

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2) PREFACE 
TO THE PARAGRAPH BIBLE. 


NK 
Tuar the Bible is the word of God, given by the inspiration of 
* ‘the Spirit, and able to make “us wise unto salvation,” is admitted 
‘ ‘by every Christian. To all such, its truths are very precious ; and 
having derived instruction and comfort from them, they ardently 
desire that others may enjoy the same. 
The Christian reads his Bible for spiritual improvement. But 
others read with a different motive; men of the world from curiosity, 
ind the critic to ascertain the grammatical sense. The latter has 
: an advantage over all others ; he reads the original, and is not con- 
fined to translations. 
s But the critic derives no little assistance in prosecuting his study 
\ of the divine word, from the manner in which the originals are 
printed: the arrangement of the text, both in Hebrew and in the 
Greek, being in continuous paragraphs corresponding with the sense ; 
and it is the deliberate conclusion, both of these critics and of theolo- 
gians of great experience, that the gain from this arrangement is 
incalculable. 
The Hebrew is always printed in paragraphic form; and those 
i] editions of the Greek Testament, which follow the same plan, divid- 
ing the text into continuous paragraphs, and retaining the notation 
of Chapters and Verses in the margin for the purpose of reference, 
, are by scholars now used altogether. Such are the advantages re- 
§ sulting from an arrangement of this kind, that it is surprising any 
S other should ever have obtained. A 
_ 2. To meet some objections of men of taste ; to transfer into the 
- English Bible the arrangements of the Hebrew and Greek, and thus 
‘ give those, who must necessarily read a translation, the same ad- 
vantage the critic enjoys; and to do away a very common but 
erroneous impression, that the Bible is rather a collection of apo- 
Paria: or disconnected sentences, than composed of regular histo- 
“ries and treatises on religion, which have their separate topies and 
comexions ;—in a word, to present the English reader with the word 
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of God, so arranged, that the injurious tendency of the divisions so 
universal in our English copies, may be counteracted ; is the design 
of the present undertaking. For the subdivision of the books of 
Sacred Scripture, into chapters and verses, without regard to the 
sense, and frequently to its great injury, has thrown a most serious 
obstacle in the way of common readers. It is a method peculiar to 
the Bible, and confined to translations alone. Yet the Word of God 
is not deserving of such an injurious peculiarity as this. 

3. The fact being as has been stated, it may be matter of surprise, 
that these divisions were introduced, and so long retained. But 
it should be remembered that the design with which the present 
divisions in the English Bible were first used, was very different 
from that to which they have been applied. 

For that there is any thing sacred in the old divisions which for- 
bids their change, or even their entire rejection, will be supposed 
by none, when it is known that the divisions of Chapters were first 
introduced into the Bible about the middle of the 13th century, and 
Verses about the middle of the 16th... Their history is this: — 
Cardinal Hugo, who flourished about the middle of the 13th century, 
having projected a concordance for the Latin Bible, for the purpose 
of reference divided the whole into heads or chapters, without any 
regard to the sense, and then subdivided these portions into equal 
parts, to which he attached in the margin the letters A, B, C, &c. 
(The chapters now continue throughout, exactly as he made them.) 
The Greek church did not receive these divisions till the middle of 
the 15th century ; and no manuscript written previous to that time, 
contains the divisions of Hugo. The subdivisions of the chapters 
in the Old Testament, were somewhat altered by successive editors, 
when applied to the Hebrew, and assumed their present form in 
the edition of Athias, A, D. 1661 ; yet were always retained in the 
margin. 

The verses in the New Testament were invented by Robert Ste- 
phens. He made them while on a journey ; but placed them in the 
margin, intending them only for reference. Their utility for this 
purpose soon gained them a general reception. 

The translators of the English Bible unwarily gave a new appear- ’ 
ance and authority to these divisions. In that published at Geneya, 
A. D, 1557, by the exiles in the reign of Mary, not only the chapters, 
as formerly, were separated, but the yerses also, _ This unwise | 
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alteration was followed by editors of the Greek Testament, and 
soon became general. John Albert Bengel, distinguished alike for 
his piety and his learning, in an edition of the Greek Testament, 
published in 1734, restored the marks of the divisions to their proper 
place, taking great care to insure their utility for reference, and dis- 
posed the whole text into paragraphs. Succeeding editors have fol- 
Jowed his plan, using their own judgment in forming the paragraphs. 
Greisbach’s edition, and Knapp’s, which are generally preferred, 
vary little from Bengel’s. 

4. In this reprint of our common English version, not a word is 
designedly altered from the copies in use. In forming the paragraphic 
divisions, the best editions of the Originals have been continually 
consulted, and generally followed :—of the Old Testament, Vander 
Hooght’s and others’—of the New, Knapp’s (3d ed. Halle, 1824.) 

These divisions are of three kinds: First, those which commence 
wih ANTIQUE capitals, informing the reader of the com- 
mencement of the different PARTS into which a book is divided: 
Gen. i. 1. iii. 1. iv. 1. Matt. i. 1. iii. 1.iv. 12, &c. These parts are 
numbered on the head of the page. Secondly, those which com- 
mence with common CAPITALS, showing that the connexion of 
such paragraphs with what precedes is slight: Gen. i1. 4. v. i. Matt. i. 
18, &c. Thirdly, those which commence with SMALL CAPITALS, in- 
timating that the connexion is somewhat closer. These distinctions 
oceur most in the Historical books, in which, time and place enter 
much into the narrative. 

5. The notation of the Chapters and Verses is, as the title imports, 
retained only in the margin. The chapters are noted by antique 
figures, 1, 2, 8, dc. ; the verses, by figures of common size. The 
chapter or verse always commences in the line, at the end of which 
figures are placed. 

The end of the chapter or verse is-always at the longest pause in 
the line; or, when this is not the case, a small perpendicular dash 
or stroke (!-) is inserted, a little above the line of the text : Gen. ii. I. 
Matt. i. 4. ‘Wherever it would be difficult to learn. the end of the 
verse from the punctuation alone, this dash is introduced : Matt. iit. 
6. iv. 9, &c. Sometimes, when the verses are unusually short, two 
or more may end in the same line ; in such cases, the dashes oceur 
at the end of every verse, while the number of only the first that 
ends in the line is’ found in the margin, (the numbers of the rest

being omitted :) Mark xv. 25, John ij. 21; 22. But when two verses 
end in the same line, the number of each being a unit, both are noted: 
Matt. xxv. 2, 3. 4, 5. 

6, Though no word is changed in the text of our common Transla- 
tion, yet thd attentive reader will soon perceive that the punciuation 
somewhat differs from the old.. This variation, however, nowhere 
alters the sense, but is intended to impress more vividly the common: 
meaning of the passage. 

Two dashes, or several periods, are placed both before and after 
a sentence, to intimate that the sentence embraced by them is & 
kind of parenthesis or digression: Acts ii. 9—11.x. 41. Rom, i. 3—7. 
1 Tim. i.5—18. Heb. i. 3. vii. 1—3. Two or more periods are some~ 
times used, to intimate that the narrative or discourse is abruptly- 
ended; Acts vii. 53, &c. In the New Testament, all quotations: 
from the Old are marked in the common manner, (“ ”): some. 
quotations from the heathen poets, (as Acts xvii. 28. 1 Cor. xv. 33. 
Titus i, 12,) some repetitions of what had been said on a former 
occasion, (as Matt. iii, 17,) and some proverbs, are marked with a 
single quotation, (‘’). Beside this, the reader will observe that 
the prose quotations from the Old Testament in the New, are imme-. 
diately distinguishable; the letters composing the words of such 
quotations being interspaced. Quotations from the poetic books 
of the Old Testament, are printed in the’ common poetic form, 
without the marks of quotation. Some words are printed in small 
capitals, which are not so printed in the common edition ; as WISE

that epistle. The dedication of LUKE’S Gospel. to Theophilus, 
with the synodical letter, Acts xv. 23—29, and the letter of the 
tribune Lysias to Felix, Acts. xxiii, 26—-30, are also distinguished 
from the common narrative, In the Old Testament, are some parts 
which may be termed poetic prose ; these are distinguished both 
from prose and poetry by being printed in separate verses, like the 
verses in the common editions. All the truly poetic parts are imme- * 
diately distinguished from the prose and history, by the form in 
which they are printed, See Gen. xlix. Ex. xv. Job, Psalms, 
Isaiah, Svc, Luke i, 47-55. The word Lord, whenever, in, the 
New Testament, it means JEHOVAH, is printed in capitals, after 
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the example of the same word in the Old Testament. The emphasis 
of this word in the New Testament, especially when it refers to the 
Messiah JEHOVAH JESUS, has been too much neglected. The 
words Devil, Apostle, Wicked One, also begin with a capital letter. 
“This caligraphy has heretofore been also neglected. 2 

7. On the head of the page there are introduced the title of each 
part of the History or Book, the numeration of the PART, and the 
date. The four Gospels are considered as forming together one 
history ; and are severally divided into eight corresponding PARTS. 
These are the following — 


. The evangelical history previous to John’s ministry. 

. From John’s ministry to Christ’s public ministry. 

. From Christ’s ministry to the mission of the Apostles. 

. From the mission of the Apostles to that of the seventy. 

. From the mission of the seventy to Christ’s entry into Jerusalem. 
. From his entry into Jerusalem to his apprehension. 

From his apprehension to his crucifixion. 

. From his crucifixion to his ascension.

‘The Acts of the Aposiles, (in imitation of Townsend,) is divided 
anto six parts, as will be seen by the heading. 
The Epistles are divided according to the same general plan. 
The Editor cannot conclude without expressing a hope that this 
attempt will be patronized by those who love the Bible. He has 
undertaken this labor with the sincerest wish to do good, and claims 
no merit, but that which is due to a strong desire to give to others 
the same advantages he enjoys himself. The Bible cannot be under- 
stood, if only occasionally consulted ; it imperiously demands our 
close attention, and must not be read chapter by chapter, and then 
laid aside. It must be carefully studied as one great whole. Let 
a whole book be read, at one time; then let its natural parts be 
separately examined, and after that every clause by itself. If the 
old divisions are forgoiten by the reader, and he studies in the way 
~ recommended, he will soon see new beauties in the Bible.

The name of the first is Pison: that ts it which compasseth 
the whole land of Havilah, where there is gold; and the gold 
of that land is good: there is bdellium and the onyx stone. 
And the name of the second river is Gihon: the same is it that 
compasseth the whole land of Ethiopia. And the name of the 
third river is Hiddekel: that 7s it which goeth toward the east 
of Assyria. And the fourth river is Euphrates. 'And the LORD 
God took the man, and put him into the garden of Eden to dress 
it, and to keep it. And the LORD God commanded the man, 
saying, Of every tree of the garden thou mayest freely eat. But 
of the tree of the knowledge of good and evil, thou shalt not 
eat of it: for in the day that thou eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die. ; 

Anxp the LORD God said, Zé 7s not good that the man should 
be alone ; I will make him an help meet for him. And out of 
the ground the LORD God formed every beast of the field, 
and every fowl of the air; and brought them unto Adam to see 
what he would call them; and whatsoever Adam called every 
living creature, that was the name thereof. And Adam gave names 
to all cattle, and to the fow] of the air, and to every beast of the 
field; but for Adam there was not found an help meet for him. 
Andthe LORD God caused a deep sleep to fall upon Adam, and 
he slept: and he took one of his ribs, and closed up the flesh in- 
stead thereof; and the rib, which the LORD God had taken from 
man, made he a woman, and brought her ‘unto the man. And 
Adam said, This isnow bone cfmy bones, and flesh of my flesh : 
she shall be called Woman, because she was taken out of Man. 
_ Therefore shall a man leave his father and his mother, and shall 

cleave unto his wife: and they shall be one flesh. And they 
were both naked, the man and his wife, and were not ashamed. 

NOW the serpent was more subtle than any beast of the 
field which the LORD God had made. And he said unto 
the woman, Yea, hath God said, Ye shall not eat of every tree of 
the garden? And the woman said unto the serpent, We may eat 
of the fruit of the trees of the garden: but of the fruit of the 
tree which is in the midst of the garden, God hath said, Ye 
stiall not eat of it, neither shall ye touch it, lest ye die. And 
the serpent said unto the woman, Ye shall not surely die: for 
God doth know that in the day ye eat thereof, then your eyes 
shall be opened, and ye shall be as gods, knowing good and evil. 

Awnp when the woman saw that the tree was good for food, and 
thatit was pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to be desired to make 
~ one wise, she took of the fruit thereof, and did eat, and gave also 
unto her husband with her; and he did eat. And the eyes of them 
both were opened, and they knew that they were naked ; and they 


sewed fig-leaves together, and made themselves aprons. And | 


they heard the voice of the LORD God walking in the garden 
in the cool/of the day: and Adam and his wife hid ee 
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from the presence of the LORD God amongst the trees of the 
garden. And the LORD God called unto Adam, and said unto 9 
him, Where art thou? And he said, I heard thy voice in the 10 
garden, and I was afraid, because I was naked ; and I hid my- 
self, And he said, Who told thee that thou wast naked? Hast 11 
thou eaten of the tree, whereof I commanded thee that thou 
shouldest not eat? And the man said, The woman whom thou. 12 
gavest to be with me, she gave me of the tree, and I did eat. 
And the LORD God said unto the woman, Whats this that thou 13 
hast done? And the woman said, The serpent beguiled me; and 

I did eat. 

And the LORD God said unto the serpent, Because thou hast 14 
done this, thou art cursed above all cattle, and above eve 
beast of the field; upon thy belly shalt thou go, and dust shalt 
thou eat all the days of thy life: and I will put enmity between 15: 
thee and the woman, and between thy seed and her seed; it shall 
bruise thy head, and thou shalt bruise his heel. 

Unto the woman he said, I will greatly multiply thy sorrow 16 
and thy conception; in sorrow'thou shalt bring forth children ; 
and thy desire shall be to thy husband, and he shall rule over thee. 

And unto Adam he said, Because thou hast hearkened unto 17 
the voice of thy wife, and hast eaten of the tree, of which I 
commanded thee, saying, Thou shalt not eat of it: cursed is 
the ground for thy sake; in sorrow shalt thou eat of it all the 
days of thy life; thorns also and thistles shall it bring forth to 18 
thee; and thou shalt eat the herb of the field; 'in the sweat of 19 
thy face shalt thou eat bread, till thou return unto the ground; 
for out ‘of it wast thou taken: for dust thou art, and unto dust 
shalt thou return. : 

Anp Adam called his wife’s name Eve; because she was 20 
the mother of all living. Unto Adam also and to his wife did 21 
the LORD God make coats of skins, and clothed them. 

Anp the LORD God said, Behold, the man is become as 22 
one of us, to know good and evil: and now, lest he put forth 
his hand, and take also of the tree of life, and eat, and live for 
ever: therefore the LORD God sent him forth from the garden 23 
of Eden to till the ground from whence he was taken. So he 24 
drove out the man; and he placed at the east of the garden of 
Eden Cherubims, and a flaming sword which turned every way, 
to keep the way of the tree of life. : 

AND Adam knew Eve his wife; and she conceived, and 4 
bare Cain, and said, I have gotten a man from the LORD. 
And, she again bare his brother Abel. 

And Abel was a keeper of sheep, but Cain was a tiller of 
the ground. ‘And in process of time it came to pass, that Cain 
brought of the fruit of the ground an offering unto the LORD. 
And Abel, he also brought of the firstlings of his flock and of 
the fat thereof. And the LORD had respect unto Abel and to 
his offering :_ but unto Cain and to his offering he had not respect. 
And Cain was very wroth, and, his countenance fell. ' And the 
LORD a unto Cain, Why art thou wroth? and why is thy coun-

tenance fallen? If thou doest well, shalt thou not be accepted? 7 
and if thou doest not well, sin lieth at the door. And unto thee 
shall be his desire, and thou shalt rule over him. : 

And Cain talked with Abel his brother: and it came to 8 
pass, when they were in the field, that Cain rose up against Abel 
his brother, and slew him. And the LORD said unto Cain, 9 
Where is Abel thy brother? And he said, I know not: AmI my | 
brother's keeper? And he said, What hast thou done? the 1¢ 
voice of thy brother’s blood crieth unto me from the ground. 
And now art thou cursed from the earth, which hath opened 1 
her mouth to receive thy brother’s blood from thy hand; 
"when thou tillest the ground, it shall not henceforth yield unto 12 
thee her strength; a fugitive and a vagabond shalt thou be in 
the earth. And Cain said unto the LORD, my punishment zs 13 
greater than 1 can bear. Behold, thou hast driven me out this 14 
day from the face of the earth; and from thy face shall I be hid; 
and IJ shall be a fugitive and a vagabond in the earth; and it 
shall come to pass, /hat every one that findeth me shall slay me. 
And the LORD said unto him, Therefore whosoever slayeth 15 
Cain, vengeance shall be taken on him sevenfold. And the 
LORD set a mark upon Cain, lest any finding him should kill him. 

And Cain went out from the presence of the LORD, and dwelt 16 
in the land of Nod, on the east of Eden. And Cain knew his 17 
wife; and she conceived, and bare Enoch: and he builded a city, 
and called the name of the city, after the name of his son, Enoch. 
And unio Enoch was born Irad: and Irad begat Mehujael: and 18 
Mehujael begat Methusael: and Methusael begat Lamech. 

Anp Lamech took unto him two wives: the name of the one 19 
was Adah, and the name of the other Zillah. And Adah bare 20 
Jabal: he was the father of such as dwell in tents, and of such 
as have cattle. And his brother's name was Jubal: he was the 21 
father of-all such as handle the harp and organ. And Zillah, 22 
she also bare Tubal-cain, an instructor of every artificer in brass 
and iron: and the sister of Tubal-cain was Naamah. And Lamech 23 
said unto his wives, 


Adah and Zillah, hear my voice ; And a young man to my burt; 
Ye wives of Lamech, hearken unto my If Cain shall be avenged sevenfold, 24 
speech : | Truly Lamech seventy and sevenfold. 


For I have slain a man to my wounding, 

And Adam knew his wife again; and she bare a son, and 25 
calléd his name Seth: For God, said she, hath appointed me 
another seed instead of Abel, whom Cain slew. And to Seth, 26 
to him also there was born a son: and he called his name Enos; 
then began men to call upon the name of the LORD. 

THIS is the book of the generations of Adam. In the day that 
God created man, in the likeness of God made he him; male and 
female created he them; and blessed them, and called their name 
Adam, in the day when they were created. And Adam lived 
an hundred and thirty years, and begat a son in his own likeness, 
after his image ; and called his name Seth: and the days of Adam 
after he had begotten Seth were eight hundred years: and he.be- 
gat sons and daughters: and all ae days that Adam livers ‘were 
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nine hundred and thirty years: and he died. And Seth 6 
lived an hundred and five years, and begat Enos: and Seth 7 
lived after he begat Enos eight hundred and seven years, and 
begat sons. and daughters: and all the days of Seth were nine 8 
hundred and twelve years: and he died. And Enos lived 9 
ninety years; and begat Cainan: and Enos lived after he begat 10 
Cainan eight hundred and fifteen years, and begat sons and 
daughters: and all the days of Enos were nine hundred and five 11 
years: andhe died. _. And Cainan lived seventy years, and be- 12 
gat Mahalaleel: and Cainan lived after he begat Mahalaleel 13 
eight hundred and forty years, and begat sons and daughters: 
and all the days of Cainan were nine hundred and ten years: 14 
and he died. And Mahalaleel lived sixty and five years, 15 
and begat Jared: and Mahalaleel lived after he begat Jared 16 
eight hundred and thirty years, and begat sons and daughters: 
and all the days of Mahalaleel were eight hundred ninety 17 
and five years: and he died. And Jared lived an hundred 18 
sixty and two years, and he begat Enoch: and Jared lived after 19 
he begat Enoch eight hundred years, and begat sons and 
daughters: and all the days of Jared were nine hundred sixty 20 
and two years: and he died. And Enoch lived sixty and 21 
five years, and begat Methuselah: and Enoch walked with God 22 
after he begat Methuselah three hundred years, and begat sons 4 
and daughters: and all the days of Enoch were three hundred 23 
sixty and five years: and Enoch walked with God; and he was 24 
not; for God took him. And Methuselah lived an hundred 25 
eighty and seven years, and begat Lamech: and Methuselah 26 
lived after he begat Lamech seven hundred eighty and two ; 
years, and begat sons and daughters: and all the days of Methu- 27 
selah were nine hundred sixty and nine years; and he died. 
And Lamech lived an hundred eighty and two years, and begat 28 
a son: and he called his name Noah, saying, This same shall 29 
comfort us concerning our work and toil of our hands, because 

of the ground which the LORD hath eursed. And Lamech 30 
lived after he begat Noah five hundred ninety and five years, 
and begat sons and daughters: and all the days of Lamech were 31 
seven hundred seventy and seven years: and he died. And 32 
Noah was five hundred years old: and Noah begat Shem, Ham, 
and Japheth. : 

AND it came to’pass, when mer began to multiply on the face 
of the earth, and daughters were born unto them, ! tha the sons 
of God saw the daughters of men that they were fair; and they 
took them wives of all which they chose. And the LORD said, 
My Spirit shall not always strive with man, for that he also is 
flesh: yet his days shall be an hundred and twenty years. There 
were giants in the earth in those days: and also after that, when 
the sons of God came in unto the daughters of men, and they bare 
children to them, the same became mighty men which were of old 
men of renown. And GOD saw that the wickedness of man was 
great in the earth, and that every imagination of the thoughts of 
his earl |: only evil continually. Anditrepented the 6 
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LORD that he had made man on the earth, and it grieved him at 
his heart. And the LORD said, I will destroy man whom I 7 
have created from the face of the earth; both man, and beast, 
and the creeping thing, and the fowls of the air; for it repenteth 
me that I have made them. But Noah found grace inthe eyes 8 
of the LORD. 

THESE are the generations of Noah: Noah wasa just man 9 
and perfect in his generations, and Noah walked with God. And 10 
Noah begat three sons, Shem, Ham, and Japheth. The earth 11 
also was corrupt before God, and the earth was filled with vio- 
lence. And God looked upon the earth, and, behold, it was cor- 12 
rupt; for all flesh had corrupted his way upon the earth. 

‘Np God said unto Noah, The end ofall flesh is come before me; 13 
for the earth is filled with violence through them; and, behold, I 
will destroy them with the earth. Make thee an ark of gopher 14 
wood ; rooms shalt thou make in the ark, and shalt pitch it within 
and without with pitch. And this is the fashion which thou shalt 15 
make it of: The length of the ark shal/ be three hundred cubits, the 
breadth of it fifty cubits, and the height of it thirty cubits. A win- 16 
dow shalt thou make to the ark, and in a cubit shalt thou finish it 
above; and the door of the ark shalt thou set in the side thereof; 
with lower, second, and third stories shalt thou make it. And, 17 
behold, I, even I, do bring a flood of waters upon the earth, to 
destroy all flesh, wherein is the breath of life, from under 
heaven; and every thing that zs in the earth shall die. But with 18 
thee will I establish my covenant; and thou shalt come into the 
ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy wife, and thy sons’ wives with 
thee. And of every living thing of all flesh, two of every sort 19 
shalt thou bring into the ark, to keep them alive with thee ; they 
shall be male and female. Of fowls afier their kind, and of 20 
cattle afier their kind, of every creeping thing of the earth after 
his kind, two of every sort shall come unto thee, to keep them 
alive. And take thou unto thee of all food that is eaten, and 21 
thou shalt gather it to thee; and it shall be for food for thee, 
and for them. Thus did Noah; according to all that God com- 22 
manded him, so did he. 

AND the LORD said unto Noah, Come thou and all thy house 
into the ark ; for thee have I seen righteous before me in this gen- 
eration. Of every clean beast thou shalt take to thee by sevens, 
the male and his female ; and of beasts that are not clean by two, 
the male and his female. Of fowls also of the air by sevens, the 
male and the female; to keep seed alive upon the face of all the 
earth. For yet seven days, and I will cause it to rain upon the 
earth forty days and forty nights ; and every living substance that 
I have made will I destroy from off the face of the earth. And 
Noah did according to all that the LORD commanded him. And 
Woah was six hundred years old when the flood of waters was 
upon the earth. And Noah went in, and his sons, and his wife, 
and his sons’ wives with him, into the ark, because of the waters 
ef the flood. Of clean beasts, and of beasts that are not clean, 
and-of fowls, and of every thing that creepeth upon ro

there went in two and two unto Noah into the ark, the male 9 
and the female, as God had commanded Noah. 

AND it came to pass after seven days, that the waters of the 10 
flood were upon the earth. In the six hundredth year of 11 
Noah’s life, in the second month, the seventeenth day of the 
month, the same day were all the fountains of the great deep 
broken up, and the windows of heaven were opened- And 12 
the rain was upon the earth forty days and forty nights. In 13 
the selfsame day entered Noah, and Shem, and Ham, and 
Japheth, the sons of Noah, and Noah’s wife, and the three wives 
of his sons with them, into the ark; they, and every beast after 14 
his kind, and all the cattle after their kind, and every creeping 
thing that creepeth upon the earth after his kind, and every fowl 
afier his kind, every bird of every sort. And they went in 15 
unto Noah into the ark, two and two of all flesh, wherein zs the 
breath of life. And they that went in, went in male and female 16 
of all flesh, as God had commanded him: and the LORD shut 
him in. And the flood was forty days upon the earth; and the 17 
waters increased, and bare up the ark, and it was lift up above 
the earth. And the waters prevailed, and were increased greatly 18 
npon the earth; and the ark went upon the face of the waters. 
And the waters prevailed exceedingly upon the earth; and all 19 
the high hills, that were under the whole heaven, were covered. 
Fifteen eubits upward did the waters prevail ; and the mountains 20 
were covered. And all flesh died that moved upon the earth, both 21 
of fowl, and of cattle, and of beast, and of every creeping thing 
that creepeth upon the earth, and every man: allin whose nostrils 22 
was the breath of life, of all that was in the dry land, died. And 23 
. every living substance was destroyed which was upon the face 
of the ground, bothmanand cattle, and the creeping things, and the 
fowl of the heaven; and they were destroyed from the earth: 
and Noah only remained alive, and they that were with him in 
the ark. pons the waters prevailed upon the earth an hundred 24 
and fifty days. 

Anp God remembered Noah, and every living thing, and all & 
the cattle that was with him in the ark: and God made a wind 
to pass over the earth, and the waters assuaged; the fountains 2 
also of the deep and the windows of heaven were stopped, and 
the rain from heaven was restrained; and the waters returned 3 
from off the earth continually ; and after the end of the hun- 
dred and fifty days the waters were abated. 

Anp the ark rested in the seventh month, on the seventeenth 
day of the month, upon the mountains of Ararat. And the waters 
decreased continually until the tenth month: in the tenth month, 
on the first day of the month, were the tops of the mountains seen. 

AND it came to pass at the end of forty days, that Noah opened 
the window of the ark which he had made. And he sent forth 
arayen, which went forth to and fro, until the waters were dried 
up from off the earth. Also he sent forth a dove from him, tosee 
if the waters were abated from off the face of the ground ; but the 
dove mye no rest for the sole of her foot, and she returned unta 
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hira into the ark, for the waters were on the face of the whole 
earth: then he put forth his hand, and took her, and pulled her in 
unto him into the ark. And hestayed yet otherseven days; and 10 
again he sent forth the dove out of the ark; and the dove came in 11 
to him in the evening; and, lo, in her mouth was an olive-leaf 
pluckt off: so Noah knew that the waters were abated from off 
the earth. And he stayed yet other seven days; and sent forth 12 
the dove; which returned not again unto him any more. 

AND it came to pass in the six hundredth and first year, in the 13 
first month, the first day of the month, the waters were dried up 
from off the earth: and Noah removed the covering of the 
ark, and looked, and, behold, the face of the ground wasdry. And 14 
in the second month, on the seven and twentieth day of the 
month, was the earth dried. And God spake unto Noah, saying, 15 
Go forth of the ark, thou, and thy wife, and thy sons, and thy sons’ 16 
wives with thee. Bring forth with thee every living thing that 7s 17 
with thee, of all flesh, both of fowl, and of cattle, and of every 
creeping thing that ereepeth upon the earth ; that they may breed 
abundantly in the earth, and be fruitful, and multiply upon the 
eerth. And Noah went forth, and his sons, and his wife, and 18 
his sons’ wives with him: every beast, every creeping thing, and 19 
every fowl, and whatsoever creepeth upon the earth, after their 
kinds, went forth out of the ark. ’ 

Anp Noah builded an altar unto the LORD; and took of every 20 
clean beast, and of every clean fowl, and offered burnt-offerings 
on the altar. And the LORD smelled a sweet savor; and the 21 
LORD said in his heart, I will not again curse the ground any more 
for man’s sake; for the imagination of man’s heart is evil from 
his youth ; neither will I again smite any more every thing living, 
as I have done. While the earth remaineth, seed-time and 22 
harvest, and cold and heat, and summer and winter, and day and 
night, shall not cease. ~ 

Anp God blessed Noah and his sons, and said unto them, Be 
fruitful, and multiply, and replenish the earth. And the fear 
of yeu and the dread of you shall be upon every beast of the 
earth, and upon every fowl of the air, upon all that moveth upon 
the earth, and upon all the fishes of the sea; into your,hand are 
they delivered. Every moving thing that liveth shall be meat 
for you; even as the green herb have I given you all things. 
But flesh with the life thereof, which is the blood thereof, 
shall ye not eat. And surely your blood of your lives will I 
require ; at the hand of every beast will I require it, and at the 
hand of man; at the hand of every man’s brother will I require 
the life of man. Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by man shall his 
blood be shed: for in the image of God made he man. And 
you, be ye fruitful, and multiply ; bring forth abundantly in the 
earth, and multiply therein. ; 

Anp God spake unto Noah, and to his sons with him, saying, 8 
And I, behold, I establish -my covenant with you, and with yqur «9 
seed after you; and with every living creature that is with you, 10 
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you; from all that go out of the ark, to every beast of the earth. 
‘And I will establish my covenant with you; neither shall all 11 
flesh be cut off any more by the waters of a flood; neither shall 
there any more be a flood to destroy the earth. And God said, This 12 
is the token of the covenant which I make between me and you 
and every living creature that 7s with you, for perpetual gene- 
rations: I do set my bow in the cloud, and it shall be for a token 13 
of a covenant between me and the earth. And it shall come to 14 
pass, when I bring a cloud over the earth, that the bow shall be 
seen in the cloud: and I will remember my covenant, which is 15 
between me and you and every living creature of all flesh; and 
the waters shall no more become a flood to destroy all flesh. 
And the bow shall be in the cloud; and I will look upon it, that 16 
I may remember the everlasting covenant between God and 
every living creature of all flesh that ts upon the earth. And 17 
God said unto Noah, This zs the token of the covenant, which I 
‘have established between me and all flesh that is upon the earth. 

AND the sons of Noah, that went forth of the ark, were Shem, 18 
and Ham, and Japheth: and Ham is the father of Canaan. These 19 
are the three sons of Noah: and of them was the whole earth 
overspread. And Noah began to be an husbandman, and he 20 
planted a vineyard: and he drank of the witie, and was drunken; 21 
and he was uncovered within his tent. And Ham, the father of 22 
Canaan, saw the nakedness of his father, and told his two breth- 
ren without. And Shem and Japheth took a garment, and laid it 23 
upon both their shoulders, and went backward, and covered the 
nakedness of their father; and their faces were backward, and 
they saw not their father’s nakedness. And Noah awoke from 24 
his wine, and knew what his younger son had done unto him. 
And he said, 25 

Cursed be Canaan; 
A servant of servants shall he be unto his brethren. 
And he said, 26 
Blessed be the LORD God of Shem ; 
And Canaan shall be his servant. 
God shall enlarge Japheth, and he shall dwell in the tents of Shem ; 27 
And Canaan shall be his servant. 
And Noah lived after the flood three hundred and fifty years. 28 
And all the days of Noah were nine hundred and fifty years: 29 
and he died. 

NOW these are the generations of the sons of Noah, Shem, 10 
Ham, and Japheth: and unto them were sons born after the 
flood. The sons of Japheth; Gomer, and Magog, and Madai, 
and Javan, and Tubal, and Meshech, and Tiras. And the sons 
of Gomer; Ashkenaz, and Riphath, and Togarmah. And the 
sons of Javan; Elisha, and Tarshish, Kittim, and Dodanim. By 
these were the isles of the Gentiles divided im their lands; 
every one after his tongue, after their families, in their nations. 

And the sons of Ham; Cush, and_Mizraim, and Phut, and 
Canaan. And the sons of Cush; Seba, and Havilah, and Sab- 
tah, and Raamah, and Sabtecha: and the sons of Raamah; 
Sheba, age Dedan. f 
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And Cush begat Nimrod: he began to beamightyoneintheearth. 8 
He was a mighty hunter before the LORD: wherefore it is said, 9 
‘Even as Nimrod the mighty hunter before the LORD.’ 

And the beginning of his kingdom was Babel, and Erech, and 10 
Accad, and Calneh, in ‘the land of Shinar. Out of that land 11 
went forth Asshur, and builded Nineveh, and the city Rehoboth, 
and Calah, 'and Resen between Nineveh and Calah; the same 12 
is a great city. 

And Mizraim begat Ludim, and Anamim, and Lehabim, and 13 
Naphtuhim, 'and Pathrusim, and Casluhim (out of whom came 14 
Philistim,) and Caphtorim. 

‘And Canaan begat Sidon his first-born, and Heth,'and the 15 
Jebusite, and the Amorite, and the Girgasite,'and the Hivite, 17 
and the Arkite, and the Sinite, ' and the Arvadite, and Zemarite, 18 
and the Hamathite: and afterward were the families of the Ca- 
naanites spread abroad. And the border of the Canaanites was 19 
from Sidon, as thou comest to Gerar, unto Gaza; as thou 
goest unto Sodom, and Gomorrah, and Admah, and Zeboim, 
even unto Lasha. These ave the sons of Ham, after their families, 20 
after their tongues, in their countries, and in their nations. 

Unto Shem also, the father of all the children of Eber, the 21 
brother of Japheth the elder, even to him were children born. 
The children of Shem; Elam, and Asshur, and Arphaxad, and 22 
Lud, and Aram. And the children of Aram; Uz, and Hul, and 23 
Gether, and Mash. And Arphaxad begat Salah; and Salah begat 24 
Eber. And unto Eber were born two sons: the name of one was 25 
Peleg; for in his days was the earth divided; and his brother’s 
name was Joktan. And Joktan begat Almodad, and Sheleph, 26 
and Hazarmaveth, and Jerah, 'and Hadoram, and Uzal, and 27 
Diklah, ' and Obal, and Abimael, and Sheba,! and Ophir, and 28. 
Havilah, and Jobab : all these were the sons of Joktan. And their 30 
dwelling was from Mesha, as thou goest unto Sephar, a mount of 
the east. These are the sons of Shem, after their families, after 31 
their tongues, in their lands, after their nations. These are the 32 
families of the sons of Noah, after their generations, in their na- 
tions: and by these were the nations divided in the earth after 
the flood. 

AND the whole earth was of one language, and of one speech.L1 
And it came to pass, as they journeyed from the east, that they 
found a plain in the land of Shinar; and they dwelt there. And 3 
they said one to another, Go to, let us make brick, and burn 
them thoroughly. And they had brick for stone, and slime had 
they for mortar. And they said, Go to, let us build us a city and 4 
a tower, whose top may reach unto heaven ; and let us make us 
a name, lest we be scattered abroad upon the face of the whole 
earth. And the LORD came down to see the city and the 5 
tower, which the children of men builded. And the LORD 6 
said, Behold, the people is one, and they have all one language ;_ 
and this they begin to do: and now nothing will be restrained 
from them, which they have imagined todo. Go to, lefus go 7 
down, and there confound their language, that hey not un- 
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derstand one another’s speech. So the LORD scattered them 8 
abroad from thence upon the face of all the earth: and they left 
off to build the city. . Therefore is the name of it called Babel; 9 
because the LORD did there confound the language of all the 
earth: and from thence did the LORD scatter them abroad upon 
the face of all the earth. 

Turse are the.generations of Shem: Shem was an hundred 10 
years old, and begat Arphaxad two years after the flood: and 11 
Shem lived after he begat Arphaxad five hundred years, and 
begat sons and daughters. And Arphaxad lived five and thirty 12 
years, and begat Salah: and Arphaxad lived after he begat 13 
Salah four hundred and three years, and begat sons and daughters. 
'And Salah lived thirty years, and begat Eber: 'and Salah 14 
lived after he begat Eber four hundred and three years, and be- 
gat sons and daughters. And Eber lived four and thirty years, 16 
and begat Peleg: and Eber lived after he begat Peleg four hun- 17 
dred and thirty years, and begat sons and daughters. And Peleg 18 
lived thirty years, and begat Reu: and Peleg lived after he 19 
begat Reu two hundred and nine years, and begat sons and 
daughters. And Reu lived two and thirty years, and begat Se- 20 
rug: and Reu lived after he begat Serug two hundred and 21 
seven years, and begat sons and daughters: And Serug lived 22 
thirty years, and begat Nahor: and Serug lived after he begat 23 
Nahor two hundred years, and begat sons and daughters. And 24 
Nahor lived nine and twenty yeas, and begat Terah: and Na- 25 
hor lived after he begat Terah an hundred and nineteen years, 
and begat sons and daughters. And Terah lived seventy years, 26 
and begat Abram, Nabor, and Haran. > 

Now these are the generations of Terah: 'Terah begat Abram, 27 
Nahor, and Haran; and Haran begat Lot. And Haran died 28 
before his father Terah, in the land of his nativity, in Ur of the 
Chaldees. And Abram and Nahor took them wives: the name 29 
of Abram’s wife was Sarai; and the name of Nahor’s wife, 
Milcah, the daughter of Haran, the father of Milcah, and the 
father of Iscah. ' But Sarai was barren; she had no child. 'And 30 
Terah took Abram his son, and Lot the son of Haran his son’s 
son, and Sarai his daughter-in-law, his son Abram’s wife; and 
they went forth with them from Ur of the Chaldees, to go into 
the land of Canaan; and they came unto Haran, and dwelt 
there. And the days of Terah were two hundred and five 32 
years: and Terah died in Haran. 

NOW the LORD had said unto Abram, Get thee out of thyh® 
country, and from thy kindred, and from thy father’s house, unto 
a land that I will show thee: and J will make of thee a great 2 
nation, and I will bless thee, and make thy name great; and 
thou shalt be a blessing; and I will bless them that bless thee, 3 
and curse him that curseth thee; and in thee shall all families 
of the earth:be blessed. So Abram departed, as the LORD had 4 

5 





spoken unto him; and Lot went with him: and Abram was — 
seventy and five years old when he departed out of Haran. And 
Abram ino Sarai his wife and Lot his brother's son, and all their 
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substance that they had gathered, and the souls that they had 


gotten in Haran; and they went’forth to go into the land of Ca- 
naan; and into the land of Canaan they came. 


Anb Abram passed through the land unto the place of Sichem, | 


unto the plain of Moreh. And the Canaanite was then in the 
land. And the LORD appeared unto Abram, and said, Unto 
thy seed will I give this land: and there builded he an altar unto 
the LORD, who appeared unto him. 

Anp he removed from thence unto a mountain on the east of 
Beth-el, and pitched his tent, having Beth-el on the west, and 
Hai on the east: and there he builded an altar unto the LORD, 
and called upon the name of the LORD. And Abram journeyed, 
going on still toward the south. 

_ Awnp there was a famine in the land: and Abram went down 
into Egypt to sojourn there; for the famine was grievous in the 
land. And it came to pass, when he was come near to enter 
into Egypt, that he said unto Sarai his wife, Behold now, I know 
that thou art a fair woman to look upon: therefore it shall come 
to pass, when the Egyptians shall see thee, that they shall say, 
‘This is his wife: and they will kill me, but they will save thee 
alive. Say, I pray thee, thou art my sister: that it may be well 
. with me for thy sake: and my soul shall live because of thee. 
And it came to pass, that, when Abram was come into Egypt, 
the Egyptians beheld the woman that she was very fair. The 
oman also of Pharaoh saw her, and commended her before 
haraoh: and the woman was taken into Pharaoh’s house. 
And he entreated Abram well for her sake: and He had sheep, 
and oxen, and he asses, and men-servants, and maid-servants, 
and she asses, and camels. And the LORD plagued Pharaoh 
and his house with great plagues because of Sarai, Abram’s wife. 
And Pharaoh called Abram, and said, What is this that thou hast 
done unto me? why didst thou not tell me that she was thy wife? 
Why saidst thou, She is my sister? so I might have taken her 
to me to wife: now therefore behold thy wife, take her, and go 
thy way. And Pharaoh commanded fs men concerning him, 
and they sent him away, and his wife, and all that he had.

Anp Abram went up out of Egypt, he, and his wife, and alll3 


that he had, and Lot with him, into the south. And Abram was 
very rich in cattle, in silver, and in gold. And he went on his 
journeys from the south even to Beth-el, unto the place where 
his tent had been at the beginning, between Beth-el and Hai; 
unto the place of the altar, which he had made there at the first: 
and there Abram called on the name of the LORD. 

Anp Lot also, which went with Abram, had flocks, and herds, 
and tents. And the land was not able to bear them, that they 
might dwell together: for their substance was great, so that 
they could not dwell together. And there was a strife between 
the herdmen of Abram’s cattle and the herdmen of Lot's cattle: 
and the Canaanite and the Perizzite dwelled then in the lanj. 
And Abram said unto Lot, Let there be no strife, I pray~thee, 
‘between me and thee, and between my herdmen and "1 herd. 
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men; for we be brethren. Ts not the whole land before thee? 9 
separate thyself, I pray thee, from me: if thou wilt take the left 
hand, then I will go to the right; or if thou depart to the right 
hand, then I will go to the left. And Lot lifted up his eyes, and 10 
beheld all the plain of Jordan, that it was well watered every 
where, before the LORD destroyed Sodom and Gomorrah, even 

as the garden of the LORD, like the land of Egypt, as thou 
comest unto Zoar. Then Lot chose him all the plain of Jordan; 11 
and Lot journeyed east: and they separated themselves the one 
from the other. Abram dwelled in the land of Canaan, and Lot 12 
dwelled in the cities of the plain, and pitched his tent toward 
Sodom. But the men of Sodom were wicked,and sinners before 13 
the LORD exceedingly. 

Anp the LORD said unto Abram, after that Lot was separated 14 
from him, Lift up now thine eyes, and look from the place where 
thou art northward, and southward, and eastward, and west- 
ward: for all the land which thou seest, to thee will I give it, 15 
and to thy seed for ever. And I will make thy seed as the dust 16 
of the earth: so that if a man can number the dust of the earth, 
then shall thy seed also be numbered. Arise, walk through the 17 
Jand in the length of it and in the breadth of it; for I will give 
it unto thee. ‘Then Abram removed his tent, and came and 18 
dwelt in the plain of Mamre, which zs in Hebron, and built there 
an altar unto the LORD. 

AND it came to pass in the days of Amvraphel king of Shinar,L& 
Avioch king of Ellasar, Chedorlaomer king of Elam, and Tidal 
king of nations; that these made war with Bera king of Sodom, 2 
and with Birsha king of Gomorrah, Shinab king of Admah, and 
Shemeber king of Zeboiim, and the king of Bela, which is Zoar. 
‘All these were joined together in the vale of Siddim, which is 
the salt sea. ‘Twelve years they served Chedorlaomer, and in 
the thirteenth year they rebelled. Ane in the fourteenth year 
came Chedorlaomer, and the kings that were with him, and smote 
the Rephaims in Ashteroth Karnaim, and the Zuzims in Ham, 
and the Emims in Shaveh Kiriathaim, ' and the Horites in their 
mount Seir, unto El-paran, which is by the wilderness. And 
they returned, and came to Enmishpat, which 7s Kadesh, and 
smote all the country of the Amalekites, and also the Amorites, 
that dwelt in Hazezon-tamar. And there went out the king of 
Sodom, and the king of Gomorrah, and the king of Admah, and 
the king of Zeboiim, and the king of Bela (the same 7s Zoar 3) 
and they joined battle with them in the vale of Siddim ;' with 
Chedorlaomer the king of Elam, and with Tidal king of nations, 
and Amraphel king of Shinar, and Arioch king of Ellasar ; four 
kings with five. And the vale of Siddim was full of slime-pits ; 10 
and the kings of Sodom and Gomorrah fled, and fell there ; and 
they that remained fled to the mountain. And they took all the 11 
goods of Sodom and Gomorrah, and all their victuals, and went 
their way. And they took Lot, Abram’s brother’s son, who 12 
dwelt in Sodom, and his goods, and departed. 

AND here came one that had escaped, and told Abram the 13 
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Hebrew; for he dwelt in the plain of Mamre the Amorite, 
brother of Eshcol, and brother of Aner: and these were confed- 
erate with Abram. And when Abram heard that his brother 14 
was taken captive, he armed his trained servants, born in his 
own house, three huridred and eighteen, and pursued them unto 
Dan. And he divided himself against them, he and his servants, 15 
by night, and smote them, and pursued them unto Hobah, which is 

on the left hand of Damascus. And he brought back all the 16 
goods, and also brought again his brother Lot, and his goods, and 
the women also, and the people. 

Anp the king of Sodom went out to meet him after his re- 17 
turn from the slaughter of Chedorlaomer, and of the kings that 
were with him, at the valley of Shaveh, which 2s the king’s dale. 
And Melchizedek king of Salem brought forth bread and wine: 18 
and he was the priest of the most high God. And he blessed 19 
him, and said, Blessed be Abram of the most high God, possessor 
of heaven and earth: and blessed be the most high God, which 20 
hath delivered thine enemies into thy hand. And he gave him 
tithes of all. 

Anp the king of Sodom said unto Abram, Give me the persons, 21 
and take the goods to thyself. And Abram said to the king of 22 
Sodom, I have lift up mine hand unto the LORD, the most high 
God, the possessor of heaven and earth, ' that I will not take from 23 
a thread even to a shoe-latchet, and that I will not take any thing 
that is thine, lest thou shouldest say, I have made Abram rich: 
save only that which the young men have eaten, and the por- 24 
tion of the men which went with me, Aner, Eshcol, and Mamre; 
let them take their portion. 

AFTER these things the word of the LORD came unto AbramL 5 
in a vision, saying, Fear not, Abram: I am thy shield, and th 
exceeding great reward. And Abram said, Lord GOD, what wilt 2 
thou give me, seeing I go childless, and the steward of my house 
is this Eliezer of Damascus? And Abram said, Behold, to me 
thou hast given no seed: and, lo, one born in my house is mine 
heir. And, behold, the word of the LORD came unto him, saying, 
This shall not be thine heir; but he that shall come forth out of 
thine own bowels shall be thine heir. And he brought him forth 
abroad, and said, Look now toward heaven, and tell the stars, if 
thou be able to number them: and he said unto him, So shall thy 
seed be. And he believed in the LORD; and he counted it to 
him for righteousness. 

And he said unto him, I am the LORD that brought thee out 
of Ur of the Chaldees, to give thee this land to inherit it. And 
he said, Lord GOD, whereby shall I know that I shall inherit it? 
And he said unto him, Take me an heifer of three years old, 
and a she goat of three years old, and a rae three years old, 
and a turtle-dove, and a young pigeon. And he took unto him. 10 
all these, and divided them in the midst, and laid each piece one 
against another: but the birds divided he not.’ And when the 11 
fowls came down upon the carcasses, Abram drove them away. 
‘And when the sun was going down, a deep sleep on upon 12 
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Abram ; and, lo, an horror of great darkness fell upon him. And 13 
he said unto Abram, Know of a surety that thy seed shall be a 
stranger in a land that is not theirs, and shall serve them; and 
they shall afflict them four hundred years; and also that nation, 14 
whom they shall serve, will I judge: and afterward shall they 
come out with great substance. And thou shalt go to thy fathers 15 
in peace; thou shalt be buried ina good old age. But in the 16 
fourth generation they shall come hither again: for the iniquity 

of the Amorites is not yet full. And it came to pass, that, when 17 
the sun went down, and it was’dark, behold a smoking furnace, 
and a burning lamp that passed between those pieces. In that 18 
same day the LORD made a covenant with Abram, saying, Unto 
thy seed have I given this land, from the river of Egypt unto 
the great river, the river Euphrates: the Kenites, and the Keniz- 19 
zites, and the Kadmonites, 'and the Hittites, and the Perizzites, 20 
and the Rephaims, ' and the Amorites, and the Canaanites, and 21 
the Girgashites, and the Jebusites. 

NOW Sarai Abram’s wife bare him no children: and she hadi6 
an handmaid, an Egyptian, whose name was Hagar. And Sarai 2 
said unto Abram, Behold now, the LORD hath restrained me 
from bearing: I pray thee, go in unto my maid; it may be that 
I may obtain children by her. And Abram hearkened to the 
voice of Sarai. And Sarai Abram’s wife took Hagar her maid 
the Egyptian, after Abram had dwelt ten years in the land of Ca- 
naan, and gave her to her husband Abram to be his wife. And 4 
he went in unto Hagar, and she conceived: and when she saw 
that she had conceived, her mistress was despised in her eyes. 
And Sarai said unto Abram, My wrong be upon thee: I have 5 
given my maid into thy bosom; and when she saw that she had 
conceived, I was despised in her eyes: the LORD judge between 
me aud thee. But Abram said unto Sarai, Behold, thy maid is 
in thy hand; do to her as it pleaseth thee. And when Sarai 
dealt hardly with her, she fled from her face. And the angel 
of the LORD found her by a fountain of water in the wilderness, 
by the fountain in the way to Shur. And he said, Hagar, Sarai’s 
maid, whence camest thou? and whither wilt thou go? And she 
said, I flee from the face of my mistress Sarai. And the angel 
of the LORD said unto her, Return to thy mistress, and submit 
thyself under her hands. And theangel of the LORD said unto 10 
her, I will multiply thy seed exceedingly, that it shall not be 
numbered for multitude. And the angel of the LORD said unto 11 
her, Behold, thou art with child, and shalt bear a son, and shalt 
call his name Ishmael; because the LORD hath heard thy afflic- 
tion. And he will be a wild man; his hand will be against 12 
every man, and every man’s hand against him; and he shall 
dwell in the presence of all his brethren. And she called the 13 
name of the LORD that spake unto her, Thou God seest me: 
for she said, Have I also here looked after him that seeth me? 
Wherefore the well was called Beerlahai-roi; behold, zt is be- 14 
tween Kadesh and Bered. And Hagar bare Abram a son: and 15 
Abram meee his son’s name, which Hagar bare, Ishmael. And 16 
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Abram was fourscore and six years old, when Hagar bare Ishmael 
to Abram. , 

And when Abram was ninety years old and nine, the LORD1L7 
appeared to Abram and said unto him, I am the Almighty God ; 
walk before me, and be thou perfect. And I will make m 
covenant between me and thee, and will multiply thee exceed- 
ingly. And Abram fell on his face: and God talked with him, 
saying, As for me, behold, my covenant is with thee, and thou 
shalt be a father of many nations. Neither shall thy name any 
more be called Abram, but thy name shall be onllege Abraham ; 
fora father of many nations have I made thee. And I will make 
thee exceeding fruitful, and I will make nations of thee, and 
kings shall come out of thee. And I will establish my covenant 
between me and thee and thy seed afier thee in their genera- 
tions for an everlasting covenant, to be a God unto thee, and to 
thy seed after thee. And I will give unto thee, and to thy seed 8 
afier thee, the land wherein thou art a stranger, all the land of 
Canaan, for an everlasting possession; and I will be their God. 
And God said unto Abraham, Thou shalt keep my covenant 9 
therefore, thou, and thy seed after thee in their generations. This 10 
is my covenant, which ye shall keep, between me and you and 
thy seed after thee; every man child among you shall be cir- 
cumcised. And ye shall circumcise the flesh of your foreskin; 11 
and it shall be a token of the covenant betwixt me and you. 
And he that is eight days old shall be circumcised among you, 12 
every man child in your generations, he that is born in the 
house, or bought with money of any stranger, which zs not of 
thy seed. He that is born in thy house, and he that is bought 13 
with thy money, must needs be circumcised: and my covenant 
shall be in your flesh for an everlasting covenant. And the un- 14 
circumcised man child whose flesh of his foreskin is not circum- 
cised, that soul shall be eut off from his people ; he hath broken 
my covenant. And God said unto Abraham, As for Sarai 15 
thy wife, thou shalt not call her name Sarai, but Sarah shall her 
name be. And I will bless her, and give thee a son also of her: 16 
yea, I will bless her, and she shall be a mother of nations ;/kings 
of people shall be of her. Then Abraham fell upon his face, 17 
and laughed, and said in his heart, Shall @ child be born unto 
him that is an hundred years old? and shall Sarah that is ninety 
years old, bear? And Abraham said unto God, O that Ishmael 18 
might live before thee! And God said, Sarah. thy wife shall 19 
bear thee a son indeed; and thou shalt call his name Isaac: 
and I will establish my covenant with him for an everlasting 
covenant, and with his seed after him. And as for Ishmael, I 20 

have heard thee: Behold, I have blessed him, and will make 
him fruitful, and will multiply him exceedingly; twelve princes 
shall he beget, and I will make hima great nation. But my 21 
covenant will I establish with Isaac, whom Sarah shall-bear 
unto thee at this set time in the next year. apie? 
And he left off talking with him, and God went up from Abra- 22 
ham. And Abraham took sles his son, and all a were 23 
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born in his house, and all that were bought with his money, 
every male among the men of Abraham’s house ; and circum- 
cised the flesh of their foreskin in the selfsame day, as God» had 
said unto him. And Abraham was ninety years old and nine, 24 
when he was circumcised in the flesh of his foreskin. And Ish- 25 
mael his son was thirteen years old, when he was circumcised 

in the flesh of his foreskin.. In the selfsame day was Abraham 26 
circumcised, and Ishmael his son. And all the men of his house, 27 
born in the house, and bought with money of the stranger, were 
circumcised with him. ; 

Anp the LORD appeared unto him in the plains of Mamre:18 
and he sat in the tent door in the heat of the day; and he lift 2 
up his eyes and looked, and, lo, three men stood by him: and 
when he saw them, he ran to meet them from the tent door, 
and bowed himself toward the ground, ! and said, My Lord, if 
now I have found favor in thy sight, pass not away, I pray thee, 
from thy servant: let a little water, I pray you, be fetched, and 
wash your feet, and rest yourselves under the tree: and I will 
fetch a morsel of bread, and comfort ye your hearts; after 
that ye shall pass on: for therefore are ye come to your servant. 
And they said, So do, as thou hast said. ' And Abraham hastened 
into the tent unto Sarah, and said,. Make ready quickly three 
measures of fine meal, knead zt, and make cakes upon the hearth. 
And Abraham ran unto the herd, and fetched a calf tender and 7 
good, and gave %¢ unto a young man; and he hasied to dress it. 
And he.took butter, and milk, and the calf which he had dressed, 8 
and set it before them; and he stood by them under the tree, 
and they did eat. And they said unto him, Where is Sarah thy 9 
wife? And he said, Behold, in the tent. And he said, I will 10 
certainly retum unto thee according to the time of life; and, lo, 
Sarah thy wife shall have a son. And Sarah heard 7¢ in the tent 
door, which was behind him. Now Abraham and Sarah were 11 
old and well stricken in age; and it ceased to be with Sarah 
after the manner of women. Therefore Sarah laughed within 12 
herself, saying, After I am waxed-old shall I have pleasure, my 
‘lord being old also? And the LORD said unto Abraham, Where- 13 
fore did Sarah laugh, saying, Shall I of a surety beara child, 
which am old? 'Is any thing too hard for the LORD? At the 14 
time appointed I will return unto thee, according to the time of 
life, and Sarah shall have ason. Then Sarah denied, saying, 15 
I laughed not; for she was afraid. And he said, Nay; but chou 
didst laugh. 

Anp the men rose up from thence, and looked toward Sodom: 16 
and Abraham went with them to bring them on the way. And 17 
the LORD said, Shall I hide from Abraham that thing which I 
do; seeing that Abraham shall surely become agreat and mighty 18 - 
nation, and all the nations of the earth shall be blessed mn him ? 

For I know him, that he will command his children and his 19 
household after him, and they shall keep the way of the LORD, 
to do justice and judgment; that the LORD may bring upon 
on which he hath spoken of him. And the LORD 20 
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said, Because the ery of Sodom and Gomorrah is great, and be- 
cause their sin is very grievous; I will go down now,and see 21 
whether they have done altogether according to the cry of it, 
which is come unto me; and if not, I will know. And the men 22 
turned their faces from thence, and went toward Sodom: but 
Abraham stood yet before the LORD. 

_ Anp Abraham drew near, and said, Wilt thou also destroy the 23 
righteous with the wicked? Peradventure there be fifty righte- 24 
ous within the city: wilt thou also destroy and not spare the 
place for the fifiy righteous that are therein? That be far from 25 
thee to do after this manner, to slay the righteous with the wicked : 
and that the righteous should be as the wicked, that be far from 
thee: shall not the judge of all the earth do right? And the 26 
LORD said, If I find in Sodom fifty righteous within the city, 
then I will spare all the place for their sakes. And Abraham 27 
answered and said, Behold now, I have taken upon me to speak 
unto the LORD, which am but dust and ashes: Peradventure 28 
there shall lack five of the fifty righteous: wilt thou destroy 
all the city for lack of five? And he said, If I find there forty 
and five, I will not destroy it. And he spake unto him yet again, 29 
and said, Peradventure there shall be forty found there. And 
he said, I will not do it for forty’s sake. And he said wnto him, 30 
Oh let not the LORD be angry, and I will speak: Peradventure 
there shall thirty be found there. And he said, I will not do tt, 
if I find thirty there. And he said, Behold now, I have taken 31 
upon me to speak unto the LORD: Peradyenture there shall be 
twenty found there. And he said, I will not destroy i for 
twenty’s sake. And he said, Oh let not the LORD be angry, 32 
and I will speak yet but this once: Peradyenture ten shall be 
found there. And he said, I will not destroy it for ten’s sake. 
And the LORD went his way, as soon as he had Jeft communing 33 
‘with Abraham: and Abraham returned unto his place. 

AND there came two angels to Sodom at even; and Lot sat19 
in the gate of Sodom: and Lot seeing them rose up to meet them; 
and he bowed himself with his face toward the ground ; 'and he 2 
said, Behold now, my lords, turn in, I pray you, into your servant's 
house, and tarry all night, and wash your feet, and ye shall rise 
up early, and goon your ways. And they said, Nay; but we 
will abide in the street all night. And he pressed upon them 8 
greatly; and they turned in unto him, and entered into his 
house; and he made them a feast, and did bake unleavened 
bread, and they did eat. 

Bur before they lay down, the men of the city, even, the men 4 
of Sodom, compassed the house round, both old and young, all 
the people from every quarter: and they called unto Lot, and said 4 
unto him, Where are the men which came in to thee this night ? 
bring them out unto us, that we may know them. And Lot 6 
went out at the door unto them, and shut the door after him, 
‘and said, I pray you, brethren, do not so wickedly. 'Behold 7,8 
now, I have two daughters which have not known man; let me, 

T pray you, bring them out unto you, and do ye to ps as ig 
; 7 
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good in your eyes: only unto these men do nothing ; for there- 
fore came they under the shadow of my roof. And they said, 9 
Stand back. “And they said again, This one fellow came in to 
sojourn, and he will needs be a judge: now will we deal worse 
with thee than with them. And they pressed sore upon the 
man, even Lot, and came near to break the door. But the men 10 
put forth their hand, and pulled Lot into the house to them, and 
shut to the door. And they smote the men that were at the door 11 
of the house with blindness, both small and great: so that they 
wearied themselves to find the door. And the men said unto 12 
Lot, Hast thou here any besides? son-in-law, and thy sons, and 
thy daughters, and whatsoever thou hast in the city, bring them 
out of this place: for we will destroy this place, because the cry 13 
of them is waxen great before the face of the LORD; and the 
LORD hath sent us to destroy it. And Lot went out, and spake 14 
unto his sons-in-law, which married his daughters, and said, Up, 
get you out of this place; for the LORD will destroy this city. 
But he seemed as one that mocked unto his sons-in-law. ~ 

Anp when the morning arose, then the angels hastened Lot, 15 
saying, Arise, take thy wife, and thy two daughters, which are ; 
here; lest thou be consumed in the iniquity of the city. And 16 
while he lingered, the men laid hold upon his hand, and upon 
the hand of his wife, and upon the hand of his two daughters ; 
the LORD being merciful unto him: and they brought him 
forth, and set him without the city. And it came to pass, when 17 
they had brought them forth abroad, that he said, Escape for thy 
life; look not behind thee, neither stay thou in all the plain; 
escape to the mountain, lest thou be consumed. And Lot said 18 
unto them, Oh, not so, my lord: behold now, thy servant hath 19 
found grace in thy sight, and thou hast magnified thy mercy, 
which thou hast showed unto me in saving my life; and I can- 
not escape to the’ mountain, lest some evil take me, and I die: 
behold now, this city 7s near to flee unto, and it is a little one: 20 
oh, let me escape thither, (is it not a little one?) and my soul 
shall live. And he said unto him, See, I have accepted thee 21 
concerning this thing also, that I will not overthrow this city, for 
the which thou hast spoken. Taste thee, escape thither; for I, 22 
cannot do any thing tll thou be come thither, Therefore the 
name of the city was called Zoar, The sun was risen upon the 23 
earth when Lot entered into Zoar. 

Tuen the LORD rained upon Sodom and upon Gomorrah 24 
brimstone and fire from the LORD out of heaven; and he oyer- 25 
.threw those cities, and all the plain, and all the inhabitants of 
the cities, and that which grew upon the ground. But his wife 26 
looked back from behind him, and she became a pillar of salt. 
And Abraham gat up early in the morning to the place where 27 
he stood before the LORD: and he looked toward Sodom and 28 
Gomorrah, and toward all the land of the plain, and beheld, 
and, lo, the smoke of the country went up as the smoke of a 
furnace. sane it came to pass, when God destroyed the cities of 29 
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the plain, that God remembered Abraham, and sent Lot out of 
the midst of the overthrow, when he overthrew the cities in 
the which Lot dwelt. 
Anp Lot went up out of Zoar, and dweltin the mountain, and 30 
his two daughters with him ; for he feared to dwell in Zoar: and 
he dwelt in a cave, he and his two daughters. (And the first- 31 
born said unto the younger, Our father 7s old, and there is not a 
man in the earth to come in unto us after the manner of all the 
earth: come, let us make our father drink wine, and we will lie 32 
with him, that we may preserve seed of our father. And they 33 
made their father drink wine that night: and the first-born went 
in, and lay with her father; and he perceived not when she lay 
down, nor when she arose. And it came to pass on the morrow, 34 
that the first-born said unto the younger, Behold, I lay yester- 
night with my father: let us make him drink wine this night 
also; and go thou in, and lie with him, that we may preserve 
seed of our father. And they made their father drink wine that 35 
night also: and the younger arose, and lay with him; and he 
perceived not when she lay down, nor when she arose. Thus 36 
were both the daughters of Lot with child by their father. And 37 
the first-born bare a son, and called his name Moab: the same is 
the father of the Moabites unto this day. And the younger, she 38 
also bare a son, and called his name Ben-ammi: the same 7s the 
father of the children of Ammon unto this day. 
AND Abraham journeyed from thence toward the south20 

country, and dwelled between Kadesh and Shur, and sojourned 
in Gerar. And Abraham said of Sarah his wife, She is my 2 
sister: and Abimelech king of Gerar sent, and took Sarah. But 3 
God came to Abimelech in a dream by night, and said to him, 
Behold, thou art but a dead man, for the woman which thou hast 

‘taken; for she 7s a man’s wife. But Abimelech had not come 4 
near her: and he said, LORD, wilt thou slay also a righteous 
nation? Said he not unto me, She is my sister? and she even 
she herself said, He is my brother: in the integrity of my heart 
and innocency of my hands have I done this. And God said 6 
unto him in a dream, Yea, I know that thou didst this in the in- 
tegrity of thy heart; for I also withheld thee from sinning against 
me: therefore suffered I thee not to touch her. Now therefore 7 
restore the man Ais wife; for he is a prophet, and he shall pray 

. for thee, and thou shalt live: and if thou restore her not, know 
thou that thou shalt surely die, thou, and all thatarethine. There- 8 
fore Abimelech rose early in the morning, and called all his 
servants, and told all these things in their ears: and the men 
were sore afraid. Then Abimelech called Abraham, and said 9 
unto him, What hast thou done unto us? and what have I of 
fended thee, that thou hast brought on me and on my kingdom a 
great sin? thou hast done deeds unto me that ought not to be 
done. And Abimelech said unto Abraham, What sawest thou, 10; 
that thou hast done this thing? And Abraham said, Because I 11 
thought, Surely the fear of God is not in this place; and» they 
will slay me for my wife’s ae And yet indeed ee my 12 
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sister; she is the daughter of my father, but not the daughter of 
my mother; and she became my wife. And it came to pass, 13 
when God caused me to wander from my father’s house, that I 
said unto her, This is thy kindness which thou shalt show unto 
me; at every place whither we shall come, say of me, He is my 
brother. And Abimelech took sheep, and oxen, and men-servants, 14 
and women-servants, and gave them unto Abraham, and restored 
him Sarah his wife. And Abimelech said, Behold, my land ts 15 
before thee: dwell where it pleaseth thee. And unto Sarah he 16 
said, Behold, I have given thy brother a thousand pieces of silver: 
behold he is to thee a covering of the eyes, unto all that are with 
thee, and with all other: thus she was mgrover So Abraham 17 
rayed unto God: and God healed Abimelech, and his wife, and 
this maid-servants; and they bare children. For the LORD had 18 
fast closed up all the wombs of the house of Abimelech, because 
of Sarah, Abraham’s wife. 

AND the LORD visited Sarahas he had said, and the LORD did2% 
unto Sarah as he had spoken. For Sarah conceived, and bare 2 
Abraham a son in his old age, at the set time of which God had ~ 
spoken to him. And Abraham called the name of his son that 
was born unto him, whom Sarah bare to him, Isaac. And Abra- 
ham circumcised his son Isaac being eight days old, as God had 
commanded him. And Abraham was an bundred years old, 
when his son Isaac was born unto him. And Sarah said, God 
hath made me to laugh, so that all that hear will laugh with me. 
‘And she said, Who would have said unto Abraham, that Sarah 
should have given children suck? for I have born Aim a son in 
hisold age. And the child grew, and was weaned: and Abra- 
ham made a great feast the same day that Isaac was weaned. 

Awnp Sarah saw the son of Hagar the Egyptian, which she had 
born unto Abraham, mocking. Wherefore she said unto Abra- 
ham, Cast out this bond-woman and her son: for the son of this 
bond-woman shall not be heir with my son, even with Tsaae. 
And the thing was very grievous in Abraham’s sight because of 11 
his son. And God said unto Abraham, Let it not be grievous in 12 
thy sight because of the lad, and because of thy bond-woman ; 
in’all that Sarah hath said unto thee, hearken unto her voice; 
for in Isaac ghall thy seed be called. And also of the son of the 13 
bond-woman will: I make a nation, because he is thy seed. And 14 
Abraham rose up early in the morning, and took bread, and a 
bottle of water, and gave 7 unto Hagar, putting zt on her shoul- 
der, and the child, and sent her away: 

Anp she departed, and wandered in the wilderness of Beer- 
sheba. And the water was spent in the bottle, and she cast the 15 
child under one of the shrubs. And she went, and sat her down 16 
over against him a good way off, as it were a bowshot: for she 
said, Let me not see the death of the child. And she sat over 
against him, and lift up her voice, and wept. And God heard 17 
the voice of the lad; and the angel of-God called to Hagar out 
of heaven, and said unto her, What aileth thee, Hagar? fear not; 
for God hath heard the voice of the lad where hes. Arise, lift 18° 
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up the lad, and hold him in thine hand ; for I will make hima 
great nation. And God opened her eyes, and she saw a well of 19 
water ; and she went, and filled the bottle with water, and gave 
the lad drink. And God was with the lad; and he grew, and 20 
dwelt in the wilderness, and became an archer. And he dwelt 21 
in the wilderness of Paran: and his mother took him a wife out 

of the land of Egypt. 

AND it came to pass at that time, that Abimelech and Phichol 22 
the chief captain of his host spake unto Abraham, saying, God is 
with thee in all that thou doest: now therefore swear unto me 23 
here by God that thou wilt not deal falsely with me, nor with 
my son, nor with my son’s son: but according to the kindness 
that I have done unto thee, thou shalt do unto me, and to the 
land wherein thou hast sojourned. And Abraham said, I will 24 
swear. And Abraham reproved Abimelech because of a well 25 
of water, which Abimelech’s servants had violently taken away. 
And Abimelech said, I wot not who hath done this thing: neither 26 
didst thou tell me, neither yet heard I of it, but to-day. And 27 
Abraham took sheep and oxen, and gave them unto Abimelech ; 
and both of them made a covenant. And Abraham set seven 28 
ewe lambs of the flock by themselves. And Abimelech said 29 
unto Abraham, What mean these seven ewe lambs which thou 
hast set by themselves? And he said, For these seven ewe lambs 30 
shalt thou take of my hand, that they may be a witness unto me, 
that I have digged this well. Wherefore he called that place 31 
Beer-sheba; because there they sware both of them. Thus they 32 
made a covenant at Beer-sheba: then Abimelech roge up, and 
Phichol the chief captain of his host, and they returned into the 
land of the Philistines. 

And Abraham planted a grove in Beer-sheba, and called there 33 
on the name of the LOKD, the everlasting God. And Abraham 34 
sojourned in the Philistines’ land many days. Z 
AND it came to pass after these things, that God did tempt22 
Abraham, and said unto him, Abraham: and\ he said, Behold, 
here lam. And he said, Take now thy son, thine only’ son Isaac, 2 
whom thou lovest, and get thee into the land of Moriah ; and 
offer him there for a burnt-offering upon one of the mountains | 
which I will tell thee of And Abraham rose up early in the 3 
morning, and saddled his ass, and took two of his young men 
with him, and Isaac his son, and clave the wood for the burnt- 
offering, and rose up, and went unto the place of which God 
had told him. ‘Then on the third day Abraham lifted up his 4 
eyes, and saw the place afar off And Abraham said unto his. 5 
young men, Abide ye here with the ass; and I and the lad will 
x0 yonder and worship, and come again to you. And Abraham 6 
5 the wood of the burnt-offering, and laid it upon Isaac his 
son; and he took the fire in his hand, and a knife; and they 
went both of them together. And Isaac spake unto Abraham 7 
ais father, and said, My father: and he said, Here am I, my son, 
And he said, Behold the fire and the wood: but where 7s the’ 
amb’for a burnt-offering? And Abraham said, My son, a will 8

provide himself a Jamb for a bumt-offering: so they went both 

of them together. And they came to the place which God had 
told him of; and Abraham built an altar there, and laid the 
wood in order, and bound Isaac his son, and laid him on the 
altar upon the wood. And Abraham stretched forth his hand, 10 
and took the knife to slay his son. And the angel of the LORD 11 
called. unto him out of Teaveh: and said, Abraham, Abraham: 
and he said, Here am I. And he said, Lay not thine hand upon 12 
the lad, neither do thou any thing unto him: for now I know 
that thou fearest God, seeing thou hast not withheld thy son, thine 
only son from me. And Abraham lifted up his eyes, and looked, 13 
and behold behind fim a ram caught in a thicket by his horns:

And Abraham called 14 
the name of that place Jehovah-jireh: as it is said to this day, In 
the mount of the LORD it shall be seen. And the angel of the 15 
LORD called unto Abraham out of heaven the second time, and 16 
said, By myself have I sworn, saith the LORD, for because thou 
hast done this thing, and hast not withheld thy son, thine onl 
son: that in blessing I will bless thee, and in multiplying I wi J bya 
multiply thy seed as the stars of the heaven, and as the sand 
which 2s upon the sea-shore ; and thy seed shall possess the gate 

of his enemies; and in thy seed shall all the nations of the earth 18 
be blessed; because thou hast obeyed my voice. So Abraham 19 
returned unto his young men, and they rose up and went to- 
gether to Beer-sheba; and Abraham dwelt at Beer-sheba. 

AND it came to pass «fter these things that it was told Abra- 20 
ham, saying, Behold, Milcah, she hath also born children unto, 
thy brother Nahor ; Huz his first-born, and Buz his brother, and’ 21 
jemuel the father of Aram, 'and Chesed, and Hazo, and Pildash, 22 
and Jidlaph, and Bethuel. And Bethuel begat Rebekah: these 23 
eight Milcah did bear to Nahor, Abraham’s brother. And his 24 
concubine, whose name was Reumah, she bare also Tebah, and =~ 
Gaham, and Thahash, and Maachah. 

AND Sarah was an hundred and seven and twenty years old :23 
these were the years of the life of Sarah. And Sarah died in 2 
Kirjath-arba; the same is Hebron in the land of Canaan: and 
Abraham came to motrn for Sarah, and to weep for her. And 3 
Abraham stood up from before his dead, and spake unto the 
sons of Heth, saying, 'I am a stranger and a sojournerwith you: 4 
give me a possession ofa burying-place with you, that I may bury ’ 
my dead out of my sight. And the children of Heth answered 5 
Abraham, saying unto him, ' Hear us, my lord: thouarta mighty 6 
prince among us: in the choice of our sepulchres bury thy dead ; 
none of us shall withhold from thee his sepulchre, but that thou 
mayest bury thy dead. And Abraham stood up, and bowed 7 
himself to the people of the land, even to the children of Heth. 
And he communed with them, saying, If it be your mind thatI 8 
should bury my dead out of my sight; hear me, and intreat for 
me to Ephron the son of Zohar, that he may give me the cave of 9 
— which he hath, which is in the end of his field; 
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for as much money as it is worth he shall give it me for a pos- 
session of a burying-place amongst you. And Ephron dwelt 10 
among the children of Heth: and Hphron the Hittite answered 
Abraham in the audience of the children of Heth, even of all 
that went in at the gate of his city, saying, Nay, my lord, hear 
me: the field give I ihee, and the cave that is therein, I give it 
thee; in the presence of the sons of my people give I it thee: 
bury thy dead. And Abraham bowed down himself before the 12 
people ofthe land. And he spake unto Ephron in the audience 13 
of the people of the land, saying, But if thou wilt give it, I pray 
thee, hear me: I will give thee money for the field; take it of 
me, and I will bury my dead there. And Ephron answered 14 
Abraham, saying unto him,! My lord, hearken unto me: the 15 
land is worth four hundred shekels of silver; what is that be- 
twixt me and thee? bury. therefore thy dead. And Abraham 16 
hearkened unto Ephron; and Abraham weighed to Ephron the 
silver, which he had named in the audience of the sons of Heth, 
four hundred shekels of silver, current money with the merchant. 
And the field of Ephron, which was in Machpelah, which was 17 
before Mamre, the field, and the cave which was therein, and all 
the trees that were in the field, that were in all the borders round 
about, were made sure ' unto Abraham for a possession in the 18 
presence of the children of Heth, before all that went in at the 
gate of his city. And after this, Abraham buried Sarah his wife in 19 
the cave of the field of Machpelah before Mamre: the same is 
Hebron in the land of Canaan. And the field, and the cave that 20 
is therein, weré made sure unto Abraham for a possession of a 
burying-place by the sons of Heth. 

AND Abraham was old, and well stricken in age: and the24 
LORD had blessed Abraham in all things. And Abraham said 2 
unto his eldest servant of his house, that ruled’over all that he 
had, Put, I pray thee, thy hand under my thigh: andI willmake 3 
thee swear by the, LORD, the God of heaven, and the God of the 

_ earth, that thou shalt not take a wife unto my son of the daughters 

of the Canaanites, among whom I dwell: but thou shalt go unto 4 
my country, and to my kindred, and take a wife unto my son 
Isaac. And the servant said unio him, Peradventure the woman 5 
will not be willing io follow me unto this land: must I needs 
bring thy son again unto the land from whence thou camest? 
And Abraham said unto him, Beware thou that thou bring not 
my son thither again. The LORD God cf heaven, which took 
me from my fathe:'s house, and from the land of my kindred, and 
which spake unto me, and that sware un‘o me, saying, Unto thy 
seed will I give tis land; he shall send his angel before thee, 
and thou shalt take a wif unto myson from thence. And if 8 
the woman will not be willing to follow thee, then thou shalt 
be clear from this my oath: only bring not my son thither again. 
And the servant put his hand under the thigh of Abraham his 9 
master, and sware to him concerning that matter. ie ls 

And the servant took ten camels of the camels of his master, 10 
and departed; for all the goods of his master were in his hand: 
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and he arose, and went to Mesopotamia, unto the city of Nahor. 
‘And he made his camels to kneel down without the city by a 11 
well of water at the time of the evening, even the time that wo- 
men go out to draw water. And he said, O LORD God of my 12 
master Abraham, I pray thee, send me good speed this day, and 
show kindness unto my master Abraham. Behold, 1 stand here 13 
by the well of water; and the daughters of the men of the city 
come out to draw water: and let it come to pass, that the dam- 14 
sel to whom I shall say, Let down thy pitcher, I pray thee, that 
[ may drink; and she shall say, Drink, and I will give thy camels 
drink also: let the same be she that thou hast appointed for thy 
servant Isaac; and thereby shall I know that thou hast showed 
kindness unto my master. And it came to pass, before he had 15 
done speaking, that, behold, Rebekah came out, who was born 
to Bethuel, son of Mileah, the wife of Nahor, Abraham’s brother, 
with her pitcher upon her shoulder. And the damsel was very 16 
fair to look upon, a virgin, neither had any man known her: 
and she went down to the well, and filled her pitcher, and came 
up. And the servant ran to meet her, and said, Let me, I pray 17 
thee, drink a little water of thy pitcher. And she said, Drink, 18 
my lord: and she hasted, and let down her pitcher upon her 
hand, and gave him drink. And when she had done giving him 19 
drink, she said, I will draw water for thy camels also, until they 
have done drinkmg., And she hasted, and emptied her pitcher 20 
into the trough, and ran again unto the well to draw water, and 
drew for all his camels. And the man wondering at her held 21 
his peace, to wit whether the LORD had made his journey pros- 
perous or not. And it came to pass, as the camels had done 22 
drinking, that the man took a golden earring of half a shekel 
weight, and two bracelets for her hands of ten shekels weight of 
gold; 'and said, Whose daughter art thou? tell me, I pray thee: 23 
is there room in thy father’s house for us to lodge m? And she 24 
said unto him, I am the daughter of Bethuel the son of Milcah, 
which she bare unto Nahor. She said moreover unto him, We 25 
have both straw and provender enough, and room to lodge in. 
And the man bowed down his head, and worshipped the LORD. 26 
And he said, Blessed be the Lord God of my master Abraham, 27 
who hath not left destitute my master of his mercy and_his 
truth: I being in the way, the LORD led me to the house of my 
master’s brethren. And the damsel ran, and told them of her 28 
mother’s house these things. And Rebekab had a brother, and 29 
his name was Laban: and Laban ran out unto the man, unto the 
well. And it came to pass, when he saw the earring and brace- 30 
lets upon his sister’s hands, and when he heard the words of 
Rebekah his sister, saying, Thus spake the man unto me; that 
he came unto the man; and, bebold, he stood by the camels at 
the well. And he said, Come in, thou blessed of the LORD; 31 
wherefore standest thou without? for Lhave prepared the house, 
and room for the camels. And the man came into the house; 32 
and he ungirded his camels, and gave straw and provender for 
the sig and water to wash his feet, and the men’s feet that 
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were with him. And there was set mea! before him to eat: but 33 
he said, I will not eat, until 1 have told mine errand. And he 
said, Speak on. ! And he said, i am Abraham’s servant: 'And 34 
the LORD hath blessed my master greatly ; and he is become 
great: and he hath given him flocks, and herds, and silver, and 
gold, and men-servants, and maid-servants, and camels, and asses. 
And Sarah my master’s wife bare a son to ™my master when she 36 
was old: and unto him hath he given all that he hath. And my 37 
master made me swear, saying, Thou shalt not take a wife to 
my son of the daughters of the Canaanites, in whose land I dwell: 
but thou shalt go unto my father’s house, and to my kindred, and 38: - 
take a wife unto my son. And I said unto my master, Perad- 39 
venture the woman will not follow me. And he said unto me, 40 
The LORD, before whom I walk, will send his angel with thee, 
and prosper thy way; and thou shalt take a wife for my son of 
my kindred, and of my father’s house: Then shalt thou be clear 41 
from this my oath, when thou comest to my kindred; and if 
they give not thee one, thou shalt be clear from my cath. And 42° 
Icame this day unto the well, and said, O LORD God of my 
master Abraham, if now thou do prosper my way which I go: 
behold, I stand by the well of water; and it shall come to pass, 43 
that when the virgin cometh forth to draw water, and I say to 
her, Give me, I pray thee, a little water of thy pitther to drink; 
and she say to me, Both drink thou, and I will also draw for thy 44 
camels: let the same be the woman whom the LORD hath ap- 
pointed out for my master’s son. And before I had done speak- 45 
ing in mine heart, behold, Rebekah came forth with her pitcher on 
her shoulder ; and she went down unto the well, and drew water : 
and I said unto her, Let me drink, I pray thee. And she made 46 
haste, and let down her pitcher from her shoulder, and said, 
Drink, and I will give thy camels drink also: so J drank, and she 
made the camel’s drink also. And I asked her, and said, Whose 47 
daughter art thou? And she said, The daughter of Bethuel, 
Nahor’s son, whom Milcah bare unto him: and I put the earring 
upon her face, and the bracelets upon her hands.

And Isaac came from the way of 62 
the well Lahai-roi; for he dwelt in the south country. And Isaac 63 
went out to meditate in the fieldat the eventide: andhe lifted up 
his eyes, and saw, and behold, the camels were coming. And 64 
Rebekah lifted up her eyes, and when she saw Isaac, she lighted 
off the camel. For she had said unto the servant, What man 7s 65 
this that walketh in the field to meet us? And the servant had 
said, It is my master: therefore she took a vail, and covered 
herself, And the servant told Isaac all things that he had done. 66 
And Isaac brought her into his mother Sarah’s tent, and took 67 
Rebekah, and she became his wife; and he loved her: and Isaac 
was comforted after his mother’s death. 

THEN again Abraham took a wife, and her name was Ketu-25 - 
rah, And she bare him Zimran, and Jokshan, and Medan, and 2 
Midian, and Ishbak, and Shuah. And Jokshan begat Sheba, 3 
and Dedan. And thesonsof Dedanwere Asshurim, and Letushim, 
and Leummim. And the sons of Midian; Ephah, and Epher, 4 
and Hanoch, and Abidah, and Eldaah. All these were the chil- 
dren of Keturah. 

Anp Abraham gave all that he had unto Isaac. But unto 5,6 
the sons of the concubines, which Abraham had, Abraham gave 
gifis, and sent them away from Isaac his son, while he yet lived, 
eastward, unto the east country. And these are the days ofthe 7 
years of Abraham’s life which he lived, an hundred threescore 
and fifteen years. Then Abraham gave up the ghost, and died 8 

‘ina good old age, an old man, and full of years; and was 
gathered to his people. And his sons Isaac and Ishmael buried 9 
him in the cave of Machpelah, in the field of Ephron the son of 
Zohar the Hittite, which is before Mamre; the field which 10 
Abraham purchased of the sons of Heth: there was e.. 





buried, and Sarah his wife. t 
AND it came to pass after the death of Abraham, that God 11 
blessed his son Isaac; and Isaac dwelt by the well Lahai-roi. 
Now these are the generations of Ishmael, Abraham’s son, whom 12 
Hagar the Egyptian, Sarah’s handmaid, bare unto Abraham : 
and these are the names of the sons of Ishmael, by their names, 13 
according to their generations: the first-born of Ishmael, Neba- 
joth; pee eo and Adbeel, and Mibsam,' and Mishma, and 14 
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Duma, and Massa, ' Hadar, and Tema, Jetur, Naphish, and Ke- 15 
demah: these are the sons of Ishmael, and these are their names, 16 
by their towns, and by their castles; twelve princes accordin 

-to their nations. And these are the years of the life of ean; 
an hundred and thirty and seyen years: and he gave up the 
ghost and died ; and was gathered unto his people. And. they 18 
dwelt. from Havilah unto Shur, that is before Egypt, as thou 
poem toward Assyria: and he died in the presence of all his 

rethren. ; 

AND these are the generations of Isaac, Abraham’s son: 19 
Abraham begat Isaac: and Isaac was forty years old when he 20 
took Rebekah to wife, ihe daughter of Bethuel the Syrian’ of 
Padan-aram, the sister io Laban the Syrian. And Isaac intreated 21 
the LORD for his wite, because she was barren: and the LORD 
Was intreated of him, and Rebekah his wife conéeived. And the 22 
children struggled together within her; and she said; If it be 80, 
why am I thus? And she went to inquire of the LORD. And the 23 
Lord said unto her, Two nations are in thy womb, and two man~ 
ner of people shall be separated from. thy bowels; and the one 
people shall be stronger than the other people; and the elder 
shall serve the younger. And when her days to be delivered 24 
were fulfilled, behold, there were twins in her womb. And the 25 
first came out red, all over like a hairy garment; and they called 

isname Esau. And after that came his brother out, and his 26 
hand took hold on Esau’s heel; and his name was called Jacob :

AND Jacob sod pottage : and Esau came'from the field, and he 29 
was faint: and Esau said to Jacob, Feed me, I pray thee, with 30 
that same red pot/age; for I am faint: therefore was' his name 
called Edom. And Jacob said, Sell me this day thy birthright. 31 
And Esau said, Behold, I am at the point to die: and what profit 32 
shall this birthright do to me? And Jacob said, Swear to me this’ 33 
day ;-and he sware unto him: and he sold his birthright unto 
Jacob. Then Jacob gave Esau bread and pottage of lentiles; 34 
and he did eat and drink, and rose up, and went his Way » thus 
Esau despised his birthright. 

Anp there was a famine in the land, beside the first fimine26 
that was in the days of Abraham. And Isaac went unto Abime- 
lech king of the Philistines unto Gerar. And the LORD ap» 2 
peared unig him, and said, Go not down into Egypt; dwell in 
the land +h I shall tell thee of: sojourn in this land, and I 3 
will be with thee, and will bless thee: for unto thee, and unto 
thy seed, I will give all these countries, and I will perform the 
oath which I sware unto Abraham thy father ; and I will make 4 
thy seed to multiply as the stars of heaven, and I will give unto 
thy seed all these countries; and in thy seed shall all the nations 
of the earth be blessed: because that Abraham obeyed ont S 
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and kept-my charge, my commandments, my statutes, and my 
laws. And Isaac dwelt in Gerar: and the men of the place 6,7 
asked him of his wife; and he said, She ts my sister: for he 
feared to say, She is my wife: Lest, said he, the men of the place 
should kill me for Rebekah; because she was fair to look upon. 
‘And it éame to pass, when he had been there a Jong time, that 8 
Abimelech king of the Philistines looked out at a window, and 
saw, and, behold, Isaac was sporting with Rebekah his wife. 
And Abimelech called Isaac, and said, Behold, of a surety she 9 
is thy wife : and how saidst thou, She is my sister? And Isaac 
said unto him, Because I said, Lest I die for her. And Abime- 10 
lech said, What zs this thou hast done unto us? one of the people 
might lightly have lien with thy wife, and thou shouldest have 
brought guiltiness upon us. And Abimelech charged all his 11 
people, saying, He that toucheth this man or his wife shall surely — 
be put to death.

HEN Abimelech went to him from Gerar, and Ahuzzath ¢ 

of his friends, and Phichol the chief captain of his army. net a 

Isaac’ said unto them, Wherefore come ye to me, seeing ye hate 

me, and have sent me away from you? And they said, We saw 28 

certainly that the LORD was with thee: and we said, Let there 

be now ee betwixt us, even betwixt us and thee, and let us ~ 
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make a covenant with thee; that thou wilt do us no hurt, as we 29 
have not touched thee, and as we have done unto. thee nothing 
but good, and have sent thee away in peace: thou art now the 
blessed. of the LORD. And he made them a feast, and they did 30 
eat and drink. And they rose up betimes in the morning, and 31 
sware one to another: and Jsaac sent them away, and. they de- 
parted from him in peace.

And he 25 
said, Bring tt near to me, and I will eat of my son’s venison, that 
my soul may bless thee. And he brought 7 near to him, and he 
did eat: and he brought him wine, and he drank. And his 26 
father Isaac said unio him, Comie near now, and kiss me, my 
son. And he came near, and kissed him: and he smelled the 27 
smell of his raiment, and blessed him, and said, 


Bee, the smell of my son is as the smell of a figld which the Lord hath blessed ; 


Therefore God give thee of the dew of heaven, 28 
And the fatness of the earth, and plenty of corn and wine: 2 
Let people serve thee, and nations bow down to thee; 29 


Be lord over thy brethren, and let thy mother’s sons bow down to thee : 
Cursed be every one that curseth thee, and blessed be he that blesseth thee. 


And it came to pass, as soon as Isaac had made.an end of bless- 30 
ing Jacob, and Jacob was yet scarce gone out from the presence 
of Isaac his father, that Esau his brother.came in from his hunt- 
ing. And he also had made savory meat, and brought it-unto his 3k 
father, and said unto his father, Let my father arise, and eat of 
his son’s venison, that thy soul may bless me, And Isaac his 32 
father said unto him, Who art thon? And he said, I am thy son, 
thy first-born, Esau. And Isaac trembled very exceedingly, and 33 
said, Who, where zs he that hath taken venison, and brought it 
me, and I have eaten of all before thou camest, and have blessed 
him? yea, and he shall be blessed.

‘And it shall come to pass when thou shalt have the dominion, 
‘That thou shalt break his yoke from oif thy neck, fib 
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Anp Esau hated Jacob because of the blessing wherewith:his, 41 
father blessed him: and Esau said in his heart, The days of 
mourning for my father are at hand ; then will I slay my brother 
Jacob, And these words of Esau her elder son were told to 42 
Rebekah: and she-sent and called Jacob her younger son, and 
said unto him, Behold, thy brother Esau, as ipuching thee, doth 
comfort himself, purposing to kill thee. Now therefore, my son, 43 
obey my voice; and arise, flee thou to Laban my brother to 
Haran ; and tarry with him a few days, until thy brother’s fury 44 
turn away; until thy brother’s anger tum away from thee, and 45 
he forget that which thou hast done to him: then I will send, 
and fetch thee from thence: why should I be deprived also of 
you both in one day? And Rebekah said to Isaac, I am weary 46 
of my life because of the daughters of Heth: if Jacob take a 
wife of the daughters of Heth, such as these which are of the 
daughters of the land, what good shall my life dome? And28 
Isaac called Jacob, and blessed him, and charged him, and said 
unto him, Thou shalt not take a wife of the daughters of Canaan.

And she conceived, and bare a-son, 23 
and said, God hath taken away my reproach: And. she called 24 
his name Joseph; and said, the LORD shall add to me another 
son. 

Anp it came to pass, when Rachel had born Joseph, that Ja- 25 
cob said unto Laban, Send me away, that I may go unto mine 
own place, and to my country. Give me my wives and my 26 
children, for whom I have served thee, and let me go: for thou 
knowest my service which I hive done thee. And Laban said 27 
unto him, I pray thee, if I have found favor in thine eyes, farry: 
for Ihave learned by experience that the LORD hath blessed 
me for thy sake. And he said, Appoint me thy wages, and I will 28 
give vt. And he said unto him, Thou knowest how I have served 29 
thee, and how thy cattle was with me. For 7é was little which 30 
thou hadst before I came, and it is now increased unto a multi- 
tude; and’ the LORD hath blessed thee since my coming: and 
now when shall I provide for mine own house also? And he 31 
said, What shall I give thee?) And Jacob said, Thou shalt not 
give me any thing: 1f thou wilt do this thing for me, I will again 
feed and keep thy flock: I will pass through all thy flock to-day, 32 
removing from thence all the speckled and spotted ‘cattle, and 
all the brown cattle among the sheep, and the spotted and 
speckled among the goats: and of such shall be my hire. So 33 
shall my idee alos answer for me in time to come, when it 
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shall come for my hire before thy face: every one that is not 
speckled and spotted among the goats, and brown among the 
sheep, that shall be counted stolen with me. And Laban said, 34 
Behold, I would it might be according to thy word. And he re- 35 
tnoved that day the he-goats that were ring-streaked and spotted, 
and all the she-goats that were speckled and spotted, and every 
one that had some white in it, and all the brown among the 
sheep, and gave them into the hand of his sons. And he set three 36 
days’ journey betwixt himself and Jacob; and Jacob fed the rest 

of Laban’s flocks. 

Anp Jacob took him rods of green poplar, and of the hazel and 37 
chesnut tree; and pilled white streaks in them, and made the 
white appear which was in the rods. And he set the rods, which 38 
he had pilled, before ‘the flocks in the gutters in the watering- 
troughs, when the flocks came to drink, that they should conceive 
when they came to drmk. And the flocks conceived before 39 
the rods, and brought forth cattle ring-streaked, speckled, and 
spotted. And Jacob did separate the lambs, and set the faces of 40 
the flocks toward the ring-streaked, and all the brown in the flock 
of Laban; and he put his own flocks by themselves, and put 
them not unto Laban’s cattle. And it came to pass, whensoever 41 
the stronger cattle did conceive, that Jacob Jaid the rods before 
the eyes of the cattle in the gutters, that they might conceive 
among the rods. But when the cattle were feeble, he put them 42 
not in: so the feebler were Laban’s, and the stronger Jacob’s. 
And the man increased exceedingly, and had much cattle, and 43 
maid-servants, and men-servants, and camels, and asses. 

Anp he heard the words of Laban’s sons, saying, Jacob hath 
taken away all that was our father’s; and of that which was our 
father’s hath he gotten all this glory. And Jacob beheld the 
countenance of Laban, and, behold, it was not toward him as 
before. And the LORD said unto Jacob, Return unto the land 
of thy fathers, and to thy kindred; and I will be with thee. 
And Jacob sent and called Rachel and Leah to the field unto 
his flock, ‘and said unto them, I see your father’s countenance, 
that it is not toward me as before; but the God of my father 
hath been with me, And ye know that with all my power I 
fhave served your father. And your father hath deceiyed me, 
and changed my wages ten times; but God suffered him not to 
hurt ye. If he said thus, The speckled shall be thy wages; 
then all the cattle bare speckled: and if he said thus, The ring- 
streaked shall be thy hire; then bare all the cattle ring-streaked. 
Thus God hath taken away the cattle of your father, and giyen 
them to me. And it came to,pass at the time that the cattle.con- 1 
ceived, that I lifted up mine eyes, and saw in a dream, and, he- 
hold, the rams which leaped upon the cattle were ring-streaked, 
speckled, and grisled. And the angel of God spake unto me J 
in a dream, saying, Jacob: And I said, Here gm I. And he said, 12 
Lift up now thine eyes, and gee, all the rams which leap upon 
the cattle are ring-streaked, speckled, and grisled ; for [have seen 
all that Laban doeth unto thee. I am the God of cid pere 13 
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yowedst a vow unto 


thou anointedst the pillar, and where tha 
i d return unto the 


me: now arise, get thee out from this lar 2 
land of thy kindred. And Rachel and Le mswered and said 14 
unto hima, Is there yet any portion or inheritance for us in our 
father’s house? 'Are we not counted of him strangers? for he 15 
hath sold us, and hath quite devoured also our money. For all 16 
the riches which God hath taken from o ‘ather, that zs our’s, 
and our children’s: now then, whatsoever God hath said unto 
thee, do. Then Jacob rose up, and set his sons and his wives 17 
upon camels; and he carried away all his cattle, and all his 18 
goods which he had gotten, the cattle of his getting, which he 
had gotten in Padan-aram, for te go to Isaaé his father in the 
land of Canaan. And Laban went to shear his sheep: and 19 
‘Rachel had stolen the images that were her father’s. And Ja- 20 
cob stole away unawares to Laban the Syrian, in that he told 
him not that he fled. So he fled with all that he had; and he 21 
rose up, and passed over the river, and set his face toward the 
mount Gilead. 

AND it was told Laban on the third day that Jacob was fled. 22 
And he took his brethren with him, and pursued after him seven 23 
days’ journey ; and they overtook him in the mount Gilead. And 24 
God came to Laban the Syrian in a dream by night, and said 
unto him, Take heed that thou speak not to Jacob either good 
or bad. 'Then Laban overtook Jacob. Now Jacob had pitched 25 
his tent in the mount: and Laban with his brethren pitched in 
the mount of Gilead. And Laban said to Jacob, What hast thou 26 
done, that thou hast stolen away unawares to me, and carried 
away my daughters, as captives taken with the sword? Where- 27 
fore didst thou flee away secretly, and steal away from me; and 
didst not tell me, that I might have sent thee away with mirth, 
and with songs, with tabret, and with harp? and hast not suf ‘28 
fered me to kiss my sons and my daughters? thou hast now done 
foolishly in so doing. It is in the power of my hand to do you 29 
hurt: but the God of your father spake unto me yesternight, 
saying, ‘Take thou heed that thou speak not to Jacob either good 
or bad. And now, though thou wouldest needs be gone, because 30. 
thou sore longedst afier thy father’s house, yet wherefore hast 
thou stolen my gods? And Jacob answered and said to Laban, 31 
Because I was afraid: for I said, Peradventure thou wouldest 
take by force thy daughters from me. With whomsoever thou 32 
findest thy gods, let him not live: before our brethren discern 
thou what is thine with me, and take it to thee. For Jacob knew 
not that Rachel had stolen them. And Laban went into Jacob's 33 
tent, and into Leah’s tent, and into the two maid-servants’ tents ; 
but he found them not. Then went he out of Leah’s tent, and 
entered to Rachel's tent. Now Rachel had taken the images, 34 
and put'them in the camel's furniture, and sat upon them. And 
Laban searched all the tent, but found them not. And she said 35 
to her father, Let it not displease my lord that I cannot rise up 
hefore thee; for the custom of women is upon me. And he 
Penis, base found not the images. And Jacob was wroth, 36 
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and chode with Laban: and Jacob answered and said to Labon, 
What is my trespass? what 7s my sin, that thou hast so ‘hotly 
pursued after me? Whereas thou hast searched all my stuff 37 
what hast thou found of all thy household stuff? set it here be- 
fore my brethren and thy brethren, that they may judge betwixt 
us both. This twenty years have I been with thee; thy ewes 38 
and thy she-goats have not cast their young, and the rams of thy 
flock have I not eaten. That which was torn of beasts I brought 39 
not unto thee ; I bare the loss of it; of my hand didst thou require 
it, whether stolen by day, or stolen by niga Thus I was; in the 40 
day the drought consumed me,and the frost by night; and my 
sleep departed from mine eyes. Thus have I been twenty years 41 
in thy house; I served thee fourteen years for thy two daephters 
and six years for thy cattle: and thou hast changed my wages 
ten times. Except’ the God of my father, the God of Atestah, 42 
and the fear of Isaac, had been with me, surely thou hadst sent 
me away now empty. God hath seen mine affliction and the 
labor of my hands, and rebuked thee yesternight. And Laban 43 
answered and said unto Jacob, These daughters are my daughters, 
and these children are my children, and these cattle are my cattle, 
and all that thou seest 7s mine: and what can I do this day unto 
these my daughters, or unto their children which they have 
born? Now therefore come thou, let us make a covenant, I and 44 
thou; and let it be for a witness between me and thee. And 45 
Jacob took a stone, and set it up for a pillar. And Jacob said 46 
unto his brethren, Gather stones ; and they took stones, and made 
an heap: and they did eat there upon the heap, And Laban 47 
called it Roper hadnttis but Jacob called it Galeed. And 48 
Laban said, This heap is a witness between me and thee this 
day. Therefore was the name of it called Galeed ; 'and Mizpah ; 49 
for he said, The LORD watch between me and thee, when we 
are absent one from another. If thou shalt afflict my daughters, 50 
or if thou shalt take other wives beside my daughters, no man is 
with us; see, God is witness between me and thee. And Laban 51 
said to Jacob, Behold this heap, and behold this pillar, which IF 
have cast betwixt me and thee; this heap de witness, and this 52 
pillar e witness, that I will not pass over this heap to thee, and 
that thou shalt not pass over this heap and this pillar unto me, 
for harm. The God of Abraham, and the God of Nahor, the 53 
God of their father, judge betwixt ys. And Jacob sware by the 
fear of his father Isaac. Then Jacob offered sacrifice upon the 54 
mount, and called his brethren to eat bread: and they did eat 
bread, and ‘tarried all night in the mount. And early in the 55 
morning Laban rose up, and kissed his sons and his daughters, and 
blessed them: and Laban departed, and returned unto his place. 

Anp Jacob went on his way, and the angels of God met him.32 
And when Jacob saw them, he said, This 7s God’s host: and he 2 
called the name of that place Mahanaim. _ : ! 

Anp Jacob sent messengers before him to Esau his brother. 3 
unto the land of Seir, the country of Edom. And he commanded 4 
them, saying, Thus shall ye speak unto my lord Esau; ay ser- 
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vant Jacob saith thus, I have sojourned with Laban, and stayed 


there until now: and I have oxen, and asses, flocks, and men- 5 
servants, and women-servants: and I have sent to tell my lord, , 
that I may find grace in thy sight. And the messengers re- _6 
turned to Jacob, saying, We came to thy brother Esan, and also 

he cometh to meet thee, and four hundred men with him. Then 7 


Jacob was greatly afraid and distressed: and he divided the 
people that was with him, and the flocks; and herds, and the 
camels, into two bands; and said, if Esau come to the one com- 8 
pany, and smite it, then the other company which is left shall 
escape. And Jacob said, O God of my father Abraham, and 9 
God of my father Isaac, the LORD which saidst unto me, Return 
unto thy country,,and .to thy kindred, and I will deal well with 
thee: I am not worthy of the least of all the mercies, and of all 10 
the truth, which thou hast showed unto thy servant; for with 
my staff I passed over this Jordan; and now Iam become two 
bands, Deliver me, I pray thee, from the hand of my brother, 11 
from the hand of Esau: for I fear him, lest he will come, and. 
smite me, and the mother with the children. And thou saidst, 12 
I will surely do thee good, and make thy seed as the sand of the 
sea, which cannot be numbered for multitude. And he lodged 13 
there that same night; and took of that which came to his hand a 
present for Esau his brother ; two hundred she-geats, and twenty 14 
he-goats, two hundred ewes, and twenty rams, ' thirty ater 4 15 
camels with their colts, forty kine, and ten bulls, twenty she- 
asses, and ten, foals. And he delivered them into the hand of 16 
his servants, every drove by themselves; and said unto his ser- 
vants, Pass over before me, and put a space betwixt drove and 
drove. And he commanded the foremost, saying, When Esau my 17 
brother. meeteth thee, and asketh thee, saying, Whose art thou? 
and whither goest thou? and whose are these before thee? 
Then thou shalt say, They be thy servant Jacob's; it 7sa present 18 
sent unto my lord Ksau: and, behold, also he is behind us. And 19 
so commanded he the second, and the third, and all that followed 
the droves, saying, On this manner shall ye speak unto Esau, 
when ye find him. And say ye moreover, Behold, thy servant 20 
Jacob 7s behind us. For he said, I will appease him with the 
present that goeth before me, and afterward I will see his face; 
peradventure he will accept of me. So went the present over 21 
before him: and himself lodged that night in the company. And 22 
he rose up that night, and took his two wives, and his. two wo- 
men-servants, and his eleyen sons, and passed over the ford 
Jabbok.. And he took them, and sent them over the brook, and 23 
sent over that he had. f ‘ : 

Anp Jacob was left alone; and there wrestled a man with 24 
him until the breaking of the day. And when he saw that he 25 
prevailed not against him, he touched the hollow. of his thigh; 
and the hollow of Jacob’s thigh was out of joint, as he wrestled 
with him. ' And he said, Let me go, for the day breaketh. And 26 
he said, I will not let thee go, except thou blessme. And he 27 
said. mies, What is thy name? and he said, Jacob. And he 28 
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said, Thy name shall be called no more Jacob, but Israel: for as 

a prince hast thou power with God and with men, and hast pre- 
vailed. And Jacob asked him, and said, Tell me, I pray thee, 29 
thy name. And he said, Wherefore is it that thou dost ask after 
my name? And he blessed him there. 'And Jacob called the 30 
name of the place Penuel: for I have seen God face to face, and 
my life is preserved. And as he passed over Penuel the sun rose 21 
upon him, and he halted wpon His thigh. Therefore the children’ 32 
of Israel eat not of the sinew which shrank, which zs upon the 
hollow of the thigh, unto this day: because he touched the 
hollow of Jacob’s thigh in the sinew that shrank. 

AnD Jacob lifted up his eyes, and looked, and, behold, Esau38 
came, and with him four hundred men. And he divided the 
children unto Leah, and unto Rachel, and unto the two hand- 
maids. And he put the handmaids and their children foremost, 
and. Leah and her children after, and Rachel and Joseph hinder- 
most. And he passed over before them, and bowed himself to 
the ground seven times, until he came near to his brother. And 
Esau ran to meet him, and embraced him, and fell on his neck, 
and kissed him: and they wept. And he lifted up his eyes, and 
saw the women and the children ; and said, Who are those with 
thee? And he said, The children which God hath graciously 
given thy servant. ‘Then the handmaidens came near, they 6 
and their children, and they bowed themsclyes. And Leah also ‘7 
with her children came near, and bowed themselves : and afier 
came Joseph near and Rachel, and they bowed themselves. And 8 
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he said, What meanest thou by all this drove which I met? And 
he said, These are to find grace in the sight of my lord. And 
Esaw said, I have enough, my brother; keep that thou hast unto 
thyself: And Jacob said, Nay; I pray thee, if now I have found 10 
grace'in thy sight, then reccive my present at my hand: for 
therefore I have seen thy face, as though T had seen the face of 
God, and: thou wast pleased with me. Take, I pray thee, my 11 
blessing: that is brought to thee; because God hath’ dealt gra- 
ciously with me, and because [ have enough. And he urged 
him, and he took it.. And he said, Let us take our journey, and 12 
let us go, and I will go before thee. And he said unto him, 13 
My lord knoweth that the children are tender, and the flocks and 
herds with young are with me: and if men should oyer-drive 
them one day, all the flock will die. | Let my lord, I pray thee, 14 
pass over before his servant: and I will lead on softly, according 
as the cattle that goeth before me and the children be able to 
endure, until T come unto my lord unto Seir. And Esau said, 15 
Let me now leave with thee some of the folk that are with me. 
And he said, What needeth it? let me find grace in the sight of 
my lord. So Esau returned that day on his way unto Seir. 16 
Anp Jacob journeyed to Succoth, and built him an house, and 17 
made booths for his cattle: therefore the name of the place is 
called Succoth. : 
-Anp Jacob came to Shalem, a city of Shechem, which ig im’ 18 
e land of Canaan, when he i from Padan-aram ; ae 
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his tent before the city. And he bonght a parcel of a field, 19 
where he had spread his tent, at the and of the children of 
Hamor, Shechem’s father, for an hundred pieces.of money. And 20 
he erected there an altar, and called it El-elohe-Israel. 

AND. Dinah the daughter of Leah, which she bare unto Jacob,38@ 
went out to see the daughters of the land. And when Shechem: 2 
the son of Hamor the Hivite, prineé of the country, saw her, he 
took her, and lay with her, and defiled her. And his soul clave 
unto Dinah the daughter of Jacob, and he loved the damsel, and 
spake kindly unto the damsel. And Shechem spake unto his 
father Hamor, saying, Get me this damsel to wife. And Jacob 
heard that he had defiled Dimah his daughter: now his sons 
were with his cattle in the field: and Jacob held his peace until 
they were come. And Hamor the father of Shechem went out 
unto Jacob to commune with him. And the sons of Jacob came 
out of the field when they heard zt: and the men were grieved, 
and. they were very wroth, because he had wrought folly inv 
Israel in lying with Jacob’s daughter; which thing ought not to 
be done.. And Hamor communed with them, saying, The soul 8 
of my son Shechem longeth for your daughter: I pray you give 
her hint to wife. And make ye marriages with us, and give your. 9 
daughters unto us, and take our daughters unto you. And ye 10 
shall dwell with us: and the land shall be before you; dwell 
and trade ye therein, and get possessions therein. And Shechem 11 
said unto her father and unto her brethren, Let me find grace 
in your eyes, and what ye shall say unto me I will give. Ask 12 
me never so much dowry and gift, and I will give accordmg as -_ 
ye shall say unto me: but. give me the damsel to wife. . And 13 
ihe sons of Jacob answered Shechem and Hamor his father de- 
ceitfully, and said, Because he had defiled Dinah their sister: 
and they said unto them, We cannot do this thing, to give, our 14 
sister to one that is uncircumcised ; for that were a reproach unto 
us: 'but in this will we consent unto-you: If ye will be as we 15. 
be, that every male of you be circumcised; then will we give 16 
our daughters unto you, and we will take your daughters to us;. 
and we will dwell with you, and we will become one people. 
But if ye will not hearken unto us; to be cireumeised ; then will 17 
we take our daughter, and we will be gone. And their words 18 
pleased Hamor, and Shechem, Hamor’s son. And the young 19 
man deferred not to do the thing, because he had delight in Ja-\ . 
cob’s daughter: and he was more honorable than all the house 
of his father. And Hamor and Shechem his son came unto the 20. 
gate of their city, and communed with the men of their city, 
saying, 'These men are peaceable with us; therefore let them 21 
dwell in the land, and trade therein ; for the. land, behold, z#is\./ 
large enough for them; let us take their daughters to us for’ | 
wives, and let us give them our daughters..Only herein will the 22 
men consent unto us for to dwell with us, to be one people, if — | 
every male among us be circumcised, as they are circumeised. ” 
Shall. not their cattle and their substance and every beast of 23 
their’s be guia only let us consent unto them, and they will — 
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dwell with us. And unto Hamor and unto Shechem his son: 24 
hearkened all that went out of the gaie'of his city; and every 
male was circumcised, all that went out of the-gaie of his city. 
And it came to pass on the third day, when they were sore, 25 
that two of the sons of Jacob, Simeon and Levi, Dinah’s brethren, 
took each man his sword, and ‘came upon the city boldly, and 
slew all the males. And they slew Hamor and ‘Shechem his 26 
son with the edge of the sword, and took Dinah out of She- 
chem’s house, and went out. The sons of Jacob came upon 27 
the slain, and spoiled the city, because they had defiled theit 
sister... They took their sheep, and their oxen, and their asses, 28 
and that which was in the city, and thet which was in the field, 
"and all their wealth, and all their little ones, and their wives 29 
took they captive, and spoiled even all that was in the house. 
And Jacob said to Simeon and Levi, Ye have troubled me to 30 
make me to stink among the inhabitants of the land, among the 
Canaanites and the Perizzites: and I being few in number, they 
shall gather themselves together against me, and slay me; and 

I shall be destroyed, I and my house. And they said, Should he 31 
deal with our sister as with an harlot? 

AND God said unto Jacob, Arise, go up to Beth-el, and dweli35 
there: and make there an altar unto.God, that appeared unto : 
thee when thou fleddest from the face of Esau thy brother. 
Then Jacob said unto his household, and to all that were with 2 
him, Put away the strange gods that are among you, and be 
clean, and change your garments: and let us arise, and go upto 3 
Beth-el; and I will make there an. altar unto God, who answered 
me in the day of my distress, and was with me in the way which 
T went. And they gave unto Jacob all the strange gods which 4 
were in their hand, and all their earrings which were in their ears; 
and Jacob hid them under the oak which was by Shechem. And 5 
they journeyed: and the terror of God was upon the cities that 
were round about them, and they did not pursue after the. sors 
of Jacob. So Jacob came to Luz, which 2s in,the land of Ca- 6 
naan, that is Beth-el, he and all the people that were with him. 
And he built there an altar, and called the place El-beth-el:be- 7 
cause there God appeared unto him, when he fled from the face 
of his brother. 

‘Bur Deborah Rebekah’s nurse died, and she was buried be- .8 
neath Beth-el under an oak; and the name of it was. called 
-Allon-bachuth. “\ 

~ AnD God appeared unto Jacob again, when. he came out of 9 
Padan-aram, and blessed him. And God said unto him, Thy 10 
name ts Jacob; thy name shall not be called any more Jacob, 
but Israel shall be thy name: and he called his name Israel. 
And God said unto him, I am God Almighty: be fruitful and 11 
multiply ; a nation and a company of nations shall be of thee, 
and kings shall come out of thy loins; and the land which I 12 
gave Abraham _and Isaac, to thee I will give it, and. to thy.seed 
after thee will I give the land. And God went up from him in 13: 
the place where he talked with him. And Jacob set wa pillat 14 
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in the place where he talked with him, even a pillar of stone: 
and he poured a drink-offering thereon, and he poured oil théreon. 
And Jacob called the name of the place where God spake with’ 15 
him, Beth-el. y 

Anp they journeyed from Beth-el; and there was but a little’ 16 
way to come to Ephrath: and Rachel travailed, and she had hard 
labor. And it came to pass, when she was in hard labor, that 17 
the midwife said unto her, Fear not; thou shalt have this son 
also. And it came to pass as her soul was in departing, (for she 18 
died) that she called his name Ben-oni: but his father called him 
Benjamin. And Rachel died, and was buried in the way ta 19 
Ephrath, which 7s Bethlehem. And Jacob set a pillar upon her 20 
grave: that is the pillar of Rachel’s grave unto this day. 

Anp Israel journeyed, and spread his tent beyond the tower 21 
of Edar. And it came to pass, when Israel dwelt in that land, 22 
that Reuben went and lay with Bilhah his father’s concubine : 
and Israel heard it. : 

Now the sons of Jacob were twelve: 'The sons of Leal; 23 
Reuben, Jacob’s first-born, and Simeon, and Levi, and Judah, 
and Issachar, and Zebulun: the sons of Rachel; Joseph, and 24 
Benjamin: and the sons ef Bilhah, Rachel’s handmaid; Dan, 25 
and Naphtali: and the sons of Zilpah, Leah’s handmaid; Gad, 26 
and Asher: these are the sons of Jacob, which were born to him 
in Padan-aram. 

Anp Jacob came unto Isaac his father unto Mamre, unto the 27 
eity of Arbah, which is Hebron, where Abraham and Isaac 
sojourned. And the days of Isaac were an hundred and four- 28 
score years. And Isaac gave up the ghost, and died, and was 29 
gathered unto his people, being old and full of days: and his sons 
Esau and Jacob buried, him. . 

NOW these are the generations of Esau, who is Edom.36 
Esau took his wives of the daughters of Canaan; Adah the °2 
daughter of Elon the Hittite, and Aholibamah the daughter of 
Anah the daughter of Zibeon the Hivite: and Bashemath, Ish- 
mael’s daughter, sister of Nebajoth. And Adah bare to Esau 
Kliphaz; and Bashemath bare Reuel; ‘and Aholibamah bare 
Jeush, and Jaalam, and Korah: these are the sons of Esau, 
which were born unto him in the land of Canaan. And Esau,. 
took his wives, and his sons, and his daughters, and all the per- 
sons of his house, and his cattle, and all his beasts, and all his’. 
substance, which he had got in the land of Canaan; and went ~ 
into the country from the face of his brother Jacob. For their 7% 
riches were more than that they might dwell together; and the 
land wherein they were strangers could not bear them because 
of their cattle. Thus dwelt Esau in mount Seir: Esauts Edom, 8 

ANp these are the generations of Esau the father of the Edom- ‘9.

And he put them in ward in the house of the captain of 
the guard, into the prison, the place where Joseph was bound. 
And the captain of the guard charged Joseph with them, and 
he served them: and they continued a season in ward. 

Avp they dreamed a dream both of them, each man his dream 
in one night, each man according to the interpretation of his 
dream, the butler and the baker of the king of Egypt, which 
were bound in the prison. And Joseph came in vo eee in the 
morning, and looked upon them, and, behold, they were sad. 
And he asked Pharaoh’s officers that were with him in the ward 
of his Jord’s house, saying, Wherefore look ye so sadly to-day? 
And they said unto him, We have dreamed a dream, and there 
is no interpreter of it. And Joseph said unto them, Do not in- 
terpretations belong to God? tell me then, I pray you, And the 
chief butler told his dream to Joseph, and said to him, In my

And Joseph answered Pharaoh, 16 
saying, Jt 2s not in me: God shall give Pharaoh an answer: of 
peace.. And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, In my dream, behold, I 17 
stood upon the bank of the river: and, behold, there came up 18 
out of the river seven kine, fat-fleshed and well-favored; and 
they fed in a meadow: and, behold, seven other kine came up 19 
after them, poor and very ill-favored and lean-fleshed, such as I

Anp the thing was good in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in ‘the 37 
eyes of all his servants. And Pharaoh said unto his servants, 38 
Can we find such @ one as this is, a man in whom the Spiritof 
God 7s? And Pharaoh said unto Joseph; Forasmuch as God hath 39 
showed thee all this, there is none so discreet and wise as thou 
art: thou shalt be over my house, and according unto thy word 40 
shall all my people be ruled: only in the throne will I be greater 
than thou: And Pharaoh ‘said unto Joseph, See, I have set thee 41 
over all the land of Egypt. And Pharaoh took off his ring from 42 
his hand, and put it upon Joseph's hand, and arrayed him in ves- 
tures of fine linen, and put a gold chain about his neck; and he 43 
made him to ride in the second chariot which he had; and they’ 
cried before him, Bow the knee: and he made him ruler over 
all the Jand of Egypt. And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, I am 44 
Pharaoh and without thee shall no man lift up his hand or foot 
in all the land of Egypt.

And in the seven plenteous 47 
years the earth brought forth by handfuls. And he gathered 48 
up all the food of the seven years, which were in the land of 
Egypt, a laid up the food in the cities: the food of the field, 
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~which was round about every city, laid he up the same. And 49 
Joseph gathered corn as the sand of the sea, very much, until 
he left numbering ; for it was without number. 

AND unto Joseph were born two sons before the years of 50 
famine came, which Asenath the daughter of Poti-pherah priest 
of On bare unto him. And Joseph called the name of the first- 51 
born Manasseh: For God, said he, hath made me forget all my 
toil, and all my father’s house. And the name of the second 52 
called he Ephraim: For God hath caused me to be fruitful in the 
land of my affliction. 

Awp the seven years of plenteousness, that was in the land of 53 
Egypt, were ended. And the seven years of dearth began to 54 
come, according as Joseph had said: and the dearth was in all 
lands; but in all the land of Egypt there was bread. And when 55 
all the land of Egypt was famis ed, the people cried to Pharaoh 
for bread: and Pharaoh said unto all the Egyptians, Go unto 
Joseph; what he saith to you, do. And the famine was over 56 
all the face of the earth: and Joseph opened all the store-houses, 
and sold unto the Egyptians; and the famine waxed sore in the 
land of Egypt. And all countries came into Egypt to Joseph for 57 
to buy corn; because that the famine was so sore in all lands. 

NOW when Jacob saw that there was corn in Egypt, Jacob42, 
said unto his sons, Why do ye look one upon another? And he 2 
said, Behold I have heard that there is corn in Egypt: get you 
down thither, and buy for us from thence ; that we may live, and 
not die. And Joseph’s ten brethren went down to buy corn in 
Egypt. But Benjamin, Joseph’s brother, Jacob sent not with his 
brethren; for-he said, Lest peradventure mischief befall him. 
And the sons of Israel came to buy corn among those that came: 
for the famine was in the land of Canaan. : 

Anp Joseph was the governor over the land, and he it was that 
sold to all the people of the land: and Joseph’s brethren came, 
and bowed down themselves before him with their faces to the 
earth. And Joseph saw his brethren, and he knew them, but 
made himself strange unto them, and spake roughly unto them; 
and he said unto them, Whence come ye? And they said, From 
the land of Canaan to buy food. And Joseph knew his brethren, 8 
but they knew not him. And Joseph remembered the dreams 9 
which he dreamed of them, and said unto them, Ye are spies; 
to see the nakedness of the land ye are come. And they said 10 
unto him, Nay, my lord, but to buy food are thy servants come. 
We are all one man’s sons; we are true men, thy servants are 11 
no spies. And he said unto them, Nay, but to see the naked- 12 
hess of the land ye are come. And they said, Thy servants are 13 
twelve brethren, the sons of one man in the land of Canaan ; 
and, behold, the youngest is this day with our father, and one is 
not. And Joseph said unto them, That 7s it that I spake unto you, 14 
saying, Ye are spies:' hereby ye shall be proved: by the life of 15 
Pharaoh ye shall not go forth hence, except your youngest brother 
come hither. Send one of you, and let him fetch your brother, 16 
and ye shall be kept in prison, bo your words may Page 
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whether there be any truth in you: or else b the life of Pharaoh 
surely ye are spies. And he put them all together into ward 
three days. And Joseph said unto them the third day, This do, 
and live; for I fear God: if ye be true men, let one of your 
brethren be bound in the house of your prison: go ye, carry corn 
for the famine of your houses: but bring your youngest brother 
unto me; so shall your words be verified, and ye shall not die. 
And they did so. ‘And they said one to another, We are verily 
guilty concerning our brother, in that we saw the anguish of his 
soul, when he besought us, and we would not hear; therefore 
is this distress come upon us. And Reuben answered them, 
saying, Spake I not unto you, saying, Do not sin against the child ; 
and ye would not hear? therefore, behold, also his blood is re- 
quired, And they knew not that Joseph understood them ; for 
he spake unto them by an interpreter. And he turned himself 
about from them, and wept; and returned to them again, and 
communed with them, and took from them Simeon, and bound 
him before their eyes. Then Joseph commanded to fill their 
sacks with corn, and to restore every man’s money into his sack, 
and to give them provision for the way: and thus did he unto them. 

Anp they laded their asses with the corn, and departed thence. 
And as one of them opened his sack to give his ass provender in 
the inn, he espied his money; for, behold, it was in his sack’s 
mouth. And he said unto his brethren, My money is restored ; 
and, lo, it is even in my sack: and their heart failed them, and 
they were afraid, saying one to another, What 7s this that God 
hath done unto us? And they came unto Jacob their father unto 
the land of Canaan, and told him all that befell unto them, say- 
ing, 'T'he man, who is the lord of the land, spake roughly to us, 
and took us for spies of the country. And we said unto him, We 
are true men; we are no spies: we be twelve brethren, sons of 
our father; one is not, and the youngest is this day with our 
father in the land of Canaan. And the man, the lord of the 
country, said unto us, Hereby shall I know that ye are true men ; 
leave one of your brethren here with me, and take food for the 
famine of your households, and be gone: and bring your young- 
est brother unto me: then shall I know that ye are no spies, but 
that ye are true men: so will I deliver you your brother, and ye 
shall traffic in the land. And it came to pass as they emptied 
their sacks, that, behold, every man’s bundle of money was in his 
sack: and when both they and their father saw the bundles of 
money; they were afraid. And Jacob their father said unto them, 
Me have ye bereayed of my children: Joseph is not, and Simeon 
is not, and ye will take Benjamin away: all these things are 
against me. And Reuben spake unto his father, saying, Slay 
my two sons, if I bring him not to thee: deliver him into my’ 
hand, and I will bring him to thee again. _And he said, My son 
shall not go down with you: for his brother is dead, and ‘he is 
left alone: if mischief befall him by the way in the which ye 
go, then shall ye bring down my-gray hairs with sorrow to the 
grave. 
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Anp the famine was sore in the land. 'And it came to pass,43 
when they had eaten up the corn which they had brought ont 
of Egypt, their father said unto them, Go again, buy us a little 
food. And Judah spake unto him, saying, The man did sol- 3 
einnly protest unto us, saying, Ye shall not see my face, except 


your brother be with you. If thou wilt send our brother with 4 
us, We will go down and buy thee food: but if thou wilt not 5 
send him, we will not go down: for the man said unto us, Ye 
shall not see my face, except your brother be with you. And 6 
Israel said, Wherefore dealt ye so ill with me, as to tell the man 
whether ye had yet a brother? And they said, The man asked 7 


us straitly of our siate, and of our kindred, saying, Zs your father 
yet alive? have ye another brother? and we told him according 

to the tenor of these words: could we certainly know that he 
would say, Bring your brother down? And Judah said unto 8 
Israel his father, Send the lad with me, and we will arise and 
go; that we may live, and not die, both we, and thou, and also 
our little ones. I will be surety for him; of my hand shalt thou 9 
require him: if I bring him-not unto thee, and set him before 
thee, then let me bear the blame for ever: for except we had 10 
lingered, surely now we had returned this second time. And 11 
their father Israel said unto them, If i¢ must be so now, do this; 
take of the best fruits in the land in your vessels, and carry down 
the man a present, a little balm, and a. little honey, spices, and 
myrrh, nuts, and almonds; and take double money in your hand; 12 
and the money that was brought again in the mouth of your 
sacks, carry 7 again in your hand; peradventure it was an over- 
sight: take also your brother, and arise, go again unto the man: 13 
and God Almighty give you mercy before the man, that he may 14 
send away your other brother, and Benjamin. If I be bereaved 

of my children, I am bereaved. 

Anp the men took.that present, and they took double money 15 
in their hand, and Benjamin; and rose up, and went down to 
Egypt, and stood before Joseph. And when Joseph saw Benja- 16 
min with them, he said to the ruler of his house, Bring these men 
home, and slay, and make ready; for these men shall dine with 
me at noon. And the man did as Joseph bade; and the man 1 
brought the men into Joseph’s house. And the men were afraid, 18 
because they were brought into Joseph's house ; and they said, 
Because of the money that was returned in our sacks at the first 
time are we brought in; that ‘he may seek occasion against us, 
anil fall upon us, and take us for bondmen, and our asses. And 19 
they came near to the steward of Joseph’s house, and they com- 
muned with him at the door of the house, 'and said, O sir, we 20 
came indeed down at the first time to buy food: and it came to 21 
pass, when we came to the inn, that we opened our sacks, and, 
behold, every man’s money was in the mouth of his sack, our 
money in full weight: and we have brought it again in our hand. 
\nd other money have we brought down in our hands to buy 22 
food : we cannot tell who put our money in our sacks. And he 23 
said, Peace be to you, fear not: your God, and the God ot an 
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father, hath given you treasure in your sacks: I had your money. 
‘And he brought Simeon out unto them. 'And the man brought 24 
the men into Joseph’s house, and gave them water, and they 
washed their feet; and he gave their asses provender. And 25 
they made ready the present against Joseph came at noon: for 
they heard that they should eat bread there. And when Joseph 26 
came home, they brought him the present which was in their 
hand into the house, and bowed themselves to him to the earth. 
‘And he asked them of their welfare, and said, Is your father 27 
well, the old man of whom ye spake? Is he yetalive? ! And 28 
they answered, Thy servant our father is in good health, he zs 
yet alive. And they bowed down their heads, and made obei- 
sance. And he lifted up his eyes, and saw his brother Benjamin, 29 
his mother’s son, and said, Is this your younger brother, of whom » 
ye spake unto me? And he said, God be gracious unto thee, niy 
son. And Joseph made haste; for his bowels did yearn upon 30 
his brother: and he sought where to weep; and he entered into 
his chamber, and wept there. And he washed his face, and 31 
went out, and refrained himself, and said, Set on bread. And 32 
they set on for him b himself, end for them by themselves, and 

for the Egyptians, which did eat with him, by themselves: be- 
cause the Egyptians might not eat bread with the Hebrews; for 
that is an abomination unto the Egyptians. And they sat before 33 
him, the first-born according to his birthright, and the youngest 
according to his youth: and the men marvelled one at another. 
And he took and sent messes unto them from before him: but. 34 
Benjamin’s mess was five times so much as any of their's. And 
they drank, and were merry with him. And he commanded theé@ 
steward of his house, saying, Fill the men’s sacks with food, as 
much as they can carry, and put every man’s money in his sack’s 
mouth. And put my cup, the silver cup, in the sack’s mouth of 2 
the youngest, and his com money. And he did according to the 
word that Joseph had spoken. 

As soon as the morning was light, the men were sent away, 
they and their asses. And when they were gone out of the city, 
and not yet far off, Joseph said unto his steward, Up, follow after 
the men; and when thou dost overtake them, say unto them, 
Wherefore have ye rewarded evil for good? Js not this 7 in 
which my lord drinketh, and whereby indeed he divineth? ye 
have done evil in so doing. And he overtook them, and he 
spake unto: them these same words. And they said unto him, 
Wherefore saith my lord these words? God forbid that thy ser- 
yants should do according to this thing: behold, the money, 
which we found in our sacks’ mouths, we brought again unto 
thee out of the land of Canaan: how then should we steal out 
of thy lord's house silver or gold? With whomsoever of thy ser- 9 
vants it be found, both let him die, and we also will be my lord's 
bondmen. And he said, Now also let it be according unto your 10 
word: he with whom it is found shall be my servant; and ye 
shall be blameless. Then they speedily took down every man 11) 
his sack g Nas ground, and opened every man his sack, And 12 
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he searched, and began at the eldest, and left at the youngest: 
and the cup was found in Benjamin’s sack. Then they rent 
their clothes, and laded every man his ass, and returned to the 
city. And Judah and his brethren came to Joseph’s house ; for 
he was yet there: and they fell before him on the ground. And 
Joseph said unto them, What deed is this that ye have done? 
wot ye not that such a man as I can certainly divine? And 
Judah said, What shall we say unto my lord? what shall we 
speak? or how shall we clear ourselyes? God hath found out 
the iniquity of thy servants: behold, we are my lord’s servants, 
both we, and he also with whom the cup is found. And he said, 
God forbid that I should do so: but the man in whose hand the 
cup is found, he shall be my servant; and as for you, get you up 
in peace unto your father. ‘Then Judah came near unto him, and 
said, Oh my lord, let thy servant, I pray thee, speak a word in 
my lord’s ears, and let not thine anger burn against thy servant : 
for thou art even as Pharaoh. ° My lord asked his servants, Say- 
ing, Have ye a father, or a brother? And we said unto my lord, 
We have a father, an old man, and a child of his old age, a little 
one; and his brother is dead, and he alone is left of his mother, 
and his father loveth him. And thou saidst unto thy servanis, 
Bring him down unto me, that I may set mine eyes upon him. 
And we said unto my lord, The lad cannot leave his father, for 
if he should leave his father, his father would die. And thou 
saidst unto thy servants, Except your youngest brother come 
down with you, ye shall see my face no more. And it came to 
pass when we came up unto thy servant my father, we told him 
the words of my lord. And our father said, Go again, and buy 
us a little food. And we said, We cannot go down: if our 
youngest brother be with us, then will we go down: for we may 
hot see the man’s face, except our youngest brother be with us. 


hare me two sons: and the one went out from me, and I said, 
Surely he is torn in pieces; and I saw him not since: and if ye 
take this also from me, and mischief befall him, ye shall bring 
down my gray hairs with sorrow to the grave. Now therefore 
when I come to thy servant my father, and the lad be not with 
ns ; seeing that his life is hound up in the iad’s life ; 'it shall come 
to pass, when he seeth that the lad is not with us, that he will 
die: and thy servants shall bring down the gray hairs of thy 
servant our father with sorrow to the grave. For thy servant 
became surety for the lad unto my father, saying, If I bring him 
not unto thee, then I shall bear the blame to my father for ever. 
Now therefore, I pray thee, let thy servant abide instead of the 
tad a bondman to my lord; and let the lad go up with his 
brethren. For how shall I go up to my father, and the lad ée 
uot with me? lest peradventure I see the evil that shall come 
on my father. ; 
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stood by him; and he cried, Cause every man to go out from, 


me. And there stood no man with him, while og ee

himself known unto his brethren. And he wept aloud: and the 2 
Egyptians and the house of Pharaoh heard. And Joseph said 3 
unio his brethren, I am Joseph; doth my father yet live? And 
his brethren could not answer him; for they were troubled at 
his presence. And Joseph said unto his brethren, Come near to 
me, I pray you. And they came near. And he said, I am Jo-* 
seph your brother, whom ye sold into Egypt. Now therefore be 
not grieved, nor angry with yourselves, that ye sold me hither: 
for God did send me before you to preserve life.. For these two 
years hath the famine been in the land: and yet there are five 
years, in the which there shall neither be earing nor harvest. And 
God sent me before you to preserve you a posterity in the earth, 
and to save your lives by a great deliverance. So now it was 
not you that sent me hither, but God: and he hath made me a 
father to Pharaoh, and lord of all his house, and a ruler through- 
out all the land of Egypt. Haste ye, and go up to my father, and 9 
say unto him, Thus saith thy son Joseph, God hath made me 
lord of all Egypt: come down unto me, tarry not: ‘and thou 10 
shalt dwell in the land of Goshen, and thou shalt be near unto 
me, thou, and thy children, and thy children’s children, and thy 
flocks, and thy herds, and all that thou hast: and there will I 11 
nourish thee ; for yet there are five years of famine; lest thou, 
and thy household, and all that thou hast, come to poverty. And, 12 
behold, your eyes see, and the eyes of my brother Benjamin, that 
. itis my mouth that speaketh unto you. And ye shall tell my 13 
father of all my glory in Egypt, and of all that ye have seen: 
and ye shall haste and bring down my father hither. And he 14 
fell upon his brother Benjamin’s neck, and wept; and Benjamin 
wept upon his neck. Moreover he kissed all his brethren, and 15 
wept upon them: and after that his brethren talked with him. 
‘And the fame thereof was heard in Pharaoh’s house, saying, Jo- 16 
seph’s brethren are come : and it pleased Pharaoh well, and his 
servants. And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, Say unto thy brethren, 17 
This do ye; lade your beasts, and go, get you unto the land of 
Canaan; and take your father and your households, and come 18 
unto me: and I will give you the good of the land of Egypt, and 
ye shall eat the fat of the land. Now thou art commanded, this 19 
do ye; take you wagons out of the land of Egypt for your little 
ones, and for your wives, and bring your father, and come. 
Also regard not your stuff; for the good of all the land of Egypt 20 
as your's. And the children of Israel did so: and Joseph gaye 21 
them wagons, according to the commandment of Pharaoh, and 
gave them provision for the way. 'To all of them he gave each 22 
man changes of raiment; but to Benjamin he gave three hun- , 
dred pieces of silver, and five changes of raiment. And to his 2 
father he sent after this manner; ten asses laden with the good 
things of Egypt, and ten she-asses laden with corn and bread 
and meat for his father by the way. So he sent his brethren 2% 
away, and they departed: and he said unto them, See that ye » 
fall not out by the way, i 


AND they went up out of Egypt, and came into the land of 2 
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Canaan unto Jacob their father, 'and told him, saying, Joseph is 26 
yet alive, and he is governor over all the land of Egypt. And 
Jacob’s heart fainted, for he believed them not. An they told 27 
him all the words of Joseph, which he had said unto them: and 
when he saw the wagons which Joseph had sent to carry him, the 
spirit of Jacob their father revived : and Israel said, J¢is enough; 28 
Joseph my son 7s yet alive: I will go and see him before I die. 

Anp Israel took his journey with all that he had, and came46 
to Beer-sheba, and offered sacrifices unto the God of his father 
Isaac. And God spake unto Israel in the visions of the night, 2 
and said, Jacob, Jacob. And he said, Here aml. 'And he said, 3 
I am God, the God of thy father : fear not to go down into Egypt; 
for I will there make of thee a great nation: I will godown with 4 
thee into Egypt; and I will also surely bring thee up again: 
and Joseph shall put his hand upon thine eyes. And Jacob rose 5 
up from Beer-sheba: and the sons of Israel carried Jacob their 
father, and their little ones, and their wives, in the wagons which 
Pharaoh had sent to carry them. And they took their cattle, 
and their goods, which they had gotten in the land of Canaan, 
and came into Egypt, Jacob, and all his seed with him; his sons, 7 
and his sons’ sons with him, his daughters, and his sons’ daughters, 
and all his seed brought he with him into Egypt. 

AND these are the names of the children of Israel, which 8 
came into Egypt, Jacob and his sons: Reuben, Jacob’s first-born. 
And the sons of Reuben; Hanoch, and Phallu, and Hezron, and 9 
Carmi. And the sons of Simeon; Jemuel, and Jamin, and Ohad, 10 
and Jachin, and Zohar, and Shaul, the son of a Canaanitish wo- 
man. And the sons of Levi; Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. 11 
And the sons of Judah; Er, and Onan, and Shelah, and Pharez, 12 
and Zarah: but Er and Onan died in the land of Canaan. And 
the sons of Pharez were Hezron and Hamul. And the sons of 13 
Issachar; Tola, and Phuvah, and Job, and Shimron. And the 14 
sons of Zebulun; Sered, and Elon, and Jahleel. ‘These be. the 15 
sons of Leah, which she bare unto Jacob in Padan-aram, with 
his daughter Dinah: all the souls of his sons and his daughters 
were thirty and three. And the sons of Gad; Ziphion, and 16 
Haggai, Shuni, and Ezbon, Eri, and Arodi, and Areli. And the 17 
sons of Ashér; Jimnah, and Ishuah, and Tsui, and Beriah, and 
Serah their sister: and the sons of Beriah; Heber, and Malchiel. 
These are the sons of Zilpah, whom Laban gave to Leah his 18 
daughter, and these she bare unto Jacob, even sixteen souls. The 19 
sons of Rachel, Jacob’s wife; Joseph, and Benjamin. And unto 20 
Joseph in the land of Egypt were born Manasseh and Ephraim, 
which Asenath the daughter of Poti-pherah priest of On bare 
unio him. And the sons of Benjamin were Belah. and Becher, 21 
and Ashbel, Gera, and Naaman, Ehi, and Rosh, Muppim, and 
Huppim, and Ard. These are the sons of Rachel, which were 22 
born to Jacob: all the souls were fourteen. And the sons of Dan; 23 
Tlushim. And the sons of Naphtali; Jahzeel, and Guni, and 24 
Jazer, and Shillem. These are the sons of Bilhah, which La- 25 
ban gave unto Rachel his daughter, and she bare ee

Jacob: all the souls were seven. All the souls that came with 26 
Jacdb into Egypt, which came out of his loins, besides Jacob’s 
sons’ wives, all the souls were threescore and six; and the sons 27 
of Joseph, which were born him in Egypt, were two souls: all 
the souls of the house of Jacob, which came into Egypt, were 
threescore and ten. 

Anp he sent Judah before him unto Joseph, to direct his face 28 
unto Goshen: and they came into the land of Goshen. And 29 
Joseph made ready his chariot, and went up to meet Israel his 
father, to Goshen, and presented himself unto him; and he fell 
on his neck, and wept on his neck a good while. And Israel 30 
said unto Joseph, Now let me die, since I have seen thy face, be- 
cause thou art yet alive. And Joseph said unto his brethren, 31 
and unto his father’s house, I will go up, and show Pharaoh, and 
say unto him, My brethren, and my father’s house, which were 
in the land of Canaan, are come unto me; and the men are 32 
shepherds, for their trade hath been to feed cattle; and they 
have brought their flocks, and their herds, and all that they have. 
And it shall come to pass, when Pharaoh shall call you, and shall 33 
say, What is your occupation? that ye shall say, Thy servants’ 34 
trade hath been about cattle from our youth even until now, 
both we, and also our fathers: that ye may-dwell in the land of 
Goshen; for every shepherd zs an abomination unto the Egypt- 
ians. 

TueEn Joseph came and told Pharaoh, and said, My father and@7 
my brethren, and their flocks, and their herds, and all that they 
have, are come out of the land of Canaan; and, behold, they 
are in the land of Goshen. And he took some of his breihren, 2 
even five men, and presented them unto Pharaoh. And Pharach 3 
said unto his brethren, What 7s your occupation? And they said 
unto Pharaoh, Thy servants are shepherds, both we, and also our 
fathers. They said moreover unto Pharaoh, For to sojourn in 4 
the land are we come: for thy servants have no pasture (or their 
flocks ; for the famine is sore in the land of Canaan: roy there- 
fore, we pray thee, let thy servants dwell in the land of Goshen. 
And Pharaoh spake unto Joseph, saying, Thy father and thy 5 
brethren are come unto thee: the land of Egypt zs before thee; 6 
in the best of the land make thy father and brethren to dwell ; 

" in the land of Goshen let them dwell: and if thou knowest any 
men of activity among them, then make them rulers over my 
cattle. And Joseph brought in Jacob his father, and set him { 
‘before Pharaoh: and Jacob blessed Pharaoh. And Pharaoh said 8 
unto Jacob, How old art thou? And Jacob said unto Pharaoh, 9 
The days of the years of my pilgrimage are an hundred and 
thirty years: few and evil have the days of the years of my life 
been, and have not attained unto the days of the years of the 
life of my fathers in the days of their pilgrimage. And Jacob 10 
blessed Pharaoh, and went out from before Pharaoh. And Jo- 11 
seph placed his father and his brethren, and gave them a_pos- 
session in the land of Egypt, in the best of the land, in the land 
of Rae as Pharaoh had commanded. And Joseph nourished 12 
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his father, and his brethren, and all his father’s household, with 
bread, according to their families. 

AND there was no bread in all the land; for the famine was 13 
very sore, so that the land of Egypt and all the land of Canaan 
fainted by reason of the famine. And Joseph gathered up all 14 
the money that was found in the land of Egypt, and in the land 
of Canaan, for the corn which they bought: and Joseph brought 
the money into Pharach’s house. And when money failed in the 15 
land of Egypt, and in the land of Canaan, all the Egyptians ~ 
came unto Joseph, and said, Give us bread: for why should we 
die in thy presence? for the money faileth. And Joseph said, 16 
Give your cattle; and I will give you for your cattle, if money 
fail. And they brought their cattle unto Joseph: and Joseph 17 
gave them bread in exchange for horses, and for the flocks, and for 
the cattle of the herds, and for the asses: and he fed them with 
bread for all their cattle for that year. When that year was 18 
ended, they came unto him the second year, and said unto him, 
We will not hide zt from my lord, how that our money is spent; 
my lord also hath our herds of cattle; there is not aught left in 
the sight of my lord, but our bodies, and our lands: wherefore 19 
shall we die before thine eyes, both we and our land? buy us 
and our land for bread, and we and our land will be servants 
unto Pharaoh: and give us seed, that we may live, and not die, ; 
that the land be not desolate. And Joseph bought all the land 20 
of Egypt for Pharaoh; for the Egyptians sold every man his 
field, because the famine prevailed over them: so the land be- 
came Pharaoh’s. And as for the people, he removed them to 21 
cities from one end of the borders of Egypt even to the other end 
thereof. Only the land of the priests bought he not; for the 22 
priests had a portion assigned them of Pharaoh, and did eat their 
portion which Pharaoh gave them, wherefore they sold not their 
lands. Then Joseph said unto the people, Behold, I have bought 23 
you this day and your land for Pharaoh: lo, here is seed for you, 
and ye shall sow the land. And it shall come to pass‘in the in- 24 
crease, that ye shall give the fifth part- unto Pharaoh, and four 
parts shall be your own, for seed of the field, and for your food, 
and for them of your households, and for food for your little ones. 
And they said, Thou hast saved our lives: let us find grace in 25 
the sight of my lord, and we will be Pharaoh's servants. And 26 

. Joseph made it a law over the land of Egypt unto this day, that 
Pharaoh should have the fifth part; except the land of the 
priests only, which became not Pharaoh’s. 

And Israel dwelt in the land of Egypt, in the country of 27 
Goshen ; and they had possessions therein, and grew, and multi- 
plied exceedingly. And Jacob lived in the land of Egypt seven- 28 
teen years: so the whole age of Jacob was an hundred forty and 
seven years. And the time drew nigh that Israel must die: and 29 
he called his son Joseph, and said unto him, If now I have found 
grace in thy sight, put, I pray thee, thy hand under my thigh, 
and deal kindly and truly with me; bury me not, I pray thee, - 
in Egypt: but I will lie with my fathers, and thou shalt wae me 30 
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out of Egypt, and bury me in their burying-place. And he said, 

J will do as thou hast said. ' And he said, Swear unto me. And 31 
he sware unto him. And Israel bowed himself upon the bed’s 
head. 

‘Anp it came to pass after these things, that one told Joseph,48 
Behold, thy father zs sick: and he took with him his two sons, 
Manasseh and Ephraim. And one told, Jacob, and said, Behold, 2 
thy son Joseph cometh unto thee: and Israel strengthened him- 
vel and sat upon the bed. And Jacob said unto Joseph, God 3 
Almighty appeared unto me at Luz in the land of Canaan, and 
blessed me, ' and said unto me, Behold, I will make thee fruitful, 4 
and multiply thee, and I will make of thee a multitude of people ; 
and will give this land to thy seed after thee for an everlasting 
possession. And now thy two ‘sons, Ephraim and Manasseh, 5 
which were born unto thee in the land of Egypt before I came =~ 
unto thee into Egypt, are mine; as Reuben and Simeon, they 
shall be mine. And thy issue, which thou begettest after them, 6 
shall be thine, and shall be called after the name of their breth- 
ren in their inheritance. And as for me, when I came from 7 
Padan, Rachel died by me in the land of Canaan in the way, 
when yet there was but a little way to come unto Ephrath: and 
I buried her there in the way of Ephrath; the same zs Beth- 
lehem. And Israel beheld Joseph’s sons, and said, Who arethese? 8 
And Joseph said unto his father, They ere my sons, whom God 9 
hath given me in this place. And he said, Bring them, I pray 
thee, unto me, and I will bless them. Now the eyes of Israel 10 
were dim for age, so that he could not see. And he brought them 
near unto him;-and he kissed them, and embraced them. And 11) 
Israel said unto Joseph, I had not thought to see thy face: and, 
lo, God hath showed me also thy seed. And Joseph brought 12 
them out from between his knees, and he bowed himself with 
his face to the earth. And Joseph took them both, Ephraim in 13 
his right hand toward Israel’s left hand, and Manasseh in his left 
hand toward Israel’s right hand, and brought them near unto 
him. And Israel stretched ont his right hand, and laid it upon 14 
Ephraim’s head, who was the younger, and his left hand upon 
Manasseh’s head, guiding his hands wittingly; for Manasseh was 
the first-born. And he blessed Joseph, and said, God, before 15 
whom my fathers Abraham and Isaac did walk, the God which 
fed me all my life long unto this day, the Angel which redeemed 16 
me from all evil, bless the lads; and let my name be named on 
them, and the name of my fathers Abraham and Isaac ; and let 
them grow into a multitude in the midst of the earth. And 17 
when Joseph saw that his father laid his right hand upon the 
head of Ephraim, it displeased him: and he held up his father’s 
hand, to remove it from Ephraim’s head unto Manasseh’s head. 
And Joseph said unto his father, Not so, my father: for this 2s 18 
the first-born; put thy right hand upon his head. And his father 19 
refused, and said, I know 7f, my son, I know it: he also shall be- 
come a people, and he also shall be great: but truly his younger 
brother be greater than he, and his seed shall become a 
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multitude of nations. And he blessed them that day, saying, In 20 

thee shail Israel bless, saying, God make thee as Ephraim and 

as Manasseh: and he set Mphraim before Manasseh. And Israel 21 

said unto Joseph, Behold, 1 die: but God shall be with you, and 

bring you again unto the land of your fathers. Moreover, I have 22 

given to thee one portion above thy brethren, which I took out 

of the hand of the Amorite with my sword and with my bow. 
Anp Jacob called unto his sons, and said, Gather yourselves49 

together, that I may tell you that which shall befall you in the 


last days. 


2 Gather yourselves together, and hear, ye 
sons of Jacob; 
And hearken unto Israel your father. 

3 REUBEN, thou art my first-born, 

My might, and the beginning of my strength, 
The excellency of dignity, and the excel- 
lency of power: 

4 Unstable as water, thou shalt not excel ; 
Because thou wentest up to thy father’s bed; 
Then defiledst thou it: he went up to my

The purchase of the field and of the cave that is therein 32 
was from the children of Heth. And when Jacob had made an 33 
end of commanding his sons, he gathered up his feet into the bed, 
and'yielded up the ghost, and was gathered unto his people. | 

Anp Joseph fell upon his father’s face, and-wept upon him,50 
and kissed him. And Joseph commanded his seryants the phy- 2 
sicians to embalm his father: and the physicians embalmed Is- 
rael. And forty days were fulfilled for him; for so are fulfilled 3 
the days of those which are embalmed: and the Egyptians 
mourned for him threescore and ten days. And when the days 4 
of his mourning were past, Joseph spake unto the house of Pha- 
raoh, saying, If now I have found grace in your eyes, speak, I 
pray you, in the ears of Pharaoh, saying, My father made me 
swear, saying, Lo, I die: in my grave which I have digged for 
me in the land of Canaan, there shalt thou bury me. Now 
therefore let me go up, I pray thee, and bury my father, and I 
will come again. And Pharaoh said, Go up, and bury thy father, 
according as he made thee swear. 

Anp Joseph went up to bury his father: and with him went 
up all the servants of Pharaoh, the elders of his house, and all 
the elders of the land of Egypt,'and all the house of Joseph, and 
his brethren, and his father’s house: only their little ones, and 
their flocks, and their herds, they left in the land of Goshen. 
And there went up with them oth chariots and horsemen: and 9 
it was a very great company. And they came to the threshing- 10 
floor of Atad, which is beyond Jordan, and there they mourned 
with a great and very sore lamentation: and he made a mourn- 
ing for his father seven days.’ And when the inhabitants of the 11 
land, the Canaanites, saw the mourning in the floor of Atad, 
they said, This 2s a grievous mourning to the Egyptians: where- 
fore the name of it was called Abel-mizraim, which is beyond 
Jordan.

Anp when Joseph’s brethren saw that their father was dead, 15 
they said, Joseph will peradventure hate us, and will certainly 
requite us all the evil which we did unto him.. And they sent 16 
a messenger unto Joseph, saying, Thy father did command be- 
fore he died, saying,'So shall ye say unto Joseph, Forgive, I 17 
pray thee now, the* trespass of thy brethren, and their sin; for 
they did unto thee evil: and now, we pray thee, forgive the 
trespass of the servants of the God of thy father. And Joseph 
wept when they spake unto him._ And his brethren also went 18 
and fell down before his face; and they said, Behold, we be thy 
servants, “one Joseph said unto them, Fear not: for am I in the 19 
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place of God? but as for you, ye thought evil against me; but 20 

God meant it unto good, to bring to pass, as it is this da , to save 

much people alive. Now therefore fear ye not: I will nourish 21 
ou, and your little ones. And he comforted them, and spake 
indly unto them. 

Anp Joseph dwelt in Egypt, he, and his father’s house: and 22 
Joseph lived an hundred and ten years. And Joseph saw Ephra- 23 
im’s children of the third generation: the children also of Machir 
the son of Manasseh were brought up upon Joseph’s knees. 
And Joseph said unto his brethren, I die: and God will-surely 24 
visit you, and bring you out of this land unto the land which he 
sware to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. And Joseph took an 25 
vath of the children of Israel, saying, God will surely visit you, 
and ye shall carry up my bones from hence. So Joseph died, 26 
rene hundred and ten years old: and they embalmed him, 
and he was put in a coffin in Egypt. 
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NOW these are the names of the children of Israel, which 1 
‘came into Egypt; every man and his household came with Ja- 
cob. 'Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and Judah, 'Issachar, Zebulun, 2,3 
and Benjamin, ! Dan, and Naphtali, Gad, and Asher. ' And all 4,5 
the souls that came out of the loins of Jacob were mle souls: 
for Joseph was in Egypt already. And Joseph died, and all his 6 
brethren, and all that generation. And the children of Israel 7 
were fruitful, and increased abundantly, and multiplied, and 
waxed exceeding mighty ; and the land was filled with them.. 

Now there arose up a new king over Egypt, which knew not 8 
Joseph. And he said unto his people, Behold, the people of the 9 
children of Israel are more and mightier than we: Come on, let 10 
us deal wisely with them; lest they multiply, and it come to 
pass, that, when there falleth out any war, they join also unto 
our enemies, and fight against us, and so get them up out of the 
lind. Therefore they did set over them task-masters to afflict 11 
them with their burdens. And they built for Pharaoh treasure 
cities, Pithom and Raamses. But the more they afflicted them, 12 
the more they multiplied and grew. And they were grieved be- 
cause of the children of Israel. And the Egyptians made the 13 
children of Israel to serye with rigor: and they made their lives 14 
bitter with hard bondage, in mortar, and in brick, and in all

_ Anp the king of Egypt spake to the Hebrew midwives, ‘of 15, 
which the name of the one wae hightany and the Tag i the 
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other Puah: and he said, When ye do the office of a midwife to 16 
the Hebrew women, and see them upwn the stools; if it be a son, 
then ye shall kill him: but if it be a daughter, then she shall 
live. But the midwives feared God, and did not as the king of ¥7 
Egypt commanded them, but saved the men-children alive. And 18 
the king of t called for the midwives, and said unto them, 
Why have ye done this thing, and have saved the men-children 
alive? And the midwives said unto Pharach, Because the 19 
Hebrew women are not as the Egyptian women; for they are 
lively, and are delivered ere the midwives come im unto them. 
Therefore God dealt well with the midwives: and the people 20 
multiplied, and waxed very mighty. And it came to pass, be- 21 
cause the midwives feared God, that he made them houses. And 22 
Pharaoh charged all his people, saying, Every son that is born 
ye shall cast into the river, and every daughter ye shall save 
alive. 

Anp there went a man of the house of Levi, and took to wife & 
a daughter of Levi. And the woman conceived, and bare a son: 2 
and when she saw him that he was a goodly child, she hid him 
three months. And when she could not longer hide him, she 
took for him an ark of bulrushes, and daubed it with slime and 
with pitch, and put the child therein; and she laid ¢ in the 
flags by the river’s brink. And his sister stood afar off to wit 4 
what would be done to him. And the daughter of Pharaoh came & 
down to wash herself at the river; and her maidens walked along 
by the river’s side; and when she saw the ark atong the flags, 
she sent her maid to fetch it. And when she had opened 77, she 6 
saw the child: and, behold, the babe wept. And she had com- 
passion on him, and said, This is one of the Hebrew’s children. 
Then said his sister to Pharaoh’s daughter, Shall I go and call 7 
to thee a nurse of the Hebrew women, that she may nurse the 
child for thee? ' And Pharaoh’s daughter said to her, Go. And 
the maid went and called the child’s mother. And Pharaoh’s 
daughter said unto her, Take this child away, and nurse it for 
me, and I will give thee thy bi And the woman took the 
child, and nursed it. And the child grew, and she brought him 10: 
unto Pharaoh’s daughter, and he became herson. And she called 
his name Moses: and she said, Beeause I drew him out of the 
water. 

Anp it came to pass in those days, when Moses was grown, I1 
that he went out unto his brethren, and looked on their burdens: 
and he spied an Egyptian smiting an Hebrew, one of his breth- 
ren. And he looked this way and that way, and when he saw 12 
that there was no man, he slew the Egyptian, and hid him in the 
sand. And when he went out the second day, behold, two men 13 
of the Hebrews strove together: and he said to him that did the 
wrong, Wherefore smitest thou thy fellow? And he said, Who 14 
made thee a prince and a judge over us? intendest thou to kill 
me, as thou killedst the Egyptian? And Moses feared, and said, 
Surely this thing is known. Now when Pharaoh heard this 15 
thing, he poem to slay Moses. 4 
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Bur Moses fled from the face of Pharaoh, and dwelt in the 
land of Midian: and he sat down by a well. Now the priest 16 
of Midian had seven daughters: and they came and drew water, 
and filled the troughs to water their father’s flock. And the 17 
shepherds came and drove them away: but Moses stood up and 
helped them, and watered their flock. And when they came to 18 
Reuel their father, he said, How is i that ye are come so soon 
to-day? And they said, An Egyptian delivered us out of the hand 19 
of the shepherds, and also drew water enough for us, and watered 
the flock. And he said unto his daughters, And where is he? 20 
why is it that ye have left the man? call him, that he may eat 
bread. And Moses was content to dwell with the man: and he 21 
gave Moses Zipporah his daughter. And she bare him a son, 22 
and he called his name Gershom: for he said, I have been a 
Stranger in a strange land. 

AND it came to pass in process of time, that the king of Egypt 23 
died: and the children of Israel sighed by reason of the bond- 
age, and they cried, and their ery came up unto God by reason 
of the bondage. And God heard their groaning, and God re- 24 
membered his covenant with Abraham, with Isaac, and with 
Jacob. And God looked upon the children of Israel, and God 25 
had respect unto them. i 

NOW Moses kept the flock of Jethro his father-in-law, the 3 
priest of Midian: and he led the flock to the backside of the 
desert, and came to the mountain of God, even to Horeb.. And 2 
the angel of the LORD appeared unto him in a flame of fire out 
of the midst of a bush: and he looked, and, behold, the bush 
burned with fire, and the bush was not consumed. And Moses 
said, I will now turn aside, and see this great sight, why the 
bush is not burnt. And when the LORD saw that he turned 
aside to see, God called unto him out of the midst of the bush, 
and said, Moses, Moses, And he said, Here am I. ' And he said, 
Draw not nigh hither: put off thy shoes from off thy feet, for the 
place whereon thou standest is holy ground. Moreoverhe said, 6 
I am the God of thy father, the God of Abraham, the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob. And Moses hid his face; for he 
was afraid to look upon Ged. And the LORD said, I have surely 7 
seen the affliction of my people which are in Egypt, and have 
heard their cry by reason of their task-masters; for I know their 
sorrows ; and Iam come down to deliver them out of the hand 8 
of: the Egyptians, and to bring them up out of that land unto a 
good land and a large, unto a land flowing with milk and honey;

three days’ journey into the wilderness, that we may sacrifice to 
the LORD our God. And I am sure that the king of Egypt will 
not let you go, no, not by a mighty hand. And I will stretch out 
my hand, and smite Egypt with all my wonders which I will do 
in the midst thereof: and afier that he will let you go. AndI 
will give this people favor in the sight of the Egyptians: and it 
shall come to pass, that, when ye go, ye shall not go empty: but 
every woman shall borrow of her neighbor, and of her that so- 
journeth in her house, jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, and 
raiment: and ye shall put ¢hem upon your sons, and upon your 
daughters; and ye shall spoil the Egyptians. 

Anp Moses answered and said, But, behold, they will not be- 
lieve me, nor hearken unto my voice: for they will say, The 
LORD hath not appeared unto thee. And the LORD said unto 


him, What zs that in thme hand? And he said, A rod. And he . 


said, Cast it on the ground. And he east it on the ground, and 
it became a serpent; and Moses fled from before it. And the 
LORD said unto Moses, Put forth thine hand, and take it by the 
tail.. And he put forth his hand, and caught it, and it became a 
rod in his hand: that they may believe that the LORD God of 
their fathers, the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacob, hath appeared unto thee. And the LORD said 
furthermore unto him, Put now thine hand into thy bosom. And 
he put his hand into his bosom: and when he took it out, be- 
hold, his hand was leprous as snow. And he said, Put thine 
hand into thy bosom again. And he put his hand into his bosom

Anp Moses said unto the LORD, O my Lord, I am not elo- 10 
quent, neither heretofore, nor since thou hast spoken unto thy 
servant: but I am slow of speech, and of a slow tongue. And 11 
the LORD said unto him, Who hath made man’s mouth? or who 
maketh the dumb, or deaf, or the seeing, or the blind? have not 
I the LORD? Now therefore go, and I will be with thy mouth, 12 
and teach thee what thou shalt say. And he said,O my LORD, 13 
send, I pray thee, by the hand of him whom thou wilt send. And 14 
the anger of the LORD was kindled against Moses, and he said, 
Js not Aaron the Levite thy brother? I know that he can speak 
well. And also, behold, he cometh forth to meet thee: and when 
he seeth thee, he will be glad in his heart. And thou shalt 
speak unto him, and put words in his mouth: and I will be with 
thy mouth, and with his mouth, and will teach you what ye 
shall do. And he shall be thy spokesman unto the people: and 16 
he shail ‘be, even he shall be te thee instead of a mouth, and thou 
shalt be to him instead of God. And thou shalt take this rod in 17 
thine hand, wherewith-thou shalt do signs. J 

Anpd Moses went and returned to Jethro his father-in-law, and 18 
said unto him, Let me go, I pray thee, and return unto my breth- 
ren‘which are in Egypt, and see whether they be yet alive. And 
Jethro said to Moses, Go in peace. And the LORD said unto 19 
Moses in Midian, Go, return into Egypt: for all the men are dead 
which sought thy life. And Moses took his wife and his sons, 20 
and set them upon an ass, and he returned to the land of Egypt: 
and Moses took the rod of God in his hand. And the LORD 21 
‘said unto Moses, When thou goest to return into Egypt, see that 
thou do all those wonders ok Pharaoh, which I have put in 
thine hand: but I will harden his heart, that he shall not let the 
people go. And thou shalt say unto Pharaoh, Thus saith the 22 
LORD, Israel is my son, even my first-born: and I say unto thee, 23 
Let my son go, that he may serve me: and if thou refuse to let 
him go, behold, I will slay thy son, even thy first-born. 

AND it came to pass by the way in the inn, that the LORD 24 
-met him, and sought to kill him. Then Zipporah took a sharp 25 
stone, and cut off the foreskin of her son; and cast z¢ at his feet, 
and said, Surely a bloody husband art thou to me. So he let 26 
him go: then she said, A bloody husband thou art, because of 
the circumcision. 

AND the LORD said to Aaron, Go into the wilderness to meet 27 
Moses. And he went, and met him in the mount of God, and 
kissed him. And Moses told Aaron all the words of the LORD 28 
~~ had sent him, and all the signs which be had commanded 
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AND Moses and Aaron went and gathered together all the 29 
elders of the children of Israel: and Aaron spake all the words 30 


» which the LORD had spoken unto Moses, and did the signs in 


the, sight of the people. And the people believed: and when 31 


they heard that the LORD had visited the children of Israel, 
and that he had looked upon. their affliction, then they bowed 
their heads and worshipped. 

AND afterward Moses and Aaron went in, and told Pharaoh, 
Thus saith the LORD God of Israel, Let my people go, that they 
may hold a feast unto me in the wilderness. And Pharaoh said, 
Who is the LORD, that I should obey his voice to let israel go? 
I know not the LORD, neither will I let Israel go. And they 
said, The God of the Hebrews hath met with us: let us go, we 
pray thee, three days’ journey into the desert, and sacrifice unto 
the LORD our God; lest he fall upon us with pestilence, or with 
the sword. And the king of Egypt said unto them, Wherefore 
do ye, Moses and Aaron, let the people from their works? get 
you unto your burdens. And Pharaoh said, Behold, the people 
of the land now are many, and ye make them rest from their 
purdens. 

AnD Pharaoh commanded the same day the task-masters of 
the people, and their: officers, saying, Ye shall no more give the 
people straw to make brick, as heretofore: let them go and 
gather straw for themselyes. And the tale of the bricks, which 
they did make heretofore, ye shall lay upon them ; ye shall not 
diminish aught thereof: for they be idle; therefore they ery, say- 
ing, Let us go and sacrifice to our God. Let there more work 
be laid upon the men, that they may labor therein; and let them 
not regard vain words. And the task-masters of the people went 
out, and their officers, and they spake to the people, saying, Thus 
saith Pharaoh, I will not give you straw. Go ye, get you straw 
where ye can find it: yet not. aught of your work shall be dimin- 
ished. So the people were scattered abroad throughout all the 
land of Egypt to gather stubble instead of straw. And the task- 
masters hasted them, saying, Fulfil your works, your daily tasks, 
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- as when there was straw. And the officers of the children of 14 


Israel; which Pharaoh’s task-masters had set over them, were 
beaten, and demanded, Wherefore have ye not fulfilled. your 
task in making brick both yesterday and to-day, as heretofore ? 
Then the officers of the children of Israel came and cried unto 
Pharaoh, saying, Wherefore dealest thou thus with thy servants? 
There is no straw given unto thy servants, and they say to. us, 
Make brick: and, behold, thy servants are beaten; but the fault 
sm thine own people. But he said, Ye are idle, ye are idle: 
therefore ye say, Let us go and. do sacrifice to the LORD. Go 
therefore now, and work; for there shall no straw be given you, 
yet shall ye deliver the tale of bricks. And the officers of the 
children of Israel did see that they were in evil case, after it was 
said, Ye shall not minish aught from your bricks of your daily 
task. And they met Moses and Aaron, who stood in the way, 
ag they Gane forth from Pharaoh: and they said unto them, The 
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LORD, look upon you, and judge; because ye have made our 
savor to be abhorred in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes of 
his servants, to put asword in their hand to slay us. 


AnpD Moses returned unto the LORD, and said, Lord, where- 22 


fore hast thou so evil entreated this people? why is it that thou 


hast sent me? For since I came to Pharaoh to speak in thy narne, 23 


he hath done evil to this people: neither hast thou delivered th 


people at all. Then the LORD said unto Moses, Now shalt 6 


thou see what I will do to Pharaoh: for with a strong hand shall 
he let them go, and with a strong hand shall he drive them out 
of his land. And God spake unto Moses, and said unto him, I 
am the LORD: and I appeared unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and 
unto Jacob, by the name of God Almighty, but by my name Jh- 
HOVAH was I not known to them. And I have also established 
my covenant with them, to give them the land of Canaan, the 
land of their pilgrimage, wherein they were strangers. And I 
have also heard the’ groaning of the children of Israel, whom 
the Egyptians keep m bondage; and I have remembered my 
covenant. ,Wherefore say unto the children of Israel, I am the 
LORD, and I will bring you out from under the burdens of the 
Egyptians, and I will rid you out of their bondage, and I will re- ’ 
deem you with a stretched-out arm, and with great judgments: 
and I wiil take you to me for a people, and I will be to youa 
God: and ye shall know that I am the LORD your God, which 
bringeth you out from under the burdens of the Egyptians. And 
I will bring you in unto the land, concerning the which I did 
swear to give it to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob; and I will 
give it you for an heritage: I am the LORD. And Moses spake 
so unto the children of Israel: but they hearkened not unto 
Moses for anguish of spirit, and for cruel bondage. 
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Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, ' Go in, speak unto 10 


Pharaoh king of Egypt, that he let the children of Israel go out 


of his land. And Moses spake before the LORD, saying, Behold, 12 


the children of Israel have not hearkened unto me; how then 


shall Pharaoh hear me, who am of uncircumcised lips? And the 13 


LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, and gave them a 
charge unto the children of Israel, and unto Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, to bring the children of Israel out of the land of Egypt. 


‘THESE be the heads of their fathers’ houses: The sons of Reu- 14 


ben the first-born of Israel: Hanoch, and Pallu, Hezron, and Car- 


mi: these de the families of Reuben. And the sons of Simeon ;,15 


Jemuel, and Jamin, and Ohad, and Jachin, and Zohar, and Shaul 
the son of a Canaanitlsh woman: these are the families of Simeon. 


And these are the names of the sons of Levi according to their 16 


generations ; Gershon, and Kohath, and Merari: and the years 


‘of the life of Levi were an hundred thirty and seven years. The 17 


«sons of Gershon; Libni and Shimi, according to their families. 


And. the sons of Kohath; Amram, and Izhar, and Hebron, and 18 


Uzziel: and the years of the life of Kohath were an hundred 


‘thirty and three years. And the sons of Merari; Mahali and 19 


Mushi: these are the families of Levi according to their ial 
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tions. And Amram took him Jochebed his father’s sister to wife; 20 
and she bare him Aaron and Moses: and the years of the life 
of Amram were an hundred and thirty and seven years. And 2] 
the sons of Izhar; Korah, and Nepheg, and Zichri. And the 22 
sons of Uzziel; Mishael, and Elzaphan, and Zithri. And Aaron: 23 
took him Elisheba, daughter of Amminadab, sister of Naashon, 
to wife; and she bare him Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, and 
Ithamar. And the sons of Korah; Assir, and Elkanah, and Abia- 24 
saph: these @re the families of the Korhites. And Eleazar 25 
Aaron’s son took him one of the daughters of Putiel to wife; and 
she bare him Phinehas: these are the heads of the fathers of 
the Levites according to their families. These are that Aaron 26 
and Moses, to whom the LORD said, Bring out the children of 
Israel from the land of Egypt according to their armies. These 27 
are they which spake to Pharaoh king of Egypt, to bring out the 
children of Israel from Egypt: these are that Moses and Aaron. 

AND it came to pass on the day when the LORD spake unto 28 
Moses in the land of Egypt, that pi LORD spake unto Moses, 29 
saying, 1 am the LORD: speak thou unto Pharaoh king of Egypt 
all that I say unto thee. And Moses said before the LORD, Be- 30 
hold, I am.of uncircumcised lips, and how shall Pharaoh hearken 
unto me? And the LORD said unto Moses, See, I have made 
thee a god to Pharaoh: and Aaron thy brother shall be thy 
prophet. Thou shalt speak all that I command thee: and Aaron 
thy brother shall speak unto Pharaoh, that he send the children 
of Israel out of his land. And I will harden Pharaoh’s heart, and 
multiply my signs and my wonders in the land of Egypt. But 
Pharaoh shall not hearken unto you, that I may lay my hand 
upon Egypt, and bring forth mine armies, and my people the 
children of Israel, out of the land of Egypt by great judgments. 
And the Egyptians shall know that I am the LORD, when I 5 
stretch forth mine hand upon Egypt, and bring out the children 
of Israel from among them. And Moses and Aaron did asthe 6 
LORD commanded them, so did they. And Moses was fourscore 7 
years old, and Aaron fourscore and three years old, when they 
spake unto Pharaoh. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron,’saying, 8 
"When Pharaoh shall speak unto you, saying, Show a miracle 9 
for you: then thou shalt say unto Aaron, Take thy rod, and cast 
it before Pharaoh, and it shall become a serpent. And Moses 10 
and Aaron went in unto Pharaoh, and they did so as the LORD 
had commanded: And Aaron cast down his rod before Pharaoh, 
and before his servants, and it become a serpent. Then Pha- 11 
raoh also called the wise men and the sorcerers: now the ma- 
gicians of Egypt, they also did in like manner with their en- 
chantments. For they cast down every man his rod, and they 12 
became serpents; but Aaron’s rod swallowed up their rods. And 13 
he hardened Pharaoh’s heart, that he hearkened not unto them; 
as the LORD had said. 

Anp the LORD said unto Moses, Pharaoh’s heart is hardened, 14 
he ie to let the people go. Get thee unto Pharaoh in the 15 
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morning ; lo, he goeth out unto the water; and thou shalt stand 

by the river's brink against he come; and the rod which was 
turned to a serpent shalt thou take in thine hand. And thou 16 
shalt say unto him, The. LORD God of the Hebrews hath sent 
me unto thee, saying, Let my people go, that they may serve 
me in the wilderness: and, behold, hitherto thou wouldest not. 
hear. Thus saith the LORD, in this thou shalt know that I am 17 
the LORD: behold, I will smite with the rod that is in mine hand 
upon the waters which ave in the river, and they shall be turned 

to blood. And the fish that is in the river shall die, and the river 18 
shall stink; and the Egyptians shall loathe to drink of the water 

of the river. And the LORD spake unto Moses, Say unto Aaron, 19 
Take thy rod, and stretch out thine hand upon the waters of 
Egypt, upon their streams, upon their rivers, and upon. their 
ponds, and upon all their pools of water, that they may become 
blood; and that there may be blood throughout all the land of 
Egypt, both in vessels of wood, and in vessels of stone. And 20 
Moses and Aaron did so, as the LORD commanded; and he 
lifted up the rod, and smote the waters that were in the river, in 
the sight of Pharaoh, and in the sight of his servants; and all the 
waters that were in the river were turned to blood. And the 21 
fish that was in the river died; and the river stank, and the 
Egyptians could not drink of the water of the river; and there 
was blood throughout all the land of Egypt. And the magicians 22 
of Egypt did so with their enchantments: and Pharaoh’s heart 
was hardened, neither did he hearken unto them; asthe LORD 
had said. And Pharaoh turned and went into his house, neither 23 
did he set his heart to this also. And all the Egyptians digged 24 
round about the river for water to drink; for they could not 
drink of the water of the river. And seven days were fulfilled, 25 
after that the LORD had smitten the river. 

Awp the LORD spake unto Moses, Go unto Pharaoh, and say 8 
unto him, Thus saith the LORD, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. And if thou refuse to let them go, behold, I will 2 
smite all thy borders with frogs: and the river shall bring forth 3 
frogs abundantly, which halt go up and come into thine house, 
and into thy bed-chamber, and upon thy bed, and into the 
house of thy servants, and upon thy people, and into thine ovens, 
and into thy kneading-troughs: and the frogs shall come up 4 
both on thee, and upon thy people, and upon all thy servants. 
And the LORD spake unto Moses, Say unto Aaron, Stretch forth 5 
thine-hand with thy rod over the sireams, over the rivers, and 
over the ponds, eed cause frogs to come up upon the land of 
Egypt. And Aaron stretched out his hand over the waters of 6 
Egypt; and the frogs came up, and covered the land of Egypt. 
And the magicians did so with their enchantments, and brought 7 
up frogs upon the land of Egypt. Then Pharaoh called for Moses 8 
and Aaron, and said, Intreat the LORD, that he may take away 
the frogs from me, and from my people ; and I will let the people 

go, that they may do sacrifice unto the LORD. And Moses said 9 
unto Pharaoh, Glory over me: when shall I intreat for — and 
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for thy servants, and for thy people, to destroy the frogs from thee 
and thy houses, that they may remain in the river only 2. And he 10 
said, To-morrow. And he said, Be it according to thy word: 
that thou mayest know that there is none like unto the LORD 
our God. And the frogs shall depart from thee, and from thy 11 
houses, and from thy servants, and from thy peuple; they shall 
remain in the river only. And Moses and Aaron went out from 12 
Pharaoh: and Moses cried unto the LORD because of the frogs 
which he had brought against Pharaoh. And the LORD did 13 
according to the word of Moses; and the frogs died out of the 
houses, out of the villages, and out of the fields. And they 14 
gathered them together upon heaps: and the land stank. But 15 
when Pharaoh saw that there was respite, he hardened his heart, 
and hearkened not unto them; as the LORD had said. 

Anp the LORD said unto Moses, Say unto Aaron, Stretch out 16 
thy rod, and smite the dust of the land, that it may become lice 
throughout all the land of Egypt. And they did so; for Aaron 17 
stretched out his hand with his rod, and smote the dust of the 
earth, and it became lice in man, and in beast; all the dust of 
the land became lice throughout all the land of Egypt. And the 18 
magicians did so with their enchantments to bring forth lice, but 
they could not: so there were lice upon man, and upon beast. 
Then the magicians said unto Pharaoh, This is the finger of God: 19 
and Pharaoh’s heart was hardened, and he hearkened not unto 
them; as the LORD had said. 

Anp the LORD said unto Moses, Rise up early in the morn- 20 
ing, and stand before Pharaoh ; lo, he cometh forth to the water ; 
and say unto him, Thus saith the LORD, Let my people go, that 
they may serve me. Else, if thou wilt not let my people go, Be- 21 
hold, I will send swarms of flies upon thee, and upon thy ser- 
vants, and upon thy people, and into thy houses: and the houses 
of the Egyptians shall be full of swarms of flies, and also the 
ground Whatees they are. And I will sever in that day the 22 
land of Goshen, in which my people dwell, that no swarms of 
flies shall be there ; to the end thou mayest know that I am the 
LORD in the midst of the earth, And [ will put a division be- 23 
tween my people and thy people: to-morrow shall this sign be. 
And the LORD did so; and there came a grievous swarm of 24 
Jjlies into the house of Pharaoh, and into his servants’ houses, and 
into all the land of Egypt: the land was corrupted by reason of 
the swarm of fles. And Pharaoh called for Moses and for 25 
Aaron, and said, Go ye, sacrifice to your God in the land. And 26 
Moses said, It is not meet so to do; for we shall sacrifice the 
abomination of the Egyptians to the LORD our God: lo, shall 
we sacrifice the abomination of the Egyptians before their eyes, 
and will they not stone us? we will go three days’ journey into 27 
the wilderness, and sacrifice to the LORD our God, as he shall 
command us. And Pharaoh said, I will let you go, that ye may 28 
sacrifice to the LORD your God in the wilderness; only ye shall 
not go very far away: intreat for me. And Moses said, Behold, 29 
I go out eS thee, and I will intreat the LORD that the swarms 
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of flies may depart from Pharaoh, from his servants, and from his 
people, to-morrow: but let not Pharaoh deal deceitfully an 
more in not letting the people go to sacrifice to the LORD. And 
Moses went out from Pharaoh, and intreated the LORD. And 
the LORD did according to the word of Moses; and he removed 
the swarms of flies from Pharaoh, from his servants, and from 
his people ; there remained not one. And Pharaoh hardened his 
heart at this time also, neither would he let the people go. 
THEN the LORD said unto Moses, Go in unto Pharaoh, and 
tell him, Thus saith the LORD God of the Hebrews, Let my peo- 
ple go, that they may serve me. For if thou refuse to let them 
go, and wilt hold them still, 'behold, the hand of the LORD is 
upon thy cattle’which is in the field, upon the horses, upon the 
asses, upon the camels, upon the oxen, and upon the sheep: there 
shall be a very grievous murrain. And the LORD shall sever 
between the cattle of Israel and the cattle of Egypt: and there 
shall nothing die of all that is the children’s of Israel. And the 
LORD appointed a set time, saying, To-morrow the LORD shall 
do this thing in the land. And the LORD did that thing’ on the 
morrow, and all the cattle of Egypt died: but of the cattle of the 
children of Israel died not one. And Pharaoh sent, and, behold, 
there was not one of the cattle of the Israelites dead. And the 
heart of Pharaoh was hardened, and he did not let the people go. 
Anp the LORD said unto Moses and unto Aaron, Take to you 
handfuls of ashes of the furnace, and let Moses sprinkle it to- 
ward the heaven in the sight of Pharaoh. And it shall become 
small dust in all the land of Egypt, and shall be a boil breaking 
forth with blams upon man, and upon beast, throughout all the 
land of Egypt. And they took ashes of the furnace, and stood 
before Pharaoh ; and Moses sprinkled it up toward heaven; and 
it became a boil breaking forth with blains upon man, and upon 
beast. And the magicians could not stand before Moses because 
of the boil; for the boil was upon the magicians, and upon all 
the Egyptians. And the LORD hardened the heart of Pharaoh, 
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and he hearkened not unto them; as the LORD had spoken ° 


unto Moses. 

Anp the LORD said unto Moses, Rise up early in the morn- 
ing, and stand before Pharaoh, and say unto him, Thus saith the 
LORD God of the Hebrews, Let my people go, that they may 
serye me. For I will at this time send all my plagues upon 
thine heart, and upon thy servants, and upon thy people; that 
thou mayest know that there is none like me in all the earth. For 
now I will stretch out my hand, that I may smite thee and thy 
people with pestilence ; and thoushalt be cut off from the earth. 
And in very deed for this cause have I raised thee up, for to show 
in thee my power; and that my name may be declared through- 
out all the earth. As yet exaltest thou thyself against my people, 
‘that thou wilt not let them go? behold, to-morrow about-this 
time I will cause it to rain a very grievous hail, such as hath not 
been in Egypt since the foundation thereof even until now. Send 
therefore now, and gather thy cattle, and all that thou a4 in the 
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field; for upon every man and beast which shall be found in the 
§eld, and shall not be brought home, the hail shall come down 
upon them, and they shall die. He that feared the word of the 20 
LORD among the servants of Pharaoh, made his servants and 
his cattle flee into the houses: and he that regarded not the 21 
word of the LORD left his servants and his cattle in the field. 
And the LORD said unto Moses, Stretch forth thine hand toward 22 
heaven, that there may be hail in all. the land of Egypt, upon 
man, and upon beast, and upon every herb of the field, through- —- 
out the land of Egypt. And Moses stretched forth his rod to- 23 
ward heaven: and the LORD sent thunder and hail, and the 
fire ran along upon the ground ; and the LORD rained hail upon 
the land of Egypt. So there was hail, and fire mingled with 24 
the hail, very grievous, such as there was none like it in all the 
land of Egypt since it became a nation. And the hail smote 25 
throughout/all the land of Kgypt all that was in the field, both 
man and beast; and the hail smote every herh of the field, and 
brake every tree of the field. Only in the land of Goshen, 26 
where the children of Israel were, was there no hail. And Pha- 27 
raoh sent, and called for Moses and Aaron, and said unto them, 

1 have sinned this time: the LORD #s righteous, and I and my - 
people are wicked. Intreat the LORD (for % ts enough) that 28 
there be no more mighty thunderings and hail; and I will let 
you go, and ye shall stay no longer. And Moses said unto‘him, 29 
‘As svon as I'am gone out of the city, I will spread abroad my 
hands. unto the LORD; and the thunder shall cease, neither 
shall there be any more hail; that thon mayest know how that 
the earth is the LORD’S. But as for thee and thy servants, I 30 
know that ye will not yet fear the LORD God. And the flax 31 
and the barley was smitten: tor the barley was in the ear, and 
the flax was bolled. Butthe wheat and the rye were not smit- 32 
ten: for they were not grown up. And Moses went out of the 33 
city from Pharaoh, and spread abroad his hands unto the LORD: 
and the thunders and hail ceased, and the rain was not poured 
upon the earth. And when Pharaoh saw that the rain and the 34 
hail and the thunders were ceased, he sinned yet more, and hard- 
ened his heart, he and his servants. And the heart of Pharaoh 35 
was hardened, neither would he let the children of Israel go ; 

as the LORD had spoken by Moses. 

-Anp the LORD. said unto Moses, Go in unto Pharaoh: for ILO 
have hardened his heart, and the heart of his servants, that I, 
might show these my signs before him: and that thou mayest tell 2 
in the ears of thy son, and of thy son’s son, what things I have 
wrought in Egypt, and my signs which I have done among | 
them; that ye may know how that I am the LORD. And Moses 3. 
and Aaron ¢ame in unto Pharaoh, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the LORD God of the Hebrews, How long wilt thou refuse to: 
humble thyself before me? let my people go, that they may 
serve me.. Else, if thou refuse to let my people go, behold, to-. 4 
morrow will.I bring the locusts into thy coast. And they shall 6 
covel beta of the earth, that one eannot be able to see the |: 
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earth: and they shall eat the residue of that which is escaped, 
which remaineth unto you from the hail, and shall eat every tree 
which groweth for you out of the field: and they shall fill thy 6 
houses, and the houses of all thy seryants, and the houses of “all 
the Egyptians; which neither thy fathers, nor thy fathers’ fathers 
have seen, since the day that they were upon the earth unto this 
day. And he turned himself, and went out from Pharaoh. 'And 7 
Pharaoh’s servants said unto him, How long shall this man be a 
snare unto us? let the men go, that they may serve the LORD 
their God: knowest thou not yet that Egypt is destroyed?! And 8 
Moses and Aaron were brought again unto Pharaoh: and he 
said unto them, Go, serve the LORD your God: but who are 
they that shall go? And Moses said, We will go with our young 9 
and with our old, with our sons and with our daughters, with our 
flocks and with our herds will we go; for we must hold a feast 
unto the LORD. And he said unto them. Let the LORD be so 10 
with you, as I will let you,go, and your little ones: look to it; 
for evil is before you. Not so: go now ye that are men, and 11 
serve the LORD; for that ye did desire. And they were driven 
out from Pharaoh’s presence. And the LORD said unto Moses, 12 
Stretch out thine hand over the land of Egypt for the locusts, 
that they may come up upon the land of Egypt, and eat every 
herb of the land, even all that. the hail hath left. And Moses 13 
stretched forth his rod over the land of Egypt, and the LORD 
brought an-east wind upon the land all that day, and all that 
night; and when it was morning, the east.wind brought the lo- 
cusis. _And the locusis went up over all the land of Egypt, and 14 
rested in all the coasis of Egypt: very grievous were they; be- 
fore them there were no such locusts as they, neither afier them | 
shall be such.

LORD turned a mighty strong west wind, which took away the 
locusts, and cast them into the Red sea; there remained not one 
locust in all the coasts of Egypt. But the LORD hardened Pha- 20 
raoh’s heart, so, that he would not let the children of Israel go. 
Anp the LORD said unto Moses, Stretch out thine hand to- 21 
ward heaven, that there may be darkness over the land of Egypt, 
even darkness which may be felt. And Moses stretched forth 22 
his hand toward heaven; and there was a thick darkness in all 
the land of Egypt three days: they saw not one another, neither 23 
rose any from his place, for three days: but all the children of - 
Israel had light in their dwellings. « , wire Fi 
AND Pharaoh called unto i and said, Go ye, ee the 24 
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LORD; only let your flocks and your herds be stayed: let your 
little ones also go with you. And Moses said, Thou must give 25 
us also sacrifices and burnt-offerings, that we may sacrifice unto 
the LORD our God. Our cattle also shall go with us; there 26 
shall not an hoof be left behind; for thereof must we take to 
serve the LORD our God; and we know not with what we must 
serve the LORD, until we come thither. But the LORD hard- 27 
ened Pharaoh’s heari, and he would not let them go. And Pha- 28 
raoh said unto him, Get thee from me, take heed to thyself, see 
my face no more; for in that day thou seest_ my face thou shalt 
die. And Moses said, Thou hast spoken well, I will see thy face 29 
again no more. fl 

Anp the LORD said unto Moses, Yet will I bring one plagueLZ 
more upon Pharaoh, and upon Egypt; afterwards he will let you 
go hence: when he shall let you go, he shall surely thrust you 
ont hence altogether. Speak now in the ears of the people, and 2 
let every man borrow of his neighbor, and every woman of her 
neighbor, jewels of silver, and jewels of gold. And the LORD 3 
gave the people favor in the sight of the Egyptians. Moreover 
the man Moses was very great in the land of Egypt, in the sight 
of Pharaoh’s servants, and in the sight of the people. And Moses 4 
said, Thus saith the LORD, About midnight will I go out imto 
the midst of Egypt: and all the first-born in the land ‘of Egypt 5 
shall die, from the first-born of Pharaoh that sitteth upon his 
throne, even unto the first-born of the maid-servant that 7s be- 
hind the mill; and all the first-born of beasts. And there shall 6 
be a great cry throughout all the land of Egypt, such as there 
was none like it, nor shall be like it any more. But againstany 7 
of the children of Israel shall not a dog move his tongue, against 
man or beast: that ye may know how that the LORD doth put 
a difference between the Egyptians and Israel. And all these 8 
thy servants shall come down unto me, and bow down them- 
selves unto me, saying, Get thee out, and all the people that fol- 
low thee: and after that I will go out. And he went out from 
Pharaoh in a great anger. And the LORD said unto Moses, Pha- 9 
raoh shall not hearken unto you; that my wonders may be mul- 
tiplied in the land of Egypt. And Moses and Aaron did all these 10 
wonders before Pharaoh: and the LORD hardened Pharaoh's 
heart, so that he would not let the children of Israel go out of 
his land. : 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses and Aaron in the land1& 
of Egypt, saying, This month shall be unto you the beginning of 2 
months: it shall be the first month of the year to you. Speak 3 
ye unto all the congregation of Israel, saying, In the tenth day 
of this month they shall take to them every man a lamb, according 
to the house of their fathers, a lamb for an house: and if the 4 
household be too little for the lamb, let him and his neighbor 
next unto his house take 2 according to the number of the souls; 
every man according to his eating shall make your count for the 
lamb. Your lamb:shall be without blemish, a male of the first 5 
year: ye ae take 2 out from the sheep, or from the goats: 
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and ye shall keep it up until the fourteenth day of the same 
month: and the whole assembly of the congregation of Israel 
shall kill it in the evening. And they shall take of the blood, 
and strike i on the two side-posts and on the upper door-post of 
the houses, wherein they shall eat it. And they shall eat the 
flesh in that night, roast with fire, and unleavened bread; and 
with bitter herbs they shall eat it. Eat not of it raw, nor sodden 
at all with water, but roast with fire; his head with his legs, and 
with the purtenance thereof. And ye shall let nothing of it re- 
main until the morning; and that which remaineth of it until 
the morning ye shall burn with fire. And thus shall ye eat it; 
with your loins girded, your shoes on your feet, and your staff in 
your hand; and ye shall eat it in haste: it is they LORD'S pass- 
over. For I will pass through the land of Egypt this night, and 
will smite all the first-born in the land of Egypt, both man and 
beast; and against all the gods of Egypt I will execute judg- 
ment: Iam the LORD. And the blood shall be to you for a 
token upon the houses where ye are: and when I see the blood, 
I will pass over you, and the plague shall not be upon you to 
destroy you, when I smite the land of Egypt. And this day shall 
be unto you for a memorial; and ye shall keep it a feast to the 
LORD throughout your generations; ye shall keep it a feast by 
an ordinance for ever. Seven days shall ye eat unleavened 
bread ; even the first day ye shall put away leaven out of your 
houses: for whosoever eateth leavened bread from the first day 
until the seventh day, that soul shall be cut off from Israel. And 
in the first day there shall be an holy convocation, and in the 
seventh day there shall be an holy convocation to you: no man- 
ner of work shall be done in them, save that which every man 
must eat, that only may be done of you. And ye shall observe 
the feast of unleavened bread ; for in this selfsame day have I 
brought your armies out of the land of Egypt: therefore shall ye 
observe this day in your generations by an ordinance for ever. 
In the first month, on the fourteenth day of the month at even, 
ye shall eat unleavened bread, until the one-and-twentieth day 
of the month at even. Seven days shall there be no leaven found 
in your houses: for whosoever eateth that which is leavened, 
even that soul shall be cut off from the congregation of Israel, 
whether he be a stranger, or born in the land. Ye shall eat 
ee leavened ; in all your habitations shall ye eat unleavened 
bread. ; 

TEN Moses called for all the elders of Israel, and said unto 
them, Draw out and take you a lamb according to your families, 
and kill the passover. And ye shall take a bunch of hyssop, and 
dip ztin the blood that 7s in the basin, and strike the lintel and 
the two side-posts with the blood that is in the basin; and none 
of you shall go out at the door of his house until the morning. For 
the LORD will pass through to smite the Egyptians; and when 


he seeth the blood upon the lintel, and on the two side-posts,- 


the LORD will pass over the door, and will not suffer the de- 
_ stroyer to come in unto your houses to smite you. And ed shall 
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observe this thing for an ordinance to thee and to thy sons for 
ever. And it shall come to pass, when ye be come to the land 25 
which the LORD will give you, according as he hath promised, 
that ye shall keep this service. And it shall come to pass, when 26 
your children shall say unto you, What mean ye by this service ? 
"that ye shall say, It 7s the sacrifice of the LORD'S passover, who. 27 
passed over the houses of the children of Israel in Egypt, when 
he smote the Egyptians, and delivered our houses. And the 
people bowed the head and worshipped. And the children of 28 
Israel went away, and did as the LORD had commanded Moses 
and Aaron, so did they. \ , 

AND it came to. pass, that at midnight the LORD smote all the 29 
first-born in the land of Egypt, from the first-born of Pharaoh 
that sat on his throne unto the first-born of the captive that was - 
in the dungeon; and all the first-born of cattle. And Pharaoh 30 
rose up in the night, he, and all his servants, and all the Egypt- 
jans; and qhere was a great ery in Egypt; for there was nota 
house where there was not one dead. And he called for Moses and 31 
Aaron by night, and said, Rise up, and get you forth from among 
my people, both ye and the children of Israel; and go, serve 
the LORD, as ye have said. Also take your flocks and your 32 ° 
herds, as ye have said, and be gone; and bless me also. And 33 
the Egyptians were urgent upon the people, that they might 
send them out of the land in haste; for they said, We be all dead 
men. And the people took their dough before it was leavened, 34 
their kneading-troughs being bound up in their clothes upon, 
their shoulders.. And the children of Israel did according to the 35 
wordrof Moses; and they borrowed of the Egyptians jewels of 
silver, and jewels of gold, and raiment: andthe LORD gave the 36 
people favor in the sight of the Egyptians, so that they lent unto 
them such things as they required. And they spoiled the Egypt- 
jans. 

AND the children of Israel journeyed from Rameses to Suc- 37 
coth, about. six hundred thousand on foot that were men, besi 
children. And a mixed multitude went up also with them; and 38 
flocks, and herds, even very much cattle. And they baked un- 39 
leavened cakes of the dough which they bronght forth out of 
Egypt, for it was not leavened ; because they were thrust out of 
Egypt, and could not tarry, neither had they prepared for them- 
selyes any victuals. 

Now the sojourning of the children of Israel, who dwelt'in 40 
Kgypt, was four hundred and thirty years. And it came to/passat 41 
the end of the four hundred and thirty years, even the selfsame 
day it came to pass, that all the hosts of the LORD went out from 
the land of Egypt. It 2s a night to be much observed unto the 42 
LORD for bringing them out from the land of Egypt: this 2s that 
night of the LORD to be observed of all: the children of Israel 
in their generations. 

AnD the LORD said unto Moses and Aaron, This zs the ordi- 43 
nance of the passoyer: There shall no stranger eat thereof: ‘but 44 
every sae servant that is bought for money, when thou hast 
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circumcised him, then shall he eat thereof. A foreigner and an 45 
hired servant shall not eat thereof. In one house shall it be 46 
eaten; thou shalt not carry forth aught of the flesh abroad out of 
the house ; neither shall ye break a bone thereof. All the con-. 47 
gregation of Israel shall keep it. And when a stranger shall so- 48 
journ with thee, and will keep the passover to the LORD, let all 

his males be circumcised, and then let him come near and keep 
it; and he shall be as one that is born in the land: for no uncir- 
cumcised person shall eat thereof. One law shall be to him that 49 
is home-born, and unto the stranger that sojourneth among you. 
Thus did all the children of Israel; as the LORD commanded 50 
Moses and Aaron, so did they. 

AND it came to pass the selfsame day, that the LORD did 51 
bring the children of Israel out of the land of Egypt by their 
armies. 'And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'SanctifyL3 
unto me all the first-born, whatsve yer openeth the womb among 
the children of Isracl, bot) of man and of beast: itis miner And 3 
Moses said unto the people, Remember this day; in which ye 
came out from Egypt, out of the house of bondage ; for by strength 
of hand the LORD brought you out from this place: there shall 
no leavened bread be eaten. This day came ye out in the month 
Abib. And it shall be when the LORD shall bring thee into 
the land of the Canaanites, and the Hittites, and the Amorites, 
and the Hivites, and the Jebusites, which he sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee, a land flowing with milk and honey, that . 
thou shalt keep this service in this month. Seven days thou 6 
shalt eat unleavened bread, and in the seventh day shall be a 
feast to the LORD. Unleavened bread shall be eaten seven 
days ; and there shall no leavened bread be geen with thee, 
neither shall there be leayen seen with thee in all thy quarters, 
And thou shalt show thy son in that day, saying, This is done, 8 
because of that which the LORD did unto me when I came forth 
out of Egypt. And it shall be for a sign unto thee upon thine 9 
hand, and for a memorial between thine eyes, that the LORD’S 
law may be in thy mouth: for with a strong hand hath the 
LORD brought thee out of Egypt. Thou shalt therefore keep 10 
this ordinance in his season from year to year. And it shall be 11 
when the LORD shall bring thee into the land of the Canaanites, 
as he sware unto thee and to thy fathers, and shall give it thee, 
that thou shalt set apart unto the LORD all that openeth the 12 
matrix, and every firstling that cometh of a beast which thou 
hast; the males shall be the LORD’S. And every firstling of an 13 
ass thou shalt redeem with a lamb; and if thou wilt not redeem 
it, then thou shalt break his neck: and all the first-born of man 
among thy children shalt thou redeem. And it shall be when 14 
thy son asketh thee in time to come, saying, What 7s this? that 
thou shalt say unto him, B strength of hand the LORD brought 
us out from Lovee from the house of hondage: and it came to 15 
pass, when Pharaoh would hardly let us go, that the LORD ~ 
slew all the first-born in the land of Egypt, both the first-born 
of man, and the first-born of heoate therefore I a the’ 
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LORD all that openeth the matrix, being males; but all the first- 
born of my children I redeem. And it shall be for a token 16 
upon thine hand, and for frontlets between thine eyes: for by 
strength of hand the LORD brought us forth out of Egypt. 

AND it came to pass, when Pharaoh had let the people go, 17 
that God led them not through the way of the land of the Philis- 
tines, although that was near; for God said, Lest peradventure 
the people repent when they see war, and they return to Egypt: 
but God led the people about, through the way of the wilder- 18 
ness of the Red sea: and the children of Israel went up har- 
nessed out of the land of Egypt. And Moses took the bones of 19 
Joseph with him: for he had straitly sworn the children of Is- 
rael, saying, God will surely visit you; and ye shal] carry up my 
bones away hence with you. , 

Anp they took their journey from Succoth, and encamped in 20 
Etham, in the edge of the wilderness. And the LORD went 21 
before them by day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead them the way ; 
and by night in a pillar of fire, to give them light; to go by day 
and night: he took not away the pillar of the cloud by day, nor 22 
the pillar of fire by night, from before the people. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto thel@ 
children of Israel, that they turn and eneamp before Pi-hahiroth, 
between Migdol and the sea, over-against Baal-zephon: before - 
it shall ye encamp by the sea. For Pharaoh will say of the 3 
children of Israel, They are entangled in the land, the wilder- 
ness hath shut them in. And I will harden Pharaoh’s heart, that 4 
he shall follow after them; and I will be honored upon Pharaoh, 
and upon all’his host; that the Egyptians may know that I am 
the LORD. And they did so. 

AND it was told the king of Egypt that the people fled: and 
the heart of Pharaoh and of his servants was turned against the 
people, and they said, Why have we done this, that we have let 
Israel go from serving us? And he made ready his chariot, and 
took his: people with him: and he took six hundred’ chosen 
chariots, and all the chariots of Egypt, and captains over every 
one of them. And the LORD hardened the heart of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, and he pursued after the children of Israel: and 
the children of Israel went out with an high hand. But the 
Egyptians pursued after them, all the horses and chariots of 
Pharaoh, and his horsemen, and his army, and overtook them 
encamping by the sea, beside Pi-hahiroth, before Baal-zephon. 

Anp when Pharaoh drew nigh, the children of Israel lifted 10 
up their eyes, and, behold, the Egyptians marched after them ; 
and they were sore afraid: and the children of Israel cried out 
unto the LORD. And they said unto Moses, Because there were jl 
no graves in Egypt, hast thou taken us away to die in the wil- 
derness? wherefore hast thou dealt thus with us, to carry us 
forth out of Eeypt? Ts not this the word that we did tell thee in 12 
Egypt, saying, Let us alone, that We may serve the’ Egyptians? ~ 
For et been better for us to serve the Egyptians, than that we 
should % i the wilderness: And Moses said unto the people, 13 
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Fear ye not, stand still, and see the salvation of the LORD, which 
he will show to you to-day: for the Egyptians whom ye have 
seen to-day, ye shall see them again no more for evér...'The 
LORD shall fight for you, and ye shall hold your peace. And 
the LORD said unto Moses, Wherefore cricst thou unto me? 
- speak unto the children of Israel, that they go forward: ' but lift 
thou up thy rod, and stretch out thine hand over the sea, and 
divide it: and the children of Israel shall go on dry ground 
through the midst of the sea. And I, behold, I will harden the 
hearts of the Egyptians, and they shall follow them: and I will 
get me honor upon Pharaoh, and upon all his host, upon his chari- 
ots, and upon his horsemen. And the Egyptians shall know that 
I am the LORD, when I have gotten me honor upon Pharaoh, 
upon his chariots, and upon his horsemen. And the angel of God, 
which went before the camp of Israel, removed and went be- 
hind them; and the pillar of the cloud went from before their 
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face, and stood behind them: and it came between the camp of 20 


the Egyptians and the camp of Isracl; and it was a cloud and 
darkness to them, but it gave light by night to these: so that the 
one came not near the other all the night. 

Anp Moses stretched out his hand over the sea; and the 
LORD caused the sea to go back by a strong east wind all that 
night, and made the sea dry land, and the waters were divided. 
And the children of Israel went into the midst of the sea upon 
the dry ground: and the waters were a wall unto them on their 
right hand, and on their left. And the Egyptians pursued, and 
went in after them to the midst of the sea, even all Pharaoh's 
horses, his chariots, and his horsemen. And it came to pass, that 
in the morning watch the LORD locked unto the host of the 
Egyptians through the pillar of fire and of the cloud, and 
troubled the host of the Egyptians, and took off their chariot 
wheels, that they drave them heavily: so that the Egyptians said, 
Let us flee from the face of Israel: for the LORD fighteth for 
them against the Egyptians, And the LORD said unto Moses, 
Stretch out thine hand over the sca, that the waters may come 
again upon the Egyptians, upon their chariots, and upon their 


horsemen. And Moses stretched forth his hand over the sea, and 2 


the sea returned to his strength when the morning appeared : 
and the Egyptians fled against it; and the LORD overthrew the 


Egyptians in the midst of the sea. And the waters returned, and § 


covered the chariots, and the horsemen, and all the host of Pha- 
raoh that came into the sea after them; there’ remained: not so 
much as one of them. But the children of Israel walked upon 
dry /and in the midst of the sea; and the waters were a wall 
unto them on their right hand, and on their left. Thus the LORD 
saved Israel that day out of the hand of the Egyptians; and Is- 
rael saw the Kgyptians dead upon the sea-shore. And Israel saw 
that great work which the LORD did upon the Egyptians; and

Notwithstanding they 20 
hearkened not unto Moses; but some of them left of it until the 
morning, and it bred worms, and stank: and Moses was wroth | | 
with them. And they gathered it every morning, every man 21 
according to his eating: and when the sun waxed hot, it melted. 
And it came to pass, ¢hat on the sixth day they gathered twice -22 
as much bread, two omers for one man: and all the rulers of the 
congregation came and told Moses. And he said unto them, 23 
This is that which the LORD hath said, To-morrow is the rest of 
the holy sabbath unto the LORD: bake that which ye will bake 
to-day, and seethe that ye will seethe; and that which remain- 
eth over lay up for you to be kept until the morning. And they 24 
laid it up till the morning, as Moses bade: and it did not stink, 
neither was there any worm therein. And Moses said, Eat that 25 
to-day ; for to-day 7s a sabbath unto the LORD: to-day ye shall 
not find it in the field. Six days ye shall gather it; but on the 26 
seventh day, which is the sabbath, in it there shall be none. And 27 
it came to pass, that there went out some of the people on the 
seventh day for to gather, and they found none. And the LORD 28 
said unto Moses, How long refuse ye to keep my commandments 
and my laws? See, for that the LORD hath given you the sab- 29 
bath, therefore he giveth you on the sixth day the bread of two 
days; abide ye every man in his place, let no man go out of his 
place on the seventh day. So the people rested on the seventh 30 
day. And the house of Israel called the name thereof Manna: 31 
and it was like coriander seed, white ; and the taste of it was like 
wafers made with honey. And Moses said, This 2s the thing 32 
which the LORD commandeth, Fill an omer of it to be kept for 
your generations ; that they may see the bread wherewith I have 
fed you in the wilderness, when'I brought you forth from the 
lan of Egypt. And Moses said unto Aaron, Take a pot, and 33 
put an omer full of manna therein, and lay it up before the 
LORD, to be kept for your generations. As the LORD com- 34 
manded Moses, so Aaron laid it up before the Testimony, to be 
kept. And the children of Israel did eat manna forty years, until 32 
they came to a land inhabited; they did eat manna, until the 
came unto the borders of the land of Canaan. Now an omer vs 36 
the tenth part of an ephah. Aly 
Awp all the congregation of the children of Israel journeyed17 
from the wilderness of Sin, after their journeys, according to the 
commandment of the LORD, and pitched in Rephidim : and there 
was no water for the people to drink. Wherefore the people did 
chide with Moses, and said, Give us water that we may drink. 
And Moses said unto them, Why chideye with me? wherefore 
do ye tempt the LORD? And the people thirsted there for wa- ° 
ter; and the people murmured against Moses, and said, Where- 
fore is Ps ‘we thou hast brought us up out of Egypt, to kill us - 
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and our children and our cattle with thirst? And Moses cried 4 
unto the LORD, saying, What shall [ do unto this people? they 

be almost ready to stone me. And the LORD said unto Moses, 5 
Go on before the people, and take with thee of the elders of Is. 
rael; and thy red, wherewith thou smotest the river, take in 
thine hand, and go. Behold, I will stand before thee there upon 
the rock in Horeb; and thou shalt smite the rock, and there shall 
come water out of it, that the people may drink. And Moses 
did so in the sight of the elders of Israel. And he called the 7 
name of the place Massah, and Meribah, because of the chiding 

of the children of Israel, and because they tempted the LORD, 
saying, Is the LORD among us, or not? 

THEN came Amalek, and fought with Israel in Rephidim. 8 

And Moses said unto Joshua, Choose us out men, and go oul, 9 
fight with Amalek: to-morrow I will stand on the top of the hill 
with the red of God in mine hand. So Joshua did as Moses had 10 
said to him, and fought with Amalek: and Moses, Aaron, and 
Hur went up to the top of the hill. And it came to pass, when 1] 
Moses held up his hand, that Israel prevailed: and when he let 
down his hand, Amalek prevailed. But Moses’ hands were 12 
heavy ; and they took a.stone, and put it under him, and he sat 
thereon; and Aaron and Hur stayed up his hands, the one on 
the one side, and the other on the other side; and his hands 
were steady until the going down of the sun. And Joshua dis- 13 
comfited Amalek and his people with the edge of the swond. 
And the LORD said unto Moses, Write this for a memorial in a 14 
book, and rehearse it in the ears of Joshua: for I will utterly put 
out the remembrance of Amalek from under heaven. And Moses 15 ' 
built an altar, and called the name of it JEHOVAH-nissi: for he 16 
said, Because the LORD hath sworn that the LORD will have 
war with Amalek from generation to generation. 
_ WHEN Jethro, the priest of Midian, Moses’ father-in-law,L8 
heard of all that God had done for Moses, and for Isracl his 
people, and that the LORD had brought Israel out of Egypt; 
then Jethro, Moses’ father-inlaw, took Zipporah, Moses’ wife, 
after he had sent her back,' and her two sons; of which the 
uame of the one was Gershom; for he said, I have been an alien 
in a strange land: and the name of the other was Eliezer; for 
the God of my father, said he, was mine help, and delivered me 
from the sword of Pharaoh: and Jethro, Moses’ father-in-law, 
came with his sons and his wife unto Moses into the wilderness, 
where he encamped at the mount of God: and he said unto 
Moses, I thy father-in-law Jethro am come unto thee, and thy 
wife, and her two sons with her. And Moses went out to mect 
his father-in-law, and did obeisance, and kissed him; and they 
asked each other of their welfare ; and they came into the tent. 
And Moses told his father-in-law all that the LORD had done 
unto Pharaoh and-to the Egyptians for Israel's sake, and all-the 
travail that had come upon them by the way, and how the LORD, - 
delivered them. And Jethro rejoiced for all the goodness which. 9 
the LORD had done to Israel, whom he had peisere ot of 
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the hand of the Egyptians. And Jethro said, Blessed be the LORD, 10 
who hath delivered you out of the hand of the Egyptians, and out 
of the hand of Pharaoh, who hath delivered the people from under 
the hand of the Egyptians. Now I know that the LORD is 11 
greater than all gods: for in the thing wherein they dealt proudly 
he was above them. And Jethro, Moses’ father-in-law, took a 12 
burnt-offering and sacrifices for God: and Aaron came, and all 
the elders of Israel, to eat bread with Moses’ father-in-law before 
God. And. it came to pass on the morrow, that Moses sat to 13 
judge the people: and the people stood by Moses from the morn- 
ing unto the evening. And when Moses’ father-in-law saw all 14 
that he did to the people, he said, Whats this thing that thou 
doest to the people? why sittest thou thyself alone, and all the 
people stand by thee from morning unto even? And Moses said 15 
unto his father-in-law, Because the people come unto me to © 
inquire of. God: when they have a matter, they come unto 16 
me; and I.judge between one and another, and I do make them 
Know the statutes of God, and his laws. And Moses’ father-in- 17 
law said unto him, The thing that thou doest 7s not good. Thou 18 
wilt surely wear away, both thou, and this people that is with: 
thee: for this thing zs too heavy for thee; thou art not able to 
perform it thyself alone. Hearken now unto my voice, I will 19 
give thee counsel, and God shall be with tee: be thou for the 
peeple to God-ward, that thou mayest bring-the causes unto God: 
and thou shalt teach them ordinances and laws, and shalt show 20 
them the way wherein they must walk, and the work that they 
must do, Moreover thou shalt provide out of all the people 21 
able men, such as fear God, men of truth, hating covetousness ; 
and place. such over them, fo be rulers of thousands, and rulers” 
of hundreds, rulers of fifties, and rulers of tens: and let them 22 
judge the people at all seasons: and it shall be, that every great 
matter they shall bring unto thee, but every small matter they 
shall judge: so'shall it be easier for thyself, and they shall bear - 
the burden with thee. If thou shalt do this thing, and God com- 23 
mand thee so, then thou shalt be able to endure, and all this — 
people shall also go to their place in peace. So Moses hearkened 24 
to the voice of his father-in-law, and did all that he had said. © 
And Moses chose able men out of all Israel, and made them 25 
heads over the people, rulers of ‘thousands, rulers of hundreds, © 
rulers of fifties, and rulers of tens. And they judged the people 26 
at all seasons: the hard causes they brought unto Moses, but 
every small matter they judged themselves. And Moses let his’ 27 
father-in-law depart; and he went his way into his own land. : 
IN the third month, when the children of Israel were gone}'9 
forth out of the land of Egypt, the same day came they into the 
wilderness of Sinai. For they were departed from Rephidim, 2 
and were come ¢o the desert of Sinai, and had pitched in the © 
wilderness; and there Israel camped before the mount. And 3 
Moses went up unto God, and*the LORD called unto him out of’! 
the mountain, saying, Thus shalt thou say to the house of Jacob, 
and tell) ue children of Israel; Ye have seen what I did unto | 4 
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the Egyptians, and how I bare you on eagles’ wings, and brought 
you unto myself. Now therefore, if ye will obey my voice indeed, 5 
and keep my covenant, then ye shall be a peculiar treasure unto 
me above all people: forall the earth is mine: 'and ye shall be 6 
unto me a kingdom of priests, and an holy nation. These are 
the words which thou shalt speak unto the children of Israel. 

AnpD Moses came and called for the elders of the people, and 7 
laid before their faces all these words which the LORD com- 
manded him. And all the people answered together, and said, 8 
All that the LORD hath spoken we will do. And Moses returned 
the words of the people unto the LORD. 

Anp the LORD said unto Moses, Lo, I come unto theeina 9 
thick cloud, that the people may hear when I speak with thee, 
and believe thee for ever. And Moses told the words of the 
people unto the LORD. And the LORD said unto Moses, Go 10 
unto the people, and sanctify them to-day and to-morrow, and 
let them wash their clothes, and be ready against the third day: 11 
for the third day the LORD will come down in the sight of all 
the people upon mount Sinai. And thou shalt set bounds unto 12 
the people round about, saying, Take heed to yourselves, that ye 
go not up into the mount, 6r touch the border of it: whosoever 
toucheth the mount shall be surely put to death: there shall not 13 
an hand touch it, but he shall surely be stoned, or shot through; 
whether it be beast or man, it shall not live: when the trumpet 
soundeih long, they shall come up to the mount. And Moses 14 
went down from the mount unto the people, and sanctified the 
people; and they washed their clothes. And he said unto the 15 
people, Be ready against the third day: come not at your wives. 

AND it came to pass on the third day in the morning, that there 16. 
were thunders and lightnings, and a thick cloud upon the mount, 
and the voice of the trumpet exceeding loud; so that all the 
people that was in the camp trembled. And Moses brought 17 
forth the people out of the camp to meet with God; and they 
stood at the nether part of the mount. And mount Sinai was 18 
altogether on a smoke, because the LORD descended upon it in 
fire: and the smoke thereof ascended as the smoke of a furnace, 
and the whole mount quaked greatly. And when the voice of 19 
the trumpet sounded long, and waxed louder and louder, Moses 
spake, and God answered him by a voice. And the LORD came 20 
down upon mount Sinai, on the top of the mount: and the LORD 
called Moses up to the top of the mount; and Moses went up. 
And the LORD said unto Moses, Go down, charge the people, 21 

‘lest they break through unto the LORD to gaze, and many of 
them perish. And let the priests also, which come near to the 22 
LORD, sanctify themselves, lest the LORD break forth upon 
them. And Moses said unto the LORD, The people cannot 23 
come up to mount Sinai: for thou chargedst us, saying, Set 
bounds about the mount, and sanctify it. And the LORD said 24 
unto him, Away, get thee down, and thou shalt come up, thou, . 
and Aaron with thee: but let not the priests and the io brealk 
through to come up unto the LORD, lest he brea ae upon 
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them. So Moses went down unto the people, and spake unto 25 
them. 

Anp God spake all these words, saying, 'I am the LORD thy20 
God, which have brought thee out of the land of Egypt, out of 
the house of bondage. Thou shalt have no other gods before me. 2 
Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven image, or any like- 4 
ness of any thing that is in heaven above, or that is in the earth 
beneath, or that is in the water under the earth: thou shalt not 5 
bow down thyself to them, nor serve them: for I the LORD thy 
God am a jealous God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon 
the children unto the third and fourth generation of them that 
hate me; and showing mercy unto thousands of them that love 
me, and keep my commandments. Thou shalt not take the name 
of the LORD thy God in vain; for the LORD will not hold him 
guiltless that taketh his name in vain. Remember the sabbath 
day to keep it holy: six days shalt thou labor, and do all thy 
work: but the seventh day is the sabbath of the LORD thy 1 
God: in zt thou shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy son, nor 
thy daughter, thy man-servant, nor thy maid-servant, nor thy 
cattle, nor thy stranger that is within thy gates: fer in six days 11 
the LORD made heaven and earth, the sea, and all that in them 
is, and rested the seventh day: wherefore the LORD blessed the 
sabbath day, and hallowed it. Honor thy father and thy mother: 12 
that thy days may be long upon the land which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee. 'Thou shalt not kill. 'Thou shalt not com- 13 
mit adultery. 'Thou shalt not steal. ''Thou shalt not bear false 15 
witness against thy neighbor. Thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 17 
bor’s house, thou shalt not covet thy neighbor’s wife, nor his 
man-servant, nor his maid-servant, nor his ox, nor his ass, nor any 
thing that 7s thy neighbor’s. : 

Anp all the people saw the thunderings, and the lightnings, 18 
and the noise of the trumpet, and the mountain smoking: and 
when the people saw it, they removed, and stood afar off And 19 
they said unto Moses, Speak. thou with us, and we will hear: 
but let not God speak with us, lest we die. And Moses said unto 20 
the people, Fear not: for God is come to prove you, and that his 
fear may be before your faces, that ye sin not. And the people 2k 
stood afar off and Moses drew near unto the thick darkness 
where God was. 

Awnp the LORD said unto Moses, Thus thou shalt say unto the 22 
children of Israel, Ye have seen that I have talked with you 
from heaven. Ye shall not make with me gods of silver, neither 23 
shall'ye make unto you gods of gold. An altar of earth thou 24 
shalt make unto me, and shalt sacrifice thereon thy burnt-offer- 
ings, and thy peace-offerings, thy sheep, and thine oxen: in all 
places where I record my name I will come unto thee, and I wilt 
bless thee. And if thou wilt make me an altar of stone, thou 25 
shalt not build it of hewn stone: for if thou lift up thy tool upon 
it, thou hast polluted it. Neither shalt thou go up by steps unto. 26 
mine bapcoiene: thy nakedness be not discovered thereon. 
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om ou these are the judgments which thou shalt set before2L 
them. 

If thou buy an Hebrew servant, six years he shall serve: and 2 
in the seventh he shall go out free for nothing. If he came in 3 
by himself, he shall go out by himself: if he were married, then 
his wife shall go out with him. If his master have given hina 4 
wife, and she have born him sons or daughters; the wife and her 
children shall be her master’s, and he shall go out by himself. 
And if the servant shall plainly say, I love my master, my wife, 5 
and my children; I will not go out free: then his master shall 6 
bring him unto the judges; he shall also bring him to the door, 
or unto the door-post; and his master shall bore his ear through 
with an awl; and he shall serve him for ever. 

And if a man sell his daughter to be a maid-servant, she shall 7 
not go out as the men-servants do. If she please not her mas- 8 
ter, who hath betrothed her to himself, then shall he let her be 
redeemed: to sell her unto a strange nation he shall have no 
power, seeing he hath dealt deceitfully withher. And ifhe have 9 
betrothed her unto his son, he shall deal with her after the man- 
ner of daughters. If he take him another wife; her food, her 10 
raiment, and her duty of marriage, shall he not diminish. And 11 
if he do not these three unto her, then shall she go out free with- 
out money. 

He that smiteth a man, so that he die, shall be surely put to 12 
death. And if a man lie not in wait, but God deliver him into 13 
his hand; then I will appoint thee a place whither he shall flee. 
But if a man come presumptuously upon his neighbor, to slay 14 
him with guile; thou shalt take him from mine altar, that he 
may die. And he that smiteth his father, or his mother, shall be 15 
surely put to death. And he that stealeth a man, and selleth 16 
him, or if he be found in his hand, he shall surely be put to 
death. And he that curseth his father, or his mother, shall surely 17 
be put to death. And if men strive together, and one smite an- 18 
other with a stone, or with his fist, and he die not, but keepeth 
his bed: if he rise again, and walk abroad upon his staff, then 19 
shall he that smote hum be quit: only he shall pay for the loss of 
his time, and shall cause him to be thoroughly healed. And if 20 
a man smite his servant, or his maid, with a rod, and he die un- 
der his hand; he shall be surely punished. Notwithstanding, if 21 
he continue a day or two, he shall not be punished : for he ¢s his 
money. If men strive, and hurt a woman with child, so that her 22 
fruit depart from her, and yet no mischief follow: he shall be 
surely punished, according as the woman’s husband will la 
upon him; and he shall pay as the judges delermine. And if 23 

‘any mischief follow, then thou shalt give life for life, 'eye for 24 
eye, tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot for foot, ' burning for 25 
burning, wound for wound, stripe for stripe. And if a man smite 26 
the eye of his servant, or the eye of his maid, that it perish; he 
shall let him go free for his eye’s sake. And if he smite out his 27 
man-servant’s tooth, or his maid-servant’s tooth; he shall let him‘ 
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If an ox gore a man or a woman, that they die: then the ox 28 
shall be surely stoned, and his flesh shall not be eaten; but the 
owner of the ox shall be quit. But if the ox were wont to push 29 
with his horn in time past, and it hath been testified to his owner, 
and he hath not kept him in, but that he hath killed.a man or a 
woman; the ox shall be stoned, and his owner also shall be put 
to death. If there be laid on him a sum of money, then he shall 30 
give for the ransom of his life whatsoever is led upon him. 
Whether he haye gored a son, or have gored a daughter, ac- 31 
cording to this judgment shall it be done unto him. If the ox 32 
shall push a man-servant or maid-servant; he shall give unto 
their master thirty shekels of silver, and the ox shall be stoned. 
And if a man shall open a pit, or if a man shall dig a pit, and 33 
not cover it, and an ox or an ass fall therein; the owner of the 34 
pit shall make zt good, and give money unto the owner of them; 
and the dead beasi shall be his. And if one man’s ox hurt an- 35 
other’s, that he die; then they shall sell the live ox, and, divide 
the money of it; and the dead om also they shall divide. Or if 36 
it be known that the ox hath used to push in time past, and his 
owner hath not kept him in; he shall surely pay ox for ox; and 
the dead shall be his own. 

If a man shall steal an ox, or a sheep, and kill it, or sell it; heB® 
shall restore five oxen for an ox, and four sheep fora sheep. If 2 
a thief be found breaking up, and be smitten that he die, there 
shall no blood be shed for him. If the sun be risen upon him, 3 
there shall be blood shed for him; for he should make full resti- 
tution; if he have nothing, then he shall be sold for his thefi. If 4 
the theft be certainly found in his hand alive, whether it be ox, 
or ass, or sheep; he shall restore double. , 

Ifa man shall cause a field or vineyard to be eaten, and shall 5 
put in his beast, and shall feed in another man’s field; of the 
hest of his own field, and of the best of his own vineyard, shall 
he make restitution. Jf fire break out, and catch in thorns, so 6 
that the stacks of corn, or the standing corn, or the field, be con- 
sumed therewith ; he that kindled the fire shall surely make resti- 
tution. 

If a man shall deliver unto his neighbor money or stuff to 
keep, and it be stolen out of the man’s house; if the thief be 
found, let him pay double. If the thief be not found, then the 8 
master of the house shall be brought unto the judges, to see 
whether he have put his hand unto his neighbor’s goods. For 9 
all manner of trespass, whether it be for ox, for ass, for sheep, for 
raiment, or for any manner of lost thing, which another chal- 
lengeth to be his, the cause of both parties shall come before the 
judges; and whom the judges shall condemn, he shall pay double 
unto his neighbor. Ifa man deliver unto his neighbor an ass, 10 
or an Ox, or a sheep, or any beast, to keep;. and it die, or be hurt, 
or driven away, no man seeing it: then shall an oath of the 11 
LORD be between them both, that he hath not put his hand 
unto his neighbor’s goods; and-the owner of it shall accept 
thereof, ee shall not make 7¢ good. And if it be stolen from 12 
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him, he shall make restitution unto the owner thereof. If it be 13 
torn in pieces, then let him bring it for witness, and he shall not 
make good that which was torn. And if a man borrow aught 14 
of his neighbor, and it be hurt, or die, the owner thereof being 
not with it, he shall surely make it good. But if the owner 15 
thereof be with it, he shall not make it good: if it be an hired 
thing, it came for his hire. 

And if a man entice a maid that is not betrothed, and lie with 16 
her, he shall surely endow her to be his wife. If her father 17 
utterly refuse to give her unto him, he shall pay money according 
to the dowry of virgins. ; 

Thou shalt not suffer a witch to live. Whosoever lieth with 18 
a beast shall surely be put to death. He that sacrificeth unto 20 
— god, save unto the LORD only, he shall be utterly destroyed. 

hou shalt neither vex a stranger, nor oppress fies for ye 21 
were strangers in the land of Egypt. Ye shall not afflict any 22 
widow, or fatherless child. - If thou afflict them in any wise, 23 
and they ots at all unto me, I will surely hear their ery; and 24 
my wrath shall wax hot, and I will kill you with the sword; 
and your wives shall be widows, and your children fatherless. 

If thou lend money to any of my people that is poor by thee, 25 
thou shalt not be to him as an usurer, neither shalt thou lay upon 
him usury. If thou at all take thy neighbor's raiment to pledge, 26 
thou shalt deliver it unto him by that the sun goeth down: for 27 
that 7s his covering only, it is his raiment for his skin: wherein 
shall he ee and it shall come to pass, when he crieth unto 
me, that I will hear; for I am gracious. 

Thou shalt not revile the gods, nor curse the ruler of thy 28 
people. Thou shalt not delay to offer the first of thy ripe fruits, 29 
and of thy liquors: the first-born of thy sons shalt thou give unto 
me. Likewise shalt thou do with thine oxen, and with thy 30 
sheep: seven days it shall be with his dam; on the eighth day 

_ thou shalt give it me. And ye shall be holy men unto me: 31 
neither shall ye eat any flesh thal is torn of beasts in the field ; 
ye shall cast it to the dogs. 

Thou shalt not raise a false report: put not thine hand with23 
the wicked to be an unrighteous witness. Thou shalt not follow 
a multitude to do evil; neither shalt thou speak in a cause to 
decline after many to wrest judgment: neither shalt thou coun- 
tenance a poor man in his cause. 

If thou meet thine enemy's ox or his ass going astray, thou 
shalt surely bring it back to him again. If thou see the ass of 
him that hateth thee lying under his burden, and wouldest for- 
bear to help him, thou shalt surely help with him. Thou shalt 
not wrest the judgment of thy poor in his cause. Keep thee far 
from a false matter; and the innocent and righteous slay thou 
not: for I will not justify the wicked. And thou shalt take no 
gift: for the gift blindeth the wise, and perverteth the words of 
the righteous. Also thou shalt not oppress a stranger: for ye 

_ know the heart of a stranger, seeing ye were strangers in he - 


land of Egypt. 3 
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And six years thou shalt sow thy land, and shalt gather in the 10 
fruits thereof: but the seventh year thou shalt let it rest and lie 11 
still; that the poor of thy people may eat: and what they leave 
the beasts of the field shall eat. In like manner thou shalt deal 
with thy vineyard, and with thy olive-yard. Six days thou shalt, 12 
do thy work, and onthe seventh day thoushalt rest: that thine ox 
and thine ass may rest, and the son of thy handmaid, and the _ 
stranger, may be refreshed. And in all things that I have said 13 
unto you be circumspect: and make no mention of the name of 
other gods, neither let it be heard out of thy mouth. 

Three times thou shalt keep a feast unto me in the year. 14 
Thou shalt keep the feast of unleavened bread: (thou shalt eat 15 
unleavened bread seven days, as I commanded thee, in the time 
appointed of the month -Abib; for in it thou camest out from 
Egypt: and none shail appear before me empty :) and the feast 16 
of harvest, the fitst-fruits of thy labors, which thou hast sown in 
thy field: and the feast of ingathering, which is in the end of the 
year, when thou hast gathered in thy labors out of the field... 
Three times in the year all thy males shall appear before the 17 
LORD God. Thou shalt not offer the blood of my sacrifice with 18 
leavened bread; neither shall the fat of my sacrifice remain 
until the morning. The first of the first-fruits of thy land thou 19 
shalt bring into the house of the LORD thy God. Thou shalt 
not seethe a kid in his mother’s milk. * 

Behold, [ send an Angel before thee, to keep thee in the way, 20 
and to bring thee into the place which I have prepared. Be- 21 
ware of him, and obey his voice, provoke him not; for he will 
not pardon your transgressions: for my name is in him. But if 22 
thou shalt indeed obey his voice, and do all that I speak; then I 
will be an enemy unto thine enemies, and an adversary unto ~ 
thine adversaries. For mine Angel shall go before thee, and 23 
bring thee in unto the Amorites, and the Hittites, and the Pe- 
rizzites, and the Canaanites, the Hivites, and the Jebusites: and 
I will cut them off Thou shalt not bow.down to their gods, 24 
nor serve them, nor do after their works: but thou shalt utterly 
overthrow them, and quite break down their images. And ye 25 
shall serve the LORD your God, and he shall bless thy bread, 
and thy water; and I will take sickness away from the midst of 
thee. There shall nothing cast their young, nor be barren, in 26 
thy land: the number of thy days I will fulfil. { will send my 27 
fear before thee, and will destroy all the people to whom thou 
shalt come, and J will make all thine enemies turn their backs 
unto thee. And I will send hormets before thee, which shall 26 
drive out the Hivite, the Canaanite, and the Hittite, from before 
thee. I will not drive them out from before thee in one year; 2¢ 
lest the land become desolate, and the beast of the field multiply 
against thee. By little and little I will drive them out from be- 36 
fore thee, until thou be increased, and inherit the land. And I 3! 
will set thy bounds from the Red sea even unto the sea of the 
Philistines, and from the desert unto the river; for I will de- , 
liver the nee of the land into your hand ; and thou shalt 


’ 
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drive them out before thee. Thou shalt make no covenant with 32 
them, nor with their gods. They shall not dwell in thy land, 33 
lest they make thee sin against me: for if thou serve their gods, 

it will surely be a snare unto thee. 

Awnp he said unto Moses, Come up unto the LORD, thou, and2@ 
Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu, and seventy of the elders of Israel, 
and worship ye afar off And Moses alone shall come near the 2 
LORD: but they shall not come nigh; neither shall the people 
go up with him. And Moses came and told the people all the 3 
words of the LORD, and all the judgments: and all the people 
answered with one voice, and said, All the words which the 
LORD hath said will we do. And Moses wrote all the words 4 
‘of the LORD, and rose up early in the morning, and builded an 
altar under the hill, and twelve pillars, according to the twelve 
tribes of Israel. And he sent young men of the children of Is- 
rael, which offered burnt-offerings, and sacrificed peace-offerings 
of oxen unto the LORD. And Moses took half of the blood, and 
“put zt in basins; and half of the blood he sprinkled on the altar. 
And he took the book of the covenant, and read in the audience 
of the people: and they said, All that the LORD hath said will 
we do, and be obedient. And Moses took the blood, and sprinkled 
zion the people, and said, Behold the blood of the covenant, 
which the LORD hath made with you concerning all these 
words. Then went up Moses, and Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu, 9 
and seventy of the elders of Israel: and they saw the God of Is- 10 
rael: and there was under his feet as it were a paved work of a 
sapphire stone, and as it were the body of heaven in his clearness. 
And upon the nobles of the children of Israel he laid not his 11 
hand: also they saw God, and did eat and drink. 

AND the LORD said unto Moses, Come up to me into the 12 
mount, and be there: and I will give thee tables of stone, and a 
law, and commandments which I have written; that thou mayest 
teach them. And Moses rose up, and his minister Joshua: and 13 
Moses went up into the mount of God.» And he said unto the 14 
elders, Tarry ye here for us, until we come again unto you: and, 
behold, Aaron and Hur are with you: if any man have any mat- 
ters to do, let him come unto them. 

AnD Moses went up into the mount, and a cloud covered the 15 
mount. And the glory of the LORD abode upon mount Sinai, 16 

_and the cloud covered it six days: and the seventh day he called 
unto Moses out of the midst of the cloud. And the sight of the 17 
glory of the LORD was like devouring fire on the top of the 
mount in the eyes of the children of Israel. And Moses went 18 

yinto the midst of the cloud, and gat him up into the mount: and 

’ Moses was in the mount forty days and forty nights. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, ' Speak unto the chil-25 
dren of Israel, that they bring me an offering: of every man that 
giveth it willingly with his heart, ye shall take my offering. 
And this zs the offering which ye shall take of them; gold, and 3 

silyer, and brass,!and blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine. 4 
linen, and goats’ hair, ! and rams’ skins dyed red, oe 5 
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skins, and shittim wood, 'oil for the light, spices for anointing 6 
oil, and for sweet incense, ' onyx stones, and stones to be setin 7 
the ephod, and in the breast-plate. 

And let them make me a sanctuary; that I may dwell among 8 
them. According to all that I show thee, after the pattern of the 9 
tabernacle, and the pattern of all the instruments thereof, even 
so shall ye make it. 

And they shall make an ark of shittim wood: two cubits and 10 
a half shall be the length thereof, and a cubit and a half the 
breadth thereof, and a cubit and a half the height thereof. And 11 
thou shalt overlay it with pure gold, within and without shalt 
thou overlay it, and shalt make upon it a crown of gold round 
about. And thou shalt cast four rings of gold for it, and put 12 
them in the four corners thereof; and two rings shall be in the 
one side of it, and two rings in the other side of it. And thou 13 
shalt make staves of shittim wood, and overlay them with gold. 
And thou shalt put the staves into the rings by the sides of the 14 
ark, that the ark may be borne with them. The staves shall be 15 
in the rings of the ark: they shall not be taken from it. And 16 
thou shalt put into the ark the testimony which I shall give thee. 

And thou shait make a mercy-seat of pure gold: two cubits 17 
and a half shall be the length thereof, and a cubit and a half the 
breadth thereof. And thou shalt make two cherubims of gold, 18 
of beaten work shalt thou make them, in the two ends of the 
mercy-seat. And make one cherub on the one end, and the other 19 
cherub on the other end: even of the mercy-seat shall ye make 
the cherubims on the two ends thereof’ And the cherubims 20 
shall stretch forth their wings on high, covering the mercy-seat 
with their wings, and their faces shall look one to another; to- 
ward the mercy-seat shall the faces of the cherubims be. And 21 
thou shalt put the mercy-seat above upon the ark; and in the 
ark thou shalt put the ‘testimony that I shall give thee. And 22 
there I will meet with thee, and I will commune with thee from 
above the mercy-seat, from between the two cherubims which 
are upon the ark of the testimony, of all things which I will give 
thee in commandment unto the children of Israel. ; 

Thou shalt also make a table of shittim wood: two cubits 23 
shall be the length thereof, and a cubit the breadth thereof, and  , 
a cubit and a half the height thereof. And thou shalt overlay it 24 
with pure gold, and make thereto a crown of gold round about. 
And thou shalt make unto it a border of an hand breadth round 25 
about, and thou shalt make a golden crown to the border thereof 
round about. And thou shalt make for it four rings of gold, and 26 
put the rings in the four corners that are on the four feet thereof. 
Over-against the border shall the rings be for places of the staves 27, 
to bear the table. And thou shalt make the staves of shittim 28 
wood, and overlay them with gold, that the table may be borne 
with them. And thou shalt make the dishes thereof, and spoons 29 
thereof, and covers thereof, and bowls thereof, to cover withal : 
of pure gold shalt thou make them. And thou shalt set upon the 30. 
table a ee before me alway. 
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And thou shalt make a candlestick of pure gold: of beaten 31 
work shall the candlestick be made: his shaft, and his branches, 
his bowls, his knops, and his flowers, shall be of the same. And 32 
six branches shal! come out of the sides of it; three branches of 
the candlestick out of the one side, and three branches of the 
candlestick out of the other side: three bowls made like unto 33 
almonds, with a knop and a flower in one branch; and three 
bowls made like almonds in the other branch, with a knop and a 
flower: so in the six branches that come out of the candlestick. 
And in the candlestick shall be four bowls made like unto alm. 34 
onds, with their knops and their flowers. And there shall be a knop 35 
under two branches of the same, and a knop under two branches 
of the same, and a knop under two branches of the same, ac- 
cording to the six branches that proceed out of the candlestick. 
‘Their knops and their branches shall be of the same: all of it 36 
shall be one beaten work of pure gold. And thou shalt make 37 
the seven lamps thereof: and they shall light the lamps thereof, 
that they may give light over-against it. And the tongs thereof, 38 
and the snufFdishes thereof, shall be of pure gold. Of a talent of 39 
pure gold shall he make it, with all these vessels. And look that 40 
thou make ‘hem afier their pattern, which was showed thee in 
the mount. { 

Moreover thou shalt make the tabernacle with ten curtains26 
of fine twined linen, and blue, and purple, and scarlet: with 
cherubims of cunning work shalt thou make them. The length 2 
of one curtain shall be eight-and-twenty cubits, and the breadth 
of one curtain four cubits: and every one of the curtains shal] 
have one measure. The five curtains shall be coupled together 3 
one to another; and other five curtains shall be coupled one to 
another. And thou shalt make loops of blue upon the edge of 4 
the one curtain from the selvedge in the coupling ; and likewise 
shalt thou make in the uttermost edge of another curtain, in the 
coupling of the second. Fifty loops shalt thou make in the one 5 
curtain, and fifty loops shalt thou make in the edge of the cur- 
tain that 7s in the coupling of the second; that the loops may 
take hold one of another. And thou shalt make fifty taches of 6 
gold, and couple the curtains together with the taches; and it 
shall be one tabernacle. 

And thou shalt make curtains of goats’ hair, to be a covering 7 
upon the tabernacle: ‘eleven curtains shalt thou make. The 8 
length of one curtain shall be thirty cubits, and the breadth of 
one curtain four cubits: and the eleven curtains shall be all of 
one measure. And thou shalt couple five curtains by them- 9 

selves, and six curtains by themselves, and shalt double the sixth 
curtain in the fore-front of the tabernacle. And thou shalt make 10 
fifty loops on the edge of the one curtain ‘hat is outmost in the 
coupling, and fifty loops in the edge of the curtain which coupleth 
the second. And thou shalt make fifty taches of brass, and put 11 
the taches into the loops, and couple the tent together, that it 
may be one. And the, remnant that remaineth of the curtains,of 12 
‘the tent, the half curtain that yemaineth, shall hang oy the 
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backside of the tabernacle. And a cubit on the one side, anda 13 * 
cubit on the other side of that which remaineth in the length of 
the curtains of the tent, it shall hang over the sides of the taber- 
nacle on this side and on that side, to cover it. And thou shalt 14 
make a covering for the tent of rams’ skins dyed red, and a cov- 
ering above vA badgers’ skins. : 

‘And thou shalt make boards for the tabernacle of shittim wood 15 
standing up.. Ten cubits shall be the length of a board, and a 16 
cubit and a half shall be the breadth of one board. ‘Two tenons 17 
shall there be in one board, set in order one against another: thus 
shalt thou make for all the boards of the tabernacle. And thou 18 
shalt make the boards for the tabernacle, twenty boards on the 
south side southward. And thou shalt make forty sockets of sil- 19 
ver under the twenty boards; two sockets under one board for 
his two tenons, and two sockets under another board for his two 
tenons. And for the second side of the tabernacle on’ the north 20 
side there shall be twenty boards: and their forty sockets of silver; 21 
two sockets under one board, and two sockets under another 
board. And for the sides of the tabernacle westward thou shalt 22 
make six boards. And two boards shalt thou make for the cor- 23 
ners of the tabemacle in the two sides. And they shall be 24 
coupled together beneath, and they shall be coupled together 
above the head of it unto one ring: thus shall it be for them 
both; they shall be for the two corners. And they shall be eight 25 
boards, and their sockets of silver, sixteen sockets; two sockets 
under one board, and two sockets under another board. And 26 
thou shalt make bars of shittim wood ; five for the boards of the 
one side of the tabernacle, and five bars for the boards of the 27 
other side of the tabernacle, and five bars for the boards of the 
side of the tabernacle, for the two sides westward. And the 28: 
middle bar in the midst of the boards shall reach from end to 
end. And thou shalt overlay the boards with gold, and make 29 
their rings of gold for places for the bars: and thou shalt over- 
lay the bars with gold. And thou shalt rear up the tabernacle 30 
according to the fashion thereof which was showed thee in the 
mount. 

And thou shalt make a vail of blue, and purple, and scarlet, 31 
and fine twined linen of cunning work: with cherubims shall it 
be made: and thou shalt hang it upon four pillars of shittim 32 
wood overlaid with gold: their hooks shall be of gold, upon the 
four sockets of silver. And thou shalt hang up the vail under 33 
the taches, that thou mayest bring in thither within the vail the 
ark of the testimony: and the vail shall divide unto yon between 
the holy place and the most holy. And thou shalt put the mercy- 34 
seat upon the ark of the testimony in the most holy place. And 35 
thon shalt set the table without the yail, and the candlestick 
over-against the table on the side of the tabernacle toward the 
south; and thou shalt put the table on the north side. 

And thou shalt make an hanging for the door of the tent, of 36 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined linen, wrought 
with ee And thou shalt make for the hanging five 37 
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pillars of shittim wood, and overlay them with gold, and their 
hooks shall be of geld: and thou shalt cast five sockets of brass 
for them. 

And thou shalt make an altar of shittim wood, five cubits27 
long and five cubits broad ; the altar shall be four-square: and 
the height thereof shall be three cubits. And thou shalt make 2 
the horns of it upen the four corners thereof: his horns shall be 
of the same: and thou shalt overlay it with brass. And thou 3 
shalt make his pans to receive his ashes, and his shovels, and his 
dasins, and his flesh-hooks, and his fire-pans: all the vessels 


thereof thou shalt make of brass. And thou shalt make for ita 4 
grate of net-work of brass; and upon the net shalt thou make 
four brazen rings in the four corners thereof. And thou shalt put 5 
it under the compass of the altar beneath, that the net may be 
even to the midst of the altar. And thou shalt make staves for 6 
the altar, staves of shittim wood, and overlay them with brass. 
And the staves shall be put into the rings, and the staves shall 7 
be upon the two sides of the altar, 1o bear it. Hollow with 8 


boards shalt thou make it: as it was showed thee in the mount, 
so shall they make zt. 

And thou shalt make the court of the tabernacle: for the south 9 
side southward there shall be hangings for the court of fine 
twined linen of an hundred cubits long for one side: and the 10 
twenty pillars thereof and their twenty sockets shall be of brass; 
the hooks of the pillars and their fillets shall be of silver. And 11 
likewise for the north side in length there shall be hangings of an 
hundred cubits long, and his twenty pillars and their twenty 
sockets of brass; the hooks of the pillars and their fillets of 
silver. And for the breadth of the court on the west side shall 12 
%e hangings of fifty cubits: their pillars ten, and their sockets 
ten. And the breadth of the court on the east side eastward 13 
shall be fifty cubits. 'The hangings of one side o the gate shall 14 
te fifieen cubits: their pillars three and their sockets three. And 15 
on the other side shall be hangings fifteen cubits: their pillars 
three, and their sockets three. And for the gate of the court 16 
shall be an hanging of twenty cubits, of blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen, wrought with needle-work: and 
their pillars shall be four, and their sockets four. All the pillars: 17 
round about the court shall be filleted with silver; their hooks 
shall be of silver, and their sockets of brass. ‘The length of the 18 
court shall be an hundred cubits, and the,breadth fifty every 
where, and the height five cubits of fine twined linen, and their 
sockets of brass. All the vessels of the tabernacle in all the 19 
service thereof; and all the pins thereof, and all the pins of the 
court, shall be of brass. 5" 

And thou shalt command the children of Israel, that they bring 20 
thee pure oil olive beaten for the light, to cause the lamp to burn 
always. In the tabernacle of the congregation without the 21 
vail, which is before the testimony, Aaron and his sons. shall 
order it from evening to morning before the LORD: cies be 
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a statute for ever unto their generations on the behalf of the 
children of Israel. 


‘And take thou unto thee Aaron thy brother, and his sons with2S 


him, from among the children of Israel, that he may minister 
unto me in the priest’s office, even Aaron, Nadab and Abihu, 
Eleazar and Ithamar, Aaron’s sons. And thou shalt make holy 
garments for Aaron thy brother for glory and for beauty. And 
thou shalt speak unto all that are wise-hearted, whom I have 
filled with the spirit of wisdom, that they may make Aaron’s 
garments to consecrate him, that he may minister unto me in the 
priest’s office. And these are the garments which they shall 
make: a breast-plate, and an ephod, and a robe, and a broidered 
coat, a mitre, and a girdle: and they shall make holy garments 
for Aaron thy brother, and his sons, that he may minister unto 
me in the priest’s office. And they shall take gold, and blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine finen. 

And they shall make the ephod of gold, of blue, and of purple 
of scarlet, and fine twined lien, with cunning work. It shall 
have the two shoulder-pieces thereof joined at the two edges 
thereof; and so it shall be joined together. And the curious 
girdle of the ephod, which ts upon it, shall be of the same, ac- 
cording to the work thereof; even of gold, of blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine twined linen. ‘Arid thou shalt take two 
onyx stones, and grave on them the names of the children of 
Israel; six of their names on one stone, and the other six names 
of the rest on the other stone, according to their birth. With the 
work of an engraver in stone, like the engravings of a signet, 
shalt thou engrave the two stones with the names of the chil- 
dren of Israel: thou shalt make them to be set in ouches of gold. 
And thou shalt put the two stones upon the shoulders of the 
ephod for stones of memorial unto the children of Israel: and 
Aaron shall bear their names before the LORD upon his two 
shoulders for a memorial. And thou shalt make ouchesw/f gold; 

And two chains of pure gold at the ends; of wreathen work 
shalt thou make them, and fasten the wreathen chains to the 
ouches. And thou shalt make the breast-plate of judgment with: 
cunning work; after the work of the ephod thou shalt make it ; 
of gold, of blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, and of fine 
twined linen, shalt thou make it. Four-sqnare it shall be being 
doubled ; a span shall be the len th thereof, and a span shall be 
the breadth thereof. And thou ehaty set in it settings of stones, 
even four rows of stones: the first row shall be a sardius, a topaz, 
and a carbuncle: this shall be the first row. And the second row 
shall be an emerald, a sapphire, and a diamond. And the third 
row a ligure, an agate, and an amethyst. And the fourth row a 
beryl, and an onyx, anda jasper: they shall be set in gold in 
their inclosings. And the stones shall be with the names of the 
children of Israel, twelve, according to their names, like the en- 
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gravings of a signet; every one with his name shall they be ac- | 


cording to the twelve tribes. And thou shalt make upon the 
a at the ends of wreathen work of pure gold- 
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And thou shalt make upon the breast-plate two rings of gold, 23 
and shalt put the two rings on the two ends of the breast-plate. 
And thou shalt put the two wreathen chains of gold in the two 24 
rings which are on the ends of the breast-plate. And the other 25 
two ends of the two wreathen chains thou shalt fasten in the two 
ouches, and put them on the shoulder-pieces of the ephod before 

it. And thou shalt make two tings of gold, and thou shalt put 26 
them upon the two ends of the breast-plate in the border thereof, 
which 2s in the side of the ephod inward. And two other rings 27 
ot gold thou shalt make, and shalt put them on the two sides of 
the ephod underneath, toward the fore-part thereof, over-against 
the other coupling thereof, above the curious girdle of the ephod. 
And they shall bind the breast-plate by the rings thereof unto 28 
the rings of the ephod with a lace of blue, that 7¢ may be above 
the curious girdle of the ephod, and that the breast-plate be not 
loosed from the ephod. And Aaron shall bear the names of the 29 
children of Israel in the breast-plate of judgment upon his heart, 
when he goeth in unto the holy place; for 2 memorial before the 
LORD continually. And thou shalt put in the breast-plate of 30 
judgment the Urim and the Thummim ; and they shall be upon 
aaron’s heart, when he goeth in before the LORD; and Aaron 
shall bear the judgment of the children of Israel upon his heart 
before the LORD continually. 

And thou shalt make the robe of the ephod all of blue. And 31 
there shall be an hole in the top of it, in the midst thereof: it 
shall have a binding of woven work round about the hole of it, 
as it were the hole of an habergeon, that it be not rent. And 33 
beneath upon the hem of it thou shalt make pomegranates of 
blue, and of purple, and of scarlet, round about the hem there- 
of; and bells of gold between them round about; 'a golden 34 
bell and a pomegranate, a golden bell and a pomegranate, upon 
the hem of the robe round about. And it shall be upon Aaron 35 
to minister: and his sound shall be heard when he goeth in 
unto the holy place before the LORD, and when he cometh out, 
that he die not. 

And thou shalt make a plate of pure gold, and grave upon it, 36 
like the engravings of a signet, HOLINESS TO THE LORD. 
And thou shalt put it on a blue lace, that it may be upon the 37 
mitre ; upon the fore-front of the mitre it shall be. And it shall 38 
be upon Aaron’s forehead, that Aaron may bear the iniquity of 
the holy things, which the children of Israel shall hallow in all 
their holy gifts; and it shall be ‘always upon his forehead, that 
they may be accepted before the LORD. 

And thou shalt embroider the coat of fine linen, and thou shalt 39 
make the mitre of fine linen, and thou shalt make the girdle of 
needle-work. 

And for Aaron’s sons thou shalt make coats, and thou shalt 40 
make for them girdles, and bonnets shalt thou make for them, for 
ploy and for beauty. And thou shalt put them upon Aaron thy 41 
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er, and his sons with him; and shalt anoint wee con- . 
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secrate them, and sanctify them, that they may minister into me 
in the priest’s office. 

And thou shalt make them linen breeches to cover their na- 42 
kedness; from the loins even unto the thighs the shall reach: 
and they shall be upon Aaron, and upon his sons, when they come 43 
in unto the tabernacle of the congregation, or when they come 
near unto the altar to minister in the holy place; that they bear 
not iniquity and die: it shall be a statute for ever unto him and 
his seed after him. 

And this 7s the thing that thou shalt do unto them to hallow them,29 
to minister unto me in the priest’s office: Take one young bullock, 
and two rams without blemish, ' and unleavened bread, and 2 
cakes unleavened tempered with oil, and wafers unleavened 
anointed with oil: of wheaten flour shalt thou make them. And 3 
thou shalt put them into one basket, and bring them in the basket, 
with the bullock and the two rams. And Aaron and his sons 4 

‘thou shalt bring unto the door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and shalt wash them with water. And thou shalt take the 
garments, and put upon Aaron the coat, and the robe of the 
ephod, and the ephod, and the breast-plate, and gird him with 
the curious girdle of the ephod: and thou shalt put the mitre 6 
upon his head, and put the holy crown upon the mitre. Then 7 
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shalt thou take the anointing oil, and pour it upon his head, and 
anoint him. And thou shalt bring his sons end put coats upon 
them. And thou shalt gird them with girdles, Aaron and his 
sons, and put the bonnets on them: and the priest’s office shall 
be theirs for a perpetual statute: and thou shalt consecrate 
‘Aaron and hissons. And thou shalt cause a bullock te be brought 10 
before the tabernacle of the congregation: and Aaron and his 
sons shall put their hands upon the head of the bullock. And 11 
thou shalt kill the bullock before the LORD, by the door of the. 
tabernacle of the congregation. And thou shalt take of the blood 12 
of the bullock, and put 7 upon the horns of the altar with thy 
finger, and pour all the blood beside the bottom of the altar. 
And thou shalt take all the fat that covereth the inwards, and 13 
the caul that is above the liver, and the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is upon them, and burn them upon the altar. But the flesh 14 
of the bullock, and his skin, and his dung, shalt thou burn with 
fire without the camp: it is a sin-offering. Thou shalt also take 15 
one ram; and Aaron and his sons shall put their hands upon the 
head of the ram. And thou shalt slay the ram, and thou shalt 16 
take his blood, and sprinkle #t round about upon the altar. And 17 
thou shalt cut the ram jn pieces, and wash the inwards of him, 
and his legs, and put them unto his pieces, and unto his head. 
‘And thou shalt burn the whole ram upon the altar: it 7s a 18 
burnt-offering unto the LORD: it 7s a sweet savor, an offering 
made by fire unto the LORD. And thou shalt take the other 19 
ram; and Aaron and his sons shall put their hands upon the 
head of the ram. Then shalt thou kill the ram, and take of 20 
his blood, and put it upon the tip of the right ear of Aaron, 
and en ae tip of the right ear of his sons, and upon the 
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thumb of their right hand, and upon the great toe of their right 
foot, and sprinkle the blood upon the altar round about. And 21 
thou shalt take of the blood that is upon the altar, and of the 
anointing oil, and sprinkle if upon Aaron, and upon his garments, 
and upon his sons, and upon the garments of his sons with him: 
and he shall be hallowed, and his garments, and his sons, and 
his sons’ garments with him. Also thou shalt take of the ram 22 
the fat and the rump, and the fat that covereth the inwards, and 
the caul above the liver, and the two kidneys, and the fat that is 
upon them, and the right shoulder; for it 2s a ram of consecra- 
tion: and one loaf of bread, and one cake of oiled bread, and one 23 
wafer out of the basket of the unleavened bread that is before 
the LORD: and thou shalt put all in the hands of Aaron, and in 24 
the hands of his sons; and shalt wave them for a wave-offering 
before the LORD. And thou shalt receive them of their hands, 25 
and burn them upon the altar for a burnt-offering, for a sweet 
savor before the LORD: it is an offering made by fire unto the- 
LORD. And thou shalt take the breast of the ram of Aaron’s 26 
consecration, and wave it for a wave-offering before the LORD: 
and it shall be thy part. ‘And thou shalt sanctify the breast of 27 
the wave-offering, and the shoulder of the heave-offering, which 
is waved, and which is heaved up, of the ram of the consecra- 
tion, even of that which is for Aaron, and of that which is for his 
sons: and it shall be Aaron’s and his sons’ by a statute for ever 28 
from the children of Israel; for it is an heave-offering : and it 
shall be an heave-offering frorn the children of Israel of the sacri- 
fice of their peace-offerings, even their heave-offering unto the 
LORD. And the holy garments of Aaron shall be his son’s after 29 
him, to be anointed therein, and to be consecrated in them. And’ 30 
that son that is priest in his stead shall. put them on seven days, 
when he cometh into the tabernacle of the congregation to min- 
ister in the holy place. And thou shalt take the ram of the con- 31 
secration, and seethe his flesh in the holy place. And Aaron 32 
and his sons shall eat the flesh of the ram, and the bread that is 
in the basket, 6y the door of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
And they shall eat those things wherewith the atonement was 33 
made, to consecrate and to sanctify them: but a stranger shall 
not eat thereof, because they are holy. And if aught of the flesh 34 
of the consecrations, or of ihe bread, remain unto the morning, 
‘then thou shalt burn the remainder with fire: it shall not be 
eaten, because itis holy. And thus shalt thou do unto Aaron, 35 
and to his sons, according to all things which I have commanded 
thee: seven days shalt thou consecrate them. 
And thou shait offer every day a bullock for a sin-offering for 36 
atonement: and thou shalt cleanse the altar, when thou hast made 
an atonement for if, and thou shalt anoint it, to sanctify it. Seven 37 
days thou shalt make an atonement for the altar, and sanctify it; 
and it shall be an altar most holy: whatsoever toucheth the altar 
shall be holy. 
Now this is that which thou shalt offer upon the altar; two 38 
Jambs of the first year day by day continually. The i¢cpemi 39 
Me 
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thou shalt offer in the morning; and the other Jamb thou shalt 
offer at even: and with the one lamb a tenth deal of flour min- 40 
gled with the fourth part of an hin of beaten oil; and the fourth 
part of an hin of wine for a drink-offering. And the other lamb 41 
thou shalt offer at even, and shalt do thereto according to the 
meat-offering of the morning, and according to the drink-offering 
thereof, for a sweet savor, an offering made by fire unto the 
LORD. This shall be a continual burnt-offering throughout your 42 
generations at the door of the tabernacle of the congregation 
before the LORD: where I will meet you, to speak there unto 
thee. And there I will meet with the children of Israel, and 43 
the tabernacle shall be sanctified by my glory. 

‘And I will sanctify the tabernacle of the congregation, and 44 
the altar: I will sanctify also both Aaron, and his sons, to minis- 
ter to me in the priest’s office. And I will dwell among the 45 
children of Israel, and will be their God. And they shall know 46 
that lam the LORD their God, that brought them forth out of 
the land of Egypt, that I may dwell among them: I am the 
LORD their God. 

‘And thou shalt make an altar to burn incense upon: of shittinS® 
wood shalt thou make it. A cubit shall be the length thereof, and 2 
acubit the breadth thereof; four-square shall it be : and two cu- 
bits shall be the height thereof: the horns thereof shall be of the 
same, And thou shalt overlay it with pure gold, the top thereof, 
and the sides thereof round about, and the horns thereof; and 
thou shalt make unto it a crown of ‘gold round about. And two 
golden rings shalt thou make to it under the crown of it, by the 
two corners thereof, upon the two sides of it shalt thou make 2t ; 
and they shall be for places for the staves to bear it withal. And 5 
thou shalt make the staves of shittim wood, and overlay them 
with gold. And thou shalt put it before the vail that is by the 6 
ark of the testimony, before the mercy-seat that is over the tes- 
timony, where If will meet with thee. And Aaron shall burn fi, 

8 
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thereon sweet incense every morning: when he dresseth the 
lamps, he shall burn incense upon it. And when Aaron lighteth 
the lamps at even, he shall burn incense upon it, a perpetual in- 
cense before the LORD throughout your generations. Ye shall 
offer no strange incense thereon, nor burnt-sacrifice, nor meat- 
offering; neither shall ye pour drink-offering thereon. And 10 
‘Aaron shall make an atonement upon the horns of it once in a 
year with the blood of the sin‘offering of atonements: once in 
the year shall he make atonement upon it throughout your gen- 
erations: it is most holy unto the LORD. 

‘Ap the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'When thou takest 11 
‘the sum of the children of Israel after their number, then shall. | 
they give every man a ransom for his soul unto the LORD, when 
thou numberest them; that there be no plague among them, 
when thou numberest them. This they shall give, every one 13 
that passeth among them that are numbered, halt a shekel after 
the shekel of the sanctuary: (a shekel zs twenty gerahs:) an 
half Hage) shail be the offering of the LORD. Every one that 14 
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passeth among them that are numbered, from twenty years old 
and above, shall give an offering unto the LORD. The rich shall 15 
not give more, and the poor shall not give less than half a shekel, 
when they give an offering urito the LORD, to make an atone- 
ment for your souls. And thou shalt take the atonement-money 16 
of the children of Israel, and shalt appoint it for the service of 
the tabernacle of the congregation; that it may he a memorial 
unto the children of Israel before the LORD, to make an atone- 
ment for your souls. 

Anp the LORD spake umto Moses, saying, 'Thou shalt also 17 
make a laver of brass, and his foot also of brass, to wash withal : 
and thou shalt put it between the tabernacle of the congregation 
and the altar, and thou shalt put water therein. For Aaron and 19 
his sons shall wash their hands and their feet thereat: when they 20 
go into the tabernacle of the congregation, they shall wash wit 
water, that they die not; or when they come near to the altar to 
minister, to burn offering made by fire unto the LORD: so they 21 
shall wash their hands and their feet, that they die not: and it 
shall be a statute for ever to them, even to him and to his seed 
throughout their generations. 

Moreover the LORD spake urito Moses, saying, 'Take thou 22 
also unto thee principal spices, of pure myrrh five hundred 
Shekels, and of. sweet cinnamon half so much, even two hundred 
and fifiy shekels, and of sweet calamus two hundred and fifi 
shekels,'and of cassia five hundred shekels, after the shekel of 24 
the sanctuary, and. of-oil-olive an hin: and thou shalt make it 25 
an oil of holy.omtment, an ointment compound afier the art of 
‘the apothecary : ‘it shall be an holy anointing oil. And thou shalt 26 
anoint the tabernacle of the congregation therewith, and the ark 
of the testimony, 'and the table and all his vessels, and the 27 
candlestick and ‘his vessels, and the altar of incense, 'and the-28 
altar of burnt-offering with all his vessels, and the laver and his 
foot. And thou shalt sanctify them, that they may be most holy ; 29 
whatsoever toucheth them shall be holy. And thou shalt anoint 30 
Aaron and his sons, and consecrate them, that they may minister 
‘ unto me in the priests’ office. And thou shalt speak unto the 31 
children of Israel, saying, This shall be an holy anointing oil unto 
me throughout your generations. Upon man’s flesh shall it not 32 
‘be poured, neither shall ye make any other like it, after the com- 
position of it: it is holy, and it shall be holy unto you. Whoso- 33 
ever compoundeth any like it, or whosoever putteth any of it 
upon a stranger, shall even be cut off from his people. 

Anp the LORD said unto Moses, Take unto thee sweet spices, 34 
stacte, and onycha, and galbanum ; these sweet spices, with pure 
frankincense: of each shall there be a like weight: 'and thou 35 
shalt make it a perfume, a confection after the art of the apothe- 
cary, tempered together, pure and holy: and thou shalt beat 36 
some of it very small, and put of it before the testimony in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, where I will meet with thee: it 
shall be unto you most holy. And as for the perfume OF ail. 
thou shalt make, ye shall not oe - yourselves bi ee ‘the 
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composition thereof: it shall be unto thee holy for the LORD. 


Whosoever shall make like unto that, to smell thereto, shall 38 


even be cut off from his people. 


Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'See, I have called3Z 


by name Bezaleel the son of Uri, the son of Hur, of the tribe of 
Judah: and I have filled him with the spirit of God, in wisdom, 
and in understanding, and in knowledge, and in all manner of 
workmanship, ! to devise cunning works, to work in gold, and in 
silver, and in brass, ' and in cutting of stones, to set them, and in 
carving of timber, to work in all manner of workmanship. And 
I, behold, [have given with him Aholiab, the son of Ahisamach, 
of the tribe of Dan: and in the hearts of all that are wise-hearted 
Ihave put wisdom, that they may make all that I have com- 
manded thee; the tabernacle of the congregation, and the ark 
of the testimony, and the mercy-seat that is thereupon, and all 
the furniture of the tabernacle, ' and the table and his furniture, 
and the pure candlestick with all his furniture, and the altar of 
incense, 'and the altar of burnt-offering, with all his furniture, 
and the laver and his foot, '!and the cloths of service, and the 
holy garments for Aaron the priest, and the garments of his sons, 
to minister in the priest’s office, 'and the anointing oil, and sweet 
incense for the holy place: according to all that I have com- 
manded thee shall they do. 

And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, ’Speak thou also 
unto the children .of Israel, saying, Verily my sabbaths ye shall 
keep: for it is a sign between me and you throughout your gen- 
erations; that ye may know that I am the LORD that doth sanc- 
tify you. Ye shall keep the sabbath therefore ; for it is holy unto 
you: every one that 4efileth it shall surely be put to death: for 
whosoever doeth any work therein, that soul shall be cut off from 
ainong his people. Six days may work be done ; but in the sey- 
enth zs the sabbath of rest, holy to the LORD: whosoever doeth 
any work in the sabbath day, he shall surely be put to death. 
Wherefore the children of Israel shall keep the sabbath, to ob- 
serve the sabbath throughout their generations, for a perpetual 
covenant. It 7s a sign between me and the children of Israel 
for ever: for in six days the LORD made heaven and earth, and 
on the seventh day he rested, and was refreshed. 

And he gaye unto Moses, when he had made an end of com- 
muning with him upon mount Sinai, two tables of testimony, 
tables of stone, written with the finger of God.

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AND when the people saw that Moses delayed to come down82 


out of the mount, the people gathered themselves together unto 
Aaron, and said unto him, Up, make us gods, which shall go be- 
fore us; for as for this Moses, the man that brought us up out of 
the land of Egypt, we wot not what is become of him. And 
Aaron said unto them, Break off the golden earrings, which are 
in the ears of your wives, of your sons, and of your daughters, 
and bring them unto me. And all the people brake off the golden 
earrings which were in their ears, and brought them unto Aaron. 
And he sae them at their hand, and fashioned it with a

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- graving tool, after he had made it a molten calf: and they said, 
These be thy gods, O Israel, which brought thee ‘up out of the 
land of Egypt. And when Aaron saw uw, he built an altar be- 5 
fore it; and Aaron made proclamation, and said, To-morrow is a 
feast to the LORD. And they rose up early on the morrow, and 6 
offered burnt-offerings, and brought peace-offerings; and the 
people sat down to eat and to drink, and rose up to play. 

AnD the LORD said unto Moses, Go, get thee down; for thy 7 
people, which thou broughtest out of the land of Egypt, have 
corrupted themselves: they have turned aside quickly out of 8 
the way which I commanded them: they have made them a 
molten calf, and have worshipped it, and have sacrificed there- 
unto, and said, These be thy gods, O Israel, which have brought 
thee up out of the Jand o Egypt. And the LORD said unto 9 
Moses, I have seen this people, and, behold, it is a stiff&necked 
people: now therefore let me alone, that my wrath may wax 10 
hot against them, and that I may consume them: and I will make 
of thee a great nation. And Moses besought the LORD his God, 11 
and said, LORD, why doth thy wrath wax hot against thy peo- 
ple, which thou hast brought forth out of the land of Egypt with 
great power, and with a mighty hand? Wherefore should the 12 
Egyptians speak, and say, For mischief did he bring them out, 
to slay them in the mountains, and to consume them from the 
face of the earth? Turn from thy fierce wrath, and repent of 
this evil against thy people. Remember Abraham, Isaac, and 13 
Israel, thy servants, to whom thou swarest by thine own self, 
and saidst unto them, I will multiply your seed as the stars of 
heaven, and all this land that I have spoken of will I give unto 
your seed, and they shall inherit if for ever. And the LORD 14 
repented of the evil which he thought to do unto his people. 

Anp Moses turned, and went down from the mount, and the 15 
two tables of the testimony were in his hand: the tables were 
written on both their sides; on the one side and on the other 
were they written. And the tables were the work of God, and 16 
the writing was the writing of God, graven upon the tables. And 17 
when Joshua heard the noise of the people as they shouted, he 
said unto Moses, There is a noise of war in the camp. And he 18 
said, It 2s not the voice of them that shout for mastery, neither is 
ut the voice of them that cry for being overcome: but the noise of 
them that sing do I hear. And it came to pass, as soon as he came 19 
nigh unto the camp, that he saw the calf, and the dancing: and 
Moses’ anger waxed hot, and he cast the tables out of his hands, 
and brake them beneath the mount. And he took the calf which 20 
they had made, and burnt it in the fire, and sround it to powder, 
ad strewed it upon the water, and made the children of Israel 
drink of it. And Moses said unto Aaron, What did this people 21 
unto thee, that thou hast brought so greata sin upon them? And 22 
Aaron said, Let not the anger of my lord wax hot: thou know- 
est the people, that they are set on mischief, For they said unto 23 
me, Make us gods, which shall go before us: for as Tai this Mo- 
ses, the man that brought us up out of the land of Feypt mee wot 
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not what is become of him. And I said unto them, Whosoever 24 
hath any gold, let them break i off. So they gave it me: then 

I cast it into the fire, and there came out this calf And when 25 
Moses saw that the people were naked ; (fer Aaron had made 
them naked unto (heir shame among their enemies :) then Moses 26 
stood in the gate of the camp, and said, Who is on the LORD’S 
side? let him come unto me. And all the sons of Levi gathered 
themselves together unto him, And he said unto them, Thus 27 
saith the LORD God of Israel, Put every man his sword by his 
side, and go in and out from gate to gate throughout the camp, 
and slay every man his brother, and every man. his companion, 
and every man his neighbor. And the children of Levi did ac- 28 
cording to the word of Moses: and there fell of the people that 
day about three thousand men. For Moses had said, Consecrate 29 
yourselves to-day to the LORD, even every man upon his son, 
and upon his brother: that he may bestow upon you a blessing 
this day. 

aoe came to pass on the morrow, that Moses said unto the 30 
people, Ye have sinned a great sin: and now I will go up unto 
ihe LORD; peradventure I shall make an atonement for your 
sin. And Moses returned unto the LORD, and said, Oh, this 31 
people have sinned a great sin, and have made them gods of 
gold. Yet now, if thou wilt forgive their sin....; and if not, 32 
blot me, I pray thee, out of thy book which thou hast written. 
‘And the LORD said unto Moses, Whosoever hath sinned against 33 
me, him will I blot out of my book. Therefore now go, lead the 34 
people unto the place of which I have spoken unto thee: behold, 
mine angel shall go before thee: nevertheless in the day when 
| visit I will visit their sin upon them. And the LORD plagued 35 
the people, because they made the calf which Aaron made. 

AND the LORD said unto Moses, Depart, and go up hence,8$ 
thou and the people which thou hast brought up out of the land 
of Egypt, unto the land which I sware unto Abraham, fo Isaac, 
and to Jacob, saying, Unto thy seed will I give it: and I will 
send an angel before thee; and I will drive out the Canaanite, 
the Amorite, and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, the Hivite, and 
the Jebusite: ‘unto a land flowing with milk and honey: for I 3 
will not go up in the midst of thee; for thou art a stiffnecked 
people: lest I consume thee in the way. And when the people 4 
heard these evil tidings, they hourset : and no man did put on 
him his ornaments. For the LORD had said unto Moses, Sa 
unto the children of Israel, Ye are a stiffmecked people: I will 
come up into the midst of thee in a moment, and consume thee: 
therefore now put off thy ornaments from thee, that I may know 
what to do unto thee. “And the children of Israel stripped them- 
selves of their ornaments by the mount Horeb. 

Anp Moses took the tabernacle, and pitched it without the 3 
camp, afar off from the camp, and called it the Tabernacle of 
the congregation. And it came to pass, that every one which 
sought the LORD went out unto-the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, a i without the camp, And it came to pass, when | 
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Moses went out unto the tabernacle, that all the people rose up, 
and stood every man at his tent-door, and looked after Moses, 
until he was gone into the tabernacle. And it came to pass, as 9 
Moses entered into the tabernacle, the cloudy pillar descended, 
and stood at the door of the tabernacle, and the LORD talked 
with Moses. And all the people saw the cloudy pillar stand at 10 
the tabernacle door: and all the people rose up and worshipped, 
every man zz his tent-door. And the LORD spake unto Moses 11 
face to face, as a man speaketh unto his friend. And he turned 
again into the camp: but his servant Joshua, the son of Nun, a 
young man, departed not out of the tabernacle. 

Anp Moses said unto the LORD, See, thou sayest unto me, 12 
Bring up this people: and thou hast not let me know whom thou 
wilt send with me. Yet thou hast said, I know thee by name, 
and thou hast also found grace in my sight. Now therefore, I 13 
pray thee, if I have,found grace in thy sight, show me now thy 
way, that I may know thee, that I may find grace in thy sight; 
and consider that this nation is thy people. And he said, My 14 
presence shall go with thee, and I will give thee rest. And he 15 
said unto him, If thy presence go not with me, carry us not up 
hence. For wherein shall it be known here that I and thy peo- 16 
ple have found grace in thy sight? is it not in that thou goest 
With us? so shall we be separated, I and thy people, from all the 
people that are upon the face of the earth. And the LORD said 17 
unto Moses, I will do this thing also that thou hast spoken: for 
thou hast found grace-in my sight, and I know thee by name. - 
"And he said, I beseech thee, show me thy glory. ' And he said, 18 
I will make all my goodness pass before thee, and I will proclaim 
the name of the LORD before thee; and will be gracious to 
whom I will be gracious, and will show mercy on whom I will 
show mercy. And he said, Thou canst not see my face: for 20 
there shall no man see me, and live. And the LORD said, Be- 21 
hold, there is a place by me, and thou shalt stand upon a rock: 
and it shall come to pass, while my glory passeth by, that I will 22 
put thee in a cleft of the rock, and will cover thee with my hand 
while I pass by: and I will take ee mine hand, and thou shalt 23 
see my back parts: but my face shall not be seen. 

Anp'the LORD said unto Moses, Hew thee two tables of stoneS@ 
like unto the first: and I will write upon these tables the words 
that were in the first tables, which thou brakest. Ahd be ready 2 
in the morning, and come up in the morning unto mount Sinai, 
and present thyself there to me in the top of the mount. And 3 
no man shall come up with thee, neither let any man be seen 
throughout all the mount; neither let the flocks nor herds feed 
before that mount. 

Anp he hewed two tables of stone like unto the first; and 4 
Moses rose up early in the morning, and went up unto mount 
Sinai, as the LORD had commanded him, and took in his hand 
the two tables of stone. And the LORD descended in the cloud, 
and stood with him there, and proclaimed the name of the LORD. ‘fal 
And the LORD passed by before him, and anaes The 6 
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LORD, The LORD God, merciful and. gracious, long-suffering, 
and abundant in goodness and truth, keeping mercy for thou- 
sands, forgiving iniquity and transgression and sin, and that will 
by no means clear the guilty ; visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children, and upon the children’s children, unto the 
third and to the fourth generation.. And Moses made haste, and 
bowed his head toward the earth, and worshipped. And he 
said, Lf now I have found grace in thy sight, O LORD, let my 
Lord, I pray thee, go among us; for it 7s a stiffnecked people; 
and pardon our iniquity and our sin, and take us for thine inher- 
itance. 

And he said, Behold, I make a covenant: before all thy people 
I will do marvels, such as have not been done in all the earth, nor 
in any nation: and all the people among which thou art shall see 
the work of the LORD: for it is a terrible thing that I will do with 
thee. Observe thou that which I command thee this day: behold, 
I drive out before thee.the Amorite, and the Canaanite, and 
the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and the Hivite, and the Jebusite. 
Take heed to thyself, lest thou make a covenant with the inhab- 
itants of the land whither thou goest, lest it be for a snare in the 
midst of thee: but ye shall destroy their altars, break their 
images, and cut down their groves: for thou shalt worship no 
other God: for the LORD, whose name zs Jealous, 7s a jealous 
God: lest thou make a covenant with the inhabitants of the 
land, and they go a whoring after their gods, and do sacrifice 
unto their gods, and one call thee, and thou eat of his sacrifice ; 
and thou take of their daughters unto thy sons, and their 
daughters go a whoring after their gods, and make thy sons go a 
whoring after their gods. ‘Thou shalt make thee no molten 
gods. 'The feast of unleavened bread shalt thou keep. Seven 
days thou shalt eat unleayened bread, as I commanded thee, in 
the time of the month Abib: for in the month Abib thou camest 
out from Egypt. All that openeth the matrix 7s mine; and every 
firstling among thy cattle, whether ox or sheep, that is male. But 
the firstling of an ass thou shalt redeem with a lamb: and if 
thou redeem him not, then shalt thou break his neck. All the 
first-born of thy sons thou shalt redeem. And none shall ap- 
pear before me empty. Six days thou shalt work, but on the 
seventh day thou shalt rest: in earing-time and in harvest thou 
shalt rest. And thou shalt observe the feast of weeks, of the 
first-fruits of wheat harvest, and the feast of ingathering at the 
year’s end. Thrice in the year shall all your men-children ap- 
pear before the LORD God, the God of Israel. For I will cast 
out the nations before thee, and enlarge thy borders: neither 
shall any man desire thy land, when thou shalt go up to appear 
before the LORD thy God thrice in the year. Thou shalt not 
offer the blood of my sacrifice with leaven; neither shall the sa- 
crifice of the feast of the passover be left unto the morning. 
‘The first of the first-fruits of thy land thou shalt bring unto the 
house of the LORD thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a kid in his 
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mother’s milk. And the LORD said unto Moses, Write thou 27 
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these words: for after the tenor of these words I have made a 
covenant with thee and with Israel. And he was there with 28 
the LORD forty days and forty nights; he did neither eat bread, 
nor drink water. And he wrote upon the tables the words of 
the covenant, the ten commandments. 

AND it came to pass, when Moses came down from mount 29 
Sinai with the two tables of testimony in Moses’ hand, when he 
came down from the mount, that Moses wist not that the skin of 
his face shone while he talked with him. And when Aaron 30 
and all the children of Israel saw Moses, behold, the skin of his 
face shone ; and they were afraid to come nigh him. And Moses 31 
called unto them; and Aaron and all the rulers of the congrega- 
tion returned unto him: and Moses talked with them. And 32 
afterward all the children of Israel came nigh: and he gave them 
m commandment all that the LORD had spoken with him in 
mount Sinai. And till Moses had done speaking with them, he 33 
put a vail on his face. But when Moses went in before the 34 
LORD to speak with him, he took the vail off, until he came out. 
And he came out, and spake unto the children of Israel that 
which he was commanded. And the children of Israel saw the 35 
face of Moses, that the skin of Moses’ face shone: and Moses 
put the vail upon his face again, until he went in to speak with 
him. 

AnD Moses gathered all the congregation of the children of 85 
Tsrael together, and said unto them, 'These are the words which 
the LORD hath commanded, that ye should do them. Six days 2 
shall work be done, but on the seventh day there shall be to you 
an holy day, a sabbath of rest to the LORD: whosoever doeth 
work therein shall be put to death. Ye shall kindle no fire 
throughout your habitations upon the sabbath day. 

AnD Moses spake unto all the congregation of the children of 
Israel, saying, This is the thing which the LORD commanded, 
saying, Take ye from among you an offering unto the LORD: 
whosoever is of a willing heart, let him bring it, an offering of 
the LORD; gold, and silver, and brass,!and blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine linen, and goats’ hair, ' and rams’ skins dyed 
red, and badgers’ skins, and_shittim wood, ! and oil for the light, 
and spices for anointing oil, and for the sweet incense, ' and onyx 
stones, and stones to be set for the ephod, and for the breast-plate. 
And every wise-hearted among you shall come, and make all 
that the LORD hath ccoinanded. ; the tabernacle, his tent, and 
his covering, his taches, and his boards, his bars, his pillars, and 
his sockets, ' the ark, and the staves thereof, with the mercy-seat, 
and the vail of the covering, ! the table, and his staves, and all his 13 
vessels, and the show-bread, ! the candlestick also for the light, 14 
and his furniture, and his lamps, with the oil for the light, 'and 15 
the incense altar, and his staves, and the anointing oil, and the 
Sweet incense, and the hanging for the door at the entering in 
of the tabernacle, ' the altar of burnt-offering, with is brazen 16 

‘ate ; his staves, and all his vessels, the laver and his foot;! the 17 
hangings of the court, his pillars, and their sockets, and mG hang- 
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ing for the door of the court, ' the pins of the tabernacle, and the 18 
pins of the court, and their cords, ‘the cloths of service, to do 19 
service in the holy place, the holy garments for Aaron the priest, 
and the garments of his sons, to minister in the priest’s office. 

‘Anp all the congregation of the children of Israel departed 20 
from the presence of Moses. And they came, every one whose 21 
heart stirred him up, and every one whom his spirit made willing, 
and they brought the LORD’S offering to the work of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, and for all his service, and for the 
holy garments. And they came, both men and women, as many 22 
as were willing-hearted, and brought bracelef&, and earrings, and 
rings, and tablets, all jewels of gold: and every man that offered 
offered an offering of gold unto the; LORD. ‘And every man, 23 
with whom was found blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
linen, and goats’ hair, and red skins of rams, and badgers’ skins, 
brought them. Every one that did offer an offering of silver and 24 
brass brought the LORD'S offering: and every man, with whom 
was found shittim wood for any work of the service, brought tt. 
And all the women that were wise-hearted did spin with their 25 
hands, and brought that which they had spun, both of blue, and 
of purple, and of scarlet, and of fine linen. And all the women 26 
whose heart stirred them up in wisdom, spun goats’ hair. And 27 
the rulers brought onyx stones, and stones to be set, for the 
ephod, and for the breast-plate ; and spice, and oil for the light, 28 
and for the anointing oil, and for the sweet incense. The chil- 29 
dren of Israel brought a willing offering unto the LORD, every 
man and woman, whose heart made them willing to bring for 
all manner of work, which the LORD had commanded to be 
made by the hand of Moses. 

AND Moses said unto the children of Israel, See, the LORD 30 
hath called by name Bezaleel the son of Uri, the son of Hur, of 
the tribe of Judah ; and he hath filled him with the spirit of God, 3] 
in wisdom, in understanding, and in knowledge, and in all man- 
ner of workmanship; and to devise curious works, to work in 32 
gold, and in silver, and in brass, ' and in the cutting of stones, to 33 
sot them, and in carving of wood, to make any manner of cunning 
work. And he hath put in his heart that he may teach, both he, 34 
and Aholiab, the son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan. Them 35 
hath he filled with wisdom of heart, to work all manner of work, 
of the engraver, and of the cunning workman, and of the em- 
proiderer, in blue, and in purple, in scarlet, and in fine linen, and 
of the weaver, even of them that do any work, and of those that 
devise cunning work. 

THEN wrought Bezaleel and Aholiab, and every wise-hearted36 
man, in whom the LORD put wisdom and understanding to know 
how to work all manner of work for the service of the sanctuary, 
according to all that the LORD had commanded. And Moses 2 
called Bezaleel and Aholiab, and every wise-hearted man, in 
whose heart the LORD had put avisdom, even every one whose 
heart stirred him up to come unto the work to do it: and they ¢ 
received Moses all the offering, which the children of Israel 
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had brought for the work of the service of the sanctuary, to make 
it withal. 

And they brought yet unto him free offerings every morning. 
And all the wise men, that wrought all the work of the sanctuary, 4 
came every man from his work which they made; and they 5 
spake unto Moses, saying, The people bring much more than 
enough for the service of the work, which the LORD commanded 
to make. And Moses gave commandment, and they caused it 
to be proclaimed throughout the camp, saying, Let neither man 
nor woman make any more work for the offering of the sanctuary. 

So the people were restramed from bringing. ' For the stuff they 7 
had was sufficient for all the work to make it, and too much. 

And every wise-hearted man among them ihat wrought the 8 
work of the tabernacle made ten curtains of fine twined linen, 
and blue, and purple, and scarlet: with cherubims of cunning 
work made he them. The length of one curtain was twenty- 9 
and-eight cubits, and the breadth of one curtain four cubits: the 
curtains were all of one size. And he coupled the five curtains 10 
one unto another: and the other five curtains he coupled one 
unto another. And he made loops of blue on the edge of one 11 
curtain from the selvedge in the coupling: likewise he made in 
the uttermost side of another curtain, in the coupling of the 
second. Fifty loops made he in one curtain, and fifty loops made 12 
he in the edge of the curtain, which was in the coupling of the 
second: the loops held one curtain to another. And he made 13 
fifty taches of gold, and coupled the curtains one unto another 
with the taches: so it became one tabernacle. And he made 14 
curtains of goats’ hair for the tent over the tabernacle: eleven 
curtains he made them. The length of one curtain was thirty 15 
cubits, and four cubits was the breadth of one curtain: the 
eleven curtains were of one size. And he coupled five curtains 16 
by themselves, and six curtains by themselves. And he made 17 
fifiy loops upon the uttermost edge of the curtain in the coupling, 
and fifty loops made he upon the edge of the curtain which 
coupleth the second. And he made fifty taches of brass to couple 18 
the tent together, that it might be one. And he made a covering 19 
for the tent of rams’ skins dyed red, and a covering of badgers’ 
skins above that. And he made boards for the tabernacle 9f 20 
shittim wood, standing up. The length of a board was ten cubits, 21 
and the breadth of a board one cubit and a half: One board 22 
had two tenons, equally distant one from another: thus did he 
make for all the boards of the tabernacle. And he made boards 23 
for the tabernacle; twenty boards for the south side southward : 
and forty sockets of silver he made under the twenty boards; 24 
two sockets under one board for his two tenons, and two sockets 
under another board for his two tenons. And for the other side 25 
of the tabernacle, which is toward the north corner, he made 
twenty boards, !and their forty sockets of silver; two sockets 26 
under one board, and two sockets under another board. And 27 
for the sides of the tabernacle westward he made six -boards. 
And two boards made he for oe corner of the thera the 28 
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two sides. And they were coupled beneath, and coupled together 29 
at the head thereof, to one ring: thus he did to both of them in 
both the corners. And there were eight boards; and their 30 
sockets were sixteen sockets of silver, under every board two 
sockets. And he made bars of shittim wood ; five for the boards 31 
‘of the one side of the tabernacle, and five bars for the boards. of 32 
the other side of the tabernacle, and five bars for the boards of 
the tabernacle for the sides westward. And he made the middle 33 
bar to shoot through the boards from the one end to the other. 
And he overlaid the boards with gold, and made their rings of 34 
gold ¢o be places for the bars, and overlaid the bars with gold. 
‘And he made a vail of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 35 
twined linen: with cherubims made he it of cunning work. And 36 
he made thereunto four pillars of shittim wood, and overlaid 
them with gold: their hooks were of gold; and he cast for them 
four sockets of silver. And he made an hanging for the taber- 37 
nacle door cf blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen, of needle-work : and the five pillars of it with their hooks: 38 
and he overlaid their chapiters and their fillets with gold: but 
their five sockets were of brass. 

Anp Bezaleel made the ark of shittim wood: two cubits and87 
a half was the length of it, and a cubit and a half the breadth 
of it, and a cubit and a half the height of it: and he overlaid it 2 
with pure gold within and without, and made a crown of gold 
to itround about. And he cast for it four rings of gold, to be set 3 
by the four corners of it; even two rings upon the one side of it, 
and two rings upon the other side of it. And he made staves 4 
of shittim wood, and overlaid them with gold. And he put the 5 
staves into the rings by the sides of the ark, to bear the ark. 

And he made the mercy-seat of pure gold: two cubits anda 6 
half was the length thereof, and one cubit and a half the breadth 
thereof. And he made two cherubims of gold, beaten out of one 
piece made he them, on the two ends of the mercy-seat; one 8 
cherub on the end on this side, and another cherub on the other 
end on that side: out of the mercy-seat made he the cherubims 
on the two ends thereof. And the cherubims spread out their 9 
wings on high, and covered with their wings over the mercy- 
seat, with their faces one to another; even to the mercy-seatward 
were the faces of the cherubims. 

And he made the table of shittim wood: two cubits was the 10 
length thereof, and a cubit the breadth therecf, and a cubit and 
a half the height thereof: and he overlaid it with pure gold, and 11 
made thereunto a crown of gold round about. Also he made 12 
thereunto a border of an hand breadth round about; and made 
a crown of gold for the border thereof round about. And he 13 
cast for it four rings of gold, and put the rings upon the four cor- 
ners that were in the four feet thereof. Over-against the border 14 
were the rings, the places for the staves to bear the table. And 15 
he made the staves of shittim wood, and overlaid them with 
gold, to as the table. And he made the vessels which were 16 
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upon the table, his dishes, and his spoons, and his bowls, and his 
covers to cover withal, of pure gold: 

And he made the candlestick of pure gold: of beaten work 17 
made he the candlestick ; his shaft, and his branch, his bowls, 
his knops, and his flowers, were of the same: and six branches 18 
going out of the sides thereof; three branches of the candlestick 
out of the one side thereof, and three branches of the candlestick 
out of the other side thereof: three bowls made after the fashion 19 
of almonds in one branch, a knop and a flower; and three bowls 
made like almonds in another branch, a knop and a flower: so 
throughout the six branches going out of the candlestick. And 20 
in the candlestick were four bow]s made like almonds, his knops, 
and his flowers: and a knop under two branches of the same, 21 
and a knop under two branches of the same, and a knop under 
two branches of the same, according to the six branches going 
out of it. Their knops and their branches were of the same: 22 
all of it was one beaten work of pure gold. And he made his 23 
seven lamps, and his snuffers, and his snuff-dishes, of pure gold. 
Of a talent of pure gold made he it, and all the vessels thereof. 24 

And he made the incense altar of shittim wood: the length of 25 
jit was a cubit, and the breadth of it a cubit; 7 was four-square ; 
and two cubits was the height of it; the horns thereof were of 
the same. And he overlaid it with pure gold, both the top of it, 26 
and the sides thereof round about, and the horns of it: also he 
made unto it a crown of gold round about. And he made two 27 
rings of gold for it under the crown thereof, by the two corners 
of it, upon the two sides thereof, to be places for the staves to 
bear it withal. And he made the staves of shittim wood, and 28 
overlaid them with gold. And he made the holy anointing oil, 29 
and the pure incense of sweet spices, according to the work of 
the apothecary. 

And he made the altar of burnt-offering of shittim wood :3& 
five cubits was the length thereof, and five cubits the breadth 
thereof; it was four-square ; and three cubits the height thereof. 
And he made the horns thereof on the four corners of it; the 
horns thereof were of the same: and he oyerlaid it with brass. 
And he made all the vessels of the altar, the pots, and the shovels, 
and the basins, and the flesh-hooks, and the fire-pans: all the 
vessels thereof made he of brass. And he made for the altar a 
brazen grate of net-work under the compass thereof beneath 
unto the midst of it. And he cast four rings for the four ends of 
the grate of brass, to be places for the staves. And he made the 
staves of shittim wood, and overlaid them with brass. And he 
put the staves into the rings on the sides of the altar, to bear it 
withal; he made the altar hollow with boards. And he made 
the laver of brass, and the foot of it of brass, of the looking-glasses . 
of the women assembling, which assembled at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

And he made the court: on the south side southward the ‘9 
hangings of the court were of fine twined linen, an hundred cu- 
bits; their pillars were twenty, and their brazen igor al 10 
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the hooks of the pillars and their fillets were of silver. And for 11 
the north side the hangings were an hundred cubits, their pillars 
were twenty, and their sockets of brass twenty; the hooks of the 
pillars and their fillets of silver. And for the west side were 12 
hangings of fifty cubits, their pillars ten, and their sockets ten; 
the hooks of the pillars and their fillets of silver. And for the 13 
east side eastward fifty cubits. The hangings of the one side of 14 
the gate were fifteen cubits; their pillars three, and their sockets 
three. And for the other side of the court-gate, on this hand and 15 
that hand, were hangings of fifteen cubits; their pillars three, and 
their sockets three. All the hangings of the court round about 16 
were of fine twined linen.. And the sockets for the pillars were 17 
of brass; the hooks of the pillars and their fillets of silver; and 
the overlaying of their chapiters of silver; and all the pillars of 
the court were filleted with silver. And the hanging for the gate 18 
of the court was needle-work, of blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twined linen: and twenty cubits was the length, and the 
height in the breadth was five cubits, answerable to the hangings 

of the court. And their pillars were four, and their sockets of 19 
brass four; their hooks of silver, and the overlaying of their 
chapiters and their fillets of silver. And all the pins of the tab- 20 
eracle, and of the court round about, were of brass. 

This is the sum of the tabernacle, even of the tabernacle of 21 
testimony, as it was counted, according to the commandment of 
Moses, for the service of the Levites, by the hand of Ithamar, 
son to Aaron the priest, 'and Bezaleel the son of Uri, the son of 22 
Hur, of the tribe of Judah, made all that the LORD commanded 
Moses. And with him was Aholiab, son of Ahisamach, of the 23 
tribe of Dan, an engraver, and a cunning workman, and an em- 
broiderer in blue, and in purple, and in scarlet, and fine linen. 
All the gold that was occupied for the work in all the work of 24 
the holy place, even the gold of the offering, was twenty-and- 
nine talents, and seven hundred and thirty shekels, afier the 
shekel of the sanctuary. And the silver of them that were num- 25 
bered of the congregation was.an hundred talents, and a thou- 
sand seven hundred and threescore and fifteen shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary: a bekah for every man, that is, half a 26 
shekel, after the shekel of the sanctuary, for every one that went 
io be numbered, from twenty years old and upward, for six hun- 
dred thousand and three thousand and five hundred and fifty 
men. ‘And of the hundred talents of silver were cast the sockets 27 
of the sanctuary, and the sockets of the vail; an hundred sock- 
ets of the hundred talents, a talent for a socket. And of the 28 
thousand seven hundred seventy-and-five shekels he made hooks 
for the pillars, and overlaid their chapiters, and filleted them. 
And the brass of the offering was seventy talents, and two thou- 29 
sand and four hundred shekels. And therewith he made the 30 
sockets to the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, and the 
brazenaltar, and the brazen grate for it, and all the vessels of 
the altar, i and the sockets of the court round about, and the 31 
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sockets of the court-gate, and all the pins of the tabernacle, and 
all the pins of the court round about. : 


And of the blue, and purple, and scarlet, they made cloths39 


of service, to do service in the holy place, and made the holy 
garments for Aaron; as the LORD commanded Moses. And he 
made the ephod of gold, blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen. And they did beat the gold into thin plates, and 
cut i into wires, to work it in the blue, and in the purple, and 
in the scarlet, and in the fine linen, with cunning work. They 
made shoulder-pieces for it, to couple if together: by the two 
edges was it coupled together. And the curious girdle of his 
ephod, that was upon it, was of the same, according to the work 
thereof; of gold, blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen; as the LORD commanded Moses. And they wrought 
onyx stones inclosed in ouches of gold, graven, as signets are 
graven, with the names of the children of Israel. And he put 
them on the shoulders of the ephod, that they should be stones 
for a memorial to the children of Israel; as the LORD com- 
manded Moses. 

And he made the breast-plate of cunning work, like the work 
of the ephod; of gold, blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen. It was four-square; they made the breast-plate 
double: a span was the length thereof, and a span the breadth 
thereof, being doubled. And they set in it four rows of stones: 
the first row was a sardius, a topaz, anda carbuncle; this was the 
first row. And the second row, an emerald, a sapphire, and a 
diamond. And the third row, a ligure, an agate, and an amethyst. 
And the fourth row, a beryl, an onyx, and a jasper: they were 
inclosed in ouches of gold in their inclosings. And the stones 
were according to the names of the children of Israel, twelve, 
according to their names, like the engravings of a signet, every 
one with his name, according to the twelve tribes. And they 
made upon the breast-plate chains at the ends, of wreathen work 
of pure gold. And they made two ouches of gold, and two gold 
rings, and put the two rings in the two ends of the breast-plate. 
And they put the two wreathen chains of gold in the two rings 
on the ends of the breast-plate. And the two ends of the two 
wreathen chains they fastened in the two ouches, and put them 
on the shoulder-pieces of the ephod, before it. And they made 
two rings of gold, and put them on the two ends of the breast- 

‘plate, upon the border of it, which was on the side of the ephod 

inward. And they made two other golden rings, and put them 
on the two sides of the ephod underneath, toward the fore-part of 
it, over-against the other coupling thereof, above the curious gir- 
dle of the ephod. And they did bind the breast-plate by his 
rings unto the rings of the ephod with a lace of blue, that it 
might be above the curious girdle of the ephod, and that the 
breast-plate might not be loosed from the ephod; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 
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And he made the robe of the ephod of woven work, all of 22 
blue. And there was a hole in yp midst of the robe, ae hole 23 
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of an habergeon, with a band round about the hole, that it should 
not rend. And they made upon the hems of the robe pome- 24 
granates of blue, and purple, and scarlet, and twined linen. And 25 
they made bells of pure gold, and put the bells between the 
pomegranates upon the hem of the robe, round about between 
the pomegranates; a bell and a pomegranate, a bell and a 26 
pomegranate, round about the hem of the robe to minister in ; as 
the LORD commanded Moses. 

And they made coats of fine linen of woven work for Aaron, 27 
and for his sons, !and a mitre of fine linen, and goodly bonnets 28 
of fine linen, and linen breeches of fine twined linen, ' and a 29 
girdle of fine twined linen, and blue, and purple, and scarlet, of 
needle-work ; as the LORD commanded Moses. And they made 30 
the plate of the holy crown of pure gold, and wrote upon it a 
writing, like to the engravings of a signet, HOLINESS TO THE 
LORD. And they tied unto it a lace of blue, to fasten a on high 31 
upon the mitre ; as the LORD commanded Moses. 

Thus was all the work of the tabernacle of the tent of the con- 32 
gregation finished: and the children of Israel did according to all 
that the LORD commanded Moses, so did they. And they 33 
brought the tabernacle unto Moses, the tent, and all his furniture, 
his taches, his boards, his bars, and his pillars, and his sockets, 
‘and the covering of rams’ skins dyed red, and the covering of 34 
badgers’ skins, and the vail of the covering, ' the ark of the tes- 33 
timony, and the staves thereof, and the mercy-seat, ' the table, 36 
and ail the vessels thereof, and the show-bread, ' the pure candle- 37 
stick, with the lamps thereof, even with the lamps to be set in order, 
and all the vessels thereof, and the oil for light, !and the golden 38 
altar, and the anointing oil, and the sweet incense, and the hang- 
ing for the tabernacle door, 'the brazen altar, and his grate of 39 
brass, his staves, and all his vessels, the laver and his foot, ' the 40 
hangings of the court, his pillars, and his sockets, and the hang- 
ing for the court-gate, his cords, and his pins, and all the vessels 
of the service of the tabernacle, for the tent of the congregation, 
'the cloths of service to do service in the holy place, and the 41 
holy garments for Aaron the priest, and his sons’ garments, to 
minister in the priest’s office. According to all that the LORD 42 
commanded Moses, so the children of Israel made all the work. 
And Moses did look upon all the work, and, behold, they had 43 
done it as the LORD had commanded, even so had they done 
it: and Moses blessed them. 

AND the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'On the first day4O 
of the first month shalt thou set up the tabernacle of the tent of 
the congregation. And thou shalt put therein the ark of the tes- 
timony, and cover the ark with the vail. And thou shalt bring 
in the table, and set in order the things that are to be set in order 
upon it; and thou shalt bring in the candlestick, and light the 
lamps thereof. And thou shalt set the altar of gold for the in- 5 
cense before the ark of the testimony, and put the hanging of the 
door to the tabernacle. And thou shalé set the altar of the burnt- 6 
offering before the door of the tabernacle of the tent of the con- - 
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gregation. And thou shalt set the laver between the tent of the 7 
congregation and the altar, and shalt put water therein. And 8 
thou shalt set up the court round about, and hang up the hanging 

at the court-gate. And thou shalt take the anointing oil, and 9 
anoint the tabernacle, and all that is therein, and shalt hallow it, 
and all the vessels thereof: and it shall be holy. And thou 10 
shalt anoint the altar of the burnt-offering, and all his vessels, 
and sanctify the altar: and it shall be an altar most holy. And 11 
thou shalt anoint the laver and his foot, and sanctify it. And 12 
thou shalt bring Aaron and his sons unto the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, and wash them with water. And 13 
thou shalt put upon Aaron the holy garments, and anoint him, 
and sanctify him; that he may minister unto me in the priest’s 
office. And thou shalt bring his sons, and clothe them with 14 
coais: and thou shalt anoint them, as thou didst anoint their 15 
father, that they may minister unto me in the priest’s office: for 
their anointing shall surely be an everlasting priesthood through- 
out their generations. 

T'uus did Moses: according to all that the LORD commanded 16 
him, so did he. And it came to pass in the first month in the 17 
second year, on the first dey of the month, that the tabernacle 
was reared up. And Moses reared up the tabernacle, and fas- 18 
tened his sockets, and set up the boards thereof, and put in the 
bars thereof, and reared up his pillars. And he spread abroad 19 
the tent over the tabernacle, and put the covering of the tent 
above upon it; as the LORD commanded Moses. And he took 20 
and put the testimony into the ark, and set the staves on the ark, 
and put the mercy-seat above upon the ark; and he brought the 21 
ark into the tabernacle, and set up the vail of the covering, and 
covered the ark of the testimony; as the LORD commanded 
Moses. And he put the table in the tent of the ‘congregation, 22 
upon the side of the tabernacle northward, without the vail. 
And he set the bread in order upon it before the LORD; as the 23 
LORD had commanded Moses. And he put the candlestick in 24 
the tent of the congregation, over-against the table, on the side 
of the tabernacle southward. And he lighted the lamps before 25 
the LORD, as the LORD commanded Moses. And he put the 26 
golden altar in the tent of the congregation before the vail: and 27 
he burnt sweet incense thereon; as the LORD commanded 
Moses. And he set up the hanging af the door of the tabernacle. 28 
And he put the altar of burnt-offering by the door of the taber- 29 
nacle of the tent of the congregation, and offered upon it the 
burnt-offering and the meat-offering ; as the LORD commanded 
Moses. And he set the laver between the tent of the congrega- 30 
tion and the altar, and put water there to wash withal. And 31 
Moses and Aaron and his sons washed their hands and their feet 
thereat: when they went into the tent of the congregation, and 32 
when they came near unto the altar, they washed ; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. And he reared up the court round about 33 
the tabernacle and the altar, and set up the hanging of the court 
gate. So Moses finished the work. vt 
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TEN a cloud covered the tent of the congregation, and the

glory of the LORD filled the tabernacle. And Moses was not 35 


able to enter into the tent of the congregation, because the cloud 
abode thereon, and the glory of the LORD filled the tabernacle. 
‘And when the cloud was taken up from over the tabernacle, the 
children of Israel went onward in all their journeys: but if the 
cloud were not taken up, then they journeyed not till the day 
that it was taken up. For the cloud of the LORD was upon the 
tabemacle by day, and fire was on it by night, in the sight of all 
the house of Israel, throughout all their journeys.

THE THIRD BOOK OF MOSES, 


CALLED 


LEVITICUS. 





AND the LORD called unto Moses, and spake unto him out 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, saying, Speak unto the 
children of Israel, and say unto them, If any man of you bring 
an oftering unto the LORD, ye shall bring your offering of the 
cattle, even of the herd, and of the flock. : 

If his offering be a burnt-sacrifice of the herd, let him offer a 
male without blemish: he shall offer it of his own voluntary 
will at the door of the tabernacle of the congregation before the 
LORD. And he shall put his hand upon the head of the burnt- 
offering; and it shall be accepted for him to make atonement for 
him. And he shall kill the bullock before the LORD: and the 
priests, Aaron’s sons, shall bring the blood, and sprinkle the blood 
round about upon the altar that is by the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. And he shall flay the burnt-offering, and 
cut it into his pieces. And the sons of Aaron the priest shadl put 
fire upon the altar, and lay the wood in order upon the fire. And 
the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall lay the parts, the head, and the fat, 
in order upon the wood that ts on the fire which is upon the 
altar. But his inwards and his legs shall he wash in water: and 
the priest shall burn all on the altar to be a burnt-sacrifice, an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet savor unto the LORD.

And if his-offering be of the flocks, namely, of the sheep, or of 10 


the goats, for a burnt-sacrifice ; he shall bring it a male without 
blemish. And he shall kill it on the side of the altar northward 
before the LORD: and the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall sprinkle 
his blood round about upon the altar. And he shall cut it into 
his pieces, with his head and his fat: and the priest shall lay them 
in order on the wood that is on the fire which ts upon the altar 
But he shall wash the inwards and the legs with water: and the 
priest shall bring ‘¢ all, and burn it upon the altar: it 2s a burnt- 


sacrifice, an offering made by fife, of a sweet savor unto the 
LORD. 
128 
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And if the burnt-saerifice for his offering to the LORD le of 14 
fowls, then he shall bring his offering of turtle-doves, or of young 
pigeons. And the priest shall bring it unto the altar, and wring 15 
off his head, and burn it on the altar; and the blood thereof shall 
be wrung out at the side of the altar. And he shall pluck away 16 
his crop with his feathers, and cast it beside the altar on the east 
part, by the place of the ashes.. And he shall cleave it with the 17 
wings thereof, but shall not divide z¢ asunder: and the priest 
shall burn it upon the altar, upon the wood that is upon the fire : 
it 7s a burnt-sacrifice, an offermg made by fire, of a sweet savor 
unto the LORD. 

And when any will offer a meat-offering unto the LORD, his & 
offering shall be of fine flour; and he shall pour oil upon it, and 
put frankincense thereon. And he shall bring it to Aaron’s sons 2 
the priests: and he shall take thereout his handful of the flour 
thereof, and of the oil thereof, with all the frankincense thereof: 3 
and the priest shall burn the memorial of it upon the altar, fo be 
an offering made by fire, of a sweet savor unto the LORD: and 3 
the remnant of the meat-offering shall be Aaron’s and his sons’ : 
at is a thing most holy of the offerings of the LORD made by 
fire. And if thou bring an oblation of a meat-offering baken in 
the oven, zt shall be unleavened cakes of fine flour mingled with 
oil, or unleavened wafers anointed with oil. And if thy oblation 
be a meat-offering baken in a pan, it shall be of fine flour un- 
leavened, mingled with oil. Thou shalt part it in pieces, and 
pour oil thereon: it is a meat-offering. And if thy oblation be a 
meat-offermg baken in the frying-pan, it shall be made of fine 
flour with oil. And thou shalt bring the meat-offering that is 
made of these things unto the LORD: and when it is presented 
unto the priest, he shall bring it unto the altar. And the priest 
shall take from the meat-offering a memorial thereof, and shall 
bum zz upon the altar: 7 is an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savor unto the LORD. And that which is left of the meat-offering 10 
shail be Aaron’s and his sons’: it is a thing most holy of the offer- 
ings of the LORD made by fire. 

No meat-offering, which ye shall bring unto the LORD, shall 11 
be made with ieaven. for ye shall burn no leaven, nor any 
honey, in any offering of the LORD made by fire. f 

As for the oblation of the first-fruits, ye shall offer them unto 12 
the LORD: but they shall not be burnt on the altar for a sweet 
savor. And every oblation of thy meat-offering shalt thou season 13 
with salt; neither shalt thou suffer the salt of the covenant of thy 
‘God to be lacking from thy meat-offering: with all thine offer- 
ings thou shalt offer salt. And if thou offer a meat-offering of 14 
thy first-fruits unto the LORD, thou shalt offer for the meat-ofler- 
ing of thy first-fruits green ears of corn dried by the fire, even 
corn beaten out of full ears. And thou shalt put oil-upon it, and 15 
lay frankincense thereon: it is a meat-offering. And the-priest 16 
shall burn the memorial of it, part of the beaten corn thereof, - 
and part of the oil thereof, with all the frankincense thereof: it 
as an offering made by fire unto the LORD. as 
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And if his oblation be a sacrifice of peace-offering, if he offer 
it of the herd; whether it be a male or female, he shall ofter it 
without blemish before the LORD. And he shall lay his hand 
upon the head of his offering, and kill it af the door ot the taber- 
nacle of the congregation: and Aaron’s sons the priests shall 
sprinkle the blood upon the altar round about. And he shall 
offer of the sacrifice of the peace-offering an offering made b 
fire unto the LORD; the fat that covereth the inwards, and a 
the fat that is upon the inwards, ' and the two kidneys, and the 
fat that is on them, which is by the flanks, and the caul above 
the liver, with the kidneys, it shall he take away. And Aaron’s 
sons shall burn it on the altar upon the burnt-sacrifice, which is 
upon the wood that is on the fire: it is an offering made by fire, 
of a sweet savor unto the LORD. 

And if his offering for a sacrifice of peace-offering unto the 
LORD be of the flock; male or female, he shall offer it without 
blemish: If he offer a lamb for his offering, then shall he offer 
it before the LORD. And he shall lay his hand upon the head 
of his offering, and kill it before the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion: and Aaron’s sons shall sprinkle the blood thereof round 
about upon the altar. And he shall offer of the sacrifice of the 
peace-offering an offering made by fire unto the LORD; the fat 
thereof, and the whole rump, it shall he take off hard by the 
back-bone; and the fat that covereth the inwards, and all the fat 
that is upon the inwards, 'and the two kidneys, and the fat that 
is upon them, which is by the flanks, and the caul above the 
liver, with the kidneys, it shall he take away. And the priest 
shall burn it upon the altar: it is the food of the offering made 
by fire unto the LORD. ° 

And if his offering be a goat, then he shall offer it before the 
LORD. And he’shall lay his hand upon the head of it, and kill 
it before the tabernacle of the congregation: and the sons of 
Aaron shall sprinkle the blood thereof upon the altar round 
about. And he shall offer thereof his offering, even an offering 
made by fire unto the LORD; the fat that covereth the inwards, 
and all the fat that is upon the inwards, 'and the two kidneys, 
and the fat that 7s upon them, which is by the flanks, and the 
caul above the liver, with the kidneys, it shall he take away. 
And the priest shall burn them upon the altar: 2 is the food of 
the offering made by fire for a sweet savor:'all the fat zs the 
LORD'S. Jt shall be a perpetual statute for your generations 
throughout all your dwellings, that ye eat neither fat nor blood. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, If a soul shall sin through ignorance 
against any of the commandments of the LORD concerning things 
which ought not to be done, and shall do against any of them: 

If the priest that is anointed do sin according to the sin of the 
people; then let him bring for his sin, which he hath sinned, a 
young bullock withont blemish unto the LORD for a sin-offering. 
‘And he shall bring the bullock unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregate before the LORD; and shall lay his hand

upon the bullock’s head, and kill the bullock before the LORD. 
And the priest that is anointed shall take of the bullock’s blood, 5 
and bring it to the tabernacle of the congregation: and the 6 
priest shall dip his finger in the blood, and sprinkle of the blood 
seven times before the LORD, before the vail of the sanctuary. 
And the priest shall put some of the blood upon the horns of the 7 
altar of sweet incense before the LORD, which is in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation; and shall pour all the: blood of the 
bullock at the bottom of the altar of the burnt-offering, which 

ts at the door of the tabernacle of the congregation. And he 
shall take off from it all the fat of the bullock for the sin-offering ; 
the fat that covereth the inwards, and all the fat that zs upon the 
inwards, ' and the two kidneys, and the fat that is upon them, 9 
which is by the flanks, and the caul above the liver, with the 
kidneys, it shall he take away, 'as it was taken off from the 10 
bullock of the sacrifice of peace-offerings: and ithe priest shall 
burn them upon the altar of the burnt-offering. And the skin of 11 
the bullock, and all his flesh, with his head, and with his legs, 
and his inwards, and his dung, 'even the whole bullock shall he 12 
carry forth without the camp unto a clean place, where the ashes 
are poured out, and burn him on the wood with fire: where the 
ashes are poured out shall he be burnt. 

And if the whole congregation of Israel sin through ignorance, 13 
and the thing be hid from the eyes of the assembly, and they 
have done somewhat against any of the commandments of the 
LORD, concerning things which should not be done, and are 
guilty ; when the sin, which they have sinned against it, is known, 14 
then the congregation shall offer a young bullock for the sin, 
and bring him before the tabernacle of the congregation. And 15 
the elders of the congregation shall lay their hands upon the head 
of the bullock before the LORD: and the bullock shall be killed 
before the LORD. And the priest that is anointed shall bring 16 
of the bullock’s blood to the tabernacle of the congregation. And 17 
the priest shall dip his finger iz some of the blood, and sprinkle 
uw seven times before the LORD, even before the vail. And he 18 
shall put some of the blood upon the horns of the altar which is 
before the LORD, that zs in the tabernacle of the congregation,’ 
and shall pour out all the blood at the bottom of the altar of the 
burnt-offering, which 7s at the door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, And he shall take all his fat from him, and burn if 19 
upon the altar. And he shall do with the bullock as he did with 20 
the bullock for a sin-offering, so shall he do with this: and the 
priest shall make an atonement for them, and it shall be forgiven 
them. And he shall carry forth the bullock without the camp, 21 
and burn him as he burned the first bullock: it is a sin-oflering 
for the congregation. ; 

When a ruler hath sinned, and done somewhat through igno- 22 
rance against any of the commandments of the LORD his God, 
concerning things which should not be done, and is guilty i or if 23 
his sin, wherein he hath sinned, come to his knowledge; he shall 
bring his offering, a kid of the goats, a male without ol 
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and he shall lay his hand upon the head of the goat, and kill it 24 
in the place where they kill the burnt-offering before the LORD: 

it is a sin-offering. And the priest shall take of the blood of the 25 
sin-offering with his finger, and put it upon the horns of the 
altar of burnt-offering, and shall pour out his blood at the bottom 

of the altar of burnt-offering. And he shall burn all his fat upon 26 
the altar, as the fat of the sacrifice of peace-offerings: and the 
priest shall make an atonement for him as concerning his sin, 
and it shall be forgiven him. 

And if any one of the common people sin through ignorance, 27 
while he doeth somewhat against any of the commandments of 
the LORD concerning things which ought not to be done, and be 
guilty; or if his sin, which he hath sinned, come to his know- 28 
ledge: then he shall bring his offering, a kid of the goats, a fe- 
male without blemish, for his sin which he hath sinned. And 29 
he shall lay his hand upon the head of the sin-offering, and slay 
the sin-offering in the place of the burntoffering. And the 30 
priest shall take of the blood thereof with his finger, and put 2 
upon the horns of the altar of burnt-offering, and shall pour out 
all the blood thereof at the bottom of the altar. And he shall 31 
take away all the fat thereof, as the fat is taken away from off 
the sacrifice of peace-offerings ; and the priest shall burn 7 upon 
the altar for a sweet savor unto the LORD; and the priest 
shail make an atonement for him, and it shall be forgiven him. 
And if he bring a lamb for a sin-offering, he shall bring it a fe- 32 
mate without blemish. And he shall lay his hand upon the head 33 
of the sin-offering, and slay it for a sin-offering in the place where 
they kill the burnt-offering. And the priest shall take of the 34 
blood of the sin-offering with his finger, and put 2¢ upon the horns 
of the altar of burntoffering, and shall pour out all the blood 
thereof at the bottom of the altar: and he shall take away all the 35 
fat thereof, as the fat of the lamb is taken away from the sacri- 
fice of the peace-offerings ; and the priest shall burn them upon 
the altar, according to the offerings made by fire unto the LORD: 
and the priest shall make an atonement for his sin that he hath 
committed, and it shall be forgiven him. 

‘And if agsoul sin, and hear the voice of swearing, and zs a 5 
witness, whether he hath seen or known of it ; if he do not utter 
it, then he shall bear his iniquity. Or ifa soul touch any unclean 2 
thing, whether 2? be a carcass of an unclean beast, or a carcass 
of unclean cattle, or the carcass of unclean creeping things, and 
if it be hidden from him; he also shall be unclean, and guilty. 

Or if he touch the uncleanness of man, whatsoever uncleanness 3 
it be that a man shall be defiled withal, and it be hid from him; 
when he knoweth of it, then he shall be guilty. Orifasoul 4 
swear, pronouncing with his lips to do evil, or to do good, what- 
soever it be that a man shall pronounce with an oath, and it be 
hid from him; when he knoweth of it, then he shall be guilty 
in one of these. And it shall be, when he shall be guilty in one 5 
of these things, that he shall confess that he hath sinned in that 
thing : a shall bring his trespass-offering unto the LORD 6 
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for his sin which he hath sinned, a female from the flock, a lamb 
or a kid of the goats, for a sin-offering ; and the priest shall make 
an atonement for him concerning his sin. And if he be not able 
to bring a lamb, then he shall bring for his trespass, which he 
hath committed, two turtle-doves, or two young pigeons, unto 
the LORD; one for a sin-offering, and the other for a burnt- 
offermg. And he shall bring them unto the priest, who shall 
offer that which ‘s for the sin-offering first, and wring off his head 
from his neck, but shall not divide it asunder: and he shall 
sprinkle of the blood of the sin-offering upon the side of the altar; 
and the rest of the blood shall be wrung out at the bottom of the 
altar: it 7s a sin-offering. And he shall offer the second fora 
burnt-offering, according to the manner: and the priest ‘shall 
make an atonement for him for his sin which he hath sinned, 
and it shall be forgiven him. But if he be not able to bring two 
turtle-doves, or two young pigeons, then he that sinned shall 
_ bring for his offering the tenth part ofan ephah of fine flour for a 
sin-offering ; he shall put no oil upon it, neither shall he put any 
frankincense thereon; for it is a sin-offering. Then shall he 
bring it to the priest, and the priest shall take his handful of it, 
even a memorial thereof, and burn zt on the altar, according to 
the offerings made by fire unto the LORD: it is a sin-offering. 
And the priest shall make an atonement for him as touching his 
sin that he hath sinned m one of these, and it shall be forgiven 
him: and the remnant shall be the priest’s, as a meat-oflering. 

And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'If a soul commit a 
trespass, and sin through ignorance, in thé holy things of the 
LORD; then he shall bring for his trespass unto the LORD a 
ram without blemish out of the flocks, with thy estimation by 
shekels of silver, after the shekel of the sanctuary, for a trespass- 
offering: and he shall make amends for the harm that he hath 

’ done in the holy thing, and shall add the fifth part thereto, and 
ive it unto the priest: and the priest shall make an atonement 
for him with the ram of the trespass-offering, and it shall be for- 
given him. And if a soul sin, and commit any of these things 
which are forbidden to be done by the commandments of the 
LORD; though he wist zt not, yet is he guilty, and shall bear his 
iniquity. And he shall bring a ram without blemish out of the 
flock, with thy estimation for a trespass-offering, unto the priest: 
and the priest shall make an atonement for him concerning his 
ignorance wherein he erred and wist if not, and it shall be for- 
given him. It zs a trespass-offering: he hath certainly trespassed 
against the LORD. 

Awnp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'If a soul sin, and 
commit a trespass against the LORD, and lie unto his neighbor 
in that which was delivered him to keep, or in fellowship, orina 
thing taken away by violence, or hath deceived his neighbor ; 
or have found that which was lost, and lieth concerning it, and 
sweareth falsely ; in any of all these that a man doeth, sinning 


therein: then it shall be, because he hath sinned and is guilty, © 


that he shall restore that ley he took violently ee the 
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thing which he hath deceitfully gotten, or that which was de- 
livered him to keep, or the lost thing which he found, ' or all that 
about which he hath.sworn falsely ; he shall even restore it in 
the principal, and shall add the fifth part more thereto, and give 
it unto him to whom it appertaineth, in the day of his trespass- 
offering. And he shall bring his trespass-offering unto the LORD, 
a ram without blemish out of the flock, with thy estimation, for 
a trespass-offering, unto the priest: _and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him before the LORD: and it shall be forgiven 
him for any thing of all that he hath done in trespassing therein. 


Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, Command Aaron 8,9 


and his sons, saying, This is the law of the burnt-offering: it ts 
the burnt-offering, because of the burning upon the altar all 
night. unto the morning, and the fire of the altar shall be burn- 
mg init. And the priest shall put on his linen garment, and his 
linen breeches shall he put upon his flesh, and take up the ashes 
which the fire hath consumed with the burnt-offering on the 
altar, and he shall put them beside the altar. And he shall put 
off his garments, and put on other garments, and carry forth the 
ashes without the camp unto a clean place. And the fire upon 
the altar shall be burning in it; it shall not be put out: ‘and the 
priest. shall burn wood on it every morning, and lay the burnt- 
offering in order upon it; and he shall burn thereon the fat of the 
peace-offerings. ‘The fire shall ever be burning upon the altar ; 
it shall never go out. 

‘And this is the law of the meat-offering : the sons of Aaron 
shall offer it before the LORD, before the altar. And he shall 
take of it his handful, of the flour of the meat-offering, and of the 
oil thereof, and all the frankincense which is upon the meai- 
offering, and shall burn it upon the altar for a sweet savor, even. 


the memorial of it, unto the LORD. And the remainder thereof 16 


shall Aaron and his sons eat: with unleavened bread shall it be 
eaten in the holy place; in the court of the tabernacle of the 
congregation they shall eat it. It shall not be baken with leaven. 
I have given it wnto them for their portion of my offerings made 
by fire; it is most holy, as ts the sin-offering, and as the trespass- 
offering. All the males among the children of Aaron shall eat 
of it. It shall be a statute for ever in your generations concern- 
ing the offerigs of the LORD made by fire: every one that 
toucheth them shall be holy. 

‘Ap the LORD spake unto Moses, Saying, ' This és the offer- 
ing of Aaron and of his sons, which they shall offer unto the 
LORD in the day when he is anointed; the tenth part of an 
ephah of fine flour for a meat-offering perpetual, half of it in the 
morning, and half thereof at night. Ina pan it shall be made 
with oil; and when it is baken, thou shalt bring it in: and the 
baken pieces of the meat-offering shalt thou offer for a sweet 
savor unto the LORD. And the priest of his sons that is anointed 
in his stead shall offer it: fis a statute for ever unto the LORD; 
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it shall be wholly burnt. For every meat-offering for the priest 23 


shall be woolly burnt: it shall not be eaten. 
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'Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto Aaron 24 
and to his sons, saying, This is the law of the sin-offering: in the 
place where the burnt-offering is killed shall the sin-offering be 
killed before the LORD: it 7s most holy. The priest that offer- 26 . 
eth it for sin shall eat it: in the holy place shall it be eaten, in 
the court of the tabernacle of the congregation. Whatsoever 27 
shall touch the flesh thereof shall be holy: and when there is 
sprinkled of the blood thereof upon any garment, thou shalt wash 
that whereon it was sprinkled in the holy place. But the earthen 28 
vessel wherein it is sodden shall be broken: and if it be sodden 
in a brazen pot, it shall be both scoured, and rinsed in water. All 29 
the males among the priests shall eat thereof: it is most holy. 
And no sin-offering, whereof any of the blood is brought into 20 
the tabernacle of the congregation to reconcile withal in the holy 
place, shall be eaten: it ab be burnt in the fire. ' 

Likewise this is the law of the trespass-oflering : it is most 
holy. In the place where, they kill the burnt-offering shall they 
lull the trespass-offering: and the blood thereof shall he sprinkle 
round about upon the altar. And he shall offer of it all the fat 
thereof; the rump, and the fat that covereth the inwards, ' and 
the two kidneys, and the fat that 7s on them, which is by the 
flanks, and the caul that is above the liver, with the kidneys, it 
shall he take away: and the priest shall burn them upon the 
altar for an offering made by fire unto the LORD: it is a tres- 
pass-offerng. Every male among the priests shall eat thereof: 
it shall be eaten in the holy place: it is most holy. As the sin- 
offering 2s, so.is the trespass-offering: there is one law for them: 
the priest that maketh atonement therewith shall have it. And 
the priest that offereth any man’s burnt-offering, even the priest 
shall have to himself the skin of the burnt-offering which he 
hath offered. And all the meat-offering that is baken in the oven, 9 
and all that is dressed in the frying-pan, and in the pan, shall be 
the priest’s ‘that offereth it. And every meat-oflering, mingled 10 
with oil, and dry, shall all the sons of Aaron have, one as much 
as another. 

And this zs the law of the sacrifice of peace-offerings, which 11 
he shall offer unto the LORD. If he offer it for a thanksgiving, 12 
then he shall offer with the sacrifice of thanksgiving unleav- 
ened cakes mingled with oil, and unleavened wafers anointed 
with oil, and cakes mingled with oil, of fine flour, fried. Besides 13 
the cakes, he shall offer for his offering leavened bread with the 
sacrifice of thanksgiving of his peace-offerings. And of it he 14 
shall offer one out of the whole oblation for an heave-offering 
unto the LORD, and it shall be the priest's that sprinkleth the 
blood of the peace-offerings. And the flesh of the sacrifice of 15 
his peace-offerings for thanksgiving shall be eaten the same day 
that it is offered ; he shall not leave any of it until the morning. 

But if the sacrifice of his offering be a vow, or a voluntary 16 
offering, it shall be eaten the same day that he offereth his sacri- . 

fice: and on the morrow also the remainder of it shall be eaten: 
but the remainder of the flesh of the sacrifice on the an day 17 
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shall be burnt with fire. And if any of the flesh of the sacrifice 18 
of his peace-offerings be eaten at all on the third day, it shall not 

be accepted, neither shall it be imputed unto him that offereth 

it: it shall be an abomination, and the soul that eateth of it shall 
bear his iniquity. And the flesh that toucheth any unclean thing 19 
shall not be eaten; it shall be burnt with fire: and as for the 
flesh, all that be clean shall eat thereof. But the soul that eateth 20 
of the flesh of the sacrifice of peace-offerings, that perfain unto 
the LORD, having his uncleanness upon him, even that soul 
shall be eut off from his people. Moreover the soul that shall 21 
touch any unclean thing, as the uncleanness of man, or any un- 
clean beast, or any abominable unclean thing, and eat of the 
flesh of the sacrifice of peace-offerings, which pertain unto the 
LORD, even that soul shall be cut off from his people. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, ' Speak unto the 22 
children of Israel, saying, Ye shall eat no manner of fat, of ox, 
or of sheep, or of goat. And the fat of the beast that dieth of 24 
itself, and the fat of that which is torn with beasts, may be used 
in any other use: but ye shall in no wise eat of it. For whoso- 25 
ever eateth the fat of the beast, of which men offer an offering 
made by fire unto the LORD, even the soul that eateth 7 shall 
be cut off from his people. Moreover ye shall eat no manner of 26 
plood, whether it be of fowl or of beast, invany of your dwellings. 
Whatsoever soul it be that eateth any manner of blood, even that 27 
soul shall be cut off from his people. 

‘Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying,’ Speak unto the 28 
children of Israel, saying, He that offereth the sacrifice of his 
peace-offerings’ unto the LORD shall bring his oblation unto the 
LORD of the sacrifice of his peace-offerings. His own hands 30 
shall bring the offerings of the LORD made by fire, the fat with 
the breast, it shall he bring, that the breast may be waved for a 
wave-ollermg before the LORD. And the priest shall burn the 31 
fat upon the altar: but the breast shall be Aaron’s and his sons’. 
And the right shoulder shall ye give unto the priest for an heave- 32 
offering of the sacrifices of your peace-offerings. He among the 33 
sons of Aaron, that offereth the blood of the peace-offerings, and 
the fat, shall have the right shoulder for his part. For the wave- 34 
breast and the heave-shoulder have I taken of the children of 
Israel from off the sacrifices of their peace-offerings, and have 
given them unto Aaron the priest and unto his sons by a statute 
for ever from among the children of Israel. This is the portion 35 
of the anointing of Aaron, and of the anointing of his sons, out 
of the offerings of the LORD made by fire, in the day when he 
presented them to minister unto the LORD in the priest’s office ; 
which the LORD commanded to be given them of the children 36 
of Israel, in the day that he anointed them, by a statute for ever 
throughout their generations. This zs the law of the burnt- 37 
offering, of the meat-offering, and of the sin-offering, and of the 
trespass-offering, and of the consecrations, and of the sacrifice of 
the peace-offerings; which the LORD commanded Moses in 38 
mount naae in the day that he commanded the children of Is- 
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rael to offer their oblations unto the LORD, in the wilderness of 
Sinai. 

AND the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Take Aaron and 
his sons with him, and the garments, and the anointing oil, and a 
bullock for the sin-offering, and two rams, and a basket of un- 
leavened bread ; and gather thou all the congregation together 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the congregation. And Moses 
did as the LORD commanded him; and the assembly was gath- 
ered together unto the door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion. And Moses said unto the congregation, This is the thing 
which the LORD commanded to be done. And Moses brought 
Aaron and his sons, and washed them with water. And he put 
upon him the coat, and girded him with the girdle, and clothed 
him with the robe, and put the ephod upon him, and he girded 
him with the curious girdle of the ephod, and bound it unto him 
therewith. And he put the breast-plate upon him: also he put 
in the breast-plate the Urim and the Thummim. And he put 
the mitre upon his head ; also upon the mitre, even upon his fore- 
front, did he put the golden plate, the holy crown; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. And Moses took the anointing oil, and 
anointed the tabernacle and all that was therein, and sanctified 
them. And he sprinkled thereof upon the altar seven times, and 
anointed the altar and all his vessels, both the laver and his foot, 
to sanctify them. And he poured of the anointing oil upon 
Aaron's head, and anointed him, to sanctify him. And Moses 
brought Aaron's sons, and put coats upon them, and girded 
them with girdles, and put bonnets upon them; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. And he brought the bullock for the sin- 
offermg: and Aaron and his sons laid their hands upon the 
head of the bullock for the sin-offering. And he slew it; and 
Moses took the blood, and put i¢ upon the horns of the altar round 
about with his finger, and purified the altar, and poured the 
blood at the bottom of the altar, and sanctified it, to make recon- 
ciliation upon it. And he took all the fat that was upon the in- 
wards, and the caul above the liver, and the two kidneys, and 
their fat, and Moses burned it upon the altar. But the bullock, 
and his hide, his flesh, and his dung, he burnt with fire without 
the camp; as the LORD commanded Moses. And he brought 
the ram for the burnt-offering: and Aaron and his sons laid their 
hands upon the head of the ram. And he killed it; and Moses 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar round about. And he cut the 
ram into pieces; and Moses burnt the head, and the pieces, and 
the fat. And-he washed the inwards and the legs in water; and 
Moses burnt the whole ram upon the altar: it was a burnt-sacri- 
fice for a sweet savor, and an offering made by fire unto the 
LORD; as the LORD commanded Moses. And he brought the 
other ram, the ram of consecration: and Aaron and his sons laid 
their hands upon the head of the ram. And he slew it; and 
Moses took of the blood of it, and put it upon the tip of Aaron’s 
right ear, and upon the thumb of his right hand, and upon the 
great toe of his right foot. = brought Aaron’s ad and 
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Moses put of the blood upon the tip of their right ear, and upon the 
thumbs of their right hands, and upon the great toes of their right 
feet: and Moses sprinkled the blood upon the altar round about. 
And he took the fat, and the rump, and all the fat that was upon 2 
the inwards, and the caul above the liver, and the two kidneys, 
and their fat, and the right shoulder: and out of the basket of 2 
unleayvened bread, that was before the LORD, he took one un- 
leavened cake, and a cake of oiled bread, and one wafer, and 
put them on the fat, and upon the right shoulder: and he put all 2 
upon Aaron’s hands, and upon his son’s hands, and waved them 
for a wave-offering before the LORD. And Moses took them 2 
from off their hands, and burnt them on the altar upon the burnt- 
offering: they were consecrations for a sweet savor: it 7s an of 
fering made e fire unto the LORD. And Moses took the breast, 2 
and waved it for a wave-offering before the LORD: for of the 
ram of consecration it was Moses’ part; as the LORD commanded 
Moses. And Moses took of the anointing oil, and of the blood 2 
which was upon the altar, and sprinkled z¢ upon Aaron, and upon 
his garments, and upon his sons, and upon his sons’ garments with 
him; and sanctified Aaron, and his garments, and his sons, and his 

. Sons’ garments with him. And Moses said unto Aaron and to his ¢ 
sons, Boil the flesh a¢ the door of the tabernacle of the congregation: 
and there eat it with the bread that 7s in the basket of consecra- 
tions, as I commanded, saying, Aaron and his sons shall éat it. 
And that which remaineth of the flesh and of the bread shall ye ¢ 
burn with fire. And ye shall not go out of the door of the tab- & 
ernacle of the congregation in seven days, until the days of your 
consecration be at an end: for seven days shall he consecrate 
you. As he hath done this day, so the LORD hath commanded 3 
to do, to make an atonement for you. Therefore shall ye abide § 
at the door of the tabernacle of the congregation day and night 
seven days, and keep the charge of the LORD, that ye die not: 
for sol am commanded. So Aaron and his sons did all things 3 
which the LORD commanded by the hand of Moses. 

AND it came to pass on the eighth day, that Moses called | 
Aaron and his sons, and the elders of Israel; and he said unto 
Aaron, Take thee a young calf for a sin-offering, and aram fora | 
burnt-offering, without blemish, and offer them before the LORD. 
And unto the children of Israel thou shalt speak, saying, Take 
ye a kid of the goats for a sin-offering; and a calf and a lamb, 

oth of the first year, without blemish, for a burnt-offering: also 
a bullock and a ram for peace-offérings, to sacrifice before the 
LORD; and a meat-offering mingled with oil: for to-day the 
LORD will appear unto you. And they brought that which 
Moses commanaed before the fabernacle of the congregation : 
and all the congregation drew near and stood before the LORD. 
And Moses said, This is the thing which the LORD commanded 
that ye should do: and the glory of the LORD shall appear unto 
you. And Moses said unto Aaron, Go unto the altar, and offer ' 
thy sin-offering, and thy burnt-offering, and make an atonement 
for pared. 3° for the people: and ofier the offering of the peo- 
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ple, and make an atonement for them; as the LORD com- 
manded. 

Aaron therefore went unto the altar, and slew the calf of the 
sin-offering, which was for himself. And the sons of Aaron 
brought the blood unto him: and he dipped his finger in the 
blood, and put 2¢ upon the horns of the altar, and poured out the 
blood at the bottom of the altar: but the fat, and the kidneys, and 
the caul above the liver of the sin-offering, he burnt upon the 
altar; as the LORD commanded Moses. And the flesh and the 
hide he burnt with fire without the camp. And he slew the 
burnt-offering ; and Aaron’s sons presented unto him the blood, 
which he sprinkled round about upon the altar. And they pre- 
sented the burnt-offering unto him, with the pieces thereof, and 
the head: and he burnt them upon the altar. And he did wash 
the inwards and the legs, and burnt them upon the burnt-offering 
on the altar. ; 

And he brought the people’s offering, and took the goat, which 
was the sin-offering for the people, and slew it, and offered it for 
sim as the first. And he brought the burnt-offering, and offered 
it according to the manner. And he brought the meat-offering, 
and took an handful thereof, and burnt zt upon the altar, beside 
the burnt-sacrifice of the morning. He slew also the bullock 

_-and the ram for a sacrifice of peace-offerings, which was for the 
people: and Aaron’s sons presented unto him the blood, which 
he sprinkled upon the altar round about, and the fat of the bul- 
lock and of the ram, the rump, and that which covereth the in- 
wards, and the kidneys, and the caul above the liver: and they 
put the fat upon the breasts, and he burnt the fat upon the altar : 
and the breasts and the right shoulder Aaron waved for a wave- 
offering before the LORD; as Moses commanded, 

And Aaron lifted up his hand toward the people, and blessed 
them, and came down from offering of the sin-offering, and the 
burnt-offering, and peace-offerings. And Moses and Aaron went 
into the tabernacle of the congregation, and came out, and 
blessed the people; and the glory of the LORD appeared unto 
all the people. And there came a fire out from before the 
LORD, and consumed upon the altar the burnt-offering and the 
fat: which when all the people saw, they shouted, and fell on 
their faces.

Anp Nadab and Abihu, the sons of Aaron, took either of them1Q 


his censer, and put fire therein, and put incense thereon, and of- 
fered strange fire before the LORD, which he commanded them 
not. And there went out fire from the LORD, and devoured 
them, and they died before the LORD. Then Moses said unto 
Aaron, This is zt that the LORD spake, saying, I will be sancti- 
fied in them that come nigh me, and before all the people I will 
be glorified. And Aaron held his peace, 'And Moses called 
Mishael and Elzaphan, the sons of Uzziel the uncle of Aaron, 
and said unto them, Come near, carry your brethren from before 
the sanctuary out of the camp. So they went near, and carried 
them in their coats out of the camp; as Moses had cain And 
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Moses said unto Aaron, and unto Eleazar and unto Ithamar, his 
sons, Uncover not your heads, neither rend your clothes; lest 

e dic, and lest wrath come upon all the people: but let your 

rethren, the whole house of Israel, bewail the burning which 
the LORD hath kindled. And ye shall not go out from the door 7 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, lest ye die: for the anoint- 
ing oil of the LORD is upon you. And they did according to the 
word of Moses. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Aaron, saying, Do not drink wine 8,9 
nor strong drink, thou, nor thy sons with thee, when ye go into 
the tabernacle of the congregation, lest ye die: it shall be a 
statute for ever throughout your generations: and that ye may 10 
put difference between holy and unholy, and between unclean 
and clean; and that ye may teach the children of Israel all the 11 
statutes which the LORD hath spoken unto them by the hand 
of Moses. 

Anp Moses spake unto Aaron, and unto Eleazar and unto 12 
Ithamar, his sons that were left, T'ake the meat-offering that re-  ~ 
maineth of the offerings of the LORD made by fire, and eat it 
without leaven beside the altar: for it is most holy: and ye shall 13 
eat it in the holy place, because it 2s thy due, and thy sons’ due, 
of the sacrifices of the LORD made by fire: for sol am com- 
manded. And the wave-breast and heave-shoulder shall ye eat 14 
in a clean place; thou, and thy sons, and thy daughters with 
thee: for they be thy due, and thy sons’ due, which are given 
out of the sacrifices of peace-offerings of the children of Israel. 
The heave-shoulder and the wave-breast shall they bring with 15 
the offerings made by fire of the fat, to wave zt for a wave- 
offering before the LORD; and it shall be thine, and thy sons’ 
with thee, by a statute for ever ; as the LORD hath commanded. 

And Moses diligently sought the goat of the sin-offering, and, 16 
behold, it was burnt; and he was angry with Eleazar and Ttha- 
mar, the sons of Aaron which were left alive, saying, Wherefore 17 
have ye not eaten the sin-offering in the holy place, seeing it is 
most holy, and God hath given it you to bear the iniquity of the 
congregation, to make atonement for them before the LORD? 
Behold, the blood of it was not brought in within the holy place: 18 
ye should indeed have eaten it in the holy place, as I com- 
manded, And Aaron said unto Moses, Behold, this day have 19 
they offered their sin-offering and their burnt-offering before the 
LORD; and such things have befallen me: and if I had eaten 
the sin-offering to-day, should it have been accepted in the sight 
of the LORD? And when Moses heard that, he was content. 20 

AND the LORD spake unto Moses and to Aaron, saying untoLZ. 
them, ' Speak unto the children of Israel, saying, These are the 2 
beasts which ye shall eat among all the beasts that are on the 
earth. Whatsoever parteth the hoof, and is cloven-footed, and 3 
cheweth the cud, among the beasts, that shall ye eat. Never- 4 
theless these shall ye not eat of them that chew the cud, or of 
them that divide the hoof: as the Camel, because he cheweth 
the cud, ne divideth not the hoof; he zs unclean unto you. 
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And the coney, because he cheweth the cud, but divideth not 5 
the hoof; he 2s unclean unto you. And the hare, because he 6 
cheweth the cud, but divideth not the hoof; he zs unclean unto 
you. And theswine, though he divide the hoof, and be cloven- 7 
footed, yet he cheweth not the cud; he is unclean to you. Of 8 
their flesh shall ye not eat, and their carcass shall ye not touch; 
they are unclean to you. 

These shall ye eat of all that are in the waters: whatsoever 9 
hath fins and scales in the waters, in the seas, and in the rivers, 
them shall ye eat. And all that have not fins and scales in the 10 
‘seas, and in the rivers, of all that move in the waters, and of any 
living thing which 7s in the waters, they shall be an abomination 
unto you: they shall be even an abomination unto you; ye shall 11 
not eat of their flesh, but ye shall have their carcasses in abomi- 
nation. Whatsoever hath no fins nor scales in the waters, that 12 
shall be an abomination unto you. 

And these are they which ye shall have in abomination among 13 
the fowls: they shall not be eaten, they are an abomination; the 
eagle, and the ossifrage, and the ospray,'and the vulture, and 14 
the kite after his kind; 'every raven after his kind;'and the 15 
awl, and the night hawk, and the cuckow, and the hawk after his 
kind, ' and the little owl, and the cormorant, and the great owl, 17 
‘and the swan, and the pelican, and the gier eagle,'and.the 18 
stork, the heron after her kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 

All fowls that creep, going upon all four, shall be an abomina- 20 
tion unto you. Yet these may ye eat of every flying creeping 21 
thing that goeth upon all four, which have legs above their feet, 
to leap withal npon the earth; even these of them ye may eat; 22 

_the locust after his kind, and the bald locust after his kind, and 
the beetle after his kind, and the grasshopper after his kind. But 23 
all other flying creeping things, which have four feet, shall be 
an abomination unto you. And for these ye shall be unclean: 24 
whosoever toucheth the carcass of them shall be unclean_until 
the even. And whosoever beareth aught of the carcass of them 25 
shall wash his clothes, and be unclean until the even. The car- 26 
casses of every beast which divideth the hoof, and is not cloven- 
footed, nor cheweth the cud, are unclean unto you: every one 
that toucheth them shall be unclean. 

And whatsoever goeth upon his paws, among all manner of 27 
beasts that go on all four, those are unclean unto you: whoso 
toucheth their carcass shall be unclean until the even. And he 28 
that beareth the carcass of them shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even: they are unclean unto you. ; 

These also shall be unclean unto you among the creeping 29 
things that creep upon the earth; the weasel, and the mouse, 
and the tortoise after his kind, ' and the ferret, and the chameleon, 30 
and the lizard, and the snail, and the mole. These are unclean 31 
to you among all that creep; whosoever doth touch them, when 
they be dead, shall be unclean until the even. ' 

And upon whatsoever any of them, when they are dead, doth 32 
fall, it shall be unclean; whether it be any vessel of rai or 
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raiment, or skin, or sack, whatsoever vessel it be, wherein any 
work is done, it must be put into water, and it shall be unclean 
until the even; so it shall be cleansed. And every earthen 33 
vessel, whereinto any of them falleth, whatsoever is in it shall 

be unclean; and ye shall break it. Of all meat which may be 34 
eaten, that on which such water cometh shall be unclean: and 

all drink that may be drunk in every such vessel shall be un- 
clean. And every thing whereupon any part of their carcass 35 
falleth shall be unclean; whether it be oven, or ranges for pots, 
they shall be broken down: for they are unclean, and shall be 
unclean unto you. Nevertheless a fountain or pit, wherein there 36 
is plenty of water, shall be clean: but that which toucheth their 
carcass shall be unclean. And if any part of their carcass fall 37 
upon any sowing seed which is to be sown, it shail be clean. But 38 
if any water be put upon the seed, and any part of their carcass 
fall thereon, it shall be unclean unto you. 

And if any beast, of which ye may eat, die; he that toucheth 39 
the carcass thereof shall be unclean until the even. And he that 40 
eateth of the carcass of it shall wash his clothes, and be unclean 
until the even: he also that beareth the carcass of it shall wash 
his clothes, and be unclean until the even. 

And every creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth shall 41 
be an abomination; it shall not be eaten. Whatsoever goeth 42 
upon the belly, and whatsoever goeth upon all four, or whatso- 
ever hath more feet among all creeping things that creep upon 
the earth, them ye shall not eat; for they are an abomination. 
Ye shall not make yourselves abominable with any creeping 43 
thing that creepeth, neither shall ye make yourselves unclean 
with them, that ye should be defiled thereby. 

For I am the LORD your God: ye shall therefore sanctify 44 
yourselves, and ye shall be holy; for I am holy: neither shall 
ye defile yourselves with any manner of creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. For I am the LORD that brmgeth you 45 
up out of the land of Egypt, to be your God: ye shall therefore 
be holy, for Iam holy. This is the law of the beasts, and of 46 
the fowl, and of every living creature that moveth in the waters, 
and of every creature that creepeth upon the earth: tomake a 47 
difference between the unclean and the clean, and between the 
beast that may be eaten and the beast that may not be eaten. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto theh2 
children of Israel, saying, If a woman have conceived seed, and 
born a man-child; then she shall be unclean seven days; ac- 
cording to the days of the separation for her infirmity shall she be 
~ unclean. And in the eighth day the flesh of his foreskin shall be 3 

circumcised. And she shall then continue in the blood of her 4: 

purifying three-and-thirty days; she shall touch no hallowed 

thing, nor come into the sanctuary, until the days of her purifying 

be fulfilled, But ifshe bear a maid-child, then she shall be un- 5 

clean two weeks, as in her separation: and she shall continue in 

the blood of her purifying threescore and six days. And when 6 
_ the days Ee her purifying are fulfilled, for a son, or for a daughter, 
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she shall bring a lamb ef the first year for a burnt-offering, and a 
young pigeon, or a turtle-dove, for a sin-offering, unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, unto the priest: who shall 
offer it before the LORD, and make an atonement for her; and 
she shall be cleansed from the issue of her blood. This is 
the law for her that hath born a male or a female. And if she 
be not able to bring a lamb, then she shall bring two turtles, or 
two young pigeons; the oneforthe burnt-offering, and the other 
for a sin-offermg: and the priest shall make an atonement for 
her, and she shall be clean.

Awnp the LORD spake unto Moses and Aaron, saying, ' WhenZLS 


aman shall have in the skin of his flesh a rising, a scab, or bright 
spot, and it be in the skin of his flesh like the plague of leprosy ; 
then he shall be brought unto Aaron the priest, or unto one of 
his sons the priests: and the priest shall look on the plague in the 
’ skin of the flesh: and when the hair in the plague is turned white, 
and the plague in sight be deeper than the skin of his flesh, it is 
a plague of leprosy: and the priest shall look on him, and pro- 
nounce him unclean. If the bright spot Je white in the skin of 
his flesh, and in sight be not deeper than the skin, and the hair 
thereof be not turned white; then the priest shall shut up him 
that hath the plague seven days: and the priest shall look on 
him the seventh day: and, behold, if the plague in his sight be 
at a stay, and the plague spread not in the skin ; then the priest 
shall shut him up seven days more: and the priest shall look on 
him again the seventh day: and, behold, if the plague be some- 
what dark, and the plague spread not in the skin, the priest shall 
pronounce him clean: it 7s but a scab: and he shall wash ‘his 
clothes, and be clean. But if the scab spread much abroad in 
the skin, after that he hath been seen of the priest for his cleans- 
ing, he shall be seen of the priest again: and if the priest see 
that, behold, the scab spreadeth in the skin, then the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean: it is a leprosy. 

When the plague of leprosy is in a man, then he shall be 
brought unto the priest; 'and the priest shall see him: and, be- 
hold, 7f the rising de white in the skin, and it have turned the 
hair white, and there be quick raw flesh in the rising ; it 7s an 
old leprosy in the skin of his flesh, and the priest shall pronounce 
him unclean, and shall not shut him up: for he is unclean. 

And if a leprosy break out abroad in the skin, and the leprosy 
cover all the skin of him that hath the plague from his head even 
to his foot, wheresoever the priest loa a. then the priest shall 
consider: and, behold, if the leprosy have covered all his flesh, 
he shall pronounce him clean that hath the plague : it is all turned 
white: he zs clean. But when raw flesh appeareth in him, he 
shall be unclean. And the priest shall see the raw flesh, and 
pronounce him to be unclean: for the raw flesh is unclean: it 
2s a leprosy. Or if the raw flesh turn again, and be changed unto 
white, he shall come unto the priest; and the priest shall see 
him: and, behold, ¢f the plague be turned into white ; then the 
priest shall pronounce fm clean that hath the plague: . a clean. 
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The flesh also, in which, even in the skin 1ereof, was a boil, 18 
and is healed, 'and in the place of the boil there be a white rising, 19 
or a bright spot, white, and somewhat reddish, and it be showed 
to the priest; and if, when the priest seeth it, behold, it be in sight 20 
lower than the skin, and the hair, thereof be turtred white; the 

riest shall pronounce him unclean: it 7s a plague of leprosy 
facies out of the boil. But if the priest look on it, and, behold, 21 
there be no white hairs therein, and if it be not lower than the 
skin, ‘but be somewhat dark; then the priest shall shut him up 
seven days: and if it spread much abroad in the skin, then the 22 
priest shall pronounce him unclean: it is a plague. But if the 23 
bright spot stay in his place, and spread not, it is a burning boil ; 
and the priest shall pronounce him clean. 

Or if there be any flesh, in the skin whereof there is a hot 24 
burning, and the quick flesh that bu e a white bright 
spot, somewhat reddish, or white ; then est shall look upon 25 
it: and, behold, if the hair in the bright spot be turned white, — - 
and it be in sight deeper than the skin; it is a leprosy broken out 
of the burning: wherefore the priest shall pronounce him un- 
clean: it is the plague of leprosy. But if the priest look on it, 26 
and, behold, there be no white hair in the bright spot, and it be 
no lower than the other skin, but de somewhat dark; then the 










. priest shall shut him up seven days: and the priest shall look 27 


upon him the seventh day: and if it be spread much abroad in 
the skin, then the priest shall pronounce him unclean; it is the | 
plague of leprosy. And if the bright spot stay in his place, and 28 
spread not in the skin, but it be somewhat dark; it is a rising of 
the burning, and the priest shall pronounce him ctean: for it zs 
an inflammation of the burning. J 

If a man or woman have a plague upon the head or the beard; 29 
! then the priest shall see the plague: and, behold, if it de in sight 30 
deeper than the skin; and there be in it a yellow thin hair; then 
the priest shall pronounce him unclean: it is a dry scall, even a 
leprosy upon the head or beard. And if the priest look on the 31 
plague of the scall, and, behold, it 6e not in sight deeper than the 
skin, and that there is no black héfr in it; then the priest shall 
shut up him that hath the plagué of the scall seven days: and in 32 
the seventh day the priest shall look on the plague: and, behold, 
if the scall spread not, and there be in it no yellow hair, and the 
scall be not in een deeper than the skin; he shall be shaven, 33 
put the scall shall he not shave; and the priest shall shut up him 
that hath the scall seven days more: and in the seventh day the 34 
priest shall look on the scaill: and, behold, if the scall be not 
spread in the skin, nor 6e in sight deeper than the skin; then the 
priest shall pronounce him clean: and he shall wash his clothes, 
and be clean. But if the scall spread much in the skin after his 35 
cleansing; ' then the priest shall look on him: and, behold, if 36 
the scall be spread in the skin, the priest shall not seek for yel- : 
low hair; he is unclean. But if the scall be in his sight at a 37 
stay, and that there is black hair grown up therein; the scall is 
healed, he rr élean: and the priest shall pronounce him clean. 
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Ifa man also or a-woman have in the skin of their flesh bright 38 
Spots, even white bright spots; 'then the priest shall look: and, 39 
behold, if the bright spots in the skin of their flesh 6e darkish 
white; its a freckled spot that groweth in the skin; he is clean. 

And the man whose hair is fallen off his kead, he zs bald; 40 
yet ts he clean. And he that hath his hair fallen off from 41 
the part of his head toward his face, he is forehead bald : 
yet is he clean. And if there be in the bald head, or bald fore- 42 
head, a white reddish sore; it is a leprosy sprung up in his bald 
head, or his bald forehead. Then the priest shall look upon it: 43 
and, behold, #f the rising of the sore de white reddish in his bald 
head, or in his bald forehead, as the leprosy appeareth in the skin 
of the flesh; 'he isa leprous man, he zs unclean: the priest shall 44 
pronounce him utterly unclean ; his plague is in his head. 

And the leper in whom the plague is, his clothes shall be rent, 45 
and his head bare, and he shall put a covering upon his upper 
lip, and shall cry, Unclean, unclean. All the days wherein the 46 
plague shall be in him he sha!l be defiled; he is unclean: he 
shall dwell alone; without the camp shall his habitation be. 

‘The garment also that the plague of leprosy is in, whether it be 4'7 
a woollen garment, or a linen garment; whether it be in the warp, 48 
or woof; of linen, or of woollen; whether in a skin, or in an 
thing made of skin; and if the plague be greenish or reddish in 49 
the garment, or in the skin, either in the warp, or in the woof, or 
in any thing of skin ; it isa plague of leprosy, and shall be showed 
unto the: priest: and the priest shall look upon the plague, and 50 
shut up z that haih the plague seven days: and he shall look on 51 
the plague.on the seventh day: if the plague be spread in the 
garment, either in the warp, or in the woof, or in a skin, or in 
any work that is made of skin; the plague is a fretting leprosy ; 
ites unclean. He shall therefore burn that garment, whether 52 
Warp or woof, in woollen or in linen, or any thing of skin, 
wherein the plague is: for it is a fretting leprosy; it shall be 
burnt in the fire. And if the priest shall look, and, behold, the 53 

plague be ‘not spread in the garment, either in the warp, or in 
the woof, or in any thing of skim}; then the priest shall command 54 
that they wash the thing wherein the plague 7s, and he shall shut 
it up:seven days more: and the priest shall look on the plague, 55 
after that it is washed: and, behold, 7f the plague have not 
changed. his color, and the plague he not spread; it is unclean; 
thou shalt burn it in the fire ; it is fret inward ; whether it be bare 
within or without. And if the priest look, and, behold, the 56 
* plague de somewhat dark after the washing of it; then he shall 
rend _it out of the garment, or out of the skin, or out of the warp, 
or out of the woof: and ifit appear still in the garment, either in 57 
the warp, or in the woof, or in any thing of skin; it is a spread- 
sing plague: thou shalt burn that’ wherein the plague is with 
fire. And the garment, either warp, or woof, or whatsoever thing 58 
of skin zt be, which thou shalt wash, if the plague be departed 
»from them, then it shall be washed the second time, and shall be. 
clean, ‘This 2s the law of the pegue of leprosy ‘in a a 69 
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woollen or linen, either in the warp, or woof, or any thing of 
skins, to pronounce it clean, or to pronounce it unclean. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, ' This shall be theL@ 
Jaw of the leper in the day of his cleansing: he shall be brought 
unto the priest: and the priest shall go forth out of the camp; 3 
and the priest shall look, and, behold, if the plague of leprosy 
be healed in the leper; then shall the priest command to take 4 
for him that is to be cleansed two birds alive and clean, and cedar 

"wood, and scarlet, and hyssop: and the priest shall command 5 
that one of the birds be killed in an earthen vessel over running 
water: as for the living bird, he shall take it, and the cedar 6 
wood, and the scarlet, and the hyssop, and shall dip them and 
the living bird in the blood of the bird that was killed over the 
running water: and he shall sprinkle upon him that is to be 
cleansed from the leprosy seven times, and shall pronounce him 
clean, and shall let the living bird loose into the open field. And & 
he that is to be cleansed shall wash his clothes, and shave off all 
his hair, and wash himself in water, that he may be clean: and 
after that he shall come into the camp, and shall tarry abroad 
out of his tent seven days. But it shall be on the seventh day, 9 
that he shall shave all his hair off his head and his beard and his 
eyebrows, even all his hair he shall shave off and he shall wash 
his clothes, also he shall wash his flesh in water, and he shall be 
clean. And on the eighth day he shall take two he-lambs with- 10 
out blemish, and one ewe-lamb of the first year without blemish, 
and three tenth-deals of fine flour for a meat-offering, mingled 
with oil, and one log of oil. And the priest that maketh hum 11 
clean shall present the man that is to be made clean, and those 
things, before the LORD, at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and the priest shall take one he-lamb, and offer 12 
him for a trespass-offering, and the log of oil, and wave them for 
a wave-offering before the LORD: and he shall slay the lamb in 13 
the place where he shall kill the sin-offering and the burnt- 
offering, in the holy place’: for as the burnt-offering is the 
priest’s, so is the trespass-offering: it 7s most holy: 'and the 14 
priest shall take some of the blood of the trespass-offering, and the 
priest shall put i upon the tip of the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of his right hand, and upon the 

eat toe of his right foot: and the priest shall take some of the 15 

og of oil, and pour zt into the palm of his own left hand: and 16 
the priest shall dip his right finger in the oil that is in his left 
hand, and shall sprinkle of the oil with his finger seven times 
before the LORD; and of the rest of the oil that is in his hand 17 
shall the priest put upon the tip of the right ear of him that is to 
be cleansed, and upon the thumb of his right hand, and upon 
the great toe of his right foot, upon the blood of the trespass- 
offering: and the remnant of the oil that 7s in the priest’s hand 18 
he shall pour upon the head of him that is to be cleansed: and 
the priest shall make an atonement for him before the LORD. 
And the priest shall offer the sin-offering, and make an atone- 19 
ment for him that is to be cleansed from his uncleanness; and 
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afterward he shall kill the burnt-offering: and the priest shall 20 
offer the burnt-offermg and the meat-offering upon the altar: 
ene the priest shall make an atonement for him, and he shall be 
clean. 

And if he 6e poor, and cannot get so much; then hé shall take 21 
one lamb for a trespass-offering to be waved, to make an atone- 
ment for him, and one tenth-deal of fine flour mingled with oil 
for a meat-offering, and a log of oil; and two turtle-doves, or 22 
two young pigeons, such as he is able to get; and the one shall 
be a sin-offering, and the other a burnt-offering. And he shall 23 
bring them on the eighth day for his cleansing unto the priest, 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, before the 
LORD. And the priest shall take the lamb of the trespass-offering, 24 
and the log of oil, and the priest shall wave them for a wave- 
offering before the LORD: and he shall kill the lamb of the tres- 25 
pass-offering, and the priest shall take some of the blood of the 
trespass-offering, and put it upon the tip of the right ear of hin 
that is to be cleansed, and upon the thumb of his right hand, and 
upon the great toe of his right foot: and the priest shall pour of 26 
the oil into the palm of his own left hand: and the priest shall 27 
sprinkle with his right finger some of the oil that 7s in his left 
hand seven times before the LORD: and the priest shall put of 28 
the oil that zs in his hand upon the tip of the right ear of him 
that is to be cleansed, and upon the thumb of his right hand, and 
upon the great toe of his right foot, upon the place of the blood 
of the trespass-offering: and the rest of the oil that is in the 29 
priest’s hand he shall put upon the head of him that is to be 
cleansed, to make an atonement for him before the LORD. And 30 
he shall offer the one of the turtle-doves, or of the young pigeons, 
such as he can get; even such as he is able to get, the one for a 31 
sin-offering, and the other for a burnt-offering, with- the meat- 
offering: and the priest shall make an atonement for him that is 
to be cleansed before the LORD. This is the law of him in whom 32 
is the plague of leprosy, whose hand is not able to get that which 

rtaineth to his cleansing. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 33 
When ye be come into the land of Canaan, which I give to you 34 
for a possession, and I put the plague of leprosy in a house of 
the land of your possession ; and he that owneth the house shall 35 
come and tell the priest, saying, It seemeth to me there is as it 
were a plague in the house: then the priest shall command that 36 
they empty the house, before the priest go into tt to sce the plague, 
that al] that 7s in the house be not made unclean: and afterward 
the priest shall go in to see the house: and he shall look on the 37 
plague, and behold, 7f the plague be in the walls of the house 
with hollow streaks, greenish or reddish, which in sight are lower 
than the wall; then the priest shall go out of the house to the 38 
door of the house, and shut up the house seven days; and the 39 
priest shall come again the seventh day, and shall look: and, 
behold, if the plague be spread in the wulls of the house; then 40 
the priest shall command that they take away the stones by 2 a 
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the plague zs, and they shall cast them into an unclean place 
without the city: and he shall cause the house to be scraped 41 
within round about, and they shall pour out the dust that they 
scrape off without the city into an unclean place: and they shall 42 
take other stones, and put hem in the place of those stones ; and 

he shall take other mortar, and shall plaster the house. And if 43 
the plague come again, and break out.in the honse, afier that he 
hath taken away the stones, and after he hath seraped the house, 
and after it is plastered; then the priest shall come and leok, 44 
and, behold, 7f the plague be spread in the house, it is a fretting 
leprosy in the house: it 2s unclean. And he shall break down 45 
the house, the stones of it, and the timber thereof, and all the 
‘mortar of the house; and he shall carry them forth out of the 
city into an. unclean place. Moreover he that goeth inte the 46 
hoase all the while that it is shut up shall be unclean until the 
even. And he that liethin the house shall wash his clothes; 47 
and he that eateth in the house shall wash his clothes. And if 48 
the priest shall come in, and look wpon zt, and, behold, the plague 
hath not spread in the house, after the house was plastered : 
then the priest shall pronounce the house clean, because the 
plague is healed: And he shall take to cleanse the house two 49 
birds, and cedar wood, and scarlet,-and hyssop: and he shall kill 50 
the one of the birds in an earthern vessel Over running water: 
and he shall take the cedar wood, and the hyssop, and the searlet, 51 
and the living bird, and dip them in the blood of the slain bird, 
and in the running water, and sprinkle the house seven times: 
and he shall cleanse the house with the blood of the bird, and 52 
with the running water, and with the living bird, and with the 
cedar wood, and with the hyssop, and with the scarlet: but he 53 
shall let go the living bird out of the city into the open fields, 
and make an atonement for the house: and it shall be clean. 

This is the law for all manner of plague of leprosy, and 54 
scall,'and for the leprosy of a garment, and of a house, !and 55 
for a rising, and for a scab; and for a bright spot: to teach when 57 
it is unclean, and when 2 2s clean: this is the law of leprosy. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses and to Aaron, saying, 'Speaki.5 
unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, When any man 
hath a running issue out of his flesh, because of his issue he is 
unclean. And this shall be his uncleanness in his issue: whether 3 
his flesh run with his issue, or his flesh be stopped from his issve, 
itis his uncleanness. Every bed, whereon he lieth that hath 4 
the issue, is unclean: and every thing, whereon he sitteth, shail 
be unclean. And whosoever toucheih his bed shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, and be unclean until the 
even. And he that sitteth on any thing whereon he sat that 
hath the issue shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and be unclean until the even. And he that toucheth the flesh 
of him that hath the issue shall wash his clothes, and bathe him- 
self in water, and be unclean until the even. And if he that 
hath the issue spit upon, him that is clean; then he shall wash 
his qlonhig gs bathe himself in water, and be unclean until the 
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even. And what saddle soever he rideth upon that hath the 9 
issue shall be unclean. And whosoever toucheth any thing 10 
that was under him shall be unclean until the eyen: and he 
that beareth any of those things shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean until the even. And whomso- 1] 
ever he toucheth that hath the issue, and hath not rinsed his 
hands in water, he shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until fhe even. And the vessel of earth, 12 
that he toucheth which hath the issue, shall be broken: and 
every vessel of wood shall be rinsed in water. And when he that 13 
hath an issue is cleansed of his issue ; then he shall number to 
himself seven days for his cleansing, and wash his clothes, and 
bathe his flesh in running water, and shall be clean. And on 14 
the eighth day he shall take to him two turtle-doves, or two 
young pigeons, and come before the LORD unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and give them unto the priest: 
and the priest shall offer them, the one for a sin-offering, and the 15 
other for a burnt-offering ; and the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him before the LORD for his issue. And if any man’s 16 
seed of copulation go out from him, then he shall wash all his 
flesh in water, and be unclean until the even, '!and every gar- 17 
ment, and every skin, whereon is the seed of copulation, shall be 
washed with water, and be unclean until the even. The woman 18 
also with whom man shall lie with seed of copulation, they shall 
boih bathe themselves in water, and be unclean until the even. 

And if a woman have an issue, and her issue in her flesh be 19 
blood, she shall be put apart seven days: and whosoever touch- 
eth her shall be unclean until the even. And every thing that 20 
she lieth upon in her separation shall be unclean: every thing 
also that she sitteth upon shall be unclean. And whosoever 21 
toucheth her bed shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the even. And whosoever toucheth 22 
any thing that she sat upon shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean until the even. And if it de 23 
on ker ded, or on any thing whereon she silteth, when he toucheth 
it, he shall be unclean until the even. And if any man lie with 24 
her at all, and her flowers be upon him, he shall be unclean 
seven days; and all the bed whereon he lieth shall be unclean. 
And if a woman have an issue of her blood many days out of the 25 
time of her separation, or if it run beyond the time of her separa- 
tion; all the days of the issue of her uncleanness shall be as the 
days of her separation: she shall be unclean. Every bed whereon 26 
she lieth all the days of her issue shall be unto her as the bed of 
her separation: and whatsoever she sitteth upon shall be unclean, 
as the uncleanness of her separation. And whosoever toucheth 27 
those things shall be unclean, and shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe himself in water, and be unclean until the even. But if 28 
she be cleansed of her issue, then she shall number to herself 
seven days, and after that she shall be clean. And on the eighth 29 
day she shall take unto her two turtles, or two young pigeons, ~ 
and bring them unto the priest, N rig door of the ie of 
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the congregation. And the priest. shall offer the one forasin- 30 
offering, and the other for a burnt-offering ; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for her before the LORD for the issue of her 
uncleanness. 

Thus shall ye separate the children of Israel from their un- 31 
cleanness; that they die not in their uncleanness, when. they 
defile my tabernacle that 1s among them, This is the law of 32 
him that hath an issue, and of him whose seed goeth from him, 
and is defiled therewith; and of her that is sick of her flowers, 33 
and of him that hath an issue, of the man, and of the woman, 
and of him that lieth with her that is unclean. ; 

AND the LORD spake unto Moses after the death of the twoh.6 
sons of Aaron, when they offered before the LORD, and died; 
‘and the LORD said unto Moses, Speak unto Aaron thy brother, 2 
that he come not at all times into the holy place within the vail 
before the mercy-seat, which is upon the ark; that he die not: 
for I will appear in the cloud upon the mercy-seat. Thus shall 
‘Aaron come into the holy place: with a young bullock for a sin- 
offering, and a ram fora burnt-offering. He shall put on the. 4 
holy linen coat, and he shall have the linen breeches upon his 
flesh, and shall be girded with a linen girdle, and with the linen 
mitre shall he be attired: these are holy garments; therefore 
shall he wash his flesh in water, and so put them on. And he 
shall take of the congregation of the children of Israel two kids 
of the goats for a sin-offering, and one ram for a burntoffering. 
And Aaron shall offer his bullock of the sin-offering, which is 
for himself, and make an atonement for himself, and for his house. 
And he shall take the two goats, and present them before the 
LORD ut the door of the tabernacle of the congregation. And 
Aaron shall cast lots upon the two goats; one lot for the LORD, 
and the other Jot for the scape-goat. And Aaron shall bring the 
goat upon which the LORD’S lot fell, and offer him for a sin-of 
fering. But the goat, on which the lot fell to be the scape-goat, 10 
shall be presented alive before the LORD, to make an atone- 
ment with him, and to let him go for a scape-goat into the wil- 
derness. 

And Aaron shall bring the bullock of the sin-offering, which 11 
is for himself, and shall make an atonement for himself, and for 
his house, and shall kill the bullock of the sin-offering which 7s 
for himself: and he shall take a censer full of burning coals of 12 
fire from off the altar before the LORD, and his hands full of 
sweet incense beaten small, and bring 7 within the vail: and 13 
he shall put the incense upon the fire before the LORD, that the 
cloud of the incense may cover the mercy-seat that is upon the 
testimony, that he die not: and he shall take of the blood of the 14 
bullock, and sprinkle 2¢ with his finger upon the mercy-seat east- 
ward ; and before the mercy-seat shall he sprinkle of the blood 
with his finger seven times. Then shall he kill the goat of the 15 
sin-offering, that ts for the people, and bring his blood within the 
vail, and do with that blood as he did with the blood.of the bul- 
lock, aad eee it upon the mercy-seat, and before the mercy- 
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seat: and he shall make an atonement for the holy place, because. 16 
of the ancleanness of the children of Israel, and because of their 
transgressions in all their sins: and so shall he do for the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, that remaineth among them in the 
midst of their uncleanness. And there shall be no man in the 17 
tabernacle of the congregation when he goeth in to make an 
atonement in the holy place, until he:come out; and have made 

an atonement for himself, and for his household, and for all the 
congregation of Israel. And he shall go out unto the altar that 18 
is before the LORD, and make an atonement for it; and shall 
take of the blood of the bullock, and of the blood of the goat, 
and put 2¢ upon the horns of the altar round about. And he shall 19 
sprinkle of the blood upon it with his finger seven times, and 
cleanse it, and hallow it from the uncleanness of the children 
of Israel. 

And when he hath made an end of reconciling the holy place, 20 
and the tabernacle of the congregation, and the altar, he shall 
bring the live goat: and Aaron shall lay both his hands upon the 21 
head of the live goat, and confess over him all the iniquities of 
the children of Israel, and all their transgressions in all their 
sins, putting them upon the head of the goat, and shall send jim 
away by the hand of a fit man into the wilderness: and the goat 22 
shall bear upon him all their iniquities unto a land not inhabited : 
and he shall let go the goat in the wilderness. 

And Aaron shall come into the tabernacle of the congregation, 23 
and shall put off the linen garments, which he put on when he 
vent into the holy place, and shall leave them there: and he 24 
shall wash his flesh with water in the holy place, and put on his 
garments, and come forth, and offer his burnt-offering, and the 
barnt-offering of the people, and make an atonement for himself, 
and for the people. And the fat of the sin-offering shall he burn 25 
upon the altar. 

And he that let go the goat for the scape-goat shall wash his 26 
clothes, and bathe his flesh in water, and afterward come into 
the camp. , 

And the bullock for the sin-offering, and the goat for the sin- 27 
offering, whose blood was brought in tomake atonement in the 
holy place, shall one carry forth without the camp; and they 
shall burn in the fire their skins, and their flesh, and their dung. 
And he that burneth them shall wash his elothes, and bathe his 28 
flesh in water, and afterward he shall come into the camp. 

’ And this shall be a statute for ever unto you; that in the 29 
seventh month, on the tenth day of the month, ye shall afflict 
your souls, and do no work at all, whether it be one of your own 
country, or a ‘stranger that sojourneth among you: for on that 30 
day shall the priest make an atonement for you, to cleanse you, 
that ye may be clean from all your sins before the LORD, It 31 
shall be a sabbath of rest unto you, and ye shall afflict your souls, 
bya statute for ever. And the priest, whom he shall anoint, 32 
and whom he shall consecrate to minister in the priést’s office in. 
‘his father’s stead, shall make the atonement, and ar, onthe 
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linen clothes, even the holy garments: and he shall make an 33 
atonement for the holy sanctuary, and he shall make an atone- 
ment for the tabernacle of the congregation, and for the altar, 
and he shall make an atonement for the priests, and for all the 
people of the congregation. And this shall be an everlasting 34 
statute unto you, to make an atonement for the children of Israel 

for all their sins once a year. And he did as the LORD com- 
manded Moses. 

AND the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto Aaron,L7 
and unto his sons, and unto all the children of Israel, and sa 
unto them: This zs the thing which the LORD hath commanded, 
saying, What man soever there be of the house of Israel, that 3 
killeth an ox, or lamb, or goat, in the camp, or that killeth 2t out 
of the camp, and bringeth it not unto the door of the tabernacle 4 
of the congregation, to offer an offering unto the LORD before 
the tabernacle of the LORD; blood shall be imputed unto that 
man; he hath shed blood; and that man shall be cut off from 
among his people: to the end that the children of Israel may 5 
bring their sacrifices, which they offer in the open field, even 
that they may bring them unto the LORD, unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, unto the priest, and offer them 
for peace-offerings unto the LORD. And the priest shall sprinkle 6 
the blood upon the altar of the LORD at the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, and burn the fat for a sweet savor 
unto the LORD. And they shall no more offer their sacrifices 7 
unto devils, after whom they have gone a whoring. This shall 
bea statute for ever unto them throughout their generations. 
And thou shalt say unto them, Whatsoever man there be of the 8 
house of Israel, or of the strangers which sojourn among you, 
that offereth a burnt-offering or sacrifice, and bringeth it not unto 9 
the door of the tabernacle of the congregation to offer it unto 
the LORD; even that man shall be cut off from among his 

eople. 

And whatsoever man there be of the house of Israel, or of the 10 
strangers that sojourn among you, that eateth any manner of 
blood ; I will even set my face against that soul that eateth blood, 
and will cut him off from among his people. For the life of the 11 
flesh is in the blood; and I have given it to you upon the altar 
to make an atonement for your souls: for it is the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the soul. Therefore I said unto the 12 
children of Israel, No soul of you shall eat blood, neither shall 
any stranger that sojourneth among you eat blood. And what- 13 
soever man there be of the children of Israel, or of the strangers 
that sojourn among you, which hunteth and catcheth any beast 
or fowl that may be eaten; he shall even pour out the blood 
thereof, and cover it with dust. For it zs the life of all flesh; the 14 
blood of it is for the life thereof: therefore I said unto the chil- 
dren of Israel, Ye shall eat the blood of no manner of flesh: for 
the life of all flesh is the blood thereof: whosoever eateth it 
shall be cut off “ 

And ee soul that eateth that which died of itself, or that 15

which ‘was torn with beasts, whether it be one of your own 
country, or a stranger, he shall both wash his clothes, and bathe 
iimselfin water, and be unclean until-the even: then shall he 

be clean. Butif he wash them not, nor bathe his flesh, then he 16 
shall bear his iniquity. - 

AND the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto theZ.S 
children of Israel, and say unto them, I am the LORD your 
God. After the doings of the land of Egypt, wherein ye dwelt, 
shall ye not do: and afier the doings of the land of Canaan, , 
whither I bring you, shall ye not do: neither shall ye walk, in 
their ordinances. Ye shall do my judgments, and keep mine or-) 4 
dinances, to walk therein: I am the LORD your God. Ye shall,..5 
therefore keep my statutes, and my judgments; which if aman 
do, he shall live in them: I am the LORD. 

None of you shall approach to any that is near of kin to him, 6 
to uncover their nakedness: Lam the LORD. ‘The nakedness... / 
of thy father, or the nakedness of thy mother, shalt thou not 
uncover; she 7s thy mother; thou shalt not uncover her naked- 
ness. The nakedness of thy father’s wife shalt thou not un-. 8 
cover: it is thy father’s nakedness. The nakedness of thy sister, 9 
the daughter of thy father, or daughter of thy mother; whether 
she be born at home; or born abroad, even their nakedness thou 
shalt not uncover. The nakedness of thy son’s daughter, or of 10 
thy daughter's daughter, even their nakedness thou shalt) not 
uncover: for their's is thine own nakedness. The nakedness of 11 
thy father’s wife's daughter, begotten of thy father, she is thy 
sister, thou shalt not uncover her nakedness. Thou shalt not 12 
uncover the nakedness of thy father’s sister: she is thy father’s 
near kinswoman, Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of 13 
thy mother's sister: for she is thy mother’s near kinswoman. 
Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy father's brother, 14 
thon shalt not approach to his wife: she is thine aunt. Thou 15 
shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy daughter-in-law: she is 
thy son’s wife: thou shalt not uncover her. nakedness. Thou.16 
shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy brother’s wife: it is thy 
brother’s nakedness. ‘Thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of 17 
a woman and her daughter, neither shalt thou take her son’s 
danghter, or her daughter's daughter, to uncover her nakedness; 
Sor they are her near kinswomen: it is wickedness. . Neither 18 
shalt thou take a wife to her sister, to vex her, to uncover her 
nakedness, beside the other in her life time. 

Also thou shalt not approach unto a woman to uncoyer her 19 
nakedness, as long as she is put apart for her uncleanness. More- 20 
over thou shalt not lie carnally with thy neighbor’s wife, to de- 
file thyself with her. And thou shalt not let any of thy seed 21 
pass through the fire to Molech, neither shalt thou profane: the 
name of thy God: Iam the LORD. Thou shalt not lie with 22 
mankind, as with womankind : it 7s abomination. Neither shalt 23 
thou lie with any beast to defile thyself therewith: neither shall ~ 
any woman siand before a beast to lie down thereto: it is con-. 
fusion. ! 
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Defile not ye yourselves in any of these Songs for in all 24 
these the nations are defiled which I cast out before you: and 25 
the land is defiled: therefore I do visit the iniquity thereof upon 

it, and the land itself vomiteth out her inhabitants. Ye shall 26 
therefore keep my statutes and my judgments, and shall not 
commit any of these abominations ; neither any of your own 
nation, nor arly stranger that sojourneth among you: (for all these 27 
abominations have the men of the land done, which were before 
you, and the land is defiled ;) that the land:spew not you out 28 
also, when ye defiled it, as it spewed out the nations that were 
before you. For whosoever shall commit any of these abomina- 29 
tions, even the souls that commit them shall be cut off from 
among their people. Therefore shall ye keep mine ordinance, 30 
that ye commit not any one of these abominable customs, which 
were committed before you, and that ye defile not yourselves 
therein: I am the LORD your God. 

AND the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto allL9 
the congregation of the children of Israel, and say unto them, 
Ye shall be holy: for 1 the LORD your God am holy. Ye shall 
fear every man his mother and his father, and keep my sabbaths: 
I am the LORD your God. Turn ye not unto idols, nor make to 
yourselves molten gods: I am the LORD your God. 

And if he offer a sacrifice of peace-offerings unto the LORD, 
ye shall offer it at your own will. It shall*be eaten the same day 
ye offer it, and on the morrow: and if aught remain until the 
third day, it shall be burnt in the fire. « And if it be eaten at all 
on the third day, it is abominable; it shall not be accepted. 
Therefore every one that eateth it shall bear his iniquity, ‘because 
he hath profaned the hallowed thing of the LORD: and that 
soul shall be cut off from among his people. 

And when ye reap the harvest of your land, thou shalt not 9 
wholly reap the comers of thy field, neither shalt thou gather 
the gleanings of thy harvest. And thou shalt not glean thy vine- 10 
yard ; neither shalt thou gather every grape of thy Sievert ; thou 
shalt leave them for the poor and stranger; [ am the LORD 
your God. 

Ye shall not steal, neither deal falsely, neither lie one to 11 
another. And ye shall not swear by my name falsely, neither 12 
shalt thou profane the name of thy God : Lam the LORD. Thou 13 
shalt not defraud thy neighbor, neither rob him: the wages of 
him that is hired shall not abide with thee all night until the 
morning. Thou shalt not curse the deaf, nor put a stumbling- 14 
block before the blind, but shalt fear thy God: I am the LORD. 
Ye shall do no unrighteousness in judgment: thou shalt not 15 
respect the person of the poor, nor honor the person of the mighty: 
but in righteousness shalt thou judge thy neighbor. ‘Thou shalt 16 
not go up and down as a talebearer among thy people: neither 
shalt thou stand against the blood of thy neighbor: I am the 
LORD. ‘Thou shalt not hate thy brother in thine heart: thou 17 
shalt in any wise rebuke thy neighbor, and not suffer sin upon 
him. a shalt not avenge, norbear any grudge against the 18 
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children of thy people, but thou shalt love thy neichbor as thy- 
self: Iam the LORD. ae Z 

Ye shall keep my statutes. Thou shali not let thy cattle gender 19 
with a diverse kind: thou shalt not sow thy field -with mingled 
seed: neither shall a garment mingled of linen and woollen 
come upon thee. And whosoever lieth carnally with a woman, 20 
that is a bondmaid, betrothed to an husband, and not at all-re- 
deemed, nor freedom given her; she shall be scourged: the 
shall not be put to death, because she was not free. And he 21 
shall bring his trespass-offering unto the LORD, unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, even a ram for a trespass- 
offering. And the priest shall make an atonement for him with 22 
the ram of the trespass-offering before the LORD, for his sin 
which he hath done: and the sin which he hath done shall be 
forgiven him. 

And when ye shall come into the land, and shall have planted 23 
all manner of trees for food, then ye shall count the fruit thereof 
as uncircumcised: three years shall it be as uncircumcised unto 
you: it shall not be eaten of. But in the fourth year all the fruit 24 
thereof shall be holy to praise the LORD withal. And in the fifth 25 
vear shall ye eat of the fruit thereof, that it may yield unto you 
the increase thereof: I am the LORD your God. 

Ye shall not eat any thing with the blood: neither shall ye 26 
use enchantment, nor observe times. Ye shall not round the 27 
corners of your heads, neither shalt thou mar the corners of thy 
beard. Ye shall not make any cuttings in your flesh for the 28 
dead, nor print any marks upon you: I am the LORD. Do not 29 

rostitute thy daughter, to cause her to be a whore; lest the 
and fall to whoredom, and the land become full of wickedness. 
Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and reverence my sanctuary: I am 30 
the LORD. Regard not them that have familiar spirits, neither 31 
seck afier wizards, to be defiled by them: I am the LORD your 
God. 

Thou shalt rise up before the hoary head, and honor the face 32 
of ihe old man, and fear thy God: Tam the LORD. And if a 33 
stranger sojourn with thee in you land, ye shall not vex him. 
But the stranger that dwelleth with you shall be unto you as 34 
one born among you, and thou shalt love him as thyself; for ye 
were strangers in the land of Egypt: I am the LORD your God. 

Ye shall do no unrighteousness in judgment, in meie-yard, in 35 
weight, or in measure. Just balances, just weights, a just ephah, 36 
and a just hin, shall ye have: I am the LORD your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt. Therefore shall ye ob- 37 
serve all my statutes, and all my judgmenis, and do them: I am 
the LORD. d 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, '! Again, thou shalt20 
say to the children of Israel, Whosoever he be of the children of 
Israel, or of the strangers that sojourn in Israel, that giveth any 

‘of his seed unto Molech; he shall surely be put to death: the 
* people of the land shall stone him with stones. And I will set 3 
ny face against that man, and will cut him off from pepe his. - 
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people ; because he hath given of his seed unto Molech, to defile 
my sanctuary, and to profane my holy name.. And if the people 
of the land do any ways hide their eyes from the man, when he 
giveth of his seed unto Molech, and kill him not: then I will 
set my face against that man, and against his family, and will 
cut him. off, and all that go a whoring after him, to commit 
whoredom with Molech, from among their people. And the soul 
that turneth after such as have familiar spirits, and afier wizards, 
to go a whoring after them, I will even set my face against that 
soul, and will cut him off from among his people. Sanctify your: 
selves therefore, and be ye holy: for I am the LORD your God. 
And ye shall keep my statutes, and do them: Iam the LORD 
which sanctify you. 

For every one that curseth his father or his mother shall be 
surely put to death: he hath cursed his father or his mother}; his 
blood shail de upon him. And the man that committeth adultery 
with another man’s wife, even he that committeth adultery with 
his neighbor's wife, the adulterer and the adulteress shall surely 
be put to death, And the man that lieth with his father’s wile 
hath uncovered his father’s nakedness: both of them shall surely 
be put to death; their blood shall be upon them. And if a man 
lie with his daughter-in-law, both of them shall surely be put to 
death: they have wrought confusion ; their blood shall be upon 
them. Ifa man also lie with mankind, as he lieth with a woman, 
both of them have committed an abomination: they shall surely 
be put to death; their blood shall be wpon them. And if a man 
take a wife and her mother,it is wickedness: they shall be burnt 
with fire, both he and they; that there be no wickedness among 
you. And if-aman lie with a beast, he shall surely be put to 
death: and ye shall slay the beast. And if a woman approach 
unto any beast, and lie down thereto, thou shalt kill the woman, 
and the beast; they shall surely be put to death; their blood 
shall be wpon them, And if a man shall take his sister. his 
father’s daughter, or his mother’s daughter, and see her naked- 
Tess, and she see his nakedness; it isa wicked thing; and they 
shall be cut off in the sight of their people: he hath uncovered 
his:sister’s nakedness; he’shall bear his miquity. And if a man 
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shall lie with a woman having her sickness, and shall uncover ~ 


her nakedness; he hath discovered her fountain, and she hath 
tincoyered the fountain of her blood: and both of them shall be 
-eut off from among their people. And thou shalt not uncover 


the nakedness of thy mother’s sister, nor of thy father’s sister’:

for he uncovereth his near kin: they shall bear their iniquity. _ 


And if a man shall lie with his uncle’s wife, he hath uncovered

his uncle’s nakedness: they shall bear their sin; they shall die ~ 


childless. And ifa man shall take his brother's wife, it 7s an un- 
clean thing: he hath uncovered his brother's nakedness; they 
shall be childless. :

Ye'shall therefore keep all my statutes, and all my judgments, 22 


and do'them; that the land, whither I bring you todwell therein, 
spew wnnnt out, And ye shall not walk ithe manners of the 
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nations, which cast out before you : for they committed all these 
things, and therefore I abhorred them. But I have said unto 24 
you, Ye shall inherit their land, and I will give it unto you to pos- 
sess it, a land that floweth with milk and honey: I am the LORD 
your God, which have separated you from other people. Ye 25 
shall therefore put difference between clean beasts and unclean, 
and between unclean fowls and clean: and ye shall not make 
your souls abominable by beast, or by fowl, or by any manner 

of living thing that creepeth on the ground, which I have sepa- 
rated from you as unclean. And ye shall be holy unto me: for 2 
I the LORD am holy, and have severed you from other people, 
that ye should be mine. . 

A man also or woman that hath a familiar spirit, or that isa 27 
wizard, shall surely be put to death: they shall stone them with 
‘stones: their blood shall be upon them. 

AND the LORD said unto Moses, Speak unto the priests the2L 
‘sons of Aaron, and say unto them, There shall none be defiled 
for the dead among his people: but for his kin, that is near unto 2 
him, that is, for his mother, and for his father, and for his son, and 
for his daughter, and for his brother, ' and for his sister a virgin, 
that is nigh unto him which hath had no husband ; for her may 
he be defiled. But he shall not defile himself, being a chief 
man among his people, to profane himself. They shall not make 
_ baldness upon their head, neither shall they shave off the corner 
of their beard, nor make any cuttings in their flesh. They shall 
be holy unto their God, and not profane the name of their God: 
for the offerings of the LORD made by fire, and the bread of 
their God, they do offer: therefore they shall be holy. They 7 
shall not take a wife that is a whore, or profane; neither shall : 
they take a woman put away from her husband: for he zs hol 
unto his God. Thou shalt sanctify him therefore ; for he offereth 8 
the bread of thy God: he shall be holy unto thee : for I the LORD, 
which sanctify you, am holy. And the daughter of any priest, 9 
if she profane herself by playing the whore, she profaneth her 
father: she shall be burnt with fire. 

And he that is the high-priest among his brethren, upon whose 10 
head the anointing oil was poured, and that is consecrated to put 
on the garments, shall not uncover his head. nor rend his clothes; 
neither shall he go in to any dead body, nor defile himself for 11 
his father, or for his mother; neither shall he go out of the sane- 12 
tuary, nor profane the sanctuary of his God; for the crown of 
the anointing oil of his God 7s upon him: I am the LORD. And 13 
he shall take a wife in her virginity. A widow, ora divorced 14 
woman, or profane, or an harlot, these shall he not take: but he 
shall take a virgin of his own people to wife. Neither shall he 15 
profane his seed among his people: for I the LORD do sanctify 
him. : ; 

Anp'the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto Aaron, 16 
saying, Whosoever he be of thy seed in their generations that 
hath any blemish, let him not approach to offer the bread of his 
God. For whatsoever man he . that hatha aieimneas ‘shall 18 
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not approach: a blind man, or a lame, or he that hath a flat nose, 

or any thing superfluous, !or a man that is broken-footed, or 19 
broken-handed, ' or crook-backt, ora dwarf, or thathatha blemish 20 
in his eye, or be scurvy, or scabbed, or hath his stones broken: 

no man that hath a blemish of the seed of Aaron the priest.shall 21 
come nigh to offer the offerings of the LORD made by fire: he 
hath a blemish; he shall not come nigh to offer the bread of his 
God. He shall eat the bread of his God, both of the most holy, 22 
and of the holy. Only he shall not go in unto the vail, nor come 23 
nigh unto the altar, because he hath a blemish; that he profane 
not my sanctuaries: for I the LORD do sanctify them. And 24 
Moses told i¢ unto Aaron, and to his sons, and unto all the chil- 
dren of Israel. ~ 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto Aaron22 
and to his sons, that they separate themselves from the holy 
things of the children of Israel, and that they profane not my 
holy name in those things which they hallow unto me: I am the 
LORD. Say unto them, Whosoever he be of all your seed among 3 
your generations, that goeth unto the holy things, which the 
children of Israel hallow unto the LORD, having his unclean- 
ness upon him, that soul shall be cut off from my presence: I am 
the LORD. What man soever of the seed of Aaron is aleper, 4 
or hath a running issue; he shall not eat of the holy things, until 
he be clean. And whoso toucheth any thing that is unclean by 
the dead, or a man whose seed goeth from him; or whosoever 5 
toucheth any creeping thing, whereby he may be made unclean, 
ora man of whom he may take uncleanness, whatsoever un- 
cleanness he hath; the soul which hath touched any such shall 6 
be unclean until even, and shall not eat of the holy things, un- 
less he washhisflesh with water. And when the sun is down, he 7 
shall be clean, and shall afterward eat of the holy things; be- 
cause it is his food. That which dieth of itself, or is torn with, 8 
beasts, he shall not eat to defile himself therewith: I am the 
LORD. They shall therefore keep mine ordinance, lest they 9 
bear sin for it, and die therefore, if they profane it: I the LORD 
do sanctify them. - 

There shall no stranger eat of the holy thing: a sojourner of 10 
the priest, or an hired servant, shall not eat of the holy thing. 
But if the priest buy any soul with his money, he shall eat of it, 11 
and he that is born in his house: they shall eat of his meat. If 12 
the priest’s daughter also be married unto a stranger, she may 
not eat of an offering of the holy things. But if the priest’s 13 
daughter be a widow, or divorced, and have no child, and is 
returned unto her father’s house, as in her youth, she shall eat 
of her father’s meat: but there shall no stranger eat thereof. 

And if a man eat of the holy thing unwittingly, then he 14 
shall put the fifth part thereof unto it, and shall give 2 unto the 
priest with the holy thing. And they shall not profane the holy 15 
things of the children of Israel, which they offer unto the LORD; 
or suffer them to bear the iniquity of trespass, when they eat 16 
their oly ghingse for I the LORD do sanctify them. 
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Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto Aaron, 17 
and to his sons, and unto all the children of Israel, and say unto 
them, Whatsoever he be of the house of Israel, or of the stran- 
gers in Israel, that will offer his oblation for all his vows, and for 
all his freewill-offerings, which they will offer unto the LORD 
for a burnt-offering; ye shall offer at your own will’a male with- 19 
out blemish, of the beeves, of the sheep, or of the goats. But 20 
whatsoever hath a blemish, that shall ye not offer: for it shall 
not be acceptable for you. And whosoever offereth a sacrifice 21 
of peace-offerings unto the LORD to accomplish his vow, ora ~ 
freewill-offering in beeves or sheep, it shall be perfect to be ac- 
cepted; there shall be no blemish therein. Blind, or broken, 22 

- or maimed, or having a wen, or scurvy, or scabbed, ye shall not 
offer these unto the LORD, nor make an offering by fire of them 
upon the altar unto the LORD. Either a bullock or a lamb that 23 
hath any thing superfluous or lacking in his parts, that mayest 
thou offer for a freewill-offering; but for a vow it shall not be 
accepted. Ye shall not offer unto the LORD that which is 24 
bruised, or crushed, or broken, or cut; neither shall ye make 
any offering thereof in your land. Neither from a stranger’s 25 
hand shall ye offer the bread of your God of any of these; be- 
cause their corruption is in them, and blemishes be in them: 
they shall not be accepted for you. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'When a bullock, 26 
or a sheep, or a goat, is brought forth, then it shall be seven days 
under the dam; and from the eighth day and thenceforth it shall 
be accepted for an offering made by fire unto the LORD. And 28 
whether it be cow or ewe, ye shall not kill it and her young both 
in one day. And when ye will offer a sacrifice of thanksgiving 29 
unto the LORD, offer it at your own will. On the same day it 30 
shall be eaten up; ye shall leave none of it until the morrow: 
Iam the LORD. 

Therefore shall ye keep my commandments, and do them: I 31 
am the LORD. Neither shall ye profane my holy name; but I 32 
will be hallowed among the children of Israel: I am the LORD 
which hallow you, that brought you out of the land of Egypt, 33 
to be your God: I am the LORD. 

AND the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto the23 
children of Israel, and say unto them, Concerning the feasts of 
the LORD, which ye shall proclaim to be holy convocations, 
even these are my feasts. Six days shall work be done: but the @ 
seventh day zs the sabbath of rest; an holy convocation ; ye shall 
do no work therein: itis the sabbath of the LORD in all your 
dwellings. 

These are the feasts of the LORD, even holy convocations, 
which ye shall proclaim in their seasons. In the fourteenth day 
of the first month at even is the LORD’S passover. And on the 
fifteenth day of the same month 7s the feast of unleavened bread 
unto the LORD: seven days ye must eat unleavened bread. - 
In the first day ye shall have an holy convocation: ye shall do 7 
no servile work therein. But ye shall offer an offering tee by 8 
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fire unto the LORD seven days: in the seventh day is an holy 
convocation: ye shall do no servile work therein. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto the 
children of Israel, and say unto them, When ye be come into the 
land which I give unto you, and shall reap the harvest thereof, 
then ye shall bring a sheaf of the first-fruits of your harvest unto 
the priest: and he shall wave the sheaf before the LORD, to be 
accepted for you: on the morrow after the sabbath the priest 
shall wave it. And ye shall offer that day when ye wave the 
sheaf an he-lamb without blemish of the first year for a burnt- 
offering unto the LORD. And the meat-offering thereof shall be 
two tenth-deals of fine flour mingled with oil, an offering made 
by fire unto the LORD for a sweet savor: and the drink-offering 
thereof shall be of wine, the fourth part of an hin. And ye shall 
eat neither bread, nor parched corn, nor green ears, until the 
selfsame day that ye have brought an offering unto your God: 
ut shall be a statute for ever throughout your generations in all 
your dwellings. 

And ye shall count unto you from the morrow after the sab- 
bath, from the day that ye brought the sheaf of the wave-offer- 
ing; seven sabbaths shall be complete: even unto the morrow 
after the seventh sabbath shall ye number fifty days; and ye 
shall offer a new meat-offering unto the LORD. Ye shall bring 
out of your habitations two wave-loaves of two tenth-deals: 
they shall be of fine flour; they shall be baken with leaven; 
they are the first-fruits unto the LORD. And ye shall offer with 
the bread seven lambs without blemish of the first year, and one 
young bullock, and two rams: they shall be for a burnt-offering 
unto the LORD, with their meat-offering, and their drink-offering, 
even an offering made by fire, of sweet savor unto the LORD. 
‘Then ye shall sacrifice one kid of the goats for a sin-offering, 
and two lambs of the first year for a sacrifice of peace-offerings. 
And the priest shall wave them with the bread of the first-fruits 
for a wave-offering before the LORD, with the two lambs: they 
shall be holy to the LORD for the priest. And ye shall proclaim 
on the selfsame day, that it may be an holy conyocation unto 
you: ye shall do no servile work therein: it shall be a statute for 
ever in all your dwellings throughout your generations. 

And when ye reap the harvest of your land, thou shalt not 
make clean riddance of the corners of thy field when thou reap- 
est, neither shalt thou gather any gleaning of thy harvest: thou 
shalt leave them unto the poor, and to the stranger: I am the 
LORD your God. 

And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto the 
children of Israel, saying, In the seyenth month, in the first 
day of the month, shall ye have a sabbath, a memorial ‘of 
blowing of trumpets, an holy convocation. Ye shall do no servile 
work therein: but ye shall offer an offering made by fire unto 
the LORD. > 

And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, ' Also on the tenth 
day of iy, seventy month there shall be a day of atonement: it 
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shall be an holy convocation unto you; and ye shall afflict your 
souls, and offer an offering made by fire unto the LORD. “And 28 
ye shall do no work in that same day: for itis.a day of atonement, 

to make an atonement for you before the LORD your God. For 29 
whatsoever soul ¢ be that shall not be afflicted in that same day, 

he shall be cut off from among his people. And whatsoever soul 30 
it be that doeth any work in that same day, the same soul will I 
destroy from among his people. Ye shall do no manner of work: 31 
it shall be a statute for ever throughout your generations in all 
your dwellings. It shall be unto you'a sabbath of rest, and ye 32 
shall afflict your souls: in the ninth day of the month at even, 
from even unto even, shall ye celebrate your sabbath. 

And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, ! Speak unto the 33 
children of Israel, saying, The fifteenth day of this seventh month 
shall be the feast of tabernacles i seven days unto the LORD. 
On the first day shall _be an holy convocation: ye shall do no 35 
servile work therein. Seven days ye shall offer an offering made 36 
by fire unto the LORD: on the eighth day shall be an holy con- 
vocation unto you; and ye shall offer an offering made: by fire 
unto the LORD: it isa solemn assembly; and ye shall do no | 
servile work therein. These are the feasts of the LORD, which 37 
ye shall proclaim to be holy convocations, to offer an offering 
made by fire unto the LORD, a burnt-offering, and a meat-offer- 
ing, a sacrifice, and drink-ofterings, every thing upon his day : 
beside the sabbaths of the LORD, and beside your gifts, and be- 38 
side all your vows, and beside all your freewill-offerings, which 
ye give unto the LORD. Also in the fifteenth day of the seventh 39 
month, when ye have gathered in the fruit of the land, ye shall 
keep a feast unto the LORD seven days: on the first day shall 
be a sabbath, and on the eighth day shal bea sabbath. And ye 40 
shall take you on the first day the boughs of goodly trees, branches 
of palm trees, and the boughs of thick trees, and willows of the 
brook; and ye shall rejoice before the LORD your God seven 
days. And ye shall keep it a feast unto the LORD seven days 41 
in the year. It shall be a statute for ever in your generations : 
ye shall celebrate it in the seventh month. Ye shall dwell in 42 
booths seven days; all that are Israelites born shall dwell in 
booths: that your generations may know that I made the children 43 
of Israel to dwell in booths, when I brought them out of the land 
of Egypt: I am the LORD your God. And Moses declared unto 44 
the children of Israel the feasts of the LORD. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Command the chil-24 
dren of Israel, that they bring unto thee pure oil olive beaten 
for the light, to cause the lamps to burn continually. Without 3 
the vail of the testimony, in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
shall Aaron order it from the evening unto the morning before 
the LORD continually: it shall be a statute for ever in your 

enerations. He shall order the lamps upon the pure candlestick 4 
wes the LORD continually. 

And thou shalt take fine flour, and bake twelve cakes thereof: 5 
two tenth-deals shall be in one " And thou pei them 6 

2 
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in two rows, six on a row, upon the pure table before the LORD. 
‘And thou shalt put pure frankincense upon each row, that it may 7 
be on the bread for a memorial, even an offering made by fire 
unto the LORD. Every sabbath he shall set itin order before 8 
the LORD continually, being taken from the children of Israel by 
an everlasting covenant. And it shall be Aaron’s and his sons’ ;~ 9 
and they shall eat it in the holy place: for it zs most holy unto 
him of the offerings of the LORD made by fire by a perpetual 
statute. 
Anp the son of an Israelitish woman, whose father was an 10 
Egyptian, went out among the children of Israel: and this son 
of the Israelitish woman and a man of Israel strove together in 
the camp; and the Israelitish woman’s son blasphemed the name 11 
of the LORD, and cursed. . And they brought him unto Moses: 
(and his mother’s name was Shelomith, the daughter of Dibri, of 
the tribe of Dan:) and they put him in ward, that the mind of 12 
the LORD might be showed them. And the LORD spake unto 13 
Moses, saying, Bring forth him that hath cursed without the 14 
camp; and let all that heard him lay their hands upon his head, 
and let all the congregation stone oe And thou shalt speak 15 
unto the children of Israel, saying, Whosoever curseth his God 
shall bear his sin. And he that blasphemeth the name of the 16 
LORD, he shall surely be put to death, aad all the congregation 
shall certainly stone him: as well the stranger, as he that is 
born in the land, when he blasphemeth the name of the LORD, 
shall be put to death. And he that killeth any man shall surely 17 
be put to death. And he that killeth a beast shall make it good; 18 
beast for beast. And if a man cause a blemish in his neighbor; 19 
as he hath done, so shall it be done to him; breach for breach, 20 
eye for eye, tooth for tooth, as he hath caused a blemish ina 
man, so shall it be done to him again. And he that killeth a 21 
beast, he shall restore it: and he that killeth a man, he shall be 
put to death. Ye shall have one manner of law, as well for the 22 
stranger, as for one of yourown country: for I am the LORD 
your God. And Moses spake to the children of Israel, that they 23 
should bring forth him that had cursed out of the camp, and 
stone him with stones. And the children of Israel did as the 
LORD commanded Moses. \ 
Anp the LORD spake unto Moses in mount Sinai, saying,25 
‘Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, When ye 2 
-eome into the land which I give you, then shall the land keep 
a sabbath unto the LORD. Six years thou shalt sow thy field, 3 
and six years thou shalt prune thy vineyard, and gather in the 
fruit thereof; but in the seventh year shall be a sabbath of rest 4 
unto the land, a sabbath for the LORD: thow shalt neither sow 
thy field, nor prune thy vineyard. That which groweth of its 5 
own accord of thy harvest thon shalt not reap, neither gather the 
grapes of thy vine undressed : for it is a year of rest unto the 
land. And the sabbath of the land shall be meat for you; for 
thee, and for thy servant, and for thy maid, and for thy hired 
servant, ae for thy stranger that sojourneth with thee, "and for 7. 
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thy cattle, and for the beast that are in thy land, shall all the 
increase thereof be meat. 

And thou shalt number seven sabbaths of years unto thee, 
seven times seven years; and the space of the seven sabbaths 
of years shall be unto thee forty-and-nine years. Then shalt thou 
cause the trumpet of the jubilée to sound, on the tenth day of the 
seventh month, in the day of atonement shall ye make the trum- 
pet sound throughout all your land. And ye shall hallow the 1 
fiftieth year, and proclaim liberty throughout al the land unto 
all the inhabitants thereof: it shall be a-jubilee unto you; and 
ye shall return every man unto his possession, and ye shall return 
every man unto his family. A jubilee shall that fiftieth year be 1 
unto you: ye shall not sow, neither reap that which groweth of 
itself in it, nor gather the grapes in it of thy vine undressed. 
For it 7s the jubilee; it shall be holy unto you: ye shall eat the 1 

“ancrease thereof out of the field. In the year of this jubilee ye 1 
Shall return every man unto his possession. And if thou sell 1 
aught unto thy neighbor, or buyest aught of thy neighhor’s hand, 
ye shall not oppress one another: according to the number of 1 
years after the jubilee thou shalt buy of thy neighbor, and ac- 
cording unto the number of years of the fruits he shall sell unto 
thee: according to the multitude of years thou shalt increase the J 
price thereof, and according to the fewness of years thou shalt 
diminish the price of it: for according to the number of the years 
of the fruits doth he sell unto thee. Ye shall not therefore op- 1 
press one another; but thou shalt-fear thy God: for I am the 
LORD your God. 

Wherefore ye shall do my statutes, and keep my judgments, 1 
and do them ; and ye shall dwell in the land in safety. And the 1 
land shall yield her fruit, and ye shall eat your fill, and dwell 
therein in safety. And if ye shall say, What shall we eat the 2 
‘seventh year? behold, we shall not sow, nor gather in our in- 
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crease: then I will command my blessing upon you in the sixth 21 
year, and it shall bring forth fruit for three years. And ye shall 22 


sow the eighth year, and eat yet of old fruit until the ninth year; 
until her fruits come in, ye shall eat of the old store. 
The land shall not be sold for ever: for the land is mine ¢ for’ 2: 


ye are strangers and ‘sojourners with me. And in all the land 24 


of your possession ye shall grant a redemption for the land. If 2 
thy brother be waxen poor, and hath sold away some of his pos- 
session, and if any of his kin come to redeem it, then shall he 
redeem that which his brother sold. And if the man have none 2 
to redeem it, and himself be able to redeem it; then let him 2 
-count the years of the sale thereof, and restore the overplus unto 
the man to whom he sold it; that he may return unto his posses- 


D 


-sion. But if he be not able to restore zt to him, then that which 28 


is sold shall remain in the hand of him that hath bought it until 
the year of jubilee: and in the jubilee it shall go-out, and he 
shall return unto his possession. 


And if a man sell a dwelling-house in a walled city, then’ he 29 


may redeem it within a whole year after it is sold : nee a full 
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year may he redeem it. And if it be not redeemed within the 30 
space of a full year, then the house that is in the walled city 
shall be established for ever to him that bought it throughout 
his generations : it shall not go out in the jubilee. But the houses 31 
of the villages which have no wall round about them shall be 
counted as the fields of the country: they may be redeemed, 
and they shall go out in the jubilee. Notwithstanding the cities 32 
of the Levites, and the houses of the cities of their possession, 
may the Levites redeem at any time. And if a man purchase 33 
of the Levites, then the house that was sold, and the city of his 
possession, shall go out in the year of jubilee: for the houses of 
the cities of the Levites are their possession among the children 

of Israel. But the field of the suburbs of their cities may not be 34 
sold; for it is their perpetual possession. 

And if thy brother be waxen poor, and fallen in decay with 35 
thee; then thou shalt relieve him: yea, though he be a stranger ; 
or a sojourner; that he may live with thee. ‘Take thou no usury 36 
of him, or increase: but fear thy God; that thy brother may 
live with thee. Thou shalt not give him thy money upon usury, 37 
nor lend him thy victuals for merease. Iam the LORD your 38 
God, which brought you forth out of the land of Egypt, to give 
you the land of Canaan, and to be your God. 

And if thy brother that dwelleth by thee be waxen poor, and 39 
be sold unto thee; thou shalt not compel him to serve as a bond- 
servant: but as an hired servant, and as a sojourner, he shall be 40 
with thee; and shall serve thee unto the year of jubilee: and 41 
then shall he depart from thee, both he and his children with him, 
and shall return unto his own family, and unto the possession of 
his fathers shall he return. For they are my servants, which I 42 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt: they shall not be sold 
as bondmen. Thou shalt not rule over him with rigor ; but shalt 43 
fear thy God. Both thy bondmen, and thy bondmaids, which 44 
thou shalt have, shall be of the heathen that are round about 
you; of them shall ye buy bondmen and bondmaids. Moreover 45 
of the children of the strangers that do sojourn among you, of 
them shall ye buy, and of their families that are with you, which 
they begat in your land: and they shall be your possession. And 46 

e shall take them as an inheritance for your children after you, 
io inherit them for a possession; they shall be your bondmen for 
ever: but over your brethren the children of Israel, ye shall not 
rule one over another with rigor. 

And if a sojourner or stranger wax rich by thee, and thy 47 
brother thal dwelleth by him wax poor, and sell himself unto the 
stranger or sojourner by thee, or to the stock of the stranger's 
family: after that he is sold he may be redeemed again; one of 48 
his brethren may redeem him: cither his uncle or his uncle’s 49 
son mzy redeem him, or any that is nigh of kin unto him of his 
family may redeem him; or if he be able, he may redeem him- 
self. And he shall reckon with him that bought him from the 50 
year that he was sold to him unto the year of jubilee: and the 
price of Ps ee shall be according unto the number of years, 
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according to the time of an hired servant shall it be with him. 
If there be yet many years behind, according unto them he shall 51 
give again the price of his redemption out of the money that he 
was bought for. And if there remain but few years unto the 52 
Mba of jubilee, then he shall count with him, and according unto 
is years shall he give him again the price of his redemption. 
as a yearly hired servant shall he be with him: and: the 53 
other shall not rule with rigor over him in th sight. And if he 54 
be not redeemed in these years, then he dill go out in the year 
of jubilee, both he, and his children with him. For unto me the 55 
children of Israel are servants; they are my servants whom I 
proven forth out of the land of Egypt: Iam the LORD your 
od. 

YE shall make you no idols nor graven image, neither rear26 
you up a standing image, neither shall ye set up any image of 
stone in your land, to bow down unto it: for I am the LORD 
your God. Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and reverence my sanc- 
tuary: Iam the LORD. If ye walk in My statutes, and keep 
-Iy commandments, and do them; then I will give you rain in 
due season, and the land shall yield her increase, and the trees 
of the field shall yield their fruit. And your threshing shall 
reach unto the vintage, and the vintage shall reach unto the 
sowing time: and ye shall eat your bread to the full, and dwell 
in your land safely. And I will give peace in the land, and ye 6 , 
shall lie down, and none shall make you afraid: and I will rid 
evil beasts out of the land, neither shall the sword go through 
your land. And ye shall chase your enemies, and they shall 7 
fall before you by the sword. And five of you shall chase an 8 
hundred, and an hundred of you shall put ten thousand to flight: 
and your enemies shall fall before you by the sword. For I 9 

0 
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we co 09 
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will have respect unto you, and make you fruitful, and multiply 
you, and establish my covenant with you. And ye shall eat old 1 
store, and bring forth the old because of the new. And I will 1] 
set my tabernacle among you: and my soul shall not abhor you. 
And I will walk among you, and will be your God, and ye shall 12 
be my people. Iam the LORD your God, which brought you 13 
forth out of the land of Egypt, that ye should not be their bond- 
men; and I have broken the bands of your yoke, and made you 

go upright. 

But if ye will not hearken unto me, and will not do all these 14 
Retrial enim and if ye shall despise my statutes, or if your 15 
soul abhor my judgments, so that ye will not do all my com- 
mandments, but that ye break my covenant: I also will do this 16 
unto you ; I will even appoint over you terror, consumption, and 
the burning ague, that shall consume the eyes, and Cause sor- 
row of heart: and ye shall sow your seed in vain, for your ene- 
mies shall eat it. And I will set my face against you, and ye 17 
shall be slain before your enemies: they that hate youshall 
reign over you; and ye shall flee when none pursueth you. And 18 
if ye will not yet for all this hearken unto me, then I will punish 
you seven times more for your sins. And I will break ie pride 19 
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of your power ; and I will make your heaven as iron, and your 
earth as brass: and your strength shall be spent in vain; for 20 
your land shall not yield her increase, neither shall the trees ef 
the land yield their fruits. And if ye walk contrary unto me, 21 
and will not hearken unto me; I will bring seven times more 
lagues upon you according to your sins. I will also send wild 22 
fbeaats among you, which shall rob you of your children, and 
destroy your cattle, and make you few in number; and your 
high ways shall be desolate. And if ye will not be reformed by 23 
me by these things, but will walk contrary unto me; then will 24 
{also walk contrary unto you, and will punish you yet seven 
times for your sins. And I will bring a sword upon you, that 25 
shall avenge the quarrel of my covenant: and when ye are 
gathered together within your cities, I will send the pestilence 
among you; and ye shall be delivered into the hand of the enemy. 
‘And when I have broken the staff of your bread, ten women 26 
_ shall bake your bread in one oven, and they shall deliver you 
your-bread again by weight: and ye shall eat, and not be satis- 
fied. And if ye will not for all this hearken unto me, but walk 27 
contrary unto me; then I will walk contrary unto you also in 28 
fury; and I, even I, will chastise you seven times for your sins. 
And ye shall eat the flesh of your sons; and the flesh of your 29 
daughters shall ye eat. And’I will destroy your high places, 30 
and cut down your images, and cast your carcasses upon the car- 
casses of your idols, and my soul s all abhor you. And I will 31 
make your cities waste, and bring your sanctuaries unto desola- 
tion, and I will not smell the savor of your sweet odors. And I 32 
will bring the land into desolation: and your enemies which 
dwell therein shall be astonished at it. And I will scatter you 33 
among the heathen, and will draw out a sword after you: and 
your land shall be desolate, and your cities waste. Then shall 34 
the land enjoy her sabbaths, as long as it lieth desolate, and ye 
be in your enemies’ land ; even then shall the land rest, and en- 
joy her sabbaths. As long as it lieth desolate it shall rest; be- 35. 
cause it did not rest in your sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon it. 
And upon them that are left alive of you I wilt send a faintness 36 
into their hearts in the lands of their enemies; and the sound 
of a shaken leaf shall chase them; and they shall flee, as fleeing 
from a sword; and they shall fall when none pursueth. And 37 
they shall fall one upon another, as it were before a sword, when 
none pursueth: and ye shall have no power to stand before 
your enemies. And ye shall perish among the heathen, and the 38 
land of your enemies shall eat you up. And they that are left 39 
of you shall pine away in their iniquity in your enemies’ lands; © 
and also in the iniquities of their fathers shall they pine away 
with them. x 
If they shall confess their iniquity, and the iniquity of their 40 
fathers, with their trespass which they trespassed against me, and 
that also they have walked contrary unto me; and that I also 41 
have walked contrary unto them, and have brought them into 
the land “4 o enemies; if then their uncireumcised hearts be 
a 


. 
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humbled, and they then accept ofthe punishment of their inig uity: 
~ then will I remember my covenant with J acob, and also my coy- 42 
enant with Isaac, and also my covenant with Abraham will I 
» remember; and I will remember the land. 

The land also shall be left of them, and shall enjoy her sab- 43 
baths, while she lieth desolate without them: and they shall ac- 
cept of the punishment of their iniquity ; because, even because 
they despised my judgments, and because their soul abhorred 
my statutes. And yet for all that, when they be in the land of /4 
their enemies, I wail not cast them away, neither will I abhor 
them, to destroy them utterly, and to break my covenant with 
them: for I am the LORD their God. But I will for their sakes 45 
remember the covenant of their ancestors, whom I brought forth 
out of the’land of Egypt in the sight of the heathen, that I might 
be their God: Iam the LORD. These are the statutes and judg- 46 
ments and laws, which the LORD made between him and the 
children of Israel in mount Sinai by the hand of Moses. 

AND the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto the2iv 
children of Israel, and say unto them, When a man shall make 
a singular vow, the persons shall be for the LORD by thy estima- 
tion. And thy estimation shall be of the male from iwent years 
old even unto sixty years old, even thy estimation shall be fifty 
shekels of silver, afier the shekel of the sanctuary. And if it de 
a female, then thy estimation shall be thirty shekels. And if i 
te from five years old even unto twenty years old, then thy esti- 
mation shall be of the male twenty shekels, and for the female 
ten shekels. And if it be from a month old even unto five years 6 
old, then thy estimation shall be of the male five shekels of s; Iver, 
and for the female thy estimation shall be three shekels of silver. 
And if i be from sixty years old and above; if it be a male, then 7 
thy estimation shall be fifteen shekels, and for the female ten 
shekels. But if he be poorer than thy estimation, then he shall 8 
present himself before the priest, and the priest shall value him; 
according to his ability that vowed shall the priest value him. 

And if zt be a beast, whereof men bring an offering unto the 9 
LORD, all that any man giveth ofsuch unto the LORD shall be 
holy. He shall not alter it, nor change it, a good for a bad, or a 10: 
bad for a good: and if he shall at all change beast for beast, then 
it and the exchange thereof shall be holy. And if i be any un- 11 
clean beast, of which they do not offer a sacrifice unto the LORD, 
then he shall present the beast before the priest: and the priest 12 
shall value it, whether it be good or bad: as thou valuest it, who 
art the priest, so shall it be. But if he will at all redeem it, then 13 
he shall add a fifth part thereof unto thy estimation. 

And when a man shall sanctify his house to be bel unto the 14 
LORD, then the priest shall estimate it, whether it be good or 
bad: as the priest shall estimate it, so shall it stand. And if he 15 
that sanctified it will redeem his house, then he shall add the 
fifth part of the money of thy estimation unto it, and it shall be Varin? 
is. And if a man shall sanctify unto the LORD some part of a 16 


ield of his possession, then thy estimation shall be ne to 
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the seed thereof: an homer of barley seed shall be valued at fifty 
shekels of silver. If he sanctify his field from the year of jubilee, 17 
according to thy estimation it shall stand. But if he sanctify his 18 
field after the jubilee, then the priest shall reckon unto him the 
money according to the years that remain, even unto the year of 
the jubilee, and it shall be abated from thy estimation. And if 19 
he that sanctified the field will in any wise redeem it, then he 
shall add the fifth part of the money of thy estimation unto it, 
and it shall be assured to him. And if he will not redeem the 20 
field, or if he have sold the field to another man, it shall not be 
redeemed any more. But the field, when it goeth out in the 21 
jubilee, shall be holy unto the LORD, as a field devoted; the 
possession thereof shall be the priest’s. 

And if a man sanctify unto the LORD a field which he hath 22 
bought, which zs not of the fields of his possession; then the 23 
priest shall reckon unto him the worth of thy estimation, even 
unto the year of the jubilee: and he shall give thine estimation 
in that day, asa holy thing unto the LORD. In the year of the 24 
jubilee the field shall return unto him of whom it was bought, even 
to him to whom the possession of the land did belong. And all 25 
thy estimations shall be according to the shekel of the sanctuary: 
twenty gerahs shall be the shekel. 

Only the firstling of the beasts, which should be the LORD'S 26 
firstling, no man shall sanctify it; whether it be ox, or sheep: it 
isthe LORD’S. And if it be of an unclean beast, then he shall 27 
redeem it according to thine estimation, and shall add a fifth part 
of it thereto: or if it be not redeemed, then it shall be sold ac- 
cording to thy estimation. 

Notwithstanding no devoted thing, thata man shall devote 28 
unto-the LORD of all that he hath, both of man and beast, and of 
the field of his possession, shall be sold or redeemed: every de- 
voted thing is most holy unto the LORD. None devoted, which 29 
shall be devoted of men, shall be redeemed ; but shall surely be 
put to death. : ‘ 

‘And all the tithe of the land, whether of the seed of the land, 30 
or of the fruit of the tree, is the LORD’S: zt ts holy unto the 
LORD. And if a man will at all redeem aught of his tithes, he 31 
shall add thereto the fifth part thereof. And concerning the 32: 
tithe of the herd, or of the flock, even of whatsoever passeth 
under the rod, the tenth shall be holy unto the LORD. He shall 33 
not search whether it be good or bad, neither shall he change 
it: and if he change it at all, then both it and the change thereof * 
shall be holy; it shall not be redeemed. These are the com- 34 


mandments, which the LORD commanded Moses for the children 
of Israel “ mount Sinai. . 
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AND the LORD spake unto Moses in the wilderness of Sinai, 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, on the first day of the 
second month, in the second year after they were come out.of 
the land of Egypt, saying, Take ye the sum of all the congrega- . 2

Of the children of Asher, by their generations, after their 40 
families, by the house of their fathers, according to the number 
of the names, from twenty years old and upward, all that were 
able to ates to war; those that were numbered of them, even 41 
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of the tribe of Asher, were forty and one thousand and five 
hundred. 

Of the children of Naphtali, throughout their generations, af- 42 
ter their families, by the house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twent years old and upward, all 
that were able to go forth to war; those that were numbered of 43 
them, even of the tribe of Naphtali, were fifty and three thousand 
and four hundred. 

These are those that were numbered, which Moses and Aaron 44 
numbered, and the princes of Israel, being twelve men: each 
one was for the house of his fathers. So were all those that 45 
were numbered of the children of Israel, by the house of their 
fathers, from twenty years old and upward, all that were able to 
go forth to war in Israel; even all they that were numbered 46 
were six hundred thousand and three thousand and five hundred 
and fifty. 

But the Levites after the tribe of their fathers were not num- 47 
bered among them. For the LORD had spoken unto Moses, 48 
saying, Only thou shalt not number the tribe of Levi, neither 49 
take the sum of them among the children of Israel : but thon 50 
shalt appoint the Levites over the tabernacle of the testimony, 
and over all the vessels thereof, and over all things that belong 
to it: they shall bear the tabernacle, and all the vessels thereof; 
and they shall minister unto it, and shall encamp round about 
the tabernacle. And when the tabernacle setteth forward, the 51 
Levites shall take it down: and when the tabernacle is to be 
pitched, the Levites shall set it up: and the stranger that cometh 
nigh shall be put to death. 

And the children of Israel shall pitch their tents, every man 52 
by his own camp, and every man by his own standard, through- 
out their hosts. But the Levites shall pitch round about the 53 
tabernacle of testimony, that there be no wrath upon the con- 
gregation of the children of Israel: and the Levites shall keep 
‘the charge of the tabernacle of testimony. And the children 54 
of {srael did according to all that the LORD commanded Moses, 
so did they. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, and unto Aaron, saying, 
Every man of the children of Israel shall pitch by his own 
standard, with the ensign of their father’s house: far off about 
the tabernacle of the congregation shall they pitch. 

And on the east side toward the rising of the sun shall they 3 
of the standard of the camp of Judah pitch throughout their ar- 
mies: and Nahshon the son of Amminadab shall be captain of 
the children of Judah. And his host, and those that were num- 4 
bered of them, were threescore and fourteen thousand and six 
hundred. And those that do. pitch next unto him shall be the 5 
tribe of Issachar: and Nethaneel the son of Zuar shall be cap- 
tain of the children of Issachar. And his host, and those that 6 
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were numbered thereof, were fifty and four thousand and four 
handred. Then the tribe of Zebulun: and Eliab the son of 
Helon shall be captain of the children of Zebulun. aie his 
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host, and those that were numbered thereof, were fifty and seven 
thousand and four hundred. All that were numbered in the 9 
camp of Judah were an hundred thousand and fourscore thou- 
sand and six thousand and four hundred, throughout their armies. 
These shall first set forth. 

On the south side shall be the standard of the camp of Reuben 10 
according to their armies: and the captain of the children of 
Reuben shall be Elizur the son of Shedeur. And his host, and 11 
those that were numbered thereof, were forty and six thousand 
and five hundred. And those which pitch by him shall 6e the 12 
tribe of Simeon: and the captain of the children of Simeon shall 
be Shelumiel the son of Zurishaddai.. And his host, and those 13 
that were numbered of them, were fifty and nine thousand and 
three hundred. Then the tribe of: Gad: and the captain of the 14 
sons of Gad shall be,Eliasaph the son of Reuel. And his host, 15 
and those that Rvere Humiherod of them, were forty and five thou- 
sand and six hundred and fifty. All that were numbered in the 16 
camp of Reuben were an hundred thousand and fifty and one 
thousand and four hundred and fifty, throughout their armies. 
And they shall set forth in the second rank. 

Then the tabernacle of the congregation shall set forward 17 
with the camp of the Levites in the midst of the camp: as they 
encamp, so shall they set forward, evéry man in his place by 
their standards. J 

On the west side shall be the standard of the eamp of Ephraim 18 
according to their armies: and the captain of the sons of Ephraim 
shall be Elishama the.son of Amihud. And his host, and those 19 
that were numbered of them, were forty thousand and five hun- 
dred. And. by him, shall be the. tribe of Manasseh: and the 20 
captain of. the children of Manasseli shall be Gamaliel the son 
of Pedahzur. And his host, and those that were numbered of 21 
them, were thirty and, two thousand and two hundred. Then 22 
the tribe of Benjamin: and the captain of the sons of Benjamin 
shall be Abidan the son of Gideoni. And his host, and those that 23 
were numbered of them, were thirty and five thousand and four 
hundred. All that were numbered of the camp of Ephraim 24 
were an hundred thousand and eight thousand and an hundred, 
shrongeout their armies. And they shall.go forward in the third 
rank, 

The standard of the camp. of Dan shal! be on the north side 25 
by their armies: and the captain of the children of Dan shall be 
Ahiezer the son of Ammishaddai.. And his host, and those that 26 
were numbered of them, were threescore and two thousand and — 
seven hundred. And those that encamp by him shall be the tribe 27 
of Asher: and the captain of the children of Asher shall be Pa- 
giel the son of Ocran. , And his host, and. those that were num- 28 
bered of them, were forty and one thousand and five hundred. 
Then the tribe of Naphtali: and the captain of the children of 29 
Naphtali shall be Ahira the son of.Enan. And his host, and those 30 
that were numbered of them, were fifty and three thousand and) © 
four nea All they that were numbered in the camp of 31 
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Dan were an hundred thousand and fifty and seven thousand and 
six hundred. They shall go hindmost with their standards. 

These are those which were numbered of the children of 32 
Israel by the house of their fathers: all those that were num- 
bered of the camps throughout their hosts were six hundred 
thousand and three thousand and five hundred and fifty. But 33 
the Levites were not numbered among the children of Israel ; 
as the LORD commanded Moses. And the children of Israel 34 
did according to all that the LORD commanded Moses: so they 
pitched by their standards, and so they set forward, every one 
after their families, according to the house of their fathers. 

THESE also are the generations of Aaron and Moses in the 
day that the LORD spake with Moses in mount Sinai. -And these 
are the names of the sons of Aaron; Nadab the first-born, and. 
Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. These are the names of the sons 
of Aaron, the priests which were anointed, whom he consecrated 
to minister in the priest’s office. And Nadab and Abihu died 
before the LORD, when they offered strange fire before the 
LORD, in the wilderness of Sinai, and they had no. children: 
and Eleazar and Ithamar ministered in the priest's office in the 
sight of Aaron their father. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, Bring the tribe of 5,6 
Levi near, and present them before Aaron the priest, that they 
may minister unto him. And they shall keep his charge, and 7 
the charge of the whole congregation before the tabernacle of 
the congregation, to do the service of the tabernacle. And they 8 
shall keep all the instruments of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and the charge of the children of Israel, to do the service 
of the tabernacle. And thou shalt give the Levites unto Aaron 9 
and to his sons: they are wholly given unto him out of the chil- 
dren of Israel. And thou shalt appoint Aaron and his sons, and 10 
they shall wait on their priest’s office: and the stranger that 
cometh nigh shall be put to death. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'And I, behold, I 11 
have taken the Levites from among the children of Israel instead 
of all the first-born that openeth the matrix among the children of 
Israel : therefore the Levites shall be mine; ' because all the first- 13 
born are mine; for on the day that I smote all the first-born in the 

_ land of Egypt, I hallowed unto me all the first-born in Israel, both 
man and beast: mine shall they be: I am the LORD. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses in the wilderness of Sinai, 14 
saying, Number the children of Levi after the house of their 15 
fathers, by their families: every male from a month old and up- 
ward shalt thou number them. And Moses numbered them ac- 16 
cording to the word of the LORD, as he was commanded. And 17 
these were the sons of Levi by their names; Gershon, and Ko- 
hath, and Merari. And these are the names of the sons of Gershon 18 
‘by their families; Libni, and Shimei. And the sons of Kohath 19 
by their families; Amram, and Izehar, Hebron, and Uzziel. - 
And the sons of Merari by oe a Mahii, eee 20 
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These are: the families of the Levites according to the house of 
their fathers: f ; 

Of Gershon wis the family of the Libnites, and the family of 21 
the Shimites: these are the families of the Gershonites. Those.22 
that-were numbered of them, according to the number of all the’ 
males, from'a month old:and upward, even those that were num- 
bered of them; were seven thousand and five hundred: » The 23 
families of the Gershonites ‘shall pitch behind the tabernacle 
westward. Amd the chief‘of the house of the father of the Ger- 24 
shonites shall. be Eliasaph the son of Lael. And: the charge of 25 
the sons of Gershon in the tabernacle of the congregation shall be 
the tabernacle, and the tent, the covering thereof, and the hang- 
ing for the’ door of the tabernacle of the congregation, and the 26 
hangings of the court, and the curtain for the door of the court, 
which is by the tabernacle, and by the altar round about, and the 
cords of it for all the service thereof 

And of Kohath was the family of the Amramites, and the 27 
family of the Izeharites, and the family of the Hebronites, and 
the family of the Uzzielites: these are the families of the Ko- 
hathites. In the number of all the males, from a month old ‘and: 28 
upward, were eight thousand and six hundred, keeping the charge 
of the sanctuary. The families of the sons of Kohath shall piteh 29 
om the side of ihe tabernacle southward. And the chief of the 30 
house of the father of the families of the Kohathites shall be Ehiza- 
phan the son of Uzziel. 

And their charge shall be the ark, and the table, and the can- 31 
dlestick, and the altars, and the vessels of the sanctuary where- 
with they minister, and the hanging, and all the service thereof. 
And Eleazar the son of Aaron the priest shall be chief over the 32 
chief of the Levites, end have the oversight of them that keep 
the charge of the sanctuary. 

Of Merari was the family of the Mahlites, and the family of 33 
the Mushites: these are the families of Merari. And those that 34 
were numbered of them; according to the number ofall the males, 
froma ménth old and upward, were six thousand and two hun- 
dred. And thé chief of the house of the father of the families 35 
of Merari was Zuriel the son of Abihail : these shall pitch on the 
sidé of the tabernacle northward. And under the custody and: 36 
charge of the sons\of Merari shall be the boards of the tabernacle, 
and the bars thereof, and the pillars thereof, and the sockets 
thereof, and all the vessels thereof, and all that serveth thereto, 
‘and the pillars of the court round: about, and their sockets, and 37 
their pins, and ‘their cords. 

But those that encamp before the tabernacle toward the east, 38 
even before the tabernacle ofthe congregation eastward, shall be 
Moses}, and: Aaron and his sons, keeping the charge of the sanec- 
tuary for the charge of the children of Israel; and the stranger | 
that cometh nigh shall be put to death. All that were numbered 389 
of the: Levites, which Moses and Aaron numbered atthe com-. 

(mandment of the LORD, throughout their familiés, all the males), 
from a a old and upward, wére twenty and two thousand. 
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Anp the LORD said unto Moses, Number all the first-born éf 40 
the males of the children of Israel from a month old and upward, 
and take the number of their names. ‘And thou shalt take the 41 
Levites for me (I am the LORD) instead of all the first-born 
among the children of Israel ; and the cattle ofthe Levites instead 
of all the firstlings among the cattle of the children of Israel. 
And Moses numbered, as the LORD commanded him, all the 42 
first-born among the children of Israel. And all the first-born 43 
males by the number of names, from a month old and upward, 
of those that were numbered of them, were twenty and two thou- 
sand two hundred and threescore and thirteen. And the LORD 44 
spake unto Moses, saying Take the Levites instead of all the 45. 
first-born among the children of Israel, and the cattle of the Le- 
vites instead of their cattle ; and the Levites shall be mine: I am 
the LORD. And for those that are to be redeemed of the two 46 
hundred and threescore and thirteen of the first-born of the chil- 
dren of Israel, which are more than the Levites; thou shalt even 47 
take five shekels a-piece by the poll; after the shekel of the 
sanctuary shalt thou take them: (the shekeél is twenty gerahs::) 
and thou shalt give the money, wherewith the odd number of 48 
them is to be redeemed, unto Aaron and to his sons. And Moses 49 
took the redempiion-money of therm that were over and above 
them that were redeemed by the Levites: of the first-born of the 50 
children of Israel took he the money; a thousand three hundred 
and threescore and five shekels, after the skekel of the sanctuary; 
and Moses gave the money of them that were redeemed unto 51 
Aaron and to his sons, according to the word of the LORD, as 
the LORD commanded Moses. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 
Take the sum of the sons of Kohath from among the sons of Levi, 
afier their families, by the house of their fathers, 'from thirty 
years old and upward even until fifty years old, all that enter 
into the host, to do the work in the tabernacle of the congregation. 

This shail be the service of the sons of Kohath in the tabernacle. 4 
of the congregation, about the most holy things: and when the. 5 
camp setteth forward, Aaron shall come, and his sons, and they 
shall take down the covering vail, and cover the ark of testimony 
with it; and shall put thereon the covering of ‘badgers’ skins, 6 
and shall spread oyer i a cloth wholly of blue, and shall put in 
the. staves thereof, And upon the table of show-bread they 7 
shall spread a cloth of blue, and put thereon the dishes, and the 
spoons, and the bowls, and covers to cover withal: and the con- 
tinual bread shall be thereon: and they shall spread upon them 8 
a cloth of scarlet, and cover the same with a covering of badgers’ 
skins, and shall put in the staves thereof. And they shall take. 9 
a,cloth of blue, and cover the candlestick of the light, and his 
lamps, and his tongs, and his snufF-dishes, and all the oil vessels, 
thereof, wherewith they minister unto it: and they shall put it 10 
and all the vessels thereof within a covering of badgers’ skins, . - 

d shall put 2 upon a bar.. And upon the golden, altar they,11 

jall spread a cloth of blue, and cover it with a covgime of 
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badgers’ skins, and shall put to the staves thereof: and they shall 
take all the instruments of ministry, wherewith they minister in 
the sanctuary, and pot them ina cloth of blue, and cover them 
with a covering of badgers’ skins, and shall put them on a bar: 
and they shall take away the ashes from the altar, and spread a 
purple cloth thereon; and they shall put upon it all the vessels 
thereof, wherewith they minister about it, even the censers, the 
flesh-hooks, and the shovels, and the basins, all the vessels of the 
altar; and they shall spread upon it a covering of badgers’ skins, 
and put to the staves of it. And when Aaron and his sons have 
made an end of covering the sanctuary, and all the vessels of the 
sanctuary, as the camp Is to set forward ; after that, the sons of 
Kohath shall come to bear zt: but they shall not touch any holy 
thing, lest they die. These things are the burden of the sons of 
Kohath in the tabernacle of the congregation. And to the office 
of Eleazar the son of Aaron the priest perfaineth the oil for the 
light, and the sweet incense, and the daily meat-offering, and the 
anointing oil, and the oversight of all the tabernacle, and of all 
that therein 2s, in the sanctuary, and in the vessels thereof. And 
the LORD spake unto Moses and uhto Aaron, saying, Cut ye not 
off the tribe of the families of the Kohathites from among the 
Levites: but thus do unto them, that they may live and not die, 
when they approach unto the most holy things: Aaron and his 
sons Shalt o in and appoint them every one to his service and 
to his puted? but they shall not goin to see when the holy 
things are covered, lest they die. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, ' Take also the sam 
of the sons of Gershon, throughout the houses of their fathers, by 
their families; from thirty years old and upward until fifty years 
old shalt thou number them; all that enter in to perform the 
service, to do the work in the tabernacle of the congregation. 
This is the service of the families of the Gershonites, to serve, 
and for burdens: and they shail bear the curtains of the taber- 
nacle; and the tabernacle of the congregation, his covering, and 
the covering of the badgers’ skins that 7s above upon it, and the 
hanging for the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
the hangings of the court, and the hanging for the door of the 
gate of the court, which 7s by the tabernacle and by the altar 
round about, and their cords, and all the instruments of their 
service, and all that is made for them: so shall they serve. At 
the appointment of Aaron and his sons shall be all the service of 
the sons of the Gershonites, in all their burdens, and in all their 
service: and ye shall appoint unto them in charge all their 
burdens. This 7s the service of the families of the sons of Ger- 
shon in the tabernacle of the congregation: and their charge 
shall be under the hand of Ithamar the son of Aaron: the priest. 

As for the sons of Merari, thou shalt number them after their 
families, by the house of their fathers; from thirty years old and 
upward even unto fifty years old shalt thou number them, every 
one that entereth into the service, to do the work of the taber- 
nacle of ie congregation. And this is the charge of their bur- 
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den, according to all their service in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation; the boards of the tabernacle, and the bars thereof, 

~ and the pillars thereof, and sockets thereof, ‘and the pillars of 32 
the court round about, and their sockets, and their pins, and 
their cords, with all their instruments, and-with all their service: 
and by name ye shall reckon the instruments of the charge of 
their burden.” This is the service of the families of the sons 33 
of Merari, according to all their service, in the tabernacle of the 
congregation, under the hand of Ithamar the son of Aaron the 
priest. 

AND Moses and Aaron and the chief of the congregation num- 34 
bered the sons of the Kohathites after their families, and after 
the house of their fathers, from thirty years old and upward eyen 35 
unto fifty years old, every one that entereth into the service, for 
the work in the tabernacle of the congregation: and those that 36 
were numbered ‘of them by their families were two thousand 
seven hundred and fifty. These were they that were numbered 37 
of the families of the Kohathites, all that might do service in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, which Moses and Aaron did 
number according to the commandment of the LORD by the 
hand of Moses. And those that were numbered of the sons of 38 
Gershon, throughout their families, and by the house of their 
fathers, from thirty years old and upward even unto fifty years 39 
old, every one that entereth into the service, for the work in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, even those that were numbered 40 
of them, throughout their families, by the house of their fathers, 
were two thousand and six hundred and thirty. These are they 41 
that were numbered of the families of the sons of Gershon, of 
all that might do service in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
whom Moses and Aaron did number according to the command- 
ment of the LORD. And those that were numbered of the 42 
families of the sons of Merari, throughout their families, by the 
house of their fathers, from thirty years old and upward even 43 
‘unto fifty years old, every one that entereth into the service, for 
the work in the tabernacle of the congregation, even those that 44, 
were numbered of them after their families, were three thou- 
sand and two hundred. ‘These be those that were numbered of 45 
the families of the sons of Merari, whom Moses and Aaron num- 
bered according to the word of the LORD by the hand of Moses, 
All those that were numbered of the Levites, whom Moses and 46 
Aaron and the chief of Israel numbered, after their families, 
and after the house of their fathers, from thirty years old and 47 

‘ upward even unio fifty years old, every one that came to do the 
service of the ministry, and the service of the burden in. the ; 
tabernacle of the congregation, even those that were numbered 48 
of them, were eight thousand and five hundred and fourscore. 
Accotding to the commandment of the LORD they were num- 49 
bered by the hand of Moses, every one according to his service, 
and according to his burden: thus were they numbered of him, 
as the LORD commanded Moses. qe :

AND the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Command the 5 
children of Israel, that they put out of the camp every leper, and 
every one that hath an issue, and whosoever is defiled by the 
dead: both male and female shall ye put out, without the camp 3 
shall ye put them; that they defile not their camps, in the midst 
whereof I dwell. And the children of Israel did so, and put 4 
them out without the camp: as the LORD spake unto Moses, so 
did the children of Israel. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto the 5,6 
children of Israel, When a man or woman shall commit any 
sin that men commit, to do a trespass against the LORD, and that 
person be guilty; then they shall confess their sin which they 7 
have done: and he shall recompense his trespass with the prin- 
cipal thereof, and add unto it the fifih part thereof, and give 7 
unto him against whom he hath trespassed. But if the man have 8 
no kinsman to recompense the trespass unto, let the trespass be 
recompensed unto the LORD, even to the priest; beside the ram 
of the atonement, whereby an atonement shall be made for him. 

And every offering of all the holy things of the children of Is- 9 
rael, which they bring unto the priést, shall be his. And every 10 
man’s hallowed things shall be his: whatsoever any man givet 
the priest, it shall be his. 4 

Anp the LORD spake unto» Moses, saying, 'Speak unto the 11 
children of Israel, and say unto them, If any man’s wife go aside, 
and commit a trespass against him, and a man lie with her car- 13 
nally, and it be hid from the eyes of her husband, and be kept 
close, and she be defiled, and there be no witness against her, 
neither she be taken with the manner; and the spirit of jealousy 14 
come upon him, and he be jealous of his wife, and she be de- 
filed: then shall the man bring his wife unto the priest, and 15 
he shall bring her offering for her, the tenth part of an ephah of 
barley meal; he shall pour no oil upon it, nor put frankincense 
thereon ; for it is an offering of jealousy, an offering of memorial, 
bringing iniquity to remembrance. And the priest shall bring 16 
ther near, and set her before the LORD: and the priest shall take 17 
holy water in an earthen vessel; and of the dust that is in the 
floor of the tabernacle the priest shall take, and put 2 into the . 
water: and the priest shall set the woman before the LORD, and 18 
uncover the woman’s head, and put the offering of memorial in 
her hands, which is the jealonsy-offering: and the priest shall 
have in his hand the bitier water that causeth the curse: and 19 
the priest shall charge her by an oath, and say unto the woman, 

If no man have lain with thee, and if thou hast not gone aside 
to uncleanness with another instead of thy husband, be thou free 
from this bitter water that causeth the curse: but if thou hast 20 
gone aside fo another instead of thy husband, and if thou be de- 
filed, and some man have lain with thee beside thine husband; 
then the priest shall charge the woman with an oath of cursing, 21 
and the priest shall say unto the woman, The LORD make thee 
a curse and an oath among thy people, when the LORD doth 
make wy Sek to rot, and thy belly to swell; and this water 22 
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that causeth the curse shall go into thy bowels, to make thy belly 

to swell, and thy thigh to rot: and the Woman shall say, Amen, 
amen. And the priest shall write these curses in a book, and 23 
he shall blot them out with the bitter water: and he shall cause 24 
the woman to drink the bitter water that causeth the curse: and 
the water that causeth the curse shall enter into her, and become 
bitter. Then the priest shal! take the jealousy-offering out of the 25; 
woman’s hand, and shall wave the offering before the LORD, 
and offer it upon the altar: and the priest shall take an handful 26. 
of the offering, even the memorial thereof, and burn i upon the’ 
altar, and afterward shall cause the woman to drink the: water. 
And when he hath made her to drink the water, then it shall 27 
come to pass, that, if she be defiled, and have done trespass 
against her husband, that the water that causeth the curse shall 
enter into her, and become bitter, and her belly shall swell, and 
her thigh shall rot: and the woman shall be a curse among her 
people. And if the woman be not defiled, but be celean; then 28 
she shall be free, and shall conceive seed. This is the law of 29: 
jealousies, when a wife goeth aside to another instead of her hus- 
band, and is defiled ; or when the spirit of jealousy cometh upon 30) 
him, and he he jealous over his wife, and shall set the woman 
before the LORD, and the priest shall execute upon her all this 
law. Then shall the. man be guiltless from iniquity, and this 31 
woman shall bear her iniquity. 

Axp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto the 6 
children of Israel, and say unto them, When either man or woman 
shall separate themselves to vow a vow of a Nazarite, to separate 
themselves unto the LORD: he shall separate himself from wine 3: 
and strong drink, and shall drink no vinegar of wine, or vinegar 
of strong drink, neither shall he drink any liquor of grapes, nor 
eat moist grapes, or dried. All the days of his separation shall 4 
he eat nothing that is made of the vine-tree, from the kernels 
even to the husk. All the days of the vow of his separation 5 
there shall no razor come upon his head: until the days be ful- 
filled, in the which he separateth himself unto the LORD, he 
shall-be holy, and shall let the locks of the hair of his head 
grow. All the days that he separateth himself unto the LORD 6 
he shall come at no.dead body. He shall not make himself un- 7 
clean for his father, or for his mother, for his brother, or for his 

‘sister, When they die: because the consecration of his God is 
upon his head. All the days of his separation he is holy unto the 8

twenty shekels. All the oxen for the burnt-offering were twelve 87 
bullocks, the'rams twelve, the Tambs of the first year twelve, 
with their meat-offering: and the kids of the goats for sin-offering 
twelve.

Anp the LORD spake untu Moses,saying, 'Speak unto Aaron, 
and say unto him, When thou lightest the lamps, the seven 
lamps shall give light over-againstthe candlestick. And Aaron did 
so: he lighted the lamps thereof over-against the candlestick, as 
the LORD commanded Moses. And this work.of the candlestick 
was of beaten gold, unto the shaft thereof, unto the flowers 
thereof, was beaien work: according unto the pattern which the 
LORD had showed Moses, so he made the candlestick.

And after that shall 
the Levites go in to do the service of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation: and thou shalt cleanse them, and offer them for an 


offering, For they are wholly given unto me from among the 1 


children of Israel; instead of such as open every womb, even 
instead of the first-born of all the children of Israel, have I taken 
them unto me, For all the first-born of the children of Israel are 
mine, both man and beast: on the day that I smote every first- 
born in the land of Egypt, I sanctified them for myself, And I 
have taken the Levites for all the first-born of the children of 
Israel. And I have given the Levites asa gift to Aaron and to 
his sons from among the children of Israel, to do the service of 
the children of Israel in the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
to make an atonement for the children of Israel; that there be 
no plague among the children of Israel, when the children of 
Israel come nigh unto the sanctuary. And Moses, and Aaron, 
and all the congregation of the children of Israel, did to the Le- 
vites according unto all that the LORD commanded Moses con- 
cerning the Levites, so did the children of Israel unto them. And 
the Levites were purified, and they washed their clothes; and 
Aaron offered them as an offering before the LORD: and Aaron 
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made an atonement for them to cleanse them. And after that 22 
went the Levites'in to do their service in the tabernacle of the 
congregation’ before Aaron, and ‘before his sons: as the LORD 
a commanded Moses concerning the Levites, so did they unto 
them. 

Awnp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, ' This ¢s 7t that be- 23 
longeth unto the Levites: from twenty-and-five years old and 
upward they shall go in to wait upon the service of the tabernacle 
of the congregation: and from the age of fifty years they shall 25 
Gease waiting upon the service thereof, and shall serve no more ; 
but shall minister with their brethren in the tabernacle of the 26 
congregation, to keep the charge, and shall do no service. Thus 
shalt thou do unto the Levites touching their charge: 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses in the wilderness of Sinai, 9 
in the first month of the second year after they were come out 
of the land of Egypt, saying, Let the children of Israel also keep 

the passover at his appointed season. In the fourteenth day of 
this month, at even, ye shall keep it in his appointed season: ac- 
eording to all the rites of it, and according to all the ceremonies 
thereof, shall ye keep it. And Moses spake unto the children ‘4 
of Israel, that they should keep the passover. And they kept 5 
the passover on the fourteenth day of the first month at even; in 
the wilderness of Sinai: according to all that the LORD com- 
manded Moses, so did the children of Israel: ; 

And there were certain men, who were defiled by the dead 6 
hody of a man, that they could not keép the passover on that 
day: and they came before Moses and before Aaron on that day: 
and those men said unto him, We are defiled’ by the dead y 7 
of aman: wherefore are we kept back, that we may not offer 
an offering of the LORD in his appointed season among the chil+ 
dren of Israel? And Moses said unto them, Stand still, and I’ 8 
will hear what the LORD will command concerning you. And 9 
the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, Speak unto the children 10 
of Israel, saying, If any man of you or of your posterity shall be 
unclean by reason ‘of a dead body, or be in a journey afar off, 
yet he shall keep the passover unto the LORD. The fourteenth 11 
day of the’ second month at even they shall keep it, and eat it 
with unleavened bread and bitter herbs. They shall leave none 12 
of it unto the morning, nor break any bone of it: according to 
all the ordinances of the passover they shall keep it. But the 13 
man that 7s clean, and is not in a journey, and forbeareth to keep 
the passover, even the same soul shall be cut off from among his 
people: because he brought not the offering of the LORD in his 
appointed season, that man shall bear his sin. And ifa stranger 14 
shall sojourn among you, and will keep the passover unto the 
LORD; according to the ordinance’ of the passover, and ac- 
cording to the manner thereof, so shall he do: ye shall have one 
ordinance, both for the stranger, and for him that was born in 
the land. 

And on the day that the tabernacle was reared up the cloud 15. 
covered the tabernacle, ee ey tent of the ey and’ 
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at even there was upon the tabernacle as it were the appearance 
of fire, until the morning. So it was alway: the cloud covered 16 
it by day, and the appearance of fire by night. And when the 17 
cloud was taken up from the tabernacle, then after that the chil- 
dren of Israel journeyed: and in the place where the cloud 
abode, there the children of Israel pitched their tents., At the 18 
commandment of the LORD the children of Israel journeyed, 
and at the commandment of the LORD they pitched: as long as 
the cloud abode upon the tabernacle they rested in their tents. 
And when the.cloud tarried long upon the tabernacle many days, 19) 
then. the children of Israel kept the charge of the LORD, and 
journeyed not. And so it was, when the cloud wasa few days 20. 
upon the tabernacle; according to the commandment, of the 
LORD they abode in their tents, and according to the command- 
ment of the LORD they journeyed. And so it was, when the 21 
cloud abode from even unto the morning, and that the cloud was 
taken up in the morning, then they journeyed: whether ¢ was 
by day or by night that the cloud was taken up, they journeyed. 
Or whether at were two days, or a month, or a year, that the cloud 22 
tarried upon the tabernacle, Tarneyninig thereon, the children of 
Israel abode in their tents, and jovrneyed not: but when it was 
taken up, they journeyed. _At the commandment of the LORD 23 
they rested in their tents, and at the commandment of the LORD 
they journeyed: they kept the charge ofthe LORD, at the com- 
mandment of the LORD, by the hand of Moses. 5 
Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying,'Make thee twolQ® 
trumpets of silver; of a whole piece shalt thou make them ; that 
thou mayest use them for the calling of the assembly, and for 
the journeying of the camps. And when they shall blow with 
them, all His assembly shall assemble themselves to thee at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congregation. And if they blow 
but with one trumpet, then the princes, which are heads of the 
thousands of Israel, shall gather themselves unto thee. When 
ye blow an alarm, then the camps that lie on the east parts shall 
go forward, When ye blow an alarm the second time, then the 
camps that lie on the south side shall take their journey: they 
shall blow an alarm for their journeys. But when the congre- 
gation is to be gathered together, ye shall blow, but ye shall not 
sound an alarm. And, ihe sons of Aaron, the priests, shall blow 
with the trumpets; and they shall be to you for an ordinance for 
ever throughout your generations. And if ye go to war in your 
land against the enemy that oppresseth you, then ye shall blow |.’ 
an alarm with the trumpets; and ye shall be remembered before 
the LORD your God, and ye shall be saved. from your enemies. 
Also in the day of your gladness, and in your solemn days, and 10 
in the beginnings of your months, ye shall blow with the trum-.. 
pets over your burnt-offerings, and over the sacrifices of your 
peace-offerings ;, that they may be to you for.a memorial before 
your God: I am the LORD your God. ft 
AND it.came to pass on the twentieth day of the second: 11 
month, in -shenreaand year, that the cloud was taken. up from. off. 
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the tabernacle of the testimony. And the children of Israel took 12 
their journeys out of the wildemess of Sinai; and the, cloud 
rested in. the, wilderness of Paran., And they first took their 13 
journey according to the commandment of the LORD by the 
hand_of Moses. 

Tn the first place went the standard of the camp of the children 14 
of Judah according to their armies: and over his host was Nah- 
shon the son of Amminadab. And over the host of the tribe of 15 
the children of Issachar was Nethaneel the son of Zuar.

And the Kohathites set forward, bearing the sanc- 21 
tuary : and. the other did set up the tabernacle against they came. 
And the standard of the camp of the children of Ephraim set 22 
forward according to their armies: and over his host was Elisha- 
ma the son of Ammihud. And over the host of the tribe of the 23 
children of Manasseh was Gamaliel the son of Pedahzur.. And 24 
over the host.of the tribe of the children of Benjamin was Abi- 
dan the son of Gideoni.

Anp Moses said unto Hobab, the son of Raguel the Midianite, 29 
Moses’ father-in-law, Weare journeying unto the place of which 
the LORD said, I will give it you: come thou with us, and we 
will do thee good: for the LORD hath spoken good concerning 
Israel. And he said unto him, I will not go; but I will depart to. 30 
mine own land, and to my kindred. And he said, Leave us. not, 31 
‘ T pray. thee; forasmuch as thou knowest how we are to encamp 
in the wilderness, and thou mayest be to us instead of eyes. 
And it shall be, if thou go with us, yea, it shall be, that what 32

‘AnD when the people complained, it displeased the LORD:11 
and ‘the LORD heard it; and his anger was kindled: and the © 
fire of the LORD burnt among them, and consumed them that 
were in the uttermost parts of the camp. And the people cried 
unto Moses; and when Moses prayed unto the LORD, the’ fire 
was quenched. And he called the name of the place Taberah: 
because the fire of the LORD burnt among them. : 

Anp the mixt multitude that was among them fell a lusting: 
and the children of Israel also wept again, and said, Who shall 
give ns flesh to eat? We remember the fish, which we did eat 
in Egypt freely ; the cucumbers, and the melons, and the leeks, 
and the onions, and the garlic: but now our.soul is dried away: 
there is nothing at all, beside this manna, before our eyes. And 
the manna was as coriander seed, and the color thereof as the 
color of bdellium. And the people went about, and gathered 7, 
and ground i¢ in mills, or beat itm a mortar, and baked i in pans, 
and made cakes of it: and the taste of it was as the taste of 
fresh oil. And when the dew fell upon the camp in the night, 9 
the manna fell upon it. 

Then Moses heard the people weep throughout their families, 10 
every man in the door of his tent: and the anger of the LORD 
was kindled greatly; Moses also was displeased. And Moses 11 
said unto the LORD, Wherefore hast thou afflicted thy servant? 
and wherefore have I not found favor in thy sight, that thou lay- 
est the burden of all this people upon me? Have I conceived all 12 
this people? have I begotten them, that thou shouldest say unto 
me, Carry them in thy bosom, as a nursing father beareth the 
sucking child, unto thé land which thou swarest unto their 
fathers? Whence should I have flesh to give unto all this people? 13 
for they weep unto me, saying, Give us flesh, that we may eat. 
Yam not able to bear all this people alone, because i 1s too heavy 14 
for me. And if thou deal thus with me, kill me, I pray thee, out 15 
of hand, if I have found favor in thy sight: and let me not see 
my wretchedness. 

Anp the LORD said unto Moses, Gather unto me seventy men 16 
of the elders of Israel, whom thou knowest to be the elders of 
the people, and officers over them; and bring them unto the 
tabernacle of the congregation, that they may stand there with 
thee. And I will come down and talk with thee there: and I 17 
will take’ of the spirit which is upon thee, and will put it upon | 
them; and they shall bear the burden of the people with thee, 
that thou bear 2 not thyself alone. And say thou unto the people, 18 
Sanctify yourselves against to-morrow, mS ye shall eat flesh: for |, 
ye have wept in the ears of the LORD, saying, Who shall give _ 
us flesh to eat? for 2¢ was well with us in Egypt: therefore the 
LORD will give you flesh, and ye shall eat. Ye shall not eat 19 
one day, nor two days, nor five days, neither ten days, nor twenty 
days’; but even a whole month, until it come out at your nostrils, 20 
and it be dopthenre unto you: because that ye have despised the 
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LORD which is among you, and have wept before. him, saying, 
Why came we forth out of Egypt? 

And Moses said, The people, among whom I am, are six hun- 21 ‘ 
dred; thousand footmen: and thou hast said, I will give them 
flesh, that they may eat a whole month. Shall the flocks and 22 
the herds be slain for them, 10 suffice them? or shall all the fish 
of the sea be gathered together for them, to suffice them? And 23 
the LORD said unto Moses, Is the LORD’S hand waxed short? 
thou shalt see now whether my word shall come to pass unto 
thee or not. 

Anp Moses went out, and told the people the words of the 24 
LORD, and gathered the seventy men of the elders of the people, 
and set them round about the tabernacle. And the LORD came 25 
down in a cloud, and spake unto him, and took of the spirit that 
was upon him, and gave it unto the seventy elders; and it came 
to pass, that, when the spirit rested upon them, they prophesied, 
and did not.cease. But there remained two of the men in the 26 
camp, the name of the one was Eldad, and the name of the other 
Medad : and the spirit rested upon them; and they were of them 
that were written, but went not out unto the tabernacle: and 
they prophesied in the camp. And there ran a young man, and 27 
fold Moses, and said, Eldad and Medad do prophesy in the 
camp. And Joshua the son,of Nun, the servant of Moses, one 28 
of his young men, answered and said, My lord Moses, forbid 
them. And Moses said unto him, Enviest thou for my sake? 29 
would God that all the LORD’S people were prophets, and that 
the LORD would put his spirit upon them! And Moses gat him 30 
into the camp, he and the elders of Israel. 

Anp_ there went forth a wind from the LORD, and brought 31 
quails from the sea, and let them fall by the camp, as it were a 
day’s journey on this side, and as it were a day’s journey on the 
other side, round about the camp, and as it were two cubits high 
upon the face of the earth. And the people stood up all that day, 32 
and all that night, and all the next day, and they gathered the 
quails: he that gathered least gathered ten homers: and they 
spread them all abroad for themselves round about the camp. 
And while the flesh was yet between their teeth, ere it was 33 
chewed, the wrath of the LORD was kindled against the people, 
and the LORD smote the people with a yery great plague. And 34 
he called the name of that place Kibroth-hattaavah; because 
there they buried the people that lusted. 

AND the people journeyed from. Kibroth-hattaayah unto 
flazeroth ; and abode at Hazeroth. 

_ And Miriam and Aaron spake against Moses because of thel2 
Ethiopian woman whom he had married : for he had married an 
Ethiopian woman. And they said, Hath the LORD indeed spoken 2 
only by Moses? hath he not spoken also by us? And the LORD 
heard zt. (Now the man Moses was very meek, above all the 3 
men which were upon the face of the earth.) And the LORD 4 
spake suddenly unto Moses, and unto Aaron, and unto Miriam, 
Come out ye three unto the tabernacle of the pangreaanen: And 
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they three came out. And the LORD came down in the pillar 5 
of the cloud, and stood zz the door of the tabernacle, and called 
‘Aaron and Miriam: and they both came forth. And he said, 6 
Hear now my words: If there be a prophet among you, I the 
GORD will make myself known unto him in a vision, and will 
speak unto him in a dream. My servant Moses is not so, who as 
faithfal in all mine house. With him will I speak mouth to 
mouth, even apparently, and not in dark speeches ; and the simili- 
tude of the LORD shall he behold : wherefore then were ye not 
afraid to speak against my servant Moses? And the anger of the 9 
LORD was kindled against them: and he departed. And the 10 
cloud departed from off the tabernacle ; and behold, Miriam 6e- 
came leprous, while as snow : and Aaron looked upon Miriam, 
and behold, she was leprous. And Aaron said unto Moses, Alas, 11 
my lord, I beseech thee, lay’not the sin upon us, wherein we 
have done foolishly, and wherein we have sinned. Let her not 12 
be as one dead; of whom the flesh is half consumed when he 
cometh out-of his mother’s womb. And Moses cried unto the 13 
LORD, saying, Heal her now, O God, I beseech thee. And the 14 
LORD said unto Moses, If her father had but spit im her face,should ~~ 
she not be ashamed seven days? let her be shut out from the 
camp seven days, and after that let her be received in again. 
And Miriam was shut out from the camp seven days: and the 15 
people journeyed not till Miriam was brought in again. 

AND afterward the people removed from Hazeroth, and 16 
pitched in the wilderness of Paran. 

And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, !Send thou men,13 
that they may search the land of Canaan, which I give untothe ° 
children of Israel: of every tribe of their fathers shall ye send a 
man, every one a ruler among them. And Moses by the com-' 3 
mandmeént of the LORD sent them from the wilderness of Paran: ° 
all those men were heads of the children of Israel: And these 4 
were their names: of the tribe of Reuben, Shammua the son of — 
Zaccur. Of the tribe of Simeon, Shaphat the son of Hori. Of the 5,6 
tribe of Judah, Caleb the son of Jephunneh. Of the tribe of 7 
Issachar, Igal the son of Joseph. Of the tribe of Ephraim, Oshea’ 8 
the son of Nun. Of the tribe of Benjamin, Palti the son of Raphu.’ 9 
!Of the tribe of Zebulun, Gaddiel the son of Sodi. 'Of the tribe of 10 
Joseph, namely, of the tribe of Manasseh, Gaddi the son of Susi.» 
1Of the tribe of Dan, Ammiel the son of Gemalli. "Of the tribe of 12 
Asher, Sethur the son of Michael. Of the tribe of Naphtali, Nahbi 14 
the son of Vophsi. Of the tribe of Gad, Geuel the son of Machi. 3 
These are the names of the-men whiéh Moses sent to spy out the 1 
land. And Moses:called Oshea, the son of Nun, Jehoshua. 'And 17 
Moses sent them to’spy out the land of Canaan, and said unto . 
them, Get you up this way southward, and go up into the moun- 
tain: and see the land, what it is; and the people that dwelleth 18 
therein, whether they be strong _or weak, few or many ; and 19 
what the land is that they dwell mn, whether it be good or bad ; 
and ‘what cities they be that they dwell in, whether in tents, or 
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whether there. be wood therein, or not.. And be ye of good 
courage, and. bring of the fruit of the land. Now the time was 
the time of the first ripe grapes. So they went up, and searched 21 
the land from the wildemess of Zin unto Rehob,as men come to 
Hamath. And they ascended by the south, and came unto. 22 
Hebron ; where Ahiman, Sheshai, and Talmai, the, children of 
Anak, were. (Now Hebron was built seven years before Zoan 

in Egypt) And they came unto the brook of Eshcol, and cut 23 
down from thence a branch with one cluster of grapes, and they 
bare it between two upon a staff; and they brought of the pome- 
granaies, and of the figs. The place was called the brook 24 
Eshcol because of the cluster of grapes which the children of 
Israel cut down from thence. And they returned from searching 25 
of the land after forty days. 

AnD they went and came to Moses, and to Aaron, and to all 26 
the congregation of the children of Israel, unto the wilderness of 
Paran, to Kadesh; and brought back word unto them, and unto 
ail the congregation, and showed them the fruit of the land. 
And. they told him, and said, We came unto the land whither 27 
thou sentest_us, and surely it loweth with milk and honey ; and 
this 7s the fruit of it. Nevertheless the people be strong that 28 
dwell in the Jand, and the cities are walled, and very great: and 
moreover we saw the children of Anak there. The Amalekites 29 
dwell in the land of the south: and the Hittites, and the Jebu- 
sites, and the. Amorites, dwell in the mountains: and the Ca- 
naanites dwell by the sea, and by the coast of Jordan. And 30 
Caleb stilled the people before Moses, and said, Let us go up at 
once, and possess it: for we are well able, to overcome it. But 31 
the men that went up with him said, We be not able to go up 
against the people; for they are stronger than we. And they 32 
brought upan evil report of the land which they had searched unto 
the children of Israel, saying, The jand, through which we have 
gone to search it, 7s a land that eateth up the inhabitants thereof; 
and all the people that we saw in it are men of a great stature. 
And there we saw the giants, the sons of Anak, which come of 33 
the giants: and we were in our own sight as grasshoppers, and so 
we were in their sight. And all the congregation lifted upl.4 
their voice, and cried; and the people wept that night. And all 2 
the children of Israel murmured against Moses and against 
Aaron; and the whole congregation said unto them, Would God 
that we had died in the land of Egypt! or, would God we had 
died in this wilderness! And wherefore hath the LORD brought 
us unto this land, to fall by the sword, that our wives and our 
children should be a prey? were it not better for us to return 
into Egypt? And they said one toanother, Let us made a captain, 
and let us return into Egypt. Then Moses and Aaron fell on 
their faces before all the assembly of the congregation of the 
children of Israel. And Joshua the son of Nun, and Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh, which were of them: that searched the land,, 
rent their clothes: and they’spake unto all the company of the 
children of Israel, saying, The land, which we naned shrug | 
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to search it, is an exceeding good land. Ifthe LORD delight in 8 
us, then he will bring us into this land, and give it us; a land 
which floweth with milk and honey. Only rebel not ye against 9 
the LORD, neither fear ye the people of the land; for they are 
‘bread for us: their defence is departed from them, and the 
LORD is with us: fear them not. But all the congregation bade i0 
stone them with stones. 

Anp the glory of the LORD appeared in the tabernacle of the 
congregation before all the children of Israel. And the LORD 1} 
said unto. Moses, How long will this people provoke me? and 
how long will it be ere they believe me, for all the signs which 
I have showed among them? I will smite them with the pesti- 12 
lence, and disinherit them, and will make of thee a greater na- 
tion and mightier than they. And Moses said unto the LORD, 13 
Then the Egyptians shall hear 7, (for thou broughtest up this 
people in thy might from among them;) and they will tell 7 to 14 
the inhabitants of this land: for they have heard that thou LORD 
art among this people, that thou LORD art seen face to face, and 
that thy cloud standeth over then, and that thou goest before 
them, by day-time in a pillar of a cloud, and in a pillar of fire 
by night. Now ?f thou shalt kill ail this people as one man, then 15 
the nations which have heard the fame of thee will speak, say- 
ing, Because the LORD was not able to bring this people into 16 
the land which he sware unto them, therefore he hath slain them 
in the wilderness. And now, I beseech thee, let the power of 17 
my LORD be great, according as thou hast spoken, saying, The 18 
LORD is long-suffering, and of great mercy, forgiving iniquity 
and transgression, and by no means clearing the guilty, visiting 
the iniquity of the fathers upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation. Pardon, I beseech thee, the iniquity of this 19 

eople according unto the greatness of thy mercy, and as thou 
had forgiven this people, from Egypt even until now. And the 20 
LORD said, I have pardoned according to thy word: but as truly 21 
as [ live, all the earth shall be filled with the glory of the LORD.’ 
Because all those mer! which have seen my glory, and my mira- 22 
cles, which I did in Egypt and in the wilderness, have tempted 
me now these ten times, and have not hearkened to my voice ; 
surely they shall not see the land which I sware unto their fathers, 23 
neither shall any of them that provoked me see it: but my ser- 24 
vant Caleb, because he had another spirit with him, and hath 
followed ine fully, him will T bring into the land whereinto he 
went}; and his seed shall possess if. (Now the Amalekites and 25 
the Canaanites dwelt in the valley.) ‘To-morrow turn you, and — 
get you into the wilderness by the way of the Red sea. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 26 
How long shall I bear with this evil congregation, which murmur 27 
against me? I have heard the murmurings of the children of 
Israel, which they murmur against me. Say unto them, As truly 28 
as I live, saith the LORD, as ye “have spoken in mine ears, so — 
‘will I do to you: your careasses shall fall in this wilderness; and 29 
all that i numbered of you, according to your whole num- ~ 
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ber, from twenty years old and upward, which have murmured 
against me, ' doubtless ye shall not come into the land, concerning 30 
which I sware to make you dwell therein, save Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh, and Joshua the son of Nun. But your little ones, 31 
which ye said should be a prey, them will I bring in, and they 
shall know the land which ye have despised. But as for you, 32 
your carcasses, they shall fall in this wilderness. And your 23 
children shall wander in the wilderness forty years, and bear 
your whoredoms, until your carcasses be wasted in the wilder- 
ness. Afier the number of the days in which ye searched the 34 
dand, even forty days, each day for a year, shall ye bear your ini- 
quities, even forty years, and ye shall be my breach of promise. 

I the LORD have said, I will surely do it-unto all this evil con- 35 
gregation, that are gathered together against me: in this wilder- 
ness they shall be consumed, and there they shall die. And the 36 
men, which Moses sent to search the land, who returned, and 
made all the congregation to murmur_against him, b bringing 
up a slander upon the land, even those men that did bring up 37 
the evil report upon the land, died by the plague. before the 
LORD. But Joshua the son of Nun, and Caleb the son of Je- 38 
phunneh, which were of the men that went to search the land, 
lived stil. And Moses told these sayings unto all the children 39 
of Israel: and the people mourned greatly. 

And they rose up early in the morning, and gat them up into 40 
the top of the mountain, saying, Lo, we de here, and will go up 
unto the place which the LORD hath promised: for we have 
sinned.. And Moses said, Wherefore now do ye transgress the 41 
commandment of the LORD? but it shall not prosper. Go not 42 
up, for the LORD is not among you; that ye be not smitten be: 
fore your enemies. For the Amalekites and the Canaanites are 43 
there before you, and ye shall fall by the sword : because ye are 

‘turned away from the LORD, therefore the LORD will not be 
-with you. But they presumed to go up unto the hill-top: never- 44 
theless the ark of the covenant of the LORD, and Moses, de- 
parted not out of the camp. Then the Amalekites came down, 45 
and the Canaanites which dwelt in that hill, and smote them, 
and discomfited them, even unto Hormah. ; 

AND the LORD spake unto Moses, saying,!Speak unto thel5 
children of Israel, and say unto them, When ye be come into 
the land of your habitations, which I give unto you, and will 3 
make an offering by fire unto the LORD, a burnt-offering, or a 
sacrifice in performing a vow, or in a freewill-offering, or in your 
solemn feasts, to make a sweet savor unto the LORD, of the herd, 
or of the flock: then shall he that offereth his offering unto the 
LORD bring a meat-offering of a tenth-deal of flour mingled 
with the fourth part of an hin of oil. And the fourth part of an 
hin of wine for a drink-offering shalt thou prepare with the 
burnt-offering or sacrifice, for one lamb. Or for a rain, thou shalt 
prepare for a meat-offering two tenth-deals of flour mingled with 
the third part of an hin of oil. And for a drink-offering thou 
shalt offer the third part of an hin wine, for a sweet Sa unto 
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the LORD. And when. thou preparest a bullock for a burnt- 8 
offering, or for a sacrifice in performing a vow, or peace-offerings 
unto the LORD: then shall he bring with a bullock a meat-of 9 
fering of three tenth-deals of flour mingled with half an hin of 
oil. And thou shalt bring for a drink-offering half an hin of wine, 10 
for an offering made by fire, of a'sweet savor unto the LORD. 
Thus shall it be done for one bullock, or for one ram, or for a 11 
lamb, or a kid. According to the number that ye shall prepare, 12 
so shall ye do to every one according to them number. All that 13 
are born of the country shall do these things after this manner, 

in offering an offering made by fire, of a sweet savor unto the 
LORD. And if a stranger sojourn with you, or whosoever be 14 
among you in your generations, and will offer an offering made 

by fire, of a sweet'savor unto the LORD; as ye do, so he shall 
do. One ordinance shail be both for you of the congregation, and 15 
also for the stranger that sojourneth with you, an ordinance for 
ever in your generations: as ye are, so shall the stranger be be- 
fore the LORD. One law and one manner shall be for you, and 16 
for the stranger that sojourneth with you. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto the 17 
children of Israel, and say unto them, When ye come into the 
land whither 1 bring you, ! then it shall be, that, when ye eat of 19 
the bread of the land, ye shall offer up an heave-oflermg unto 
the LORD. Ye shall offer up a cake of the first of rate dough 20 
for an heave-offering , as ye do the heave-offering of the thresh- 
ing-floor, so shall ye heave it. Of the first of your dough ye shall 21 
give unto the LORD an heave-offering in your generations. 

And if ye have erred, and not observed all these command- 22 
ments, which the LORD hath spoken unto Moses, 'even all that 23 
the LORD hath commanded you by the hand of Moses, from the 
day that the LORD commanded Moses, and henceforward among 
your generations; then it shall be, if aught be committed by ig- 24 
norance without the knowledge of the congregation, that all the 
congregation shall offer one young bullock for a burnt-offering, 
for a sweet savor unto the LORD, with his meat-offering, and his 
drink-offering, according to the manner, and one kid of the goats 
for a sin-offering. And the priest shall make an atonement for 25 
all the congregation of the children of Israel, and it shall be for- 
given them; for it 7s ignorance: and they shall bring their offer- 
ing, a sacrifice made by fire unto the LORD, and their sin-offer- 
ing before the LORD, for theirignorance: and it shall be forgiven 26 
all the congregation of the children of Israel, and the stranger 
that sojourneth among them; seeing all the people were in igno- 
rance. 

And if any soul sin through ignorance, then he shall bring a 27 
she-goat of the first year for a sin-offering. And the priest shall 28 
make an atonement for the soul that sinneth ignorantly, when 
he sinneth by ignorance before the LORD, to make an atone- 
ment for him; and it shall be forgiven him. Ye shall have one 29 
law for eile sinneth through ignorance, both for him that is 
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born among the children of Israel, and for the stranger that ‘so- 
journeth among them. 

But the soul that doeth aught presumptuously, whether he be 30 
born in the land, or a stranger, the same reproacheth the LORD; 
and that soul shall be cut off from among his people. Because 31 
he hath despised the word of the LORD, and hath broken his 
commandment, that soul shall utterly be cut off; his iniquity 
shall be upon him. 

Anp while the children of Israel were in the wilderness, they 32 
found a man that gathered sticks upon the sabbath day. And 33 
they that found him gathering sticks brought him unto Moses 
and Aaron, and unto all the congregation. And they put him 34 
in ward, because it was not declared what should be done to 
him. And the LORD said unto Moses, The man shall be surely 35 
put to death: all the congregation shall stone him with stones 
without the camp. And all the congregation brought him with- 36 
out the camp, and stoned him with stones, and he died; as the 
LORD commanded Moses. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, Speak unto the 37 
children of Israel, and bid them that they make them fringes in 
the borders of their garments throughout their generations, and 
that they put upon the fringe of the borders a riband of blue: 
and it shall be unto you for a fringe, that ye may look upon it, 39 
arid remember all the commandments of the LORD, and do them; 
and that ye seek not after your own heart and your own eyes, 
after which ye use to go a whoring: that ye may remember, and 40 
do all my commandments, and be holy unto your God. Iam the 41 
LORD your God, which brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
to be your God: I am the LORD your God. 

Now Korah, the son of Izhar, the son of Kohath, the son of L6 
Levi,and Dathan and Abiram, the sons of Eliab, and On, the son 
of Peleth, sons of Reuben, took men: and they rose up before 2 
Moses with certain of the children of Israel, two hundred and 
fifty princes of the assembly, famous in the congregation, men of 
renown: and they gathered themselves together against Moses 3 
and against Aaron, and said unto them, Ye take too much upon 
you, seeing all the congregation are holy, every one of them, 
and the LORD is among them: wherefore then lift ye up your- 
selves above the congregation of the LORD? And when Moses 4 
heard if, he fell upon his face: and he spake unto Korah and 5 
unto all his company, saying, Even to-morrow the LORD will 
show who are his, and who is holy ; and will cause him to come 
near unto him: even him whom he hath chosen will he cause 
to come near unto him. This do: Take you censers, Korah, and 6 
all his company; and put fire therein, and put incense in them 7 
before the LORD, to-morrow: and it shall be that the man whom 
the LORD doth choose, he shall be holy : ye take too much upon 
you, ye sons of Levi. And Moses said unto Korah, Hear, I pray 8 
you, ye sons of Levi: seemeth it but a small thing unto you, that 9. 
the God of Israel hath separated you from the congregation of* 
Israel, to bring you near to himself to do the service of i Ta 
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nacle of the LORD, and to stand before the congregation to 
minister unto them? And he hath brought thee near ¢o Aim, and 10 
all thy brethren the sons of Levi with thee: and seek ye the 
priesthood also? For which cause bo/h thou and all thy company 11 
are gathered together against the LORD: and what ts Aaron, _ 
that ye murmur against him? And Moses sent to call Dathan 12 
and Abiram, the sons of Eliab: which said, We will not come 
up: 2s if a small thing that thou hast brought us up out of a land 13 
that floweth with milk and honey, to kill us im the wilderness, 
except thou make thyself altogether a prince over us? More- 14 
over thou hast not brought us into a land that floweth with milk 
and honey, or given us inheritance of fields and vineyards: 
wilt thou put out the eyes of these men? we will not come up. _. 
And Moses was very wroth, and said unto the LORD, Respect 15 
not thou their offering: I have not taken one ass from them, 
neither have I hurt one of them. And Moses said unto Korah, 16 
Be thou and all thy company before the LORD, thou, and they, 
and Aaron, to-morrow: and take every man his censer, and put 17 
incense in them, and bring ye before the LORD every man his 
censer, two hundred and fifty cénsers; thou also, and Aaron, 
each of you his censer. 

And they took every man his censer, and put fire in them, 18 
and laid incense thereon; and stood in tlie door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation with Moses and Aaron. And Korah gathered 19 
all the congregation against them unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation: and the glory of the LORD appeared unto, __. 
all the congregation. And the LORD spake unto Moses and 20 
unto Aaron, saying, Separate yourselves from among this congre- 21. 
gation, that I may consume them in a moment. And they fell 22 
upon their faces, and said, O God, the God of the spirits of all 
flesh, shall one man sin, and wilt thou be wroth with all the con- 
gregation? 'And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak 23 
unto the congregation, saying, Get you up from about the taber- 
nacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram. And Moses rose up and 25 
went unto Dathan and Abiram ; and the elders of Israel followed 
him. And he spake unto the congregation, saying, Depart, I 26 
pray you, from the tents of these wicked men, and touch nothing 
of their’s, lest ye be consumed in all their sins. So they gat up 27 
from thé tabernacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, on every 
side; and Dathan and Abiram came out, and stood in the door 
of their tents, and their wives, and their sons, and their little 
children. And Mosessaid, Hereby ye shall know that the LORD 28 
hath sent me to do. all these works; for J have not done them of 
mine.own mind. If these men die the common death of all men, 29° 
or if they be visited after the visitation ofall men; then the LORD, — 
hath not sent me. But if the LORD make a new thing, and the 30. 
earth open her mouth and swallow them up with all that apper- 
tain unto them, and they go down quick into the pit; then ye 
shall understand that these men have proyoked the LORD. And 31 
it came to pass, as he had made an end of speaking all these 
words, vant ihe ground clave asunder that was under them: and 32 
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the earth opened her mouth, and swallowed them up, and their 
houses, and all the men that appertained unto Korah, and all 
their goods. They, and all that appertained to them, went down 33 
alive into the pit, and the earth closed upon them: and they 
perished from among the congregation. And all Israel that were 34 
round about them fled at the cry of them: for ‘they said, Lest 
the earth swallow us up also. And there came out a fire from 35 
the LORD, and consumed the two hundred and fifty men that 
offered incense. 

Awnp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto Eleazar 36 
the son of Aaron the priest, that he take up the censers out of 
the burning, and scatter thon the fire yonder; for they are hal- 
lowed. The censers of these sinners against their own souls, let 38 
them make them broad plates for a covering of the altar: for 
they offered them before the LORD, therefore they are hallowed: 
and they shall be'a sign unto the children of Israel. And Eleazar 39 
the priest took the brazen censers, wherewith they that were 
burnt had offered; and they were made broad plates for a cov- 
ering of the altar: fo 6e a memorial unto the children’ of Israel, 40 
that no stranger, which 7s not of the seed of Aaron, come near to 
offer incense before the LORD; that he be not as Korah, and as 
his company: as the LORD said to him by the hand of Moses. 

_ Bur on the morrow all the congregation of the children of 41 
Israel murmured against Moses and against Aaron, saying, Ye 
have killed the people of the LORD. And it came to pass, when 42 
the congregation was gathered against Moses and against Aaron, 
that they looked toward the tabernacle of the congregation: and, 
behold, the cloud covered it, and the glory of the LORD ap- 
peared. And Moses and Aaron came before the tabernacle of 43 
the congregation. And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 44 
Get you up from among this congregation, that I may consume 45 
them as in a moment. And they fell upon their faces. 'And 46 
Moses said unto Aaron, Take a censer, and put fire therein from 
off the altar, and put on incense, and go quickly unto the con- 
gregation, and make an atonement for them: for there is wrath 
gone out from the LORD; the plague is begun. And Aaron took 47 
as Moses commanded, and ran into the midst of the congrega- 
tion; and, behold, the plague was begun among the people, 
and he put on incense, and made an atonement for the people. 
And he stood between the dead and the living: and the plague 48 
was stayed. Now they that died in the plague were fourteen 49 
thousand and seven hundred, beside them that died about the 
matter of Korah. And Aaron returned unto Moses unto the door 50 
of the tabernacle of the congregation: and the plague was 
stayed: 

kx the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto thel7 
children of Israel, and take of every one of them a rod according 

to the house of their fathers, of all their princes according to the 
house of their fathers twelve rods: write thou every man’s 
name upon his rod. And thou shalt write Aaron’s*name upon 38 
ithe rod of Levi: for one rod beer ¢ for the head of aad 
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their fathers. And thou shalt lay them up in the tabernacle of 4 
the congregation before the testimony, where I will meet with 
you. And it shall come to pass, that the man’s rod, whom I shall 
choose, shall blossom: and I will make to cease from me the ~ 
murmurings of the children of Israel, whereby they murmur 
against you. And Moses spake unto the children of Israel, and 6 
every one of their princes gave him a rod a-piece, for each 
prince one, according to their fathers’ houses, even twelve rods: 
and the rod of Aaron was among their rods. And Moses laid up 7 
the rods before the LORD in the tabernacle of witness. Andit & 
came to pass, that on the morrow Moses went into the tabernacle, 
of witness; and, behold, the rod of Aaron for the house of Levi. 
was, budded, and brought forth buds, and bloomed blossoms, and’ 
yielded almonds. And Moses brought out all the rods from be- 
fore the LORD unto all the children of Israel: and they looked, 
and took every man his rod. And the LORD said’ unto Moses, 10 
Bring Aaron’s rod again before the testimony, to be kept fora 
token against the rebels; and thou shalt quite take away their 
murmurings from me, that they die not. And Moses did so: as 11 
the, LORD commanded him, so did he. And the children of 12 
Israel spake unto Moses, saying, Behold, we die, we perish, we 
all perish. Whosoever cometh any thing near unto the taber- 13 
nacle of the LORD shall die: shall we be consumed with dying? 

Anp. the LORD said unto Aaron, Thou and thy sons and thyhS 
father’s house with thee shall bear the iniquity of the sanc- 
tuary: and thou and thy sons with thee shall bear the iniquity of 
your priesthood. And thy brethren also of the tribe of Levi, the 2 . 
tribe of thy father, bring thou with thee, that they may be joined 
unto thee, and minister unto thee: but thou and thy sons with 
thee shall minister before the tabernacle of witness. And they 3 
shall keep thy charge, and the charge of all the tabernacle: only 
they shall not come nigh the vessels of the sanctuary and the 
altar, that neither they, nor ye also, die. And they shall be jomed 4 
unto thee, and keep the charge of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, for all the service of the tabernacle: and a stranger shall 
not come nigh unto you. And ye shall keep the charge of the 5. 
sanctuary, and the charge of the altar: that there be no wrath 
any more upon the children of Israel. And I, behold, I have 6 
taken your brethren the Levites from among the children of Is- 
rael; to OH they are given as a gift for the LORD, to do the ser- 
vice of the tabernacle of the congregation. Therefore thou and 7 
thy sons with thee shall keep your priest’s office for every thing 
of the altar, and within, the vail; and ye shall serve ot have 
given your priest's office unto you as a service of gift: and the 
stranger that cometh nigh shall be put to death, 

And the LORD spake unto Aaron, Behold, I also have given 8 . 
thee the charge of mine heave-offerings of all the hallowed things 
of the children of Israel; unto thee have I given them by reason 
of the anointing, and to thy sons, by an ordinance for ever. This. 9 
shall be thine of the most holy things, reserved from, the fire: 
every. pplgngn of their’s, every meat-offering of their's, and every. 
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sin-offering of their’s, and every trespass-offering of their’s, which 
they shall render unto me, shall be most holy for thee, and for th 
sons. In the most holy place shalt thou eat it; every male shall 10 
eat it: it shall be holy unto thee. And this is thine; the heave- 11 
offering of their gift, with all the wave-offerings of the children of 
Israel: I have given them unto thee, and to thy sons and to th 
‘daughters with thee, by a statute for ever: every one that js . 
clean in thy house shall eat of it. All the best of the oil, and all 12 
the best of the wine, and of the wheat, the first-fruits of them 
which they shall offer unto the LORD, them have I given thee. 
And whatsoever is first ripe in the land, which they shall bring 13 
unto the LORD, shall be thine; every one that is clean in thine 
thouse shall eat of it. Every thing devoted, in Israel shall be 14 
thine. Every thing that openeth the matrix in all flesh, which 15 
they bring unto the LORD, whether it be of men or beasts, shall 
“be thine: nevertheless the first-born of man shalt thou surely re- 
-deem, and the firstling of unclean beasts shalt thou redeem. And 16 
those that are to be redeemed from a month old shalt thou re- 
deem, according to thine estimation, for the money of five shekels, 
aafier the shekel of the sanctuary, which is twenty gerahs. But 17 
the firstling of a cow, or the firsiling of a sheep, or the firstling 

of a goat, thou shalt not redeem; they are holy: thou shalt 
sprinkle their blood upon the altar, and shalt burn their fat for an 
offering made by fire, for a sweet savor unto the LORD. And 18 
the flesh of them shall be thine, as the wave-breast and as the 
right shoulder are thine. All the heaye-offerings of the holy 19 
things, which the children of Israel offer unto the LORD, have 

‘I given thee, and thy sons and thy daughters with thee, by a 
statute for ever: itis a covenant of salt for ever before the LORD : 
unto thee and to thy seed with thee. And the LORD spake 20 
unto Aaron, Thou shalt have no inheritance in their land, neither 
shalt thou have any part among them: I am thy part and thine 
inheritance among the children of Israel. 

. And, behold, I have given the children of Levi all the tenth 21 
in Israel for an inheritance, for their service which they serve, 
even the service of the tabernacle of the congregation. Neither 22 
must the children of Israel henceforth come nigh the tabernacle 
of the congregation, lest they bear sin, and die. But the Levites 23 
shall do the service of the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
they shall bear their iniquity: it shall bea statute for ever through- 
out your generations, that among the children of Israel they have 
no inheritance. But the tithes of the children of Israel, which 24 
they offer as an heave-offering unto the LORD,. I have given to 
the Levites to inherit: therefore I have said unto them, Among 
the children of Israel they shall have no inheritance. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Thus speak unto 25 
the Levites, and say unto them, When ye take of the children of 
Israel the tithes which I have given you from them for your-in- 
heritance, then ye shall offer up an heave-offering of it for the 

‘LORD, even a tenth part of the tithe. And this your heave-offer: 27 

\ing shall be reckoned unto you, as though it were the ett of the 
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threshing-floor, and as the fulness of the wine-press. Thus ye 28 
also shall offer an heave-offering unto the LORD of all your tithes, 
which ye receive of the children of Isracl; and ye shall give 
thereof the LORD’S heave-offering to Aaron the priest. Out of 29 
all your gifis ye shall offer ever heave-offering of the LORD, of 
all the best thereof, even the allowed part thereof out of it. 
“herefore thou shalt say unto them, When ye have heaved the 30 
best thereof from it, then it shall be counted unto the Levites as 
the increase of the threshing-floor, and as the increase of the’ 
wine-press. And ‘ye shall eat it in every place, ye and your 31 
houscholds: for it 2s your reward for your service in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation.’ And ye shall bear no sin by reason 32 
of it, when ye have heaved from it the best of it: neither shall 
ye pollute the holy things of the children of Israel, lest ye die- 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 19 
This is the ordinance of the law which the LORD hath com- 2 
manded, saying, Speak unto the children of Israel, that they 
bring thee a red heifer without spot, wherein zs no blemish, and 
upon which never came yoke : and ye shall give her unto Elea- 3 
zar the priest, that he may bring her forth without the camp, 
and one shall slay her before his face: and Eleazar the priest 4 
shall take of her blood with his finger, and sprinkle of her blood 
directly before the tabernacle of the congregation seven times: 
Vand one shall burn the heifer in his sight; her skin, and herflesh, 5 
and her blood, with her dung, shall he burn: and the priest 6 
shall take cedar wood, and hyssop, and scarlet, and cast: 7 into. 
the midst of the burning of the*heifer. Then the priest shall 7 
wash his clothes, and he shall bathe his flesh in water, and after- 
ward he shall come into the camp, and the priest shall be unclean » 
until the even. And he that burneth her shall wash his clothes 8 
in water, and bathe his flesh in water, and shall be unclean until 
the even. And a man that is clean shall gather up the ashes of 9 
the heifer, and lay them up without the camp in a clean place, 
and it shall be kept for the congregation of the children of Israel 
for a water of separation: it is a purification for sin. And he 10 
that gathereth the ashes of the heifer shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even: and it shall be unto the children of 
Isracl, and unto the stranger that sojourneth among. them, for a 
statute for ever. 

He that toucheth the dead body of any man shall be unclean 11 
seven days. | He’ shall. purify himself with it on the third day, 12 
and on the seventh day he shall be clean: but if he purify not t 
himself the third day, then the seventh day he shall not be clean. 
Whosoever toucheth the dead body of any man that is dead, and 13 
purifieth not himself, defileth the tabernacle of the LORD; and » 
that soul shall be cut off from Israel: because the water of sepa- 
ration was not sprinkled upon him, he shall be unclean ; his un- > 
cleanness is yet upon him: 'This is the law, when a man dieth 14 
ina tent; all that come into the_tent, and all that is in the tent, | 

‘shall be unclean seven days. And every open vessel, which 15 
hath no hes bound upon it, 7s unclean. And whosoever 16 
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toucheth one that is slain with a sword in the open fields, or a + 
dead body, or a bone of a man, or a grave, shall be unclean seven 
days. And for an unclean person they shall take of the ashes of 17 
the burnt heifer of purification for sin, and running water shall 

be put thereto in a vessel: and a clean person shall take hyssop, 18 
and dip i in the water, and sprinkle it upon the tent, and upon 

all the vessels, and upon the persons that were there, and upon 
him that touched a bone, or one slain, or one dead, or a grave: 
and the clean person shall sprinkle upon the unclean on the third 19 
day, and on the seventh day: and on the seventh day he shall 
purify himself, and wash his clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and shall be clean at even. But the man that shall be unclean, 20 
and shall not purify himself, that soul shall be cut off from 
among the congregation, because he hath defiled the. sanctuary 

of the LORD: the water of separation hath not been sprinkled 
upon him; he zs unclean. And it shall be a perpetual statute 21 
unto them, that he thatsprinkleth the water of separation shall 
wash his clothes ; and he that toucheth the water of separation 
shall be unclean until even. And whatsoever the unclean person 22 
toucheth shall be unclean; and the soul that toucheth it shall 
be unclean until even. 

THEN came the children of Israel, even the whole congre-20 
gation, into the desert of Zin in the first month: and the people 
abode in Kadesh; and Miriam died there, and was buried there. 

Anp there was no water for the congregation: and they gath- 2 
ered themselves together against Moses and against Aaron. And 3 
the people chode with Moses, and spake, saying, Would God 
that we had died when our brethren died before the LORD! 
And why have ye brought up the congregation of the LORD 4 
into this wilderness, that we and our cattle should die there ? 
And wherefore have ye made us to come up out of Egypt, to 5 
bring us in unto this evil place? it is no place of seed, or of figs, 
or of vines, or of pomegranates; neither is there any water to 
drink. And Moses and Aaron went from the presence of the 6 
assembly unto the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and they fell upon their faces: and the glory of the LORD ap- 
peared unto them. And the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 
Take the rod, and gather thou the assembly together, thou, and 
Aaron thy brother, and speak ye unto the rock before their eyes; 
and it shall give forth his water, and thou shalt bring forth to 
them water out of the rock: so thou shalt give the congregation 
and their beasts drink. And Moses took the rod from before the 9 
LORD, as he commanded him. And Moses and Aaron gathered 10 
the congregation sogenigs before the rock, and he said unto them,. ° 
Hear now, ye rebels; must we fetch you water out of this rock ? 

_ And Moses lifted up-his hand, and with his rod he smote the 11 
tock twice: and the water came out abundantly, and the con- 
gregation drank, and their beasts also. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses and Aaron, Because ye: be- 12 
lieved me not, to sanctify me in the eyes of the children of Israel, 
therefore ye shall not bring this congregation into the dps arate 
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I have given them. This is the water of Meribah; because the 13 
children of Israel strove with the LORD, and he was sanctified 
in them. : 

Anp Moses sent messengers from Kadesh unto the king of 14 * 
Edom, Thus saith thy brother Israel, Thou knowest all the travail . 
that hath befallen. us: how our fathers went down into Egypt, 15 
and we have dwelt in Egypt a long time; and the Egyptians 
vexed us, and our fathers: and when we cried unto the LORD, 16 
he heard our voice, and sent an angel, and hath brought us forth 
out of Egypt: and, behold, we are in Kadesh, a city in the ut- 
termost of thy border: let us pass, I pray thee, through thy coun- 17 
try: we will not pass through the fields, or through the vine- 
yards, neither will we drink of the water of the wells: we will 
go by the king’s high way ; we will not turn to the right hand nor 
to the left, until we have passed thy borders. And Edom said 18 
unto him, Thou shalt not pass by me, lest I come out against 
thee with the sword. And the children of Israel said unto him, 19 
We will go by the high way: and if [and my cattle drink of 
thy water, then I will pay for it: I will only, without doing any 
thing else, go through on my feet.» And he said, Thou shalt not 20 
go through. And Edom came out against him with much people, 
and with a strong hand. Thus Edom refused to give Israel 21 
posta through his ‘border: wherefore Israel turned away from 

im. z 

AND the children of Israel, even the whole congregation, 22 
journeyed from Kadesh, and came unto mount Hor. 

And the LORD spake unto Moses and Aaron in mount Hor, 23 
by the coast of the land of Edom, saying, Aaron shall be gath- 24 
ered unto his people: for he shall not enter into the land which 
I have given unto the children of Israel, because ye rebelled 
against my word at the water of Meribah. Take Aaron and 25 
Eleazar his son, and bring them up unto mount Hor: and strip 26 
Aaron of his garments, and put them upon Eleazar his son: and 
Aaron shall be gathered unto his people, and shall die there. And 27 
Moses did as the LORD commanded: and they went up into 
mount Hor in the sight of all the congregation. And Moses 28 
stripped Aaron of his garments, and put them upon Eleazar his 
son; and Aaron died there in the top of the mount: and Moses 
and Eleazar came down from the mount. And when all the 29 
congregation saw that Aaron was dead, they mourned for Aaron 
thirty days, even all the house of Israel. 

ANp when king Arad the Canaanite, which dwelt in the south, 21 
heard tell that’ Israel came by the way of the spies; then he 
fought against Israel, and took some of them prisoners. And 2 
Israel vowed a vow unto the LORD, and said, If thou wilt in- 
deed deliver this people into my hand, then I will utterly destro 
their cities. And the LORD hearkened to the voice of Tenteh 
and delivered up the Canaanites; and they utterly destroyed 
them and their cities: and he called the name of the place Hor- 
mah. u / 

Anp they journeyed from mount Hor by the way of the Red 4 
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sea, to compass the land of Edom: and the soul of the people 
was much discouraged because. of the way. And the people 5 
spake against God, and against’Moses, Wherefore have ye brought 
us up out of Egypt to die in the wilderness? for there is no bread, . 
neither is there any water ; and our soul Joatheth this light bread. 
And the LORD sent fiery serpents among the people, and they 6 
bit the people; and much people of Israel died. Therefore the 7 
people came to Moses, and said, We have sinned, for we have 
spoken against the LORD, and against thee; pray unto the 
LORD, that he take away the’ serpents from us. And Moses 
prayed for the people. And the LORD said unto Moses, Make 8 
thee a fiery serpent, and set it upon a pole: and it shall come to 
s, that every one that is bitten, when he looketh upon it, shall 
ive. And Moses made a serpent of brass, and put itupona 9 
pole, and it came to pass, that if a serpent had bitten any man, 
when he beheld the serpent of brass, he lived. 
 Anp the children of Israel set forward, and pitched in Oboth. 10 
And they journeyed from Oboth, and pitched at ije-abarim, in 11 
the wilderness which is before Moab, toward the sun-rising. 
FROM thence they removed, and pitched in the valley of 12 
Zared. From thence they removed, and pitched on the oiher 13 
side of Arnon, which 7s in the wilderness that cometh out of the 
coasts of the Amorites: for Arnon is the border of Moab, be- 
tween Moab and the Amorites. Wherefore it is said in the book 14 
of the wars of the LORD, What he did in the Red sea, and in 
the brooks of Arnon, and at the stream of the brooks that goeth 15 
down to the dwelling of Ar, and lieth upon the border of Moab. 
And from thence they went to Beer: that is the well whereof 16 
the LORD spake unto Moses, Gather the people together, and I 


will give them water: Then Israel sang this song, 17 
Spring up, O well; sing ye unto it: 
The princes digged the well, 18 


The nobles of the people digged it, 
By the direction of the Lawgiver, with their staves. 


And from the wilderness they went to Mattanah: 'and from 19 
Mattanah to Nahaliel: and from Nahaliel to Bamoth: ‘and from 20 
Bemoth in the valley, that zs in the country of Moab, to the top 
of Pisgah, which looketh toward Jeshimon. 

AND Israel sent messengers unto Sihon king of the Amorites, 21 
saying, Let me pass through thy land: we will not turn into the 22 
fields, or into the vineyards ; we will not drink of the waters of 
the well: 6ut we will go along by the king’s high way, until we 
be past thy borders. And Sihon would not suffer Israel to pass 23 
through his border: but Sihon gathered all his people together, 
and went out against Israel into the wilderness: and he came 
to Jahaz, and fought against Israel. And Israel smote him with 24 
the edge of the sword, and possessed his land from Arnon unto 
Jabbok, even unto the children of Ammon: for the border of 
the children of Ammon was strong. And Israel took all these 25 
cities: and Israel dwelt in all the cities of the Amorites, in Hesh- 
‘bon, and in all the villages thereof, For Heshbon was the’ city 26: 
of Sihon the king of the Amorites, who had fought ame , 
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former king of Moab, and taken all his land out of his hand, even 
unto Arnon. Wherefore they that speak in proverbs say, 


Come into Heshbon, He hath given his sons that escaped, 
Let the city of Sihon be built and prepared : And his daughters, into captivity, 
28 For there is a fire gone out of Heshbon, Unto Sihon king ofthe Amorites. 
A flame from the city of Sihon: 30 WE have shot at them 5 i 
It hath consumed Ar of Moab, Heshbon is perished even unto Dibon, 


And the Lords of the high places of Arnon. And we have laid them waste even unto 
29 Woe to thee, Moab! Nophah, 


Thou art undone, O people of Chemosh: Which reacheth unto Medeba. 

'Thus Israel dwelt in the land of the Amorites. 'And Moses 3£ 
sent to spy out Jaazer, and they took the villages thereof, and 
drove out the Amorites that were there.’ 

Anp they turned and went up by, the way of Bashan: and Og 33: 
the king of Bashan went out against them, he, and all his people, 
to the battle at Edrei. And the LORD said unto Moses, Fear 3£ 
him not: for I have delivered him into thy hand, and all his 
people, and his land; and thou shalt do to him as thou didst unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, which dwelt at Heshbon. So 3> 
they smote him, and his sons, and all his people, until there was 
none left him alive: and they possessed his land. 

AND the children of Israel set forward, and pitched in the22 
plains of Moab on this side Jordan by Jericho. 

AND Balak the son of Zippor saw all that Israel had done to 2 
the Amorites. And Moab was sore afraid of the people, because 3 
they were many: and Moab was distressed because of the chil- 
dren of Israel. And Moab said unto the elders of Midian, Now 4 
shall this company lick up all that are round about us, as the ox 
licketh up the grass of the field. And Balak the son of Zippor 
was king of the Moabites at that time. He sent messengers 5 
therefore unto Balaam the son of Beor to Pethor, which ts by the 
river of the land of the children of his people, to call him, say- 
ing, Behold, there is a people come out from Egypt: behold, 
they cover the face of the earth, and they abide over-against 
me: come now therefore, I pray thee, curse me this people; for 6 
they are too mighty for me: peradventure I shall prevail, that 
we may smite them, and that I may drive them out of the land: 
for I wot that he whom thou blessest is blessed, and he whom 
thou cursest is cursed. And the elders of Moab and the elders 7 
of Midian departed with the rewards of divination in their hand ; 

Axp they came unto Balaam, and spake unto him the words 
of Balak. And he said unto them, Lodge here this night, andI 8 
will bring you word again, as the LORD shall speak unto me: 
and the princes of Moab abode with Balaam. And God came 9 
unto Balaam, and said, What men are these with thee? And 10 
Balaam said unto God, Balak the son of Zippor, king of Moab,. 
hath sent unto me, saying, Behold, there is a people come out of 11 
Egypt, which covereth the face of the earth: come now, curse 
me them; peradventure I shall be able to overcome them, and 
drive them out. And God said unto Balaam, Thou shalt not go. 12 
with them; thou shalt not curse the people: for they are blessed.

“And = as the LORD commanded him; and he took 22 - 
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Joshua, and set him before Eleazar the priest, and before all the 
congregation: and he laid his hands upon him, and gave him a 23 
charge, as the LORD commanded by the hand of Moses. 

Anpthe LORD spake unto Moses, saying, !Command the chil-28 
dren of Israel, and say unto them, My offering, and my bread for 
my sacrifices made by fire, for a sweet savor unto me, shall ye 
observe to offer unto me in their due season. And thou shalt say 3 
unto them, This 7s the offering made by fire which ye shall offer 
unto the LORD; two lambs of the first year without spot day by 
day, for a continual burnt-offering., The one lamb shalt thou 
offer in the morning, and the other lamb shalt thou offer at even; 
anda tenth part of an ephah of flour for a meat-offering, mingled 
with the fourth part of an hin of beaten oil. Jt is a continual 
bumtoffering, which was ordained in mount Sinai for a sweet 
savor, a sacrifice made by fire unto the LORD: And the drink- 
offering thereof shall be the fourth part of an hin forthe one 
lamb: in the holy place shalt thou cause the strong wine to be 
poured unto the LORD for a drink-offering. And the other lamb 8 
shalt thou offer at even: as the meat-offering of the morning, and 
as the drink-offering thereof, thou shalt offer zt, a sacrifice made 
by fire, of a sweet savor unto the LORD. 

And on the sabbath day two lambs of the first year without 9 
spot, and two tenth-deals of flour for a meat-offering, mingled 
with oil, and the drink-offering thereof: this is the burnt-offering 10 

-of every sabbath, beside the continual burnt-offering, and his 
drink-offering. 

And in the beginnings of your months ye shall offer a burnt- 11 
offering unto the LORD ; two young bullocks, and one ram, seven 
jambs of the first year without spot; and three tenth-deals of 12 
flour fora meat-offering, mingled with oil, for one bullock; and 
two tenth-deals of flour for a meat-offering, mingled with oil, for 

‘one ram; and a several tenth-deal of flour mingled with oil for 13 
a meat-offering unto one lamb; for a burnt-offering of a sweet 
savor, a sacrifice made by fire unto the LORD. And their drink- 14 
oflerings shall be half an hin of wine unto a bullock, and the — 
third part of an hin unto a ram, and a fourth part of an hin unto 
a lamb: this 2s the burnt-offering of every month throughout the 
months of the year. And one kid of the goats for a sin-offering 
unto the LORD shall be offered, beside the continual burnt- 
offering, and his drink-offering. 

And in the fourteenth day of the first month is the passover 16 
of the LORD. And in the fifteenth day of this month is the 17 
feast: seven days shall unleavened bread be eaten. In the first 18 
day shall be an holy convocation ; ye shall dono manner of servile __. 
work therein: but ye shall offer a sacrifice made by fire for a 19 
burnt-offering unto the LORD; two young bullocks, and. one 
ram, and seven lambs of the first year: they shall be unto you 
without blemish : and their G capoiend shall be of flour mingled’ 20 
with oil: three tenth-deals shall ye offer for a bullock, an two: 
tenth-deals for aram ; aseveral tenth-deal shalt thou ofler for every 21 
lamb, throughout the seven lambs: and one goat for a RiBRHPHPS 22 
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to make an atonement for you: Ye shall offer these beside the 23 
burnt-offerine in’the morhing, which is for a continual burnt- 
offermg. ‘After this‘ manner ye shall offer daily, throughout the 24 
seven days, the meat of the sacrifice made by fire; of a sweet savor 
unto the LORD: it shall be offered beside ‘the continual burnt- 
offering, and his'drink-offering. And on the seventh day ye shall 25 
have an holy convocation ; ye shall do no servile work. 

Also in the day of the first-fruits, when ye bring a new meat- 26 
offering unto the LORD, after your weeks be out, ye shall have 
an holy convocation; ye shall do no servile work: butye shall 27 
offer the ‘burrit-offering for a swect savor unto the LORD; two 
young bullocks, one ram, séven lambs of the first year; and their 28 
meatoffering of flour mingled with oil, three: tenth-deals unto 
one bullock, two tenth-deals unto one'ram, 'a'several tenth-deal 29 
unto one lamb, throughout the seven lambs: and one kid of the 30 
goats, to make an atonement for you. ‘Ye shall offer them beside 3] 
the continual burnt-offering, and his meat-offering, (they shall be 
unto you without blemish) and their drink-odermegs~ 

And in the seventh month, on the first day of the’month, ye29 
shall have ‘an ‘holy convocation ; ye shall do no servile work: 
i is a day of blowing the trumpets unto you. And ye shall offer 
a barnt-offering for a sweet savor unto the LORD; one young 
bullock, one ram, ad seven lambs of the first year without 
blemish: and’ their meat-oflering shall be of flour mingled with 
oil, three tenth-deals fora bullock, and two tenth-deals for a ram, 
‘and one tenth-deal for one lamb, throughout the seven lambs: 
and one kid of the goats for a sin-offering, to make an atonement 
for you: beside the burnt-offering of the month, and his meat- 
offering, and ‘the daily burntoffering, and his’ meat-offering, and 
their drink-offerings, according Unto their manner, for a sweet 
savor, a sacrifice made by fire unto the LORD. 

‘And ye shall have on the tenth day of this seventh month an 7 
holy convocation ; and ye shall ‘afflict your souls: ye shall not 
do any work therein: ‘but ye shall offer a burnt-offering unto the’ 8 
LORD for a sweet Savor; one young bullock, one ram, and” 
seven lambs ‘of the first year; they shall be unto you withont 
blemish : and their meat-offering shall be of flour mingled with 9 
oil, three tenth-deals to a bullock, and two tenth-deals to one 
ram, 'a several tenth-deal for one lamb, throughout the seven 10 
lambs: one kid of the goats for a sin-offering; beside the sin- 11 
Offering of atonement, and the continual burnt-offering, and the 
meat-offering of it, and their drink-offermgs. ' ' 

nd on the fifteenth day of the séventh month ye shall have 12 

an holy convocation; ye shall do no servile work, and ye shall" 
keep a feast unto the LORD seven days: and ye shall offer a 13 
burnt-offering, a sacrifice made by fire, of a sweet savor unto 
the LORD; thirteen young bullocks, two rams, and fourteen 
lambs of the first year; they shall be without blemish: and their 
meatoffering shall be of flour mingled with oil, three tenth-deals 
unto every bullock of the thirteen bullocks, two tenth-deals to’ 
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of the fourteen lambs: and one kid of the goats. for.a sin-offer- 16 
ing; beside the continual burnt-offering, his meat-oflering, and 
his drink-offering. And on the second day ye shall. offer twelve 17 
young bullocks, two rams, fourteen lambs of the first year with- 
out spot: and their meat-offering and their drink-offerings for the 18 
bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs, shall be according, to 
their number, afier the manner: and one kid of the goats for 19 
a sin-offering ; beside the continual burnt-offering, and the meat- 
offering thereof, and their drink-offerings. Andon the third day 20 
eleven builocks, two rams, fourteen lambs of the first year with- 
out blemish; and their meat-offering and their drink-offerings 21 
for the bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs, shall be accord- 
ing to their number, after the manner: and one goat for a sin- 22 
offering; beside the continual burnt-offering, and his meat-offer- 
ing, and his drink-offering.». And on the fourth day ten bullocks, 23 
‘two rams, and fourteen lambs of the first year without blemish: 
‘their meat-offering and their drink-offerings for the bullocks, for: 24 
the rams, and for the lambs, shall be according to their number, 
after the manner:and one kid of the goats for a sin-offering ; be- 25 
side the continual burnt-offering, his meat-offering, and his drink- 
offering. \And on the fifih day nine bullocks, two rams, and 26 
fourieen lambs of the first year without spot: aud their meat- 27 
offering and their drink-offerings for the bullocks, for the rams, 
and for the lambs, shall be according to their number, after the 
‘manner: and one goat for a sin-oflering; beside the continual 28 
burnt-offering, and his meat-offering, and his drink-offering. And 29 
on the sixth day eight bullocks, two rams, and fourteen'lambs of 
‘the first year without blemish : and their meat-offering and their 30 
_drink-offerings for the bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs,’ : 
shall be according to their number, afier the manner: and one 31 
goat for a sin-offering ; beside the continual burnt-offering, his 
meat-offering, and his drink-offering’ And on the seventh day 32 
seven bullocks, two rams, and fourteen lambs of the first year 
_without blemish: and their meat-oflermg and their drink-ofler- 33 
ings for the bullocks, for the rams, and for the lambs, shail be ac- 
cording to their number, after the manner: and one goat! for a’ 34 
sin-offering; beside the continual burnt-offering, his méat-offer- 
ing, and his drink-offering. On the eighth day ye shall have a 35 
solemn assembly: ye shall do no servile work therein: ‘but ye 36 
“shall offer a burnt-offering, a sacrifice made by fire, of a sweet 
sayor unto the LORD: oe bullock, one vam, seven lambs of the 
‘first year without blemish: their meat-offering and their drink- 37 
offerings for the bullock, for the ram, and for the lambs, shall be 
according to their number, afier the manner : and one goat for a 38 
‘sin-offering; beside the continual burnt-oflering, arid his meat- 
offering, and his drink-offering. ; 
~ These dhings ye shall do unto the LORD im your set feasts, 39 
beside your vows, and your freewill-oflerjngs, for your burnt- 
offerings, and for your meat-offerings, and for your drink-offer- . 
ings, and for your peace-offerings. And Moses told the children 40 
of Israel according to all that the LORD commanded ne

AND Moses spake unto the heads of the tribes concerning the3O 
children of Israel, saying, This 7s the thing which the LORD 
hath commanded. Ifa man vow a vow unto the LORD, or 2 
swear an oath to bind his soul with a bond; he shall not break 
his word, he shall do according to all that proceedeth out of his 
mouth. 

Tf a woman also vow a vow unto the LORD, and bind herself 
bya bond, being in her father’s house in her youth; and: her 
© father hear her vow, and her bond wherewith she hath bound 
het soul, and her father shall hold his peace at her; then all her 
vows shall stand, and every bond wherewith she hath bound 
her soul shall stand. But if her father disallow her in the day 
that he heareth; not any of her vows, or of her bonds where- - 
with she hath bound her soul, shall stand: and the LORD shall 
forgive her, because her father disallowed her. 

And if she had at all an htsband, when she vowed, or uttered 
aught out of her lips, wherewith she bound her soul; and her 
husband heard it, and held his peace at her in the day that he 
heard it: then her vows shall stand, and her bonds wherewith 

she bound her soul shall stand, Bat if her husband disallowed 
her on the day that he heard tt; then he shall make her vow 
which she vowed, and that which she uttered with her lips, 
wherewith she bound her soul, of none effect: and the LORD 
shall forgive her. 

But every vow of a widow, and of her that is divorced, where- 9 
with they haye bound their souls, shall stand against her. And 10 
if. she vowed in her husband’s house, or bound her soul by a 
bond with an.oath; and her husband heard ?é, and held his peace 11 
at her, and disallowed her not: then all her vows shall stand, 
and every bond wherewith she bound her soul shall stand. But 12 
if her husband hath utterly made them void on the day he heard 
them.; then whatsoever proceeded out of her lips concerning her 
vows, or concerning the bond of her soul, shall not stand: her 
«husband hath made them void; and the LORD shall forgive her. 
Every-vow, and every binding oath to afflict the soul, her hus- 13 
band may establish it, or her husband may make it void. But if 14 
her husband altogether hold his peace at her from day to day; 

- then he; establisheth all her vows, or all her bonds, which are 
upon her: he confirmeth them, because he held his peace at her _ 
in the day that. he heard them. But if he shall any ways make 15 
them yoid after that he hath heard them ; then he shall bear her 
iniquity. These are the statutes, which the LORD commanded 16 
Moses, between a man and his wife, between the father and his 
daughter, being yet in her youth in her father’s house. 

‘AND the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Avenge the chil-81 
dren of Israel of the Midianites: afterward shalt thou be gath- 
ered unto thy people. And Moses spake unto the people, say- 3 
ing, Arm some of yourselves unto the war, and let them go 
against the Midianites, and avenge the LORD of Midian. Of 4 
every tribe a thousand, throughout all the tribes of Israel, shall ’ 
ye send 5 be war. So there were delivered out of the thousands 5 
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of Israel, a thousand of every tribe, twelve thousand armed for 
war. And Moses sent them io the war, a thousand of every iribe, 6 
them and Phinehas the son of Eleazar the priest, to the war, 
with the holy instruments, and the trumpets to blow in his hand. 
And they warred against the Midianites, as the LORD com- 7 
manded Moses; and they slew all the males. And they slew 8 
the kings of Midian, beside the rest of them that were slain; 
namely, Evi, and Rekem, and Zur, and Hur, and Reba, five kings 

of Midian: Balaam also, the son of Beor, they slew with the 
sword. And the children of Israel took all the women of Midian 9 
captives, and their little ones, and took the spoil of all their cat- 
tle, and all their flocks, and all their goods. And they burnt 10 
all their cities wherein they dwelt, and all their goodly castles, 
with fire. And they took all the spoil, and all the prey, both of 11 
men and of beasts. And they brought the captives, and the prey, 12 
and the spoil, unto Moses, and Eleazar the priest, and unto the 
congregation of the children of Israel, unto the camp at the 
plains ef Moab, which are by Jordan near Jericho. 

And Moses, and Eleazar the priest, and all the princes of the 13 
congregation, went forth to meet them without the camp. And 14 
Moses was wroth with the officers of the host, with the captains 
over thousands, and captains over hundreds, which came fiom 
the battleys And Moses said unto them, Have ye saved all the 15 
Women alive? Behold, these caused the children of Israel, 16 
through the counsel of Balaam, to commit trespass against the 
LORD in the matter of Peor, and there was a plague among the 
congregation of the LORD. Now therefore kill every male 17 
among the little ones, and kill every woman that hath known 
man by lying with him. But all the women children, that have 18 
not known a man by lying with him, keep alive for yourselves. 

And do ye abide without the camp seven days: whosoever 19 
hath killed any person, and whosoever hath touched any slain, 
purify doth yourselves and your captives on the third mH and 
on the seventh day. And purify all your raiment, and all that 20 
is made of skins, and all work of goats’ hair, and all things 
made of wood. And Eleazar the priest said unto the men of 21 
war which went to the battle, This is the ordinance of the law 
which the LORD commanded Moses; only the gold, and the 22 
silver, the brass, the iron, the tin, and the lead, 'every thing that 23 
may abide the fire, ye shall make 7 go through the fire, and it 
shall be clean: nevertheless it shall be purified with the water 
of separation: and all that abideth not the fire ye shall make go 
through the water. And ye shall wash your clothes on the 24 
seventh day, and ye shall be clean, and afterward ye shall come 
into the camp. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Take the sum of 25 
the prey that was taken, both of man and of beast, thou, and 
Eleazar the priest, and the chief fathers of the congregation: 
and divide the prey into two parts; between them that took the 27 
war upon them, who went ont to batile, and between all the.con- 
gregation: and levy a tribute be the LORD of the ne 4 war 28 
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which went out to battle: one soul of five hundred, both of the 
persons, and of the beeves, and of the asses, and of the sheep: 
take it of their half, and give vf unto Eleazar the priest, for an 29 
heave-offering of the LORD. And of the children of Israel’s 30 
half, thou shalt take one portion of fifty, of the persons, of the 
beeves, of the asses, and of the flocks, of all manner of beasts, 
and give them unto the Levites, which keep the charge of the 
tabernacle of the LORD. And Moses and Eleazar the priest did 31 
as the LORD commanded Moses. 

And the booty, being the rest of the prey which the men of war 32 
had caught, was six hundred thousand and seventy thousand and 
five thousand sheep, and threescore and twelve thousand beeves, 33 
‘and threescore and one thousand asses, 'and thirty and two thou- 34 
sand persons in all, of women that had not known man by lying 
with him. 

And the half, which was the portion of them that went out to 36 
war, was in number three hundred thousand and seven and thirty 
thousand and five hundred sheep: and the LORD'S tribute of 37 
the sheep was six hundred and th¥eescore and fifteen. And the 38 
beeves were thirty and six thousand; of which the LORD'S 
tribute was threescore and twelve. And the asses were thirty 39 
thousand and five hundred; of which the LORD'S tribute was 
threescore and one. And the persons were sixteen thousand: 40 - 
of which the LORD'S tribute was thirty and two persons. And 41 
Moses gave the tribute, which was the LORD’S heave-offering, 
unto Eleazer the priest, as the LORD commanded Moses. 

‘And of the children of Israel’s half which Moses divided from 42 
the men that warred, (now the half that pertained unto the con- 43 
gregation was three hundred thousand and thirty thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred sheep, and thirty and six thou- 44 
sand beeves, 'and thirty thousand asses and five hundred,'and 45 
sixteen thousand persons ;) even of the children of Israel’s half, 47 
Moses took one portion of ae both. of man and of beast, and gave 
them unto the Levites, which kept the charge of the tabernacle 
of the LORD; as the LORD commanded Moses. 

And the officers which were over thousands of the host, the 48 
captains of thousands, and captains of hundreds, came near unto 
Moses: and they said unto Moses, Thy servants have taken the 49 
sum of the men of war which are under our charge, and there 
lacketh not one man ofus. We have therefore brought an obla- 50 
tion for the LORD, what every man hath gotten, of jewels of . 
gold, chains, and bracelets, rings, earrings, and tablets, to make 
an atonement for our souls before the LORD. And Moses and 51 
Eleazar the priest took the gold of them, even all wrought jewels. ~ 
‘And all the gold of the offering that they offered up to the LORD, 52 
of the captains of thousands, and of the captains of hundreds, was 
sixteen thousand seven hundred and fifty shekels. (For the 53 
men of war had taken spoil, every man for himself) And 54 
Moses and Eleazar the priest took the gold of the captains of 
thowsanae a of hundreds, and brought it into the tabernacle of

the congregation, for a memorial for the children of israel before 
the LORD. 

NOW the children of Reuben and the children of Gad had8& 
a very great multitude of cattle: and when they saw the land 
of Jazer, and the land of Gilead, that, behold, the place wasa 
place for cattle; the children of Gad and the children of Reuben 2 
came and spake unto Moses, and to Eleazar the priest, and unto 
the princes of the congregation, saying, Ataroth, and Dibon, and 3 
Jazer, and Nimrah, and Heshbon, and Elesleh, and Shebam, 
and Nebo, and Beon, ' even the country which the LORD smote 4 
before the congregation of Israel, is a land for cattle, and thy 
servants have cattle: wherefore, said they, if we have found 5 
grace in thy sight, let this land be given unto thy servants for a 
possession, and bring us not over Jordan. 

And Moses said unto the children of Gad and to the children 
of Reuben, Shall your brethren go to war, and shall ye sit here? 
And wherefore discourage ye the heart of the children of Israel 
from going over into the os which the LORD hath given them? 
‘Thus did your fathers, when I sent them from Kadesh-barnea to 
see the land. For when they went up unto the valley of Eshcol, 
and saw the land, they discouraged the heart of ihe children of 
Israel, that they font not go into the land which the LORD 
had given them. And the LORD’Sanger was kindled the same 10 
time, and he sware, saying, Surely none of the men that came 11 
up out of Egypt, from twenty years old and upward, shall see the 
land which I sware unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob; 
because they have not wholly followed me: save Caleb the son 12 
of Jephunneh the Kenezite, and Joshua the son of Nun; for they 
have wholly followed the LORD. And the LORD’S anger was 13 
kindled against Israel, and he made them wander in the wilder- 
ness forty years, until all the generation, that had done evil in 
the sight of the LORD, was consumed. And, behold, ye are 14 
risen up in your fathers’ stead, an increase of sinful men, to aug- 
ment yet the fierce anger ofthe LORD toward Israel. For ifye 15 
tur away from afier him, he will yet again leave them in the 
wilderness; and ye shall destroy all this people. 

And they came near unto him, and said, We will build sheep- 16 
folds here for our cattle, and cities for our little ones: but we 17 
ourselves will go ready armed before the children of Israel, until 
we have brought them unto their place: and our litile ones shall 
dwell in the fenced cities because of the inhabitants of the land. 
We will not return unto our houses, until the children of Israel 18. 
have inherited every man his inheritance. For we will not 19 
inherit with them on yonder side Jordan, or forward; because 
our inheritance is fallen to us on this side Jordan eastward. 

And Moses said unto them, If ye will do this thing, if ye 20 
wiil go armed before the LORD to war, and will go all of 21 
you armed over Jordan before the LORD, until he hath driven 
out his enemies from before him, and the land be subdued 22 
before the LORD: then afterward ye shall return, and be guilt- 
less before the LORD, and before Israel ; and this ee be 
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our possession before the LORD. But if ye will not do so, be- 23 
hold, e have sinned against the LORD: and be sure your sin 
will find you out. Build you cities for your little ones, and folds 24 
for your sheep; and do that which hath proceeded out of your 


mouth, 

And the children of Gad and the children of Reuben spake 25 
unto Moses, saying, Thy servants will do as my lord commandeth. 
Our litile ones, our wives, our flocks, and all eur cattle, shall 26 
be there in the cities of Gilead: but thy servants will pass over, 27 
every man armed for war, before the LORD to battle, as my lord 
gaith. So concerning them Moses commanded Eleazar the priest, 28 
and Joshua the son of Nun, and the chief fathers of the tribes of 
the children of Israel: and Moses said unto them, If the children 29 
of Gad and the children of Reuben will pass with you over 
Jordan, every man armed to battle, before the’: LORD, and the 
land shall be subdued before you; then ye shall give them the 
land of Gilead for a possession: but if they will not pass over 30 
with you armed, they shall have possessions among you in the 
land of Canaan. And the children of Gad and the children of 31 
Reuben answered, saying, As the LORD hath said unto thy 
servants, so will we do. We will pass over armed before the 32 
LORD into the land of Canaan, that the possession of our in- 
heritance.on this side Jordan may be olir’s. And Moses gave 33 
unto them, even to the children of Gad, and to the children of 
Reuben, and unto half the tribe of Manasseh the son of Joseph, 
the kingdom of Sihon king of the Amorites, and the kingdom of 
Og king of Bashan, the land, with the cities thereof in the coasts, 
even the cities of the country round about. 

Anp the children of Gad built Dibon, and Ataroth, and 34 
Aroer,'and Atroth, Shophan, and Jaazer, and Jogbehah, ' and 35 
Beth-nimrah, and Beth-haran, fenced cities: and folds for sheep. 

Anp the children of Reuben built Heshbon, and Elealeh, and 37 
Kirjathaim, 'and Nebo, and Baal-meon, (their names being 38 
changed,) and Shibmah: and gave other names unto the cities 
which they builded. 

Anp the children of Machir the son of Manasseh went to 39 
Gilead, and took it, and dispossessed the Amorite which was in it. 
And Moses gave Gilead unto Machir the son of Manasseh; and 4€ 
he dwelt therein. And Jair the son of Manasseh went and took 41 
the small towns thereof, and called them Havoth-jair, And 42 
Nobah went and took Kenath, and the villages thereof, and 
called it Nobah, after his own name. . : 

THESE are the journeys of the children of Israel, which went83 
forth out of the land of Egypt with their armies under the hand 
of Moses and Aaron. And Moses wrote their goings out ac- 
cording to their journeys by the commandment of the LORD: 
and these are their journeys according to their goings out. 

And they departed from Rameses in the first month, on the 3 
fifteenth day of the first month; on the morrow after the pass- 
over the children of Israel went out with an high hand in the 
sight of _ Egyptians. For the Egyptians buried all the 4 
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first-born, which the LORD had smitten among them: upon their 
gods also the LORD executed judgments. And the children of 5 
Israel removed from Rameses, and pitched in Succoth. And 6 
they departed from Suecoth, and pitched in Etham, which is in 
the edge of the wilderness. And they removed from Etham, 7 
and turned again unto Pi-hahiroth, which is before Baal-zephon: 
and they pitched before Migdol. And they departed from he- 8 
fore Pi-hahiroth, and passed through the midst of the sea into 
the wilderness, and went three days’ journey in the wilderness 
of Etham, and pitched in Marah. ‘And they removed from Ma- 
rah, and came unto Elim: and in Elim were twelve fountains of 
water, and threescore and ten palm trees ; and they pitched there. 
And they removed from Elim, and encamped by the Red sea. 10 
And they removed from the Red sea, and encamped in the wil- 1] 
derness of Sin. And they took their journey out of the wilder- 12 
ness of Sin, and encamped in Dophkah. ‘And they departed 13 
from Dophkah, and encamped in Alush. And they removed 14 
from Alush, and encamped at Rephidim, where was no water 
for the people to drink. And they departed from Rephidim, and 15 
pitched in the wilderness of Sinai. And they removed from the 1 
desert of Sinai, and pitched at Kibroth-hattaavah. And they 17 
departed from Kibroth-hattaavah, and encamped at Hazeroth. 
‘And they departed from Hazeroth, and pitched in Rithmah. 'And 19 
they departed from Rithmah, and pitched at Rimmon-parez. 
And they departed from Rimmon-parez, and pitched in Libnah. 20 
' And they removed from Libnah, and pitched at Rissah. !And 21 
they journeyed from Rissah, and pitched in Kehelathah. And 23 
they went from Kehelathah, and pitched in mount Shapher. And 24 
they removed from mount Shapher, and encamped in Haradah. 
And they removed from Haradah, and pitched in Makheloth. 25 
And they removed from Makheloth, and encamped at Tahath. 26 
' And they departed from Tahath, and pitched at Tarah. ' And 97 
they removed from Tarah, and pitched in Mithcah. “And they 29 
went from Mitheah, and pitched in Hashmonah. And they 80 
departed from Hashmonah, and encamped at Moseroth. And 21 
they departed from Moseroth, and pitched in Benejaakan, ‘and 32 
they removed from Bene-jaakan, and encamped at Hi or-hagidgad. 
And they went from Hor-hagidgad, and pitched in Jothathah. 33 
And they removed from Jotbathah, and encamped at Ebronah. 34 
And they departed from Ebronah, and encamped at Ezion-gaber. 35 
And they removed from Ezion-gaber, and pitched in the wilder. 36 
ness of Zin, which is Kadesh. And they removed from Kadesh, 37 
and pitched in mount Hor, in the edge of the land of Edom. And 38 
Aaron the priest went up into mount Hor at the commandment 

of the LORD, and died there, in the fortieth year after the chil- 
dren of Israel were come out of the land of Egypt, in the first 
day of the fifth month. And Aaron was an hundred and twenty 39 
and three years old when he died in mount Hor. And king 40 
Arad the Canaanite, which dwelt in the south in the land of 
Canaan, heard of the coming of the children of Israel. And, 41° 
they departed from mount Hor, L pitched in emis And 42 
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they departed from Zalmonah, and pitched in Punon. And they 4s 
departed from Punon, and pitched in Oboth. And they departed 44 
from Oboth, and pitched in Ije-abarim, in the border of Moab. 

1 And they departed from lim, and pitched in Dibon-gad. ' And 45 
they removed from Dibon-gad, and encamped in Almon-dibla- 
thaim. And they removed’ from Almon-diblathaim, and pitched 47 
in the mountains of Abarim, before Nebo. And they departed 48 
from the mountains of Abarim, and pitched in the plains of Moab, 

by Jordan near Jericho. And they pitched by Jordan, from 49 
Beth-jesimoth even unto Abel-shittim in the plains of Moab. 

AND the LORD spake unto Moses in the plains of Moab by 50 
Jordan near Jericho, saying, Speak unto the children of Israel, 51 
and say unto them, When ye are passed over Jordan into the 
land of Canaan; then ye shall drive out all the inhabitants of 52 
the land from before you, and destroy all their pictures, and 
destroy all their molten images, and quite pluck down all their 
high places: and ye shall dispossess the inhabitants of the land, 53 
and dwell therein: for I have given you the land to possess it. 
‘And .ye shall divide the land by lot for an inheritance among 54 
your families: and to the more Ye shall give the more in- 
heritance, and to the fewer ye shall give the less inheritance : 
every man’s inheritance shall be in the place where his lot fall- 
eth; according to the tribes of your fathers ye shall inherit. 
But if ye will not drive out the inhabitants of the land from be- 55 
fore you; then it shall come to pass, that those which ye let re- 
main of them shall be pricks in your eyes, and thorns in your 
sides, and shall vex you in the land wherein ye dwell. More- 56 
over it shall come to pass, that I shall do unto you as I thought 
to do unte them. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Command the8& 
children of Israel, and say unto them, When ye come into the 
Jand of Canaan; (this is the land that shall fall unto you for 
an inheritance, even the land of Canaan with the coasts thereof:) 
then your south quarter shall be from the wilderness of Zin along 3 
by the coast of Edom, and your south border shall be the outmost 
coast of the salt sea eastward: and your border shall turn from 4 
the south to the ascent of Akrabbim, and pass on to Zin: and 
the going forth thereof shall be from the south to Kadesh-barnea, 
and shall go on to Hazar-addar, and pass on to Azmon: and the 
border shail fetch a compass from Azmon unto the river of Egypt, 
and the goings out or it shall be at the sea. : 

And as for the western border, ye shall even have the great 
sea for a border: this shall be your west border. 

‘And this shall be your north border: from the great sea ye 
shall point out for you mount Hor: from mownt Hor ye shall 
point out your border unto the entrance of Hamath; and the 
goings forth of the border shall be to Zedad ; and the border shall 
go on to Ziphron, and the goings outof it shall be at Hazar-enan: 
this shall be your north border. 

And ye shall point out oo east border from Hazar-enan to 10 
Shepham ee the coast shall go down from Shepham to Rib- 11 
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lah, on the east side of Ain; and the border shall descend, and 
shall reach unto the side of the sea of Chinnereth eastward: 
and the border shall go down to Jordan; and the goings out of 12 
it shall be at the salt sea: this shall be your land, with the coasts 
thereof round about. 

And Moses commanded the children of Israel, saying, This 13 
is the land which ye shall inherit by lot, which the LORD com- 
manded to give unto the nine tribes, and to the half tribe: for 14 
the tribe of the children of Reuben according to the house of 
their fathers, and the tribe of the children of Gad according to. 
the house of their fathers, have received their inheritance; and 
half the tribe of Manasseh have received their inheritance: the 15 
two tribes and the half tribe have received their inheritance on 
this side Jordan near Jericho eastward, toward the sun-rising. 

Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, !These are the 16 
names of the men which shall divide the land unto you: Elea- 
zar the priest, and Joshua the son of Nun. And ye shall take 18 
one prince of every tribe, to divide the land by inheritance. And 19 
the names of the men are these: of the tribe of Judah, Caleb 
the son of Jephunneh. And of the tribe of the children of 20 
Simeon, Shemuel the son of Ammihud. Of the tribe of Benja- 21 
min, Elidad the son of Chislon. And the prince of the tribe of 22 
the children of Dan, Bukki the son of Jogli. The prince of the 23 
children of Joseph, for the tribe of the children of Manassch, 
Hanniel the son of Ephod. And the prince of the tribe of the 24 
children of Ephraim, Kemuel the son of Shiphtan. And the 25 
prince of the tribe of the children of Zebulun, Elizaphan the 
son of Parnach. And the prince of the tribe of the children of 26 
Issachar, Paltiel the son of Azzan. And the prince of the tribe 27 
of the children of Asher, Ahihud the son of Shelomi. And the 28 
prince of the tribe of the children of Naphtali, Pedahel the son 
of Ammihud. These are they whom the LORD commanded to 29 
divide the inheritance unto the children of Israel in the land of 
Canaan. 

AND the LORD spake unto Moses in the plains of Moab by@5 
Jordan near Jericho, saying, Command the children of Israel, 2 
that they give unto the Levites of the inheritance of their pos- 
session cities to dwell in; and ye shall give also unto the Le- 
vites suburbs for the cities round about them. And the cities 
shall they have to dwell in; and the suburbs of them shall be for 
their cattle, and for their goods, and for all their beasts. And 4 
the suburbs of the cities, which ye shall give unto the Levites, 
shall reach from the wall of the city and outward a thousand 
cubits round about. And ye shall measure from without the city 5 
on the east side two thousand cubits, and on the south side two 
thousand cubits, and on the west side two thousand cubits, and 
on the north side two thousand cubits, and the city shall be in the 
midst ; this shall be to them the suburbs of the cities. And among 6 
the cities which ye shall give unto the Levites there shail be six 
cities for refuge, which ye shall appoint for the man-slayer, that 
the may flee thither: and to them ye shall add a 
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cities. So all the cities which ye shall give to the Levites shall 7 
be forty-and-eight cities: them shall ye give with their suburbs. 
And the cities which ye shall give shall be of the possession ofthe 8 
children of Israel: from them that have many ye shall give many; 
but from them that have few ye shall give few: every one shall 
give of his cities unto the Levites according to his inheritance 
which he inheriteth. 

‘Anp the LORD spake unto Moses, saying, 'Speak unto the 9 
children of Israel, and say unto them, When ye be come over 
Jordan into the land of Canaan; then ye shall appoint you cities 11 
to be cities of refuge for you; that the slayer may flee thither, 
which killeth any person at unawares. And they shall be unto 12 
you cities for refuge from the avenger; that the man-slayer die 
not, until he stand before the congregation in judgment. And of 13 
these ‘cities which ye shall give, six cities shall ye have for’ 
refuge. Ye shall give three cities on this side Jordan, and three 14 
cities shall ye give in the land of Canaan, which shall be cities 
of refuge. ‘These six cities shall be a refuge, both for the chil- 15 
dren of Israel, and for the stranger, and for the sojourner among 
ae that every one that killeth amy person unawares may flee 
thither. 

And ifhe smite him with an instrument of iron, so that he die, 16 
he isa murderer: the murderer shall surely be put to death. 
And if he smite him with throwing a stone, wherewith he may 17 
die, and he die, he is a murderer: the murderer shall surely be 
put to death. Or if he smite him with an hand weapon of wood, 18 
wherewith he may die, and he die, he is a murderer: the mur- 
derer shall surely be put to death. The revenger of blood him- 19 
self shall slay the murderer: when he meeteth him, he shall slay 
lim. But if he thrust him of hatred, or hurl at him by laying of 20 
wait, that he die; or in enmity smite him with his hand, that 21 
he die: he that smote him shall surely be put to death ; for he zs 
a murderer: the revenger of blood shall slay the murderer when 
he meeteth him. ; 

But if he thrust him suddenly without enmity, or have cast 22 
upon him any thing without laying of wait, or with any stone, 23 
wherewith a man may die, seeing him not, and cast 7¢ upon him, 
that he die, and was not his enemy, neither sought his harm: 
then the congregation shall judge between the slayer and the 24 
revenger of blood according to these judgments: and the con- 25 
gregation shall deliver the slayer out of the hand of the revenger 
of blood, and the congregation shall restore him to the city of his 
refuge, whither he was fled: and he shall abide in it unto the 
death of the high-priest, which was anointed with the holy oil. 
But if the slayer shall at any time come without the border of 26 
the city of his refuge, whither he was fled; and the revenger 27 
of blood find him without the borders of the city of his refuge, 
and the revenger of blood kill the slayer; he shall not be guilty 
of blood: because he should have remained in the city of his 28 
refuge he the death of the high-priest: but after the death of 
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the high-priest the slayer shall return into the land of his pos- 


session. So these things shall be for a statute of judgment unto 29 


you throughout your generations in all your dwellings. 


Whoso killeth any person, the murderer shall be put to death 30 


by the mouth of witnesses: but one witness shall not testify , 
against any person to cause him to die. Moreover ye shall take 
no satisfaction for the life of a murderer, which is guilty of death: 
bat he shall be surely put to death. And ye shall take no satis- 
faction for him that is fled to the city of his refuge, that he should 
come again to dwell in the land, until the death of the priest. 


So ye shall not pollute the land wherein ye are; for blood. it ¢ 


defileth the land: and the land cannot be cleansed of the blood 
that is shed therein, but by the blood of him that shed it. Defile 
not therefore the land which ye shall inhabit, wherein I dwell: 
for I the LORD dwell among the children of Israel. 


AND the chief fathers of the families of the children of Gilead,26 


the son of Machir, the son of Manasseh, of the families of the sons 
of Joseph, came near, and spake before Moses, and before the 
princes, the chief fathers of the children of Israel: and they said, 
‘The LORD commanded my lord to give the land foran inheritance 
by lot to the children of Israel: and my lord was commanded by 
the LORD to give the inheritance of Zelophehad our brother 
unto his daughters. And if they be married to any of the sons 
of the other tribes of the children of Israel, then shall their in- 
heritance be taken from the inheritance of our fathers, and shall 
be put to the inheritance of the tribe whereunto they are re- 
ceived: soshall it be taken from the lot of our inheritance. And 
when the jubilee of the children of Israel shall be, then shall 
their inheritance be put unto the inheritance of the tribe where- 
unto they are received: so shall their inheritance be taken away 
{rom the inheritance of the tribe of onr fathers. 

And Moses commanded the children of Israel according to 
the word of the LORD, saying, The tribe of the sons of Joseph 
hath said well. This is the thing which the LORD doth com- 
mand concerning the daughters of Zelophehad, saying, Let them 
marry to whom they think best; only to the family of the tribe 
of their father shall they marry. So shall! not the inheritance of 
the children of Israel remove from tribe to tribe: for every one 
of the children of Israel shall keep himself to the inheritance of 
the tribe of his fathers. And every daughter, that possesseth an 
inheritance in any tribe of the children of Israel, shall be wife 
unto one of the family of the tribe of her father, that the children 
of Israel may enjoy every man the inheritance of his fathers. 
Neither shall the inheritance remove from one tribe to another 
tribe; but every one of the tribes of the children of Israel shall 
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keep himself to his own inheritance. Even as the LORD com- 10 
manded Moses, so did the daughters of Zelophehad : for Mahlah, 11 


Tirzah, and Hoglah, and Milcah, and Noah, the daughters of 


Zelophehad, were married unto their father’s brothers’ sons: and 12 


they were married into the families of the sons of oe 3 the 
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son of Joseph, and their inheritance remained in the tribe of the 
family of their father. ‘ , 

These are the commandments and the judgments, which the 13 
LORD commanded by the hand of Moses unto the children of 
Israel in the plains of Moab by Jordan near J ericho. 








THE FIFTH BOOK OF MOSES, 


CALLED . 


~- DEUTERONOMY. 





THESE be the words which Moses spake unto all Israel L 
on this side Jordan in the wilderness, in the plain _over- 
against the Red sea, between Paran, and Tophel, and Laban, 
and Hazeroth, and Dizahab. (There are eleven days’ journey 
from Horeb by the way of mount Seir unto Kadesh-barnea.) And 
it came to pass in the fortieth yeat, in the eleventh month, on 
the first day of the month, that Moses spake unto the children of 
Israel, according unto all that the LORD had given him in 
commandment unto them; after he had slain Sihon the king of the 
Amorites, which dwelt in Heshbon, and Og the king of Bashan, 
which dwelt at Astaroth in Edrei: on this side Jordan, in the 
land of Moab, began Moses to declare this law, saying, 

The LORD our God spake unto us in Horeb, saying, Ye have 
dwelt long enough in this mount: turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to the mount of the Amorites, and unto all the places nigh 
thereunto, in the plain, in the hills, and in the vale, and in the 
south, and by the sea-side, to the Jand of the Canaanites, and 
unto Lebanon, unto the great river, the river Euphrates. Be- 8 
hold, I have set the land before you: go in and possess the land 
which the LORD sware unto your fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, to give unto them and to their seed after ther. 

And I spake unto you at that time, saying, 1 am not able to _9 
bear you myself alone: the LORD your God hath multiplied 10 
you, and, behold, ye are this day as the stars of heaven for mul- 
titude. (The LORD God of your fathers make you a thousand 11 
times so many more as ye are, and bless you, as he hath prom- 
ised you!) how canI myself alone bear your cumbrance, and 12 
your burden, and your strife? ake ye wise men, and under- 13 
standing, and known among your tribes, and I will make them 
rulers over you. And ye answered me, and said, The thing which 14 
thou hast spoken is good for us todo. So.I took the chief of 15 
your tribes, wise men, and known, and made them heads over 
you, captains over thousands, and captains over hundreds, and 
captains over fifties, and captains over tens, and officers among 
your tribes. And I charged your judges at that time, saying, 1¢ 

ear the causes between ae bréthren, and judge righteously 
between oe man and his brother, and the stranger that 1s 
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with him. Ye shall not respect persons in judgment; but ye 17 
shall hear the small as well as the great; ye slinll st be afraid 
of the face of man; for the judgment zs God’s: and the cause 
that is too hard for you, bring zt unto me, and I will hear it. 
And I commanded you at that time all the things which ye 18 
should do. i 

And when we departed from Horeb, we went through all that 19 
great and terrible wilderness, which ye saw by the way of the 
mountain of the Amorites, as the LORD our God commanded 
us; and we came to Kadesh-barnea. And I said unto you, Ye 20 
are come unto the mountain of the Amorites, which the LORD 
our God doth give unto us. Behold, the LORD thy God hath 21 
set the land before thee: go up and possess it, as the LORD God 
of thy fathers hath said unto thee; fear not, neither be discour- 
aged. And ye came near unto me every one of you, and said, 22 
We will send men before us, and they shall search us out the 
land, and bring us word again by what way we must go up, and 
into what cities we shall come. And the saying pleased me 23 
well: and I took twelve men of you, one of a tribe: and they 24 
tumed and went up into the mountain, and came unto the val- 
ley of Eshcol, and searched it out. And they took of the fruit 25 
of the land in their hands, and brought it down unto us, and 
brought us word again, and said, It7s a good land which the 
LORD our God doth give us. Notwithstanding ye would not 26 
go up, but rebelled against the commandment of the LORD your 
God: and ye murmured in your tents, and said, Because the 27 
LORD hated us, he hath brought us forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to deliver us into the hand of the Amorites, to destroy us. 
Whither shall we go up? our brethren have discouraged our 28 
heart, saying, The people 7s greaterand taller than we; the cities 
are great and walled up to heaven; and moreover we have seen 
the sons of the Anakims there. Then I said unto you, Dread 29 
not, neither be afraid of them. The LORD your God, which 30 
goeth before you, he shall fight for you, according to all that he 
did for you in Egypt before your eyes; and in the wilderness, 31 
where thou hast seen how that the LORD thy God bare thee, 
as a man doth bear his son, in all the way that ye went, until 
ye came into this place. Yet in this thing ye did not believe the 32 
LORD your God, ' who went in the way before you, to search 33 
you out a place to pitch your tents in, in fire by night, to show 
you by what way ye should go, and in a cloud by day. And the 34 
LORD heard the voice of your words, and was wroth, and sware, 
saying, Surely there shall not one of these men of this evil gen- 35 
eration see that good land, which I sware to give unto your 
fathers, 'save Caleb the son of Jephunneh;; he shall see it, and 36 
to him will I give the land that he hath trodden upon, and to his 
children, because he hath wholly followed the LORD. Also the 37 
LORD was angry with me for your sakes, saying, Thou also 
shalt not go in thither. But Joshua the son of Nun, which 38 
standeth before thee, he shall go in thither: encourage him: for 
he shall cause Israel to inherit it. Moreover your ys ones, 39 
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which ye said should be a prey, and your children, which in that 

day had no knowledge between good and evil, they shall go in 
thither, and unto them will I give it, and they shall possess it 
But as for you, turn ye, and take your journey into the wilder- 40 
ness, by the way of the Red sea. Then ye answered and said 41 
unto me, We-have sinned against the LORD, we will go upand 
fight, according to all that the LORD our God commanded us. 
And when ye had girded on every man his weapons of war, ye 
were ready to go.up into the hill. And the LORD said unto me, 42 
Say unto them, Go not up, neither fight; for I am not among 
you; lest ye be smitten before your enemies. So I spake unto 43 
you; and ye would not hear, but rebelled against the command- 
ment of the LORD, and went presumptuously up into the hill. 
And the Amorites, which dwelt in that mountain, came out 44 
against you, and chased you, as bees do, and destroyed you in byt: 
Seir, even unto Hormah. And ye returned, and wept before the 45 
LORD; but the LORD would not hearken to your voice, nor 
give ear unto you. So ye abode in Kadesh many days, accord- 46 » 
ing unto the days that ye abode there. ? . 

Then we turned, and took our journey into the wilderness by & 
the way of the Red sea, as the LORD spake unto me: and we 
compassed mount. Seir many days. And the LORD spake unto 
me, saying,' Ye hdve compassed this mountain long enough: turn 
you northward. And command thou the people, saying, Ye are 
to pass through the coast of your brethren the children of Esau, 
which dwell m Seir; and they shall be afraid of you: take ye 
good heed unto yourselves therefore: meddle not with them; 
for I will not give you of their land, no, not so much as a foot- 
breadth; because I have given mount Seir unio Esau for a pos- 
session. Ye shall buy meat of them for money, that ye may eat; 6 
and ye shall also buy water of them for money, that ye may 
drink. For the LORD thy God hath blessed thee in all the 7 
works of thy hand: he knoweth thy walking through this great 
wilderness: these forty years the LORD thy God hath been with 
thee; thou hast lacked nothing. ; 

And when we passed by from our brethren the children of 8 
Esau, which dwelt in Seir, through the way of the plain from 
Blath, and from Ezion-gaber, we turned, and passed by the way 
of the wilderness of Moab. And the LORD said unto me, Dis- 9 
tress not the Moabites, neither contend with them in battle: for 
I will not give thee of their land for a possession; because I 
have given Ar unto the children of Lot for a possession. The 10 
Emims dwelt therein in times past, a people great, and many, 
and tall, as the Anakims; which also were accounted giants, as 11 
the Anakims; but the Moabites call them Emims. The Horims 12 
also dwelt in Seir beforetime: but the children of Esau sue- 
ceeded them, when they had destroyed them from before them, 
and dwelt in their stead; as Israel did unto the land of his pos- 
session, which the LORD gave unto them. 

Now rise up, sad J, and get you-over the brook Zered. d 13 
‘we went over the brook Zered. And the space in whic we 14 
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came from Kadesh-barnea, until we were come over the brook 
Zered, was thirty-and-eight years; until all the generation of 
the men of war were =e out from among the host, as the 
LORD sware unto them. For indeed the hand of the LORD 15 
was against them, to destroy them from among the host, until 
they were consumed. 

So it came to pass, when all the men of war were consumed 16 
and dead from among'the people, that the LORD spake unto me, 17 
saying, Thou art to pass over through Ar, the coast of Moab, 18 
this day: and when thou comest nigh over-against the children 19 
of Ammon, distress them not, nor meddle with them: for I will 
not give thee of the land ot the children of Ammon any posses- 
sion; because I have given it unto the children of Lot for a pos- 

-session. (That also was accounted a land of giants: giants 20 
dwelt therein in old time; and the Ammonites call them Zam- 
zummims; a people great, and many, and tall, as the Anakims; 21 
but the LORD destroyed them before them; and they succeeded 
them, and dwelt in their stead: as he did to the children of Esau, 22 
which dwelt in Seir, when he destroyed the Horims from before 
them; and they succeeded them, and dwelt in their stead even 
unto this day: and the Avims which dwelt in Hazerim, even 23 
unto Azzah, the Caphtorims, which came forth out of Caphtor, 
destroyed them, and dwelt in their stead.) 

Rise ye up, take your journey, and pass over the river Arnon: 24 
behold, I have given into thine hand Sihon the Amorite, king of 

Teshbon, and his land: begin to possess it, and contend with 
him in battle. This day willI begin to put the dread of thee 25 
and the fear of thee upon the nations that are under the whole 
heaven, who shall hear report of thee, and shall tremble, and 
be in anguish because of thee. And I sent messengers out of 26 
the wilderness of Kedemoth unto Sihon king of Heshbon, with 
words of peace, saying, ' Let me pass through thy land: I will go 27 
along by the high way, I will neither turn unto the right hand 
nor to the left. Thou shalt sell me meat for money, that I may 28 
eat; and give me water for money, that I may drink: only I 
will pass through on my feet; (as the children of Esau which 29 
dwell in Seir, and the Moabites which dwell in Ar, did unto 
me ;) until I shall pass over Jordan into the land which the LORD 
our God giveth us. But Sihon king of Heshbon would not let 30 
us pass by him: for the LORD thy God hardened his spirit, and 
made his heart obstinate, that he might deliver him into thy 
hand, as appeareth this day. And the LORD said unto me, Be- 31 
hold, I have begun to give Sihon and his land before thee : begin 
to possess, that thou ray set inherit his land. Then Sihon came 32 
out against us, he and all his people, to fight at Jahaz.. And the 33 
LORD our,..God delivered him before us; and we smote him, 
and his sons, and all his people. And we took all his cities at 34 
that time, and utterly destroyed the men, and the women, and 

ne little ones, of every city; we left none to remain: only the 35 
cattle we took fora prey unto ourselves, and the spoil of the 
cities which we took. From Ange which zs by the Popk of the 36 
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river of Arnon, and from the city that is by the river, even unto 
Gilead, there was not one city too strong for us: the LORD our 
God delivered all unto us: only unto the land of the children of 37 
Ammon thou camest not, nor unto any place of the river Jabbok, 
nor unto the cities in the mountains, nor unto whatsoever the 
LORD our God forbad us. 

Then we turned, and went up the way to Bashan: and Og $3 
the: king of Bashan came out against us, he and all his people, 
to battle at Edrei. And the LORD said unto me, Fear him not: 2 
for I will deliver him, and all his people, and his land, into thy 
hand; and thou shalt do unto him as thou didst unto Sihon king 
of the Amorites, which dwelt at Heshbon. So the LORD our 3 
God delivered into our hands Og also, the king of Bashan, and 
ail his people: and we smote him until none was left to him re- 
maining. And we took all his cities at that time ; there was not 
a city which we took not from them, threescore cities, all the 
region of Argob, the kingdom of Og in Bashan. All these cities 
were fenced with high walls, gates, and bars; beside unwalled 
towns a great many. And we utterly destroyed them, as we did 
unto Sihon king of Heshbon, utterty destroying the men, women, 
and children, of every city. But all the cattle, and the spoil of 
the Cities, we took for a prey to ourselves. And we took at that 
time out of the hand of the two kings of the Amorites the land 
that was on this side Jordan, from the river of Arnon unto mount 
Hermon; (which Hermon the Sidonians call Sirion; and the 9 
Amorites call it Shenir;) all the cities of the plain, and all Gilead, 10 
and all Bashan, unto Salchah and Edrei, cities of the kingdom 
of Og in Bashan. For only Og king of Bashan remained of the 11 
remnant of giants; behold, his bedstead was a bedstead of iron ; 
is it not in Rabbath of the children of Ammon? nine cubits was 
the length thereof, and four cubits the breadth of it, after the 
cubit of a man. 

And this land, which we possessed at that time, from Aroer, 12 
which is by the river Arnon, and half mount Gilead, and the 
’ cities ‘thereof, gave I unto the Renbenites and to the Gadites. 
And the rest of Gilead, and all Bashan, being the kingdom of 13 
Og, gave I unto the half tribe of Manasseh; all the region of 
Argob, with all Bashan, which was called the land of giants. 
Jair the son of Manasseh took all the country of Argob unto the 14 
coasts of Geshuri and Maachathi; and called them after his own 
name, Bashan-havoth-jair, unto this day. And I gave Gilead unto 15 
Machir. And unto the Reubenites and unto the Gadites I gave 16 
from Gilead even unto the river Arnon, half the valley, and the 
border even unto the river Jabbok, which is the border of the 
children of Ammon; the plain also, and Jordan, and the coast 17 
thereof, from Chinnereth even unto the sea of the plain, even the 
salt sea, under pete Sees eastward. _And I commanded 18 
you at that time, saying, The LORD your God hath given you this 
land to possess it: ye shall pass over armed before your brethren 
the children of Israel, all that are-meet for the war. But your 19 
‘wives, a little ones, and your cattle, (for I know that ye 
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have much cattle,) shall abide in your cities which I have given 
you; until the LORD hath given rest unto your brethren, as 20 
well as unto you, and until they also possess the land which the 
LORD your God hath given them beyond Jordan: and then 
shall ye return every man unto his possession, which I have 
given you. ~ 

And I commanded Joshua at that time, saying, Thine eyes 21 
have seen all that the LORD your God hath done unto these two 
kings: so shall the LORD do unto all the kingdoms whither 
thou passest. Ye shall not fear them: for the LORD your God 22 
he shall fight for you. And I besought the LORD at that time, 23 
saying, 'O LORD God, thou hast begun to show thy'servant thy 24 
greatness, and thy mighty hand: for what God is there in heaven 
or in earth, that can do according to thy works, and according to 
thy might? I pray thee, let me go over, and see the good land 25 
that zs beyond Jordan that goodly mountain, and Lebanon. But 26 
the LORD was wroth with me for your sakes, and would not 
hear me: and the LORD said unto me, Let it suffice thee; speak 
no more unto me of this matter. Get thee up into the top of Pis- 27 
gah, and lift up thine eyes westward, and northward, and south- 
ward, and eastward, and behold z¢ with thine eyes: for thou shalt 

not go over this Jordan. But charge Joshua, and encourage him, 28 
and strengthen him: for he shall go over before this people, and 
hhe shall cause them to inherit the land which thou shalt see. So 29 
we abode in the valley over-against Beth-peor. 

Now therefore hearken, O Israel, unto the statutes and unto & 
Ahe judgments, which I teach you, for to do them, that ye may 
live, and go in and possess the land which the LORD God of 
your fathers giveth you. Ye shall not add unto the word 2 
which I command you, neither shall ye diminish yon from 
it, that ye may keep the commandments of the LORD your 
God which I command you. Your eyes have seen what the 3 
LORD did because of Baai-peor: for all the men that followed 
Baal-peor, the LORD thy God hath pesieoyae them from among 
you. But ye that did cleave unto the LORD your God are alive 
every one of you this day. Behold, I have taught you statutes 
and judgments, even as the LORD my God commanded me, that 
ye should do so in the land whither ye go to possess it.. Keep 
therefore and do them; for this 7s your wisdom and your under- 
standing in the sight of the nations, which shall hear all these 
statutes, and say, Surely this great nation is a wise and under- 
standing people. For what nation 2s there so great, who hath 7 
God so nigh unto them, as the LORD our God is in all things that 
we call upon him for? And what nation 7s there so great, that 8 
hath statutes and judgments so righteous as all this law, which I 
set before you this day? Only take heed to thyself, and keep thy 9 
sou! diligently, lest thou forget the things which thine ne have 
seen, and lest they depart from thy heart all the days of thy life: 
but teach them thy sons, and thy sons’ sons; ' specially the day 10 
that thou stoodest before the LORD thy God in Horeb, when the 
LORD said unto me, Gather me the people together, oe will 
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make them hear my words, that they may learn to fear me all 
the days that they shall live upon the earth, and ¢hat they may 
teach their children. And ye came near and stood under the 11 
mountain; and the mountain burned with fire unto the midst of 
heaven, with darkness, clouds, and thick darkness. And the 12 
LORD spake unto you out of the midst of the fire: ye heard the 
voice of the words, but saw no similitude ; only ye heard a voice. 
‘And he declared unto you his covenant, which he commanded 13 
you to perform, even ten commandments; and he wrote them 
upon two tables of stone. And the LORD commanded me at 14 
that time to teach you statutes and judgments, that ye might do 
them in the land whither ye go over to possess it. 

Take ye therefore good heed unto yourselves; for ye saw no 15 
manner of similitude on the day that the LORD spake unto you 
in Horeb out of the midst of the fire: lest ye corrupt yourselves, 16 
and make you a graven image, the similitude of any figure, the 
likeness of male or female, the likeness of any beast that ison 17 
the earth, the likeness of any winged fowl that flieth in the air, 
‘the likeness of any thing that creepeth on the ground, the like- 18 
ness of any fish that is in the watérs beneath the earth: and lest 19 
thon lift up thine eyes unto heaven, and when thou seest the sun, 
and the moon, and the stars, even all the host of heaven, shouldest 
be driven to worship them, and serve them, which the LORD 
thy God hath divided unto all nations under the whole heaven. 
But the LORD hath taken you, and brought you forth out of the 20 
iron furnace, even out of Egypt, to be unto him a people’ of in- 
heritance, as ye are this day. Furthermore the LORD was angry 21° 
with me for your sakes, and sware that I should not go over Jor- 
dan, and that I should not go in unto’ that good land, which the 
LORD thy God giveth thee for an inheritance: but I must die 22 
in this land, I must not go over Jordan: but ye shall go over, and 
possess that good land. Take heed unto yourselves, lest ye for- 23 
get the covenant of the LORD your God, which he made with 
you, and make you a graven image, or the likeness of any thing, 
‘which the LORD thy God hath forbidden thee. For the LORD 24 
thy God is a consuming fire, even a jealous God. 

When thou shalt beget children, and children’s children, and 25 
ye shall have remained long in the land, and shall corrupt your- 
selves, and make a graven image, or the likeness of any thing, and 
ghall do evil in the sight of the LORD thy God, to provoke him 
to anger; I call heaven and earth to witness against you this 26. 
day, that ye shall soon utterly perish from off the land whereunto 
ye go over Jordan to possess it; ye shall not prolong your days 
upon it, but shall utterly be destroyed. And the LORD shall 27 
scatter you among the nations, and ye shall be left fewin number \— 
among the heathen, whither the LORD shall lead you. And 28 
there ye shall serve gods, the work of men’s hands, wood and 
stone, which neither see, nor hear, nor eat, nor smell. 

Butif from thence thou shalt seek the LORD thy God, thou 29 
shalt find him, if thou seek him with all thy heart and with all — 
thy soul. ha thou art in tribulation, and all these things are 30 
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come upon thee, even in the latter days, if thou turn to the LORD 
thy God, and shalt be obedient unto his voice; (for the LORD 31 
thy God zs a merciful God;) he will not forsake thee, neither 
destroy thee, nor forget the covenant of thy fathers which he 
sware unto them. For ask now of the days that are past, which 32 
were before thee, since the day that God created man upon the 
earth, and ask froin the one side of heaven unto the other, whether 
there hath been any such thing as this great thing zs, or hath been 
heard like it? Did ever people hear the voice of God speaking out 33 
of the midst of the fire, as thou hast heard, and live? Or hath God 34 
assayed to go and take him a nation from the midst of another 
nation, by temptations, by signs, and by wonders, and by war, 
‘and by a mighty hand, and by a stretched-out arm, and by great 
terrors, according to all that the LORD your God did for you in 

gypt before your eyes? Unto thee it was showed, that thou 35 
mightest know that the LORD he is God; there is none else beside 
him. Out of heaven he made thee to hear his voice, thathe might 36 
instruct thee: and upon earth he showed thee his great fire ; and 
thou heardest his words out of the midst of the fire. And because 37 
he loved thy fathers, therefore he chose their seed after them, 
and brought thee out in his sight with his mighty power out of 
Egypt; to drive out nations from before thee greater and mightier 38 
than thou art, to bring thee in, to give thee their land Sor an in- 
heritance, as itis this day. Know therefore, this day, and con- 39 
sider 7t in thine heart, that the LORD he is God in heaven above, 
and upon the earth beneath: there is none else. Thou shalt 40 
keep therefore his statutes and his commandments, which I com- 
mand thee this day, that it may go well with thee, and with thy 
children after thee, and that thou mayest prolong thy days 
upon the earth, which the LORD thy God giveth thee, for ever. 

THEN Moses severed three cities on this side Jordan toward 41 
the sun-rising ; that the slayer might flee thither, which should 42 
kill his neighbor unawares, and hated him not in times past ; and 
that fleeing unto one of these cities he might live: namely, Bezer 43 
in the etl disthcat in the plain country, of the Reubenites; and 
Ramoth in Gilead, of the Gadites; and Golan in Bashan, of the 
Manassites. 

AND this is the law which Moses set before the children of 44 
Israel: these are the testimonies, and the statutes, and the judg- 45 
ments, which Moses spake unto the children of Israel, after they 
came forth out of Egypt, ' on this side Jordan, in the valley over- 46 
against Beth-peor in the land of Sihon king of the Amorites, who 
dwelt at Heshbon, whom Moses and the childrenof Israel smote, 
after they were come forth out of Egypt: and they possessed his 47 
land, and the land of Og king of Bashan, two kings of the Amo- 
rites, which were on this side Jordan toward the sun-rising ; 
from Aroer, which is by the bank of the river Arnon, even unto 48 
mount Sion, which 7s Hermon, 'and all the plain on this side 49 
Jordan eastward, even unto the sea of the plain, unto the springs 
of Pisgah. Breck 
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Anp. Moses called all Israel, and said unto them, Hear, O 5 
' Israel, the statutes and judgments which I speak in your ears 
this day, that ye may learn them, and keep, and do them. ‘The 
LORD our God made a covenant with us im Horeb. The LORD 
made not this covenant with our fathers, but with us, even us, 
who are all of us here alive this day. The LORD talked with 
ou face to face in the mount out of the midst of the fire, (I stood 
eimeey the LORD and you at that time, to show you the word 
of the LORD: for ye were afraid by reason of the fire, and went 
not up into the mount;) saying, 'T am the LORD thy God, 6. 
which brought thee out of the land of Egypt, from the house of. 
bondage. ‘Thou shalt have none other gods before me. Thou 7,8; 
shalt not make thee any grayen image, or any likeness of any 
thing that is in heaven above, or that 2s in the earth beneath, or 
that is in the waters beneath the earth: thou shalt not bow down. % 
. thyself unto them, nor serve them: for I the LORD thy God, am 
a jealous God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the chil- 
dren unto the third and fourth generation of them that hate me, 
'and showing mercy unto thousands of them that love me, and 10 
keep my commandments. Thou shalt not take the name of the 11 
LORD thy God in vain: for the LORD will not hold him guilt- 
less that taketh his name in vain. Keep the sabbath day to 12 
sanctify it, as the LORD thy God hath commanded thee. Six 13 
days thou shalt labor, and do all thy work: but the seventh day 14 
is the sabbath of the LORD thy God: im i thou shalt not do any, 
work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, nor thy man-servant, 
nor thy maid-servant, nor thine ox, nor thine ass, nor any of thy 
cattle, nor thy stranger that 7s within thy gates; that thy man- 
servant and thy maid-servant may rest as well. as thou. And re- 15 
member that thou wast a servant in the land of Egypt, and that 
the LORD thy God brought thee out thence through a mighty 
hand and by a stretched-out arm: therefore the LORD thy God. 
commanded thee to keep the sabbath day. Honor. thy father 16 
and thy mother, as the LORD thy God hath commanded thee ; 
that thy days may be prolonged, and that it may go well with 
thee, in the land which the LORD thy God giyeth thee, Thou 17 
shalt not kill. ' Neither shalt thou commit adultery. ' Neither 18 
shalt thou steal. Neither shalt thou bear false witness against 20 
thy neighbor. Neither, shalt thou desire thy neighbor's. wife, 21. 
neither shalt thou covet thy neighbor's house, his field, or his 
man-servant, or his maid-servant, his ox, or his ass, or any thing 
that is thy neighbor's, . 
These words the LORD spake unto all, your assembly in the 22), 
mount out of the midst of the fire, of the cloud, and of rn thick 
darkness, with a great voice: and he added no more. And, he 
wrote them in two tables of stone, and delivered them unto me. 
And it came to pass, when ye heard the voice outiof the midst 23, 
of the darkness, (for the mountain did burn with fire,) that. ye 
came near unto me, even. all the heads of your tribes, and your, 
elders; and ye said, Behold, the LORD our God hath showed.us, 24), 
his glory ang his greatness, and we. have heard his voice out of . 
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the midst of the fire: we have seen this day that God doth talk 
with man, and he liveth. Now therefore why should we die? 25 
for this great fire will consume us: if we hear the voice of the 
LORD our God any more, then we shall die. For who is there of 26 
all flesh, that hath heard the voice of the living God speaking out 
of the midst of the fire, as we have, and lived? Go thou near, 27 
and hear all that the LORD our God shall say: and speak thou 
unto us all that the LORD our God shall speak unto thee; and 
we will hear it, and do it. And the LORD heard. the voice of 28 
your words, when ye spake unto me; and the LORD said unto 
me, Ihave heard the voice of the words of this people, which 
they have spoken unto thee: they have well said all that they 
have spoken. O that there were such an heart in them, that they 29 
would fear me, and keep all my commandments always, that it 
might be well with them, and with their children forever! Go 30 
say to them, Get you into your tents again. But as for thee, stand 31 ° 
thou here by me, and I will speak unto thee all the command- 
ments, and the statutes, and the judgments, which thou shalt 
‘ teach them, that they may do them in-the land which I give them 
to possess it. Ye. shall observe to do therefore as the LORD. 32 
your God hath commanded you: ye shall not turn aside to the 
right hand or to the left. Ve shall walk in all the ways which 33 
the LORD your God hath commanded you, that ye may live, 
cand that it may be well with. you, and that ye may prolong your 
days in the land. which ye shall possess. _, 

NOW these are the commandments, the statutes, and the judg- 6 
ments, which. the LORD your God commanded to teach you, 
that ye might do them in the land whither ye go to possess it,, 
‘that thou mightest fear the LORD thy God, to keep all his statutes. 2 
and his commandments which I command thee, thou, and thy 

-son, and thy son’s son, all the days of thy life; and that thy days 
may be prolonged. Hear therefore, O Israel, and observe todo 3 
2; that it may be well with thee, and that ye may increase 
mightily, as the LORD God of thy fathers hath promised thee, 

in the land that floweth with milk and honey. 

Hear, O Israel: The LORD our God is one LORD: ! and thou4,5: 
shalt loye the LORD thy God with all thine heart, and with all 
thy soul, and: with all thy might. And these words, whichI 6 
command thee this day, shall be in thine heart; and thou shalt. 7 
teach, them diligently unto thy children, and shalt talk of them 
‘when thou sittest in thine house;.and when thou walkest by the 
way, and when thou liest down; and when thou risest up. And. 8 
thou shalt bind them for a sign upon thine hand, and they shall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes. And thou shalt write them 9 
upon the posts of thine house, and on thy gates. And it shall be, 10 
when the LORD thy God shall have brought thee into the land 
which he sware unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and.to 
Jacob, to give thee great and goodly cities, which thou buildedst.- 
not, 'and houses full of all good things, which thou filledst not, 11 — 
and wells digged which thou diggedst not, vineyards and ( : 


‘trees, which thou plantedst not; when. thou shalt bee a us 
salt 
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and be full; then beware lest thou forget the LORD, which 12 
brought thee forth ‘out of the land of Egypt, from the house of 
bondage. Thou shalt fear the LORD thy God, and serve him, 13 
and shalt swear by his name. Ye shall not go after other gods, 14 
of the gods of the people which are round about you; (for the 15 
LORD thy God is a jealous God among you;) lest the anger of 

the LORD thy God be kindled against thee, and destroy thee from 

off the face of the earth. 

Ye shall not tempt the LORD your God, as ye tempted himin 16 
Massah. Ve shall diligently keep the commandments of the 17 
LORD your God, and his testimonies, and his statutes, which he 
hath commanded thee. And thou shalt do that which is right 18 
and good in the sight of the LORD; that it may be well with 
thee, and that thou mayest go in and possess the good land which 
the LORD sware unto thy fathers, to cast out all thine enemies 19 
from before thee, as the LORD hath spoken. - 

And when thy son asketh thee in time to come, saying, What 20 
mean the testimonies, and the statutes, and the judgments, which 
the LORD our God hath commanded you? Then thou shalt say 21 
unto thy son, We were Pharaoh’s pondmen in Egypt; and the 
LORD brought us out of Egypt with a mighty hand: and the 22 
LORD showed signs and wonders, great and sore, upon Egypt, 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his household, before our eyes: and 23 
he brought us out from thence, that he might bring us in, to give 
us the land which he sware unto our fathers. And the LORD 24 
commanded us to do all these statutes, to fear the LORD our 
God, for our good always, that he might preserve us alive, as it 
is at this day. And it shall be our righteousness, if we observe 25 
to do all these commandments before the LORD our God, as he 
hath commanded us. 

When the LORD thy God shall bring thee tothe land whither 7 
thou goest to possess it, and hath cast out many nations before 
thee, the Hittites, and the Girgashites, and the Amorites, and the 
Canaanites, and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the Jebusites, 
seven nations greater and mightier than thou; and when the 2 
LORD thy God shall deliver them before thee ; thou shalt smite 
them, and utterly destroy them; thou shalt make no covenant 
with them, nor hb mercy unto them: neither shalt thou make 3 
marriages with them ; thy daughter thou shalt not give unto his 
son, nor his daughter shalt thou take unto thy son. For they will 4 
turn away thy son from following me, that they may serve other 
gods: so will the anger of the LORD be kindled against you, 
and destroy thee suddenly. But thus shall ye deal with them; 5 
ye shall destroy their altars, and break down their images, and 
cut down their groves, and burn their graven images with fire. = 
For thou art an holy people unto the LORD thy God: the LORD 6 
thy God ‘hath chosen thee to be a special people unto himself, 
above all people that are upon the face of the earth. 

The LORD did not set his love upon you, nor choose you, be- cr 
cause ye were more in number than any people ; for ye were 
the ine all people: but because the LORD loved you, and 8 
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because he would keep the oath which he had sworn unto your 
fathers, hath the LORD brought you out with a mighty hand, 
and redeemed you out of the house of bondmen, from the hand 

of Pharaoh king of Egypt. Know therefore that the LORD thy 9: 
God, he is God, the faithful God, which keepeth covenant and 
mercy with them that love him and keep his commandments to 

a thousand generations; and repayeth them that hate him to 10 
their face, to destroy them: he will not be slack to him that hateth 
him, he will repay him to his face. Thou shalt therefore keep 11 
the commandments, and the statutes, and the judgments, which 

I command thee this day, todo them. Wherefore it shall come 12 
to pass, if ye hearken to these judgments, and keep, and do them, 
that the LORD thy God shall keep unto thee the covenant and 
the mercy which he sware unto thy fathers: and he will love 13 
thee, and bless thee, and multiply thee: he will also bless the 
fruit of thy womb, and the fruit of thy land, thy corn, and thy 
wine, and thine oil, the increase of thy kine, and the flocks of 
thy sheep, in the land which he sware unto thy fathers to give 
thee. Thou shalt be blessed above all people: there shall not be. 14 
male or female barren among you, or among your cattle. And 15 
the LORD will take away from thee all = Mi and will put 
none of the evil diseases of Egypt, which thou knowest, upon 
thee; but will lay them upon alt ues that hate thee. 

And thou shalt consume all the people which the LORD thy 16, 
God shall deliver thee ; thine eye shall have no pity upon them: 
neither shalt thou serve their gods; for that will be a snare unto 
thee. If thou shalt say in thine heart, These nations are more 17 
than I: how can I dispossess them? Thou shalt not be afraid of 18 
them: éut shalt well remember what the LORD thy God did 
unto Pharaoh, and unto all Egypt; the great temptations which 19 
thine eyes saw, and the signs, and the wonders, and the mighty 
hand, and the stretched-out arm, whereby the LORD thy God 
brought thee out: so shall the LORD thy God do unto all the peo- 
ple of whom thou art afraid. Moreover the LORD thy God will 20 
send the hornet among them, until they that are left, and hide 
themselves from thee, be destroyed. Thou shalt not be affrighted 21 
at them: for the LORD thy God 2s among you, a mighty God and 
terrible. And the LORD thy God will put out those nations be- 22 
fore thee by little and little: thou mayest not consume them at 
once, lest the beasts of the field increase upon thee. But the 23 
LORD thy God shall deliver them unto thee, and shall destroy 
them with a mighty destruction, until they be destroyed. And 24 
he shall deliver their kings into thine hand, and thou shalt destroy 
their name from under heaven: there shall no man be able to 
stand before thee, until thou have destroyed them. The graven 25 
images of their gods shall ye burn with fire: thon shalt not desire 
the silver or gold that is on them, nor take 2 unto thee, lest thou 
be snared therein: for it is an abomination to the LORD thy God, 
Neither shalt thou bring an abomination into thine house, lest 26 
thou be'a cursed thing like it: dut thou shalt utterly detest it, and 


thou shalt utterly abhor it; for it is a cursed thing. ee 
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All the commandments which I command thee this day shall & 
ye observe to do, that ye may live, and multiply, and go in and 
possess the land which the LORD sware unto your fathers. And 2 
thou shalt remember all the way which the LORD thy God led 
thee these forty years in the wilderness, to humble thee, and te 
prove thee, to know what was in thine heart, whether thou 
wouldest keep his commandments, or no. And he humbled thee, 3 
and suffered thee to hunger, and fed thee with manna, which 
thou knewest not, neither did thy fathers know; that he might 
make thee know that man doth not live by bread only, but 
by every word that proceedeth out of the mouth of the LORD 
doth man live. Thy raiment waxed not old upon thee, neither 
did thy foot swell, these forty years. Thou shalt also consider in 
thine heart, that, as a man chasteneth his son, so the LORD thy 
God chasteneth thee. Therefore thou shalt keep the command- 
ments of the LORD thy God, to walk in his ways, and to fear 
him. For the LORD thy God bringeth thee into a good land, a 
land of brooks of water, of fountains and depths that spring out 
of valleys and hills; a land of wheat, and barley, and vines, 
and fig-trees, and pomegranates; a Yand of oil olive, and honey ; 
a land wherein thou shalt eat bread without scarceness, thou 
shalt not lack any thing in it; a land whose stones are iron, and 
out of whose hills thou mayest dig brass. When thou hast eaten 10 
and art full, then thou shalt bless the LORD thy God for the good 
land which he hath given thee. Beware that thou forget not the 11 
LORD thy God, in not keeping his commandments, and his judg- 
ments, and‘his statutes, which I command. thee this day: lest 12 
when thou hast eaten and art full, and hast built goodly houses, 
and dwelt therein; and when thy herds and thy flocks multiply, 13 
and thy silver and thy gold is multiplied, and all that thou hast 
is multiplied ; then thine heart be lifted up, and thou forget the 14 
LORD thy God, which brought thee forth out of the land of 
Egypt, from the house of bondage; who led thee through that 15 
great and terrible wilderness, wherein were fiery serpents, and 
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scorpions, and drought, where there was no water; who brought 
thee forth water out of the rock of flint; who fed thee in the 16 
wilderness with manna, which thy fathers knew not, that he 
might humble thee, and that he might prove thee, to do thee 
good at thy latter end; and thou say in thine heart, My power 17 
and the might of mine hand hath gotten me this wealth. But 18 
thou shalt remember the LORD thy God: for ifs he that giveth 
thee power to get wealth, that he may establish his covenant 
which he sware unto thy fathers, as itis this day. And it shall 19 
be, if thou do at all forget the LORD thy God, and walk after 
other gods, and serve them, and worship them, I testify against’ 
you this day that ye shall surely perish. As the nations which 20 
the LORD destroyeth before your face, so shall ye perish ; be- 
cause ye would not be obedient unto the voice of the LORD 
your God. 

Hnar, O Israel: Thou art to pass over Jordan this day, to go 9 
in to pogag pation? greater and mightier than thyself, cities great

and’ fenced up to heaven, 'a people great and tall; the children 2 
of the Anakims, whom thou. knowest; and of whom: thou hast 
heard say, Who can stand before the children of Anak! Under- 3 
stand therefore this day, that the LORD thy God is he which 
goeth over before thee; as a consuming fire he shall destro 
them, and he shall bring them down before thy face: so shalt 
thou drive them out, and destroy them quickly, as the LORD 
hath said unto thee. Speak not thou in thine heart, after that 4 
the LORD thy God hath cast them out from before thee, saying, 
For my righteousness the LORD hath brought me in to possess 
this land: but for the wickedness of these nations the LORD 
doth drive them out from before thee. Not for thy righteousness, 5 
or for the uprightness of thine heart, dost thou go to possess their 
Jand: but for the wickedness of these nations the LORD thy 
God doth drive them out from before thee, and that he may per- 
form the word which the LORD sware unto thy fathers, Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob. Understand therefore, that the LORD 6 
thy God giveth thee not this good land to possess it for thy right- 
eousness; for thou art a stiffnecked people. 

Remember, and forget not, how thou provokedst the LORD 7 
thy God to wrath in the wilderness: from the day that thou didst 
depart out of the land of Egypt, until ye came unto this place, 
ye have been rebellious against the LORD. Also in Horeb ye 8 
provoked the LORD to wrath, so that the LORD was angry with 
you to have destroyed you. When I was gone up into the mount 9 
to receive the tables of stone, even the tables of the covenant 
which the LORD made with you, then I abode in the mount 
forty days and forty nights; I-neither did eat bread nor drink 
water: and the LORD delivered unto me two tables of stone 10 
written with the finger of God; and on them was written accord- 
ing to all the words, which the LORD spake with you in the 
Mount out of the midst of the fire in the day of the assembly. 
And it came to pass at the end of forty days and forty nights, 11 
that the LORD gave me the two tables of stone, even the tables 
of the covenant. And the LORD said unto me, Arise, get thee 12 
down quickly frém hence ; for thy people which thou hast brought 
forth out of Egypt have corrupted themselves; they are quickly 
turned aside out of the way which I commande them; they 
have made them a molten image. Furthermore the LORD spake 13 
unto me, saying, I have seen this people, and, behold, it is a stiff. 
necked people: let me alone, that I may destroy them, and blot 14 
out their name from under heaven: and I will make of thee a 
nation mightier and greater than they. SoItumed and came 15 
down from the mount, and the mount burned with fire : and the 
two tables of the covenant were in my two hands. And I looked, 16 
and, behold, ye had sinned against the LORD your God, and 
had made you a molten calf: ye had turned aside quickly out 
of the way which the LORD had commanded you. And I 17 
took the two. tables, and cast them out of my two hands, and. 
brake them before-your eyes. And I fell down before the LORD, 18 
as at the first, forty days and forty nights: I did neither ee

nor drink water, because of all a sins which ye sinned, in 
doing wickedly in the sight of the LORD, to provoke him to 
anger. For I was afraid of the anger and hot displeasure, where- 19 
with the LORD was wroth against you to destroy you. But the 
LORD hearkened unto me at that time also. And the LORD 20 
was very angry with Aaron to have destroyed him: and I prayed 
for Aaron also the same time. And I took your sin, the ealf 21 
which ye had made, and burnt it with fire, an stamped it, and, 
ground it very small, even until it was as small as dust: and I 
cast the dust thereof into the brook that descended out of the 
mount. And at Taberah, and at Massah, and at Kibroth-hat- 22 
taavah, ye provoked the LORD to wrath. Likewise when the 23. 

_ LORD sent you from Kadesh-barnea, saying, Go up and. possess 
the land which I have given you; then ye rebelled against the 
commandment of the LORD your God, and ye believed him not, 
nor hearkened to his voice. Ye have been rebellious against the 24 
LORD from the day that I knew you. Thus I fell down before 25 
the LORD forty days and forty nights, as I fell down at the first ; 
because the LORD had said he would destroy you. I prayed 26 
therefore unto the LORD, and satd, O LORD God, destroy not 
thy people and thine inheritance, which thou hast redeemed 
through thy greatness, which thou hast brought forth out of Egypt 
with a mighty hand. Remember thy servants, Abraham, Isaac, 27 
and Jacob: look not unto the stubbornness of this people, nor to 
their wickedness, nor to their sin: lest the land whence thou 28 
broughtest us out say, Because the LORD was not able to bring 
them into the land which he promised them, and because he 
hated them, he hath brought them out to slay them in the wil- 
derness. Yet they are thy people and thine inheritance, which 29 
thou broughtest out by thy mighty power and by thy stretched- 
out arm. 

At that ttme the LORD said unto me, Hew thee two tablesLO 
of stone like unto the first, and come up unto me into the mount, 
and make thee an ark of wood. And I will write on the tables 2 
the words that were in the first tables which thou brakedst, and 
thou shalt put them in the ark, And I made an ark of shittim 3 
wood, and hewed two tables of stone like unto the first, and 
went up into the mount, having the two tables in mine hand. 
And he wrote on the tables, according to the first writing, the 4 » 
ten commandments, which the LORD spake unto you in the 
mount out of the midst of the fire in the day of the assembly : 
and the LORD gave them unto me, And I turned myself and 9 
came down from the mount, and put the tables in the ark which 
I had made; and there they be, as the LORD commanded me. 

And the children of Israel took their journey from Beeroth of 6 
the children of Jaakan to Mosera: there Aaron died, and there 
he was buried; and Eleazar his son ministered in the priest’s 
office in his stead. From thence they journeyed unto Gudgodah; 7 
and from Gudgodah to Jotbath, a land of rivers of waters. 

At that time the LORD separated the tribe of Levi, to bear 8 
the ark espe covenant of the LORD, to stand before the LORD.» 
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to minister unto him, and to bless in his hame, unto this day. 
Wherefore Levi hath no part nor inheritance with his brethren; 9 
the LORD is his inheritance, according as the LORD thy God 
promised him.. And I stayed in the mount, according to the first 10 
time, forty days and forty nights; and the LORD hearkened unto 
me at that time also, and the LORD would not destroy thee. 
And the LORD said unto me, Arise, take thy journey before the 11 
people, that they may go in and possess the land which I sware 
unto their fathers to give unto them. | 

And now; Israel, what doth the LORD thy God require of 12 
thee, but to fear the LORD thy God; to walk in all his ways, and 
to love him, and to serve the LORD thy God with all thy heart 
and with all thy soul, to keep the commandments of the LORD, 13 
and his statutes, which I command thee this day, for thy good? 
Behold, the heaven and the heaven of heavens 7s the RD’S 14 
thy God, the earth also, with all that therein zs. Only the LORD 15 
had a delight in thy fathers to love them, and he chose their 
seed after them, even you above all people, as it is this day. Cir- 16 
cumcise therefore the foreskin of your heart, and be no more 
stiffnecked. For the LORD your God is God of gods, and Lord 17 
of lords, a great God, a mighty, and a terrible, which regardeth 
not persons, nor taketh reward: he doth execute the judgment 18 
of the fatherless and widow, and loveth the stranger, in giving 
him food and raiment. Love ye therefore the stranger: for ye 19 
were strangers in the land of Egypt. Thou shalt fear the LORD 20 
thy God; him shalt thou serve, and to him shalt thou cleave, and 
Swear by his name. He ?s thy praise, and he is thy God, that 21 
hath done for thee these great and terrible things, which thine 
eyes have seen. Thy fathers went down into Egypt with three- 22 
score and ten persons; and now the LORD thy God hath made 
thee as the stars of heaven for multitude. Therefore thou shaltlZ 
love the LORD thy God, and keep his charge, and his statutes, 
and his judgments, and his commandments, alway. 

-And know ye this day: for I speak not with your children 2 
which have not known, and which have not seen the chastise- 
ment of the LORD your God, his greatness, his mighty hand, 
and his stretched-out arm, ' and his miracles, and his acts, which 3 
he did in the midst of Egypt unto Pharaoh the king of Egypt, 
and unto all his land; and what he did unto the army of Egypt,’ 4 
unto their horses, and to their chariots; how he made the water 
of the Red sea to overflow them as they pursued after you, and 
how the LORD hath destroyed them unto this day; and what 5 
he did unto you in the wilderness, until ye came into this place ; 
and what he did unto Dathan and Abiram, the sons of Eliab, the 6 
son of Reuben : how the earth opened her mouth, and swallowed 
them up, and their households, and: their tents, and all the sub- 
stance that was in their possession, in the midst of all Israel: but 7 
your eyes have seen all the great acts of the LORD which he 
did. Therefore shall ye keep all the commandments which I 
command you this day, that ye may be strong, and go in and.’ 
possess the land, whither ye go o possess it; and ot ne May 9 
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prolong your days in the land, which the LORD sware unto 
your fathers to give unto them and to their seed, a land that 
floweth with milk and honey. 

For the land, whither thou goest in to possess it, isnot as the 10 
land of Egypt, from whence ye came out, where thou sowedst 
thy seed, and wateredst 7 with thy foot, as a garden of herbs: 
but the land, whither ye go to possess it, 7s a Jand of hills and 11 
valleys, and drinketh water of the rain of heaven: a land which 12 
the LORD thy God careth for: the eyes of the LORD thy God 
are always upon if, from the beginning of the year even unto 
the end of the year. And it shall come to pass, if ye shall hearken 13 
diligently unto my commandments which I'command you this 
day, to love the LORD your God, and to serve him with all your 
heart and with all your soul, that I will give you the rain of your 14 
land in his due season, the first rain and the latter rain, that thou 
mayest gather in thy corn, and thy wine, and thine oil. And I 15 
will send grass in thy fields for thy cattle, that thou mayest eat 
and be full. Take heed to yourselves, that your heart be not 16 
deceived, and ye tur aside, and serve other gods, and worship 
them; and then the LORD'S wrath be kindled against you, and 17 
he shut up the heaven, that there be no rain, and that the land 

ield not her fruit; and lest ye perish quickly from off the good 
and which the LORD giveth you. 

Therefore shall ye lay up these my words in your heart and 18 
in your soul, and bind them for a sign upon your hand, that they 
may be as frontlets between your eyes. And ye shall teach them 19 
your Children, speaking of them when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou walkest by the way, when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up. And thou shalt write them upon the door- 20 
posts of thine house, and upon thy gates: that your days may be 21 
multiplied, and the days of your children, in the land which the 
LORD sware unto your fathers to give them, as the days of 
heaven upon the earth. 

For if ye shall diligently keep all these commandments which 22 
I command you, to do them, to love the LORD your God, to 
walk in all his ways, and to cleave unto him; then will the 23 
LORD drive out all these nations from before you, and ye shall 
possess greater nations and mightier than yourselves. Every 24 
place whereon the soles of your feet shall tread shall be your’s: 
from the wilderness and Labanete from the river, the river 
Euphrates, even unto the uttermost sea, shall your coast be. 
There shall no man be able to stand before you: for the LORD 25 
your God shall lay the fear of you and the dread of you upon all 
the land that ye shall tread upon, as he hath said unto you. 

Behold, I set before you this day a blessing and a curse ; ‘a 26 
blessing, if ye obey the commandments of the LORD your God, 
which I command you this day ; and a curse, if ye will not obey 28 
the commandments of the LORD your God, but turn aside out 
of the way which I command youths day, to go after other gods, 
which ye have not known. And it shall come to pass, when the 29 
LORD mee hath brought thee in unto the land whither thou 
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goest to possess it, that thou shalt put the blessing upon mount 
Gerizim, and the curse upon mount Ebal. Are they not on the 30 
other side Jordan, by the way where the sun goeth down, in the 
land of the Canaanites, which dwell in the champaign over- 
against Gilgal, beside the plains of Moreh? For ye shall pass 31 
over Jordan to go in to possess the land which the LORD your 
God giveth you, and ye shall possess it, and dwell therein. And 32 
ye shall observe to do all the statutes and judgments which I set 
before you this day. 

THESE are the statutes and judgments, which ye shall observeL& 
todo in the land which the LORD God of thy fathers giveth 
thee to possess it, all the days that ye live upon the earth. 

Ye shall utterly destroy all the places, wherein the nations 2 
which ye shall possess served their gods, upon the high moun- 
tains, and upon the hills, and under every green tree: and ye 3 
shall overthrow their altars, and break their pillars, and burn 
their groves with fire; and ye shall hew down the graven 
oe of their gods, and destroy the names of them out of that 
place. 

Ye shall not do so unto the LORD your God. But unto the 4,5 
place which the LORD your God shall choose out of all your 
tribes to put his name there, even unto his habitation shall ye 
seek, and thither thou shalt come: and thither ye shall bring 6 
aie burnt-offerings, and your sacrifices, and your tithes, and 

eave-oflerings of your hand, and your vows, and your freewill- 
offerings, and the firstlings of your herds and of your flocks: and 7 
there ye shall eat before the LORD your God, and ye shall re- 
joice in all that ye put your hand unto, ye and your households, 
wherein the LORD thy God hath blessed thee. Ye shall notdo 8 
after all the things that we do here this day, every man whatso- 
ever is right in his own eyes. For ye are not as yet come to the 9 
rest and to the inheritance, which the LORD your God giveth 
you. But when ye go over Jordan, and dwell in the land which 10 
the LORD your God giveth you to inherit, and when he giveth 
you rest from all your enemies round about, so that ye dwell in 
safety: then there shall be a place which the LORD your God 11 
shall choose to cause his name to dwell there ; thither shall ye 
bring all that I command you; your burnt-offerings, and your 
sacrifices, your tithes, and the heave-offering of hand, and 
all your isi yows which ye vow unto the LORD: and ye 
shall rejoice before the LORD your God, ye, and your sons, and 
your daughters, and your men-servants, and your maid-servants, 
and the Levite that 7s within your gates; forasmuch as he hath 
no partnor inheritance with you. Take heed to thyself that thou 13 
offer not thy burnt-offerings in every place that thou seest: but 14 
in the place which the LORD shall choose in one of thy tribes, , 
there thou shalt offer thy burnt-offerings, and there thou shalt do 
all that I command thee. Notwithstanding thou mayest kill and 15 
cat flesh in all thy gates, whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, ac- 
cording to the blessing of the LORD thy God which he hath 
given thee: the unclean and the clean may eat a as of 
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the roebuck, and as of the hart. Only ye shall not eat the blood; 16 
ye shall pour it upon the earth as water. Thou mayest not eat 17 
Within thy gates the tythe of thy corn, or of thy wine, or of thy 
oil, or the firstlings of thy herds or of thy flock, nor any of thy 
vows which thou vowest, nor ‘thy freewill-offerings, or heave- 
offering of thine hand: but thou-must eat them before the LORD 18 
thy God in the place which the LORD thy God shall choose, 
thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy man-servant, and 
thy maid-servant, and the Levite that 7s within thy gates: and 
thou shalt rejoice before the LORD thy God in all that thou 
puttest thine hands unto. Take heed to thyself that thou forsake 19 
not the Levite as long as thou livest upon the earth. When the 20 
LORD thy God shall enlarge thy border, as he hath promised 
thee, and thou shalt say, I will eat flesh, (because thy soul longeth 

to cat flesh ;) thou mayest eat flesh, whatsoever thy soul lusteth 
after. If the place which the LORD thy God hath chosen to 21 
’ put his name there be too far from thee, then thou shalt kill of 
thy herd and of thy flock, which the LORD hath given thee, as 

I have commanded thee, and thou shalt eat in thy gates what- 
soever thy soul lusteth after. Even as the roebuck and the hart 22 
is eaten, so thou shalt eat them: the unclean and the clean shall 
eat of them alike. Only be sure that thou eat not the blood: 23 
for the blood 7s the life; and thou mayest not eat the life with 
the flesh. Thou shalt not eat it; thou shalt pour it upon the 24 
earth as water. Thou shalt not eat it; that it may go well with 25 
thee, and with thy children after thee, when thou shalt do that 
which is right in the sight of the LORD. Only thy holy things 26 
which thou hast, and thy vows, thou shalt take, and go unto the 
place which the LORD shall choose; and thou shalt offer thy 27 
burnt-offerings, the flesh and the blood, upon the altar of the 
LORD thy God: and the blood of thy sacrifices shall be poured 
out upon the altar of the LORD thy God, and thou shalt eat the 
flesh. Observe and hear all. these words which I command thee, 28 
that it may go well with thee, and with thy children after thee 
for ever, when thou doest that which is good and right im the 
sight of the LORD thy God. 

When the LORD thy God shall cut off the nations from before 29 
thee, whither thou. goest to possess them, and thou succeedest 
them, and dwellest in their land; take heed to thyself that thou 
be not snared by following them, after that they be destroyed 
from before thee; and that thou inquire not after their gods, say- 
ing, How did these nations serve their gods? even so will 1 do 
likewise. Thou shalt not do so unto the LORD thy God: for 31 
every abomination to the LORD which he hateth have they 
done unto their gods; for even their sons and their daughters 
they have burnt in the fire to their gods. What thing soever I 32 
command you, observe to do it: thou shalt not add thereto, nor 
diminish from it. , 

If there arise among you a prophet, or a dreamer of dreams,L$ 
and giveth thee a sign or a wonder, ' and the sign or the wonder 2 
come to re whereof he spake unto thee, saying, Let us go after

other gods, which thou hast not known, and let us serve them; 
thou shalt not hearken unto the words of that prophet, or that 
dreamer of dreams: for the LORD your God proveth you, to 
know whether ye love the LORD your God with all your heart 
and with all your soul. Ye shall walk afier the LORD your 
God, and fear him, and keep his commandments, and obey his 
voice, and ye shall serve him, and cleave unto him. And that 
prophet, or that dreamer of dreams, shall be put to death; be- 
cause he hath spoken to turn you away from the LORD your 
God, which brought you out of the land of Egypt, and redeemed 
you out of the house of bondage, to thrust thee out of the wa 
which the LORD thy God commanded thee to walk in. So shalt 
thou put the evil away from the midst of thee. 

If thy brother, the son of thy mother, or thy son, or thy daughter, 
or the wife of thy bosom, or thy friend, which is as thine own 
soul, entice thee secretly, saying, Let us go and serve other gods, 
which thou hast not known, thou, nor thy fathers ; namely, of the 
gods of the people which are round about you, nigh unto thee, 
or far off from thee, from the one end of the earth even unto the 
other end of the earth; thou shalt not consent unto him, nor 
hearken unto him; neither shall thine eye pity him, neither 
shalt thou spare, neither shalt thou conceal him; but thou shalt 
surely kill him ; thine hand shall be first upon him to put him to 
death, and afterwards the hand of all the people. And thou shalt 
stone him with stones, that he die; because he hath sought to 
thrust thee away from the LORD thy God, which brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt, from the house of bondage. And all 
Israel shall hear, and fear, and shall dono more any such wicked- 
ness as this is among you. 

Tf thou shalt hear say in one of thy cities, which the LORD 
thy God hath given thee to dwell there, saying, Certain men, 
the children of Belial, are gone out from among you, and have 
withdrawn the inhabitants of their ci , Saying, Let us go and 
serve other gods, which ye have not known; then shalt thou 
inquire, and make search, and ask diligently ; and, behold, if it 
be truth, and the thing certain, that such abomination is wrought 
among you: thou shalt surely smite the inhabitants of that ci 
with the edge of the sword, destroying it utterly, and all that zs 
therein, and the cattle thereof, with the edge of the sword. And 
thou shalt gather all the spoil of it into the midst of the street 
hereof, and shall burn with fire the city, and all the spoil thereof 
every whit, for the LORD thy God: and it shall be an heap for 
ever; it shall not be built again. And there shall cleave nought 
of the cursed thing to thine hand; that the LORD may turn 
rom the fierceness of his anger, and show thee mercy, and have 
-ompassion upon thee, and multiply thee, as he hath sworn unto 
hy fathers; when thou shalt hearken to the voice of the LORD 
hy God, to keep ail his commandments which I command 
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hee this day, to do that which is right in the eyes of the LORD : 
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Ye are'the children of the LORD your God: ye shall not cuth@ 


yourselves, nor make any baldness between your eyes, for the 
dead. For thou art an holy people unto the LORD thy God, and 
the LORD hath chosen thee to be a peculiar people unto him- 
self, above‘all the nations that are upon the earth. 

Thou shalt not eat any abominable thing. ''These are the 
beasts which ye shall eat: the ox, the sheep, and the goat, ‘the 
hart, and the roebuck, and the fallow-deer, and the wild goat, 
and the pygarg, and the wild ox, and the chamois. And every 
beast that parteth the hoof, and cleaveth the cleft into two claws, 
and cheweth the cud among the beasts, that ye shall eat. Never- 
theless these ye shall not eat of them that chew the cud, or of 
them that divide the cloven hoof; as the camel, and the hare, 
and the coney: for they chew the cud, but divide not the hoof; 
therefore they are unclean unto you. And the swine, because it 
divideth the hoof, yet cheweth not the cud, it is unclean unto 
you; ye shall not eat of their flesh, nor touch their dead carcass. 
These ye shall eat of all that are in the waters: all that have 
fins aad scales shall ye eat; and whatsoever hath not fins and 
scales ye may not eat; it 7s unclean unto you. Of all clean 
birds ye shall eat. But these are they of which ye shall not eat: 
the eagle, and the ossifrage, and the ospray,'and the glede, and 
the kite, and the vulture after his kind, 'and every raven after his 
kind, 'and the owl, and the night-hawk, and the cuckoo, and 
the hawk after his kind, 'the little owl, and the great owl, and 
the swan, 'and the pelican, and the gier eagle, and the cormo- 
rant, 'and the stork, and the heron after her kind, and the lap- 
wing, and the bat. And every creeping thing that flieth 2s un- 
clean unto*you: they shall not be eaten. But of all clean fowls 
ye may eat. Yeshall not eat of any thing that dieth of itself: 
thou shalt give it unto the stranger that 7s in thy gates, that he 
may eat it; or thou mayest sell it unto an alien: for thou art an 
holy people unto the LORD thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a 
kid in his mother’s’ milk. 

Thou shalt truly tithe all the increase of thy seed, that the 
field bringeth forth year by year. And thou shalt eat before the 
LORD thy God, in the place which he shall choose to place his 
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name there, the tithe of thy corn, of thy wine, and of thine’oil, 


and the firstlings of thy herds and of thy flocks; that thou mayest 
learn to fear the LORD thy God always. And if the way be too 
long for thee, so that thou art not able to carry it: or if the place 
be too far from thee, which the LORD thy God shall choose to 
sct his name there, when the LORD thy God hath blessed thee : 


24 


then shalt thou turn if into money, and bind up the money in 25 


thine hand, antdshalt go unto the place which the LORD-thy God 


shall choose: and thou shalt bestow that money for whatsoever 26 


thy soul lusteth after, for oxen, or for sheep, or for'wine, or for 
strong drink, or for whatsoever thy soul desireth: and thoushalt eat 
there before the LORD thy God, and thou shalt rejoice, thou, and 


thine ee ‘and the Levite that 2s within thy gates; thou 27 
6 ' . 
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shalt not forsake him; for he hath no part nor inheritance with 
thee. 

At the end of three years thou shalt bring forth all the tithe of 28 
thine increase the same year, and shalt lay 7 un within thy gates; 
and the Levite (because he hath no part nor inheritance with 29 
thee,) and the stranger, and the fatherless, and the widow, which 
are within thy gates, shall come, and shall eat and. be satisfied ; 
that the LORD thy God may bless thee in all the work of thine 
hand which thou doest. : 

At the end of every seven years thou shalt make a release. 
And this 7s the manner of the release: Every creditor that 2 
lendeth avght unto his neighbor shall release it ; "he shall not ex- 
act z of his neighbor, or of his brother; because it is called the 
LORD’S release.. Of a foreigner thou mayest exact it again: 3 
but éhat which is thine with thy brother thine hand shall release ; 
‘save when there shall be no poor among you; for the LORD 4 
shall greatly bless thee in the land which the LORD thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance to possess it: only if thou care- 5 
fully hearken nnto the voice of the LORD thy God, to observe 
to do all these commandments which I command thee this day. 
‘For the LORD thy God blesseth thee, as he promised thee: and~ 6 
thou shalt lend unto many nations, but thou shalt not borrow ; 
and thou shalt reign over many nations, but they shall not reign 
over thee. 

If there be among you a poor man of one of thy brethren 

within any of thy gates, in thy land which the LORD thy God 
iveth thee, thou shalt not harden thine heari, nor shut thine 
Fan from thy poor brother: but thou shalt open thine hand 8 
wide unto him, and shalt surely lend him snfficient for-his need, 
in that which he wanteth. Beware that there be nota thought 9 
in thy wicked heart, saying, The seventh year, the year of re- 
lease, is at hand; and thine eye be evil against thy poor brother, 
and thou givest him nought: and he cry unto the LORD against 
thee, and if be sin unto thee. ‘Thou shalt surely give him; and 10 
thine heart shall not be grieved when thou givest unto him: be- 
canse that for this thing the LORD thy God shall bless thee in 
all thy, works, and in all that thou puttest thine hand unto.» For 11 
the poor shall never cease out of the land: therefore J command 
thee, saying, Thou shalt open thine hand wide unio thy brother, 
to thy poor, and to thy needy, in thy land. 

‘And if thy brother, an Hebrew man, or an Hebrew woman, 12 
be sold unto thee, and serve thee six years; then in the seventh 
year thou shalt let him go free fromm thee. And when thou send- 13 
est him out free from thee, thou shalt not let him go away empty: 
thou shalt furnish him liberally out of thy flock, and ont of thy) 14: 
floor, and. out of thy wine-press; of that wherewith the LORD 
thy God hath blessed thee thou shalt give unto him. And. thou, 15 
shalt. remember that thou wast a bondman in the land of Egypt, 
and the LORD thy God redeemed thee: therefore I command 
thee this thing to-day. And it shall be, if he say unto thee; TI 16 
will not go away from thee; because he loveth thee ie thine 
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house, because he is well with thee; then thou shalt take an 17 
awl, and thrust it through his ear unto the door, and he shall be 

thy servant for ever. And-also unto thy maid-servant thou shalt 

do likewise. It shall not seem hard unto thee, when thou sendest 18> 
him away free from thee; for he hath been worth a double hired 
servant fo thee, in serving thee six years: and the LORD thy 
God shall bless thee in all that thou doest. 

All the firstling males that come of thy herd and of thy flock 19 
thou shalt sanctify unto the LORD thy God: thou shalt do no 
work with the firstling of thy bullock, nor shear the firstling of 
thy sheep. Thou shalt eat it before the LORD thy God year by 20 

ear in the place’ which the LORD shall choose, thou and thy 
nousehold. And if there be any blemish therein, as if it be lame, 21 
or blind, or have any ill blemish, thou shalt not sacrifice it unto 
the LORD thy God. Thou shalt eat it within thy gates: the 22 
unclean anid the clean person shall cat it alike, as the roebuck, 
and as the hart. Only thou shalt not eat the blood thereof; thou 23 
shalt pour it upon the ground as water. 

Observe the month of Abib, and keep the passover unto thek6@ 
LORD thy God: for in the month of Abib the LORD thy God 
brought thee forth out of Egypt by night. Thou shalt therefore 2 
sacrifice the passover unto the LORD thy God, of the flock and 
the herd, in the place which the LORD shail choose to place his 
name there. Thou shalt eat no leavened bread with it; seven 3 
days shalt thou eat unleavened bread therewith, even the bread 
of affliction; for thou camest forth out of the land of Egypt in 
haste: that then mayest remember the day when thou camest 
forth out of the land of Egypt all the days of thy life. And there 4 
shall be no leavened bread seen with thee in all thy coast seven 
days; neithershall there any thing of the flesh, which thou sacri- 
ficedst the first day at even, remain all night until the morming. 
Thou mayest not sacrifice the passover within any of thy gates, 5 
which the LORD thy God giveth thee; but at the place which 6 
the LORD thy God shall choose to place his name in, there thou 
shalt sacrifice the passover at even, at the going down of the sun, 
at the season that thou camest forth out ef Egypt. And thou 7 
shalt roast and eat i in the place which the LORD thy God shall 
choose: and thou shalt turn in the mornmg, and go unto thy 
tents. Six days thou shalt eat unleavened bread: and on the 8 
seventh day shall be a solemn assembly to the LORD thy God; 
thou shalt do no work therein. 

Sewen weeks shalt thou number unto thee: begin to number 9 
the seven weeks from such time as thou beginnest to put the 
sickle to the corn. And thou shalt keep the feast of weeks unto 10 
the LORD thy God with a tribute of a freewill-offering of thine 
hand, which thou shalt give wnto the LORD thy God, according 
as the LORD thy God hath blessed thee: and thou shalt rejoice 11 
before the LORD thy God, thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, 
and thy man-servant, and thy maid-servant, and the Levite that 
is within thy gates, and the stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, eee are among you, in the place which the LORD thy 
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God hath chosen to place his name there. And thou shalt re- 12 
member that thou wast a bondman in Egypt: and thou shalt ob- 
serve and do these statutes. 

Thou shalt observe the feast of tabernacles seven days, after 13 
that thou hast gathered in thy corn and thy wine: and thou shalt 14 
rejoice in thy feast, thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy 
man-servant, and thy maid-seryant, and the Levite, the siranger, 
and the fatherless, and the widow, that are within thy gates. 
‘Seven days shalt thou keep a solemn feast unto the LORD thy 15 
God in the place which the LORD shall choose: because the 
LORD thy God shall bless thee in all thine increase, and in all 
the works of thine hands, therefore thou shalt surely rejoice. 

Three times in a year shall all thy males appear before the 16 
LORD thy God in the place which he shall choose ; in the feast 
of unleayened bread, and in the feast of weeks, and in the feast 
of tabernacles: and pe shall not appear before the LORD 
empty: every man shall give as he is able, according to the 17 
blessing of the LORD thy God which he hath given thee. 

Judges and officers shalt thoumake thee in all thy gates, which 18 
the LORD thy God giveth thee, throughout thy tribes: and they 
shall judge the people with just judgment. Thou shalt not wrest 19 
judgment; thou shalt not respect persons, neither take a gift: for 
a gift doth blind the eyes of the wise, and pervert the words of 
the righteous. That which is altogether just shalt thou follow, 20 
that thou mayest live, and inherit the land which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee. 

Thou shalt not plant thee a grove of any trees near unto the 2] 
altar of the LORD thy God, which thou shalt make thee. Nei- 22 
ther shalt thou set thee up any image, which the LORD thy 
God hateth. 

‘Thou shalt not sacrifice unfo the LORD thy God any bullock,L.7 
or sheep, wherein is blemish, or any evil-favoredness: for that 
zis an abomination unto the LORD thy God, 

If there be found among you, within any of thy gates which 
the LORD thy God giveth thee, man or woman, that hath wrought 
wickedness in the sight of the LORD thy God, in transgressing 
his covenant, 'and hath gone and served other gods, and wor- 3 
shipped them, either the sun, or moon, or any of the host of 
heaven, which I have not commanded ; and it be told thee, and 4 
thou hast heard of it, and inquired diligenily, and, behold, it be 
true, and the thing certain, fiat such abomination is wrought in 
Israel; then shalt thou bring forth that man or that woman, 
which have committed that wicked thing, unto thy gates, even 
that man or that woman, and shalt stone them with siones, till 
they die. At the mouth of two witnesses, or three Witnesses, 6 
shall he that is worthy of death be put to death ; but at the mouth 
of one witness he shall not be put to death. The hands of the. 7% 
Witnesses shall be first upon him to put him to death, and atier- 
ward the hands of all the people. ‘So thou shali put thesevil 
away from among you. Foret 

If there arise a matter too hard for thee in dndement, betrregn 8 
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blood and blood, between plea and plea, and between stroke 
and stroke, being matters of controversy within thy gates: then 
shalt thou arise, and get thee up into the place which the LORD 
thy God shall choose; and thou shalt come unto the priests the 9 
Levites, and unto the judge that shall be in those days, and in- 
quire; and they shall show thee the sentence of judgment: and 10 
thou shalt do according to the sentence, which they of that place , 
which the LORD shall choose shall show thee ; and thou shalt 
observe to do according to all that they inform thee: according 11 
to the sentence of the law which they shall teach thee, and ac- 
cording to the judgment which they shall tell thee, thou shalt 
do: thou shalt not decline from the sentence which they shall 
show thee, fo the right hand, nor to the left. And the man that 12 
will do presumptuously, and will not hearken unto the priest that 
standeth to minister there before the LORD thy God, or unto the 
judge, even that man shall die: and thou shalt put away the 
svil from Israel. And all the people shall hear, and fear, and 13 
do no more presumptuously. 

When thou art come unto the layd which the LORD thy God 14 
giveth thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt dwell therein, and 
shalt say, I will set a king over me, like as all the nations that 
are about me; thou shalt in any wise set him king over thee, 15 
whom the LORD thy God shall choose: one from among thy 
brethren shalt thou set king over thee: thou mayest not set a 
stranger over thee, which zs not thy brother. But he shall not 16 
ynultiply horses to himself, nor cause the people to return to 
Egypt, to the end that he should multiply horses: forasmuch as 
the LORD hath said unto ek Ye shall henceforth return no 
more that way. Neither shall he multiply wives to himself, that 17 
his heart turn not away: neither shall he greatly multiply to 
himself silver and gold. And it shall be, when he sitteth upon 18 
the throne of his kingdom, that he shall write him a cop of this 
- law in a book out of that which is before the priests the Levites: 
and it shall be with him, and he shall read therein all the days 19 
of his life: that he may learn to fear the LORD his God, to keep 
all the words of this law and these statutes, to do them: that his 20 
heart be not lifted up above his brethren, and that he turn not 
aside from the commandment, fo the right hand, or to the left: 
to the end that he may prolong his days in his kingdom, he, and 
his children, in the midst of Israel. 

The priests the Levites, and all the tribe of Levi, shall haveLS 
no part nor inheritance with Israel ; they shall eat the offerings 
of the LORD made by fire, and his inheritance. Therefore shall 2 
they have no inheritance among their brethren: the LORD is 
their inheritance, as he hath said unto them. 

‘And this shall be the priest’s due from the people, from them 3 
that offer a sacrifice, whether i be ox or sheep; and they shall 
give unto the priest the shoulder, and the two cheeks, and the 
maw. The first-fruit also of thy Gorn, of thy wine, and of thine 4 
oil, and the first of the fleece of thy sheep, shalt thou give him. 
For the LORD thy God hath chosen him out of all thy tribes, 5 
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to stand to minister in the name of the LORD, him and his sons 
for ever. 

And if a Levite come from any of thy gates out of all Israel, 6 
where he sojourned, and come with all the desire of his mind 
unto the place which the LORD shall choose; then he shall 7 
minister in the name of the LORD his God, as all his brethren 
the Levites do, which stand there before the LORD. They shall 8 
have like portions to eat, beside that which cometh of the sale 
of his patrimony. 

When thou art come into the land which the LORD thy God 9 
giveth thee, thou shalt not learn to do after the abominations of 
those nations. There shall not be found among you any one that 10 
maketh his son or his daughter to pass through the fire, or that 
useth divination, or an observer of times, or an enchanter, or a 
witch, 'or a charmer, or a consulter with familiar spirits, or a 11 
wizard, or a necromancer. For all that do these things are an 12 
abomination unto the LORD: and because of these abominations 
the LORD thy God doth drive them out from before thee. Thou 13 
shalt be perfect with the LORD thy God. For these nations, 14 
which thou shalt possess, hearkened unto observers of times, and 
unto diviners: but as for thee, the LORD thy God hath not suf. 
fered thee so todo. 

The LORD thy God will raise up unto thee a prophet from 15 
the midst of thee, of thy brethren, like unto me; unto him ye 
shall hearken; according to all that thou desiredst of the LORD 16 
thy God in Horeb in the day of the assembly, saying, Let me 
not hear again the voice of the LORD my God, neither let me 
see this great fire any more, that I die not. And the LORD said 17 
unto me, They have well spoken that which they have spoken. 

I will raise them up a Prophet from among their brethren, like 18 
unto thee, and will put my words in his mouth; and he shall 
speak unto them all that I shall command him. And it shall 19 
come to pass, that whosoever will not hearken unto my words 
which he shall speak in my name, I will require z¢ of him. 

But the prophet, which shall presume to speak a word in my 20 
name, which I have not commanded him to speak, or that shall 
speak in the name of other gods, even that prophet shall die. 
And if thou say in thine heart, How shall we know the word 2] 
which the LORD hath not spoken? When a prophet speaketh in 22 
the name of the LORD, if the thing follow not, nor come to pass, 
that zs the thing which the LORD hath not spoken, but the 
prophet hath spoken it presumptuously : thou shalt nof be afraid 
of him. 

When the LORD thy God hath cut off the nations, whose land19 
the LORD thy God giveth thee, and thou succeedest them, and 
dwellest in their cities, and in their houses; thou shalt separate 2 
three cities for thee in the midst of thy land, which the LORD 
thy God giveth thee to possess it. Thou shalt prepare thee a 3 
way, and divide the coasts of thy land, which the LORD thy — . 
God giveth thee to inherit, into three parts, that every slayer* 
may flee thither. ' 
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And this is the case of the slayer, which shall flee thither, 4 
that he may live: Whoso killeth his neighbor ignorantly, whom - 
he hated not in time past; as when a man goeth into the wood 5 
with his neighbor to hew wood, and his hand fetcheth a stroke 
with the ax to cut down the tree, and the head slippeth from the 
helve, and lighteth upon his neighbor, that he die; he shall flee 
unto one of those cities, and, live: lest the avenger of the blood 6 
pursue the slayer, while his heart is hot, and overtake him, be- 
cause the way is long, and slay him; whereas he was not worthy 
of death, inasmuch as he hated him not in time past. Wherefore 7 
I command thee, saying, Thou shalt separate three cities for 
thee. And if the LORD thy God enlarge thy coast, as he hath 8 
sworn unto thy fathers, and give thee all the land which he 
promised to give unto thy fathers; if thou shalt keep all these 9 
commandments to do them, which I command thee this day, to 
love the LORD thy God, and to walk ever in his ways; then 
shalt thou add three cities more for thee, beside these three: 
that innocent blood be not shed in thy land, which the LORD 10 
thy God giveth thee for an inhgritance, and so blood be upon 
thee. But if any man hate his neighbor, and lie in wait for him, 11 
and rise up against him, and smite him mortally that he die, and 
flecth into one of these cities: then the elders of his city shall 12 
send and fetch him thence, and deliver ‘him into the hand of the 
avenger of blood, that he may die. ‘Thine eye shall not pity him, 13 
bat thou shalt put away the guilt of innocent blood from Israel, ~ 
that it may go well with thee. 

Thou shalt not remove thy neighbor's landmark, which they 14 
of old time have set in thine inheritance, which thou shalt mherit 
in the land that the LORD thy God giveth thee to possess it. 

One witness shall not rise up against a man for any iniquity, 15 
or for any sin, m any sin that he sinneth: at the mouth of two 
witnesses, or at the mouth of three witnesses, shall the matter be 
established. Ifa false witness rise up against any man to testify 16 
against him that which 1s wrong ; then both the men, between 17 
whom the controversy is, shall stand before the LORD, before 
the priests and the judges which shall be in those days; and the 18 
judges shall make diligent inquisition : and, behold, if the witness 
be a false witness, and hath testified falsely against his brother ; 
then shall ye do unto him, as he had thought to have done unto 19 
his brother: so shalt thou put the evil away from among you. 
‘And those which remain shall hear, and fear, and shall hence- 20 
forth commit no more any such evil among you. And thine eye 21 
shall not pity; but life shall go for life, eye for eye, tooth for tooth, 
hand for hand, foot for foot. 

When thou goest out to battle against thine enemies, and seest2.0 

- horses, and chariots, and a people more than thou, be not afraid 

- of them: for the LORD thy God is with thee, which brought thee 

up out of the land of Egypt. And it shall be, when ye are come 2 
nigh unto the battle, that the priest shall approach and speak 
unto the people, !and shall say unto them, Hear, O Israel; ye 3 
approach a day unto battle against your enemies: let not your », 
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hearts faint, fear not, and do not tremble, neither be ye terrified 
because of them; for the LORD your God is he that goeth with 4 
you, to fight for you against your enemies, to save you. And 5 
the officers shall speak unto the people, saying, What man is 
there that hath built a new house, and hath not dedicated it? let 
him go and return to his house, lest he die in the battle, and 
another man dedicate it. And what man is he that hath planted 6 
a vineyard, and hath not yef eaten of it? let him also go and 
return unto his house, lest he die in the battle, and another man 
eat of it, And what man is there that hath betrothed a wife, 7 
and hath not taken’ her? let him go and return unto his house, 
lest he die in the battle, and another man take her. And the 8 
officers shall speak further unto the people, and they shall say, 
What man %s there that is fearful and faint-hearted? let him go 
and return unto his house, lest his brethren’s heart faint as well 

as his heart. And it shall be, when the officers have made an 9 
end of speaking unto the people, that they shall make captains of 
the armies to lead the people. 

When thou comest nigh unto a city to fight against it, then 10 
proclaim peace unto it. And it shall be, if it make thee answer 11 
of peace, and open unto thee, then it shall be, thaf all the people 
that is found therein shall be tributaries unto thee, and they 
shall serve thee. And if it will make no peace with thee, but 12 
will make war against thee, then thou shalt besiege it: and when 13 
the LORD thy God hath delivered it into thine hands, thou shalt 
smite every male thereof with the edge of the sword: but the 14 
women, and the little ones, and the cattle, and all that is in the 
city, even all the spoil thereof, shalt thou take unto thyself j and 
thou shalt eat the spoil of thine enemies, which the LORD thy 
God hath given thee. Thus shalt thou do unto all the cities 15 
which are very far off from thee, which are not of the cities of 
these nations. But of the cities of these people which the LORD 16 
thy God doth give thee for an inheritance, thou shalt save alive 
nothing that breatheth: but thou shalt utterly destroy them; 17 
namely, the Hittites, and the Amorites, the Canaanites, and the 
Perizzites, the Hivites, and the Jebzisites; as the LORD thy God 
hath commanded thee: that they teach you. not to do afier all 18 
their abominations, which they have done unto their gods; so 
should ye sin against the LORD your God. 

When thou shalt besiege a city a long time, in making war 19 
against it to take it, thou shalt not destroy the trees thereof by 
forcing an ax against them: for thou mayest eat of them, and 
thou shalt not cut them down (for the tree of the field 7s man’s 
life) to employ them in the siege; only the trees which thou 20 
knowest that they ée not trees for meat, thou shalt destroy and 
cut them down ; and thou shalt build bulwarks against the city 
that maketh war with thee, until it be subdued. 

If one be found slain in the land which the LORD thy GodQ@l 
ziveth thee to possess it, lying in the field, and it be not knows 
who hath slain him; then thy elders and thy judges shall come , 2 
‘orth, and they shall measure we cities which abe round 
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about him that is slain: and it shall be, that the city whichis 3 
next unto the slain man, even the elders of that city shall take 
an heifer, which hath not been wrought with, and which hath 
not drawn in the yoke; and the elders of that city shall bring 4 
down the heifer unto a rough valley, which is neither eared nor 
sown, and shall strike off the heifer’s neck there in the valley: 
and the priests the sons of Levi shall come near; for them the 5 
LORD thy God hath chosen to minister unto him, and to bless 
in the name of the LORD; and by their word shall every con- 
iroversy and every stroke be tried: and all the elders of that 6 
city, that are next unto the slain man, shall wash their hands 


over the heifer that is beheaded in the valley: and they shall 7 
answer and say, Our hands have not shed this blood, neither 
have our eyes seen it. Be merciful, O LORD, unto thy people 8 


Israel, whom thou hast redeemed, and lay not innocent blood, 
unto thy people of Israel’s charge. And the blood shall be for- 
given them. So shalt thou put away the guilt of imnocent 9 
blood from among you, when thou shalt do that which is right in 
the sight of the LORD. ' 

When thou goest forth to war ggainst thine enemies, and the 10 
LORD thy God hath delivered them into thine hands, and thou 
hast taken them captive, and seest among the captivesa beautiful 11 
woman, and hast a desire unto her, that thou wouldest have her 
to thy wife; 'then thou shalt bring her home to thine house; and 12 
she shall shave her head, and pare her nails; and she shall put 13 
the raiment of her captivity from offher, and shall remain in thine © 
house, and bewail her father and her mother a full month: and 
afier that thou shalt go in unto her, and be her husband, and 
she shall be thy wife. And it shall be, if thou have no delight 14 
in her, then thou shalt let her go whither she will; but thou shalt 
not sell her at all for money, thou shalt not make merchandise 
of her, because thow hast humbled her. 

Jf a man have two wives, one beloved, and another hated, 15 
and they have borne him children, both the beloved and the 
hated; and if the first-born son be her's that was hated: then it 16 
shall be, when he maketh his sons to inherit that which he hath, 
that he may not make the son of the beloved first-born before the 
son of the hated, which is indeed the first-born: but he shall ac- 17 
knowledge the son of the hated for the first-born, by giving him 
a double portion of all that he hath: for he is the beginning of 
his strength; the right of the first-born zs his. 

If a man have a stubborn and rebellious son, which will not 18 
obey the voice of his father, or the voice of his mother, and that, 
when they have chastened him, will not hearken unto them: 
then shall his father and his mother lay hold on him, and bring 19 
him out unto the elders of his city, and unto the gate of his place; __. 
and they shall say unto the elders of his city, This our son 2s 20 
stubborn and rebellious, he will not obey our voice; he is a 
glutton, and a drunkard. “And all the men of his city shall stone 21 
him with stones, that he die: so shalt thou put evil away from _ 
among ye ; and all Israel shall hear, and fear. 
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And if a man have committed a sin worthy of death, and he 22 
be to be put to death, and thou hang him ona tree; his body 23 
shall not remain all night upon the tree, but thou shalt in any 
wise bury him that day; (for he that is hanged is accursed of 
God;) that thy land be not defiled, which the LORD thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance. 

Thou shalt not see thy brother’s ox or his sheep go astray,22 
and hide thyself from them: thou shalt in any case bring them 
again unio thy brother. And if thy brother be not nigh unto 2 
ihee, or if thou know him not, then thee shalt bring it unto thine 
own house, and it shall be with thee, until thy brother seek after 
it, and thou shalt restore it to him again. In like manner shalt 3 
thou do with his ass; and so shalt thou do with his raiment; and 
with all lost things of thy brother’s, which he hath lost, and thou 
hast found, shalt thou do likewise: thou mayest not hide thyself. 
‘Thou shalt not see thy brother’s ass or his ox fall down by the 4 
way, and hide thyself from them: thou shalt surely help him to 
lift them up again. 

The woman shall not wear that which pertaineth unto a man, 5 
neither shall a man put on a woman’s garment: for all that do 
0 are abomination unto the LORD thy God. 

Ifa bird’s nest chance to be before thee in the way inany tree, 6 
or on the ground, whether they be young ones, or eggs, and the 
dam sitting upon the young, or upon the eggs, thou shalt not take 
the dam with the young: ut thou shalt in any wise let the dam 7 
go, and take the young to thee; that it may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest prolong thy days. 

When thou buildest a new house, then thou shalt make a bat- 8 
tlement for thy roof, that thou bring not blood upon thine house, 
if any man fall from thence. 

Thou shalt not sow thy vineyard with divers seeds; lest the 9 
fruit of thy seed which thou hast sown, and the fruit of thy vine- 
yard, be defiled. Thou shalt not plow with an ox and an ass to- 10 
gether. Thou shalt not wear a garment of divers sorts, as of 11 
woollen and linen together. 

Thou shalt make thee fringes upon the four quarters of thy 12 
vesture, wherewith thou coverest thyself. 

If any man take a wife, and go in unto her, and hate her, 13 
‘and give occasions of speech against her, and bring up an evil 14 
mame upon her, and say, I took this woman, and when I came to 
her,I found her not a maid: then shall the father of the damsel, 15 
and her mother, take and bring forth the tokens of the damsel’s 
virginity unto the elders of the ¢ity in the gate: and the dam- 16 
sel’s father shall say unto the elders, I gave my daughter unto 
this man to wife, and he hateth her; and, lo, he hath given occa- 17 
sions of speech against her, saying, 1 found not thy daughter a 
maid; and yet these are the tokens of my daughter’s virginity. 
And they shaJ] spread the cloth before the elders of the city. 
And the elders of that city shall take that man and chastise him; 18 
and they shall amerce him in an hundred shekels of silver, and, 19- 
give them unto the father of the damsel, because he es peerers

up an evil name upon a virgin of Israel: and she shall be his 
wife ; he may not put her away all his days. But if this thing 20 
be true, and the tokens of virginity be not found for the damsel : 
then they shall bring out the damsel to the door of her father’s 21 
house, and the men of her city shall stone her with stones that 
she die; because she hath wrought folly in Israel, to play the 
whore in her father’s house: so shalt thou put evil away from 
among you. 

If a man be found lying with a woman married to an husband, 22 
then they shall both of them die, both the man that lay with the 
woman, and the woman: so shalt thou put away evil from Is- 
rael. 

If a damsel that is a virgin be betrothed unto an husband, 23° 
and a man find her in the city, and lie with her; then ye shall 24 
bring them both out unto the gate of that city, and ye shall stone 
them with stones that they die; the damsel, because she cried - 
not, being in the city ; and the man, because he hath humbled his 
neighbor's wife: so thou shalt put away evil from among you. 

But ifa man find a betrothed damsel in the field, and the man 25 
force her, and lie with her: then the man only that lay with her 
shall die: but unto the damsel thou shalt do nothing; there is 26 
in the damsel no sin worthy of death: for as when a man riseth 
against his neighbor, and slayeth him, even so is this matter: for 27 
he found her in the field, and the betrothed damsel cried, and 
there was none to save her, 

Ifa man find a damsel that is a virgin, which is not betrothed, 28 
and lay hold on her, and lie with her, and they be found; then 29 
the man that lay with her shall give unto the damsel’s father 
fifty shekels of silver, and she shall be his wife ; because he hath 
humbled her, he may not put her away all his days. 

ie man shall not take his father’s wife, nor discover his father’s 30- 
skirt. 

He that is wounded in the stones, or hath his privy member2S 
cut off, shall not enter into the congregation of the LORD. A 2 
bastard shall not enter into the congregation of the LORD; even 
to his tenth generation shall he not enter into the congregation 
of the LORD. An Ammonite or Moabite shall not enter into the 3 
congregation of the LORD; even to their tenth generation shall 
they not enter into the congregation of the LORD for ever: be- 4 
cause they met you not with bread and with water in the way, 
when ye came forth out of Egypt; and because they hired 
against thee Balaam the son of Beor of Pethor of Mesopotamia, 
to curse thee. Nevertheless the LORD thy God would not 5 
hearken unto Balaam; but the LORD thy God turned the curse 
into a blessing unto thee, because the LORD thy God loved thee. 
Thou shalt not seek their peace nor their prosperity all thy 
days for ever. 'Thou shalt not abhor an Edomite: for he is thy 
brother: thou shalt not abhor an Egyptian; because thou wast 
a stranger in his land. The children that are begotten of them 8 
shall enter into the congregation of the LORD in their third 
generation. 
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When the host goeth forth against thine enemies, then keep 9 
thee from every wicked thing. If there be among you any'man 10 
that is not clean by reason of uncleanness that chanceth him by 
night, then shall he go abroad out of the camp, he shall not come 
within the camp: but it shall be, when evening cometh on, he 11 
shall wash himself with water: and when the sun is down, he 
shall come into the camp again. Thou shalt have a place also 12 
without the camp, whither thou shalt go forth abroad: and thou 13 
shalt have a paddle upon thy weapon; and it shall be, when 
thou wilt ease thyself abroad, thou shalt dig therewith, and shalt 
turn back and cover that which cometh from thee: for the 14 
LORD thy God walketh in the midst of thy camp, to deliver thee, 
and to give up thine enemies before thee; therefore shall thy 
camp be holy, that he see no unclean thing in thee, and turn 
away from thee. 

Thou shalt not deliver unto his master the servant which is 15 
escaped from his master unto thee: he shall dwell with thee, 16 
. among you, in that place which he shall choose in one of 

vay gates, where it liketh him best: thou shalt not oppress him. 

There shall be no whore of the daughters of Israel, nor a 17 
sodomite of the sons of Israel. Thou shalt not bring the hire of 18 
a whore, or the price of a dog, into the house of the LORD thy 
God for any vow: for even both these are abomination unto the 
LORD thy God. 

Thou shalt not lend upon usury to thy brother: usury of 19 
money, usury of victuals, usury of any thing that is lent upon 
usury: unto a stranger thou mayest lend upon usury; but unto 20 
t»y brother thou shalt not Jend upon usury: that the LORD thy 
God may bless thee in all that thou settest'thine hand to, in the 
land whither thou goest to possess it. 

‘When thou shalt vow a vow unto the LORD thy God, thou 21 
shalt not slack to pay it: for the LORD thy God will surely re- 
qnire itof thee; and it would be sin in thee. But if thou shalt 22 
forbear to vow, it shall be no sin in thee. That which is gone 23 
out of thy lips thou shalt keep and perform ; even a freewill-offer- 
ing, according as thou hast vowed unto the LORD thy God, 
which thou hast promised with thy mouth. 

When thou comest into thy neighbor’s vineyard, then thou 24 
mayest eat grapes thy fill at thine own pleasure: but thou shalt 
not put any in thy vessel. When thou comest into the standing 25 
corn of thy neighbor, then thou mayest pluck the ears with thine 
hand; but thou shalt not move a sickle unto thy neighbor’s stand- 
ing corn. 

When a man hath taken a wife, and married her, and it come2& 
to pass that she find no favor in his eyes, because he hath found 
some uncleanness in her: then let him write her a bill of divorce- 
ment, and give zt in her hand, and send her out of his house. 
And when she is departed out of his house, she may go and be 2 
another man’s wife. And 7f the latter husband hate her, and 
write her a bill of divorcement, and giveth it in her hand, and 
sendeth her out of his house ; eo ie the latter husband “which 
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took her to be his wife; her former husband, which sent her 4 
away, may not take her again to be his wife, after that she is 
defiled; for that is abomination before the LORD: and thou 
shalt not cause the land to sin, which the LORD thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance. 

When a man hath taken a new wife, he shall not go out to war, 5 
neither shall he be charged with any business: but he shall be 
free at home one year, and shall cheer up his wife which he 
hath taken. 

No man shall take the nether or the upper mill-stone to pledge: 6 
for he taketh a man’s life to pledge. 

If a man be found stealing any of his brethren of the children 7 
of Israel, and maketh merchandise of him, or selleth him ; then 
that thief shall die; and thou shalt put evil away from among 


ou. 

: Take heed in the plague of leprosy, that thou observe dili- 8 
gently, and do according to all that the priests the Levites shall 
teach you: as I commanded them, so ye shall observe to do. 
Remember what the LORD thy Gad did unto Miriam by the 9 
way, after that ye were come forth out of Egypt. 

When thou dost lend thy brother any thing, thou shalt not go 10 
into his house to fetch his pledge. Thou shalt stand abroad, and 11 
the man to whom thou dost lend shall bring out the pledge 
abroad unto thee. And if the man Je poor, thou shalt not sleep 12 
with his pledge: in any case thou shalt deliver him the pledge 13 
again when the sun goeth down, that he may sleep in his own 
raiment, and bless thee: and it shall be righteousness unto thee 
before the LORD thy God. 

Thou shalt not oppress an hired servant that 7s poor and needy, 14 
whether he be of thy brethren, or of thy strangers that ave in thy 
land within thy gates: at his day thou shalt give hum his hire, 15 
neither shall the sun go down upon it; for he ts poor, and setteth 
his heart. upon it: lest he cry against thee unto the LORD, and 
it be sin unto thee. — 

The fathers shall not be put to death for the children, neither 16 
shall the, children be put to death for the fathers: every man 
shall be put to death for his own sin. 

Thou shalt not pervert the judgment of the stranger, zor of 17 
the fatherless; nor take the widow’s raiment to pledge: but thou 18 
shalt-remember that thou wast a bondman in Egypt, and the 
_ LORD. thy God redeemed thee thence; therefore [ command 
thee to do this thing, : 

When thou cuttest down thine harvest in thy field, and hast 19, 
forget a sheaf in the field, thou shalt not go again to fetch it: it — 
shall be for the stranger, for the fatherless, and for the widow: 
that the LORD thy God may bless thee in all the work of thine 
hands. When thou beatest thine’ olive tree, thou shalt not go 20 
over the boughs again: it shall be for the stranger, for the fath- 
erless, and for the widow. When thou gatherest the grapes of 21 
thy vineyard, thou shalt not glean. 7 afierward: it shall be for 
the stranger, for the fatherless, and for the widow. And thou 22». 
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shalt remember that thou wast a.bondman in the land of Egypt: 
therefore I command thee to do this thing: 

If there be 2 controversy between men, and they come unto25S 
judgment, that the judges may judge them: then they shall justify 
the righteous, and condemn the wicked. And it shall be, if the 2 
wicked man 6e worthy to be beaten, that the judge shall cause 
him to lie down, and to be beaten before his face, according to 
his fault, by a certam number. Forty stripes he may give him, 3 
and not exceed: lest, if he should exceed, and beat him above 
pee with many stripes, then thy brother should seem vile unto 
thee. 

Thou shalt not muzzle the ox when he treadeth out the corn. 

If brethren dwell together, and one of them die, and have 
no child, the wife of the dead shall not marry without unto a 
stranger: her husband’s brother shall go in unto her, and take 
her to him to wife, and perform the duty of an husband’s brother 
unto her. And it shall be, that the first-born which she beareth. 6 
shall succeed in the name of his brother which is dead, that his 
name be not put out of Israel. And if the man like not to take 
his brother’s wife, then let his brother’s wife go up to the gate 
unto the elders, and say, My husband’s brother refuseth to raise 
up unto his brother a name in Israel, he will not perform the 
duty of my husband’s brother. Then the elders of his city shall 8 
call him, and speak unto him: and 7f he stand to 7, and say, I , 
like not to take her; then shall his brother’s wife come.unto him 9 
in the presence of the elders, and loose his shoe from off his foot, 
and spit in his face, and shall answer and say, So shall it be done 
unto that man that will not build up his brother’s house. And 10 
his name shall be called in Israel, The house of him that hath 
his shoe loosed. 

When men strive together one with another, and the wife of 11 
the one draweth near for to deliver her husband out of the hand 
of him that smiteth him, and putteth forth her hand, and taketh 
him by the secrets: then thou shalt. cut off her hand, thine eye 12 
shall not pity Aer. 

Thou shalt not have in thy bag divers weights, a great and a 13 
small. Thou shalt not have in thine house divers measures, a 14 
great and a small. But thou shalt have a perfect and just weight, 15 
a,perfect and just measure shalt thou have: that thy days may 
be lengthened in the land which the LORD thy God giveth thee, 
16r all that do such things, and all that do unrighteously, are an 16 
abomination unto the LORD thy God. 

Remember what Amalek did unto thee by the way, when ye 17 
were come forth out of Egypt; how he met thee the way, 18 
and smote the hindmost of: thee, even all that were feeble behind 
thee, when thou wast faint and weary; and he feared not God. 
Therefore it shall be, when the LORD thy God hath given thee 19 
rest from all thine enemies round about in the land which the 
LORD thy God giveth thee for an inheritance to possess it, that 
thou shalt blot out the remembrance of Amalek from under -~ 
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And it shall be, when thou art come in unto the land which26 





the LORD thy God giveth thee for an inheritance, and possessest 
it, and dwellest therein; that thou shalt take of the first of all 
the fruit of the earth, which thou shalt bring of thy land that 
the LORD thy God giveth thee, and shalt put it in a basket, and 
shalt go unto the place which the LORD thy God shall choose 
to place his name there. And thou shalt go unto the priest that 
shall be in those days, and say unto him, I profess this day unto 
the LORD thy God, that I am come unto the country which the 
LORD sware unto our fathers for to give us. And the priest 
shall take the basket out of thine hand, and set it down before 

. the altar of the LORD thy God. And thou shalt speak and say 
before the LORD thy God, A Syrian ready to perish was my 
father, and he went down into Egypt, and sojourned there with 
a few, and became there a nation, great, mighty, and populous: 
and the Egyptians evil-entreated us, and afflicted. us, and laid 

- upon us hard bondage: and when we cried unto the LORD God 
of our fathers, the LORD heard ‘our voice, and looked on our 
affliction and our labor, and our oppression: and the LORD 
brought us forth out of Egypt with a mighty hand, and with an 
outstretched arm, and with great terribleness, and with signs, 
and with wonders: and he hath brought us into this place, and 
hath given us this land, even a land that floweth with milk and 
honey. And now, behold, I have brought the first-fruits of the 
land, which thou, O LORD, hast given me. And thou shalt set 
it before the LORD thy God, and worship before the LORD thy 
God: and thon shalt rejoice in every good thing which the LORD 
thy God hath given unto thee, and unto thine house, thou, and 
the Levite, and the stranger that 7s among you. 

When thou hast made an end of tithing all the tithes of thine 
increase the third year, which is the year of tithing, and hast 
given i unto the evite, the stranger, the fatherless, and the 
widow, that they may eat within thy gates, and be filled; then 
thou shalt say before the LORD thy God, I have brought away 
the hallowed things out of mine house, and also have given them 
unto the Levite, and unto the stranger, to the fatherless, and to 
the widow, according to all thy commandments which thou hast 
commanded me: I have not transgressed thy commandments, 
neither have I forgotten them; I have not eaten thereof in my 
mourning, neither have I taken away aight thereof for any un- 
clean use, nor given aught thereo for the dead: but Ihave 
hearkened to the voice of the LORD my God, and have done 
according to all that thou hast commanded me. Look down 
from thy holy habitation, from heaven, and bless thy people Is- 
rael, and the land which thou hast given us, as thou swarest 

. unto our fathers, a land that floweth with milk and honey. 

This day the LORD thy God hath commanded thee to do these 
statutes and judgments: thou shalt therefore keep and do them 
with all thine heart, and with all thy soul. Thou hast avouched 
the LORD this day to be thy God, and to walk in his ways, and 
to keep ee aa and his commandments, and his judgments, 
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and to hearken unto his voice: and the LORD hath avouched, 18 
thee this day to be his peculiar people, as he hath promised thee, 
and that thou shouldest keep all his commandments; and to make 19 
thee high above all nations which he hath made, in praise, and 

in name, and in honor; and that thou mayest be an holy people 
unto the LORD thy God, as he hath spoken. 

AND Moses with the elders of Israel commanded the people,2.7 
saying, Keep all the commandments which I command you this 
day. And it shall be on the day when ye shall pass over Jordan 2 
unto the land which the LORD thy God giveth thee, that thou 
shalt set thee up great stones, and plaster them with plaster: 
and thou shalt write upon them all the words of thislaw, when 3 
thou art passed over, that thou mayest go in unto the land which 
the LORD thy God giveth thee, a land that floweth with milk 
and honey; as the LORD God of thy fathers hath promised thee. 
Therefore it shall be when ye be gone over Jordan, that ye shall 4 
set up these stones, which I command you this day, in mount 
Ebal, and thou shalt plaster them with plaster. And there shalt 
thou build an altar unto the LORD thy God, an altar of stones: 
thou shalt not lift up any iron tool upon them. Thou shalt build 
the altar of the LORD thy God of whole stones: and thou shalt 
offer burnt-offerings thereon unto the LORD thy God: and thou 
shalt offer peace-offerings and shalt eat there, and rejoice before 
the LORD thy God. And thou shalt write upon the stones all 
the words of this law very plainly. 

And Moses and the priests the Levites spake unto all Israel, 
saying, Take heed, and hearken, O Israel; this day thou art _be- 
come the people of the LORD thy God. Thou shalt therefore 10 
obey the voice of the LORD thy God, and do his commandments 
and his statutes, which 1 command thee this day. 

And Moses charged the people the same day, saying, !These 11 
shall stand upon mount Gerizim to bless the people, when ye are 
come over Jordan; Simeon, and Levi, and Judah, and Issachar, 
and Joseph, and Benjamin: and these shall stand upon mount 13 
Ebal to curse; Reuben, Gad, and Asher, and Zebulun, Dan, and 
Naphtali. And the Levites shall speak, and say unto all the 14 
men of Israel with a loud voice, 

Cursed ée the man that maketh any graven or molten image, 15 
an abomination unto the LORD, the work of the hands of the 
craftsman, and putteth i in @ secret place. And all the people 
shall answer and say, Amen. Cursed be he that setteth light by 16 
his fajher or his mother. And all the people shall say, Amen. 
‘Cursed be he that removeth his neighbor's landmark. And all 17 
the people shall say, Amen. Cursed ée he that maketh the blind 18 
to wander out of the way. And all the people shall say, Amen. 
Curseil be he that'perverteth the judgment of the stranger, father- 19 
Jess, and widow. And all the people shall say, Amen. 'Cursed 20 
be he that lieth with his father’s wife; because he uncovereth 
his father’s skirt. And all the people shall say, Amen. 'Cursed 21 
ée he that lieth with any manner of beast. And all the people 
shall say, Amen. Cursed 6e he that lieth with his a. the 22 
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daughter of his father, or the daughter of his mother. And all 
the people shall say, ‘Amen. Cursed be he that lieth with his 23 
mother-in-law. And all the people shall say, Amen. "Cursed 24 
be he that smiteth his neighbor secretly. And all the people shall 
say, Amen. Cursed be he that taketh reward to slay an innocent 25 
person. And all the people shall say, Amen. Cursed be he that 26 
confirmeth not all the words of this law to do them. And all the 
people shall say, Amen. 

And it shall come to pass, if thou shalt hearken diligently unto2S 
‘the voice of the LORD thy God, to observe and to do all his 
commandments which I command thee this day, that the LORD 
thy God will set thee on high above all nations of the earth: 
and all thesé blessings shall come on thee, and overtake thee, if 
thou shalt hearken unto the voice of the LORD thy God. Blessed 
shalt thou be in the city, and blessed shalt thou ¥e in the field. 
Blessed shall be the fruit of thy body, and the fruit of thy ground, 
and the fruit of thy cattle, the increase of thy kine, and the flocks 
of thy sheep. Blessed shall be thy basket and thy store. Blessed 5, 
shalt thou 6e when thou comest in, and blessed shalt thou be when 
thou goest out. ‘The LORD shall cause thine enemies that rise 
up against thee to be smitten before thy face: they shall come 
out against thee one way, an flee before-thee seven ways. The & 
LORD shail command the blessing upon thee in thy store-houses, 
and in all that thou settest thine hand unto; and he shall bless 
thee in the land which the LORD thy God giveth thee. The Ss 
ORD shall establish thee an holy people unto himself, as he 
hath sworn unto thee, if thou shalt keep the commandments of 
the LORD thy God, and walk in his ways. And all the people 10 
of the earth shall see that thou art ca ed by the name of the 
LORD; and they shall be afraid of thee. And the LORD shall 11 
make thee plenteous in goods, in the fruit of thy body, and in the 
fruit of thy cattle, and in the fruit of thy ground, in the land 
whieh the LORD sware unto thy fathers to give thee. The LORD 12 
shall open unto thee his good treasure, the heaven to give the 
rain unto thy land in his season, and to bless all the work of thine 
hand; and thou shalt lend unto many nations, and thou shalt not 
borrow. And the LORD shall make thee the head, and not the 13 
tail; and thou shalt be above only, and thou shalt not be beneath; 
if that thou hearken unto the commandments of the LORD thy 
God, which I command thee this day, to observe and to do them: 
and thou shalt not go aside from any of the words which I com- 14 
mand thee this day, to the right hand, or to the left, to go after 
other gods to serve them. 

But it shall come to pass, if thou wilt not hearken unto the 15 
voice of the LORD thy God, to observe to do all his command- 
ments and his statutes which I command thee this day ; that all 
these curses shall come upon thee, and overtake thee: cursed 16 
shalt thou be in the city, and cursed shalt thou be in the field. 
‘Cursed shall be thy basket and thy store. 'Cursed shall be the 17 
fruit of thy body; and the fruit of thy land, the increase of thy 
kine, and - iocks of thy sheep. Cursed shalt thou be when 19.

thou comest in, and cursed shalt thou be when thou goest out. 
The LORD shall send upon thee cursing, vexation, and rebuke, 20 
in all that thou settest thine hand unto for to do, until thou be 
destroyed, and until thou perish quickly ; because of the wicked- 
ness of thy doings, whereby thou hast forsaken me. The LORD 21 
shall make the pestilence cleave unto thee, until he have con- 
sumed thee from off the land, whither thou goest to possess it- 
The LORD shall smite thee with a consumption, and with a 22 
fever, and with an inflammation, and with an extreme burning, 
and with the sword, and with blasting, and with mildew; and 
they shall pursue thee until thou perish. And thy heaven that 23 
és over thy head shall be brass, and the earth that zs under thee 
shalt be iron. The LORD shall make the rain of thy land powder 24 
and dust: from heaven shall it come down upon A, until thou 
be destroyed. The LORD shall cause thee to be smitten before 25 
thine enemies: thou shalt go out one way against them, and flee 
seven ways before them: and shalt be removed into all the 
kingdoms of the earth. And thy carcass shall be meat unto all 26 
fowls of the air, and unto the beasts of the earth, and no man 
shall fray them away. The LORD will smite thee with the botch 27 
‘ of Egypt, and with the emerods, and with the scab, and with the 
itch, whereof thou canst not be healed. The LORD shall smite 28 
thee with madness, and blindness, and astonishment of heart : 
and thou shalt grope at noon-day, as the blind gropeth in dark- 29 « 
hess, and thou shalt not prosper in thy ways: and thou shalt be 
only oppressed and spoiled evermore, and no man shall save 
thee. Thou shalt betroth a wife, and another man shall lie with 30 
her: thou shalt build an house, and thou shalt not dwell therein : 
thou shalt plant a vineyard, and shalt not gather the grapes 
thereof. Thine ox shall be slain before thine e es, and thou shalt 31 
not eat thereof: thine ass shall be violently taken away from be- 
fore thy face, and shall not be restored to thee: thy sheep shall 
be given unto thine enemies, and thou shalt have none to rescue 
them. Thy sons and thy daughters shall be given unto another 32 
people, and thine eyes shall look, and fail with longing for them 
all the day long: and there shall be no might in thine hand. 
The fruit of thy land, and all thy labors, shall a nation which 33 
thou knowest not eat up; and thou shalt be only oppressed and 
crushed alway: so that thou shalt be mad for the sight of thine 34 
eyes which thou shalt see. The LORD shall smite thee in the 35 
knees, and in the legs, with a sore botch that cannot be healed, 
from the sole of thy foot unto the top of thy head. The LORD 36 
shall bring thee, ia thy king which thou shalt set over thee, unto 
a nation which neither thou nor thy fathers have known; and 
there shalt thou serve other gods, wood and stone. And thou 37 
shalt become an astonishment, a proverb, and a byword, among 
all nations whither the LORD shall lead thee. Thou shalt carry 38 
much seed out into the field, and shalt gather ut little in; for 
the locust shall consume it. Thou shalt plant vineyards, and 39, 
dress them, but shalt neither drink of the wine, nor gather_ thé 
grapes: for the worms shall eat them. Thou shalt ere olive 40: 
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trees throughout all thy coasts, but thou shalt not anoint thyself 
awith the oil ; for thine olive shall cast his fruit. Thou shalt beget 41 
sons and daughters, but thou shalt not enjoy them; fortheyshall _ 

© into captivity. All thy trees and fruit of thy land shall the 42

the head, and thou shalt be the tail. Moreover all these curses 45 
shall come upon thee, and shall pursue thee, and overtake thee, 
till thou be destroyed ; because thou hearkenedst not unto the 
voice of the LORD thy God, to keep his commandments and his 
statutes which he commanded thee ; and they shall be upon thee 46 
for a sign and for a wonder, and ‘upon thy seed for ever. Because 47 
thou servedst not the LORD thy God with joyfulness, and with 
gladness of heart, for the abundance of all things; therefore 48 
shalt thou serve thine enemies which the LORD shall send 
against thee, in hunger, and in thirst, and in nakedness, and m 
want ofall things: and he shall put a yoke of iron upon thy neck, 
until he have destroyed thee. . 

The LORD shall bring a nation against thee from far, from the 49 
end of the earth, as swift as the eagle flieth ; a nation whose 
tongue thou shalt not un erstand: a nation‘of fierce countenance, 50 
which shall not regard the person of the old, nor show favor to 
the young: and he shall eat the fruit of thy cattle, and the fruit 51 
of thy land, until thou be destroyed : which also shall not leave 
thee either corn, wine, or oil, or the increase of thy kine, or flocks 
of thy sheep, until he have destroyed thee. And he shall besiege 52 
thee in all thy gates, until thy high and fenced walls come down, 
wherein thou trustedst, throughout all thy land: and he shall 
besiege thee in all thy gates throughout all thy land, which the 
LORD thy God hath given thee. And thou shalt eat the fruit of 53 
thine own body, the flesh of thy sons and of thy daughters, which 
the LORD thy God hath given thee, in the siege, and in the 
straitness, wherewith thine enemies shall distress thee: so that 54 
the man hat is tender among you, and very delicate, his eye 
shall be evil toward his brother, and toward the wife of his 
bosom, and toward the remnant of his children which he shall 
leave: so that he will not give to any of them of the flesh of his 55 
children whom he shall eat: because he hath nothing left him 
in the siege, and in the straitness, wherewith thine enemies shall 
distress thee in all thy gates. The tender and delicate woman 56 
among you, which would not adventure to set the sole of her 
foot upon the ground for delicateness and tenderness, her eye 
shall be evil toward the husband of her bosom, and toward her 
son and toward her daughter, and toward her young one’ that 57 
cometh out from between her feet, and toward her children which 
she shall bear: for she shall eat them for want of all things secretly 
in the siege and straitness, wherewith thine enemy shall distress 
thee in thy gates. If thou wilt not observe to do all the words 58 
of this law that are written in this book, that thou mayest fear 
this es and fearful name, THE’ LORD THY GOD; then 59 
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the LORD will make thy plagues wonderful, and the plagues of 
thy seed; even gréat ‘plagues, and of long continuance, and ‘sore 
sicknesses, ‘and’ of long continuance: ‘Moreover he will bring 60 
upon thee all the diseases of Egypt, which thou wast afraid of; 
and they shall cleave unto thee. Also every sickness, and every 612 
plague, which 7s not written in the ‘book of this law; them will 
the LORD bring upon thee, until thou be destroyed. And ye 62 
shall be left few in number, whereas ye were as ‘the stars of 
heaven for multitude; because thou wouldest not obey the voice 

of the LORD thy God. And it shall come to pass, that as the 63 
LORD rejoiced over you todo you good, and to multiply you; 

so the LORD will rejoice over you to destroy you, and to bring 
you to nought; and ye shall be plucked from off the land whither 
thou goest to possess it: And the LORD shall scatter thee among 64 
all people, from the one end of the earth even unto the other; and 
there thou shalt serve other gods, which neither thou nor thy 
fathers have known, even wood and stone. And among these 65 
nations shalt thou find no ease, neither shall the sole of thy foot 
have rest: but the LORD shall give thee there a trembling heart, 
and failing of eyes, and sorrow of mind: and thy life shall hang 66 
in doubt before thee ; and thou shalt fear day and night, and shalt 
have none assurance of thy life: in the morning thou shalt say, 67 
Would God it were even! and at even thou shalt say, Would 
God it were morning! for the fear of thine heart wherewith 
thou shalt fear, and for the sight of thine eyes which thou shalt 
see, And the LORD shall bring thee into Egypt again with 68 
ships, by the way whereof I spake unto thee, Thou shalt see it 

no more again: and there ye shall be sold unto your enemies for 
bondmen and bondwomen, and no man shall buy you. 

THESE are the words of the covenant, which the LORD29 
commanded Moses to make with the children of Israel in the 
land of Moab, beside the covenant which he made with them in 
Horeb. 

AND Moses called unto all Israel, and said unto them, Ye 2 
have seen all that the LORD did before your eyes in the land of 
Egypt unto Pharaoh, and unto all his servants, and unto all his 
Jand; the aa. temptations which thine ‘eyes have seen, the 
signs, and those great miracles: yet the LORD hath not given 
you an heart to perceive, and eyes to see, and ears fo hear, unto 
this day. And'I have led you forty years in the wilderness: your 
clothes are not waxen old upon you, and thy shoe’ is not waxen 
old upon thy foot. Ye have not eaten bread, neither have ye 
drunk wine or strong drink: that ye might know that I'am the 
LORD your God. And when ye came unto this place, Sihon the 
king of Heshbon, and Og the king of Bashan, came out against 
us unto battle, and we smote them: and we took their land, and 

ave it for an inheritance unto the Reubenites, and to the Gad- 
ites, and to the half tribe of Manasseh. Keep therefore the words 
of this covenant, and do them, that ye may prosper in’ all that -

y Ye stand this day all of you the LORD your ae j your 10 
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captains of your tribes, your elders, and your. officers, with all 
the men of Israel, 'your little ones, your wives, and thy stran- 11 
ger that is in thy camp, from the hewer of thy wood, unto, the 
drawer of thy water: that thou shouldest enter into covenant 12 
with the LORD thy God, and into his oath, which the LORD thy 
God maketh with thee this day: that he may establish thee to- 13 
day for a people unto himself, and that he may be unto thee a 
God, as he hath said unto thee, and as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob. Neither with you 14 
only do I make this covenant and this oath; but with him that 15 
standeth here with us this day before the LORD our God, and also 
with Aim that is not here with us this day: (for ye know how we 16 
have dwelt in the land of Egypt; and how we came through the 
nations which ye passed by; and ye have seen their abomina- 17 
tions, and their idols, wood and stone, silver and gold, which 
were among them:) lest there should be among you man, or 18 
woman, or family, or tribe, whose heart tumeth away this day 
from the LORD our God, to go and serve the gods of these na- 
tions; lest there should be among you a root that beareth gall 
and wormwood; and it come to pass, when he heareth the words 19 
of this curse, that he bless himself in his heart, saying, I shall 
have peace, though I walk in the imagination of mine heart, to 
add drunkenness to thirst: the LORD will not spare him, but 20 
then the anger of the LORD and his jealousy shall smoke against 
that man, and all the curses that are written in this book shall 

lie upon him, and the LORD shall blot out his name from under 
heaven. And the LORD shall separate him unto evil out of all 21 
the tribes of Israel, according to all the curses of the covenant 
that are written in this book of the law: so that the generation 22 
to come of your children that shall rise up after you, and the 
stranger that shall come from a far land, shall say, when they 
see the plagues of that land, and the sicknesses which the LORD 
hath laid upon it; and that the whole land thereof is brimstone, 23 
and salt, and burning, that it is not sown, nor beareth, nor any 
grass groweth therein, like the overthrow of Sodom, and Go- 
morrah, Admah, and Zeboim, which the LORD overthrew in his 
anger, and in his wrath: eyen all nations shall say, Wherefore 24 
hath the LORD done thus unto this land? what meaneth the 
heat of this great anger? Then men shall say, Because they 25 
have forsaken the covenant of the LORD God of their fathers, 
which he made with them when he brought them forth out of 
the land of Egypt: for they went and served other gods, and 26 
worshipped them, gods whom they knew not, and whom. he had 
not given unto them: and the anger of the LORD was kindled 27 
against this land, to bring upon it all the curses that are written 

in this book: and the LORD rooted them out of their land in an- 28 
ger, and in wrath, and in erent indignation, and cast them into 
another land, as it is this day. The secret things belong unto the 22 
LORD our God; but those things which are revealed belong unto 

us and to our children for ever, that we may do all the words of 
this law. ps ; 
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And it shall come to pass, when all these things are come3O 
upon thee, the blessing and the curse, which I haye set before 
thee, and thou shalt call them to mind among all the nations, 
whither the LORD thy God hath driven thee, 'and shalt return 2 
unto the LORD thy God, and shalt obey his voice according to 
all that I command thee this day, thou and thy children, with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul; that then the LORD thy Ged 
will turn thy captivity, and have compassion upon thee, and will 
return and gather thee from all the nations, whither the LORD 
thy God hath scattered thee. If any of thine be driven out unto. 4 
the outmost put of heaven, from thence will the LORD thy 
God gather thee, and from thence will he fetch thee: and the 5 
LORD thy God will bring thee into the land which thy fathers 
possessed, and thou shalt possess it; and he will do thee good, 
and multiply thee above thy fathers. And the LORD thy God. 6 
will circumcise thine heart, and the heart of thy seed, to love 
the LORD thy God with all thine heart, and with all thy soul, 
that thou mayest live. And the LORD thy God will put all these 7 
curses upon thine enemies, and on them that hate thee, which 
persecuted thee. And thou shalt return and obey the voice of 8 
the LORD, and do all his commandments which I command ‘thee 
this day. And the LORD thy God will make thee plenteous in 9 
every work of thine hand, in the fruit of thy body, and in the 
fruit of thy cattle, and in the frnit of thy land, for good: for the 
LORD will again rejoice over thee for good, as he rejoiced over 
thy fathers: if thou shalt hearken unto the voice of the LORD 10 
thy God, to keep his commandments and his statutes which are 
written in this book of the law, and if thou turn unto the LORD 
thy God with all thine heart, and with all thy soul. 

For this commandment which I command thee this day, it zs 11 
not hidden from thee, neither 7s it far off. It is not in heaven, 12 
that'thou shouldest say, Who shall go up for us to heaven, and 
bring it unto us, that we may hear it, and do it? Neither is it 13 
beyond the sea, that thou shouldest say, Who shall go over the 
sea for us, and bring it unto us, that we may hear it, and do it? 
But the word is very nigh unto thee, in thy mouth, and in thy 14 
heart, that thou mayest do it. . t 

See, I have set before thee this day life and good, and death 15 
and evil; in that I command thee this day to love the LORD thy 16 
God, to walk in his ways, and to keep his commandments and 
his statutes and his judgments, that thou mayest live and multi- 
ply: and the LORD thy God shall bless thee in the land whither 
thou goest to possess it. But if thine heart turn ey so,that 17 
thou wilt not hear, but shalt be drawn away, and worship other 
gods, and serve them; I denounce unto you this day, that ye 18 
shall surely perish, and that ye shall not prolong your days upon 
the land, whither thou passest over Jordan to go to possess it. I-19 
call heaven and earth to record this day against you, that I have 
set before you life and death, blessing and cursing: therefore 
choose life, that both thou and thy seed may live: that thou, 20- 
mayest love the LORD thy God, and that thou mayest as

AND Moses -went.and spake these words unto all Israel. 'AndSZ 
he said unto them, I am an ‘hundred and twenty years old this 
day ; I can no more go out and come in: also the LORD hath 
said unto me, Thou shalt not go over this Jordan.

Anp Moses wrote this law, and delivered it unto the’ priests 9 —

them, saying, At the end of every seven years, in the solemnity 

of the year of release, in the feast of tabernacles, ! when all Is-.11 
rael is come to appear before the LORD. thy God in the place 
which he shall choose, thou shalt read this law before all Israel 

in their hearing. Gather the people together, men, and women, 12 
and children, and thy stranger that is within thy gates, that they» 
may hear, and that they may learn, and fear the LORD your 
God, and observe to do all the words of this law: and that their 13 
children, which have not known any thing, may hear, and learn 

to fear the LORD your God, as long as’ye live in the land whither 

e go over Jordan to possess it. 

And the LORD said unto Moses, Behold, thy days approach 14 
that thou must die: call Joshua, and present yourselves in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, that I may give hima charge. — 
And Moses and Joshua went, and presented themselves in the 
tabernacle of the congregation. And the LORD appeared in 15 
the tabernacle in a pillar of a’cloud : and the pillar of the cloud «» 
stood over the door of the tabernacle. And.the LORD said unto 16 
Moses; Behold, thou shalt sleep with thy fathers; and this people 
will rise wp, and go a. whoring after the gods of the strangers of 
the land, whither they go to be among them, and will forsake me,» 
and ese covenant which I have made'with them: Then 17

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my anger shall be kindled against them in that day, and I will 
forsake them, and I will hide my face from them, and they shall 

be devoured, and many evils and troubles shall befall them ; 80 
that they will say in that day, Are not these evils come upon us, 
because our God is not among us? And I will surely hide my 18 
face in that day for all the evils which they shall have wrought, 

in that they are turned unto other gods. Now therefore write 19 
ye this song for you, and teach it the children of Israel : put it 

in their mouths, that this song may be a witness for me against 
the children of Israel. For when I shall have brought them into 20 
the land which I sware unto their fathers, that loweth with milk 
and honey ; and they shall have eaten and filled themselves, and 
waxen fat; then will they turn unto other gods, and serve them, 
and provoke me, and break my covenant. And it shall come 21 
to pass, when many evils and troubles are befallen them, that 
this song shall testify against them as a witness: for it shall not 

be forgotten out of the mouths of their seed: for t know their 
imagination which they go about, even now, before I have 
brought them into the land which I sware. Moses therefore 22 
wrote this song the same day, and taught it the children of Is- 
rael. And he gave Joshua the son of Nun a charge, and said, 23 
Be strong, and of a good courage: for thou shalt bring the chil- 
dren of Tutael into the land which I sware unto them: and I 
will be with thee. , 

AND it came to pass, when Moses had made an end of writ- 24 
ing the words of this law in a book, until they were finished, 
"that Moses commanded the Levites, which bare the ark of the 25 
‘covenant of the LORD, saying, Take this book of the law, and 26 
put it in the side of the atk of the covenant of the LORD your 
God, that it may be there for a witness against thee. For I know 2% 
thy rebellion, and thy stiff neck: behold, while I am yet alive 
with you this day, ye have been rebellious against the LORD; 
and how much more after my death! Gather unto me all the 28 
elders of your tribes, and your officers, that I may speak these 
words in their ears, and call heaven and earth to record against 
them. For I know that after my death ye will utterly corrupt 29 
yourselves, and turn aside from the way which I have commanded - 
you; and evil will befall you in the latter days; because ye will 
do evil in the sight of the LORD, to provoke him to anger throu gh 
the work of your hands, 

And Moses spake in the ears of all the congregation of Israel 30 
the words of this song, until they were ended.

AND Moses went up from the plains of Moab unto the moun-34 
tain of Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, that 7s over-against Jericho. 
And the LORD showed him all the land of Gilead, unto Dan, 
‘and all Naphtali, and the land of Ephraim, and Manasseh, and 2 
all the land of Judah, unto the utmost sea,'and the sonth, and 3 
the plain of the valley of Jericho, the city of palm trees, unto 


‘ Zoar. 


And the LORD said unto him, 'This is the land which I 4 


sware unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, saying, I will 
give it unto thy seed: I have caused thee to see i with thine 
eyes, but thou shalt not go over thither. oes 

So Moses the servant of the LORD died there in the land of 5 
Moab, Neceng to the ‘word of the LORD. And he buried 6 
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him in a valley in the land of Moab, over-against Beth-peor : but 

no man knoweth of his sepulchre unto this day. And Moses’ 7 
was an hundred and twenty years old when he died: his eye 
was not dim, nor his natural force abated. And-the children ‘of '8 
Israel, wept for Moses in the plains'of Moab thirty days: so’ the 
days of weeping and mourning for Moses were end at: mv! 

And. Joshua the son of Nun was full of the spirit of wisdom; °9 
for Moses had laid his hands upon him: and the children of 
meee hearkened unto'him, and did as the LORD commanded 

oses. 

And there arose not a prophet since in Israel like unto’ Moses, 10 
whom the LORD knew face to face, in all the signs and the 11 
wonders which the LORD sent him to do in the land of Egypt, 
to Pharaoh, and to/all his servants, and to all his land,'and in 12 
all that mighty hand, and in all the great’ terror which Moses 
showed in the sight of all Israel. ol 








THE BOOK OF JOSHUA, 





NOW after the death of Moses the servant of the LORD, it 1 
came to pass, that the LORD spake unto Joshua the son of Nun; 
Moses’ minister, saying, 'Moses my servant is dead; now there- 2 
fore arise, go over this Jordan, thou, and all this people, unto the 
Jand which I do give to’ them, even to the children of Israel. 
Every place that the sole of your foot shall tread upon, that I 3 
have given unto you, as I said unto Moses. From the wilderness 4 
and this Lebanon even unto the great river, the river Euphrates, 
all the land of the Hittites, and unto the great sea toward the 
going down of the sun, shall be your coast. There shall not any 5 
man be able to stand before thee all the days of thy life: as 1 
was with Moses, so I will be with thee: I will not fail thee, nor 
forsake thee. Be strong and of a good courage: for unto this 6 
people shalt thou divide for an inheritance the land; which J 
sware unto their fathers to give them. | Only be thou strong and 
yery courageous, that thou mayest observe to do according to all 
the law, which. Moses my servant commanded thee: turn not 
from ito the right hand or do the left, that thou mayest prosper 
whithersoever thou goest.. This book of the law shall not depart 8 
out of thy mouth ; but thou shalt meditate therein day and night, 
that thou, sl observe to do according to all that is written 
therein: for then thou shalt make thy way prosperous, and then 
thou shalt have good success. Have not I commanded thee?’ 9 
Be strong and of a good courage; be not afraid, neither be thou 
dismayed: for the LORD thy God is with thee whithersoever 
thou goest. iu 4 yoabt 1 renee! ‘tov 

Then Joshua commanded the. officers of the people, saying, 10 
‘Pass through the host, and command the people, saying, Prepare 11. 
Vou. victuals ; for within three days ye'shall over » aaa 
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to go in to possess the land, which the LORD your God giveth 
you to possess it. And to the Reubenites, and to the Gadites, and 
to half the tribe of Manasseh, spake Joshua, saying, Remember 
the word which Moses the servant of the LORD commanded 
you, saying, The LORD your God hath given you rest, and hath 
given you this land. Your wives, your little ones, and your 
cattle, shall remain in the land which-Moses gave you on this 
side Jordan; but ye shall pass before your brethren armed, all 
the mighty men of valor, and help them; until the LORD have 
given your brethren rest, as he hath given you, and they also have 
possessed the land which the LORD your God giveth them: then 
ye shall return unto the land of your possession, and enjoy it, 
which Moses the LORD’S servant gave you on this side Jordan 
toward the sun-rising. And they answered Joshua, saying, All 
that thou commandest us we will do, and whithersoever thou 
sendest us, we will go. According as we hearkened unto Moses 
in all things, so will we hearken unto thee: only the LORD thy 
God be with thee, as he was with Moses. Whosoever he be that 
doth rebel against thy commandment, and will not hearken unto 
thy words in all that thou commandest him, he shall be put to 
death: only be strong and of a good courage. 

AND Joshua the son of Nun sent out of Shittim two men 
to spy secretly, saying, Go view the land, even Jericho. And 
they went, and came into an harlot's house, named Rahab, and 
lodged there. And it was told the king of Jericho, saying, Be- 
hold, there came men in hither- to-night of the children of Israel 
to search out the country. And the king of Jericho sent unto 
Rahab, saying, Bring forth the men that are come to thee, which 
are entered into thine house: for they be come to search out all 
the country. And the woman took the two men, and hid them, 
and said thus, There came men unto me, but I wist not whence 
they were: and it came to pass about the time of shutting of the gate, 
when it was dark, that the men went out: whither the men went 
I wot not: pursue after them quickly ; for ye shall overtake 
them. But she had brought them up to the roof of the house, 
and hid them with the stalks of flax, which she had laid in order 
upon the roof. And the men pursued after them the way to 
Jordan unto the fords, and as soon as they which pursued after 
them were gone out, they shut the gate. And before they were 
laid down, she came up unto them upon the roof; and she said 
unto the men, I know that the LORD hath given you the land, 
and that your terror is fallen upon us, and that all the inhabitants 
of the land faint because of you. For we have heard how the 
LORD dried up the water of the Red sea for you, when ye came 
out of Egypt; and what he did unto the two kings of the Amo- 
rites, that were on the other side Jordan, Sihon and Og, whom ye 
utterly destroyed. And as soon as we had heard these things, 
our hearts did melt, neither did there remain any more courage 
in any man, because of you: for the LORD your God, he is God 
in heaven above, and in earth beneath. Now therefore, I pray 
you, nents eae me by the LORD, since I have showed you 
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kindness, that you will also show kindness unto my. father’s 
house, and give me a true tuken, ‘and éiat ye will save alive my 
father, and my mother, and my brethren, and my sisters, and 
all that they have, and deliver our lives from death. And the 
men answered her, Our life for your's, if ye utter not this our 
business. And it shall be, when the LORD hath given us the 
land, that we will deal kindly and truly with thee. Then she 
let them down by a cord through the window: for her house was 
upon the town-wall, and she dwelt upon the wall. And she said 
unto them, Get you to the mountain, lest the pursuers meet you; 
and hide yourselves there three days, until the pursuers be re- 
turned: and afterward may ye go your way. And the men said 
unto her, We will be blameless of this thine oath which thou hast 
made us to swear. Behold, when we come into the land, thou 
shalt bind this line of scarlet thread in the window which thou 
didst let us down by; and thou shalt bring thy father, and thy 
mother, and thy brethren, and all thy father’s household, home 
unto thee. And it shall be, that whosoever shall go out of the 
doors of thy house into the street, his blood shall be upon his 
head, and we will be guiltless: and whosoever shall be with thee 
in the house, his blood shall be on our head, if any hand be upon 
him. And if thou utter this our business, then we will be quit 
of thine oath which thou hast made us to swear. And she said, 
According unto your words, so ée it. And she sent them away, 
and they departed : and she bound the scarlet line in the window. 
__ Anp they went, and came unto the mountain, and abode there 
three days, until the pursuers were returned: and the pursuers 
sought them throughout all the way, but found them not. So the 
two men returned, and descended from the mountain, and passed 
over, and came to Joshua the son of Nun, and told him all things 
that befell them: and they said unto Joshua, Truly the LORD 
hath delivered into our hands all the land; for even all the in- 
habitants of the country do faint because of us. _ 

AND Joshua rose early in the morning; and they removed 
from Shittim, and came to Jordan, he and all the children of 
Israel, and lodged there before they passed over. And it came 
to pass after three days, that the officers went through the host ; 
and they commanded the people, saying, When ye see the ark 
of the covenant of the LORD your God, and the priests the Le- 
vites bearing it, then ye shall remove from your place, and go 
after it. Yet there shall be a space between you and it, about 
two thousand cubits by measure: come not near unto it, that ye 
may know the way by which ye must go: for ye have not 
passed this way heretofore. And Joshua said unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves: for to-morrow the LORD will do wonders 
among you. x ; 4 

AND Joshua spake unto the priests, saying, Take up the ark of 
the covenant, and pass over before the people.’ And they took 
up the ark of the covenant, and went before the people. And 
the LORD said unto Joshua, This day will I begin ' to magnify 


thee in the sight of all Israel, that they may know init 7 Twas» 
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with Moses, so I will be with thee. And thou shalt command. 8 
the priests that. bear the ark of the covenant, saying, When ye 
are come to'the brink of the water of Jordan, ye shall stand still 

in Jordan. And Joshua said unto the children of Israel,Come 9 
hither, and hear the words of the LORD your God. And Joshua 10 
said, Hereby ye shall know that the living God is among you, 
and that he will without fail drive out from before you the Ca- 
naanites, and the Hittites, and the Hivites, and the Perizzites, 
and the Girgashites, and the Amorites, and the Jebusites. Behold, 11 
the ark of the covenant of the LORD of all the earth passeth 
over before you into Jordan. Now therefore take you. twelve 12 
men out of the tribes of Israel, out of every tribe aman. And 13 
it shall come to pass, as.soon as the soles of the feet of the priests 
that bear the ark of the LORD, the LORD of all the earth, shall 
rest in the waters of Jordan, that the waters of Jordan shall be 
cut off from the waters that come down from above; and they 
shall stand upon an heap. 

AND it came to pass, when the people removed from their 14 
tents, to pass over Jordan, and the priests bearing the ark of the 
covenant before the people; and as they that bare the ark were 15 
come unto Jordan, and the feet of the priests that bare the ark 
were dipped in the brim of the water, (for Jordan, overfloweth 
all his banks all the time of harvest,) that the waters which came 16 
down from above stood and rose up upon.an heap very far from — 
the city Adam, that is beside Zaretan: and those that came down 
toward the sea of the plain, even the salt sea, failed, and were cut 
off: andthe people passed over right against Jericho. And the 17 
priests that bare the ark of the covenant of the LORD stood firm  ‘ 
on dry ground in the midst of Jordan, and all the Israelites passed 
over on dry ground, until all the people were passed clean over 
Jordan. 

AND it came to pass, when all the people were clean passed & 
over Jordan, that the LORD. spake unto Joshua, saying, Take’. 2 
you twelve men outof the people, out of every tribe aman, ‘and 3 
command ye them, saying; Take you hence out of the midst of 
Jordan, out of the place where the priests’ feet stood firm, twelve 
stones, and ye shall carry them over with you, and. leave them. 
in the lodging-place, where ye shall lodge this night. Then. 4 
Joshua called the twelve men, whom he had prepared of the 
children of Israel, out of every tribe a man: and Joshua said 5- 
unto them, Pass over before the ark of the LORD your God into 
the midst of Jordan, and take you up every man of you a stone 
upon his shoulder, according unto the number of the tribes of 
the children of Israel: that this may be a. sign among you, that 6 
when your children ‘ask ‘their fathers in time to come, saying, 
What mean ye by these stones? Then ye shall answer them, 
That the waters of Jordan were: eut off before the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD; when it passed over Jordan, the waters: 
of Jordan were cutioff: and these stones shall. be for a memorial ,, 
unto the children of Istael forever. And the children of Israel. 
did:so as seenan commanded, and; took up twelve stones out of | 
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the midst of Jordan, as the LORD spake unto Joshua, according 

to the number of the tribes of the children of Israel, and carried 

them over with them unto the place where they lodged, and 

laid them down there. And Joshua set up twelve stones in the 9 

midst of Jordan, in the place where the feet of the priests which 

se the ark of the covenant stood : and they are there unto this 
ay. 

For the priests which bare the ark stood in the midst of Jor- 10 
dan, until every thing was finished that the LORD commanded 
Joshua to speak unto the people, according to all that Moses 
commanded Joshua: and the people hasted and passed over. 
And it came to pass, when all the people were clean passed 11 
over, that the ark of the LORD passed over, and the priests, in 
the presence of the people: And the children of Reuben, and 12 
the children of Gad, and half the tribe of Manasseh, passed over 
armed before the children of Israel, as Moses spake unto them: 
about forty thousand prepared for war passed over before the 13 
LORD unto battle, to the plains of Jericho. On that day the 14 
LORD magnified Joshua in the sight of all Israel; and they 
feared him, as they feared Moses, all the days of his life. And 15 
the LORD spake unto Joshua, saying, Command the priests that 16 
bear the ark of the testimony, that they come up out of Jordan. 
Joshua therefore commanded the priests, saying, Come ye up 17 
out of Jordan. And it came to pass, when the priests that bare 18 
the ark of the covenant of the LORD were come up out of the 
midst of Jordan, and the soles of the priests’ feet were lifted up 
unto the dry land, that the waters of Jordan returned unto their 
place, and flowed over all his banks, as they did before. 

Anp the people came up out of Jordan on the tenth day of the 19 
first month, and encamped in Gilgal, in the east border of Jer- 
icho. And those twelve stones, which they took out of Jordan, 20 
did Joshua pitch in Gilgal. And he spake unto the children of 21 
Israel, saying, When your children shall ask their fathers in time 
to come, saying, What mean these stones? Then ye shall let 22 

our children know, saying, Israel came over this Jordan on dry 
land: For the LORD your God dried up the waters of Jordan 23 
from before you, until ye were passed over, as the LORD your 
God did to the Red sea, which he dried up from before us, until 
we were gone over: that all the people of the earth might know 24 
the hand of the LORD, that it 7s mighty: that ye might fear the 
LORD your God for ever. 

AND it came to pass, when all the kings of the Amorites, 5 
which were on the side of Jordan eeStorard, and all the kings 
of the Canaanites, which were by the sea, heard that the LORD 
had dried up the waters of Jordan from before the children of: 
Israel, until we were passed over, that their heart melted, neither 
was their spirit in them any more, because of the children of 
Israel. ' 

Ar that time the LORD said unto Joshua, Make thee sharp 2 
knives, and circumcise again the children of Israel the second 
time. And Joshua made him os knives, and cain eal 3 
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children of Israel at the hill of the foreskins. And this 2s the 
cause why Joshua did circumcise: All the people that came out 
of Egypt, that were males, even all the men of war, died in the 


wilderness by the way, after they came out of Egypt. Nowall - 


the people that came out were circumcised: but all the people 
that were born in the wilderness by the way as they came forth 
out of Egypt, them they had not circumcised. For the children 
of Israel walked forty years in the wilderness, till all the people 
that were men of war, which came out of Egypt, were consumed, 
because they obeyed not the voice of the LORD: unto whom 
the LORD sware that he would not show them the land, which 
the LORD sware unto their fathers that he would give us, a land 
that floweth with milk and honey. And their children, whom 
he raised up in their stead, them Joshua circumcised: for they 
were uncircumcised, because they had not circumcised them by 
the way. And it came to pass, when they had done circumcising 
all the people, that they abode in their places in the camp, tll 
they were whole. And the LORD said unto Joshua, This day 
have I rolled away the reproach of Egypt from off you. Where- 
fore the name of the place is calleg Gilgal unto this day. 

And the children of Israel encamped in Gilgal, and kept the 
passover on the fourteenth day of the month at even in the plains 
of Jericho. And they did eat of the old corn of the land on the 
morrow after the passover, unleavened cakes, and parched corn 
in the selfsame day. And the manna ceased on the morrow 
after they had eaten of the old corn of the land; neither had the 
children of Israel manna any more; but they did eat of the fruit 
of the land of Canaan that year. 

AND it came to pass, when Joshua was by Jericho, that he 
lifted up his eyes and looked, and, behold, there stood a man over- 
against him with his sword drawn in his hand: and Joshua went 
unto him, and said unto him, Art thou for us, orfor our adver- 
saries? And he said, Nay; but as captain of the host of the 
LORD am I now come. And Joshua fell on his face to the earth, 
and did worship, and said unto him, What saith my lord unto 
his servant? And the captain of the LORD’S host said unto 
Joshua, Loose thy shoe from off thy foot; for the place whereon 
thou standest is holy. And Joshua did so. _'Now Jericho was 
straitly shut up because of the children of Israel: none went 
out, and none came in. And the LORD said unto Joshua, See, 
T have given into thine hand Jericho, and the king thereof, and 
the mighty men of valor. And ye shall compass the city, all ye 
men of war, and go round about the city once. Thus shalt thou 
do six days. And seven priests shall bear before the ark seven 
trumpets of rams’ horns: and the seventh day ye shall compass 
the city seven times, and the priests shall blow with the trum- 

ets. And itshall come to pass, that when they make a long 

last with the rams’ horn, and when ye hear the sound of the 
trimpet, all’ the people shall shout with a great shout; and the 
wall of the city shall fall down flat, and the people shall ascend 
up every straight before him. 
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And Joshua the son of Nun called the priests, and said unto 6 
them, Take up the ark of the covenant, and let seven priests 
bear seven trumpets of rams’ horns before the ark of the LORD. 
And he said unto the people, Pass on, and compass the city, and 
let him that is armed pass on before the ark of the LORD. And 
it came to pass, when Joshua had spoken unto the people, that 
the seven priests bearing the seven trumpets of rams’ horns 
passed on before the LORD, and blew with the trumpets: and 
the ark of the covenant of the LORD followed them. And the 9 
armed men went before the priests that blew with the trumpets, 
and the rereward came after the ark, the priests going on, and 
blowing with the trumpets. And Joshua had commanded the 10 
people, saying, Ye shall not shout, nor make any noise with your 
voice, neither shall any word proceed out of your mouth, until 
the day I bid you shout; then shall ye shout. So the ark of the 11 
LORD compassed the city, going about it once: and they came 
into the camp, and lodged in the camp. 

Anp Joshua rose early in the morning, and the priests took up 12 
the ark of the LORD. And seven priests bearing seven trum- 13 
pets of rams’ horns before the ark of the LORD went on contin- 
ually, and blew with the trumpets: and the armed men went 
before them ; but the rereward came afier the ark of the LORD, 
the priests going on, and blowing with the trumpets. And the 14 
second day they compassed the city once, and returned into the 
camp: so they did six days. 

AND it came to pass on the seventh day, that they rose early 15 
about the dawning of the day, and compassed the city after the 
Same manner seven times: only on that day they compassed the 
city seven times. And it came to pass at the seventh time, when 16 
the priests blew with the trumpets, Joshua said unto the people, 
Shout; for the LORD hath given you the city. And the city 17 ' 
shall be accursed, even it, and all that ave therein, to the LORD: 
only Rahab the harlot shall live, she and all that are with her 
in the house, because she hid the messengers that we sent. And 18 
ye, in any wise keep yourselves from the accursed thing, lest ye 
make yourselves accursed, when ye take of the accursed thing, 
and make the camp of Israel a curse, and trouble it. But all the 19 
silver, and gold, and vessels of brass. and iron, are consecrated 
unto the LORD; they shall come into the treasury of the LORD. 

So the people shouted when the priests blew with the trumpets: 20 
and it came to pass, when the people heard the sound of the 
trurnpet, and the people shouted with a great shout, that the wall 
fell down flat, so that the people went up into the city, every 
man straight before him, and they took the city. And they ut- 21 
terly destroyed all that was in the city, both man and woman, 
young and old, and ox, and sheep, and ass, with the edge of the 
sword. But Joshua had said unto the two men that had spied out 22 
the country, Go into the harlot’s house, and bring out thence the 
woman, and all that she hath, as ye sware unto her. And the 23 
young men that were spies went in, and brought out Rahab, 
and her father, and her mother, and her brethren, a that 
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she had; and they brought out all her kindred, and left them 
without the camp of Israel. And they burnt the bits with fire, 24 
and all that was therein: only the silver, and the gold, and the 
vessels of brass and of iron, they put into the ‘treasury of the - 
house of the LORD. And Joshua saved Rahab the harlot alive, 25 
and her father’s household, and all that she had; and she dwell- 
eth in Israel even unto this day ; because she hid the messengers, 
which Joshua sent to spy out Jericho. 

Anp Joshua adjured them at that time, saying, Cursed be the 26 
man. before the LORD, that riseth up and buildeth this city Jeri- 
cho: he shall lay the foundation thereof in his first-born, and in 
his youngest son shall he set up the gates of it. So the LORD 27 
was with Joshua: and his fame was notsed throughout all the 
country. 

BUT the children of Israel committed a trespass in the ac- 7 
cursed thing: for Achan, the son of Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the 
son of Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, took of the accursed thing: 
and re anger of the LORD was kindled against the children of 
Israel. . z 

- And Joshua sent men from Jericho to Ai, which 7s beside Beth- 2 
aven, on the east side of Beth-el, 4nd spake unto them, saying, 
Go up and view the country. And the men went up and viewed 
Ai. And they returned to Joshua, and said unto him, Let not 3 
all the people go up; but let about two or three thousand men 
go up andsmite Ai; and make not all the people to labor thither ; 
for.they are but few. .So there went up thither of the people 4 
about three thousand men: and they fled before the men of Ai. 
And the men of Ai smoie of them about -thirty-and-six men: for 5 
they chased them from before the gate even unto Shebarim, and 
smote them in the going down: wherefore the hearts of the peo- 
ple melted, and became as water. And Joshua rent his clothes, 6 
and fell to the earth upon his face before the ark of the LORD 
until the eventide, he and the elders of Israel, and put dust upon 
their heads. And Joshua said, Alas, O LORD God, wherefore 
hast thon at all brought this people over Jordan, to deliver us 
into the hand of the Amorites, to destroy us? would to God we 
had been content, and dwelt on the other side Jordan! O LORD, 8 
what shall I say, when Israel turneth their backs before their 
enemies! For the Canaanites, and all the mhabitants of the land, 9 
shall hear of i, and shall environ us round, and cut off our name 
from the earth; and what wilt thou do unto thy great name ? 

Anp the LORD said unto Joshua, Get thee up? wherefore 10 
liest thou thus upon thy face? Israel hath sinned, and they have 11 
also transgressed my covenant which I commanded them; for 
they have even taken of the accursed thing, and have also stolen, 
and dissembled also, and they have put 7t even among their own 
stuff Therefore the children of Israel could not stand before 12 
their enemies, but turned their backs before their enemies, because 
they were accursed: neither will I be with you any more, ex- 
cept ye destroy the accursed from among you. Up, sanctify the 13 
people, = ele Sanctify yourselves against to-morrow; for thus 
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saith the LORD God of Israel, There is an accursed thing in the 
midst of thee, O Israel: thou canst not stand before thine enemies, - 
until ye take away the accursed thing from among you. In the 14 
morning therefore ye shall be brought according to your tribes: 
arid it shall be, that the tribe which the LORD taketh shall come 
according to the families an ; and the family which the 
LORD shall take shall come by households; and the household 
which the LORD shall take shall come man by man. And it 15 
shall be, that he that is taken with the accursed thing shall be 
burnt with fire, he and all that he hath: because he hath trans- 
gressed the covenant of the LORD, and because he hath wrought 
folly in Israel. 

So Joshua rose up early in the morning, and brought Israel 16 
by their tribes; and the tribe of Judah was taken : and he brought 17 
the family of Judah ; and he took the family of the Zarhites: and 
he brought the family of the Zarhites man by man; and Zabdi 
was taken: and he browse his household man by man; and 18 
Achan, the son of Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of 
the tribe of Judah, was taken. And Joshua said unto Achan, 19 
My son, give, I pray thee, glory to the LORD God of Israel, and 
make confession unto him; and tell me now what thou hast done; 
hide i not from me. And Achan answered Joshua, and said, 20 
Indeed I have sinned against the LORD God of Israel, and thus 
and thus have I done: when I saw among the spoils a goodly 21 
Babylonish garment, and two hundred shekels of silver, and a 
wedge of gold of fifty shekels weight, then I coveted them, and 
took them; and, behold, they are hid in the earth in the midst of 
my tent, and the silver underit. So Joshua sent messengers, 22 
and they ran unto the tent; and, behold, i¢ was hid in his tent, 
and the silver under it. And they took them out of the midst 23 
of the tent, and brought them unto Joshua, and unto all the chil- 
dren of Israel, and laid them out before the LORD. And Joshua, 24 
and all Israel with him, took Achan the son of Zerah, and the 
silver, and the garment, and the wedge of gold, and his sons, and 
his daughters, and his oxen, and his asses, and his sheep, and his 
tent, and all that he had: and they brought them unto the 
valley of'Achor. And Joshua said, Why hast thou troubled us? 25 
the LORD shall trouble thee this day. And all Israel stoned 
him with stones, and burned them with fire, after they had 
stoned them with stones. And they raised over him a great 26 
heap of stones unto this day. So the LORD turned from the 
fierceness of his anger. Wherefore the name of that place was 
called The valley of Achor, unto this day. 

AND the LORD said unto Joshua, Fear not, neither be thou 8 
dismayed: take all the people of war with thee, and arise, go up 
to Ai: see, I have given into thy hand the king of Ai, and his 

eople, and his city, and his land: and thou shalt do to Ai and 2 
he: king as thou didst unto Jericho and her king: only the spoil 
thereof, and the cattle thereof, shall ye take for a prey unto your- 
selves; lay thee an ambush for the city behind it. So Joshua 3 
arose, and all the people of wale go up against Ai: ands Joshua - 
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chose out thirty thousand mighty men of valor, and sent them 
away by night. And hecommanded them, saying, Behold,ye shall. 4 
lie in 'wait against the city, even behind the city: go not very far 
from:the city, but be ye all ready: and I, and all the people that 5 
are with me, will approach unto the city: and it shall come to > 
pass, when they come out against us, as at the first, that we will 
flee before them, '(for they will come out after us,) till we have 6 
drawn them from the city; for they will say, They flee before 

us, as at the first: therefore we will flee before them. Then 7 
shall rise up from the ambush, and seize upon the city: for the 
LORD your God will deliver it into your hand. And it shall:be, 8 
when ye have taken the city, that ye shall set the city on fire: 
according to the commandment of the LORD shall ye do. See; 

I have commanded you. Joshua therefore sent them forth: and 9 
they went to lie in ambush, and abode between Bethel and Ai, 

on the west side of Ai: but Joshua lodged that night among the 
people. And Joshua rose up early.in the morning, and num- :10 
bered the people, and went up, he and the elders of Israel,:before 
the people to Ai. And all the people, even the people of warthat 11 
were with him, went up, and drewynigh, and came before thé 
city, and pitched on the north side of Ai: now there was.a valley 
between them and Ai. And he took about five thousand: men, 12 
and set them to lie in ambush between Beth-el and Ai,on the 
west side of the city. And when they had_set the people, even 13 
all the host that was on the north of the city, and their diers 

in wait on the west of the city, Joshua went that nightinto the 
midst of the valley. And it came to pass, when the kingof Aiol4 
saw it, that they hasted and rose up early, and the men;:of the 
city went out against Israel to battle, he and all his people,-atia 
time appointed, before the plain; but he wist not that therewere 
liers in ambush against’ him behind the city. And Joshua and 15 
all Israel made as if they were beaten before them, and:fledsby 
the way of the wilderness. And all the people that were\in. Ai 16 
were called together to pursue after them: and they pursued 
after Joshua, and were drawn away from the city. And there (17 
was not a man left in Aior Beth-el, that went not out after Israel ; 
and they left the city open, and pursued afterIsrael. And the 18 
LORD said unto Joshua, Streteh out the spear that is in thy hand 
toward Ai; forI will give it into thy hand. And Joshua stretched 
out the spear that he had in his'hand ‘toward ‘the city. And the 19 
ambush arosequickly out of their place, and they ran as soon as 

he had:stretehed out his hand: and they entered into the city, 
and took it, and, hasted and set the city on fire. And when the 20 
men of Ai looked behind them, they saw, and, behold, the smoke 

of the city ascended up to heaven, and they had no power to flee 
this way or that-way: and the people that fled'to the wilderness 
turned back upon the pursuers. And when Joshua and all Israel» 21 
saw’ that the ambush had taken the city, and that the smoke of 
the city ascended, then they turned again, and slew the men of 
Ai. ‘And the other issued out of the.city against’ them ;.so they '22 
wel aia of ‘Israel, some on this'side, and some on that 
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side: and they smote them, so that they let none of them remain 
or escape. And the king of Ai they took alive, and brought him 23 
to Joshua. And it.came to pass, when Israel had made an end 24 
of slaying all the inhabitants of Ai in the field, in the wilderness 
wherein they chased them, and when they were all fallen on the 
. edge of the sword, until they were consumed, that all the Israel- 
ites returned unto Ai, and smote it with the edge of the sword. 
And so it was, that all that fell that day, bothofmen and women, 25 
were. twelve thousand, even all the men of Ai. For Joshua drew 26 
not his hand back, wherewith he stretched out the spear, until 
he had utterly destroyed all the inhabitants of Ai. Only the cattle 27 
and the spoil of that city Israel took for a prey unto themselves, 
according unto the word of the LORD which he commanded 
Joshua. And Joshua burnt Ai, and made it an heap for ever, 28 
evena desolation unto this day. And the king of Ai he hanged 29 
on a tree until eventide: and as soon as the sun was down, 
Joshua commanded that they should take his carcass down 
from the tree, and cast it at the entering of the gate of the city, 
and raise thereon a great heap of stones, that remaineth unto this 
day. 
THEN Joshua built an altar-unto the LORD God of Israel 30 
in mount Ebal, as Moses the servant of the LORD commanded 31 
the children of Israel, as it is written in the book of the law of 
Moses, an altar of whole stones, over whick no man hath lift up 
any iron: .and they offered thereon burnt-offerings unto the 
RD, and sacrificed peace-oflerings. And he wrote there upon 32 
the stone a copy of the law of Moses, which he wrote in the 
presence of the children of Israel. And all Israel, and their 33 
elders, and officers, and their judges, stood on this side the ark 
and on that side before the priests the Levites, which bare the , 
ark of the covenant of the LORD, as well the stranger, as he 
that was born among them; half of them over-against mount 
Gerizim, and half of them over-against mount Ebal; as Moses 
the servant ofthe LORD had commanded before, that they should 
bless the people of Israel. And afterward he read all the words 34 
of the law, the blessings and cursings, according to all that is 
written in the book of the law. There was not a word of all 35 
that Moses commanded, which Joshua read not before all the 
congregation of Israel, with the women, and the little ones, and 
the strangers that were conversant among them. 

Anp it came to pass, when all the kings which were on this 9 
side Jordan, in the hills, and in the valleys, and in all the coasts 
of the great sea over-against Lebanon, the Hittite, and the 
Amorite, the Canaanite, the Perizzite, the Hivite, and the Jebu- 
site, heard thereof; that they gathered themselves together, to 2 
fight with Joshua and with Israel, with one accord. 

Anp when the inhabitants of Gibeon heard what Joshua had 3 
done unto Jericho and to Ai, ‘they did work wilily, and went 4 
and made as if they had been ambassadors, and took old sacks 
upon their asses, and wine bottles, old, and rent, and bound up; 
and old shoes and clouted upon their feet, and old sii aa 5 
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upon them; and all the bread of their provision was dry and 
mouldy. And they went to Joshua unto the camp at Gilgal, and 
said unto him, and to the men of Israel, We be come from a far 
country: now therefore,make ye a league with us. And the 
men of Israel said unto the Tihitcs, Peradventure ye dwell 
among us; and how shall we make a league with you; 'and 
they said unto Joshua, We are thy servants. And Joshua said 
unto them, who are ye? and from whence come ye? And they 
said unto him, From a very far country thy servants are come, 
because of the name of the LORD thy God: for we have heard 
the fame of him, and all that he did in Egypt,! and all that he 10 
did to the two kings of the Amorites, that were beyond Jordan, 
to Sihon king of Heshbon, and to Og king of Bashan, which was 
at Ashtaroth. Wherefore our elders and all the inhabitants of 12 
our country spake to us, saying, Take victuals with you for the 
journey, and go to meet them, and say unto them, We are your 
servants: therefore now make ye a league with us. This our 12 
bread we took hot for our provision out of our houses on the 
day we came forth to go unto you; but now, behold, it is dry, 
and it is mouldy: and these bottles of wine, which we filled, 13 
were new; and, behold, they be rent: and these our garments 
and our shoes are become old by reason of the very long journey. 
And the men took of their victuals, and asked not cownsel at the 14 
mouth of the LORD. And Joshua made peace with them, and 15 
made a league with them, to let them live: and the princes of 
the congregation sware unto them. And it came to pass at the 16 
end of three days after they had made a league with them, that 
they heard that they were their neighbors, and that they dwelt 
among them. And the children of Israel journeyed, and came 17 
unto their cities on the third day. Now their cities were Gibeon, 
and Chephirah, and Beroth, and Kirjath-jearim. And the chil- 18 
dren of Israel smote them not, because the princes of the con- 
gregation had sworn unto them by the LORD God of Israel. 
And all the congregation murmured against the princes. 'But 19 
all the princes said unto all the congregation, We have sworn 
unto them by the LORD God of. Israel: now therefore we may 
not touch them. This we will do to them; we will even let 20 
them live, lest wrath be upon us, because of the oath which we 
sware unto them. And the princes said unto them, Let them 21 
live; but let them be hewers of wood and drawers of water unto 
all the congregation; as the princes had promised them. And 22 
Joshua called for them, and he spake unto them, saying, Where- 
fore have ye beguiled us, saying, We are very far from you; 
when ye dwell among us? Now therefore ye are cursed, and 23 
there shall none of you be freed from being bondmen, and hewers 
of wood and drawers of water for the house of my God. And 24 
they answered Joshua, and said, Because it was certainly told 
thy servants how that the LORD thy God commanded his ser- 
vant Moses to give you all the land, and to destroy all the inhab- 
itants of the land from before you, therefore we were sore afraid 
of our lives because of you, and have done this thing. And 25 
‘ 284 r 
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now, behold, we are in thine hand: as it seemeth good and right 
unto thee to do unto us, do. And so did he unto them, and de- 26 
livered them out of the hand of the children of Israel, that they 
slew them not. And Joshua made them that day hewers of 27 
wood and drawers of water for the congregation, and for the 
altar of the LORD, even unto this day, in the place which he 
should choose. 

NOW it came to pass, when Adoni-zedec king of Jerusalem10 
had heard how Joshua had taken Ai, and had utterly destroyed 
it; as he had done to Jericho and her king, so he had done to 
Ai and her king; and how the inhabitants of Gibeon had made 
peace with Israel, and were among them; that they feared 2 
greatly, because Gibeon was a great city, as one of the royal 
cities, and because it was greater than Ai, and all the men thereof 
were mighty. Wherefore Adoni-zedec king of Jerusalem sent 3 
unto Hoham king of Hebron, and unto Piram king of Jarmuth, 
and unto Japhia king of Lachish, and unto Debir king of Hglon, 
saying, Come up unto me, and help me, that we may smite 4 
Gibeon ; for it hath made peace with Joshua and with the chil- 
dren of Israel. Therefore the five kings of the Amorites, the 5 
kz of Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the ~ 
& Scof Lachish, the king of Eglon;, gathered themselves together, 
aad ‘went up, they and all their hosts, and encamped before 
«*Né€on, and made war against it. 
(sQJnp the men of Gibeon sent unto Joshua to the camp to Gil- 6 
al, saying, Slack not thy hand from thy servants; come up to 
us quickly, and save us, and help us: for all the kings of the 
_Amorites that dwell in the mountains are gathered together 
against us. So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, he, and all the peo- 7 

le of war with him, and all the mighty men of valor. And the 8 

ORD said unto Joshua, Fear them not: for I have delivered 
them into thine hand; there shall not a man of them stand be- 
fore thee. Joshua therefore came unto them suddenly, and went 9 
up from Gilgal all night. And the LORD discomfited them 10 
before Israel, and slew them with a great slaughter at Gibeon, 
and chased them along the way that goeth up to Beth-horon, and 
smote them to Azekah, and unto Makkedah. And it came to 11 
pass, as they fled from before Israel, and were in the going down 
to Beth-horon, that the LORD cast down great stones from heaven 
upon them unto Azekah, and they died: they were more which 
died with hailstones than they whom the children of Israel slew 
with the sword. Then spake Joshua to the LORD in the day 12 
when the LORD delivered up the Amorites before the children 
of Israel, and he said in the sight of Israel, 

Sun, stand thou still upon Gibeon ; 

! 4 And thou, Moon, in t he valley of Ajalon. 
And the sun stood still, and the meon stayed, until the people 13 
had avenged themselves upon their enemies. Js not this written 
in the book of Jasher? So the sun stood still in the midst of 
heaven, and hasted not to godown about a whole day. And there 14 
was no day like that before it or after it, that the ee - 
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ened unto the voice of a man: for the LORD fought for Israel. 
And Joshua returned, and all Israel with him, unto the camp 15 
to Gilgal. But these five kings fled, and hid themselves in a cave 16 
at Makkedah. And it was told Joshua, saying, The five kings 17 
are found hid in a cave at Makkedah. And Joshua said, Roll 18 
great stones upon the mouth of the cave, and set men by it for 
to keep them: and stay ye not, but pursue after your enemies, 19 
and smite the hindmost of them; suffer them not to enter mto 
their cities: for the LORD your God hath delivered them into 
your hand. And it came to pass, when Joshua and the children 20 
of Israel had made an end of slaying them with a very great 
slaughter, till they were consumed, that the rest which remained 
of them entered into fenced cities. And all the people returned 21 
to the camp to Joshua at Makkedah in peace: none moved his 
tongue against any of the children of Israel. Then said Joshua, 22 
Open the mouth of the cave, and bring out those five kings unto 
me out of the cave. And they did so, and brought forth those 23 
five kings unto him out of the cave, the king of Jerusalem, the 
king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, and 
the king of Eglon. : And it came to pass, when the brought out 24 
those kings unto Joshua, that Joshua called for all the men of *| 
Israel, and said unio the captains of the men\of war which wen’ | 
with him, Come near, put your feet upon the necks of thes? 1 
kings. And they came near, and put their feet upon the neckt, 
of them. And Joshua said unto them, Fear not, nor be dismayed, ,25 
be strong and of good courage: for thus shall the LORD do to "* 
all your enemies against whom ye fight. And afterward Joshua 26 
smote them, and slew them, and hanged them on five trees: and 
they were -hanging upon the trees until the evening. And it 27 
came to pass at the time of the going down of the sun, that 
Joshua commanded, and they took them down off the trees, and 
cast them into the cave wherein they had been hid, and laid 
greet stones in the cave’s mouth, which remain until this very 

ay. : ; 
Anp that day Joshua took Makkedah, and smote it with the 28 
edge of the sword, and the king thereof he utterly destroyed, 
them, and all the souls that were therein; he let none Temain: 
and he did to the king of Makkedah as he did unto the king of 
Jericho. 

Ten Joshua passed from Makkedah, and all Israel with him, 29 
unto Libnah, and fought against Libnah: and the LORD deliv- 30 
ered it also, and the king thereof, into the hand of Israel ; and 
he smote it with the edge of the sword, and all the souls that 
were therein; he let none remain in it; but did unto the king 
thereof as he did unto the king of Jericho. 

Anp Joshua passed from Libnah, and all Israel with him, unto 31 
Lachish, and encamped against it, and fought against it; and 32 
the LORD delivered Lachish into the hand of Israel, which took 
it on the second day, and smote it with the edge of the sword, and 
all the souls that were therein, according to all that he had done 
to _ 
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TxEN Horam king of Gezer came up to help Lachish; and 33 
Joshua smote him and his people, until he had left him none 
remaining. t 

Anp from Lachish Joshua passed unto Eglon, and all Israel 34 
with him; and they encamped against it, and fought against it: 
and they took it on that day, and smote it with the edge of the 35 
sword, and all the souls that were therein he utter! destroyed 
that day, according to all that he had done to Gachid: 

AND Joshua went up from Eglon, and all Israel with him, 36 
unto Hebron; and they fought against it; ! and they took it, and 37 
smote it with the edge of the sword, and the king thereof, and all 
the cities thereof, and all the souls that were therein; he left 
none remaining, according to all that he had done to Eglon ; but 
destroyed it utterly, and all the souls that were therein. i 

Anp Joshua returned, and all Israel with him, to Debir; and 38 
fought against it: and he took it, and the king thereof, and all 39 
the cities thereof; and they smote them with the edge of the 
sword, and utterly destroyed all the souls that were therein; he 
left none remaining: as he had done to Hebron, so he did to 
Debir, and to the king thereof; as he had done also to Libnah, 
and to her king. 

So Joshua smote all the country of the hills, and of the south, 40 
and of the vale, and of the springs, and all their kings: he left 
none remaining, but utterly destroyed all that breathed, as the 
LORD God of Israel commanded. And Joshua smote them from 41 
Kadesh-barnea even unto Gaza, and all the country of Goshen, 
even unto Gibeon. And all these kings and their land did 42 
Joshua take at one time, because the LORD God of Israel fought 
for Israel. And Joshua returned, and all Israel with him, unto 43 
the camp to Gilgal. : 

AND it came to pass, when Jabin king of Hazor had: heardl 
those things, that he sent to Jobab king of Madon, and to the 
king of Shimron, and to the king of Achshaph, ' and to the kings 2 
that were on the north of the mountains, and of the plains south 
of Cinneroth, and in the valley, and in the borders of Dor on 
the west, and to the Canaanite on the east and on the west, 3 
and to the Amorite, and the Hittite, and the Perizzite, and the 
Jebusite in the mountains, and to the Hivite under Hermon in 
the land of Mispeh. And they went out, they and all their hosts 4 
with them, much people, even as the sand that is upon the sea- 
shore in multitude, with horses and chariots very many. And 5 
when all these kings were met together, they came and pitched 
together at the waters of Merom, to fight against Israel. 

Anp the LORD said unto Joshua, Be not afraid because of 5 
them : for to-morrow about this time will I deliver them up all 
slain before Israel: thou shalt hough their horses, and burn their 
chariots with fire. So Joshua came, and all the people of war % 
with him, against them by the waters of Merom suddenly; and - 
‘hey fell upon them. And the LORD delivered them into the 8 
1and of Israel, who smote them, and chased them unto great , 
Zidon, and unto Misrephoth-maim, and unto the valley - aaa 
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eastward; and they smote them, until they left them none re- 
maining. And Joshua did unto them as the LORD bade him: he 9 
houghed their horses, and burnt their chariots with fire. And 10 
Joshua at that time turned back, and took Hazor, and smote the 
king thereof with the sword : for Hazor beforetime was the head 

of all those kingdoms. And they smote all the souls that were 11 
therein with the edge of the sword, utterly destroying them: 
there was not any lefi to breathe: and he burnt Hazor with fire. 
And all the cities of those kings, and all the kings of them, did 12 
Joshua take, and smote them with the edge of the sword, and he 
utterly destroyed them, as Moses the servant of the LORD com- 
manded. But as_for the cities that stood still in their strength, 13 
Israel burned none of them, save Hazor only; that did Joshua 
burn. And all the spoil of these cities, and the cattle, the chil- 14 
dren of Israel took for a prey unto themselves; but every man 
they smote with the edge of the sword, until they had destroyed 
them, neither left they any to breathe. Asthe LORD commanded 15 
Moses’ his servant, so did Moses: command Joshua, and so did 
Joshua; he left nothing undone of all that the LORD commanded 
Moses. 

So Joshua took all that land, the hills, and all the south country, 16 
and all the land of Goshen, and the valley, and the plain, and 
the mountain of Israel, and the valley of the same; even from 17 
the mount Halak, that goeth up to Seir, even unto Baal-gad in 
the valley of Lebanon under mount Hermon : and all their kings 
he took, and smote them, and slew them. Joshua made war a 18 
long time with all those kings. There was not a city that made 19 
peace with the children of Isracl, save the Hivites the inhabitants 
of Gibeon: all other they took in battle. For it was of the LORD 20 
to harden their hearts, that they should come against Israel in 
battle, that he might destroy them utterly, and that they might 
have no favor, but that he might destroy them, as the LORD 
commanded Moses. And at that time came Joshua, and cut off 21 
the Anakims from the mountains, from Hebron, from Debir, 
from Anab, and from all the mountains of Judah, and from all the 
tnountains of Israel: Joshua destroyed them utterly with their | 
cities. ‘There was none of the Anakims left in the land of the 22 
children of Israel: only in Gaza, in Gath, and in Ashdod, there 
remained. So Joshua took the whole land, according to all that 23 
the LORD said unto Moses; and Joshua gave it for an inheritance 


unto Israel according to their divisions*by their tribes. And the 


' land rested from war. 


~ Wow these are the kings of the land, which the childrenL 
of Israckismote, and possessed their land on the other side Jordan 
toward the rising of the sun, from the river Arnon unto mount” 
Hermon, and all the plain on the east: Sihon king of the Amo- 2 
rites, who dwelt in Heshbon, and ruled from Aroer, which 7s 
upon the bank of the river Arnon, and from the middle of the 
river, and from half Gilead, even unto the river Jabbok, which 

is the border of the children of Ammon ; and from the plain to’ 3 
the sea ao a onthe east, and unto the sea of the plain, © 
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even the salt sea on the east, the way to Beth-jeshimoth; and 
from the south, under Ashdoth-pisgah ; and the coast of Og king 4 
of Bashan, which was of the remnant of the giants, that dwelt at 
Ashtaroth and at Edrei,'and reigned in mount Hermon, and in 5 
Salcah, and in all Bashan, unto the border of the Geshurites, 
and the Maachathites, and half Gilead, the border of Sihon king 
of Heshbon. Them did Moses the servant of the LORD and the 6 
~ children of Israel smite: and Moses, the servant of the LORD, 
gave it for a possession unto the Reubenites, and the Gadites, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh. 

Anp these are the kings of the country which Joshua and the 7 
children of Israel smote on this side Jordan on the west, from 
Baal-gad in the valley of Lebanon even unto the mount Halak, 
that goeth up to Seir; which Joshua gave unto the tribes of 
Israel for a possession according to their divisions; in the moun- 8 
tains, and in the valleys, and in the plains, and in the springs, 
and in the wilderness, and in the south country; the Hittites, 
the Amorites, and the Canaanites, the Perizzites, the Hivites, and 
the Jebusites: the king of Jericho, one; the king of Ai, which is 9 
beside Beth-el, one; 'the king of Jerusalem, one; the king of 10 
Hebron, one; 'the king of Jarmuth, one; the king of Lachish, 11 
one; 'the king of Eglon, one ; the king of Gezer, one; 'the king 12 
of Debir, one; the king of Geder, one; 'the king of Hormah, 14 
one; the king of Arad, one ; ' the king of Libnah, one; the king 15 
of Adullam, one; 'the king of Makkedah, one; the king of 16 
Beth-el, one; 'the king of Tappuah, one; the king of Hepher, 17 
one; ' the king of Aphek, one; the king of Lasharon, one; ' the 18 
king of Madon, one; the king of Hazor, one; ' the king of Shimron- 20 
meron, one; the king of Achshaph, one; 'the king of Taanach, 21 
one ; the king of Megiddo, one; 'the king of Kedesh, one; the 22 
king of Jokneam of Carmel, one; the king of Dor in the coast 23 
of Dor, one; the king of the nations of Gilgal, one; ' the king of 24 
Tirzah, one: all the kings thirty-and-one. 

WOW Joshua was old and stricken in years; and the LORD1S 
said unto him, Thou art old and stricken in years, and there re- 
maineth yet very much land to be possessed. This zs the land 2 

“that yet remaineth: all the borders of the Philistines, and all 
Geshuri, 'from Sihor, which is before Egypt, even unto the 3 
borders of Ekron northward, which is counted to the Canaanite: 
five lords of the Philistines ; the Gazathites, and the Ashdothites, 
the Eshkalonites, the Gittites, and the Ekronites; also the Avites: 
from the south, all the land of the Canaanites, and Mearah that 4 
is beside the Sidonians, unto Aphek, to the borders of the Amo- 
rites: and the land of the Giblites, and all Lebanon, toward the 5 
sun-rising, from Baal-gad under mount Hermon unto the entéf- 
ing into Hamath. All the inhabitants of the hill country from 6 
Lebanon unto Misrephoth-maim, and all the Sidonians, them will 
I drive out from before the children of Israel: only divide thou 
it by lot unto the Israelites for an inheritance, as I have com- 
manded thee. Now therefore divide this land for an inheritance 
unto the nine tribes, and the half ad of Manasseh. | alta 
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the Reubenites and the Gadites have received their inheritance, 
which Moses gave them, beyond Jordan eastward, even as Moses 
the servant of the LORD gave them; 

From Aroer, that is upon the bank of the river Arnon, and 9 
the city that is in the midst of the river, and all the plain of 
Medeba unto Dibon; and all the cities of Sihon king of the 10 
_Amorites, which reigned in Heshbon, unto the border of the 
children of Ammon; and Gilead, and the border of the Geshur- 11 
ites and Maachathites, and all mount Hermon, and all Bashan 
unto Saleah; all the kingdom of Og in Bashan, which reigned in 12 
Ashtaroth and in Kdrei, who remained of the remnant of the 
giants: for these did Moses smite, and cast them out. Never- 13 
theless the children of Israel expelled not the Geshurites, nor 
the Maachathites: but the Geshurites and the Maachathites 
dwell among the Israelites until this day. Only unto the tribe 14 
of Levi he gave none inheritance ; the sacrifices of the LORD 
God of Israel made by fire are their inheritance, as he said unto 
them. And Moses gave unto the tribe of the children of Reu- 15 
ben inheritance according to their families. And their coast 16 
was from Aroer, that 7s on the bankyof the river Arnon, and the 
city that 7s in the midst of the river, and all the plam by Me- 
deba; 'Heshbon, and all her cities that @rein the plain; Dibon, 17 
and Bamoth-baal, and Beth-baal-meon, 'and Jahaza, and Kede- 18 
moth, and Mephaath, ' and Kirjathaim, and Sibmah, and Zareth- 19 
shahar in the mount of the valley, 'and Beth-peor, and Ashdoth- 20 
pisgah, and Beth-jeshimoth,'and all the cities of the plain, and 21 
all the kingdom of Sihon king of the Amorites, which reigned 
in Heshbon, whom Moses smote with the princes of Midian, Evi, 
and Rekem, and Zur, and Hur, and Reba, which were dukes of 
Sihon, dwelling in the country. Balaam also the son of Beor, 22 
the soothsayer, did the children of Israel slay with the sword, 
among them that were slain by them. And the border of the 23 
children of Reuben was Jordan, and the border thereof. ‘This 
was the inheritance of the children of Reuben after their families, 
the cities and the villages thereof. And Moses gave inheritance 24 
unto the tribe of Gad, even unto the children of Gad, according 
to theit families. And their coast was Jazer, and all the cities 25 
of Gilead, and half the Jand of the children of Ammon, unto 
Ayoer that is before Rabbah; and from Heshbon unto Ramath- 26 
mizpeh, and Betonim; and from Mahanaim unto the border of 
Debir; and in the valley, Beth-aram, and Beth-nimrah, and Suc- 27 
coth, and Zaphon, the rest of the kingdom of Sihon king of Hesh- 
bon, Jordan and his border, even unto the edge of the sea of 
Cinneroth on the other side Jordan eastward. 'This 7s the in- 28 
heritance of the children of Gad after their families, the cities, 
and their villages. And Moses gave inheritance unto the half 29 _ 
tribe of Manasseh: and this was the possession of the half tribe 
of the children of Manasseh by their families. And their coast 30 
was from Mahanaim, all Bashan, all the kingdom of Og kingof =~ 
Bashan, and all the towns of Jair, which are in Bashan, three- 
score ghee a and half Gilead, and Ashtaroth, and Edrei, cities of 31 
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the kingdom of Og in Bashan, were pertaining unto the children 

of Machir the son of Manasseh, even to the one half of the chil- 
dren of Machir by their families. These are the countries which 32 
Moses did distribute for inheritance in the plains of Moab, on 
the other side Jordan by Jericho, eastward. But unto the tribe 33 
of Levi Moses gave not any inheritance: the LORD God of Is- 
rael was their inheritance, as he said unto them. 

Anp these are the countries which the children of Israel in-L& 
herited in the land of Canaan, which Eleazar the priest, and 
Joshua the son of Nun, and the heads of the fathers of the tribes 
of the children of Israel, distributed for inheritance to them. By 2 
lot was their inheritance, as the LORD commanded by the hand 
of Moses, for the nine tribes, and for the half tribe. For Moses 3 
had given the inheritance of two tribes and an half tribe on the 
other side Jordan: but unto the Levites he gave none inheritance 
among them. For the children of Joseph were two tribes, Ma- 4 
nasseh and Ephraim: therefore they gave no part unto the Le- 
vites in the land, save cities to dwell am, with their suburbs for 
their cattle and for their substance. As the LORD commanded 5 
Moses, so the children of Israel did, and they divided the land. 

Tuen the children of Judah came unto Joshua in Gilgal: and 6 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh the Kenezite said unto him, Thou 
knowest the thing that the LORD said unto Moses the man of 
God concerning me and thee in Kadesh-barnea. Forty years 
old was I when Moses the servant of the LORD sent me from 
Kadesh-barnea to espy out the land; and I brought him word 
again as if was in mine heart. Nevertheless my brethren that 8 
went up with me made the heart of the people melt: but I 
wholly followed the LORD my God. And Moses sware on that 9 
day, saying, Surely the land whereon thy feet have trodden shall 
be thine inheritance, and thy children’s for ever, because thou 
hast wholly followed the LORD my God. And now, behold, 10 
the LORD hath kept me alive, as he said, these forty-and-five 
years, even since the LORD spake this word unto Moses, while 
the children of Israel wandered in the wilderness: and now, lo, 

I am this day fourscore and five years old. As yet Iam as strong 11 
this day as I was in the day that Moses sent me: as my strength 
was then, even so is my strength now, for war, both to go out, 
and to come in. Now therefore give me this mountain, whereof 12 
the LORD spake in that day; for thou heardest in that day how 
the Anakims were there, and that the cities were great and fenced : 

if so be the LORD will be with me, then I shall be able-to drive 
them out, as the LORD said. And Joshua blessed him, and gave 13 
unto Caleb the son of Jephunneh Hebron for an inheritance. 
Hebron therefore became the inheritance of Caleb the son of 14 
Jephunneh the Kenezite unto this day, because that he wholly 
followed the LORD God of Israel. And the name of Hebron 15 
before was Kirjath-arba; which Arba was a great man among the 
Anakims. And the land had rest from war. 

Tus then was the lot of the tribe of the children of Judah15 
by their families; even to the border of Edom the se cat 
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Zin southward was the uttermost part of the south coast. And 2 
their south border was from the shore of the salt sea, from the- 
bay that looketh southward: and it went out to the south side 3 
to Maaleh-acrabbim, and passed along to Zin, and ascended up 
on the south side unto Kadesh-barnea, and passed along to Hez- 
ron, and went up to Adar, and fetched a compass to Karkaa: © 
from thence it passed toward Azmon, and went out unto the 4 
yiver of Egypt; and the goings out of that coast were at the sea: 
this shall be your south coast. 

Awnp the east border was the salt sea, even unto the end of 5 
Jordan. And their border in the north quarter was from the bay 
of the sea at the uttermost part of Jordan: and the border went 6 
up to Beth-hogla, and passed along by the north of Beth-arabah; 
and the border went up to the stone of Bohan the son of Reu- 
ben: and the border went up toward Debir from the valley of 7 
Achor, and so northward, looking toward Gilgal, that is before 
the going up to Adummim, which zs on the south side of the 
river: and the border passed toward the waters of En-shemesh, , 
and the goings out thereof were at En-rogel: and the border 8 
went up by the valley of the son of flinnom unto the south side 
of the Jebusite; the same is Jerusalem: and the border went 
up to the top of the mountain that lieth before the valley of Hin- 
nom westward, which is at the end of the valley of the giants 
northward: and the border was drawn from the top of the hill 9 
unto the fountain of the water of Nephtoah, and went out to the 
cities of mount Ephron; and the border was drawn to Baalah, 
which is Kirjath-jearim: and the border compassed from Baalah 10 
westward unto mount Seir, and passed along unto the side of 
mount Jearim, which is Chesalon, on the north side, and went 
down to Beth-shemesh, and passed on to Timnah: and the bor- 11 
der went out unto the side of Ekron northward: and the border 
was drawn to Shicron, and passed along to mount Baalah, and 
went out unto Jabneel; and the goings out of the border were at 
the sea. And the west border was to the great sea, and the coast 12 
thereof. This is the coast of the children of Judah round about, 
according to their families. * i 

_Anp unto Caleb the son of Jephunneh he gave a part among 12 
the children of Judah, according to the commandment of the 
LORD toJoshua, even the city of Arba the father of Anak, which 
city is Hebron. And Caleb drove thence the three sons of Anak, 14 
Sheshai, and Ahiman, and Talmai, the children of Anak. And 15 
he went up thence to the inhabitants of Debir: andthe name of 
Debir before was Kirjath-sepher. And Caleb said, He that 16 
smiteth Kirjath-sepher, and taketh it, to him will I give Achsah 
my daughter to wife. And Othniel the son of Kenaz, the brother 17 
of Caleb, took it: and he gave him Achsah his daughter to wife. 
And it came to pass, as she came unto him, that she moved him 18. 
to ask of her father a field: and she lighted off her ass: and 
Caleb said unto her, What wouldest thou?) Who answered, Give 19 
me a pleas 3 for thou hast given-me a south land; give me 
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also springs of water. And he gave her the upper springs, and 
the nether springs. 

Tuis ts the inheritance of the tribe of the children of Judah 20 
according to their families. And the uitermost cities of the tribe 21 
of the children of Judah toward the coast of Edom southward 
were Kabzeel, and Eder, and Jagur, 'and Kinah, and Dimonah, 22 
and Adadah, 'and Kedesh, and Hazor, and Ithnan, 'Ziph, and 23 
Telem, and Bealoth, 'and Hazor, Hadattah, and Kerioth, and 25 
Hezron, which is Hazor, 'Amam, and Shema, and Moladah, 26 
"and Hazar-gaddah, and Heshmon, and Beth-palet, 'and Hazar- 27 
shual, and Beer-sheba, and Bizjothjah, 'Baalah, and Tim, and 29 
Azem,'and Eltolad, and Chesil; and Hormah, 'and Ziklag, and 30 
Madmannah, and Sansannah, 'and Lebaoth, and Shilhim, and 32 
Ain, and Rimmon: all the cities are twenty-and-nine, with their 
villages: and in the valley, Eshtaol, and Zoreah, and Ashnah, 33 
‘and Zanoah, and En-gannim, Tappuah, and Enam, ' Jarmuth, 34 
and Adullam, Socoh, and Azekah, 'and Sharaim, and Adithaim, 36 
and Gederah, and Gederothaim ; fourteen cities with their vil. 
lages: 'Zenan, and Hadashah, and Migdalgad, 'and Dilean, and 37 
Mizpeh, and Joktheel, 'Lachish, and Bozkath, and Eglon,'and 39 
Cabbon, and Lahmam, and Kithlish, 'and Gederoth, Beth-dagon, 41 
and Naahmah, and Makkedah ; sixteen cities with their villages: 
'Libnah, and Ether, and Ashan, 'and Jiphtah, and Ashnah, and 42 
Nezib, 'and Keilah, and Achzib, and Mareshah ; nine Cities with 44 
their villages: 'Ekron, with her towns and her villages: 'from 45 
Ekron even unto the sea, all that lay near Ashdod, with their 
villages: Ashdod with her towns and her villages, Gaza with her 47 
towns and her villages, unto the river of Egypt, and the great sea, 
and the border thereof : and in the mountains, Shamir, and Jattir, 48 
and Socoh, 'and Dannah, and Kirjath-sannah, which is Debir, 49 
"and Anab, and Eshtemoh, and Anim, ! and Goshen, and Holon, 50 
and Giloh; eleven cities with their villages: Arab, and Dumah, 52 
and Eshean, 'and Janum, and Beth-tappuah, and Aphekah, !and 53 
Humtah, and Kirjath-arba, which is Hebron, and Zior ; nine cities 
with their villages: 'Maon, Carmel, and Ziph, and J uttah, 'and 55 
Jezreel, and Jokdeam, and Zanoah, ' Cain, Gibeah, and Timnah; 57 
fen cities with their villages: Halhul, Beth-zur, and Gedor, 58 
and Maarath, and Reth-anoth, and Eltekon; six cities with 59 
heir villages: Kirjath-baal, which zs Kirjath-jearim, and Rabbah; 60 
‘wo cities with their villages: in the wilderness, Beth-arabah, 61 
Middin, and Secacah,' and Nibshan, and the city of Salt, and En- 62 
edi; six cities with their villages. As for the Jebusites the in- 63 
abitants of Jerusalem, the children of Judah could not drive 
hem out: but the Jebusites dwell with the children of Judah 
tt Jerusalem unto this day. 

Anp the lot of the children of Joseph fell from Jordan byl6 
ericho, unto the water of Jericho on the east, to the wilderness ¢ 
1at goeth up from Jericho throughout mount Beth-el, and goeth 2 
ut from Beth-el to Luz, and passeth along unto the borders of 
.rchi to Ataroth, and goeth pone westward to ae 73 
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Japhleti, unto the coast of Beth-horon the nether, and to Gezer: 
and the goings out thereof are at the sea. 

So the children of Joseph, Manasseh and Ephraim, took their 
inheritance. And the border of the children of Ephraim ac- 
cording to their families was thus: even the border of their in- 
heritance on the east side was Ataroth-addar, unto Beth-horon 
the upper; and the border went out toward the sea to Mich- 
methah on the north side; and the border went about eastward 
unto Taanath-shiloh, and passed by it on the east to Janohah ; 
and it went down from Janohah to Ataroth, and to Naarath, and 
came to Jericho, and went out at Jordan. The border went 
out from Tappuah westward unto the river Kanah ; and the 
goings out thereof were at the sea. ‘This zs the inheritance of 
the tribe of the children of Ephraim, by their families. And 
the separate cities for the children of Ephraim were among the 
inheritance of the children of Manasseh, all the cities with their 
villages. And they drave not out the Canaanites that dwelt in 
Gezer: but the Canaanites dwell among the Ephraimites unto 
this day, and serve under tribute. 
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Tere was also a lot for the trike of Manasseh; for he wasL7 


the first-born of Joseph; to wit, for Machir the first-born of Ma- 
nasseh, the father of Gilead: because he was a man of war, 
therefore he had Gilead and Bashan. There was also a (ot for 
the rest of the children of Manasseh by their families; for the 
children of Abiezer, and for the children of Helek, and for the 
children of Asriel, and for the children of Shechem, and for the 
children of Hepher, and for the children of Shemida: these were 
the male children of Manasseh the son of Joseph by their families. 
But Zelophehad, the son of Hepher, the son of Gilead, the son 
of Machir, the son of Manasseh, had no sons, but daughters: 
aud these are the names of his daughters, Mahlah, and Noah, 
Hoglah, Milcah, and Tirzah. And they came near before 
Eleazar the priest, and before Joshua the son of Nun, and before 
the princes, saying, The LORD commanded Moses to give us an 
inheritance among our brethren. Therefore according to the 
commandment of the LORD he gave them an inheritance among 
the brethren of their father. And there fell ten portions to Ma- 
nasseh, beside the land of Gilead and Bashan, which were on the 
other side Jordan; because the daughters of Manasseh had an 
inheritance among his sons: and the rest of Manasseh’s sons had 
the land of Gilead. And the coast of Manasseh was from Asher 
to Michmethah, that lieth before Shechem; and the border went 
along on the right hand unto the inhabitants of En-tappuah. 
Now Manasseh had the land of ‘Tappuah: but Tappuah on the 
border of Manasseh belonged to the children of Ephraim ; and 
the coast descended unto the river Kanah, southward of the 
river: these cities of Ephraim are among the cities of Manasseh : 
the coast of Manasseh also was on the north side of the river, 
and the outgoings of it were at the sea: southward 2 was 
Ephraim’s, and northward it was Manasseh’s, and the sea is his 
border ; on they met together in Asher on the north, and in 
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Issachar on the east. And Manasseh had in Issachar and in 11 
Asher, Beth-shean and her towns, and Ibleam and her towns, 
and the inhabitants of Dor and her towns, and the inhabitants of 
En-dor and her towns, and. the inhabitants of Taanach and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of Megiddo and her towns, even three 
countries. Yet the children of Mannasseh could not drive out the 12 
inhabitants of those cities; but the Canaanites would dwell in 
that land. Yet it came to pass, when the children of Israel were 13 
waxen strong, that they put the Canaanites to tribute; but did 
not utterly drive them out. 

Anp the children of Joseph spake unto Joshua, saying, Why 14 
hast thou given me 6uwt one lot and one portion to inherit, seeing 
Iam a great people, forasmuch as the LORD hath blessed me 
hitherto? And Joshua answered them, If thou lea great people, 15 
then get thee up to the wood country, and cut down for thyself 
there in the land of the Perizzites and of the giants, if mount 
Ephraim be too narrow for thee. And the children of Joseph 16 
said, The hill is not enough for us: and all the Canaanites that 
dwell in the land of the valley have chariots of iron, both they 
who are of Beth-shean and her to-vns, and they who are of the 
valley of Jezreel. And Joshua spake unto the house of Joseph, 17 
even to Ephraim and to Manasseh, saying, Thou art a great 
people, and hast great power: thou shalt not have one lot only: 
but the mountain shall be thine; for it 7s a wood, and thou shalt 18 
eut it down: and the outgoings of it shall be thine: for thou shalt 
drive out the Canaanites, though they have iron chariots, and 
though they 4e strong. 

Anp the whole congregation of the children of Israel assembled1L& 
together at Shiloh, and set up the tabernacle of the congregation 
there. And the Jand was subdued before them. 

Anp there remained among the children of Israel seven tribes, 2 
which had not yet received their inheritance. And Joshua said 3 
unto the children of Israel, How long are ye slack to go to 
possess the land, which the LORD God of your fathers hath 
given you? Give out from among you three men for each tribe: 4 
and I will send them, and they shall rise, and go through the 
land, and describe it according to the inheritance of them; and 
they shall come again to me. And they shall divide it intoseven 5 
parts: Judah shall abide in their coast on the south, and the 
house of Joseph shall abide in their coasts on the north. Ye shall 6 
therefore describe the land into seven parts, and bring the de- 
scription hither to me, that I may cast lots for you here before 
the LORD our God. But the Levites have ng part among you; 7 
for the priesthood of the LORD is their inheritance: and Gad, 
and Reuben, and half the tribe of Manasseh, have received their 
inheritance beyond Jordan on the east, which Moses the servant 
of the LORD gave them. And the men arose, and went away: 8 
and Joshua charged them that went to describe the land, saying, 
Go and walk through the land, and describe it, and come again 
to me, that I may here cast lots for you before the LORDin_ . 
Shiloh. And the men went and passed through the cone and 9 
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described it by cities into seven parts in a book, and came again 

to Joshua to the host at Shiloh. And Joshua cast lots for them 10 
in Shiloh before the LORD: and there Joshua divided the land 
unto the children of Israel according to their divisions. 

‘Anp the lot of the tribe of the children of Benjamin came 11 
up according to their families: and the coast of their lot came 
forth between the children of Judah and the children of Joseph. 
And their border on the north side was from Jordan; and the 12 
border went up to the side of Jericho on the north side, and went 
up through the mountains westward ; and the goings out thereof 
were at the wilderness of Beth-aven. And the border went 13 
over from thente toward Luz, to the side of Luz, which is Beth- 
el, southward; and the border descended to Ataroth-adar, near 
the hill that léeth on the south side of the nether Beth-horon. 
‘And the border was drawn thence, and compassed the corner of 14 
the sea southward, from the hill that lieth before Beth-horon 
southward; and the goings out thereof were at Kirjath-baal, 
which is Kirjathjearim, a city of the children of Judah: this 
was the west quarter. And the south quarter was from the end 15 
of Kirjath-jearim, and the border Went out on the west, and 
went out to the well of waters of Nephtoah: and the border 16 
came down to the end of the mountain that lieth before the val- 
ley of the son of Hinnom, and which is+in the valley of the 
giants on the north, and descended to the valley of Hinnom, to 
the side of Jebusi on the south, and descended to En-rogel,'and 17 
was drawn from the north, and went forth to En-shemesh, and 
went forth toward Geliloth, which is over-against the going up 
of Adummim, and descended to the stone of Bohan the son of 
Reuben, and passed along toward the side over-against Arabah 18 
northward, and went down unto Arabah: and the border passed 19 
along to the side of Beth-hoglah northward: and the outgoings 
of the border were at the north bay of the salt sea at the south 
end of Jordan: this was the south coast. And Jordan was the 20 
border of it on the east side. This was the inheritance of the 
children of Benjamin, by the coasts thereof round about, accord- 
ing to their families. 

Now the cities of the tribe of the children of Benjamin ac- 21 
cording to their families were Jericho, and Beth-hoglah, and the 
valley of Keziz, 'and Beth-arabah, and Zemaraim, and Beth-el, 22 
‘and Avim, and Parah, and Ophrah, 'and Chephar-haammonai, 23 
and Ophni, and Gaba; twelve cities with their villages: Gibeon, 25 
and Ramah, and Beeroth, 'and Mizpeh, and Chephirah, and 26 
Mozah,' and Rekem, and Irpeel, and Taralah, 'and Zelah, Eleph, 27 
and Jebusi, which 7s Jerusalem, Gibeath, and Kirjath; fourteen 
cities with their villages. This 7s the inheritance of the children 
of Benjamin according to their families. , 

Anp the second lot came forth to Simeon, even for the tribe of L9 
the children of Simeon according to their families: and their 
inheritance was within the inheritance of the children of Judah. 
And they had in their inheritance Beer-sheba, Sheba, and Mol- 2 
adah, ! fr ales and Balah, and Azem,' and Eltolad, and 3,4 
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Bethul, and Hormah, 'and Ziklag, and Beth-marcaboth, and 5 
Hazar-susah, 'and Beth-lebaoth, and Sharuhen; thirteen cities 6 
and their villages: Ain, Remmon, and Ether, and Ashan; four 7 
cities and their villages: and all the villages that were round 8 
about these cities to Baalath-beer, Ramath of the south. This is 
the inheritance of the tribe of the children of Simeon according 

to their families. Out of the portion of the children of Judah 9 
was the inheritance of the children of Simeon: for the part of 
the children of Judah was too much for them: therefore the 
children of Simeon had their inheritance within the inheritance 

of them. j 

Anp the third lot came up for the children of Zebulun ac- 10 
cording to their families: and the border of their inheritance 
was unto Sarid: and their border went up toward the sea, and 11 
Maralah, and reached to Dabbasheth, and reached to the river 
that 2s before Jokneam; and turned from Sarid eastward toward 12 
the sun-rising unto the border of Chisloth-tabor, and then goeth 
out to Daberath and goeth up to Japhia, and from thence passeth 13 
on along on the east to Gittah-hepher, to Ittah-kazin, and goeth 
out to Remmon-methoar to Neah; and the border compasseth it 14 
on the north side to Hannathon: and the outgoings thereof are 
in the valley of Jiphthah-el: and Kattath, and Nahallal, and 15 
Shimron, and Idalah, and Beth-lehem: twelve cities with their 
villages. This is the inheritance of the children of Zebulun ac- 16 
cording to their families, these cities with their villages. 

AND the fourth lot came out to Issachar, for the children of 17 
Issachar according to their families. And their border was to- 18 
ward Jezreel, and Chesulloth, and Shunem, ! and Haphraim, and 19 
Shihon, and Anaharath, ' and Rabbith, and Kishion, and Abez, 20 
and Remeth, and En-gannim, and En-haddah, and Beth-pazzez; 21 
und the coast reacheth to Tabor, and Shahazimah, and Beth- 22 
jhemesh ; and the outgoings of their border were at Jordan : six- 
een cities with their villages. This is the inheritance of the 23 
ribe of the children of Issachar according to their families, the 
‘ities and their villages. 

Anp the fifth lot came out for the tribe of the children of 24 
\sher according to their families. And their border was Helkath, 25 
md Hali, and Beten, and Achshaph, 'and Alammelech, and 26 
\mad, and Misheal; and reacheth to Carmel Westward, and to 
shihor-libnath ; and turneth toward the sun-rising to Beth-dagon, 27 
nd reacheth to Zebulun, and to the valley of Jiphthah-el to- 
vard the north side of Beth-emek, and Neiel, and goeth out to 
‘abul on the left hand. And Hebron; and Rehob, and Hammon, 28 
nd Kanah, even unto great Zidon; and then the coast turneth to 29 
‘amah, and to the strong city Tyre; and the coast turneth to 
fosah ; and the outgoings thereof are at the sea from the coast 
» Achzib: 'Ummah also, and Aphek, and Rehob: twenty-and- 30 
vo cities with their villages. This is the inheritance of the 31 
ibe of the children of Asher according to their families, these 
ties with their villages. : 

Tue sixth lot came out to the children of Naphtali, ge for 32

the children of Naphtali, according to their families. And their 33 
coast was from Heleph, from Allon to Zaanannim, and Adami, 
Nekeb, and Jabneel, unto Lakum; and the outgoings thereof 
were at Jordan: and then the coast turneth westward to Aznoth- 34 
tabor, and goeth out from thence to Hukkok, and reacheth to 
Zebulun on the south side, and reacheth to Asher on the west 
side, and to Judah upon Jordan toward the sun-rising. And the 35 
fenced cities are Ziddim, Zer, and Hammath, Rakkath, and Cin- 
neroth, 'and Adamah, and Ramah, and Hazor, ' and Kedesh, and 36 
Edrei, and En-hazor, '!and Lron, and Migdal-el, Horem, and Beth- 38 
anath, and Beth-shemesh: nineteen cities with their villages. . 
This is the inheritance of the tribe of the children of Naphtali 39 
according to their families, the cities and their villages. 

Anp the seventh lot came out for the tribe of the children of 40 
Dan according to their families. And the coast of their inher- 41 
itanee was Zorah,and Eshtaol, and ir-shemesh, ' and Shaalabbin, 42 
and Ajalon, and Jethlah, 'and Elon, and Thimnathah, and Ek- 43 
ron, !and Eltekeh, and Gibbethon, and Baalath,! and Jehud, and 44 
Bene-berak, and Gath-rimmon, 'and Me-jarkon, and Rakkon, 46 
with the border before Japho. And the coast of the children of 47 
Dan went out too little for them: therefore the children of Dan 
went up to fight against Leshem, aryl took it, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and possessed it, and dwelt thereir4.and 
called Leshem, Dan, after the name of Dan their father: this is 48 
the inheritance of the tribe of the children of Dan according to 
their families, these cities with their villages. 

When they had made an end of dividing the land for inherit- 49 
ance by their coasts, the children of Israel gave an inheritance 
to Joshua the son of Nun among them: according to the word 50 
of the LORD they gave him the city which he asked, even Tim- 
nath-serah in mount Ephraim: and he built the city, and dwelt 
therein. 

Tuese are the inheritances, which Eleazar the priest, and 51 
Joshua the son of Nun, and the heads of the fathers of the tribes 
of the children of Israel, divided for an inheritance by lot.in 
Shiloh before the LORD, at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. So they made an end of dividing the country. 

THE LORD also spake unto Joshua, saying, 'Speak to the2Q 
children of Israel, saying, Appoint out for you cities of refuge, 
whereof I spake unto you by the hand of Moses; that the slayer 3 
that killeth any person unawares and unwittingly may flee thither: 
and they shall:be your refuge from the avenger of blood. And 
when he that doth flee unto one of those cities shall stand at the 
entering of the gate of the city, and shall declare his cause in 
the ears of the elders of that city, they shall take him into the 
city unto them, and give him a place that he ‘may dwell among 
them. And if the avenger of blood pursue after him, then they 5 
shall not deliver the slayer up into his hand: because he smote 
his neighbor unwittingly, and hated him not beforetime. And 6 
he shall dwell in that city, until he stand before the congregation 
for pelginenti and until the death uf the high-priest that shall he 
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in those days: then shall the slayer return, and come unto his 
ae ay, and unto his own house, unto the city from whence 
e fled. 

Anp they appointed Kedesh in Galilee in mount Naphtali, and 7 
Shechem in mount Ephraim, and Kirjath-arba, which 7s Hebron, 
in the mountain of Judah. And on the other side Jordan by 8 
Jericho eastward, they assigned Bezer <n the wilderness upon 
the plain out of the tribe of Reuben, and Ramoth in Gilead out 
of the tribe of Gad, and Golan in Bashan out of the tribe of Ma- 
nasseh. These were the cities appointed for all the children of 9 
Israel, and for the stranger that sojourneth among them, that 
« whosoever killeth any person at unawares might flee thither, 
and not die by the hand of the avenger of blood; until he stood 
before the congregation. 

Ten came near the heads of the fathers of the Levites unto2Z 
Eleazar the priest, and unto Joshua the son of Nun, and unto 
the heads of the fathers of the tribes of the children ot Israel ; 
and they spake unto them at Shiloh in the land of Canaan, saying, 2 
The LORD commanded by the hand of Moses to give us cities 
to dwell in, with the suburbs thereof for our cattle. And the chil- 3 
dren of Israel gave unto the Levites out of their inheritance, at 
the commandment of the LORD, these cities and their suburbs. 

np the lot came out for the families of the Kohathites: and 4 
the children of Aaron the priest, which were of the Levites, had 
by lot out of the tribe of Judah, and out of the tribe of Simeon, 
and out of the tribe of Benjamin, thirteen cities. And the rest 5 
of the children of Kohath had by lot out of the families of the 
tribe of Ephraim, and out of the tribe of Dan, and out of the half 
tribe of Manasseh, ten cities. And the children of Gershon had 6 
by lot out of the families of the tribe of Issachar, and out of the 
tribe of Asher, and out of the tribe of Naphtali, and out of the 
half tribe of Manasseh in Bashan, thirteen cities. The children 7 
of Merari by their families had out of the tribe of Reuben, and 
out of the tribe of Gad, and out of the tribe of Zebulun, twelve 
cities. And the children of Israel gave by lot unto the Levites 8 
these cities with their suburbs, as the LORD commanded by the 
hand of Moses. 

Anp they gave out of the tribe of the children of Judah, and 9 
out of the tribe of the children of Simeon, these cities which are 
here mentioned by name, ' which the children of Aaron, being of 10 ° 
the families of the Kohathites, who were of the children of Levi, 
had: for their’s was the first lot. And they gave them the city 11 
of Arba the father of Anak, which city is Hebron, in the hill 
country of Judah, with the suburbs thereof round about it. But 12 
the fields of the city, and the villages thereof, gave they to Caleb 
the son of Jephunneh for his possession, Thus they gave to the 13 
children of Aaron the priest Hebron with her suburbs, to be a 
city of refuge for the slayer; and Libnah with her suburbs,'and 14 
Jattir with her suburbs, and Eshtemoa with her suburbs, !and 15 
Holon with her suburbs, and Debir with her suburbs, 'and Ain 16 
with her suburbs, and Juttah with her suburbs, and Beth benesh, 
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with her suburbs; nine cities out of those two tribes. And out 17 
of the tribe of Benjamin, Gibeon with her suburbs, Geba with 
her suburbs, ! Anathoth with her suburbs, and Almon with her 18 
suburbs; four cities. All the cities of the children of Aaron, 19 
the priests, were thirteen cities with their suburbs. ' 

Anp the families of the children of Kohath, the Levites which 20 
remained of the children cf Kohath, even they had the cities of 
their lot out of the tribe of Ephraim. For they gave them 21 
Shechem with her suburbs in mount Ephraim, to be a city of 
refuge for the slayer; and Gezer with her suburbs, 'and Kib- 22 
zaim with her suburbs, and Beth-horon with her suburbs; four 
cities. And out of the tribe of Dan, Eltekeh with her suburbs, 23 
Gibbethon with her suburbs,' Aijalon with her suburbs, Gath- 24 
rimmon with her suburbs; four cities. And out of the half tribe 25 
of Manasseh, Tanach with her suburbs, and Gath-rimmon with 
Her suburbs; two cities. All the cities were ten with their 26 
suburbs for the families of the children of Kohath that remained. 

» Anp unto the children of Gershow, of the families of the Le- 27 
vites, out of the other half tribe of Manasseh they gave Golan in 
Bashan with her suburbs, to be a city of refuge for the slayer ; 
and Beesh-terah with her suburbs; two cities. And out of the 28 
tribe of Issachar, Kishon with her suburbs, Dabareh with her 
suburbs, *' Jarmuth with her suburbs, En-gannim with her 29 
suburbs; four cities. And out of the tribe of Asher, Mishal 30 
with her suburbs, Abdon with her suburbs, ' Helkath with her 31 
suburbs, and Rehob with her suburbs ; four cities. And out of the 32 
tribe of Naphtali, Kedesh in Galilee with her suburbs, to be a city 

of refuge for the slayer; and Hammoth-dor with her suburbs, 
and Kartan with her suburbs: three cities. All the cities of 33 
the Gershonites according to their families were thirteen cities 
with their suburbs. 

Awnp unto the families of the children of Merari, the rest of 34 
the Levites, out of the tribe of Zebulun, Jokneam with her 
suburbs, and Kartah with her suburbs, ' Dimnah with hersuburbs, 35 
Nahalal with her suburbs; four cities. And out of the tribe of 36 
Reuben, Bezer with her suburbs, and Jahazah with her suburbs, 
'Kedemoth with her suburbs, and Mephaath with her suburbs ; 37 
four cities. And out of the tribe of Gad, Ramoth in Gilead with 38 
her suburbs, to be a city of refuge for the slayer; and Mahanaim 
with her suburbs, '!Heshbon with her suburbs, Jazer with her 39 
suburbs; four cities in all. So all the cities for the children of 40 
Merari by their families, which were remaining of the families 
of the Levites, were by their lot twelve cities. 

Axx the cities of the Levites within the possession of the chil- 41 
dren of Israel were forty-and-eight cities with their suburbs. 
These cities were every one with their suburbs round about 42 
them : thus were all these cities. _ 

Anp the LORD gave unto Israel all the land which he sware 43 
to give unto their fathers; and they possessed it, and dwelt 
therein. And the LORD gave them rest round about, according 44 
to all bia sware unto their fathers: and there stood not a man 
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of all their enemies before them; the LORD delivered all their 
enemies into their hand. There failed not aught of any good 45 
thing which the LORD had spoken unto the house of Israel ; all 
came to pass. 

THEN Joshua called the Reubenites, and the Gadites, and22 
the half tribe of Manasseh, '!and said unto them, Ye have kept 2 
all that Moses the servant of the LORD commanded you, and 
have obeyed my voice in all that I commanded you: ye have 3 
not left your brethren these many days unto this day, but have 
kept the charge of the commandment of the LORD your God: 
And now the LORD your God hath given rest unto your 4 
brethren, as he promised them: therefore now return ye, and 
-get you unto your tents, and unto the land of your possession, 
which Moses the servant of the LORD gave you en the other 
-side Jordan. But take diligent heed to do the commandment 5 
and the law, which Moses the servant of the LORD charged » 
you, to love the LORD your God, and to walk in all his ways, 
and to keep his commandments, and to cleave unto him, and to 
serve him with all your heart and with all your soul. So Joshua 6 
blessed them, and sent them away: and they went unto their 
tents. Now to the one half of the tribe of Manasseh Moses had 7 
given possession in Bashan: but unto the other half thereof gave 
Joshua among their brethren on this side Jordan westward. And 
when Joshua sent them away also unto their tents, then he 
blessed them,!and he spake unto them, saying, Retum with 8 
much riches unto your tents, and with very much cattle, with 
silver, and with gold, and with brass, and with iron, and with 
very much raiment: divide the spoil of your enemies with your 
brethren. And the children of Reuben and the children of Gad 9 
and the half tribe of Manasseh returned, and departed from the 
children of Israel out of Shiloh, which is in the land of Canaan, 
to go unto the country of Gilead, to the land of their possession, 
whereof they were possessed, according to the word of the LORD 
by the hand of Moses. 

Anp when they came unto the borders of Jordan, that are in 10 
the land of Canaan, the children of Reuben and the children of 
Gad and the half tribe of Manasseh built there an altar by Jor- 
dan, a great altar to see to. 

Anp the children of Israel heard say, Behold, the children of 11 
Reuben and the children of Gad and the half tribe of Manasseh 
have built an altar over-against the land of Canaan, in the bor- 
ders of Jordan, at the passage of the children of Israel. And 12 
when the children of Israel heard of it, the whole congregation 
of the children of Israel gathered themselves together at Shiloh, 
to go up to war against them. And the children of Israel sent unto 13 
the children of Reuben, and to the children of Gad, and to the 
half tribe of Manasseh, into the land of Gilead, Phinehas the son 
of Eleazar the priest, !and with him ten princes, of each chief 14 
house a prince throughout all the tribes of Israel; and each one © 
was an head of the house of their fathers among the thousands 
of Israel., And they came ane Pian children of Reulty and to 15 
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the children of Gad, and to the half tribe of Manasseh, unto the 
land of Gilead, and they spake with them, saying, Thus saith 16 
the whole congregation of the LORD, What trespass 7s this that 
ye have committed against the God of Israel, to turn away this day 
from following the LORD, in that ye have builded you an altar, 
that ye might rebel this day against the LORD? Is the iniquity 17 
of Peor too little for us, from which we are not cleansed until 
this day, although there was a plague in the congregation of the 
LORD, but that ye must turn away this day from following the 18 
LORD? and it will be, seeing ye rebel to-day against the LORD, 
that to-morrow he will be wroth with the whole congregation 
of Israel. Notwithstanding, if the land of your possession be un- 19 
clean, then pass ye over unto the land of the possession of the 
LORD, wherein the LORD’S tabernacle dwelleth, and take 
possession among us: but rebel not against the LORD, nor rebel 
against us, in building you an altar beside the altar of the LORD 
our God. Did not Achan the son of Zerah commit a trespass in 20 
- the accursed thing, and wrath fel] on all the congregation of 
Israel? and that man perished not alone in his iniquity. 
Tuen the children of Reuben, and the children of Gad, and 21 
the half tribe of Manasseh answered, and said unto the heads 
of the thousands of Israel, The LORD God of gods, the LORD 22 
God of gods, he knoweth, and Israel he shall know; if it be in 
rebellion, or if in transgression against the LORD, (save us not 
this day), that we have built us an altar to turn from following 23 
the LORD, or if to offer thereon burnt-offering or meat-offering, 
or if to offer peace-offerings thereon, let the LORD himself re- 
quire it; and if we have not ra/her done it for fear of this thing, 24 
saying, In time to come your children might speak unto our chil- 
dren, saying, What have ye to do with the LORD God of Israel? 
For the LORD hath made Jordan a border between us and you, 
e children of Reuben and children of Gad; ye have no part 
in the LORD: so shall your children make our children cease 
from fearing the LORD. Therefore we said, Let us now prepare 26 
to build us an aliar, not for burnt-offering, nor for sacrifice: but 27 
that it may be a witness between us, and you, and our generations 
after us, that we might do the service of the LORD before him 
with our burnt-offerings, and with our sacrifices, and with our 
peace-offerings ; that your children may not say to our children 
in time to come, Ye have no part in the LORD. Therefore said 28 
we, that it shall be, when they should so say to us or to our 
generations in time to come, that we may say again, Behold the 
pattern of the altar of the LORD, which our fathers made, not 
for burnt-offerings, nor for sacrifices; but it 2s a witness between 
us and you. God forbid that we should rebel against the LORD, 29 
and turn this day from following the LORD, to build an altar 
for burnt-offerings, for meat-offerings, or for sacrifices, beside the 
altar of the LORD our God that 2s before his tabernacle. 
Anp when Phinehas the priest, and the princes of the congre- 30 
gation and heads of the thousands of Israel which were with 
him, beet ts words that the children of Reuben and the chil- 
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dren of Gad and the children of Manasseh spake, it pleased 
them. And Phinehas the son of Eleazar the priest said unto the 31 
children of Reuben, and to the children of Gad, and to the chil- 
dren of Manasseh, This day we perceive that the LORD zs 
among us, because ye have not committed this trespass against 
the LORD: now ye have delivered the children of Israel out of 
the hand of the LORD. And Phinehas the son of Eleazar the 32 
priest, and the’ princes, returned from the children of Reuben, 
and from the children of Gad, out of the land of Gilead, unto 
the land of Canaan, to the children of Israel, and brought them 
word again. And the thing pleased the children of Israel; and 33 
the children of Israel blessed God, and did not intend to go up 
against them in battle, to destroy the land wherein the children 

of Reuben and Gad dwelt. 

Anp the children of Reuben and the children of Gad called 34 
the altar Ed: for it shall be a witness between us that the LORD 
is God. 

AND it came to pass, a long time after that the LORD had2& 
given rest unto Israel from all their enemies round about, that 
Joshua waxed old and stricken in age. And Joshua called for 2 
all Israel, and for their elders, and for their heads, and for their 
judges, and for their officers, and said unto them, Iam old and 
stricken in age: and ye have seen all that the LORD your God_ 3 
hath done unto all these nations because of you; for the LORD 
your God is he that hath fought for you. Behold, Ihavedivided 4 
unto you by lot these nations that remain, to be an inheritance 
for your tribes, from Jordan, with all the nations that I have cut 
off, even unto the great sea westward. And the LORD your 5 
God, he shall expel them from before you, and drive them from 
out of your sight; and ye shall possess their land, as the LORD 
your God hath promised unto you. Be ye therefore very cour- 6 
ageous to keep and to do all that is written in the book of the 
law of Moses, that ye turn not aside therefrom to the right hand 
or to the left; that ye come not among these nations, these that Me 
remain among you; neither make mention of the name of their 
gods, nor cause to swear by them, neither serve them, nor bow 
yourselves unto them: but cleave unto the LORD your God, as 8 
ye have done unto this day. For the LORD hath driven out 9 
from before you great nations and strong: but as for you, no man 
hath been able to stand before yon unto this day. One man of 10 
you shall chase a thousand : for the LORD your God, he it zs 
that fighteth for you, as he hath promised you. Take good heed 11 
therefore unto yourselves, that ye love the LORD your God. 
Else if ye do in any wise go back, and cleave unto the remnant 12 
of these nations, even these that remain among you, and shall 
make marriages with them, and go in unto them, and they to 
you: know for a certainty, that the LORD your God will no more 13 
drive out any of these nations from before you; but they shall 
be snares and traps unto you, and scourges in your sides, and 
thorns in your eyes, until ye perish from off this good land which 
the LORD your God hath given you. And, behold, ow day I 14 
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am going the way of all the earth: and ye know in all your 
hearts and in all your souls, that not one thing hath failed of all 
the good things which the LORD your God spake concerning 
you ; all are come to pass unto-you, and not one thing hath failed 
thereof. Therefore it shall come to pass, that as all good things 
are come upon you, which the LORD your God promised you; 
so shall the LORD bring upon you all évil things, until he have 
destroyed you from off this good land which the LORD your 
God hath given you. When ye have transgressed the covenant 
of the LORD your God, which he commanded you, and have 
gone and served other gods, and bowed yourselves to them; then 
shall the anger of the LORD be kindled against you, and ye shall 
perish quickly from off the good land which he hath given unto 
you. 
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Anp Joshua gathered all the tribes of Israel to Shechem, and2@ 


called for the elders of Israel and for their heads, and for their 
judges, and for their officers; and they presented themselves be- 
fore God. And Joshua said unto all the people, Thus saith the 
LORD God of Israel, Your fathers dWelt on the other side of the 
flood in old time, even Terah, the father of Abraham, and the 
father of Nachor: and they served other gods. And I took your 
father Abraham from the other side of ‘the flood, and led him 
throughout all the land of Canaan, and multiplied his seed, and 
gave him Isaac. And I gave unto Isaac, Jacob, and Esau: and I 
gave unto Esau mount Seir, to possess it; but Jacob and his 
children went down into Egypt. I sent Moses also and Aaron, 
and I plagued Egypt, according to that which I did among them: 
and afterwards I brought you out. And I brought your fathers 
out of Egypt: and ye came unto the sea; and the Egyptians 
ursued after your fathers with chariots and horsemen unto the 
Red sea. And when they cried unto the LORD, he put dark- 
ness between you and the Egyptians, and brought the sea upon 
them, and covered them; and your eyes have seen what I have 
done in Egypt: and ye dwelt in the wilderness a long season. 
' And TI brought you into the land of the Amorites, which dwelt 
on the other side Jordan: and they fought with you; and I gave 
them into your hand, that ye might possess their land ; and I de- 
stroyed them from before you. Then Balak the son of Zippor, 
king of Moab, arose and warred against Israel, and sent and 
called Balaam the son of Beor to curse you: but I would not 
hearken unto Balaam; therefore he blessed you still; so I de- 
livered you ont.of his hand. And ye went over Jordan, and 
came unto Jericho: and the men of Jericho fought against you, 
the Amorites, and- the Perizzites, and the Canaanites, and the 
Hittites, and the Girgashites, the Hivites, and the Jebusites; and 
I delivered them into your hand. And I sent the hornet before 
you, which drave them out from before you, even the two kings 
of the Amorites; but not with thy sword, nor with thy bow. 
And Ihave given you a land for which ye did not labor, and 
cities ey ye built not, and ye dwell in them; of the vineyards 
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and olive-yards which ye planted not do ye eat. Now therefore 14 
fear the LORD, and serve him in sincerity and in truth: and put 
away the gods which your fathers served on the other side of 
the flood, and in Egypt; and serve ye the LORD. And if it seem 15 
evil unto you to serye the LORD, choose ye this day whom ye 
will serve; whether the gods which your fathers served that 
were on the other side of the flood, or the gods of the Amorites, 

in whose land ye dwell: but as for me and my house, we will 
serve the LORD. 

Anp the people answered and said, God forbid that we should 16 
forsake the LORD, to serve other gods; for the LORD our God, 17 
he it is that brought’us up and our fathers out of the land of 
Egypt, from the house of bondage, and which did those great 
signs in our sight, and preserved us in all the way wherein we 
went, and among all the people through whom we passed: 18 
and the LORD drave out from before us all the people, even 
the Amorites which dwelt in the land: therefore will we also 
serve the LORD; for he is our God. And Joshua said unto the 19 
people, Ye cannot serve the LORD: for he is an holy God; he 
is a jealous God; he will not forgive your transgressions nor 

our sins. If ye forsake the LORD, and serve strange gods, then 20 
be will turn and do you hurt, and consume you, afier that he 
hath done you good. And the people said unto Joshua, Nay ; 21 
but we will serve the LORD. And Joshua said unto the Foor. 22 
Ye are witnesses against yourselves that ye have chosen you the 
LORD, to serve him. And they said, We are witnesses. 'Now 23 
therefore put away, said he, the strange gods which are among 
you, and incline your heart unto the LORD God of Israel. And 24 
the people said unto Joshua, The LORD our God will we serve, 
‘and his voice will we obey. So Joshua made a covenant with 25 
the people that day, and set them a statute and an ordinance in 
Shechem. And Joshua wrote these words in the book of.the 26 
law of God, and took a great stone, and set it up there under an 
oak, that was by the sanctuary of the LORD. And Joshua said 27 
unto all the people, Behold, this stone shall be a witness unto us; 
for it hath heard all the words of the LORD which he spake 
unto us: it shall be therefore a witness unto you, lest ye deny 

our God. So Joshua let the people depart, every man unto his 28 
inheritance. 

“Ann it came to pass after these things, that Joshua the son of 29 
Nun, the servant of the LORD, died, being an hundred and ten 

ears old. And they buried him in the border of his inheritance 30 
in Timnath-serah, which 2s in mount Ephraim, on the north side 
of the hill of Gaash. 

Anp Israel served the LORD all the days of Joshua, and all 31 
the days of the elders that overlived Joshua, and which had 
known all the works of the LORD, that he had done for Israel. 

Anp the bones of Joseph, which the children of Israel brought 32 
up out of Egypt, buried they in Shechem, in a parcel of ground 
which Jacob bought of the as Ae Hamor the father of ere 
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for an hundred pieces of silver: and it became the inheritance 
of the children of Joseph. : «pike 

Anp Eleazar the son of Aaron died; and they buried him in a 33 
hill that pertaineth to Phinehas his son, which was given him in 
mount Ephraim. 











THE BOOK OF JUDGES. 





NOW after the death of Joshua it came to pass, that the chil- E 
dren of Israel asked the LORD, saying, Who shall go up for us 
against the Canaanites first, to fight against them? And the 
LORD said, Judah shall go up: behold, I have delivered the 
land into his hand. And Judah said unto Simeon his brother, 
Come up with me into my lot, that we may fight against the Ca- 
naanites; and I likewise will go with thse into thy lot. So 
Simeon went with him. And Judabywent up; and the LORD 
delivered the Canaanites and the Perizzites into their hand: 
and they slew of them in Bezek ten thousand men. -And they 
found Adoni-bezek in Bezek: and they fought against him, and 
they slew the Canaanites and the Perizzites. But Adoni-bezek 
fled; and they pursued after him, and caught him, and cut off 
his thumbs and his great toes. And Adoni-bezek said, Three- 
score and ten kings, having their thumbs and their great toes cut 
off, gathered their meat under my table: as I have done, so God 
hath requited me. And they brought him to Jerusalem, and 
there he died. 

Now the children of Judah had fought against Jerusalem, and 8 
had taken it, and smitten it with the ed ge of the sword, and set 
the city on fire. And afterward the children of Judah went 9 
down to fight against the Canaanites, that dwelt in the mountain, 
and in the south, and in the valley. And Judah went against 10, 
the Canaanites that dwelt in Hebron: (now the name of Hebron 
before was Kirjath-arba:) and they slew Sheshai, and Ahiman, 
and Talmai. And from thence he went against the inhabitants 11 
of Debir: (and the name of Debir before was Kirjath-sepher :) 
And Caleb said, He that smiteth Kirjath-sepher, and taketh it, 12 
* to him will I give Achsah my daughter to wife. And Othniel 13 
the son of Kenaz, Caleb’s younger brother, took it: and he gave 
him Achsah his daughter to wife. And it came to pass, when 14 
she came fo him, that she moved him to ask of her father a field: 
and she lighted from off her ass; and Caleb said unto her, What 
wilt thou? And she said unto him, Give me a blessing: for thou 15 
hast given me a south land; give me also springs of water. And 
Caleb gave her the upper springs and the nether springs. 

Awp the children of the Kenite, Moses’ father-in-law, went up 16, 
out of the city of palm trees with the children of Judah into the 
wilderness of Judah, which Uieth in the south of Arad; and they 
went and oe among the people, 
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Anp Judah went with Simeon his brother, and they slew the 17 
Canaanites that inhabited Zephath, and utterly destroyed it. 
(And the name of the city was called Hormah.) ‘Also Judah 18 
took Gaza with the coast thereof, and Askelon with the coast 
thereof, and Ekron with the coast thereof. And the LORD 19 
was with Judah; and he drave out the inhabitants of the moun- 
tain; but could not drive out the inhabitants of the valley, be- 
cause they had chariots of iron. And they gave Hebron unto 20 

; Fee as Moses said: and he expelled thence the three sons of 
Anak. 

Anp the children of Benjamin did not drive out the Jebusites 21 
that inhabited Jerusalem; but the Jebusites dwell with the chil- 
dren of Benjamin in Jerusalem unto this day. 

‘Anp the house of Joseph, they also went up against Beth-el > 22 
‘and the LORD was with them. And the house of Joseph sent 23 
to descry Beth-el. (Now the name of the city before was Luz.) 
‘And the spies saw a man come forth out of the city, and they 24 
said unto him, Show us, we pray thee, the entrance into the city, 
and we will show thee mercy. And when he showed them the 25 
entrance into the city, they smote the city with the edge of the 

_sword ; but they let go the man and all his family. And the man 26 
went into the land of the Hittites, and built a city, and called the 
name thereof Luz: which is the name thereof unto this day. 

Nerraer did Manasseh drive out theinhabitants of Beth-shean 27 
and her towns, nor Taanach and her towns, nor the inhabitants 

of Dor and her towns, nor the inhabitants of Tbleam and her 
towns, nor the inhabitants of Megiddo and her towns: but the 
Canaanites would dwell in that land. And it came to pass, when 28 
Israel was strong, that they put the Canaanites to tribute, and did 
not utterly drive them out. Neither did Ephraim drive out the 29 
Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer; but the Canaanites dwelt in 
Gezer among them. Neither did Zebulun drive out the inhab- 30 
itants of Kitron, nor the inhabitants of Nahalol ; but the Canaan- 
ites dwelt among them, and became tributaries. N either did 31 
Asher drive out the inhabitants of Acho, nor the inhabitants of 
Zidon, nor of Ahlab, nor of Achzib, nor of Helbah, nor of Aphik, 
nor of Rehob: but the Asherites dwelt among the Canaanites, 32 
the inhabitants of the land: for they did not drive them out. 
Neither did Naphtali drive out the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh, 33 
nor the inhabitants of Beth-anath ; but he dwelt among the Ca- 
naanites, the inhabitants of the land : nevertheless the inhabitants 

of Beth-shemesh and of Beth-anath became tributaries unto them. 
And the Amorites forced the children of Dan into the mountain: 34 
for they would not suffer them to come down to the valley ;'but 35 
the Amorites would dwell in mount Heres in Aijalon, in Shaal- 
bim: yet the hand of the house of Joseph prevailed, so that they 
became tributaries. And the coast of the Amorites was from 36 
the going up to Akrabbim, from the rock, and upward. 

Anp an angel of the LORD came up from Gilgal to Bochim, 2 
and said, I made you to go up out of Egypt, and have brought 
you unto the land which I sware unto your fathers; oe said, 
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IT will never break my covenant with you. And ye shall make 2 
no league with the inhabitants of this land ; ye shall throw down 
their altars: but ye have not obeyed my voice: why have ye 
done this? Wherefore I also said, I will not drive them out from 3 
before you; but they shall be as thorns in your sides, and their 
gods shall be a snare unto you. And it came to pass, when the 4 
angel of the LORD spake these words unto all the children of 
Israel, that the people lifted up their voice, and wept. And they 
called the name of that place Bochim: and they sacrificed there 
unto the LORD. ; = 
Anp when Joshua had let the people go, the children of Israel 6: 
went every man unto his inheritance to possess the land. And 7 
the people served the LORD all the days of Joshua, and all the 
days of the elders that outlived Joshua, who had seen all the 
great works of the LORD, that he did for Israel. And Joshua 8 
the son of Nun, the servant of the LORD, died, be¢ng an hundred 
and ten years old. And they buried him in the border of his 9 
inheritance in Timnath-heres, in the mount of Ephraim, on the 
north side of the hill Gaash. And ako all that generation were 10 
gathered unto their fathers: and there arose another generation 
after them, which knew not the LORD, nor yet the works which 
he had done for Israel. And the childrerivof Israel did evil in 11 
the sight of the LORD, and served Baalim: and they forsook the 12 
LORD God of their fathers, which brought them out of the land 
of Egypt, and followed other gods, of the gods of the people that 
were round about them, and bowed themselves unto them, and 
provoked the LORD to anger. And they forsook the LORD, 13 
and served Baal aud Ashtaroth. And the anger of the LORD 14 
was hot against Israel, and he delivered them into the hands of 
spoilers that spoiled them, and he sold them into the hands of 
_their enemies round about, so that they could not any longer 
stand before their enemies. Whithersoever they went out, the 15 
hand of the LORD was against them for evil, as the LORD had 
said, and as the LORD had sworn unto them: and they were 
greatly distressed. Nevertheless the LORD raised up judges, 16 
which delivered them out of the hand of those that spoiled them. 
And yet they would not hearken unto their judges, but they 17 
went a whoring afier other gods, and bowed themselves unto 
them: they turned quickly out of the way which their fathers 
walked in, obeying the commandments of the LORD; but they 
did not so. And when the LORD raised them up judges, then 18 
the LORD was with the judge, and delivered them out of the 
hand of their enemies all the days of the judge: for it repented 
the LORD because of their groanings, by reason of them that 
oppressed them and vexed them. And it came to pass, when 19 
the judge was dead, that they returned, and corrupted themselves 
more than their fathers, in following other gods to serve them, 
and to bow down unto them; they ceased not from their own 
doings, nor from their stubborn way. And the anger of the 20 
LORD was hot against Israel; and he said, Because that this 
Peon aaa my covenant which I commanded their 
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fathers, and have not hearkened unto my voice; I also will not 21 
henceforth drive out any from before them of the nations which 
Joshua left when he died: that through them I may prove Israel, 22 
whether they will keep the way of the LORD to walk therein, 

as their fathers did keep 7t, or not. Therefore the LORD left 23 
those nations, without driving them out hastily; neither de- 
livered he them into the hand of Joshua. 

Now these are the nations which the LORD left, to prove Is- 3 
rael by them, even as many of Tsrael as had not known all the 
wars of Canaan; only that the generations of the children of 2 
Israel might know, to teach them war, at the least such as before 
knew nothing thereof; namely, five lords of the Philistines, and 3 
all the Canaanites, and the Sidonians, and the Hivites that dwelt 
in mount Lebanon, from mount Baal-hermon unto the entering 
in of Hamath. And they were to prove Israel by them, to 4 
know whether they would hearken unto the commandments of 
the LORD, which he commanded their fathers by the hand of 
Moses. 

AND the children of Israel dwelt among the Canaanites, Hit- 
tites, and Amorites, and Perizzites, and Hivites, and Jebusites: 
and they took their daughters to be their wives, and gave their 
daughters to their sons, and served their gods. And the children 
of Israel did evil in the sight of the LORD, and forgat the LORD 
their God, and served Baalim and the groves. Therefore the 
anger of the LORD was hot against Israel, and he sold them 
into the hand of Chushan-rishathaim king of Mesopotamia ; and 
the children of Israel served Chushan-rishathaim eight years. 

Awnp when the children of Israel cried unto the LORD, the 9 
LORD raised up a deliverer to the children of Israel, who de- 
livered them, even Othniel the son of Kenaz, Caleb’s younger 
brother. And the spirit of the LORD came upon him, and he 10 
judged Israel, and went out to war: and the LORD delivered 
Chushan-rishathaim king of Mesopotamia into his hand; and 
his hand prevailed against Chushan-rishathaim. And the land 11 
had rest forty years. And Othniel the son of Kenaz died. 

AND the children of Israel did evil again in the sight of the 12 
LORD: and the LORD strengthened Eglon the king of Moab 
against Israel, because they had done evil in the sight of the 
LORD. And he gathered unto him the children of Ammon and 13 
“Amalek, and went and smote Israel, and possessed the city of 
palm trees. So the children of Israel served Eglon the king of 14 
Moab eighteen years. 

Bur when the children of Israel cried unto the LORD, the 15 
LORD raised them up a deliverer, Ehud, the son of Gera, a 
Benjamite, a man left-handed : and by him the children of Israel 
sent a present unto Eglon the king of Moab. But Ehud made 16 

him a dagger which had two edges, of a cubit length; and he 
did gird it under his raiment upon his right thigh. And he 17 
brought the present unto Eglon king of Moab: and Eglon was 
a very fat man. And when he had made an end to offer the 18 
present, he sent away the people that bare the pee a he 19 
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himself turned again from the quarries that were by Gilgal, and 
said, I have a secret errand unto thee, O king: who said, Keep 
silence. And all that stood: by him went out from him. ' And 20 
Ehud came unto him; and he was sitting in a summer parlor, 
which he had for himself alone. And Ehud said, | have a mes- 
sage from God unto thee. And he arose out of his seat. 'And 21 
Ehud put forth his left hand, and took the dagger from his right 
thigh, and thrust it into his belly: and the haft also went in after 22 
the'blade; and the fat closed upon the blade, so that he could 
not draw the dagger out of his belly; and the dirt came out. 
Then Ehud weni forth through the porch, and shut the doors of 23 
the parlor upon him, and locked them. When he was gone out, 24 
his servants came; and when they saw that, behold, the doors 

of the parlor were locked, they said, Surely he covereth. his feet 

in hissummer chamber, And they tarried till they were ashamed: 25 
and, behold, he opened not the doors of the parlor; therefore 
they took a key, and opened them: and, behold, their lord was 
fallen down dead on the earth. And Ehud escaped while they 26 
tarried, and passed beyond the quarriessand escaped unto Seirath. 
And it came to pass, when he was come, that he blew a trumpet 27 
in the mountain of Ephraim, and the children of Israel went 
down with him from the mount, and he before them. And he 28 
said unto them, Follow after me: for the LORD hath delivered 
your enemies the Moabites into your hand. And they went 
down afier him, and took the fords of Jordan toward Moab, and 
suffered not a man to pass over. And they slew of Moab at 29 
that time about ten thousand men, all lusty, and all men of 
valor; and there escaped not aman. So Moab was subdued 30 
that day under the hand of Israel. And the land had rest four- 
score years. 

Anp after him was Shamgar the son of Anath, which slew of 31 
the Philistines six hundred men with an ox-goad: and he also 
delivered Israel. ; 

AND the children of Israel again did evil in the sight of the 
LORD, when Ehud was dead.’ And the LORD sold them into 
the hand of Jabin king of Canaan, that reigned in Hazor; the 
captain of whose host was Sisera, which dwelt in Harosheth of 
the Gentiles. And the children of Israel cried unto the LORD: 3 
for he had nine hundred chariots of iron: and twenty years he 
mightily oppressed the children of Israel. 

Anp Deborah, a prophetess, the wife of Lapidoth, she judged 
Tsrael at that time. And she dwelt under the palm tree of Deb- 
orah between Ramah and Beth-el in mount Ephraim: and the 
children of Israel came up to her for judgment. And she sent 6 
and called Barak the son of Abinoam ont of Kedesh-naphtali, 
and said unto him, Hath not the LORD God of Israel commanded, 
saying, Go and draw toward mount Tabor, and take with thee 
ten thousand men of the children of Naphtali and of the chil- 
dren of Zebulun? And I will draw unto thee to the river Kishon 7 
Sisera, the captain of Jabin’s army, with his chariots and his - 
aS: and I will deliver him into thine hand. And Barak 8 
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said unto her, If thon wilt go with me, then I will go; but if 
thou wilt not go with me, then I will not go. And she said, 1 9 
will surely go with thee: notwithstanding the journey that thou 
talest shall not be for thine honor; for the LORD shall sell Sisera 
nto the hand of a woman. And Deborah arose, and went with 
Barak to Kedesh. And Barak called Zebulun and Nephtali to 10 
Kedesh; and he went up with ten thousand men at his feet: 
.and Deborah went up with him. 

Now Heber the Kenite, which was of the children of Hobab 11 
the father-in-law of Moses, had severed himself from the Ke- 
nites, and pitched his tent unto the plain of Zaanaim, which zs 
by Kedesh. And they showed Sisera that Barak the son of 12 
Abinoam was gone up to mount Tabor. And Sisera gathered 13 
together all his chariots, even nine hundred chariots of iron, and 
all the people that were with him, from Harosheih of the Gen- 
tiles unto the river of Kishon. 

Anp Deborah said unto Barak, Up; for this is the day in which 
the LORD hath delivered Sisera into thine hand: is not the 
LORD gone out before thee? So Barak went down from mount 
Tabor, and ten thousand men after him. And the LORD dis- 15 
comfited Sisera, and a!l Ais chariots, and all his host, with the 
edge of the sword before Barak; so that Sisera lighted down off 
his chariot, and fled away on his feet. But Barak pursued after 16 
the chariots, and after the host, unto Harosheth of the Gentiles: 
and all the host of Sisera fell upon the edge of the sword ; and 
there was not a man lefi. Howbeit Sisera fled away on his feet 17 
to the tent of Jael the wife of Heber the Kenite: for there was 
peace between Jabin the king of Hazor and the house of Heber 
the Kenite. And Jael went out to meet Sisera, and said unto 18 
him, Turn in, my lord, turn in to me; fear not. And when he 
had turned in unto her into the tent, she covered him with a 
mantle. And he said ‘unto her, Give me, I pray thee, a little 19 
water to drink; for Iam thirsty. And she opened a bottle of 
milk, and gave him drink, and covered him. Again he said unto 20 
her, Stand in the door of the tent, and it shall be, when any man 
doth come and inquire of thee, and say, Is there any man here? 
that thou shalt say, No. Then Jael, Heber’s wife, took a nail of 21 
the tent, and took an hammer in her hand, and went softly unto 
him, and smote the nail into his temples, and fastened it into 

_ the ground : for he was fast asleep, and weary. So he died. ' And, 22 
behold, as Barak pursued Sisera, Jael came out to meet him, 
and said unto him, Come, and I will show thee the man whom 
thou seekest. And when he came into her ¢ent, behold, Sisera 
lay dead, and the nail was in his temples. 

So God subdued on that day Jabin the king of Canaan before 23 
the children of Israel. And the hand of the children of Israel 24 

rospered, and prevailed against Jabin the king of Canaan, until 
they had destroyed Jabin king of Canaan. 

Ten sang Deborah and Barak the son of Abinoam on that 5 


day, saying, a ao) 
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2 Praise

When the people willingly offered them- 
selves. 
3 Hear, O ye kings;

26 She put her hand to the nail, 

And her right hand to the workman’s

And with the hammer she smote Sisera, 

She smote off his head, 

When she had pierced and stricken through 
his temples. 

27 At her feet he bowed, he fell, he lay down: 
At her feet he bowed, he fell : 

Where he bowed, there he fell down dead. 

28 The mother of Sisera looked out at a 

window, 
And cried through the lattice, 
Why is his chariot so long in coming ? 
Why tarry the wheels of his chariots? 
29 Her wise ladies answered her, 
Yea, she returned answer to herself, 
30 Have they not sped ? 
Have they not divided the prey ; 
‘To every man a damsel or two; 
To Sisera a prey of divers colors, 
A.prey of divers colors of needle-work, 
Of divers: colors of needle-work on both 
sides,

spoil ? 

81 So let all thine enemies perish, O LORD: 

But let them that love him be as the sun 

When he goeth forth in his might. 
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and the LORD delivered them into the hand of Midian seven 
years. And the hand of Midian prevailed against Israel: and 2 
because of the Midianites the children of Israel made them the- 
dens which are in the mountains, and caves, and strong holds. 


And so sithag when Israel had sown, that the Midianites came 
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up, and the Amalekites, and the children of the east, even they 
came up against them; and they encamped against them, and 4 
destroyed the increase of the earth, till thou come unto Gaza, 
and left no sustenance for Israel, neither sheep, nor ox, nor ass. 
For they came up with their cattle and their tents, and they came 5 
as grasshoppers for multitude; for both they and their camels 
were without number: and they entered into the land to destroy 

it. And Israel was greatly impoverished because of the Midian- 6 
ites; and the children of Israel cried unto the LORD. 

AND it came to pass, when the children of Israel cried unto 
the LORD because of the Midianites, that the LORD sent a 
prophet unto the children of Israel, which said unto them, Thus 
saith the LORD God of Israel, I brought you up from Egypt, and 
brought you forth out of the house of bondage; and I delivered 9 
you out of the hand of the Egyptians, and out of the hand of all 
that oppressed you, and drave them out from before you, and 
gave you their land; and I said unto you, I am the LORD your 10 
God; fear not the gods of the Amorites, in whose-land ye dwell: 
but ye have not obeyed my voice. 

Anp there came an angel of the LORD, and sat under an oak 11 
which was in Ophrah, that pertained unto Joash the Abi-ezrite : 
and his son Gideon threshed wheat by the wine-press, to hide tt 
from the Midianites. And the angel of the LORD appeared 12 
unto him, and said unto him, The LORD 7s with thee, thou 
mighty man of valor. And Gideon said unto him, Oh my Lord, 13 
if the LORD be with us, why then is all this befallen us? and 
where be all his miracles which our fathers told us of, saying, 
Did not the LORD bring us up from Egypt? but now the LORD 
hath forsaken us, and delivered us into the hands of the Mid- 
janites. And the LORD looked upon him, and said, Go in this 14 
thy might, and thou shalt save Israel from the hand of the Mid- 
ianites: have not I sent thee? And he said unto him, Oh my 15 
Lord, wherewith shall I save Israel? behold, my family 7s poor 
in Manasseh, and I am the least of my father’s house. And 16 
the LORD said unto him, Surely I will be with thee, and thou 
shalt smite the Midianites as one man. And he said unto him, 17 
If now I have found grace in thy sight, then show me a sign 
that thou talkest with me. Depart not henee, I pray thee, until 18 
I come unto thee, and bring forth my present, and set it before 
thee. And he said, I will tarry until thou come again. ' And Gid- 19 
eon went in, and made ready a kid, and unleavened cakes of an 
ephah of flour: the flesh he put.in a basket, and he put the broth 
in a pot, and brought it out unto him under the oak, and pre- 
sented it. And the angel of God said unto him, Take the flesh 20 
and the unleavened cakes, and lay them upon this rock, and pour 
out the broth. And he did so. !Then the angel of the LORD 21 
put forth the end of the staff that was in his hand, and touched 
. the flesh and the unleavened cakes; and there rose up fire out 

of the rock, and consumed the flesh and the unleavened cakes. : 
Then the angel of the LORD departed out of his sight. 1 And 22 
when Gideon perceived that he ue an angel of the ae Gid- 
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eon said, Alas, O LORD God! for because I have seen an angel 
of the LORD face to face. And the LORD said unto him, Peace: 23 
be unto thee; fear not: thou shalt not die. 

Ten Gideon built an altar there unto the LORD, and called 24 
it Jehovah-shalom: unto this day it is yet in Ophrah of the Abi- 
ezrites. And it came to pass the same night, that the LORD 25 
said unto him, Take thy father’s young bullock, even the second 
bullock of seven years old, and throw down the altar of Baal 
that thy father hath, and cut down the grove that is by it; and 26 
build an altar unto the LORD thy God upon the top of this rock, 
in the ordered place, and take the second bullock, and offer a 
burnt-sacrifice with the wood of the grove which thou shalt cut 
down. Then Gideon took ten men of his servants, and did as 27 
the LORD had said unto him: and so it was, because he feared 
his father’s household, and the men of the city, that he could not 
do it by day, that he did % by night. And when the men of the 28 
city arose early in the moming, behold, the altar of Baal was 
cast down, and the grove was cut down that was by it, and the 
second bullock was offered upon tite altar that was built. And 29 
they said one to another, Who hath done this thing? And when 
they inquired and asked, they said, Gideon the son of Joash hath 
done this thing. Then the men of the*city said unto Joash, 30 
Bring out thy son, that he may die: because he hath cast down 
the altar of Baal, and because he hath cut down the grove that 
was by it. And Joash said unto all that stood against him, Will ye 31 

lead for Baal? will ye save him? he that will plead for him, 
Tet him be put to death whilst it is yet morning: if he be a god, 
let him plead for himself; because one hath east down his altar. ; 
Therefore on that day he called him Jerubbaal, saying, Let 32 
Baal plead against him, because he hath thrown down his altar, 

Tren all the Midianites and the Amalekites and the children 33 
of the east were gathered together, and went over, and pitched 
in the valley of Jezreel. But the spirit of the LORD came 34 
upon Gideon, and he blew a trumpet; and Abiezer was gathered 
after him. And he sent messengers throughout all Manasseh; 35 
who also was gathered after him: and he sent messengers unto 
Asher, and unto Zebulun, and unto Naphtali: and they came up 
to meet them. Nat at 

Anp Gideon said unto God, If thou wilt save Israel by mine 36 

“hand, as thou hast said, 'behold, I will put a fleece of wool in 37 
the floor; and if the dew be on the fleece only, and at be dry 
upon all the earth beside, then shall I know that thou wilt save 
Israel by mine hand, as thou hast said. And it was so: for he 38 
rose up early on the morrow, and thrust the fleece together, and 
wringed the dew out of the fleece, a bowl full of water. And 39 
Gideon said unto God, Let not thine anger be hot egainst me, 
and I will speak but this once: let me prove, I pray thee, but 
this once with the fleece; let it now be dry only upon the fleece, 
and upon all the ground let there be dew. And God did so that 40 
night: for it was dry upon the fleece only, and there was dew 
on all be round. 

4 
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Turn Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, and’all the people that were 7 
with him, rose up early, and pitched beside the well of Harod: 
s0 that the host of the Midianites were on the north side of them, 
by the hill of Moreh, im the valley. And the LORD said unto 2 
Gideon, The people that are with thee are tco many for me to 
give the Midianites into their hands, lest Tsrael vaunt themselves 
against me, saying, Mine own hand hath saved me. Now there- 3 
fore, go to, proclaim in the ears of the people, saying, Whosoever 
is fearful and afraid, let him return and depart early from mount 
Gilead. And there returned of the people twenty-and-two thou- 
sand; and there remained ten thousand. And the LORD said 4 
unto Gideon, The people are yet too many; bring them down 
unto the water, and I will try them for thee there: and it shall 
be, that of whom I say unto thee, This shall go with thee, the 
same shall go with thee; and of whomsoever I say unto thee, 
This shall not go with thee, the same shall not go. So he brought 5 
down the people unto the water, and the LORD said unto Gid- 
eon, Every one that Jappeth of the water with his tongue, as a 
dog lappeth, him shalt thou set by himself; likewise every one 
that boweth down upon his knees to drink. And the number of 6 
them that lapped, putting their hand to their mouth, were three 
hundred men: but all the rest of the people bowed down upon 
their knees to drink water. And the LORD said unto Gideon, 7 
By the three hundred men that lapped will I save you, and de- 
liver the Midianites into thine hand: and let all the other people 
go every man unto his place. So the people took victuals in 8 
their hand, and their trumpets: and he sent all the rest of Israel 
every man unto his tent, and retained those three hundred men: 
and the host of Midian was beneath him in the valley. 

Anp it came to pass the same night, that the LORD said 9 
unto him, Arise, get thee down unto the host ; for I have delivered 
it into thine hand. But if thou fear to go down, go thou with 10 
Phurah thy servant down to the host: and thou shalt hear what 11 
they say; and afterward shall thine hands be strengthened to go 
down unto the host. ‘Then went he down with Phurah his 
servant unto the outside of the armed men that were in the host. 
‘And the Midianites and the Amalekites and all the children of 
the east lay along in the valley like grasshoppers for multitude ; 
and their camels were without number, as the sand by the sea- 
-side for multitude. And when Gideon was come, behold, there 13 
was a man that told a dream unto his fellow, and said, Behold, I 
dreamed a dream, and, lo, a cake of barley bread tumbled into 
the host of Midian, and came unto a tent, and smote it that it 
fell, and overturned it, that the tent lay along. And his fellow 14 
answered and said, This is nothing else save the sword of Gideon 
the son of Joash, a man of Israel: for into his hand hath God de- 
livered Midian, and all the host. 

Anp it was so, when Gideon heard the telling of the dream, 15 
and the interpretation thereof, that he worshipped, and returned 
into the host of Israel, and said, Arise; for the LORD hath de- 
jivered into. your hand the host of Midian. And he nee the 16 


— 
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three hundred men into three companies, and he put a trumpet 

in every man’s hand, with empty pitchers, and lamps within the 
pitchers. And he said unto them, Look on me, and do likewise: 17 
and, behold, when I come to the outside of the camp, it shall be, 
that, as I do, so shall ye do. When I blow with a trumpet, I and 18 
all that are with me, then blow ye the trumpets also on every 
side of all the camp, and say, The sword of the LORD, and of 
Gideon. So Gideon, and the hundred men that were with him, 19 
came unto the outside of the camp in the beginning of the middle 
watch ; and they had but newly set the watch: and they blew 
the trumpets, and brake the pitchers that were in their hands. 
And the three companies blew the trumpets, and brake the 20 
pitchers, and held the lamps in their left hands, and the trumpets 

in their right hands to blow withal ; and they cried, The sword 

of the LORD, and of Gideon. And they stood every man in his 21 
place round about the camp; and all the host ran, and cried, 
and fled. And the three hundred blew the trumpets, and the 22 
LORD set every man’s sword against his fellow, even through- 
out all the host: and the host fled t Beth-shittah in Zererath, 
and to the border of Abel-meholah, unto Tabbath. 

Anp the men of Israel gathered themselves together out of 23 
Naphtali, and out of Asher, and out of all, Manasseh, and pur- 
sued after the Midianites. And Gideon sent messengers through- 24 
out all mount Ephraim, saying, Come down against the Midian- 
ites, and take before them the waters unto Beth-barah and Jordan. 
Then all the men of Ephraim gathered themselves together, and 
took the waters unto Beth-barah and Jordan. And they took 25 
two princes of the Midianites, Oreb and Zeeb, and they slew 
Oreb upon the rock Oreb, and Zeeb they slew at the wine-press 
of Zeeb, and pursued Midian, and brought the heads of Oreb and 
Zeeb to Gideon on the other side Jordan. And the men of 8 
Ephraim said unto him, Why hast thou served us thus, that thou 
calledst us not, when thou wentest to fight with the Midianites 2 
and they did chide with him sharply. And he said unto them, 2 
What have I done now in comparison of you? Is not the glean- 
ing of the grapes of Ephraim better than the vintage of Abi-ezer? 
God hath delivered into your hands the princes of Midian, Oreb 3 
and Zeeb: and what was I able to do in comparison of you? 
Then their anger was abated toward him, when he had said 
that. 

Anp Gideon came to Jordan, and passed over, he, and the 4 
three hundred men that were with him, faint, yet pursuing them. 
And he said unto the men of Succoth, Give, I pray you, loaves 5 
of bread unto the people that follow me; for they be faint, and 
I am pursuing after Zebah and Zalmunna, kings of Midian. 
And the princes of Suecoth said, Are the hands of Zebah and 6 
Zalmunna now in thine hand, that we should give bread unto - 
thine army? And Gideon said, Therefore when the LORD hath 
delivered Zebah and Zalmunna into mine hand, then I will tear 
your flesh with the thorns of the wilderness and with briers. 
And he one up thence to Penuel, and spake unto. them like- 8

wise: and the men of Penuel answered him as the men of Suc- 8 
coth had answered fim. And he spake also unto the menof 9 
Penuel, saying, When I come again in peace, I will break down 
this tower. 

Now Zebah and Zalmunna were in Karkor, and their hosts with 10 
them, about fifteen thousand men, all that were left of all the 
hosts of the children of the east: for there fell an hundred and 
twenty thousand men that drew sword. And Gideon went 11 
up by the way of them that dwelt in tents on the east of Nobah . 
and Jogbehah, and smote the host: for the host was secure. 
And when Zebah and Zalmunna fled, he pursued after them, 12 
and took the two kings of Midian, Zebah and Zalmunna, and 
discomfited all the host. . 

Anp Gideon the son of Joash returned from battle before the 13 
sun was up, 'and caught a young man of the men of Succoth, and 14 
inquired of him: and he Seed unto him the princes.of Suc- 
coth, and the elders thereof, even threescore and seventeen men. 
And he came unto the men of Suecoth, and said, Behold Zebah 15 
and Zalmunna, with whom ye did upbraid me, saying, Are the 
hands of Zebah and Zalmunna now in thine hand, that we should 
give bread unto thy men thal are weary? And he took the elders 16 
of the city, and thorns of the wilderness and briers, and with 
them he taught the men of Succoth. And he beat down the 17 
tower of Penuel, and slew the men of the city. 

TueEn said he unto Zebah and Zalmunna, What manner of 18 
men were they whom ye slew at Tabor? And they answered, 
As thou art, so were they; each one resembled the children of a 
king. And he said, They were my brethren, even the sons of 19 
my mother: as the LORD liveth, if ye had saved them alive, I 
would not slay you. And he said unto Jether his first-born, Up, 20 
and slay them. But the youth drew not his sword : for he feared, 
because he was yet a youth. Then Zebah and Zalmunna said, 21 
Rise thou, and fall upon us: far as the man 7s, so zs his strength. 
And Gideon arose, and slew Zebah and Zalmunna, and took 
away the ornamenis that were on their camels’ necks. 

Hen the men of Israel said unto Gideon, Rule thou over us, 22 
both thou, and thy son, and thy sons’ son also: for thou hast de- 
livered us from the hand of Midian. And Gideon said unto them, 23 
I will not rule over you, neither shall my son rule over you: the 
LORD shall rule over you. hk : ; 

Anp Gideon said unto them, I would desire a request of you, 24 
that ye would give me every man the earrings of his prey. (For 
they had golden earrings, because they were Ishmaelites.) And 25 
-they answered, We will willingly give them. And they spread 
a garment, and did cast therein every man the earrings of his 
prey. And the weight of the golden earrings that he requested 26 
was a thousand and seven hundred shekels of gold; beside orna- 
ments and collars, and purple raiment that was on the kings of 
Midian, and beside the chains that were about their camels’. 
necks. And Gideon made an ephod thereof, and put it.in’ his 27 
city, even in Ophrah; and all jreel went thither Jie 
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after it: which thing became a snare unto Gideon and to his 
house. 

Tuus was Midian subdued before the children of Israel, so 28 
that they lifted up their heads no more. And the country was 
in quietness forty years in the days of Gideon. And Jerubbaal 29 
the son of Joash went and dwelt in his own house. And Gideon 30 
had threescore and ten sons of his body begotten: for he had 
many wives. And his concubine that was in Shechem, she also 31 
bare him a son, whose name he called Abimelech. And Gideon 32 
the son of Joash died in a good old age, and was buried in the 
sepulchre of Joash his father, in Ophrah of the Abi-ezrites. 

AND it came to pass, aS soon as Gideon was dead, that the 33 
children of Israel turned again, and went a whoring after Baalim, 
and made Baal-berith their god. And the children of Israel re- 34 
membered not the LORD their God, who had delivered them 
out of the hands of all their enemies on every side: neither 35 
showed they kindness to the house of Jerubbaal, namely, Gideon, 
according to all the goodness which he had showed unto Israel. 

np Abimelech the son of Jerubbaal went to Shechemh unto 9 
his mother’s brethren, and communed with them, and with all 
the family of the house of his mother’s father, saying, Speak, I 
pray you, in the ears of all the men of Shechem, Whether ts 
better for you, either that all the sons of Jerubbaal, which are 
threescore and ten persons, reign over you, or that one reign 
over you? remember also that I am your bone and your flesh. 
‘And his mother’s brethren spake of him in the ears of all the 3 
men of Shechem all these words: and their hearts inclined to 
follow Abimelech ; for they said, He és our brother. And they 4 
gave him threescore and ten pieces of silver out of the house of 
Baal-berith, wherewith Abimelech hired vain and light persons, 
which followed him. And he went*unto his father’s house at 5 
Ophrah, and slew his brethren the sons of Jerubbaal, being 
threescore and ten. persons, upon one stone: notwithstanding, yet 
Jotham the youngest son of Jerubbaal was left: for he hid him- 
self, And all the men of Shechem gathered together, and all the 6 
house of Millo, and went, and made Abimelech king by the 
plain of the pillar that was in Shechem. 

Anp when they told it to Jotham, he went and stood in the 7 
top of mount Gerizim, and lifted up'his voice, and cried, and said. 
unto them, Hearken unto me, ye men of Shechern, that God may 
hearken unto you. The trees went forth on a time, to anointa 8 
king over them; and they said unto the olive tree, Reign thou 
over us. But the olive tree said unto them, Should Ileaye my 9 
fatness, wherewith by me they honor God and man, and goto _ ' 
be promoted over the trees? And the trees said to the fig tree, 10 
Come thou, and reign over us. But the fig tree said unto them, 11 
Should I forsake my sweetness, and my good fruit, and go to be 
promoted over the trees? Then said the trees unto the vine, 12 
Come thou, and reign over us. And the vine said unto them, 13 
Should I leave my wine, which cheereth God and man, and go. 
to be Pee over the trees? ‘Then said all the trees unto the 14 
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bramble, Come thou,.and reign over us. And the bramble said 15 
unto the trees, If in truth ye anoint me king over you, then 
come and put your trust in my shadow ; and if not, let fire come 
out of the bramble, and devour the cedars of Lebanon. Now 16 
therefore; if ye have done truly and sincerely, in that ye have 
made Abimelech king, and if ye have dealt well with Jerubbaal 
and his house, and have done unto him according to the de- 
serving of his hands; (for my father fought for you, and adyen- 17 
tured his life far, and delivered you out of the hand of Midian: 
and ye are risen up against my father’s house this day, and have 18 
slain his sons, threescore and ten persons, upon one stone, and 
have made Abimelech, the son of his maid-servant, king over 
the men of Shechem, because he is your brother;) if ye then 19 
haye dealt tral and sincerely with Jerubbaal and with his 
house this day, then rejoice ye in Abimelech, and let him also 
rejoice in you: but if not, let fire come out from Abimeléch, and 20 
evour the men of Shechem, and the house of Millo; and let

And 36 
when Gaal saw the people, he said to Zebul, Behold there come 
people down from the top of the mouniains. And Zebual said 
unto him, Thou seest the shadow of the mountains as if they 
were men. And Gaal spake: again, and said, See, there come 37 
people down by the middle of the laud, and anvther company 
come along by the plain of Meonenim. Then said Zebul unto 38 
him, Where 7s now thy mouth, wherewith thou saidsi, Who is 
Abimelech, that we should serve him?

And Gaal went oui before the men of Shechem, and foaght with 39

entering of the gate. And Abimelech dwelt at Arumah: and 41 
Zebul thrust out Gaal and his brethren, that they should not 
dwell in Shechem. And it came to pass on the morrow, that 42 
the people went out into the field; and they told Abimelech. 
And he took the people, and divided them imio three companies, 43 
and laid wait in the field, and looked, and, behold, the people . 
were come forth out of the city; and he rose up against them, - 
and smote them. And Abimelech, andthe company that was 44 
with him, rushed forward, and stood in the entering of the gate 

of the city: and the two other companies ran upon all the people 
that were in the fields, and slew them: And Abimelech ought 45 
against the city all that day; and he took the city, and slew the 
people that was therein, and beat down the city, and sowed it 
with salt. 

Anp when all the men of the tower of Shechem heard that, 46 
they entered into an hold of the house of the god Berith, And 47 
it was told Abimelech, that all the men of the tower of Shechem_ 
were gathered together, And Abimelech gat him up to mount. 48 
Zalmon, he and all the people that were with him; and Abim- 
elech took an ax in his hand, and cut down a bough from the 
trees, and took it, and laid it on his shoulder, and said unto the 
people that were with him, What ye have seen me do, make 
haste, and do as I have done. And all the people likewise cut 49 
down eyery man his bough, and followed Abimelech, and put 
them to the hold, and set the hold on fire upon them; so that all 
the men of the tower of Shechem died also, about a thousand. 
men and women. Mats 

Then went Abimelech to Thebez, and encamped against The- 50. 
bez, and took it. But there was a strong tower within the city, 51 
and thither fled all the men and women, and all they of the city, 
and shut i to them, and gat them upto the top of the tower. — 
And Abimelech came unto the tower, and fought against it, and.52 
went hard unto the door of the tower to burn it with fire. And 53 _ 
e certain aa cast a piece of a millstone upon Abimelech’s 
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head, and all to brake his scull. Then he called hastily unto 54 
the young man his armor-bearer, and said unto him, Draw thy 
sword, and slay me, that men say not of me, A woman slew him. 
And his young man thrust him through, and he died. 'And when 55 
the men of Israel saw that Abimelech was dead, they departed 
every man unto his place. 

Thus God rendered the wickedness of Abimelech, which he 56 
did unto his father, in slaying his seventy brethren: and all the 57 
evil of the men of Shechem did God render upon their heads: 
and upon them came the curse of Jotham the son of Jerubbaal. 

AND afier Abimelech there arose to defend Israel Tola the1O 
son of Puah, the son of Dodo, a man of Issachar; and he dwelt 
in Shamir in mount Ephraim. And he judged Israel twenty-and- 2 
three years, and died, and was buried in Shamir. 

Anp after him arose Jair, a Gileadite, and judged Israel twen- 3 
ty-and-two years. And he had thirty sons that rode on thirty ass 4

colts, and they had thirty cities, which are called Havoth-jair 
unto this day, which are in the land of Gilead. And Jair died, 
and was buried in Camon. 

AND the children of Israel did evil again in the sight of the: 
LORD, and served Baalim, and Ashtaroth, and the gods of Syria, 
and the gods of Zidon, and the gods of Moab, and the na ky of 
the children of Ammon, and the gods of the Philistines, and for- 
sook the LORD, and served not him. And the anger of the 7 
LORD was hot against Israel, and he sold them into the hands 
of the Philistines, and into the hands of the children of Ammon. 
And that year they vexed and oppressed the children of Israel 
eighteen years, all the children of Israel that were on the other 
side Jordan in the land of the Amorites, which 7s in Gilead. 
Moreover the children of Ammon passed over Jordan to fight 9 
also against Judah, and against Benjamin, and against the house 
of Ephraim; so that Israel was sore distressed. 

Anp the children of Israel cried unto the LORD, saying, We 10 
have sinned against thee, both because we have forsaken our 
God, and also served Baalim.. And the LORD said unto the 11 
children of Israel, Did not I deliver you from the Egyptians, and 
from the Amorites, from the children of Ammon, and from the 
Philistines? "The Zidonians also, and the Amalekites, and the 12 
Maonites, did oppress you; and ye cried to me, and I delivered 

ou out of their hand. Yet ye have forsaken me, and served 13 
other gods: wherefore I will deliver youno more. Go and cry 14 
unto the gods which ye have chosen ; Jet them deliver you in the 
time of your tribulation. And the children of Israel said unto 15 
the LORD, We have sinned: do thou unto us whatsoever seem- 
eth good unto thee; deliver us only, we pray thee, this day. 
And they put away the strange gods<from among them, and 16 
served the LORD: and his soul was grieved for the misery of 
Israel. 

Tren the children ‘of Ammon were gathered together, and 17 
encamped in Gilead. And the children of Israel assembled 
themselves together, and encamped in Mizpeh. And it a 18 
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and princes of Gilead said one to another, What man is he that 
will begin to fight against the children of Ammon? he shall be 
head over all the inhabitants of Gilead. Now Jephthah thehZ 
Gileadite was a mighty man of valor, and he was the son of an 
harlot: and Gilead begat Jephthah. And Gilead’s wife bare . 2 
him sons; and his wife’s sons grew up, and they thrust out Jeph- 
thah, and said unto him, Thou shalt not inherit in our father’s 
house ; for thou art the son of astrange woman. Then Jephthah 3 
fled from his brethren, and dwelt in the land of Tob: and there 
were gathered vain men to Jephthah, and went out with him. 
And it came to pass in process of time, that the children of Am- 4 
mon made war against Israel. And it was-so, that when the 5 
children of Ammon made war against Israel, the elders of Gilead 
went to fetch Jephthah out of the land of Tob: and they said 6 
unto Jephthah, Come, and be our: captain, that we may fight 
with the children of Ammon. And Jephthah said unto the 7 
elders of Gilead, Did not ye hate me, and expel me out of my 
father’s house? and why are ye come unto me now when ye are 
in distress? And the elders of Gilea¥l said unto Jephthah, There- 8 
fore we turn again to thee now, that thou mayest go with us, 
and fight against the children of Ammon, and be our head over 
all the inhabitants of Gilead. And Jeplithah said unto the el- 9 
ders of Gilead, If ye bring me home again to fight against the 
children of Ammon, and the LORD deliver them before me, 
shall Ibe your head? And the elders of Gilead said unto Jeph- 10 
thah, The LORD be a witness between us, if we do not so accord- 
ing to thy words. Then Jephihah went with the elders of 11 
Gilead, and the people made him head and captain over them: 
and Jephthah uttered all his words before the LORD in Mizpeh. __, 
Anp Jephthah sent messengers unto the king of the children 12 
of Ammon, saying, What hast thou to do with me, that thou art 
come against me to fight in my land? And the king of the chil- 13 
dren of Ammon answered unto the messengers of Jephthah, Be- 
cause Israel. took away my land, when they came up out of 
Egypt, from Arnon even unto Jabbok, and unto Jordan: now , . 
therefore restore those /ands again peaceably, And Jephthah 14 
sent messengers again unto the king of the children of Ammon; 
and said unto him, Thus saith Jephihah, Israel took not away 15 
the land of Moab, nor the land of the children of Ammon; but 16 
when Israel came up from Egypt, and walked through the wil- 
derness unto the Red sea, and came to Eadesh; then Israel sent 17 
messengers unto the king of Edom, saying, Let me, I pray thee, 
pass through thy land: but the king of Edom would not hearken 
thereto. And in like manner they sent unto the king of Moab: 
but he would not consent: and Israel abode in Kadesh. Then 18 
they went along through the wilderness, and compassed the land 
of Edom, and the land of Moab, and came by the east side of 
the land of Moab, and pitched on the other side of Arnon, but 
came not within the border of Moab: for Arnon was the border 
of Moab. And Israel sent messengers unto Sihon king of the 19 
aporitraree king of Heshbon; and Israel said unto him, Let 
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us pass, we pray thee, through thy land into my place. But 20 
Sihon trusted not Israel to pass through his coast: but Sihon 
gathered all his people together, and pitched in Jahaz, and fought 
against Israel. And the LORD God of Israel delivered Sihon 21 
and all his people into the hand of Israel, and they smote them : 

so Israel possessed all the land of the Amorites, the inhabitants 

of that country. And they possessed all the coasts of the Amor- 22 
ites, from Arnon even unto Jabbok, and from the wilderness even 
unto Jordan. So now the LORD God of Israel hath dispossessed 23 
the Amorites from before his people Israel, and shouldest thou 
possess it? Wilt not thou possess that which Chemosh thy god 24 
giveth thee to possess? So whomsoever the LORD our God shall 
drive out from before us, them will we possess. And now art 25 
thou any thing better than Balak the son of Zippor, king of 
Moab? did he ever strive against Israel, or did he ever fight 
against them, ' while Israel dwelt in Heshbon and her towns, 26 
and in Aroer and her towns, and in all the cities that be alon, 

by the coasts of Arnon, three hundred years? why therefore aid 

ye not recover them within that time? Wherefore I have not 27 
sinned against thee, but thou doest me wrong to war against me: 
the LORD the Judge be judge this day between the children of 
Israel and the children of Ammon. 

Hloweetrt the king of the children of Ammon hearkened not 28 
unto the words of Jephthah which he sent him. Then the Spirit 29 
of the LORD came upon Jephthah. and he passed over Gil- 
ead, and Manasseh, and passed over Mizpeh of Gilead, and from 
Mizpch of Gilead he passed over unto the children of Ammon. 
And Jephthah vowed a vow unto the LORD, and said, If thou 30 
shalt without fail deliver the children of Ammon into mine hands; 
then it shall be, that whatsoever cometh forth of the doors of 31 
my house to meet me, when [ return in peace from the children 
of Ammon, shall surely be the LORD'S, and I will offer it up 
for a burnt-offering. So Jephthah passed over unto the children 32 
of Ammon to fight against them; and the LORD delivered them 
into his hands. And he smote them from Aroer, even till thou 33 
come to Minnith, even twenty cities, and unto the plain of the 
vineyards, with a very great slaughter. Thus the children of 
Ammon were subdued before the children of Israel. 

Anp Jephthah came to Mizpeh unto his house, and, behold, 34 
his daughter came out to meet him with timbrels and with 
dances: and she was his only child; beside her he had neither 
son nor daughter. And it came to pass, when he saw her, that 35 
he rent his clothes, and said, Alas, my daughter! thou hast 
brought me very low, and thou art one of them that trouble me: 
for have opened my mouth unto the LORD, and I cannot go 
back. And she said unto him, My father, 7f thou hast opened 36 
thy mouth unto the LORD, do to me according to that which 
hath proceeded out of thy mouth ; forasmuch as the LORD hath 
taken vengeance for thee of thine enemies, even of the children 
of Ammon. And she said unto her father, Let this thing be done 37 
for me: let me alone two months, that I may go up pe. down 
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upon the mountains, and bewail my virginity, I and my fellows. 

' And he said, Go. And he sent her away for two months: and 38 
she went with her companions, and bewailed her virginity upon 
the mountains. And it came to pass at the end of two months, 39 
that she returned unto her father, who did with her according to 
his vow which he had vowed: and she knew no man. And it _ 
was a custom in Israel, that the daughters of Israel went yearly 40 
to lament the daughter of Jephthah the Gileadite four days in 

a year. - 

Des the men of Ephraim gathered themselves together, andi2 
went northward, and said unto Jephthah, Wherefore passest thou 
over to fight against the children of Ammon, and didst not call 
us to go with thee? we will burn thine house upon thee with 
fire.. And Jephthah said unto them, I and my people were at 2 
great strife with the children of Ammon; and when I called 
you, ye delivered me not out of their hands. And whenI saw 3 
that ye delivered me not, I put my life in my hands, and passed 
over against the children of Ammon, and the LORD delivered 
them into my hand: wherefore then are ye come up unto me 
this day, to fight against me? 'Then Jephthah gathered together 4 
all the men of Gilead, and fought with Ephraim: and the men 
of Gilead smote Ephraim, because they said, Ye Gileadites are 
fugitives of Ephraim among the Ephraimites, and among the 
Manassites. And the Gileadites took the passages of Jordan be- 5 
fore the Ephraimites: and it was so, that when those Ephraim- 
ites which were escaped said, Let me go over; that the men of 
Gilead said unto him, Art thou an Ephraimite? if he said, N: ay; 
‘then said they unto him, Say now Shibboleth: and he said Sib. 6 
boleth; for he could not frame to pronounce it right. Then 
they took him, and slew him at the passages of Jordan: and 
there fell at that time of the Ephraimites forty-and-two thousand. 

Anp Jephthah judged Israel six years. Then died Jephthah 
the Gileadite, and was buried in one of the cities of Gilead. 

Anp after him Ibzan of Beth-lchem judged Israel. ' And he 8,9 
had thirty sons and thirty daughters, whom he sent abroad, and 
took in thirty daughters from abroad for his sons, And he judged 
Tras seven years. Then died Ibzan, and was buried at Beth- 10 

ehem. 

Anp after him Elon, a Zebulonite, judged Israel; and he 11 
judged Israel ten years. And Elon the Zebulonite died, and was 12 
buried in Aijalon in the country of Zebulun. 

Awnp after him Abdon the son of Hillel, a Pirathonite, judged 13 
Israel. And he had forty sons and thirty nephews, that rode on 14 
threescore and ten ass colts: and he judged Israel eight years. 
And Abdon the son of Hillel the Pirathonite died, and was 15 
buried in Pirathon in the land of Ephraim, in the mount of the 
Amalekites, 

AND the children of Israel did evil again in the sight of thel$ 
LORD; and the LORD delivered them into the hands of the 
Philistines forty years. 

AND there was a certain man of Zorah, of the family of the 2 
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Danites, whose name was Manoah; and his wife was barren, 
and bare not. And the angel of the LORD appeared unto the 3 
woman, and said unto her, Behold now, thou art barren, and 
bearest not; but thou shalt conceive, and bear a son. Now 4 
therefore beware, I pray thee, and drink not wine nor strong 
drink, and eat not any unclean thing: for, lo, thou shalt con- 5 
ceive, and bear a son; and no razor shall come on his head: for 
the child shall be a Nazarite unto God from the womb ; and he 
shall begin to deliver Israel out of the hand of the Philistines. 
Then the woman came and told her husband, saying, A man of 6 
God came unto me, and his countenance was like the countenance 

of an angel of God, very terrible: but I asked him not whence 

he was, neither told he me his name: but he said unto me, Be- 7 
hold, thou shalt conceive, and bear a son; and now drink no 
wine nor strong drink, neither eat any unclean thing: for the 
child shall be a Nazarite to God from the womb to the day of his 
death. 

Tien Manoah entreated the LORD, and said, O my LORD, let 8 
the man of God which thou didst send come again unto us, and 
teach us what we shall do unto the child that shall be born. 
And God hearkened to the voice of Manoah; and the angel of 9 
God came again unto the woman as she sat in the field; but 
Manoah her husband was not with her. And the woman made 10 
haste, and ran, and showed her husband, and said unto him, Be- 
hold, the man ‘hath appeared unto me, that came unto me the 
other day. And Manoah arose, and went afier his wife, and 11 
came to the man, and said unto him, Art thou the man that 
spakest unto the woman? And he said, I am. And Manoah 12 
said, Now let thy words come fo pass. How shall we order the 
child, and how shall we do unto him? And the angel of the 13 
LORD said unto Manoah, Of ail that I said unto the woman let 
her beware. She may not eat of any thing that cometh of the 14 
vine, neither let her drink wine or strong drink, nor eat any un- 
clean thing: all that I commanded her let her observe. And 15 
Manoah said unto the angel of the LORD, I pray thee, let us de- 
tain thee, until we shall have made ready a kid for thee. And 16 
ihe angel of the LORD said unto Manoah, Though thou detain 
me, I will not eat of thy bread ; and if thou wilt offer a burnt- 
offering, thou must offer it unto the LORD. For Manoah knew 
snot that he was an angel of the LORD. And Manoah said unto 17 
the angel of the LORD, What ts thy name, that when thy say- 
ings come to pass we may do thee honor? And the angel of the 18 
LORD said unto him, Why askest thou thus after my name, 
seeing it is secret? So Manoah took a kid with a meat-offering, 19 
and offered it upon a rock unto the LORD: and the angel did 
wonderously ; and Manoah and his wife looked on. For itcame 20 
to pass, when the flame went up toward heaven from off the 
altar, that the angel of the LORD ascended in the flame of the 
altar. And Manoah and his wife looked on 7f, and fell on their 
faces to the ground. But the push of the LORD did no more 21 
appear to Manoah and to his By e. Then Manoah ipew that 
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he was an angel of the LORD. And Manoah said unto his wife, 22 


We shall surely die, because we have seen God. But his wife 
said unto him, If the LORD were pleased to kill us, he would not 
have received a burnt-offering and a meat-offering at our hands. 
neither would he have showed us all these things, uor would as 
at this time have told us such things as these.

Anp.the woman bare a son, and called his name Samson: 24 


and the child grew, and the LORD blessed him. And the Spirit 
of the LORD began to move him at times, in the camp of Dan, 
between Zorah and Eshtaol. 


20 


Anp Samson went down to Timnath, and saw a woman inL@ 


Timnath of the daughters of the Philistines. And he came up, 
and told his father and his mother, and said, I haye seen a 
woman in Timnath of the daughters of the Philistines : now there- 
fore get, her for me to wife. Then his father and his mother 
said unto him, Js there never a woman among the daughters of 
thy brethren, or among all my people, that thou goest to take a 
wife of the uncircumcised Philistines? And Samson said unto 
his father, Get her for me; for she pleaseth me well. But his 
father and his mother knew not that it was of the LORD, that 
he sought an occasion against the Philistines: for at that time 
the Philistines had dominion over Israel... Then went Samson 
down, and his father and his mother, to Timnath, and came to 
the vineyards of 'Timnath: and, behold, a young lion roared 
against him, And the Spirit of the LORD came mightily upon 
him, and he rent him as he would have rent a kid, and he had 
nothing in his-hand: but he told not his father or his mother 
what he had done. And he went down, and talked with the 
woman; and she pleased Samson well. 

AND after a time he returned to take her, and he turned aside 
to see the carcass of the lion: and, behold, there was a swarm of 
bees and honey in the carcass of the lion. And he took thereof 
in his hands, and went on eating, and came to his father and 
mother, and he gave them, and they did eat: but he told not them 
that he had taken the honey out of the carcass of the lion. » So 
his father went down unto the woman: and Samson made there 
a feast; for so used the young men to,do. And it came to pass, 
when they saw him, that they brought thirty companions to be 
with him. And Samson said unto them, I will now put forth a 
riddle unto you: if ye can certainly declare it unto me within 
the seven days of the feast, and find it out, then I will give you 
thirty sheets and thirty change of garments: but if ye cannot 
declare it me, then shall ye give me thirty sheets and thirty 
change of garments. And they said unto him, Put forth thy

riddle, that we may hear it. And he said unto them, Out of the 14 


eater came forth meaty and out of the strong came forth sweet- 
ness. And they could not in three days expound the riddle. 
And it came to pass on the seventh day, that they said unto 
Samson’s wife, Entice thy husband, -that he may declare unto 
us the riddle, lest we burn thee and thy father’s house with fire:

have ye ae us to take that we have? is i not so? And 16 
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Samson’s wife wept before him, and said, Thou dost but hate 
me, and lovest me not: thou hast put forth a riddle unto the 
children of my people, and hast not told 2 me. And he said 
unto her, Behold, I have not told it my father nor my mother, 
and shall I tell it thee? And she wept before him the seven days, 17 
while their feast lasted: and it came to pass on the seventh day, 
that he told her, because she lay gore upon him: and she told 
the riddle to the children of her people. And the men of the 18 
city said unto him on the seventh day before the sun went down, 
What is sweeter than honey ? and what is stronger than a lion? 
And he said unto them, If ye had not plowed with my heifer, ye 
had not found out my riddle. And the Spirit of the LORD 19 
came upon him, and he went down to Ashkelon, and slew thirty 
men of them, and took their spoil, and gave change of garments 
unto them which expounded the riddle. And his anger was 
kindled, and he went up to his father’s house. But Sampson’s 20 
wife was given to his companion, whom he had used as his 
friend. 

BUT it came to pass within awhile after, in the time of wheatlL5 
harvest, that Samson visited his wife with a kid; and he said, I 
will go in to my wife into the chamber. But her father would 
not suffer him to goin. And her father said, I verily thought 2 
that thou hadst utterly hated her; therefore I gave her to thy 
companion: is not her younger sister fairer than she? take her, 

I pray thee, instead of her. 

‘Anp Samson said concerning them, Now shall I be more 3 
blameless than the Philistines, though I do them a displeasure. 
And Samson went and caught three hundred foxes, and took 
firebrands, and turned tail to tail, and puta firebrand in the 
midst between two tails. And when he had set the brands on 5 
fire, he let them go into the standing corn of the Philistines, and 
purnt up both the shocks, and also the standing corn, with the 
vineyards and olives. Then the Philistines said, Who hath done 6 
this? And they answered, Samson, the son-in-law of the Timnite, 
because he had taken his wife, and given her to his companion. 
And the Philistines came up and burnt her and her father with 
fire. 
Anp Samson said unto them, Though ye have done this, yet 

will I be avenged of you, and afier that I will cease. And he 
sthote them hip and thigh with a great slaughter: and he went 
down and dwelt in the top of the rock Etam. 

Turn the Philistines went up, and pitched in J udah, and 9 
spread themselves in Lehi. And the men of Judah said, Why 10 
are ye come up against us? And they answered, 'I'o bind 
Samson are we come up, to do to him as he hath done to us. Then 11 
three thousand men of Judah went to the top of the rock Etam, 
and said to Samson, Knowest thou not that the Philistines are 
rulers over us? what 7s this dat thou hast done unto us? And 
he said unto them, As they did unto me, so have I done unto. 
them. And they said unto him, We are come down to bind thee, 12 

_ that we may deliver thee into the hand of the gee And. 
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Samson. said unto. them, Swear unto me, that ye will not fall 
upon me yourselves. And they spake unto him, saying, No; 13 
but we will bind thee fast, and deliver thee into their hand; but 
surely we will not kill thee. And they bound him with two 
new cords, and brought him up from the rock. 

Awnp when he came unto Lehi, the Philistines shouted against 14 
him: and the spirit of the LORD came mightily upon him, and 
the cords that were upon his arms became as flax that was burnt 
with fire, and his bands loosed from off his hands. And he found 15 
anew jaw-bone of an ass, and put forth his hand, and took it, 
and slew a thousand men therewith. And Samson said, With 16 
the jaw-bone of an ass, heaps upon heaps, with the jaw of an ass 
have [slain a thousand men. And it came to pass, when he had 17 
made an end of speaking, that he cast away the jaw-bone out of 
his hand, and called that place Ramath-lehi. 

Anp he was sore athirst, and called on the LORD, and said, 18 
Thou hast given this great deliverance into the hand of thy 
servant: and now shall I die for thirst, and fall into the hand of 
the uncircumcised? But-God clave &n hollow place that was in 19 
the jaw, and there came water thereout; and when he had 
drunk, his spirit came again, and he revived; wherefore he 
called the name thereof En-hakkore, which is in Lehi unto this 
day. And he judged Israel in the days of the Philistines twenty 20 

ears. 

5 THEN went Samson to Gaza, and saw there an harlot, andi6 
wentin unto her. And it was told the Gazites, saying, Samson 

is come hither. And they compassed him in, and laid wait for 
him all night in the gate of the city, and were quiet all the night, 
saying, In the morning, when it is day, we shall kill him. And 3 
Samson lay till midnight, and arose at midnight, and took the 
doors of the gate of the city, and the two posts, and went away 
with them, bar and all, and put them upon his shoulders, and 
carried them up to the top of am hill that 7s before Hebron. 

ANp it came to pass afterward, that he loved a woman in the 
valley of Sorek, whose name was Delilah. And the lords of 
the Philistines came up unio her, and said unto her, Entice him, 
and see wherein his great strength ieih, and by what means we 
may prevail against him, that we may bind him to afflict him: 
and we will give thee every one of us eleven hundred pieces of 
silver. And Delilah said to Samson, Tell me, I pray thee, 
wherein thy great strength Zieh, and wherewith thou mightest 
be bound to afflict thee. And Samson said unto her, If they bind 
me with seven green withs which were never dried, then. shall 
I be weak, and be as another man. ‘Chen thd lords of the Phi- 
listines brought up to her seven green withs which had not been 
dried, and she bound him with them. Now there were men 
lying in wait, abiding with her in the chamber. And she said 
unto him, The Philistines be upon thee, Samson. And he brake 
the withs, as a thread of tow is brokén when it-toucheth the fire... 
So his strength was not known. ' And Delilah said unto Samson, 10 
Behold, thou hast mocked me, and told me lies: now tell me, I 
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pray thee, wherewith thou mightest be bound. And he said 11 
unto her, If they bind me fast with new ropes that never were 
occupied, then shall I be weak, and be as another man. Delilah 12 
therefore took new ropes, and bound him therewith, and said 
unto him, The Philistines be upon thee, Samson. And there were 
liers in wait abiding in the chamber. And he brake them from 
off his arms like a thread. And Delilah said unto Samson, 13 
Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and told me lies: tell me where- 
with thou mightest be bound. And he said unto her, If thou 
weavest the seven locks of my head with the web. And she 14 
fastened it with the pin, and said unto him, The Philistines be 
upon thee, Samson. And he awaked out of his sleep, and went 
away with the pin of the beam, and with the web. And she 15 
said unto him, How canst thou say, 1 love thee, when thine 
heart is not with me? thou hast mocked me these three times, 
and hast not told me wherein thy great strength lieth. And it 16 
came to pass, when she pressed him daily with her words, and 
urged him, so that his soul was vexed unto death; that he told 17 
her all his heart, and said unto her, There hath not come a razor 
upon mine head; for I have been a Nazarite unio God from my 
mother’s womb: if I be shaven, then my strength will go from 
me, and I shall become weak, and be like any other man. And 18 
when Delilah saw that he had told her all his heart, she sent 
and called for the lords of the Philistines, saying, Come up this 
once, for he hath showed me all his heart. Then the lords of 
the Philistines came up unto her, and brought money in their 
hand. And she made him sleep upon her knees; and she 19 
called for a man, and she caused him to shave off the seven locks 

of his head: and she began to afflict him, and his strength went 
from him. And she said, The Philistines de upon thee, Samson. 20 
‘And he awoke out of his sleep, and said, I will go out as at other 
times before, and shake myself. And he wist not that the LORD 
was departed from him. But the Philistines took him, and put 21 
out his eyes, and brought him down to Gaza,and bound him with 
fetters of brass; and he did grind in the prison-house. 

Howeert the hair of his head began to grow again after he 22 
was shaven. Then the lords of the Philistines gathered them 23 
together for to offer a great sacrifice unto Dagon their god, and 
to rejoice: for they said, Our god hath delivered Samson our 
enemy into our hand. And when the people saw him, they 24 
praised their god: for they said, Our god hath delivered into our 
hands our enemy, and the destroyer of our country, which slew 
many of us. And it came to pass, when their hearts were merry, 25 
that they said, Call for Samson, that he may make us sport. And 
they called for Samson out of the prison-house ; and he made 
them sport: and they set him between the pillars. And Samson 26 
said unto the lad that held him by the hand, Suffer me that I” 
may feel the pillars whereupon the house standeth, that I may . 
lean upon them. Now the house was full of men and women; 27 
and all the lords of the Philistines were there ; and there were 
upon the roof about three oe men and tae ry be- 
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held while Samson made sport. And Samson called unto the 28 
LORD, and said, O LORD God, remember me, I pray thee, and 
strengthen me, [ pray thee, only this once, O God, that I may be 
al once avenged of the Philistines for my two eyes. And Sam- 29- 
son took hold of the two middle pillars upon which the honse 
stood, and on which it was borne up, of the one with his. right 
hand, and of the other with his left. And Samson said, Let 30 
me die with the Philistines. And he bowed himself with all his 
might; and the honse fell upon the lords, and upon all the people 
that were therein, So the dead which he slew at his death were 
more than they which he slew in his life. hen his brethren and 31 
all the house of his father came down, and toek him, and brought 
him up, and buried him between Zorah and Eshtaol in the bury- 
ing-place of Manoah his father. And he judged Israel twenty 
ears. 

AND there was a man of mount Ephraim, whose name wask¥ 
Micah. And he said unio his mother, The eleven. hundred 
shekels of silver that were taken from ihee, about which thou 
cursedst, and spakest of also in miné ears, behold, the silver is 
with me; I took it. And his mother said, Blessed be thou of the 
LORD, my son. And when he had resiored the eleven hundred 3 
shekels of silver to his mother, his mothe? said, I had wholly 
dedicated the silver unio the LORD from my hand for my son, 
to make a graven image and a molten image: now therefore I 
will restore it unto thee. Yet he restored the money unto his 4 
mother; and his mother took two hundred shekels of silver, and 
gave them to the founder, who made thereof a graven image and 
a molten image: and they were in the house of Micah. And the 5 
man. Micah had an house of gods, and made an ephod, and tera- 
phim, and consecrated one of his sons, who became his priest, 
In those days there was no king in Israel, but every man did that 6 
which was right in his own eyes. 

Awp there was a young man out of Bethlehem-judah of the 7% 
family of Judah, who was a Levite, and he sojourned there. And 
the man departed out of the city from Beth-lelem-judah to so- 
journ where he could find @ place: and he came to mount 
Ephraim to the house of Micah, as he journeyed. And Micah 9 
said unto him, Whence comest thou? and he said unto him, I am 
a Levite of Beth-lehem-judah, and I go to sojourn where I may 
find a place. And Micah said unto him, Dwell with me, and be 10 
unto me a father and a priest, and I will give thee ten shekels of 
silver by the year, and a suit of apparel, and thy victuals. So 

he Levite went in. And the Levite was content to dwell with 11 
a and the young man was unio him as one of his sons. 
And Micah consecrated the Levite; and the young man became 12 
his‘priest, and was in the house of Micah. Then said Micah, 13 
~ Now know I that the LORD will do me good, seeing I have a. 
Levite to my priest. sell : 

In those days there was no king in Israel: and in those days1$ 
the tribe of the Danites sought them an inheritance to dwell in; 
for unto "Bee day ail their inheritance had not fallen unto thera 
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among the tribes of Israel, And the children of Dan sent of 
their family five men from their coasts, men of valor, from Zo- 
rah, and from Eshtaol, to spy out the land, and to search it; and 
they said unto them, Go, search the land: who when they came 
to mount Ephraim, to the house of Micah, they lodged there. 
When they were by the house of Micah, they knew the voice of 
the young man the Levite: and they turned in thither, and said 
unto him, Who brought thee hither? and what makest thou in 
this place? and what hast thou here? And he said unto them, 
Thus and thus dealeth_Micah with me, and hath hired me, and 
I am his priest.: And they said unto him, Ask counsel, we pray 
thee, of God, that we may know whether our way which we go 
shall be prosperous. And the priest said unto them, Go in peace: 
before the LORD is your way wherein ye go. 

Ten the five men departed, and came to Laish, and saw the 
people that were therein, how they dwelt careless, after the man- 
ner of the Zidonians, quiet and secure; and here was no magis- 
trate in the land, that might put ‘hem to shame in any thing; and 
they were far from the Zidonians, and had no business with any 
man. And they came unto their brethren to Zorah and Eshtaol: 
and their brethren said unto them, What say ye? And they said, 
Arise, that we may go up against them; for we have seen the 
Jand, and, behold, it 1s very good: and are ye still? be not sloth- 
ful to go, and to enter to possess the land. When ye go, ye shall 
come unto a people secure, and toa large land: for God hath 
given it into your hands; a place where ‘here is no want of any 
thing that isin the earih, — ~ 

Anp there went from thence of the family of the Danites, out 
of Zorah and out of Eshtaol, six hundred men appointed with 
weapons of war. And they went up, and pitched im Kirjath- 
jearim, in Judah: wherefore they called that place Mahaneh- 
dan unto this day: behold, it is behind Kirjathjearim. And 
they passed thence unto mount Ephraim, and came unto the 
house of Mieah. Then answered the five men that went to 
spy out the country of Laish, and said unto their brethren, Do 
ye know that there is in these houses an ephod, and teraphim, 
and a graven image, and a molten image? now therefore con- 
sider what ye have todo. And they turned thitherward, and 
came to the house of the young man the Levite, even unto the 
house of Micah, and saluted him. And the six hundred men 
appointed with their weapous of war, which were of the children 
of Dan, stood by the entering of the gate. And the five men 
that went to spy out the land went up, and came in thither, and 
took the graven image, and the ephod, and the teraphim, and the 
molten image: and the priest stood in the entering of the gate 
with the six hundred men that were appointed with weapons of 
war. And these went into Micah’s house, and fetched the 
carved image, and the ephod, and the teraphim, and the molten 
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image. Then said the priest unto them, What do ye? 'And 19 


they said unto him, Hold thy peace, lay thine hand upon thy 
mouth, and go with us, and be to us a father anda arn is a 
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better for thee to be a priest unto the house of one man, or that 
thou be a priest unto a tribe and a family in Israel? And the 20 
priest’s heart was glad, and he took the ephod, and the teraphim, 
and the graven image, and went in the midst of the people. So 21 
they turned and departed, and put the little ones and the cattle 
and the carriage before them. . 

Anp when they were a good way from the house of Micah, 22 
the men that were in the houses near to Micah’s house were 
gathered together, and overtook the children of Dan. And they 23 
cried unto the children of Dan. And they turned their faces, 
and said unto Micah, What aileth thee, that thou comest with 
such a company? And he said, Ye have taken away = gods 24 
which I made, and the priest, and ye are gone away: and what 
have I more? and what is this that ye say unto me, What aileth 
thee? And the children of Dan said unto him, Let not thy voice 25 
be heard among us, lest angry fellows run upon thee, and thou 
lose thy life, with the lives of thy household. And the children 26 
of Dan went their way: and when, Micah saw that. they were 
too strong for him, he turned and went back unto his house. 

Anp they took the things which Micah had made, and the 27 
priest which he had, and came unto Laish, unto a people that 
were at quiet and secure: and they smote them with the edge of 
the sword, and burnt the city with fire. And there was no de- 28 
liverer, because it was far from Zidon, and they had no business 
with any man; and it was in the valley that lieth by Beth-rehob. 
_And they built a city, and dwelt therein. 'And they called the 29 
name of the city Dan, after the name of Dan their father, who 
was born unto Israel: howbeit the name of the city was Laish 
at the first. And the children of Dan set up the graven image: 30 
and Jonathan, the son of Gershom, the son of Manasseh, he and 
his sons were priests of the tribe of Dan until the day of the 
captivity of the land. And they set them up Micah’s graven 31 
aad which he made, all the time that the house of God was in 
Shiloh. 

AND it came to pass in those days, when there was no king inL9 
Israel, that there was a certain Levite sojourning on the side of 
mount Ephraim, who took to him a concubine out of Beth-lehem- 
judah. And his concubine played the whore against him, and 2 
went away from hirn unto her father’s house to Beth-lehem-judah, 
and was there four whole months. And her husband arose, and 3 
went after her, to speak friendly unto her, and to bring her again, 
having his servant with him, and a couple of asses: and she 
brought him into her father’s house: and when the father of the 
damsel saw him, he rejoiced to meet him. And his father-in-law, 4 
the damsel’s father, retained him; and he abode with him three 
days: so they did eat and drink, and lodged there. And it came 5 
to pass on the fourth day, when they arose early in the morning, 
that he rose up to depart: and the damsel’s father said unto 
his son-in-law, Comfort thine heart with a morsel of bread, and 
afterward go your way. And they sat down, and did eat and 6 
drink Pa es them together: for the damsel’s father had said 
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unto the man, Be content, I pray thee, and tarry all night, and 
let thine heart be merry. And when the man rose up to depart, 
his father-in-law urged him: therefore he lodged there again. 
And he arose early in the morning on the fifth day to depart: 
and the damsel’s father said, Comfort thine heart, I pray thee. 
And they tarried until afternoon, and they did eat both of them. 
And when the man rose up to depart, he, and his concubine, and 
his servant, his father-in-law, the damsel’s father, said unto him, 
Behold, now the day draweth toward evening, J pray you tarry 
all night: behold, the day groweth to an end, lodge here, that 
thine heart may be merry; and to-morrow get you early on your 
way, that thou mayest go home. But the man would not tarry 
that night, but he rose up and departed, and came over-against 
Jebus, which is Jerusalem; and there were with him two asses 
saddled, his concubine also was with him. And when they were 
by Jebus, the day was far spent; and the servant said unto his 
raster, Come, I pray thee, and let us turn in unto this city of the 


Jebusites, and lodge in it. And his master said unto him, We 


will not turn aside hither into the city of a stranger, that 2s not 
of the children of Israel; we will pass over to Gibeah. And 
he said unto his servant, Come, and let us draw near to one of 
these places to lodge all night, in Gibeah, or in Ramah. And 
they passed on and went their way; and the sun went down 
upon them when they were by Cie which belongeth to Benja- 
min. And they turned aside thither, to go in and to lodge in 
Gibeah: and when he went in, he sat him down in a street of 
o city ; for there was no man that took them into his house to 
odging. 

pa behold, there came an old man from his work out of the 
field at even, which was also of mount Ephraim; and he so- 
journed in Gibeah: but the men of the place were Benjamites. 
‘And when he had lifted up his eyes, he saw a wayfaring man 
in the street’ of the city: and the old man said, Whither goest 
thou? and whence comest thou? And he said unto him, We 
are passing from Beth-lehem-judah toward the side of mount 
Ephraim ; from thence aml: and I went to Beth-lehem-judah, but 
Lam now going to the house of the LORD; and there is no man 
that receiveth me to house. Yet there is both straw and proy- 
ender for our asses; and there is bread and wine also for me, 
and for thy handmaid, and for the young man which 7s with th 
servants: there is no want of any thing. And the old man said, 
Peace be with thee; howsoever, let all thy wants lie upon me ; 
only lodge not in the street. So he brought him into his house, 
and gave provender unto the asses; and they washed their feet, 
and did eat and drink. 

‘Now as they were making their hearts merry, behold, the men 
of the city, certain sons of Belial, beset the house round about, 
and beat at the door, and spake to the master of the house, the 
old man, saying, Bring forth the man that came into thine house, 
that we may know him. And the man, the master of the house; 
“ent out unto them, and said unto them, Nay, my oy er nay, 
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1 pray you, do not so wickedly; seeing that this man is come 
into mine house, do not this folly. Behold, here is my daughter 24 
a maiden, and his concubine; them I will bring out now, and 
humble ye them, and do with them what seemeth good unto 
you: but unto this man do not so vile a thing. But the men 25 
Would not hearken to him: so the man took his concubine, and 
brought her forth unto them; and they knew her, and abused 
her all the night until the morning: and when the day began 

to spring, they let her go. ‘Then came the woman in the dawn- 26 
ing of' the day, and fell down at the door of the man’s house 
where her lord was, till it was light. And her lord rose up in 27 
the morning, and opened the doors of the house, and went out to 

go his way: and, behold, the woman his concubine was fallen 
down at the door of the house, and her hands were upon the 
threshold. 'And he said unto her, Up, and let us be going. But 28 
none answered. Then the man took her up upon an ass, and the 
man rose up, and gat him unto his place. 

Anp when he was come into his house, he took a knife, and 29 
laid hold on his concubine, and divjded her, together with her 
bones, into twelve pieces, and sent her into all the coasts of 
Israel. And it was so, that all that saw it said, There was no 30 
such deed done nor seen from the day that the children of Israel 
came up out of the land of Egypt, unto this day: consider of it, 
take advice, and speak your minds. 

_ Tuew all the children of Israel went out, and the congrega-20 
tion was gathered together as one man, from Dan even to Beer- 
sheba, with the land of Gilead, unto the LORD in Mizpeh. And 2 
the chief of all the people, even of all the tribes of Israel, pre- 
sented themselves in the assembly of the people of God, four 
hundred thousand footmen that drew sword. (Now the children 3 
of Benjamin heard that the children of Israel were gone up to 
Mizpeh.) 

Taen said the children of Israel, Tell ws, how was this wicked- 
ness? And the Levite, the husband of the woman that was slain, 4 
answered and said, I] came into Gibeah that belongeth to Ben- 
jamin, I and my concubine, to lodge. And the men of Gibeah 5 
rose against me, and beset the house round about upon me by 
night, and thought to have slain me: and my concubine have 
they forced, that she is dead. And I took my concubine, and 6 
cut her in pieces, and sent her throughout all the country of the 
inheritance of Israel: for they have committed lewdness and 
folly in Israel. Behold, ye are all children of Israel; give here’ 7 
your advice and counsel. ; 

Anp all the people arose as one man, saying, We will not any 8 
of us go to his tent, neither will we any of us turn into his house. 
But now this shall be the thing which we will do to Gibeah; 9 
we will go up by lot against it; and we will take ten men of an 10 
hundred throughout all the tribes of Israel, and an hundred of a 
thousand, and a thousand out of ten_thousand, to fetch victual 
for the people, that they may do, when they come to Gibeah of Ben- 
jamin, ee to all the folly that they have wrought in Israel. 
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So all the men of Israel were gathered against the city, knit 11 
together as one man. And the tribes of Israel sent men through 12 
all the tribe of Benjamin, saying, What wickedness is this that 
is done among you? Now therefore deliver us the men, the 13 
children of Belial, which are in Gibeah, that we may put them 
to death, and put away evil from Israel. But the children of 
Benjamin would not hearken to the voice of their brethren the 
children of Israel: but the children of Benjamin gathered them- 14 
selves together out of the cities unto Gibeah, to go out to battle 
against the children of Israel. And the children of Benjamin 15 
were numbered at that time out of the cities twenty-and- 
six thousand men that drew sword, beside the inhabitants of 
Gibeah, which were numbered seven hundred chosen men. 
Among all this people there were seven hundred chosen men left- 16 
handed ; every one could sling stones at an hair breadth, and not 
miss. And the men of Israel, beside Benjamin, were numbered 17 
four hundred thousand men that drew sword: all these were 
men of war. ; 
Anp the children of Israel arose, and went up to the house of 18 
God, and asked counsel of God, and said, Which of us shall go 
up first to the battle against the children of Benjamin? And the 
LORD said, Judah shall go up first. And the children of Israel 19 
rose up in the morning, and encamped against Gibeah. And the 20° 
men-of Israel went out to battle against Benjamin ; and the men 
of Israel put themselves in array to fight against them at Gibeah. 
And the children of Benjamin came forth out of Gibeah, and 21 
destroyed down to the ground of the Israelites that day twenty- 
and-two thousand men. And the people the men of Israel en- 22 
couraged themselves, and set their battle again in array, in the 
place where they put themselves in array the first day. (And 23 
the children of Israel went up and wept before the LORD until 
even, and asked counsel of the LORD, saying, Shall I go up 
again to battle against the children of Benjamin my brother? 
And the LORD said, Go up against him.) 'And the children of 24 
Israel came near against the children of Benjamin the second 
day. And Benjamin went forth against them out of Gibeah 25 
‘the second day, and destroyed down to the ground of the chil- 
dren of Israel again eighteen thonsand men ; all these drew the 


sword. 

TyrEn all the children of Israel, and all the people, went up, 26 
and came unto the house of God, and wept, and sat there before 
the LORD, and fasted that day until even, and offered burnt- 
offerings and peace-offerings before the LORD. And the chil- 27° 
dren of Israel inquired of the LORD, (for the ark of the covenant 
of God was there in those days, 'and Phinehas, the son of 28 
Eleazar, the son of Aaron, stood before it in those days,) saying, 
Shall I yet again go out to battle against the children of Benja- 
min my brother, or shall I cease? And the LORD said, Go up; 
for to-morrow I will deliver them into thine hand. 

‘Anp Israel set liers in wait round about Gibeah. 'And the 29 
children of Israel went up against the children of Se on 
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the third day, and put themselves in array against Gibeah, as 

at other times. And the children of Benjamin went out against 31 
the people, and were drawn’ away from the city ; and they be- 
gan to smite of the people, and kill, as at other times, in the high- 
ways, of which one goeth up to the house of God, and the other 

to Gibeah‘in the field, about thirty men of Israel. And the chil- 32 
dren of Benjamin said, They are smitten down before us, as at 
the first. But the children of Israel said, Let us flee, and draw 
them from the city unto’ the high-ways. And all the men of 33 
Israel rose up out of their place, and put themselves in array at 
Baal-tamar: and the liers in wait of Israel came forth out of their 
places, even out of the meadows of Gibeah. And there came 34 
against Gibeah ten thousand chosen men out of all Israel, and 
the battle was sore: but they knew not that evil was near them. 
And the LORD smote Benjamin before Israel: and the children 35 
of Israel destroyed of the Benjamites that day twenty-and-five 
thousand and an hundred men: all these drew the sword. So 36 
the children of Benjamin saw that they were smitten: for the’ 
men of Israel gave place to the Begjamites, because they trusted 
unto the liers in wait which they ad set beside Gibeah. And 37 
the liers in wait hasted, and rushed upon Gibeah; and the liers 

in wait drew themselves along, and smote all the city with the 
edge of the sword. Now there was an appointed sign between 38 
the men of Israel and the liers in wait, that they should make’a 
great flame with smoke rise up out of the city. And when the 39 
men of Israel retired in the battle, Benjamin began to smite and 
kill of the men of Israel about thirty persons: for they said, 
Surely they are smitten down before us, as in the first battle. 
But when the flame began fo arise up out of the city with a 40 
pillar of smoke, the Benjamites looked behind them, and behold, 
the flame of the city ascended up to heaven. And when the 41 
men of [srael turned again, the men of Benjamin were amazed : 
for they saw that evil was come upon them. Therefore they 42 
turned their backs before the men of Israel unto the way of the 
wilderness; but the battle overtook them; and them which 
came out of the cities they destroyed in the midst of them. Thus 43 
they inclosed the Benjamites round about. and chased them, and 
trode them down with ease, over-against Gibeah toward the sun- 
rising. And there fell of Benjamin eighteen thousand men; all 44 
these were men of valor. , And they turned and fled toward the 45 
wilderness unto the rock of Rimmon: and they gleaned of them 

in the high-ways five thousand men; and pursued hard after 
them unto Gidom, and slew two thousand men of them. So that 46 
all which fell that day of Benjamin were twenty-and-five thou- 
sand men that drew the sword; all these were men of valor. 
But six hundred men turned and fled to the wilderness unto the 47 
rock Rimmon, and abode in the rock Rimmon four months. And 48 
the men of Israel turned again upon the children of Benjamin, 
and smote them with the edge of the sword, as well the men of 
every city, as the beast, and all that came to hand: also they set 

on fire a ng cities that they came to. 
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~ Now the men of Israel had sworn in Mizpeh, saying, ThereQ1 
shall not any of us give his daughter unto Benjamin to wife. 
And the people came to the house of God, and abode there till 2 
even before God, and lifted up their voices, and wept sore; and 3 
said, O LORD God of Israel, why is this come fo pass in Israel, 
that there should he to-day one tribe lacking in Israel? And it 4 
came to pass on the morrow, that the people rose early, and built 
there an-altar, and offered burnt-offerings and peace-offerings. 
And the children of Israel said, Who és there among all the tribes 5 
of Israel that came not up with the congregation unto the LORD 2 
For they had made a great oath concerning him that came not 
up'to the LORD at Mizpeh, saying, He shall surely be put to 
death. And the children of Israel repented them for Benjamin 6 
their brother, and said, There is one tribe cut off from Israel this 
day. How shall we do for wives for them that remain, seeing 7 
we have sworn. by the LORD that we will not give them of our 
daughters to wives? And they said, What one is there of the 8 
tribes of Israel that came not up to Mizpeh to the LORD ? 

AND, behold, there came none to the camp from Jabesh-gilead 
to the assembly. For the people were numbered, and, behold, 9 
there were none of the inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead there. And 10 
the congregation sent thither twelve thousand men of the val- 
jantest, and commanded them, saying, Go and smite the inhab- 
itants of Jabesh-gilead with the edge of the. sword, with the 
women and the children. And this is the thing that ye shall 11 
do, Ye shall utterly destroy every male, and every woman that 
hath lain by man. And they found among the inhabitants of 12 
Jabesh-gilead four hundred young virgins, that had known no 
man by lying with any male: and they brought them unto the 
camp to Shiloh, which 7s in the land of Canaan. 

And the whole congregation sent some to speak to the chil- 13 
dren of Benjamin, that were in the rock Rimmon, and to call 
peaceably unto them. And Benjamin came again at that time; 14 
. and they gave them wives which they had saved alive of the: 
women of Jabesh-gilead: and yet so they sufficed them not. And 15 
the people repented them for Benjamin, because that the LORD 
had made a breach in the tribes of Israel. 

Tren the elders of the congregation said, How shall we do 16 
for wives for them that remain, seeing the women are destroyed 
out of Benjamin? And they said, There must be an inheritance 17 
for them that be escaped of Benjamin, that a tribe be not de- 
stroyed out of Israel. Howbeit we may not give them wives 18 
of our daughters: for the children of Israel have sworn, saying, 
Cursed be he that giveth a wife to Benjamin? Then they said, 19 
Behold, there is a feast of the LORD in Shiloh yearly, in a place 
which is on the north side of Beth-el, on the east side of the 
high-way that goeth up from Beth-el to Shechem, and on the’ ~ 
south of Lebonah. - Therefore they commanded the children of 20 
, Benjamin, saying, Go and lie in wait in the vineyards; and see, 21 
and behold, if the daughters of Shiloh come out to dance, in* 
dances, then come ye out of the a and catch oer 
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man his wife of the daughters of Shiloh, and go to the land of 
Benjamin. And itshall be, when their fathers or their brethren 22 
come unto us to complain, that we will say unto them, Be favor- 
able unto them for our sakes: because we reserved not to each 
man his wife in the war: for ye did not give unto them at this 
time, that ye should be guilty. And the children of Benjamin 23 
did so, and took them wives, according to their number, of them 
that danced, whom they caught: and they went and returned 
unto their inheritance, and repaired the cities, and dwelt in them. 
And the children of Israel departed thence at that time, every 24 
mau to his tribe and to his family, and they went out from thence 
every man to his inkeritance. In those days there was no king 25 
in Israel: every man did that which was right in his own eyes. 
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OUT it came to pass in the day$ when the judges ruled, that zk 
there was a famine in the land. Anda certain man of Beth- ~ 
lehem-judah went to sojourn in the country of Moab, he, and 
his wife, and his two sons. And the name ot the man was Elim- 2 
elech, and the name of his wife Naomi, and the name of his 
two sons Mahlon and Chilion, Ephrathites of Beth-lehemjudah. 
‘And they came into the country of Moab, and continued there. 

Anp Elimelech Naomi’s husband died ; and she was left, and 3 
her two sons. And they took them wives of the women of 4 
Moab; the name of the one was Orpah, and the name of the 
other Ruth: and they dwelled there about ten years. And Mah- 5 
lon and Chilion died also both of them; and the woman was 
left of her two sons and her husband. } 

Ten she arose with her daughters-in-law, that she might re- 6 
turn from the country of Moab; for she had heard in the coun- 
try of Moab how that the LORD had visited his people in giving 

‘them bread. Wherefore she went forth out of the place where 7 
she was, and her two daughters-in-law with her; and they went 
on the way to return unto the land of Judah. And Naomi said 8 
unto her two daughters-in-law, Go, return each to her mother’s 
house: the LORD deal kindly with you, as ye have dealt with 
the dead, and with me. The LORD grant you that ye may find 9 
rest, each of you in the house of her husband. Then she kissed 
them; and they lifted up their voice, and wept. And they said 10 
unto her, Surely we will return with thee unto thy people. And 11 
Naomi said, Turn again, my daughters: why will ye go with 
me? are there yet any more sons in my womb, that they may be 
your husbands? Turn again, my daughters, go your way; for 12 
am too old to have an husband. If I should say, I have hope, 
if I should have an husband also to-night, and should also bear 
sons; ' would ye tarry for them till they were grown? would ye 13 
stay for ie om having husbands? nay, my daughters; for it 
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grieveth me much for your sakes, that the hand of the LORD is 
gone out against me. And they lifted up their voice, and wept 
again: and Orpah kissed her mother-in-law ; but Ruth clave unto 
her. And she said, Behold, thy sister-in-law is gone back unto 
her people, and unto her gods: return thou after thy sister-in-law. 
And Ruth said, Intreat me not to leave thee, or to return from 
following after thee : for whither thou goest, I will go; and where 
thou lodgest, I will lodge: thy people shall be my people, and 
thy God my God: where thou diest, will I die, and there will 
I be buried: the LORD doso to me, and more also, if aught 
but death part thee and me. When she saw that she was sted- 
fastly minded to go with her, then she left speaking unto her. 

So they two went until they came to Beth-lehem. And it came 
to pass, when they were come to Beth-lehem, that all the city 
was moved about them, and they said, Is this Naomi? And she 
said unto them, Call me not Naomi, call me Mara: for the Al- 
mighty hath dealt very bitterly with me. I went out full, and 
the LORD hath brought me home again empty: why then call 
ye me Naomi, seeing the LORD hath testified against me, and 
the Almighty hath afflicted me? So Naomi returned, and Ruth 
the Moabitess, her daughter-in-law, with her, which returned 
out o’ dhe country of Moab: and they came to Beth-lehem in 
the beinr'hing of barley harvest. 

AN) Njaomi had a_kinsman of her husband’s, a mighty man 
of wealth’, of the family of Elimelech; and his name was Boaz. 
‘And Fulth the Moabitess said unto Naomi, Let me now go to the 
field, and glean ears of corn after him in whose sight I shall find 
grace. And she said unto her, Go, my daughter. ' And she went, 
and came, and gleaned in the field after the reapers: and her 
hap was to light on a part of the field belonging unto Boaz, who 
was of the kindred of Elimelech. 

Anp, behold, Boaz came from Beth-lehem, and said unto the 
reapers, The LORD be with you. And they answered him, The 
LORD bless thee. Then said Boaz unto his servant that was 
set over the reapers, Whose damsel is’ this? And the servant that 
was set over the reapers answered and said, It is the Moabitish 
damsel that came back with Naomi out of the country of Moab: 
And she said, I pray you, let me glean and gather after the reap- 
ers among the.sheaves: so she came, and hath continued even 
from the morning until now, that she tarried a little in the héuse. 
!'Then said Boaz unto Ruth, Hearest thou not, my daughter? Go 
not to glean in another field, neither go from hence, but abide 
here fast by my maidens: Jet thine eyes be on the field that they 
do reap, and go thou after them : have I not charged the young 
men that they shall not touch thee? and when thou art athirst, 
go unto the vessels, and drink of that which the young men have 
drawn. Then she fell on her face, and bowed herself to the 
ground, and said unto him, Why have I found grace in thine 
eyes, that thou shouldest take knowledge of me, seeing Iam a 
stranger? And Boaz answered and said unto her, It hath fully 
been showed me, all that thou hast done unto thy maces see 
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since the-death of thine husband: and show thou hast left thy 
father and thy mother, and the land of thy nativity, and art come 
unto a people which thou knewest not heretofore. The LORD 
recompense thy work, and a full reward be given thee of the 
LORD God of israel, under whose wings thou art come to trust. 
Then she said, Let me find favor in thy sight, my lord; for that 
thou‘hast comforted me, and for that thou hast spoken friendly 
unto thine handmaid, though I be not like unto one of thine hand- 
maidens. And Boaz said unto her, At meal-time come thou 
hither, and eat of the bread, and dip thy morsel in the vinegar. 
And she sat beside the reapers: and he reached her parched corn, 
and she did eat, and was sufficed, and left. And when she was 
risen up to glean, Boaz commanded his young men, saying, Let 
her glean even among the sheaves, and reproach her not; and 
let fall also some of the handfuls on purpose for her, and leave 
them, that she may glean them, .and rebuke her not, So she 
gleaned in the field until even, and beat out thatshe had gleaned: 
and it was about an ephah of barley. 


Anp she took 2¢ up, and went into the city: and her mother- | 


in-law saw what she had gleane: and she brought forth, 
and gave to her that she had reserved after she was sufficed. 
And her mother-in-law said unto her, Where hast thou gleasyed 
to-day? and where wroughtest thou? — Blessed be he that tid 
take knowledge of thee. And she showed her mother Gn-1w 
‘ with whom she had wrought, and said, The man’s nme 
with whom I wrought to-day is Boaz. And Naomi said ‘mto 
her daughter-in-law, Blessed be he of the LORD, who hath not 
left off his kindness to the living and to the dead. And Naomi 
said unto her, The man 7s near of kin unto us, one of our next 
kinsmen. And Ruth the Moabitess said, He said unto me also, 
Thou shalt keep fast by my young men, until they have ended 
all my harvest. And Naomi said unto Ruth her daughter-in-

law, It is good, my daughter, that thou go out with his maidens, . 


that they meet thee not in any other field. So she kept fast by 
the maidens of Boaz to glean unto the end of barley harvest and 
of wheat harvest ; and dwelt with her mother-in-law.

Txen Naomi her mother-in-law said unto her, My daughter, 3 


shall I not seek rest for thee, that it may be well with thee ? 
And now is not Boaz of our kindred, with whose maidens thou 
wast? Behold, he winnoweth barley to-night in. the threshing- 
floor. Wash thyself therefore, and anoint thee, and put thy rai- 
ment upon thee, and get thee down to the floor; dwt make not 
thyself known unto the man, until he shall have done eating and 
drinking. And it shall be, when he lieth down, that thou shalt 
mark the place where he shall lie, and thou shalt go in, and un- 
cover his feet, and lay thee down; and he will tell thee what 
thou shalt do. And she said unto her, All that thou sayest unto 
me I will do. - 

Anp she went down unto the floor, and did according to all 
that her mother-in-law bade her. And when’ Boaz had eaten 
and iat his heart was merry, he went to lie down at the 
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end of the heap of corn: and she came softly, and uncovered his 
feet, and laid her down. And it came to pass at midnight, that . 8 
the man was afraid, and turned himself: and, behold, a woman 
lay at his feet. 'And he said, Who art thou? And she answered, 9 
I am Ruth, thine handmaid: spread therefore thy skirt over thine 
handmaid; for thou art anear kinsman. And he said, Blessed 10 
be thou of the LORD, my daughter: for thou hast showed more 
kindness in the latter end than at the beginning, inasmuch as 
thou followedst not young men, whether poor or rich. And now, 11 
my daughter, fear not; I will do to thee all that thou requirest : 
for all the city of my people doth know that thou art a virtuous 
woman. And now itis true that I am thy near kinsman: how- 12 
peit there is a kinsman nearer than I. Tarry this night, and it 13 
shall be in the morning, that if he will perform unto thee the 
part of a kinsman, well; let him do the kinsman’s part: but if 
he will not do the part of a kinsman to thee, then will I do the 
part of a kinsman to thee, as the LORD liveth: lie down until 
the morning. 

AnD she lay at his feet until the morning: and she rose up 14 
before one could know another. And he said, Let it not be 
known that a woman came into the floor. Also he said, Bring 15 
the vail that thou hast upon thee, and hold it. And when she 
held it, he measured six measures of barley, and laid zt on her: 
and she went into the city. And when she came to her mother- 16. 
in-law, she said, Who art thou, my daughter? And she told her 
all that the man had done to her. And she said, These six 17 
measures of barley gave he me; for he said to me, Go not empty 
unto thy mother-in-law. Then said she, Sit still, my daughter, 18 
until thou know how the matter will fall: for the man will not 
be in rest, until he have finished the thing this day. 

TuEN went Boaz up to the gate, and sat him down there: & 
and, behold, the kinsman of whom Boaz spake came by; unto 
whom he said, Ho, sucha one! turn aside, sit down here. 
And he turned aside, and sat down. ' And he took ten menof 2 
the elders of the city, and said, Sit ye down here. And they sat 
down. And he said unto the kinsman, Naomi, that is come 3 
again out of the country of Moab, selleth a parcel of land, which 
was our brother Elimelech’s: and I thought to advertise thee, 4 
saying, Buy 2 before the inhabitants, and before the elders of my 

eople. If thou wilt redeem 2, redeem it; but if thou wilt not 
redeem if, then tell me, that I may know: for there is none to 
redeem it beside thee; and I am after thee. And he said, I will 
redeem it. Then said Boaz, What day thon buyest the field of 5 
the hand of Naomi, thou must buy 7 also of Ruth the Moabitess, 
the wife of the dead, to raise up the name of the dead upon his 
inheritance. And the kinsman said, I cannot redeem it for my- 6 
self, lest | mar mine own inheritance : redeem thou my right to 
thyself; for I cannot redeem it. Now this was the manner in 7 
former time in Israel concerning redeeming and concerning 
changing, for to confirm all things; a man plucked off his shoe, - 
and gave 7 to his neighbor: oa a was a testimony oa 
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'Therefore the kinsman said unto Boaz, Buy it for thee. Sohe 8 
drew off his shoe. And Boaz said unto the elders, and unto all 9 
the people, Ye are witnesses this day, that I have bought all 
that was Elimelech’s, and all that was Chilion’s and Mahlon’s, 

of the hand of Naomi. Moreover Ruth the Moabitess, the wife 10 
of Mahlon, have I purchased to be my wife, to raise up the name 

of the dead upon his inheritance, that the name of the dead be 
not cut off from among his brethren, and from the gate of his 
place: ye are witnesses this day. And all the people that were 1k 
in the gate, and the elders, said, We are witnesses. The LORD 
make the woman that is come into thine house‘like Rachel and 
like Leah, which two did build the house of Israel: and do thou 
worthily in Ephratah, and be famous in Beth-lehem: and let thy 12 
house be like the house of Pharez, whom Tamar bare unto 
Judah, of the seed which the LORD shall give thee of this young 
woman. 

SO Boaz took Ruth, and she was his wife: and when he went 12 
in unto her, the LORD gave her conception, and she bare a son. 
And the women said unto Naomi, Blessed 6e the LORD, which 14 
hath not left thee this day without a,kinsman, that his name may 
be famous in Israel. And he shall be unto thee a restorer of thy 15 
life, and a nourisher of thine old age: for thy daughter-in-law, 
which loveth thee, which is better to thee than seven sons, hath 
born him. And Naomi took the child, and laid it in her bosom, 16 
and became nurse unto it. And the women her neighbors gave 17 
it a name, saying, There is a son born to Naomi; and they 
called his name Obed: he is the father of Jesse, the father of 
David. _ ; 

Now these are the generations of Pharez: Pharez begat Hez- 18 
ron, 'and Hezron begat Ram, and Ram begat Amminadab, 'and 19 
Amminadab begat Nahshon, and Nahshon begat Salmon, ! and 21 
Salmon begat Boaz, and Boaz begat Obed, 'and Obed begat 22 
Jesse, and Jesse begat David, ;

THE FIRST BOOK. OF THE KINGS. 





NOW there was a certain man of Ramathaim-zophim, of 1 
mount Ephraim, and. his name was Elkanah, the son of Jeroham, 
the son of Elihu, the son of Tohu, the son of Zoph, an Ephrathite: 
and he had two wives; the name of the one was Hannah, and 2 
the name of the other Peninnah: and Peninnah had children, 
but Hannah had no children. = 

And this man went up out of the city yearly to worship and 3 
to sacrifice unto the LORD of hosts in Shiloh. And the two sons 
of Eli, San and Phinehas, the priests of the LORD, were there. 
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And when the time was that Elkanah offered, he gave to Pe- 4 
ninnah his wife, and to all her sons and her daughters, portions: 
But unto Hannah he gave a worthy portion; for he loved Han- 5 
nah: but the LORD had shut up her womb. And her adversary 6 
also provoked her sore, for to make her fret, because the LORD 
had shut up her womb. And as he did so year by year, when 7 
she went up to the house of the LORD, so she proyoked her: 
therefore she wept, and did not eat. Then said Elkanah her 8 
husband to her, Hannah, why weepest thou? and why eatest 
thou not? and why is thy heart grieved? Am not I better to thee . 
than ten sons? 

So Hannah rose up, after they had eaten in Shiloh, and after 9 
they had drunk. Now Eli the priest sat upon a seat by a post 
of the temple of the LORD. And she was in bitterness of soul, 10 
and prayed unto the LORD, and wept sore. And she vowed a 11 
vow, and said, O LORD of hosts, if thou wilt indeed look on 
the affliction of thine handmaid, and remember me, and not for- 
get thine handmaid, but wilt give unto thine handmaid a man- 
child, then I will give him unto the LORD all the days of his 
life, and there shall no razor come upon his head. And it came 12 
to pass, as she continued praying before the LORD, that Eli 
marked her mouth. Now Hannah, she spake in her heart; only 13 
her lips moyed, but her voice was not heard; therefore Eli 
thought she had been drunken. And Eli said unto her, How 14 
long wilt thou be drunken? put away thy wine from thee. And 15 
Hannah answered and said, No, my lord, I am a woman of a 
sorrowful spirit: I have drunk neither wine nor strong drink, 
but have poured out my soul before the LORD. Count not 16 
thine handmaid for a daughter cf Belial: for out of the abun- 
dance of my complaint and grief have I spoken hitherto, Then 17 
Eli answered and said, Go in peate ; and the God of Israel grant | 
thee thy petition that thou hast asked of him. And she said, 18 
Let thine handmaid find grace in thy sight. So the woman 
went her way, and did eat, and her countenance was no more 
sad. 
Anp they rose up in the morning early, and worshipped before 19 
. the LORD, and returned, and came to their house to Ramah: 
and Elkanah knew Hannah his wife; and the LORD remem- 
bered her. Wherefore it came to pass, when the time was come 20 
about after Hannah had conceived, that she bare a son, and 
called his name Samuel, saying, Because I have asked him of 
the LORD. And the man Elkanah, and all his house, went up 21 
to offer unto the LORD the yearly sacrifice, and his vow. .But 22 
Hannah went not up; for she said unto her husband, I will not 

‘o up until the child be weaned, and then I will bring him, that 
fe may appear before the LORD, and there abide for ever. And 23 
Elkanah her husband said unto her, Do what seemeth thee 
good ; tarry until thou have weaned him; only the LORD es- 
tablish his word. So the woman abode, and gave her son: suck 
until she weaned him. oe ora 

Anp when she had weaned him, she took him ore her, 24

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with three bullocks, and one ephah of flour, and a bottle of wine, 24 
and brought him unto the house of the LORD in Shiloh: and 

the child was young. And they slew a bullock, and brought the 25 
child to Eli. And she said, O my lord, as thy soul liveth, my 26 
lord, I am the woman that stood by thee here, praying unto the 

LORD. For this child I prayed; and the LORD hath given me 27 
my petition which I asked of him: therefore also I have lent 28 


him to the LORD; as long as he liveth he shall be lent to the 
LORD.. And he worshipped the LORD there. 


AND Hannah prayed, and said, 


My heart rejoiceth in the LORD, 
Mine horn is exalted in the LORD: 
My mouth is enlarged over mine enemies ; 
Because I rejoice in thy salvation. 
2 There is none holy as the LORD: 
For there is none beside thee: 
Neither is there any rock like our God. 
3 Talk no more so exceeding proudly ; 
Let not arrogancy come out of your mouth: 
For the LORD 1s a God of knowledge, 
And by him actions are weighed. 
4 The bows of the mighty men are broken, 
And they that stumbled are girded with 
strength, 
5 Phey that were full have hired out them- 
selves for bread 5 
And they that were hungry ceased : 
So that the barren hath born seven ; 
And she that hath many children is waxed 
feeble. 





6 The LORD killeth, and maketh alive: 
He bringeth down to the grave, and bring- 


eth up. 

7 The LORD maketh poor, and maketh rich = 
He bringeth low, and liftethup. _ 

8 Le raiseth up the poor out of the dust, 
vcd lifteth up the beggar from the dunghill, 
To set them among princes, 

And to make them inherit the throneof glory: 
For the piHars of the earth ave the LORD'S, 
And he hath set the world upon them. 

9 He will keep the feet of his saints, 

And the wicked shall be silent in darkness 5 

* For by strength shall no man prevail. 

10 The adversaries of the LORD shall be 

' broken to pieces ; 

Out of heaven shall he thunderupon them :

* Anp Elkanah went to Ramah to his house, and the child did 11 
minister unto the LORD before Eli the priest. Now the sons of 12 
Eli were sons of Belial; they knew not the LORD. And the 13 
priest’s custom with the people was, that, when any man offered 
sacrifice, the priest’s servant came, while the flesh was in seeth- 
ing, with a flesh-hook of three teeth in his hand; and he struck 14 
it mto the pan, or kettle, or caldron, or pot: all that the flesh-hook 
brought up the priest took for himself. So they did in Shiloh 
unto all the Israelites that came thither. Also before they burnt 15 
the fat, the priest’s servant came, and said to the man that sacri-. 
ficed, Give flesh to roast for the priest; for he will not have sod- 
den flesh of thee, but raw. And if any man said unto him, Let 16 
them not fail to burn the fat presently, and then take as much as 
thy soul desireth ; then he would answer him, Nay; but thou 
shalt give it me now: and if not, I will take it by force.. Where- 17 
fore the sin of the yore men was very great before the LORD: 

for men abhorred the offering of the LORD. 

Bur Samuel ministered before the LORD, being a child, girded 18 
with a linen ephod. Moreover his mother made him a little 19 
coat, and brought 7 to him from year to year, when she came 
up with her husband to offer the yearly sacrifice. And Eli 20 
blessed Elkanah and his wife, and said, The LORD give thee 
seed of this woman for the loan which is lent to the LORD. And 
they went unto their own home. And the LORD visited Han- 21 
nah, so that she conceived, and bare three sons and two daugh- 
ters. Mesa child Samuel grew before the LORD. 
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Now Eli was very old, and heard all that his sons did unto all 22 
Israel ; and how they lay with the women that assembled at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congregation. And he said unto 23 
them, Why do ye such things? for I hear of your evil dealings 
by all this people. Nay, my sons; for if is no good report that I 24 
hear: ye make the LORD'S people to transgress. If one man 25 
sin against another, the judge shall judge him: but if a man sin 
against the LORD, who shall intreat for him? Notwithstanding 
they hearkened not unto the voice of their father, because the 
LORD would slay them. And the child Samuel grew on, and 26 
was in favor both with the LORD, and also with men. 

Anp there came a man of God unto Eli, and said unto him, 27 
Thus saith the LORD, Did f plainly appear unto the house of 
thy father, when they were in Egypt in Pharaoh’s house? And 28 
did I choose him out of all the tribes of Israel to be my priest, to 
offer upon mine altar, to burn incense, to wear an ephod before 
me? and did I give unto the house of thy father all the offerings 
made by fire of the children of Israel? Wherefore kick ye at 29 
my sacrifice and at mine offering, which I haye commanded in 
my habitation ; and honorest thy sons above me, to make your- 
selves fat with the chiefest of all the offerings of Israel my, 
people? Wherefore the LORD God of Israel saith, I said indeed, 30 
that thy house, and the house of thy fathers, should walk before 
me for evér: but now the LORD saith, Be it far from me: for 
them that honor me I will honor, and they that despise me shall 
be lightly esteemed. Behold, the days come, that I will cut off 31 
thine arm, and the arm of thy father’s house, that there shall not 
be an old man in thine house. And thou shalt see an enemy 32 
in my habitation, in all the wealth which God shall give Israel: 
and there shall not be an old man in thine house for ever. And 33 
the man of thine, whom I shall not cut off from mine altar, shall 
be to consume thine eyes, and to grieve thine heart: and all the 
increase of thine house shall die in the flower of their age. And 34 
this shall be a sign unto thee, that shall come upon thy two sons, 
on Hophni and Phinehas; in one day they shall die both of 
them. And I will raise me up a faithful priest, that shall do ac- 35 
cording to that which isin mine heart and in my mind: and I 
will build him a sure house; and he shall walk before mine 
Anointed for ever. And it shall come to pass, that every one 36 
that is left in thine house shall come and crouch to him for a 
piece of silver and a morsel of bread, and shall say, Put me, I 
pray thee, into one of the priests’ offices, that I may eat a piece 
of bread. : 

Anp the child Samuel ministered unto the LORD before Eli. 

“And the word of the LORD was precious in those days; there 
was no open vision. And it came to pass at that time, when Eli 
was laid down in his place, and his eyes began to wax dim, that 
he could not see; and ere the lamp of God went out in the 
temple of the LORD, where the ark of God was, and Samuel 
was laid down to sleep ; ' that the LORD called Samuel: and he . 
answered, Here am1I. And he ran unto Eli, and said, _ um 


on wi ~w @ 
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I; for thou calledst me. And he said, I called not; lie down 
again. And he went and lay down. ! And the LORD called 6 
yet again, Samuel. And Samuel arose and went to Eli, and 
said, Here am 1; for thou didst call me. And he answered, I 
called not, my son; lie down again. Now Samuel did not yet 7 
know the LORD, neither was the word of the LORD yet re- 
vealed unto him. And the LORD called Samuel again the third 8 
time. And he arose and went to Eli, and said, Here am I; for 
thou didst call me. And Eli perceived that the LORD had called 
the child. Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, Go, lie down: and 9 
it shall be, if he call thee, that thou shalt say, Speak, LORD; 
for thy servant heareth. So Samuel went and lay down in his 
place. And the LORD came, and stood, and called as at other 10 
times, Samuel, Samuel. Then Samuel answered, Speak; for 
thy servant heareth. And the LORD said to Samuel, Behold, I 11 
will do a thing in Israel, at which both the ears of every one 
that heareth it shall tingle. In that day I will perform against 12 
Eli all things which I have spoken concerning his house: when 

I begin, I will also make an end. For I have told him that I 13 
will judge his house for ever for the iniquity which he knoweth; 
because his sons made themselves vile, mead he restrained them 
not. And therefore I have sworn unto the house of Eli, that the 14 
iniquity of Eli’s house shall not be purged with sacrifice nor 
offering for ever. , 

Anp Samuel lay until the morning, and opened the doors of 15 
the house of the LORD. And Samuel feared to show Eli the 
vision. Then Eli called Samuel, and said, Samuel, my son. 16 
And he answered, Here amI. ! And he said, What 7s the thing 17 
that the LORD hath said unto thee? I pray thee hide 7 not from 
me: God do so to thee, and more also, if thou hide any thing 
from me of all the things that he said unto thee. And Samuel 18 
told him every whit, and hid nothing from him. And he said, It 
is the LORD: let him do what seemeth him good. And Samuel 19 
grew, and the LORD was with him, and did Jet none of his 
words fall to the ground. And all Israel from Dan even to Beer- 20 
sheba knew that Samuel was established to be a prophet of the 
LORD. And the LORD appeared again in Shiloh: for the 21 
LORD revealed himself to Samuel in Shiloh by the word of the 
LORD. And the word of Samuel came to all Israel. 4 

Now Israel went out against the Philistines to battle, and 
pitched beside Eben-ezer: and the Philistines pitched in Aphek. 
‘And the Philistines put themselves in array against Israel: and 2 
when they joined battle, Israel was smitten before the Philis- 
tines: and they slew of the army in the field about four thou- 
sand men. And when the people were come into the camp, 3 
the elders of Israel said, Wherefore hath the LORD smitten us 
to-day before the Philistines? Let us fetch the ark of the cove- 
nant of the LORD out of Shiloh unto us, that, when it cometh 
among us, it may save us out of the hand of our enemies. So 4 
the people sent to Shiloh, that they might bring from thence the 
ark of he cov enams of’the LORD of hosts, which dwelleth 6e- 
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tween the cherubims: and the two sons of Eli, Hophni and Phin- 
ehas, were there with the ark of the covenant of God. And 5 
when the ark of the covenant of the LORD came into the camp, 

all Israel shouted with a great shout, so that the earth rang 
again. 

Anp when the Philistines heard the noise of the shout, they 6 
said, What meaneth the noise of this great shout in the camp of 
the Hebrews? And they understood that the ark of the LORD 
was come into the camp. And the Philistines were afraid, for. 7 
they said, God is come into the camp. And they said, Woe unto 
us! for there hath not been such a thing heretofore. Woe unto 8 
us! who shall deliver us out of the hand of these mighty Gods! 
these are the Gods that smote the Egyptians with all the plagues 
in the wilderness. Be strong, and quit yourselves like men, O 9 

e Philistines, that ye be not servants unto the Hebrews, as they 

ave been to you: quit yourselyes like men, and fight. And the 10 
Philistines fought, and Israel was smitten, and they fled every 
man into his tent: and there was a very great slaughter; for 
there fell of Israel thirty thousand footmen. And the ark of God 11 
was taken ; and the two sons of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, were 
slain. 

Anp there ran a man of Benjamin out of the army, and came 12 
to Shiloh the same day with his clothes rent, and with earth 
upon his head. And when he came, lo, Eli sat upon a seat by 13 
the way-side watching: for his heart trembled for the ark of God. 
And when the man came into the city, and told w, all the city 
cried out. And when Eli heard the noise of the crying, he said, 14 
What meaneth the noise of this tumult? And the man came in 
hastily, and told Eli. Now El was ninety-and-eight years old; 15 
and his eyes were dim, that he could not see. And the man said 16 
unto Eli, lam he that came out of the army, and I fled to-day 
out of the army. And he said, What is there done, my son? 
And the messenger answered and said, Israel is fled before the 17 
Philistines, and there hath been also a great slaughter among the 
people, and thy two sons also, Hophni and Phinehas, are dead, 
and the ark of God is taken. And it came 1o pass, when he 18 
made mention of the ark of God, that he fell from off the seat . 
backward by the side of the gate, and his neck brake, and he 
died: for he was an old man, and heavy. And he had judged 
Israel forty years. 

_Anp his danghter-in-law, Phinehas’ wife, was with child, 19 
near to be delivered: and when she heard the tidings that the 
ark of God was taken, and that her father-in-law and her hus- 
band were dead, she bowed herself and travailed ; for her pains 
came upon her. And about the time of her death, the women 20 
that stood by her said unto her, Fear not; for thou hast born a 
son. But she answered not, neither did she regard i. 'And she 21 
named the child I-chabod, saying, The glory Js departed from 
Israel: because the ark of God was taken, and because of her 
father-in-law and her husband. And she said, The glory is de- 22 


parted from Israel : for the ark of God is taken. ce 6 
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AND the Philistines took the ark of God, and brought it from 
Eben-ezer unto Ashdod.. When the Philistines took the ark of 
God, they brought it into the house of Dagon, and set it by 
Dagon. And when they of Ashdod arose early on the morrow, 
behold, Dagon was fallen upon his face to the earth before the 
ark of the LORD. And they took Dagon, and set him in his 
place again. And when they arose early on the morrow morn- 
ing, behold, Dagon was fallen upon his face to the ground before 
the ark of the LORD; and the head of Dagon and both the 
palms of his hands were cut off upon the threshold : only the 
stump of Dagon was left to him. “Therefore neither the priests 
of Dagon, nor any that come into Dagon’s house, tread on the

threshold of Dagon in Ashdod unto this day. But the hand of 6 


the LORD was heavy upon them of Ashdod, and he destroyed 
them, and smote them with emerods, even Ashdod and the coasts 
thereof: 

Anp when the men of Ashdod saw that it was so, they said, 
The ark of the God of Israel shall not abide with us: for his hand 
is sore upon us, and upon Dagon our god. They sent there- 
fore and gathered all the lords of the Philistines unto them, and 
said, What shall we do with the ark of the God of Israel? And 
they answered, Let the ark of the God of Israel be carried about 
unto Gath. And they carried the ark of the God of Israel about 
thither. And it was so, that, after they had carried it about, the 
hand of the LORD was against the city with a very great de- 
struction: and he smote the men of the city, both small and 
great, and they had emerods in their secret parts. 

THEREFORE they sent the ark of God to Ekron. And it came 
to pass, as, the ark of God came to Ekron, that the Ekronites 
cried out, saying, They have brought about the ark of the God 
of Israel to us, to slay us and our people. So they sent and 
gathered together all the lords of the Philistines, and said, Send 
away the ark of the God of Israel, and let it go again to his own 
place, that it slay us not, and our people: for there was a deadly 
‘destruction throughout all the city; the hand of God was ve 
heavy there. And the men that died not were smitten with the 
emerods: and the cry of the city went up to heaven. 

_Anp the ark of the LORD was in the country of the Philis- 
tines seven months. And the Philistines called for the priests 
and the diviners, saying, What shall we do ito the ark of the 
LORD? tell us wherewith we shall send it to his place. And 
they said, If ye send away the ark of the God of Israel, send it 
not empty; but in any wise return him a trespass-offering : then 
ye shall be healed, and it shall be known to you why his hand is 
not removed from you. Then said they, What' shall be the 
trespass-offering which we shall return to him 2 They answered, 
Five golden 'emerods, and five golden’ mice, according to the 
number of the lords of the ‘Philistines: for one plague was on 
you all, and on your lords. Wherefore ye shall make images of 
your emerods, and! images of your mice that mar the land; and 
ye shall are glory unto the God of Israel: peradventure he will 
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lighten his hand from off you, and from off your gods, and from 
off your land. Wherefore then do ye harden your hearts, as the 6 
Egyptians and Pharaoh hardened their hearts? when he had 
wrought wonderfully among them, did they not let the people 
go, and they departed? Now therefore make a new cart, and 7 
take two milch kine, on which there hath come no yoke, and 
tie the kine to the cart, and bring their calves home from them: 
and take the ark of the LORD, and lay it upon the cart; and put 8 
the jewels of gold, which ye return him for a trespass-offering, 

in a coffer by the side thereof; and send it away, that it may go. 
And see, if it goeth up by the way of his own coast to Beth- 9 
shemesh, then he hath done us this great evil: but if not, then 
we shall know that tis not his hand that smote us; it was a 
chance that happened to us. : 

Anp the men did so; and took two milch kine, and tied them 10 
to the cart, and shut up their calves at home: and they laid the 11 
ark of the LORD upon the cart, and the coffer with the mice of 
gold and the images of their emerods. And the kine took the 12 
straight way to the way of Beth-shemesh, and went along the 
high-way, lowing as they went, and turned not aside to the 
right hand or ¢o the left: and the lords of the Philistines went 
after them unto the border of Beth-shemesh. And they of Beth- 13 
shemesh were reaping their wheat harvest in the valley: and 
they lifted up their eyes, and saw the ark, and rejoiced to see zt. 
And the cart came into the field of Joshua, a Beth-shemite, and 14 
stood there, where there was a great stone: and they clave the 
wood of the cart, and offered the kine a burnt-offering unto the 
LORD. And the Levites took down the-ark of the LORD, and 15 
the coffer that was with it, wherein the jewels of gold were, and 
put them on the great stone: and the men of Beth-shemesh 
offered burnt-offerings and sacrificed sacrifices the same da 
unto the LORD. And when the five lords of the Philistines had 16 
seen it, they returned to Ekron the same day. And these are 17 
the golden emerods which the Philistines returned for a trespass- 
offering unto the LORD; for Ashdod one, for Gaza one, for 
Askelon one, for Gath one, for Ekron one; and the golden mice, ac- 18 
cording to the number ofall the cities of the Philistines belonging 
to the five lords, both of fenced cities, and of country villages, 
even unto the great stone of Abel, whereon they set down the 
ark of the LORD: which stone remazneth unto this day in the 
field of Joshua, the Beth-shemite. 

Anp he smote the men of Beth-shemesh, because they had 19 
looked into the ark of the LORD, even he smote of the people 
fifty thousand and threescore and ten men: and the people 
lamented, because the LORD had smitten many of the people 
with a great slaughter. And the men of Beth-shemesh said, 20 

Who is able to stand before this holy LORD God? and to whom 
shall he go up from us? And they sent messengers to the in- 21 
habitants of Kirjath-jearim, saying, The Philistines have brought 
again the ark of the LORD; come ye down, and fetch it up to . 
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Anp the men of Kirjath-jearim came, and fetched up the ark 
of the LORD, and brought it into the honse of Abinadab in the 
hill, and sanctified Eleazar his son to keep the ark of the LORD. 

Anp it:came to. pass, while the ark abode in Kirjath-jearim, 
that the’ time was long; for it was twenty years: and all the 
house of Israel lamented after the LORD. And Samuel spake 
unto all the house of Israel, saying, If ye do return unto the 
LORD with all your hearts, then put away the strange gods and 
Ashtaroth from among you, and prepare your hearts unto the 
LORD, and serve him only: and he will deliver you out of the 
hand of the Philistines. ‘Then the children of Israel did put 
away Baalim and Ashtaroth, and served the LORD only. And 
Samuel said, Gather all Israel to Mizpeh, and I will pray for 
you unto the LORD. And they gathered together to Mizpeh, and 
drew water, and poured if out before the LORD, and fasted on 
that day, and said there, We have sinned against the LORD. 
And Samuel judged the children of Israel in Mizpeh. 

Anp when the Philistines heard thatthe children of Israel 
were gathered together to Mizpeh, the lords of the Philistines 
went up against Israel. And whenvthe children of fsrael heard 


it, they were afraid of the Philistines. And the children of 


Israel said to Samuel, Cease not to cry unto the LORD our God 
for us, that he will save us out of the hand of the Philistines. 
And Samuel took a sucking lamb, and offered w for a burnt- 
offering wholly unto the LORD: and Samuel cried unto the 
LORD for Israel; and the LORD heard him. And as Samuel 
was offering up the burnt-offering, the Philistines drew near to 
battle against Israel: but the LORD thundered with a great 
thunder on that day upon the Philistines, and discomfited them ; 
and. they were smitten before Israel. And the men of Israel 
went out of Mizpeh, and pursued the Philistines, and smote 
them, until hey came under Beth-car. Then Samuel took a stone, 
and set it between Mizpeh and Shen, and called the name of it 
Eben-ezer, saying, Hitherto hath the LORD helped us. So the 
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Philistines were subdued, and they came*no more into the coast ° 


of Israel: and the hand of the LORD was egainst the Philistines 
all the days of Samuel. And the cities which the Philistines 
had taken irom Israel were restored to Israel, from Ekron even 
unto Gath; and the coasts thereof did Israel deliver out of the 
hands of the Philistines. And there was peace between Israel 
and the Amorites. } 

Anp Samuel judged Israel all the days of his life. ' And he 
went from rhe to year in circuit to Beth-el, and Gilgal, and 
Mizpeh; and judged Israel in all those places. And his return 
was to Ramah; for there was his house; and there he judged, 
Israel; and there he built an altar unto the LORD. 

AND it came to pass, when Samuel was old, that he made his 
sons judges over Israel. Now the name of his first-born was 
Joel; and the name of his second, Abiah: they were judges in 
Beer-sheba. And his sons’ walked hot in his ways, but turned 
aside acres and took bribes, and perverted judgment. 
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THER all the elders of Israel gathered themselves together, 4 
and came to Samuel unto Ramah, 'and said unto him, Behold, 5 
thou art old, and thy sons walk not in thy ways: now make us a 
king to judge us like all the nations. But the thing displeased 6 
Samuel, when they said, Give us a king to judge us. And 
Samuel prayed unio the LORD. And the LORD said unto 7 
Samuel, Hearken unto the voice of the people in all that they 
say unto thee: for they have not rejected thee, but they have 
rejected me, thai i should not reign over them. According to 8 
all the works which they have done since the day that I brought 
them up ont of Egypt even unto this day, wherewith they have 
forsaken me, and served other gods, so do they also unto thee: 
Now therefore hearken unto their voice: howheit yet protest 9 
solemnly unto them, and show them the manner of the king 

_ that shall reign over them. 

Anp Samuel iold all the words of the LORD unto the people 10 
that asked of hima king. And he said, This will be the man- 11 
ner of the king that shall reign over you: He will take your 
sons, and appoint them for himself, for his chariots, and to be his 
horsemen; and some shall ran before his chariots. And he will 12 
appoint him captains over thousands, and captains over fifties ; 
and will set them to ear his ground, and to reap his harvest, and 
to make his instruments of war, and instruments of his chariots. 
And he will take your daughters to be confectionaries, and to be 13 
cooks, and to be bakers. And he will take your fields, and your 14 
vineyards, and your clive-yards, even the best of them, and give 
them to his servants. And he will take the tenth of your seed, 15 
and of your vineyards, and give to his officers, and to his ser- 
vants. And he will take your men-servants, and your maid- 16 
servants, and your’goodliest young men, and your asses, and put 
them to his work. He will take the tenth of your sheep: and ye 17 
shall be his servants. And ye’shall cry out in that day because 18 
of your king which ye shall have chosen you; and the LORD 
will not hear you in that day. 

NEVERTHELESS the people refused to obey the voice of Sam- 19 
uel; and theysaid, Nay ; but we’will have a king over us; ‘that 20 
we also may be like all the nations; and that our king may judge 
us, and go out before us, and fight our battles. And Samuel-21 
heard all the words of the people, and he rehearsed them in the 
ears of the LORD. And the LORD said to Samuel, Hearken 22 
unto their voice, znd make them a king. And Samuel said unto 
the men of Israel, Go ye every man unto his city. 

New there was a man of Benjamin, whose name was Kish, 9 
the son of Abiel, the son of Zeror, the son of Bechorath, the son 
of Aphiah, a Benjamite, a mighty man of power. And he had 
a son, whose name-was Saul, a choice young man, and a goodly: 

.and there was not among the children of Israel a goodlier person 
than he: from his shoulders and upward he was higher than 
any of the people. | ¥ ’ 

Awnp tho asses of Kish Saul’s father were lost. And Kish said 3 
to Saul his son, Take now one of the servants wee and 
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arise, go seck the asses. And he passed through mount Ephraim, 4 
and passed through the land of Shalisha, but they found them 
not: then they passed through the land of Shalim, and there they 
were not: and he passed through the land of the Benjamites, but 
they found them not. And when they were come to the’ land of 5 
Zuph, Saul said to his servant that was with him, Come, and let 

us return; lest my father leave caring for the asses, and take 
thought for us. And he said unto him, Behold now, there is in 6 
this city a man of God, and he is an honorable man; all that he 
saith cometh surely to pass: now let us go thither; peradventure 

he can show us our way that we should go. Then said Saul to 7 
his servant, But, behold, 7f we go, what shall we bring the man? 

for the bread is spent in our vessels, and there is not a present 

to bring to the man of God: what have we? And the servant 8 
answered Saul again, and said, Behold, I have here at hand the 
fourth part of a shekel of silver: that will I give to the man of 
God, to tell us our way. (Beforetime in Israel, when a man 9 
went to inquire of God, thus he spake, Come, and let us go to 
the seer: for he that is now called a Prophet was beforetime 
called a Seer.) Then said Saul to hi®servant, Well said; come, 10 
let us go. So they went unto the city where the man of God 
was. And as they went up the hill to the city, they found young 11 
maidens going out to draw water, and said wnto them, Is the seer 
here? And they answered them, and said, He is; behold, he is 12 
before you: make haste now, for he came to-day to the city ; for 
there is a sacrifice of the people to-day in the high place: as soon 13 
as ye be come into the city, ye shall straightway find him, before 

he go up to the high place to eat: for the people will not eat 
until he come, because he doth bless the sacrifice ; and after- 
wards they eat that be bidden. Now therefore get you up; for 
about this time ye shall find him. 

Anp they went up into the city: and when they were come 14 
into the city, behold, Samuel, came out against them, for to go 
up to the high place. Now the LORD had told Samuel in his 15 
ear a day before Saul came, saying, To-morrow about this time 16 
I will send thee a man out of the land of Benjamin, and thou 
shalt anoint him ¢o be captain over my people Israel, that he may 
save my people out of the hand of the Philistines: for I have 
looked upon my people, because their cry is come unto me. And 17 
when Samuel saw Saul, the LORD: said unto him, Behold the 
man whom I spake to thee of! this same shall reign over m 
people. ‘Then Saul drew near to Samuel in the gate, and said, 18 
Tell me, I pray thee, where the seer’s house 7s. And Samuel 19 
answered Saul, and said, I am the seer: go up before me unto 
the high place; for ye shall eat with me to-day, and to-morrow 
I will let thee go, and will tell thee all that is in thine heart. 
And as for thine asses that were lost three days ago, set not thy 20° 
mind on them; for they are found. And on whom is all the de- 
sire of Israel? Js 7 not on thee, and on all thy father’s house ? 
And Saul answered and said, Am~not I a Benjamite, of the 21 
smallest a abe tribes of Israel? and my family the least of all 
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the families of the tribe of Benjamin? wherefore then speakest 
thou so to me? And Samuel took Saul and his servant, and 22 
brought them into the parlor, and made them sit in the chiefest 
place among them that were bidden, which were about thirty 
persons. And Samuel said unto the cook, Bring the portion 23 
which [ gave thee, of which I said unto thee, Set it by thee. 
And the cook took up the shoulder, and that which was upon it, 24 
and set if before Saul. And Samuel said, Behold that which is 
left! set it before thee, and eat: for unto this time hath it been 
kept for thee since I said, I have invited the people. So Saul 
did eat with Samnel that day. 

Anp when they were come down from the high place into the 25 
city, Samuel communed with Saul upon the top of the house. 
And they arose early: and it came to pass about the spring of 26 
the day, that Samuel called Saul to the top of the house, saying, 
Up, that I may send thee away. And Saul arose, and they went 
out both of them, he and Samuel, abroad. And as they were 27 
going down to the end of the city, Samuel said to Saul, Bid the 
servant pass on before us, (and he passed on,) but stand thou still 
awhile, that I may show thee the word of God. Then SamuelLO 
took a vial of oil, and poured if upon his head, and kissed him, 
and-said, Is it not because the LORD hath anointed thee to be 
captain over his inheritance? When thou art departed from me 2 
to-day, then thou shalt find two men by Rachel's sepulchre in 
the border of Benjamin at Zelzah; and they will say unto thee, 
The asses which thou wentest to seek are found: and, lo, thy 
father hath left the care of the asses, and sorroweth for you, 
saying, What shall I do for my son? Then shalt thou go on for- 3 
ward from thence, and thou shalt come to the plain of Tabor, 
and there shall meet thee three men going up to God to Beth-el, 
one carrying three kids, and another cartying three loaves of 
bread, and another carrying a bottle of wine: and they will 4 
salute thee, and give thee two loaves of bread ; which thou shalt 
receive of their hands. After that thou shalt come tothe hill 5 
of God, where is the garrison of the Philistines: and it shall 
come to pass, when thou art come thither to the city, that thou 
shalt meet a company of prophets coming down from the high 
place with a psaltery, and a tabret, and a pipe, and a harp, be- 
fore them; and they shall prophesy. And the Spirit of the LORD 6 
will come upon thee, and thou shalt prophesy with them, and 
shalt be turned into another man. And. let it be, when these 7 
signs are come unto thee, that thou do as occasion serve thee ; 
for God is with thee. And thou shalt go down before me to Gil. 8 
gal; and, behold, I will come down unto thee, to offer burnt- 
offerings, and to sacrifice sacrifices of peace-offerings : seven 
days shalt thou tarry, till I come to thee, and show thee what 
thou shalt do. j / 

Anp it was so, that when he had turned his back to go from 9 
Samuel, God gave him another heart: and all those signs came 
to pass that day. And when they came thither to the hill, be- 10 
hold, a company of prophets aga ta and the PpHHE os God 
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came upon him, and he prophesied among them. And it came 11 
to pass, when all that knew him beforetime saw that, behold, he 
prophesied among the prophets, then the people said one to 
another, What 2s this thaé is come unto the son of Kish? Js Saul 
also among the prophets? And one of the same place answered 12 
and said, But who is their father? Therefore it became a 
proverb, Is Saul also among the prophets? And when he had 13 
made an end of prophesying, he came to the high place. 

‘Anp Saul’s uncle said unto him and to his servant, Whither 14 
went ye? And he said, To seek the asses: and when we saw 
that they were nowhere, we came to Samuel. And Saul’s uncle 15 
said, Tell me, I pray thee, what Samuel said unto you. And 16 
Saul said unto his uncle, He told us plainly that the asses were 
found. But of the matter of the kingdom, whereof Samuel spake, 
he told him not. 

Anp Samuel called the people together unto the LORD to 17 
Mizpeh: and said unto the children of Israel, Thus saith the 18 
LORD God of Isracl, I brought up Israel out of Egypt, and de- 
livered you out of the hand of the Egyptians, and out of the 
hand of all kingdoms, and of them that oppressed you: and ye 19 
have this day rejected your God, who himself saved you out of 
all your adversities and your tribulations ; and ye have said unto 
him, Nay, but set a king over us. Now therefore present your- 
selves before the LORD by your tribes and by your thousands. 
‘And when Samuel had caused all the tribes of Israel to come 20 
near, the tribe of Benjamin was taken. When he had caused 21 
the tribe of Beniamin to come near by their families, the family 
of Matri was taken, and Saul the son of Kish was taken: and 
when they sought him, he could not be found. Therefore they 22 
inquired of the LORD further, if the man should yet come 
thither. And the LORD answered, Behold, he hath hid himself 
among the stuff. And they ran and fetched him thence: and 23 
when he stood among the people, he was higher than any of the 
people from his shoulders and upward. And Samuel said to all 24 
the people, See ye him whom the LORD hath chosen, that there 
is none like him among all the people? And all the people 
shouted, and said, God save the king. Then Samuel told the 25 

eople the manner of the kingdom, and wrote it in a book, and 
aid if,up before the LORD. And Samuel sent all the people 
away, every man to his house. And Saul also went home to 26 
Gibeah; and there went with him a band of men, whose hearts 
God had touched. But the children of Belial, said, How shall 27 
this man save us? And they despised him, and brought him no 
presents. But he held his peace. 

THEN Nahash the Ammonite came up, and encamped againstLi 
Jabesh-gilead: and all the men of Jabesh said unto Nahash, 
Make a covenant with us, and we will serve thee. And Nahash 2 
the Ammonite answered them, On this condition will I make a 
covenant with you, that I may thrust-out all your right eyes, and 
lay it for a reproach upon all Israel. And the elders of Jabesh 3 
said unto Soe Give us seven days’ respite, that we may send mes- 
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sengers unto all the coasts of Israel: and then, if there be no 
man to save us, we will come out to thee. Then came the mes- 
sengers to Gibeah of Saul, and told the tidings in the ears of the 

ople: and all the people lifted up their voices, and wept. And, 
behold, Saul came afier the herd out of the field; and Saul 
said, What aileth the people that they weep? And they told 
him the tidings of the men of Jabesh. And the Spirit of God 
came upon Saul when he heard those tidings, and his anger was 
kindled greatly. And he took a yoke of oxen, and hewed them 
in pieces, and sent them throughout all the coasts of Israel b 
the hands of messengers, saying, Whosoever cometh not fort 
after Saul and after Samuel, so shall it be done unto his oxen. 
‘And the fear of the LORD feli on the people, and they came out 
with one consent. And when he numbered them in Bezek, the 
children of Israel were three hundred thousand, and the men of 
Judah thirty thousand. And they said unto the messengers that 
came, Thus shall ye say unto the men of Jabesh-gilead, To- 
morrow, by that time the sun be hot, ye shall have help. And 
the messengers came and showed it to the men of Jabesh; and 
they were glad. Therefore the men of Jabesh said, To-morrow 
we will come out unto you, and ye shall do with us all that 
seemeth good unto you. And it was so on the morrow, that Saul 
put the people in three companies; and they came into the midst 
of the host in the morning watch, and slew the Ammonites 
until the heat of the day: and it came to pass, that they which 
remained were scattered, so that two of them were not left 
together. 

‘Anp the people said unto Samuel, Who is he that said, Shall 
Saul reign over us? bring the men, that we may put them to 
death. And Saul said, There shall not a man be put to death 

_ this day; for to-day the LORD hath wrought salvation in Tsrael. 

TEN said Samuel to the people, Come, and let us go to Gilgal, 
and renew the kingdom there. And all the people went to 
Gilgal; and there they made Ssul king before the LORD in 
Gilgal; and there they sacrificed sacrifices of peace-offerings 
before the LORD; and there Saul and all the men of Israel re- 
joiced greatly. 
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AND Samuel said unto all Israel, Behold, I have hearkened1& 


unto your voice in all that ye said unto me, and have made a king 
over you. ‘And now, behold, the king walketh before you: and 
Tam old and grey-headed ; and, behold, my sons are with you: 
and I have walked before you from my childhood unto this day. 
Behold, here I am: witness against me before the LORD, and 
before his anointed: whose ox have J taken? or whose ass have 
T taken? or whom have I defrauded? whom have I oppressed ? 
- or of whose hand have I received any bribe to blind mine eyes 
therewith? and I will restore it you. And they said, Thou hast 
not defrauded us, nor oppressed us, neither hast thou taken aught 
of any man’s hand. ‘And he said unto them, The LORD is 
witness against you, and his anointed is witness this A ye 
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have not found aught in my hand. And they answered, He is 
witness. ' 

Anp Samuel said unto the people, It is the LORD thatad- 6 
vanced Moses and Aaron, and that bronght your fathers up out », 
of the land:of Egypt. Now therefore stand still, that | may reason 7 
with you before the LORD, of all the righteous acts of the LORD, 
‘which he did to you and to your fathers. When Jacob was come 8 
into, Egypt, and your fathers cried unto the LORD, then the 
LORD sent Moses and Aaron, which brought forth your fathers 
out of Egypt, and made them dwell in this place. And whenthey 9 - 
forgat the LORD their God, he sold them into the hand of Sisera, 
captain of the host of Hazor, and into the hand of the Philistines, 
and into the hand of the king of Moab, and they fought against 
them. And they cried unio ihe LORD, and said, We have 
sinned, becatise we have forsaken the LORD, and have served 
Baalim and Ashtaroth ; bat now deliver us ovt of the hand of our 
enemies, and we will serve thee. And ihe LORD sent Jerubbaal, 11 
and Bedan, and Jephihah, and Samuel, and delivered you out.of 
the hand of your enemics on every side, and ye dwelled safes. 
And when ye saw that Nahash che tiing of the children of Am- 12 
mon came against you, ye said unio me, Ney; but a king shall 
reign over us: when the LORD your God was your king. Now 13 
therefore behold the king whom ye have ‘chosen, and whom ye 
have desired! and, behold, the LORD hath set a kitg over you. 

If ye will feat the LORD, and serve him, and obey his voice, 14 
and not rebel against the commandment of the LORD, then shall 
both ye, and also the king that reigneth over you, continue fol- 
lowing the LORD your God: but if ye will not obey the voice 15 
of the LORD, but rebel against the commandment of the LORD, 
then shall the hand of the LORD be against you, as if was against 
your fathers. Now therefore stand and see this great thing which 16 
the LORD Will do before your eyes. Js it not wheat harvest 17 
todays I will call unto the LORD, and he shall send thunder 

and rain; that ye may perceive and see that your wickedness 

as great, which ye have done in the sight of the LORD, in asking 
youa king. So Samuel called unto the LORD; and the LORD 18 
sent thunder and rain that day: and all the people greatly feared 
the LORD and Samuel. And all the people said unto Samuel, 19 
Pray for thy servants unto the LORD thy God, that we die not: 
for we have added unto all our sins this evil, to ask us a king. . 
And Samuel said unto the people, Fear not: ye have done all 20 
this wickedness: yet turn not aside from following the LORD, 

but serve the LORD with all your heart: and turn ye not aside: 21 
for then should ye go afier vain things, which cannot profit nor 
deliver; for they are vain. For the LORD will not forsake his 22 
‘people for his great name’s sake: because it hath pleased the 
LORD to make you his people. Moreover as for me, God forbid 23 
that I should sin against the LORD in ceasing-to pray foryou: __ 
but I will teach you the good and the right way : ‘only fear the 24 
LORD, end sari him m truth with all your heart; for consider 
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how great things he hath done for you. But if ye shall still do 25 
wickedly, ye shall be consumed, both ye and your king. 

SAUL reigned one year; and when he had reigned two yearsLS 
over Israel, !Saul chose him three thousand men of Israel; where- 2 
of two thousand were with Sanl in Michmash and in mount 
Beth-el, and a thousand were with Jonathan in Gibeah of Ben- 
jamin: and the rest of the people he sent every man to his tent. 

‘Anp Jonathan smote the garrison of the Philistines that was in 3 
Geba, and the Philistines heard of it. And Saul blew the trum- 
pet throughout all the land, saying, Let the Hebrews hear. And 4 
all Israel heard say that Saul had smitten a garrison of the Phi- 
listines, and that Israel also was had in abomination with the 
Philistines. And the people were called together after Saul to 
Gilgal. And the Philistines gathered themselves together to 5 
fight with Israel, thirty thousand chariots, and six thousand horse- 
men, and people as the sand which 2s on the sea-shore in multi- 
tude: and they came up, and pitched in Michmash, eastward 
from Beth-aven. When the men of Israel saw that they were 6 
in a strait, (for the people were distressed,) then the people did 
hide themselves in caves, and in thickets, and in rocks, and in 
high places, and in pits. And some of the Hebrews went over 7 
Jordan to the land of Gad and Gilead. As for Saul, he was yet 
in Gilgal, and all the people followed him trembling. 

Anp he tarried seven days, according to the set time that 8 
Samuel had appointed: but Samuel came not to Gilgal; and the 
people were scattered from him. And Saul said, Bring hither a 9 
burnt-offering tome, and peace-offerings. And he offered the burnt- 
offering. And it came to pass, that as soon as he had made anend 10 
of offering the burnt-offering, behold, Samuel came; and Saul 
went out to meet him, that he might salute him. And Samuel 11 
said, What hast thoudone? And Saul said, Because I saw that the 
people were scattered from me, and that thou camest not within 
the days appointed, and that the Philistines gathered themselves 
together at Michmash; therefore said I, The Philistines will 12 
come down now upon me to Gilgal, and I have not made sup- 
plication unto the LORD: I forced myself therefore, and offered 
a burntoffering. And Samuel said to Saul, Thou hast done 13 
foolishly ; thou hast not kept the commandment of the LORD 
thy God, which he commanded thee: for now would the LORD 
have established thy kingdom upon Israel for ever. But now 14 
thy kingdom shall not continue: the LORD hath sought him a 
man after his own heart, and the LORD hath commanded him 
to be captain over his people, because thou hast not kept that 
which the LORD commanded thee. 

‘Anp Samuel arose, and gat bim up from Gilgal unto Gibeah 15 
of Benjamin. And Saul numbered the people that were present 
with him, about six hundred men. ~ And Saul, and Jonathan his 16 
son, and the people that were present with them, abode in 


Gibeah of Benjamin. ; 
Bur the Philistines encamped in Michmash. ' And the spoilers 17 


came out of the camp of the Philistines in three on vone * 
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company turned unto ihe way that leadeth to Ophrah, unto the 
land of Shual: and another company turned the way to Beth- 18 
horon: and another company turned to the way of the border 
that looketh to the valley of Zeboim toward the wilderness. 

Now there was no smith found throughout all the land of 19 
‘Israel: for the Philistines said, Lest the Hebrews make them 
swords or spears: but all the Israelites went down to the Phi- 20 
listines, to sharpen every man his share, and his coulter, and his 4 
ax, and his mattock. Yet they had. a file for the mattocks, and 21> 
for the coulters, and for the forks, and for ihe.axes, and 10 sharpen 
the goads. So it came to pass in the day of battle, that there 22 
was neither sword nor spear found in the hand of any of the 
people that were with Saul and Jonathan: but with Saul and 
with Jonathan his son was there found. 

Anp the garrison of the Philistines went out to the passage of 23 
Michmash. Now it came to pass upon a day, that Jonathan theL&, 
son of Saul said unto the young man that bare his armor, Come, 
and Jet us go over to the Philisiines’ garrison, that is on the other 
side. But he told not his father. 'And Saul tarried in the utter- 2 
most.part of Gibeah, under a pomegranate tree which is in Mig- 
ton: and the people that were with him were about six hundred 
men; and Ahiah, the son of Ahitub, I-chabod’s brother, the son - 3 
of Phinehas, the son of Eli, the LORD'S priest in Shiloh, wear- 
ing an ephod. And the people knew not that Jonathan was 
gone. And between the passagés, by which Jonathan sought to. 4 
go over unto the Philistines’ garrison, there was a sharp rock on 
the one side, and a sharp rock on the other side: and the name — 
of the one was Bozez, and the name of the ether Seneh. The 5 
fore-front of the one was situate northward over-against Mich- 
mash, and the other southward over-against Gibeah. And Jon- 6 
athan said to the young man that bare his armor, Come, and let 
us go over unto the garrison of these uncireumcised: it may be 
that the LORD will work for us: for ¢here is no restraint to the 
LORD to save by many or by few. And his armor-bearer said 7 
unto him, Do all thats in thie heart: tarm thee; behold, I am 
with thee according to thy heart. ‘Then said Jonathan, Behold, 
we will pass over unto these men, and we will discover ourselves 
unto them. If they say thus unto us, Tarry until we come to 
you; then we will stand still in our place, and will not go up 
unto them. But if they say thus,,Come up unto us; then we 10 
will gowup: for the LORD hath delivered. them mto our hand: ~ 
and this shall 6e a sign unio us. And both of them discovered 11 
themselves unto the garrison of the Philistines: and the Philis- 
tines said, Behold, the Hebrews come forth out of the holes where 
they had hid themselves. And the men of the garrison answered. 12 
Jonathan and his armor-bearer, and said, Come up te us, and we 
will show you a thing. And Jonathan said unto his armor- 
bearer, Come up afier me: for the LORD hath delivered them 
into the hand of Israel. And Jonathan climbed up upon his 13 
hands and upon his feet, and his armor-bearer after him: and 
they fell a Jonathan; and his armor-bearer slew after him, 
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And that first slaughter, which Jonathan and his armor-bearer 14 
made, was about twenty men, within as it were an-half acre of 
land, which a yoke of oxen might plow. 

Anp there was trembling in the host, in the field, and among 15 
all the people: the garrison, and the spoilers, they also trembled, 
and the earth quaked: so it was a very great trembling. And 16 
the watchmen of Saul in Gibeah of Benjamin locked ; and, be- 
hold, the multitude melted away, and they went on beating 
down one another. 

TuEn said Saul unto the people that were with him, Number 17 

now, and see who is gone from us. ‘And when they had num- 
bered, behold Jonathan and his armor-bearer were not there. 
' And Saul said: unto Ahiah, Bring hither the ark of God. For 18 
the ark of God was at that time with the children of Israel. 
And it came to pass, while Saul talked unto the priest, that the 19 
noise that was in the host of the Philistines went on and in- 
creased; and Saul said unto the priest, Withdraw thine hand. 
And. Saul and all the people that were with him assembled 20 
themselves, and they came to the battle: and, behold, every 
man’s sword was against his fellow, and there was a very great 
discomfiture. Moreover the Hebrews that were with the Phi- 21 
istines before that time, which went up with them into the camp 
from the country round about, even they also turned to be with 
the Israelites that were with Saul and Jonathan. Likewise all 22 
the men of Israel which had hid themselves in mount Ephraim, 
when they heard that the Philistines fled, even they also followed 
hard after them in the battle. So the LORD saved Israel that 23 
day: and the battle passed over unto Beth-aven. 

‘Anp the men of Israel were distressed that day : for Saul had 24 
adjured the people, saying, Cursed be the man that eateth any 
food until evening, that I may be avenged on mine enemies. So ; 
none of the people tasted any food. And all they of the land 25 
came to a wood; and there was honey upon the ground. And 26 
when the people were come into the wood, behold, the honey 
dropped; but no man put his hand to his mouth: forthe people 
feared the oath. But Jonathan heard not when his father charged 27 
the people with the oath: wherefore he put forth the end of the 
rod that was in his hand, and dipped it in an honeycomb, and 
put his hand to his mouth ; and his eyes were enlightened. Then 28 
answered one of the people, and said, Thy father straitly charged 
the people with an oath, saying, Cursed de the man that eateth 
any food this day. And the people were faint. ‘Then said Jon- 29 
athan, My father hath troubled the land: see, I pray you, how 
mine eyes have been enlightened, because I tasted a litile of 
this honey. How much more, if haply the people had eaten 30 
freely to-day of the spoil of their enemies which they found? 
for had there not been now a much greater slaughter among the 

- Philistines? And they smote the Philistines that day from Mich- 31 
mash to Aijalon: and the people were very faint. And the 32 
people flew upon the spoil, and took sheep, and oxen, and calves, - 
and slew them on the ground; and the people did eat them with - 
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- the blood. Then they told Saul, saying, Behold, the people sin 33 
against the LORD, in that they eat with the blood. And he said, 
Ye have transgressed: roll a great stone unto me this day. And 34 
Saul said, Disperse yourselves among the people, and say unto 
them, Bring me hither every man his ox, and every man his » 
sheep, and slay them here, and eat; and sin not against the 
LORD in eating with the blood. And all the people brought 
every man his ox with him that night, and slew them there. 
And Saul built an altar unto the LORD: the same was the first 35 
altar that he built unto the LORD. 

Anp Saul said, Let us go down after the Philistines by night, 36 
and spoil them until the morning light, and let us not leave a 
man of them. And they said, Do whatsoever seemeth good unto 
thee, Then said the priest, Let us draw near hither unto God. 
And Saul asked counsel of God, Shall I go down after the Phi- 37 
listines? wilt thou deliver them into the hand of Israel? But he 
answered him not that day. And Saul said, Draw ye near hither, 38 
all the chief of the people; and know and see wherein this sin 
hath been this day. For, as the LORD liveth, which saveth Is- .39 
rael, though it be in Jonathan my gon, he shall surely die. But 
there was not a man among all ths people ‘hat answered him. 
Then said he unto all Israel, Be ye on one side, and I and Jon- 49 
athan my son will be on the other side. And the people said 
unto Saul, Do what seemeth good unto‘thee. Therefore Saul 41 
said unto the LORD God of Israel, Give a perfect lot. And Saul 
and Jonathan were taken: but the people escaped. And Saul 42 
said, Cast lots between me and Jonathan my son, And Jonathan 
was taken. Then Saul said to Jonathan, Tell me what thou 43 
hast done. And Jonathan told him, and said, I did but taste a 
little honey with the end of the rod that was in mine hand, and 
lo, I must die. And Saul answered, God do so, and more also: 44 
for thou shalt surely die, Jonathan. And the people said unto 45 
Saul, Shall Jonathan die, who hath wrought this great salvation 
in Israel? God forbid: as the LORD liveth, there shall not one 
hair of his head fall to the ground; for he hath wrought with 
God this day. So the people rescued Jonathan, that he died not. 
Then Saul went up from following the Philistines: and the Phi- 46 
listines went to their own place. 

So Saul took the kingdom over Israel, and fought against all 47 
his enemies on every side, against Moab, and against the children 
of Ammon, and against Edom, and against the kings of Zobah, 
and against the Philistines: and whithersoever he turned him- 
self, he vexed them. And he gathered an host, and smote the 48 
Amalekites, and delivered Israel out of the hands of them that 
spoiled them. Now the sons of Saul were Jonathan, and Ishui, 49 
and Melchi-shua: and the names of his two daughters were these ; 
the name of the first-born Merab, and the name of the younger 
Michal: and the name of Saul’s wife was Ahinoam, the daugh- 50 
ter of Ahimaaz: and the:name of the captain of his host was 
Abner, the son of Ner, Saul’s uncle. And Kish was the father 51 
of Saul; ae Ner the father of Abner was the son of Abiel. And 52 
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there was sore war against the Philistines all the days of Saul: 
and when Saul saw any strong man, or any valiant man, he took 
him unto him. i 

SAMUEL also said unto Saul,,The LORD sent me io anointh.& 
thee to be king over his people, over Israel: now therefore 
hearken thou unto the voice of the words of the LORD. ‘Thus 2 
saith the LORD of hosts, I remember that which Amalek (lid to 
Israel, how he laid wait for him in the way, when he came up 
from Egypt. Now go and smite Amalek, and utterly destroy all 3 
that they have, and spare them not: but slay both man and 
woman, infant and suckling, ox and sheep, camel and ass; And, 4 
Saul gathered the people together, and numbered them in Te- 
laim, two hundred thousand footmen, and ten thousand men. of 
Judah. And Saul came to a city of Amalek, and laid wait in 
the valley. And Saul said unto the Kenites, Go, depart, get you 
down from among the Amalekites, lest I desiroy you with them; 
for ye showed kindness 10 all the children of Israel, when they 
came up out of Egypt. So the Kenites departed from among 
the Amalekites. And Saul smote the Amalekites frorm Havilah 
until thou comest to Shur, that is over-against Egypt. And he » 
took Agag the king of the Amalekites alive, and utterly destroyed 
all the people with the edge of the sword. But Saul and the 
people spared Agag, and the best of the sheep, and of ihe oxen, 
and of the fatlings, and the lambs, and all that was good, and, 
would not utterly destroy them: but every thing that was vile 
and refuse, that they destroyed utterly. 

Ten came the word of the LORD unto Samuel, saying, ' It 10 
repenteth me that I have set up Saul to be king: for he is turned 
back from following me, and hath not performed my command. 
ments. And it grieyed Samuel; and he cried unto the LORD 
all night. And when Samuel rose early to meet Saul in the 12 
morning, it was told Samuel, saying, Saul came to Carmel, and, 
behold, he set him up a place, and is gone about, and passed on, 
and gone down to Gilgal. And Samuel came to Saul: and Saul 13 
said unto him, Blessed 6e thou of the LORD: I have performed 
the commandment of the LORD. And Samuel said, What 14 
meaneth then this bleating of the sheep in mine ears, and the 
lowing of the oxen which I hear? And Saul said, Phey have 15 
brought them from the Amalekites: for the people spared the 
best of the sheep and of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the LORD 
thy God ; and the rest we have utterly destroyed. Then Satauel. 16 
said unto Saul, Stay, and I will tell thee what. the LORD hath 
said to me this night. And he said unto him, Say on.. ' And 17 
‘Samuel said, When thou wast little in thine ownsight, wast thou 
not made the head of the tribes of Israel, and the LORD anointed 
thee king over Israel? And the LORD sent thee on a journey, 18 
and said, Go and utterly destroy the sinners the Amalels (es, aud 
fight against them until they be consumed. Wherefore then 19 
didst thou not obey the voice of the LORD, but didst, fly.apon, 
the spoil, and didst evil in the sight of the LORD? And Saul 20 
said unto Samuel, Yea, I sh aa the voice of —— 


ao 


wo Got 
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and have gone the way which the LORD sent me, and have 
brought Agag the king of Amalek, and have utterly destroyed 
the Amalekites. But the people took of the spoil, sheep and 21 
oxen, the chief of the things which should have been utterly de- 
stroyed, to sacrifice unto the LORD thy God in Gilgal. And 22 
Samuel said, Hath, the LORD as great delight in burnt-offerings 
and sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of the LORD? Behold, 

to obey is better than sacrifice, and to hearken than the fat of 
rams. For rebellion zs as the sin of witchcraft, and stubbornness 23 
is as iniquity and idolatry. Because thou hast rejected the word 

of the LORD, he hath also rejected thee from being king. And 24 
Saul said unto Samuel, J have sinned: for I have transgressed 
the commandment of the LORD, and thy words: because I 
feared the people and obeyed their voice. Now therefore, I pray 25 
thee, pardon my sin, and turn again with me, that I may wor- 
ship the LORD. And Samuel said unto Saul, I will not return 26 
with thee: for thou hast rejected the word of the LORD, and 
the LORD hath rejected thee from being king over Israel. And 27 
as Samuel turned about to go away, he Taid “hold upon the skirt 

of his mantle, and it rent. And Samuel said unto him, The 28 
LORD hath rent the kingdom of t¥rael from thee this day, and 
hath given it to a neighbor of thine, that is better than thou. 
And also the Strength of Israel will not lie nor repent: for he is 29 
not a man, that he should repent. Then ite said, I have sinned: 30 
yet honor me now, I pray thee, before the elders of my people, 
and before Israel, and tum again with me, that I may worship 
the LORD thy God. So Samuel turned again after Saul; and 31 
Saul worshipped the LORD. 

TueEn said Samuel, Bring ye hither to me Agag the king of 32 
the Amalekites. And Agag came unto him delicately. And Agag 
said, Surely the bitterness of death is past. And Samuel said, 33 
As thy sword hath made women childless, so shall thy mother be 
childless among women. And Samuel hewed Agag in pieces 
before the LORD in Gilgal. 

Tuen Samuel went to Ramah; and Saul went up’‘to his 34 
house to Gibeah of Saul. And Samnel came no more to see 35 
Saul until the day of his death: nevertheless Samuel mourned 
for Saul. 

AND the LORD repented that he had made Saul king over 36 
Israel. And the LORD said unto Samuel, How long wilt thouk6 
mourn for Saul, seeing I have rejected him from reigning over 
Israel? fill thine horn with oil, and go, I will send thee to Jesse 
the Beth-lemite: for I have provided me a king among his sons. 
And Samuel said, How can I go? if Saul hear i, he will kill 2 
me. And the LORD said, Take an heifer with thee, and say, I 
am come to sacrifice to the LORD. And call Jesse to the sacri- 3 
fice, and I will show thee what thou shalt do: and thou shalt 
anoint unto me Aim whom I name unto thee. And Samuel did 4 
that which the LORD spake, and came to Beth-lehem. And the 
elders of the town trembled at his coming, and said, Comest . 
thou penceshly And be said, Peaceably: I am come to sacrifice 5 
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unto the LORD: sanctify yourselves, and come with me to the 
sacrifice. And he sanctified Jesse and his sons, and called them 
to the sacrifice. And it came to pass, when they were come, 6 
that he looked on Eliab, and said, Surely the LORD’S anointed 
is before him. But the LORD said unto Samuel, Look not on uy 
his countenance, or on the height of his stature ; because I have 
refused him; for the LORD seeth not as man seeth; for man 
looketh on the outward appearance, but the LORD looketh on 
the heart. Then Jesse called Abinadab, and made him pass be- 8 
fore Samuel. And he said, Neither hath the LORD chosen this. 
''Then Jesse made Shammah to pass by. And he said, Neither 9 
hath the LORD chosen this. Again, Jesse made seven of his 10 
sons to pass before Samuel. And Samuel said unto Jesse, The 
LORD hath not chosen these. And Samuel said unto Jesse, Are 11 
here all thy children? And he said, There remaineth yet the 
youngest, and, behold, he keepeth the sheep. And Samuel said 
unto Jesse, Send and fetch him: for we wil not sit down till he 
come hither. !And he sent, and brought him in. Now he was 12 
ruddy, and withal of a beautiful countenance, and goodly to look 
to. And the LORD said, Arise, anoint him: for this zs he. 
Then Samuel took the horn of oil, and anointed him in the midst 13 
of his brethren: and the Spirit of the LORD came upon David 
from that day forward. So Samuel rose up, and went to Ramah. 

Bot the Spirit of the LORD departed from Saul, and an evil 14 
spirit from the LORD troubled him, And Sanl’s servants said 15 
unto him, Behold now, an evil spirit from God troubleth thee. 
Let our lord now command thy servants, which are before thee, 16 
to seek out a man, who is a cunning player on an harp: and it 
shall come to pass, when the evil spirit from God is upon thee, 
that he shall fey with his hand, and thou shalt be well. And 17 
Saul said unto his servants, Provide me now a man that can 
play well, and bring him to me. Then answered one of the 18 
servants, and said, Behold, I have seen a son of Jesse the Beth- 
lehemite, that is cunning in playing, and a mighty valiant man, 
and a man of war, and prudent in matters, and a comely person, 
and the LORD zs with him. Wherefore Saul sent messengers 19 
unto Jesse, and said, Send me David thy son, which is with the 
-sheep. ‘And Jesse took an ass Jaden with bread, and a bottle of 20 
wine, and a kid, and sent them b David his son unto Saul. And 21 
David came to Saul, and stood before him: and he loved him 
greatly; and he became his armor-bearer. And Saul sent to 22 
Jesse, saying, Let David, I pray thee, stand before me ; for he 
hath found favor in my sight. And it came to pass, when the 23 
evil spirit from God was upon Saul, that David took an harp, and 
played with his hand: so Saul was refreshed, and was well, 
and the evil spirit departed from him. : 

Now the Philistines gathered together their armies to battle, 17 
and were gathered together at Shochoh, which belongeth to 
Judah, and pitched between Shochoh and Azekah, in Ephes- 
dammim. And Saul and the men of Israel were gathered 2 
together, and pitched by the valley of Elah, and set hee iu 
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array against the Philistines, And the Philistines stood on,a,, 3, 
mountain on the one side, and Isracl stood on a mountain on the. 
oiher side: and there was a valley between them. And there 4, 
went out 2 champion out of the camp of the Philistines, named 
Goliath, of Gath, whose height was six cubits and a span. And, 5 
he had an helmet of brass upon his head, and he was armed with 
a coat of mail; and the weight of the coat was five thousand 
shekels of brass. Aud ke had greaves of brass upon his legs, and | 6 
a target of brass between his shoulders.. And the staff of his 7 
spear was like a weaver’s beam; and his spear’s head weighed 
six hundred shekels of iron: and one-bearing a shield went be- 
fore him. , And he steod and cried unto the armies of Israel, and; 8; | 
said unto them, Why are ye come outto set your battle in array? 
am not ta Philistine, and ye seryants to Saul? choose you a 
man fer you, and.let him come downto me. If he be able to. 9: 
fight with me, and to kill me, then will we be your servants: but ;

When Sanl and all Israel heard those words of the Philistine, 11 . 
they, were dismayed, and greaily afraid, | 
Now David was the son of that Ephrathite of Bethtehem- 12 
jadah, whose name was Jesse; and he had eight sons: and the 
man) went among men_for an old man in the days of Saul. And 13° 
the three eldest sons of Jesse went and followed Saul to the 
battle: and the names of his three sons that went to the battle 
were Shab the first-born, and next unto him Abinadab, and the 
third Shammah. And David was the youngest: and the three eldest 14 
followed Saul. But David went and returned from Saul to feed 15 
his father’s sheep at Beth-lehem. And the Philistme drew near 16 
morning and evening, and presented himself forty days. And 17 
Jesse said unto David his son, Take now for thy brethren an 
ephah of this parched corn, and these ten loaves, and run to the 
camp to thy brethren; and carry these ten cheeses unto the 18 
captain of their thousand, and look how thy brethren fare, and —_- 
take their pledge. Now Saul, and they, and all the men of Israel, 19. 
were in the hae of Elah, fighting with the Philistines. And 20. 
David rose up,early in the morning, and left the sheep witha... 
keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse had commanded him; and ~ 
he came to the trench, as the host was going forth to the fight, 
and shouted: for the battle. For Israel, and the Philistines had 21 
put the battle in array, army against army. And David left his 22 
carriage in the hand of the keeper of the carriage, and ran into. 
the army, and came and saluted his brethren. And as he talked 23 
with them, behold, there came up the champion, the Philistine 
of Gath, Goliath by name, out of the armies of the Philistines, 
and spake according to the same words: and David heard them. . 
And all the men of Israel, when they saw the man, fled from 24. 
him, and were sore afraid. And the men of Israel said, Have 25 
ye seen this man that is come up? surely to defy Israclishe ., 
come aaa it shall be, thatthe man who killeth him, the, 
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_ king will enrich him with great riches, and will give him his 
daughter, and make his father’s house free in Israel. And 26 
David spake to the men that stood by him, saying, What shall be 
done to the man that killeth this Philistine, and taketh away 
the reproach from Israel? for who is this uncircumcised Philis- 
tine, that he should defy the armies of the living God? And the 27 
people answered him after this manner, saying, So shall it be 
done to the man that killeth him. And Eliab his eldest brother 28 
heard when he spake unto the men; and Eliab’s anger was kin- 
dled against David, and he said, Why camest thou down hither? 
and with whom hast thou left those few sheep in the wilderness? 

I know thy pride, and the naughtiness of thine heart; for thou 
art come down that thou mightest see the battle. And David 29 
said, What have I now done? Is there not a cause? 'And he 30 
turned from him toward another, and spake after the same 
manner: and the people answered him again after the former 
manner. ; 

Anp when the words were heard which David spake, they re- 31 
hearsed them before Saul: and he sent for him. And David 32 
said to Saul, Let no man’s heart fail because of him; thy ser- 
vant will go and fight with this Philistine. And Saul said to 33 
David, Thou art not able to go against this Philistine to fight 
with him: for thou art but a youth, and he a man of war from 
his youth. And David said unto Saul, Thy servant kept his 34 
father’s sheep, and there came a lion, and a bear, and took a 
Jamb out of the flock: and J went out afier him, and smote him, 35 
and delivered it out of his mouth: and when he arose against 
me, I caught him by his beard, and smote him, and slew him. 
Thy servant slew both the lion and the bear: and this uncir- 36 
cumcised Philistine shall be as one of them, seeing he hath de- 
fied the armies of the living God. David said moreover, The 37 
LORD that delivered me out of the paw of the lion, and out of 
the paw of the bear, he will deliver me out of the hand of this 
Philistine. And Saul said unto David, Go, and the LORD be 
with thee. And Saul armed David with his armor, and he put 38 
an helmet of brass upon his head; also he armed him with a 
coat of mail. And David girded his sword upon his armor, and 39 
he assayed to go; for he had not proved it. And David said unto 
Saul, I cannot go with these; for I have not proved them. And 
David put them off him. : ’ 

_ Anp he took his staff in his hand, and chose him five smooth 40 
stones out of the brook, and put them in a shepherd’s bag which 
he had, even in a scrip; and his sling was in his hand: and he 
drew near to the Philistine. And the Philistine came on and 41 
drew near unto David; and the man that bare the shield went 
before him. And when the Philistine looked about, and saw 42 
David, he disdained him: for he was but a youth, and ruddy, 
and of a fair countenance. And the Philistine said unto David, 43 
Am 1a dog, that thou comest to me with staves? And the Phi- 
listine eursed David b rege And the Philistine said to 44 
David, Come to me, and I wi a a flesh unto the — of 
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the air, and to the beasts of the field. Then said David to the 45 
Philistine, Thou comest to me with a sword, and with a spear, - 
and with.a shield: but I. come to thee in the name of the LORD 

of hosts, the God of the’ armies of Israel, whom thou hast de- 
fied. This day will.the LORD deliver thee into mine hand; 46 
and I will smite. thee, and take thine head from thee; and I> 
will. give the carcasses of the host of the Philistines this day unto 
the fowls.of the air, and to the wild beasts of the earth; that all 
the earth may know that there is a Godin Israel. And all this 47 
assembly shall know that the LORD saveth not with sword and 
spear: for the battle is the LORD'S, and he will give you into 
our hands. And it came to pass, when the Philistine arose, and. 48 
came and drew nigh to meet David, that David hasted, and ran 
toward the army to meet the Philistine. And David put his 49: 
hand in his bag, and took thence a sione, and slang z, and smote 
the Philistine in his forehead, that the sione sunk into his fore- 
head; and he fell upon his face to the earth. So David pre- 50: 
vailed over the Philistine with a sling and with a stone, and 
smote the Philistine, and slew him; but there was no sword in » 
the hand of David. Therefore Dayid ran, and stood upon the 51 
~ Philistine, and took his sword, and drew it out of the sheath 
thereof, and slew him, and cut off his head therewith. And 
when. the Philistines saw! their championswas dead, they fled. 
And the men of Israel and of Judah arose, and shouted, and 52 
pursued the Philistines, until thou come to the valley, and to the 
gates of Ekron. And the wounded of the Philistines fell down 

by the way to Shaaraim, even unto Gath, and unto Ekron. And 53 
the children of Israel returned from chasing after the Philistines, 
and they spoiled their tents. And David, took the head of the 54 
Philistine, and brought it to Jerusalem; but he put his armor in 

his tent. 

Awnp when Saul saw David go forth against the Philistine; he 55 
said unto Abner, the captain of the host, Abner, whose son zs 
this youth? -And Abner said, As thy soul liveth, O'king, I can- 
not tell. And the king said, Inquire thou whose son the strip- 56 
ling is. And as David returned from the slaughter of the Phi- 57> 
listine, Abner took him, and brought him before Saul, with the 
head of the Philistine in his hand. And Saul said to him, Whose 58 
son art thou, thow young man? And David answered, [am the 
son of thy servant Jesse the Beth lemite. And it came to pass,2& 
when he had made an end of speaking unto Saul, that the soul 
of Jonathan was knit with the soul of David, and Jonathan 
loved him as his own soul. And Saul took him that day, and + 2° 
would let him go no more home to his father’s house. Then 3: 
Jonathan and David made a covenant, because he loved him as 
his own souls ‘And Jonathan stripped himself of the robe that 4 
was upon him, and gave it to David, and his: garments, even to ~ 
his sword, and to his: bow, and to his girdle. And David went 5° 
out whithersoever Saul sent him, and behaved himself wisely: «— 
and Saul set him over the men of war, and he was accepted in ~ 
the sight all the: people, and also in the sightiof Saul’s ser * 
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wants. And it came to pass as they came, when David was re- 6 
turned from the slaughter of the Philistine, that the women came 
out of all the cities of Israel, singing and dancing, to meet king 
Saul, with tabrets, with joy, and with instruments of music. 
‘And the women answered one another as they played, and said, 7 
Saul hath slain his thousands, and David his ten thousands. And 8 
Saul was very wroth, and the saying displeased him; and he 
said, They have ‘ascribed unio David ten thousands, and to me 
they have ascribed but thousands: and whal'can he have more 
but a kingdom? And Saul eyed David from that day and for- 9 
ward. 

‘AnD it came to pass on the morrow, that the evil spirit from 10 
God ‘came upon Saul, and he prophesied in the midst of the 
house: and David played with his hand, as at other times: and 
there was a javelin in Saul’s hand. And Saul cast the javelin; 11 
for he said; I will smite David even to the wall with uv. And 
David avoided out of his presence twice. And Saul was afraid 12 
of David, because the LORD was with him, and was departed 
from Saul. Therefore Saul removed him from him, and made 13 
him his captain over a thousand ; and he went out and came in 
before the people. And David behaved himself wisely in all 14 
his ways; and the LORD was with him. Wherefore when Saul 15 

\ saw that he behaved himself very wisely, he was afraid of him. 
But all Israel and Judah loved David, because he went out and 16 
came in before them. 

Anp Saul said to David, Behold my elder daughter Merab, 17 
her will I give thee to wife: only be thou valiant for me, and 
fight the LORD’S battles. For Saul said, Let not mine hand be 
upon him, but let the hand of the Philistines be upon him. And 18 
David said unto Saul, Who am I? and what is my life, or my 
father’s family in Israel, that I should be son-in-law to the king? 
But it came to pass, at the time when Merab Saul’s daughter 19 
should have been given to David, that she was given unto Adriel 
the Meholathite to wife. And Michal Saul’s daughter loved 20 
David: and they told Saul, and the thing pleased him. And 21 
Saul said, I will give him her, that she may be a snare to him, 
and that the hand of the Philistines may be against him. Where- 
fore Saul said to David, Thou shalt this day be my son-in-law in 
the one of the twain. And Saul commanded his servants, seying, 22 
Commune with David secretly, and say, Behold, the king hath 
delight in thee, and all his servants love thee : now therefore be. 
the king’s son-in-law. And Saul’s servants spake those words 23 
in the ears of David. And David said, Seemeth it to you a light 
thing to be a king’s son-in-law, seeing that I am a poor man, and 
lightly esteemed? And the servants of Saul told him, saying, 24 
On this manner spoke David. And Saul said, Thus shall ye say 25 
to David, The king desireth not any dowry, but an hundred fore- 
skins of the Philistines, to_be Byenpee of the king’s enemies, 
But Saul thought to make David fall by the hand of the Philis- © - 
tines. And when his servants told David these words, it pleased 26 
David well to be the king’s son-in-law : and ‘the days ae not 
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expired. Wherefore David arose and went, he and his men, Q7 
and slew of the Philistines two hundred men; and David 
brought their foreskins, and they gave them in full tale to the 
king, that he might be the king’s son-in-law. And Saul gave 
him Michal his daughter to wife. And Saul saw and knew that 28 
the LORD was with David, and that Michal Saul’s daughter 
loved him. And Saul was yet the more afraid of David; and 29 
Saul became David’s enemy continually. Then the princes 30 
of the Philistines went forth: and it came to pass, after they went 
forth, that David behaved himself more wisely than all the ser- 
vants of Saul; so that his name was much set by. 

Anp Saul spake to Jonathan his son, and to all his servants,19 
that they should kill David. But Jonathan Saul’s son delighted 2 
much in David: and Jonathan told David, saying, Saul my 
father seeketh to kill thee: now therefore, I pray thee, take 
heed to thyself until the morning, and abide in a secret place, 
and hide thyself: and I will go out and stand beside my father 
in the field where thon art, and I will commune with my father 
of thee; and what I see, that I will tell thee. And Jonathan 
spake good of David unto Saul hisyfather, and said unto him, Let 
not the king sin against his servant, against David; because he 
hath not sinned against thee, and because his works have been 
to thee-ward very good: for he did put his life in his hand, and 5 
slew the Philistine, and the LORD wrought a great salvation 
for all Israel: thou sawest it, and didst rejoice ; wherefore then 
* wilt thou sin against innocent blood, to slay David without a 
cause? And Saul hearkened unto the voice of Jonathan: and Saul 
sware, As the LORD liveth, he shall not be slain. And Jonathan 
called David, and Jonathan showed David all those things: and 
Jonathan brought David to Saul, and he was in his presence, 
as in times past. 

Anp there was war again: and David went out, and fought 8 
with the Philistines, and slew them with a great slaughter; and 
they fled from him. And the evil spirit from the LORD was 9 
upon Saul, as he sat in his house with his javelin in his hand: 
and David played with kis hand. And Saul sought to smite 10 
David even to the wall with the javelin; but he slipped away 
out of Saul’s presence, and he smote the javelin into the wall: 
and David fled, and escaped that night. Saul also sent messengers 11 
unto David's house, to watch him, and to slay him in the morn- 
ing: and Michal David’s wife told him, saying, If thou save not 
thy life to-night, to-morrow thou shalt be slain. So Michal Jet 12 
David down through a window: and he went, and fled, and 
escaped. And Michal took an image, and laid it in the bed, and 13 
put a pillow of goats’ hair for his bolster, and covered it with a 
cloth. And when Saul sent messengers to take David, she said, 14 
He is sick. And Saul sent the messengers again to see David, 15 
saying, Bring him up to me in the bed, that I may slay him. And 16 
when the messengers were come in, behold, there was an image 
in the bed, with a pillow of goats’ hair for his bolster, And Saul 17 
said unto Pe Why hast thou deceived me so, and sent away 
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mine enemy, that he is escaped? And Michal answered Saul, 
He said unto me, Let me go: why should I kill thee? 

SO David fled, and escaped, and came to Samuel to Ramah, 18 
and told him all that Saul had done to him. And he and Samuel 
went and dwelt in Naioih. And it was told Saul, saying, Be- 19 
hold, David is at Naioth in Ramah. And Saul sent messengers 20 
to take David: and when they saw the company of the prophets 
prophesying, and Samuel standing as appointed over them, the 
Spirit of God was upon the messengers of Saul, and they. also 
prophesied. And when it was told Saul, he sent other messengers, 21 
and they prophesied likewise. And Saul sent messengers again 
ihe third time, and they prophesied also... Then went he also to 22 
Ramah, and came to a great well that isin Sechu: and he asked 
and said, Where are Samuel and David? And one said, Behold, 
they be at Naioth in Ramah. And he went thither to Naioth in 23 
Ramah: and the Spirit of God was upon him also, and he went 
on, and prophesied, until he came to Naioth in Ramah. And he 24 
stripped off his clothes also, and prophesied before Samuel in like 
manner, and lay down naked all that day and all that night. 
Wherefore they say, fs Saul also among the prophets? 

Anp David fled from Naioth in Ramah, and came and ‘said2O 
before Jonathan, What have I done? what is mine iniquity? 
and what zs my sin before thy father, that he seeketh my life? 
And he said unto him, God forbid; thou shalt not dies behold, 2 
my father will do nothing, either greatwor small, but that he will 
show it me: and why should my father hide this thing from me? 
it is not so. And David sware moreover, and, said, Thy father 3 
certainly knoweth that I have found grace in thine eyes; and, 
he saith, Let not Jonathan know this, lest he be grieved; but 
truly, as the LORD liveth, and_as thy soul\liveth, there is but a 
step between me and death. Then said Jonathan unto David, 4 

~ Whatsoever thy soul desireth, I will even do it for thee... And 5 
David said unto Jonathan, Behold, to-morrow is the new moon, 
and I should not fail to sit with the king at meat: but let me go, 
that I may hide myself in the field until the third day at even. 

If thy father at all miss me, then say, David earnestly asked 6 
leave of me that he might run to Beth-Iehem his city: for there ws 

a yearly sacrifice there for all the family. If he say thus, is 7 
well; thy servant shall have peace: butif he be very wroth, 
then be sure that evil is determined by him, Therefore thou, 8 
shalt deal kindly with thy seryant; for thou hast brought th 
servant into a covenant of the LORD with thee: notwithstand- 
ing, if there be in me iniquity, slay me thyself; for why shouldest 
thou bring me to thy father? And Jonathan said; Far be it from 9 
thee: for if I knew certainly that evil were determined by my 
father to come upon thee, then would not I tell it thee? Then said 10 
David to Jonathan, Who shall téll me? or what 7f thy father 
answer thee roughly? And Jonathan said unto David, Come, 11 
aud let us go out into the field, And they went out both of 
them into the field, And Jonathan said unto Dayid,O LORD 12 
God of Israel, when I have sounded my father about sc lil " 
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any time, or the third day,_and, behold, if there be good toward 
David, and I then send not unto thee, and show it thee; the 13 
LORD do so and much more to Jonathan: but if it please my 
father to do thee evil, then I will show it thee, and send thee 
away, that thon mayest go in peace: and the LORD be with 
thee,‘as he hath been with my father. And thou shalt not only 14 
while yet I live show me the kindness of the LORD, that I die 
not; but also thou shalt not cut off thy kindness from my house 15 
for ever: no, not when the LORD hath cut off the enemies of 
David every one from the face of the earth. So Jonathan made 16 
a covenant with the house of David, saying, Let the LORD even 
require it at the hand of David's enemies. And Jonathan caused 17 
David to swear again, because he loved him: for he loved him 
as he loved his own soul. Then Jonathan said to David, To- 18 
motrow is the new moon: and thou shalt be missed, because 
thy seat will be empty. And when thou hast stayed three days, 19 
then thou shalt go down quickly, and come to the place where 
thou didst hide thyself when the business was in hand, and shalt 
remain by the stone Ezel. And I will shoot three arrows on the 20 
side thereof, as though I shot at a,mark. And, behold, I will 21 
send a lad, saying, Go, find out thé arrows. If I expressly say 
unto the lad, Behold, the arrows are‘on this side of thee, take 
them; then come thou: for there is peace to thee, and no hurt; 
as the LORD liveth, But if I say thus unto the young man, Be- 22 
hold, the arrows are beyond thee ; go thy way: for the LORD 
hath sent thee away. And as touching the matter which thou 23 
and I have spoken of, behold, the LORD be between thee and 
me for ever. So David hid himself in the field. 

Anp when the new moon was come, the king sat him down 
to eat meat. And the king sat upon his seat, as at other times, 25 
even upon a-seat by the wall: and Jonathan arose, and Abner 
sat by Saul’s side, and David’s place was empty. Nevertheless 26 
Saul spake not any thing that day: for he thought, Something 
hath befallen him, he is not clean; surely he zs not clean. And 27 
it came to pass on the morrow, which was the second day of the 
month, that David’s place was empty: and Saul said unto Jona- 
than his son, Wherefore cometh not the son of Jesse to meat, 
neither yesterday, nor to-day? And Jonathan answered Saul, 28 
David earnestly asked leave of me to go to Beth-lehem: and he 29 
said, Let me go, I pray thee; for our family hath a sacrifice in 
the city; and my brother, he hath’ commanded me to be there: 
and now, if I have found favor in thine eyes, let me get away, 
I pray thee, and see my brethren, Therefore he cometh not to 
the king’s table. Then Saul's anger was kindled against Jona- 30 
than, and he said unto him, Thou son of the perverse rebel- 
lious woman, do not I know that thou hast chosen the son of Jesse 
to thine own confusion, and to the confusion of thy mother’s na- 
kedness? For as long as the son of Jesse liveth upon the ground, 31 
thou shalt not be established, nor thy kingdom. Wherefore now 
send and fetch him unto me, for he shall surely die. And Jona- 32 
than — Saul his father, and said unto him, Wherefore 
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shall he be slain? what hath he done? And Saul cast a javelin 33 
at him to smite him: whereby Jonathan knew that it was de- 
termined of his father to slay David. So Jonathan arose from 34 
the table in fierce anger, and did eat no meat the second day 
of the month: for he was grieved for David, because his father 
had done him shame. And it came to pass in the morning, that 35 
Jonathan went out into the field at the time appointed with Da- 
vid, and a little lad with him. And he said unto his lad, Run, 36 
find out now the arrows which I shoot. And as the lad ran, he 
shot an arrow beyond him. And when the lad was come to the 37 
place of the arrow which Jonathan had shot, Jonathan cried 
after the lad, and said, Js not the arrow beyond thee? And 38 
Jonathan cried after the lad, Make speed, haste, stay not. And 
Jonathan’s lad gathered up the arrows, and came to his master. 
But the lad knew not any thing: only Jonathan and David 39 
knew the matter. And Jonathan gave his artillery unto his lad, 40 
and said unto him, Go, carry them to the city. And as soon as the 41 
lad was gone, David arose out of a place toward the south, and 
fell on his face to the ground, and bowed himself three times: 
and they kissed one another, and -wept one with another, until 
David exceeded. And Jonathan said to David, Go in peace, 42 
forasmuch as we have sworn both of us in the name of the 
LORD, saying, The LORD be between me and thee, and between 
my seed and thy seed for ever. And he arose and departed: 
and Jonathan went into the city. 

THEN came David to Nob, to Ahimelech the priest: and22 
Ahimelech was afraid at the meeting of David, and said unto 
him, Why art thou alone, and no man with thee? And David 2 
said unto Ahimelech the priest, The king hath commanded me 
a business, and hath said unto me, Let no man know any thing 
of the business whereabout I send thee, and what I have! com- 
manded thee: and I have appointed my servants to such and 
such a place. Now therefore what is under thine hand? give 3 
me five loaves of bread in mine hand, or what there is present. 
And the priest answered David, and said, There is no common 4 
bread under mine hand, but there is hallowed bread; if the 
young men have kept themselves at least from women. And 5 
David answered the priest, and said unto him, Of a truth women 
have been kept from us about these three days, since I came out, and 
the vessels of the young men are holy, and the bread is in a man- 
ner common, yea, though it were sanctified this day in the vessel. 

So the priest gave him hallowed bread: for there was no bread 6 
there but the show-bread, that was taken from before the LORD,, 
to put hot bread in the’day when it was taken away. Nowa 7 
certain man of the servants of Saul was there that day, detained 
before the LORD; and his name was Doeg, an Edomite, the 
chiefest of the herdmen that belonged to Saul. And David said 8 
unto Ahimelech, And is there not here under thine hand spear 
or sword? for I haye neither brought my sword nor my weapons 
with me, because the king’s business abs haste. .And the 9 
priest said, The sword of Goliath the Philistine, ae thou 
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slewest. in the valley of Elah, it is here wrapped in a cloth be- 
hind the ephod: if thou wilt take that, take if: for there is no 
other save that: here. And David said, There is none like that; 
give it me, 

AnD David arose, and fled that day for fear of Saul; and went 10 
to Achish, the king of Gath. And the servants: of Achish said’ 11 
unto him, Js not this David the king of the land? did they not 
sing one to another of him in dances, saying, Saul hath slain his 
thousands, and»David his ten thousands? And David laid up’ 12 
these words in his heart, and was sore afraid of Achish the king - 
of Gath. And’ he changed his behavior before them; and feigned 13 
himself mad) in their hands, ‘and scrabbled on the doors of the 
gate, and let his spittle fall down upon his beard. ‘Phen said 14 
Acliish unto his servants, Lo, ye see the man is mad: wherefore ; 
then have ye brought him to me? Have I need of madmen, that 15 
ye have brought this fellow to play the madman in my presence ? 
shall this fellow come into.my house ? 

Davin: therefore departed thence, and escaped to the cave@& 
Adullam: and when his brethren and all his father’s house 
heard it, they went down thither to him. And every one that’ 2 
was in distress, and every one th&t was in debt, and every one 
that was discontented, gathered themselves unto him; and he 
became a captain over them: and there-were with him about 
four hundred men. : ‘ 

Anp David went thence to Mizpeh of Moab: and he said unto’ 3 
the king of Moab, Let my father and my mother, I’pray thee, 
come: forth, and be with you, till 1 know what God will’do for 
me. And he brought them before the king of Moab: and they 4 
dwelt with him all the while that David was in the hold. ‘And 
the prophet Gad said unio David, Abide not in the hold; depart, 
and get thee into the land of Judah. Then David departed; and 
came into the forest of Hareth. 

Wuen Saul heard that David was discovered, and the men 6 
that were with him, (now Saul abode in Gibeah undera tree in 
Ramah, having his spear in his hand, and all his servants were 
standing about him) then Saul said unto his servants that stood’ 7 
about him, Hear now, ye Benjamites; will the son of Jesse gives 
every one of you fields and vineyards, and make you all cap: 
tains of thousands, and captains of hundreds; that all of you 8 
have conspired against me, and there is none that showeth me 
that my son hath made a league with the son of Jesse, and there 
is none of you that is sorry for me, or showeth unto me that my’ 
son hath stirred up my servant against me, to lie in wait, as. at 
this day? Then answered Doeg the Edomite, which was set over 9 
the servants of Saul, and said, I'saw the son of Jesse coming to > 
Nob, to Ahimelech the son of Ahitub. And he inquited of the 10 
LORD for him, and gave him victuals, and gave him the sword” 
of Goliath the Philistine. Then the king sent to call Ahimelech 11 
the: priest, the son of Ahitub, and? all his father’s’ house, the ~ 
priests that were in. Nob: and they ‘came’all of them to the king. |” 

me Hear now, thou somof Ahitub. And he answered; 12 
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Here I am, my lord. And Saul said unto him, Why have ye 13 


eonspired against me, thou and the son of Jesse, in that thow 
hast given him bread, and a sword, and hast inquired of God for 
him, that he should rise against me, to lie in wait, as at this day? 


Then Ahimelech answered the king, and said; And who is so 14 


faithful among all thy servants as David, which is the: king’s 
son-in-law, and goeth at thy bidding, and is honorable in thine 
house? Did I then begin to inquire of God for him? be it far 
from me: let not the king impute any thing unto his servant, 
nor to all the house of my father: for thy servant knew nothing

of all this, less or more. And the king said, Thou shalt surely 16 


die, Ahimelech, thou, and all thy father’s house. And the king 1 


said unto the footmen that stood about him, Turn, and slay the 
priests of the LORD; because their hand also is with David, 
and because they knew when he fled, and did not show it to me. 
But the servants of the king would not put forth their hand to 


fall upon the priests of the LORD. And the king said to Doeg, 18 | 


‘Turn thou, and fall upon the priests. And Doeg the Edomite 
turned, and he fell upon the priests, and slew on that day four- 
score-and-five persons that did wear a linen ephod. aed 

the city of the priests, smote he with the edge of the sword, 
both men and women, children and sucklings, and oxen, and 
asses, and sheep, with the edge of the sword.

Awnp one of the sons of Ahimelech the son of Ahitub, named 20 
Abiathar, escaped, and fled after David. And Abiathar showed 21 
David that Saul had slain the LORD’S priests. And David said 22 


unto Abiathar, I knew it that day, when Doeg the Edomite was 
there, that he would surely tell Saul: I have oceasioned the death 


of all the persons of thy father’s honse. Abide thou with me, 23 


fear not: for he that seeketh my life seeketh thy life: but with 
me thou shalt be in safeguard. 

Tren they told David, saying, Behold, the Philistines fight2 
against Keilah, and they rob the threshing-floors. Therefore 
David inquired of the LORD, saying, Shall | go and smite these 
Philistines? And the LORD said unto David, Go and smite the 
Philistines, and save Keilah. And David’s men said unto him, 
Behold, we be afraid here in Judah: how much more then if 
we come to Keilah against the armies of the Philistines? Then 
David inquired of the LORD yet again. And the LORD an- 
swered him and said, Arise, go down to Keilah; for I will de- 
liver the Philistines into thine hand. So David and his men 
wert to Keilah, and fought with the Philistines, and brought 
away their cattle, and smote them with a great slaughter. So 
David saved the inhabitants of Keilah. And it came to pass, 
when Abiathar the son of Ahimelech fled to David to Keilah, 
that he came down with an ephod in his hand. 

‘ANp it was told Saul that David was come to Keilah. And 
Saul said, God hath delivered him into mine hand : for he is shut 
in, by entering into a town that hath gates and bars. And Saul 
called all the people together to war, to go down to Keilah, to”

besiege David and his men. Aue David knew that cae erry no 
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practised mischief against him; and he said to Abiathar the 
priest, Bring hither the ephod. Then said David, O LORD God 10 
of Israel, thy servant hath certainly heard that Saul seeketh to 
come to Keilah, to destroy the city for my sake. Will the men 11 
of Keilah deliver me up into his hand? will Saul come down, as ©. 
thy servant hath heard? O LORD God of Israel, I beseech thee, 
tell thy servant. And the LORD said, He will come down. 
Then said David, Will the men of Keilah deliver me and my 12 
men into the hand of Saul? And the LORD said, They will de- 
liver thee up...Then David and his men, which were about six 13 
hundred, arose and departed out of Keilah, and went whither- 
soever they could go. And it. was told Saul, that David was 
escaped from Keilah; and he forbare to go forth. ' 

Awnp,. David abode in. the wilderness in strong holds, and re- 14 
mained in a mountain in the wilderness of Ziph. And. Saul 
sought him every day, but God delivered him not into his hand. 
And David saw that Saul was come out to seek his life; and 15 
David was in the wilderness of Ziph in a wood. And Jonathan 16 
Saul’s son arose, and went to David into the wood, and strength- 
ened his hand in God. And he said unto him, Fear not; for the 17 
hand of Saul my father shall not find thee; and thou shalt be 
king, over Israel, and I shall be next unto thee; and that also 
Saul my father knoweth.. And they two made a covenant be- 18 
fore the LORD: and David abode in the wood, and Jonathan 
went to his. house. 

TueEN, came up the Ziphites to Saul to Gibeah, saying, Doth 19 
not David, hide himself with us in strong holds in the wood, in, 
the hill of Hachilah, which is on the south of Jeshimon? Now, 20 
therefore, O king, come down according to all the desire of thy 
soul to come down; and our part shall be to deliver him into 
the king’s hand. And Saul said, Blessed. be ye of the LORD; 21 
for ye have compassion on me. Go, I pray you, prepare yet, and 22 
know and see his place where his haunt is, and who hath seen 
him there: forit is told me that he dealeth very subtilly. See 23 
therefore, and take knowledge of all the lurking-places where - 
he hideth himself, and come ye again to me with the certainty, 
and I will go with you: and it shall come to pass, if he be in 
the land, that I will search him out throughout all the thousands 
of Judah. And they arose, and went to Ziph before Saul: 24 

* Bur David and his men were in the wilderness of Maon, in 
the plain on the south of Jeshimon., Saul also and his men went 25 
to seek him. And. they told David: wherefore he came down 
into a rock, and abode in the wilderness of Maon. And when. . 
Saul heard that, he pursued after David in the wilderness of 
Maon. And Saul went on this side of the mountain, and David 26 
and his men on that side of the mountain; and David made 
haste to get away for fear of Saul; for Saul and his men com- 
passed David and his men round about to take them. But there 27 
came a messenger unto Saul, saying, Haste thee, and come; for | 
the anurans have invaded the land. Wherefore Saul returned 28 
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_ from pursuing after David, and went against the Philistines: 
therefore they called that place Sela-hammahlekoth. 

Anp David went up from thence, and dwelt in strong holds 29 
at En-gedi. And it came to pass, when Saul was returned from 24 
following the Philistines, that it was told him, saying, Behold, 
David is in the wilderness of En-gedi. Then Saul took three 
thousand chosen men out of all Israel, and went to seek David 
and his men upon the rocks of the wild goats. And he came 3 
to the sheepcots by the way, where was a cave; and Saul went 
in to cover his feet: and David and his'men remained in the 
sides of the cave. And the men of David said unto him, Be- 4 
hold the day of which the LORD said unio thee, Behold, I will 
deliver thine enemy into thine hand, that thou mayest do to him 
as it shall seem good unto thee. Then David arose, and cut off 
the skirt of Saul’s robe privily. And it came to pass afterward, 5 
that David’s heart smote him, because he had cut off Saul’s skirt. 
‘And he said unto his men, The LORD forbid that I should do 6 
this thing unto my master, the LORD’S anointed, to stretch forth 
my hand against he seeing he is the anointed of the LORD. 
So David stayed his servants with these words, and suffered 7 
them not to rise against Saul. But Saul rose up out of the cave, 
and went on his way. David also arose afterward, and went 8 
out of the cave, and cried after Saul, saying, My lord the king. 
And when Saul looked behind him, David stooped with his face ~ 
to the earth, and bowed himself. And David said to Saul, 9 
Wherefore hearest thou men’s words, saying, Behold, David 
seeketh thy hurt? Behold, this day thine eyes have seen how 10 
the LORD had delivered thee to-day into mine hand in the cave: 
and some bade me kill thee: but mine eye spared thee; and I 
said, I will not put forth mine hand against my lord; for he is 
the LORD’S anointed. Moreover,’my father, see, yea, see the 11 
skirt of thy robe in my hand: for in that I cut off the skirt of thy 
robe, and killed thee not, know thou and see that there is neither 
evil nor transgression in mine hand, and I have not sinned 
against thee; yet thou huntest my soul to take it. The LORD 12 
judge between me and thee, and the LORD avenge me of thee: 
but mine hand shall not be upon thee. As saith the proverb of 13 
the ancients, Wickedness proceedeth from the wicked : but mine 
hand shall not be upon thee. After whom is the king of Israel 14 
come out? after whom dost thou pursue? after a dead dog, after 
a flea. The LORD therefore be judge, and judge between me 15 
and thee, and see, and plead my cause, and deliver me out of 
thine hand. And it came to pass, when David had made an end 16 
of speaking these words unto Saul, that Saul said, Is this thy 
voice, my son David? And Saul lifted up his voice, and wept. 
And he said to David, Thou art more righteous than I: for thou 17 
hast rewarded me good, whereas I have rewarded thee eyil. 
And thou hast showed this day how that thou hast dealt well 18 
with me: forasmuch as when the LORD had delivered me into 
thine hand, thou killedst me not. For if a man find his enemy, 19 
will he let him go well away? wherefore the eS “ 
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thee. good for that thou hast done unto me this day. And now, 20 
behold, I know well that thou shalt surely be king, and that 
the kingdom of Israel shall be established in thine hand. Swear 21 
now therefore unto me by the LORD, that thou wilt not cut off 
my seed after me, and that thou wilt not destroy my name out of « 
my father’s house. 'And David sware unto Saul. And Saul 22 
went home; but David and his men gat them up into the hold. 

Anp Samuel died, and all the Israelites were gathered together,25 
and lamented him, and buried him in his house at Ramah. _ 

ANnpD David arose, and went down to the wilderness of Paran. 
And there was a man in Maon, whose possessions were in Carmel: 2 
and the man was very great, and he had three thousand sheep, 
and a thousand goats: and he was shearing his sheep.in Carmel. 
Now the name of the man was Nabal: and the name of his wife 3 
Abigail: and she was a woman of good understanding, and of a 
beautiful countenance: but the man was churlish and evil in 
his doings; and he. was,of the house of Caleb. And David heard 4 
in the wilderness that Nabal did shear his sheep. And David 5 . 
sent out ten young men, and David said unto the young men, 
Get you. up to Carmel, and go to Nabal, and greet him in my 
name. and thus shall ye say to him that liveth in prosperity, 6 
Peace be. both to thee, and peace be to thine house, and peace ée 
unto all that thon hast. And now I have heard that thou hast 7 
shearers: now thy shepherds which were with us, we hurt 
them not, neither was there aught missing unto them, all the 
while they were in Carmel. Ask thy young men, and they will 8 

. show thee. Wherefore let the young men find favor in thine 
eyes: for we come ina good day: give, I pray thee, whatsoever 
cometh to thine hand unto thy servants, and to thy son David. 
And when David’s young men came, they spake to Nabal ac- 9 
cording to all those words in the name of Dayid, and ceased. 
And. Nabal answered David's servants, and said, Who is David? 10 
and who zs the son of Jesse? there be many servants now-a-days 
that break away every man from his master. Shall I then take 11 
my bread, and my water, and my flesh that I have killed for my _ 
shearers, and give 7. unto men whom I know not whence they 
be? So David's young men turned their way, and went again, 12 
and came and told him all those sayings. And David said unto 13 
his men, Gird ye on every man his sword. And they girded on 
every man his sword ; and David also girded on his sword: and 
there went up after David about four hundred men; and two 
hundred abode by the stuff But one of the young men told 14 
Abigail, Nabal’s wife, saying, Behold, David sent messengers out 
of the wilderness to salute our master: and he railed on them, 
But the men were very good unto us, and we were not hurt, 15 
neither missed we any thing, as long as we were conversant 
with them, when we were in the fields: they were a wall unto 16 
us both by night and day, all the while we were with them 
keeping the sheep. Now therefore know and consider what 17 
thou wilt do; for evil is determined, against our master, and 
against ae household: for he is such a son of Belial, that @ 
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man cannot speak to him. Then Abigail made haste, and took 18 
two hundred loaves, and two bottles of wine, and five sheep 
ready dressed, and five measures of parched corn, and an hun- 
dred clusters of raisins, and two hundred cakes of figs, and laid 
them on asses. “And she said unto her servants, Go on before 19 
me; behold, I comé after you. But she told not her husband 
Nabal. And it was so, as she rode on the ass, that she came 20 
down by the covert of the hill, and behold, David and his men 
came down against her; and she met them. Now David had 21 
said, Surely in vain haye I kept all that this fellow hath in the 
wilderness, so that nothing was missed of all that pertained unto 
him: and he hath requited me evil for good. So-and more also 22 
do God unto the enemies of David, if l leave of all that pertain 
to him by the morning light any that pisseth against the wall. 
And when Abigail saw David, she hasted, and lighted off the ass, 23 
and fell before David on her face, and bowed herself to the 
ground, "and fell at his feet, and said, Upon me, my lord, upon 24 
me, let this iniquity be: and let thine handmaid, I pray thee, speak 
in thine audience, and hear the words of thine handmaid. Let 25 
not my lord, I pray thee, regard this man of Belial, even Nabal: 
for as his name 7s, so is he; Nabal is his name, and folly 1s with 
him: but I thine handmaid saw not the young men of my lord, 
whom thou didst send. Now therefore, my lord, as the LORD 26 
liveth, and as thy soul liveth, seeing the LORD hath withholden 
thee from coming to shed blood, and from avenging thyself with 
thine own hand, now let thine enemies, and they that seek evil 
to my lord, be as Nabal. And now this blessing, which thine 27 
aud afl hath brought unto my lord, let it even be given unto 
the young men that follow my lord. I pray thee, forgive the 28 
trespass of thine handmaid: for the LORD will certainly make 
my lord a sure house; because my lord fighteth the battles of 
the LORD, and evil hath not been found in thee all thy days. 
Yet a man is risen to pursue thee, and to seek thy soul: but the 29 
soul of my lord shall be bound in the bundle of life with the 
LORD thy God ; and the souls of thine enemies, them shall he 
sling out, as out of the middle of a sling. And it shall come to 30 
pass, when the LORD shall have done to my lord, according to 
all the good that he hath spoken concerning thee, and shall have 
appointed thee ruler over Israel; that this shall be no griefunto 31 
thee, nor offence of heart unto my lord, either that thou hast shed 
blood causeless, or that my lord hath avenged himself: but when 
the LORD shall have dealt well with my lord, then remember 
thine handmaid. And David said to Abigail, Blessed be the 32 
LORD God of Israel, which sent thee this day to meet me: and 33 
blessed Ge thy advice, and blessed be thou, which hast kept me 
this day from coming to shed blood, and from avenging myself 
with mine own hand. For in very deed, as the LORD God of 34 
Israel liveth, which hath kept me back from hurting thee, except 
“thou hadst hasted and come to meet me, surely there had not 
been left unto Nabal by the morning light any that pisseth 
against the wall. So David mei of her hand that men she 35 
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had brought him, and said unto her, Go up in peace to thine 
house ; see, 1 have hearkened to thy voice, and have accepted 
thy person. And Abigail came to Nabal; and, behold, he held 36 
a feast in his house, like the feast of a king; and Nabal’s heart 
was merry within him, for he was very drunken: wherefore she 

, told him nothing, less or more, until the morning light... But it 37 
came to pass in the morning, when the wine was gone out of 
Nabal, and his wife had told him these things, that his heart 
died within him, and he became asa stone. And it came to 38. 
pass about ten days after, that the LORD smote Nabal, that he 
died. And when David heard that Nabal was dead, he said, 39 
Blessed be the LORD, that hath pleaded. the cause of my re~ 
proach from the hand of Nabal, and hath kept his seryant from. 
evil: for the LORD hath returned the wickedness of Nabak 
upon his own head. 

Anp David sent and communed with Abigail, to take her to 
him to,wife. And when the servants of David were come to 40 
Abigail to Carmel, they spake unto her, saying, David sent us 
unto thee, to take thee to him to wife. And she arose and bowed 41 
herself on her face to the earth, and said, Behold, det thine hand- 
maid be a servant to wash the feet pf the servants of my lord. 
And Abigail hasted, and arose, and rode upon an ass, with five 42 
damsels of her’s that went after her; and she went after the 
messengers of David, and became his wife. Dayid also took 43 
Ahinoam of Jezreel; and they were also both of them his wives, 
But Saul had given Michal his daughter, David's wife, to Phalti 44 
the son of Laish, which was of Gallim. 

Anp the Ziphites came unto Saul to Gibeah, saying, Doth not26 
David hide himself in the hill of Hachilah, which is before Jeshi- 
mon? Then Saul arose, and went down to the wilderness of 2 
Ziph, having three thousand chosen men of Israel with him, to 
seek David in the wilderness of Ziph.. And Saul pitched in the 3 
hill of Hachilah, which 2s before Jeshimon, by the way. But 
David, abode in the wilderness, and he saw that Saul came after 
him into the wilderness. David therefore sent ‘out spies, and 4 
understood that Saul was come in very deed. And David arose, 5 
and came to the place where Saul had pitched: and David be- 
held the place where Saul, lay,and Abner the son of Ner, the 
captain, of his host: and Saul. lay in the trench, and the people. 
pitched round about him. Then answered David and said to 6 
Ahimelech the Hittite, and to Abishai the son of Zeruiah, brother 
to Joab, saying, Who will go down with me to Saul to the camp? 
And Abishai said, I will go down with thee..'So David and 7 
Ahishai came to the people by night: and, behold, Saul lay 
sleeping within the trench, and his spear stuck in the ground at 
his bolster: but Abner and the people lay round about him. 
Then said Abishai to David, God hath delivered thine enemy 8 
into thine hand this day: now therefore let me smite him, I pray 
thee, with the spear, even to the earth at once, and I will not 
smite him the second time. And David said to Abishai, Destro 
him not: or who can stretch forth his hand against the LORD’ 
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anointed, and be guiltless? David said furthermore, As the LORD. 10 
‘Jiveth, the LORD shall smite him; or his day shall come to die ; 
or he shall descend into battle, and perish. The LORD forbid 11 
that I should stretch forth mine hand against the LORD’S 
anointed: but, 1 pray thee, take thou now the spear that 2s at 
his bolster, and the cruse of water, and let us go. So David took 12 
the spear and the cruse of water from Saul’s bolster: and they 
gat them away, and no man saw %, nor knew it, neither awaked: 
for they were all asleep; because a deep sleep from the LORD 
-was fallen upon them. Then David went over to the other side, 13 
‘and stood on the top of an hill afar off; a great space being be- 
tween them: and David cried to the people, and to Abner the 14 
son of Ner, saying, Answerest thou not, Abner?

Now therefore, I pray thee, let my lord the king hear the word 19 
of his servant. If the LORD have stirred thee up against me, let 
him accept an offering: but if they be the ‘children of men, 
cursed be they before the LORD; for they have driven me out 
this day from abiding in the inheritance of the LORD, saying, 
Go, serve other gods. Now therefore, let not my blood fall to 20 
the earth before the face of the LORD: for the king of Israel is 
come out to seek a flea, as when one doth hunt a partridge in the 
mountains. Then said Saul, 1 haye sinned; returm, my son Da- 21 
vid; for I will no more do thee harm, because my soul was pre- 
cious in thine eyes this day ; behold, have played the fool, and 
have erred exceedingly. And David answered and_ said, Be- 22 
hold the king's spear! and let one of the young men come over 
and fetch it. The LORD render to every man his righteousness 23 
and his faithfulness: for the LORD delivered thee into my hand 
to-day, but I would not stretch forth mine hand against the 
LORD’S anointed. And, behold, as thy life was much set by 24 
this day in mine eyes, so let. my life be much set by in the eyes 
of the LORD, and let him deliver me out of all tribulation. Then, 25 
Saul said to David, Blessed be thou, my son David: thou shalt 
both do great thing's, and also shalt still prevail. So David went 
on his way, and Saul returned to his place. 

AND David said in his heart, I shall now perish one day by27 
the hand of Saul: there 2s nothing better for me than that I should 
speedily escape into the land of the Philistines; and Saul. shall 
despair of me, to seek me any more in any coast of qereel: 80 
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shall I escape out of his hand. And David arose, and he passed 
over with the six hundred men that were with him unto Achish, 
the son of Maoch, king of Gath. And David dwelt with Achish 
at Gath, he and his men, every man with his household, even 
David with his two wives, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail 
the Carmelitess, Nabal’s wife. And it was told Saul that David 
was fled to Gath: and he sought no more again for him. © And 
David said unto Achish, If | have now found grace in thine 
eyes, let them give me a place in some town in the country, that 
I may dwell there: for why should thy servant dwell! inthe 
royal city with thee? Then Achish gave him Ziklag that day: 
wherefore Ziklag pertaineth unto the kings of Judah unto this 
day. And the time that David dwelt in the country of the Phi 
listines was a full year and four months. And David and his 
men went up, and invaded the Geshurites, and the Gezrites, and 
the Amalekites: for those nations were of old the inhabitants’ of 
the land, as thou goest to Shur, even unto the land of Egypt. 
And David smote the land, and left neither man nor woman 
alive, and took away the sheep, and the oxen, and the asses, and 
the camels, and the apparel, and returned, and came to Achish. 
And Achish said, Whither have ye made a road to-day ? and 
David said, Against the south of Judah, and against the south of 
the Jerahmeelites, and against the south of the Kenites. And 
David saved neither man nor woman alive, to bring tidings to 
Gath, saying, Lest they should tell on us, saying, So did David, 
and so will he his manner all the while he dwelleth in the country 


of the Philistines. And Achish believed David, saying, He 1 


hath made his people Israel utterly to abhor him; therefore he

And the princes of the: Philistines were wroth with 4 
him; and the princes of the Philistines said unto him, Make 
this fellow return, that he may go again to his place which thou 
hast appointed him, and let him not go down with us to battle, lest 
im the battle he be an adversary to us: for wherewith should he 
reconcile himself unto his master? should it not be with the 
heads of these men? Js not this David, of whom they sang one ©5 
to another in dances, saying, Saul slew his thousands, and’ David 
his ten thousands? Then Achish called David, and said unto’ 6 
him, Surely, as the LORD liveth, thou hast been upright, and 
thy going out and thy coming in with me in the host is good in 
my sight: for I have not found ewl in thee since the day of thy 
coming unto me unto this day: nevertheless the lords favor thee 
not. Wherefore now return, and go in peace, that thou displease:' 7 
not the lords of the Philistines. And David said unto Achish, 8 
But what have I done? and what hast thou found in thy servant 
so long as I have been with thee unto this day, that I may not go 
fight against the enemies of my lord the king? And Achish an- 9 
swered and said to David, I know that thou art good in my 
sight, as an angel of God: notwithstanding, the princes of the 
Philistines have. said, He shall not go up with us to the battle.” 
Wherefore now rise upearly in the morning with thy master’s: 10 
servants that are come with thee: and as soon as ye be up early 
in the morning, and have light, depart. So David and his men 11 
¥ose up early to depart in the morning, to-return into the ‘land of.» 
the Philistines. And the Philistines went up to Jezreel. > > © 

AND it came to pass, when David and his men were! come to 
Ziklag on the third day, that the Amalekites had invaded the’ 
south, and Ziklag, and smitten Ziklag, and burned it with fire; 
‘and had taken the women captives, that were therein: they slew 
notany, either great or small, but carried them away, and went 
on their way. So David and his men came to the city, and, be- 
hold, 2¢ was burned with fire; and their wives, and their sons, 
and their daughters, were taken captives. ‘Then David and the 
people that were with him lifted up their voice and wept, until’ ’ 
they had no more power to weep. And David’s two wives were 
taken captives, Ahimoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail’ the wife 
of Nabal the Carmelite. And David was greatly distressed ; for 
the people spake of stoning him, because the soul of all the 
people was grieved, every man for his sons‘and for his daugh- * 
ters: but David encouraged himself in the LORD his God. And’ 
David —° Abiathar the priest, Ahimelech’s son, I pray thee, 
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bring me hither the: ephod. And Abiathar brought thither the 

_ ephod: to David. And David inquired at the LORD, saying, 8 
Shall I pursue after this troop? shall I overtake them? And he 
answered him, Pursue: for thou shalt surely overtake them, and 
without fail recover all. So David went, he and the six hundred 9. 
men that were with him, and came to the brook Besor, where 
those that were left behind stayed. But David pursued, he and..10 
four hundred men: for two hundred abode behind, which were 
so faint that they could not go over the brook Besor. 

AnD they found an Egyptian in the field, and brought bim to 11 
David,and gave-bim bread, and he did eat; and they made him 
drink water; and they gave him a piece of cake of figs, and two 12 
clusters of raisins: and when he had eaten, his spirit came again 
to him: for he had eaten no bread, nor drunk any water, three 
days and three nights. And David said unto him, To whom ée- 13 
Zongest thou? and whence art thou? And he said, I am a young 
man of Egypt, servant to an Amalekite; and my master left me, 
because three days agone | fell sick. We made an invasion 14 
upon the south of the Cherethites, and upon the coast which be- 
longeth to Judah, and upon the south of Caleb; and we burned 
Ziklag with fire, And David said to him, Canst thou, bring me 15 
down to this company? And he. said, Swear-unto me by God, 
that thou wilt neither kill.me, nor deliver me into the hands,of 
my master, and I will bring thee down to this company. And 16 
when he had brought him down, behold, they were spread abroad 
upon all the earth, eating and drinking, and dancing, because of 
all the great spoil that they had taken out of the land of the Phi- 
listines, and ont of the land of Judah. And David smote them 17 
from the twilight even unto the evening of the next day: and 
there escaped not a man of them, save four hundred young men, 
which rode upon camels, and fled. And David recovered all 18 
that the Amalekites had carried away: and David rescued his 
two wives. And there was nothing lacking to, them, neither 19 
small nor great, neither sons nor daughiers, neither, spoil, nor 
any thing that they had taken to them: David recovered all. And 20 
David took all the flocks and the herds, which they drave before 

_ those other cattle, and said, This 7s David’s spoil. 

Anp. David came to the two hundred men, which were so 21 
faint that they could not follow David, whom they had made 
also to. abide at the brook Besor: and they went forth to meet 
David, and to meet the people that were with him: and when 
David came near to the people, he saluted them. Then answered 22 
all the wicked men and men of Belial, of those that went with , 
David, and said, Because they went not with us, we will not 
give them aught of the spoil that we have recovered, save to 
every man his wife and his children, that they may lead them 
away, and depart. Then said David, Ye shall not do so, my 23 
brethren, with that which the LORD hath given us, who hath 

reserved us, and delivered the company that came against us 
into our hand. For who will hearken unto you in this matter? 24 
but as his part is that goeth down to the battle, so i pis part 
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be that tarrieth by the stuff: they shall part alike. And it was 25 
so from that day forward, that he made it a statute and an ordi- 
nance for Israel unto this day. 

Awnp when David came to Ziklag, he sent of the spoil unto the 26 
elders of Judah, even to his friends, saying, Behold a present for 
you of the spoil of the enemies of the LORD; to them which 27 
werein Beth-el, and to them which were in south Ramoth, and 
to them which were in Jattir, and to them which were in Aroer; 28 
and to them which were in Siphmoth, and to them which were in 
Eshtemoa, 'and to them which were in Rachal, and to them which 29 
were in the cities of the Jerahmeelites, and to them which were 
in the cities of the Kenites, and to them which were in Hormah, 30 
and to them which were in Chor-ashan, and to them which were 
in Athach,'and to them which were in Hebron, and to all the 3: 
places where David himself, and his men, were wont to haunt. 

Now the Philistines fought against Israel: and the men of Is-3E 
rael fled from before the Philistines, and fell down slain in mount 
Gilboa. And the Philistines, followed hard upon Saul and upon 2 
his sons; and the Philistines slew Jonathan, and Abinadab, and 
Malchi-shua, Saul’s sons. And the battle went sore against Saul, 3 
and the archers hit him; and he was sore wounded of the archers. 
Then said Saul to his armor-bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust. 4 
me through therewith ; lest these uncireumcised come and thrust 
me through, arid abuse me. But his armor-bearer would not; 
for he was sore afraid. Therefore Saul took a sword, and fell 
upon it. And when his armor-bearer saw that Saul was dead, 5 
he fell likewise upon his sword, and died with him. So Saul 
died, and his three sons, and his armor-bearer, and all his men, 
that same day together. And when the men of Israel that were 
on the other side of the valley, and they that were on the other 
side Jordan, saw that the men of Israel fled, and that Saul and 
his sons were dead, they forsook the cities, and fled; and the 
Philistines came and dwelt in them. And it came to pass on 
the morrow, when the Philistines came to’ strip the slam, that 
they found Saul and his three sons fallen in mount Gilboa. And 
they cut off his head, and stripped off his’ armor, and sent into 
the land of the Philistines round about, to publish 7 7m the house 
of their idols, and among the people. And they put his armor in 10 
the house of Ashtaroth; and they fastened his body to the wall, 
of Beth-shan. And when the inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead heard 11 
of that which the Philistines had done to Saul; all the valiant 12 
men arose, and wentall night, and took the body of Saul and the 
bodies of his sons from the wall of Beth-shan, and came to Jabesh, — 
and burnt them there. And they took their bones, and buried 13 
them aaa! tree at Jabesh, and fasted seven days.

NOW it came to pass after the death of Saul, when David 1 
was returned from the slaughter of the Amalekites, and David 
had abode two days in Ziklag; it came even to pass on the third 
day, that, behold, aman came out of the camp from Saul, with his 
clothes rent, and earth upon his head: and so it was, when he 
came to David, that he fell to the earth, and did obeisance. And 3 
David said unto him, From whence comest thou? And he said 
unto him, Out of.the camp of Israel am I escaped. And Dayid 4 
said unto him, How went the matter? I pray thee, tell me. 
And he answered, That the people are fled from the battle, and 
many of the people also are fallen dead ; and Saul and Jonathan 
his son are dead also. And David said unto the young man 5 
that told him, How knowest thou that Saul and Jonathan his 
son be dead? And the young man that told him said, As I hap- 6 
pened by chance upon mount Gilboa, behold, Saul leaned upon 
his spear; and, lo, the chariots and horsemen followed hard after 
him. And when he looked behind him, he saw me, and called 
unto me. * And I answered, Here am I. ' And he said unto me, 
Who art thou? And I answered him, I am an Amalekite. 'He 
said unto me again, Stand, I pray thee, upon me, and slay me. 
for anguish is come upon me, because my life 7s yet whole in 
me. So I stood upon him, and slew him, because I was sure that 
he could not live after that he was fallen: and I took the crown 
that was upon his head, and the bracelet that was on his arm, 
and have brought them hither unto my lord. Then David took 11 
hold on his clothes, and rent them; and likewise all the men 
that were with him: and they mourned, and wept, and fasted 12 
until even, for Saul, and for Jonathan his son, and for the people 
of the LORD, and for the house of Israel; because they were 
fallen by the sword. And David said unto the young man that 13 
told him, Whence art thou? And he answered, I am the son of 
a stranger, an Amalekite. And David said unto him, How wast 14 
thou not afraid 10 stretch forth thine hand to destroy the LORD’S 
anointed? And David called one of the young men, and said, 15 
Go near, and fall upon him. And he smote him that he died. 
And David said unto him, Thy blood be upon thy head; for thy 16 
mouth hath testified against thee, saying, I have slain the LORD’ 
anointed: — 

Anp David lamented with this lamentation over Saul and 17 
over Jonathan his son: (also he bade them teach the children of 18 
Judah’ the use of ‘the bow: behold, it is written in the book of

empty. And the weapons of war perished! 

Anp it came to pass after this, that David inquired of the LORD, 2 
saying, Shall I go up into any of the cities of Judah? And the 
LORD said unto him, Go up. And David said, Whither shall I 
go up? And he said, Unto Hebron. 'So David went up thither, 2 
and his two, wives also, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and Abigail, 
Nabal’s wife, the Carmelite. And his men that were with him 3 
did David bring up, every man with his household: and they 
dwelt in the cities of Hebron. Ad the men of Judah came, 4 
and there they anointed David king over the house of Judah. 

Anp they told David, saying, That the men of Jabesh-gilead 
were they that buried Saul. And David*sent messengers unto. 5 
the men of Jabesh-gilead, and said unto them, Blessed e ye of 
the LORD, that ye have showed this kindness unto-your lord, 
even unto Saul, and have buried him. And now the LORD. 6 
show kindness and truth unto you: and IJ also will requite you 
this kindness, because ye have done this thing. Therefore now . 7 
let your hands be strengthened, and be ye valiant: for your 
master Saul is dead, and also the house of Judah have anointed 
me king over them. : ‘ 

Burt Abner the son of Ner, captain of Saul’s host, took Ish- | 8 
bosheth the son of Saul, and brought him over to Mahanaim; _ 
and made him king over Gilead, and over the Ashurites, and 9, 
over Jezreel, and over Ephraim, and over Benjamin, and over 
all Israel. Ish-bosheth Saul’s son was forty years old when he 
began to reign over Israel, and reigned two years. But the 
house of Judah followed David. And the time that David was 
king in Hebron over the house of Judah was seven years and 
six months. ; ' 

Anp Abner the son of Ner, and the servants of Ish-bosheth 
the son of Saul, went out from Mahanaim to Gibeon, And Joab 
the son of Zerniah, and the servants of David, went out, and 
met together by the pool of Gibeon: and they sat down, the one 
on the one side of the pool, and the other on the other side of 
the pool. And Abner said to Joab, Let the young men. now. 
arise, and play before us. And Joab said, Let them arise. 'Then 
there arose and went over by number twelve of Benjamin, 
which pergines to Ish-bosheth the son of Saul, and twelve of 


26 I am distressed forthee,my brother Jonathan: 
Very pleasant hast thou been unto me: 
Thy love to me was wonderful, passing the 

love of women. 
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the servants of David. And they caught every one his fellow 16 
by the head; and thrust his sword in his fellow’s side; so they 
fell down together: wherefore that place was called Helkath- 
hazzurim, which %s in Gibeon.” And there was a very sore battle 17 
that day; and Abner was beaten, and the men of Israel, before 
the servants of David. \ And there were three sons of Zeruiah 18 
there, Joab, and Abishai, and Asahel; and Asahel was as light 

of foot asa wild roe. And Asahel pursued after Abner: and in 19 
going he turned not to the right hand nor to the left from follow- 
ing Abner. ‘Then Abner looked behind him, and said, Art thou 20 
Asahel? And he answered, I am. And Abner said to him, Turn 21 
thee aside to thy right hand or to thy left, and lay thee hold on 
one of the young men, and take thee his armor. But Asahel 
would not tum aside from following of him. And Abner said 22 
again to Asahel, Tum thee aside from following me: wherefore 
should I smite thee to the ground? how then should I held up 
my face to Joab thy brother? Howbeit he refused to turn aside: 23 
wherefore Abner with the hinder end of the spear smote hini 
under the fifth 77, that the spear came out behind him; and he 
fell down there, and died in the same place: and it came to pass, 
that as many as came to the place where Asahel fell down and 
died stood still. Joab also and Abishai pursued after Abner: 24 
and the sun went down when they were come to the: hill of 
Ammah, that lieth before Giah by the way of the wilderness of 
Gibeon. And the children of Benjamin gathered themselves 25 
together after Abner, and became one troop, and stood on the 
top of an hill. Then Abner called to Joab, and said, Shall the26 
sword devour for ever? knowest thou not that it will be bitter- 
ness in the latter end? how long shall it be then, ere thou bid 
the people return from following their brethren? And Joab said, ‘27 
As God liveth, unless thou hadst spoken, surely then in the 
morning the people had gone up every one from following his 
brother. So Joab blew a trumpet, and all the people stood still, 28 
and pursued after Israel no more, neither fought they any more. 
And Abner and his men walked all that night through the plain, 29 
and passed over Jordan, and went through all Bithron, and they 
came to Mahanaim. And Joab returned from following Abner: 30 
and when he had gathered ‘all the people together, there lacked 

of David’s servants nineteen men and Asahel. But the servants 31 
of David had smitten of Benjamin, and of Abner’s men, so that 
three hundred and threescore men died. And they took up 32 
Asahe], and buried him in the sepulchre of his father, which 
was in Beth-lehem. And Joab and his men went all night, and 
they came to Hebron at break of day. 

Now there was long war between the house of Saul and the 3 
house of David: but David waxed’ stronger and stronger, and 
the house of Saul waxed weaker and weaker. And unto David 2 
were sons born in Hebron: and his first-born was Amnon, of 
Ahinoam the Jezreelitess; and his second, Chileab, of Abigail 8 
the wife of Nabal the Carmelite; and the third, Absalom the 
son of Maachah, the daughter of Talmai king of oa and 4 
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the fourth, Adonijah the son of Haggith ; and the fifih Shepha- 


tiah the son of Abital; and the sixth, lthream, by Eglah David’s 5 


wife. These were born to David in Hebron. 


Anp it came to pass, while there was war between the house. 6 


of Saul and the house of David, that Abner made himself 


strong for the house of Saul. And Saul had a concubine, whose 7 


name was Rizpah, the daughter of Aiah; and Ish-bosheth said 
to Abner, Wherefore hast thou gone in unto my father’s concu- 


bine? Then was Abner very wroth for the words of Ish-bosheth, 8 


and said, Am I a dog’s-head, which against Judah do show kind- 
ness this day unto the house of Saul thy father, to his brethren, 
and to his friends, and have not delivered thee into the hand of - 
David, that thou chargest me to-day with a fault concerning this 


woman? So do God to Abner, and more also, except as the 9 
LORD. hath sworn to David, even so I do te him; to translate 10 


the kingdom from the house of Saul, and to set up the throne 
of David over Israel and over Judah, from Dan even to Beer- 


sheba. And he could not answer Abner a word again, because 11 


he feared him. 


Anp Abner sent messengers to*David on his behalf, saying, 12 


Whose is the land? saying also, Make thy league with me, and, 
behold, my hand shall be with thee, to bring about. all Israel 


unto thee. And he said, Well; I will make a league with thee: 13 


but one thing I require of thee, that is, Thou shalt not see my 
face, except thou first bring Michal Saul’s daughter, when thou 


comest to see my face, And David sent messengers to Ish- 14 


bosheth Saul's son, saying, Deliver me my wife Michal, which I 


espoused to me for an hundred foreskins of the Philistines. And 15 


Ish-bosheth sent, and took her from her husband, even from Phal- 


tjel the son of Laish. And her husband went with her along 16 


weeping behind her to Bahurim. Then said Abner unto him, 


Go, return. And he returned. ! And Abner had communication 17 


with the elders of Israel, saying, Ye sought for David in times 


past fo be king over you: ' now then do a: for the LORD hath 18 


spoken of David, saying, By the hand of my servant David I 
will save my people Israel out of the hand of the Philistines, 


and out of the hand ofall their enemies. And Abner also spake 19 


in the ears of Benjamin: and Abner went also to speak in the 
ears of David in Hebron all that seemed good to Israel, and that 


seemed good to the whole house of Benjamin. So Abner came 20 


to David to Hebron, and twenty men with him. And David 


made Abner and the men that were with hima feast. And Ab- 21 


ner said unto David, I will arise and go, and will gather all 
Israel unto my lord the king, that they may make a league with 
thee, and that thou mayest reign over all that thine heart de- 
sireth. And David sent Abner away: and he went in peace. 


Anp, behold, the servants of David and Joab came from pur- 22 


suing a troop, and brought in a great spoil with them: but Abner + 
was not with David in Hebron; for he had sent him away, and + 


he was gone in peace. When Joab and all the host that was 23 


with oh come, they told Joab, saying, Abner the son of 
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Ner came to the king, and he hath sent him away, and he is gone 

in peace. Then Joab came to the king, and said, What hast 24 
thou done? behold, Abner came unto thee; why 7s it that thou 
hast sent him away, and he is quite gone? Thou knowest Abner 25 
the son of Ner, that he came to deceive thee, and to know thy 
going out and thy coming in, and to know all that thou’ doest, 
And when Joab was come out from David, he sent messengers 26 
after Abner, which brought him again from the well of Sirah: 
but David knew if not. And when Abner was returned fo 27 
Hebron, Joab took him aside in the gate to speak with him / 
quietly, and smote him there under the fifth 72, that he died, for 
the blood of Asahel his brother. ~ 

Anp afterward when David heard it, he said, I and my king- 28 
dom are guiltless before the LORD for ever from the blood of 
Abner the son of Ner: let it rest on the head of Joab, and on 29 
all his father’s house; and let there not fail from the house of 
Joab one that hath an issue, or that is a leper, or that leaneth on 
a staff, or that falleth on the sword, or that lacketh’ bread. So 30 
Joab and Abishai his brother slew Abner, because he had slain 
their brother Asahel at Gibeon in the battle. And David said 31 
to Joab, and to all the people that were with him, Rend your 
clothes, and gird you with sackcloth, and mourn before Abner. 
And king David himself followed the bier. 'And they buried 32 
Abner in Hebron: and the king lifted up his voice, and wept at ' 
the grave of Abner; and all the people wept. And the king 33 
Jamented over Abner, and said, 

: Died Abner as a fool dieth ? 
= 34 Thy hands were not bound,, 

Nor thy feet put into fetters : 

Asa man falle:h before wicked men, - 

So fellest thou. 
And all the people wept again over him. 'And when all the 35 
people came to cause David to eat meat while it was yet day, 
Dayid sware, saying, So do God to me, and more also, if [ taste 
bread, or aught else, till the sun be down. And all the people 36 
took notice of it, and it pleased them: as whatsoever the kin 
did pleased all the people. For all the people and all Israel un- 37 
derstood that day that it was not of the king to slay Abner the 
son of Ner. And the king said unto his servants, Know ye not 38 
that there is a prince and a great man fallen this day in Israel? 
And I am this day weak, though anointed king; and these men 39 
the sons of Zeruiah Ge too hard for me: the LORD shall reward 
the doer of evil according to his wickedness. 

AnD when Saul’s son heard that Abner was dead in Hebron, 4 
his hands were feeble, and all the Israelites were troubled. And 2 
Saul’s son had two men that were captains of bands: the name of 
the one was Baanah, and the name of the other Rechab, the sons 
of Rimmon a Beerothite, of the children of Benjamin: (for 
Beeroth also was reckoned to Benjamin: and the Beerothites 3 
fled to Gittaim, and were sojourners there until this day.) And 4 

“Jonathan, Saul’s son, had a son that was lame of his feet. He. 
was five years old when the TEL pioggic Saul and i 
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out of Jezreel, and his nurse took him up, and fled: and it came 
to pass, as she made haste to flee, that he fell, and became Jame. 
And his name was Mephibosheth. ' And the sons of Rimmon 
the Beerothite, Rechab and Baanah, went, and came about the 
heat of the day to the house of Ish-bosheth, who lay on a bed at 
noon. And they came thither into the midst of the house, as though 
they would have fetched wheat; and they smote him under the 
fifth rib: and Rechab and Baanah his brother escaped. For 
when they came into the house, he lay on his bed in his bed- 
chamber, and they smote him, and slew him, and beheaded him, 


and took his head, and gat them away through the plain all 


night. And they brought the head of Ish-bosheth unto David to 
Hebron, and said to the king, Behold the head of Tsh-bosheth. the 
son of Saul thine enemy, which sought thy life; and the LORD 
hath avenged my lord the king this day of Saul, and of his seed. 
And David answered Rechab and Baanah his brother, the:sons 
of Rimmon the Beerothite, and said unto them, As the LORD 
liveth, who hath redeemed my soul out of all adversity, ! when 
one told me, saying, Behold, Saul is dead, thinking to have 
brought good tidings, I-took hold ofshim, and slew him in Ziklag, 
who thought that I would have given him a reward for his 
tidings: how much more, when wicked men have slain a right- 
eous person in his own house upon his bed? shall I not therefore 
now require his blood of your hand, and take you away from the 
earth 2 And David commanded his young men, and they slew 
them, and cut off their hands and their feet, and hanged them up 
over the pool in Hebron. But they took the head of Ish-bosheth, 
and buried it in the sepulchre of Abner in Hebron. 

THEN came all the tribes of Israel to David unto Hebron, 
and spake, saying, Behold, we are thy bone and thy flesh. Also 
in time past, when Saul was king over us, thou wast he that 
leddest out and broughtest in Israel: and the LORD said to thee, 
Thou shalt feed my people Israel, and thou shalt be a captain 
over Israel. So all the elders of Israel came to the king to 
Hebron; and king David made a league with them in Hebron 
before the LORD; and-they anointed David king over Israel. 
: gpayad was thirty years old when he began to reign, and he 

reigned forty years. In Hebron he reigned over Judah seven 
years and six months: and in Jerusalem he reigned thirty-and- 
three years over all Israel and Judah. 

Anp the king and his men went to Jerusalem unto the Jebu- 
sites, the inhabitants of the land: which spake unto David, say- 
ing, Except thou take away the blind and the lame, thou shalt 
not come in hither: thinking, David cannot come in hither. 
Nevertheless David took the strong hold of Zion: the same is 
the city of David. And David said on that day, Whosoever 
getteth up to the gutter, and smiteth the Jebusites, and the lame 
and the blind, that are hated of David’s soul, he shall be chief and 
captain. Wherefore they said, The blind and the lame shall not 
come into the house. David dwelt in the fort, and called it 
the city of ands And David built round about from Millo and 
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inward. And David went on, and grew great, and the LORD 10 
God of hosts was with him. And Hiram king of Tyre sent mes- 11 
sengers to David, and cedar trees, and carpenters, and masons : 
and they built David an house. And David perceived that the 12 
LORD had established him king over Israel, and that he had ex- 
alted his kingdom for his people Israel’s sake. 

Anp David took him more concubines and wives out of Jeru- 13 
salem, after he was come from Hebron: and there were yet sons 
and daughters born to David. And these be the names of those 14 
that were born unto him in Jerusalem ; Shammuah, and Shobab, 
and Nathan, and Solomon, 'Ibhar also, and Elishua, and Nepheg, 15 
and Japhia, ' and Elishama, and Eliada, and Eliphalet. 16 © 

Bor when the Philistines heard that they had anointed David 17 
king over Israel, all the Philistines came up to seek David; and 
David heard of it, and went down to the hold. The Philistines 18 
also came and spread themselves in the valley of Rephaim. 
And David inquired of the LORD, saying, Shall I go up to the 19 
Philistines ? wilt thou deliver them into mine hand? And the 
LORD said unto David, Go up: for 1 will doubtless deliver the 
Philistines into thine hand. And David came to Baal-perazim, 20 
and David smote them:there, and said, The LORD hath broken 
forth upon mine enemies before me, as the breach of waters. 
Therefore he called the name of that place Baal-perazim. ' And 21 
there they left their images, and David and his men burned 
them. And the Philistines came up yet again, and spread them- 22 
selves in the valley of Rephaim. And when David inquired of 23 
the LORD, he said, Thou shalt not go up; dut fetch a compass 
behind them, and come upon them oyer-against the mulberry 
trees. And let it be, when thou hearest the sound of a going in 24 
the tops of the mulberry trees, that then thou shalt bestir thyself: 
for then shall the LORD go out before ‘thee, to smite the host of 
the Philistines. And David did so, as the LORD had com- 25 
manded him; and smote the Philistines from Geba until thou 
come to Gazer. 

AGAIN David gathered together all the chosen men of Israel, 6 
thirty thousand. And David arose, and went with all the people 2 
that were with him, from Baale of Judah, to bring up from thence 
the ark of God, whose name is called by the name of the LORD 
of hosts that dwelleth between the cherubims. And they set 3 
the ark of God upon a new cart, and brought it out of the house 
of Abinadab that was in Gibeah: and Uzzah and Ahio, the sons 
of Abinadab, drave the new cart. And they brought itout of 4 
the house of Abinadab which was at Gibeah, aceompan ing the 
ark of God: and Ahio went before the ark. And David and all 5 
the house of Israel played before the LORD on all manner of 
instruments made of fir wood, even on harps, and on psalteries, 
and on timbrels, and on cornets, and on cymbals. And when 6 
they came to Nachon’s threshing-floor, Uzzah put forth his hand - 
to the ark of God, and took hold of it; for the oxen shook 7¢. 
And the anger of the LORD was kindled against Uzzah; and 7 
God smote him there for his error; and there he died bythe ark

of God. And David was displeased, because the LORD had 8 
made a breach upon Uzzah: and he called the name of the 7 
place Perez-uzzal to this day. And David was afraid of the 9 
LORD that day, and said, How shall the ark of the LORD 
come to: me? ‘So David would not remove the ark of the LORD 10 
unto him into the city of David: but David carried it aside into 
the house of Obed-edom the Gittite. 

Anp the ark of the LORD continued in the house of Obed- 11 
edom the Gittite three. months: and the LORD blessed Obed- 
edom, and all his household. And it was told king David, say- 12 
ing, The LORD hath blessed the house of Obed-edom, and all 
that pertaineth unto him, because of the ark of God.» So David 
went and brought up the ark of God from the house of Obed- 
edom into the city of David with gladness. And it was so, that 13 
when they that bare the ark of the LORD had gone six paces, 
he sacrificed oxen and failings. And David danced before the 14 
LORD with all Ais might; and David was girded with a linen 
ephod. So David and all the house of Israel brought up the ark 15 
of the LORD with shouting, and with the sound of the trumpet. 
And as the ark of the LORD came ‘into the city of David, Michal 16 
Saul’s daughter looked through a window, and saw king David 
leaping and dancing before the LORD; and she despised him in 
her heart. And they brought in the ark of the LORD, and set 17 
it in his place, in the midst of the tabernacle that David had 
pitched for it: and David offered burnt-offerings and peace- 
offerings before the LORD. And as soon as David had made 18 
an end of offering burnt-offerings and peace-offerings, he blessed 
the people in the name of the LORD of hosts. And he dealt 19 
among all the people, even among the whole multitude of Israel, 
as well to the women as men, to every one a cake of bread, 
and a good piece of flesh, and a flagon of wine. So all the people 
departed every one to his house. ‘ 

TueEN David returned to bless his household. And Michal 20 
the daughter of Sanl came out to meet David, and said, How 
glorious was the king of Israel to-day, who uncovered himself 
to-day in the eyes of the handmaids of his servants, as one of the 
vain fellows shamelessly uncovereth himself! And David said 21 
unto Michal, Jt was before the LORD, which chose me before 
_ thy father, and before all his house, to appoint me ruler over the 
people of the LORD, over Israel: therefore will I play before 
the LORD. And J will yet be more vile than thus, and will be 22 
base in mine own sight: and of the maid-servants which thou 
hast spoken of, of them shall I be had in honor. Therefore Michal 23 
the daughter of Saul had no child unto the day of her death. 

Awnp it came to pass, when the king sat in his house, and the 
LORD had given him rest round about from all his enemies; 
that the king said unto Nathan the prophet, See now, I dwell in 
an house of cedar, but the ark of God dwelleth within curtains, 
And Nathan said to the king, Go, do all that is in thine heart; 
for the LORD is with thee. And it came to pass that night, that 
the wordgot the LORD came unto Nathan, saying, Go and: tell 
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my servant David, Thus saith the LORD, Shalt thou build me an 
house for me to dwell in? Whereas I have not dwelt in any 6 
house since the time that I brought up the children of Israel out 

of Egypt, even to this day, but have walked in a tent and ina 
tabernacle. In all the places wherein I have walked with all. 7 
the children of Israel, spake I a word with any of the tribes of 
Israel, whom I commanded to feed my people Israel, saying, 
Why build ye not me an house of cedar? Now therefore so shalt 8 
thou say unto my servant David, Thus saith the LORD of hosts, 

I took thee from the sheepcot, from following the sheep, to be 
ruler over my people, over Israel : and } was with thee whither- 9 
soever thou wentest, and have cut off all thine enemies out of 
thy sight, and have made thee a great name, like unto the name 

of the great men that are in the earth. Moreover I will appoint 10 
a place for my people Israel, and will plant them, that they may 
dwell in a place of their own, and move no more ; neither shall 
the children of wickedness afflict them any more, as beforetime, 
and as since the time that I commanded judges to be. over my 11 
people Israel, and have caused thee to rest from all thine enemies. 
‘Also the LORD telleth thee, that he will make thee an house. 
‘And when thy days be fulfilled, and thou shalt sleep with thy 12 
fathers, I will set up thy seed after thee, which shall proceed 
out of thy bowels, and I will establish his kingdom. He shall 13 
build an house for my name, and I will establish the throne of 
his kingdom for ever. I will be his father, and he shall be my 14 
son. If he commit iniquity, I will chasten him with the rod 
of men, and with the stripes of the children of men: but 15 
my mercy shall not depart away from him, as I took it from 
Saul, whom I put away before thee: And thine: house and thy 16 
kingdom shall be established for ever before thee: thy throne 
shall be established for ever. According to all these words, and 17 
according to all this vision, so did Nathan speak unto David. 

Ten went king David in, and sat before the LORD, and he 18 
said, Who am I, O LORD God? and what is my house, that thou 
hast bronght me hitherto? And this was yeta small thing in thy 19 
sight, O LORD God; but thou hast spoken also of thy servant's 
house for a great while to come. And is this the manner of 
mam, O LORD God? And what can David say more unto thee? 20 
for thou, LORD God, knowest thy servant. For thy word’s sake, 21 
and according to thine own heart, hast thou done all these great 
things, to make thy servant know them. Wherefore thou art 22 
great, O LORD God: for there is none like thee, neither 7s there 
any God beside thee, according to all that we have heard with 
our ears. And what one nation in the earth is like thy people, 23 
even like Israel, whom God went to redeem for a people to him- 
self, and to make him a name, and to-do for you great things and 
terrible, for thy land, before thy people, which thou redeemedst 
to thee from Egypt, from the nations and their gods? For thou 24 
hast confirmed to thyself thy people Israel; to bea people unto 
thee for ever: and thou, LORD, art. become their God.- And 25 
now, O LORD God, the word that thou hast spoken, ene ‘ 
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thy servant, and concerning'his house, establish i for ever, and 

do as thou hast said. “And let thy namé be magnified for ever, 26 
sayinig, The LORD of hosts is the God: over fsrael: and let the 
house of thy servant David be established before thee. For 27 
thou, @ LORD of hosis, God of Israel,' hast revealed to thy ser- 
vant, saying, I will build thee an. house: therefore hath thy 
servant found in his heart to pray this prayer unto thee. And 28 
now, O LORD God, thou art that God, and thy words be true, 
and thou hast pronzised this goodness unto thy servant: therefore 29 
now let it please thee to bless the house of thy servant, that it 
may-continue far ever before thee: for thou, OQ LORD God, hast 
spoken it; and with thy blessing let the house of thy servant be 
blessed for ever. 

AND after this it came to pass, that David smote the Philistines, $ 
and subdued them: and David took Metheg-ammah out of the 
hand of the Philistines. ; 

Awnp he'smote Moab, and measured them with a line, casting 2 
them down to the ground ; even with two lines measured he to 
put to death, and with one full line Yo keep alive. And so the 
Moabites became David's servants, and brought gifts. 

Davip smote also Hadadezer, the son’ of Rehob, king of Zo- 3 
bah, ‘as he went to recover his: border at‘the river Euphrates. 
And David took from hima thousand chariots, and seven hun- 4 
dred horsemen, and twenty thousand footmen: and David 
houghed all the chariot horses, but reserved of them for an hun- 
dred chariots. And when the Syrians of Damascus came to. 5 
succor Hadadezer king of Zobah, David slew of the Syrians 
two-and-twenty thousand’ men. Then David put garrisons in 6 
Syria of Damascus: and the Syrians became servants to David, 
and brought gifts. And the LORD: preserved David whitherso- 
ever he went. And David took the shields of gold that were 7 
on the servants of Hadadezer, and brought them to Jerusalem. 
And from Betah, and: {rom Berothai, cities of Hadadezer, king 8 
David took exceeding much brass. eyes} 

Wuen Toi king of Hamath heard thai David had smitten 9 
all the-host of Hadadezer, then Toi sent Joram his son unto king 10 
David, to salute him, and to bless him, because he had: fought 
against Hadadezer, and smitten him: for Hadadezer had wars. . 
with Toi. And Joram brought with him vessels of silver, and 
vessels of gold, and vessels of brass: which also king David did 11 
dedicate unto the LORD, with the silver and gold that he had 
dedicated of all nations which he subdued; of Syria, and of 12 
‘. Moab, and of the children of Ammon, and of the Philistines, and 
of eae and of the spoil of Hadadezer, son of Rehob, king of 
Zobah: ; ; 

Anp David gat him a name when he returned from smiting of 13 
the Syrians in the valley of salt, being eighteen thousand: men. 
And he put garrisons in Edom; throughout all Edom put he 14 
garrisons, and all they of Edom became David’s servants, 

Anp the LORD preserved David whithersoever he went. 'And 15 
David oe over all Israel; and David executed judgment.

and justice unto all his people. And Joab the son of Zeruiah 16 
was over the host; and Jehoshaphat the son of Ahilud was re- 
corder; and Zadok the son of Ahitub, and Ahimelech the son of 17 
Abiathar, were the priests; and Seraiah was the scribe; 'and Be- 18 
naiah the son of Jehoiada was over both the Cherethites and the 
Pelethites ; and David’s sons were chief rulers. 

Anp David said, Is there yet any that is left of the house of 9 
Saul, that I may show him kindness for Jonathan’s sake? And | 2 
there was of the house of Saul a servant whose name was Ziba. 
And when they had ealled him unto David, the king said unto 
him, Arf thou Ziba? And he said, Thy servant is ke. ‘And the 3 
king said, Js there not yet any of the house of Saul, that I may 
show the kindness of God unto him? And Ziba said unto the 
king, Jonathan hath yet a son, which is lame on his feet. And the | 4 
king said onto him, Where is he? And Ziba said unto the king, 
Behold, he zs in the house of Machir, the son of Ammiel, in Lo- 
debar. Then king David sent, and fetched him out of the house 5 
of Machir, the son of-Ammiel, from Lo-debar. Now when Me- 6 
phibosheth, the son of Jonathan, the son of Saul, was come 
unto David, he fell on his face, and did reverence. And David 
said, Mephibosheth. And he answered, Beheld thy servant! 
And David said uuto him, Fear not: for I will surely show thee 7 
kindness for Jonathan thy father's sake, and will restore thee all 
the land of Saul thy father; and thou shalt eat bread at my table 
continually. And he bowed himself, and said, What 7s thy ser- 8 
vant, that thou shouldest look upon such a dead dog as I am? 
Then the king called to Ziba, Saul’s servant, and said unto him, 9 
I have given unto thy master’s son all that periained to Saul and 
to all his house. ‘Thou therefore, and thy sons, and thy servants, 10 
shall till the land for him, and thou shalt bring in the fruits, that 
thy master’s son may have food to eat: but Mephibosheth thy 
master’s son shall eat bread ‘alway at my table. Now Ziba had 
fifieen sons and twenty servants. Then said Ziba unto the king, 1t 
According to all that my lord the king hath commanded his ser- 
vant, so shall thy servant do. As for Mephibosheth, said the hing, 
he shall eat at my table, as one of the king’s sons. And Mephi- 12 
bosheth had a young son, whose name was Micah.’ And all that 
dwelt in the house of Ziba were servants unto Mephibosheth. So 13 
Mephibosheth dwelt in Jerusalem: for be did eat continually at 
the king’s table; and was lame on both his feet. 

AND it came to pass after this, that the king of the children of LO 
Ammon died, and Hanun his son reigned in his stead. Then 2 
said David, I will show kindness unto Nanun the son of Nahash, 
as his father showed kindness unto me. And David sent to com- 
fort him by the hand of his servants for his father. And David’s 
servants came into the land of the children of Ammon. And 8 
the princes of the children of Ammon said unto Hanun their 
lord, Thinkest thou that David doth*honor thy father, that he 
hath sent comforters unto thee? hath not David rather'sent hig 
servants unto thee, to search the city, and to spy it out, and to ° 
overthrow it? Wherefore Hanun took David’s serene and’ 4 
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shaved. off the one-half of their beards, and cut off their gar- 
ments in the middle, even to their buttocks, and sent them away. 
When. they told zt unto David, he sent to meet them, because the 5 
men were greatly ashamed: and the king said, Tarry at Jericho 
until your beards be grown, and ¢hen return. And when the 6 
children of Ammon saw. that they stank before David, the chil- 
dren of. Ammon sent and hired the Syrians of Beth-rehob, and 
the Syrians of Zoba, twenty thousand footmen, and of king 
Maacab a thousand men, and of Ish-tob twelve thousand men. 
And when.David heard of it, he sent Joab, and all the host of 7 
the mighty men. And the children of Ammon came out, and 8 
put the battle in array at the entering in of the gate: and the 
Syrians of Zoba, and of Rehob, and Ish-tob, and Maacah, were 
by themselves in the field. When Joab saw that the front of 9 
the battle was against him before and behind, he chose of all the 
choice men of Israel, and put them in array against the Syrians: 
and the rest of the people he delivered into the hand of Abishai 10 
his brother, that he might put ‘hem in array against the children 

of Ammon. . And he said, If the $yrians be too strong for me, 11 
then thou shalt help me: but if the children of Ammon be too 
strong for thee, then I will come and help thee. Be of good 12 
courage, and let us play the men for opr people, and for the 
cities of our God: and the LORD do that which seemeth him 
good. And Joab drew nigh, and the people that were with him, 13 
unto the battle against the Syrians; and they fled before him. 
And when the children of Ammon saw that the Syrians were 14 
fled, then fled they also before Abishai, and entered into the city. 

So Joab returned from the children of Ammon, and came to 
Jerusalem, 

Anp when the Syrians saw that they were smitten before 15 
Israel, they gathered themselves together. And Hadarezer sent, 16 
and brought out the Syrians that were beyond the river: and 
they came to Helam: and Shobach the captain of the host of 
Hadarezer went before them. And when it was told David, he 17 
gathered all [srael together, and passed over Jordan, and came 
to Helam. And the Syrians set themselves in array against Da- 
vid, and fought with him. And. the Syrians fled before Israel; 
and David slew the men of seven hundred‘ chariots of the Syr- 

“ians, and forty thousand horsemen, and smote Shobach the cap- 
tain of their host, who died there. And when all the kings that 19 
were servants to Hadarezer saw that they were smitten before 
Israel, they:made peace with Israel, and served them. So the 
Syrians feared to help the children of Ammon any more. : 

AND it came to pass, after the year was expired, at the timeL 1 
when kings go forth to battle, that David sent Joab, and his’ser- 
vants with him, and all Israel; and they destroyed the children 
of Ammon, and besieged Rabbah. But David tarried still at” 
Jerusalem. 5 Ly i d 

AND it came to pass in an evening-tide, that David arose from 2 
off his: bed, and walked upon the roof of the. king’s house ; and 
from the rol he saw a woman washing herself; and the woman 
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was very beautiful to look upon. And David sent and inquired 3 
after the woman. And one said, Fs not this Bath-sheba, the 
daughter of Eliam, the wife of Uriah the Hittite? and David 
sent messengers, and took her; and she came in unto him, and 
he lay with her; for she was purified from her uncleanness: and 
she returned unto her house. And the woman conceived, and 
sent and told David, and said, I am with child. And David sent 
to Joab, saying, Send me Uriah the Hittite. And Joab sent 
Uriah to David. And when Uriah was come unto him, David 
demanded of him how Joab did, and how the people did, and 
how the war prospered. And David said to Uriah, Go down to 
thy house, and wash thy feet. And Uriah departed out of the 
king’s house, and there followed him a mess of meat from the 
king. But Uriah slept at the door of the king’s house with all 9 
the servants of his lord, and went not down to his house. And 10 
when they had told David, saying, Uriah went not down unto 

his bouse, David said unto Uriah, Camest thou not from thy 
journey? why then didst thou not go down unto thine house ? 
And Uriah said unto David, The ark, and Israel, and Judah, 11 
abide in tents; and my lord Joab, and the servants of my lord, 

are encamped in the open fields; shall I then go into mine 
house, to eat and to drink, and to lie with my wife? as thou 
livest, and as thy soul liveth, I will not do this thing. And Da- 12 
vid said to Uriah, Tarry here to-day also, and to-morrow I will 

let thee depart. So Uriah abode in Jerusalem that day, and the 
morrow. And when David had called him, he did eat and drink 13 
before him; and he made him drunk: and at even he went out 

to lie on his bed with the servants of his lord, but went not down 

to his house. And it came to pass in the morning, that David 14 
wrote a letter to Joab, and sent 7 by the hand of Uriah. And 15 
he wrote in the letter, saying, Set ye Uriah in the fore-front of 
the hottest battle, and retire ye from him, that he may be smit- 
ten, and die. And it came to pass, when Joab observed the city, 16 
that he assigned Uriah unto a place where he knew that valiant 
men were. And the men of the city went out, and fought with 17 
Joab: and there fell some of the people of the servants of David; 
and Uriah the Hittite died also. Then Joab sent and told David 18 
all the things concerning the war; and charged the messenger, 19 
saying, When thou hast made an end of telling the matters of 
the war unto the king, and if so be that the king’s wrath arise, 20 
and he say unto thee, Wherefore approached ye so nigh unto the 

city when ye did fight? knew ye not that they would shoot from 

the wall? Who smote Abimelech the son of Jerubbesheth? did 21 
not a woman cast a piece of a millstone upon him from the wall, 

that he died in Thebez? why went ye nigh the wall? then say 
thou, Thy servant Uriah the Hittite is dead also. So the mes- 22 ; 
senger went, and came and showed David all that Joab had sent 

him for. And the messenger said unto David, Surely the men 23 
prevailed against us, and came out unto us in the field, and we . 
were upon them even unto the entering of the gate. And the 24 
shooters shot from off the wall ae thy servants ; at gene of 
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the king’s servants be dead, and thy servant Uriah the Hittite 

is dead also. Then David said unto_the messenger, Thus shalt 25 
thou say unto Joab, Let not this thing displease thee, for the 
sword devoureth one as well as another: make thy battle more 
strong against the city, and overthrow it: and encourage thou 
him. 

Anp when the wife of Uriah heard that Uriah her husband 26 
was dead, she mourned for her husband. And when the mourn- 27 
ing was past, David sent and fetched her to his house, and she 
became his wife, and bare him a son. But the thing that David 
had done displeased the LORD. 

Anp the LORD sent Nathan unto David. And he came untol2 
him, and said unto him, 

There were two men in one city; the one rich, and the other 
poor. 'The rich man had exceeding many flocks and herds: 'but 2 
the poor man had nothing, save one little ewe lamb, which he 
had bought and nourished up: and it grew up together with 
him, and with his children; it did eat of his owm meat, and 
drank of his own cup, and lay in his bosom, and was unto him 
asa daughter. And there came a traveller unto the rich man, 4 
and he spared to take of his own flock and of ‘his own herd, to 
dress for the wayfaring man that was come unto him; but took 
the poor man’s lamb, and dressed it for the man that was come 
to him. 

And David’s anger was greatly kindled against the man; and 
he said to Nathan, As the LORD liveth, the man that hath done 
this thing shall surely die: and he shall restore the lamb four- 
fold, because he did this thing, and because he had no pity. And 
Nathan said to David, Thou art the man. Thus saith the LORD 
God of Israel, I anointed thee king over Israel, and I delivered 
thee out of the hand of Saul; and I gave thee thy master’s 8 
house, and thy master’s wives into thy bosom, and gave thee the 
house of Israel and of Judah: and if that had been too little, | would 
moreover have given unto thee such and such things. Wherefore 9 
hast thou despised the commandment of the LORD, to do evil in his 
sight? thou hast killed Uriah the Hittite with the sword, and hast 
taken his wife to be thy wife, and hast slain him with the sword 
of the children of Ammon. Now therefore the sword shall never 10 
depart from thine house; because thou hast despised me, and 
. hast taken the wife of Uriah the Hittite to be thy wife. Thus 11 

saith the LORD, Behold, I will raise up evil against thee out of 
thine own house, and Iwill take thy wives before thine eyes, and 
give them unto thy neighbor, and he shall lie with thy wives in the 
sight of this sun. For thou didst if secretly: but I will do this 12 
thing before all Israel, and before the sun. And David said 13 
nnto Nathan, | have smned against the LORD. And Nathan 
said unto David, The LORD also hath pnt away thy sin; thou 
shalt not die. Howbeit, because by this deed thou hast given 14 
great occasion to the enemies of a LORD to blaspheme, the 
child also that 2s born unto thee shall surely die. 

AND a departed unto his house. And the LORD struck 15 
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the child that Uriah’s wife bare unto David, and it was very sick. 
David therefore besought God for the child; and David fasted, 16 
and went in, and lay all night upon the earth. And the elders 17 
of his house arose, and went to him, to raise him up from the 
earth: but he would not, neither did he eat bread with them. 
And it came to pass on the seventh day, that the child died. 18 
And the servants of David feared to tell him that the child was 
dead: for they said, Behold, while the child was yet alive, we 
spake unto him, and he would not hearken unto our voice; how 
will he then vex himself, if we tell him that the child is dead ? 
But when David saw that his servants whispered, David per- 19 
ceived that the child was dead: therefore David said unto his 
servants, Is the child dead? And they said, He is dead. 'Then 20 
David arose from the earth, and washed and anointed himself, 
and changed his apparel, and came into the house of the LORD, 
and* worshipped: then he came to his own house; and when he 
required, they set bread before him, and he did eat. Then said his 21 
servants unto him, What thing 7s this that thou hast done? thou 
didst fast and weep for the child, while if was alive? but when 
the child was dead, thou didst rise and eat bread. And he said, 22 
While the child was yet alive, I fasted and wept: for I said, 
Who can tell whether God will be gracious to me, that the child 
may live? But now he is dead, wherefore should I fast? can I 23 
bring him back again? I shall go to him, but he shall not return 

to me. 

Anp David comforted Bath-sheba his wife, and went in unto 24 
her, and lay with her: and she bare a son, and he called his 
name Solomon: and the LORD loved him. And he sent by the 25 
hand of Nathan the prophet; and he called his name Jedidiah, 
because of the LORD. 

Anp Joab fought against Rabbah of the children of Ammon, 26 
and took the royal city. And Joab sent messengers to David, 27 
and said, I have fought against Rabbah, and have taken the city 
of waters. Now therefore gather the rest of the people together, 28 
and encamp against the city, and take it: lest I take the city, 
and it be called after my name. And David gathered all the 29 
people together, and went to Rabbah, and fought against it, and 
took it. And he took their king’s crown from off his head, the 30 
weight whereof was a talent of gold, with the precious stones: 
and it was set on David’s head. And he brought forth the spoil 
of the city in great abundance. And he brought forth the people 31 
that were therein, and put them under saws, and under harrows 
of iron, and under axes of iron, and made them pass through the 
brick-kiln: and thus did he unto all the cities of the children of 
Ammon. So David and ali the people returned unto Jerusalem. 

AND it came to pass after this, that Absalom the son of David13 
had a fair sister, whose name was Tamar; and Amnon the son 
of David loved her. And Amnon was so vexed, that he fell sick 2 
for his sister Tamar; for she was a virgin; and Amnon thought . 
it hard for him to do any thing to her. But Amnon had a friend, 3 
whose name was Jonadab, the son of Shimeah Be ski

and Jonadab was a very subtil man. And he said unto him, 


Why art thou, being the king’s son, lean from day to day? wilt: 


thou not tell me? And Amnon said unto him, I love Tamar, my 
brother Absalom’s sister. And Jonadab said unto him, Lay 
thee down on thy bed, and make thyself sick: and when thy 
father cometh to see thee, say unto him, I pray thee, let my 
sister Tamar come, and give me meat, and dress the meat in my 


sight, that I may see 7, and eat #/ at her hand. So Amnon lay ' 


down, and made himself sick: and when the king was come to 
see him, Amnon said unto the king, I pray thee, let Tamar my 
sister come, and make me a couple of cakes in my sight, that I 
may eat at her hand. Then David sent home to Tamar, saying, 
Go now to thy brother Amnon’s house, and dress him meat. So 
Tamar went to her brother Amnon’s house; and he was laid 
down. And she took flour, and kneaded if, and made cakes in 
his sight, and did bake the cakes. And she took a pan, and 
poured them out before him; but he refused to eat. And Am- 
non said, Have out all men from me. And they went out every 
man from him. And Amnon said wnto Tamar, Bring the meat 
into the chamber, that I may eat of thine hand. And Tamar 
took the cakes which she had made, and brought them into the 
chamber to Amnon her brother. And when she had brought 
them unto him to eat, he took hold of her, and ‘said unto her, 
Come lie with me, my sister. And she answered him, Nay, my 
brother, do not foree me; for no such thing ought to be done in 
Israel: do not thou this folly. ‘And I, whither shall I cause my 
shame to go? and as for thee, thou shalt be as one of the fools in 
Israel. Now therefore, I pray thee, speak unto the king; for he 
will not withhold me from thee. Howbeit he would not hearken 
unto her voice: but, being stronger than she, forced her, and lay 
with her. Then Amnon hated her exceedingly; so that the 
hatred wherewith he hated her was greater than the love where- 
. with he had loved her. And Amnon said unto her, Arise, be 

gone. And she said unto him, There ts no cause: this evil in 
sending me away 7s greater than the other that thou didst unto 
me. But he would not hearken unto her. 'Then he called 


his servant that ministered unto him, and said, Put now this~ 


woman out from me, and bolt the door after her. And she had a 
garment of divers colors upon her: for with such robés were 
the king’s daughters ‘hai were virgins apparelled. Then his ser- 
vant brought her out, and bolted the door after her. And Tamar 
put ashes on her head, and rent her garment of divers colors 
that was on her, and laid her hand on her head, and went on 
erying. And Absalom,her brother said unto her, Hath Amnon 
thy brother been with thee? but hold now thy peace, my sister: 
he zs thy brother; regard not this thing. So Tamar remained 
desolate in her brother Absalom’s house. But when king David 
heard of all these things, he was very wroth. And Absalom 
spake unto his brother Amnon neither good nor bad: for Absa- 
lom hated Amnon, because he had forced his sister 'Tamar. And 
it came ba after two full years, that Absalom had sheep- 
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shearers in Baal-hazor, which is beside Ephraim: and Absalom 
invited all the king’s sons. And Absalom came to the king, and 24 
said, Behold now, thy servant hath sheep-shearers; let the king, 

I beseech thee, and his servants, go with thy servant. And the 25 
king said to Absalom, Nay, my son, let us not all now go, lest we ~ 
be chargeable unto thee. And he pressed him: howbeit he 
would not go, but blessed him. Then said Absalom, If not, I 26 
pray thee, let my brother Amnon go with us. And the king said 
unto him, Why should he go with thee? But Absalom pressed 27 
him, that he let Amnon and all the king’s sons go with him. 
Now Absalom had commanded his servants, saying, Mark ye 28 
now when Amnon’s heart is merry with wine, and when I say 
unto you, Smite Amnon ; then ki him, fear not: have not I 
commanded you? be courageous, and be valiant. And the ser- 29 
vants of Absalom did unto Amnon as Absalom had commanded, 
Then all the king’s sons arose, and every man gat him up upon 
his mule, and fled. And it came to pass, while they were in the 30 
way, that tidings came to David, saying, Absalom hath slain all 
the king’s sons, and there is not one of them left. Then the king 31 
arose, and tare his garments, and lay on the earth; and all his 
servants stood by with their clothes rent. And Jonadab, the son 32 
of Shimeah David’s brother, answered and said, Let not my lord 
suppose that they have slain all the young men the king’s sons; 
for Ainnon only is dead: for by the appointment of Absalom | 
this hath been determined from the day that he forced his sister 
Tamar. Now therefore let not my lord the king take the thing 33 
to his heart, to think that all the king’s sons are dead: for Am- 
non only is dead. 'But Absalom fled. And the young man that 34 
kept the watch lifted up his eyes, and looked, and, behold, there 
came much people by the way of the hill-side behind him. And 35 
Jonadab said unto the king, Behold, the king’s sons come: as thy 
servant said, so itis. And it came to pass, as soon as he had 36 
made an end of speaking, that, behold, the king’s sons came, 
and lifted up their voice and wept: and the king also and all 
his servants wept very sore. 

Bur Absalom fled, and went to Talmai, the son of Ammihud, 37 
king of Geshur. And David mourned for his son every day. 'So 38 
Absalom fled, and went to Geshur, and was there three years. 
And the soul of king David longed to go forth unto Absalom: 39 
for'he was comforted concerning Amnon, seeing he was dead. 
Now Joab the son of Zeruiah perceived that the king’s heart wasl@ 
toward Absalom. And Joab sent to Tekoah, and fetched thence 2 
a wise woman, and said unto her, I pray thee, feign thyself to 
be a mourner, and put on now mourning apparel, and anoint not 
thyself with oil, but be asa woman that had a long time mourned 
for the dead: and come to the king, and speak on this manner 
unto him. So Joab put the words in her mouth. ! And when the 
woman of Tekoah spake to the king, she fell on her face to the 
ground, and did obeisance, and said, Help, O king. And the kin 
said unto her, What aileth thee? And she answered, I am indee 
a widow woman, and mine peg is dead. And v3 hand- 
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maid had two sons, and they two strove together in the field, and 
there was none to part them, but the one smote the other, and 
slew him. And, behold, the whole family is risen against thine 7 
handmaid, and they said, Deliver him that smote his brother, 
that we may kill him, for the life of his brother whom he slew; 
and we will destroy the heir also: and so they shall quench my 
coal which is left, and shall not leave to my husband nevther 
name nor remainder upon the earth. And the king said unto 8 
the woman, Go to thine house, and [ will give charge concerning 
thee. And the woman of Tekoah said unto the king, My lord, 9 
O king, the iniquity e on me, and on my father’s house: and 
the king and his throne ée guilfless. And the king said, Who- 10 
soever saith aught unto thee, bring him to me, and he shall not 
touch thee any more. Then said she, I pray thee, let the king 11 
remember the LORD thy God, thatthou wouldest not suffer the 
revengers of blood to destroy any more, lest they destroy my son. 
And he said, As the LORD liveth, there shall not one hair of thy 
son fall to the earth. Then the woman said, Let thine hand- 
maid, I pray thee, speak, one word upto my lord the king. And 
he said, Say on. And the Woman said, Wherefore then hast 13 
thou thought such a thing against the people of God? for the 
king doth speak this thing as.one which is faulty, in that the 
king doth not fetch home again his bani8hed. For we must 14 
needs die, and are as water spilt on the ground, which cannot 

be gathered up again; neither doth God respect any person: yet 
doth he devise means, that his banished be not expelled from 
him. Now therefore that 1 am come to speak of this thing unto 15 
my lord the king, if is because the people have made me afraid : ' 
and thy handmaid said, I will now speak unto the king; it may 

be that the king will perform the request of his handmaid. For 16 
the king will hear, to deliver his handmaid out of the hand of 
the man that would desiroy me and my son together out of the 
inheritance of God. Then thine handmaid said, The word of 17 
my lord the king shall now be comfortable: for as an angel of 
God, so is my lord the king to diseern good and bad: therefore - 
the LORD thy God will be with thee. Then the king answered 18 
and said unto the woman, Hide not from me, I pray thee, the 
thing that I shall ask thee. And the woman said, Let my lord 
the king now speak. And the king said, Is not the hand of Joab 19 
with thee in all this?) And the woman answered and said, As 
thy soul liveth, my lord the king, none can turn to the right 
hand or to the left from aught that my lord the king hath spoken: 

for thy servant Joab, he bade me, and he put all these words in 
the mouth of thine handmaid: to fetch about this form of speech 20 
hath thy servant Joab done this thing: and my Jord is wise, ac- 
cording to the wisdom of an angel of God, to know all things 
that are in the earth. And the king said unto Joab, Behold now, 21 
I have done this thing: go therefore, bring the young man Ab- 
salom again. And Joab fell to the ground on his face, and 22 
bowed himself, and, thanked*the king: and Joab said, To-day 
thy a that I have found grace in thy sight, my 
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lord, O king, in that the king hath fulfilled the request of his 
servant. SoJoab arose, and wemt to Geshur, and brought Ab- 23 
salom to Jerusalem. And the king said, Let him turn to his own 24 
house, and let him not see my face. So Absalom retumed to 
his own house, and saw not the king’s face. 

Bur in all Israel there was none to be so much praised as 25 

_ Absalom for his beauty: from the sole of his foot even to the 
crown of his head there was no blemish in him. And when he 26 
polled his head, (for it was at every year’s end that he polled zt; 
because the hair was heavy on him, therefore he polled it:) he 
weighed the hair of his head at two hundred shekels after the 
kine’s weight. And unto Absalom there were born three sons, 27 
and one daughter, whose name was Tamar: she was a woman 
of a fair countenance. 

So Absalom dwelt two full years in Jerusalem, and saw not 28 
the king’s face. Therefore Absalom sent for'Joab, to have sent 29 
him to the king; but he would not come to him: and when he 
sent again the second time, he would not come. Therefore he 30 
said unto his servants, See, Joab’s field is near mine, and he hath 
barley there; go and set it on fire. And Absalom’s servants set 
the field on fire. Then Joab arose, aud came to Absalom unto 31 
his house, and said unto him, Wherefore have thy servants set 
my field on fire? And Absalom answered Joab, Behold, I sent 32 
unto thee, saying, Come hither, that I may send thee to the king, 
to say, Wherefore am I come from Geshur? it had been good for ~ 
me to have been there still: now therefore let me see the king’s 
face; and if there be any iniquity in me, let him kill me. So 33 
Joab came to the king, and told him: and when he had called 
for Absalom, he came to the king, and bowed himself on his 
face to the ground before the king: and the king kissed Absalom. 

AND it came to pass afier this, that Absalom prepared him1& 
chariots and horses, and fifty men to run before him. And Ab- 2 
salom rose up early, and stood beside the way of the gate: and 
it was so, that when any man that had a controversy came to the 
king for judgment, then Absalom called unto him, and said, Of 
what city art thou? And he said, Thy servant is of one of the tribes 
of Israel. And Absalom said unto him, See, thy matters are 
good and right; but there is no man deputed of the king to hear 
thee. Absalom said moreover, Oh that 1 were made judge in 
the land, that every man which hath any suit or cause might 
come unto me, and I would do him justice! And it was so, that 
when any man came nigh fo him todo him obeisance, he put 
forth his Bae and took him, and kissed him. And on this man- 
ner did Absalom to all Israel that came to the king for judgment: 
so Absalom stole the hearts of the men of Israel. And it came 
to pass after forty years, that Absalom said unto the king, I pray 

_ thee, let me go and pay my vow, which I have vowed unto the 
LORD, in Hebron. For thy servant vowed a yow while I abode _8 
at Geshur in Syria, saying, If the LORD shall bring me again 
indeed to Jerusalem, then I will serve the LORD. And the king «9 
said unto him, Go in peace. So he arose, and went 1s ane 
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But Absalom ‘sent spies throughout all the tribes of Israel, say- 10 
ing, As soon as ye hear the sound of the trumpet, theff ye shall 
say, Absalom reigneth in Hebron. And with Absalom went 11 
two hundred men out of Jerusalem, that were called; and they 
went in their simplicity, and they knew not any thing. And 12 
Absalom sent for Ahithophel the Gilonite, David’s counsellor, 


_ from his city, even from Giloh, while he offered sacrifices. And 


the conspiracy was strong; for the people increased continually 
with Absalom. 

Anp there came a messenger to David, saying, The hearts of 13 
the men of Israel are after Absalom. And David said unto all 14 
his servants that were with him at Jerusalem, Arise, and let us 
flee; for we shall not else escape from Absalom: make speed to 
depart, lest he overtake us suddenly, and bring evil upon us, 
and smite the city with the edge of the sword. And the king’s 15 
servants said unto the king, Behold, thy servants are ready to do 
whatsoever my lord the king shall appoint. And the king went 16 
forth, and all his household after him. And the king left ten 
women, which were concubines, to*keep the house. And the 17 
king went forth, and all the people after him, and tarried ina 
place that was far off And all his servants passed on beside 18 
him; and all the Cherethites, and all the Pelethites, and all the 
Gittites, six hundred men which came afier him from Gath, 
passed on before the king. Then said the king to Ittai the Git- 19 
tite, Wherefore goest thou also with us? return to thy place, and 
abide with the king: for thou art a stranger, and also an exile. 

‘Whereas thou camest but yesterday, should I this day make thee 20 
go up and down with us? seeing I go whither I may, return 
thou, and take back thy brethren: mercy and truth 6e with thee. 
And Ittai answered the king, and said, As the LORD liveth, 21 
and as my lord the king liveth, surely in what place my lord the 
king shall be, whether in death or life, even there also will thy 
servant be. 'And David said to Ittai,Go and pass over. And 22 
Ittai the Gittite passed over, and all his men, and all the little 
ones that were with him. And all the country wept with a loud 23 
voice, and all the people passed over: the king also himself 
passed over the brook Kidron, and all the people passed over 
toward the way of the wilderness. And lo Zadok also, ’and all 24 
the Levites were with him, bearing the ark of the covenant of 
God: and they set down the ark of God ; and Abiathar wentup, 
until all the people had done passing out of the city. And the 25 
king said unto Zadok, Carry back the ark of God into the city: 

If I shall find favor in the eyes of the LORD, he will bring me 
again, and show me 6ofh it, and_his habitation. But if he thus 26 
say, I have no delight in thee: behold, here am I, let him do to 
me as seemeth good unto him. The king said also unto Zadok 27 
the priest, Art not thou a seer ? return into the city in peace, and. 
your two sons with i Ahimaaz thy son, and Jonathan the son 
of Abiathar. See, 1 will tarry in the plain of the wilderness, 28 
nail fishy cote word from you to certify me. Zadok therefore 29 
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and Abiathar carried the ark of God again to Jerusalem: and 
they tarriedshere. 

Anp David went up by the ascent of mount. Olivet, and wept 30 
as he went up, and had his head covered, and he went barefoot: 
and all the people that was with him covered every man his 
head, and they went “up, weeping as they went up. And one 31 
told David, saying, Ahiihophel is among the conspirators with 
Absalom. And David said, O LORD, I pray thee, turn the 
counsel of Ahithophel into foolishness. And it came to pass, 32 
that when David was come to the top of the mount, where he 
. worshipped God, behold, Hushai the Archite came to meet him 
with his coat rent, and earth upon his head: unto whom David 33 
said, If thou passest on with me, then thou shalt be a burden 
unto me: but if thou return to the city, and say unto Absalom, 34 
I will be thy servant, O king; as I have been thy father’s servant 
hitherto, so will I now also ée thy servant: then mayest thou for 
me defeat the counsel of Ahithophel. And hast thou not there 35 
with thee Zadok and Abiathar the priests? therefore it shall be, 
that what thing soever thou shalt hear out of the king’s house,’ 
thou shalt tell 2 to Zadok and Abiathar the priests. Behold, 36 
they have there with them their two sons, Ahimaaz Zadok’s son, 
and Jonathan Abiathar’s son; and by them ye shall send unto ~ 
me every thing that ye can hear. So Hushai David’s friend 37 + 
came into the city, and Absalom came into Jerusalem. 

Anp when David was a little past the top of the hill, behold,L6 
Ziba the servant of Mephibosheth met him, with a couple of 
asses saddled, and upon them two hundred lcaves of bread, and 
an hundred bunches of raisins, and an hundred of summer fruits, 
and a bottle of wine. And the king said unto Ziba, What 2 
meanest thou by these? And Ziba said, The asses be for the king’s 
household to ride on; and the bread and summer fruit for the ° 
young men to eat; and the wine, that such as be faint in the 
wilderness may drink. And the king said, And where is thy 3 
master’s son? And Ziba said unto the king, Behold, he abidet 
at Jerusalem: for he said, To-day shall the house of Israel re- 
store me to the kingdom of my father. Then said the king to 4 
Ziba, Behold, thine @re all that pertained unto Mephibosheth. 
And Ziba said, I humbly beseech thee that I may find grace in 
thy sight, my lord, O king. 

‘Anp when king David came to Bahurim, behold, thence came. 5 
out a man of the family of the house of Saul, whose name was 
Shimei, the son cf Gera: he came forth, and cursed still as he 
came. And he cast stones at David, and at all the servants of 6 
king David: and all the people and all the mighty men were 
on his right hand and on his left. And thus said Shimei when 7 
he cursed, Come out, come out, ihou bloody man, and thou man 
of Belial; the LORD hath returned upon thee all the blood of 8 
the house of Saul, in whose stead thou hast reigned; and the 
LORD hath delivered the kingdom into the hand of Absalom 
thy son: and, behold, thou art taken in thy mischief, because ° 
thou arta bloody man, Then said Abishai the son aan 9 
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unto the king, Why should this dead dog curse my lord the king? 

let me go over, I pray thee, and take off his head. And the king 10 
said, What have I to do with you, ye sons of Zeruiah ? so let him 
curse, because the LORD hath said unto him, Curse David. 
Who shall then say, Wherefore hast thou done so? 'And David 11 
said to Abishai, and to all his servants, Behold, my son, which 
came forth of my bowels, seeketh my life: how much more 
now may this Benjamite do it? let him alone, and let him curse; 
for the LORD hath bidden him. It may be that the LORD will 12 
‘look on mine affliction, and that the LORD will requite me good 

for his cursing this day. And as David and his men went by 13 
the way, Shimei went along on the hill’s side over-against him, 
and cursed as he went, and threw stones at him, and cast dust. 
And the king, and all the people that were with him, came weary, 14 
and refreshed themselves there. ; 

Anp Absalom, and all the people the men of Israel, came to 15 
Jerusalem, and Ahithophel with him. And it came to pass, 16 
when Hushai the Archite, David’s friend, was come unto Absa- 
lom, that Hushai said unto Absalom, God save the king, God 
save the king. Absalom said to Hushai, Js this thy kindness to 17 
thy friend ? why wentest thou not with thy friend? And Hushai 18 
said unto Absalom, Nay; but whom the LORD, and this people, 
and all the men of Israel, choose, his will I be, and with him 
will I abide. And again, whom should I serve? should I not 19 
serve in the presence of his son? as I have served in thy father’s 
presence, so will I be in thy presence. 

Tyen ‘said Absalom to Ahithophel, Give counsel among you 20 
what we shall do. And Ahithophel said unto Absalom, Go in 21 
unto thy father’s concubines, which he hath left to keep the 
house; and all Israel shall hear that thou art abhorred of thy 
father: then shall the hands of all that are with thee be 
strong. So they spread Absalom a tent upon the top of the house; 22 
and Absalom went in unto his father’s concubines in the sight 
of all Israel. And the counsel of Ahithophel, which he coun- 23 
selled in those days, was as if a man had inquired at the oracle 
of God: so was all the counsel of Ahithophel, both with David 
and with Absalom. : 

Moreover Ahithophel said unto Absalom, Let me now chooseL7 
out twelve thousand men, and I will arise and pursue after Da- 
vid this night. And I will come upon him while he 2s weary 
and weak-handed, and will make him afraid: and all the people 
that are with him shall flee ; and I will smite the king only: and 3 
I will bring back all the people unto thee: the man whom thou 
seekest is as if all returned: so all the people shall be in peace. 
And the saying pleased Absalom well, and all the elders of 
Jsrael. Then said Absalom, Call now Hushai the Archite also, 
and let us hear likewise what he saith. And when Hushai was 
come to Absalom, Absalom spake unto him, saying, Ahithophel 
hath spoken after this manner: shall we do after his saying? if 
not, speak thou. And Hushai said unto Absalom, The counsel 7 
that an Bk hath given is not good at this time. ‘ For, said 8 
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Hushai, thou knowest thy father and his men, that they be 
mighty men, and they de chafed in their minds, as a bear robbed 
of her whelps in the field; and thy father is a man of war, and 
will not lodge with the people. Behold, he is hid now in some 9 
pit, or in some other place: and it will come to pass, when some 
of them be overthrown at the first, that whosoever heareth it 
will say, There is a slaughter among the people that follow Ab- 
salom. And he also ¢hat is valiant, whose heart is as the heart 10 
of a lion, shall utterly melt: for all Israel knoweth that thy 
father is a mighty man, and they which be with him are valiant 
men. ‘Therefore I counsel that all Israel be generally gathered 11 
unto thee, from Dan even to Beer-sheba, as the sand that 7s by 
the sea for multitude; and that thou go to battle in thine own 
person. So shall we come upon him in some place where he 12 
shall be found, and we will light upon him as the dew falleth’ 
on the ground: and of him and of all the men that are with 
him there shall not be left so much as one. Moreover, if he be 13 
gotten into a city, then shall all Israel bring ropes to that city, 
and we will draw it into the river, until there be not one small 
stone found there. And Absalom and all the men of Israel said, 14 
The counsel of Hushai the Archite zs better than the counsel of 
Ahithophel. For the LORD had appointed to defeat the good 
counsel of Ahithophel, to the intent that the LORD might bring 
evil upon Absalom. r 

Tuen said Hushai unto Zadok and to Abiathar the priests, 15 
Thus and thus did Ahithophel counsel Absalom and the elders 
of Israel; and thus and thus have I counselled. Now therefore 16 
send quickly, and tell David, saying, Lodge not this night in the 
plains of the wilderness, but speedily pass over; lest the king 
be swallowed up, and all the people that are with him. Now 17 
Jonathan and Ahimaaz stayed by En-rogel; for they might not 
be seen to come into the city ; and a wench went and told them; 
and they went and told king David. Nevertheless a lad saw 18 
them, and told Absalom: but they went both of them away 
quickly, and came to a man’s house in Bahurim, which had a 
well in his court; whither they went down. And the woman 19 
took and spread a covering over the well’s mouth, and spread 
ground corn thereon; and the thing was not known. And 20 
when Absalom’s servants came to the woman to the house, they 
said, Where is Ahimaaz and Jonathan? And the woman said 
unto them, They be gone over the brook of water. And when 
they had sought and could not find them, they returned to Jeru- 
salem. And it came to pass, after they were departed, that they 21 
came up out of the well, and went and told king David, and 
said unto David, Arise, and pass quickly over the water : for thus 
hath Ahithophel counselled against you. Then David arose, 22 
and all the people that were with him, and they passed over Jor- 
dan: by the morning light there lacked not one of them that was 
not gone over Jordan. 

Anp when Ahithophel saw that his counsel was not followed, 23 
he saddled his ass, and arose, and gat him home to his oe to

The 'Tachmonite that sat in the seat, chief among the captains; 
the same was Adino the Eznite: he lifted up his spear against eight 


hundred, whom he slew at one time. 


And after him was Elea- 9 


zar the son of Dodo the Ahohite, one of the three mighty men 
with David, when they defied the Philistines that were there 
gathered together to battle, and the men of Israel were gone 
away. He arose, and smote the Philistines until his hand was 10 
weary, and his hand clave unto the sword: and the LORD 
wrought a great victory that day; and the peoplé returned after 
him only to spoil. And after him was Shammah the son of Agee 11 


the Hararite. 


And:the Philistines were gathered together into 


a troop, where was a piece of ground full of lentiles: and the 


~people fled from the Philistines. 


But he stood in the midst of 12 


the ground, and defended it, and slew the Philistines: and the 
LORD wrought a great victory. And three of the thirty chief 13 
went down, and came to David in the harvest time unto the 
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cave of Adullam: and the troop of the Philistines pitched in 

the valley of Rephaim. And David was then in an hold, and 

the garrison of the Philistines was then in Beth-lehem. And 

David longed, and said, Oh that one would give me drink of the 

water of the well of Beth-lehem, which is by the gate! And 

the three mighty men brake through the host of the Philistines, 

and drew water out of the well of Beth-lehem, that was by the 

gate, and took zt, and brought it to David : nevertheless he would 

not drink thereof, but poured it out unto the LORD. . And he 

said, Be it far from me, O LORD, that I should do this: is not 
this the blood of the men that went in jeopardy of their lives? 
therefore he would not drink it. These things did these three 
mighty men. And Abishai, the brother of Joab, the son of Ze- 
ruiah, was chief among three. And he lifted up his spear against 
three hundred, and slew them, and had the name among three. 
Was he not most honorable of three? therefore he was their 
captain: howbeit he attained not unto the first three. And Be- 
naiah the son of Jehoiada, the son of a valiant man, of Kabzeel, 
who had done many acts, he slew two lion-like men of Moab: 
he went down also and slew a lion in the midst of a pit in time 
of snow: 'and he slew an Egyptian, a goodly man: and the 
Egyptian had a spear in his hand; but he went down to him 
with a staff, and plucked the spear out of the Egyptian’s hand, 
and slew him with his own spear. These things did Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada, and had the name among three mighty 
men. He was more honorable than the thirty, but he attained 
not to the first three. And David set him over his guard. ! Asa- 
hel the brother of Joab was one of the thirty; Elhanan the son 
of Dodo of Beth-lehem, 'Shammah the Harodite, Elika the Ha- 
rodite, 'Helez the Paltite, Ira the son of Ikkesh the T'ekoite, 
! Abiezer the Anethothite, Mebunnai the Hushathite, 'Zalmon 
the Ahohite, Maharai the Netophathite, 'Heleb the son of 
Baanah, a Netophathite, Ittai the son of Ribai out of Gibeah of 
the children of Benjamin, 'Benaiah the Pirathonite, Hiddai of 
the brooks of Gaash, ' Abial-bon the Arbathite, Azmaveth the 
Barhumite, ' Eliabah the Shaalbonite, of the sons of Jashen, Jona- 
than. 'Shammah the Hararite, Ahiam the son of Sharar the Ha- 
rarite, 'Eliphelet the son of Ahasbai, the son of the Maachathite, 
Fliam the son of Ahithophel the Gilonite;'Hezrai the Carmelite, 
Paarai the Arbite, 'Igal the son of Nathan of Zobah, Bani the 
Gadite, 'Zelek the Ammonite, Naharai the Beerothite, armor- 
bearer to Joab, the son of Zeruiah, ‘Ira an Ithrite, Gareb an 
Ithrite, ' Uriah the Hittite: thirty-and-seven in all.

Anp again the anger of the LORD was kindled against Israel, 24 


and he moved David against them to say, Go, number Israel and 
Judah. For the king said to Joab the captain of the host, which 
was with him, Go now through all the tribes of Israel, from Dan 
even to Beer-sheba, and number ye the people, that I may know 
the number of the people. And Joab said unto the king, Now 
the LORD thy God add unto the people, how many soever they

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see it; but why doth my lord the king delight in this thing? 
Notwithstanding the king’s word prevailed against Joab, and 
against the captains of the host. And Joab and the captains of 
the host went out from the presence of the king, to number the 
people of Israel. And they passed over Jordan, and pitched in 
Aroer, on the right side of the city that dieth in the midst of the 
river of Gad, and toward Jazer: then they came to Gilead,-and 
to the land of Tahtim-hodshi; and they came to Dan-jaan, and 
about to Zidon, 'and came to the strong hold of Tyre, and to all 
the cities of the Hivites, and of the Canaanites: and they went 
out to the south of Judah, even to Beer-sheba. So when they 
had gone through all the land, they came to Jerusalem at the 
end of nine months and twenty days. And Joab gave up the 
sum of the number of the people unio the king: and there were 
in Israel eight hundred thousand valiant men that drew the 
sword; and the men of Judah were five hundred thousand men.” 
And David’s heart smote him afier that he had numbered the 10 
people. And David said unto the LORD, I have sinned greatly 

in that I have done: and now I beseech thee, O LORD, take 
away the iniquity of thy servant; fgr I have done very foolishly- 
For when David was up in the morning, the word of the LORD 11 
came unto the prophet Gad, David’s seer, saying, Go and say 12 
unto David, Thus saith the LORD, I offer thee three things: 
choose thee one of them, that I may dot unto thee. So Gad 13 
came:-to David, and told him, and said unto him, Shall seven 
years of famine come unto thee in thy land? or wilt thou flee 
three months before thine enemies, while they pursue thee? or 
that there be three days’ pestilence in thy land? now advise, and N 
see what answer [ shall return to him that sent me. And Da- 14 
vid said unto Gad, I am in a great strait: let us fall, now into 
the hand of the LORD; for his mercies are great: and let me 
not fall into the hand of man. So the LORD sent a pestilence 15 
upon Israel from the morning even to the time appointed: and 
there died of the people from Dan even to Beer-sheba seventy 
thousand men. 

And when the angel stretched out his hand upon Jerusalem 16 
to destroy it, the LORD repented him of the evil, and said to the 
angel that destroyed the people, It is enough: stay now thine 
hand. And the angel of the LORD was by the threshing-place  ~ 
of Araunah the Jebusite. And David spake unto the LORD 17 
when he saw the angel that smote the people, and said, Lo, I 
have sinned, and I have done wickedly: but these sheep, what 
have they done? let thine hand, I pray thee, be against me, and | 
against my father’s house. And Gad came that day to David, 18 
and said unto him, Go up, rear an altar unto the LORD in the |. 
threshing-floor of Araunah the Jebusite. And David, according 19 
to the saying of Gad, went up as the LORD commanded. And 20 
Araunah looked, and saw the king and his servants coming on 
toward him: and Araunah went out, and bowed himself before 
the king on his face upon the ground. And Araunah said, 21 
i 4 my lord the king come to his servant? And David

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said, To buy the threshing-floor of thee to build an altar unto the 


LORD, that the plague may be stayed from the people. And 22 


Araunah said unto Dayid, Let my lord the king take and offer 
up what seemeth good unto him: behold, dere be oxen for burnt- 
sacrifice, and threshing instruments and other instruments of the 


oxen for. wood. All these things did Araunah, as a king, give 23 


unto the king. And Araunah said unto the king, The LORD thy 


God accept thee. And the king said unto Araunah, Nay; but 24 


I will surely pay u of thee at a price: neither will I offer burnt- 
offerings unto the LORD my God of that which doth cost me 
nothing. .So David bought the threshing-floor and the oxen for 


fifty shekels of silver. And David built there an altar unto the 25 


LORD, and offered burnt-offerings and peace-offerings. So the 


LORD was intreated for the land, and the plague was stayed 
from Israel. 








THE FIRST BOOK OF THE KINGS, 
COMMONLY CALLED, 
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Now king David was old and stricken in years; and they cov- 
ered him with clothes, but he gat no heat. Wherefore his ser- 
vants said unto him, Let there be sought for my lord the king 
a young virgin: and let her stand before the king, and let her 
cherish him, and let her lie in thy bosom, that my lord the king 
may get heat. So they sought fora fair damsel throughout all 
the coasts of Israel, and found Abishag a Shunammite, and brought 
her to the king. And the damsel was very fair, and cherished 
the king, and ministered to him: but the king knew her not. 

Tuen Adonijah the son of Haggith exalted himself, saying, I 
will be king: and he prepared him chariots and horsemen, and 
fifty men to run before him. And his father had not displeased 
him at any time in saying, Why hast thou done so? and he also 
was a very goodly man ; and his mother bare him after Absalom. 
And he conferred with Joab the son of Zeruiah, and with 
Abiathar the priest: and they following Adonijah helped him. 
But Zadok the priest, and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, and, Na- 
than the prophet, and Shimei, and Rei, and the mighty men 
which belonged to David, were not with Adonijah. And Ado- 
nijah slew sheep and oxen and fat cattle by the stone of Zoheleth, 
which is by En-rogel, and called all his brethren the king’s sons,

and all the men of Judah the king’s servants: but Nathan the 10 


prophet, and Benaiah, and the mighty men, and Solomon his 
brother, he called not. 


Wuerrrore Nathan spake unto Bath-sheba the mother of Solo- 11 


mon, saying, Hast thou not heard that Adonijah the ain ns Hag--. 
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gith doth reign, and David our lord knoweth it not? Now there- 12 
fore come, let me, I pray thee, give thee counsel, that thou mayest 
save thine own life, and the life of thy son Solomon. Go and get 13 
thee in unto king David, and say unto him, Didst not thou, my 
lord, O king, swear unto thine handmaid, saying, Assuredly 
Solomon thy son shall reign*after me, and he shall sit upon my 
throne? why then doth Adonijah reign? Behold, while thou 14 
yet talkest there with the king, I also will come in after thee, 
and confirm thy words. And Bath-sheba went in unto the king 15 . 
into the chamber: and the king was very old; and Abishag 
the Shunammite ministered unto the kmg. And Bathsheba 16 
bowed, and did obeisance unto the king. And the mae said, 
What wouldest thou? And she said unto him, My lord, thou 17 
swarest by the LORD thy God unto thine handmaid, saying, 
Assuredly Solomon thy son shall reign after me, and he shall sit 
upon my throne. And now, behold, Adonijah reigneth; and 18 
now, my lord the king, thou knowest 7 not: and he hath slain 19 
oxen and fat cattle and sheep in abundance, and hath called all 
the sons of the king, and Abiathar the priest, and Joab the captain 

of the host: but Solomon thy servamt hath he not called. And 20 
thou, my lord, O king, the eyes of all Israel are upon thee, that 
thou shouldest tell them who shall sit on the throne of my lord 

the king after him. Otherwise it shall come to pass, when my 21 
lord the king shall sleep with his fathers, that I and my son 
Solomon shall be counted offenders. And, lo, while she yet 22 
talked with the king, Nathan the prophet also came in. And 23 
they told the king, saying, Behold Nathan the prophet. And 
when he was come in before the king, he bowed himself before 
the king with his face to the ground. And Nathan said, My lord, 24 
O king, hast thou said, Adonijah shall reign after me, and he 
shall sit upon my throne? For he is gone down this day, and 25 
hath slain oxen and fat cattle and sheep in abundance, and hath 
called all the king’s sons, and the captains of the host, and 
Abiathar the priest; and, behold, they eat and drink before him, 
and say, God save king Adonijah. But me, even me thy servant, 26 
and Zadok the priest, and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, and thy 
servant Solomon, hath he not called. Is this thing done by my 27 
lord the king, and thou hast not showed 7 unto thy servant, who 
should sit on the throne of my lord the king after him? Then 28 
king David answered and said, Call me Bath-sheba. And she 

‘ came into the king’s presence, and stood before the king. And 29 
the king sware, and said, As the LORD liveth, that hath re- 
deemed my soul out of all distress, even as I sware unto thee by 30: 
the LORD God of Israel, saying, Assuredly Solomon thy son 
shall reign after me, and he shall sit upon my throne in my stead; _ 
even so will I certainly do this day. Then Bath-sheba bowed 31 
with her face to the earth, and did reverence to the king, and - 
said, Let my lord king David live forever. And king David 32 
said, Call me Zadok the priest, and Nathan the prophet, and 
Benaiah the son of Jehoiada. And they came before the king. 
The cag n° said unto them, Take with you the servants of 33 
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your lord, and cause Solomon my son to ride upon mine own 
mule, and bring him down to Gihon: and let Zadok the priest 34 
and Nathan the prophet anoint him there king over Israel: and 
blow ye with the trumpet, and say, God save king Solomon. 
Then ye-shall come up after him, that he may come and sit 35 
upon my throne; for he shall be king in my stead; and I have 
appointed him to be ruler over Israel and over Judah. And Be- 36 
naiah the son of Jehoiada answered thé king, and said, Amen: 
the LORD God of my lord the king say so foo. As the LORD 37 
hath been with my lord the king, even so be he with Solomon, 
and make his throne greater than the throne of my lord king 
David. So Zadok the priest, and Nathan the prophet, and Be- 38 
naiah the son of Jehoiada, and the Cherethites, and the Pelethites, 
went down, and caused Solomon to ride upon king David’s 
mule, and brought him to Gihon. And Zadok the priest took an 39 
horn of oil out of the tabernacle, and anointed Solomon. And 
they blew the: trumpet; and all the people said, God save king 
Solomon. And all the people came up after him, and the people 40 
piped with pipes, and rejoiced with great joy, so that the earth 
rent with the sound of them. 

Anp Adonijah and all the guests that were with him heard it 41 
as they had made an end of eating. And when Joab heard the 
sound of the trumpet, he said, Wherefore is this noise of the city 
being in an uproar? And while he yet spake, behold, Jonathan 42 
the son of Abiathar the priest came: and Adonijah said unto 
him, Come in; for thou art a valiant man, and bringest good 
tidings. And Jonathan answered and said to Adonijah, Verily 43 
our lord king David hath made Solomon king. And the king 44 
hath sent with him Zadok the priest, and Nathan the prophet, 
and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, and the Cherethites, and the 
Pelethites, and they have caused him to ride upon the king’s 
mule: and Zadok the priest and Nathan the prophet have 45 
anointed him king in Gihon: and they are come up from thence 
rejoicing, so that the city rang again. This is the noise that ye 
have heard. And also Solomon sitteth on the throne of the king- 46 
dom. And moreover the king’s servants came to bless our lord 47 
king David, saying, God make the name of Solomon better than 
thy name, and make his throne greater than thy throne. And 
the king bowed himself upon the bed. And also thus said the 48 
king, Blessed be the LORD God of Israel, which hath given one 
to sit on my throne this day, mine eyes even seeing 7/. And all 49 
the guests that were with Adonijah were afraid, and rose up, and 
went every man his way. And Adonijah feared because of 50 
Solomon, and arose, and went, and caught hold on the horns of 
the altar. And it was told Solomon, saying, Behold, Adonijah 51 
feareth king Solomon: for, lo, he hath caught hold on the horns 
of the altar, saying, Let king Solomon swear unto me to-day that 
he will not slay his servant with the sword, And Solomon said, 52 
If he will show himself a worthy man, there shall not an hair of | 
him fall to the earth: but if wickedness shall be found in him, _ 
he shall die. So king sia ¥ fi and they —_ him 53 
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down from the altar. And he came and bowed himself to king 
Solomon: and Solomon said unto him, Go to thine house. 

Now the days of David drew nigh that he should die; and he 
charged Solomon his son, saying, 'I go the way of all the earth: 
be thou strong therefore, and show thyself a man; and keep the 
charge of the LORD thy God, to walk in his ways, to keep his 
statutes, and his commandments, and his judgments, and his 
testimonies, as it is written in the law of Moses, that thou mayest 
prosper in all that thou doest, and whithersoever thou turnest 
thyself: that the LORD may continue his word which he spake 4 
concerning me, saying, If thy children take heed to their way, 
to walk before me in truth with all their heart and with all their 
soul, there shall not fail thee (said he) a man on the throne of 
Israel. Moreover thou knowest also what Joab the son of 5 
Zeruiah did to me, and what he did to the two captains of the 
hosts of Israel, unto Abner the son of Ner, and unto Amasa the 
son of Jether, whom he slew, and shed the blood of war in 
peace, and put the blood of war upon his girdle that was about 
his loins, and in his shoes that were on his feet. Do therefore 6 
according to thy wisdom, and let wot his hoar head go down to 
the grave in peace. But show kindness unto the sons of Bar- 4 
zillai the Gileadite, and let them be of those that eat at thy table: 
for so they came to me when I fled because of Absalom thy 
brother. ‘And, behold, ‘how hast with thee Shimei the son of 8 
Gera, a Benjamite of Bahurim, which cursed me with a grievous 
curse in the day when I went to Mahanaim: but he came down 
to meet me at Jordan, and I sware to him by the LORD, saying, 

T will not put thee to death with the sword. Now therefore hold 9 
him not guiltless: for thou art a wise man, and knowest what 
thou oughtest to do unto him; but his hoar head bring thou 
‘down to the grave with blood. So David slept with his fathers, 10 
and was buried in the city of David. And the days that David 11 
reigned over Israel were forty years: seven years reigned he in 
Hebron, and thirty-and-three years reigned he in Jerusalem. 

TEN sat Solomon upon the throne of David his father; and 12 
his kingdom was established greatly. And Adonijah the son of 13 
Haggith came to Bath-sheba the mother of Solomon. And she 
said, Comest thou peaceably? and he said, Peaceably. He said 14 
moreover, I have somewhat to say unto thee. And she said, Say 
on. And he said, Thou knowest that the kingdom was mine, and 15 
that all Israel set their faces on me, that should reign: howbeit 
the kingdom is turned about, and is become my brother's: for 
it was his from the LORD. And now I ask one petition of thee, 16 
deny me not. And she said unto him, Say on. ' And he said, 17 
Speak, I pray thee, unto Solomon the king, (for he will not say | 
thee nay,) that he give me Abishag the Shunammite to wife. 
And Bath-sheba said, Well; I will speak for thee unto the king. 18 
Bath-sheba therefore went unto king Solomon, to speak unto 19 
him for Adonijah. And the king rose up to meet her, and bowed 
himself unto her, and sat down on-his throne, and caused a seat 
to be set a the king’s mother; and she saton his righthand. 
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Then she said, I desire one small petition of thee; pray thee, 20 
say me not nay. And the king said unto her, Ask on, my mother: 
for I will not say thee nay. And she said, Let Abishag the Shu- 21 
nammite be given to Adonijah thy brother to wife. And king 22 
Solomon answered and said unto his mother, And why dost thou 
ask Abishag the Shunammite for Adonijah? ask for him the 
kingdom also: for he is mine elder brother ; even for him, and 
for Abiathar the priest, and for Joab the son of Zeruiah. Then 23 
king Solomon sware by the LORD, saying,God do so to me, and 
more also, if Adonijah have not spoken this word against his 
own life. Now therefore, as the LORD liveth; which hath es- 24 
tablished me, and set me on the throne of David my father, and 
who hath made me an house, as he promised, Adonijah shall be 
put to death this day. And king Solomon sent by the hand of 25 
Benaiah the son of Jehoiada; and he fell upon him that he died. 

‘ANnp unto Abiathar the priest said the king, Get thee to Ana- 26 
thoth, unto thine own fields; for thou art worthy of death: but 
I will not at this time put thee to death, because thou barest the 
ark of the LORD God before David my father, and because thou 
-hast been afflicted in all wherein my father was afflicted. So 27 
Solomon thrust out Abiathar from being priest unto the LORD ; 
that he might fulfil the word of the LORD, which he spake 
concerning the house of Eli in Shiloh. 

THEN tidings came to Joab: for Joab had turned after Adoni- 28 
jah, though he turned not afier Absalom. And Joab fled unto 
the tabernacle of the LORD, and caught hold on the horns of 
the altar. And it was told king Solomon that Joab was fled 29 ~ 

‘unto the tabernacle of the LORD; and, behold, he is by the 
altar. Then Solomon sent Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, saying, - 
Go, fall upon him. And Benaiah came to the tabernacle of the~30 
LORD, and said unto him, Thus saith the king, Come forth. 
And he said, Nay; but f will die here. And Benaiah brought 
the king word again, saying, Thus said Joab, and thus he an- 
swered me. And the king said unto him, Do as he hath said, 31 
and fall upon him, and bury him; that thou mayest take away 
the innocent blood, which Joab shed, from me, and from the 
house of my father. And the LORD shall return his blood upon, 32 
his own head, who fell upon two men more righteous and better 
than he, and slew them with the sword, my father David not 
knowing thereof, to wit, Abner the son of Ner, captain of the 
host of Israel, and Amasa the son of Jether, captain of the host 
of Judah. Their blood shall therefore return upon the head of 33 
Joab, and upon the head of his seed for ever: but upon David, 
and upon his seed, and upon his house, and upon his throne, 
shall there be peace for ever from the LORD. So Benaiah the 34 
son of Jehoiada went up, and fell upon him, and slew him: and 
he was buried in his own house in the wilderness. 

Anp the king put Benaiah the son of Jehoiada in his room 35 
over the host: and Zadok the priest did the king put in the room 
of Abiathar. d 8 5 

Anp the king sent and called for Shimei, and said Zz him, 36 
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Build thee an house in Jerusalem, and dwell there, and go not 
forth thence any whither. For it shall be, ¢hat on the day thou 37 
goest out, and passest over the brook Kidron, thou shalt know 
for certain that thou shalt surely die: thy blood shall be upon 
thine own head. <And Shimei said unto the king, The saying is 38 
good: as my lord the king hath said, so will thy servant do. And 
Shimei dwelt in Jerusalem many days. And it came to pass at 39 
the end of three years, that two of the servants of Shimei ran 
away unto Achish son of Maachah king of Gath. And they 
told Shimei, saying, Behold, thy servants 6e in Gath. And Shi- 40 . 
mei arose, and saddled his ass, and went to Gath to Achish to 
seek his servants: and Shimei went, and brought his servants 
from Gath. And it was told Solomon that Shimei had gone 41 
from Jerusalem to Gath, and was come again. And the king 42 
sent and called for Shimei, and said unto him, Did I not make 
thee to swear by the LORD, and protested unto thee, saying, 
Know for a certain, on, the day thou goest out, and walkest 
abroad any whither, that thou shalt surely die? and thou saidst 
unto me, The word that T have heard is good. Why then hast 43 
thou not kept the oath of the LORD, and the commandment that 

I have charged thee with? The king said moreover to Shimei, 44 
Thou knowest all the wickedness which thine heart is privy to, 
that thou didst to David my father: therefore the LORD shall 
return thy wickedness upon thine own head; and king Solomon 45 
shall be blessed, and the throne of David shall be established 
before the LORD for ever. So the king commanded Benaiah 46 
the son of Jehoiada; which went out, and fell upon him, that he 
died. And the kingdom was established in the hand of Solo- 
mon. f 

Anp Solomon made affinity with Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 3 
took Pharaoh’s daughter, and brought her into the city of Da- 
vid, until he had made an end of building his own house, and 
the house of the LORD, and the wall of Jerusalem round about. 
Only the people sacrificed in high places, because there was no- 
house built unto the name of the LORD until those days. 

Anp Solomon loved the LORD, walking in the statutes of Da- 
vid his father: only he sacrificed and burnt incense in high 
places. And the king went to Gibeon to sacrifice there; for 
that was the great high place: a thousand burnt-offerings did 
Solomon offer upon that altar. In Gibeon the LORD appeared 
to Solomon in a dream by night: and God said, Ask what I shall 
give thee. And Solomon said, Thou hast showed unto thy ser- 
vant David my father great mercy, according as he walked be- 
fore thee in truth, and in righteousness, and in uprightness of 
heart with thee; and thou hast kept for him this great kindness, 
that thou hast given him a son to sit on his throne, as zt ts this 
day. And now,O LORD my God, thou hast made thy servant 
king instead of David my father: and I am but a little child: I 
know not how to go out or come in. And thy servant is in the 
midst of thy people which thou hast chosen, a great people, that 
cannot numbered nor counted for multitude. Give therefore 9 
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thy servant an understanding heart to judge thy people, that 1 
may discern between good and bad: for who is able to judge 
this thy so great a people? And the speech pleased the LORD, 10 
that Solomon had asked this thing. And God said unto him, 11 
Because thou hast asked this thing, and hast not asked for thy- 
self long life: neither hast asked riches for thyself, nor hast asked 
the life of thime enemies; but hast asked for thyself under- 
standing to discern judgment; behold, I have done according to 12 
thy words: lo, I have given thee a wise and an understanding 
heart; so that there was none like thee before thee, neither 
after thee shall any arise like unto thee. And I have also given 13 
thee that which thou hast not asked, both riches and honor: so 
that there shall not be any among the kings like unio thee all 
thy days. And if thou wilt walk in my ways, to keep my statutes 14 
and my commandments, as thy father David did walk, then I 
will lengthen thy days. And Solomon awoke; and, behold, a 15 
was adream. And he came to Jerusalem, and stood before the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD, and offered up burnt-offer- 
ings, and offered peace-offerings, and made a feast to all his 
servants. 

Ten came there two women, that were harlots, unto the king, 16 
and stood before him. And the one woman said, O my lord, I 17 
and this woman dwell in one house; and I was delivered of a 
child with her in the house. And it came to pass, the third day 18 
after that I was delivered, that this woman was delivered also: 
and we were together ; there was no stranger with usin the house, 
save we two in the house. And this woman’s child died in the 19 
night; because she overlaid it. And she arose gt midnight, and 20 
took my son from beside me, while thine handmaid slept, and 
laid it in her bosom, and laid her dead child in my bosom. And 21 
when I arose in the morning to give my child suck, behold, it 
was dead: but when I had considered it in the morning, behold, 
jt was not my son, which I did bear. And the other woman 22 
said, Nay: but the living is my son, and the dead zs thy son. 
And this said, No; but the dead is thy son, and the living 7s my 
son. Thus they spake before the king. !Then said the king, 23 
The one saith, This is my son that liveth, and thy son ts the dead: 
and the other saith, Nay; but thy son zs the dead, and my son 
is the living. ' And the king said, Bring me asword. And they 24 
brought a sword before the king. Ahd the king said, Divide 25, 
the living child in two, and give half to the one, ard half to the 
other. Then spake the woman whose the living child was unto 26 
the king, for her bowels yearned upon her son, and she said, O 
my lord, give her the living child, and in no wise slay it. But 
the other said, Let it be neither mime nor thine, but divide it. 
Then the king answered and said, Give her the living child, and 27 

‘jn no wise slay it: she is the mother thereof. And all Israel 28 
heard of the judgment which the king had judged ; and they 
feared the king: for they saw that the wisdom of God was in _ 


im, to do judgment. 
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So king Solomon was king over all Israel. 'And these were & 
the princes which he had: Azariah the son of Zadok the priest; 
!Elihoreth and Abiah the sons of Shisha, scribes; Jehoshaphat 3 
the son of Ahilud, the recorder. And Benaiah the son of Je-. 4 
hoiada was over the host: and Zadok and Abiathar were the 
priests: and Azariah the son of Nathan was over the officers: 5 
and Zebud the son af Nathan-was principal officer, and the king’s 
friend: 'and Ahishar was over the household: and Adoniram the 6 
son of Abda was over the tribute. 

ANp Solomon had twelve officers over all Israel, which pro- 7 
vided victuals for the king and his household: each man his 
month in a year made provision. And these are their names: 8 
the son of Hur, in mount Ephraim: 'the son of Dekar, in Makaz, 9 
and in Shaalbim, and Beth-shemesh, and Elon-beth-hanan: the 10 
son of Hesed, in Aruboth; to him pertained Sochoh, and all the 
land of Hepher: the son of Abinadab, in all the region of Dor; 11 
which had Taphath the daughter of Solomon to wife: Baanah 12 
the son of Ahilud; to him pertained Taanach and Megiddo, and 
all Beth-shean, which ts by Zartanah beneath Ji ezreel, from Beth- 
shean to Abel-meholah, even unto the place that is beyond Jok- 
neam: the son of Geber, in Paniotiedeets to him perlained the 13 
towns of Jair the son of Manasseh, which are in Gilead ; to him 
also pertained the region of Argob, whieh is in Bashan, three- 
score great cities with walls and brazen bars: Ahinadab the son 14 
ofiddo kad Mahanaim: Ahimaaz was in Naphtali; he also took 15 
Basmath the daughter of Solomon to wife: Baanah the son_of 16 
Hushai was in Asher and in Aloth: Jehoshaphat the son of Pa- 17 
ruah, in Issachar: 'Shimei the son of Elah, in Benjamin: 'Geber 18 
the son of Uri was in the country of Gilead, ix the country of 
Sihon king of the Amorites, and of Og king of Bashan; and he 
was the only officer which was in the land. : 

Jupan and Israel were many, as the sand which is by the sea 20 
in multitude, eating and drinking, and making merry. And 21 
Solomon reigned over all kingdoms, from the river unto the land 
of the Philistines, and unto the border of Egypt: they brought 
presents, and served Solomon all the days of his life. And Solo- 22 
mon’s provision for one day was thirty measures of fine flour, 
and threescore measures of meal, 'ten fat oxen, and twenty 23 
oxen out of the pastures, and an hundred sheep, beside harts, 
and roebueks, and fallow-deer, and fatted fowl. For he had do- 24 
minion over all the region on this side the river, from Tiphsah 
even to Azzah, over all the kings on this side the river: and he 
had peace on all sides round about him, And Judah and Israel 25 
dwelt safely, every man under his vine and under his fig tree, 
from Dan even to Beer-sheba, all the days of Solomon. And. 26 
Solomon had forty thousand stalls of horses for his chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen.’ And those officers provided victual, 27 
for king Solomon, and for all that came unto king Solomon’s 
table, every man in his month: they lacked nothing. Barley 28 
also and et for the horses and dromedaries brought they unto 
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the place where the. officers were, every man according to his 
charge: 

Anp God gave Solomon wisdom and understanding exceeding 29 
much, and largeness of heart, even as the sand that 7s on the 
sea-shore. And Solomon’s wisdom excelled the wisdom of all 30 
the children of the east country, and ‘all the wisdom of Egypt. 
For he was wiser than all men; than Ethan the Ezrahite, and 31 
Heman, and Chalcol, and Darda, the sons of Mahol: and his 
fame was in all nations round about. And he spake three thou- 32 
sand proverbs: and his songs were a thousand and five. And he 33 
spake of trees, from the cedar tree that 2s in Lebanon even unto 
the hyssop that springeth out of the wall: he spake also of beasts, 
and of fowl, and of creeping things, and of fishes. And there 34 
came of all people to hear the wisdom of Solomon, from all kings 
of the earth, which had heard of his wisdom. 

AND Hiram king of Tyre sent his servants unto Solomon, for & 
he had heard that they had anointed him king in the room of 
his father: for Hiram was ever a lover of David. And Solomon 
sent to Hiram, saying, Thou knowest how that David my father 
could not build an house unto the name of the LORD his God, 
for the wars which were about him on every side, until the 
LORD put them under the soles of his fect. But now the LORD 4 
my God hath given me rest on every side, so that there is neither 

‘adversary nor evil occurrent. And, behold, I purpose to build 5 
an house unto the name of the LORD my God, as the LORD 
spake unto David my father, saying, Thy son, whom I will set 
upon thy throne in thy room, he shall build an house unto my 
name. Now therefore command thou that they hew me cedar 6 
trees out of Lebanon; and my servants shall be with thy ser- 
yants: and unto thee will I give hire for thy servants according 
to all that thou shalt appoint: for thou knowest that there is not 
among us any that can skill to hew timber like unto the Sido- 
nians. And it came to pass, when Hiram heard the words of 7 
Solomon, that he rejoiced greatly, and said, Blessed be the LORD 
this day, which hath given unto David a wise son over this great 
people. And Hiram sent to Solomon, saying, { have considered 8 
the things which thou sentest to me for: and I will do all thy 
desire concerning timber of cedar, and concerning timber of fir. 
My servants shall bring them down from Lebanon unto the sea: 9 
and I will convey them iy sea in floats unto the place that thou 
shalt appoint me, and will cause them to be discharged there, 
and thou shalt receive them: and thou shalt accomplish my de- 
sire, in giving food for my household. So Hiram gave Solomon 10 
cedar trees and fir trees, according to all his desire. And Solo- 11 
mon gave Hiram twenty thousand measures of wheat for food 
to his household, and twenty measures of pure oil: thus gave 
Solomon to Hiram year by year. And the LORD gave Solomon 12 
‘wisdom, as he promised him: and there was peace between 
Hiram and Solomon; and they two made a league together. 

Anp king Solomon raised a levy out of all Israel; and the’ 13 

levy was thirty thousand men. And he sent them to — 14

ten thousand a month by courses:’a month they were in Leba- 
non, and two months at home; and Adoniram’was over the levy. 
And Solomon had threescore and ten thousand that bare burdens, 15 
and fourscore thousand hewers in the mountains; beside the 16 
chief of Solomon’s officers which were over the work, three 
thousand and three hundred, which ruled over the people that 
wrought in the work. And‘the king commanded, and they 17 
brought great stones, costly stones, and hewed stones, to lay the . 
foundation of the house. And Solomon’s builders and Hiram’s 18 
builders did hew them, and the stone-squarers; so they prepared 
timber and stones to build the house. : 

AND it came to pass in the four hundred and eightieth year 6 
after the children of Israel were come out of the land of Egypt, 
in the fourth year of Solomon’s reign over Israel, in the month 
Zif, which is the second month, that he began to build the house 
of the LORD, And the house which king Solomon built for 2 
the LORD, the lengih thereof was threescore cubits, and the 
breadth thereof twenty cudi/s, and the height thereof thirty 
cubits. And the porch before the temple of the house, twenty 3 
cubits was the length thereof, accdvding to the breadth of the 
house ; and ten cubits was the breadth thereof before the house. 
And for the house he made windows of narrow lights. And 4,5 
against the wall of the house he built chambers round about, 
against the walls of the house round about, both of the temple 
and of the oracle: and he made chambers round about; 'the 6 
nethermost chamber was five cubits broad, and the middle was 
six cubits broad, and the third was seven cubits broad: for with- 
out im the wall of the house he made narrowed resis round about, 
that the beams should not be fastened in the walls of the house. 
And the house, when it was in building, was built of stone made 7 
ready before it was brought thither: so that there was neither 
hammer nor ax or any tool of iron heard in the house, while it was 
in building. The door for the middle chamber was in the right 8 
side of the house; and they went up with winding stairs into 
the middle chamber, and out of the middle into the third. Sohe 9 
built the house, and finished it; and covered the house with 
beams and boards of cedar. And ‘hen he built chambers against 10 
all the house, five cubits high: and they rested on the house with 
timber of cedar. 

Anp the word of the LORD came to Solomon, saying,'Con- 11 
cerning this house which thou art in building, if thou wilt walk: 
in my statutes, and execute my judgments, and keep:all my com- 
mandments to walk in them; then will I perform my word with 
thee, which I spake unto David thy father: and I will dwell 13 
among the children of Israel, and will not forsake my people 
Israel. So Solomon built the house, and finished it. 14 

Awnp he built the walls of the house within with boards of 15 
cedar, both the floor of the house, and the walls of the ceiling: 
and he-covered them on the inside with wood, and covered the 
floor of the house with planks of fir. And he built twenty cubits 16 
on the ne of the house, both the floor and the walls with 
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boards of cedar: he even built them for it within, even for the 
oracle, even for the most holy place. And the house, that is, the 17 
temple before it, was forty cubits Jong.- And the cedar of the 18 
house within was carved with knops and open flowers: all was 
-cedar; there was no stone seen. And the oracle he prepared 19 
in the house within, to set there the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD. And the oracle in the fore-part was twenty cubits in’ 20 
length, and twenty cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits in the 
height thereof: and he overlaid it with pure gold; and so cov- 
ered the altar which was of cedar. So Solomon overlaid the 21 
house within with pure gold: and he made a partition by: the 
chains of gold before the oracle: and he overlaid it with gold. 
And the whole house he overlaid with gold, until he had finished 22 
all the house: also the whole altar that was by the oracle he 
overlaid with gold. : 

AND within the oracle he made two cherubims of olive tree, 23 
each ten cubits high. And five cubits was the one wing of the 24 
cherub, and five cubits the other wing of the cherub: from the 
uttermost part of the one wing unto the uttermost part of the 
other were ten enbits. And the other cherub was ten cubits: 25 
both the cherubims were of one measure and one size. The 26 
height of the one cherub was ten cubits, and so was zt of the other 
cherub. And he set the cherubims within the inner house: 27 
and they stretched forth the wings of the cherubims, so that the 
wing of the one touched the one wall, and the wing of the other 
cherub touched the other wall; and their wings touched one 
another in the midst of the house. And he overlaid the cheru- 28 
bims with gold. 

Anp he carved all the walls of the house round about with 29 
carved figures of cherubims and palm trees and open flowers, 
within and without. And the floor of the house he overlaid 30 
with gold, within and without: And for the entering of the 31 
oracle he made doors of olive tree: the lintel and side-posts 
were a fifth part of the wall. The two doors also were of olive 32 
tree; and he carved upon them carvings of cherubims and palm 
trees and open flowers, and overlaid them with gold, and spread 
gold upon the cherubims, and upon the palm trees. So alsomade 33 
he for the door of the temple posts of olive tree, a fourth part of 

‘the wall. And ihe two doors were of fir tree: the two leaves 34 
of the one door were folding, and the two leaves of the other 
door were folding. And he carved thereon cherubims and palm 35 
trees and open flowers; and covered them with gold fitted upon 
the carved work. And he built the inner court with three rows 36) 
of hewed stone, and: a row of cedar beams. 

‘In the fourth year was ihe foundation of the house of the 37 
LORD laid, inthe month Zif: and in the eleventh year, in the 38 
month Bul, which zs the eighth month, was the house finished ? 
throughout all the parts thereof and according to all the fashion — 5 
of it. So was he seven years in building it. 'But Solomon was »7 
building his own house thirteen years, and he finished all his 
house. He built also the house of the forest of ea the 
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length thereof was an hundred eubits, and the breadth thereof 
fifty cubits, and the height thereof thirty cubits, upon four rows 
of cedar pillars, with cedar beams upon the pillars. And t was 
covered with cedar above upon the beams, that lay on forty- 
five pillars, fifieen in a row. And there were windows in three 
rows, and light was against light zz three ranks. And ali the 
doors and posts were square, with the windows: and light was 
against light in three ranks. And he made a porch of pillars; 
the length thereof was fifty cubits, and the breadth thereof thirty 
cubits: and the porch was before them: and the other pillars 
and the thick beam were before them. ‘Then he made a porch 7 
for the throne where he might judge, even the porch of judgment: 
and it was covered with cedar from one side of the floor to the 
other. And his house where he dwelt dad another court within 8 
the porch, which was of the hike work. Solomon made also an 
house for Pharaoh’s daughter, whom he had taken fo wife, like 
unto this porch. All these were of costly stones, according to 9 
the measures of hewed stones, sawed with saws, within and 

- without, even from the foundation unto the coping, and so on the 
outside toward the great court. And,the foundation was of costly 10 
stones, even great siones, stones of ten cubits, and stones of eight 
cubits. And above were costly stones, after the measures of 11 
hewed stones, and cedars. And the great court round about was 12 
with three rows of hewed stones, and .a row of cedar beams, 
both for the inner court of the house of the LORD, and for the 
porch of the house. 

Anp king Solomon sent and fetched Hiram out of Tyre. 'He 13 
was a widow’s son of the tribe of Naphtali, and his father was a 
man of Tyre, a worker in brass: and he was filled with wisdom 
and understanding, and cunning to work all works in brass. And 
he came to king Solomon, and wrought all his work, For he 15 
cast two pillars of brass, of eighteen cubits high a-piece: and a 
line of twelve cubits did compass either of them about. And he 16 
made two chapiters of molien brass, to set upon the tops of the 
pillars: the height of the one chapiter was five cubits, and the 
height of the other chapiter was five cubits: and nets of chequer 17 
work, and wreaths of chain work, for the chapiters which were 
upon the top of the pillars; seven for the one chapiter, and seven 
for the other chapiter. And he made the pillars, and two rows 18 
round about upon the one net-work, to cover the chapiters 
that were upon the top, with pomegranates: and so did he for 
the other chapiter. And the chapiters that were upon the top 19 
of the pillars were of lily-work in the porch, four cubits. And 20 
the chapiters upon the two pillars had pomegranates also above, 
over-against the belly which was by the net-work: and the pome- 
granates were two hundred in rows round abeut upon the other. 
chapiter. And he set up the pillars in the porch of the temple: 21 
and he set up the right pillar, and called the name thereof J achin: 
and he set up the left pillar, and called the name thereof Boaz. 

_ And upon the top of the pillars wasJily-work; so was the work 22 
of the nies finished.

Awnp he made a molten sea, ten cubits from the one brim to 23 
the other: 2 was round all about, and his height was five cubits: 
and a line of thirty cubits did compass it round about. And under 24 
the brim of it round about there were knops compassing it, ten in 
a cubit, compassing the sea round about: the knops were cast in 
two rows, when it was cast. It stood upon twelve oxen, three 25 
looking toward the north, and three looking toward the west, 
and three looking toward the south, and three looking toward 
the east: and the sea was set above upon them, and all their 
hinder parts were inward. And it was an hand-breadth thick, 26 
and the brim thereof was wrought like the brim of a cup, with 
flowers of lilies: it contained two thousand baths. 

Anp he made ten bases of brass; four cubits was the length 27 
of one base, and four cubits the breadth thereof, and three cubits 
the height of it. And the work of the bases was on this manner: 28 
they had borders, and the borders were between the ledges: 'and 29 
on the borders that were between ihe ledges were lions, oxen, 
and cherubims; and upon the ledges there was a base above: 
and beneath the lions and oxen were certain additions made of 
thin work. And every base had four brazen wheels, and plates 30 
of brass: and the four corners thereof had undersetters: under 
the laver were undersetters molten, at the side of every addition. 
And the mouth of it within the chapiter and above was a cubit: 31 
but the mouth thereof was round, afier the work of the base, a 
cubit and an half: and also upon the mouth of it were gravings 
with their-borders, four-square, not round. And under the bor- 32 
ders were four wheels; and the axletrees of the wheels were jouned 
to the base: and the height of a wheel was a cubit and half a 
cubit. And the work of the wheels was like the work of a 33 
chariot-wheel : their axletrees, and their naves, and their felloes, 
and their spokes, were all molten. And there were four under- 34 
setters to the four comers of one base; and the undersetters 
were of the very base itself; And in the top of the base was there 35 
a round compass of half'a cubit high: and on the top of the base 
the ledges thereof and the borders thereof were of the same. For 36 
on the plates of the ledges thereof, and on the borders thereof, 
he graved cherubims, lions, and palm trees, according to the 
proportion of every one, and additions round about. After this 37 
manner he made the ten bases: all of them had one casting, one 
measure, and.one size. Then made he ten lavers of brass: one 38 
laver contained forty baths: and every layer was four cubits: 
and upon every one of the ten bases one laver. And he put five 39 
bases on the right side of the house, and five on the left side of 
the house: and he set the sea on the right side of the house east- 
ward, over-against the south. 

Awp Hiram made the lavers, and the shovels, and the basons. 40 
So Hiram made an end of doing all the work that he made king 

-Solomon for the house of the LORD: the two pillars, and the two 41 
bowls of the chapiters that were on the top of the two pillars; and 
the two net-works, to cover the two bowls of the chapiters which 
were upon the top of the pillars; and four hundred is, as 42

for the two. net-works, even’ two rows of pomegranates for one 
net-work, to cover the two bowls of the chapiters that were upon 
the pillars ; ‘and the ten bases, and ten lavers on the bases; !and 43 
one sea, and twelve oxen under the sea; and the pots, and the 45 
shovels, and the basons: and all these vessels, which Hiram ~ 
made to king Solomon for the house of the LORD, were of bright 
brass. In the plain of Jordan.did the king cast them, in the clay 46 
ground between Succoth and Zarthan. And Solomon left all 47 
the vessels unweighed,, because they were exceeding many: 
neither was the weight of the brass found out. 

Anp. Solomon made all the vessels that pertained unto the 48 
house of the LORD: the altar of gold, and the table of gold, 
whereupon the show-bread was,'and the candlesticks of pure 49 
gold, five on the right sede, and five on the left, before the oracle, 
with the flowers, and the lamps, and the tongs ef gold, 'and the 50 
bowls, and the snuffers, and the basons, and the spoons, and the 
censers of pure gold; and the hinges of gold, both for the deors 
of the inner house, the most holy place, and for the doors of the 
house, to wit, of the temple. So was ended all the work that 51 
king Solomon made for the house of the LORD. . And Solomon 
brought in the things which Davi his father had dedicated ; 
even the silver, and the gold, and the vessels, did he put among 
the treasures of the house of the LORD. 1 
_ THEN Solomon assembled the eldersof Israel, and all the heads 8 
of the tribes, the chief of the fathers of the children of Israel, 
unto king Solomon in Jerusalem, that they might bring up the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD out of the city of David, which 
is Zion. And all the men of Israel assembled themselves unto 2 
king Solomon at the’ feast in the month Ethanim, which is the 
seventh month, And all the elders of Israel came, and the priests 
took up the ark... And they brought up the ark of the LORD, 
and the tabernacle of the congregation, and all the holy vessels 
that were in the tabernacle, even those did the priests and the 
Levites bring up. And king Solomon, and all the congregation 5 
of Israel, that were assembled unto him, were with him: before 
the ark, sacrificing sheep and oxen, that could not be told nor 
numbered for multitude. And the priests brought in the ark of 6 
the covenant of the LORD unto his place, into the oracle of the 
house, to the most holy place, even under the wings of the cheru- 
bims._ For the cherubims spread forth their two wings over 7 
the place of the ark, and the chérubims covered the ark and 
the staves thereof above. And they drew out the staves, that 8 
the ends of the staves were seen out in the holy place before 
the oracle, and they were not seen without, and there they are 
unto this day. ‘There was nothing in the ark save the two tables 9 
ofstone, which Moses put there at Horeb when the LORD made 
‘@ covenant with the children of Israel, when they came out of 
the land of Egypt. And it came to pass, when the priests were 10 
come out of the holy place, that the cloud filled the house of the 
LORD, Fa ass the priests could not stand to minister because of #1 
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7" es for the glory of the LORD had filled the honse of the 

Ten spake Solomon, The LORD said that he would dwell 12 
in the thick darkness. I have surely built thee an house to 13 
dwell in, a settled place for thee to abide in for ever. And the 14’ 
king turned his face about, and blessed all the congregation of 
Israel: (and all the congregation of Israel stood ;) !and he said, 15 
Blessed be the LORD God of Israel, which spake with his mouth 
unto David my father, and hath with his hand fulfilled 7, saying, 
Since the day that I brought forth my people Israel out of Egypt, 16 
I chose no city out of all the tribes of Israel to build an house; 
that my name might be therein; but I chose David to be over 
my people Israel. And it was in the heart of David my father 17 
to build an house for the name of the LORD'God of Israel. And 18 
the LORD said unto David my father, Whereas it was in thine 
heart to build an house unto my name, thon didst well that it 
was in thine heart. Nevertheless thou shalt not build the house; 19 
but thy son that shall come forth out of thy loins, he shall build 
the house unto my name. And the LORD hath performed his 20 
word that he spake, and I am risen up in the room of David my 
father, and sit on the throne of’ Israel, as the LORD promised, 
and have built an house for the name of the LORD God of Is- 
rael, And I have set there a place for the ark, wherejn is the 21 
covenant of the LORD, which he made with our fathers, when 
he brought them out of the land of Egypt. 

Anp Solomon stood before the altar of the LORD in the 22 

resence of all the congregation of Israel, and spread forth his 
foie toward heaven: and he said, LORD God of Israel, there 23 
is no God like thee, in heaven above, or on earth beneath, who 
keepest covenant and mercy with thy servants that walk before 
thee with all their heart; who hast kept with thy servant Da- 24 
vid my father that thou promisedst him: thou spakest also with 
thy mouth, and hast fulfilled 2t with thine hand, as 7t zs this day. 
Therefore now, LORD God of Israel, keep with thy servant 25 
David my father that thou promisedst him, saying, There shall 
not fail thee a man in my sight to sit on the throne of Israel:'so 
that thy children take heed to their way, that they walk before 
me as thou hast ‘walked before me. And now, O God of Israel, 26 
let thy word, I pray thee, be verified, which thou spakest unto 
thy servant David my father. But will God indeed dwell on 27 
the earth? behold, the heaven and heaven of heavens e¢annot 
contain thee; how much less this house that I have builded? 
Yet have thou respect unto the prayer of thy servant, and to 28 
his supplication, 0 LORD my God, to hearken unto.the cry 
and to the prayer which thy servant prayeth before thee to-day : 
That thine eyes may be open toward this house night and day, 29 
even, toward the place of which thow hast said, My name shall 
be there: that thou: mayest hearken unto the prayer which thy © 
servant shall make toward this place. And hearken thou to’ the 30. 
supplication of thy servant, and of thy. el gt Israel, when they: 


all pray toward this place: and hear thou in heaven thy dwel 
en ‘ 2M 433) 
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ing-place; and when thou hearest, forgive. If any man trespass, 31 
against his neighbor, and an oath be laid upon him to cause him 
to swear, and the oath come before thine altar in’ this house: 
then hear thou in heaven, and do, and judge thy servants, con- 32 
demning the wicked, to bring his way upon his head; and justi- 
fying the righteous, to'give him according to’ his righteousness. 
_When thy people Israel be smitten down. betore the enemy, be- 33 
cause they haye sinned against thee, and shall turn again to 
thee, and confess thy name, and pray, and make supplication 
unto thee in this. house: then hear thou in heaven, and forgive: 34 
the sin of thy people Israel, and bring them again unto the land 
which thou gavest unio their fathers. "When heayen is shut up, 35 
and there is no rain, because’ they have smned against thee; if 
they pray toward this place, and Confess thy name, and turn from 
their sin; when thou aiflictest them: then hear thou inheaven, 36 
and forgive the sin of thy servanis, and of thy people Israel, 
that thou teach, them the good way wherein they should walk, 
and give rain upon thy land, which thou hast given to thy people 


for an inheritance. 1f there be in, the land famine, if there be 37 
pestilence, blasting, mildew, locust, or if there be caterpillar’ if 
their enemy, besiege them in the land of their cities; whatsoever | 
plague, whatsoever sickness, ihere be; what prayer and supplica- 38 
tion soever be made’ by any man, om by all thy» people Israel, 
which shall know every man the plague of his own heart, and 
spread forth his hands towards this house: Thea hear thow in 39 
heaven thy dwelling-place, and forgive, and do, and give to 
every man according to his ways, whose heart thou knowest; 
for thou, even thou only; knowest the hearts of all the children 
of men:) that they may fear thee all the days that they live in 40 


the land which thou gavest unto our fathers. Moreover con- 41 
cerning a stranger,, that 7s not of thy people Israel, but cometh 
out of afar country for thy name’s sake ; (for they shall hear of 42 
thy great name, and of thy strong hand, and ‘of thy stretched- 
out arm:):when he shall come and pray toward this house ; "hear 43 
thou in heaven thy dwelling-place, and do according to allthat ~' 
the stranger) calleth: to thee for: that all people of the earth. 
may know thy name, to fear thee, as do thy people Israel; and: 
that they may know that this house, which [ have builded, is 
called by thy name. If thy people go out to battle against their 44 
enemy, whithersoever thou shalt send them, and shalt pray unto 
the LORD, toward the city whieh thou hast chosen, and toward «© 
the house that I have built for thy name: then hear thou in'45 
heaven their prayer and their supplication, and maintain their v4 
cause: If they sin against thee, (for there is no man that sinneth 46 
not,) and: thou ‘be angry with them, and deliver them to the ~~ 
eaemy; 80 that:they carry them-away captives unto the land of! 
the enemy, fan or near; yet if they shall béethink themselves in 47 
the land whither they were carried captives, and repent, and 
make supplication unto thee in ‘the land of them that carried *~ 
them. captives, saying, We have sinned, and have done perversely, 
we a wickedness: and so return unto thee with 48 
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all their heart, and with all their soul, in the land of. their; ene- 
mies, which Jed them away captive, and pray unto thee toward 
their land, which thou gavest unto ‘their fathers, the city which 
thou hast chosen, and the house which [have built for thy name: 
then hear thou their prayer and their supplication in heayen thy 49 
dwelling-place, and maintain their cause. And forgive thy people 50 
that have sinned against thee, and all their transgressions 
wherein they have transgressed against thee, and give them 
compassion before them who carried them captive, that they 
may have compassion on them: for they be thy people, and thine. 51 
inheritance, which thou broughtest forth out of Egypt, from the 
midst of the furnace of iron: that thine eyes may be open unto 52 
the supplication of thy servant, and unto the supplication of thy 
people Israel, to hearken unto them in all that they call for unto 
thee. For thou didst separate them from among all the people of 53 
the earth, 0 de thine inheritance, as thou spakest by the hand of 
Moses thy servant, when thou broughtest our fathers out of 
Egypt, O LORD God. 
‘And it was so, that when Solomon had made an end of pray- 54 
. ingall this prayer and supplication unto the LORD, he. arose 
from before the altar of the LORD, from kneeling on:his knees 
with his hands spread up to heaven. And he stood, and blessed 55 
all the congregation of Israel witha loud voice, saying, Blessed 56 
be the LORD, that hath given rest unto his people Israel, accord- 
ing to all that he promised: there hath not failed one word, of 
all his good promise, which. he promised by the hand of :Moses 
his servant. The LORD our God be with us, as he was with 57 
our fathers: let him not leave us, nor forsake us; 'that he may 58 
incline our hearts unto him, to walk in all his ways, and to keep 
‘his commandments, and his statutes, and. his judgments, which 
he commanded our fathers. And let these my words, wherewith 59 
I have made supplication before the LORD, be nigh unto the 
LORD our God day and night, that he maintain the cause of 
his servant, and the cause of his people Isracl at all times, as the 
matter shall require: that all the people of the earth may know. 60 
that the LORD is God, and that there is none else. Let your 61 
heart therefore be perfect with the LORD your God, to walkyino.. 
his statutes, and to keep his commandments, as at this day. 

Awp the king, and all israel with him, offered sacrifice, before.62 
the LORD. And Solomon offered a sacrifice of peace-offerings, 63 
which he offered unto the LORD, two and twenty thousand 
oxen, ‘and an hundred and twenty thousand sheep. So the king 
and all the children of Israel dedicated the house of the LORD. 
The same day did the king hallow the middle of the court that 64 
was before the house of the LORD: for there he offered burnt- 
offerings, and meat-offerings, and the fat of the peace-offerings 5 
because the brazen altar that was before the LORD was too little: ) 
to receive the burnt-offerings, and meat-offerings, and the fat of.) 
the peace-offerings. » And at that time Solomon. held a feast, and 65 
all Israel with him, a great congregation, from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the river of Egypt, before the LORD ey God, 
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seven days.and seven days, even fourteen days. On the eighth 66 
day he sent the people away: and they blessed the king, and 
went unto their tents joyful and glad of heart for all the good- 
ness that the LORD had done for David his servant, aud for 
Israel his people. 

‘And it came to pass, when Solomon had finished the building 9 
of the house of the LORD; and the king’s house, and all Solo- 
mon’s desire which he was pleased to do, that the LORD ap- 2 - 
ae to Solomon the second time, as he had appeared unto 

im at Gibeon. And the LORD said unto him, I have heard thy 3 
prayer and thy supplication, that thoa hast made before me: I 
have hallowed this house, which thou hast bailt,to put my name 
there for ever; and mine eyes and mine heart shall be there 
perpetually. And if thou wilt walk before me, as David thy 4 
dather aa fe in integrity of heart, and im uprightness, to do 
according to.all that I have commanded thee, and wilt keep my 
statutes and my judgmenis: then I will establish the throne of 5 
thy kingdom upon Israel for ever, as I promised to David thy 
father, saying, There shall not fail thee a man upon the throne 
of Isracl. But if ye shall at all tyrn from following me, ye or 6 
your children, and will not keep my commandments and my 
statutes which I have set before you, but go and serve other 
gods, and worship them: then ar 1 cut off Israel out of the 7 
Jand which Ihave given them; and ‘this house, which I have 
hallowed for my name, will cast out of my sight; and Israel 
shall be a proverb and a byword among all people: and at this 8 
house, which is high, every one that passeth by it shall be aston- 
ished, and shall hiss; and they shall say, Why hath the LORD 
done thus’ unto this land and to this house? and they shall an- 9 
swer, Because they forsook the LORD their God, who brought 
forth their fathers out of the land of Egypt, and have taken hold 
upon other gods, and have worshipped them, and served them< 
therefore hath the LORD brought upon them all this evil. 

Anp it came to pass at the end of twenty years, when Solo- 10 
mon had built the two houses, the house of the LORD, and the —~ 
king’s house, (zow Hiram the king of Tyre had furnished Solo- 11 
mon with cedar trees and fir trees, and with gold, according to 
all his desire,) that then king Solomon gave Hiram twenty cities in 
the land of Galilee. And Hiram came out from Tyre to see the 12 
cities: which Solomon had given him: and they pleased him not. 
And he said, What cities wre these which thou hast given me, 13 
my brother? And he called them the land of Cabul ‘unto this 
day. And Hiram sent to the king sixscore talents of gold. 14 

‘np this is the reason of the levy which king Solomon raised; 15 
for to build the house of the LORD, and ‘his own house, and, 
Millo, and the wall of Jerusalem, and Hazor, and Megiddo, and 
Gezer. . For Pharaoh king of Egypt had gone up, and taken 16 
Gezer, and burned it with fire, and slain the Canaanites that 
dwelt in the city, and given it for a present unto his daughter, 
Solomon’s wife. And Solomon built Gezer, and Beth-horon the 17 
nether, Vo Baalath, and'Tadmor in the wilderness, in the land, 18 
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‘and all the cities of store that Solomon had, and cities ‘for his 19 
chariots, and cities for his horsemen, and that which Solomon: 
desired to build in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon; and in all the 
land of his dominion. ‘And all the people that were left’ of the 20 
Amorites, Hittites, Perizzites, Hivites, and Jebusites,; which were 
not of the children of Israel, their children that were left after 21 
them in’ the land, whom the children of Israel also were not able 
utterly to destroy, upon those @id Solomon levy a tribute of bond- 
service unto this day. But of the children of Israel did Solomon 22 
make no bondmen: but they were men of war, and his servants, 
and his princes, and his captams, and rulers of his chariots, and 
his horsemen. These were the chief of the officers that were 23 
over Solomon’s work, five hundred and fifty, which bare rule ~* 
over the ‘people that wrought in the work. But Pharaoh’s 24 
daughter came up out of the city of David unto her house which 
Solomon had built for her: then did he build Millo. And three’ 25 
times in a year did Solomon offer burni-offerings and peace- 
offerings upon the altar which he built unto the LORD, and he 
‘burnt incense upon the altar that was before the LORD, So he 
finished the house. : 

AND king Solomon made a navy of ships in Ezion-geber, 26 
which ts’beside Eloth, on the shore of the Red sea, in the land 
of Edom.' And Hiram sett in the navy his servants, shipmen 27 
that had knowledge of the sea, with the servants of Solomon, 
And they came to Ophir, and fetched from thence gold, four hun- 28 
dred and twenty talents, and brought tt to king Solomon. 

Awnp when the queen of Sheba heard of the fame of Solomon1O 
concerning the name of the LORD, she came to prove him with 
hard questions.. And she came to Jerusalem wiih a very great 2 
train, with camels that bare spices, and very much gold, and 
precious stones: and when she was come to Solomon, she com- 


muned with him of all that was in her heart. And Solomon 3 
told her all her questions: there was not any thing hid from the 
king, which he told her not. “And when the queen of Sheha 4 
had seen all Solomon’s wisdom, and the house that he had built, 
tand the meat of his table, and the sitting of his servants, and the 5. 
attendance of his ministers, and'their apparel, and hiscup-bearers, 
and ‘his ascent by which he went up unto the house of the 
LORD; there was no more spirit in her. “And she said to the 6 
king, It'was a true report that 7 heard in mine own land of 
thy-acts and of thy wisdom. Howbeit I believed not the words, 7 
until I came, and mine eyes had seen 7: and, behold, the half’ 
was not told mé: thy wisdom and prosperity exceedeth the fame 
which T heard. Happy are thy men, happy are these thy servanis, 8 
which stand continually before thee, and that hear thy wisdom. , 
~ 


Blessed be the LORD thy God, which delighteth in thee, to set 
thee on the throne of Israel: because the LORD loved Israel 
for ever, therefore made he thee king, to do judgment and justice. 
And she'gave the'king an hundred and twenty talents of gold, 10 
and of ‘spices very great store, and precious sfones: there: came 
no more such abundance of spices as these which the queen ‘of 


. 
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Sheba gave, to king Solomon. And the navy also of Hiram, 11 
that brought gold from Ophir, brought in from Ophir great plenty 

of almug trees, and precious stones. And the king made of the 12 
almug trees pillars for the house of the LORD, and for the king’s 
house, harps also, and psalteries for singers: there came no such 
almug trees, nor were seen unto this day. And king Solomon 13 
gave unto the queen of Sheba all her desire, whatsoever she 
asked, beside that which Solomon gave her of his royal bounty. 

So she turned and went to her own country, she and her ser- 
vants. 

Now the weight of gold that came to Solomon in one year 14 
was six hundred threescore and six talents of gold, beside that he 15 
had of the merchanimen, and of the traffic of the spice mer- 
chants, and of all the kings of Arabia, and of the governors of 
the country. And king Solomon made two hundred targets of 16 
beaten gold; six hundred shekels of gold went to one target. 
And he made three hundred shields of beaten gold ; three pound 17 
of gold went to one shield; and the king put them in the house 
of the forest of Lebanon. Moreover the king made a great throne 18 
of ivory, and overlaid it with the best gold. The throne had six 19 
steps, and the top of the throne was round behind: and there 
were stays on either side on the place of the seat, and two lions 
stood beside the stays. And twelve lions.stood there on the one 20 
side and on the other upon the six steps: there was not the like 
made in any kingdom. And all king Solomon’s drinking vessels 21 
were of gold, and all the vessels of the house of the forest of Leb- 
anon were of pure gold; none were of silyer: it was nothing 
accounted of in the days of Solomon. For the king had at sea.a 22 
navy of Tharshish with the navy of Hiram: once in three years 
came the navy of Tharshish, bringing gold, and silver, ivory, and 
apes, and peacocks. So king Solomon exceeded all the kings of 23 
the earth for riches and for wisdom. And all the earth sought 24 
to Solomon, to hear his wisdom, which God had put in his heart... 
And they brought every man his present, vessels of silver, and, 25 
vessels of gold, and garments, and armor, and spices, hoyses, and 
mules, arate year by year. And Solomon gathered together 26 
chariots and horsemen: and he had a:thousand and four hundred « 
chariots, and twelve thousand horsemen, whom he bestowed in 
the cities for chario’s, and with the king at Jerusalem. And the 27 
king made silver do Je in Jerusalem as stones, and cedars made 
he to be as the sycamere trees that are in the vale for abundance. | 
And Solomon had horses brought out of Egypt, and linen yarn: 28 
the king’s merchants received the linen yarn ata price: And a 29 
chariot came up and went out of Mgypt for six hundred shekels 
of silver, and.an horse for an hundred and fifty; and so for all 
the kings of the Hittites, and for the kings of Syria, did they bring 
them out by their means. F Ay 

Bur king Solomon loyed many strange women, together withh 
the daughter of Pharaoh, women of. the Moabites, Ammonites, __ 
Edomites, Zidonians, and Hittites ; of the nations concerning which 2 
the LED Baie unto the children of Israel, Ye shall not go in to 
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them, neither shall they come in unto you: for surely they will 
turn your heart after their gods: Solomon clave unto ‘these in 
love. And he had seyen hundred wives, princesses, and three 3 
hundred concubines: and his wives turned away his heart. For 4 
it came to pass, when Solomon was old, that his wives turned 
away his heart after other gods: and his heart was not perfect | 
with the LORD his God, as was the heart of David his father. 
For Solomon went after Ashtoreth the goddess of the Zidonians, 5 
and after Milcom the abomination of the Ammonites. And Sol- 6 
omon did evil in the sight of the LORD, and went not fully 
‘ after the LORD, as did David his father. Then did Solomon 7 
build an high place for Chemosh, the abomination of Moab, in 
the hill that 7s before Jerusalem, and for Molech, the abomina- 
tion of the children of Ammon. And likewise did he for all his 8 
strange wives, which burnt incense and sacrificed unto their 
gods. And the LORD was angry with Solomon, because his 9 
heart was turned from the LORD God of Israel, which had ap- 
peared unto him twice,-and had commanded him concerning this 10 
thing, that he should not go after other gods: but he kept ‘not 
that which the LORD commanded. Wherefore the LORD ‘said 11 
unto Solomon, Forasmuch as this is done of thee, and thou hast 
not kept my covenant and my statutes, which I have com- 
manded thee, I will surely rend the kingdom from thee, and will 
give it to thy servant. Rorwsdeentidicng in thy days I will not 12 
do it for David thy father’s sake: ut I will rend it out of the 
hand of thy son. _Howbeit I will not rend away all the kingdom; 13 
but will give one tribe to‘thy-son for David my servant's sake, 
and for Jerusalem’s sake which I have chosen. 

Anp the LORD stirred up'an adversary unto Solomon, Hadad 14 
the Edomite: he was of the king’s seed in Edom. For it came 15 
to pass, when David was in Edom, and Joab the captain of the 
host was gone up to bury the slain, after he ‘had smitten eve 
male in Edom; (for six months did Joab remain there with all 16 
Israel, until he had cut off every male in Edom:) that Hadad 17 
fled, he and certain Edomites of his father’s servants with him, 
to go into Egypt; Hadad being yet-a little child. And they arose 18 
out of Midian, and came to Paran: and they took men with 
them out of Paran, and they came to Egypt, unto Pharaoh king 
of Egypt; which gave him an house, and appointed him victuals, 
and gave him land. And Hadad found great favor in the sight 19 
of Pharaoh, so that he gave him to wife the sister of his own wife, 
the sister of ‘Tahpenes the queen. And the sister of Tahpenes 20 
bare him Genubath his son, whom Tahpenes weaned in Pha- 
raoh’s house: and Genubath was in Pharaoh’s household among 
the sons of Pharaoh. And when Hadad heard in Egypt that 21 
David slept with his fathers, and that Joab the captain of the | 
host was dead, Hadad said to Pharaoh, Let me depart, that I 
may go to mine own country, Then Pharaoh said unto him, 22 
But what hast thou Jacked with me, that, behold, thou'seekest 
to go to thine own country? And he answered, Nothing how- 
beit let me go in any wise. ; yi 
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Anp God stirred him up another adversary, Rezon the son of 23 
Eliadah, which fled from his lord Hadadezar king of Zobah : and’ 24 
he gathered men unto him, and became captain over a band, © 
when David slew them of Zobah: and they went to Damascus, © 
and dwelt therein, and‘ reigned in’ Damascus.’ And’ he was an_25 
adversary to Israel all the days*of Solomon, beside the mischief 
that Hadad did: and he abhorred:Israel, and reigned over Syria. — 

Anp. Jeroboam the ‘son of Nebat, an Ephrathite of Zereda, 26 
Solomon’s servant, whose mother’s name was’ Zernah, a widow * 
woman, even he lifted up'his hand against the king. And this’ 27 
-was the cause that he lifted’ up Ais hand against the king: Solo.” 
mon built Millo; and:repaired: the breaches of the city of David © 
his father. And the man Jeroboam was a mighty’man of valor: 28 
and Solomon seeing the young man that he was industrious, he 
made him ruler overall the charge ofthe house of Joseph. And 29 
it came. to. pass at that time’ when Jeroboam went out of Jerusa-"” 
lem, that the prophet Ahijah the Shilonite found him ‘in the way ; 
and he.had clad: himself with a’ new garment; and they two ~ 
were alone in the field: and Ahijah caught the new garment 30 
that was on him, and rent it in twelve pieces: and he said to 31 
Jeroboam, T'ake thee ten pieces: for thus saith the LORD, the 
God of Israel, Behold, f will rend the kingdom out of the hand of 
Solomon, and will give ten tribes to thee: (but he shall have 32 
one tribe for my servant David's sake, and for Jerusalem's sake, 

 the.city whieh Thave chosen out of all the tribes of Israel :) be- 33 
eause that they have forsaken me, and have worshipped Ash- 
toreth the goddess of the» Zidonians, Chemosh the god of the 
Moabites, and Milcom the god:of the children of Ammon, and ~ 
have not walked in my ways, to:do that which is right in mine 
eyes, and to keep my statutes and my judgments, ‘as did David 
his father..

AND Rehoboam went to Shechem: for all Israel were comel2,

to Shechem to make him king. And it came to pass, when Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat, who was yet in Egypt, heard of it, (for 
he was fled from the presence of king Solomon, and Jeroboam 
dwelt in Egypt.;)' that ihey sent and called him. And Jerobcam 
and all the congregation of Israel came, and spake unto Reho- 
boam saying, '’l'hy faiher made our yoke grievous: now there- 
fore make thou the grievous service of thy father, and his heavy 
yoke which he put upon us, lighter, and we will serve thee. 
And he said unio them, Depart yet for three days, then come 
again to me. Aid the people departed. 'And king Rehoboarn 
consulted wiih the old men, that stood before Solomon his father 
while he yet lived, and said, How do ye advise that I may answer 
this people? And they spake unio him, saying, lf thou wilt be a 
servant unto this people this day, and wilt serve them, arid an- 
swer them, and speak good words to them, then they will be thy 
iservants for ever.

And the king answered the people roaghly, and 
forsook the old men’s counsel that they gave him ;-and spake to 
them after the counsel of the young men, saying, My father made 
your yoke heavy, and I willadd to your yoke; my father also 
‘chastised you with whips, but I will chastise you with scorpions. 
Wherefore. the king hearkened not unto the people; for the 
cause was from the LORD, that he might perform his saying, 
which the LORD spake. by Ahijah the Shilonite unto Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat. So when all Irsael saw that the king hearkenéd 
not unto them, the people answered ‘the king, saying, What por- 
tion have we in David? neither have we inheritance in the son 
of Jesse: to your tents, O Israel: now see to thine own house,

And he cried against the altar in the word 2 
of the LORD, and said, O altar, altar, thus'saith the LORD; Be- 
hold,a child shall be born to the house of David, Josiah by name; ~ 
and upon thee shall he offer the’ priests of the high places that 
burn incense upon thee, and men’s bones shall be! burnt upon * 
thee. ante gave a sign the same day, saying, ‘This is'the sign ~ 3 
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which the LORD hath spoken; Behold, the altar shall be’ rent, 
and the ashes that are upon it shall be poured out. And it came 4 
to. pass, when king Jeroboam heard the saying of the: man of 
God, which had eried against the altar in Beth-el, that he put 
forth his hand from) the altar, saying, Lay hold on him.» And 
his hand, which he put forth against him, dried up, so that he 
could not pull it in again to him. .

And their father said unto 12 
them, What way went he? For his sons had seen what way the 
man of God went, which came from Judah: And he said unto 13 
his sons, Saddle me the ass.. So they saddled him the ass: and 
he rode thereon, !and went after the man of God, and found 14 
him sitting under an oak: and: he said unto him, Arf thou ‘the 
man of God that camest from Judah? and he said, Iam.

But he lied unto him. !So-he-went'19 
back with him, and did eat bread in his house, and drank water. 
And it came to pass, as they sat at the table, that the word of 20 
the LORD came unto the prophet that: brought him back: and 21 
he cried unto the man of God that came from Judah, saying, 
Thus saith the LORD, Forasmuch as, thou hast disobeyed the 
mouth ofthe LORD, and hast not kept the commandment which 
the LORD thy Godcommanded thee, ! but camest back, and hast 22 
eaten bread’ and drunk water-in the place of the which the ’ 
LORD did say to thee, Eat no bread}; and ‘drink no water; thy« 
carcass. shall not come unto the sepulchre of thy —. And 23 
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it came to pass, after he had eaten bread, and after he had drunk, 
that he saddled for him the ass, /o wit, for the prophet whom he 
had brought back. _ And when he was gone, a lion met him by 24 
the way, and slew him: and his carcass was cast in the way, 
and the ass stood by it, the lion also stood by the carcass. And, 25 
behold, men passed by, and saw the carcass cast in the way, 
and the lion standing by the carcass: and they came and told 

it in the city. where the old prophet dwelt. ‘And when the 26 
prophet that brought him back from the way heard thereof, he 
said, It ts the man of God, who was disobedient unto the word 

of the LORD: therefore the LORD hath delivered him unto the 
lion, which hath torn him, ‘and slain him, a¢eording to the word 

of the LORD, which he spake unto him. And he spake to his 27 
sons, saying, Saddle me the ass. And they saddled him. 'And 28 
he went and found his carcass cast in the way, and the ass and 
the lion standing by the carcass: the lion had not eaten the 
carcass, nor torn the ass. And the prophet took up the carcass 29 
of the man of God, and laid it upon the ass; and brought it back: 
and the old prophet came to the city, to mourn and to bury him. 
And he laid his carcass in his owm grave; and they mourned 30 
over him, saying, Alas, my brother! And it came to pass, after 31 
he had buried him, that he spake to his sons, saying, When I am 
dead, then bury me in the sepulchre wherein the man of God is 
buried ; lay my bones beside his bones: for the saying which he 32 
cried. by the word of the LORD against the altar in Beth-el, and 
against all the housesiof the high places which are in the cities 

of Samaria, shall surely come to pass. 

Arrer this thing Jeroboam returned’ not from his evil way, 33 . 
but made again of the lowest of the people priests of the high 
places: whosoever would, he consecrated him, and he became 

‘one of the priests of the high places. And this thing became 34 
sin unto the house of Jeroboam, even to cut 7 off and to destroy 
it from off the face of the earih. : 

At that time Abijah the son of Jeroboam fell sick. 'AndE& 
Jeroboam said to his wife, Arise, I pray thee, and disguise thy- 
self, that thou be not known to he the wife of Jeroboam; and 
get thee to Shiloh: behold, there 7s Ahijah the prophet, which 
told me that I should be king over this people. And take with 3 
thee ten loaves, and cracknels, and a eruse of honey, and go to 
him: he shall tell thee what shall become of the child. And 4 
Jeroboam’s wife did so, and arose, and went to Shiloh, and came 
to the house of Ahijah. But Ahijah could not see; for his eyes 
were set by reason of his age. And the LORD said unto Ahi- 5 
jah, Behold, the wife of Jeroboam cometh to ask a thing of thee 
for her son; for he is sick: thus and thus shalt thou say unto 
her: for it shall be, when she cometh in, that she dha feet 
herself.to.be another woman. And it was so,when Ahijah heard” 6 | 
the sound of her feet, as she came in at the door, that he said, 
Come.in, thou wife of Jeroboam ; why feignest thou thyself to 
be another? for I. am sent to: thee with heavy tidings. Go, tell 7 
iam saith the LORD God of Israel, Forasmuch as I 
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exalted thee from among the people, and made thee prince over m 
people Israel, and rent the kingdom away from the house of David, 8 
and gave it thee: and. yet thou hast not been as my servant 
David, who kept my commandments, and who followed me with 
all his heart, to-do that only which was right in mine eyes; but 9 
‘hast done evil above all that were before thee: for thou hast 
gone and made thee other gods, and molten images, to provoke 
me to anger, and hast cast me behind thy back: therefore, be- 10 
hold, I will brmg evil upon the house of Jeroboam, and will’ cut 
off fromm Jeroboam him that pisseth against the wall, aid him 
‘that is shut up and left in Israel, and will take’ away the rem- 
nant of the house of Jeroboam, as a man taketh away dung, till 
it be all gone. Him that dieth of Jeroboam in the city shall the 11 
dogs eat; and him that dieth in the field shall the fowls of the 
air eat: for the LORD hath spoken i. Arise thou therefore; 12 
get thee to thine own house: and when thy feet enter into the 
‘city, the child shail die. And all Israel shall mourn for him, 13 
and bury him: for he only of Jeroboam shall come to the grave, 
because in him there is found some good thing toward the LORD 
God of Israel in the house of Jeroboam. Moreover the LORD 14 
“shall raise him up a king over Israel, who shall cnt off the house 
of Jeroboam ‘that day: but what? even now. For the LORD 15 
shall smite Israel, as a reed is shaken in the wafer, and he shall ° 
root up Israel out of this good land, which he gave to their’ 
fathers, and shall §catter them beyond the river, because they have 
nade ‘their groves, provoking the LORD to anger. And he shall 16 
‘give Israel'up because of the sins of Jeroboam, who did sin, and 
‘who made Israel to sin. And Jeroboam’s wife arose, and de- 17 
parted, and came to Tirzah: and when she came to the threshold 
_of the door, the child died ; 'and they buried him ; and all Israel 18 
mourned for him, according to the word of the LORD, which he 
spake by the hand of his servant Ahijah the prophet. 
AnD the rest of the acts of Jeroboam, how he warred, and 19 
“how he reigned, behold, they are written in the book of the 
ehronicles of the kings of Israel. And the days which Jeroboam 20 
reigned were two-and-twenty years: and he slept with his fathers, 
and Nadab his son reigned in his stead. 
Anp Rehoboam the son of Solomon reigned in Judah. Reho- 21 
boam was forty-and-one years old when he began to reign, and he 
“reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem, the city which the LORD 
did choose out of all the tribes of Israel, to put his name there. 
‘And his mother’s name was Naamah an Ammonitess. ‘And Ju- 22 
dah did evil in the sight of the LORD, and they provoked him 
to jealousy with their sins which they had committed, above all 
that their fathers had done. For they also built them high places, 23 
and images, and groves, on every high hill, and under every 
reen tree. And there were also sodomites in the land: and 24. 
‘they did according to all the abominations of the nations which 
\the LORD cast out before the children of Israel. ; 
_ AND it came to pass in the’fifth year of king Rehoboam, that 25 
‘Shishak king of Egypt came up — Jerusalem: sg took 26 
QN-. 2 
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away the treasures of the house of the LORD, and the treasures 

of the king’s house; he even took-away all: and he took away 

all the shields of gold which Solomon had made. And king Re- 27 
hoboam made in their stead brazen shields, and committed them 
unto the hands of the chief of the guard, which kept the door 

of the king’s house. And it was s0, when the king went into 28 
the house of the LORD, that the guard bare them, and, brought 
them back into the guard-chamber. 

Now the rest of the acts of Rehoboam, and all that he did, 29 
are they not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Judah? And there was war between Rehoboam and Jero- 30 
poam all their days. And Rehoboam slept with his fathers, and 31 
was buried with his fathers in the city of David. And_ his 
mother’s name was Naamah, an Ammonitess. And Abijam his 
son reigned in his stead. 

Now in the eighteenth year of king Jeroboam the son of L5 
Nebat reigned Abijam over Judah. ‘Three years reigned he in 2 

- Jerusalem. And his mother’s name was Maachah, the daughter 
of Abishalom. And he walked in all the sins of: his father, 3 
which he had done before him: and his heart was not perfect 
with the LORD his God, as the heart of David his father. Neyv- 4 
ertheless for David’s sake did the LORD his God give him a 
lamp in Jerusalem, to set up his son after him, and to establish 
Jerusalem: because David did that which was right in the eyes 5 
of the LORD, and turned not aside from any thing that he com- 
manded him all the days of his life, save only in the matter of 
Uriah the Hittite. And there was war between Rehoboam and. 6 
Jeroboam all the days of his life. Now the rest of the acts of 7 
Abijam, and all that he did, are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Judah? And there was war be- 
tween Abijam and Jeroboam. And Abijam slept with his fathers;. 8 
and they buried him in the city of David: and Asa his son 
reigned in his stead. 

Anp,in the twentieth year of Jeroboam king of Israel reigned 9 
Asa over Judah. And forty-and-one years reigned he in Jeru- 10 
salem. And his mother’s name was Maachah, the daughter of 
‘Abishalom. And Asa did that which was right in the eyes of the 11 
LORD, as did David his father. And he took away the sodomites 12 
out of the land, and removed all the idols that his fathers had | 
made. And also Maachah his mother, even her he removed 13 
from being queen, because she had made an idol in a grove; and 
‘Asa destroyed her idol, and burnt i by the brook Kidron. But 14 
the high places were not removed: nevertheless Asa’s heart 
was perfect with the LORD all his days. And he brought in 15 
the things which his father had dedicated, and the things which 
himself had dedicated, into the house of the LORD, silver, and. . 
gold, and vessels. 

‘Awnp there was war between Asa and Baasha king of Israel 16 
all their days. And Baasha king of Israel went up against Judah, 17 
and built Ramah, that he might not suffer any to go out or come 
in to ee of Judah, Then Asa took all the silver and the 18 
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gold that were left in the treasures of the house of the LORD, 
and the treasures of the king’s house, and delivered them into 
the hand of his servants; and king Asa sent them to Ben-hadad, 
the son of Tabrimon, the son of Hezion, king of Syma, that dwelt 
at Damascus, saying, There isa league between me and thee, and 
between my father and thy father: behold, I heve sent unto thee 
a present of silver and gold; come and break thy league with 
Baasha king of Israel, that he may depart from me. So Ben- 
hadad hearkened unto king Asa, and sent, the capiains of the 
hosts which he had against the cities of israel, and smote Ijon, 
and Dan, and Abel-beth-maachah, and all Cinneroth, with all the 
land of Naphtali. And it came to pass, when Baasha heard 
thereof, that he left off building of Ramah, and dwelt in Tirzah. 
Then king Asa made a proclamation throughout all Judah; none 
was exempted: and they took away the stones of Ramah, and 
the timber thereof, wherewith Baasha had builded; and king 
Asa built with them Geba of Benjamin, and Mizpah. 

Tue rest of all the acts of Asa, and all his might, and all that 
he did, and the cities which he built, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? Nevertheless in 
the time of his old age he was diseased in his feet. And Asa 
slept with his fathers, and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David his father: and Jehoshaphat his son reigned in his 
stead. 

Anp Nadab the son of Jeroboam began to reign over Israel 
in the second year of Asa king of Judah, and reigned over Israel 
two years. And he did evil in the sight of the LORD, and 
walked in the way of his father, and in his sin wherewith he 
made Israel to sin. And Baasha the son of Ahijah, of the house 
of Issachar, conspired against him; and Baasha smote him at 
Gibbethon, which belonged to the Philistines; for Nadab and all 
Israel laid siege to Gibbethon. Even in the third year of Asa 
king of Judah did Baasha slay him, and reigned in his stead. 
And it came to pass, when he reigned, that he smote all the 
house of Jeroboam; he left not to Jeroboam any that breathed, 
until he had destroyed him, according unto the saying of the 
LORD, which he spake by his servant Ahijah the Shilonite : be- 
eause of the sins of Jeroboam which he sinned, and which he 
made Israel sin, by his provocation wherewith he provoked the 
LORD God of Israel to anger. Now the rest of the acts of Na- 
dab, and all that he did, are they not written in the book of the 
ehronicles of the kings of Israel? 

Awnp there was war between Asa and Baasha king of Israel 
all their days. In the third year of Asa king of Judah began 
Baasha the son of Ahijah to reign over all Israel in Tirzah, 
-wenty-and-four years. And he did evil in the sight of the 


LORD, and walked in the way of Jeroboam, and in his sin . 
wherewith he made Israel to sin. Then the word of the LORD16 


same to Jehu the son of Hanani against Baasha, saying, Foras- 
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nuch as I exalted thee out of the dust, and made thee prince oyer — 
ny people Israel, and thou hast walked in the way of on ‘ 
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and hast made my people Israel to sin, to provoke me fo anger 
with their sins; behold, I will take away the posterity of Baasha, 
and the posterity of his house ; and will make thy house like the 
house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat. Him that dieth of Baasha 
in the city shall the dogs eat; and him that dieth of his in the: 
fields shall the fowls of the air eat. Now the rest of the acts of 
Baasha, and what he did, and his might, ave they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Israel? So Baasha 
slept with his fathers, and was buried in Tirzah: and Elah his 
son reigned in his stead. And also by the hand of the prophet 
Jehu the son of Hanani came the word of the LORD against 
Baasha; and against his house, even for all the evil that he did in 
the sight of the LORD, in provoking him to anger with the work 
of his hands, in being like the house of Jeroboam; and because 
he killed hint. 

Inthe twenty-and-sixth year of Asa king of Judah began Elah 8 
the son of Baasha to reign over Israel in Tirzah, two years. And ~9 
his servant Zimri, captain of half Ais chariots, conspired against 
him, as he was in Tirzah, drinking himself drunk m the house 
of Arza steward of his house in 5 eer And Zimri went in and 10 
smote him, and killed him, in te twenty-and-seventh year of 
Asa king of Judah, and reigned in his stead. And it came to 11 
pass, when he began to reign, as soon as he sat on his throne, 
that he slew all the house of Baasha: he left him not one that 
pisseth against a wall, neither of his kinsfolk, nor of his friends. 
Thus did Zimri destroy all the house of Baasha, according to the 12 
word of the LORD, which he spake against Baasha by Jehu the 
prophet, ' for all the sins of Baasha, and the sins of Elah his son, 13 
by which they sinned, and by which they made Israel to sin, in 
provoking the LORD God of Israel to anger with their vanities. 
‘Now the rest of the acts of Elah, and all that he did, ave they not 14 
written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Israel? 

In the twenty-and-seventh year of Asa king of Judah did Zimri 15 
reign seven days in Tirzah. And the people were encamped 
against Gibbethon, which belonged to the Philistines. And the 16 
people that were encamped boon say, Zimri hath conspired, and 
hath also slain the king: wherefore ali Israel made Omri, the 
captain of the host, king over Israel that day in the camp. And 17 
Omri went up from Gibbethon, and all Israel with him, and they ~ 
besieged Tirzah. And it came to pass, when Zimri saw that the 18 
city was taken, that he went into the palace of the king’s house, 
and burnt the king’s house over him with fire, and died. For 19 
his sins which he sinned in doing evil in the sight of the LORD, 
in walking in. the way of Jeroboam, and in his sin which he — 
did, to make Israel to sin. Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, 
and his treason that he wrought, are they not written in the book ~ 
of the chronicles of the kings of Israel ? ‘S 

TEN were the people of Israel divided into two parts: half 21 
of the people followed Tibni the son of Ginath, to make him king; |" 
and half followed Omri. But the people that followed Omri pre- 22 
vailed ar the people that followed Tibni the son of Ginath: 
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so Tibni died, and Omri reigned. In the thirty-and-first year of 23 
Asa king of Judah began Omri to reign over Israel, twelve years: 

six years reigned he in Tirzah. And he bought the hill Sa- 24 
maria of Shemer for two talents of silver, and built on the hill, 
and called the name of the city which he built, after the name 

of Shemer, owner of the hill Samaria. But Omri wrought evil 25 
in the eyes of the LORD, and did worse than all that were before 
him. For he walked in all the way of Jeroboam the son of 26 
Nebat, and in his sin wherewith he made Israel to sin, to pro- 
yoke the LORD God of Israel to anger with their vanities. Now 27 
the rest of the acts of Omri which he did, and his might that he 
showed, are they not written in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Israel? So Omri slept with his fathers, and was buried 28 
in Samaria: and Ahab his son reigned im his stead. 

Awnp in the thirty-and-eighth year of Asa king of Judah began 29 
Ahab the son of Omri to reign over Israel: and Ahab the son of 
Omri reigned over Israel in Samaria twenty-and-two years. And 30 
Ahab the son of Omri did evil in the sight of the LORD above 
all that were before him. And it came to pass, as if it had been 31 
a light thing for him to walk in the sins of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, that he took to wife Jezebel the daughter of Ethbaal king 
of the Zidonians, and went and served Baal, and worshipped 
him. And he reared up an altar for Baal in the house of Baal, 32 
which he had built in Samaria. And Ahab made a grove; and 33 
Ahab did more to provoke the LORD God of Israel to anger 
than all the kings of Israel that were before him. 

In his days did Hiel the Beth-elite build Jericho: he laid the 34 
foundation thereof in Abiram his first-born, and set up the gates 
thereof in his youngest son Segub, according to the word of the 
LORD, which he spake by Joshua the son of Nun. 

AND Elijah the Tishbite, who was of the inhabitants of Gilead, 17 
said unto Ahab, As the LORD God of Israel liveth, before whom 
I stand, there shall not be dew nor rain these years, but according 
to my word. And the word of the LORD came unto him, say- 
ing, Get thee hence, and turn thee eastward, and hide thyself 
by the brook Cherith, that is before Jordan. And it shall be, 
that thou shalt drink of the brook: and I have commanded the 
ravens to feed thee there. So he went and did according unto 
the word of the LORD: for he went and dwelt by the brook 
Cherith, that zs before Jordan. And the ravens brought him 
bread and flesh in the morning, and bread and flesh in the 
evening; and he drank of the brook. And it came to pass after 
a while, that the brook dried up, because there had been no 
rain in the land. al 

Anp the word of the LORD came unto him, saying, ' Arise, 8,9. 

et thee to Zarephath, which delongeth to Zidon, and dwell there: 
fehotd, I have commanded a widow woman there to sustain 
thee. 'So he arose and went to Zarephath. And when he came 10 
to the gate of the city, behold, the widow woman was there 
gathering of sticks: and he called to her, and said, Fetch me, I 
pray thee, a little water in a Src: that I may drink. ae as 11: 
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she was going to fetch ¢t, he called to her, and said, Bring me, I 
pray thee, a morsel of bread in thime hand. And she said, As 12 
the LORD thy God liveth, I have nota cake, but an handful of 
meal ita barrel, and a little oil in a cruse: and, behold, lam 
gathering two sticks, that I may go in and dress it for me and my 
son, that we may eat it, and die. And Elijah said unto her, 13 
Fear not; go and do as thou hast said : but make me thereof a 
little cake first, and bring it unto me, and afier make for thee 
and for thy son. For thus saith the LORD God of Israel, The 14 
parrel of meal shall not waste, neither shall the cruse of oil fail, 
until the day that the LORD sendeth rain upon the earth. And 15 
she went and did according to the saying of Elijah: and she, and 
he, and her house, did eat many days. And the barrel of meal 16 
wasted not, neither did the cruse of oil fail, according to the word 
of the LORD, which he spake by Elijah. ' 
Anp it came to pass after these things, that the son of the 17 
woman, the mistress of the house, fell sick; and his sickness was 
so sore, that there was no breath left in him. And she said unto 18 
Elijah, What have I to do with thee, O thou man of God? art 
thou come unto me to call my sin to remembrance, and to sla’ t 
my son? ! And he said unto her, (tive me thy son. And he took 19 
him out of her bosom, and carried him up into a loft, where he 
abode, and laid him upon his own bed. And he cried unto the 20 
LORD, and said, O LORD my God, hast thou also brought evil 
upon the widow with whom I sojourn, by slaying herson? And 2k 
he stretched himself upon the child three times, and cried: unto, 
the LORD, and said, Q LORD my God, I pray thee, let this 
child’s soul come into him again. And the LORD heard the 22 
voice of Elijah; and the soul of the child came into him again, 
and he revived. And Elijah took the child, and brought: him ‘23 
down out of the chamber into the house, and delivered him unto 
his mother: and Elijah said, See, thy son liveth. And the 24 
woman said to Elijah, Now by this I know that thou arta man 
of God, and that the word of the LORD in thy mouth is truth, 
Anp it came to pass after many days, that the word ‘of theL3 
LORD came to Elijah in the third year, saying, Go, show thyself . 
unto Ahab: and J will send rain upon the earth. And Elijah 2 
went to show himself unto Ahab. And there was a sore famine 
in Samaria. And Ahab called Obadiah, which was the governor 3 
of his house. (Now Obadiah feared the LORD greatly: 'forit was 4 
so, when. Jezebel cut off the prophets of the LORD, that Obadiah 
took an hundred. prophets, and hid them by fifty in a cave, and .. 
fed them with bread and water.) And Ahab said unto Obadiah, 5 
Go into the land, unto all fountains of water, and unto all brooks: 
peradyenture we may find grass to save the ‘horses and mules 
alive, that we lose not all the beasts. So they divided the land 6 
between them to pass throughout it: Ahab went one way by |, 
himself, and Obadiah went another way by himself. And as) 
Obadiah was.in the way, behold, Elijah met him: and he knew 
him, and fell on his face, and said, Art thou that my lord Elijah ? | 
And he ape vere him, I am: go; tell thy lord, Behold, Elijahiis 8 
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here. And he said, What have I sinned, that thou wouldest de-. 9 
liver thy servant into the hand of Ahab, to slay me? As the 10 
LORD thy God liveth, there is no nation or kingdom, whither 
my Jord hath not sent to seek thee: and when they said, He is 
not there; he took an oath of the kingdom and nation, that they 
found thee not. And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy lord, Behold, 11 
Elijah ts here. And it shall come to pass, as'soon as | am gone 12 
from thee, that the Spirit of the LORD shall carry thee whither 
I know not; and so when I come and tell Ahab, and he cannot 
find thee, he ‘shall slay me: but I thy servant fear the LORD 
from my youth. Was it not told my lord what I did when Jezebel 13 
slew the prophets of the LORD, how I hid an hundred men of the 
LORD'S prophets by fifty in a cave, and fed them with bread 
and water? And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy lord, Behold, 14 
Elijah is here: and he shall slay me. And Elijah said, As the 15 
LORD of hosts liveth, before whom I stand, I will surely show 
myself unto him to day. So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, and 16 
told him: and Ahab went to meet Elijah. And it came to pass, 17 
when Ahab saw Elijah, that Ahab said unto him, Art thou he 
that troubleth Israel? And he answered, I have not troubled 18 
Israel; but thou, and thy father’s house, in that ye have forsaken 
the commandments of the LORD, and thou hast followed Baalim. 
Now therefore send, and gather to me all Isracl unto mount 19 
Carmel, and the prophets of Baal four hundred and fifiy, and the 
prophets of the groves four hundred, which eat at Jezebel’s table. 
So Ahab sent unto all the children of Israel, and gathered the 20 
prophets together unto mount Carmel. And Elijah came unto 21 
all the people, and said, How long halt ye between two opinions? 
if the LORD be God, follow him: but if Baal, then follow him. 
And-the people answered him nota word. ! Then said Elijah 22 
unto the people, I, even I only, remain a prophet of the LORD; 
but Baal’s prophets are four hundred and fifty men. Let them 23 
therefore give us two bullocks; and let them choose one bul- 
Jock for themselves, and cut it in pieces, and lay zt on wood and 
put no fire under: and I will dress the other bullock, and lay 7 
on wood and put no fire wnder: and call ye on the name of your 24 
gods, and I will call on the name of the LORD: and the God 
that answereth by fire, let him be God. And all the people an- 
swered and said, It is well spoken. And Elijah said unto the 25 
prophets of Baal, Choose you one bullock for yourselves, and dress 
2 first; for ye are many; and call on the name of your gods, but 
put no fire under. And they took the bullock which was given 26 
them, and they dressed 7, and called on the name of Baal from 
morning even until noon, saying, O Baal, hear us. Butthere was no 
voice, nor any that answered. And they leaped upon the altar 
which was made. And it came to pass at noon, that Elijah 27 
mocked them, and ‘said, Cry aloud: for he is a god; either he is 
talking, or he is pursuing, or he is ina journey, or peradventure 
he sleepeth, and must be awaked. And they cried aloud, and 28 
cut themsélves after their manner with knives and lancets, till 
the blood gushed out upon them. And it came to sige 29 
5 ’ 
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mid-day was past, and they prophesied until the time of the offer- 
ing of the evening sacrifice, that there was neither voice, nor any 
to answer, nor any that regarded. And Elijah said unto all the 30 
eople, Come near unto me. And all the people came near unto 
Pim ‘And he repaired the altar of the LORD that was broken 
down. And Elijah took twelve stones, according to the number 31 
of the tribes of the sons of Jacob, unto whom the word of the 
LORD came, saying, Israel shall be thy name: and with the 32 
stones he built an altar in the name of the LORD: and he made 
a trench about the altar, as great as would contain two measures 
of seed. And he put the wood in order, and cut the bullock in 33 
pieces, and laid Aim on the wood, and said, Fill four barrels with 
water, and pour if on the burnt sacrifice, and on the wood. And 34 
he said, Do tt the second time. And they did 7 the second time: 
And he said, Do it the third time. And they did 7 the third _ 
time. And the water ran round about the altar; and he filled 35 
the trench also with water. And it came to pass at the time of 36 
the offering of the evening sacrifice, that Elijah the prophet came 
near, and said, LORD God of Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, let 
it be known this day that thou art God in Israel, and that I am 
thy servant, and that I have done all*these things at thy word. 
Hear me, O LORD, hear me, that this people may know that 37 
thou art the LORD God, and that thou hast turned their heart 
back again. ‘Then the fire of the LORD fel, and consumed the 38 
burnt sacrifice, and the wood, and the stones, and the dust, and 
licked up the water that was in the trench. And when all the 39 
eople saw i, they fell on their faces: and they said, The LORD, 
fe is the God; the LORD, he is the God. And Elijalr said unto 40 
them, Take the prophets of Baal; let not one of themr escape- 
And they took them: and Elijah brought them down to the 
brook Kishon, and slew them there. 

Anp Elijah said unto Ahab, Get thee up, eat and drink; for 41 
there is a sound of abundance of rain. So Ahab went up to 42 
eat and to drink. And Elijah went up to the top of Carmel; and 
he cast himself down upon the earth, and put his face between 
his knees, 'and said to his servant, Go up now, look toward the 43 
sca. And‘he went up, and looked, and said, There is nothing. 
And he said, Go again seven times. ' And it came to pass at the 44 
seventh time, that he said, Behold, there ariseth a little cloud 
out of the sea, like a man’s hand. And he said, Go up, say unto 
Ahab, Prepare thy chariot, and get thee down, that the rain stop 
thee not. And it came to pass in the mean while, that the heaven 45 
‘was black with clouds and wind, and there was a great rain. 
And Ahab rode, and went to Jezreel. 'And the hand of the 46 
LORD was on Elijah; and he girded up his loins, and ran before 
- Ahab to the entrance of Jezreel. ’ . 

‘Anp Ahab told Jezebel all that Elijah had done, and withall9 
how he had slain all the prophets with the sword. Then Jezebel 2 — 
sent a messenger unto Elijah, saying, So let the gods do to me, 
and more also, if I make not thy life as the life of one of them 
by sioner about this time. And when he saw thal, he atose, 3 
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and went for his life, and came to Beer-sheba, which belongeth 
to Judah, and left his servant there. 

Bur he himself went a day’s journey ito the wilderness, and 
came and sat down under a juniper tree: and he requested for 
himself that he might die ; and said, It is enough; now, O LORD, 
take away my life; for] am not better than my fathers. And 
as he lay and slept under a juniper tree, behold, then an angel 
touched him, and said unto him, Arise and eat. And he looked, 
and, behold, there was a cake baken on the coals, and a cruse of 


water at his head. And he did eat and drink, and laid him - 


down again. And the angel of the LORD came again the 


second time, and touched him, and said, Arise, and eat; because _ 


the journey és too great for thee. And he arose, and did eat and 
drink, and went in the strength of that meat forty days and forty 
nights unto Horeb the mount of God. 

Anp he came thither unto a cave, and lodged there; and, be- 
hold, the word of the LORD came to him, and he said unto him, 
What doest thou here, Elijah? And he said, I have been very 
_jealons for the LORD God of hosts: for the children of Israel 
have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down thine altars, and slain 
thy prophets with the sword; and I, even I only, am left; and 
they seek my life, to take it away. Aind he said, Go forth, and 
stand upon the mount before the LORD. And, behold, the 
LORD passed by, and a great and strong wind rent the moun- 
tains, and brake in pieces the rocks before the LORD; but the 
LORD was not in the wind : and after the wind an earthquake ; 
but the LORD was not in the earthquake: and after the earth- 
quake a fire ; Gut the LORD was not in the fire: and after the 
fire a still small voice. And it was so, when Elijah heard 7, 
that he wrapped his face in his mantle, and went out, and stood 
in the entering in of the cave. And, behold, there came a voice 

‘ unto him, and said, What doest thou here, Elijah? And he said, 
I have been very jealous for the LORD God of hosts: because 
the children of Israel have forsaken thy covenant, thrown down 
thine altars, and slain thy prophets with the sword; and I, even I 
only, am left; and they seek my life, to take it away. And the 
LORD said unto him, Go, return on thy way to the wilderness 
of Damascus: and when thou comest, anoint Hazael to be king 
over Syria; and Jehu the son of Nimshi shalt thou anoint to be 
king over Israel: and Elisha the son of Shaphat of Abel-meho- 
lah shalt thou anoint to be prophet in thy room. And it shall 
come to pass, that him that escapeth the sword of Hazael shall 
Jehu slay: and him that escapeth from the sword of Jehu shall 
Elisha slay. Yet I have left me seven thousand in Israel, all the 

‘knees which have not bowed unto Baal, and every mouth which 
hath not kissed him. 

“So he departed thence, and found Elisha the son of Shaphat, 
who was plowing with twelve yoke of oven before him, and he 
with the twelfth; and Elijah passed by him, and cast his mantle

upon him. And he left the oxen, and ran after Elijah, and said, 20 
Let me, I pray thee, kiss my father and my mother, ae I 
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will follow thee. And he said unto him, Go back again: for 
what have I done to thee? And he returned back from him, and 22 
took a'yoke of oxen, and slew them, and boiled their flesh with 
the instruments of the oxen, and gave unto the people, and they 
did eat. Then he arose, and went after Elijah, and ministered 
unto him. 

Awnp Ben-hadad the king of Syria gathered all his host to-20 
gether: and there were thirty-and-two kings with him, and horses: 
and chariots: and he went up and besieged Samaria, and warred. 
against it. And he sent messengers to Ahab king of Israel imto 
the city, and said unto him, Thus saith Ben-hadad, ''Thy silver 
and thy gold is mine; thy wives also, and thy children, even the 
goodliest, are mine, And the king of Israel answered and said, 
My lord, O king, according to thy saying, I am thine, and all that 
I have. And the messengers came again, and said, Thus speaketh 5: 
Ben-hadad, saying, Although I have sent unto thee, saying,’Fhou 
shalt deliver me thy silver, and thy gold, and thy wives, and: thy 
children: yet 1 will send my servants unto thee to-morrow about 6 
this time, and they shall search thine house, and the houses: of 
thy servants; and it shall be, that whatsoever is pleasant in thine 
eyes, they shall put i¢ in their handy and take it away. Then 7 
the king of Israel called all the elders of the land, and said, 
Mark, I pray you, and see how this man seeketh mischief= for: 
he sent unto me for my wives, and for my children, and for my 
silver, and for my gold; and I denied him not. And all the & 
elders and all the people said unto him, Hearken not wnio him, 
nor consent. Wherefore he said unto the messengers of Ben- 9 
hadad, Tell my lord the king, All that thou didst send for to thy 
servant at the first I will do: but this thing [may not do. And 
the messengers departed, and brought him word again. And 10; 
Ben-hadad sent unto him, and said, The gods do so unto me, and 
more also, if the dust of Samaria shall suffice for handfuls for 
all the people that follow me. And the king of Israel answered 11 
and said, Tell Aim, Let not him that girdeth on his harness boast 
himself as he that putteth it off And it came to pass, when 12 
Ben-hadad heard this message, as he was drinking, he ‘and the 
kings in the pavilions, that he said unto his servants, Set your- 
selves in array. And they set themselves in array against the — ~ 
city. And, behold, there came a prophet unto Ahab king of Is- 13 
rael, saying, Thus saith the LORD, Hast thou seen all this great 
multitude? behold, I will deliver it into thine hand this day; 
and thou shalt know that-I am the LORD. And Ahab said, By 14 
whom? And he said, Thus saith the LORD, Even by the young 
men of the princes of the provinces. Then he said, Who shall — - 
order the battle? And he answered, Thou. 'Then he numbered 15 
the young men of the princes of the provinces, and they were 
two hundred and thirty two: and after them he numbered all 
the people, even all the children of Israel, beong seven thousand. 
And they went out at noon: But Ben-hadad was drinking him-~ 16 
self drunk in the pavilions, he and the kings, the thirty-and-two | 
dsings ie nes him, And the young men of the princes of 17 
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the provinces went out first; and Ben-hadad sent out, and they 
told him, saying, There are men come out of Samaria. And he 18 
said, Whether they be come out for peace, take them alive; or 
whether they be come out for war, take them alive. So these 19 
young men of the princes of the provinces came out of the city, 
and the army which followed them. And they slew every one 20 
his man: and the Syrians fled; and Israel pursued them: and 
Ben-hadad the king of Syria escaped on an horse with the horse- 
men. And the king of Israel went out, and smote the horses 21 
and chariots, and slew the Syrians with a great slaughter. And 22 
the prophet came to the king of Israel, and said unto him, Go, 
strengthen thyself, and mark, and see what thou doest: for at 
the return of the year the king of Syria will come up against 
thee. 

Awnp the servants of the king of Syria said unto him, Their 23 
gods are gods of the hills: therefore they were stronger than 
we; but let us fight against them in the plain, and surely we 
shall be stronger than they. And do this thing, Take the kings 24 
away, every man out of his place, and put captains in their 
rooms: and number thee an army, like the army that thon hast 25 
lost, horse for horse, and chariot for chariot: and we will fight 
against them in the plain, and surely we shall be stronger than 
they. And he hearkened unto their voice, and did so. ' And it 26 
came to pass at the return of the year, that Ben-hadad numbered 
the Syrians, and went up to Aphek, to fight against Israel. And 27 
- the children of Israel were numbered, and were all present, and 
went against them: and the children of Israel pitched before them 
like two little flocks of kids: but the Syrians filled the country. 
And there came a man of God, and spake unto the king of 28 
Israel, and said, Thus saith the LORD, Because the Syrians 
have said, The LORD is God of the hills, but he zs not God of 
the valleys, therefore will I deliver all this great multitude into 
thine hand, and ye shall know that I am the LORD. And they 29 
pitched one over-against the other seven days. And so it was, 
that in the seventh day the battle was joined: and the children 
of Israel slew of the Syrians an hundred thousand footmen in 
one day. But the rest fled to Aphek, into the city; and there a 30 
wall fell upon twenty and seven thousand of the men that were 
left. And Ben-hadad fled, and came into the city, into an inner 
chamber. 

And his servant said unto him, Behold now, we have heard 31 
that the kings of the house of Israel are merciful kings: let us, 
I pray thee, put sackcloth on our loins, and ropes upon our heads, 
and go out to the king of Israel: peradventure he will save thy 
life. So they girded sackcloth on their loins, and put ropes upon 32 
their heads, and came to the king of Israel, and said, Thy ser- 
vant Ben-hadad saith, I pray thee, let me live. And he said, Js 
he yet alive? he 7s my brother. Now the men did diligently 33 
observe whether any ‘ore would come from him, and did hastily , 
catch it: and they said, Thy brother Ben-hadad. Then he said, 
Go ye, bring him. ‘Then Ben-hadad came forth to him ie he 
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caused him to come up into the chariot.. And Ben-hadad said 34 
unto him, The cities, which my father took from thy father, I 
will restore; and thou shalt make streets for thee in Damascus, 

as my father made in Samaria. Then said Ahab, I will send 
thee away with this covenant. So he made a covenant with 
him, and sent him away. : 

AND a certain man of the sons of the prophets said unto his 35 
neighbor in the word of the LORD, Smite me, I pray thee. And 
the man refused to smite him. Then said he unto him, Because 36 
thou hast not obeyed the voice of the LORD, behold, as soon as 
thou art departed from me, a lion shall slay thee. And as soon 
as he was departed from him, a lion found him, and slew him. 
Then he found another man, and said, Smite me, I pray thee. 37 
And the man smote him, so that in smiting he wounded hun. 
So the prophet departed, and waited for the king by the way, 38 
and disguised himself with ashes upon his face. And as the 39 
king passed by, he cried unto the king: and he said, Thy servant 
went out into the midst of the battle; and, behold, a man turned 
aside, and brought a man unto me, and said, Keep this man: if 
by any means he be missing, then shall thy life be for his life, 
or else thou shalt pay a talent of silver. And as thy servant was. 40 
busy here and there, he was gone. _ And the king of Israel said 
unto him, So shall thy judgment be; thyself hast decided it. 
And he hasted, and took the ashes away from his face; and the 41 
king of Israel discerned him that he was of the prophets. And 42 
he said unto him, Thus saith the LORD, Because thou hast let 
go out of (hy hand a man whom [ appointed to utter destruction, 
therefore thy life shall go for his hfe, and thy people for his 
people. And the king of Israel went to his house heavy and 43 
displeased, and came to Samaria. 

Anp it came fo pass after these things, that Naboth the Jez-21 
reélite had a vineyard, which was in Jezreel, hard by the palace 
of Ahab king of Samaria. And Ahab spake unto Naboth, saying, 2 
Give me thy vineyard, that I may have it for a garden of herbs, 
because it 7s near unto my house: and I will give thee for it a. 
better vineyard than it; or, if itseem good to thee, I will give 
thee the worth of itin money. And Naboth said to Ahab, The 3 
LORD forbid it me, that I should give the inheritance of my 
fathers unto thee. And Ahab came into his house heayy and 4 
displeased because of the word which Naboth the Jezreelite had 
spoken to him: for he had said, I will not give thee the inherit- 
ance of my fathers. And he laid him down. upon his bed, and 
turned away his face, and would eat no bread. But Jezebel his, 5 
wife came to him, and said unto him, Why is.thy spirit so sad, 
that thou eatest no bread? And he said unto her, Because Ispake 6 
unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and said unto him, Give me thy 
vineyard for money ; or else, if it please thee; I will give thee . 
another vineyard for it: and he answered, I will not give thee — 
my vineyard. And Jezebel his wife said unto him, t thou 7 
now govern the kingdom of Israel? arise, and eat bread, and let - 
thine a a merry: I will give thee the vineyard of ,Naboth 
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the Jezreelite. So she wrote letters in Ahab’s name, and sealed 8 
them with his seal, and sent the letters unto the elders and to 
the nobles that were in his city, dwelling with Naboth. And she 9 
wrote in the letters, saying, Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth on 
high among the people: and set two men, sons of Belial, before 10 
him, to bear witness against him, saying, Thou didst blaspheme 
God and the king. And then carry him out, and stone him, that 

he may die. And the men of his city, even the elders and the 11 
nobles who were the inhabitants in his: city, did as Jezebel had 
sent unto them, and as it was written in the letters which she 
had sent unto them. They proclaimed a fast, and set Naboth 12 
on high among the people. And there came in two men, chil- 13 
dren of Belial, and sat before him: and the men of Belial wit- 
nessed against him, even against Naboth, in the presence of the 
people, saying, Naboth did blaspheme God and the king. Then 
they carried him forth out of the city, and stoned him with 
stones, that he died. ‘Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, Naboth 14 
is stoned, and is dead. And it came to pass, when Jezebel heard 15 
that Naboth was stoned, and was dead, that Jezebel said to 
Ahab, Arise, take possession of the vineyard of Naboth the Jez- 
reelite, which he refused to give thee for money: for Naboth is 
not alive, but dead. And it came to pass, when Ahab heard that 16 
Naboth was dead, that Ahab rose up to go down to the vineyard 

of Naboth the Jezreelite, to take possession of it. 

Anp the word of the LORD came to Elijah the Tishbite, say-17 
ing, Arise, go down to meet Ahab king of Israel, which is in 18 
Samaria: behold, he zs in the vineyard of Naboth, whither he is 
gone down to possess it. And thou shalt speak unto him, saying, 19 
‘Thus saith the LORD, Hast thou killed, and also taken posses- 
sion? And thou shalt speak unto him, saying, Thus saith the 
LORD, In the place where dogs licked the blood of Naboth shall 
dogs lick thy blood, even thine. And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast 20 
thou found me,O mine enemy? And he answefed, I have found 
thee: because thou hast sold thyself to work evil in the sight of 
the LORD. Behold, I will bring evil upon thee, and will take 21 
away thy posterity, and will cut off from Ahab him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that is shut up and left in Israel,'and 22 
will make thine house like the house of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, and like the house of Baasha the son of Ahijah, for the 
provocation wherewith thou hast prevdued me to anger, and 
made Israel to sin. And of Jezebel also spake the LORD, say- 23 
ing, The dogs shall eat Jezebel by the wall of Jezreel. Him 24 
that dieth of Ahab in the city the dogs shall eat; and him that 
dieth in the field shall the fowls of the air eat. But there was 25 
none like unto Ahab, which did sell himself to work wickedness 
in the sight of the LORD, whom Jezebel his wife stirred up. 
And he did very abominably in following idols, according to all 26 
things as did the Amorites, whom the LORD cast out before the 
children of Israel. And it came to pass, when Ahab heard those 27 
words, that he rent his clothes, and put sackcloth upon his flesh, 
and fasted, and lay in a went softly. And jo word 28 
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of the LORD came to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, Seest thou 29 
how Ahab humbleth himself before me? because he humbleth 
himself before me, I will not bring the evil in his days: but in 
his son’s days will I bring the evil upon his house. 

Anp they continued three years without war between Syria 22 
and Israel. And it came to pass in the third year, that Jehosha- 2 
phat the king of Judah came down to the king of Israel. And 
the king of Israel said unto his servants, Know ye that Ramoth 
in Gilead is our’s, and we be still, and take it not out of the hand 
of the king of Syria? And he said unto Jehoshaphat, Wilt thou 4 
go with me to battle to Ramoth-gilead? And Jehoshaphat said 
to the king of Israel, I am as thou art, my people as thy people, 
my horses as thy horses. And Jehoshaphat said unto the king 5 
of Israel, inquire, I pray thee, at the word of the LORD to-day. 
Then the king of Israel gathered the prophets together, about 6 
four hundred men, and said unto them, Shall I go against Ra- 
moth-gilead to battle, or shall I forbear? And theysaid, Go up; 
for the LORD shall deliver ifinto the hand of the king. And 7 
Jehoshaphat said, Is there not here a prophet of the LORD be- 
sides, that we might inquire of him? Heeb the king of Israel said 8 
unto Jehoshaphat, There is yet one ynan, Micaiah the son of Im- 
lah, by whom we may inquire of the LORD: but I hate him; 
for he doth not prophesy good concerning me, but evil. And 
Jehoshaphat said, Let not the king say so. Then the king of Is- 9 
rael called an officer; and said, Hasten Azther Micaiah the son 
of Imlah. And the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat the king of 10 
Judah sat each on his throne, having put on their robes, in a void 
place in the entrance of the gate of Samaria; and all the 
prophets prophesied before them. And Zedekiah the son of 11 
Chenaanah made him horns of iron: and he said, Thus saith the 
LORD, With these shalt thou push the Syrians, until thou have 
consumed them. And all the prophets prophesied so, saying, 12 
Go up to Ramoth-gilead, and prosper : for the LORD shall deliver 
it into the king’s hand. And the messenger that was gone to 13 
call Micaiah spake unto him, saying. Behold, now, the words of 
the prophets declare good unto the king with one mouth: let th 
word, I pray thee, be like the word of one of them, and speak 
that which is good. And Micaiah said, As the LORD liveth, 14 
what the LORD saith unto me, that will I speak. So he came 15 
to the king. And the king said unto him, Micaiah, shall we go 
against Ramoth-gilead to battle, or shall we forbear? And he 
answered him, Go, and prosper: for the LORD shall deliver it 
into the hand of the king. -And the king said unto him, How 16 
many times shall I adjure thee that thou tell me nothing but that 
which is true in the name of the LORD? And he said, I saw all 17 
Israel scattered upon the hills, as sheep that haye not a shepherd: 
and the LORD said, These haye no master: let them return 
every man to his house in peace. And the king of Israel said 18 
unto Jehoshaphat, Did IT not tell thee that he would prophesy no 
good concerning me, but evil? And he said, Hear thou therefore 19 
the word pat the LORD: Isaw the -LORD sitting on his throne, _ 
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and all the host of heaven standing by him on his right hand 
and on his left. And the LORD said, Who shall persuade Ahab, 20 
that he may go up and fall at Ramoth-gilead? And one said on 
this manner, and another said on that manner. And there came 2] 
forth a spirit, and stood before the LORD, and said, I will per- 
suade him. ' And the LORD said unto him, Wherewith? And 22 
he said, I will go forth, and I will be a lying spirit in the mouth 
of all his prophets. And he said, Thou shalt persuade him, and 
prevail also: go forth, and do so. Now therefore, behold, the 23 
LORD hath put a lying spirit in the mouth of all these thy 
prophets, and the LORD hath spoken evil concerning thee. But 24 
Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah went near, and smote Micaiah 
on the cheek, and said, Which way went the Spirit of the LORD 
from me to speak unto thee? And Micaiah said, Behold, thou 25 
shalt see in that day, when thou shalt go into an inner chamber 
to hide thyself? And the king of Israel said, Take Micaiah, and 26 
carry him back unto Amon the goyernor of the city, and to Joash 
the king’s son; and say, Thus saith the king, Put this fellow in 27 
the prison, and feed him with bread of affliction and with water 
of affliction, until I come in peace. And Micaiah said, If thou 28 
return at all in peace, the LORD hath not spoken by me. And 
he said, Hearken, O people, every one of you. So the king of 39 
Israel and Jehoshaphat the king of Judah went up to Ramoth- 
gilead. And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, I will dis- 30 
guise myself, and enter into the battle ; but put thou on thy robes. 
And the king of Israel disguised himself, and went into the battle. 
But the king of Syria commanded his thirty-and-two captains 31 
that had rule over his chariots, saying, Fight neither with small 
nor great, save only with the king of Israel. And it came to 32 
pass, when the captains of the chariots saw Jehoshaphat, that 
they said, Surely it is the king of Israel. And they turned aside 
to fight against him: and Jehoshaphat cried out. And it came 33 
to pass, when the captains of the chariots perceived that it was 
not the king of Israel, that they turned back from pursuing him. 
And a certain man drew a bow at a venture, and smote the king 34 
of Israel between the joints of the harness: wherefore he said 
unto the driver of his chariot, Turn thine hand, and carry me 
out of the host; forI am wounded. And the battle increased 35 
that day: and the king was stayed up in his chariot against the 
Syrians, and died at even: and the blood ran out of the wound 
into the midst of the chariot. And there went a proclamation 36 
throughout the host about the going duwi of the sun, saying, 
Every man to his city, and every man to his own country. So 37 
the king died, and was brought to Samaria ; and they buried the 
king in Samaria. And one washed the chariot in the pool of 38 
Samaria; and the dogs licked up his blood; and they washed 
his armor; according unto the word of the LORD which he 
spake. Now the rest of the acts of Ahab, and all that he did, 39 
and the ivory house which he made, and all the cities that he 
built, are they not written in the book of the oF ee the 
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kings of Israel? So Ahab slept with his fathers; and Ahaziah 40 
his son reigned in his stead. : 

Anp Jehoshaphat the son of Asa began to reign over Judah in 41 
the fourth year of Ahab king of Israel. Jehoshaphat was thirty- 42 
and-five years old when he began to reign; and he reigned 
twenty-and-five years in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. And he walked in all the 43 
ways of Asa his father; he turned not aside from it, doing that 
which was right in the eyes of the LORD: nevertheless the high 
places were not taken away ; for the people offered and burnt 
incense yet in the high places. And Jehoshaphat made peace 44 
with the king of Israel. Now the rest of the acts of Jehoshaphat, 45 
and his might that he showed, and how he warred, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? And 46 
the remnant of the sodomites, which remained in the days of his 
father Asa, he took out of the land. ‘T’here was then no king in 47 ¢ 
Edom: a deputy was king. Jehoshaphat made ships of Tarshish 48 
to go to Ophir for gold: but they went not; for the ships were 
broken at Ezion-geber. ‘Then said Ahaziah thesonof Ahab unto 49 
Jehoshaphat, Let my servants go with thy servants in the ships. 
But Jehoshaphat would not. !' And Jehoshaphat slept with his 50 
fathers, and was buried with his fathers in the city of David his 
father: and Jehoram his son reigned in his stead. 

Auazian the son of Ahab began to reign over Israel in Sa- 51 
maria the seventeenth year of Jehoshaphat king of Judah, and 
reigned two years over Israel. And he did evil in the sight of 52 
the LORD, and walked in the way of his father, and in the way 
of his mother, and in the way of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who 
made Israel to sin; for he served Baal, and worshipped him, and 53 
provoked to anger the LORD God of Israel, according to all that 
his father had done. ; 
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Tren Moab rebelled against Israel after the death of Ahab: 
And Ahaziah fell down through a lattice in his upper chamber 
that was in Samaria, and was sick: and he sent messengers, and 
said unto them, Go, inquire of Baal-zebub the god of Ekron 
whether I shall recoyer of this disease. But the angel of the 3 
LORD said to Elijah the Tishbite, Arise, go up to meet the mes- 
sengers of the king of Samaria, and say unto them, Js i not be- 
cause (here is not a God in Israel, that ye go to inquire of Baal- 
zebub the god of Ekron? Now therefore thus saith the LORD, 4 
Thou ae come down from that bed on which thou art 
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gone up, but shalt surely die. And Elijah departed. 'And when 
the messengers turned back unto him, he said unto them, Why 
are ye now turned back? And they said unto him, There came 
a man up to meet us, and said unto us, Go, turn again unto the 
king that sent you, and say unto him, Thus saith the LORD, Js 
zt not because there is nota god in Israel, that thou sendest to 
inquire of Baal-zebub the god of Ekron? therefore thou shalt 
not come down from that bed on which thou art gone up, but 
shalt surely die. And he said unto them, What manner of man 
was he which came up to meet you, and told you these words? 
And they answered him, He was an hairy man, and girt with a 
girdle of leather about his loins. And he said, It is Elijah the 
- Tishbite. Then the king sent unto him a captain of fifty with 
his fifty. And he went up to him: and, behold, he sat on the 
top of an hill. And he spake unto him, Thou man of God, the 
king hath said; Come down. And Elijah answered and said to 
the captain of fifty, If I be a man of God, then let fire come down 
from heaven, and consume thee and thy fifty. And there came 
down fire from heaven, and consumed him and his fifty. Again 
also he sent unto him another captain of fifty with his fifty. And 
he answered and said unto him, O man of God, thus hath the 
king said, Come down quickly. And Elijah answered and said 
unto them, If I be a man of God, let fire come down from heaven, 
and consume thee and thy fifty. And the fire of God came down 
from heaven, and consumed him and his fifiy. And he sent 
again a captain of the third fifty with his fifty. And the third 
captain of fifty went up, and came and fell on his knees before 
Elijah, and besought him, and said untu him, O man of God, I 
pray thee, let my life, and the life of these fifty thy servants, be 
precious in thy sight. Behold, there came fire down from heaven, 
and burnt up the two captains of the former fifties with their 
fifties: therefore let my life now be precious in thy sight. And 
the angel of the LORD said unto Elijah, Go down with him: 
be not afraid of him. And he arose, and went down with him 
unto the king. And he said unto him, Thus saith the LORD, 
Forasmuch as thou hast sent messengers to inquire of Baal-zebub 
the god of Ekron, is 2f not because there is no God in Israel to 
inquire of his word? therefore thou shalt not come down off that 
bed pn which thou art gone up, but shalt surely die. So he died 
according to the word of the LORD which Elijah had spoken. 
And Jehoram reigned in his stead, in the second year of Jehoram 
the son of Jehoshaphat king of Judah; because he had no son. 
Now the rest of the acts of Ahaziah which he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Israel ? 
AND it came to pass, when the LORD would take up Elijah 
into heaven by a whirlwind, that Elijah went with Elisha from 
Gilgal. And Elijah said unto Elisha, Tarry here, I pray thee ; 
for the LORD hath sent me to Beth-el. And Elisha said unto him, 
As the LORD liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. 
So they went down to Beth-el. 'And the sons of the prophets 
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Knowest thou that the LORD will take away thy master froin 
thy head to-day? And he said, Yea, I know 20; hold ye your 
peace. And Elijah said unto him, elisha, tarry here, I pray 4 
thee; for the LORD hath sent me to Jericho. And he said, As 
the LORD liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. 

So they came to Jericho. And the sons of the prophets that 5 
were at Jericho came to Elisha, and said unto him, Knowest thou 
that the LORD will take away thy master from thy head to-day? 
and he answered, Yea, I know it; hold ye your peace. And 6 
Elijah said unto him, Tarry, I pray thee, here; for the LORD 
hath sent me to Jordan. And he said, As the LORD liveth, and 

as thy soul liveth, 1 will not leave thee. And they two went 
on. And fifty men of the sons of the prophets went, and stood 7 
to view afar off: and they two stood by Jordan. And Elijah 8 
took his mantle, and wrapped #£ together, and smote the waters, 
and they were divided hither aud thither, so that they two went 
over on dry ground. And it came to pass, when they were gone 9 
over, that Elijah said unto Elisha, Ask what f shall do for thee, 
before I be taken away from thee. And Elisha said, I pray thee, 

let a double portion of thy spirit be upon me. And he said, 10 
Thou hast asked a hard thing: nevertheless, if thou see me when 
Tam taken from thee, it shall be so unto thee; but if not, it shall 
not be so. And it came to pass, as they still went on, and talked, 11 
that, behold, there appeared a chariot of fire, and horses of fire, 
and parted them both asunder; and Elijah went up by a whirl- 
wind into heaven. 

‘Anp Elisha saw it, and he cried, My father, my father, the 12 
chariot of Israel, and the horsemen thereof. And he saw him no 
more: and he took hold of his own clothes, and rent them in two 
pieces. He took up also the mantle of Elijah that fell from him, 13 
and went back, and stood by the bank of Jordan; and he took 14 
the mantle of Elijah that fell from him, and smote the waters, 
and said, Where ts the LORD God of Elijah? and when he also 
had smitten the waters, they parted ‘hither and thither: and 
Elisha went over. And when the sons of the prophets which 
were to view at Jericho saw him, they said, The spirit of-Eljah 
doth rest on Elisha. And they came to meet him, and bowed 
themselves to the ground before him. And they said unto him, 16 
Behold now, there be with thy servants fifty strong men; let 
them go, we pray thee, and seek thy master; lest peradventure 
the Spirit of the LORD hath taken him up, and cast him upon 
some mountain, or into some valley. And he said, Ye shall not 
send. And when they urged him till he was ashamed, he said, 17 
Send. They sent therefore fifty men; and they sought three 
days, but found: him not. And when they came again to him, 18 
(for he tarried at Jericho,) he said unto them, Did I not say unto 
you, Go not? 

Anp the men of the city said unfo Elisha, Behold, I pray thee, 19 
the situation of this city is pleasant, as my lord seeth: but the 
water is naught, and ihe ground barren. And he said, Bring 20 
me a pte and put salt therein. And they brought 7 to 
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him. And he went forth unto the spring of the waters, and cast 21 
the salt in there, and said, Thus saith the LORD, I have healed 
these waters; there shall not be from thence any more death or 
barren land. So the waters were healed unto this day, accord- 22 
ing to the saying of Elisha which he spake. 

Awnp he went up from thence unto Beth-el: and as he was 23 
going up by the way, there came forth little children out of the 
city, and mocked him, and said unto him, Go up, thou bald head ; 
go up, thou bald head. And he turned back, and looked on 24 
them, and cursed them in the name of the LORD. And there 
came forth two she-bears out of the wood, and tare forty-and- 
two children of them. And he went from thence to mount Car- 25 
mel, and from thence he returned to Samaria. 

Now Jehoram the son of Ahab began to reign over Israel in 3 
Samaria the eighteenth year of Jehoshaphat king of Judah, and 
reigned twelve years. And he wrought evil in the sight of the 
LORD; but not like his father, and like his mother: for he put 
away the image of Baal that his father had made. Nevertheless 
he Saved unto the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, which 
made Israel to sin; he departed not therefrom. 

AnD Mesha king of Moab was a sheep-master, and rendered 
unto the king of Israel an hundred thousand lambs, and an hun- 
dred thousand rams, with the wool. But it-came to pass, when 
Ahab was dead, that the king of Moab rebelled against the king 
of Israel. And king Jehoram went out of Samaria the same 
time, and numbered all Israel.: And he went and sent to Je- 
hoshaphat the king of Judah, saying, The king of Moab hath 
rebelled against me: wilt thou go with me against Moab to 
battle? And he said, I will go up: I am as thou art, my people 
as thy people, and my horses as thy horses. And he said, Which 8 

_ way shall we go up? And he answered, The way through the 
wilderness of Edom. So the king of Israel went, and the king 9 
of Judah, and the king of Edom: and they fetched a compass 
of seven days’ journey: and there was no water for the host, 
and for the cattle that followed them. And the king of Israel 10 
said, Alas! that the LORD hath called these three kings together, 
to deliver them into the hand of Moab! But Jehoshaphat said, 11 
Is there not here a prophet of the LORD, that we may inquire 
of the LORD by him? And one of the king of Israel’s servants 
answered and said, Here 7s Elisha the son of Shaphat, which 
poured water on the hands of Elijah. And Jehoshaphat said, 12 . 
The word of the LORD is with him. So the king of Israel and 
Jehoshaphat and the king of Edom went down tohim. And 13 
Elisha said unto the king of Israel, What have I to do with thee? 
get thee to the prophets of thy father, and to the prophets of 
thy mother. And the king of Israel said unto him, Nay: for the 
LORD hath called these three kings together, to deliver them 
jnto the hand of Moab. And Elisha said, As the LORD of hosts 14 
liveth, before whom I stand, surely, were it not that I regard the 
presence of Jehoshaphat the king of Judah, I would not look 
toward thee, nor see thee. 'But now bring me a Ba And 15 
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it came to pass, when the minstrel played, that the hand of the 
LORD came upon him. And he said, Thus saith the LORD, 16 
Make this valley full of ditches. For thus saith the LORD, Ye 17 
shall not see wind, neither shall ye see rain; yet that valley 
shal! be filled with water, that ye may drink, both ye, and your 
cattle, and your beasts. And this is but a light thing in the sight 18 
of the LORD: he will deliver the Moabites also into your hand. 
And ye shall smite every fenced city, and every choice city, and 19 
shall fell every good tree, and stop all wells of water, and mar 
every good piece of land with stones. And it came to pass in 20 
the morning, when the meat-offering was offered, that, behold, 
there came water by the way of Edom, and the country was 
filled with water. And when all the Moabites heard that the 21 
kings were come up to fight against them, they gathered all that 
were able to put on armor, and upward, and stood in the border. 
And they rose up early in the morning, and the sun shone upon 22 
the water, and the Moabites saw the water on the other side as 
red as blood: 'and they said, This @s blood : the kings are surely 23 
slain, and they have smitten one another: now therefore, Moab, 

to the spoil. And when they came to the camp of Israel, the 24 
Israelites rose up and smote the Moabites, so that they fled be- 
fore them: but they went forward smiting the Moabites, even 

in their country. And they beat down the cities, and on every 25 
good piece of land cast every man his stone, and filled it; and 
they stopped all the wells of water, and felled all the good trees: 
only in Kir-haraseth left they the stones thereof; howbeit the 
slingers went about if, and smote it. And when the king of 26 
Moab saw that the battle was too sore for him, he took with him 
seven hundred men that drew swords, to break through even 
unto the king of Edom: but they could not. Then he took his 27 
eldest son that should have reigned in his stead, and offered him 
for a burnt-offering upon the wall. And there was great indig- 
nation against Israel : and they departed from him, and returned 

to their own land. 

Now there cried a certain woman of the wives of the sons of & 
the prophets unto Elisha, saying, Thy servant my husband is 
dead; and thou knowest that thy servant did fear the LORD: 
and the creditor is come to take unto him my two sons to be 
bondmen, And Elisha said unto her, What shall I do for thee? 2 
tell me, what hast thou in the house? And she said, Thine hand- 
maid hath not any thing in the house, save a pot of oil. Then 
he said, Go, borrow thee vessels abroad of all thy neighbors, even 
empty vessels; borrow not a few. And when thou art come in, 4 
thou shalt shut the door upon thee and upon thy sons, and shalt 
pour out into all those vessels, and thou shalt set aside that which 
is full. So she went from him, and shut the door upon her and 5 
upon her sons, who brought the vessels to her; and she poured 
out. And it came to pass, when the vessels were full, thatshe 6 
said unto her son, Bring me yet a vessel. And he said unto her, 
There is per a vessel more. And the oil stayed. 'Then she 7 
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came and told the man of God. And he said, Go, sell the oil, 
and pay thy debt, and live thou and thy children of the rest. 

Anp it fell on a day, that Elisha passed to Shunem, where 8 
was a great woman ; and she constrained him to eat bread. And 
so it was, that as oft as he passed by, he turned in thither to 
eat bread. And she said unto her husband, Behold now, I per- 9 
ceive that this 7s an holy man of God, which passeth by us con= 
tinually. Let us make a little chamber, I pray thee, on the wall; 10 
and let us set for him there a bed, and a table, and a stool, and 
a candlestick: and it shall be, when he cometh to us, that he 
shall turn in thither. And it fell on a day, that he came thither, 11 
and he turned into the chamber, and lay there. And he said 12 
to Gehazi his servant, Call this Shunammite. And when he had 
called her, she stood before him. And he said unto him, Say 13 
now unto her, Behold, thou hast been careful for us with all this 
care ; what is to be done for thee? wouldest thou be spoken for 
to the king, or to the captain of the host? And she answered, I 
dwell among mine own people. And he said, What then is to 14 
be done for her? And Gehazi answered, Verily she hath no 
child, and her husband is old. 'And he said, Call her. And 15 
when he had called her, she stood in the door. And he said, 16 
About this season, according to the time of life, thou shalt em- 
brace ason. And she said, Nay, my lord, thow man of God, do 
not lie unto thine handmaid. And the woman conceived, and 17 
bare a son at that season that Elisha had said unto her, according 
to the time of life. 

Anp when the child was grewn, it fel] on a day, that he went 18 
out to his father to the reapers. And he said unto his father, My 19 
head, my head. And he said to a lad, Carry him to his mother. 
And when he had taken him, and brought him to his mother, 20 
he sat on her knees till noon, and then died. And she went up, 21 
and laid him on the bed of the man of God, and shut the door 
upon him, and went out. And she called unto her husband, 22 
and said, Send me, I pray thee, one of the young men, and one 
of the asses, that I may run to the man of God, and come again. 
And he said, Wherefore wilt thou go to him to-day ? zt 7s neither 23 
new moon, nor sabbath. And she said, It shall be well. 'Then 24 
she saddled an ass, and said to her servant, Drive, and go for- 
ward; slack not thy riding for me, except I bid thee. So she 25 
went and came unto the man of God to mount Carmel. And it 
came to pass, when the man of God saw her afar off, that he said 
to Gehazi his servant, Behold, yonder zs that Shunammite: run 26 
now, I pray thee, to meet her, and say unto her, Is tt well with 
thee? is it well with thy husband? zs it well with the child? 
And she answered, ft is well. 'And when she came to the man 27 
of God to the hill, she caught him by the feet; but Gehazi came 
near to thrust her away. And the man of God said, Let her 
alone; for her soul 7s vexed within her: and the LORD hath hid 
it from me, and hath not told me. Then she said, Did I desire 28° 
ason of my lord? did I not say, Do not deceive me? Then he:29 
gaid to Gehazi, Gird up thy loins, and take my — thine 
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hand, and go thy way: if thou meet any man, salute him not; 
and if any salute thee, answer him not again: and lay my staff 
upon the face of the child. And the mother of the child said, 30 
‘As the LORD liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee. 
‘And he arose, and followed her. ' And Gehazi passed on before 31 
them, and laid the staff upon the face of the child ; but there was 
neither voice nor hearing. Wherefore he went again to meet 
him, and told him, saying, The child is not awaked. And when 32 
Elisha was come into the house, behold, the child was dead, and 
laid upon his bed. He went in therefore, and shut the door upon 33 
them twain, and prayed unto the LORD. And he went up, and 34 
lay upon the child, and put his mouth upon his mouth, and his 
eyes upon his eyes, and his hands upon his hands; and he > 
stretched himself upon the child; and the flesh of the child 
waxed warm. Then he returned, and walked in the house to 35 
and fro; and went up, and stretched himself upon him: and the 
child sneezed seven times, and the child opened his eyes. And 36 
he called Gehazi, and said, Call this Shunammite. So he called 
her. And when she was come fn unto him, he said, Take up 
thy son. Then she went in, and fell at his feet, and bowed her- 37 
self to the ground, and took up her son, and went out. 

Anp Elisha came again to Gilgal; atid there was a dearth in 38 
the land; and the sons of the prophets were sitting before him: 
and he said unto his seryant, Set on the great pot, and seethe 
pottage for the sons of the prophets. And one went out into the 39 
field to gather herbs, and found a wild vine, and gathered thereof 
wild gourds his lap full, and came and shred them into the pot 
of pottage: for they knew them not. So they poured out for the 40 
men to eat. And it came to pass, as they were eating of the 

ttage, that they cried out, and said, O thou man of God, there 
is death in the pot. And they could not eat thereof. 'Buthe 41 
said, Then bring meal, And he cast zt into the pot; and he said, 
Pour out for the people, that they may eat. And there was no 
harm in the pot. And there came a man from Baal-shalisha, 42 
and brought tha man of God bread of the first-fruits, twenty 
loaves of barley, and full ears of corn in the husk thereof. And 
he said, Give unto the people, that they may eat. And his 43 
servitor said, What! should I set this before an hundred men? 
He said again, Give the people, that they may eat: for thus saith 
the LORD, They shall eat, and shall leave thereof. So he set it 44 
before them, and they did eat, and left thereof, according to the 
word of the LORD. : 

Now Naaman, captain of the host of the king of Syria, was 5& 
a great man with his master, and honorable, because by him the 
LORD had given deliverance unto Syria: he was also a mighty 
man in valor, but he was a leper. And the Syrians had gone out 2 
by companies, and had brought away captive out of the land 
of Israel a little maid; and she waited on Naaman’s wife. And 3 
she said unto her mistress, Would God my lord were with the 
ga that is in Samaria! for he would recover him of his— 


eprosy. fy one went in, and told his lord, saying, Thus and 4 
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thus said the maid that is of the land of Israel. And the king of 
Syria said, Go to, go, and I will send a letter unto the king of 
Israel. And he departed, and took with him ten talents of silver, 
and six thousand pieces of gold, and ten changes of raiment. And 
he brought the letter to the king of Israel, saying, Now when 
this letter is come unto thee, behold, I have therewith sent Naa- 
man my servant to thee, that thou mayest recover him of his 
leprosy. And it came to pass, when the king of Israel had read 
the letter, that he rent his clothes, and said, Am I God, to kill 
and to make alive, that this man doth send unto me to recover 
aman of his leprosy? wherefore consider, I pray you, and see 
how he seeketh a quarrel against me. And it was so, when Elisha 
the man of God had heard that the king of Israel had rent his 
clothes, that he sent to the king, saying, Wherefore hast thou 
rent thy clothes? let him come now to me, and he shall know that 
there is a prophet in Israel. So Naaman came with his horses 
and with his chariot, and stood at the door of the house of Elisha. 
And Elisha sent a messenger unto him, saying, Go and wash in 
Jordan seven times, and thy flesh shall come again to thee, and 
thou shalt be clean. But Naaman was wroth, and went away, 
and said, Behold, I thought, He will surely come out to me, and 
stand, and call on the name of the LORD his God, and strike 
his hand over the place, and recover the leper. Are not Abana 
and Pharpar, rivers of Damascus, better than all the waters of 
Israel? may I not wash in them, and be clean? So he turned 
and went away in arage. And his servants came near, and 
spake unto him, and said, My father, if the prophet had bid thee 
do some great thing, wouldest thou not have done if? how much 
rather then, when he saith to thee, Wash, and be clean? Then 
went he down, and dipped himself seven times in Jordan, ac- 
cording to the saying of the man of God: and his flesh came 
again like unio the flesh of little child, and he was clean. And 
he returned to the man of God, he and all his company, and 
came, and stcod before him: and he said, Behold, now I know 
that there is no God in all the earth, but in Israel: now there- 
fore, I pray thee, take a blessing of thy servant. But he said, As 
the LORD liveth, before whom I stand, I will receive none. 
And he urged him to take it; but he refused. 'And Naaman 
said, Shall there not then, I pray thee, be given to thy servant 
‘wo mules’ burden of earth? for thy servant will henceforth 
fer neither burnt-offering nor sacrifice unto other gods, but unto 
he LORD. In this thing the LORD pardon thy servant, that 
vhen my master goeth into the house of Rimmon to worship 
here, and he leaneth on my hand, and I bow myself in the 
iouse of Rimmon; when I bow down myself in the house of

es Gehazi, the servant of Elisha the man of God, said, Behold, 20 


iy master hath spared Naaman this Syrian, in not receiving at

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run after him, and take somewhat of him. So Gehazi followed 21 
after Naaman. And when Naaman saw him ronning after him, 

he lighted down from the chariot to meet him, and said, Js all 
well? ' And he said, Allis well. My master hath sent me, say- 22 
ing, Behold, even now there be come to me from mount Ephraim 
two young men of the sons of the prophets: give them, I pray 
thee, a talent of silver, and two changes of garments. And Naa- 23 
man said, Be content, take two talents. And he urged him, and 
bound two talents of silver in two bags, with two changes of 
garments, and laid them upon two of his servants ; and they bare 
them before him. And when he came to the tower, he took 24 
them from their hand, and bestowed them in the house: and he 

let the men go, and they departed. But he went in, and stood 25 
before his master. And Elisha said unto him, Whence comest 
thou, Gehazi? And he said, Thy servant went no whither. "And 26 
he said unto him, Went not mine heart with thee, when the man 
turned again from his chariot to meet thee? Is ita time to re- 
ceive money, and to receive garments, and olive-yards, and vine- 
yards, and sheep, and oxen, and rmen-servants, and maid-servants? 
The leprosy therefore of Naaman shall cleave unto thee, and 27 
unto thy seed for ever. And he went out from his presence a leper 
as white as snow. 

Anp the sons of the prophets said unto Elisha, Behold now, the 
place where we dwell with thee is too strait forus. Let us go, 
we pray thee, unto Jordan, and take thence every man a beam, 
and let us make us a place there, where we may dwell. And 
he answered, Go ye. And one said, Be content, I pray thee, 3 
and go with thy servants. And he answered, I will go. 'So he 4 
went with them. And when they came to Jordan, they cut 
down wood. But as one was felling a beam, the ax-head fell 5 
into the water: and he cried, and said, Alas, master! for it was 
borrowed. And the man of God said, Where fell it? and he 6

showed him the place. And he cut down a stick, and cast it in 
thither; and the iron did swim. Therefore said he, Take it up 
to thee.

Ten the king of Syria warred against Israel, and took counsel 
with his servants, saying, In such and such a place shall be my 
camp. And the man of God sent unto the king of Israel, saying, 
Beware that thou pass not such a place; for thither the Syrians 
are come down. And the king of Israel sent to the place which 10 
the man of God told him and warned him of, and saved himself» 
there, not once nor twice. Therefore the heart of the king of 1] 
Syria was sore troubled for this thing ; and he called his servants, 
and said unto them, Will ye not show me which of us zs for the 
king of Israel? And one of his servants said, None, my lord, O 1 
king: but Elisha, the prophet that 2s in Israel, telleth the king of 
Israel the words that thou speakest in thy bed-chamber. And 1; 
he said, Go and spy where he is, that I may send and fetch him. 
And it was told him, saying, Behold, he zs in Dothan. ' Therefore 1 
sent he thither horses and chariots, and a great host: and they 
came by Bight and compassed the city about. And when the 1 
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_ servant of the man of God was risen early, and gone forth, be- 
hold, an host compassed the city both with horses and chariots. 
And his servant said unto him, Alas, my master! how shall we 
do? And he answered, Fear not: for they that be with us are 16 
more than they that 4e with them. And Elisha prayed, and said, 17 
LORD, I pray thee, open his eyes, that he may see. And the 
LORD opened the ‘eyes of the young man; and he saw: and, 
behold, the mountain was full of horses and chariots of fire round 
about Elisha. And when they came down to him, Elisha prayed 18 
unto the LORD, and said, Smite this people, I pray thee, with 
blindness. And he smote them with blindness according to the 
word of Elisha. And Elisha said unto them, This 7s not the way, 19 
neither is this the city: follow me, and I will bring you tothe’ 
man whom ye seek. But he led them to Samaria. 'And it came 20 
to-pass, when they were come into Samaria, that Elisha said, 
LORD, open the eyes of these men, that they may see. And the 
LORD opened their eyes, and they saw; and, behold, they were 
in the midst’of Samaria. And the kine of Israel said unto Elisha, 21 
when he saw them, My father, shall I smite them? shall I smite 
them? And he answered, Thou shalt not smite them: wouldest 22 
thou'smite those whom thou hast taken captive with thy sword 
and with thy bow? set bread and water before them, that they . 
may eat and drink, and go to their master. And he prepared 23 
great provision for them: and when they had eaten and drunk, ~ 
-he sent them away, and they went to their master. So the bands 
of Syria came no more into the land of Israel. , 

AND it came to pass after this, that Ben-hadad -king of Syria 24 
gathered all his host, and went up, and besieged Samaria. And 25 
there, was a great famine in Samaria: and, behold, they besieged 
it, until an ass’s head was sold for fourscore pieces of silver, 
and the fourth part of a cab of dove’s dung for five pieces of 
silver. And as the king of Israel was passing by upon the 26 
wall, there cried a woman unto him, saying,-Help, my lord, , 
O king! And he said, If the LORD do not help thee, whence 27 
shall I help thee? out of the barn-floor, or out of the wine-press? 
‘And the king said unto her, What aileth thee? And she an- 28 
swered, This woman said unto me, Give thy son, that we may 
eat him to-day, and we will eat my, son to-morrow. So we boiled 29 
my son, and did eat him: and I said unto her on the next day, 
Give thy son; that we may eat him: and she hath hid her son. ’ 
And it came to pass, when the king heard the words ofthe woman, 30 
that he rent his clothes; and he passed by upon the wall, and 
the people looked, and, behold, he had sackcloth within upon his 
flesh. ‘Then he said, God do so and more also to me, if the head 31 
of Elisha the son of Shaphat shall stand on him this day. But 32° 
Elisha sat in his house, and the elders sat with him; and the king 
sent aman from before him: but ere the messenger came to 
him, he said to the elders, See ye how this son of a murderer hath 
sent to take away mine head? look, when the messenger cometh, 
shut the door, and hold him fast at the door: is not the sound of» |, 
his master’s feet behind him? : ie while he yet ba: with 33° 
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them, behold, the messenger came down unto him: and he said, 
Behold, ‘this evil 7s of the LORD; what should I wait for the _ 
LORD any longer? Then Elisha said, Hear ye the word of the 7 
LORD; Thus saith the LORD, To-morrow about this time shall ~- 
a measure of fine flour 4e sold for a shekel, and two measures of 
parley for a shekel, in the gate of Samaria. Thena lord on, 2 
whose hand the king leaned answered the man of God, and said, 
Behold, if the. LORD would make windows in heayen, might 
this thing be? And he said, Behold, thou shalt see 2¢ with thine 
eyes, but shalt not eat thereof. And there were four leprous 
men at the entering in of the gate: and they said one to another, 
Why sit we here until we die? If we say, we will enter into. 4 
the city, then the famine is in the city, and we shall die there: , 
and if we sit still here, we die also. Now therefore come, and let 

us fall unto the host of the Syrians: if they save us alive, we shall 
live; and if they kill us, we shall but die. And they rose up in 5 
the twilight, to go unto the camp of the Syrians: and when they | 
were come to the uttermost part of the camp of Syria, behold, 
there was no man there. For the LORD had made the host of 6 
the Syrians to hear a noise of chariots, and a noise of horses, even 
the noise of a great host: and they said one to another, Lo, the 
king of Israel hath hired against us the kings of the Hittites, 
and the kings of the Egyptians, to come upon us, Wherefore 7 
they arose and fled in the twilight, and left their tents, and their 
horses, and their asses, even the camp as it was, and fled for their 
life.. And when these lepers came to the uttermost part of the. 8 
camp, they wenbinto one tent, and did eat and drink, and carried 
thence silver, and gold, and raiment, and went and hid zt; and 
came again, and entered into another tent, and carried thence — 
also, and went and hid tt. Then they said one to another, We 9 
do not well: this day ‘is a day of good tidings, and we hold our 
peace; if we tarry tll the morning light, some mischief will 
come upon us: now therefore come, that we may go and tell the

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which the Syrians had cast away in their haste. And the mes- 
sengers returned, and told the king: And the people went out, 16 
and spoiled the tents of the Syrians.

And he answered, 
He told me that thou shouldest surely recover: And it came to 15 
pass on the morrow, that he took a thick cloth, and dipped 2 in 
“water, and spread it on his face, so that he died: and Hazael_ 
reigned in his stead. i : 

Anp in the fifth year of Joram the-son of Ahab king of Israel, 16_ 
Jehoshaphat beg then king. of Judah, Jehoram the son of Je- 
‘hoshaphat king of Judah began to reign... Thirty-and-two years 17 
old was he when he began to reign; and he reigned eight years 
an Jerusalem. And he walked in the way of the kings of Israel, 18 
as did: the house of Ahab: for the daughter of Ahab was his 
wife: and he did evil in the sight of the LORD. Yet the LORD.19

And Joram slept with his 24 
fathers, and was buried with his fathers, in the city of David: 
and Ahaziah his son reigned in his stead. wba 

In the twelfth year of Joram the son of Ahab king of Israel, 25 
did Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of Judah begin to reign. 
Two-and-twenty years old was Ahaziah when he began to reign; 26 
and he reigned one year in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name | 
was Athaliah, the daughter of Omri king of Israel. And he 27 
walked in the way of the house of Ahab; and did evil in the 
sight of the LORD, as did the house of Ahab: for he was the 
son-in-law of the house of Ahab, And he went with Joram the 28 
son. of Ahab to the war against Hazael king of Syria in Ramoth- 
gilead; and the Syrians wounded Joram... And king Joram 29 
went back to be healed in Jezreel of the wounds which ‘the. |

zael king of. Syria.. And Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah went down to see Joram the son of Ahab in Jezreel, be- 
cause he was sick. : ai} ; 

Anp Elisha the. prophet called one of the children of the 9 
prophets, and said unto him, Gird up thy loins, and take this box 
of oil in rune hand, and yo to. Ramoth-gilead::and when thou 2

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comest thither, look out there Jehn the son of Jehoshaphat the 


son of Nimshi, and go in, and make him arise up from among 
his brethren, and carry him to an inner chamber: then take the 
box of oil, and pour ifn his head, and say, Thus saith the LORD, 
_I have anointed thee king over Israel. Then open the door, 
and flee, and tarry not. So the young man, even the young man 
the prophet, went to Tamed gilead. And when he ‘came, be- 


hold, the captains of the host were sitting; and he said, I have _ 
an errand to thee, O captain. And Jehu said, Unto which of all _ 


us? And he said, To thee, O captain. ' And he arose, and went 
into the house; and he poured the oil on his head, and said unto 
him, Thus saith the LORD God of Israel, I have anointed thee 
king over the people of the LORD, even over Israel.. And thou 


shalt smite the house of Ahab thy master, that I may avenge _ 


the blood of my servants the prophets, and the blood of all the 
servants of the LORD, at the hand of Jezebel. For the whole 
house of Ahab shall perish: and I will cut off from Ahab him 
that pisseth against the wall, and him that is shut up and left in 
Israel: and I will make the house of Ahab like the house of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, and like the house of Baasha the 
gon of Ahijah: and the dogs shall eat Jezebel in the portion of 
Jezreel, and there shall be none to bury her.

And Joram said, Make ready. And his chariot was made ready. 21 
And Joram king of Israel and Ahaziah king of Judah went 
out, each jn his chariot, and they went out against Jehu, and 
met him in the portion of Naboth the Jezreelite. And it came 22 
to pass, when Joram saw Jehu, that he said, Is it peace, Jehu? 
And he answered, What peace, so long as the whoredoms of 
thy mother Jezebel and her witcherafts are so many? And 23 
Joram turned his hands, and fled, and said to Ahaziah, There is 
treachery, O Ahaviah. And Jehu drew a bow with his full 24 
strength, and smote Jehoram between his arms, and the arrow 
went out at his heart, and he sunk down in his chariot. Then 25 
said’ Jehu to Bidker his captain, Take up, and cast him in the 
portion of the field of Naboth the Jezreelite : for remember how 
that, when I and thou rode together after Ahab his father, the 
LORD laid this burden upon him; Surely I have seen yesterday 26 
the blood of Naboth, and the blood of his sons, saith the LORD; 
and I will requite thee in this plat, saith the LORD. Now 
therefore take and cast him into the plat of ground, according 

to the word of the LORD. 

Bur when Ahaziah the king of Judah saw this, he fled by 27 
the way ‘of the garden-house. And Jehu followed after him, 
and said, Smite him !so in the chariot. And they did so at the 
going up to Gur, which zs by Ihleam. And he fled to Megiddo, 
and died there. And his servants carried him in a chariot to 28 ° 
Jerusalem, and buried him in his sepulchre with his fathers in 
the ‘city of David. And in the eleventh year of Joram the son 29 
of Ahab began Ahaziah to reign oyer Judah. 

Anp when Jehu was come to Jezreel, Jezebel heard of it; 30 
and she painted her face, and tired her head, and looked out at 
a window. And as Jehu entered in at the gate, she said, Had 31 
Zimri peace, who slew his master? And he lifted up his face to 32 
the window, and said, Who is on my side? who? And there 
looked out to him two or three eunnchs., And he said, Throw 33 
her,down. So they threw her down: and \some of her blood 
was sprinkled on the wall, and on the horses: and he trode her 
under foot. And when he was come in, he did eat and drink, 34 
and said, Go, see now this-cursed woman, and bury her: for she 
is a king’s daughter. And they went to bury her: but they 35 
found no more of her than the scull, and the feet, and the palms — 
of her hands. ' Wherefore they came agaiu, and told him. And 36 
he said, This zs the word of the LORD, which he spake by his < 
servant, Elijah the Tishbite, saying, In the portion of Jezreel 
shall dogs eat the flesh of Jezebel: and the caress of Jezebel 37 
shall be as dung upon the face of the field in ihe portion of 
Jezreel : so that they shall not say, This 7s Jezebel... 

Ayn Ahab had seventy sons in Samaria, And \ Jehu wroteLO 
letters, and sent to Samaria, unto the rulers of Jez reel, to the 
elders, and to them that brought up Ahab’s children, saying, 
Now as soon as this letter cometh to you, seeing yoi It master’s 2 
sons are yuh you, and ihere are with you chariots and horses, 
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a fenced city also, and armor; look even out the best and meetest 
of your master’s sons, and set him on his father’s throne, and fight 
for your master’s house. But they were exceedingly afraid, and 
said, Behold, two kings stood not before him: how then shall 
we stand? And he that was over the house, and he that was 
over the city, the elders also, and the bringers up of the children, 
sent to Jehu, saying, We are thy servants, and will do all. that 
thou shalt bid us; we will notmake any king: do thou that which 
is good in thine eyes. ‘Then he wrote a letter the second time 
to them, saying, If ye be mine, and 7f ye will hearken unto my 
voice, take ye the heads of the men your inaster’s sons, and 
come to me to Jezreel by to-morrow this time. Now the king’s 
sons, being seventy persons, were with the great men of the city, 
which brought them up. And it came to pass, when the letter 
came to them, that they took the king’s sons, and slew seventy 
persons, and put their heads in baskets, and sent him them to 
Jezreel. And there came a messenger, and, told him, saying, 
They have brought the heads of the king's sons. And he said, 
Lay ye them in two heaps at the entering in of the gate until 
the morning. And it came to pass in the morning, that he went 
ouf, and stood, and said to all the people, Ye fe righteous; be- 
hold, I conspired against my master, and slew him: but who 
slew all these? Know now that there shall fall unto the earth 
nothing of the word of the LORD, which the LORD spake con- 
cerning the house of Ahab: for the LORD hath done that which 
he spake by his ‘servant Elijah. So Jehu slew all that. re- 
mained of the house of Ahab in Jezreel, and all his great men, 
and his, kinsfolks, and his priests, uatil he left him none re- 
maining. 

AnD he arose and departed, and came to. Samaria.. And as 
he was at the shearing-house in the way, Jehu met with the 
brethren of Ahaziah king of Judah, and said, Who are ye? And 
they answered, We are the brethren of Ahaziah; and we go 
down to salute the children of the king and the children of the 
queen. 'And he said, Take, them alive. And they took them 
alive, and slew them at the pit of the shearing-house, even two- 
and-forty men; neither left he any of them: 
~ Anp when he was departed thence, he lighted on Jehonadab 
the son of Rechab coming to meet him: and he saluted him, and 
said to him, ts thine heart right, as my heart 7s with thy heart? 
And ‘Jehonadab answered, It is. It it be, give me thine hand. 
And he gave /vm his hand ; and he took him up to him into the 
chariot. And he said, Come. with me, and see my zeal:for the 
LORD. So they made him ride in his chariot. 'And when he 
came to Samaria, he slew all that remained unto Ahab in Sa- 
maria, till he had destroyed him, according to the saying of the 
LORD, which he spake to Elijah, And Jehu gathered all the 
people together, and said unto them, Ahab served Baal a little; 
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but Jehu shall serve him much. Now therefore call unto me all 19 


he prophets of Baal, all his servants, and all his priests; let. 
none be wanting; for I haye a great sacrifice to do Fi 
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whosoever shall be wanting, he shall not live. But Jehu did wz 
in subtilty, to the intent that he might, destroy the worshippers 
of Baal. And Jehu said, Proclaim a solemn assembly for Baal. 20 
And they proclaimed it. ' And Jehu sent through all Israel: and 21 _ 
all the worshippers of Baal came, so that. there was not a man 
left that came not. And they came into the house of Baal, and 
the house of Baal was full from one end to another. And he 22 
said unto him that was over the vestry, Bring forth vestments 
for all the worshippers of Baal. And he brought them forth 
vestments. And Jehu went, and Jehonadab the son of Rechab, 23 
into the house of Baal, and said unto the worshippers of Baal, 
Search, and look that there be here with you none of the ser- 
vants of the LORD, but the worshippers of Baal only. And when 24 
they went in to offer sacrifices and burnt-offerings, Jehu appointed 
fourscore men without, and said, Jf any of the men whom I have 
brought into your hands escape, he that letteth him go, his life 
shall be for the life of him. And it came to pass, as soon as he 25 
had made an end of offering the burnt-offering, that Jehu said 
to the guard and to the captains, Go in, and slay them: let none 
come forth. And they smote them with the edge of the sword ; 
and the guard and the captains cast them out, and went to the 
city of the house of Baal. And they bronght forth the images 26 
outof the house of Baal, and burned them. And they brake 27 
down the image of Baal, and brake down the house of Baal, and 
made it a draught house unto this day. Thus Jehu destroyed 28 
Baal out of Israel. Howbeit from the sins of Jeroboam the 29 
son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin, Jehu departed not from 
after them, fo wit, the golden calves that-were in Beth-el, and - 
that were in Dan. And the LORD said unto Jehu, Because thou 30 
hast done well in executing that which is right in mine eyes,and 
hast done unto the house of Ahab according to all that was in 
mine heart, thy children of the fourth generation shall sit on the 
throne of Israel. But Jehu took no heed to walk in the law of 31 
the LORD God of Israel with all his heart: for he departed not 
from the sins of Jeroboam, which made Israel to sin. In those 32 
days the LORD began to cut Israel short: and Hazael smote _, 
them in all the coasts of Israel; from Jordan eastward, all the 33 
land of Gilead, the Gadites, and the Reubenites, and the Ma- 
nassites, from Aroer, which is by the river Arnon, even Gilead 
and Bashan. Now the rest of the acts of Jehu, and all that he 34 
did, and all his might, are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel? And Jchu slept with his 35 
fathers : and they buried him in Samaria. And Jehoahaz his son — : 
reigned in his stead. And the time that Jehu reigned over Israel 36, 
in Samaria was twenty-and-eight years. ; bed 
Awp when Athaliah the mother of Ahaziah saw that her sonLL 
was dead, she arose and destroyed all the seed royal. ButJe- 2 
hosheba, the daughter of king Joram, sister of Ahaziah, took 
Joash the son of Ahaziah, and sfole him from among the king’s 
sons which were slain; and they hid him, even him and his 
nurse, in #s bed-chamber from Athaliah, so that he was not 
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slain. -And he was with her hid in the house of the LORD six 
years. And Athaliah did reign over the land. 

AND the seventh year Jehoiada sent and fetched the rulers 
over hundreds, with the captains and the guard, and brought 
them to him into the house of the LORD, and made a covenant 
with them, and took an eath of them in the house of the LORD, 
and showed them the king’s son. And he commanded them, 
saying, This is the thing that ye shall do; A third part of you 
that enter im on the sabbath shall even be keepers of the watch 
of the king’s house; and a third part shall be at the gate of Sur; 
and a third part at the gaie behind the guard: so shall ye keep 
the watch of the house, that it be not broken down. And two 
poe of all you that go forth on the sabbath, even they shall 

eep the watch of the house of the LORD about the king. And 
ye shall compass the king round about, every man with his 
‘weapons in his hand; and he that cometh within the ranges, let 
him be slain: and be ye with the king as-he goeth out and as 
he cometh in. And the’ captains over the hundreds did ac- 
cording to all things that Jehoiada the priest commanded: and 
they took every man his men that were to come in on the sab- 
bath, with them that should go out on the sabbath, and came to 
Jehoiada the priest. And to the captains over hundreds did the 
priests give king Dayid’s spears and shields, that were in the 
temple of the LORD. And the guard stood, every man with 
his weapons in his hand, round about the king, from the right 
corner of-the temple to the left corner of the temple, along by 
the altar and the’ temple. And he brovght forth the king’s son, 
and put the crown upon him, and gave him the testimony ; and they 
made him king, and anointed him ; and they clapped their hands, 
and said, God save the king. And when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the guard and of the people, she came to the people into 
the temple of the LORD: And when she looked, behold, the 
‘king stood by a pillar, as the manner wes, and the princes and 
the trumpeters by the king, and all the people of the land _re- 
joiced, and blew with trumpets: and Athaliah rent her clothes, 
and cried, Treason, Treason. But Jehoiada the priest commanded 
the captains of the hundreds, the officers of the host, and said 
unto them, Have her forth without the ranges: and him that fol- 
loweth her kill with the sword. For the priest had said, Let her 
not. be slain in the house of the LORD. And they Jaid hands 
on ber; and she went by the way by the which the horses 
came into the king’s house: and there was she slain. 

Anp Jehoiada made a covenant between the LORD and the 
king and the people, that they should be the LORD'S people; be- 
tween the king also and the people. _ And all the people of the 
Jand went into the house of Baal, and brake it down; his altars 
and his images brake they in pieces thoroughly, and slew Mattan 
the priest of Baal before the altars. And the priest appointed 
officers over the house of the LORD. And he took the rulers 
over hundreds, and the captains, and the guard, and all the peo- 


ple of the land; and they brought down the king from ihe hens. 
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of the LORD, and came by the way of the gate of the guard to 
the king’s house. And he sat on the throne of the kings. 'And 20 
all the people of the land rejoiced, and the city was in quiet: and 
they slew Athaliah with the sword beside the king’s house. : 
Seven years old was Jetioash when he began to reign. 'In theh2 
seventh year of Jehu, Jehoash began ‘to reign; and forty years 
reigned he in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name was Zibiah of 
Beer-sheba. And Jehoash did that which was right in the sight’ 2 
of the LORD all his days wherein Jehoiada the priest instructed 
him. But the high places were uot taken away: the people 
still sacrificed and burnt incense in the high places. And Jehoash 
said to the priests, All the money of the dedicated’ things that 
“is brought into the house of the LORD, even the money of every 
one that passeth the account, the money that every man is set at, 
and all the money that cometh into any man’s heart to bring into 
the house of the LORD, 'let the priests take 2 to them, every 5 
man of his acquaintance; and let them repair the breaches of 
the house,-wheresoever any breach shall be found. But it was 6 
so, that in the three-and-twentigth year of king Jehoash, the 
priests had not repaired the breaches of the house. Then king 7 
Jehoash called for Jehoiada the priest, and the other priests, and 
said unto them, Why repair ye not the breaches of the house? 
now therefore receive no more money of your acquaintance, but 
deliver it for the breaches of the house. And the priests con- 8 
sented to receive no more money of the people, neither to repair 
the breaches of the house. But Jehoiada the priest took a chest, 9 
and bored a hole in the lid of it, and set it beside the altar, on the 
right side as one cometh into the house of the LORD: and the 
riests that kept the door put therein all the money that was 
Brought into the house of the LORD. And it was so, when they 10 
saw that there was much money in the chest, that the king’s 
scribe and the high priest came up, and they put up in bags, and 
told the money that was found in the house of the LORD. And 11 
they gave the money, being told, into the hands of them that did 
the work, that had the oversight of the house of the LORD: and 
they laid it out to the carpenters and builders, that wrought 
upon the house of the LORD,'and to masons, and hewers of 12 
stone, and to buy timber and hewed stone to repair the breaches’ | 
of the house of the LORD, and for all that was laid out for the 
house to repair it. Howbeit there were not made for the house 13 
of the LORD bowls of silver, snuffers, basons, trumpets, any ves- 
sels of gold, or vessels of silver, of the money that was brought 
into the house of the LORD: but they gave that to the workmen, 14 
and repaired therewith the house of the LORD. Moreover they 15 
reckoned not with the men, into whose hand they delivered the ~ 
money to be bestowed on workmen: for they dealt faithfully.’ 
The trespass-money and sin-money was not brought into the 16 
house of the LORD: it was the priests’. - 
Turn Hazael king of Syria went up, and fought against Gath, 17 
and took it: and Hazael set his face to go up to Jerusalem. And 18 
Jehoash King of Judah took all the hallowed things that Je- . 
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hoshaphat, and Jehoram, and Ahaziah, his fathers, kings of Ju- 
dah, had dedicated, and his own hallowed things, and all the 
gold that was found in the treasures of the house of the LORD, 
and in the king’s house, and sent it to Hazael king of Syria: 
and he went away from Jerusalem. And the rest of the acis 19 
of Joash, and all that he did, are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Judah? And his servants arose, 20 
and made a conspiracy, and slew Joash in the house of Millo, 
which goeth down to Silla. For Jozachar the son of Shimeath, 21 
and Jehozabad the son of Shomer, his servants, smote him, and 

he died; and they buried him with his fathers in the city of 
David: and Amaziah his son reigned in his stead. 

In the three-and-twentieth year of Joash the son of Ahaziah13 
king of Judah, Jehoahaz the son of Jehu began to reign over 
Israel in Samaria, and reigned seventeen years. And he did 2 
that which was evil in the sight of the LORD, and followed the 
sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, which made Israel to sin; 
he departed not therefrom. And the anger of the LORD was 3 
kindled against Israel, and he delivered them into the hand of 
Hazael king of Syria, and into the hand of Ben-hadad the son 
of Hazael, all therr days. And Jehoahaz besought the LORD, 4 
and the LORD hearkened unto him; for he saw the oppression 
of Israel, because the king of Syria oppressed them. (And the 5 
LORD gave Israel a savior, so that they went out from under... 
the hand of the Syrians: and the children of Israel dwelt, in 
their tents, as beforetime. Nevertheless they departed not from 6 
the sins of the house of Jeroboam, who made Israel sin, but 
walked therein: and there remained the grove also in Samaria.) 
Neither did he leave of the people to Jehoahaz, but fifty horse- 7, 
men, and ten chariots, and ten thousand footmen ; for the king 
of Syria had destroyed them, and had made them like the dust 
by threshing. Now. the rest of the acts of Jehoahaz, and all 8 
that he did, and his might, are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Israel?- And Jehoahaz slept with 9 
his fathers; and they buried him in Samaria; and Joash his son 
reigned in his stead. 

In the thirty-and-seventh year of Joash king of Judah, began 10 
Jehoash the son of Jehoahaz to reign over Israel in Samaria, 
and reigned sixteen years. .And he did that which was evil in 11 
the dight of the LORD; he departed not from all the sins of 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made Israel sin, but he walked 
therein. _ And the rest of the acts of Joash, and all that he did, 12 
and his might wherewith he fought against Amaziah king of 
Judah, are they not written in the book of the chronicles of ' 
the kings of Israel? And Joash slept with his fathers; and Jero- 13 
boam sat upon his throne: and Joash was buried in Samaria 
with the kings of Israel. Now Elisha. was fallen sick of his 14 

‘sickness whereof he died. And Joash the king of Israel came 
down unto him, and wept over his face, and said, O my father, . 
‘my father, the chariot of Israel, and the horsemen thereof. And 15 

: Elisha said unto him, Take bow and arrows. And he tog unto. 
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him bow and arrows. And he said to the king of Israel, Put 16 
thine-hand upon the bow. And he puthis hand upon it: and _ 
Elisha put his hands upon the king’s hands. And he said, Open 17 
the window eastward. And he opened if. Then Elisha said, _ 
Shoot. And he shot. And he said, the arrow of the LORD’S 
deliverance, and the arrow of deliverance from Syria: for’ thou 
shalt smite the Syrians in Aphek, till thou have consumed them. 

' And he said, Take the arrows. And he took them. And he 18 
said unto the king of Israel, Smite upon the ground. And he 
smote thrice, and stayed. And the man of God was wroth with 19 
him, and said, Thou shouldest have smitten five or six times; 
then hadst thou smitten Syria till thou hadst consumed 7: 
whereas now thou shalt smite Syria but thrice. And Elisha 20 
died, and they buried him. And the bands of the Moabites 
ivaded the land at the coming in of the year. And it came to. 21 
pass, as they were burying a man, that, behold, they spied a 
band of men ; and they cast the man into the sepulchre of Eli- 
sha: and when the man was let down, and touched the bones 

of Elisha, he revived, and stood up on his feet. But Hazael 22 
king of Syria oppressed Israel al the days of Jehoahaz. And 23 
the LORD was gracious unto them, and had compassion on them, 
and had respect unto them, because of his covenant with Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob, and would now destroy them, neither 
cast he them from his presence as yet. So Hazael king of Syria 24 
died ; and Ben-hadad his son reigned in his stead: And Jehoash 25 
the son of Jehoahaz took again ont of the hand of Ben-hadad the 
son of Hazael the cities, which he had taken out of the hand of 
Jehoahaz his father by war. Three times did Joash beat him, 
and recovered the cities of Israel. ; 

IN the second year of Joash son of Jehoahaz king of Israel, 34 
reigned Amaziah the son of Joash king of Judah. He was 2 
twenty-and-five years old when he began to reign, and reigned 
twenty-and-nine years in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Jehoaddan af Jerusalem. And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the LORD, yet not like David his father: he did 
according to all things as Joash his father did. Howbeit the 
high places were not taken away: as yet the people did sacrifice 
and burnt incense on the high places. And it came to pass, 
as soon as the kingdom was confirmed in his hand, that he slew 
his servants which had slain the king his father. But the chil- 
dren of the murderers he slew not: according unto that which 
is written in the book of the law of Moses, wherein the LORD 
commanded, saying, The fathers shall not be put to death for 
the children, nor’'the children be put to death. for the fathers ; 
but every man shall be put to death for his own sin. 

He slew of Edom in the valley of salt ten thousand, and took 
Selah by war, and called the name of it Joktheel unto this day. 

Ten Amaziah sent messengers to Jehoash, the son of Jehoa- 8 
haz, son of Jehu king of Israel, saying, Come, let us look one 
another im the face. And Jehoash the king of Israel sent to 
Ane at of Judah, saying, The thistle that was in Lebanon 
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sent to the cedar that was in Lebanon,saying, Give thy daughter 
to my son to. wife: and there passed by a wild beast that was in 
Lebanon, and trode down the thistle. Thceu hast indeed smitten 10 
Edom, and thine heart hath lifted thee up: glory of this, and 
tarry at home: for why shonidest thou meddle to tiy hurt, that 
thou shouldest fall, even thon, and Judah with thee? But Ama- 11 
ziah would not. hear: Therefore Jehoash king of Israel went 
up;/and he.and Amaziah king of Judah looked one another in 
the face at Beth-shemesh, which belongeth to Judah. And Judah 12 
was put to the worse before Israel; and they fled every man to 
their tents. And Jehoash king of Israel took Amaziah king of 13 
Judah, the son of Jehoash the:son of Ahaziah, at Beth-shemesh, 
and came to. Jerusalem, and brake down the wall of Jerusalem 
from the gate of Ephraim unto the corner gate, four hundred 
cubits. -And he took all the gold and silver, and all the vessels 14 
that were found in the house of the LORD, and in the treasures 
of the king’s house, and hostages, and returned to Samaria. Now 15 
the rest of the acts of Jehoash which he did, and his might, and 
how he fought with Amaziah king of Judah, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Israel? And 16 
Jehoash slept with his fathers, and was buried in Samaria with 
the kings of Israel; and Jeroboam his son reigned in his stead. 
)Anp Amaziah the son of Joash king of Judah lived after the 17 
death of Jehoash son of Jehoahaz king of Israel fifteen years. 
And the rest of the acts of Amaziah, are they not written in the 18 
book of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? Now they made 19 
a conspiracy against him in Jerusalem: and he fled to Lachish; 
but they sent after him to Lachish, and slew him there. And 20 
they brought him on horses: and he was buried at Jerusalem 
with his fathers in the city of David 
» Anpall the people of Judah took Azariah, which was sixteen 21 
eats old, and made him king instead of his father Amaziah. He 22 
built Elath, and restored it to Judah, after that the king slept 
with his fathers. 
In the fifteenth year of Amaziah the son of Joash king of 23 
Judah, Jeroboam the son of Joash king of Israel began to reign 
in Samaria, and reigned forty-and-one years. And he did that 24 
which was evil in the sight of the LORD: he departed not from 
all the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made Israel to 
sin. He restored the coast of Israel from the entering of Hamath 25 
unto the sea of the plain, according to the word of the LORD 
God of Israel, which he spake by the hand of his servant Jonah, 
the son of Amittai, the prophet, which was of Gath-hepher. For 26 
the LORD saw the affliction of Israel, that it was very bitter: 
for there was not any shut up, nor any left, nor any helper for 
Israel. And the LORD: said not that he would blot out the 27 
name of Israel from under heaven: but he saved them by the _ 
hand. of Jeroboam: the son of Joash. Now the rest of the acts 28 
of Jeroboam, and all that he did, and his might, how he warred, 
and how he recovered Damascus, and Hamath, which belonged. 
to Judah, for Israel, are they bys written. im the as the: 
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chronicles of the kings of Israel? And Jeroboam slept with his 29 
fathers, even with the kings of Israel; and Zachariah his son 
reigned in his stead. ; 

In the twenty-and-seventh year of Jeroboam king of Israel,L& 
began Azariah son of Amaziah king of Judah to reign. Sixteen 2 
years old was he when he began to reign, and he reigned two- 
and-fifty years in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name was Jecho- 
liah of Jerusalem. And he did.that which was right in the sight» 3 
of the LORD, according to all that his father Amaziah had done; 
‘save that the high places were not removed: the people sacri- 4 
ficed and burnt incense still on the high places. And the LORD 5 
smote the king, so that he was a leper unto the day of his death, 
and dwelt in a several house. And Jotham the king’s son was 
over the house, judging the people of the land. And the rest 6 
of the acts of Azariah, and all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? So Azariah 7 
slept with his fathers; and they buried him with his fathers in 
the city of David: and Jotham his son reigned in his stead. 

In the thirty-and-eighth year of Azariah king of Judah did 8 
Zachariah the son of Jeroboam *eign over Israel in Samaria 
six months. And he did that which was evil in the sight of the 9 
LORD, as his fathers had done: he departed not from the sins 
of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin. And 10 
Shallum the son of Jabesh conspired against him, and smote him 
before the people, and slew him, and reigned in his stead. And 11° 
the rest of the avis of Zachariah, behold, they are written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of Israel. This was the 12 
word of the LORD which he spake unto Jehu, saying, Thy sons 
shall sit on the throne of Israel unto the fourth generation. And 
so it came to pass. ) 

Suaxum the son of Jabesh began to reign in the nine-and- 13 
thirtieth year of Uzziah king of Judah; and he reigned a full 
month in Samaria. For Menahem the son of Gadi went up from 14 
Tirzah, and came to Samaria, and smote Shallum the son of Ja- — 
besh in Samaria, and slew him, and reigned in his stead. And 15 
the rest of the acts of Shallum, and his conspiracy which he 
made, behold, they are written in the book of the chronicles of 
_ the kings of Israel. Then Menahem smote Tiphsah, and all that 16 

were therein, and the coasts thereof from Tirzah: because they 
opened not to him, therefore he ‘smote it; and all the women © 
therein that were with child he ripped up. In the nine-and- 17 
thirtieth year of Azariah king of Judah began Menahem the 
son of Gadi to reign over Israel, and reigned ten years in Sama- 
ria. And he did that which was evil in the sight of the LORD: 18 
he departed not all his days from the sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, who made Israel to sin. And Pul the king of Assyria 19 
came against the land: and Menahem gave Pul a thousand 
talents of silver, that his hand might be with him to confirm the 
kingdom in his hand. And Menahem exacted the money of 20 
Israel, even of all the mighty men of wealth, of each’ man 
shekels ef, mae to give to the king of Assyria. So the king of 
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Assyria turned back, and stayed not there“in the land. And 21 
the rest of the acts of Menahem, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Israel? 
And Menahem slept with his fathers; and Pekahiah his son 22 
reigned in his stead. 

In the fiftieth year of Azariah king of Judah, Pekahiah the 23 
son“of Menahem began to reign over Israel in Samaria, and 
reigned two years. And he did that which was evil in the sight 24 
of the LORD: he departed not from the sins of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin. But Pekah the son of 25 
Remaliah, a captain of his, conspired against him, and smote him 
in Samaria, in the palace of the king's honse, with Argob and 
Arieh, and with him fifty men of the Gileadites: and he killed. 
him, and reigned in his room. And the restof the acts of Peka- 26 
hiah, and all that he did, behold, they are written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Israel. 

In the two-and-fiftieth year, of Azariah king of Judah, Pekah 27 
the son of Remaliah began to reign over Israel in Samaria, and 
reigned twenty years. And he did that which was evil in the 28 
sight of the LORD: he departed not from the sins of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin. In the days of Pekah 29 
king of Israel came Tiglath-pileser king of Assyria, and. took 
Tjon, and Abel-beth-maachah, and Janoah, and Kedesh, and Ha- 
zor, and Gilead, and Galilee, all the land of Naphtali, and carried 
them captive to Assyria. And Hoshea the son of Elah made a 30 
conspiracy against Pekah the son of Remaliah, and smote him, 
and slew him, and reigned in his stead, in the twentieth year of 
Jotham the son of Uzziah. And the rest of the acts of Pekah, 31 
and all that he did, behold, they are written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel. 

In the second year of Pekah the son of Remaliah king of 32 
Israel, began Jotham the son of Uzziah king of Judah to reign. 
Five-and-twenty years old was he when he began to reign, and 33 
he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Jerusha, the daughter of Zadok. And he did that which was 34 
right in the sight of the LORD: he did according to all that his 
father Uzziah had done. Howbeit the high places were not re- 35 
moved : the people sacrificed and burned incense still in the high 

laces. He built the higher gate of the house of the LORD. 

ow the rest of the acts of Jotham, and all that he did, are they 36 
not written in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? 

In those days the LORD’ began to send against Judah Rezin the 27 
king of Syria, and Pekah the son of Remaliah. And Jotham 38 
slept with his fathers, and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David his father: and Ahaz his son reigned in his stead. 
‘ IN the seventeenth year of Pekah the son of Remaliah, Ahazl.6 
the son of Jotham king of Judah began to reign. Twenty years 2 
old was Ahaz when he began to reign, and reigned sixteen years 
in Jerusalem, and did not that which was right in the sight of the 
LORD his God, like David his father: Buthe walked in the 3 
way of the kings of Israel, yea, and made his son to oo 
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the fire, according to the abominations of the heathen, whom . 
the LORD cast ont from before the children of Israel. And he, 4 
sacrificed and burnt incense in the high places, and/on the hills, 
and under every green tree. if ; 

Tren Rezin king of Syria and Pekah son of Remaliah king. 5 
of Israel came up to Jerusalem to war: and they besieged Ahaz, 
but could not overcome him. At that time Rezin king of Syma, 6 
recovered Elath to Syria, and drave the Jews from Elath: ‘and 
the Syrians came to Elath, and dwelt there unto thisday. So 7 
Ahaz sent messengers to Tiglath-pilezer king of Assyria, saying, 
1 am thy servant and thy son: come up, and saye me out of the . 
hand of the king of Syria, and out of the hand of the king of 
Israel, which rise up against me. And Ahaz took the silverand 8 
gold that was found in the house of the LORD, and in. the treas- 
ures of the king’s house, and sent it for a present to the king of 
Assyria. And the king of Assyria hearkened unto him: for the 9 
king of Assyria went up against Damascus, and took it, and 
carried the people of it captive to Kir, and slew Rezin. | 

Anp king Ahaz went to Damascus to meet Tiglath-pilezer 10 
king of Assyria, and saw an alta¥ that was at Damascus: and 
king Ahaz sent to Urijah the priest the fashion of the altar, and 
the pattern of it, according to all the workmanship thereof. And 11 
Urijah the priest built an altar according to all that king Ahaz 
had sent from Damascus; so Urijah the priest made az against 
king Ahaz came from Damascus. And when the king was come 12 
from Damascus, the king saw the altar; and the king approached 
to the.altar, and. offered thereon. . And he burnt his burnt-offer-, 13 
ing and his, meat-offering, and poured his. drink-offering, and 
sprinkled the blood of his peace-offerings, upon the altar. And 14 
he brought also the brazen altar, which was before the LORD, |, 
from the fore-front of the house, from between the altar and the 
house of the LORD, and put it on the north side of the altar. 
And king Ahaz commanded Urijah the priest, saying, Upon the 15 
great altar burn the; morning burnt-offering, and the.evening 
meat-offering, and the king’s burnt sacrifice, and his meat-offer- . , 
ing, with the burnt-offering of all the people of the. land, and’ 
their meat-offering, and their drink-offerings; and sprinkle upon 
it all the blood of the burnt-offering, and all the blood of the. ., 
sacrifice: and the brazen altar shall be for me to inquire y. |, 
Thus did Urijah the priest, according to all that king Ahaz.com- 16 
manded. And king Ahaz cut off the borders of the bases, and 17 
removed the layer from off them; and took down the sea from , 
off the brazen oxen that were under it, and put it upon.a pave- 
ment of stones. And the covert for the sabbath that they had 18 
built in the house, and the king’s entry without, turned he from — 
the house of the LORD for the, king of Assyria. Now the. rest 19 
of the acts of Ahaz which he did, ere'they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? And Ahaz slept 20 
with his fathers, and was buried with his fathers in the city of 
David: ang Heeien his son reigned in his stead. 1A 
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In the twelfth year of Ahaz king of Judah, began Hoshea theL7 
son of Elah to reign in Samaria over Israel nine years. And tie 2 
did that which was evil in the sight of the LORD, but not as the 
kings of Israel that were before him. Against him came up 3 
Shalmaneser king of Assyria; and Hoshea became his servant, 
and gave him presents. And the king of Assyria found conspiracy 4 
in Hoshea: for he had sent messengers to $0 king of Egypt, and 
brought no present to the king of Assyria, as he had done year by » 
year: therefore the king of Assyria shut him up, and bound him 
in prison. Then the king of Assyria carne up throughout all the 
land, and went up to Samaria, and besieged it three years. In 
the ninth year of Hoshea the king of Assyria took Samaria, and 
carried Israel away into Assyria, and placed them in Halah and in 
Habor by the river of Gozan, and in the cities of the Medes. For 7 
so it was, that the children of Israel had sinned against the LORD 
their God, which had brought them up out of the land of Egypt, 
from under the hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and had feared 
other gods, 'and walked in the statutes of the heathen, whom 8 
the LORD cast out from before the children of Israel, and of the 
kings of Israel, which they had made. And the children of Is 9 
aed secretly those things that were not right against the LORD 
their God, and they built them high places in all their cities, from ~ 
the tower of the watchmen to the fenced city. And they set 10 
them up images and groves in every high hill, and under every 
green tree: and there they burnt incense in all the high places, 11 
as did the heathen whom the LORD carried away before them; 
and wrought wicked things to provoke the LORD to anger: for 12 
they served idols, whereof the LORD had said unto them, Ye ; 
shall not do this thing. Yet the LORD testified against Israel, 13 
and against Judah, by all the prophets, and by all the seers, say- 
ing, Turn ye from your evil ways, and keep my commandments 
and my statutes, according to all the law which I commanded 

our fathers, and which I sent to you by my servants the prophets. 

otwithstanding they would not hear, but hardened their necks, 14 
like to the neck of their fathers, that did not believe in the LORD 
their God. And they rejected his statutes, and his covenant that 15 
he made with their fathers, and his testimonies which he testified 
against them; and they followed vanity, and became vain, and 
went after the heathen that were round about them, concerning 
whom the LORD had charged them, that they should not do like 
them. And they left all the commandments of the LORD their 16 
God, and made them molten images, even two calves, and made 
a grove, and worshipped all the host of heaven, and served Baal. 
And they caused their sons and their daughters to pass through 17 
the fire, and used divination and enchantments, and sold them- 
selves to do evil in the sight of the LORD, to provoke him to 
anger. Therefore the LORD was very angry with Israel, and 18 
removed them out of his sight: there was none left but the tribe 
of Judah only. Also Judah kept not the commandments of the 19 
LORD their God, but walked in the statutes of Israel which they 
made. And the LORD gh ie the seed of a, al, 20° 
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flicted them, and delivered them into the hand of spoilers, until 

he had cast them out of his sight. For he rent Israel from the 21 
house of David; and they made Jeroboam the son of Nebat 
king: and Jeroboam drave Israel from following the LORD, and 
made them sin a great sin, For the children of Israel walked in 22 
all the sins of Jeroboam which he did; they departed not from ; 
‘them; until the LORD removed Israel out of his sight, as he had 23 
.said by all his servants. the prophets. So. was. Israel. carried 
away out of their own land to Assyria unto this day, 

Anp the king of Assyria brought men ftom, Babylon, and from 24 
Cuthah, and from Ava, and from Hamath, and from Sepharyaim, q 
and placed them in the cities of Samaria instead of the children 
of Israel: and ‘they, possessed Samaria, and dwelt, in the cities 
thereof. And soit was at.the beginning of their dwelling there, 25 

hat they feared not, the LORD: therefore the LORD. sent lions 
among them, which slew some of them... Wherefore they spike 26 
to the king of Assyria, saying, The nations which thou hast re- 
moved, and placed in the cities of Samaria, know not the man-, 
ner of the God of the land; therefore he hath sent lions among 
them, and, behold, they slay them, because they, know not the 
manner of the God of the land. "Bhon the king of Assyria com- .27 
manded, saying, Carry thither one of the priests whom ye brought 
from thence; and let. them go and dwell there, and, let him 
teach them the manner of the God of the land.. Then one of 28 
the priests whom they had carried away from Samaria came 
and dwelt in Beth-el, and taught them how they should fear the -, 
LORD. Howbeit every nation made gods, of their own, and put, 29 
them in the houses of the high places which the Samaritans had_., 
made, every nation in their cities wherein they dwelt. And. the, 30 
men of Babylon made Succoth-benoth, and the men of Cuth 
made Nergal, and the men of Hamath made Ashima, !and the 31 
Avites made Nibhaz and Tartak, and. the Sepharvites burnt 
their children in fire. to Adrammelech and Anammelech, the ~ 
gods of Sepharyaim. So they feared the LORD, and made unto, 32 
themselves of the lowest of them priests. of the high. places, | 
which sacrificed for them in the houses of the high places. 
They feared the LORD, and served their own gods, after the 33 
manner of the nations whom they carried away from thence. on 

Unto this day they do after the former manners: they fear 34 
not the LORD, neither do they after their statutes, or after their 
ordinances, or after the law and commandment which the LORD 
commanded the children of Jacob, whom he named Israel ; with, 35 - 
whom the LORD had made\a covenant, and charged them, say; 
ing, Ye shall not fear other gods, nor bow yourselves to them, ./ 
nor serye them, nor, sacrifice to them: but.the LORD, who 36 
brought, you up out of the land of Egypt with great power and 
a stretched-out arm, him shall ye fear, and himishall ye worship, ._. 
and to him: shall ye do sacrifice. And the statutes, and the or- 37 
dinances,,and the law, and the commandment, which he wrote 
for you, ye shall observe to do for evermore; and jye shall not 
fear inet, god And the covenant that I have made with you 38

. NOW it came to pass in the third year-of Hoshea son of ElahL& 
king of Israel, that Hezekiah the son of Ahaz king of Judah began 
to reign. ‘Twenty-and-five years old was he when he began.to 2 
reign; and he reigned twenty-and-nine years in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Abi, the daughter of Zachariah. And he 3 
did that which was right, in the sight of the LORD, according to 
all that David his father did. He remoyed the high places, 4 
and brake the images, and eut down the groves, and brake 
in pieces the brazen serpent that Moses had made: for unto 
those days the children, of Israel did burn incense; to it: and he 
called it Nehushtan., He trusted in the LORD God of Israel; so 
that after him was none like him arnong all the kings of Judah, 
nor any that were before him, For he clave to the LORD, and 
departed. not from following him, but kept his commandments, 
which the LORD commanded Moses. And the LORD was with 
him; and he prospered whithersoever he went forth: and he re- 
belled against the king of Assyria, and served him not. He smote 
the Philistines, even unto Gaza, and the borders thereof, from the 
tower of the watchmen to the fenced city. 
AND it, came,to pass in the fourth year of king Hezekiah, 9 
which was the seventh year of Hoshea son of Elah king of Israel, 
that Shalmaneser king of Assyria. came up against Samaria, and 
besieged it. And at the end of three years they took: it: even in the 10 
sixth year of Hezekiah, that 7s the ninth, year of Hoshea king of 
Israel, Samaria was taken. And the king of Assyria did carry 11 
away Israel unto Assyria, and put them in Halah and in Habor dy 
the river of Gozan, and in the cities of the Medes: because they 12 
obeyed not the voice of the LORD their God, but transgressed 
his covenant; and all that Moses the servant of the LORD com- 
manded, and would not hear them, nordo them. Now in the 13 
- fourteenth year of king Hezekiah did Sennacherib king of Assyria 
come up against all the fenced cities of Judah, and took them. 
And Hezekiah king of Judah sent to the king of Assyria to La- 14 
chish, saying, I have offended; return from me: that which thou 
puttest on. me will] bear. And the king of Assyria appointed 
unto Hezekiah king of Judah three hundred talents of silver and 
thirty talents of gold. And Hezekiah gave him all; the «silver 15 
that, was found in ‘the house of the LORD, and «in the treasures 
of the king’s house. . At that time did Hezekiah cut off the gold .16 
~ from the doors of the temple of the LORD, and from the pillars || 
which Hezekiah king of Judah had overlaid, and gave it to the: ., 
king of Assyria... And the king of Assyria sent Tartan and Rab- 17 
saris and ee from Lachish to king Hezekiah with a, 
great host against Jerusalem. And they went up and enige 
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Jerusalem. And ‘when they ‘were come up, they came ard 
stood by the conduit of the upper pool, which is in the high-way 

‘of the fuller’s field. And when they had called to the king, 18 > 
there came out to them Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, which was 
over the household, ‘and Shebna the scribe, and Joah the son of 
Asaph the recorder. And Rab-shakeh said unto them, Speak ye 19 
now to Hezekiah, Thus saith the great king, the king of Assyria, 
What confidence is this wherein thou trastest? Thou sayest, 20 
(but they are but vain words.) T have counsel and strength for the 
war. Now on whom dost thou trust, that thou rebellest against 
me? Now, behold, thou trustest upon the staff of this bruised 21 
reed, even upon Egypt, on which if a man lean, it will go into 
his hand, and pierce it: so 7s Pharaoh king of Egypt unto all 
that trust on him. But if ye say unto me, We trust in the LORD 22 
our God: is not that he, whose high places and whose altars 
Hezekiah hath taken away, and hath said to Judah and Jerusa-- 
lem, Ye shall’ worship before this altar in Jerusalem? Now 23 
therefore, I pray thee, give pledges to my lord the king of As- 
syria, and I will deliver thee two thousand horses, if thou be able 

on thy part to set riders upon them, How then wilt thou turn 24 
away the face of one captain of the least of my master’s servants, 
and put thy trust on Egypt for chariots and for horsemen? Am 25 
I now come up without the LORD against this place to destroy 

it? The LORD said to me, Go up against this land, and destroy 

it. Then said Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, and Shebna, and Joah, 26 
unto Rab-shakeh, Speak, I pray thee, to thy servants in the 
Syrian language; for we’ understand it; and talk not withus + 
in the Jews’ language in the ears of the people that are on the 
wall. But Rab-shakeh said unto them, Hath my master sent 27 
me to thy master, and to thee, to speak these words? hath he not 
sent me to the men which siton the wall, that they may eat their 
own dung, and drink their own piss with you? Then Rab- 28 
shakeh stood and cried with a loud voice in the Jews’ language, 
and spake, saying, Hear the word of the great king, the king of 
‘Assyria: Thus saith the king, Let not Hezekiah deceive you: 29 
for he shall not be able to deliver you out of his hand: Neither 30 
let Hezekiah make you trust in the LORD, saying, The LORD 
will surely deliver us, and this city shall not be delivered’ into 
the hand of the king of Assyria. Hearken not unto Hezekiah: for 31 
thus saith the king of Assyria, Make an agreement with me by a 
present, and come out to me, and then eat ye every man of his 
own vine, and every one of his fig-tree, and drink ye every one 
the waters of his cistern; until I come and take you away to a 32 
Jand like your own land, a land of corn and wine, a land of 
bread and vineyards, a land of oil-olive and of honey, that ye 
may live, and not die; and hearken not unto Hezekiah, when 
he persuadeth you, saying, The LORD will deliver us. Hath 33 
any of the gods of the nations delivered at all his land out of the 
hand of the king of Assyria? Where are: the gods of Hamath, 34 
and of Arpad? where are the gods _of Sepharvaim, Hena, and 
Ivah? ee delivered Samaria out of mine hand? Who are 35 
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they among all the gods of the countries, that have delivered 
their country out of mine hand, that the LORD should deliver / 
Jerusalem out of mine hand? But the people held their peace, 36 
and answered him nota word : for the king’s commandment was, 
saying, Answer him not. 

THEN came Eliakim the son of Hilkiah, which was over the 37 
household, and Shebna the scribe, and Joah the son of Asaph the 
recorder, to: Hezekiah, with their clothes rent, and told him the 
words of Rab-shakeh. And it came to pass, when king Heze-19 
kiah heard 7¢, that he rent his clothes, and covered himself with 
sackcloth, and went into the house of the LORD. And he sent 2 
Eliakim which was over the household, and Shebna the scribe, 
and the elders of the priests, covered with sackcloth, to Isaiah 
the prophet the son of Amoz. And they said unto him, Thus 3 
saith Hezekiah, This day is a day of trouble, and of rebuke, and 
blasphemy : for the children are come to the birth, and there is 
not strength to bring forth. Itmay be the LORD thy God will 4 
hear all the words of Rab-shakeh, whom the king of Assyria his 
master hath sent to reproach the living God; and will reprove 
the words which the LORD thy God hath heard: wherefore lift 
up thy prayer for the remnant that are left. So the servants of 
king Hereba came to Isaiah. And Isaiah said unto them, 
Thus shall ye say to your master, Thus saith the LORD, Be not 
afraid of the words which thou hast heard, with which the ser- 
vants of the king of Assyria have blasphemed me. Behold,I 7 
will send a blast upon him, and he shall hear a rumor, and shall 
return to his own land; and I will cause him to fall by the sword 
in his own land. ; 

So Rab-shakeh returned, and found the king of Assyria war- 8 
ring against Libnah: for he had heard that he was departed 
from Lachish. And when he heard say of Tirhakah king of 9 
Ethiopia, Behold, he is come out to fight against thee; he sent 
messengers again unto Hezekiah, saying, Thus shall ye speak to 10 
Hezekiah king of Judah, saying, Let not thy God in whom thou 
trustest deceive thee, saying, Jerusalem shall not be delivered 
into the hand.of the king of Assyria. Behold, thou hast heard 11 
what the kings of Assyria have done to all lands, by destroying 
them utterly: and shalt thou be delivered? Have the gods of 12 
the nations delivered them which my fathers have destroyed ; 
as Gozan, and Haran, and Rezeph, and the children of Eden 
which were in Thelasar? Where 7s the king of Hamath, and the 13 
king of Arpad, and the king of the city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, 
and Ivah? , : int 

Anp Hezekiah received the letter of the hand of the messengers, 14 
and read it; and Hezekiah went up into.the house of the LORD, 
and spread it before the LORD. And Hezekiah prayed before 15 
the LORD, and said, O LORD God of Israel, which dwellest 6e- 
tween’ the cherubims, thou art the God, even thou alone, of all. 
the kingdoms of the earth; thou hast made heaven and earth.

IVIANASSEB was twelve years old when he began to reign,21' 
and reigned fifty-and-five years in Jerusalem. And his mother’s. |. 
name was Hephzi-bah.. And he did that which was evil in the 2 
sight of the LORD, after the abominations of the heathen, whom 
the LORD cast out before the children of Israel. For he built 3 
up again the high places which Hezekiah his father had de- 
stroyed; and he reared up altars for Baal, and made a grove;:as 
did Ahab king of Istael; and worshipped all the host of heaven, 
and served them. And he built altars in the house of the LORD, 4 
of which ‘the LORD ‘said, In Jerusalem will I put my name: 
And he built altars for all the host of heaven in the two courts 
of the house of the LORD. And he made his son pass through 
. the fire, and observed times, and nsed enchantments, and dealt 
with familiar spirits and wizards: he. wrought much wickedness 
in the sight of the LORD, to provoke him to anger. And he'set. 7 
a graven image of the grove that he had made in the house, of 
which the LORD said to David, and to Solomon his son, In this 
house, and in Jerusalem, which I have chosen out of all the 
tribes of Israel, will I put my name for ever: neither will I 8 
make the feet of Israel move any more out of the land which I 
gave their fathers; only if they will observe to do according to 
all that I have commanded them, and according to all the law 
that my servant Moses commanded them. But they hearkened 9 
not: and Manasseh seduced them to do more evil than did the 
nations whom the LORD destroyed before the children of Israel. 
"And the LORD spake by his servants the prophets, saying, 'Be- 10 
cause Manasseh king of Judah hath done these abominations, 
and hath done wickedly above all that the Amorites did, which 
were before him, and hath made Judah also to sin with his idols: 
therefore thus saith the LORD God of Israel, Behold, I am 12 
bringing ‘such evil upon Jerusalem and Judah, that whosoever 
heareth of it, both his ears shall tingle. And I will stretch over 13 
Jerusalem the line of Samaria, and the plummet of the house of 
Ahab; and I will wipe Jerusalem as a man wipeth a dish, wiping 
ut, and turning 7 upside down. And Twill forsake the remnant 14 
of mine ‘inheritance, and deliver them into the hand of their 
enemies; and they shall become a prey and a spoil to all their 
enemies; because they have done that which was evil in my 15 
sight, and have provoked me to anger, since the day their 
fathers came forth out of Heypt, even unto this day. Moreover 16 © 
Manasseh shed innocent blood very much, till he had filled Je- 
rusalem from one end to another; beside his sin wherewith he - 
made Judah to sin, in doing that whick was evil in the sight of. 
the LORD. Now the rest of the acts of Manasseh, and all that 17 
he did, and his sin that he sinned, ere they not written in the 
book of amine cia of the kings of Judah? And’ Manasseh 18 


AN 
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slept with his fathers, and was buried in the garden of his own 
house, in the garden of Uzza: and Amon his son reigned in his 
stead. 

AMON was twenty-and-two years old when he began to reign, 19 
and he reigned two years in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Meshullemeth, the daughter of Haruz of Jotbah. And he 20 
did that which was evil in the sight of the LORD, as his father 
Manasseh did. And he walked in all the way that his father 21 
walked in, and served the idols that his father served, and wor- 
shipped them: and he forsook the LORD God of his fathers, and 22 
walked not in the way of the LORD. And the servants of Amon 23 
copes against him, and slew the king in his own house. And 24. 
the people of the land slew all them that had conspired against 
king Amon; and the people of the land made Josiah his son 
king in his stead. Now the rest of the acts of Amon which he 25 
did, are they not written in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? And he was buried in his sepulchre in the gar- 26 
den of Uzza: and Josiah his son reigned in his stead. 

JOSIAH was eight years old when he began to reign, and he22 
reigned thirty-and-one years in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Jedidah, the daughter of Adaiah of Boscath. And 2 
he did that which was right in the sight of the LORD, and walked 
in all the way of David his father, and turned not aside to the 
right hand or to the left. And it came to pass in the eighteenth 3 

ear of king Josiah, that the king sent Shaphan the son of Aza- 
lah, the son of Meshullam, the scribe, to the house of the LORD, 
saying, Go up to Hilkiah the high priest, that he may sum the 4 
silver which is brought into the house of the LORD, which the 
keepers of the door have gathered of the people: and let them 5 
deliver it into the hand-of the doers of the work, that have the 
oversight of the house of the LORD: and let them give it to the 
doers of the work which 7s in the house of the LORD, to repair 
the breaches of the house, ' unto carpenters, and builders, and 
masons, and to buy timber and hewn stone to repair the house. 
Howbeit there was no reckoning made with them of the mone 
that was delivered into their hand, because they dealt faithfully. 

Awp Hilkiah the high priest said unto Shaphan the scribe, I 
have found the book of the law in the house of the LORD. And 
Hilkiah gave the book to Shaphan, and he read it. And Sha- 
phan the scribe came-to the king, and brought the king word 
again, and said, Thy servants have gathered the money that was 
found in the house, and have delivered it into the hand of them 
that do the work, that have the oversight of the house of the 
LORD. And Shaphan the scribe showed the king, saying, Hil- 10 
kiah the priest hath delivered me a book. And Shaphan read it 
before the king. And it came to pass, when the king had heard 11 
the words of the book of the law, that he rent his clothes. And 12 
the king commanded Hilkiah the priest, and Ahikam the son of 
Shaphan, and Achbor the son of Michaiah, and Shaphan the 
scribe, and Asahiah a servant of the king’s, saying, Go ye, inquire 13. 
of the LORD for me, and for the ae and for all a con-* 
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cerning the words of this book that is found: for great is the 
wrath of the LORD that is kindled against us, because our fathers 
have not hearkened unto the words of this book, to do according 
unto all that which is written concerning us. So Hilkiah the 14 
priest, and Ahikam, and Achbor, and Shaphan, and Asahiah,went 
unto Huldah the prophetess, the wife of Shallum the son of 
Tikvah, the son of Harhas, keeper of the wardrobe; (now she 
dwelt in Jerusalem in the college;) and they communed with 
her. And she said unto them, Thus-saith the LORD God of Is- 15 
rael, Tell the man that sent you to me, 'Thus saith the LORD, 16 
Behold, I will bring evil upon this place, and upon the inhabitants 
thereof, even all the words of the book which the king of Judah 
hath read: because they have forsaken me, and have burned 17 
incense unto other gods, that they might provoke me to anger 

‘ with all the works of their hands; therefore my wrath shall be 
kindled against this place, and shall not be quenched. But to 18 
the king of Judah, which sent you to inquire of the LORD, thus 
shall ye say to him, Thus saith the LORD God of Israel, As 
touching the words which thou hast heard ; Because thine heart 19 
was tender, and thou hast humbled thyself before the LORD, 
when thou heardest what I spake é@gainst this place, and against 
the inhabitants thereof, that they should become a desolation 
and a curse, and hast rent thy cloties: and wept before me; I 
also have heard thee, saith the LORD. Behold therefore, I will 20 
gather thee unto thy fathers, and thou shalt be gathered into thy 
grave in peace ; and thine eyes shall not see all the evil which 
I will bring upon this place. And they brought the king word 
again. 

AND the king sent, and they gathered unto him all the elders&3 
of Judah and of Jerusalem. And the king went up into the 2 
house of the LORD, and all the men of Judah and all the inhab- 
itants of Jerusalem with him, and the priests, and the prophets, 
and all the people, both small and great: and he read in their 
ears all the words of the book of the covenant which was found 
in the house of the LORD. And the king stood by a pillar, and 3 
made a covenant before the LORD, to walk after the LORD, 
and to keep his commandments and his testimonies and his 
statutes with all their heart and all their soul, to perform the 
words of this covenant that were written in this book. ‘ And all 
the people stood to the covenant. And the king commanded 
Hilkiah the high priest, and the priests of the second order, and 
the keepers of the door, to bring forth out of the temple of the 
LORD all the vessels that were made for Baal, and for the grove, 
and for all the host of heaven: and he burned them without Je- 
rusalem in the fields of Kidron, and carried the ashes of them 
unto Beth-el. And he put down the idolatrous priests, whom 5 
the kings of Judah had ordained to burn incense in the high 
places in the cities of Judah, and in the places round about Je- 
rusalem; them also that burned incense unto Baal, to the sun, 
and to the moon, and to the planets, and to all the host of heaven. 


And he VAAL out the grove from. the house of the LORD, 6 
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without Jerusalem, unto the brook Kidron, and burned it at the 
brook Kidron, and stamped zt small to powder, and cast the 
powder thereof upon the graves of the children of the people. 
And he brake down the houses of the sodomites, that were by 7 
the house of the LORD, where the women wove hangings for 
the grove. And he brought all the priests out of the cities of 8 
Judah, and defiled the high places where the priests had burned 
incense, from Geba to Beer-sheba, and brake down the high 
places of the gates that were in the entering in of the gate of 
Joshua the governor of the city, which were on a man’s left hand 

at the gate of the city. Nevertheless the priests of the high 9 
places came not up to the altar of the LORD in Jerusalem, but 
they did eat of the unleavened bread among their brethren. 
And he defiled Topheth, which 7s in the valley of the children 10 
of Hinnom, that no man might make his son or his daughter to 
pass through the fire to Molech. And he took away the horses 11 
that the kings of Judah had given to the sun, at the entering in 

of the house of the LORD, by the chamber of Nathan-melech 
the chamberlain, which was in the suburbs, and bummed the 
chariots of the sun with fire. And the altars that were on the top 12 
of the upper chamber of Ahaz, which the kings of Judah had 
made, and the altars which Manasseh had made in the two 
courts of the house of the LORD, did the king beat down, and 
brake them down from thence, and cast the dust of them into 
the brook Kidron. And the high places that were before Jeru- 13 
salem, which were on the right hand of the mount of corruption, 
which Solomon the king of Israel had builded for Ashtoreth the 
abomination of the Zidonians, and for Chemosh the abomination 

of the Moabites, and for Milcom the abomination of the children 

of Ammon, did the king defile. And he brake in pieces the 14 
images, and cut down the groves, and filled their places with the 
bones of men. Moreover the altar that was at Beth-el, and the 15 
high place which Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who made Israel 

to sin, had made, both that altar and the high place he brake 
down, and burned the high place, and stamped it small to pow- 
der, and burned the grove. And as Josiah turned himself, he 16 
spied the sepulchres that were there in the mount, and sent, and 
took the bones out of the sepulchres, and burned them upon the’ 
altar, and polluted it, according to the word of the LORD, which 
the man of God proclaimed, who proclaimed these words. Then 17 
he said, What title 7s that that I see? And the men of the city 





' told him, Jt is the sepulchre of the man of God, which came 


from Judah, and proclaimed these things that thou hast done 
against the altar of Beth-el. And he said, Let him alone; let no 18 
man move his bones. So they let his bones alone, with the 
bones of the prophet that came out of Samaria. And all the 19 
houses also of the high places that were in the cities of Samaria, 
which the kings of Israel had made to provoke the LORD to 
anger, Josiah took away, and did to them according to all the 
acts that he had done in Beth-el. And he slew all pe Face 20 
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of the high places that were there upon the altars, and burned 
men’s bones upon them, and returned to Jerusalem. rj 

Anp the king commanded all the people, saying, Keep the 21 
passover unto the LORD your God, as z¢ 2s written in the book 
of this covenant. Surely there was not holden such a passover 22 
from the days of the judges that judged Israel, nor in all the days 
of the kings of Israel, nor of the kings of Judah; but in the 23 
eighteenth year of king Josiah, wherezn this passover was holden 
to the LORD in Jerusalem. 

Moreover the workers with familiar spirits, and the wizards, 24 
and the images, and the idols, and all the abominations that 
were spied in the land of Judah and in Jerusalem, did Josiah 
put away, that he might perform the words of the law which 
were written in the book that Hilkiah the priest found in the 
house of the LORD. And like unto him was there no king be- 25 
fore him, that turned to the LORD with all his heart, and with 
all his soul, and with all his might, according to all the law of 
Moses; neither after him arose there any like him. Notwith- 26 
standing the LORD turned not from the fierceness of his great 
wrath, wherewith his anger was kindled against Judah, because 
of all the provocations that Managseh had provoked him withal. 
And the LORD said, I will remove Judah also out of my sight, 27 
as I have removed Israel, and will cast off this city Jerusalem 
which I have chosen, and the house of which I said, My name 
shall be there. Jow the rest of the acts of Josiah, and all that 28 
he did, are they not written in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? In his days Pharaoh-nechoh king of Egypt went 29 
up against the king of Assyria to the river Euphrates: and king 
Josiah went against him; end he slew him at Megiddo, when he 
had seen hizn. And his servants carried him in a chariot dead 30 
from Megiddo, and brought him to Jerusalem, and buried him 
in his own sepulchre. And the people of the land took Jehoahaz 
the son of Josiah, and snointed him, and made him king in his 
father’s stead. 

JEHO.AELAS was twenty-and-three years old when he began 31 
to reign; and he reigned-three months in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Hamutal, the daughter of Jeremiah of Lib- 
nah. And he did that which was evil in the sight of the LORD, 32 
according to all that his fathers had done. And Pharaoh-nechoh 33\5 
put him in bands at Riblah in the land of Hamath, that he might ° 
not reign in Jerusalem ; and put the land to a tribute of an hun- 
dred talents of silver, and a talent of gold. And Pharaoh-nechoh 34 
made EKhakim the son of Josiah king in the room of Josiah his 
father, and turned his name to Jehoiakim, and took Jehoahaz 
away: and he came to Egypt, and died there. And Jehoiakim 35 
gave the silver and the gold to Pharaoh; but he taxed the land 
to give the money according to the commandment of Pharaoh: 
he exacted the silver and the gold of the people of the land, of 
Orn pre according to his taxation, to give it unto Pharaoh- 
nechoh. i ; 


jnuorent was twenty-and-five years old when he began to 36 
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reign; and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Zebudah, the daughter of Pedaiah of Rumah. 
And he did that which was eyil in the sight of the LORD, ac- 37 
cording to all that his fathers had done. In his days Nebuchad-2@ 
nezzar king of Babylon came up, and Jehoiakim became his ser- 
vant three years: then he turned and rebelled against him. And 2 
the LORD sent against him bands of the Chaldees, and bands of 
the Syrians, and bands of the Moabites, and bands of the chil- 
dren of Ammon, and sent them against Judah to destroy it, ac- 
cording to the word of the LORD, which he spake by his ser- 
vants the prophets. Surely at the commandment of the LORD 
came this upon Judah, to remove them out of his sight, for the 
sins of Manasseh, according to all that he did; and also for the 
innocent blood that he shed: for he filled Jerusalem with inno- 
cent blood; which the LORD would not pardon. Now the rest 
of the acts of Jehoiakim, and all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings of Judah? So Je- 
hoiakim slept with his fathers: and Jehoiachin his son reigned 
in his stead. And the king of Egypt came ‘not again any more 
out of his land: for the king of Babylon had taken from the 
river of Egypt unto the river Euphrates all that pertained to the 
king of Egypt. 

JEHOIACHIN was eighteen years old when he began to reign, 8 
and he reigned in Jerusalem three months. And his mother’s 
name was Nehushta, the daughter of Elnathan of Jerusalem. 
And he did that which was evil in the sight of the LORD, ac- 9 
cording to all that his father had done. At that time the ser- 10~ 
vants of Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came up against Je- 
rusalem, and the city was besieged. And Nebnchadnezzar king 11 
of Babylon came against the city, and his servants did besiege 
it. And Jehoiachin the king of Judah went out to the king of 12 
Babylon, he, and his mother, and his servants, and his princes, 
and his officers: and the king of Babylon took him in the eighth 
year of his reign. And he carried out thence all the treasures 13 
of the house of the LORD, and the treasures of the king’s house, 
and cut in pieces all the vessels of gold which Solomon king of 
Israel had made in the temple of the LORD, as the LORD had 
said. And he carried away all Jerusalem, and all the princes, 14 
and all the mighty men of valor, even ten thousand captives, and 
all the crafismen and smiths: none remained, save the poorest 
sort of the people of the land. And he carried away Jehoiachin 15 
to Babylon, and the king’s mother, and the king’s wives, and his 
officers, and the mighty of the land, those carried he into cap- 
tivity from Jerusalem to Babylon. And all the men of might, 16 
even seven thousand, and craftsmen and smiths a thousand, all 
that were strong and apt for war, even them the king of Babylon 
brought captive to Babylon. 

Anp the king of Babylon made Mattaniah his father’s brother 17 
king in his stead, and changed his name to Zedekiah. Zedekiah 18 
was twenty-and-one years old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned eleven years in rere And his mother’s name was 
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Hamutal, the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. And he did that 19 
which was evil in the sight of the LORD, according to all that 
Jehoiakim had done. For through the anger of the LORD it 20 
came to pass in Jerusalem and Judah, until he had cast them 
out from his presence, that Zedekiah rebelled against the king 

of Babylon. And it came to pass in the ninth year of his reign,25 
in the tenth month, in the tenth day of the month, that Nebu- 
chadnezzar king of Babylon came, he, and all his host, against 
Jerusalem, and pitched against it; and they built forts against 
itround about. And the city was besieged unto the eleventh 
year of king Zedekiah. And on the ninth day of the fourth 
month the famine prevailed in the city, and there was no bread 
for the people of the land. And the city was broken up, and all 
the men of war fled by night by the way of the gate between two 
walls, which zs by the king’s garden: (now the Chaldees were 
against the city round about:) and the king went the way toward 
the plain. And the army of the Chaldees pursued after the king, 
and overtook him in the plains of Jericho: and all his army were 
scattered from him. So ‘they took the king, and brought him up 
to the king of Babylon to Riblah; and they gave judgment upon 
him. And they slew the sons of ¥edekiah before his eyes, and 
put out the eyes of Zedekiah, and bound him with fetters of brass, 
and carried him to Babylon. 

Awp in the fifth month, on the seventh ¢ay of the month, which 8 
is the nineteenth year of king Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, 
came Nebuzar-adan, captain of the guard, a servant of the king 
of Babylon, unto Jerusalem: and he burnt the house of the LORD, 9 
and the king’s house, and all the houses of Jerusalem, and every 
great man’s house burnt he with fire. And all the army of the 10 
Chaldees, that were with the captain of the guard, brake down 
the walls of Jerusalem round about. Now the rest of the peo- 11 
ple that were left in the city, and the fugitives that fell away to 
the king of Babylon, with the remnant of the multitude, did 
Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard carry away. But the 12 
captain of the guard left of the poor of the land to be vine-dressers 
and husbandimen. And the pillars of brass that were in the house 13 
of the LORD, and the bases, and the brazen sea that was in the 
house of the LORD, did the Chaldees break in pieces, and car- 
ried the brass of them to Babylon. And the pots, and the shovels, 14 
and the snuffers, and the spoons, and all the vessels of brass 
wherewith they ministered, took they away. And the fire-pans, 15 
and the bowls, and such things as were of gold, in gold, and of 
silver, in silver, the captain of the guard took away. The two 16 
pillars, one sea, and the bases which Solomon had made for the 
house of the LORD; the brass of all these vessels was without 
weight. The height of the one pillar was eighteen cubits, and 17 
the chapiter upon it was brass: and the height of the chapiter 
three cubits; and the wreathen work, and pomegranates upon 
the chapiter round about, all of brass: and like unto these had 
the second pila with wreathen work. 
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Awnp the captain of the guard took Seraiah the chief priest, 18 
and Zephaniah the second priest, and the three keepers of the 
door: and out of the city he took an officer that was set over the 19 
men of war, and five men of them that were in the king’s pres- 
ence, which were found in the city, and the principal scribe of 
the host, which mustered the people of the land, and threescore 
men of the people of the land that were found in the city: and 20 
Nebuzar-adan captain of the guard took these, and brought them 
to the king of Babylon to Riblah: and the king of Babylon 21 
smote them, and slew them at Riblah in the land of Hamath. 
So Judah was carried away out of their land. z 

Anp as for the people that remained in the land of Judah, 22 
whom Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon had left, even over 
them he made Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, 
ruler. And when all the captains of the armies, they and their 23 
men, heard that the king of Babylon had made Gedaliah gov- 
ernor, there came to Gedaliah to Mizpah, even Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, and Johanan the son of Careah, and Seraiah the 
son of Tanhumeth the Netophathite, and Jaazaniah the son of a 
Maachathite, they and their men. And Gedaliah sware to them, 24 
and to their men, and said unto them, Fear not to be the servants 
of the Chaldees: dwell in the land, and serve the king of Baby- 
lon; and it shall be well with you. But it came to pass in the 25 
seventh month, that Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, the son of 
Elishama, of the seed royal, came, and ten men with him, and 
smote Gedaliah, that he died, and the Jews and the Chaldees 
thai were with him at Mizpah. And all the people, both small 26 
and great, and the captains of the armies, arose, and came to 
Egypt: for they were afraid of the Chaldees. ; 

Anp it came to pass in the seven-and-thirtieth year of the 27 
captivity of Jehoiachin king of Judah, in the twelfth month, on 
the seven-and-twentieth day of the month, that Evil-merodach 
king of Babylon, in the year that he began to reign did lift up the 
head of Jehoiachin king of Judah out of prison; and he spake 28 
kindly to him, and set his throne above the throne of the kings 
that were with him in Babylon; and changed his prison gar- 29 
ments: and he did eat bread continually before him all the days 
of his life. And his allowance was a continual allowance 30 
given him of the king, a daily rate for every day, all the days of 

is life.

And 8,9 
the sons of Cush; Seba, and Havilah, and Sabta, and Raamah, 
and Sabtecha. And the sons of Raamah; Sheba, and Dedan. 
And Cush begat Nimrod : he began to be mighty upon the earth. 10 
And Mizraim begat Ludim, and Anamim, and Lehabim, and 11

The sons of Esau; Eliphaz, Reuel, and Jeush, and Jaalam, 35 
and Korah. The sons of Eliphaz; Teman, and Omar, Zephi, 36 
and Gatam, Kenaz, and Timna, and Amalek. The sons of 37 
Reuel; Nahath, Zerah, Shammah, and Mizzah. And the sons 38 
of Seir; Lotan, and Shobal, and Zibeon, and Anah, and Dishon, 
and Ezar, and Dishan. And the-sons of. Lotan; Hori, and Ho- 39 
mam: and Timna was Lotan’s sister. The sons of Shobal; Alian, 40 
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and Manahath, and Ebal, Shephi, and Onam. And the sons of 
Zibeon; Aiah,and Anah. 'The sons of Anah; Dishon. And the 41 
sons of Dishon; Amram, and Eshban, and Ithran, and Cheran. 
'The sons of Ezer; Bilhan, and Zavan, and Jakan. The sons of 42 
Dishan; Uz, and Aran. Now these are the kings that reigned 43 
in the land of Edom before any king reigned over-the children 
of Israel; Bela the son of Beor: and the name of his city was 
Dinhabah. And when Bela was dead, Jobab the son of Zerah 44 
of Bozrah reigned in his stead. And when Jobab was dead, 45 
Husham of the land of the Temanites reigned in his stead. And 46 
when Husham was dead, Hadad the son of Bedad, which smote 
Midian in the field of Moab, reigned in his stead: and the name 
of his city was Avith. And when Hadad was dead, Samlah of 47 
Masrekah reigned in his stead. And when Samlah was dead, 48

Amminadab; and Amminadab begat Nahshon, prince of the 
children of Judah; and Nahshon begat Salma, and Salma begat 11 
Boaz, !and Boaz begat Obed, and Obed begat Jesse, 'and Jesse 12 
begat his first-born Eliab, and Abinadab the second, and Shimma 
the third,!

And Caleb the son of Hezron begat children of Azubah his 18 
wife, and of Jerioth: her sons are these; Jesher, and Shobab, 
and Ardon. And when Azubah was dead, Caleb took unto him 19 
Ephrath, which bare him Hur. And Hur begat Uri, and Uri 20 
begat Bezaleel. And afterward Hezron went in to the — 21 . 
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of Machir the father of Gilead, whom he married when he was 
threescore years old; and she bare him Segub. And Segub be- 22 
gat Jair, he had threc-and-twenty cities in the land of Gilead. . 
‘And he took Geshur, and Aram, with the towns of Jair, from 23 
them, with Kenath, and the towns thereof, even threescore cities. 
‘All these belonged to the sons of Machir, the father of Gilead. 
And after that Hezron was dead in Caleb-ephratah, then Abiah 24 
Hlezron’s wife bare him Ashur the father of Tekoa. And the 25 
sons of Jerahmeel the first-born of Hezron were, Ram the first- 
born, and Bunah, and Oren, and Ozem, and Ahijah.

And Shema begat Raham, 44 
the father of Jorkoam: and Rekem begat Shammai. And the 45 
son of Shammai was Maon: and Maon was the father of Beth- 
zur. And Ephah, Caleb’s concubine, bare Haran, and Moza, 4¢ 
and Gazez: and Haran begat Gazez. And the sons of Jahdai; 47 
Regem, and Jotham, and Gesham, and Pelet, and Ephah, and 
Shaaph. Maachah, Caleb’s concubine, bare Sheber, and Tir- 4 
hanah. She bare also Shaaph’the father of Madmannah, Sheva 4 
the father of Machbenah, and the father of Gibea: and the 
daughter of Caleb was Achsa. j 
These were the sons of Caleb the son of Hur, the first-born 5 
of Ephratah ; Shobal the father of Kirjath-jearim, 'Salma the 5 
father of Beth-lehem, Hareph the father of Beth-gader. And 5! 
Shobal the father of Kirjath-jearim had sons ; Haroeh, and half. 
of the Manabethites. And the families of Kirjathjearim; the 5 
Ithrites, and the Puhites, and the Shumathites, and the Mish- 
Taites; of them came the Zareathites, and the Eshtaulites. The 5 
sons of ae Beth-lehem, and the Netophathites, Ataroth, the | 
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house of Joab, and half of the Manahethites, the Zorites. And 55 
the families of the scribes which dwelt at Jabez; the Tirathites, 
the Shimeathites, and Suchathites. These are the Kenites that 
came of Hemath, the father of the house of Rechab. 

Now these were the sons of David, which were born unto $ 
him in Hebron; the first-born Amnon, of Ahinoam the Jezreel- 
itess; the second Daniel, of Abigail the Carmelitess;'the third, 2

David, beside the sons of the concubines, and Tamar their sister.

And the sons of Jehoiakim; Jeconiah his son, Zedekiah his son. 16 
! And the sons of Jeconiah; Assir, Salathiel his son, 'Malchiram 17 
also, and Pedaiah, and Shenazar, Jecamiah, Hoshama, and Ne- 
dabiah. And the sons of Pedaiah were, Zerubbabel, and Shimei: 19 
and the sons of Zerubbabel; Meshullam, and Hananiah, and 
Shelomith their sister: and Hashubah, and Ohel, and Berechiah, 20 
and Hasadiah, Jushab-hesed, five. And the sons of Hananiah; 21 
Pelatiah, and Jesaiah: the sons of Rephaiah, the sons of Arnan, 
the sons of Obadiah, the sons of Shechaniah. And the sons of 22 
Shechaniah; Shemaiah: and the sons of Shemaiah; Hattush, 
and Igeal, and Bariah, and Neariah, and Shaphat, six. And the 23 
sons of Neariah; Elioenai, and Hezekiah, and Azrikam, three. 
And the sons of Elioenai were Hodaiah, and Eliashib, and Pe- 24 
laiah, and Akkub, and Johanan, and Dalaiah, and Anani, seven. 

The sons of Judah; Pharez, Hezron, and Carmi, and Hur, and 
Shobal. And Reaiah the son of Shobal begat Jahath; and Ja- 
hath begat Ahumai, and Lahad. These are the families of the 
Zorathites. And these were of the father of Etam; Jezreel, and 
Ishmia, and Idbash: and the name of their sister was Hazelelponi: 
and Penuel the father of Gedor, and Hezer the father of Hushah. 
These are the sons of Hur, the first-born of Ephratah, the father 
of Beth-lehem. And Ashur the father of Tekoa had two wives, 
Helah and Naarah. And Naarah bare him Ahuzam, and Hepher, 
and Temeni, and Haahashtari. ‘These were the sons of Naarah. 
And the sons of Helah were, Zereth, and Jezoar, and Ethnan. 
And Coz begat Anub, and Zobebah, and the families of Aharhel 
the son of Harum. And Jabez was more honorable ae his

wouldest keep me from evil, that it may not grieve me! And 
God granted him that which he requested. And Chelub the 1} 
brother of Shuah begat Mehir, which was the father of Eshton. 
And Eshton begat Beth-rapha, and Paseah, and Tehinnah the 12 
father of Irnahash. These are the men of Rechah. ! And the 13 
sons of Kenaz; Othniel, and Seraiah: and the sons of Othniel ; 
Hathath. And Meonothai begat Ophrah: and Seraiah begat 14 
Joab, the father of the valley of Charashim; for they were 
crafismen. And the sons of Caleb the son of Jephunneh; Iru, 15 
Elah, and Naam: and the sons of Elah, even Kenaz. And the 16 
sons of Jehaleleel; Ziph, and Ziphah, Tiria, and Asareel. And 17 
the sons of Ezra were, Jether, and Mered, and Epher, and Jalon: 
and she bare Miriam, and Shammai, and Ishbah the father of 
Eshtemoa. And his wife Jehudijah bare Jered the father of Ge- 18 
dor, and Heber the father of Socho, and Jekuthiel the father of 
Zanoah. And these are the sons of Bithiah the daughter of Pha- 
raoh, which Mered took. And the sons of his wife Hodiah the 19 
sister of Naham, the father of Keilah the Garmite, and Eshtemoa 
the Maachathite. And the sons of Shimon were, Amnon, and 20 
Rinnah, Ben-hanan, and Tilon. And the sons of Ishi were, Zo- 
heth, and Ben-zoheth. 

The sons of Shelah the son of Judah were, Er the father of 21 
Lecah, and Laadah the father of Mareshah, and the families of 
the house of them that wrought fine linen, of the house of Ash- 
bea, 'and Jokim, and the men of Chozeba, and Joash, and Sa- 22 
raph, who had the dominion in Moab, and Jashubi-lehem. And 
these are ancient things. ‘These were the potters, and those that 23 
dwelt among plants and hedges: there they dwelt with the king 
for his work. y 

The sons of Simeon were, Nemuel, and Jamin, Jarib, Zerah, 24 
and Shaul: Shallum his son, Mibsam his son, Mishma his son. 25 
And the sons of Mishma; Hamuel his son, Zacchur his son, 26 
Shimei his son. And Shimei had sixteen sons and six daughters; 27 
but his brethren had not many children, neither did all their 
family multiply, like to the children of Judah. And they dwelt 28 
at Beer-sheba, and Moladah, and Hazar-shual,'and at Bilhah, 29 
and at Ezem, and at Tolad, 'and at Bethuel, and at Hormah,and 30 
at Ziklag, 'and at Beth-marcaboth, and Hazar-susim, and at 31 
Beth-birei, and at Shaaraim. These were their cities unto the 
reign of David. And their villages were, Etam, and’ Ain, Rim- 32 
mon, and 'T’ochen, and Ashan, five cities: and all their villages 33 
that were round about the same cities, unto Baal. These were 
their habitations, and their genealogy. And Meshobab, and 34 
Jamlech, and Joshah the son of Amaziah,'and Joel, and Jehu 35 
the son of Josibiah, the son of Seraiah, the son of Asiel,! and 36 
Elioenai, and Jaakobah, and Jeshohaiah, and Asaiah, and Adiel, 


and J ostmaiel, and Benaiah,'and Ziza the son of Shiphi, the son 37 
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of Allon, the son of Jedaiah, the son of Shimri, the son of She- 
maiah; these mentioned by their names were princes in their 38 
families: and the house of their fathers increased greatly. And 39 
they went to the entrance of Gedor, even unto the east side of the 
valley, to seek pasture for their flocks. And they found fat pas- 40 
ture and good, and the land was wide, and quiet, and peaceable ; 
for they of Ham had dwelt there of old. And these written by 41 
name came in the days of Hezekiah king of Judah, and smote 
their tents, and the habitations that were found there, and de- 
stroyed them utterly unto this day, and dwelt in their rooms: 
because there was pasture there for their flocks. And some of 42 
them, even of the sons of Simeon, five hundred men, went to 
mount Seir, having for their captains Pelatiah, and Neariah, and 
Rephaiah, and Uzziel, the sons of Ishi. And they smote the rest 43 
of the Amalekites that were escaped, and dwelt there unto this 
day. 

Now: the sons of Reuben the first-born of Israel, (for he was 5 
the first-born; but, forasmuch as he defiled his father’s bed, his 
birthright was given unto the sons of Joseph the son of Israel: 
and the genealogy is not to be reckoned after the birthright. 
For Judah prevailed above his brethren, and of him came the 
chief ruler; but the birthright was Joseph’s:) the sons, I say, of 
Reuben the first-born of Israel were, Hanoch, and Pallu, Hezron, 
and Carmi. Thesons of Joel; Shemaiah his son, Gog his son, 
Shimei his son, 'Micah his son, Reaia his son, Baal his son, 
'Beerah his son, whom Tilgath-pilneser king of Assyria carried 
away captive: he was prince of the Reubenites. And his breth- 
ren by their families, when the genealogy of their generations 
was reckoned, were the chief, Jeiel, and Zechariah,'and Bela 
the son of Azaz, the son of Shema, the son of Joel, who dwelt in 
Aroer, even unto Nebo and Baal-meon: and eastward he in- 
habited unto the entering in of the wilderness from the river 
Euphrates: because their cattle were multiplied in the land of 
Gilead. And in the days of Saul they made war with the Ha- 10 
garites, who fell by their hand: and they dwelt in their tents 
throughout all the east land of Gilead. 

_ And the children of Gad dwelt over against them, in the land 11 
of Bashan unto Salcah: Joel the chief, and Shapham the next, 12 
and Jaanai, and Shaphat in Bashan. And their brethren of the 13 
house of their fathers were, Michael, and Meshullam, and Sheba, 
and Jorai, and Jachan, and Zia, and Heber, seven. These are 14 
the children of Abihail the son of Huri, the son of Jaroah, the son 
of Gilead, the son of Michael, the son of Jeshishai, the son of 
Jahdo, the son of Buz; Ahi the son of Abdiel, the son of Guni, 15 
chief of the house of their fathers. And they dwelt in Gilead 16 
in Bashan, and in her towns, and in all the suburbs of Sharon, 
upon their borders. All these were reckoned by genealogies in the 17 
days of Jotham king of Judah, and in the days of Jeroboam king 
of Israel. The sons of Reuben, and the Gadites, and half the 18 
tribe of Manasseh, of valiant men, men able to bear buckler and 
sword, and to shoot with bow, ee skilful in war, were eased q 
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forty thousand seven hundred and threescore, that went out to 
the war. And they made war with the Hagarites, with Jetur, 19 
and Nephish, and Nodab. And they were helped against them, 20 
and the Hagarites were delivered into their hand, and all that 
were with them: for they cried to God in the battle, and he was 
intreated of them; because they put their trust in him. And 2] 
they took away their cattle; of their camels fifty thousand, and 

of sheep two hundred and fifty thousand, and of asses two thou- 
sand, and of men an hundred thousand. -For there fell down 22 
many slain, because the war was of God. And they dwelt in 
their steads until the captivity. 

And the children of the half tribe of Manasseh dwelt in the 23 
land: they increased from Bashan unto Baal-hermon and Senir, 
and unto mount Hermon. And these were the heads of the 24 
house of their fathers, even Epher, and Ishi, and Eliel, and Azriel, 
and Jeremiah, and Hodaviah, and Jahdiel, mighty men of valor, 
famous men, and heads of the honse of their fathers. 

And they transgressed against the God of their fathers, and 25 
went a whoring after the gods of the people of the land, whom 
God destroyed before them. And the God of Israel stirred up 26 
the spirit of Pul king of Assyria, and the spirit of Tilgath- 
pilneser king of Assyria, and he edrried them away, even the 
Reubenites, and the Gadites, and the half tribe of Manasseh, and 
brought them unto Halah, and Habor, and Hara, and to the 
river Gozan, unto this day. 

The sons of Levi; Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. 'And the 6 
sons of Kohath; Amram, Izhar, and Hebron, and Uzziel. And 3 
the children of Amram; Aaron, and Moses, and Miriam. The 
sons also of Aaron; Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 
'Eleazar begat Phinehas, Phinehas begat Abishua, 'and Abishua 4,5 
begat Bukki, and Bukki begat Uzzi,'and Uzzi begat Zerahiah, 6 
and Zerahiah begat Meraioth, 'Meraioth begat Amariah, and 7 
Amariah begat Ahitub,’and Ahitub begat Zadok, and Zadok 8 
begat Ahimaaz, 'and Ahimaaz begat Azariah, and Azariah begat 9 
Johanan, 'and Johanan begat Azariah, (he zt is that executed 10 
the priest’s office in the temple that Solomon built in Jerusalem :) 
‘and Azariah begat Amariah, and Amariah begat Ahitub, ‘and 11 
Ahitub begat Zadok, and Zadok begat Shallum,'and Shallum 13 
begat Hilkiah, and Hilkiah begat Azariah,'and Azariah begat 14 
Seraiah, and Seraiah begat Jehozadak, 'and Jehozadak went 15 
into captivity, when the LORD carried away Judah and Jerusa- 
lem by the hand of Nebuchadnezzar. 

The sons of Levi; Gershom, Kohath, and Merari. 'And these 16 
be the names of the sons of Gershom; Libni, and Shimei. And 18 
the sons of Kohath were, Amram, and Izhar, and Hebron, and 
Uzziel. 'The sons of Merari; Mahli, and Mushi. And these 19 
are the families of the Levites according to their fathers. Of Ger- 20 
shom; Libni his son, Jahath his son, Zirmmah his son, 'Joah his 21 
son, Iddo his son, Zerah his son, Jeaterai his son. The sons of 22 
Kohath; Amminadab his son, Korah his son, Assir his son,! Elka- 23 
nah his ee and Ebiasaph his son, and Assir his son, 'Tahath 24 
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his son, Uriel his son, Uzzia his son, and Shaul his son. And the 25 
sons of Elkanah; Amasai, and Ahimoth. As for Elkanah: the 26 
sons of Elkanah; Zophai his son, and Nahath his son, 'Eliab his 27 
son, Jeroham his son, Elkanah his son. And the sons of Samuel; 28 
the first-born Vashui, and Abiah. The sons of Merari; Mahli, 29 
Libni his son, Shimei his son, Uzza his son, 'Shimea his son, 30 
Haggiah his son, Asaiah his son. 

And these are they whom David set over the service of song 31 
in the house of the LORD, after that the ark had rest. And they 32 
ministered before the dwelling place of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation with singing, until Solomon had built the house of the 
LORD in Jerusalem: and then they waited on their office ac- 
cording to their order. And these are they that waited, with their 33 
children. Of the sons of the Kohathites; Heman a singer, the 
son of Joel, the son of Shemuel, 'the son of Elkanah, the son of 34 
Jeroham, the son of Eliel, the son of Toah, ' the son of Zuph, the 35 
son of Elkanah, the son of Mahath, the son of Amasai, ' the son 36 
of Elkanah, the son of Joel, the son of Azariah, the son of Zepha- 
niah, 'the son of Tahath, the son of Assir, the son of Ebiasaph, 37 
the son of Korah, ' the son of Izhar, the son of Kohath, the son of 38 
Levi, the son of Israel. And his brother Asaph, who stood on 39 
his right hand, even Asaph the son of Berachiah, the son of Shi- 
mea, ‘the son of Michael, the son of Baaseiah, the son of Mal- 40 
chiah, 'the son of Ethni, the son of Zerah, the son of Adaiah, 41 
‘the son of Ethan, the son of Zimmah, the son of Shimei, ‘the son 42 
of Jahath, the son of Gershom, the son of Levi. And their breth- 44 
ren the sons of Merari stood on the left hand: Ethan the son of 
Kishi, the son of Abdi, the son of Malluch, ' the son of Hashabiah, 45 
the son of Amaziah, the son of Hilkiah, 'the son of Amzi, the son 46 
of Bani, the son of Shamer, 'the son of Mahli, the son of Mushi, 47 
the son of Merari, the son of Levi. Their brethren also the Le- 48 
vites were appointed unto all manner of service of the tabernacle 
of the house of God. 

But Aaron and his sons offered upon the altar of the burnt- 49 
offering, and on the altar of incense, and were appointed for all 
the work of the place most holy, and to make an atonement for 
Israel, according to all that Moses the servant of God had com- 
manded. And these are the sons of Aaron; Eleazar his son, 50 
Phinehas his son, Abishna his son, ' Bukki his son, Uzzi his son, 51 
Zerahiah his son, ' Meraioth his son, Amariah his son, Ahitub his 52 
son, !Zadok his son, Ahimaaz his son. Ss 53 

‘Now these are their dwelling places throughout their castles 54 
in their coasts, of the sons of Aaron, of the families of the Ko- 
hathites: for their’s was the lot. And they gave them Hebron 55 
in the and of Judah, and the suburbs thereof round about it. But 56 
the fields of the city, and the villages thereof, they gave to Caleb 
the son of Jephunneh. And to the sons of Aaron they gave the 57 
cities of Judah, namely, Hebron, the city of refuge, and Libnah 
with her suburbs, and Jattir and Eshtemoa with their suburbs, 
‘and Hilen with her suburbs, Debir with her suburbs, 'and Ashan 58 

with her suburbs, and Beth-shemesh with her suburbs a — out 60 
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of the tribe of Benjamin; Geba with her suburbs, and, Alemeth 
with her suburbs, and Anathoth with her suburbs. All their 
cities throughout their families were thirteen cities. And unto 
the sons of Kohath, which were lefi of the family of that tribe, 
were ciltes given out of the half tribe, namely, out of the half tribe 
of Manasseh, by lot, ten cities. And to the sons of Gershom 
throughout their families, out of the tribe of [ssachar, and out of 
the tribe of Asher, and out of the tribe of Naphtali, and out of 
the tribe of Manasseh in Bashan, thirteen cities. Unto the sons 
of Merari were given by lot, throughout their families, out of the 
tribe of Reuben, and out of the tribe of Gad, and out of the tribe 
of Zebulun, twelve cities. And the children of Israel gave to 
the Levites these cities with their suburbs.. And they gave by 
lot out of the tribe of the children of Judah, and out of the tribe 
of the children of Simeon, and out of the tribe of the children of 
Benjamin, these cities, which are called by their names. And 
the residue of the families of the sons of Kohath had cities of 
their coasts out of the tribe of Ephraim. And they gave unto 
them, of the cities of refuge, Shechem in mount Ephraim with 
her suburbs; they gave also Gezer with her suburbs, 'and Jok- 
neam with her suburbs, and Beth-horon with her suburbs, 'and 
Ajalon with her suburbs, and Gath-rimmon with her suburbs: 
and out of the half tribe of Manasseh; Aner with her suburbs, 
and Bileam with her suburbs, for the family of the remnant of 
the sons of Kohath. Unto the sons of Gérshom were given out 
of the family of the half tribe of Manasseh, Golan in Bashan 
with her el and Ashtaroth with her suburbs: and out of 
the tribe of Issachar; Kedesh with her suburbs, Daberath with 
her suburbs, !and Rarnoth with her suburbs, and Anem with her 
suburbs: and out of the tribeof Asher; Mashal with her suburbs, 
and Abdon with her suburbs,'and Hukok with her suburbs, 
and Rehob with her suburbs: and out of the tribe of Naphtali; 
Kedesh in Galilee with her suburbs, and Hammon with her 
suburbs, and Kirjathaim with her suburbs. Unto the rest of the 
children of Merari were given out of the tribe of Zebulun, Rim- 
mon with her suburbs, Tabor with her suburbs: and on the 
other side Jordan by Jericho, on the east side of Jordan, were 
given them out of the tribe of Reuben, Bezer in the, wilderness 
with her suburbs, and Jahzah with her suburbs, 'Kedemoth 
also with her suburbs, and Mephaath with her suburbs: and out 
of the tribe of Gad; Ramoth in Gilead with her suburbs, and 
Mahanaim with her suburbs, and Heshbon with her suburbs, 
and Jazer with her suburbs. 

Now the sons of Issachar were, Tola, and Puah, Jashub, and 
Shimron, four. And the sons of Tola; Uzzi, and Rephaiah, and 
Jeriel, and Jahmai, and Jibsam, and Shemuel, heads of their 
father’s house, /o wit, of Tola: they were valiant men of might in 
their generations; whose number was in the days of David two 
and twenty thousand and six hundred. And the sons of Uzzi; 
Izrahiah: and the sons of Izrahiah; Michael, and Obadiah, and 
Joel, iehiah, five: all of them chief mén. And with them, by 
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their generations, after the house of their fathers, were bands of 
soldiers for war, six-and-thirty thousand men: for they had many 
wives and sons. And their brethren among all the families of 5 
Issachar were valiant men of might, reckoned in all by their gene- 
alogies fourscore and seven thousand. 

The sons of Benjamin; Bela, and Becher, and Jediael, three. 6 
And the sons of Bela; Ezbon, and Uzzi, and Uzziel, and Jeri- 7 
moth, and Iri, five; heads of the house of their fathers, mighty 
men of valor; and were reckoned by their genealogies twenty 
and two thousand and thirty and four. And the sons of Becher; 8 
Zemira, and Joash, and Eliezer, and Elioenai, and Omri, and Je- 
rimoth, and Abiah, and Anathoth, and Alameth. All these are 
the sons of Becher. And the number of them, after their gene- 9 
alogy by their generations, heads of the house of their fathers, 
mighty men of valor, was twenty thousand and two hundred. 
The sons also of Jediael; Bilhan: and the sons of Bilhan; Jeush, 10 
and Benjamin, and Ehud, and Chenaanah, and Zethan, and 
Tharshish, and Ahishahar. All these the sons of Jediael, by the 11 
heads of their fathers, mighty men of valor, were seventeen thou- 
sand and two hundred soldiers, fit to go out for war and battle. 
Shuppim also, and Huppim, the children of Ir, and Hushim, the 12 
sons of Aher. 

The sons of Naphtali; Jahziel, and Guni, and Jezer, and Shal- 13 
{um, the sons of Bilhah. 

The sons of Manasseh; Ashriel, whom she bare: (but his con- 14 
cubine the Aramitess bare Machir the father of Gilead: and Ma- 15 
chir took to wife the sister of Huppim and Shuppim, whose 
sister’s name was Maachah;) and the name of the second was 
Zelophehad: and Zelophehad had daughters. And Maachah 16 
the wife of Machir bare a son, and she called his name Peresh ; 
and the name of his brother was Sheresh; and his sons were 
Ulam ‘and Rakem. ! And the sons of Ulam; Bedan. These were 17 
the sons of Gilead, the son of Machir, the son.of Manasseh. And 18 
his sister Hammoleketh bare Ishod, and Abiezer, and Mahalah. 
And the sons of Shemidah were, Ahian, and Shechem,and Likhi, 19 
and Aniam. 

‘And the sons of Ephraim; Shuthelah, and Bered his son, and 20 
‘Tahath his son, and Eladah his son, and Tahath his son, and 21 
Zabad his son, and Shuthelah his son, and Ezer, and Elead, 
whom the men of Gath that were born in that land slew, because 
they came down to take away their cattle. And Ephraim their 22 
father mourned many days, and his brethren came to comfort 
him. And when he went in to his wife, she conceived, and bare 23 
ason,-and he called his name Beriah, because it went evil with 
his house. (And his daughter was Sherah, who built Beth-horon 24 
the nether, and the upper, and Uzzen-Sherah.) And Rephah was 25 
his son, also Resheph, and Telah his son, and T'ahan his son, 
‘'Laadan his son, Ammihud his son, Elishama his son, 'Non his 26 
son, Jehoshuah his son. And their possessions and habitations 28 
were, Beth-el and the towns thereof, and eastward Naaran, and 
westward Gezer, with the Late peo ; Shechem also oie the

towns thereof, unto Gaza and the towns thereof: and by the 29 
borders of the children of Manasseh, Beth-shean and her towns, 
Taanach and her towns, Megiddo and her towns, Dor and her 
towns. In these dwelt the children of Joseph the son of Israel. 
The sons of Asher; Imnah, and Isuah, and Ishuai, and Beriah, 30 
and Serah their sister. And the sons of Beriah; Heber, and 31 
Malchiel, who is the father of Birzavith. And Heber begat 32 
Japhlet, and Shomer, and Hotham, and Shua their sister. And 33 
the sons of Japhlet: Pasach, and Bimhal, and Ashvath. These 
are the children of Japhlet. And the sons of Shamer; Ahi, 34 
and Rohgah, Jehubbah, and Aram. And the sons of his brother 35 
Helem; Zophah, and Imna, and Skelesh, and Amal.. The sons 36 
of Zophah; Suah, and Harnepher, and Shual, and Beri, and 
Imrah, 'Bezer, and Hod, and Shamma, and Shilshah, and Ithran, 37 
and Beera. And the sons of Jether; Jephunneh, and Pispah, 38 
and Ara. And the sons of Ulla; Arah, and Haniel, and Rezia. 39 
All these were the. children of Asher, heads of their father’s 40 
house, choice and mighty men of Walor, chief of the princes. 
And the number throughout the genealogy of them that were 
apt to the war and to battle was twenty and six thousand men. 
Now Benjamin begat Bela his first-born, Ashbel the second, 8 
and Aharah the third, ! Nohah the fourth, and Rapha the fifih. 2 
And the sons of Bela were Addar, and Gera, and Abihud, ' and 3,4 
Abishua, and Naaman, and Ahoah, 'and Gera, and Shephuphan, 
and Huram. And these ave the sons of Ehud: these are the 
heads of the fathers of the inhabitants of Geba, and they re- 
moved them to Manahath: and Naaman, and Ahiah, and Gera, 
he removed them, and begat Uzza,and Ahihud. And Shaharaim 
begat children in the country of Moab, after he had sent them 
away; Hushim and Baara were his wives. And he begat of 9 
Hodesh his wife, Jobab, and Zibia, and Mesha, and Malcham, 
! and Jeuz, and Shachia, and Mirma. These were his sons, heads 10 
of the fathers. And of Hushim he begat Abitub, and Elpaal. 11 
The sons of Elpaal; Eber, and Mistiam, and Shamed, who built 12 
Ono, and Lod, with the towns thereof: Beriah also, and Shema, 13 
who were heads of the fathers of the inhabitants of Ajalon, who 
drove away the inhabitants of Gath: and Ahio, Shashak, and 14 
Jeremoth, 'and Zebadiah, and Arad, and Ader,'and Michael, 15 
and Ispah, and Joha, the sons of Beriah; and Zebadiah, and 17 
Meshullam, and Hezeki, and Heber, 'Ishmerai also, and Jezliah, 18 
and Jobab, the sons of Elpaal; and Jakim, and Zichri, and Zabdi, 19 
‘and Elienai, and Zilthai, and Eliel, 'and Adaiah, and Beraiah, 20 
and Shimrath, the sons of Shimhi; ‘and Ishpan, and Heber, and 22 
Eliel, 'and Abdon, and Zichri, and Hanan, 'and Hananiah, and 23 
Elam, and Antothijah, 'and Iphedeiah, and Penuel, the sons of 25 
Shashak ; 'and Shamsherai, and Shehariah, and Athaliah, 'and 26 
Jaresiah, and Eliah, and Zichri, the sons of Jeroham. These 28 — 
were heads of the fathers, by their generations, chief men. These 
dwelt in Jerusalem. And at Gibeon dwelt the father of Gibeon; 29 
whose wife’s name was Maachah: and his first-born son Abdon, 30 
and Zur, pe Kish, and Baal, and Nadab, 'and Gedor, and Ahio, 3] 
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and Zacher. 'And Mikloth begat Shimeah. And these also 32 
dwelt with their brethren in Jerusalem, over-against them. And 33 
Ner begat Kish, and Kish begat Saul, and Saul begat Jonathan, 
and Malchi-shua, and Abinadab, and Esh-baal. And the son 34 
of Jonathan was Merib-baal; and Merib-baal begat Micah. And 35 
the sons of Micah were, Pithon, and Melech, and Tarea, and 
Ahaz. And Ahaz begat Jehoadah ; and Jehoadah begat Alemeth, 36 
and Azmaveth, and Zimri; and Zimri begat Moza,'and Moza 37 
begat Binea: Rapha was his son, Eleasah his son, Azel his son: 
and Azel had six sons, whose names are these, Azrikam, Bo- 38 
cheru, and Ishmael, and Sheariah, and Obadiah, and Hanan. All 
these weve the sons of Azel. And the sons of Eshek his brother 39 
« were, Ulam his first-born, Jehush the second, and Eliphelet the 
third. And the sons of Ulam were mighty men of valor, archers, 40 
and had many sons, and sons’ sons, an hundred and fifty. All 
these are of the sons of Benjamin. 

So all Israel were reckoned by genealogies; and, behold, they 9 
were written in the book of the kings of Israel and Judah, who 
were carried away to Babylon for their transgression. 

NOW the first inhabitants that dwelt in their possessions in 
their cities were, the Israelites, the priests, Levites, and the Ne- 
thinims. And in Jerusalem dwelt of the children of Judah, and 
of the children of Benjamin, and of the children of Ephraim, 
and Manasseh; Uthai the son of Ammihud, the son of Omri, 
the son of Imri, the son of Bani, of the children of Pharez the 
son of Judah. And of the Shilonites; Asaiah the first-born, and 
his sons. And of the sons of Zerah; Jeuel, and their brethren, 
six hundred and ninety. And of the sons of Benjamin; Sallu 
the son of Meshullam, the son of Hodaviah, the son of Hasenuah, 
"and Ibneiah the son of Jeroham, and Elah the son of Uzzi, the 
son of Michri, and Meshullam the son of Shephatiah, the son 
of Reuel, the son of Ibnijah; and their brethren, according to 
their generations, nine hundred and fifty and six. All these men 
were chief of the fathers in the house of their fathers. 

' And of the priests; Jedaiah, and Jehoiar'b, and Jachin, 'and_ 10 
Azariah the son of Hilkiah, the son of Meshullam, the son of 
Zadok, the son of Meraioth, the son of Ahitub, the ruler of the 
house of God; and Adaiah the son of Jeroham, the son of Pashur, 12 
the son of Malchijah, and Maasiai the son of Adiel, the son of 
Jahzerah, the son of Meshullam, the son of Meshillemith, the 
son of Immer;.and their brethren, heads of the house of their 13 
fathers, a thousand and seven hundred and threescore ; very able 
men for the work of the service of the house of God. 

And of the Levites; Shemaiah the son of Hasshub, the son 14 
of Azrikam, the son of Hashabiah, of the sons of Merari; and 15 
Bakbakkar, Heresh, and Galal, and Mattaniah the son of Micah, ; 
the son of Zichri, the son of Asaph; and Obadiah the son of 16 
Shemaiah, the son of Galal, the son of Jeduthun, and Berechiah 
the son of Asa, the son of Elkanah, that dwelt in the villages of - 
the Netophathites. And the porters were, Shallum, and Akkub, 17 
and Talmon, and Ahiman, and their brethren: Sheen ih the 
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chief; ‘who hitherto waited in the king’s gate eastward: they 18 
were porters in the companies of the children of Levi. And 19 
Shallnm the son of Kore, the son of Ebiasaph, the son of Korah, 
and his brethren, of the house of his father, the Korahites, were 
over the work of the service, keepers of the gates of the taber- 
nacle: and their fathers, being over the host of the LORD, were 
keepers of the entry. And Phinehas the son of Eleazar was the 20 
ruler over them in time past, and the LORD was with him. And 21 
Zechariah the son of Meshelemiah was porter of the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. All these which were chosen to 22 
be porters in the gates were two hundred and twelye. These 
were reckoned by their genealogy in their villages, whom Da- - 
vid and Samuel the seer did ordain in their set office. So they 23 
and their children had the oversight of the gates of the house 

of the LORD, namely, the house of the tabernacle, by wards. 

In four quarters were the porters, toward the east, west, north, 24 
‘and south. And their brethren, which were in their villages, were 25 
to come after seven days from tim’ to time with them. For 26 
these Levites, the four chief porters, were in ‘heir set office, and 
were over the chambers and treasuries of the house of God. And 27 
they lodged round about the house of God, because the charge 
was upon them, and the opening thereof every morning pertained 

to them. And certain of them had the charge of the ministering 28 
vessels, that they should bring them in and out by tale. Some 29 
of them also were appointed to oversee the vessels, and all the 
instruments of the sanctuary, and the fine flour, and the wine, - 
and the oil, and the frankincense, and the spices. And some of 30 
the sons of the priests made the ointment of the spices. And 31 
Mattithiah, one of the Levites, who was the first-born of Shal- 
lum the Korahite, had the set office over the things that were 
made in the pans. And other of their brethren, of the sons of 32 © 
the Kohathites, were over the show-bread, to prepare i every 
sabbath. And these are the singers, chief of the fathers of the 33 
Levites, who remaining in the chambers were free : for they were 
employed in that work day and night. These chief fathers of 34 
the Levites were chief throughout their generations ; these dwelt 

at Jerusalem. 

AND in Gibeon dwelt the father of Gibeon: Jehiel, whose 35 
wife’s name was Maachah: and his first-born son Abdon, then 36 
Zur, and Kish, and Baal, and Ner, and Nadab,'!and Gedor, and 37 
Ahio, and Zechariah, and Mikloth. And Mikloth begat Shim- 38 
eam. And they also dwelt with their brethren at Jerusalem, 
over-against their brethren. And Ner begat Kish; and Kish 39 
begat Saul; and Saul begat Jonathan, and Malchi-shua, and 
Abinadab, and Esh-baal. And the son of Jonathan was Merib- 40 
baal: and Merib-baal begat Micah. And the sons of Micah 41 
were, Pithon, and Melech, and Tahrea, and Ahaz. And Ahaz 42 
begat Jarah; and Jarah begat Alémeth, and Azmaveth, and 
Zimri; and Zimri begat Moza; 'and Moza begat Binea; and 43 
Rephaiah his son, Eleasah his son, Azel his son. And Azel had 44 
six sons, “ee names are these, Azrikam, Bocheru, and Ishmael, | 
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pnd Shave: and Obadiah, and Hanan: these were the sons of 
Azel. 

Now the Philistines fought against Israel; and the men of LO 
Israel fled from before the Philistines, and fell down slain in 
mount Gilboa. And the Philistines followed hard afier Saul, 2 
and after his sons; and the Philistines slew Jonathan, and Abin- 
adab, and Malchi-shua, the sons of Saul. And the battle went 3 
sore against Saul, and the archers hit him, and he was wounded 
of the archers. Then said Saul to his armor-bearer, Draw thy 4 
sword, and thrust me through therewith; lest these uncircum- 
cised come and abuse me. But his armor-bearer would not; for 
he was sore afraid. So Saul took a sword, and fell upon it. ' And 
when his armor-bearer saw that Saul was dead, he fell likewise 
on the sword, and died. So Saul died, and his three sons, and 
all his house died together. And when all the men of Israel 
that were in the valley saw that they fled, and that Saul and his 
sons were dead, then they forsook their cities, and fled: and the 
Philistines came and dwelt in them. And it came to pass on 8 
the morrow, when the Philistines came to strip the slain, that 
they found Saul and his sons fallen in mount Gilboa. And when 
they had stripped him, they took his head, and his armor, and 
sent into the land of the Philistines round about, to carry tidings 
unto their idols, and to the people. And they put his armor in 10 
the house of their gods, and fastened his head in the temple of 
Dagon. And when all Jabesh-gilead heard all that the Philis- 11 
tines had done to Saul, 'they arose, all the valiant men, and 12 
took away the body of Saul, and the bodies of his sons, and 
brought them to Jabesh, and buried their bones under the oak 
in Jabesh, and fasted seven days. So Saul died for his trans- 13 
gression which he committed against the LORD, even against 
the word of the LORD, which he kept not, and also for asking 
counsel of one that had a familiar spirit, to inquire of it; and 14 
inquired not of the LORD: therefore he slew him, and turned 
the kingdom unto David the son of Jesse. 

THEN all Israel gathered themselves to David unto Hebron, 11 
saying, Behold, we are thy bone and thy flesh. And moreover 2 
in time past, even when Saul was king, thon wast he that leddest 
out and broughtest in Israel: and the LORD thy God said unto 
thee, Thou shalt feed my people Israel, and thou shalt be ruler 
over my people Israel. Therefore came all the elders of Israel 3 
to the king to Hebron; and David made a covenant with them 
in Hebron before the LORD; and they anointed David king 
over Israel, according to the word of the LORD by Samuel. 

Anp David and all Israel went to Jerusalem,-which is Jebus; 4 
where the Jebusites were, the inhabitants of the land. And the 5 
inhabitants of Jebus said to David, Thou shalt not come hither. 
Nevertheless David took the casile of Zion, which 7s the cily of 
David. And David said, Whosoever smiteth the Jebusites first 6 
shall be chief and captain. So Joab the son of Zeruiah went. ° 
first up, and was chief. And David dwelt in the castle; there- 7 
fore they called it, The city of David. And he built the pe round 8 
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about, even from Millo round about: and Joab repaired the rest 
of the city. So David waxed greater and greater: for the LORD 9 
of hosts was with him. 

Tues also are the chief of the mighty men whom David had, 10 
who s.rengihened themselves with him in his kingdom, and with 
all Israel, to make him king, according to the word of the LORD 
concerning Israel. And this is the number of the mighty men 11 
whom David had; Jashobeam, an Hachmonite, the chief of the 
captains: he lifted up his spear against three hundred slain by 
him at one time. And after him was Eleazar the son of Dodo 12 
the Ahohite, who was one of the three mighties. He was with 13 
David at Pas-dammim, and there the Philistines were gathered 
together to battle, where was a parcel of ground full of barley ; 
and the people fled from before the Philistines. And they set 14 
themselves in the midst of that parcel, and delivered it, and slew 
the Philistines; and the LORD saved them by a great deliverance. 
Now three of the thirty captains went down to the rock to Da- Li 
vid, into the cave of Adullam ; and the host of the Philistines 
encamped in the valley of Réphaim. And David was then in If 
the hold, and the Philistines’ garrison was then at Beth-lehem. 
And David longed, and said, Oh that one would give me drink I 
of the water of ihe well of Beth-lehem, that is at the gate! And 1 
the three brake through the host of the Philistines, and drew 
water out of the well of Beth-lehem, that was by the gate, and 
tookif, and brought it to David: but David would not drink of it, 
but poured it ont to the LORD, ‘and said, My God forbid it me, 1 
that I should do this thing: shall I drink the blood of these men 
that have put their lives in jeopardy? for with the jeopard of 
their lives. they brought it. Therefore he would not drink it. 
These things did these three mightiest. ' And Abishai the brother % 
of Joab, he was chief of the three: for lifting up his spear against 
three hundred, he slew them, and had a name among the three. 
Of the three, he was more honorable than the two; for he was ‘ 
their captain: howbeit he attained not to the first three. Benaiah ‘ 
the son of Jehoiada, the son of a valiant man of Kabzeel, who 
had done many acts; he slew two lion-like men of Moab: also” 
he went down and slew a lion in a pitin asnowy day. And he | 
slew an Egyptian, a man of great stature, five cubits high; and 
m the Egyptian’s hand was a spear like a weaver’s beam; and 
he went down to him with a staff, and plucked the spear out of 
the Egyptian’s band, and slew him with his own spear. These 
things did Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, and had the name among 
the three mighties. Behold, he was honorable among the thirty, 
put attained not to the first three: and David set him over his 
guard. Also the valiant men of the armies were, Asahel the 
brother of Joab, Elhanan the son of Dodo of Beth-lehem,' Sham- 
moth the Harorite, Helez the Pelonite. Ira the son of Ikkesh 
the Tekoite, Abiezer the Antothite, 'Sibhecai the Hushathite, 
Tlai the Ahohite, 'Maharai the Netophathite, Heled the son of 
Baanah the Netophathite, ' Ithai the son of Ribai of Gibeah, that 
pea the children of Benjamin, Benaiah the Pirathonite, 
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'Hurai of the brooks of Gaash, Abiel the Arbathite,! Azmaveth 32 
the Baharumite, Eliahba the Shaalbonite, 'the sous of Hashem 34 
the Gizonite, Jonathan the son of Shage the Hararite,' Ahiam 35 
the son of Sacar the Hararite, Eliphal the son of Ur, 'Hepher the 36 
Mecherathite, Ahijah the Pelonite, 'Hezro the Carmelite, Naarai 37 
the son of Ezbai, ' Joel the brother of Nathan, Mibhar, the son of 38 
Haggeri, 'Zelek the Ammonite, Naharai the Berothite, the armor- 39 
bearer of Joab the son of Zeruiah,'Ira the Ithrite, Gareb the 40 
Ithrite,' Uriah the Hittite, Zabad the son of Ahblai, ' Adina the 41 
son of Shiza the Reubenite, a captain of the Reubenites, and 
thirty with him, 'Hanan the son of Maachah, and Joshaphat the 43 
Mithnite, 'Uzzia the Ashterathite, Shama and Jehiel the sons of 44 
Hothan the Aroerite,'Jediael the son of Shimri, and Joha his 45 
brother, the Tizite, 'Eliel the Mahavite, and Jeribai, and Josha- 46 
viah, the sons of Elnaam, and Ithmah the Moabite,' Eliel, and 47 
Obed, and Jasiel the Mésobaite. 

Now these are they that came to David to Ziklag, while hel 
yet kept himself close because of Saul the son of Kish: and they 
were among the mighty men, helpers of the war. They were 2 
armed with bows, and could use both the right hand and the left 
in hurling stones and shooting arrows out of a bow, even of Saul’s 
brethren of Benjamin. The chief was Ahiezer, then Joash, the 
sons of Shemaah the Gibeathite ; and Jeziel, and Pelet, the sons 
of Azmaveth; and Berachah, and Jehu the Antothite, 'and Is- 
4maiah the Gibeonite, a mighty man among the thirty, and over 
the thirty ; and Jeremiah, and Jahaziel, and Johanan, and Josa- 
bad the Gederathite, 'Eluzai, and Jerimoth, and Bealiah, and 
Shemariah, and Shephatiah the Haruphite, ' Elkanah, and Jesiah, 
and Azareel, and Joezer, and Jashobeam, the Korhites, 'and 
Joelah, and Zebadiah, the sons of Jeroham of Gedor. And of 
the Gadites there separated themselves unto David into the hold 
to the wilderness men of might, and men of war fit for the battle, 
that could handle shield and buckler, whose faces were like the 
faces of lions, and were as swift as the roes upon the mountains; 
'Rizer the first, Obadiah the second, Eliab the third, 'Mishmannah 9 
the fourth, Jeremiah the fifth, ' Attai the sixth, Eliel the seventh, 11 
'Johanan the eighth, Elzabad the ninth, 'Jeremiah the tenth, 12 
Machbanai the eleventh. These were of the sons of Gad, captains 14 
of the host: one of the least was over an hundred, and the 
greatest over a thousand. These are they that went over Jordan 15 
in the first. month, when it had overflown all his banks; and 
they put to flight all them of the valleys, bofh toward the east, 
and toward the west. And there came of the children of Ben- 16 
jamin and Judah to the hold unto David. And David went out 17 m 
to meet them, and answered and said unto them, If ye be come 
peaceably unto me to help me, mine heart shall be knit unto 
you: but if ye be come to betray me to mine enemies, seeing there 
% no wrong in mine hands, the God of our fathers look thereon, 
and rebuke it. Then the spirit came upon Amasai, who was 18° 
chief of the captains, and he said, Thine are, we, David, and on. 
thy side, thou son of Jesse: peace, peace ée unto thee, ene 
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be to thine helpers; for thy God helpeth thee. Then Dayid re- 
ceived them, and made them captains of the band. And there 19 
fell some of Manasseh to David, when he came with the Philis- 
tines against Saul to battle: but they helped them not: for the 
lords of the Philistines upon advisement sent him away, saying, 
He will fall to his master San to the jeopardy of our heads. As 20 
he went to Ziklag, there fell to him of Manasseh, Adnah, and 
Jozabad, and Jediael, and Michael, and Jozabad, and Elihu, and 
Zilthai, captains of the thousands that were of Manasseh. And 21 
they helped David against the band of the rovers: for they were 
all mighty men of valor, and were captains in the host. For at 22 
that ume day by day there came to David to help him, until 2 
was a great host, like the host of God. 

'Anp these are the numbers of the bands that were ready armed 23 
to the war, and ‘came to David to Hebron, to turn the kingdom 
of Saul to him, according to the word of the LORD. The chil- 24 
dren of Judah that bare shield and spear were six thousand and 
eight hundred, ready armed to the war. Of the children of 25 
Simeon, mighty men of valor for the war, seven thousand and 
one hundred. Of the children of Levi four thousand and six 
hundred. And Jehoiada was the leader of the Aaronites, and 27 
with him were three thousand and seven hundred; and Zadok, 28 
a young man mighty of valor, and of his father’s house twenty- 
and-two captains. And of the children of Benjamin, the kindred 29 
of Saul, three thousand : for hitherto the greatest part of them 
had kept the ward of the house of Saul. And of the children of 3¢ 
Ephraim twenty thousand and eight hundred, mighty men of 
valor, famous throughout the house of their fathers. And of the 31 
half tribe of Manasseh eighteen thousand, which were expressed 
by name, to come and make David king. And of the children 3: 
of Issachar, which were men that had understanding of the times, 
to\know what Israel ought to do; the heads of them were two 
hundred; and all their brethren were at their commandment. 
Of Zebulun, such as went forth to battle, expert in war, with all 3 
instruments of war, fifty thousand, which could keep rank: they 
were not of double heart. And of Naphtali a thousand captains, 3 
and with them with shield and spear thirty and seven thousand. 
And of the Danites expert in war twenty and eight thousand and < 
six hundred. And of Asher, such as went forth to battle, expert ¢ 
in war, forty thousand. And on the other side of Jordan, of the « 
Reubenites, and the Gadites, and of the half tribe of Manasseh, 
with all manner of instruments of war for the battle, an hundred 
and twenty thousand. All these men of war, that could keep < 
rank, came with a perfect heart to Hebron, to make David king 
over all Israel: and all the rest also of Israel were of one heart 
to make David king. And there they were with David three | 
days, eating and drinking: for theis brethren had prepared for 
them. Moreover they that were nigh them, even unto Issachar 
and Zebulun and Naphtali, -brought bread on asses, and on 
camels, ond ie mules, and on oxen, and meat, meal, cakes of figs, 
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and bunches of raisins, and wine, and oil, and oxen, and sheep 
abundantly: for there was joy in Israel. 

Anp David consulted with the captains of thousands and hun-13 
dreds, and with every leader. And David said unto all the con- 2 

regation of Israel, If zt seem good unto you, and ‘hat it be of the 
RD our God, let us send abroad unto our brethren every- 
where, that are left in all the land of Israel, and with them also 
to the priests and Levites which are in their cities and suburbs, 
that they may gather themselves unto us: and let us bring again 3 
the ark of our God to us: for we inquired not at it in the days of 
Saul. And all the congregation said that they would do so: for 4 
the thing was right in the eyes of all the people. So David, 5 
gathered all Israel together, from Shihor of Egypt even unto the 
entering of Hemath, to bring the ark of God from Kirjathjearim. 
And David went up, and all Israel, to Baalah, that.is, to Kirjath- 6 
jearim, which belonged to Judah, to bring up thence the ark of 
God the LORD, that dwelleth Jetween the cherubims, whose 
name is called on it. And they carried the ark of God ina uew 7 
cart out of the house of Abinadab: and Uzza and Ahio drave the 
cart. And David and all Israel played before God with all ther 8 
might, and with singing, and with harps, and with psalteries, 
and with timbrels, and with cymbals, and with trumpets. And 9 
when they came to the threshing-floor of Chidon, Uzza put forth 
his hand to hold the ark; for the oxen stumbled. And the anger 10 
of the LORD was kindled against Uzza, and he smote him, be- 
cause he put his hand to the ark: and there he died before God. 
And David was displeased, because the LORD had made a 11 
breach upon Uzza: wherefore that place is called Perez-uzza to 
this day. And David was afraid of God that day, saying, How 12 
shall I bring the ark of God home to me? So David brought not 13 
the ark home to himself to the city of David, but carried it aside 
into the house of Obed-edom the Gittite. And the ark of God 14 
remained with the family of Obed-edom in his house three months. 
And the LORD blessed the house of Obed-edom, and all that he 
had. 

Now Hiram king of Tyre sent messengers to David, and tim-L& 
ber of cedars, with masons and carpenters, to build him an 
house. And David perceived that the LORD had confirmed 2 
him king over Israel, for his kingdom was lifted up on high, be- 
cause of his people Israel. 

Anp David took more wives at Jerusalem: and David begat 3 
‘more sons and daughters. Now these are the names of his chil- 4 
dren which he had in Jerusalem; Shammua, and Shobab, Na- 
‘than, and Solomon, !and Ibhar, and Elishua, and Elpalet, 'and 5,6 
Nogah, and Nepheg, and Japhia, 'and Elishama, an Beeliada, 7 
and Eliphalet. j ; 
© Anp when the Philistines heard that David was anointed king 8 
over all Israel, all the Philistines went up to seek David. And Da- 

vid heard of it, and went out against them. And the Philistines 9 
came and spread themselves . mp valley of ae - And 10 
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David inquired of God, saying, Shall I go up against the Phi-. 
listines? and wilt thou deliver them into mine hand?) And 
the LORD said unto him, Go up; forI will deliver them into 
thine hand. So they. came up to Baal-perazim; and David iL 
smote them there. Then David said, God hath broken in upon 
mine enemies by mine hand like the breaking forth of waters: 
therefore they called the name of that place Baal-perazim. And 12 
when they had left their gods there, David gave a command- 
ment, and they were burned with fire. And the Philistines yet 13 
again spread themselves abroad in the valley. Therefore Da- 14 
vid inquired again of God; and God said unto him, Go not up 
after them; turn away from them, and come upon them over- 
against the mulberry-trees. And it-shall be, when thou shalt 15 
hear a sound of going in the tops of the mulberry-trees, that then 
thou shalt go out to battle: for God is gone forth before thee to 
smite the host of the Philistines. David therefore did as God 16 
commanded him: and they smote the host of the Philistines from 
Gibeon even to Gazer. And the fame of David went out into 17 
all lands; and the LORD brought the fear of him upon all nations. 
Anp David made him houses n the city of David, and _pre-L 
pared a place for the ark of God, and pitched for it a tent. Then 
David said, None ought to carry the ark of God but the Levites: 
for them hath the LORD chosen to carry the ark of God, and to 
minister unto him for ever. And David gathered all Israel to- 
gether to Jerusalem, to bring up the ark of the LORD unto his 
place, which he had prepared for it. And David assembled the 
children of Aaron, and the Levites: of the sons of Kohath; 
Uriel the chief, and his brethren an hundred and twenty: of the 
sons of Merari; Asaiah the chief, and his brethren two hundred 
and twenty: of the sons of Gershom; Joel the chief, and his 
brethren an hundred and thirty: of the sons of Elizaphan ; She- 
tnaiah the chief, and his brethren two hundred: of the sons of 
Hebron; Eliel the chief, and his brethren fourscore : of the sons 10 
of Uzziel; Amminadab the chief, and his brethren an hundred 
and twelve. And David called for Zadok and Abiathar the 11 
priests, and for the Levites, for Uriel, Asaiah, and Joel, Shemaiah, 
and Eliel, and Amminadab,'and said unto them, Ye are the 12! 
chief of the fathers of the Levites: sanctify yourselves, both ye 
and your brethren, that ye may bring up the ark of the LORD 
God of Israel unto the place that-I have prepared for it. For be- 13 
cause ye did it not at the first, the LORD our God made a breach 
upon us, for that we sought him not after the due order. So the 14 
priests and the Levites sanctified themselves to bring up the — 
ark of the LORD God of Israel. And the children of the Le- 15 
vites bare the ark of God upon their shoulders with the staves 
thereon, as Moses commanded according to the word of the 
LORD. And David spake to the chief of the Levites to appoint 16 
their brethren to be the singers, with instruments of music, psal- 
teries, and harps, and cymbals, sounding, by lifting up the voice. 
with joy. iy the Levites appointed Heman the son of Joel; and 17 
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of his brethren, Asaph the son of Berechiah; and of the sons of 
Merari their brethren, Ethan the son of Kushaiah; and with 18 
them their brethren of the second degree, Zechariah, Ben, and 
Jaaziel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and Unni, Eliab, and 
Benaiah, and Maaseiah, and Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, and 
Mikneiah, and Obed-edom, and Jeiel, the porters. So the singers, 19 
Heman, Asaph, and Ethan, were appointed to sound with cym- 
bals of brass; and Zechariah, and Aziel, and Shemiramoth, and 20 
Jehiel, and Unni, and Eliab, and Maaseiah, and Benaiah, with 

alteries on Alamoth; and Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, and 21 

ikneiah, and Obed-edom, and Jeiel, and Azaziah, with harps 
on the Sheminith to excel. And Chenaniah, chief of the Levites, 22 
was for song: he instructed about the song, because he was skil- 
ful. “And Berechiah and Elkanah were door-keepers for the 23 
ark. And Shebaniah, and Jehoshaphat, and Nethaneel, and 24 
Amasai, and Zechariah, and Benaiah, and Eliezer, the priests, 
did blow with the trumpets before the ark of God: and Obed- 
edom and Jehiah were door-keepers for the ark. So David, and 25 
the elders of Israel, and the captains over thousands, went to 
bring up the ark of the covenant of the LORD out of the house 
of Obed-edom with joy. And it came to pass, when God helped 26 
the Levites that bare the ark of the covenant of the LORD, that 
they offered seven bullocks and seven rams. And David was 27 
clothed with a robe of fine linen, and all the Levites that bare 
the ark, and the singers, and Chenaniah the master of the song 
with the singers: David also had upon him an ephod of linen.

And he dealt to every one of Israel, 3 
oth man and woman, to every one a loaf of bread, and a good 
iece of flesh, and a flagon of wine. 

Anb he appointed certain of the Levites to minister before 4 
he ark of the LORD, and to record, and to thank and praise the 
{ORD God of Israel; Asaph the chief, and next to him Zecha- 5 
iah, Jeiel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and Mattithiah, and 
‘liab, and Benaiah, and Obed-edom: and Jeiel with psalteries 
nd with harps; but Asaph made a sound with cymbals; 'Be- 6 
aiah also and Jahaziel the priests with trumpets continually be-— 
yre the ark of the covenant of God. Then on that any David 7

tent, and from one tabernacle to another. Wheresoever Il have 6 
walked with all Israel, spake I a word to any of the judges of 
Israel, whom I commanded to feed my people, saying, Why have 
ye not built me an house of cedars? Now therefore thus shalt 7 
thou say unto my servant David, Thus saith the LORD of hosts, 
I took dies from the sheepcot, even from following the sheep, that 
thou shouldest be ruler over my people Israel: and I have been 8 
with thee whithersoever thou hast walked, and have cut off all 
thine enemies from before thee, and have made thee a name like 
the name of the great men that are in the earth. AlsoI will 9 
ordain a place for my people Israel, and will plant them, and 
they shall dwell in their place, and shall be moved no more; 
neither shall the children of wickedness waste them any more, 
as at the beginning, 'and since the time that I commanded judges 10 
to be over my people Israel. Moreover I will subdue all thine 
enemies. Furthermore I tell thee that the LORD will build thee 
an house. And it shall come to pass, when thy days be expired 11 
that thou must go fo de with thy fathers, that I will raise up th 
seed after thee, which shall be of thy sons; and I will establis 
his kingdom. He shall build me an house, and I will stablish 12 
his throne for ever. I will be his father, and he shall be my son: 13 
and I will not take my mercy away from him, as I took 7t from 
him that was before thee; but I will settle him in mine house 14 
and in my kingdom for ever: and his throne shall be established 
for evermore. According to all these words, and according to 15 
all this vision, so did Nathan speak unto David. And David 16 
the king came and sat before the LORD, and said, Who am I, © 
O LORD God, and what 7s mine house, that thou hast brought 
me hitherto? And yet this was a small thing in thine eyes, O 17 
God ; for thou hast also spoken of thy servant's house for a great 
while to come, and hast regarded me according to the estate of 
aman of high degree,O LORD God. What can David speak 18 
more to thee for the honor of thy servant? for thou knowest thy 
servant. © LORD, for thy servant’s sake, andjaccording to 19 
thine own heart, hast thou done al] this greatness, in making 
known all these great things. O LORD, there is none like thee, 20 
neither is there any God beside thee, according to all that we 
have heard with our ears. And what one nation in the earth is 21 
like thy people Israel, whom God went to redeem to be his own 
people, to make thee a name of greatness and terribleness, by 
driving out nations from before thy people, whom thou hast re- 
deemed out of Egypt? For thy people Israel didst thou make 22 
thine own people for ever; and thou, LORD, becamest their 
God. Therefore now, LORD, let the thing that thon hast spoken 23 
concerning thy servant and concerning his house be established 
for ever, and do as thou hast said. Let it even be established, 24 
that thy name may be magnified for ever, saying, The LORD of 
hosts is the God of Israel, even a rae to Israel: and let the house 
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of David thy servant be established before thee. For thou, O 25 
my God, hast told thy servant that thou wilt build him an house: 
therefore thy servant hath found in his heart to pray before thee. 

And now, LORD, thou’art God, and hast promised this goodness 26 ~ 
unto thy servant: now therefore let it please thee io bless the 27 
house of thy servant, that it may be hefore thee for ever: for 
thou blessest, O LORD, and if shall be blessed for ever. 2 

Now afier this it came to pass, that David smote the Philis-1$ 
tines, and subdued them, and took Gath and her towns out of 
the hand of the Philistines. And he smote Moab; and the 2 
Moabites became David's servants, and brought gifts. And Da- 3 
vid smote Hadarezer king of Zobah unto Hamath, as he went 
to stablish his dominion by the river Euphrates. And Dayid 4 
took from him a thousand chariots, and seven thousand horse- 
men, and twenty thousand footmen: David also houghed all 
the chariot horses, but reserved of them an hundred’ chariots. 
And when the Syrians of Damascus came to help Hadarezer 
king of Zobah, David slew of the Syrians’ two and twenty thou- 
sand men. Then David put garrisons in Syria-damascus ; and 
the Syrians became David's servants, and brought gifts. Thus 
the LORD preserved David whithersoever he went. And Da- 
vid took the shields of gold that were on the servants of Hadar- 
ezer, and brought them to Jerusalem. Likewise from Tibhath, 
and from Chun, cities of Hadarezer, brought David very much 
brass, wherewith Solomon made the brazen sea, and the pillars, 
and the vessels of brass. . 

Now when ou king of Hamath heard how David had smitten 9 
all the host of Hadarezer king of Zobah; he sent Hadoram his 10 
son to king David, to inquire of his welfare, and to congratulate 
him, because he had fought against Hadarezer, and smitien him; 

(for Hadarezer had war with Tou;) and with him all manner of 
_vessels of gold and silver and brass. Them also king David-1L 
dedicated unto the LORD, with the silver and the gold that he 
brought from all these nations; from Edom, and from Moab, and 
from the children of Ammon, and from the Philistines, and from 
Amalek. ; 

Moreover Abishai the son of Zeruiah slew of the Edomites 12 
in the valley of salt eighteen thousand. And he put garrisons 13 
in Edom; and all the Edomites became David's servants. Thus 
the LORD preserved David whithersoever he went. So David 14 
reigned over all Israel, and executed judgment and justice 
among all his people. ; 

Awp Joab the son of Zeruiah was over the host; and Jehosha- 15 
phat the son of Ahilud, recorder. And Zadok the son of Ahi- 16 
tub, and Abimelech the son of Abiathar, were the priests; and 
Shavsha was scribe; and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada was over. 17 
the Cherethites, and the Pelethites; and the sons of David were 
chief about the king. ‘ah 

Now it came to pass after this, that Nahash the king of thel9 
children of Ammon died, and his son reigned in his stead. And 
David raid will show kindness unto Hanun the son of Nabash, 
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because his father showed kindness to me. And David sent 
messengers to comfort him concerning his father. So the ser- 
vants of David came into the land of the children of Ammon to 
Hanun, to comfort him. But the princes of the children of Am- 3 
mon said to Hanun, Thinkest thou that David doth honor thy 
faiher, that he hath sent comforters unto thee? are. not his ser- 
vanis come unto thee for to search, and to overthrow, and to spy 
out the land? Wherefore Hanun took David’s servants, and 4 
‘shaved them, and cut off their garments in the midst hard by 
their buttocks, and sent them away. Then there went certain, 5 
‘and told David how the men were served. And he sent to meet 
them: for the men were greatly ashamed. And the king said, 
Tarry at Jericho until your beards be grown, and then return. 
And when the children of Ammon saw that they had. made. 6 
themselves odious to David, Hanun and the children of Ammon 
sent a thousand talents of silver to hire them chariots and horse- 
men out of Mesopotamia, and out of Syria-maachah, and out of 
Zobah. So they-hired thirty and two thousand chariots, and the 7 
king of Maachah and his people ; who came and pitched before 
Medeba. And the children of Ammon gathered themselves to- 
gether from their cities, and came to battle. And when David 8 
heard of it, he sent Joab, and all the host of the mighty men. 
And the children of Ammon came out, and put the battle in 9 
array before the gate of the city: and the kings that were come 
were by themselves in the field. Now when Joab saw that the 10 
battle was set against him before and behind, he chose out of all 
the choice of Israel, and put ‘hem in array against the Syrians. 
And the rest of the people he delivered unto the hand of Abishai 11 
his brother, and they set themselves in array against the children - 
of Ammon. And he said, If the Syrians be too strong for me, 12 
then thou shalt help me: but if the children of Ammon be too 
strong for thee, then I will help thee. Be of good courage, and 13 
let us behave ourselves valiantly for our people, and for the « 
cities of our God: and let the LORD do that which is good in 
his sight. So Joab and the people that were with him drew nigh 14 
before the Syrians unto the battle; and they fled before him. 
And when the children of Ammon saw that the Syrians were 15 
fled, they likewise fled before Abishai his brother, and entered 
into the city. Then Joab came to Jerusalem. 

Anp when the Syrians saw that they were put to the worse 16 
before Israel, they sent messengers, and drew forth the Syrians 
that were beyond the river: and Shophach the captain of the 
host of Hadarezer went before them. And it was told David; 17 
and he gathered all Israel, and passed over Jordan, and came 
upon them, and set the baitle in array against them. So when 
David had put the battle in array against the Syrians, they fought 
‘with him. But the Syrians fled before Israel; and David slew 18 
of the Syrians seven thousand men which fought m chariots, and 
forty thousand footmen, and, killed Shophach the captain of the, 
host. And when the servants of Hadarezer saw that they were 19, 
put to the worse before Israel, they made peace with Dewd, and

became his servants: neither would the Syrians help the chil- 
dren of Ammon any more. ; 

Anp it came to pass, that after the rites was expired, at the20 
time that kings go out to battle, Joab led forth the power of the 
army, and wasted the country of the children of Ammon, and 
came and besieged Rabbah. But David tarried at Jerusalem. 
And Joab smote Rabbah, and destroyed it. 'And David took the 2 
crown of their king from off his head, and found it to weigh a 
talent of gold, and there were precious stones in it; and it was set 
upon David’s head: and he brought also exceeding much spoil 
out of the city. And he brought out the people that were init, 3 
and cut them with saws, and with harrows of iron, and with axes. 
Even so dealt David with all the cities of the children of Ammon. 
And David and all the people returned to Jerusalem. 

AND it came to pass after this, that there arose war at Gezer 4 
with the Philistines; at which time Sibbechai the Hushathite 
slew Sippai, (hat was of the children of the giant: and they were 
subdued. And there was war again with the Philistines; and 
Elhanan the son of Jair slew Lahmi the brother of Goliath the 
Gittite, whose spear’s staff was like a weaver’s beam. And yet 6 
again there was war at Gath, where was a man of great stature, 
whose fingers and toes were four-and-twenty, six on each hand, 
and six on each foot: and he also was the son of the giant. But 7 
when he defied Israel, Jonathan the 8on of Shimea David’s 
brother slew him. These were born unto the giant in Gath; 8 
and they fell by the hand of David, and by the hand of his ser- 
vants. 

Awnp Satan stood up against Israel, and provoked David toQL 
number Israel. And David said to Joab and to the rulers of the 2 

eople, Go, number Israel from Beer-sheba even to Dan; and 
brig the number of thenr to me, that I may know 7. And Joab 3 
answered, The LORD make his people an hundred times so 
many more as they be: but, my lord the king, are they not all 
By lord’s servants? why then doth my lord require this thing? 
why will he be a cause of trespass to Israel? Nevertheless the 4 
king’s word prevailed ee Joab. Wherefore Joab departed, 
and went throughout all Israel, and came to Jerusalem. And 5 
Joab gave the sum of the number of the people unto David. 
And all they of Israel were a thousand thousand and an hun- 
dred thousand men that drew sword: and Judah was four hun- 
dred threescore and ten thousand men that drew sword. But 6 
Levi and Benjamin counted he not among them: for the king’s 
word was abominable to Joab. And God was displeased with 
this thing; therefore he smote Israel. And David said unto God, 
I have sinned greatly, because I have done this thing: but now, 
I beseech thee, do away the iniquity of thy servant; forI have 
done very foolishly. And the LORD spake unto Gad, Dayid’s 9 
seer, saying, 'Go and tell David, saying, Thus saith the LORD, 10 
I offer thee three things: choose thee one of them, that I may do 
zt unto thee. So Gad came to David, and said unto him, Thus 11 
Saith the oe Choose thee ' either three years’ famine ; or three 12

months to be destroyed before thy foes, while that the sword of 
thine enemies overtaketh thee ; or else three days the sword of 
the LORD, even the pestilence, in the land, and the angel of the 
LORD destroying throughoutall the coasts of Israel. Now there- 
fore advise thyself what word I shall bring again to him that 
sent me. And David said unto Gad, I am ina great strait: let 13 
me fall now into the hand of the LORD; for very great are his 
mercies: but let me not fallinto the hand of man. So the LORD 14 
sent pestilence upon Israel: and there fell of Israel seventy 
thousand men. 

Anp God sent an angel unto Jerusalem to destroy it: and as 15 
he was destroying, the LORD beheld, and he repented him of 
the evil, and said to the angel that destruyed, It is enongh, slay 
now thine hand. And the angel of the LORD stood by the 
threshing-floor of Ornan the Jebusite. And David lifted up his 16 
eyes, and saw the angel of the LORD stand between the earth 
and the heaven, having a drawn sword in his hand stretched out 
over Jerusalem. ‘Then David and the elders of Israel, who were 
clothed in sackcloth, fell upon their faces. And David said unto 17 
God, Is it not I that commanded the people to be numbered? 
even | it is that have sinned and done evil indeed; but as for 
these sheep, what have they done? let thine hand, I pray thee, 

O LORD my God, be on me, and on my father’s house; but not 

on thy people, that they should be plagued. Then the angel of 18 
the LORD commanded Gad to say to David, that David should 

go up, and set up an altar unto the LORD in the threshing-floor 

of Ornan the Jebusite. And David went up at the saying of 19 
Gad, which he spake in the name of the LORD. And Ornan 20 
turned back, and saw the angel; and his four sons with him hid 
themselves. Now Orman was threshing wheat. ' And as David 21 
came to Ornan, Ornan looked and saw David, and went out of 
the threshing-floor, and bowed himself to David with /is face to 
the ground. Then David said to Orman, Grant me the place of 22 
this threshing-floor, that I may build an altar therein unto the 
LORD: thou shall grant it me for the full price: that the plague 
may be stayed from the people. And Ornan said unto David, 23 
Take it to thee, and let my lord the king do that which is good 

in his eyes: lo, I give thee the oxen also for burnt-offerings, 
and the threshing instruments for wood, and the wheat for the 
meat-offering; I give it all. And king David said to Ornan, 24 
Nay; but I will verily buy it for the full price: for I will not 
take that which 7s thine for the LORD, nor offer burnt-offerings 
without cost. So David gave to Ornan for the place six hun- 25 
dred shekels of gold by weight. And David built there an altar 26 
unto the LORD, and offered burnt-offerings and peace-offerings, 
and called upon the LORD; and he answered him from heaven 

by fire upon the altar of burnt-offering. And the LORD com- 27 
manded the angel; and he put up his sword again into the 
sheath thereof. 

At that time when David saw that the LORD had answered 28 
- him in the threshing-floor of Ornan the Jebusite, then ae sacri- -

ficed there. For the tabernacle of the LORD, which Moses 29 
made in the wilderness, and the altar of the burnt-offering, were 
at that season in the high place at Gibeon. But David could not 30 
go before it to inquire of God: for he was afraid because of the 
sword of the angel of the LORD. Then David said, This is the22 
house of the LORD God, and this is the altar of the burnt-offering 
for Israel. And David commanded to gather together the stran- 2 
gers that were in the land of Israel ; and he set masons to hew 
wrought stones to build the house of God. And David prepared 3 
-jron in abundance for the nails for the doors of the gates, and 
for the joinings; and brass in abundance without weight; 'also 4 
5 





cedar-trees in abundance: for the Zidonians and they of Tyre 

brought much cedar-wood to David. And David said, Solo- 

mon my son is young and. tender, and the house that is to be 

duilded for the LORD must be exceeding magnifical, of fame and 

of glory throughout all countries: I will therefore now make 

ne for it. So David prepared abundantly before his 
eath. 

Tuan he called for Solomon his son, and charged him to 
build an house for the LORD Godyof Israel. And David said to 
Solomon, My son, as for me, it was in my mind to build an house 
unto the name of the LORD my God: but the word of the 8 
LORD came to me, saying, Thou hast shed blood abundantly, 
and hast made great wars: thou shalt not build an house unto 
my name, because thou hast shed much blood upon the earth in 
my sight. Behold, a son shall be born unto thee, who shall bea 9 
man of rest; and I will give him rest from all his enemies round 
abont: for his name shall be Solomon, and I will give peace and 
quictness unto Israel in his days. He shall build an house for 10 
my name}; and he shall be my son, and I will be his father; and 
I will establish the throne of his kingdom over Israel for ever. 
Now, my son, the LORD be with thee; and prosper thou, and 11 
Duild the house of the LORD thy God, as he hath said of thee. 
Only the LORD give thee wisdom and understanding, and give 12 
thee charge concerning Israel, that thou mayest keep the law of 
the LORD thy God. Then shalt thou prosper, if thou takest 13 
heed to fulfil the statutes and judgments which the LORD 
charged Moses with concerning Israel: be strong, and of good 
courage; dread not, nor be dismayed. Now, behold, in-my 14 
trouble I have prepared for the house of the LORD an hundred 
thousand talents of gold, and a thousand thousand talents of 
silver; and of brass and iron without weight; for it is in abun- 
dance: timber also and stone have I prepared ; and thou mayest 
add thereto. Moreover there are workmen with thee in abun- 15 
dance, hewers and workers of stone and timber, and all manner 
of cunning men for every manner of work. Of the gold, the 16 
silver, and the brass, and the iron, there is no number. Arise 
therefore, and be doing, and the LORD be with thee. David 17 
also commanded all the princes of Israel to help Solomon his son, 1 
saying, 'Is not the LORD your Gad with you? and hath he not 18 
given you aa on every side for he hath given the inhabitants 
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of the land into mine hand; and the land is subdued before the 
LORD, and before his people. Now set your heart and your 19 
soul to seek the LORD your God; arise therefore, and build 
ye the sanctuary of the LORD God, to bring the ark of the cove- 
nant of the LORD, and the holy vessels of God, into the house 
that is to be built to the name of the LORD. So when David23 
bs ole and full of days, he made Solomon his son king over 

srael. 

Anp he gathered together all the princes of Israel, with the 2 
priests and the Levites. Now the Levites were numbered from 3 
the age of thirty years and upward: and their number by their 
polls, man by man, was thirty and eight thousand. Of which, 4 
twenty and four thousand were to set forward the work of the 
house of the LORD; and six thousand were officers and judges: 
moreover four thousand were porters: and four thousand praised 5 
the LORD with the instruments which I made, said David, to 
praise therewith. And David divided them into courses among 6 
the sons of Levi, namely, Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. 

Of the Gershonites were, Laadan, and Shimei. The sons of 7,8 
Laadan; the chief was Jehiel, and Zetham, and Joel, three. The 9 
sons of Shimei; Shelomith, and Haziel, and Haran, three. These 
were the chief of the fathers of Laadan. And the sons of Shimei 10 
were, Jahath, Zina, and Jeush, and Beriah. These four were the 
sons of Shimei. And Jahath was the chief, and Zizah the second: 11 
but Jeush and Beriah had not many sons; therefore they were 
in one reckoning, according to their father’s house. 

“The sons of Kohath; Amram, Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. 12 
The sons of Amram; Aaron and Moses: and Aaron was sepa- 13 
rated, that he should sanctify the most holy things, he and his 
sons for ever, to burn incense before the LORD, to minister unto 
him, and to bless in his name for ever. Now concerning Moses 14 
the man of God, his sons were named of the tribe of Levi. The 15 
sons of Moses were, Gershom, and Eliezer. Of the sons of Ger- 16 
shom, Shebuel was the chief. And the sons of Eliezer were, i, 
Rehabiah the chief, And Eliezer had none other sons; but the 
sons of Rehabiah were very many. Of the sons of Izhar; She- 18 
lomith the chief. Of the sons of Hebron; Jeriah the first, Ama- 19 
riah the second, Jehaziel the third, and Jekameam the fourth. 
Of the sons of Uzziel; Micah the first, and Jesiah the second. 20 

The sons of Merari; Mahli, and Mushi. The sons of Mahli; 21 
Fleazar, and Kish. And Eleazar died, and had’no sons, but 22 
daughters: and their brethren the sons of Kish took them. The 23 
sons of Mushi; Mahli, and Eder, and Jeremoth, three. 

These were the sons of Levi after the house of their fathers; 24 
even the chief of the fathers, as they were counted by number 
of names by their polls, that did the work for the service of the 
house of the LORD, from the age of twenty years and upward. 
For David said, The LORD God of Israel hath given rest unto 25 
his people, that they may dwell in Jerusalem for ever ; and also 26 
unto the Levites: they shall no more carry the tabernacle, nor 
any vessels of it for the service thereof: For by the od 27 
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of David the Levites were numbered from twenty years old and 
above; because their office was to wait on the sons of Aaron for 28 
the service of the house of the LORD, in the courts, and in the 
chambers, and in the purifying of all holy things, and the work 

of the service of the house of God; both for the show-bread, and 29 
for the fine flour for meat-offering, and for the unleavened cakes, 
and for that which is baked in the pan, and for that which is 
fried, and for all manner of measure and size; and to stand 30 
every morning to thank and praise the LORD, and likewise at 
even; and to offer all burnt-sacrifices unto the LORD in the 31 
sabbaths, in the new moons, and on the set feasts, by number, 
according to the order commanded unto them, continually before 
the LORD: and that they should keep the charge of the taber- 32 
nacle of the congregation, and the charge of the holy place, and 
the charge of the sons of Aaron their brethren, in the service of 
the house of the LORD. 

Now these are the divisions of the sons of Aaron. The sons2& 
of Aaron; Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, and [thamar. But Nadab 2 
and Abihu died before their father, and had no children: 
therefore Eleazar and Ithamar executed the priests’ office. And 3 
David distributed them, both Zadok of the sons of Eleazar, and 
Ahimelech of the sons of ithamar, according to their offices in 
their service. And there were more chief men found of the sons 4 
of Eleazar than of the sons of Ithamar; and thus were they as 
vided. Among the sons of Eleazar there were sixteen chief men 
of the house of their fathers, and eight among the sons of Itha- 
mar according to the house of their fathers. Thus were they 9 
divided by lot, one sort with another; for the governors of the 
sanctuary, and governors of the house of God, were of the sons of 
Eleazar, and of the sons of Ithamar. And Shemaiah the son of 6 
Nethaneel the scribe, one of the Levites, wrote them before the 
king, and the princes, and Zadok the priest, and Ahimelech 
the son of Abiathar, and before the chief of the fathers of the 
priests and Levites: one principal household being taken for 
Eleazar, and one taken for Ithamar. Now the first lot came i, 
forth to Jehoiarib, the second to J edaiah, ' the third to Harim, the 8 
fourth to Seorim, ' the fifth to Malchijah, the sixth to Mijamin, 9 
‘the seventh to Hakkoz, the eighth to Abijah, 'the ninth to 10 
Jeshuah, the tenth to Shecaniah, ' the eleventh to Eliashib, the 12 
twelfth to Jakim, 'the thirteenth to Huppah, the fourteenth to 13 
Jeshebeab, ‘the fifteenth to Bilgah, the sixteenth to Immer, 14 
1 the seventeenth to Hezir, the eighteenth to Aphses, 'the nine- 15 
teenth to Pethahiah, the twentieth to Jehezekel, ' the one-and- 1% 
twentieth to Jachin, the two-and-twentieth to Gamul, ' the three- 1é 
and-twentieth to Delaiah, the four-and-twentieth to Maaziah | 
These were the orderings of them in their service to come 1 
into the house of the LORD, according to their manner, under . 
Aaron their father, as the LORD God of Israel had commanded

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ing Rehabiah: of the sons of Rehabiah, the first was Isshiah. 
the Izharites ; Shelomoth: of the sons of Shelomoth; Jahath. 22 
And the sons of Hebron; Jeriah the first, Amariah the second, 23 
Jaliaziel the third, Jekameam the fourth. Of the sons of Uzziel; 24 
Michah: of the sons of Michah; Shamir. The brother of Mi- 25 
chah was Isshiah: of the sons of Isshiah; Zechariah. The sons 26 
of Merari were Mahli and Mushi: the sons of Jaaziah; Beno. 
The sons of Merari by Jaaziah; Beno, and Shoham. and Zac- 27 
eur, and Ibri. 'Of Mahli came Eleazar, who had no sons. 'Con- 28 
cerning Kish: the son of Kish was Jerahmeel. The sons also 30 
of Mushi; Mahli, and Eder, and Jerimoth. These were the sons 
of the Levites after the house of their fathers. These likewise 31 
cast lots over-against their brethren the sons of Aaron in the 
presence of David the king, and Zadok, and Ahimelech, and the 
chief of the fathers of the priests and Levites, even the principal 
fathers over-against their younger brethren. 

Moreover David and the captains of the host separated to the25 
service of the sons of Asaph, and of Heman, and of Jeduthun, 
who should prophesy with harps, with psalteries, and with cym- 
bals: and the number of the workmen according to their ser- 
vice was: of the sons of Asaph; Zaccur, and Joseph, and Ne- 2 
thaniah, and Asarelah, the sons of Asaph under the hands of 
Asaph, which prophesied according to the order of the king. Of 3 
Jeduthun: the sons of Jeduthun; Gedaliah, and Zeri, and Je- 
shaiah, Hashabiah, and Mattithiah, six, under the hands of their 
father Jeduthun, who prophesied with a harp, to give thanks and 
to praise the LORD. Of Heman: the sons of Heman; Bukkiah, 4 
Mattaniah, Uzziel, Shebuel, and Jerimoth, Hananiah, Hanani, 
Eliathah, Giddalti, and Romamti-ezer, Joshbekashah, Mallothi, 
Hothir, and Mahazioth: all these were the sons of Heman the 5 
king’s seer in the words of God, to lift up the horn. And God 
gave to Heman fourteen sons and three daughters. All these 6 
were under the hands of their father for song zn the house of the 
LORD, with cymbals, psalteries, and harps, for the service of the 
house of God, according to the king’s order to Asaph, Jeduthun, 
and Heman. So the number of them, with their brethren that 7 
were instructed in the songs of the LORD, even all that were 
cunning, was two hundred fourscore and eight. And they cast 8 
lots, ward against ward, as well the small as the great, the teacher 
as the scholar. Now the first lot came forth for Asaph to Joseph: 9 
the second to Gedaliah, who with his brethren and sons were 
twelve: the third to Zaccur, he, his sons, and his brethren, were 10 
twelve: the fourth to Izri, he, his sons, and his brethren, were 11 
twelve: the fifth to Nethaniah, he, his sons, and his brethren, 12 
were twelve: the sixth to Bukkiah, he, his sons, and his brethren, 13 
‘were twelve: the seventh to Jesharelah, he, his sons, and his 14 
brethren, were twelve: the eighth to Jeshaiah, he, his sons, and 15 
his brethren, were twelve: the ninth to Mattaniah, he, his sons, 16 
and his brethren, were twelve: the tenth to Shimei, he, his sons, 17 
and his brethren, were twelve: the eleventh to Azareel, he, his 18. 
‘sons, and his brethren, were sti the twelfth to ae 
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he, his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the thirteenth to 20 
Shubael, he, his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the four- 21 ° 
teenth to Mattithiah, he, his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: 
the fifteenth to Jeremoth, he, his sons, and his brethren, were 22. 
twelve: the sixteenth to Hananiah, he, his sons, and his brethren, 23 
were twelve: the seventeenth to Joshbekashah, he, his sons, and 24 
his brethren, were twelve: the eighteenth to Hanani, he, his sons, 25 
and his brethren, were twelve: the nineteenth to Mallothi, he. 26 
his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the twentieth to Eliathah, 27 
he, his sons, and his brethren, were twelve: the one-and-twentieth 28 
to Hothir, he, his sons, and his brethren; were twelve: the two- 29 
and-twentieth to Giddalti, he, his sons, and his brethren, were 
twelve: the three-and-twentieth to Mahazioth, he, his sons, and 30 
his brethren, were twelve: the four-and-twentieth to Romamti- 31 
ezer, he, his sons, and his brethren, were twelve. 

Concerning the divisions of the porters: Of the Korhites was26 
Meshelemiah the son of Kore, of the sons of Asaph. And the 2 
sons of Meshelemiah were, Zechariah the-first-born, Jediael the 
second, Zebadiah the third, Jathniel the fourth, 'Blam the fifth, 3 
Jehohanan the sixth, Elioenai thé seventh. Moreover the sons 4 
of Obed-edom were, Shemaiah the first-born, Jehozabad the 
second, Joah the third, and Sacar the fourth, and Nethaneel the 
fifth, 'Ammiel the sixth, Issachar the seventh, Peulthai the 
eighth: for God blessed him. Also unto Shemaiah his son were 
sons born, that ruled throughout the house of their father: for 
they were mighty men of valor. ‘The sons of Shemaiah; Othni, 
and Rephael, and Obed, Elzabad, whose brethren were strong 
men, Elihu, and Semachiah. All these of the sons of Obed- 
-edom: they and their sons, and their brethren, able men for 
strength for the service, were threescore and two of Obed-edom. 
‘And Meshelemiah had sons and brethren, strong men, eighteen. 9 
‘Also Hosah, of the children of Merari, had sons; Simri the chief, 10 
(for though he was not the first-born, yet his father made him the 
chief;) Hilkiah the second, Tebaliah the third, Zechariah the 11 
fourth: all the sons and brethren of Hosah were thirteen. Among 12 
these were the divisions of the porters, even among the chief men, 
having wards one against another, to minister in the house of the 
LORD. And they cast lots, as well the small as the great, ac- 13 
cording to the house of their fathers, for every gate. And the 14 
lot eastward fell to Shelemiah. ‘Then for Zechariah his son, a 
wise counsellor, they cast lots; and his lot came out northward. 
To Obed-edom southward ; and to his sons the house of Asup- 15 
pim. To Shuppim and Hosah, the lot came forth westward, with 16 
the gate Shallecheth, by the causeway of the going up, ward 
against ward. Eastward were six Levites, northward four a day, 17% 
southward four a day, and toward Asuppim two and two. At 18 
Parbar westward, four at the causeway, and two at Parbar. 
These are the divisions of the porters among the sons of Kore, 19 
and among the sons of Merari. 

And of the Levites, Ahijah was over the treasures of the house 20 
of God, Pawn the treasures of the dedicated things. As con- 21

cerning the sons of Laadan; the sons of the Gershonite Laadan, 
chief fathers, even of Laadan the Gershonite, were Jehieli. The 22 
sons of Jehieli; Zetham, and Joel his brother, which were over 
the treasures of the house of the LORD. Of the Amramites, 23 
and the Izharites, the Hebronites, and the Uzzielites: and She- 24 
buel the son of Gershom, the son of Moses, was ruler of the 
treasures. And his brethren by Eliezer; Rehabiah his son, and 25 
Jeshaiah his son, and Joram his son, and Zichri his son, and She- 
lomith his son. Which Shelomith and his brethren were over all 26 
the treasures of the dedicated things, which David the king, and 
the chief fathers, the captains over thousands and hundreds, and 
the captains of the host, had dedicated. Out of the spoils won 27 
in battles did they dedicate to maintain the house of the LORD. 
And all that Samuel the seer, and Saul the son of Kish, and 28 
Abner the son of Ner, and Joab the son of Zeruiah, had dedi- 
cated ; and whosoever had dedicated any thing, it was under 
the hand of Shelomith, and of his brethren. 

Of the Izharites, Chenaniah and his sons were for the outward 29 
business over Israel, for officers and judges. And of the He- 30 
bronites, Hashabiah and his brethren, men of valor, a thousand 
and seven hundred, were officers among them of Israel on this 
side Jordan westward in all the business of the LORD, and in 
the service of the king. Among tne Hebronites was Jerijah the 31 
chief, even among the Hebronites, according to the generations of 
his fathers. In the fortieth year of the reign of David they were 
sought for, and there were found among them mighty men of 
valor at Jazer of Gilead. And his brethren, men of valor, were 32 
two thousand and seven hundred chief fathers, whom king Da- 
vid made rulers over the Reubenites, the Gadites, and the half 
tribe of Manasseh, for every matter pertaining to God, and affairs 
of the king. 

Now the children of Israel after their number, to wit, the27 
chief fathers and captains of thousands and hundreds, and their 
officers that served the king in any matter of the courses, which 
came in and went out month by month throughout all the months 
of the year, of every course were twenty and four thousand. 
Over the first course for the first month was Jashobeam the son 2 
of Zabdiel: and in his course were twenty and four thousand. 
Of the children of Perez was the chief of all the captains of the 
host for the first month. And over the course of the second 
month was Dodai an Ahohite, and of his course was Mikloth. 
also the ruler: in his course likewise were twenty and four thou- 
sand. The third captain of the host for the third month was Be- 
naiah the son of Jehoiada, a chief priest: and in his course were 
twenty and four thousand. This is that Benaiah, who was mighty 
among the thirty, and above the thirty: and in his course was 
Ammizabad his son. The fourth cap/ain for the fourth month 
was Asahel the brother of Joab, and Zebadiah his son after him: 
and in his course were twenty and four thousand. The fifth 
captain for the fifth month was Shamhuth the Izrahite: and in 
his course were twenty and four thousand. The sixth a for © 
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the sixth month was Ira the son of Ikkesh the Tekoite: and in 
his course were twenty and four thousand. The seventh captain 10 . 
for the seventh month was Helez the Pelonite, of the children of 
Ephraim: and in his course were twenty and four thousand. The 11 
eighth captain for the eighth month was Sibbecai the Husha- 
thite, of the Zarhites: and in his course were twenty and four 
thousand. The ninth captain for the ninth month was Abiezer 12 
the Anetothite, of the Benjamites: and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. The tenth captain for the tenth month was 13 
Maharai the Netophathite, of the Zarhites: and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. The eleventh captain for the 14 
eleventh month was Benaiah the Pirathonite, of the children of 
Ephraim: and in his course were twenty and four thousand. The 15 
twelfth captain for the twelfth month was Heldai the Netopha- 
thite, of Othniel: and in his course were twenty and four thou- 
sand. 

Furthermore over the tribes of Israel: the ruler of the Reu- 16 
benites was Eliezer the son of Zichri: of the Simeonites, She- 
phatiah the son of Maachah: of the Levites, Hashabiah the son 17 
of Kemuel: of the Aaronites, Zadok: 'of Judah, Elihu, one of 18 
the brethren of David: of Issachar, Omri the son of Michael: 
of Zebulun, Ishmaiah the son of Obadiah; of Naphtali, Jerimoth 19 
the son of Azriel: of the children of Ephraim, Hoshea the son 20 
of Azaziah: of the half tribe of Manasseh, Joel the son of Pe- 
daiah: of the half tribe of Manasseh in Gilead, Iddo the son of 21 
Zechariah: of Benjamin, Jaasiel the son of Abner: 'of Dan, Aza- 22 
reel the son of Jeroham. ‘These were the princes of the tribes 
of Israel. 

But David took not the number of them from twenty years 23 
old and under: beeause the LORD had said he would increase 
Israel like to the stars of the heavens. Joab the son of Zeruiah 24 
began to number, but he finished not, because there fell wrath 
for it against Israel; neither was the number put in the account 
of the chronicles of king David. 

_ Awnp over the king’s treasures was Azmaveth the son of Adiel: 25 
and over the store-houses in the fields, in the cities, and in the 
villages, and in the castles, was Jehonathan the son of Uzziah: 
and over them that did the work of the field for tillage of the 26 
ground was Ezri the son of Chelub: and over the vineyards was 27 
Shimei the Ramathite: over the increase of the vineyards for - 
the wine-cellars was Zabdi the Shiphmite: and over the olive- 28 
trees and the sycamore-trees that were in the low plains was 
Baal-hanan the Gederite: and over the cellars of oil was Joash: 
and over the herds that fed in Sharon was Shitrai‘the Sharonite: 29 
and over the herds that were in the valleys was Shaphat tie son 
of Adlai: 'over the camels also was Obil the Ishmaelite: and 30 
over the asses was Jehdeiah the Meronothite: and over the 31 
flocks was Jaziz the Hagerite. All these were the rulers of the 
substance which was king David’s. : 

Also Jonathan David’s uncle Was a counsellor, a wise man, 32 

and anaiibe dA and Jehiel the son of Hachmoni was with the king’s 
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sons: and Ahithophel was the king’s counsellor: and Hushai the 
Archite was the king’s companion: and after Ahithophel was 
Jehoiada the son of Benaiah and Abiathar: and the general of 
the king’s army was Joab.

Anp David assembled all the princes of Israel, the princes of 2G 


the tribes, and the captains of the companies that ministered to 
the king by course, and the Captains over the thousands, and cap- 
tains over the hundreds, and the stewards over all the substance 
and possession of the king, and of his sons, with the officers, 
and with the mighty men, and with all the valiant men, unto 
Jerusalem. Then David the king stood up upon his feet, and said, 
Hear me, my brethren, and my people: As for me, I had in mine 
heart to build an house of rest for the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD, and for the footstool of our God, and had made ready for 
the building: but God said unto me, Thou shalt not build an 
house for my name, because thou hast been a man of war, and 
hast shed blood. Howbeit the LORD God of Israel chose me 
before all the house of my father to be king over Israel for ever: 
for he hath chosen Judah fo be the Tuler; and of the house of 
Judah, the house of my father; and among the sons of my father 
he liked me to make me king over all Israel: and of all my sons, 
(for the LORD hath given me manly sons,) he hath chosen Solo- 
mon my son to sit upon the throne of the kingdom of the LORD 
over Israel. And he said unto me, Solomon thy son, he shall 
build my house and my courts: for I have chosen him to be my 
son, and I will be his father. Moreover I will establish his king- 
dom for ever, if he be constant to do my commandments and my 
judgments, as at this day. Now, therefore, in the sight of all Is- 
rael the congregation of the LORD, and in the audience of our 
God, keep and seek for all the commandments of the LORD 
your God: that ye may possess this good land, and leave it for 
an inheritance for your children after you for ever. And thou, 
Solomon my son, know thou the God of thy father, and serve 
him with a perfect heart and with a willing mind: for the LORD 
searcheth all hearts, and understandeth all the imaginations of 
the thoughts: if thou seek him, he will be found of thee; but if 
thou forsake him, he will cast thee off for ever. Take heed now; 
for the LORD hath chosen thee to build an house for the sane- 
tuary: be strong, and do 7. 

Taen David gave to Solomon his son the pattern of the porch, 
and of the houses thereof, and of the treasuries thereof, and of the 
upper chambers thereof, and of the inner parlors thereof, and 
of the place of the mercy-seat, 'and the pattern of all that he had 
by the spirit, of the courts of the house of the LORD, and of all 
the chambers round about, of the treasuries of the house of God, 
aid of the treasuries of the dedicated things: also for the courses 
oithe priests and the Levites, and for all the work of the service 
ofthe house of the LORD, and for all the vessels of service in 





o} gold, for all instruments of all manner of service ; silver also 
forall instruments of silver by weight, for all instruments of every» 
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tle house of the LORD. He gave of gold by weight for things 14 
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kind of service: even the weight for the candlesticks of gold, 15 


and for their lamps of gold, by weight for every candlestick, and 
for the lamps thereof: and for ihe candlesticks of silver by weight, 
oth for the candlestick, and also for the lamps thereof, according 


to the use of every candlestick. And by weight he gave gold for 16) 


the tables of show-bread, for every table; and likewvse silver for 


the tables of silver: also pure gold for the flesh-hooks, and the 17 


bowls, and the cups: and for the golden basons he gave gold by 
weight for every bason; and likewise silver by weight for every 


bason of silver: and for the altar of mcense refed gold by 18 


weight ; and gold for the pattern of the chariot of the cherubims, 
that spread out /heir wings, and covered the ark of the covenant 
of the LORD.

Axx this, said David, the LORD made me understand in writ- 1¢ 


ing by his hand upon me, even all the works of this pattern. 


And David said to Solomon his son, Be strong and of good cour- 2 


age, and do it: fear not, nor be dismayed: for the LORD God, 
even my God, will be with thee ; he will not fail thee, nor forsake 
‘thee, until thou hast finished all the work for the service of the 


house of the LORD. And, behald, the courses of the priests and 2 


the Levites, even they shall be with thee for all the service of the 
house of God: and there shall be with thee for all manner of work- 
manship every willing skilful man, for any manner of service: 


also the princes and all the people wel be wholly at thy com-_ | 


mandment. Furthermore David the king said unto all the con- 
gregation, Solomon my son, whom alone God hath chosen, is yet 
young and tender, and the work is great: for the palace is not 
for man, but for the LORD God. Now I have prepared with all 
my might for the house of my God the gold for things to be made 
ofgeld, and the silver for things of silver, and the brass for things 
of brass, the iron for things of iron, and wood for things of pecs 
onyx-stones, and stones to be set, glistering stones, and of divers 
colors, and all manner of precious stones, and marble stones in 
abundance. Moreover, because I have set my affection to the 
house of my God, I have of mine own proper good, of gold and 
silver, which I have given to the house of my God, over and above 
all that I have prepared for the holy house, even three thousand - 
talents of gold, of the gold of Ophir, and seven thousand talents 
of refined silver, to overlay the walls of the houses withal: the> 
gold for things of gold, and the silver for things of silver, and for 
all manner of work to be made by the hands of artificers. And 
who then is willing to consecrate his service this day unto th 
LORD? 

Tun the chief of the fathers and princes of the tribes of I¢5 
rael, and the captains of thousands and of hundreds, with th 
rulers over the king’s work, offered willingly, ' and gave for th} 7 
service of the house of God, of gold five thousand talents and te 
thousand drams, and.of silver ten thousand talents, and of bra 
eighteen thousand talents, and one hundred thousand talents 
iron. And they with whom precious stones were found ga 
them to orci, all of the house of the LORD, by the handoi 
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Jehiel the Gershonite. Then the people rejoiced, for that they 9 
offered willingly, becauSe with perfect heart they offered will- 
ingly to the LORD: and David the king also rejoiced with 
great joy. 

WHEREFORE Dayid blessed the LORD before all the congre- 10 
gation: and David said, Blessed 6e thou, LORD God of Israel 
our father, for ever and ever. Thine, O LORD, is the greatness, 11 
and the power, and the glory, and the victory, and the majesty : 
for all that is in the heaven and in the earth 7s thine ; thine 7s the 
kingdom, O LORD, and thon art exalted as head above all. Both 12 
riches and honor come of thee, and thou reignest over all; and 
in thine hand 7s power and might; and in thine hand 7t is to 
make great, and to give strength unto all. Now therefore, our 13 
God, we thank thee, and praise thy glorious name. But who 14 
am I, and what is my people, that we should be able to offer so 
willingly after this sort? for all things come of thee, and of thine 
own have we given thee. For we ave strangers before thee, 15 
and sojourners, as were all our fathers: our days on the earth 
are as a shadow, and there is none abiding. O LORD our God, 16 

_ all this store that we have prepared to build thee an house for 
thine holy name cometh of thine hand, and is all thine own. I 17 ~ 
know also, my God, that thou triest the heart, and hast pleasure 
in uprightness. As for me, in the uprightness of mine heart I 
have willingly offered all these things: and now have Iseen 
with joy thy people, which are present here, to offer willingly 
unto thee. - O LORD God of Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, our 18 
fathers, keep this for ever in the ‘imagination of the thoughts of 
the heart of thy people, and prepare their heart unto thee: and 19 
give unto Solomon my son a perfect heart, to keep thy command- 
ments, thy testimonies, and thy statutes, and to do all these things, 
and to build the palace, for the which I have made provision. 
And David said to all the congregation, Now bless the LORD 20 
your God. And all the congregation blessed the LORD God of 
their fathers, and bowed down their heads, and worshipped the 

‘LORD, and the king. And they sacrificed sacrifices unto the 21 
LORD, and offered burnt-offerings unto the LORD, on the mor- 
row after that day, even a thousand bullocks, a thousand rams, 
and a thousand lambs, with their drink-offerings, and sacrifices 
jn abundance for all Israel; and did eat and drink before the 22 
LORD on that day with great gladness. 

AND they made Solomon the son of David king the second 
time, and anointed him unto the LORD to de the chief governor, 
and Zadok to be priest. Then Solomon sat on the throne of the 23 
LORD as king instead of David his father, and prospered; and 
all Israel obeyed him. And all the princes and the mighty men, 24 
and all the sons likewise of king David, submitted themselves 
unto Solomon the king. And the LORD magnified Solomon ex- 25 
ceedingly in the sight of all Israel, and bestowed upon him such 
royal majesty as had not been on any king before him in Israel. 

'Tuus David the son of Jesse reigned over all Israel. 'And the 26 
time that he reigned over Israel was forty years ; a4 years — 
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reigned he in Hebron, and thirty-and-three years reigned he in

Jerusalem. And he died in a good old age, full of days, riches, 28 
and honor: and Solomon his son reigned in his stead. Now the 29 


acts of David the king, first and last, behold, they are written in 
the book of Samuel the seer, and in the book of Nathan the 
prophet, and in the book of Gad the seer, ' with all his reign and 
his might, and the times that went over him, and over Israel, 
and over all the kingdoms of the countries. 
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Awnp Solomon the son of David was strengthened in his king- 
dom, and the LORD his God was with him, and magnified him 
exceedingly. Then Solomon spake unto all Israel, to the cap- 
tains of thousands and of hundreds, and to the judges, and to 
every governor in all Israel, the thief of the fathers. So Solo- 
mon, and all the congregation with him, went to the high place 
that was at Gibeon; for there was the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation of God, which Moses the servantof the LORD had made 
in the wilderness. But the ark of God had David brought up 
from Kirjath-jearim to the place which David had prepared for it: 
for he had pitched a tent for it at Jerusalem. Moreover the 
brazen altar, that Bezaleel the son of Uri, the son of Hur, had 
made, he put before the tabernacle of the LORD: and Solomon 
and the congregation sought unto it. And Solomon went up thither 
to the brazen altar before the LORD, which was at the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, and offered a thousand burnt-offerings 
upon it. In that night did God appear unto Solomon, and said 
unto him, Ask what I shall give thee. And Solomon said unto 
God, Thou hast showed great mercy unto David my father, and 
hast made me to reign in his stead. Now, O LORD God, let thy 
promise unto David my father be established : for thou hast made 
me king over a people like the dust of the earth in multitude. 
Give me now wisdom and knowledge, that I may go out and 
come in before this people: for who can judge this thy people, 
that is so great? And God said-to Solomon, Because this was 
in thine heart, and thou hast not asked riches, wealth, or honor, 
nor the life of thine enemies, neither yet hast asked long life; 
but hast asked wisdom and knowledge for thyself, that thou 
mayest judge my people, over whom I have made thee king: 
wisdom and knowledge ts granted unto thee ; and I will give thee 
riches, and wealth, and honor, such as none of the kings have 
had that have been before thee, neither shall there any after thee 
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have the like. Then Solomon came ‘ie his journey to the high 18 


place that was at Gibeon to Jerusalem, from before the taber- 
nacle of pe congregation, and reigned over Israel. 
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Awp Solomon gathered chariots and horsemen: and he hada 
thousand and four hundred chariots, and twelve thousand horse- 
men, which he placed in the chariot cities, and with the king 
at Jerusalem. And the king made silver and gold at Jerusalem 
as plen(eous as stones, and cedar-trees made he as the sycamore- 
trees that are in the vale for abundance. And Solomon had 
horses brought out of Egypt, and linen yarn: the king’s mer- 
chants received the linen yarn ata price. And they fetched up, 
and brought forth out of Egypt, a chariot for six hundred shekels 
of silver, and an horse for an hundred and fifty: and so brought 
they ont Aorses for all the kings of the Hittites, and for the kings 
of Syria, by their means. 

Anpb Solomon determined to build an house for the name of 
the LORD, and an house for his kingdom. And Solomon told 
out threescore and ten thousand men to bear burdens, and four- 
score thousand to hew in the mountain, and three thousand and 
six hundred to oversee them. And Solomon sent to Huram the 
king of Tyre, saying, As thou didst deal with Dayid my father, 
and didst send him cedars to build him an house to dwell therein, 
even so deal with me. Behold, I build an house to the name of 
the LORD my God, to dedicate zt to him, and to burn before him 
sweet incense, and for the continual show-bread, and for the 
burnt-offerings morning and evening, on the sabbaths, and on 
the new moons, and on the solemn feasts of the LORD our God. 
This is an ordinance for ever to Israel. 'And the house which I 
build is great: for great is our God above all gods. But who is 
able to build him an house, seeing the heaven and’ heaven of 
heavens cannot contain him? who am I then, that I should build 
him an house, save only to burn sacrifice before him? Send me 
now therefore a man cunning to work in gold, and in silver, and 
in brass, and in iron, and in purple, and crimson, and blue, and 
that can skill to grave with the cunning men that are with me 
in Judah and in Jerusalem, whom David my father did provide. 
Send me also cedar-trees, fir-trees, and algum-trees, out of Leb- 
anon: for | know that thy servants can skill to cut timber in 
Lebanon; and, behold, my servants shall be with thy servants, 
"even to prepare me timber in abundance: for the house which 
Iam about to build shali be wonderful great. And, behold, I 
will give to thy setvants, the hewers that cut timber, twenty 
thousand measures of beaten wheat, and twenty thousand meas- 
ures of barley, and twenty thousand baths of wine, and twenty 
thousand baths of oil. ‘Then Huram the king of Tyre answered 
in writing, which he sent to Solomon, Because the LORD hath 
loved his people, he hath made thee king over them. ' Huram 
said moreover, Blessed be the LORD ‘God of Israel, that made 
heaven and earth, who hath given to David the king a wise son, 
endued with prudence and understanding, that might build an 
house for the LORD, and an house for his kingdom. And now 
I have sent a cunning man, endued with understanding, of Hu- 
ram my father’s, the son of a woman of the daughters of Dan, 
and his father was a man of Tyre, skilful to work in gold, and 
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in silver, in brass, in iron, in stone, and in timber, in purple, in 
blue, and in fine linen, and in crimson; also to grave any man- 
ner of graving, and to find out every device which shall be 
put to him, with thy cunning men, and with the cunning men of 
my lord David thy father. Now therefore the wheat, and the 
barley, the oil, and the wine, which my lord hath spoken of, let 
him send unto his servants: and we will cut wood out of Leba- 
non, as much as thou shalt need: and we will bring it to thee in 
floats by sea to Joppa; and thou shalt carry it up to Jerusalem. 
And Solomon numbered all the strangers that were in the land 
of Israel, after the numbering wherewith David his father had 
numbered them; and they were found an hundred and fifty 
thousand and three thousand and six hundred. And he set 
threescore and ten thousand of them to be bearers of burdens, 
and fourscore thousand ¢o be hewers in the mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred overseers to set the people a work. 

Tuen Solomon began to build the house of the LORD at Je- 
rusalem in mount Moriah, where the LORD appeared unto 
David his father, in the place that David had prepared in the 
threshing-floor of Ornan the Jebisite. And he began to build 
in the second day of the second month, in the fourth year of his 
reign. Now these are the things wherein Solomon was instructed 
for the building of the house of God. ‘The length by cubits after 
the first measure was threescore cubits, and the breadth twenty 
cubits. And the porch that was in the front of the house, the 
length of it was according to the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the height was an hundred and twenty: and he over- 
laid it within with pure gold. And the greater house he ceiled 
with fir-tree, which he overlaid with fine gold, and set thereon 
palm-trees and chains. And he garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty: and the gold was gold of Parvaim. 
He overlaid also the house, the beams, the posts, and the walls 
thereof, and the doors thereof, with gold ; and graved cherubims 
on the walls. And he made the most holy house, the length 
whereof was according to the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the breadth thereof twenty cubits: and he overlaid 
it with fine gold, amounting to six hundred talents. And the 
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weight of the nails was fifty shekels of gold. And he overlaid ' 


the upper chambers with gold. And in the most holy house he 
made two cherubims of image work, and overlaid them with 
gold. And the wings of the cherubims were twenty cubits long: 
one. wing of the one cherub was five cubits, reaching to the wall 
of the house; and the other wing was likewise five cubits, reach- 
ing to the wing of the other cherub. And one wing of the other 
cherub was five cubits, reaching to the wall of the house: and 
the other wing was five cubits also, joining to the wing of the 
other cherub. The wings of these cherubims spread themselves 
forth ‘went cubits: and they stood on their feet, and their faces 
were inward. And he made the vail of blue, and purple, and 
crimson, and fine linen, and wrought cherubims thereon. Also 
he made te the house two pillars of thirty-and-five cubits 
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high, and the chapiter that was on the top of each of them was 
five cubits. And he made chains, as in the oracle, and-put them 16 
on the heads of the pillars; and made an hundred pomegranates, 
and put them on the chains. And he reared up the pillars be- 17 
fore the temple, one on the right hand, and the other on the left; 
and called the name of that on the right hand Jachin, and the 
name of that on the left Boaz. 

Moreover he made an altar of brass, twenty cubits the length @ 
thereof, and twenty cubits the breadth thereof, and ten cubits 
the height thereof; Also he made a molten sea of ten cubits 2 
from brim to brim, round in compass, and five cubits the height 
thereof; and a line of thirty cubits did compass it round about. 
And under it was the similitude of oxen, which did compass it 3 
xound about: ten in a cubit, compassing the sea round about. 
Two rows of oxen were cast, when it was cast. 'It stood upon 4 
twelve oxen, three looking toward the north, and three looking 
toward the west, and three looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east: and the sea was set above upon them, 
and all their hinder parts were inward. And the thickness of it 5 
was an hand-breadth, and the brim of it like the work of the 
brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies; and it received and held 
three thousand baths. 

He made also ten lavers, and put five on the right hand, and 6 
five on the left, to wash in them: such things as they offered for 
the burnt-offering they washed in them; but the sea was for the 
priests to wash in. And he made ten candlesticks of gold ac- 7 
cording to their form, and set them in the temple, five on the 
right hand, and five on the left. He made also ten tables, and 8 

laced them in the temple, five on the right side, and five on the 
Toft And he made an hundred basons of gold. 

FuRTHERMORE he made the court of the priests, and the great 9 
court, and doors for the court, and overlaid the doors of them 
with brass. And he set the sea on the right side of the east 10 
end, over-against the south. And Huram made the pots, and 11 
the shovels, and the basons. And Huram finished the work that 
he was to make for king Solomon for the house of God; to wit, the 12 
two pillars, and the pommels, and the chapiters which were on the 
top of the two pillars, and the two wreaths to cover the two pom- 
mels of the chapiters which were on the top of the pillars; and 13 
four hundred pomegranates on the two wreaths; two rows. of : 
pomegranates on each wreath, to cover the two pommels of the 
chapiters which were upon the pillars. He made also hases, and 14 
layers made he upon the bases; one sea, and twelve oxen under 15 
it. The pots also, and the shovels, and the flesh-hooks, and all 16 
their instruments, did Huram his father make to king Solomon 
for the house of the LORD of bright brass. In the plain of 17 
Jordan did the king cast them, in the clay ground between Suc- 
coth and Zeredathah, Thus Solomon made all these vessels in 18 
great abundance: for the weight of the brass could not be found 
out. 2 
Anp Solomon made all the vessels that were for the be of. 19° 
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God, the golden altar also, and the tables whereon the show-bread 
was set; moreover the candlesticks with their lamps, that they 20 
should burn after the manner before the oracle, of pure gold; 
and the flowers, and the lamps, and the tongs, made he of gold, 21 
and that perfect gold; and the snuffers, and the basons, and the 22 
spoons, and the censers, of pure gold : and the entry of the house, 
the inner doors thereof for the most holy place, and the doors of 
the house of the temple, were of gold. Thus all the work that 5 
Solomon made for the house of the LORD was finished: and 
Solomon brought in ald the things that David his father had dedi- 
cated; and the silver, and the gold, and all the instruments, put 
he among the treasures of the house of God. 

Tuen Solomon assembled the elders of Israel, and all the 2% 

heads of the tribes, the chief of the fathers of the children of 
’ Tsrael, unto Jerusalem, to bring up the ark of the covenant of 
the LORD out of the city of David, which zs Zion. Wherefore 3 
all the men of Israel assembled themselves unto the king in the 
feast which was in the seventh month. And all the elders of 4 
Israel came ; and the Leyites took up the ark. And they brought 5 
up the ark, and the tabernacle of the congregation, and all the 
holy vessels that were in the tabertfacle, these did the priests and 
the Levites bring up. Also king Solomon, and all the congre- 6 
gation of Israel that were assembled unto him before the ark, 
sacrificed sheep and oxen, which could not be told nor numbered 
for multitude. And the priests brought in the ark of the cove- 
nant of the LORD unto his place, to the oracle of the house, 
into the most holy place, even under the wings of the cherubims: 
for the cherubims spread forth their wings over the place ofthe 8 
ark, and the chernbims covered the ark and the staves thereof 
above. And they drew.out the staves of the ark, that the ends 9 
of the staves were seen from the ark before the oracle ; but they 
were not seen without. And there it is unto this day. ' There 10 
was nothing in the ark save the two tables which Moses put 
therein at Horeb, when the LORD made a covenant with the 
children of Israel, when they came out of Egypt. And it came 11 
to pass, when the priests were come out of the holy place: (for 
all the priests that were present were sanctified, and did not then 
wait by course: also the Levites which were the singers, all of 12 
them of Asaph, of Heman, of Jeduthun, with their sons and 
their brethren, being arrayed in white linen, having cymbals 
and psalteries and harps, stood at the east end of the altar, and 
with them an hundred and twenty priests sounding with trum- 
pets:) it came even to pass, as the trumpeters and singers were 13 
as one, to make one sound to be heard in praising and thanking 
the LORD; and when they lifted up thecr voice with the trum- 
pets and cymbals and instruments of music, and praised the 
LORD, saying, For he is good; for his merey endureth for ever: 
that then the house was filled with a cloud; even the house of 
the LORD: so that the priests could not stand to minister by 14 


reason of the cloud: for the glory of the LORD had filled the 
house of cot ; 
0 
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THeEn said Solomon, The LORD hath said that he would dwell 
in the thick darkness. But i have built an house of habitation 
for thee, and a place for thy dweliing forever. And the king 
turned his face, and blessed the whole congregation of Israel : 
and all the congregation of Israel siood. And he said, Blessed 
be the LORD God of Israel, who hath with his hands fulfilled 
that which he spake with his mouth to my father David, saying, 
Since the day that I brought forth my people out of the land of 
Egypt, I chose no city among all the tribes of Israel to build an 
house in, that my name might be there; neither chose I any man 
to be a ruler over my people Israel: but I have chosen Jerusa- 

“lem, that my name might be there; and have chosen David to 
be over my people Israel. Now it was in the heart of David 
my father to build an house for the name of the LORD God of 
Israel. But the LORD said to David my father, Forasmuch as 
it was in thine heart to build an house for my name, thou didst 
well in that it was in thine heart: notwithstanding thou shait 
not build the house; but thy son which shall come forth out of 
thy loins, he shall build the house for my name. The LORD 
therefore hath performed his word that he hath spoken: for I 
am risen up in the room of David my father, and am set on the 
throne of Israel, as the LORD promised, and have built the house 
for the name of the LORD God of Israel. And in it have I put 
the ark, wherein zs the covenant of the LORD, that he made 
with the children of Israel. 

Anp he stood before the altar of the LORD in the presence 
of all the congregation of [srael, and spread forth his hands: for 
Solomon had made a brazen scaffold, of five cubits long, and five 
cubits broad, and three cubits high, and had set it in the midst 
of the court: and upon it he stood, and kneeled down upon his 
knees before all the congregation of Israel, and spread forth his 
hands toward heaven, 'and said, O LORD God of Israel, there 7s 
no God like thee in the heaven, nor in the earth; which keepest 
covenant, and showest mercy unto thy servants, that walk before 
thee with all their hearts: thou which hast kept with thy ser- 
vant David my father that which thou hast promised him; and 
spakest with thy mouth, and hast fulfilled 7¢ with thine hand, as 
it is this day. Now therefore, O LORD God of Israel, keep with 
thy servant David my father that which thou hast promised him, 
saying, There shall not fail thee a man in my sight to sit upon 
the throne of Israel; yet so that thy children take heed to their 
way to walk in my law, as thou hast walked before me. Now 
then, O LORD God of Israel, let thy word be verified, which. 
thou:hast spoken unto thy servant David. But will God in very 
deed dwell with men on the earth? behold, heaven and the 
heaven of heavens cannot contain thee; how much less this 
house which I have built! Have respect therefore to the prayer 
of thy servant, and to his supplication, O LORD my God, to 
hearken unto the cry and the prayer which thy servant prayeth 
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wouldest put thy name there ; to hearken unto the prayer which 
thy servant prayeth toward this place. Hearken therefore unto 21 
the supplications of thy servant, and of thy people Israel, which 
they shall make toward ihis place : hear thou from thy dwelling- 
place, even from heaven; and when thou hearest, forgive. If a 22 
ian sin against his neighbor, and an oath be laid upon him to 
make him swear, and the oath come before thine altar in this 
house; then hear thou from heaven, and do, and judge thy ser- 23 
vants, by requiting the wicked, by recompensing his way upon 
his own head ; and by justifying the righteous, by giving him ac- 
cording to his righteousness. And if thy people Israel be put to 24 
the worse before the enemy, because they have sinned against 
thee ; and shall return and confess thy name, and pray and make 
supplication before thee in this house; then hear thou from 25 
the heavens, and forgive the sin of thy people Israel, and bring 
them again unto the land which thou gavest to them and to their 
fathers. When the heaven is shut up, and there is no rain, be- 26 
cause they have sinned against thee; yet if they pray toward 
this place, and confess thy name, and turn from their sin, when 
thou dost afflict them; then hear thou from heaven, and forgive 27 
the sin of thy servants, and of thy people Israel, when thou hast 
taught them the good way, wherein they should walk ; and send 
rain upon thy land, which thou hast given unto thy people for 
an inheritance. If there be dearth in the land, if there be pes- 28 
tilence, if there be blasting, or mildew, locusts, or caterpillars; 
if their enemies besiege them in the cities of their land ; what- 
soever sore or whatsoever sickness there be: then what prayer or 29 
what supplication soever shall be made of any man, or of all thy 
people Israel, when every one shall know his own sore and his 
own grief, and shall spread forth his hands in this house: then 30 
hear thou from heaven thy dwelling-place, and forgive, and ren- 
der unto every man according unto all his ways, whose heart 
thou knowest; (for thou only knowest the hearts of the children 
of men:) that they may fear thee, to walk in thy ways, so long 31 
as they live in the land which thou gavest unto our fathers. 
Moreover concerning the stranger, which is not of thy people Is- 32 
rael; but is come from a far country for thy great name’s sake, 
and thy mighty hand, and thy stretched-out arm; if they come 
and pray in this house; then hear thou from the heavens, even 33 
from thy dwelling-place, and do according io all that the stranger 
calleth to thee for; that all people of the earth may know thy 
name, and fear thee, as doth thy people Israel, and may know 
that this house which I have built is called by thy name. If thy 34 
“people go ont to war against their enemies by the way that thou 
‘shalt send them, and they pray unto thee toward this city which 
‘thou hast chosen, and the house which I have built for thy name; . 
then hear thou from the heavens their prayer and their suppli- 35 
cation, and maintain their cause. If they sin against thee, (for 36 
there is no man which sinneth not,) and thou be angry with them, 
and deliver them over before ‘heir enemies, and they carry them 
away i ae unto a land far off or near; yet if they bethink 37 
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themselvesin the land whither they are carried captive, and tum 
and pray unto thee in the land of their captivity, saying, We 
have sinned, we have done amiss, and have dealt wickedly: 

if they return to thee with all their heart and with all their soul 38 
in the land of their captivity, whither they have carried them 
captives, and pray toward their land which thou gavest unto 
their fathers, and toward the city which thou hast chosen, and 
toward the house which I have built for ihy name: then hear 39 
thou from the heavens, even from thy dwelling-place, their 
prayer and their supplications, and maintain their cause, and 
forgive thy people which have sinned against thee. Now, my 40 
God, let, 1 beseech thee, thine eyes be open, and Jet thine ears 

Ge attent unto the prayer that is made in this place. Now there- 41 
fore arise, O LORD God, into thy resting place, thou, and the ark 

of thy sirengih: let thy priests, O LORD God, be clothed with 
salvation, and let thy saints rejoice in goodness. O LORD God, 42 
turn not away the face of thine anointed: remember the mer- 
cies of David thy servant. 

Now when Solomon had made an end of praying, the fire 7 
came down from heaven, and consumed the burnt-offering and 
the sacrifices; and the glory of the LORD filled the house. And 2 
the priests could not enter into the house of the LORD, because 
the glory of the LORD had filled the LORD’S house. And when 3. 
all the children of Israel saw how the fire came down, and the 
glory of the LORD upon the house, they bowed themselves with 
their faces to the ground upon the pavement, and worshipped, 
and praised the LORD, saying, For he is good; for his merey 
endureth for ever. 

THEN the king and all the people offered sacrifices before the 4 
LORD. And king Solomon offered a sacrifice of twenty and 5 
two thousand oxen, and an hundred and twenty thousand sheep: 
so the king and all the people dedicated the house of God. And 6 
the priests waited on their offices: the Levites also with the in- 
struments of music of the LORD, which David the king had 
made to praise the LORD, because his mercy endureth for ever, 
when David praised by their ministry; and the priesis sounded 
trumpets before them, and all Israel stood. Moreover Solomon 7 
hallowed, the middle of the court that was before the house of 
the LORD: for there he offered burnt-offerings, and the fat of the 
peace-offerings, because the brazen altar which Solomon had 
made was not able to receive the burnt-offerings, and the meat- 
offerings, and the fat. Also at ihe same time Solomon kept the 8 
feast seven days, and all Israel with him, a very great congre- ' 
gation, from the, entering in of Hamath unto the river of Egypt. 
And in the eighth day they made a solemn assembly: for they 9 
kept the dedication of the altar seven days, and the feast seven 
days. And on the three-and-twentieth day of the seventh month 10 
he sent the people away into their tents, glad and merry in 
heart for the goodness that the LORD had showed unto David, 
and to Solomon, and to Israel his people. Thus Solomon finished 11 
the house of the LORD, and the king’s house: and all —ee 
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into Solomon’s heart to make in the house of the LORD, and in 
his own house, he prosperously effected. i 

Anp the LORD appeared to Solomon by night, and said unto 12 
him, I have heard thy prayer, and have chosen this place to my- 
self for an house of sacrifice. If [ shut up heaven that there be 13 
no rain, or if I command the locusts to devour the land, or if I 
send pestilence among my people; if my people, which are 14 
. ealled by my name, shall humble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face, and turn from their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive their sin, and will heal their 
land. Now mine eyes shall be open, and mine ears attent unto 15 
the prayer that is made in this place. For now have I chosen 16 
and sanctified this house, that my name may be there for ever : 
and mine eyes and mine heart shall be there perpetually. And 17 
as for thee, if thou wilt walk before me, as David thy father 
walked, and do according to all that I have commanded thee, 
and shalt observe my statutes and my judgments; then will I 18 
stablish the throne of thy kingdom, according as I have cove- 
nanted with David thy father, saying, There shall not fail thee 
a man fo be ruler in Israel. But if yp turn away, and forsake my 19 
statutes and my commandments, which I have set before you, 
and shall go and serve other gods, and worship them; then will 20 
I pluck them up by the roots out of my land which I have given 
them; and this honse, which J have sanctified for my name, will 
I cast out of my sight, and will make it to de a proverb and a by- 
word among all nations. And this house, which is high, shall 21 
be an astonishment to every one that passeth by it; so that 
he shall say, Why hath the LORD done thus unto this land, and 
unto this house? And it shall be answered, Because they forsook 22 
the LORD God of their fathers, which brought them forth out of 
the land of Egypt, and laid hold on other gods, and worshipped 
them, and served them; therefore hath he brought all this evil 
upon them. 

Anp it came to pass at the end of twenty years, wherein Solo- 
mon had built the house of the LORD, and his own house, ' that 
the cities which Huram had restored to Solomon, Solomon built 
them, and caused the children of Israel to dwell there. And Solo- 
mon went to Hamath-zobah, and prevailed against it. And he 
built Tadmor in the wilderness, and all the store cities, which 
he built in Hamath. Also he built Beth-horon the upper, and 
Beth-horon the nether, fenced cities, with walls, gates, and bars; 
and Baalath, and all the store cities that Solomon had, and all 
the chariot cities, and the cities of the horsemen, and all that 
Solomon desired to build in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and 
throughout all the land of his dominion. ‘ 

As for all the people that were left of the Hittites, and the 7 
Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the Jebusites, 
which were not of Israel, ! but of their children, who were left 8. 
after them in the land, whom the children of Israel consumed 
not, them did Solomon make to pay tribute until this day. But 9 
of the eee} of Israel did Solomon make no servants for his 
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work; but they were men of war, and chief of his captains, and 
captains of his chariots and horsemen. And these were the chief 10 
of king Solomon’s officers, even two hundred and fifiy, that bare 
rule over the people. 

And Solomon brought up the daughter of Pharach out of the 11 
city of David, unto the house that he had built for her: for he 
said, My wite shall not dwell in the house of David king of 
Israel, because the places are holy, whereunto the ark of the 
LORD hath come. 

Then Solomon offered burnt-offerings unto the LORD on the 12 
altar of the LORD, which he had built before the porch, !even 13 
after a certain rate every day, offering according to the com- 
imandment of Moses, on the sabbaths, and on the new moons, 
and on the solemn feasts, three times in the year, even in the 
feast of unleavened bread, and in the feast of weeks, and in the 
feast of tabernacles. And he appointed, according to the order 14 
of David his father, the courses of the priesis to their service, 
and the Levites to their charges, to praise and minister before 
the priests, as the duty of every day required: the porters also 
by their courses at every gate: for so had David the man of God 
commanded. And they departed not from the commandment of 15 
the king unto the priests and Levites concerning any matter, or 
concerning the treasures. Now all the work of Solomon was 16 

repared unto the day of the foundation of the house of the 
FORD, and until it was finished. So the house of the LORD 
was perfected. 

THEN went Solomon to Ezion-geber, and to Eloth, at the sea- 17 
side in the land of Edom. And Huram sent him, by the hands 18 
of his servanis, ships, and servants that had knowledge of the sea; 
and they went with the servants of Solomon to Ophir, and took 
thence four hundred and fifty talents of gold, and brought them 
to king Solomon. 

Anp when the queen of Sheba heard of the fame of Solomon, 9 
she came to prove Solomon with hard questions at Jerusalem, 
with a very great company, and camels thai bare spices, and gold 
in abundance, and precious stones: and when she was come to 
Solomon, she communed with him of all that was in her heart. 
And Solomon told her all her questions: and there was nothing 2 
hid from Solomon which he icld her not. Aud when the queen 3 
of Sheba had seen the wisdom of Solomon, and the house that 
he had built, ‘and the meat of his table, and the sitting of his 4 
servanis, and the attendance of his ministers, and their apparel ; 
his cup-bearers also, and their apparel; and his ascent by which 
he went up into the house of the LORD; there was no more 
spirit in her. And she said to the king, Z# was a true report 5 
which I heard in mine own land of thine acis, and of thy wisdom: 
howbeit I believed not their words, until I came, and mine eyes 6 
had seen it: and, behold, the one half of the greatness of th 
wisdom was not told me: for thou exceedest the fame that 
heard. Happy are thy men, and happy are these thy servants, 7 
which stand continually ee thee, and hear thy oo i 
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Blessed be the LORD thy God, which delighted in thee toset 8 
thee on his throne, to be king for the LORD thy God: because 
thy God loved Israel, to establish them for ever, therefore made 

he thee king over them, to do judgment and justice. And she 9 
gave the king an hundred and twenty talents of gold, and of 
spices great abundance, and precious stones: neither was there 
any such spice as the queen of Sheba gave king Solomon. And 10 
the servants also of Huram, and the servants of Solomon, which 
brought gold from Ophir, brought algum-trees and precious stones. 
And the king made of the algum-trees terraces to the house of 11 
the LORD, and to the king’s palace, and harps and psalteries 
for singers; and there were none such seen before in the land 

of Judah. And king Solomon gave to the queen of Sheba all 12 
her desire, whatsoever she asked, beside that which she had 
brought unto the king. So she turned, and went away to her 
own land, she and her servants. 

Now the weight of gold that came to Solomon in one year 13 
was six hundred and threescore and six talents of gold; beside 14 
that which chapmen and merchant’ brought. And all the kings 
of Arabia and governors of the country bronght gold and silver 
to Solomon. And king Solomon made two hundred targets of 15 
beaten gold; six hundred shekels of beaten gold went to one 
target. And three hundred shields made he of beaten gold: three 16 
hundred shekels of gold went to one shield. And the king put 
them in the house of the forest of Lebanon. Moreover the king 17 
made a great throne of ivory, and overlaid it with pure gold. 
And there were six steps to the throne, with a footstool of gold, 18 
which were fastened to the throne, and stays on each side of the 
sitting-place, and two lions standing by the stays: and twelve 19 
lions stood there on the one side and on the other upon the SIX 
steps. There was not the like made in any kingdom. 'And all 20 
the drinking vessels of king Solomon were of gold, and all the 
vessels of the house of the forest of Lebanon were of pure gold: 
none were of silver; it was not any thing accoun ed of in the 
~ days of Solomon. For the king’s ships went to Tarshish with 21 
the servants of Huram: every three years once came the ships 
of Tarshish bringing gold, and silver, ivory, and apes, and pea- 
cocks. And king Solomon passed all the kings of the earth in 22 
riches and wisdom. And all the’kings of the earth sought the 23 
presence of Solomon, to hear his wisdom, that God had put in 
his heart. And they brought every man his present, vessels of 24 
silver, and vessels of gold, and raiment, harness, and spices, 
horses, and mules, a rate year by year. And Solomon had four 25 
thousand stalls for horses and chariots, and twelve thousand — 
horsemen; whom he besiowed in the chariot cities, and with the 
king at Jerusalem. And he reigned over all the kings from the 26 
river even unto the land of the Philistines, and to the border of | 
Egypt. And the king made silver in Jerusalem as stones, and 27 
cedar-trees made he as the sycamore-trees that are in the low 
‘plains in abundance. And they brought unto Solomon horses 28 
out of Teyp® and out of all lands, ~~ ; 
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_, Now the rest of the acts of Solomon, first and last, are they 29 
not written in the book of Nathan the prophet, and in the 
prophecy of Ahijah the Shilonite, and in the visions of Iddo the 
seer against Jeroboam the son of Nebat? And Solomon reigned 30 
in Jerusalem over all Israel forty years. And Solomon slept with 31° 
his fathers, and he was buried in the city of David his father: 
‘and Rehoboam his son reigned in his stead. 
AND Rehoboam went to Shechem: for to Shechem were all1@ 
Israel come to make him king. And it came to pass, when Jero- 2 
' boam the son of Nebat, who was in Egypt, whither he had fled 
from the presence of Sclomon the king, heard it, that Jeroboam 
returned out of Egypt. 'And they sent and called him. So 3 
Jeroboam and all Israel came and spake to Rehoboam, saying, 
'Thy father made our yoke grievous: now therefore ease thou 4 
5 
6 





somewhat the grievous servitude of thy father, and his heavy 
yoke that he put upon us, and we will serve thee. And he 
said unto them, Come again unto me afier three days. And the 
people departed. And king Rehoboam took counsel with the 
old men that had stood before Solomon his father while he yet 
lived, saying, What counsel give ye me to return answer to this 
people? And they spake unto him, saying, If thou be kind to 
this people, and please them, and speak good words to them, 
they will be thy servants for ever. But he forsook the counsel 8 
which the old men gave him, and took counsel with the young 
men that were brought up with him, that stood before him. And 9 
he said unto them, What advice give ye that we may return an- 
swer to this people, which have spoken to me, saying, Ease 
Somewhat the yoke that thy father did put upon us? And the 10 
oung men that were brought up with him spake unto him, say- 
. Thus shalt thou answer the people that spake unto thee, 


a 


saying, Thy father made our yoke heavy, but make thou it 
somewhat lighter for us; thus shalt thou say unto them, My little 
Jjinger shall be thicker than my father’s loins. For whereas my 11 
father put a heavy yoke upon you, I will put more to your yoke: 
my father chastised you with whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions. So Jeroboam and all the people came to Rehoboam 12 
on the third day, as the king bade, saying, Come again to me on 
the third day. And the king answered them roughly; and king 13 
Rehoboam forsook the counsel of the old men, and answered 14 
them afier the advice of the young men, saying, My father made 
your yoke heavy, but I will add thereto: my father chastised 
ou with whips, but I will chastise you with scorpions. So the 15 
hearkened not unto the people: for the cause was of God, 
that the LORD might perform his word, which he. spake by the 
hand of Ahijah the Shilonite to Jeroboam the son of Nebat. And 16 
when all Israel saw that the king would not bearken unto them, 
the people answered the king, saying, What portion have we in 
David? and we have none inheritance in the son of Jesse: every 
man to your tents, O Israel: and now, David, see to thine own 
house. So all Israel went to their tents.. 'But as for the chil- 17 
dren of Israel that dwelt in the cities of Judah, ee 
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reigned over them. Then king Rehohoam sent Hadoram that 18 


was over the tribute; and the children of Israel stoned him with 
stones, that he died. But king Rehoboam made speed to get 


him up to his chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. And Israel rebelled 19 


against the house of David unto this day. 


Anp when Rehoboam was come to Jerusalem, he gathered of LL 


the house of Judah and Benjamin an hundred and fourscore 
thousand chosen men, which were warriors, to fight against 
Israel, that he might bring the kingdom again to Rehoboam. But 
the word of the LORD came to Shemaiah the man of God, say- 
ing, Speak unto Rehoboam the son of Solomon, king of Judah, 
and to all Israel in Judah and Benjamin, saying, Thus saith the 
LORD, Ye shall not go up, nor fight against your brethren: re- 
turn every man to his house: for this thing is done of me. And 
they obeyed the words of the LORD, and returned from going 
against Jeroboam. 

Anp Rehoboam dwelt in Jerusalem, and built cities for de- 
fence in Judah. He built even Beth-lehem, and Etam, and

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Tekoa, 'and Beth-zur, and Shoce, and Adullam, 'and Gath, and 7,8 
Mareshah, and Ziph, and Adoraim, and Lachish, and Azekah, 9 
‘and Zorah, and Aijalon, and Hebron, which are in Judah and 10 
in Benjamin, fenced cities. And he fortified the strong holds, and il 


put captains in them, and store of victual, and of oil and wine. 


And in every several city he put shields and spears, and made 12 


them exceeding strong, having Judah and Benjamin on his side. 


Awnp the priests and the Levites that were in all Israel resorted 13 
to him out of all their coasts. For the Levites left their suburbs 14 


and their possession, and came to Judah and Jerusalem: for Jer- 
oboam and his sons had cast them off from executing the priest’s 


office unto the LORD: and he ordained him priests for the high 15 


places, and for the devils, and for the calves which he had made. 


And after them out of all the tribes of Israel such as set their 16 


hearts to seek the LORD God of Israel came to Jerusalem, to 


sacrifice unto the LORD God of their fathers. So they strength- 17 


ened the kingdom of Judah, and made Rehoboam the son of 


Solomon strong, three years: for three years they walked in the 
way of David and Solomon. 


Anp Rehoboam took him Mahalath the daughter of Jerimoth 1 


the son of David to wife, and Abihail the daughter of Eliab the 


son of Jesse; ' which bare him children; Jeush, and Shamariah, 1§ 
and Zaham. And after her he took Maachah the daughter of 2& 


Absalom; which bare him Abijah, and Aitai, and Ziza, and She- 


lomith. And Rehoboam loved Maachah the danghter of Absa- 21 


lom above all his wives and his concubines: (for he took eigh- 


teen wives, and threescore concubines; and begat twenty-and- — 


eight sons, and threescore daughters.) And Rehoboam made 2! 


Abijah the son of Maachah the chief, to be ruler among his 


brethren: for he thought to make him king. And he dealt 2 


wisely, and dispersed of all his children throughout all the 


countries of Judah and Benjamin, unto every fenced city: and 
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he gave them victual in abundance. And he desired many 
wives. 

AND it came to pass, when Rehoboam had established thelL® 
kingdom, and had strengthened himself, he forsook the law of 
the LORD, and all Israel with him. And it came to pass, that 2 
in the fifth year of king Rehoboam, Shishak king of Egypt came 
up against Jerusalem, because they had transgressed against the 
LORD, ' with twelve hundred chariots, and threescore thousand 3 
horsemen: and the people were without number that came with 
him out of Egypt; the Lubims, ihe Sukkiims, and the Ethiopians. 
And he took the fenced cities which pertained to Judah, and 4 
came to Jerusalem. ‘Then came Shemaiah the prophet to Re- 5 
hoboam, and ¢o the princes of Judah, that were gathered together 
to Jerusalem because of Shishak, and said unto them, Thus saith 
the LORD, Ye have forsaken me, and therefore have i also left 
you in the hand of Shishak. Whereupon the princes of Israel 6 
and the king humbled themselves; and they said, The LORD is 
righteous. .And when the LORD saw that they humbled them- 7 
selves, the word.of the LORD came to Shemaiah, saying, They 
have humbled themselves; therefore 1 will not destroy them, 
but I will grant them some deliverance; and my wrath shall not 
be poured out upon Jerusalem by the hand of Shishak. Never- 8 
theless they shall be his servants; that they may know my ser- 
vice, and the service of the kingdoms of the countries. So 9 
Shishak king of Egypt came up against Jerusalem, and took 
away the treasures of the house of the LORD, and the treasures 
of the king’s house ; he took all : he carried away also the shields 
of gold which Solomon had made. Instead of which king Re- 10 
hoboam made shields of brass, and committed them to the hands 
of the chief of the guard, that kept the entrance of the king’s 
house. And when the king entered into the house of the LORD, 11 
the guard came and fetched them, and brought them again into 
the guard-chamber. And when he humbled himself,-the wrath 12 
of the LORD turned from him, that he would not destroy hum 
altogether: and also in Judah things went well. ‘ 

So king Rehoboam strengthened himself in Jerusalem, and 13 
reigned : for Rehoboam was one-and-forty years old when he be- 
gan to reign, and he reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem, the 
city which’ the LORD had chosen out of all the tribes of Israel, 
to put his name there, And his mother’s name was Naamah an 
Ammonitess. And he did evil, because he prepared not his 14 
heart to seek the LORD. Now the acts of Rehoboam, first and 15 
last, are they not written in the book of Shemaiah the prophet, 
and of Iddo the seer concerning genealogies? And there were 
wars between Rehoboam and Jeroboam ‘continually. And Re- 16 
hhoboam slept with his fathers, and was buried in the city of 
David; and Abijah his son reigned in his stead. 

wow inthe eighteenth year of king Jeroboam began AbijahLS 
to reign oyer Judah. 'He reigned three years in Jerusalem. His, 2 
mother’s name also was Michaiah the daughter of Uriel of 
Gibeah. And there was war between Abijah and — 
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And Abijah set the battle in array with an army of valiant men 
of war, even four hundred thousand chosen men: Jeroboam also 
set the battle in array against him with eight hundred thousand 
chosen men, being mighty men of valor. And Abijah stood up» 4 
upon mount Zemaraim, which is in mount Ephraim, and said, 
Hear me, thou Jeroboam, and all Israel; ought ye not to know 5 
_ that the LORD God of Israel gave the kingdom over Israel to 
David for ever, even to him and to his sons by a covenant of 
salt? Yet Jeroboam the son of Nebat, the servant of Solomon 6 
the son of David, is risen tp, and hath rebelled against his lord. 
And there are gathered unto him vain men, the children of 7 
Belial, and have strengthened themselves against Rehoboam the 
son of Solomon, when Rehoboam was young and tender-hearted, 
and could not withstand them. And now ye think to withstand 8 
the kingdom of the LORD in the hand of the sons of David ; 
and ye ée a great multitude, and there are with you golden calves, 
which Jeroboam made you for gods. Have ye not cast out the 9 
priests of the LORD, the sons of Aaron, and the Levites, and 
have made you priests after the manner of the nations of other 
lands? so that whosoever cometh to consecrate himself with a 
young bullock and seven rams, the same may be a priest of them 
that are no gods. But as for us, the LORD is our God, and we 10 
have not forsaken him; and the priests, which minister unto the 
LORD, are the sons of Aaron, and the Levites wait upon their 
business: and they burn unto the LORD every morning and 11 
every evening burnt sacrifices and sweet incense: the show- 
bread also set they in order upon the pure table ; and the candle- 
stick of gold with the lamps thereof, to burn every evening: for 
we keep the charge of the LORD our God; but ye have for- 
saken him. And, behold, God himself is with us for our captain, 12 
and his priests with sounding trumpets to cry alarm against you. 
O children of Israel, fight ye not against the LORD God of your 
fathers; for ye shall not prosper. But Jeroboam caused an am- 13 
bushment to come about behind them: so they were before 
Judah, and the ambushment was behind them. And when 14 
Judah looked back, behold, the battle was before and behind: 
and they cried unto the LORD, and the priests sounded with the 
trumpeis. Then the men of Judah gave ashout: and as the 15 
men of Jndah shouted, it came to pass, that God smote Jeroboam 
‘and all Israel before Abijah and Judah. And the children of 16 
Israel fled before Judah: and God delivered them into their hand. 
And Abijah and his people slew them with a great slaughter: 17 
so there fell down slain of Israel five hundred thousand chosen 
men. Thus. the children of Israel were brought under at that 16 
time, and the children of Judah prevailed, because they relied 
upon the LORD God of their fathers. And Abijah pursued after 1 
Jeroboam, and took cities from him, Beth-el with the towns 
thereof, and Jeshanah with the towns thereof, and Ephraim with 
the towns thereof. Neither did Jeroboam recover strength again 2( 
in the days of ‘Abijah: and the LORD struck him, and he died. 
But as waxed mighty, and married fourteen wives, and 2! 
5 
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begat twenty-and-two sons, and sixteen daughters. And the 22 
rest of the acts of Abijah, and his ways, and his sayings, are 
written in the story of the prophet Iddo. 

So Abijah slept with his fathers, and they buried him in theL@ 
city of David: and Asa his son reigned in his stead. In his days 
the land was quiet ten years. And Asa did that which was good 
and right in the eyes of the LORD his God: for he took away the 
altars of the strange gods, and the high places, and brake down 
the images, and cut down the groves. and commanded Judah 
to seek the LORD God of their fathers, and to do the Jaw and 
the commandment. Also he took away out of all the cities of 
Judah the high places and the images: and the kingdom was 
quiet before him. And he built fenced cities in Judah: for the 
land had rest, and he had no war in those years; because the 
LORD had given him rest. Therefore he said unto Judah, Let 
us build these cities, and make about them walls, and towers, 

ates, and bars, while the land is yet before us; because we 

ave sought the LORD our God, we have sought him, and he 
hath given us rest on every side. So they built and prospered. 
And Asa had an army of men that bare targets and spears, out 8 
of Judah three hundred thousand; and out of Benjamin, that 
bare shields and drew bows, two hundred and fourscore thou- 
sand: all these were mighty men of valor. 

AND there came out against them Zerah the Ethiopian, with 9 
an host of a thousand thousand, and three hundred chariots ; 
and came unto Mareshah. Then Asa went out against him, and 10 
they set the battle in array in the valley of Zephathah at Mare- 
shah. And Asa cried unto the LORD his God, and said, LORD, 11 
it is nothing with thee to help, whether with many, or with 
them that have no power: help us, O LORD our God; for we 
rest on thee, and in thy name we go against this multitude. O 
LORD, thou art our God ; let not man prevail against thee. So 12 
the LORD smote the Ethiopians before Asa, and before Judah ; 
and the Ethiopians fled. And Asa and the people that were 13 
with him pursued them unto Gerar: and the Ethiopians were 
overthrown, that they could not recover themselves; for they 
were destroyed before the LORD, and before his host; and they 
carried away very much spoil. And they smote all the cities 
round about Gerar; for the fear of the LORD came upon them: 
and they spoiled all the cities; for there was exceeding much 
spoil in them. They smote also the tents of cattle, and carried 
away sheep and camels in abundance, and returned to Jeru- 
salem. : 

Anp the spirit of God came upon Azariah the son of Oded :15 
and he went out to meet Asa, and said unto him, Hear ye me, 2 
Asa, and all Judah and Benjamin; The LORD is with you, 
while ye be with him; and if ye seek him, he will be found of 

ou; but if ye forsake him, he will forsake you. Now fora 3 
ong season Israel hath been without the true God, and without 
a teaching priest, and without law. But when they in their 4 
trouble did turn unto the LORD God of Israel, and at ad 
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he was found of them. And in those times there was no peace 
to him that went out, nor to him that eame in, but great vexa- 
tions were upon all the inhabitants of the countries. And nation 
was destroyed of nation, and city of city: for God did vex them 
with all adversity. Be ye strong therefore, and let not your 
hands be weak: for your work shall be rewarded. And when 
Asa heard these words, and the prophecy of Oded the prophet, 
he took courage, and put away the abominable idols out of all 
the land of Judah and Benjamin, and out of the cities which he 
had taken from mount Ephraim, and renewed the altar of the 
LORD, that was before the porch of the LORD. And he gath- 
ered all Judah and Benjamin, and the strangers with them out 
of Ephraim and Manasseh, and out of Simeon: for they fell to 
him out of Israel in abundance, when they saw that the LORD 
his God was with him. So they gathered themselves together 
at Jerusalem in the third month, in the fifteenth year of the reign 
of Asa. And they offered unto the LORD the same time, of the 
spoil which they had brought, seven hundred oxen and seven 
thousand sheep. And they entered into.a covenant to seek the 
LORD God of their fathers with &ll their heart and with all their 
soul; that whosoever would not seek the LORD God of Israel 
should be put to death, whether small or great, whether man or 
woman. And they sware unto the LORD with a loud voice, 
and with shouting, and with trumpets, and with cornets.. And 
all Judah rejoiced at the oath: for they had sworn with all their 
heart, and sought him with their whole desire; and he was 
found of them: and the LORD gave them rest round about. 
‘And also concerning Maachah the mother of Asa the king, he 
removed her from being queen, because she had made an idol 
ina grove: and Asa cut down her idol, and stamped z#, and 
burnt af at the brook Kidron. But the high places were not 
taken away out of Israel: nevertheless the heart of Asa was 
perfect all his days. And he brought into the house of God the 
things that his father had dedicated, and that he himself had dedi- 
cated, silver, and gold, and vessels. And there was no more war 
unto the five-and-thirtieth year of the reign of Asa. 
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In the six-and-thirtieth year of the reign of Asa, Baasha kngl6 


of Israel came up against Judah, and built Ramah, to the intent 
that he might let none go out or come in to Asa king of Judah. 
Then Asa brought out silver and gold out of the treasures of the 
house of the LORD and of the king’s house, and sent to Ben- 
hadad king of Syria, and dwelt at Damascus, saying, There as a 
league between me and thee, as there was between my father 
and thy father: behold, I have sent thee silver and gold; go,

break thy league with Baasha king of Israel, that he may de- "— 


part from me. And Ben-hadad hearkened unto king Asa, and 
sent the captains of his armies against the cities of Israel; and 
they smote Jjon, and Dan, and Abel-maim, and all the store-cities 
of Naphtali. And it came to pass, when Baasha heard 7, that 
‘he left off building of Ramah, and let his work cease. ‘Then 


Asa the re took all Judah: and they carried away the stones’ 
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_ of Ramah, and the timber thereof, wherewith Baasha was build- 
ing; and he built therewith Geba and Mizpah. 

Anp at that time Hanani the seer came to Asa king of Judah, 
and said unto him, Because thou hast relied on the king of Syria, 
and not relied. on the LORD thy God, therefore is the host of the 
king of Syria escaped out of thine hand. Were not the Ethio- 
pians and the Lubims a huge host, with very many chariots and 
horsemen? yet, because thou didst rely on the LORD, he de- 
livered them into thine hand. For the eyes of the LORD run 
to and fro throughout the whole earth, to show himself strong m 
the behalf of them whose heart is perfect toward him. Herein 
thou hast done foolishly: therefore from henceforth thou shalt 
have wars. Then Asa was wroth with the seer, and put him 
in a prison-house ; for he was in a rage with him because of this 
thing. And Asa oppressed some of the people the same time. 

Anp, behold, the acts of Asa, first and last, lo, they are written 
in the book of the kings of Judah and Israel. And Asa in the 
thirty-and-ninth year of his reign was diseased in his feet, until 
this disease was exceeding great: yet in his disease he sought not 
to the LORD, but to the physicians. And Asa slept with his 
fathers, and died in the one-and-fortieth year of his reign. And 
they buried him in his own sepulchres, which he had made for 
himself in the city of David, and laid him in the bed which was 
filled with sweet odors and divers kinds of spices prepared by 
the apothecaries’ art: and they made a very great burning for 
him. 
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AND Jehoshaphat his son reigned in his stead, and strength-L7 


ened himself against Israel. And he placed forces in all the 
fenced cities of Judah, and set garrisons in the land of Judah, 
and in the cities of Ephraim, which Asa his father had taken. 
And the LORD was with Jehoshaphat, because he walked in 
the first ways of his father David, and sought not unto Baalim ; 
but sought to the LORD God of his father, and walked in his 
commandments, and not after the doings of Israel. Therefore 
the LORD stablished the kingdom in his hand; and all Judah 
brought to Jehoshaphat presents; and he had riches and honor 
jn abundance. And his heart was lifted up in the ways of the 
LORD: moreover he took away the high places and groves out 
of Judah. Also in the third year of his reign he sent to his 
princes, even to Ben-hail, and to Obadiah, and to Zechariah, and 
to Nethaneel, and to Michaiah, to teach in the cities of Judah. 
And with them he sent Levites, even Shemaiah, and Nethaniah, 
and Zebadiah, and Asahel, and Shemiramoth, and Jehonathan, 
and Adonijah, and Tobijah, and Tob-adonijah, Levites; and with 
them Eli-shama and Jehoram, priests. And they taught in 
Judah, and had the book of the law of the LORD with them, 
and went about throughout all the cities of Judah, and taught 
the people. 

‘Anp the fear of the LORD fell upon all the kingdoms of the 
lands that were round about Judah, so that they made no war 
against Jehoshaphat. Also sai? ee the Philistines reget Je- 
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hoshaphat presents, and tribute-silver ; and the Arabians brought 
him flocks, seven thousand and seven hundred rams, and seven 
thousand and seven hundred he-goats. And Jehoshaphat waxed 12 
great exceedingly ; and he built in Judah castles, and cities of 
store. And he. had much business in the cities of Judah: and 13 
the men of war, mighty men of valor, were in Jerusalem. And 14 
these are the numbers of them according to the house of their 
fathers: Of Judah, the captains of thousands; Adnah the chief, 
and with him mighty men of valor three hundred thousand. 
And next to him was Jehohanan the captain, and with him two 15 
hundred and fourscore thousand. And next him was Amasiah 16 
the son of Zichri, who willingly offered himself unto the LORD; 
and with him two hundred thousand mighty men of valor. And 17 
of Benjamin; Eliada a mighty man of valor, and with him 
armed men with bow and shield two hundred thousand. And 18 
next him was Jehozabad, and with him an hundred and four- 
score thousand ready prepared for the war. These waited on 19 
the king, beside those whom the king put in the fenced cities 
throughout all Judah. 
Now Jehoshaphat had riches and honor in abundance, andlL8 

joined affinity with Ahab. And afiér certain years he went down 

to Ahab to Samaria. And Ahab killed sheep and oxen for him 

in abundance, and for the people that he had with him, and per- 
suaded him to go up with him to Ramoth-gilead. And Ahab king 3 
of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat king of Judah, Wilt thou go with 
me to Ramoth-gilead ? And he answered him, I am as thou art, 
and my people as thy people; and we will be with thee in the 
war. And datoshaphet said unto the king of Israel, Inquire, I 
pray thee, at the word of the LORD to-day. Therefore the king 
of Israel gathered together of prophets four hundred men, and 
said unto them, Shall we go to Ramoth-gilead to battle, or shall 

I forbear? And they said, Go up; for God will deliver it into 
the king’s hand. But Jehoshaphat said, Is there not here a 
prophet of the LORD besides, that we might inquire of him2 
And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, There is yet one 
man, by whom we may inquire of the LORD: but I hate him; 
for he never prophesieth good unto me, but always evil: the 
same ts Micaiah the son of Imla. And Jehoshaphat said, Let 
not the king say so. And the king of Israel called for one of his 
officers, and said, Fetch quickly Micaiah the son of Imla. And 
the king of Israel and Jehoshaphat king of Judah sat either of 
‘them on his throne, clothed in their robes, and they satin a void . 
place at the entering in of the gate of Samaria; and all the 
prophets prophesied before them. And Zedekiah the son of 10: 
Chenaanah had made him horns of iron, and said, Thus saith the 
LORD, With these thou shalt push Syria until they be consumed. — - 
And all the prophets prophesied so, saying, Go up to Ramoth- 11. 
gilead, and prosper: for the LORD shall deliver it into the hand 

of the king. And the messenger that went to call Micaiah spake 12> 
to him, saying, Behold, the words of the prophets declare good to 


the king pak one assent; let thy word therefore, I pray thee, 
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be like one of their's, and speak thou good. And Micaiah said, 13 
As the LORD liveth, even what my God saith, that will I speak, 
And when he was come to the king, the king said unto him, 14 
Micaiah, shall we go to Ramoth-gilead io battle, or shall I for- 
bear? And he said, Go ye up, and prosper, and ihey shall be 
delivered into your hand. And ihe king said to him, How many 15 
times shall I adjure thee that thou say nothing but the truth to 
me in the name of the LORD? Then he said, | did see all Israel 16 
scattered upon the mountains, as sheep that have no shepherd: 
and the LORD said, These have no master; let them return 
therefore every man to his house in peace. And the king of 17 
Israel said to Jehoshaphat, Did [ not tell thee that he would not 
prophesy good unto me, but evil? Again he said, Therefore 18 
hear the word of the LORD; I saw the LORD sitting upon-his 
throne, and all the host of heaven standing on his right hand and 
on his left. And the LORD said, Who shall entice Ahab king 19 
of Israel, that he may go up and fail at Ramoth-gilead ? 
And one spake saying afier this manner, and another saying 
after that manner. Then there came out a spirit, and stood 20 
before the LORD, and said, 1 will entice him. And the LORD 
said unto him, Wherewith? And he said, I will go out, and 21 
be a lying spirit in the mouth of all his prophets. And the 
LORD said, Thou shalt entice him, and thou shalt also prevail: 
go out, and do even so. Now therefore, behold, the LORD 22 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth of these thy prophets, and 
the LORD haih spoken evil against thee. Then Zedekiah the 23 
eon of Chenaanah came near, and smote Micajah upon the cheek, 
‘and said, Which way weut the Spirit of the LORD from me to 
speak unto thee? And Micaiah said, Behold, thou shalt see on’ 24 
that day when thou shalt go into an inner chamber to hide thy- 
self. Then the king of Israel said, Take ye Micaiah, and carry 25 
‘him back to Amon the governor of the city, and to Joash the 
king’s son; and say, Thus saith the-king, Put this fellow in the 26 
prison, and feed him with bread of affliction and with water of 
affliction, until I return in peace. And Micaiah said, If thou 27 
certainly return in peace, then hath not the LORD spoken by 
me. And hesaid, Hearken, all ye people. 'So the king of Israel 28 
and Jehoshaphat the king of Judah went up to Ramoth-gilead. 
And the king of Israel said unto Jehoshaphat, I will disguise my- 29 
self, and will go to the battle; but put thou on thy robes. So 
the king of Israel disguised himself; and they went to the battle. 
Now the king of Syria had commanded the captains of the 30 
chariots that were with him, saying, Fight ye not with small or 
great, save only with the king of Israel. And it came to pass, 31 
when the captains of the chariots saw Jehoshaphat, that they. 
said, It is the king of Israel. Therefore they compassed about 
him to fight: but Jehoshaphat cried out, and the LORD helped 
him ; and God moved them fo depart from him. For it came to 32 
pass, that, when the captains of the chariots perceived that it 
was not the king of Israel, they turned back again from pursuing 
him, And a certain man drew a bow at a venture, a smote 33 
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the king of Israel between the joints of the harness: therefore 
he said to his chariot man, Turn thine hand, that thou mayest 
carry me out of the host; for 1 am wounded. And the battle 34 
increased that day: howbeit the king of israel stayed himself up 

in Ais chariot against the Syrians until the éven: and about the 
time of the sun going down, he died. 

Anp Jehoshaphat the king of Judah returned to his house inL9 
peace to Jerusalem. And Jehu the son of Hanani the seer went 2 
out to meet him, and said to king Jehoshaphat, Shouldest thou 
help the ungodly, and love them that hate the LORD? therefore 
is wrath upon thee from before the LORD. Nevertheless there 3 
are good things found in thee, in that thou hast taken away the 
groves out of the land, and hast prepared thine heart to seek 
God. 

Anp Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jerusalem: and he went out again 
through the-people from Beer-sheba to mount Ephraim, and 
brought them back unto the LORD God of their fathers. And 
he set judges in the land throughout all the fenced cities of 
Judah, city by city, !and said to the judges, Take heed what ye 
do: for ye judge not for man, bug for the LORD, who ts with 
you in the judgment. Wherefore now let the fear of the LORD 
be upon you; take heed and do #¢: for there 2s no iniquity with 
the LORD our God, nor respect of persons, nor taking of gifts. 
Moreover in Jerusalem did Jehoshaphat set of the Levites, and 8 
of the priests, and of the chief of the fathers of Israel, for the 
judgment of the LORD, and for controversies, when they re- 
turned to Jerusalem. And he charged them, saying, Thus shall 9 
re do in the fear of the LORD, faithfully, and with a perfect 
hea And what cause soever shall come to you of your breth- 
ren that dwell in their cities, between blood and blood, between 
law and commandment, statutes and judgments, ye shall even 
warn them that they trespass not against the LORD, and so 
wrath come upon you and upon your brethren: this do, and ye 
shall not trespass. And, behold, Amariah the chief priest 7s over 11 
you in all matters of the LORD; and Zebadiah the son of Ish- 
mael, the ruler of the house of Judah, for all the king’s matters: 
also the Levites shall be officers before you. Deal courageously, 
and the LORD shall be with the good. 

Ir came to pass after this also, that the children of Moab, and2.0 
the children of Ammon, and with them other beside the Am- 
monites, came against Jehoshaphat to battle. Then there came 2 
some that told Jehoshaphat, saying, There cometh a great mul- 
titude against thee from beyond the sea on this side Syria; and, 
behold, they te in Hazazon-tamar, which 2s in En-gedi. And Je- 3 
- hoshaphat feared, and set himself to seek the LORD, and pro- | 
claimed a fast throughout all Judah. And Judah gathered 4 
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themselves together, to ask help of the LORD: even out of all 
the cities of Judah they came to seek the LORD. And Jehosh- 
aphat stood in the congregation of Judah and Jerusalem, in the 
house of the LORD, before the new court, 'and said, O LORD 
God of om pon art not thou God in heaven? and rulest not 
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thou over all the kingdoms of the heathen? and in thine hand 
is there not power and might, so that none is able to withstand 
thee? Art not thou our God, who didst drive out the inhabitants 
of this land before thy people Israel, and gavest it to the seed of 
Abraham thy friend for ever? And they dwelt therein, and have 8 
built thee a sanctuary therein for thy name, saying, If, when evil 9 
cometh upon us, as the sword, judgment, or pestilence, or famine, 
we stand before this house, and in thy presence, (for thy name 
is in this house,) and ery unto thee in our affliction, then thou 
wilt hear and help. And now, behold, the children of Ammon 10 
and Moab and mount Seir, whom thou wouldest not let Israel 
invade, when they came out of the land of Egypt, but they 
turned from them, and destroyed them not; behold, I say, how 11 
they reward us, to come to cast us out of thy possession, which 
thou hast given us to inherit. O our God, wilt thou not judge 12 
them? for we have no might against this great company that 
cometh against us; neither know we what to do: but our eyes — - 
are upon thee. And all Judah stood before the LORD, with 13 
their little ones, their wives, and their children. Then upon 14 
Jahaziel, the son of Zechariah, the son of Benaiah, the son of 
Jeiel, the son of Mattaniah, a Levite of the sons of Asaph, came 
the Spirit of the LORD in the midst of the congregation; and 15 
he said, Hearken ye, all Judah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and thou king Jehoshaphat, ‘I'hus saith the LORD unto you, Be 
not afraid nor dismayed by reason of this great multitude; for 
the battle 2s not yours, but God’s. To-morrow go ye down 16 
against them: behold, they come up by the cliff of Ziz; and ye 
shall find them at the end of the brook, before the wilderness of 
Jeruel. Ye shall not need to fight in this battle: set yourselves, 17 
stand ye sfill, and see the salvation of the LORD with you, O 
Judah and Jerusalem: fear not, nor be dismayed ; to-morrow go 
out against them: for the LORD will be with you. And Jehosh- 18 
aphat bowed his head with his face to the ground: and all Jadah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem fell before the LORD, wor- 
shipping the LORD. And the Levites, of the children of the 19 
Kohathites, and of the children of the Korhites, stood up to 
praise the LORD God of Israel with a loud voice on high. And 20 
they rose early in the morning, and went forth into the wilder- 
ness of Tekoa: and as they went forth, Jehoshaphat stood and 
said, Hear me, O Judah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem; Be- 
lieve in the LORD your God, so shall ye be established ; believe 
his-prophets, so shall ye prosper. And when he had consulted 21 
with the people, he appointed singers unto the LORD, and that 
should praise the beauty of holiness, as they went out before 
the army, and to say, Praise the LORD; for his merey endureth 
for ever. And when they began to sing and to praise, the LORD 22 
set ambushments against the children of Ammon, Moab, and 
mount Seir, which. were come against Judah; and they were 
smitten. For the children of Ammon and Moab stood up against 23 
the inhabitants of mount Seir, utterly to slay and destroy them: 
and when they had made an ne the Berbice Seir, 
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every one helped to destroy another. And when Judah came 24 
toward the watch-tower in the wilderness, they looked unto the 
wultitude, and, behold, they were dead bodies fallen to the earth, 
and none escaped. And when Jehoshaphat and his people came 25 
to take away the spoil of them, they found among them in abun- 
dance both riches with the dead bodies, and precious jewels, 
which they stripped off for themselves, more than they could 
carry away: and they were three days in gathering of the spoil, 

it was so much. And on the fourth day they assembled them- 26 
selves in the valley of Berachah; for there they blessed the 
LORD: therefore the name of the same place was called, The 
valley of Berachah, unto this day. Then they returned, every 27 
roan of Judah and Jerusalem, and Jehoshaphat in the fore-front 

of them, to go again to Jerusalem with joy; for the LORD had 
made them to rejoice over their enemies. And they came to 28 
Jerusalem with psalteriesand harps and trumpets unto the house 

of the LORD. And the fear of God was on all the kingdoms of 29 
those countries, when they had heard that the LORD fought 
against the enemies of Israel. So the realm of Jehoshaphat was 30 
quiet: for his God gave him rest rpund about. 

Awp Jehoshaphat reigned over Judah: he was thirty-and-five 31 
years old when he began to reign, and he reigned twenty-and- 
five years in Jerusalem. And his mother’s name was Azubah 
the daughter of Shilhi. And he walked in the way of Asa his 32 
father, and departed not from it, doing that which was right in the 
sight of the LORD. Howbeit the high places were not taken 33 
away: for as yet the people had not prepared their hearts unto 
the God of their fathers. Now the rest of the acts of Jehosha- 34 
phat, first and last, behold, they are written in the book of Jehu 
the son of Hanani, who is mentioned in the book of the kings 
of Israel. And after this did Jehoshaphat king of Judah join 35 
himself with Ahaziah king of Israel, who did very wickedly : 
and he joined himself with him to make ships to go to Tarshish: 36 
and they made the ships in Ezion-geber. Then Eliezer the son 37 
of Dodavah of Mareshah prophesied against Jehoshaphat, say- 
ing, Because thou hast joined thyself with Ahaziah, the LORD 
hath broken thy works. And the ships were broken, that they 
were not able to go to Tarshish. z 

prow Jehoshaphat slept with his fathers, and was buried2i 
with his fathers in the city of David. And Jehoram his son 
reigned in his stead. And he had brethren the sons of Jehosha- 2 

hat, Azariah, and Jehiel, and Zechariah, and Azariah, and 

ichael, and Shephatiah: all these were the sons of Jehosha- 
phat king of Israel. And their father gave them great gifts of 3 
silver, and of gold, and of precious things, with fenced citres in 
Judah: but the kingdom gave he to Jehoram; because he was 
the first-born. Now when Jehoram was risen up to the king- 4 
dom of his father, he strengthened himself, and slew all his 
brethren with the sword, and divers also of the princes of Israel. 
Jehoram was thirty-and-two years old when he began to reign, 5 
and he et eight years in Jerusalem. And he walked in 6 
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the way of the kings of Israel, like as did the house of Ahab: 
for he had the daughter of Ahab to wife: and he wrought that 
which was evil in the eyes of the LORD. Howbeit the LORD 
would not destroy the house of David, because of the covenant 
that he had made with David, and as he promised to give a light 
to him and his sons for ever. In his days the Edomites revolted 
from under the dominion of Judah, and made themselves a king. 
Then Jehoram went forth with his princes, and all his chariots 
‘with him: and he rose up by night, and smote the Edomites 
which compassed him in, and the captains of the chariots. So 
the Edomites revolted from under the hand of Judah unto this 
day. The same time also did Libnah revolt from under his 
hand; because he had forsaken the LORD God of his fathers. 
Moreover he made high places in the mountains of Judah, and 
~ eaused the inhabitants of Jerusalem to commit fornication, and 
compelled Judah (hereto. And there came a writing to him 
from Elijah the prophet, saying, Thus saith the LORD God of 
David thy father, Because thou hast not walked in the ways of 
Jehoshaphat thy father, nor in the ways of Asa king of Judah, 
'but hast walked in the way of the kings of Israel, and hast 
made Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem to go a whoring, 
like to the whoredoms of the house of Ahab, and also hast slain 
thy brethren of thy father’s house, which were better than thy- 
self: behold, with a great plague will the LORD smite thy 
people, and thy children, and thy wives, and all thy goods: and 
thou shalt have great sickness by disease of thy bowels, until 
thy bowels fall out by reason of the sickness day by day. More- 
over the LORD stirred up against Jehoram the spirit of the Phi- 
listines, and of the Arabians, that were near the Ethiopians: and 
they came up into Judah, and brake into it, and carried away 
- all the substance that was found in the king’s house, and his sons 
also, and his wives; so that there was never a son lefi him, save 
Jehoahaz, the youngest of his sons. And after all this the LORD 
smote him in his bowels with an incurable disease. -And it 
came to pass, that in process of time, after the end of two years, 
his bowels fell out by reason of his sickness: so he died of sore 
diseases. And his people made no burning for him, like the 
burning ef his fathers. Thirty-and-two years old was he when 
he began to reign, and he reigned in Jerusalem eight years, and 
departed without being desired. Howbeit they buried him in 
the city of David, but not in the sepulchres of the kings. 
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Anp the inhabitants of Jerusalem made Ahaziah his youngest22 


son king in his stead: for the band of men that came with the 
Arabians to the camp had slain all the eldest. So Ahaziah the 
son of Jehoram king of Judah reigned. Forty-and-two years 
old was Ahaziah when he began to reign, and he reigned one 
year in Jerusalem. His mother’s name also was Athaliah the 
daughter of Omri. He also walked in the ways of the house of 
Ahab: for his mother was his counsellor to do wickedly. Where- 
fore he did evil in the sight of the LORD like the house of 
Ahab: for they were his counsellors, after the death of ie "eee 
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to his destruction. He walked also after their counsel, and went 5 
with Jehoram the son of Ahab king of Israel to war against 
Hazael king of Syria at Ramoth-gilead: and the Syrians smote 
Joram. And he returned to be healed in Jezreel, because of the 6 
wounds which were given him at Ramah, when he fought with 
Hazael king of Syria. And Azariah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah went down to see Jehoram the son of Ahab at Jezreel, 
because he was sick. And the destruction of Ahaziah was of 7 
God by coming to Joram: for when he was come, he went out 
with Jehoram against Jehu the son of Nimshi, whom the LORD 
had anointed to cut off the house of Ahab. And it came to pass, 8 
that, when Jehu was executing judgment upon the house of 
Ahab, and found the princes of Judah, and the sons of the breth- 
ren of Ahaziah, that ministered to Ahaziah, he slew them. And 9 
he sought Ahaziah; and they caught him, (for he was hid in Sa- 
maria,) and brought him to Jehu: and when they had slain him, 
they buried him: Because, said they, he zs the son of Jehoshaphat, 
who sought the LORD with all his heart. 

So the house of Ahaziah had no power to keep still the king- 
dom. But when Athaliah the mother of Ahaziah saw that her 10) 
son was dead, she arose and destroyed all the seed royal of the 
house of Judah. . But Jehoshabeath, the danghter of the king, 11 
took Joash the son of Ahaziah, and stole him from among the 
king’s sons that were slain, and put him-and his nurse in a bed- 
chamber. So Jehoshabeath, the daughter of king Jehoram, the 
wife of Jehoiada the priest, (for she was the sister of Ahaziah,) hid 
him from Athaliah, so that she slew him not. And he was with 12 
them hid in the house of God six years: and Athaliah reigned 
over the Jand. 

AND in the seventh year Jehoiada strengthened himself,23 
and took the captains of hundreds, Azariah the son of Jeroham, 
and Ishmael the son of Jehohanan, and Azariah the son of Obed, 
and Masseiah the son of Adaiah, and Elishaphat the son of 
Zichri, into covenant with him. And they went about in Judah, 2, 
and gathered the Levites out of all the cities of Judah, and the 
chief of the fathers of Israel, and they came to Jerusalem. And 3 
all the congregation made a covenant with the king in the house 
of God. And he said unto them, Behold, the king’s son shall 
reign, as the LORD hath said of the sons of David. This isthe 4 
thing that ye shall do; A third part of you entering on the sab- 
bath, of the priests and of the Levites, shall be porters of the 
doors; and a third part shall be at the king’s house; and a third 
part at the gate of the foundation: and all the people shall bein 
the courts of the house of the LORD. But let none come into 6 
the house of the LORD, save the priests, and they that minister 
of the Levites; they shall go in, for they are holy: but all the, 
people shall keep the watch of the LORD. And the Levites 7 
shall compass the king round about, every man with his weapons. 
in his hand; and whosoever else cometh into the house, he shall 
be put to death: but be ye with the king when he cometh in, 
and ube be goeth out. So the Levites and all Judah did ac- 8 
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cording to all things that Jehoiada the priest had commanded, 
and took every man his men that were to come in on the sabbath, 
with them that were to go out on the sabbath: for Jehoiada the 
priest dismissed not the courses. Moreover Jehoiada the priest 9 
delivered to the captains of hundreds spears, and bucklers, and 
shields, that had been king David's, which were in the house of 
God. And he set all the people, every man having his weapon 10 
in his hand, from the right side of the temple to the left side of 
the temple, along by the altar and the temple, by the king round 
about. Then they brought out the king’s son, and put upon him 11 
the crown, and gave hizn the testimony, and made him king. And 
Jehoiada and his sons anointed him, and said, God save the king. 
Now when Athaliah heard the noise of the people running and 12 

raising the king, she came to the people into the house of the 

RD: and she looked, and, behold, the king stood at his pillar 13 

at the entering in, and the princes and the trumpets by the king: 
and all the people of the land rejoiced, and sounded with trum- 
pets, also the singers with instramenis of music, and such as 
taught to sing praise. T'hen Athaliah rent her clothes, and said, 
Treason, Treason! Then Jehoiada the priest brought out the 
captains of hundreds that were set over the host, and said unto 
them, Have her forth of the ranges: and whoso followeth her, 
let him be slain with the sword. For the priest said, Slay her not 
in the house of the LORD. So they laid hands on her; and 15 
when she was come to the entering of the horse gate by the 
king’s house, they slew her there. 

Anp Jehoiada made a covenant between him, and between 16 
all the people, and between the king, that they should be the 
LORD’S people. Then all the people went to the house of Baal, 17 
and brake it down, and brake his altars and his images in pieces, 
and slew Mattan the priest of Baal before the altars. Also Je- 18 
hoiada appointed the officers of the house of the LORD by the 
hand of the priests the Levites, whom David had distributed in 
the house of the LORD, to offer the burnt-offerings of the LORD, 
as if is written in the law of Moses, with rejoicing and with 
singing, as it was ordained by David. And he set the porters at 19 
the gates of the house of the LORD, that none which was unclean 
in any thing should enter in. And he took the captains of hun- 20 
dreds, and the nobles, and the governors of the people, and all 
the people of the land, and brought down the king from the 
house of the LORD: and they came through the high gate into 
the king’s house, and set the king upon the throne of the king- ; 
dom. And all the people of the land rejoiced: and the city was 21 
quiet, afier that they had slain Athaliah with the sword, 

JoasH was seven years old when he began to reign, and he2@ 
reigned forty years in Jerusalem. His mother’s name also was 
Zibiah of Beer-sheba. And Joash did that which was right in the 
sight of the LORD all the days of Jehviada the priest. And Je- 
hoiada took for him two wives; and he begat sons and daughters. 
And it came to pass after this, that Joash was minded to repair 
the house of the LORD. And he gathered together br a. 
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and the Levites, and said to them, Go out unto the cities of Ju- 
dah, and gather of all Israel money to repairthe house of your 
God from year to year, and see that ye hasten the matter. How- 
beit the Levites hastened it not. And the king called for Je- 6 
hoiada the chief, and said unto him, Why hast thou not required 

of the Levites to bring in out of Judah and out of Jerusalem the 
collection, according to the commandment of Moses the servant 
ofthe LORD, and of the congregation of Israel, for the tabernacle 

of witness? For the sons of Athaliah, that wicked woman, had 7 
broken up the house of God; and also all the dedicated things 

of the house of the LORD did they bestow upon Baalim. And 8 
at the king’s commandment they made a chest, and set it with- 
out at the gate of the house of the LORD. And they madea 9 
proclamation through Judah and Jerusalem, to bring in to the 
LORD the collection that Moses the servant of God /aid upon 
{srael in the wilderness. And all the princes and all the people 10 
rejoiced, and brought in, and cast into the chest, until they had 
made an end. Now it came to pass, that at what time the chest 11 - 
was brought unto the king's office by the hand of the Levites, 
and when they saw that there way much money, the king’s scribe 
and the high-priest’s officer came and emptied the chest, and 
took it, and carried it to his place again. Thus they did day by 
day, and gathered money in abundance. And the king and Je- 12 
hoiada gave it to such as did the work of the service of the house 

of the LORD, and hired masons and carpenters to repair the 
house of the LORD, and also such as wrought iron and brass to 
mend the house of the LORD. So the workmen wrought, and 13 
the work was perfected by them, and they set the house of God 

in his state, and strengthened it. And when they had finished 14 
it, they brought the rest of the money before the king and Je- 
hoiada, whereof were made vessels for the house of the LORD, 
even vessels to minister, and to offer wifhal, and spoons, and 
vessels of gold and silver. And they offered burnt-offerings in 
the house of the LORD continually all the days of Jehoiada. 

Bur Jehoiada waxed old, and was full of days when he died; 15 
an hundred and thirty years old was he when he died. And they 16 
buried him in the city of David among the kings, because he _ 
had done good in Israel, both toward God, and toward his house. 

Now after the death of Jehoiada came the princes of Judah, 17 
and made obeisance to the king. Then the king hearkened 
unto them. And they left the house of the LORD God of their 18 


fathers, and served groves and idols: and wrath came upon 


Judah and Jerusalem for this their trespass. Yet he sent prophets 19 
to them, to bring thera again unto the LORD; and they testified 
against them: but they would not give ear. And the Spirit of 20 
God came upon Zechariah the son of Jehoiada the priest, which 
stood above the people, and said unto them, Thus saith God, — 
Why transgress ye the commandments of the LORD, that ye 
cannot prosper? because ye have forsaken the LORD, he hath 
also forsaken you. And they conspired against him, and stoned 21 


him —— at the commandment of the king in the court 


B. co. 841-741. CHAP. XXV. of Amaziah. 





of the house of the LORD. Thus Joash the king remembered 22 
not the kindness which Jehoiada his father had done to him, but 
slew his son. And when he died, he said, 'The LORD look 
upon 7, and require 7. 

AND it came to pass at the end of the year, that the host of 23 
Syria came up against him: and they came to Judah and Jeru- 
salem, and destroyed all the princes of the people from among 
the people, and sent all the spoil of them unto the king of Da- 
mascus. For the army of the Syrians came with a small com- 24 
pany of men, and the LORD delivered a very great host into 
their hand, because they had forsaken the LORD God of their 
fathers.. So they executed judgment against Joash. 'And when 25 
they were departed from him, (for they left him in great diseases,) 
his own servants conspired against him for the blood of the sons 
of Jehoiada the priest, and slew him on his bed, and he died: 
and they buried him in the city of David, but they buried him 
not in the sepulchres of the kings. And these are they that con- 26 
spired against him; Zabad the son of Shimeath an Ammonitess, 
and Jehozabad the son of Shimrith a Moabitess. Now concerning 27 
his sons, and the greatness of the burdens /azd upon him, and 
the repairing of the house of God, behold, they are written in 
the story of the book of the kings. And Amaziah his son reigned 
in his stead. 

AIMAZIABH was twenty-and-five years old when he began to25 
reign, and he reigned twenty-and-nine years in Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Jehoaddan of Jerusalem. And he did 2 
that which was right in the sight of the LORD, but not with a 
perfect heart. Now it came to pass, when the kingdom was 3 
established to him, that he slew his servants that had killed the 
king his father. But he slew not their children, but did asztis 4 
wriiten in the law in the book of Moses, where the LORD com- 
manded, saying, The fathers shall not die for the children, 
neither shall the children die for the fathers, but every man 
shall die for his own sin. 

Moreover Amaziah gathered Judah together,and made them 5 
captains over thousands, and captains over hundreds, according 
to the houses of the7r fathers, throughout all Judah and Benja- 
min: and he numbered them from twenty years old and ahove, 
and found them three hundred thousand choice men, able to go 
forth to war, that could handle spear and shield. He hired also 6 
an hundred thousand mighty men of valor out of Israel for an 
hundred talents of silver. But there came a man of God to 7 

him, saying, O king, let not the’army of Israel go with thee; for 
the LORD is not with Israel, to wit, with all the children of 
Ephraim. But if thou wilt go, do i, be strong for the battle: 8 
God shall make thee fall before the enemy: for God hath power 
to help, and to cast down. And Amaziah said to the manof 9 
God, But what shall we do for the hundred talents which I have 
iven to the army of Israel? And the man of God answered, The 
ORD is able to give thee much more than this. Then Ama- 10 
ziah separated them, to wit, the army that was come een out 
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of Ephraim, to go home again: wherefore their anger was greatly 
kindled against Judah, and they returned home in great anger. 
And Amaziah strengthened himself, and led forth his people, and 11 
went to the valley of salt, and smote of the children of Seir ten 
thousand. And other ten thousand left alive did the children of 12 
Judah carry away captive, and brought them unto the top of the 
rock, and cast them down from the top of the rock, that they all 
were broken in pieces. But the soldiers of the army which 13 
Amaziah sent back, that they should not go with him to battle, 
fell upon the cities of Judah, from Samaria even unto Beth- 
horon, and smote three thousand of them, and took much spoil. 

Now it came to pass, after that Amaziah was come from the 14 
slaughter of the Edomites, that he brought the gods of the chil- 
dren of Seir, and set them up fo be his gods, and bowed down 
himself before them, and burned incense unto them. Where- 15 
fore the anger of the LORD was kindled against Amaziah, and 
he sent unto him a prophet, which said unto him, Why hast thou 
sought after the gods of the people, which could not deliver their 
own people out of thine hand? And it came to pass, as he talked 16 
with him, that the king said unto him, Art thou made of the _ 
king’s counsel? forbear; why shouldest thou be smitten? Then 
the prophet forbare, and said, I know that God hath determined 
_ to destroy thee, because thou hast done this, and hast not heark- 
ened unto my counsel. Then Amaziah king of Judah took ad- 17 
vice, and sent to Joash, the son of Jehoahaz, the son of Jehn, 
king of Israel, saying, Come, let us see one another in the face. 
And Joash king of Israel sent to Amaziah king of Judah, saying, 18 
The thistle that was in Lebanon sent to the cedar that was in 
Lebanon, saying, Give thy daughter to my son to wife: and there 
passed by a wild beast that was in Lebanon, and trode down the 
thistle. ‘Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smitten the Edomites; and 19 
thine heart lifteth thee up to boast: abide now at home; why 
shouldest thou meddle to thine hurt, that thou shouldest fall, even 
thou, and Judah with thee? But Amaziah would not hear; for 20 
it came of God, that he might deliver them into the hand of their 
enemies, because they sought after the gods of Edom. So Joash 21 
the king of Israel went up; and they saw one another in the 
face, both he and Amaziah king of Judah, at Beth-shemesh, 
which belongeth to Judah. And Judah was put to the worse 22 
before Israel, and they fled every man to his tent. And Joash 23 
the king of Israel took Amaziah king of Judah, the son of Joash, 
the son of Jehoahaz, at Beth-shemesh, and brought him to Jeru- 
salem, and brake down the wall of Jerusalem from the gate of 
Ephraim to the corner gate, four hundred cubits. And he took 24 
all the gold and the silver, and all the vessels that were found 
in the house of God with Obed-edom, and the treasures of the 
king’s house, the hostages also, and returned to Samaria. 

Anp Amaziah the son of Joash king of Judah lived after the 25 
death of Joash son of Jehoahaz king of Israel fifteen years. Now 26 
the rest of the acts of Amaziah, first and last, behold, are they 
not wan ia the book of the kings of Judah and Israel? Now 27 
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afier the time that Amaziah did turn away from following the 
LORD, they made a conspiracy against him in Jerusalem; and 
he fled to Lachish: but they sent to Lachish afier him, and slew 
him there. And they brought him upon horses, and buried him 28 
with his fathers in the city of Judah. 

Tuen all the people of Judah took Uzziah, who was sixteen26 
years old, and made him king in the room of his father Ama- 
ziah. He built Eloth, and restored it to Judah, after that the 2 
king slept with his fathers. Sixteen years old was Uzziah when 3 
he began to reign, and he reigned fifty-and-two years in Jerusa- 
lem. His mother’s name also was Jecoliah of Jerusalem. 'And 4 
he did that which was right in the sight of the LORD, according 
to all that his father Amaziah did. And he sought God in the 5 
days of Zechariah, who had understanding in the visions of God: 
and as long as he sought the LORD, God made him to prosper. 
And he went forth and warred against the Philistines, and brake 6 
down the wall of Gath, and the wall of Jabneh, and the wall of 
Ashdod, and built cities about Ashdod, and among the Philis- 
tines. And God helped him against the Philistines, and against 7 
the Arabians that dwelt in Gur-baal, and the Mehunims. And 8 
the Ammonites gave gifts to Uzziah: and his name spread 
abroad even to the entering in of Egypt; for he strengthened 
himself exceedingly. Moreover Uzziah built towers in Jeru- 9 
salem at the corner gate, and at the valley gate, and at the 
turning of the wall, and fortified them. Also he built towers in 10 
the desert, and digged many wells: for he had much cattle, both 
in the low country, and in the plains: husbandmen also, and 
vine-dressers in the mountains, and in Carmel: for he loved 
husbandry. Moreover Uzziah had an host of fighting men, that 11 
went out to war by bands, according to the number of their ac- 
count by the hand of Jeiel the scribe and Maaseiah the ruler, 
under the hand of Hananiah, one of the king’s captains. The 12 
whole number of the chief of the fathers of the mighty men of 
valor were two thousand and six hundred. And under their hand 13 
was an army, three hundred thousand and seven thousand and 
five hundred, that made war with mighty power, to help the 
king against the enemy. And Uzziah prepared for them through- 
out all the host shields, and spears, and helmets, and habergeons, 
and bows, and slings fo cast stones. And he made in Jerusalem 15 
engines, invented by cunning men, to be on the towers and upon 
the bulwarks, to shoot arrows and great stones withal. And his 
name spread far abroad; for he was marvellously helped, till he 
was strong. But when he was strong, his heart was lifted up to 
his destruction: for he transgressed against the LORD his God, 
and went into the temple of the LORD to burn incense upon 
the altar, of incense. And Azariah the priest went in:after him, 17 
and with him fourscore priests of the LORD, that were valiant 
men: and they withstood Uzziah the king, and said unto him, J¢ 18 
appertaineth not unto thee, Uzziah, to burn incense’ unto the 
LORD, but to the priests the sons of Aaron, that are consecrated 
to burn incense: go out of phessanemsry j for thou nee treé- 
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passed ; neither shall it be for thine honor from the LORD God. 
Then Uzziah was wroth, and had a censer in his hand to burn 19 
incense: and while he was wroth with the priests, the leprosy 
even rose up in his forehead before the priests in the house of 
the LORD, from beside the incense aliar. And Azariah the 20 
chief priest, and all. the priests, looked upon him, and, behold, 
he was leprous in his forehead, and they thrust him out from 
thence; yea, himself hasted alsu to go out, because the LORD 
had smitten him- And Uzziah the king was a leper unto the 21 
day of his death, and dwelt in a several house, being a leper; 
for he was cut off from the house of the LORD: and Jotham 
his son was over the king’s house, judging the people of the land. 
Now the rest of the acts of Uzziah, first and last, did Isaiah the 22 
prophet, the son of Amoz, write. So Uzziah slept with his fathers, 23 
and they buried him with his fathers in the field of the burial 
which belonged to the kings} for they said, He zs a leper: and 
Jotham his son reigned in his stead. 

JoTHAM was twenty-and-five years old when he began to27 
reign, and he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. His mother’s 
name also was Jerushah, the datghter of Zadok. And he did 2 
that which was right in the sight of the LORD, according to all 
that his father Uzziah did: howbeit he entered not into the 
temple of the LORD. And the peoplesdid yet corruptly. 'He 3 
built the high gate of the house of the LORD, and on the wall 
of Ophel he built much. Moreover he built cities in the moun- 4 
tains of Judah, and in the forests he built castles and towers. 
He fought also with the king of the Ammonites, and prevailed 
against them. And the children of Ammon gave him the same 
year an hundred talents of silver, and ten thousand measures of 
wheat, and ten thousand of barley. So much did the children 
of Ammon pay unto him, both the second year, and the third. 
So Jotham became mighty, because he prepared his ways before 
the LORD his God. Now the rest of the acts of Jotham, and 
all his wars, and his ways, lo, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Judah. He was five-and-twenty years 
old when he began to reign, and reigned sixteen years in Jeru- 
salem. And Jotham slept with his fathers, and they buried him 
in the city of David: and Ahaz his son reigned in his stead. 

AHAZ was twenty years old when he began to reign, and23 
he reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem: but he did not that which 
was right in the sight of the LORD, like David his father: for 2 
he walked in the ways of the kings of Israel, and made also © 
molten images for Baalim. Moreover he burnt incense in the 3 
valley of the son of Hinnom, and burnt his children in the fire, — 
after the abominations of the heathen whom the LORD had 
cast out before the children of Israel. He sacrificed also and 4 
burnt incense in the high places, and on the hills, and under 
every green tree. Wherefore the LORD his God delivered him 5 
into the hand of the king of Syria; and they smote him, and 
carried away a great multitude of them captives, and brought 
them to a And he was also delivered into the hand of 
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the king of Israel, who smote him with a great slaughter. For 6 
Pekah the son of Remaliah slew in Judah an hundred and 
twenty thousand in one day, which were all valiant men ; because 
they had forsaken the LORD God of their fathers. And Zichri, 7 
a mighty man of Ephraim, slew Maaseiah the king’s son, and 
Azrikam the governor of the house, and Elkanah that was next 
to the king. And the children of Israel carried away captive of 8 


_ their brethren two hundred thousand, women, sons, and daugh- 


ters, and took also away much spoil from them, and brought the 
spoil to Samaria. Buta prophet of the LORD was there, whose a 
name was Oded: and he went out before the host that came to 
Samaria, and said unto them, Behold, because the LORD God 
of your fathers was wroth with Judah, he hath delivered them 
into your hand, and ye have slain them in a rage that reacheth 
up unto heaven. And now ye purpose to keep under the chil- 10 
dren of Judah and Jerusalem for bondmen and bondwomen unto 
sou: but are there not with you, even with you, sins against the - 
ORD your God? Now hear me therefore, and deliver the cap- 11 
tives again, which ye have taken captive of your brethren: for 
the fierce wrath of the LORD 7s upon you. Then certain of the 12 
heads of the children of Ephraim, Azariah the son of Johanan, 


' Berechiah the son of Meshillemoth, and Jehizkiah the son of 


Shallum, and Amasa the son of HHadlai, stood up against them 
that came from the war, 'and said unto them, Ye shall not bring 13 
in the captives hither: for whereas we have offended against 
the LORD already, ye intend to add more to our sins and to our 
trespass: for our trespass is great, and there is fierce wrath 
against Israel. So the ‘armed men left the captives and the spoil 14 
before the princes and all the congregation. And the men which 15 
were expressed by name rose up, and took the captives, and 
with the spoil clothed all that were naked among them, and ar- 
rayed them, and shod them, and gave them to eat and to drink, 
and anointed them, and carried all the feeble of them upon 
asses, and brought them to Jericho, the city of palm-trees, to their 
prethren: then they returned to Samaria. At that time did king 16 
Ahaz send unto the kings of Assyria to help him. For again 17 
the Edomites had come and smitten Judah, and carried away 
captives. The Philistines also had invaded the cities of the low 18 
country, and of the south of Judah, and had taken Beth-shemesh, 
and Ajalon, and Gederoth, and Shocho with the villages thereof, 
and Timnah with the villages thereof, Gimso also and the villages 
thereof: and they dwelt there. For the LORD brought Judah 19 
low because of Ahaz king of Israel; for he made Judah naked, 
and transgressed sore against the LORD. And ‘Tilgath-pilneser 20 
king of Assyria came unto him, and distressed him, but strength- 
ened him not. For Ahaz took away a portion ot of the house 21 
of the LORD, and out of the honse of the king, and of the 
princes, and gave 7t unto the king of Assyria: but he helped him 
not. And in the time of his distress did he trespass yet more 22 
against the LORD: this is thaf king Ahaz. For he sacrificed 23 
unto the gods of Damascus, which smote him; and he ‘Be- 
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cause the gods of the kings of Syria help them, therefore will I 
sacrifice to them, that they may help me. But they were the 


ruin of him, and of all Israel. And Ahaz gathered together the 24 
vessels of the house of God, and cut in pieces the vessels of the _ 


house of God, and shut up the doors of the house of the LORD, 


and he made him altars in every corner of Jerusalem. And in 25 


every several city of Judah he made high places to burn incense 
unto other gods, and provoked to anger the LORD God of ‘his 


fathers. Now the rest of his acts, and of all his ways, first and 26 ~ 


last, behold, they are written in the book of the kings of Judah 


and Israel. And Ahaz slept with his fathers, and they buried 27 


him in the city, even in Jerusalem: but they brought him not 
into the sepulchres of the kings of Israel: and Hezekiah his son 
reigned in his stead. 


HEZEKIAG began to reign when he was five-and-twenty29 


years old, and he reigned nine-and-twenty years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Abijah, the daughter of Zechariah. 
And he did that which was right in the sight of the LORD, ac- 
cording to all that David his father had done. He in the first 
yeah of his reign, in the first month, opened the doors of the 

ouse of the LORD, and repaired them. And he brought in the 
priests and the Levites, and gathered them together into the east 
street, 'and said unto them, Hear me, ve Levites : sanctify now 
yourselves, and sanctify the house of the LORD -God of your 
fathers, and carry forth the filthiness out of the holy place. For 
our fathers have trespassed, and done that which was evil in the 


eyes of the LORD our God, and have forsaken him, and have . 


turned away their faces from the habitation of the LORD, and 
turned their backs. Also they have shut up the doors of the 
porch, and put out the lamps, and have not burned incense nor 
offered burnt-offerings in the holy place unto the God of Israel. 
Wherefore the wrath of the LORD was upon Judah and Jeru- 
salem, and he hath delivered them to trouble, to astonishment, 
and to hissing, as ye see with your eyes. For, lo, our fathers 
have fallen by the sword, and our sons and. our daughters and 
our Wives are in captivity for this. Now 7f7is in mine heart to 
make a covenant with the LORD God of Israel, that his fierce 
wrath may turn away from us. My sons, be not now negligent: 
for the LORD hath chosen you to stand before him, to serve him, 
and' that ye should minister unto him, and burn incense. Then 
the Levites arose, Mahath the son of Amasai, and Joel the son 
of Azariah, of the sons of the Kohathites: and of the sons of 
Merari, Kish the son of Abdi, and Azariah the son of Jehalelel: 
and of the Gershonites; Joah the son of Zimmah, and Eden the 
son of Joah: and of the sons of Elizaphan; Shimri, and Jeiel: 
and of the sons of Asaph; Zechariah, and Mattaniah: 'and of 
the.sons of Heman; Jehiel, and Shimei: and of the sons of Je- 
duthun ; Shemaiah, and Uzziel. And they gathered their breth- 
ren, and sanctified themselves, and came, according to the com- 
mandment of the.king, by the words of the LORD, to cleanse 
the house, the LORD. And the priests went into the inner 
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part of the house of the LORD, to cleanse it, and brought out 
all the uncleanness that they found in the temple of the LORD, 
into the court of the house of the LORD. And the Levites 
tock if, to carry # out abroad into the brook Kidron. Now 17 
they began on the first day of the first month to sanctify, and 
on the eighth day of the month came they to the porch of the 
LORD: so they sanctified the house of the LORD in eight days; 
and in the sixteenth day of the first month they made an end. 
Then they went in to Hezekiah the king, and said, We have 18 
cleansed all the house of the LORD, and the altar of burnt- 
offering, with all the vessels thereof, and the show-bread table, 
with all the vessels thereof. Moreover all the vessels, which 19 
king Ahaz in his reign did cast away in his transgression, have 
we prepared and sanctified, and, behold, they are before the altar 

of the LORD. s 

Turn Hezekiah the king rose early, and gathered the rulers 20 

of the city, and went up to the house of the LORD. And they 21 
brought seven bullocks, and seven rams, and seven lambs, and 
seven he-goats, for a sin-offering for the kingdom, and for the 
sanctuary, and for Judah. And he commanded the priests the 
sons of Aaron to offer them on the altar of‘the LORD. So they 22 
killed the bullocks, and the priests received the blood, and 
sprinkled tf on the altar: likewise, when they had killed the 
yams, they sprinkled the blood upon the altar: they killed also 
the lambs, and they sprinkled the blood upon the altar. And 23 
they brought forth the he-goats for the sin-offering before the 
king and the congregation ; and they laid their hands upon them : 
and the priests killed them, and they made reconciliation with 24 
their blood upon the altar, to make an atonement for all Israel : 
for the king commanded that the burnt-offering and the sin- 
offering should be made for all Israel. And he set the Levites in 25 
the house of the LORD with cymbals, with psalteries, and with 
harps, according to the commandment of David, and of Gad the 
king’s seer, and Nathan the prophet: for so was the command- 
ment of the LORD by his prophets. And the Levites stood with 26 
the instruments of David, and the priests with the trumpets, And 27 
Hezekiah commanded to offer the burnt-offering upon the altar. 
And when the burnt-offering began, the song of the LORD began 
also with the trumpets, and with the instruments ordained by 
David king of Israel. And all the congregation Waa eped, and 28 
the singers sang, and the trumpefers sounded: and all this con- 
tinned until the burnt-offering was finished. And when they 29 
had made an end of offering, the king and all that were present 
with him bowed themselves and worshipped. Moreover Heze- 30 
kiah the king and the princes commanded the Leyites to sing 
praise unto the LORD with the words of David, and of Asaph 
the seer. And they sang praises with gladness, and they bowed 
their heads and worshipped. Then Hezekiah answered and 31 
said, Now ye have consecrated yourselves unto the LORD, come 
near and bring sacrifices and thank-offerings into the house of the , 
LORD. And the ai in sacrifices a a 
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offerings; and as many as were of a free heart burnt-offerings. 
And the number of the burnt-offerings, which the congregation 32 
brought, was threescore and ten bullocks, an hundred*rams, and 
two hundred lambs: all these were for a burnt-offering to the 
LORD. And the consecrated things were six hundred oxen and 33 
three thousand sheep. But the priests were too few, so that they 34 
conld not slay all the burnt-offerings: wherefore their brethren 
the Levites did help them, till the work was ended, and until 
the other priests had sanctified themselves; for the Levites were 
more upright in heart to sanctify themselves than the priests. 
And also the burnt-offerings were in abundance, with the fat 35 
of the peace-offerings, and the drink-offerings for every burnt- 
offering. So the service of the house of the LORD was set in - 
order. And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all the people, that Ged had 36 
prepared the people: for the thing was done suddenly. 

Anp Hezekiah sent to all Israel and Judah, and wrote letters8O 
also to Ephraim and Manasseh, that they should come to the 
house of the LORD at Jerusalem, to keep the passover unto the 
LORD God of Israel. For the king had taken counsel, and his 2 
princes, and all the congregation i& Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over in the second month. For they could not keep it at that 3 
time, because the priests had not sanctified themselves suffi- 
ciently, neither had the people gatheredthemselves together to 
Jerusalem. And the thing pleased the king and all the congre- 4 
gation, So they established a decree to make proclamation 5 
throughout all Israel, from Beer-sheba even to Dan, that they 
should come to keep the passover unto the LORD God of Israel 
at Jerusalem: for they had not done 2 of a long time in such sort 
as it was written. So the posts went with the letters from the 6 
king and his princes throughout all Israel and Judah, and ac- 
cording to the commandment of the king, saying, Ye children of 
Israel, turn again unto the LORD God of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Israel, and he will return to the remnant of you, that are escaped 
out of the hand of the kings of Assyria. And be not ye like 17 
your fathers, and like your brethren, which trespassed against 
the LORD God of their fathers, who therefore gave them up to 
desolation, as ye see. Now be ye not stiffnecked, as your fathers 8 
were, but yield yourselves unto the LORD, and enter into his 
sanctuary, which he hath sanctified for ever: and serve the 
LORD your God, that the fierceness of his wrath may turn away 
from you. For if ye turn again unto the LORD, your brethren 9 
and your children shall find compassion before them that lead . 
them captive, so that they shall come again into this land: for 
the LORD your God 7s gracious and merciful, and will not turn 
away fis face from you, if ye return unto him. So the posts 10 
ae from city to city through the country of Ephraim and 

anasseh ‘even unto Zebulun: but they laughed them to scorn, 
and mocked them. Nevertheless divers of Asher and Manasseh 11. 
and of Zebulun humbled themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 
Also in Judah the hand of God was*to give them one heart to do 12 
the SHAS of the king and of the princes, by the word 
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of the LORD. And there assembled at Jerusalem much people. 13 - 
to keep the feast of unleavened bread in the second month, a 
very great congregation. And they arose, and took away the 14 
altars that were in Jerusalem, and ail the altars for incense. took 
they away, and cast them into the brook Kidron. Then they 15 
killed the passoyer on the fourteenth day of the second, month : 
and the priests and the Levites were ashamed, and sanctified 
themselves, and brought in the burnt-offerings into the house of 
the LORD. And they stood in their place after their manner, 16 
according. to the law of Moses the man of God: the priests 
sprinkled the blood, which they received of the hand of the Le- 
vites. For there were many in the congregation that were not 17 
sanctified : therefore the Levites had the charge of the killing 
of the passovers for every one thal was not clean, to sanctify them 
unto the LORD Fora multitude of the people, even many of 18 
Ephraini, and Manasseh, Issachar, and Zebulun, had not cleansed 
themselves, yet did they eat the passover otherwise than it was 
_ written. But Hezekiah prayed for them, saying, The good 
LORD pardon every one 'ihat prepareth his heart to seek God, 19 
the LORD God of his fathers, though he be not cleansed according ~ 
to the purification of the sanctuary. And the LORD hearkened 20 
to Hezekiah, and healed the people. And the children of Israel 21 
. that. were present at Jerusalem kept the feast of unleavened~ 
bread seven days with great gladness: and the Levites and the 
priests praised the LORD day by day, singing with lond instru- 
ments unto the LORD. And Hezekiah spake comfortably unto 22 
all the Levites that taught the good knowledge of the LORD: 
‘and they did eat throughout the feast seven days, offering 
peace-offerings, and making confession to the LORD God of 
their fathers. 

Anp the whole assembly took counsel to keep other seven 23 
days: and they kept other seven days with gladness. For Heze- 24 
kiah king of Judah did give to the congregation a thousand bul- 
locks and seven thousand sheep; and the princes gaye to the 
congregation a thousand bullocks and ten thousand sheep; and 
a great number of priests sanctified themselves. And all the 25 
congregation of Judah, with the priests and the Levites, and 
all the congregation that came out of Israel, and the strangers 
that came out of the land of Israel; and that dwelt in Judah, re- 
joiced. So there was great joy in Jerusalem: for since the time 26 
‘of Solomon the son of David king of Israel there was not the like 
in Jerusalem. Then the priests the Levites arose and blessed 27 
the people: and their voice was heard, and their prayer came 
up to his holy dwelling-place, even unto heaven. Now when@h 
all this was finished, all Israel hat were present went out to the 
cities of Judah, and brake the images in pieces, and cut down 
the roves, and threw down the high places and the altars out 
of all Judah and Benjamin, in Ephraim also and Manasseh, 
until they had utterly destroyed them all. Then all the children 
of Israel returned, every man to his possession, into their own 
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AnpD Hezekiah appointed the courses of the priests and the Le- 
vites after their courses, every man according to his service, the 
priests and Levites for burnt-offermgs and for peace-offerings, to 
minister, and to give thanks, and to praise in the gates ot the 
tents of the LORD. He appointed also the king’s portion of his 
substance for the burntofterings, fo wit, for the morning and 
evening burnt-offerings, and the burnt-offerings for the sabbaths, 
and for the new moons, and for the set feasts, as if 7s written in 
the law of the LORD, Moreover he commanded the people that 
dwelt in Jerusalem to give the portion of the priests and the Le- 
vites, that they might be encouraged in the law of the LORD. 
And as soon as the commandment came abroad, the children of 
Israel brought in abundance the first-fruits of corn, wine, and 
oil, and honey, and of all the increase of the field; and the tithe 
of all things brought they in abundantly. And concerning the 
children of Israel and Judah, that dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
they also brought in the tithe of oxen and sheep, and the tithe of 
holy things which were consecrated unto the LORD their God, 
and ett them by heaps. In the third month thy began to lay 
the foundation of the heaps, and ginished them in the seventh 
month. And when Hezekiah and the princes came and saw the 
heaps, they blessed the LORD, and his people Israel. Then 
Hezekiah questioned with the priests and the Levites concerning

the heaps. And Azariah the chief priest of the house of Zadok 10 


answered him, and said, Since the people began to bring the of- 
ferings into the house of the LORD, we have had enough to eat, 
and have left plenty: for the LORD hath blessed his people ; and 


that which is left 7s this great store. Then Hezekiah com- 11 


manded to prepare chambers in the house of the LORD; and 


they prepared them, and brought in the offerings and the tithes 12 


and the dedicated things faithfully: over which Cononiah the 


Levite was ruler, and Shimei his brother was the next. And 13 


Jehiel, and Azaziah, and Nahath, and Asahel, and Jerimoth, and 
Jozabad, and Eliel, and Ismachiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, 
were overseers under the hand of Cononiah and Shimei his 
brother, at the commandment of Hezekiah the king, and Aza- 


riah the ruler of the house of God, And Kore the son of Imnah 14 


the Levite, the porter toward the east, was over the freewill- 
offerings of God, to distribute the oblations of the LORD, and the 


most holy things. And next him were Eden, and Miniamim, and 15 


Jeshua, and Shemajah, Amariah, and Shecaniah, in the cities of the 
priests, in their set office, to give to their brethren by conrses, as 


well tothe great as to the small: beside their genealogy of males, 16 


from three years old and upward, even unto every one that en- 
tereth into the house of the LORD, his daily portion for their 


service, in their charges according to their courses; both to the 17 


genealogy of the priests by the house of their fathers, and the 
Leyites from twenty years old and upward, in their charges by — 


their courses; and to the genealogy of all their little ones, their 18 


wives, and their sons, and their danghters, through ail the con- . 
gregation i. oe in their set office they sanctified themselves in 


x 
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holiness: also of the sons of Aaron the priests, which were in the 19 


fields of the suburbs of their cities, in every several city, the men 
that were expressed by name, to give portions to all the males 
among the priests, and to all that were reckoned by genealogies 


among the Levites. And thus did Hezekiah throughout all 20 


Judah, and wrought that which was good and right and truth be- 


fore the LORD his God. And in every work that he began in 21 


the service of the house of God, and in the law, and in the com- 
mandments, to seek his God, he did it with all his heart, and 
prospered. , 


Avrer these things, and the establishment ‘hereof, Sennacherib32 


king of Assyria came, and entered into Judah, and encamped 
against the fenced cities, and thought to win them for himself. 
And when Hezekiah saw that Sennacherib was come, and that 
he was purposed to fight against Jerusalem, he took counsel with 
his princes and his mighty men to stop the waters of the foun- 
tains which were withont the city: and they did help him. So 
there was gathered much people together, who stopped all the 
fountains, and the brook that ran through the midst of the land, 
saying, Why should the kings of Assyria come, and find much 
water? Also he strengthened himself, and built up all the wall 
that was broken, and raised it up to the towers, and another wall 
without, and repaired Millo in the city of David, and made darts 
and shields in abundance. And he set captains of war over 
the people, and gathered them together to him in the street of 
the gate of the city, and spake comfortably to them, saying, Be 
strong and courageous, be not afraid nor dismayed for the king 
of Assyria, nor for all the multitude that is with him: for there 
he more with us than with him: with him is an arm of flesh ; 
but with us is the LORD our God to help us, and io fight our 
battles. And the people rested themselves upon the words of 
Hezekiah king of Judah. After this did Sennacherib king of 
Assyria send his servants to Jerusalem, (but he himself laid svege 
against Lachish, and all his power with him,) unto Hezekiah | 
king of Judah, and unto all Judah that were al Jerusalem, saying,

!'Thus saith Sennacherib king of Assyria, Whereon do ye trust, 10 
that ye abide in the siege in Jerusalem? Doth not Hezekiah 11 


persuade-you to give over yourselves to die by famine and by 
thirst, saying, The LORD our God shall deliver us out of the 


hand of the king of Assyria ? Hath not the same Hezekiah taken 12 


away his high places and his altars, and commanded Judab and 
Jerusalem, saying, Ye shall worship before one aliar, and burn 


incense upon it? Know ye not what I and my fathers have 13 


done unto all the people of other lands? were the gods of the 
nations of those ands any ways able to deliver their lands out of 


mine hand? Who was there among all the gods of those nations 14 


that my fathers utterly destroyed, that could deliver his people, 
out of mine hand, that, your God should be able to deliver you 


out of mine hand? Now therefore let not Hezekiah deceive you, 15 


nor persuade you on this manner, neither yet believe him ; for no 
god of any nation or kingdom was able to deliver his perinront ; 
io. 
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of mine hand, and out of the hand of my fathers: how much 
less shall your God deliver you out of mine hand? And hisser- 16 
vants spake yet more against the LORD Ged, and against his 
servant TereGali He wrote also letters to rail on the LORD 17 
God of Israel, and to speak’ against him, saying, As the gods of 
the nations of other lands have not delivered their people out of 
mine hand, so shall not the God of Hezekiah deliver his people 
out of mine hand, Then they cried with a loud voice in the 18 
Jews’ speech unto the people ot Jerusalem that were on the wall, 
to affright them, and to trouble them; that they might take the 
city. And they spake against the God of Jerusalem, as against 19 
the gods of the people of the earth, which were the work of the 
hands of man. And for this cawse Hezekiah the king, and ithe 20 - 
prophet Isaiah the son of Amoz, prayed and cried to heaven. 
And the LORD sent an angel, which cut off all the mighty men 21 
of valor, and the leaders and captains in the camp of the king 
of Assyria. So he returned wiih shame of face to his own land. 
And when he was come into the house of his god, they that 
came forth of his own bowels slew him there with the sword. 
"Thus the LORD saved Hezekiah and the inhabitants of Jerusa- 22 
lem from the hand of Sennachefib the king of Assyria, and 
from the hand of all ofher, and guided them on every side. And 23 
many brought gifts unto the LORD to Jerusalem, and presents to 
Hezekiah king of Judah: so that he was’ magnified in the sight 
of all nations from thenceforth. ‘ 
In those days Hezekiah was sick to the death, and prayed 24 
unto the LORD: and he spake unto him, and he gave hima 
sign. But Hezekiah rendered not again according to the benefit 25 
done unto him; for his heart was lified up: therefore there was 
wrath upon him, and upon Judah and Jerusalem. Notwith- 26 
standing Hezekiah humbled himself for the pride of his heart, 
both he and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, so that the wrath of the 
LORD came not upon them in the days of Hezekiah. And 27 
Hezekiah had exceeding much riches and honor: and he made 
himself treasuries for silver, and for gold, and for precious stones, 
and for spices, and for shields, and for all manner of pleasant | 
jewels; store-houses also for fhe increase of corn, and wine, and 28 
oil; and stalls for all manner of beasts, and cotes for flocks. 
Moreover he provided him cities, and possessions of flocks and 29 
herds in abundance: for God had given him substance very 
much. This same Hezekiah also sfopped the upper water-course 30 
of, Gihon, and brought it straight down to the west side of the 
city of David. And Hezekiah prospered in all his works. 'How- 31 
beit in the business of the ambassadors of the princes of Babylon, 
who sent unto him to inquire of the wonder that was done in 
the land, God left him, to try him, that he might know all that ~ 
was in his heart. c t ; 
Now the rest of the acts of Hezekiah, and his goodness, be- 32 
hold, they are written in the vision of Isaiah the prophet, the ~ 
son of Amoz, and in the book of the kings of Judah and Israel. 
And sak ue slept with his fathers, and they buried him in the 33 
Ol 
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chiefest of the sepulchres of the sons of David: and all Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem did him honor at his death. 
And Manasseh his son reigned in his stead. 


IVTANASSEH was twelve years old when he began to reign,83 


and he reigned fifty-and-five years in Jerusalem: but did that 
which was evil in the sight of the LORD, like unto the abomina- 
tions of the heathen, whom the LORD had cast out before the 
children of Israel. For he built again the high places which 
Hezekiah his father nad broken down, and he reared up altars 
for Baalim, and made groves, and worshipped all the host of 
heaven, and served them. Also he built altars in the house of 
the LORD, whereof the LORD had said, In Jerusalem shall my 
name be for ever. And he built altars for all the host of heaven 
in the two courts of the house of the LORD. And he caused 
his children to pass through the fire in the valley of the son of 
Hinnom: also he observed times, and used enchantments, and 
used witchcraft, and dealt with a familiar spirit, and with 
wizards: he wrought much evil in the sight of the LORD, to 
provoke him to anger. And he set a carved image, the idol 
which he had made, in the house of God, of which God had 
said to David and to Solomon his son, In this house, and in Jeru- 
salem, which I have chosen before all the tribes of Israel, will 
I put my name for ever: neither will I any more remove the 
foot of Israel from out of the land which I have appointed for 
your fathers; so that they will take heed todo all that I have 
commanded them, according to the whole law and the statutes 
and the ordinances by the hand of Moses. So Manasseh made 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, and to do worse 
than the heathen, whom the LORD had destroyed before the 
children of Israel. And the LORD spake to Manasseh, and to 
his people: but they would not hearken. Wherefore the LORD 
brought upon them the captains of the host of the king of As- 
syria, which took Manasseh among the thorns, and bound him 
with fetters, and carried him to Babylon. And when he was 
jn affliction, he besought the LORD his God, and humbled him- 
self greatly before the God of his fathers, and prayed unto him: 
and he was intreated of him, and heard his supplication, and 
pbronght him again to Jerusalem inio his kingdom. Then Manas- 
seh knew that the LORD he was God. Now after this he built 
a wall without the city of David, on the west side of Gihon, in 
the valley, even to the entering in at the fish gate, and com-. 
passed about Ophel, and raised it up a very great height, and 
put captains of war in all the fenced cities of Judah. And he 
took away the strange gods, and the idol out of the house of the 
LORD, and all the. altars. that he had built in the mount of the 
house of the LORD, and in Jerusalem, and cast them out of the 
city. And he repaired the altar of the LORD, and sacrificed 
thereon peace-oflérings and thank-offerings, and commanded 
Judah to serve the LORD God of Israel. Nevertheless the 
people did sacrifice still in the high places, yet unto the LORD 
their God only. Now the rest of the acts of pe a his

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prayer unto his God, and the words of the seers that spake to 
him in the name of the LORD God of Israel, behold, they are 
‘written in the book of the kings of Israel. His prayer also, and 19 
how God was intreated of him, and all his sins, and his trespass, 
and the places wherein he built high places, and set up groves. 
and graven images, before he was humbled: behold, they are 
written among the sayings of the seers. So Manasseh slept with 20 
his fathers, and they buried him in his own house: and Amon 
his son reigned in his siead. 

Amon was two-and-twenty years old when he began toreign, 21 
and reigned two years in Jerusalem. But he did that which was 22 
evil in the sight of the LORD, as did Manasseh his father: for 
Amon sacrificed. unto all the carved images which Manasseh 
his father had made, and served them; and humbled not him- 23 
self before the LORD, as Manasseh his father had humbled- 
himself; but Amon trespassed more and more. And his servants 24 
conspired against him, and slew him in his own house. But the 25 
people of the land slew all them that had conspired against king 
Amon; and the people of the land made Josiah his son king in 
his stead. 

JOSIAH was eight years old When he began to reign, and he3& 
reigned in Jerusalem one-and-thirty years. And he did that 2 
which was right in the sight of the LORD, and walked in the 
ways of David his faiher, and declined nether to the right hand, 
nor to the left. For in the eighth year of his reign, while he 3 
was yet young, he began to seek afier the God of David his 
father: and in the twelfth year he began to purge Judah and 
Jerusalem from the high places, and the groves, and the carved 
images, and the molten images. And they brake down the altars 4 
of Baalim in his presence; and the images, that were on high 
above them, he cut down; and the groves, and the carved 
images, and the molten images, he brake in pieces, and made 
dust of them, and strewed 7 upon the graves of them that had 
sacrificed unto them. And he burnt the bones of the priests 5 
upon their altars, and cleansed Judah and Jerusalem. And so 6 
did he in the cities of Manasseh, and Ephraim, and Simeon, even 
unto Naphtali, with their mattocks round about. And whenhe 7 
had broken down the altars and the groves, and had beaten the 
graven images into powder, and cut down all the idols through- 
out all the land of Israel, he returned to Jerusalem. 

. Now in the eighteenth year of his reign, when he had purged 8 
the land, and the house, he sent Shaphan the son, of Azaliah, 
and Maasciah the governor of the city, and Joah the son of 
Joahaz the recorder, to repair the house of the LORD his God. 
And when they came to Hilkiah the high-priest, they delivered 9 
the money that was brought into the house of God, which the _ 
Levites that kept the doors had gathered of the hand of Ma- 
nasseh and Ephraim, and of all the remnant of Israel, and of all 
Judah and Benjamin; and they returned to Jerusalem. And 10 
they put é¢ in the hand of the workmen that had the oversight. 
of the ae of the LORD, and they gave it to the workmen ._ 
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that wrought in the house of the LORD, to repair and amend 
the house: even to the artiiicers and builders gave they 7, to 11 
bay hewn stone, and timber for couplings, and to Hoor the houses 
which the kings of Judah had desiroyed. And the men did the 12- 
work faithfully: and ‘the overseers of them were Jahath and, 
Obadiah, the Levites, of the sons of Merari: aud Zechariah and 
Meshullam, of ihe sons of the hsohathites, to set id forward ; and 
other of the Levites, ail that could skili of instruments of music. 
Also they were over the bearers of burdens, and were overseers 13 
of ail that wrought the work in any manner of service; and of 
the Levites there were scribes, and officers, and porters. ; 

ANnp when they brought out the money that was brought into 14 ~ 
the house of the LORD, ITilkiah the priest found a book of the 
law of the LORD given by Moses. And Hilkiah answered and 15’ 
said to Shaphan the scribe, [ have found the book of the law in 
the house of the LORD. And Hilkiah delivered the book to 
Shaphan. And Shaphan carried the book to the King, and 16 
brought the king word back again, saying, All that was com- — 
miited to thy servanis, they doz And they have gathered to- 17 
gether the money that was found in the house of the LORD, 
and have delivered itinto the hand of the overseers, and to the 
hand of the workmen. ‘hen Shaphan the scribe told the king, 
Saying, Hilkiah the priest hath given mea book. And Shaphan 
read it before the king. And it came to pass, when the king 19 
had heard the words of the law, that he rent his clothes. And 20 
the king commanded Hilkiah, and Ahikam the son of Shaphan, 
and Abdon the son of Micah, and Shaphan the scribe, and 
Asaiah a servant of the king’s, saying, Go, inquire of the LORD 21 
for me, and for them that are leit in Israel aud in Judah, con- 
cerning the words of the book that is fonnd: for great 7s the 
wrath of the LORD that is poured ont upon us, because our 
fathers have not kept the word of the LORD, to do after all that 
is written in this book. And Uiikiah, and they that the king had 22 
appointed, went to Huidah the prophetess, the wife of Shallum 
the son of Tikvath, the son of Hasrah, keeper of the wardrobe ; 
(now she dwelt in Jerusalem in the college :) and they spake to * 
her to that effect. And she answered them, Thus saith the LORD 23 
God of Israel, Tell ye the man that sent you to me, "Thus saith 24 
the LORD, Behold, { will bring evil upon this place, and upon 
the inhabitanis thereof, even all the curses that are written in | 
the book which they have read before the king of Judah: be- 25 
canse they have forsaken me, stid have burned incense unto 
other gods, that they might provoke me to anger with all the 
works of their hands; therefore my wrath shall be poured ont 
upon this place, and shall not be quenched. And as for the king 26 
of Judah, who sent you to inquire of the LORD, so shall ye say, 
unto him, Thus saith the LORD God of Israel concerning the 
words which thou hast heard; Because thine heart was tender, 27. 
and thou didst humble thyself before God, when thou heardest 
his words against this place, and against the inhabitants thereof, 
atid humbledst thyself before re and didst rend _ pothes,

' and weep before me; I have even heard thee also, saith the 
LORD. Behold, I will gather thee to thy fathers, and thou shalt 28 
be gathered to thy grave in peace, neither shall thine eyes see 
all the evil that I will bring upon this place, and upon the in- 
habitants of the same. So they brought the king word again. 
Tupn the king sent and gathered together all the elders of 29 
Judah and Jerusalem, And the king went up into the house of 30 
the LORD, and all the men of Judah, and the inhabitants of Je- 
rusalem, and the priests, and the Levites, and all the people, 
great and small: and he read in their ears all the words of 
the book of the covenant that was found in the house of the 
LORD. And the king stood in his place, and made a cove- 31 
nant before the LORD, to walk afier the LORD, and to keep his 
commandments, and his testimonies, and his statutes, with all 
his heart, and with all his soul, to perform the words of the 
covenant which are written in this book. And he caused all 32 
that were present in Jerusalem and Benjamin to stand fo @. And 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem did according to the covenant of 
God, the God of their fathers. And Josiah took away all the 33 
abominations out of all the countries that pertained to the chil- 
dren of Israel, and made all that Were present in Israel to serve, . 
even to serve the LORD their God. And all his days they de- 
parted not from following the LORD, the God of their fathers. 
Morwover Josiah kept a passover unto the LORD in Jerusa-85 
lem: and they killed the passover on the fourteenth day of the 
first month. And he set the priests in their charges, and en- 2 
couraged them to the service of the house of the LORD,'and, 3 
said unto’ the Leyites that taught all Israel, which were holy 
unto the LORD, Put the holy ark in the house which Solomon 
the son of David king of Israel did build; 2 shall not be a burden 
upon your shoulders: serve now the LORD your God, and his 
people Israel, 'and prepare yourselves by the houses of your 4 
fathers, afier your courses, according to the writing of David 
king of Israel, and according to the writing of Solomon his son, 
And stand in the holy place according to the divisions of the 5 
families of the fathers of your brethren the people, and after the 
divisions of the families of the Levites. So kill the passover, 6 
and sanctify yourselves, and prepare your brethren, that they 
may do according to the word of the LORD by the hand of 7 
Moses. And Josiah gave to the people, of the flock, lambs and 7, 
kids, all for the passover-offerings, for all that were present, to é 
the number of thirty thousand, and three thousand bullocks; _ 
these were of the king’s substance. And his princes gave will- 8 
ingly unto the people, to the priests, and to the Levites: Hilkiah _ ; 
and Zechariah and Jehiel, rulers of the house of God, gave unto — 
the priests for the passover-offerings {wo thousand and six hun- — 
dred small. cattle, and three hundred oxen. Conaniah also, and 9 
Shemaiah and Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hashabiah and Jeiel . 
and Jozabad, chief of the Levites, gave unto the Levites for 
passover-offerings five thousand small catile, and five hundred 
oxen, So ry service was preparéd, and the priests stood in their 10 
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place, and the Levites in their courses, according to the king’s 
commandment. And they killed the passover, andthe priests: 11 
sprinkled the blood from their hands, and the Levites flayed them. 
And they removed the burnt-offerings, that they might give ac- 12 
cording to the divisions of the families’ of the people, to offer 
unto the LORD, as i¢ 7s written in the book of Moses. And so 
did they with the oxen. And they roasted the passover with 13 
fire according to the ordinance: but the other holy offerings sod 
they in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans, and divided them 
speedily among all the people. And afterward they made ready 14 
for themselves, and for the priests: because the priests the sons 

of Aaron were busied in offering of burnt-offerings and the fat 
until night; therefore the Levites prepared for themselves, and 
for the priests the sons of Aaron. And the singers the sons of 15 
Asaph were in their place, according to the commandment of 
David, and Asaph, and Heman, and Jeduthun the king’s seer ; 
and the porters waited at every gate ; they might not depart from 
their service ; for their brethren the Levites prepared for them. 

So all the service of the LORD was prepared the same day, to 16 
keep the passover, and to offer burnt-offerings upon. the altar of. 
‘the LORD, according to the commandment of king Josiah. And 17 
the children of Israel that were present kept the passover 

at that time, and the feast of unleavened bread seven days. 
And there was no passoyer like to that kept in Israel from the 18 
days of Samuel the prophet; neither did all the kings of Israel 
keep such a passover as Josiah kept, and the priests and the Le- 
vites, and all Judah and Israel that were present, and the inhabit- 
ants of Jerusalem. In the eighteenth year of the reign of Josiah 19 
was this passover kept. 

AFTER all this, when Josiah had prepared the temple, Necho 20 
king of Egypt came up to fight against Carchemish by Eu- 
phrates: and Josiah went out against him. But he sent ambas- 21 
sadors to him, saying, What have I to do with thee, thou king of 
Judah? I come not against thee this day, but against the house 
wherewith I have war: for God commanded me to make haste: 
forbear thee from meddling with God, who is with me, that he de- 
stroy thee not. Nevertheless Josiah would not turn his face 22 
from him, but disguised himself, that he might fight with him, 
and hearkened not unto the words of Necho from the mouth of 
God, and came to fight in the valley of Megiddo. And the 23 
archers shot at king Josiah; and the; king said to his servants, 
Have me away; for lam sore wounded. His servants therefore 24 
took him out of that chariot, and put him in the second chariot 
that he had; and they brought him to Jerusalem, and he died, 
and was buried in one of the sepulchres of his fathers. And all 
Judah and Jerusalem mourned for Josiah. ,And Jeremiah la- 25 
mented for’ Josiah: and all the singing men and the singing 
women spake of Josiah in their lamentations to this day, and. 
made them an ordinance in Israel: and, behold, they are written 
in the lamentations. Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, and-his 26 
zoodness, according to that which was written in the i. the 
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LORD, ' and his deeds, first and last, behold, they are written in 27 
the book of the kings of israel and Judah. if 

"THEN the people of the land took Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, 36. 
and made him king in his father's stead in Jernsalem. Jehoahaz 2 
was twenty-and-tkree years ld when he began to reign, and he 
reigned three monihs in Jerusalem. And the king of Egypt put 3 
him down at Jerusalem, and condemned the land in.an hundred 
talents of silver and a talent of gold. And the king of Egypt. 4 
made Eliakim his brother king over Judah and Jerusalem, and 
‘turned his name to Jehoiakim. And Necho took Jehoahaz his 
‘prother, and carried him to egypt. : 

JEHOIAKIM was twenty-and-live years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned eleven years in Jernsalem: and he did 
that which was evil in the sight of the LORD his God. Against 
him came up Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, and bound him 
in fetters, to carry him to Babylon. Nebuchadnezzar also carried 
of the vessels of the house of the LORD to Babylon, and put 
them in his temple at Babylon. Now the rest of the acts of 
Jehoiakim, and his abominations which he did, and that which 
was found in him, beliold, they are written in the book of the 
kings of israel and Judah: and Jepoiachin his son reigned in his 
stead. 

JENOIACHIN was eight years old when he began to reign, and 9 
he reigned three monihs aud ten days in Jerusalem: and he did 
that which was evil inthe sight of the LORD. And when the 10 
year was expired, king Nebuchadnezzar sent, and bronght him 
to Babylon, with the goodly vessels of the house of the LORD, 
and made Zedekiah his brother king over Judah and Jerusalem. 
Zedekiah was one-and-iwenty years old when he began to reign, 11 
and reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. And he did thal which 12 
was evil in the sight of the LORD his God, and humbled not 
himself before Jeremiah the prophet speaking from the mouth of 
the LORD. And he also rebelled against king Nebuchadnezzar, 13 
who had made him swear by God: but he stiffened his neck, 
and hardened his heart from turning unto the LORD God of 
Israel. Moreover all the chief of the priests, and the people, 14 
transgressed very much afier all the abominations of the heathen ; 
and polluted the house of the LORD which he had hallowed | 

‘in Jerusalem. And the LORD God of their fathers sent to them 15 
by his messengers, rising ‘up betimes, and sending; because he 
had compassion on his people, and on his dwelling-place: but 16 
they mocked the messengers of God. and despised his words, and 
misused his propheis, until the wrath of the LORD arose.against 
his people, till there was no remedy. ‘Uherefore he brought upon. 17 
them the king of the Chaldees, who slew their young men with 
the sword in the house of their sanctnary, and had no compassion ~ 
upon young man or maiden, old man, or him that stooped for» — 
age: he gave them all into his hand. And all the vessels of the 18 
house of God, great and small, and the treasures of the house of 
the LORD, and the treasnres of the king, and of his princes; all 
these he oes to Babylon, And they bumt the house of God, 19 
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and brake down the wall of Jerusalem, and burnt all the palaces 
thereof with fire, and destroyed all the goodly vessels. thereof. 
And them that had escaped from the sword carried he away to 20 
Babylon ; where they were servants to him and his sons until 
the reign of the kingdom of Persia: to fulfil the word of the 21 
LORD by the mouth of Jeremiah, until the land had enjoyed 
her sabbaths: for as long as she lay desolate she kept sabbath, 
to fulfil threescore and ten years. i 
Now in the first year of Cyrus king of Persia, that the word of 22 
the LORD spoken by the mouth of Jeremiah might be accom- 
plished, the LORD siirred up the spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, 
that he made a proclamation throughout all his kingdom, and 
put i also in writing, saying, Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 23 
All the kingdms of the earth hath the LORD God of heaven 
given me; and he hath charged me to build him an house in 
Jerusalem, which is in Judah. Who is there among you of all 
his people? The LORD his God ée with him, and let him go up. 
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NOW in the first year of Cyrus king of Persia, that the word 1 
of the LORD by the mouth of Jeremiah might be fulfilled, the 
LORD stirred up the spirit of Cyrus king of Persia, that he made 
a proclamation throughout all his kingdom, and put it also in 
writing, saying,'Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, The LORD 2 
God of heaven hath given me all the kingdoms of the earth; 
and he hath charged me to build him an house at Jerusalem, 
which zs in Judah. Who is there among you of all his people? 3 
his God be with him, and Jet him go up to Jerusalem, which 
is in Judah, and build the house of the LORD God of Israel, (he 
is the God,) which 2s in Jerusalem. And whosoever remaineth 4 
in any place where he-sojourneih, let the men of his place help 
him with silver, and with gold, and with goods, and with beasts, 
beside the freewill-offering for the house of God that zs in Jeru- 
salem. Then rose up the chief of the fathers of Judah and Ben- 5 
jamin, and the priests and the Levites, with,all them whose 
spirit God had raised, to go up to build the house of the LORD 
which zs in Jerusalem. And all they that were about them 6 
strengthened their hands with vessels of silver, with gold, with 
goods, and with beasts, and with precious things, beside all that 
was willingly offered. Also Cyrus the king brought forth the 7 
vessels of the house of the LORD, which Nebuchadnezzar had 
brought forth out of Jerusalem, and had put them in the house , 
of his gods; even those did Cyrus king of Persia bring forth by 8 
the hand of Mithredath the treasurer, and numbered them unto 
Sheshbazzar, the prince of Judah. And this is the number of 9 
hem : thirty chargers of gold, a thousand chargers of silver, nine 
und twenty knives, ! thirty bes of gold, silver oy of a 10 
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second sort four hundred and ten, and other vessels a thousand. 
‘All the vessels of gold and of silver were five thousand and tour 11 
hundred. All these did Sheshbazzar bring up with them of the 
captivity that were brought up trom Babylon unio Jerusalem. _ 
Now these are the children of the province that went up out 2 
of the captivity, of those which’ had been carried away, whom 
Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon had carried away unto 
Babylon, and came again unio Jerusalem and Judah, every one 
unto his eity; ! which came with Zerabbabel: Jeshua, Nehemiah, 2 
Seraiah, Reelaiah, Mordecai, Bilshan, Mizpar, Bigvai, Rehum, 
Baanah. The number of the men of the people of Israel: ‘the 3 
children of Parosh, two thousand an hundred seventy and two. 
The children of Shephatiah, three hundred seventy and two. 4 
The children of Arah, seven hundred seventy and five. ‘The 5,6 
children of Pahath-moab, of the children of Jeshna and Joab, 
two thousand eight hundred and tweive. The children of Elam, 7 
a thousand two hundred fifiy and four. The children of Zattu, 
nine hundred forty and jive. ‘Phe children of Zaccai, seven ‘ 
hundred and threescore. ‘ihe children of Bani, six hondred 10 
forty and two.

children of Hagab, the children of Shalmai, the children ef

dren of Reaiah, 'the children of Rezin, the children of Nekoda, 48 
the children of Gazzam, 'the children of Uzza, the children of 49

WNethinims, and the children of Solomon’s servants, were three 
hundred ninety and two. : 

AND these were they which went up from Tel-melah, Tel- 59 
harsa, Cherub, Addan, and Immer: but they could not show 
their father’s house, and their seed, whether they were of Israel : 
the children of Delaiah, the children of Tobiah, the children of 60 
Nekoda, six hundred fifty and two. And of the children of the 61 
priests: the children of Habaiah, the children of Koz, the chil- 
dren of Barzillai: which took a wife of the daughters of Bar- 
zillai the Gileadite, and was called after their name: these 62 
sought their register among those that were reckoned. by. gene- 
alogy, but they were not found : therefore were they, as polluted, 
put from the priesthood, And the Virshatha said unto them, 63 
that they should not eat of the most holy things, till there stood 
up a priest with Urim and with Thummim, ; 

Tue whole congregation together was forty and two thousand 64 
three hundred and threescore, beside their servants and their 65 
maids, of whom there were seven thousand three hundred thirty 
‘and seven: and there were among them two hundred singing 
men and singing women. Their horses were seven hundred 66 
thirty and six; their mules, two hundred forty and five; 'their 67 
camels, four hundred thirty and five; their asses, six thousand 
seven hundred and twenty. 

Anp some of the chief of the fathers, when they came to the 68 

_ house of the LORD which “gs at Jerusalem, offered freely for the 
- house of God to set it up in his place: they gave te their 69. 
ability unto the treasure of the work threescore and one .thou- 
sand drams of gold, and five thousand pound of silver, and one 
hundred priests’ garments. "So the priests, and the Levies and 70 
J eat 
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some of the people, and the singers, and the porters, and the 
Nethinims, dwelt in their cities, and all Israel in their cities. ; 

‘Awp when the seventh month was come, and the children of 3 
Israel were in the cities, the people gathered themselves together _ 
as one man to Jerusalem. ‘Then stood up Jeshua the son of Joz- 2 
adak, and his brethren the priests, and Zerubbabel the son of 
Shealtiel, and his brethren, and builded the altar of the God of 
Israel, to offer burnt-offerings thereon, as i£is written in the law 
of Moses the man of God. And. they set the altar upon his 3 
bases; for fear was upon them because of the people of those 
countries: and they offered burntofferings thereon unto the 
LORD, even burnt-offerings morning and evening. They kept 4 
also the feast of tabernacles, as z/is written, and offered the daily 
burnt-offerings by number, according to the custom, as the duty. 
of every day required; and afierward offered the continual 9 
burnt-offering, both of the new moons, and of all the set feasts 
of the LORD, that were consecrated, and of every one that will- 
ingly offered a freewill-offering unto the LORD. From the first 6 
day of the seventh month beggn they to offer burnt-offerings 
unto the LORD. But the foundation of the temple of the LORD | 
was not yet laid. They gave money also unto the masons, and 7 
to the carpenters ; and meat, and drink, and oil, unto them of 
Zidon, and to them of Tyre, to bring cedar-trees from Lebanon 
to the sea of Joppa, according to the grant that they had of 
Cyrus king of Persia. 

Now in the second year of their coming unto the house of 8 
God at Jerusalem, in the second month, began Zerubbabel the 
son of Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and the rem- , 
nant of their brethren the priests and the Levites, and all they 
that were come out of the captivity unto Jerusalem; and ap- 
pointed the Levites, from twenty years old and upward, to set 
forward the work of the house of the LORD. Then stood 9 
Jeshua with his sons and his brethren, Kadmiel and his sons, the 
sons of Judah, together, to set forward the workmen in the. 
house of God: the sons of Henadad, with their sons and their. 
brethren the Levites. And when the builders laid the founda- 10 
tion of the temple of the LORD, they set the priests in their 
apparel with trumpets, and the Levites the sons of Asaph with 
cymbals, to praise the LORD, after the ordinance of David king 
of Israel. And they sang together by course in praising and rel 
giving thanks unto the LORD; because he is good, for his mercy , 
endureth for ever toward Israel. And all the people shouted 
with a great shout, when the praised the LORD, because the i 
foundation of the house of ie LORD was laid. But many of 12 
the priests and Levites and chief of the fathers, who were ancient : 
men, that had seen the first house, when the foundation of this 
house was laid before their eyes, wept with a loud voice; and 
many shouted aloud for joy; so that the people could not discern 13 
the noise of the shout of joy from the noise of the weeping of . 
the people: for the people shouted with a loud shout, and the - 
noise wae aa afar off. — 
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Now when the adversaries of Judah and Benjamin heard that & 
the children of the captivity builded the temple umiothe LORD 
God of Israel; then they came to Zerubbabel, and to the chief. 2 
of the fathers, and said unto them, Let us build with you: for 
we seek your God, as ye do; and we do sacrilice unto him since 
‘the days of Psar-haddon king of Assur, Which brought us up 

hither. But Zerubbabel, and Jeshna, and the rest of the chief 3 
‘of the fathers of Israel, said unto them, Ye have nothing to do 
with us to build an house unto our God; but we ourselves to- 
gether will build unto the LORD God of Israel, as king Cyrus 
the king of Persia hath commanded us. Then the boris ofthe 4 
land weakened the hands of the people of Judah, and troubled 
them in building, 'and hired counsellors against them, to frus- 5 
trate their purpose, all the days of Cyrus king of Persia, even 
uniil the reign of Darins king of Persia. And in the reign of 6 
Ahasuerns, in the beginning of his reign, wrote they unto him 
an accusation against the inhabitants of Judah and Jerusalem. 
“And in the days of Artaxerxes wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, Ta- 7 
heel, and the rest of their companions, unto Artaxerxes king of 
Persia; and the writing of the letter was written in the Syrian 
tongue, and interpreted in the Syrian tongue. Rehum the chan- , 8 
cellor and Shimshai the scribe wrote a letter against Jerusalem 
to Artaxerxes the king, in this sort: then wrote Rehum the chan-. 9 
eellor, and Shimshai the scribe, and the rest of their companions; 
the Dinaites, the Apharsathchites, the Tarpelites, the Apharsites, 
the Archevites, the Babylonians, the Susanchites, the Dehavites, 
and the Elamites, 'and the rest of the nations whom the great. 
and noble Asnapper brought over, and set in the cities of Sama- 
ia, and the rest that are on this side the river, and at such a 
time. This 7s the copy of the letter that they sent unto him, 11 
even unto Artaxerxes the king: Thy servants the men on this 
side the river, and at such a time. Be it known unto the king, 12 
that the Jews which came up from thee to us are come unto Je- 
rusalem, bnilding the rebellions and the bad city, and have set - 
up the walls thereof, and joined the foundations. Be it known 13 
now unto the king, that, if this city be builded, and the walls 
set up again, then will they not pay toll, tribute, and custom, and 
so thou shalt endamage the revenue of the kings. Now because 14 
‘we have, maintenance from the king's palace, and it was not 
meet for us to see the king's dishonor, therefore have we sent 
vand certified the king; that search may be made in the book of 15 
the records of thy fathers: so shalt thou find in the book of the 
records, and know that this city 7s a rebellious city, and hurtful 
‘unto kings and provinces, and that they have moved sedition 
within the same of old time: for which cause was this city de- 
stroyed. We certify the king that, if this city be builded again, 16 
and the walls thereof set up, by this means thou shalt have no. 
‘portion on this side the river. hen sent the king an answer 17 
unto Rehum the chancellor, and fo Shimshai the scribe, and to 
the rest of their companions that dwell in Samaria, and wnto the 
Test beyond the river, Peace, and ‘at such a time. letter 18 
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which ye sent unto us hath been plainly read before me. And 19 
T commanded, and search hath been made, and it is found that . 
this city of old time hath made insurrection against_kings. and 
that rebellion and sedition have been made therein. There have 20 
been mighty kings also over Jerusalem, which haye ruled over .. 
all couniries beyond the river: and toll, tribute, and custom, 
was paid unto them. Give ye now commandment to cause these 21 
men to cease, and that this city be not builded, until, another . 
commandment shall be given from me. Take heed now that 22 
ye fail not-to do this: why should damage grow to the hurt of 
the kings? Now when the copy of king Artaxerxes’ letter was 2¢ 
read before Rehum, and Shimshai the scribe, and their com- 
panions, they went up in haste to Jerusalem unto the Jews, and 
made them to cease by force and power. ‘Then ceased the work 2- 
of the house of God which ts at Jerusalem. So it ceased unto 
the second year of the reign of Darius king of Persia. 

THEN the prophets, Haggai the prophet, and Zechariah the | § 
son of Iddo, prophesied unto the Jews that were in Judah and Je- 
_rusalem in the name of the God of Israel, even unto them. Then. | 
rose up Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and began to build the house of God which is at Jeru- . 
salem: and with them were the prophets of God helping them. 
At the same time came to them Tatnai, governor on this side 
the river, and Shethar-boznai, and their companions, and said | 

_ thus unto them, Who hath commanded you to build this house, 
and to make up this wall? ‘Then said we unto them after this | 
roanner, What dre the names of the men that make this building? 
But the eye of their God was upon the elders of the Jews, that 
they could not cause them to cease, till the matter came to 
Darius: and then they returned answer by letter concerning this 
matter. 

Tue copy of the letter that Tatnai, governor on this side the 
river, and Shethar-boznai, and his companions the Apharsachites, 
which were on this side the river, sent unto Darius the king: 
they sent a letter unto him, wherein was written thus; Unto. 
Darius the king, all peace. | Be it known unto the king, that we 
went into the province of Judea, to the house of the great God, . 
which is builded with great stones, and timber js laid in the 
walls, and: this work goeth fast on, and prospereth in their hands. 
Then asked we those elders, and said unto them thus, Who com- 
manded you to build this house, and to make up these walls? 
We asked their names also, to certify thee, that we might write, 
the names of the men that were the chief of them. And thus 
they returned us answer, saying, We are the servants of the 
God of heaven and earth, and build the house that was builded 
these many years ago, which a great king of Israel builded and 
set up. But after that our fathers had. provoked the God of 
heaven unto wrath, he gave them into the hand of Nebuchad- 
nezzar the king of Babylon, the Chaldean, who destroyed this 
house, and carried the people away into Babylon. But in the 
first year gs seh the king of Babylon, the same’ king Cyrus made 
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a decree to build this house of God. And the vessels also of gold 
and silver of the house of God, which Nebuchadnezzar took out 
of the temple that was in Jerusalem, and brought them into the 
temple of Babylon, those did Cyrus the king take out of the tem- 
ple of Babylon, and they were delivered unto one whose name 
was Sheshbazzar, whom he ‘had made governor; and said unto 
him, Take these vessels, go, carry them into the temple that zs 
in Jerusalem, and let the house of God be builded in his place.

Then came the same Sheshbazzar, and laid the foundation of 16 


the house of God which ts in Jerusalem: and since that time 
even until now hath it been in building, and yet it is not finished. 
Now therefore, if zf seem good to the king, let there be search 
made in the king’s treasure-house, which is there at Babylon, 
whether it be so, that a decree was made of Cyrus the king to 
build this house of God at Jerusalem, and let the king send his 
‘pleasure to us concerning this matter. 

TueEn Darius the king made a decree, and search was made 
in the house of the rolls, where the treasures were laid up in 
Babylon. And there was found at Achmetha, in the palace that 
is in the province of the Medes, a roll, and therein was a record 
thus written : In the first year of Cyrus the king, the same Cyrus 
the king made a decree concerning the house of God at Jerusa- 
lem, Let the house be builded, the place where they offered 
sacrifices, and let the foundations thereof be strongly laid; the 
height thereof threescore cubits, and the breadth thereof three- 
score cubits; weth three rows of great stones, and a row of new 
timber: and let the expenses be given out of the king’s house : 
and also let the golden and silver vessels of the house of God, 
which Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of the temple which is at 
Jerusalem, and brought unto Babylon, be restored, and brought 
again unto the temple which is at Jerusalem, every one to his 
place, and place them in the house of God. Now therefore, 
Tatnai, governor beyond the river, Shethar-boznai, and your 
corapanions the Apharsachites, which are beyond the river, be 
ye far from thence: Jet the work of this house of God alone; let 
the governor of the Jews and the elders of the Jews build this 
house of God in his place. Moreover I make a decree what ye 
shall do to the elders of these Jews for the building of this house 
of God: that of the king’s goods, even of the tribute beyond the 
river, forthwith expenses be given unto these men, that they be 
not hindered. And that which they have need of, both young 
bullocks, and rams, and lambs, for the burnt-offerings of the God 
of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and oil, according to the appoint- 
ment of the priests which are at Jerusalem, let it be given them 
day by day without fail: that they may offer sacrifices of sweet 
savors unto the God of heaven, and pray for the life of the king, 
and of his sons.. Also I have made a decree, that whosoever 
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shall alter this word, let timber be pulled down from his house, _ 


and being set up, let him be hanged thereon; and let his house , 


be made a dunghill for this. And the God that hath caused _his 
name to dwell there destroy all kings and people, that ght put 
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to the hand to alter and to destroy this house of God which is at 
Jerusalem. I Darius have made a decree; let it. be done with 
speed. Then Tatnai, governor on this side the river, Shethar- 13 
boznai, and their companions, according to that which Darius 
the king had sent, so they did speedily. And. the elders of the 14 
Jews builded, and they prospered through the prophesying) of 
Haggai the prophet and Zechariah the son of Iddo. And they 
builded and finished if, according to the commandment of the 
God of Israel, and according to the commandment of Cyrus, and 
Darius, and Artaxerxes king of Persia, And this house was 16 
finished on the third day of the month Adar, which was in the 
sixth year of the reign of Darius the king. 

AnD the children of Israel, the priesis, and the Leyites, and 16 
the rest of the children of the captivity, kept the dedication of 
this house of God with joy, and offered at the dedication of this 17 
house of God an hundred bullocks, two hundred rams, four hun- 
dred lambs; and for a sin-offering for all Israel, twelve he-goais, _ 
according to the number of the tribes of Israel. And they set 18 
the priests in their divisions, and the Levites in their courses, 
for the service of God, whichws at Jerusalem; as itis written |; 
in the book of Moses. And the children of the captivity kept 19 
the passover upon the fourteenth day of the first month. For the 20 
priesis and the Levites were purified.together, all of them were 
pure, and killed the passover for all the children of the captivity, 
and for their brethren the priesis, and for themselves. And the 2] 
children of Israel, which were come again out of captivity, and 
all such as had separaied themselves unto them from the filihi- 
ness of the heathen of the land, to seek the LORD God of Israel, 
did eat, 'and kept the feast of unleavened bread seven days wiih 22 
joy: for the LORD had made them joyful, and turned the heart 
of the king of Assyria unio them, to sirengthen their hands in the 
work of the house of God, the God of Israel. , 

WOW? afier these things, in the reign of Artaxerxes king of ¥ 
Persia, Ezra the son of Seraiah, the son of Azariah, the son of 
Tlilkiah, 'the son of Shallum, the son of Zadok, the son of Ahitnb, 2 
"the son of Amariah, the son of Azariah, the son of Meraioth, ' the 3,4 
son of Zerahiah, the son of Uzzi, the son of Bukki, 'the son of, 5 
Abishua, the son of Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, the son of 
Aaron the chief priest: this Ezra weni up from Babylon; and he 
was a ready scribe in the law.of Moses, which the LORD God 
of Israel had given: and the king granied him all his request, ac-'_. 
cording to the hand of the LORD his God upon him. And there: % 
went up some of the children of Israel, and of the priests, and . 
the Levites, and the singers, and the porters, and the Nethinims, - 
unto Jerusalem, in the seventh year of Artaxerxes the king. 
And he came to Jerusalem in the fifth month, which was in the & 
seventh year of the king. For upon the first day of the first § 
month began he to go up from Babylon, and on the first day of 
the fifih month came he to Jerusalem, according to the good 
hand of his God upon him. For Ezra had prepared his heart kK 
$o seek ae ofthe LORD, and to do 2, and to teach in Israel

statutes and judgments. Now this is the copy of the letter that 11 
the king Artaxerxes gave unto Ezra the priest, the scribe, even a 
scribe of the words of the commandments of the LORD, and of 
his statutes to Israel. Artaxerxes, king of kings, unto Ezra the 12 
priest, a scribe of the law of the God of heaven, perfect peace, 
and at such a time. I make a decree, that all they of the people 13 
of Israel, and of his priests and Levites, in my realm, which are 
minded of their own freewill to go up to Jerusalem, go with 
thee. Forasmuch as thou art sent of the king, and of his seven 14. 
‘counsellors, to inquire concerning Judah and Jerusalem, ac- 
‘cording to the law of thy God whichis in thine hand; and to 15 
«arry the silverand gold, which the king and his counsellors 
have freely offered unto the God of Israel, whose habitation is 
an Jerusalem, and all the silver and gold that thou canst find in 16 
all the province of Babylon, with the freewill-offering of the 
people, and of the priests, offering willingly for the house of their 
‘God which 2s in Jerusalem: that thou mayest buy speedily with 17 
this money bullocks, rams, lambs, with their meat-offerings and 
their drink-offerings, and offer them upon the altar of the house 
of your God which 2s "in Jerusalem. And whatsoever’ shall 18 
seem good to thee, and io thy brethren, to do with the rest of 
the silver and the gold, that do after the will of your God. The 19 
vessels also that are given thee for the service of the house of 
thy God, those deliver thou before the God of Jerusalem. And 20 
whatsoever more shall be needful for the house of thy God, 
which thou shalt have occasion to bestow, bestow it out of the 
king’s treasure-house. And I, even I, Artaxerxes the king, do 21 
make a decree to all the treasurers which are beyond the river, 
that whatsoever Ezra the priest, the scribe of the law of the 
God of heaven, shall require of you, it be done speedily, 'wnto 22 
an hundred talents of silver, and to an handred measures of 
‘wheat, and to an hundred baths of wine, and to an hundred 
baths of oil, and salt without prescribing how much. Whatsoever 23 
is commanded by the God of heaven, let it be diligently done 
for the house of the God of heaven: for why should there be 
wrath against the realm of the king and his sons? Also we 24 
certify you, that touching any of the priests and Levites, singers, 

orters, Nethinims, or ministers of this house of God, it shall not 

e lawful to impose toll, tribute, or custom, upon them. And 25 
thou, Ezra, after the wisdom of thy God, that 7s in thine hand, 
set magistrates and judges, which may judge all the people that 
are ‘beyond the river, all such as know the laws of thy God; 
and teach ye them that know them not. And whosoever will 26 
not do the law of thy God, and the law of the king, let judgment 
be executed speedily upon him, whether zt be unto death, or to 
banishment, or to confiscation of goods, or to imprisonment. 
Blessed be the LORD God of our fathers, which hath put such a 27 
thing as this in the king’s heart, to beautify the house of the 
LORD which is in Jerusalem: and hath extended mercy unto 28 
me before the king, and his counsellors, and before all the king’s 
mighty princes. And I was ntoneeiped as the — the 
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LORD my God was upon me, and I gathered together out of 
{srael chief men to go up with me. : 

Turse are now the chief of their fathers, and this is the gene-- 8 
glogy of them that went up with me from Babylon, in the reign. © 
of Artaxerxes the king. Of the sons of Phinehas; Gershom: of 2 
the sons of Ithamar; Daniel: of the sons of David; Hattush. 
Of the sons of Shechaniah, of the sons of Pharosh; Zechariah: 3 
and with him were reckoned by genealogy of the males an hun- 
dred and fifty. Of the sons of Pahath-moab; Elihoenai the son 4 
of Zerahiah, and with him two hundred males. “Of the sons of 5 
Shechaniah; the son of Jahaziel, and with him three hundred 
males. Of the sons also of Adin; Ebed the son of Jonathan, and 6 
with him fifty males. And of the sons of Elam; Jeshaiah the» 7 
son of Athaliah, and with him seventy males. And of the sons 8 
of Shephatiah; Zebadiah the son of Michael, and with him four- 
score males. Of the sons of Joab; Obadiah the son of Jehiel, 9 
and with him two hundred and eighteen males. And of the 10 
sons of Shelomith; the son of Josiphiah, and with him an hun- 
dred and threescore males. And of the sons of Bebai; Zechariah 11 
the son of Bebai, and with him, twenty-and-eight males. And 12 
of the sons of Azgad; Johanan ‘the son of Hakkatan, and with 
him an hundred and ten males. And of the last sons of Adoni- 13 
kam, whose names aré these, Eliphelet, Jeiel, and Shemaiah, 
and with thom threescore males. Of the sons also of Bigvai; 14 
Uthai, and Zabbud, and with them seventy males. 

Anp I gathered them together to the river that runneth to 15 
Ahava; and there abode we in tents three days: and I viewed 
the people, and the priests, and found there none of the sons of 
Levi. Then sent I for Eliezer, for Ariel, for Shemaiah, and for 16 
Elnathan, and for Jarib, and for Elnathan, and for Nathan, and 
for Zechariah, and for Meshullam, chief men; also for Joiarib, 
and for Elnathan, men of understanding. And I sent them with 17 
commandment unto Iddo the chief at the place Casiphia, and I. 
told them what they should say unto Iddo, and to his brethren 
the Nethinims, at the place Casiphia, that they should bring unto» 
us ministers for the house of our God. And, by the good hand 18 
of our God upon us they brought us a man of nnderstanding, of 
the sons of Mahli, the son of Levi, the son of Israel ; and Shere-- 
biah, with his sons and his brethren, eighteen; and Hashabiah, 19 
and with him Jeshaiah of the sons of Merari, his brethren and — 
their sons, twenty ; also of the Nethinims, whom David and the 2€ 
princes had appointed for the service of the Levites, two hun- 

’ dred and twenty Nethinims: all of them were expressed by © 
name. Then I proclaimed a fast. there, at the river of Ahava, 2! 
that we might afflict ourselves before our God, to seek of him a 
right way for us, and for our little ones, and for all our substance. 
For I was ashamed ‘to require of the king a band of soldiers and 2: 
horsemen to help us against the enemy in the way: because we 
had spoken unto the king, saying, The hand of our God is upon 
all them for good that seek him; but his power and his wrath 
is panies at them that forsake him. So we fasted and be- 2 
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sought our God for this: and he was intreated of us. Then I 24 
separated twelve of the chief of the priests, Sherebiah, Hasha- 
biah, and ten of their brethren with them, 'and weighed unto 25 
them the silver, and the gold, and the vessels, even the offering 

of the house of our God, which the king, and. his counsellors, 
and his lords, and all Israel there present, had offered: I even 26 
weighed unto their hand six hundred and fifty talents of silver, 
and silver vessels an hundred talents, and of gold an hundred 
talents; also twenty basons of gold, of a thousand drams; and 27 
two vessels of fine copper, precious as’gold. And I said unto 23 
them, Ye are holy unto the LORD; the vessels are holy also; 
and the silver and the gold area freewill-offering unto the LORD 
God of your fathers. Watch ye, and keep them, until ye weigh 29 
them before the chief of the priests and the Levites, and chief 
of the fathers of Israel, at Jerusalem, in the chambers of the \ 
house of the LORD. So took the priests and the Levites the 30 
weight of the silver, and the gold, and the vessels, to bring them 

to Jerusalem unto the house of onr God. Then we departed 31 
from the river of Ahava on the twelfih day of the first month, 

to go unto Jerusalem: and the hand of our God was upon us, 
and he delivered us from the hand of the enemy, and of such 

as lay in wait by the way. And we came to Jerusalem, and 32 
abode there three days. 

Now on the fourth day was the silver and the gold and the 33 
vessels weighed in the house: of our God by the hand of Mere- 
moth the son of Uriah the priest; and with him was Eleazar the 
son of Phinehas; and with them was Jozabad the son of Jeshua, 
and Noadiah the son of Binnui, Levites; by number and by 34 
weight of every one: and all the weight was written at that | 
time. Also the children of those that had been carried away, 35 
which were come out of the captivity, offered burnt-offerings 
unto the God of Israel, twelve bullocks for all Israel, ninety-and- 
six rams, seventy-and-seven lambs, twelve he-goats for a sin- 
offering: all ¢his was a burnt-offering unto the LORD. And they 36 
delivered the king's commissions unto the king's lieutenants, and 
to the governors on this side the river; and they furthered the 
people, and the house of God. 

Now when these things were done, the princes came to me, 9 
saying, The people of Israel, and the priests, and the Levites, 
have not separated themselves from the people of the lands, 
loing according to their abominations, even of the Canaanites, 
the Hittites, the Perizzites, the Jebusites, the Ammonites, the 
Moabites, the Egyptians, and the Amorites. For they have taken 2 
of their daughters for themselves, and for their sons: so that the 
1oly seed have mingled themselves with the people of those 
ands: yea, the hand of the princes and rulers hath been chief 
n this trespass. And when! heard this thing, I rent my gar- 3 
nent and my mantle, and plucked off the hair of my head, and 
of my beard, and sat down astonied. Then were assembled 4 
into me every one that trembled at the words of the God of 
israel, because of the transgression of those that had Ca car- 
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ried away; and I sat astonied until the evening sicrifce. And 5 
at the evening sacrifice 1 arose up from my heaviness; and 
having rent my garment and my manile, I fell upon my knees, 
and spread oub my hands unto the LORD my Ged, /and said, 6 
O my God, I am ashamed and blush to lift up my face to thee, 

my God: for our iniquities are increased over our head, and our 
trespass is grown up unto the heavens. Since the days of our 7 
fathers have we beén in a great trespass unto this day ;, and for 
our iniquities have we, our kings, and our priests, been delivered 
into the hand of the kings of the lands, to the sword, to captivity 

and to a spoil, and to confusion of face, as i is this day.. And 8 
now for a little space grace hath’ been showed from the LORD 
our God, to leave usa remnant to escape, and to give us a nail 

in his holy place, that our God may lighten our eyes, and give 

us a little reviving in our bondage. For we were bondmen; yet 9 
our God hath not forsaken us in our bondage, but hath extended 
mercy unto us in the. sight of the kings of Persia, to give usa 
reviving, to set up the house of out God, and to repair the deso- 
lations thereof, and to give us a wall in Judah and in Jerusalem. 
‘And now, O our God, what shal] we say after this? for we have 10 
forsaken thy commandments, which thou hast commanded by 11 
thy servants the prophets, saying, The land, unto which ye go 

to possess it, is an unclean land with the filthiness of the people 

of the lands, with their abominations, Which have filled it from 
one end to another with their uncleanness. Now therefore give 12 
not your daughters unto their sons, neither take their daughters 
unto your sons, nor seek their peace or their wealth for ever: 
that ye may be strong, and eat the good of the land, and leave... 
it for an inheritance to your children for ever. And after all that 13 
is come upon us for our evil deeds, and for our great trespass, 
seeing that thou our God hast punished us less than our iniquities 
deserve, and hast given us such deliverance as this; should we 14 
again break thy commandments, and join in. affinity with the 

eople of these abominations? wouldest not thou be angry with %. 
us till thou hadst consumed ws, so that there should be no rem-}) | 
nant nor escaping? O LORD God of Israel, thou art righteous: 15 
for we remain yet escaped, as if zs this day: behold, we are be- 
fore thee in our trespasses: fer we cannot stand before thee, 
because of this. i > 

Now when Ezra had prayed, and when he had confessed, LC 

weeping and casting himself down before the house of God, 
there assémbled unto him ont of Israel a very great congre-— 
gation of men and women and children: for the people wept. 
very sore. And Shecaniah the son of Jehiel, one of the sons of | 
Elam, answered and said unto Ezra, We have trespassed against 
our God, and have taken strange wives of the people of the 
land: yet now there is hope in Israel concerning this thing. Now 
therefore let us make a covenant with our God to put away all 
the wives, and such as are born of them, accarding to the coun- 
sel of my lord, and of those that tremble at the commandment 
of our — 3 and let it be done according to the law. Arise j 
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for this matter belongeth unto thee: we also will be with thee: 
be of good courage, and do i/. Then arose Ezra, and made the 5 
chief priests, the Levites, and all Israel, to swear that they should 
do according to this word. And they sware. 'Then Ezra rose _ 6 
up from before the house of God, and went into the chamber of 
Johanan the son of Eliashib: and when he’came thither; he did 
eat no bread, nor drink water: for he mourned because of the 
‘transgression of them that had been carried away. And they 7 
‘made proclamation throughout Judah and Jerusalem unto all 
the children of the captivity, that they should gather themselves 
together unto Jerusalem; and that whosoever would not come 8 
within three days, according to the counsel of the princes and 
the elders, all his substance should be forfeited, and himself 
separated from the congregation of those that had been carried 
away. Then all the men of Judah and Benjamin gathered 9 
themselves together unto Jerusalem within three days. It was 
the ninth month, and the twentieth day of the month; and all 
the people sat in the street of the house of God, trembling be- 
cause of this matter, and for the great rain. And Ezra the priest 10 
stood up, and said unto them, Ye have transgressed, and have 
taken strange wives, to increase the trespass of Israel. Now 11 
therefore make confession unto the LORD God of your fathers, 
and do his pleasure: and separate yourselves from the people 
of the land, and from the strange wives. Then all the congre- 12 
gation answered and said with a loud voice, As thou hast said, 
30 must we do. But the people are many, and it is a time of 13 
much rain, and we are not able to stand without, neither is this 
a work of one day or two: for we are many that have trans- 
gressed in this thing. Let now our rulers of all the congregation 14 
stand, and let all them which have taken strange wives in our 
Cities come at appointed times, and with them the elders of every 
city, and the judges thereof, until the fierce wrath of our God 
for this matter be turned from us. Only Jonathan the son of 15 
Asahel, and Jahaziah the son of Tikvah, were employed about 
this matter: and Meshullam and Shabbethai the Levite’ helped 
them. And the children of the captivity did so. A 16 
Anp Ezra the priest, with certain chief of the fathers, after | 
the house of their fathers, and all of them by their names, were 
separated, and sat down in the first day of the tenth month to 
examine the matter. And they made an end with all the men 17 
that had taken strange wives by the first day of the first month. 
And among the sons of the priests there were found that had 18 
taken strange wives: namely, of the sons of Jeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and his brethren; Maaseiah, and Eliezer, and Jarib, 
and Gedaliah. And they gave their hands that they would put 19 
away their wives; and being guilty, they offered a ram of the 
flock for their trespass. And of the sons of Immer; Hanani, 20 
and Zebadiah. And of the sons of Harim; Maaseiah, and Eli- 21 
jah, and Shemaiah, and Jehiel, and Uzziah. And of the sons of 22 
Pashur; Elioenai, Maaseiah, Ishmael, Nethaneel, Jozabad, and 
Elasah. Also of the sehr 5 wie and Shimei, bes 23 . 
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(the same is Kelita,) Pethahiah, Judah, and_ Eliezer. Of the 24 
singers also; Eliashib: and of the poriers; Shallum, and ‘Telem, 
and Uni. Moreover of Israel: of the sons of Parosh ;.Ramiah, 25 
and Jeziah, and Malchiah, and Miamin, and Eleazar, and Mal- 
chijah, and Benaiah. And of the sons of Elam; Mattaniah, 26 
Zechariah, and Jehiel, and Abdi, and Jeremoth, and Eliah. And 27 > 
of the sons of Zattu; Elioenai,. Eliashib, Mattaniah, and Jeri- 
moth, and Zabad, and Aziza. Of the sons also of Bebai; Jeho- 28 
hanan, Hananiah, Zabbai, and ‘Athlai. And of the sons of Bani; 29 
Meshullam, Malluch, and Adaiah, Jashub, and Sheal,, and Ra-., 
moth. And of the sons of Pahath-moab; Adna, and, Chelal, 30: 
Benaiah, Maaseiah, Mattaniah, Bezaleel, and Binnui, and Ma- 
nasseh. And of the sons of Harim ; Eliezer, Ishijah, Malchiah, 3 
Shemaiah, Shimeon, ' Benjamin, Malluch, and Shemariah. 1 Of 32: 
the sons of Hashum; Mattenai, Mattathah, Zabad, Eliphelet, 
Jeremai, Manasseh, and Shimei. Of the sons of Bani; Maadai, 34 
Amram, and Uel, 'Benaiah, Bedeiah, Chelluh,' Vaniah, Mere- 36 
moth, Eliashib, 'Mattaniah, Mattenai, and Jaasau, 'and Bani, 37 
and Binnui, Shimei, 'and Shelemiah, and Nathan, and Adaiah, 39 
'Machnadebai, Shashai, Sharai, ' Azareel, and Shelemiah, She-. 40: 
mariah, 'Shallum, Amariah, and Joseph. Of the sons of Nebo; 42 
Jeiel, Mattithiah, Zabad, Zebina, Jadau, and Joel, Benaiah. All 44 
these had taken strange wives: and some of them had wives by 
whom they had children. 











THE BOOK OF NEHEMIAH. 





THE words of Nehemiah the son of Hachaliah. And it 1 
came to pass in the month Chisleu, in the twentieth year, as I 
was in Shushan the palace, '!that Hanani, one of my brethren, 2 
came, he and cerlain men of Judah; and I asked them concern- 
ing the Jews that had, escaped, which were lefi of the captivity, 
and concerning Jerusalem. And they said unto me, The rem- 3 
nant that are left of the captivity there in the province are in 
great, affliction and reproach: ihe wall of Jerusalem also is 
broken down, and the gates thereof are burned with fire. And 4 
it came to pass, when J heard these words, that 1 sat down and. ~ 
wept, and mourned certain days, and fasted, and, prayed before. 
the God of heaven, ‘and said, I beseech thee, O LORD:God of 5 
heaven, the great and terrible God, that keepeth covenant and 
mercy for them. that love him and observe his commandments: * >. 
let thine ear now be attentive, and thine. eyes open, that thou’ 6 
mayest hear the prayer of thy servant, which I pray before thee» 
now, day and night, for the children of Israel thy servants, and 
confess the sins of the children of Israel,.which we have sinned |) 
against thee: both I and my father’s house have sinned. We: 7% 
have dealt very corruptly against thee, and have not kept the — 
Cem mEeMAM the statutes, nor the judgments, which thou 
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¢commandedst thy servant Moses. Remember, I beseech thee, 8 
the word that thou commandedst thy servant Moses, saying, If ye 
‘transgress, I will scatter you abroad among the nations: butif 9 
ye turn unto me, and keep my commandments, and do them ; 
though there were of you'cast out unto the uttermost part of the 
‘heaven, yet will I gather them from thence, and will bring them 
unto the place that I have chosen to set my name there. Now 10 
these are thy servants and thy people, whom thou hast redeemed 

by thy great power, and by thy strong hand. O LORD,I be- 11 
seech thee, let now thine ear be attentive to the prayer of thy 
‘servant, and to the prayer of thy servants, who desire to fear thy 
mame: and prosper, I pray thee, thy servant this day, and grant 
‘him mercy in the sight of this man. ; 

For I was the king’s cup-bearer. ' And it came to pass in the & 
‘month Nisan, in the twentieth year of Artaxerxes the king, that 
wine was before him: and I took up the wine, and gave if unto 
the king. Now I had not been beforetime sad in his presence. 
Wherefore the king said unto me, Why is thy countenance sad, 
seeing thou art not sick? this is nothing else but sorrow of heart. 
Then I was very sore afraid,'and said unto the king, Let the 
king live for ever: why should not my countenance be sad, 
when the city, the place of my fathers’ sepulchres, lieth waste, 
and the gates thereof are consumed with fire? Then the king 
said unto me, For what dost thou make request? SoI prayed 
to the God of heaven. And [ said unio the king, [fit please the 
king, and if thy servant have found favor in thy sight, that thou 
wouldest send me unto Judah, unto the city of my fathers’ sepul- 
chres, that I may build it. And the king said unto me, (the queen 
also sitting by him,) Fer how long shall thy journey be? and 
when wilt thou return? So it pleased the king to send me; and 
T set him a time. Moreover I said unto the king, If it please the 
king, let letters be given me to the governors beyond the river, 
that they may convey me over till I come into Judah; and a 
letter unto Asaph the keeper of the king’s forest, that he ma 
give me timber to make beams for the gates of the palace wihian 
w spertained to the house, and for the wall of the city, and for 
the house that I shall enter into. And the king granted me, ac- 
cording to the good hand of my God upon me. 

Tren I came to the governors beyond the river, and gave 9 
them the king’s letters. Now the king had sent captains of the 
army and horsemen with me, When Sanballat the Horonite, 10 
and Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, heard of 2t, it grieved 
them exceedingly that there was come a man to seek the wel- 
fare of the children of Israel. So I eame to Jerusalem, and was 11 
there three days. : ‘ { 

AND | arose in the night, I and some few men with me; 12 
neither told I any man what my God had put in my heart to do 
at Jerusalem: neither was there any beast with me, save the 
beast that I rode upon. And I went out by night by the gate 13 

‘of the valley, even before the dragon well, arid to the dung port, 
and viewed the walls of Jerusalem, which were ss i 
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‘and the gates thereof were consumed with fire. ‘Then Lwent 14 
on to the gate of the fountain, and to the king’s pool: but. there 
was no place for the beast that was under me to pass. Then 15 
went I up in the night by the brook, and viewed the wall, and 
turned back, and eutered by the gate of the valley, and so re- 
turned. And the rulers knew not. whither I went, or what L 16 
did; neither had I as yet told it to the Jews, nor to the priests, 
nor to the nobles, nor to the rulers, nor to the rest that did the 
work. . Then said I unto them, Ye see. the distress that we are 17 
in, how Jerusalem lieth waste, and the gates thereof are burned 
with fire: come, and let us build up the wall of Jerusalem, that 
we be no more a reproach. Then I told them of the hand of my 18 
God which was good upon me; as also the king’s words that he 
had spoken unto me. And they said, Let us rise up and build. 
_ So they strengthened their hands for this good work. 'But when 19 
Sanballat the Horonite, and Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, 
and Geshem the Arabian, heard it, they laughed us to scorn, 
and despised us, and said, What és this thing that ye do? will ye 
rebel against the king? Then answered I them, and said unto 20 
them, The God of heaven, he will prosper us ; therefore we his - 
servants will arise and build: nt ye have no portion, nor right, 
nor memorial, in Jerusalem. ; 
Tien Eliashib the high-priest rose up with his brethren the 3 
priests, and they builded the sheep gate; they sanctified it, and 
set up the doors of it; even unto the tower of Meah they sanc- 
tified it, unto the tower of Hananeel. And next unto him 2 
builded the men of Jericho. And next to them builded Zacecur 
the son of Imri. But the fish gate did. the sons of Hassenaah. 3 
build, who also. laid the beams thereof, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars thereof.. And next unto 4 
them repaired Meremoth the son of Urijah, the son of Koz. And 
next unto them repaired Meshullam the son of Berechiah, the 
‘gon of Meshezabeel. And next unto them repaired Zadok the , 
son of Baana. And next unto them the Tekoites repaired; but 5 
their nobles put not their necks to the work of their Lord. More- 6 
over the old gate repaired Jehoiada the son of Paseah, and 
Meshullam the.son of Besodeiah ; they laid the beams thereof, 
and set up the doors thereof, and the locks thereof, and the bars . 
thereof, And next unto them repaired Melatiah the Gibeonite, 7 
and Jadon the Meronothite, the men of Gibeon, and of Mizpah, 
unto the throne of the governor on this side the river. Next unto & 
him repaired Uzziel the son of Harhaiah, of the goldsmiths. 
Next unto him also repaired Hananiah the son of one of the 
apothecaries, and they fortified Jerusalem unto the broad wall. 
‘And next unto them repaired Rephaiah the son of Hur, the ruler 9 
‘of the half part of Jerusalem, And next unto them repaired 10 
Jedaiah the son of Harumaph, even over-against his house. And 
next unto him repaired Hattush the son of Hashabniah. Mal- 11 
chijah the son of Harim, and Hashub the son of Pahath-moab, 
repaired the other piece, and the tower of the furnaces. And 1% 
next palpi repaired Shallum the son of Halohesh, the ruler 
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e 
of the half part of Jerusalem, he and his daughters. . The valley 13 
gate repaired Hanun, and the inhabitants of Zanoah; they built 
it, and set up the doors thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof, and a thousand cubits on the wall unto the dung gate. 
But the dung gate repaired Malchiah the son of Rechab, the 14 
ruler of part of Beith-haccerem ; he built it, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars thereof. But the gate of 15 
the fountain repaired Shallun the son of Col-hozeh, the ruler of 
part of Mizpah; he built it, and covered it, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars thereof, and the wall of 
the pool of Siloah by the king’s garden, and unto the stairs that 
go down from the city of David. After him repaired Nehemiah 16 
the son of Azbuk, the ruler of the half part of Beth-zur, unto the 
place over-against the sepulchres of David, and to the pool 
that was made, and unto the house of the mighty. After him 17 
repaired the Levites, Rehum the son of Bani. Next unto him 
repaired Hashabiah, the ruler of the half part of Keilah, in his 
part. After him repaired their brethren, Bavai the son of He- 18 
nadad, the ruler of the half part of Keilah. And next to him re- 19 
paired Ezer the son of Jeshua, the ruler of Mizpah, another piece 
Over-against the going up to the armory at the turning of the wall. 
Afier him Baruch the son of Zabbai earnestly repaired the other 20 
piece, from the turning of the wall unto the door of the house of 
Eliashib the high-priest. After him repaired Meremoth the son 21 
of Urijah the son of Koz another piece, from the door of the house 
of Eliashib even to the end of the house of Eliashib. And after 22 
him repaired the priests, the men of the plain. After him re- 23 
aired Benjamin and Hashub over-against their house. After 
im repaired Azariah the son of Maaseiah the son of Ananiah 
by his house. After him repaired Binnui the son of Henadad 24 
another piece, from the house of Azariah unto the turning of the 
wall, even unto the corner. Palal the son of Uzai, over-against 25 
the turning of the wall, and the tower which lieth out from the 
king’s high house, that was by the court of the prison. After him, 
Pedaiah the son of Parosh. Moreover the Nethinims dwelt in 26 
Ophel, unto the place over-against the water gate toward the east, 
‘and the tower that licth out. After them the Tekoites repaired 27 
another piece, over-against the great tower that lieth out, even 
unto the wall of Ophel. From above the horse gate repaired 28 
the priests, every one over-against his honse. After them re- 29 
aired Zadok the son of Immer over-against his house. After 
im repaired also Shemaiah the son of Shechaniah, the keeper 
of the east gate. After him repaired Hananiah the son of Shele- 30 
miah, and Hanun the sixth son of Zalaph, another piece. After 
him repaired Meshullam the son of Berechiah over-against his 
chamber. After him repaired Malchiah the goldsmith’s son, 31 
unto the place of the Nethinims, and of the merchants, over- 
against the gate Miphkad, and to the going up of the corner. 
And between the going up of the corner unto the sheep gate re- 32 
paired the goldsmiths and the merchants, ie. 
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_ -Burit came to pass, that when Sanballat heard that we builded 4 
the wall, he was wroth, and took great indignation, and mocked 
the Jews. And he spake before his brethren and the army of 2 
Samaria, and said, What do these feeble Jews ?) will they fortify 
themselves? will they sacrifice ? will they make an end in a 
day? will they revive the stones out of the heaps of the rubbish 
which are burned? Now Tobiah the Ammonite was by him, and 
he said, Even that which they build, ifa fox go up, he shall even 
break down their stone wall. Hear, O our,.God; for we are 
despised: and turn their reproach upon their own head, and 
give them for a prey in the land of captivity: and cover not their 
iniquity, and let not their sin be blotted out from before thee: 
for they have provoked thee to anger before the builders. So 
built we the wall; and all the wall was joined together unto 
the half thereof: for the people had a mind to work. But it 
came to pass, ¢hat when Sanballat, and Tobiah,and the Arabians, 
and the Ammonites, and the Ashdodites, heard that the walls 
of Jerusalem were made up, and that the breaches began to be 
stopped, then they were very wroth, 'and conspired all of them - 8 
together to come. and to fight against Jerusalem, and to hinder _ 
it. Nevertheless we made oursprayer unto our God, and seta 9 
watch against them day and night, because of them. And 10 
Judah said,'The strength of the bearers of burdens is decayed, 
and there is much rubbish; so that we.are not able to build the 
wall. And our adversaries said, They shall not know, neither 11 
see, till we come in the midst among them, and slay them, and 
cause the work to cease. And it came to pass, that when the 12 
Jews which dwelt by them came, they said unto us ten times, 
From all places whence ye shall return unto us they will be upon 
you. Therefore set I in the lower places behind the wall, and 13 
on the higher places, I even set the people after their families 
with their swords, their spears, and their bows. And I looked, 14 
and rose up, and said unto the nobles, and to the rulers, and to 
the rest of the people, Be not ye afraid of them: remember the — 
LORD, which is great and terrible, and fight for your brethren, 
your sons, and a daughters, your wives, and your houses. 
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‘And it came t s, when our enemies heard that it was known 15 
unto us, and God’ had brought their counsel to nought, that we 
returned all of us to the wall, every one unto his work: And it 16 
came to pass from that time forth, that the half of my servants ~ 
wrought in the work, and the other half of them held both the 
spears, the shields, and the bows, and the habergeons; and the’ 
rulers were behind all the house of Judah. ‘They which builded 17 
on the wall, and they that bare burdens, with ihose that laded, 
every one'with one of his hands wrought in the work, and with ¢ 
the other hand held a weapon. For the builders, every one had 16 
his sword girded by his side, and so builded. And he that 
sounded the trumpet was by me. And I said unto the nobles, 1S 
and to the rulers, and to the rest of the people, The work is 
great and large, and we are separated upon the wall, one far 
from oT, In what place therefore ye hear the sound of the 2 
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trumpet, resort ye thither unto us: our God shall fight for us. 
So we labored in the work: and half of them held the spears 
from the rising of the morning till the stars appeared. Likewise 
at the same time said I unto the people, Let every one wiih his 
servant lodge within Jerusalem, that in the night they may be.a 
guard. to us, and labor on the day. So neither I, nor my breth- 
ren, nor my servants, nor the men of the guard which followed 
me, none of us put off our clothes, saving that every one put 
them off for washing. 

AND there was a great cry of the people and of their wives 
against their brethren the Jews. For there were that said, We, 
our sons, and our daughters, are many: therefore we take up 
corn for them, that we may eat, and live. Some also there were 
that said, We have mortgaged our lands, vineyards, and houses, 
that we might buy corn, because of the dearth. There were 
also that said, We have borrowed money for the king’s tribute, 
and that upon our lands and vineyards. Yet sow our flesh is 
as the flesh of our brethren, our children as their children: and, 
lo, we bring into bondage our sons and our daughters to be ser- 
vants, and some of our daughters are brought unto bondage al- 
ready: neither is i¢ in our power fo redeem them; for other men 
have our lands and vineyards. And I was very angry when I 
heard their cry, and these words. Then I consulted with my- 
self, and I rebuked the nobles, and the rulers, and said unto 
them, Ye exact usury, every one of his brother. And I set a 
great assembly against thene And I said unto them, We after 
our ability have redeemed our brethren the Jews, which were 
sold unto the heathen; and will ye even sell your brethren? or 
shall they be sold unto us? Then held they their peace, and 
found nothing fo.answer. Also I said, It 7s not good that ye do: 
ought ye not to walk in the fear of our God because of the re- 
proach of the heathen our enemies? I likewise, and my breth- 
ren, and my servants, might exact of them money and corn: I 
pray you, let us leave off this usury. Restore, | pray you, to 
them, even this day, their lands, their vineyards, their olive- 
yards, and their houses, also the hundredth part of the money, 
and of the corn, the wine, and the oil, that ye of them. 
Then said they, We will restore them, and will ire nothing 
of them; so will we do as thousayest. Then I called the priests, 
and took an oath of them, that they should do according to this 
promise. Also I shook my lap, and said, So God shake out every 
man from his house, and from his labor, that performeth not this 
promise, even thus be he shaken out, and emptied. And all the 
congregation said, Amen, and praised the LORD. And the 
people uid according to this promise. 

Moreover, from the time that I was appointed to be their 
governor in the land of Judah, from the twentieth year even 
unto the two-and-thirtieth year of Artaxerxes the king, that is, 
twelve years, I and my brethren have not eaten the bread of 
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the governor. But the former governors that had been before me 15 


were chargeable unto the people, and had taken of them bread 
- 599 
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and wine, beside forty shekels of silver; yea, even their ser- 
vants bare rule over the people: but so did not I, because of the 
fear of God. Yea, also | continued in the work of this wall, 16 
neither bought we any land : and all my servants were gathered 
thither unto the work. Moreover there were at my table an 17 
hundred and fifty of the Jews and rulers, beside those that came 
unto us from among the heathen that are about us. Now that 18 
which was prepared for me daily was one ox and six choice 
sheep; also fowls were prepared for me, and once in ten days 
store of all sorts of wine: yet for all this required not I the bread 

of the governor, because the bondage was heavy upon. this 
people. Think upon me, my God, for good, according to all that 19 
T have done for this people. t 

Now it came to pass, when Sanballat, and Tobjah, and Ge- é& 

shem the Arabian, and the rest of our enemies, heard that I had © 
builded the wall, and that there was no breach left therein ; 
(though at that time I had not set up the doors upon the gates;)’ ~ 
that Sanballat and Geshem sent unto me, saying, Come, let. us 
meet together in some one of the villages in the plain of Ono. — 
But they thought to do me mischief, ‘And T sent’messengers 3 
unto them, saying, ! am doing a great work, so that I cannot 
comme down: why should the Work cease, whilst I leave it, and 
come down to you? Yet they sent unto me four times after this 4 
sort; and I answered them after the same manner. ‘Then sent 5 
Sanballat his servant unto me in like:manner the fifth time with ~ 
an open letter in his hand; wherein was written, It is reported 
among the heathen, and Gashmu saith 2/, that thou and the Jews 
think to rebel: for which cause thou buildest the wall, that thou 
mayest he their king, according to these words. And thou hast’ 
also appointed prophets to preach of thee at Jerusalem, saying, 
There is a king in Judah: and now shall it be reported to the 
‘king according’ to, these words. Come now therefore, and let 
us take counsel together. Then I'sent unto him, saying, There’ | 
are no such ‘things done as thou sayest, but thou feignest them. 
ontof thine own heart. For they all made us afraid, saying, ~ 
Their hands shall be weakened from the work, that it be not’ 
done. Now re, O God, strengthen my hands..' Afterward 1 
Lcame unto | use of Shemaiah the son of Delaiah the son © 
of Mehetabeel, who was shut up; and he said, Let us meet to- 
gether in the house of God, within the temple, and let us shut 
the doors of the temple: for they will come to slay thee; yea, 

in the night will they come’to slay thee. And I said, Should 1 
such a man as I flee? and who is there, that, deing as 1 am, would © 
go into the temple to save his life? I will not goin. And, lo, I 1 
perceived that God Had not sent him; but that he pronounced 
this. prophecy against me: for Tobiah and Sanballat had hired 
him. . Therefore was he hired, that I should be afraid, and do | 
so, and sin, and that they might have matter for an evil report,” 
that they might reproach me. My God, think thou upon To-« 
 biah and atlas according to these their works, and on the 
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prophetess Noadiah, and the rest of the prophets, that would 
have put me in fear. 

So the wall was finished in the twenty-and-fifth day of the 15 
month Elul, in fifty-and-two days. And it came to pass, that 16 
when all our enemies heard thereof, and all the heathen that 
were about us saw these things, they were much cast down in 
their own eyes: for they perceived that this work was wrought 
of our God. Moreover in those days the nobles of Judah sent 17 
many letters unto Tobiah, and the letters of Tobiah came unto 
them. For there were many in Judah sworn unto him, because 18 
he was the son-in-law of Shechaniah the son of Arah; and his son 
Johanan had taken the daughter of Meshullam the son of Be- 
rechiah. Also they reported his good deeds before me, and 19 
uttered my words to him. And Tobiah sent letters to put me 
in fear. 

Now it came to pass, when the wall was built, and I had set 7 
up the doors, and the porters and the singers and the Levites 
were appointed, ' that I gave my brothér Hanani, and Hananiah 
the ruler of the palace, charge over Jerusalem: for he was a 
faithful man, and feared God above many. And I said unto 3 
them, Let not the gates of Jerusalem be opened until the sun 
be hot; and while they stand by, let them shut the doors, and 
bar them: and appoint watches of the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
every one in his watch, and every one fo be over-against his 
house. Now the city was large and great: but the people were 4 
few therein, and the houses were not builded. : 

AND my God put into mine heart to gather together the 5 
nobles, and the rulers, and the people, that they might be reck- 
oned by genealogy. And I found a register of the genealogy of 
them which came up at the first, and found written therein, 
These are the children of the province, that went up out of 6 
the captivity, of those that had been carried away, whom Neb- 
uchadnezzar the king of Babylon had carried away, and came 
again to Jerusalem and to Judah, every one unto his city; who 17 
came with Zerubbabel, Jeshua, Nehemiah, Azariah, Raamiah, 
Nahamani, Mordecai, Bilshan, Mispereth, vai, _Nehum, 
Baanah. The number, J say, of the men of the ple of Israel 
was this: The children of Parosh, two thousand an hundred 8 
seventy and two. The children of Shephatiah, three hundred 9 
seventy and two. The children of Arah, six hundred fifty and 10 
two. ‘The children of Pahath-moab, of the children of Jeshua 11 | 
and Joab, two thousand and eight hundred and eighteen. The 12 
children of Elam, a thousand two hundred fifty and four. The 13 
children of Zattu, eight hundred forty and five. The children 14 
of Zaccai, seven hundred and threescore. The children of 15 
Binnui, six hundred forty and eight. The children of Bebai, 16 
six hundred twenty and eight. The children of Azgad, two 17 
thousand three hundred twenty and two. The children of Ado- 18 
nikam, six hundred threescore and seven. The children of 19 
Bigvai, two thousand threescore and seven. The children of 20 
Adin, six hundred fifty and e:. iat children of Ater a Heze- 2] 
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kiah, ninety and eight. The children of Hashum, three hun- 22 
dred twenty and eight. The children of Bezai, three hundred 23 
twenty and four. The children of Hariph, an hundred and 24 
twelve. !'The children of Gibeon, ninety and five. 'The men 25 
of Beth-lehem and Netophah, an hundred fourscore and eight. 
!'The men of Anathoth, an hundred twenty and eight. 'The 27 
men of Beth-azmaveth, forty and two. The men of Kirjath- 29 
jearim, Chephirah, and Beeroth, seven hundred forty and three. 
The men of Ramah and Gaba, six hundred twenty and one. 30 
'The men of Michmas, an hundred and twenty and two. 'The 31 
men of Beth-el and Ai, an hundred twenty and three. The 33 
men of the other Nebo, fifty and two. The children of the other 34 
Elam, a thousand two hundred fifty and four. The children of 35 
Harim, three hundred and twenty. The children of Jericho, 36 
three hundred forty and five. The children of Lod, Hadid, and 37 
Ono, seven hundred twenty and one. The children of Senaah, 38 
three thousand nine hundred and thirty. The priests: the chil- 39 
dren of Jedaiah, of the house of Jeshua, nine hundred seventy 
and three. The children of Immer, a thousand fifty and two. 40 
The children of Pashur, a thousand two hundred forty and 41 
seven. ''The children of Harim, a thousand and seventeen. 'The 42 
Levites: the children of Jeshua, of Kadmiel, and of the children 

of Hodevah, seventy and four. The singers: the children of 44 
Asaph, an hundred forty and eight. The porters: the children 45 
of Shallum, the children of Ater, the children of Talmon, the 
children of Akkub, the children of Hatita, the children of Sho- 
bai, an hundred thirty and eight. The Nethinims: the children 46 
of Ziha, the children of Hashupha, the children of Tfabbaoth, 
‘the children of. Keros, the children of Sia, the children of 47 
Padon, 'the children of Lebana, the children of Hagaba, the 48 
children of Shalmai, "the children of Hanan, the children of 49 
Giddel, the children of Gahar, 'the children of Reaiah, the chil- 50 
dren of Rezin, the children of Nekoda, 'the children of Gaz- 51 
zam, the children of Uzza, the children of Phaseah, '! the children 52 
of Besai, the children of Meunim, the children of Nephishesim, 
‘the children of Bakbuk, the children of Hakupha, the children 53 
of Harhur,'the children of Bazlith, the children of Mehida, 54 
the children of Harsha, 'the children of Barkos, the children of 55 
Sisera, the children of Tamah, 'the children of Neziah, the 56— 
children of Hatipha. The children of Solomon’s servants: the 57 
children of Sotai, the children of Sophereth, the children of 
Perida, ‘*he children of Jaala, the children of Darkon, the chil- 58 
dren of Giddel, 'the -children of Shephatiah, the children of 59 
Hattil, the children of Pochereth of. Zebaim, the children of 
‘Amon, All the Nethinims, and the children of Solomon’s ser- 60 
vants, were three hundred ninety and two. And these were they 61 
which went up also from Tel-melah, Tel-haresha, Cherub, Ad- 
don, and Immer: but they could not show their father’s house, 
nor their seed, whether they were of Israel. The children of 62 
Delaiah, the children of Tobiah, the children of Nekoda, six 
hundred sor and two. And of the priests: the children of 63 
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Habaiah, the children of Koz, the children of Barzillai, which 

ok one of the daughters of Barzillai the Gileadite to wife, and 
au called after their name. These sought their register among 64 

ose that were reckoned by genealogy, but it was not found: 
therefore were they, as polluted, put from the priesthood. And 65 
the Tirshatha said unto them, that they should not eat of the 
most holy things, till there stood wp a priest with Urim and 
Thummim. The whole congregation together was forty and 66 
two thousand three hundred and threescore, beside their man- 67 
servants and their maid-servants, of whom there were seven 
thousand three hundred thirty and seven: and they had two 
hundred forty and five singing men and singing women. Their 68 
horses, seven hundred. thirty and six: their mules, two hundred 
forty and five: ' their camels, four hundred thirty and five: six 69 
thonsand seven hundred and twenty asses. 

Anp some of the chief of the fathers gave unto the work. 70 
The Tirshatha gave to the treasure a thousand drams of gold, 
fifty basons, five hundred and thirty priests’ garments. And 71 
some of the chief of the fathers gave to the treasure of the work 
twenty thousand drams of gold, and two thousand and two hun- 
dred pound of silver. And that which the rest of the people 72 
gave was twenty thousand drams of gold, and two thousand 
pound of silver, and threescore and seven priests’ garments. 

So the priests, and the Levites, and the porters, and the 73 
singers, and some of the people, and the Nethinims, and all Is- 
rael, dwelt in their cities; and when the seventh month came, 
the children of Israel were in their cities. 

Anp all the people gathered themselves together as one man $ 
into the street that was before the water gate; and they spake 
unto Ezra the scribe to bring the book of the law of Moses, 
which the LORD had commanded to Israel. And Ezra the 2 
priest brought the law before the congregation both of men and 
women, and all that could hear with understanding, upon the 
first day of the seventh month. And he read therein before the 3 
street that was before the water gate from the morning until 
mid-day, before the men and the women, and e that could 
understand ; and the ears of all the people were attentive unto 
the book of the law. And Ezra the scribe stood upon a pulpit 4 
of wood, which they had made for the purpose ; and beside him 
stood Mattithiah, and Shema, and Anaiah, and Urijah, and Hil- « 
kiah, and Maaseiah, on his right hand; and on his left hand, 
Pedaiah, and Mishael, and Malchiah, and Hashum, and Hash- 
badana, Zechariah, and Meshullam. And Ezra opened the book 5 
in the sight of all the people ; (for he was above all the people;) 
and when he opened it, all the people stood up: and Ezra 6 
blessed the LORD, the great God. And all the people answered, 
Amen, Amen, with lifting up their hands: and they bowed their 
heads, and worshipped the LORD with their faces to the ground. 
Also Jeshua, and Bani, and Sherebiah, Jamin, Akkub, Shab- 7 
bethai, Hodijah, Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, Jozabad, Hanan, 
Pelgiah, and the Leyites, caused the people to Grae kaa the 
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law: and the people stood in their place. So they read in the 
book: in the law of God distinctly, and gave the sense, and caused 
them to understand the reading. And N ehemiah, which is the 
Tirshatha, and Ezra the priest the scribe, and the Levites that 
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taught the people, said unto all the people, This day zs holy unto . 


the LORD your God; mourn not, nor weep. For all the people 
wept, when they heard the words of the law. Then he said 
unto them, Go your way, eat the fat, and drink the sweet, and 
send portions unto them for whom nothing is prepared : for this 
day is holy unto our LORD: neither be ye sorry; for the joy 
of the LORD is your strength. So the Levites stilled all the 
people, saying, Hold your peace, for the day is holy; neither be 
ve grieved. And all the people went their way to eat, and to 
drink, and to send portions, and to make great mirth, because 
they had understood the words that were declared unto them. 
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‘Anp on the second day were gathered together the chief of 13 


the fathers of all the people, the priests and the Levites, unto 
Ezra the scribe, even to understand the words of the law. And 
they found written in the law which the LORD had commanded 
by Moses, that the children of Israel should dwell in booths in 
the feast of the seventh month: and that they should publish 
and proclaim in all their cities, andwn Jerusalem, saying, Go forth 
unto the mount, and fetch olive branches, and pine branches, 
and myrtle branches, and palm branches, and branches of thick 
trees, to make booths, as zf is written. Sq the people went forth, 
and brought them, and made themselves booths, every one upon 
the roof of his house, and in their courts, and in the courts of the 
house of God, and in the street of the water gate, and in the 
street of the gate of Ephraim. And all the congregation of them 
that were come again out of the captivity made booths, and sat 
under the booths: for since the days of Jeshua the son of Nun 
unto that day, had not the children of Israel done so. And there 
was very great gladness. Also day by day, from the first day 
unto the last day, he read in the pook of the law of God. And 
they kept the feast seven days; and on the eighth day wasa 
solemn assembly, according unto the manner. 

Now in the twenty-and-fourth day of this month the children 
of Israel were assembled with fasting, and with sackclothes, and 
earth upon them. And the seed of Israel separated themselves 
from all strangers, and stood and confessed their sins, and the 
iniquities of their fathers. And they stood up in their place, and 
read in the book of the law of the LORD their God one fourth 
part of the day ; and another fourth part they confessed, and wor- 
shipped the LORD their God. Then stood up upon the stairs, 
of the Levites, Jeshua, and Bani, Kadmiel, Shebaniah, Bunni, 
Sherebiah, Bani, and Chenani, and cried with a loud voice unto 
the LORD their God. Then the Levites, Jeshua, and Kadmiel, 
Bani, Hashabniah, Sherebiah, Hodijah, Shebaniah, and Petha- 
hiah, said, 

Siand up and bless the LORD your God for ever and ever: 
and blessed be thy glorious name, which is exalted above all 
blessing ad praise. Thou, even-thou, art LORD alone; thow 
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hast made heaven, the heaven of heavens, with all their host, 
the earth, and all things that are therein, the seas, and all that is 
therein, and thou preservest them all; and the host of heaven 
worshippeth thee. Thou art the LORD the God, who didst 
choose Abram, and broughtest him forth out of Ur of the Chal- 
dees, and gavest him the name of Abraham; and foundest his 
heart faithful before thee, and madest a covenant with him to 
give the land of the Canaanites, the Hittites, the Amorites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Jebusites, and the Girgashites, to give zt, I 
say, to his seed, and hast performed thy words; for thou art 
righteous: and didst see the affliction of our fathers in Egypt, 
and heardest their cry by the Red sea; and showedst signs and 
wonders upon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, and on all the 
people of his land: for thon knowest that they dealt proudly 
agaist them. So didst thou get thee a name, as 7¢ is this day. 
And thou didst divide the sea before them, so that they went 
through the midst of the sea on the dry land; and their perse- 
cutors thou threwest into the deeps, as a stone into the mighty 
waters. Moreover thou leddest them in the day by a cloudy 
pillar, and in the night by a pillar of fire, to give them light in 
the way wherein they should go. Thou camest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with them from heaven, and gavest 
them right judgments, and true laws, good statutes and com- 
mandments: and madest known unto them thy holy sabbath, 
and commandedst them precepts, statutes, and laws, by the hand 
of Moses thy servant: and gavest them bread from heaven for 
their hunger, and broughtest forth water for them out of the rock 
for their thirst, and promisedst them that they should go in to 
possess the land which thou hadst sworn to give them. But 
they and our fathers dealt proudly, and hardened their necks, 
and hearkened not to thy commandments, 'and refused to obey, 
neither were mindful of thy wonders that thou didst among 
them; but hardened their necks, and in their rebellion ap- 
pointed a captain to return to their bondage: but thou art a God 
ready to pardon, gracious and merciful, slow to anger, and of 
great kindness, and forsookest them not. Yea, when they had 
made them a molten calf, and said, This 2s thy God that brought 
thee up out of Egypt, and had wrought great provocations ; yet 
thou in thy manifold mercies forsookest them not in the wilder- 
ness: the pillar of the cloud departed not from them by day, to 
lead them in the way; neither the pillar of fire by night, to show 
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them light, and the way wherein they should go. Thou gavest 20 


also thy good spirit to instruct them, and withheldest not thy 
manna from their mouth, and gavest them water for their thirst. 


Yea, forty years didst thou sustain them in the wilderness, so 21 


that they lacked nothing ; their clothes waxed not old, and their 
feet swelled not. Moreover thou gavest them kingdoms and 
nations, and didst divide them into corners: so they possessed 
the land of Sihon, and the land of the king of Heshbon, and the 
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land of Og king of Bashan. Their children also multipliedst 23 


thou as the stars of heaven, and broughtest them into the land, 


concerning which thou hadst promised to their fathers, that they 
3A 2 605 
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should go in to possess tt. So the children went in and possessed 24 
the land, and thou subduedst before them the inhabitants of the 
Jand, the Canaanites, and gavest them into their hands, with their 
kings, and the people of the land, that they might do with them 
as they would. And they took strong cities, and a fat land, and 25 
possessed houses full of all goods, wells digged, sere re and 
oliveyards, and fruit trees in abundance: so they did eat, and 
were filled, and became fat, and delighted themselves in thy great 
goodness. Nevertheless they were disobedient, and rebelled 26 
against thee, and cast thy law behind their backs, and slew thy 
prophets which testified against them to turn them to thee, and 
they wrought great provocations. Therefore thou deliveredst 27 
them into the hand of their enemies, who vexed them: and in 
the time of their trouble, when they cried unto thee, thou 
heardest them from heaven; and according to thy manifold mer- 
cies thou gavest them saviors, who saved them out of the hand 
of their enemies. But after they had rest, they did evil again 28 
before thee: therefore lefiest than them in the hand of their 
enemies, so that they had the dominion over them: yet when 
they returned, and cried unto thee, thou heardest them from 
heaven; and many times didst thou deliver them, according to 
thy mercies; and testifiedst against them, that thou mightest bring 29 — 
them again unto thy law: yet they dealt proudly, and hearkened 
not unto thy commandments, but sinned against thy judgments, 
(which if a man do, he shall live in them ;) and withdrew the 
shoulder, and hardened their neck, and would not hear. Yet 30 
many years didst thou forbear them, and _testifiedst against 
them by thy spirit in thy prophets: yet would they not give ear: 
therefore gavest thou them into the hand of the people of the 
lands. Nevertheless for thy great mercies’ sake thou didst not 31 
utterly consume them, nor forsake them ; for thou art a gracious 
and merciful God. Now therefore, our God, the great, the 32 
mighty, and the terrible God, who keepest covenant and mercy, 
let not all the trouble seem little betore thee, that hath come 
upon us, on our kings, on our princes, and on our priests, and on 
our prophets, and on our fathers, and on all thy people, since the 
time of the kings of Assyria unto this day. Howbeit thou art 33 
just in all that is brought upon us; for thou hast done right, but 
we have done wickedly: neither have our kings, our princes, 34 
our priests, nor our fathers, kept thy law, nor hearkened unto 
thy commandments and thy testimonies, wherewith thou didst 
testify against them. For they have not served thee in their 35 
Kingdom, and in thy great goodness that thou gavest them, and 
in the large and fat land which thou gavest before them, neither 
turned they from their wicked works. Behold, we are servants 36 
this day, and for the land that thou gavest unto our fathers to eat 
the fruit thereof and the good thereof, behold, we are servants 
in it: and it yieldeth much increase unto the kings whom thou 37 
hast set over us because of our sins: also they have dominion 
over our bodies, and over our cattle, at their pleasure, and we 
are in pret distress. And because of all this, we make a sure 3f 
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covenant, and write zi; and our princes, Levites, and priests, 
seal unto it. 

Now those that sealed were Nehemiah, the Tirshatha, the sonLO 
of Hachaliah, and Zidkijah,' Seraiah, Azariah, Jeremiah, ' Pashur, 2,3 
Amariah, Malchijah, 'Hattush, Shebaniah, Malluch, ' Harim, 4,5 
Meremoth, Obadiah, ' Daniel, Ginnethon, Baruch, ' Meshullam, 6,7 
Abijah, Mijamin, 'Maaziah, Bilgai, Shemaiah: these were the 8 

riests. And the Levites: both Jeshua the son of Azaniah, 9 

innui of the suns of Henadad, Kadmiel; and their brethren, 10 
Shebaniah, Hodijah, Kelita, Pelaiah, Hanan, ! Micha, Rehob, 11 
Hashabiah, 'Zaccur, Sherebiah, Shebaniah, 'Hodijah, Bani, 12 
Beninu. The chief of the people; Parosh, Pahath-moab, Elam, 14 
Zatthu, Bani, 'Bunni, Azgad, Bebai,! Adonijah, Bigvai, Adin, 15 
‘ Ater, Hizkijah, Azzur, ' Hodijah, Hashum, Bezai, !Hariph, Ana- 17 
thoth, Nebai, ' Magpiash, Meshullam, Hezir, 'Meshezabeel, Za- 20 
dok, Jaddua, 'Pelatiah, Hanan, Anaiah, 'Hoshea, Hananiah, 22 
Hashub, !Hallohesh, Pileha, Shobek, 'Rehum, Hashabnah, 24 
Maaseiah, ' and Ahijah, Hanan, Anan, ' Malluch, Harim, Baanah. 26 
And the rest of the people, the priests, the Levites, the porters, 28 
the singers, the Nethinims, and all they that had separated them- 
selves from the people of the lands unto the law of God, their 
wives, their sons, and their daughters, every one having know- 
ledge, and having understanding ; they clave to their brethren, 29 
their nobles, and entered into a curse, and into an oath, to walk 
in God’s law, which was given by Moses the servant of God, 
and to observe and do all the commandments of the LORD our 
Lord, and his judgments and his statutes; and that we would 30 
not give our daughters unto the people of the land, nor take 
their daughters for our sons: and 7f the people of the land bring 31 
ware or any victuals on the sabbath day to sell, that we would 
not buy it of them on the sabbath, or on the holy day: and that 
we would leave the seventh year, and the exaction of every debt. 

Atso we made ordinances for us, to charge ourselves yearly 32 
with the third part of a shekel for the service of the house of 
our God ; for the show-bread, and for the continual meat-offering, 33 
and for the continual burnt-offering, of the sabbaths, of the new 
moons, for the set feasis, and for the holy things, and for the sin- 
offerings, to make an atonement for Israel, and for all ihe work 
of the house of our God. And we cast the lots among the priests, 34 
the ‘Levites, and the people, for the wood-offering, to bring it into 
the house-of our God, after the houses of our fathers, at times 
appointed year by year, to burn upon the altar of the LORD our 
God, as it is written in the law: and to bring the first-fruits of 35 
our ground, and the first-fruits of all fruit of all trees, year by 
year, unto the house of the LORD: also the first-born of our 36 
sons, and of our cattle, as itzs written in the law,and the firstlings 
of our herds and of our flocks, to bring to the house of our God, 
unto the priests that minister in the house of our God: and that 37 
we should bring the first-fruits of our dough, and our offerings, * 
and the fruit of all manner of trees, of wine and of oil, unto the 
priests, to the chambers of the house of our God; and the tithes 
of our ground unto the Levites, that the same digi ae 
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have the tithes in all the cities of our tillage. And the priest the 38 
son of Aaron shall be with the Levites, when the Levites take 
tithes: and the Levites shall bring up the tithe of the tithes 
unto the house of our God, to the chambers, into the treasure- 
house. For the children of Israel and the children of Levi 39 
shall bring the offering of the corn, of the new wine, and the 
oil, unto the chambers, where are the vessels of the sanctuary, 
and the priests that minister, and the porters, and the singers: 
and we will not forsake the house of our God. 

‘Anp the rulers of the people dwelt at Jerusalem: the rest of LAL 
the people also cast lots, to bring one of ten to dwell in Jeru- 
salem the holy city, and nine parts fo dwell in other cities. And 
the people blessed all the men, that willingly offered themselves 
to dwell at Jerusalem. Now these are the chief of the province 3 
that dwelt in Jerusalem: but in the cities of Judah dwelt every 
one in his possession in their cities, #o wit, Israel, the priests, and 
the Levites, and the Nethinims, and the children of Solomon’s 
servants. And at Jerusalem dwelt certain of the children of 
Judah, and of the children of Bepjamin. Of the children of 
Judah; Athaiah the son of Uzziah, the son of Zechariah, the 
son of Amariah, the son of Shephatiah, the son of Mahalaleel, 
of the children of Perez; and Maaseiah the son of Baruch, the 5 
son of Col-hozeh, the son of Hazaiah, the’son of Adaiah, the son

of Joiarib, the son of Zechariah, the son of Shiloni. All the 6 
sons of Perez that dwelt at Jerusalem were four hundred three- 
score and eight valiant men. And these are the sons of Benja- 7 


min; Sallu the son of Meshullam, the son of Joed, the son of 
Pedaiah, the son of Kolaiah, the son of Maaseiah, the son of 
Ithiel, the son of Jesaiah. And after him Gabbai, Sallai, nine 8 
hundred twenty and eight. And Joel the son of Zichri was 9 
their overseer: and Judah the son of Senuah was second over 
the city. 

‘Or the priests: Jedaiah the son of Joiarib, Jachin. 'Seraiah 10 
the son of Hilkiah, the son of Meshullam, the son of Zadok, the 
son of Meraioth, the son of Ahitub, was the ruler of the house 
of God. And their brethren that did the work of the house 12 
were eight hundred twenty and two: and Adaiah the son of Je- 
roham, the son of Pelaliah, the son of Amzi, the son of Zecha- 
riah, the son of Pashur, the son of. Malchiah, 'and his brethren, 13 
chief of the fathers, two hundred forty and two: and Amashai 
the son of Azareel, the son of Ahasai, the son of Meshillemoth, 
the son of Immer, ‘and their brethren, mighty men of valor, an 14 
hundred twenty and eight: and their overseer was Zabdiel, the 
son of one of the great men. 

Axso of the Levites: Shemaiah the son of Hashub, the son 15 
of Azrikam, the son of Hashabiah, the son of Bnnni. And Shab- 16 
bethai and Jozabad, of the chief of the Leviles, had the oversight 
of the outward business of the house of God. And Mattaniah 17 
the son of Micha, the son of Zabdi, the son of Asaph, was the 
principal, to begin the thanksgiving in prayer: and Bakbukiah 
the second among his brethren, and Abda the son of Shammua, 
the son ae the son of Jeduthun, All the Levites in the 18 
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holy city were two hundred fourscore and four. Moreover the 19 
porters, Akkub, Talmon, and their brethren that kept the gates, 
were an hundred seventy and two. And the residue of Israel, 20 
of the priests, and the Levites, were in all the cities of Judah, 
every one in his inheritance. But the Nethinims dweltin Ophel: 21 
and Ziha and Gispa were over the Nethinims. The overseer 22 
also of the Levites at Jerusalem was Uzzi the son of Bani, the 
son of Hashabiah, the son of Mattaniah, the son of Micha. Of 
the sons of Asaph, the singers were over the business of the house 

of God. For it was the king’s commandment concerning them, 23 
that a certain portion should be for the singers, due for every 
day. And Pethahiah the son of Meshezabeel, of the children 24 
of Zerah the son of Judah, was at the king’s hand in all matters 
concerning the people. 

Anp for the villages, with their fields, some of the children 25 
of Judah dwelt at Kirjath-arba, and in the villages thereof, and 
at Dibon, and in the villages thereof, and at Jekabzeel, and in 
the villages thereof 'and at Jeshua, and at Moladah, and at 26 
Beth-phelet, 'and at Hazar-shual, and at Beer-sheba, and in the 27 
villages thereof, 'and at Ziklag, and at Mekonah, and im the 28 
villages thereof, and at Enrimmon, and at Zareah, and at Jar- 29 
muth, 'Zanoah, Adullam, and in their villages, at Lachish, and 30 
the fields thereof, at Azekah, and in the villages thereof. And 
they dwelt from Beer-sheba unto the valley of Hinom. The 31 
children also of Benjamin from Geba dwelt at Michmash, and 
Aija, and Beth-el, and in their villages, 'and at Anathoth, Nob, 32 
Ananiah, 'Hazor, Ramah, Gittaim,'Hadid, Zeboim, Neballat, 33 | 
‘Lod, and Ono, the valley of crafismen. 'And of the Levites 35 
were divisions in Judah, and in Benjamin. 

Now these are the priests and the Levites that went up withh& 
Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and Jeshua: Seraiah, Jeremiah, 
Ezra, 'Amariah, Malluch, Hattush, 'Shechaniah, Rehum, Mere- 2,3 
moth, 'Iddo, Ginnetho, Abijah, 'Miamin, Maadiah, Bilgah,'She- 4 
maiah, and Joiarib, Jedaiah, 'Sallu, Amok, Hilkiah, Jedaiah. 7 
These were the chief of the priests and of their brethren in the 
days of Jeshua. Moreover the Levites: Jeshua, Binnui, Kad- 8 
miel, Sherebiah, Judah, and Mattaniah, which was over the 
thanksgiving, he and his brethren. Also Bakbukiah and Unni, 9 
their brethren, were over-against them in the watches. 

Anp Jeshua begat Joiakim, Joiakim also begat Eliashib, and 10 
Eliashib begat Joiada, 'and Joiada begat Jonathan, and Jonathan 11 
begat Jaddua. : F ; 

Anp in the days of Joiakim were priests, the chief of the 12 
fathers: of Seraiah, Meraiah; of Jeremiah, Hananiah; 'of 13 
Ezra, Meshullam; of Amariah, Jehohanan ; ‘of Melicu, Jona- 14 
than; of Shebaniah, Joseph; 'of Harim, Adna; of Meraioth, 15 
Helkai; ‘of Iddo, Zechariah; of Ginnethon, Meshullam; ! of 16 
Abijah, Zichri; of Miniamin; of Moadiah, Piltai; 'of Bilgah, 18 
Shammua; of Shemaiah, Jehonathan; ' and of Joiarib, Matte- 19 
nai; of Jedaiah, Uzzi; !of Sallai, Kallai; of Amok, Eber; 'of 20 
Hilkiah, Hashabiah; of Jedaiab, Nethaneel. The Levites in 22 
the days of Eliashib, Joiada, and Johanan, and ippiok sk re- 
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corded chief of the fathers: also the priests, to the reign of Da- 
rius the Persian. The sons of Levi, the chief of the fathers, 23 
were written in the book of the chronicles, even until the days 

of Johanan the son of Eliashib. 

Awp the chief of the Levites: Hashabiah, Sherebiah, and 24 
Jeshua the son of Kadmiel, with their brethren over-against 
them, to praise and to give thanks, according to the command- 
ment of David the man of God, ward over-against ward. Mat- 25 
taniah, and Bakbukiah, Obadiah, Meshullam, Talmon, Akkub, 
were porters keeping the ward at the thresholds of the gates. 
These were in the days of Joiakim the son of Jeshua, the son of 26 
Jozadak, and in the days of Nehemiah the governor, and of Ezra 
the priest, the scribe. 

‘Anp at the dedication of the wall of Jerusalem they sought 27 
the Levites out of all their places, to bring them to Jerusalem, 
to keep. the dedication with gladness, both with thanksgivings, 
and with singing, with cymbals, psalteries, and with harps. And 
the sons of the singers gathered themselves together, both out 
of the plain country round about Jerusalem, and from the 
villages of Netophathi; also from the house of Gilgal, and out 29 
of the fields of Geba and Azmaveth: for the singers had builded 
them villages round about J erusalem. And the priests and the 30 
Levites purified themselves, and purified the people, and the 
gates, and the wall. Then I brought up the princes of J udah 31 
upon the wall, and appointed two great compantes of them that 
gave thanks, whereof one went on the right hand upon the wall 
foward the dung gate: and after them went Hoshaiah, and half 32 
of the princes of Judah, ‘and Azariah, Ezra, and Meshullam, 33 
‘Judah, and Benjamin, and Shemaiah, and Jeremiah, ' and cerlain 34 
of the priests’ sons with trumpets; namely, Zechariah the son of 
Jonathan, the son of Shemaiah, the son of Mattaniah, the son of 
Michaiah, the son of Zaccur, the son of Asaph: and his brethren, 36 
Shemaiah, and Azarael, Milalai, Gilalai, Maai, Nethaneel, and 
Judah, Hanani, with the musical instruments of David the man 
of God, and Ezra the seribe before them. And at the fountain ay 
gate, which was over-against them, they went up by the stairs 
of the city of David, at the going up of the wall, above the 
house of David, even unto the water gate eastward. And the 3 
other company of them that gave thanks went over-against them, 
and [ afier them, and the half of the people upon the wall, from 
beyond the tower of the furnaces even unto the broad wall; and 3 
from above the gate of Ephraim, and above the old gate, and 
above the fish gate, and the tower of Hananeel, and the tower 
of Meah, even unto the sheep gate: and they stood still in the 
prison gate. So stood the two companies of them that gave thanks 4 
in the honse of God, and I, and the half of the rulers with me: 
and the priests; Eliakim, Maaseiah, Miniamin, Michaiah, Eli- 4 
oenai, Zechariah, ard Hananiah, with trumpets; and Maaseiah, 4 
and Shermaiah, and Eleazar, and Uzzi, and Jehohanan, and Mal- 
chijah, and Elam, and Ezer. And the singers sang loud, with 
Jezrahiah their overseer. Also that day they offered great sac- 4 
tifices, oe papier for God had made them rejoice with great 
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joy: the wives also and the children rejoiced: so that the joy 
of Jerusalem was heard even afar off. : 

AND at that time were some appointed over the chambers for 44 
the treasures, for the offerings, for the first-fruits, and for the 
tithes, to gather into them, out of the fields of the cities, the por- 
tions of the law for the priests and Levites: for Judah rejoiced 
for the priests and for the Levites that waited. And both the 45 
singers and the porters kept the ward of their God, and the ward 
of the purification, according to the commandment of David, and 
of Solomon his son. For in the days of David and Asaph of old, 46 
there were chief of the singers, and songs of praise and thanks- 
giving unto God. And all Israel, in the days of Zerubbabel, and 47 
in the days of Nehemiah, gave the portions of the singers and 
the porters, every day his portion; and they sanctified holy 
things unto the Levites ; and the Levites sanctified them unto the 
children of Aaron. 

ON that day they read in the book of Moses in the audienceh3 
of the people ; and therein was found written, that the Ammonite 
and the Moabite should not come into the congregation of God 
for ever; because they met not the children of Israel with bread 2 
and with water, but hired Balaam against them, that he should 
curse them: howbeit our God turned the curse into a blessing. 
Now it came to pass, when they had heard the law, that they 3 
separated from Israel all the mixed multitude. And before this, 4 
Eliashib the priest, having the oversight of the chamber of the 
house of our God, was allied unto Tobiah: and he had prepared for 5 
him a great chamber, where aforetime they laid the meat-offerings, 
the frankincense, and the vessels, and the tithes of the corn, the 
new wine, and the oil, which was commanded fo be given to the 
Levites, and the singers, and the porters ; and the offerings of the 
priests. But in all this time was not I at Jerusalem: for in the 6 
two-and-thirtieth year of Artaxerxes king of Babylon came I unto 
the king, and after certain days obtained I leave of the king: 
and I came to Jerusalem, and understood of the evil that Eliashib ‘7 
did for Tobiah, in preparing him a chamber in the courts of the 
house of God. And it grieved me sore; therefore I cast forth 8 
all the household stuff of Tobiah out of the chamber. ThenI 9 
commanded, and they cleansed the chambers: and thither brought 
I again the vessels of the house of God, with the meat-offering 
and the frankincense. 

Anp I perceived that the portions of the Levites had not been 10 
given them: for the Levites and the singers, that did the work, 
were fled every one to his field. Then contended I with the 11 
rulers, and said, Why is the house of God forsaken? And I 
gathered them together, and set them in their place. Then 12 
brought all Judah the tithe of the corn and the new wine and 
the oil unto the treasuries. And I made treasurers over the 13 
treasuries, Shelemiah the priest,and Zadok the scribe, and of the 
Levites, Pedaiah: and next to them was Hanan the son of Zaccur, 
the son of Mattaniah: for they were counted faithful, and their 
office was to distribute unto their brethren. te ies QO 14 
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my God, concerning this, and wipe not out my good deeds that I 
have done for the house of my God, and for the offices thereof: 

In those days saw I in Judah some treading wine-presses on 
the sabbath, and bringing in sheaves, and lading asses; as also 
wine, grapes, and figs, and all manner of burdens, which they 
brought into Jerusalem on the sabbath day: and I testified against 
them in the day wherein they sold victuals. There dwelt men 
of Tyre also therein, which brought fish, and all manner of ware, 
and sold on the sabbath unto the children of Judah, and in Jeru- 
salem. Then I contended with the nobles of Judah, and said 
anto them, What evil thing is this that ye do, and profane the 
sabbath day? Did not your fathers thus, and did not our God 
bring all this evil upon us, and upon this city? yet ye bring more 
wrath upon Israel by profaning the sabbath. And it came to 
pass, that when the gates of Jerusalem began to be dark before 
the sabbath, I commanded that the gates should be shut, and 
charged that they should not be opened till after the sabbath: 
and some of my servants set I at the gates, hat there should no 
burden be brought in on the sabbath day. So the merchants and 
sellers of all kind of ware lodged without Jerusalem once or

twice. Then I testified against them, and said unto them, Why 21 


lodge ye about the wall? if ye do so again, 4 will lay hands on 
you. From that time forth came they no more on the sabbath. 
“And I commanded the Levites, that they should cleanse them- 
selves, and that they should come and keep the gates; to sanctify 
the sabbath day. Remember me, O my God, concerning this 
also, and spare me according to the greatness of thy mercy. 

In those days also saw I Jews that had married wives of Ash- 
dod, of Ammon, and of Moab: and their children spake half in 
the speech of Ashdod, and could not speak in the Jews’ language, 
but according to the language of each people. And I contended. 
with them, and cursed them, and smote certain of them, and 
plucked off their hair, and made them swear by God, saying, Ye 
shall not give your daughters unto their sons, nor take their 
daughters unto your sons, or for yourselves. Did not Solomon 
king of Israel sin by these things? yet among many nations was 
there no king like him, who was beloved of his God, and God

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made him king over all Israel: nevertheless even him did out-/ 


landish women cause to sin. Shall we then hearken unto you 
to do all this great evil, to transgress against our God in marryin: 

strange wives? And one of the sons of Joiada, the son of Tliaghib 
the high-priest, was son-in-law to Sanballat the Horonite: there- 
fore I chased him from me. Remember them, O my God, because 
they have defiled the priesthood, and the covenant of the priest- 


hood, and of the Levites. ‘Thus cleansed I them from all stran- ‘ 


gers, and appointed the wards of the priests and the Levites, 


- every one in his business; and for the wood-offering, at times | 


appointed, and for the first-fruits. Remember me, O my God, 
for good.

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THE BOOK OF ESTHER. 





NOW it came to pass in the days of Ahasuerus, (this is 1 
Ahasuerus which reigned, from India even unto Ethiopia, over 
an hundred and seven and twenty provinces :) that in those days, 2 
when the king Ahasuerus sat on the throne of his kingdom, 
which was in Shushan the palace, 'in the third year of his reign, 3 
he made a feast unto all his princes and his servants; the power 
of Persia and Media, the nobles and princes of the provinces, 
being before him: when he showed the riches of his glorious 4 
kingdom and the honor of his excellent majesty many days, even 
an hundred and fourscore days. And when these days were ex- 5 
pired, the king made a feast unto all the people that were 
present in Shushan the palace, both unto great and small, seven 
days, in the court of the garden of the king’s palace; where were 6 
white, green, and blue, hangings, fastened with cords of fine 
linen and purple to silver rings and pillars of marble: the beds 
were of gold and silver, upon a pavement of red, and blue, and 
white, and black, marble. And they gave them drink in vessels 7 
of gold, (the vessels being diverse one from another,) and royal 
wine in abundance, according to the state of the king. And the 8 
drinking was according to the law; none did compel: for so the 
king had appointed to all the officers of his house, that they should 
do according to every man’s pleasure. Also Vashti the queen 9 
‘made a feast for the women in the royal house which belonged 
to king Ahasnerus. 

On the seventh day, when the heart of the king was merry 10 
with wine, he commanded Mehuman, Biztha, Harbona, Bigtha, 
and Abagtha, Zethar, and Carcas, the seven chamberlains that-*~. - 
served in the presence of Ahasnerus the king, to bring Vashi He a * 
the queen before the king with the crown royal, té show th 
people and the princes her beauty: for she was fair to look on, 
But the queen Vashti refused to come at the kiig’s command= J 
ment by Ais chamberlains: therefore was the king very wroth, —| 
and his anger burned in him. Then the king said to ihe wise 1 
men, which knew the times, (for so was the king’s manner to- - 
ward all that: knew law and judgment: and the next unto him 14 
was Carshena, Shethar, Admatha, T'arshish, Meres, Marsena, 
and Memucan, the seven princes of Persia and Media, which 
saw the king’s face, and which sat the first in the kingdom;) 
What shall we do unto the queen Vashii according to law, be- 15 
‘cause she hath not performed the commandment of the king 
Ahasuerus by the chamberlains? And Merfu¢an answered be- 16 
fore the king and the princes, Vashti the queen.hath not done 
wrong to the king only, but also to all the princes, and to all the 
people that are in all the ae! of the king Ahasuerus.. For 17 
this deed of the queen shall come abroad unto all women, so that 
they shall despise their ger’ . theit eyes, when " es be :

reported, The king Ahasuerus commanded Vashti the queen to 

be brought in before him, but she came not. Likewise shall the 18 
ladies of Persia and Media say this day unto all the king’s 
princes, which have heard of the deed of the queen. Thus 
shall there arise too much contempt and wrath. If it please the 19 
king, let there go a royal commandment from him, and let it be 
written among the laws of the Persians and the Medes, that it 

be not altered, That Vashti come no more before king Ahasue- 
rus; and let the king give her royal estate unto another that is 
better than she. And when the king’s decree which he shall 20 
make shall be published throughout all his empire, (for it is 
great,) all the wives shall give to their husbands honor, both to 
great and small. And the saying pleased the king and the 21 
princes; and the king did according to the word of Memucan: 
for he sent letters into all the king’s. provinces, into every prov- 22 
ince according to the writing thereof, and to ever people afier 
their language, that every man should bear rule in his own house, 
and that it should be published according to the language of 
every people. 

Arrne these things, when the wrath of king Ahasuerus was 2 
appeased, he remembered Vash¥i, and what she had done, and 
what was decreed against her. Then said the king’s servants 2 
that ministered unto him, Let there be fair young virgins sought 
for the king: and let the king appoins officers in all the prov- 3 
inces of his kingdom, that they may gather together all the 
fair young virgins unto Shushan the palace, to the house of the 
women, unto the custody of Hege the king’s chamberlain, keeper, 
of the women; and let their things for purification be given 
them: and let the maiden which pleaseth the king be queen in 4 
stead of Vashti. .And the thing pleased the king; and he did 
so. Now in Shushan the palace there was a certain Jew, whose 
name was Mordecai, the son of Jair, the son of Shimei, the son 
of Kish,.a Benjamite; who had been carried away from Jerusa- 6 
lem with the captivity which had been carried away with Jeco- 
niah king of Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon 
had carried away. And he brought up Hadassah, that is, Esther, 7 
his uncle's daughter: for she had neither father nor mother, and 
the maid was fair and beautiful; whom .Mordecai, when her 
father and mother were dead, took for his own daughter. So it 8 
came to pass, When the king’s commandment and his decree 
was heard, and when many maidens were gathered together 
unto Shushan the palace, fo the custody of Hegai, that Esther 
was brought also unto the king’s house, to the custody of Hegai, 
keeper of the women. And the maiden pleased him, and she 9 
obtained kindness of him; and he speedily gave her her things 
for purification, with such things as belonged to her, and seven 
maidens, which were meet to be given her, out of the king’s 
house: and he preferred her and her maids unto the best place 
of the house of the women. Esther had not showed her people 10 
nor her kindred: for Mordecai had charged her that she should 
not show A ‘And Mordecai walked every day before the court 11 
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of the women’s house, to know how Esther did, and what should 
become of her. Now when every maid’s turn was come to go 
in to king Ahasuerus, after that she had been twelve months, 
according to the manner of the women, (for so were the days of 
their purifications accomplished, fo wif, six months with oil of 
myrrh, and six months with sweet odors, and with other things 
for the purifying of the women:) then thus came every maiden 
unto the king ; whatsoever she desited was given her to go with 
her out of the house of the women unto the king’s house. In the 
evening she went, and on the morrow she returned into the 
second house of the women, to the custody of Shaashgaz the 
king’s chamberlain, which kept the concubines: she came in 
unto the king no more, except the king delighted in her, and 
that she were called by name. Now when the turn of Esther, 
the daughter of Abihail the uncle of Mordecai, who had taken 
her for his daughter, was come to go in unto the king, she re- 
quired nothing but what Hegai the king’s chamberlain, the 
keeper of the women, appointed. And Esther obtained favor in 
the sight of all them that looked upon her. So Esther was 
taken unto king Ahasuerus into his house royal in the tenth 
month, which is the month Tebeth, in the seventh year of his 
reign. And the king loved Esther above all the women, and 
she obtained grace and favor in his sight more than all the 
virgins ; so'that he set the royal crown upon her head, and made 
her queen instead of Vashti. Then the king made a great feast 
unto all his princes and his servants, even Esther's feast ; and 
he made a release to the provinces, and gave gifts, according to 
the state of the king. 

Anp when the virgins were gathered Sip the second 
‘time, then Mordecai sat in the king’s gate. ther had not yet 
showed her kindred nor her people; as Mordecai had charged 
her: for Esther did the commandment of Mordecai, like as when 
she was brought up with him. In those days, while Mordecai 
sat in the king’s gate, two of the king’s chamberlains, Bigthan 
and Teresh, of those which kept the door, were wroth, and 
sought to lay hand on the king Ahasuerus. And the thing was 
known to Mordecai, who told 7 unto Esther the queen; and 
Esther certified the king thereof in Mordecai’s name. And when 
inquisition was made of the matter, it was found out; therefore 
they were both hanged on a tree: and it was written in the book 
of ihe chronicles before the king. ; 

AFTER these things did king Ahasuerus promote Haman 
the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, and advanced him, and set 
his seat above all the princes that were with him. And all the 
king’s servants, that were in the king’s gate, bowed, and rever- 
‘enced Haman: for the king had so commanded concerning him. 
ButMordecai bowed not, nor did him reverence. "Then the king’s 
servants, which were in the king’s gate, said unto Mordecai, 
Why transgressest thou the king’s commandment ? 

Now it came to pass, when they spake daily unto him, and 
he hearkened not unto them, that they told ay” Bere 
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whether Mordecai’s matters would stand ; for he had told them 
that he was a Jew. And when Haman saw that Mordecai 
bowed not, nor did him reverence, then was Haman full of 
wrath. And he thought scorn to lay hands on Mordecai alone ; 
for they had showed him the people of Mordecai: wherefore 
Haman sought to destroy all the Jews that were throughout the 
whole kingdom of Ahasuerus, even the people of Mordecai. In 
the first month; that zs, the month Nisan, in the twelfth year. of 
king Ahasuerus, they cast Pur, that is, the lot, before Haman 
from day to day, and from month to month, éo the twelfth month, 
that is, the month Adar. And Haman said unto king Ahasuerus, 
There is a certain people scattered abroad and dispersed among 
the people in all the provinces of thy kingdom; and their laws 
are diverse from all people; neither keep they the king’s laws: 
therefore it is not for the king’s profit to suffer them. If it please 
the king, let it be written that they may be destroyed: and I 
will pay ten thousand talents of silver to the hands of those 
that have the charge of the business, to bring zt into the king’s 
treasuries. And the king took his ring from his hand, and gave 
it unto Haman the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, the Jews’ 
enemy. And the king said unto Haman, The silver is given to 
thee, the people also, to do with them as it seemeth good to thee. 
Then were the king’s scribes called on the thirteenth day of the 
first month, and there was written accdrding to all that Haman 
had commanded, unto the king’s lieutenants, and to the governors 
that were over every province, and to the rulers of every people 
of every province, according to the writing thereof, and to every 
people after their language ; in the name of king Ahasuerus 
was it written, and sealed with the king’s ring. And the letters 
were sent by posts into all the king’s provinces, to destroy, to 
kill, and to cause to perish, all Jews, both young and old, little 
children and women, in one day, even upon the thirteenth day 
of the twelfth month, which is the month Adar, and to take the 
spoil of them fora prey. ‘The copy of the writing for a com- 
mandment to be given in every province was published unto all 
people, that they should be ready against that.day. The posts 
went out, being hastened by the king’s commandment, and the 
decree was given in Shushan the palace. And the king and Ha- 
man sat down to drink; but the city Shushan was perplexed. 
WHEN Mordecai perceived all that was done, Mordecai rent 
his clothes, and put on sackcloth with ashes, and went out into 
the midst of the city, and cried with a loud and a bitter ery; 
‘and came even before the king’s gate: for none might enter into 
the king’s gate clothed with sackcloth. And in every province, 
whithersoever the king’s commandment and his decree came, 
there was great mourning among the Jews, and fasting, and 
weeping, and wailing; and many lay in sackcloth and ashes. 
So Esther’s maids and her chamberlains came and told zt her. 
Then was the queen exceedingly grieved ; and she sent raiment 
to clothe Mordecai, and to take away his sackcloth from him: 
but he naceireg it not. Then called Esther for Hatach, one of 
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the king’s chamberlains, whom he had appointed to attend upon 
her, and gave him a commandment to Mordecai, to know what 
it was, and why it was. So Hatach went forth to Mordecai unto 
the street of the city, which was before the king’s gate. And 
Mordecai told him of all that had happened unto him, and of 
the sum of the money that Haman had promised to pay to the 
king’s treasuries, for the Jews, to destroy them. Also he gave 
him the copy of the writing of the decree that was given at 
Shushan to destroy them, to show 7¢ unto Esther, and to declare 
zt unto her, and to charge her that she should go in unto the 
king, to make supplication unto him, and to make request before 
him for her people. And Hatach came and told Esther the 
words of Mordecai. Again Esther spake unto Hatach, and gave 
him commandment unto Mordecai; All the king’s servants, and 
the people of the king’s provinces, do know, that whosoever, 
whether man or woman, shall come unto the king into the inner 
court, who is not called, there is one law of his’ to put him to 
death, except such to whom the king shall hold out the golden 
sceptre, that he may live: but I have not been called to come 
in unto the king these thirty days. And they told to Mordecai 
Esther’s words. Then Mordecai commanded to answer Esther, 
Think not with thyself that thou shalt escape in the king’s house, 
more than ail the Jews. For if thou altogether holdest thy 
peace at this time, then shall there enlargement and deliverance 
arise to the Jews from another place; but thou and thy father’s 
house shall be destroyed; and who knoweth whether thou art 
come to the kingdom for such a time as this? Then Esther bade 
them return Mordecai (his answer, Go, gather together all the 
Jews that are present in Shushan, and fast ye for me, and neither 
eat nor drink three days, night nor day: I also and my maidens 
will fast likewise; and so will I go in unto the king, which is 
not according to the law: and if I perish, I perish. So Mor- 
decai went his way, and did according to all that Esther had 
commanded him. 

Now it came to pass on the third day, that Esther put on her 
royal apparel, and stood inthe inner court of the king’s house, 
oyer-against the king’s house: and the king sat upon his royal 
throne in the royal house, oyer-against the gate of the house. 
And it was so, when the king saw Esther the queen standing in 
the court, ‘hat she obtained favor in his sight: and the king held 
out to Esther the golden sceptre that was in his hand. So £sther 
drew near, and touched the top of the sceptre. Then said the 
king unto her, What wilt thou, queen Esther? and what is thy 
request? it shall be even given thee to the half of the kingdom. 


And Esther answered, If it seem good unto the king, let the 


king and Haman come this day unto the banquet that I have 
repared for him. Then the king said, Cause Haman to make. 
aste, that he may do as Esther hath said. So the king and Ha- 
man came to the banquet that Esther had prepared. And the 
king said unto Esther at the banquet of wine, What is thy peti- 
tion? and it shall be a. A and what is thy beg 
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even to the half of the kingdom it shall be performed. Then 


answered Esther, and said, My petition and my request zs: If I 
have found favor in the sight of the king, and if it please the 
king to grant my petition, and to perform my request, let the 
king and Haman come to the banquet that I shall prepare for 
them, and I will do to-morrow as the king hath said. 

THEN went Haman forth that day joyful and with a glad 
heart: but when Haman saw Mordecai in the king’s gate, that 
he stood not up, nor moved for him, he was full of indignation 
against Mordecai. Nevertheless Haman refrained himself: and 
when he came home, he sent and called for his friends, and Ze- 
resh his wife. And Haman told them of the glory of his riches, 
and the multitude of his children, and all the things wherein 
the king had promoted him, and how he had advanced him 
above the princes and servants of the king. Haman said more- 
over, Yea, Esther the queen did let no man come in with the 
king unto the banquet that she had prepared but myself; and 
to-morrow am [ invited unto her also with the king. Yet all this 
availeth me nothing, so long as I see Mordecai the Jew sitting 
at the king's gate. Then said Zeresh his wife and all his friends 
unto him, Let.a gallows be male of fifty cubits high, and to- 
morrow speak thou unto the king that Mordecai may be hanged 
thereon: then go thou in merrily with the king unio the ban- 
quet. And,the thing pleased Hamanjand he caused the gal- 
lows to be made. > 

On that night could not the king sleep, and he commanded to 
bring the book of records of the chronicles: and they were 
read before the king. And it was found written, that Mordecai 
had told of Bigihana and T'eresh, two of the king’s chamberlains, 
the keepers of the door, who sought to lay hand on the king 
Ahasuerus. And the king said, What honor and dignity hath 
been done to Mordecai for this?) Then said the king’s servants 
that ministered unto him, There is nothing done for him. And 
the king said, Who zs in the court? Now Haman was come into 
the outward court of the king’s house, to speak unto the king 
to hang Mordecai on the gallows that he had prepared for him. 
And the king’s servants said unto him, Behold, Haman standeth 
in the court. And the king said, Let him come in. 'So Haman 
came in. And the king said unto him, What shall be done unto 
the man whom the king delighteth to honor? Now Haman 
thought in his heart, To whom would the king delight to do 
honor more than to myself? And Haman answered the king, 
For the man whom the king delighteth to honor, 'let the royal 
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‘apparel be brought, which the king wsefh to wear, and the horse ~ 


that the king rideth upon, and the crown royal which is set upon 
his head: and let this apparel and horse be delivered to the 
- hand of one of the king’s most noble princes, that they may 

array the man withal whom the king delighteth to honor, and 
bring him on horseback through the street of the city, and pro- 
claim before him, 'Thus shall it be done to the man whom the 
king had ger tohonor. Themwthe king said to Haman, Make 
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haste, and take the apparel and the horse, as thou hast said, and 
do even so to Mordecai the Jew, that sitteth at the king’s gate: 
let nothing fail of all that thou hast spoken. Then took Haman 
the apparel and the horse, and arrayed Mordecai, and brought 
him on horseback through the street of the city, and proclaimed 
before him, Thus shall it be done unto the man whom the king 
delighteth to honor. And Mordecai came again to the king’s 
gate. 

P Bos Haman hasted to his house mourning, and having his 
head covered. And Haman told Zeresh his wife and all his 
friends every thing that had befallen him. Then said his wise 
men and Zeresh his wife unto him, If Mordecai be of the seed 
of the Jews, before whom thou hast begun to fall, thou shalt not 
prevail against him, but shalt surely fall before him. And while 
they were yet talking with him, came the king’s chamberlains, 
an teared to bring Haman unto the banquet that Esther had 
prepared. So the king and Haman came to banquet with 
Esther the queen. And the king said again unto Esther on the 
second day at the banquet of wine, What 7s thy petition, queen 
Esther? and it shall be granted thee: and what zs thy request? 
and it shall be performed, even to the half of the kingdom. Then 
Esther the queen answered and said, If I have found favor in thy 
sight, O king, and if it please the king, let my life be given me 
at my petition, and my people at my request: for we are sold, I 
and my people, to be destroyed, to be slain, and to perish. But 
if we had been sold for bondmen and bondwomen, I had held 
my tongue, although the enemy could not countervail the king’s 
damage. Then the king Ahasuerus answered and said unto 
Esther the queen, Who is he, and where is he, that durst pre- 
sume in his heart to do so? And,lsther said, The adversary and 
enemy is this wicked Haman. Then Haman was afraid before 
the king and the queen. And the king arising from the banquet 
of wine in his wrath went into the palace garden: and Haman 
stood up to make request for his life to Esther the queen; for he 
saw that there was evil determined against him by the king. 
Then the king returned out of the palace garden into the place 
of the banquet of wine; and Haman was fallen upon the bed 
whereon Esther was. Then said the king, Will he force the 
queen also before me in the house? As the word went out of 
the king’s mouth, they covered Haman’s face. And Harbonah, 
one of the chamberlains, said before the king, Behold also, the 
gallows fifty cubits high, which Haman had made for Mordecai, 
who had spoken good for the king, standeth in the house of Ha- 
man. Then the king said, Hang him thereon. !So they hanged 
Haman on the gallows thai he had prepared for Mordecai. Then 
was the king’s wrath pacified. ; \ 

On that day did the king Ahasuerus give the house of Haman 
the Jews’ enemy unto Esther the queen. And Mordecai came 
before the king; for Esther had told what he was unto her. And 

the king took off his ring which he had taken from Hee, and, 
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gave it unto Mordecai. And Esther set Mordecai over the 
house of Haman. \ ; 

AND Esther spake yet again before the king, and fell down at. 3 
his feet, and besought him with tears to put away the mischief — 
of Haman the Agagite, and his device that he had devised against 
the Jews. Then the king held out the golden sceptre toward 4 
Esther. So Esther arose, and stood before the king,’and said, 5 
If it please the king, and if I have found favor in his sight, and 
the thing seem right before the king, and I be pleasing in his eyes, 
let it be written to reverse the letters devised by Haman the son 
of Hammedatha the Agagite, which he wrote to destroy the 
Jews which are in all the king’s provinces: for how, can Ien- 6 
dure to see the evil that shall come unto my people? or how 
can I endure to see the destruction of my kindred? Then the 7 
king Ahasuerus said unto Esther the queen, and to Mordecai the 
Jew, Behold, I have given Esther the house of Haman, and him 
they have hanged upon the gallows, because he laid his hand upon 
the Jews. Write ye also for the Jews, as it liketh you, in the 8 
king’s name, and seal i with the king’s ring: for the writing 
which is written in the king’s name, and sealed with the king’s _ 
ting, May no man reverse. Then were the king’s scribes called 9 
at that time in the third month, that is, the month Sivan, on the 
three-and-twentieth day thereof; and it was written according 
to all that Mordecai commanded, unte the Jews, and to the heu- 
tenants, and the deputies and rulers of the provinces which are 
from India unto Ethiophia, an hundred twenty and seven 
provinces, unto Ne province according to the writing thereof,. 
and unto every people after their language, and to the Jews ac- 
cording to their writing, and according to their language. And 10 
he wrote in the king Ahasuerus’s name, and sealed if with the 
king’s ring, and sent letters by post on horseback, and riders on 
mules, camels, and young dromedaries : wherein the king granted 11 
the Jews which were in every city to gather themselves together, 
and to stand for their life, to destroy, to slay, and to cause to 

erish, all the power of the people and province that would as- 
sault them, both little ones and women, and to take the spoil of 
them for a prey, upon one day in all the provinces of king 1 
Ahasuerus, namely, upon the thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
which is the month Adar. The copy of the writing for a com- 13 
mandment to be given in every province was published unto all 
people, and that the Jews should be ready against that day to 
avenge themselves on their enemies. So the posts that rode 14 
upon mules and camels went out, being hastened and_ pressed 
on by the king’s commandment. And the decree was given 
at Shushan the palace. 
~ Anp Mordecai went out from the presence of the king in royal 1 
apparel of blue and white, and with a great crown of gold, and 
with a garment of fine linen and purple: and the city of Shu- 
shan rejoiced and was glad. The Jews had light, and gladness, 11 
and joy, and honor, And in every province, and in every city, 1" 
whithersoever the king’s commandment and his decree came, 
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the Jews had joy and gladness, a feast and a good day. And 
many of the people of the land became Jews; for the fear of 
the Jews fell upon them. 

Now in the twelfth month, that 7s the month Adar, on the 9 
thirteenth day of the same, when the king’s commandment and 
his decree drew near to be put in execution, in the day that the 
enemies of the Jews hoped to have power over them, (though 
it was turned to the contrary, that the Jews had rule over 
them that hated them ;) the Jews gathered themselves together 2 
in their cities throughout all the provinces of the king Ahasuerus, 
to lay hand on such as sought their hurt: and no man could 
withstand them; for the fear of them fell upon all people. And 3 
all the rulers of the provinces, and the lieutenants, and the deputies, 
and officers of the king, helped the Jews; because the fear of 
Mordecai fell upon them. For Mordecai was great inthe king’s 4 
house, and his fame went out throughout all the provinces: for 
this man Mordecai waxed greater and greater. Thus the Jews 5 
smote all their enemies with the stroke of the sword, and 
slaughter, and destruction, and did what they would unto those 
that hated them. And in Shushan the palace the Jews slew 6 
and destroyed five hundred men. And Parshandatha, and Dal- 7 

hon, and Aspatha, 'and Poratha, and Adalia, and Aridatha, 'and 8,9 

armashta, and Arisai, and Aridai, and Vajezatha, 'the ten sons 10 
of Haman the son of Hammedatha, the enemy of the Jews, slew 
they; but on the spoil laid they not their hand. F 

On that day the number of those that were slainin Shushan the 11 
palace was brought before the king. And the king said unto Esther 12 
the queen, The Jews have slain and destroyed five hundred men 
in Shushan the palace, and the ten sons of Haman; what have 
they done in the rest of the king’s provinces? now what is thy 
petition? and it shall be granted thee: or what is thy request 
further? and it shall be done. Then said Esther, If it please 13 
the king, let it be granted to the Jews which are in Shushan to 
do to-morrow also according unto this day’s decree, and let Ha- 
Mman’s ten sons be hanged upon the gallows. And the king 14 
commanded it so to be done: and the decree was given at Shu- 
shan; and they hanged Haman’s ten sons. For the Jews that 15 
were in Shushan gathered themselves together on the fonrteenth 
day also of the month Adar, and slew three hundred men at 
Shushan ; but on the prey they laid not their hand. 

Bur the other Jews that were in the king’s provinces gathered 16 
themselves together, and stood for their lives, and had rest from 
their enemies, and slew of their foes seventy-and-five thousand, 
but they laid not their hands on the prey, 'on the thirteenth day 17 
of the month Adar; and on the fourteenth day of the same rested 
they, and made it a day of feasting and gladness. But the Jews 18 
that were at Shushan assembled together on the thirteenth day 
thereof, and on the fourteenth thereof; and on the fifteenth da 
of the same they rested, and made it a day of feasting and glad- 
ness. Therefore the Jéws of the villages, that dwelt in the 19 
unwalled towns, made the fourteenth day of the a a 
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day of gladness and feasting, and a good day, and of sending 
portions one to another. And Mordecai wrote these things, and 20 
sent letters unto all the Jews that were in all the provinces of - 
the king Ahasuerus, o/h nigh and far, 'to stablish this among 21 
them, that they should keep the fourteenth day of the month 
Adar, and the fifteenth day of the same, yearly, 'as the days 22 
wherein the Jews rested from their enemies, and the month | 
which was turned unto them from sorrow to joy, and from 
mourning into a good day: that they should make them days of 
feasting and joy, and of sending portions one to another, and 
gifis to the poor. And the Jews undertook to do as they had 23 
begun, and as Mordecai had written unto them; because Haman 24 
the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, the enemy of all the Jews, 
had devised against the Jews to destroy them, and had cast Pur, 
that zs, the lot, to consume them, and to destroy them; but when 25 
Esther came before the king, he commanded by letfers that his 
wicked device, which he devised against the Jews, should return 
upon his own head, and that he and his sons should be hanged 
on the gallows. Wherefore they called these days Purim, after 26 
the name of Pur. Therefore hr all the words of this letter, and _ 
of that which they had seen concerning this matter, and which 
had come unto them, '!the Jews ordained, and took upon them, 27 
and upon their seed, and upon all such as joined themselves 
unto them, so as it should not fail, that they would keep these 
two days according to their writing, and according to their ap- 
ointed time every year; and that these days should be remem- 2 
A ofed and kept throughout every generation, every family, every 
province, and every city; and chat these days of Purim should 
_-not fail from among the Jews, nor the memorial of them perish 
_" from their seed. Then Esther the queen, the daughter of Abihail, 2 
and Mordecai the Jew, wrote with all authority, to confirm this 
second letter of Purim. And he sent the letters unto all the 3( 
Jews, to the hundred twenty and seven provinces of the kingdom 
of Ahasnerus, with words of peace and truth, to confirm these 3 
days of Purim in their times appointed, according as Mordecai 
the Jew and Esther the queen had enjoined them, and as they , 
had decreed for themselves, and for their seed, the matters of the 
fastings and their ery. And the decree of Esther confirmed these 3 
matters of Purim; and it was written in the book. 

And the king Ahasuerus laid a tribute upon the land, and uponh.( 
the isles of the sea. And all the acts of his power and of his _ 
might, and the declaration of the greatness of Mordecai, where- 
unto the king advanced him, are they not written in the book. . 
of the chronicles of the kings of Media and Persia? For Mor- 
decai the Jew was next unto king Ahasuerus, and great among 
the Jews, and accepted of the multitude of his brethren, seeking 

the Minne a his people, and speaking peace to all his seed. 






THE BOOK OF JOB. 





‘THERE was a man in the land of Uz, whose name was Job; 
and that man was perfect and upright, and one that feared God, 
and eschewed evil. And there were born unto him seven sons 
and three daughters. His substance also was seven thousand 
sheep, and three thousand camels, and five hundred yoke of oxen, 
and five hundred she-asses, and a very great household ; so that 
this man was the greatest of all the men of the east. And his 
sons went and feasted in their houses, every one his day; and 
sent and called for their three sisters to eat and to drink with 
them. And it was so, when the days of their feasting were gone 
about; that Job sent and sanctified them, and rose up early in the 
morning, and offered burnt-offerings according to the number of 
them all: for Job said, It may be that my sons have sinned, and 
cursed God in their hearts. ‘Thus did Job continually. 

Now there was a day when the sons of God came to present 
themselves before the LORD, and Satan came also among them. 
‘And the LORD said unto Satan, Whence comest thou? Then 
Satan answered the LORD, and said, From going to and fro in 
the earth, and from walking up and down in it. And the LORD 
said unto Satan, Hast thou considered my servant Job, that there 
is none like him in the earth, a perfect end an upright man, one 
that feareth God, and escheweth evil? Then Satan answered 
the LORD, and said, Doth Job fear God for nought? Hast not 
thou made an hedge about him, and about his house, and about 
all that he hath on every side? thou hast blessed the work of his 
hands, and his substance is increased in the land. But put forth 
thine hand now, and touch all that he hath, and he will curse 
thee to thy face. And the LORD said unto Satan, Behold, all 
that he hath is in thy power; only upon himself put not forth 
thine hand. So Satan went forth from the presence of the LORD. 

Anp there was a day when his sons and his daughters were 
eating and drinking wine in their eldest brother's house: and 
there came a messenger unto Job, and said, The oxen were plow- 
ing, and the asses feeding beside them: and the Sabeans fell 
upon them, and took them away; yea, they have slain the ser- 
yants with the edge of the sword ; and I only am escaped alone 
to tell thee. While he was yet speaking, there came also another,

It came also in the days of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king of 
Judah, unto the end of the eleyenth year of Zedekiah the son 
of Josiah king of Judah, unto the carrying away of Jerusalem 
captive in the fifth month. j 

THEN the word of the LORD came unto me, saying, 

5 Before I formed (hee in the belly I knew thee; 


‘And before thou camest forth out of the womb I sanctified thee, 
And ¥ ordained thee a prophet unto the nations. 


Then said I, Ah, Lord GOD! behold, I cannot speak: for I 
ama child. But the LORD said unto me, Say not, lama child: 
for thou shalt go to all that I shall send thee, and whatsoever I 
command thee thou shalt speak. Be not afraid of their faces: 
for | am with thee to deliver thee, saith the LORD. Then the 
LORD put forth his hand, and touched my mouth. And the 
LORD said unto me, . 
Behold, I have put my words in thy mouth. 

10 See, I have this day set thee over the nations and over the kingdoms, 
To root out, and to pull down, and to destroy, 
And to throw down, to build, and to plant. 

Moreover the word of the LORD came unto me, saying, 
Jeremiah, what seest thou?, And Isaid,Isee a rod of an almond- 
tree. Then said the LORD unto me, Thou hast well seen: for 
I will hasten my word to perform it. 

And the word of the LORD came unto me the second time, 
saying, What seest thou? And I said, I see a seething-pot ; and 
the face thereof is toward the north. Then the LORD said

And I will utter my judgments against them touching all their wickedness, who have for- 
beng and have burned incense unto other gods, and worshipped the works of their 
own hands. a : 

Thou therefore gird up thy loins, and arise, and speak unto them all that I command thee: 
be not wo at their faces, lest I confound thee before them. 
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18 For, behold, I have made thee this day a defenced city, aud an iron pillar, and brazen walls 
against the whole land, against the kings of Judah, against the princes thereof, against 
the pries's thereof, and against the people of the land. 

19 And they shall fight against thee; but they shall not preyail against thee; for I am with 
thee. saith the LOKD, to deliver thee. 


2, MOREOVER the word of the LORD came to me, saying, 


2 Go and cry in the ears of Jerusalem. saying, Thus saith the LORD, 
I remember thee, the Kindness of thy youth, the love of thine espousals, 
— When thou wentest afer me In the wilderness, in a land that was not sown.

All that devour him shall offend ; evil shall come upon them, saith the LORD, 





4 Hear ye the word of the LORD, O house of Jacob, 
Anid all the families of the house of Israel :

What iniquity have your fathers found in me, that they are gone far from me, 
And have walked afer vanity, and are become vain ? x

Through a land that no man passed through, and where no man dwelt?

22 Fear ye not me? saith the LORD: will ye not tremble at my presence, 
Which have placed the sand for the bound of the sea by a perpetual decree, that it 
cannot pass it: 
And though the waves thereof toss themselves, yet can they not prevail ;

23 But this Reape hath a revolting and a rebellious heart ; they are revolted and gone. 
24 either say they in their heart,

25 Your iniquities have turned away these things, y 
And your sins have withholden good things trom you. 
For among my people are found wicked men :

28 They are waxen fat, they shine: yea, they overpass the deeds of the wicked :

29 Shall I not visit for these things ? saith the LORD :

30 A wonderful and horrible thing is committed in the land 5 


31 The prophets prophesy falsely, and the priests bear rule by their means 5 
And my people love to have it so: and what witl ye do in the end thereof ? 
6 0 ye children of Benjamin, gather yourselves to flee out of the midst of Jerusalem, 
And blow the trumpet in Tekoa, and set up a sign of fire in Beth-haccerem : 
For evil appeareth out of the north, and great destruction. 
2 Ihave likened the daughter of Zion toa comely and delicate woman. 
3 The shepherds with their flocks shall come unto her ; 
They shall pitch their terits against her round about ; 
They shall feed every one in his place. 
4 Prepare ye war against her; arise, and let us go up at noon. | 
Woe unto us! for the day goeth aviays for the shadows of the evening are stretched out. 
6 Arise, and let us go by night, and Jet us destroy her palaces. 
6 For thus hath the LORD of hosts said, 
Hew ye down trees, and cast a mount against Jerusalem:

For, lo, | begin to bring evil on the ci'y which is called by my name, and should ye be 
utterly unpunished? Ye sball not be unpunisbed + for I will call fora sword upon all the 
inhabitants of the earth, saith the LORD of hos's. 

Therefore prophesy thou against them all these words, and say unto them,

Then spake Jeremiah unto all the princes and to all the peo- 
ple, saying, The LORD sent me to prophesy against this house 
13 and against this city all the words that ye have heard. There- 
fore now amend your ways and your doings, and obey the voice 
of the LORD your God; and the LORD will repent him of the 
14 evil that he hath pronounced against you. As for me, Behold, 
Tam in your hand: do with me as s¢emeth good and mect unto 
15 you.

20 AND there was also a man that prophesied in the name of 
the LORD, Urijah the son of Shemaiah of Kirjath-jearim, who 
prophesied against this city, and against this land, according to . 

21 all the words of Jeremiah: and when Jehoiakim the king, with 
all his mighty men, and all the princes, heard his words, the 
king sought to put him to death: but when Urijah heard it, he 

22 was afraid, and fled, and went. into Egypt; and Jehoiakim the 
king sent men into Egypt, namely, Elnathan the son of Achbor,

1 have made the earth, the man and the beast that are upon the ground, by my great power 
and by my outstretched arm, and have given it unto whom it seemed meet unto me. 

And now have I given all these lands into the hand of Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon, 
my servant; and the beas's of the field have 1 given him also to serve him. 

And all nations shall serve him, and his son, and his son’s son, until the very time of his 
land come: and then many nations aud great kings shall serve themselves of him. 

And it shall come to pass, that the nation and kingdom which will not serve the same

10 For they prophesy a lie unto you, to remove you far from your land; and that I should 
drive you out, and ye should perish.

8 The eohets that have been before me and before thee of old prophesied both against 
many countries, and against great kingdoms, of war, and of evil, and of pestilence. 

9 The prophet which prophesieth of peace, when the word of the prophet shall come to 
pass, (hen shall the prophet be known, that the LORD hath truly sent him. 


10  THen Hananiah the prophet took the yoke from off the prophet

For then the king of Babylon’s army be- 
sieged Jerusalem: and Jeremiah the prophet was shut up in the 
court of the prison, which was in the king of Judah’s house 
For Zedekiah king of Judah had shut him up, saying, Wherefore 
dost thou prophesy, and say, Thus saith the LORD, Behold, I will 
give this city into the hand of the king of Babylon, and he shall 
take it; and Zedekiah king of Judah shall not escape out of the 
hand of the Chaldeans, but shall surely be delivered into the 
hand of the king of Babylon, and shall speak with him mouth to 
mouth, and his eyes shall behold his eyes; and he shall lead 
Zedekiah to Babylon, and there shall he be. until I visit hin. 
saith the LORD: though ye fight with the Chaldeans, ye shall 
not prosper. And Jeremiah said, The word of the LORD came 
unto me, saying, Behold, Hanameel the son of Shallum thine 
uncle shall come unto thee, saying, Buy thee my field that is in 
Anathoth: for the right of redemption 7s thine to buy zt. So 
Hanameel mine uncle’s son came to me in the court of the prison 
according to the word of the LORD, and said unto me, Buy m 

field, I pray thee, that zs in Anathoth, which is in the country 
of Benjamin: for the right of inheritance is thine, and the re- 
demption ts thine; buy %t for thyself Then I knew that this 
was the word ef the LORD. And I bought the field of Hana- 
meel my uncle’s son, that was in Anathoth, and weighed him the 
money, even seventeen shekels of silyer. And I subscribed the 
evidence, and sealed it, and took witnesses, and weighed him 
the Per. in the balances. So I took the evidence of the pur- 
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chase, both that which was sealed according to the law and cus- 
tom, and that which was open; and I gave the evidence of the 
purchase unto Baruch the son of Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, 
in the sight of Hanameel mine uncle’s son, and in the presence 
of the witnesses that subscribed the book of the purchase, before 
all the Jews that sat in the court of the prison. And I charged 
Baruch before them, saying, Thus saith the LORD of hosts, the 
God of Israel ; Take these evidences, this evidence of the pur- 
chase, both which is sealed, and this evidence which is open ; 
and put them in an earthen vessel, that they may continue many 
days. For thus saith the LORD of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Houses and fields and vineyards shall be possessed again in this 
land. 

NOW when I had delivered the evidence of the purchase 
unto Baruch the son of Neriah, I prayed unto the LORD, saying, 
17 ‘Ah Lord GOD! behold, thou hast made the heaven and the earth 

By thy great power and stretched-out arm, 
And there is nothing too hard for thee: 
18 Thou showest loving-kindness unto thousands, 
And recompensest the iniquity of the fathers 
Into the bosom of their children after them : 
The Great, the Mighty God, the LORD of hosts, is his name, 
19 Great in counsel, and mighty in work: 
For thine eyes ave open upon all the ways of the sons of men:

For the children of Israel and the children of Judah have only done evil before me from 
their youth: for the children of Israel have only proyoked me to anger with the work 
of their hands, saith the LORD. 

For this city hath been to me asa provocation of mine anger and of my fury, from the day 
that-they built it even unto this day; (hat I should remove it from before my face, 

Because of all the evil of the children of Israel and of the children of Judah, which they 
have done to provoke me to anger, they, their kings, their princes, their priests, and their 
prophe's, and the men of Judah, and the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

And they have turned unto me the back, and not the face: though I taught them, rising up 
early and teaching them, yet they have not hearkened to receive instruction. F 

But they set their abominations in the ‘house which is called by my name, to.defile it. 

And they built the high places of Baal, which are in the valley of ‘the son of Hinnom, to 
cause their sons and their daughters to pass through the fire unto eo " which leom

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manded them not, neither came it into my mind, that they should do this abomination, to 
cause Judah to sin. f . be 

86 And now therefore thus saith the LORD, the God of Israel. concerning this city, whereof ye 
say, It shall be delivered into the hand of the king of Babylon by the sword, and by the 
farnine, and by the pestilence ;

thee:? But your fathers hearkened not unto me, neither inclined their ear.

But ye turned and polluted my name, and cabised every man his servant, and every man his 
handmaid, whom he had setat liberty at their pleasure, fo return, and brought them into 
subjection, to be unto you for servants and for handmaids. 

Therefore thus saith the LORD; Ye have not hearkened unto me, in proclaiming liberty, 
every one to his brother, and every man to his neighbor : behold. I proclaim a liberty for 
you, saith the LORD, to the sword, to the pestilence, and to the famine; and I will make 
you to bé removed into all the kingdoms of the earth, 

And I will give the men that have iransgressed my covenant, which have not performed the 
words of the covenant which they had made before me, when they cut the calf in twain, 
and passed between the pars thereof, 

The princes of Judah, and the prices of Jerusalem, the eunuchs. and the priests, and all 
the penple of the land, w hich passed between the parts of the calf; 

I will even give them into the hand of their enemies, and into the hand of them that seek 
their life: and their dead bodies shall be for meat unto the fowls of the heaven, and to 
the beas's of the earth. 

‘And Zedekiah king of Judah and his princes will T give into the hand of. their enemies, 
and into the hand of them that seek their life, and into the hand of the king of Babylon’s 
army, Which are gone up from you.

‘Then Baruch answered them, 
He pronounced all these words unto me with his mouth, and I 
19 wrote them with ink in the book. Then said the princes unto 
Baruch, Go, hide thee, thou and Jeremiah ; and let no man know 
where ye be. And they went in to the king into the court, but 
they laid up the roll in the chamber of Elishama the scribe, and 
21 told all the words in the ears of the king. So the king sent 
Jehudi to fetch the roll: and he took it out of Elishama the 
scribe’s chamber. And Jehudi read it in the ears of the king, 
and in the ears of all the princes which stood beside the king. 
22 Now the king sat in the winter-house im the ninth month: and 
23 there was a fire on the hearth burning before him. And it came 
to pass, that when Jehudi had read three or four leaves, he cut 
it with the penknife, and cast 2¢ into, the fire that was on the 
hearth, until all the roll was consumed in the fire that was on 
24 the hearth. Yet they were not afraid, nor rent their garments, 
neither the king, nor any of his servants that heard all these 
25 words. Nevertheless ElInathan and Delaiah and Gemariah had. 
made intercession to the king that he would not burn the roll: 
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26 but he would not hear them. But the king commanded Jerah- © 


meel the son of Hammelech, and Seraiah the son of Azriel, and 
Shelemiah the son of Abdeel, to take Baruch the scribe and 


27 Jeremiah the prophet: but the LORD hid them: . Then the word’ 


of the LORD came to Jeremiah, after that the king had burned 
the roll, and the words which Baruch wrote at the mouth of 
28 Jeremiah, saying, Take thee again another roll, and write in it 
all fhe, spuner words that were in the first roll, which Jehoiakim

29 the king of Judah hath burned. And thou ‘shalt say to Jehoia- 
kim king of Judah, Thus saith the LORD; Thow hast burned 
this roll, saying, Why hast thou written therein, saying, The king 
of Babylon shall certainly come and destroy this land, and shall 

30. cause to cease from thence man and beast? Therefore thus 
saith the LORD of Jehoiakim king of Judah; 

He shall have none to sit upon the throne of David: E 
And his dead body shall be cast out in the day to the heat, and in the night to the frost. 
31 And I will punish him and his seed and his servan’s for their iniquity ; 
And I will bring upon then, and upon the inhabivants of Jerusalem, 
And upon the men of Judah, all the evii that I have pronounced against them ; 
but they hearkened not. 

32. THEN took Jeremiah another roll, and gave it to Baruch the 
scribe, the son of Neriah; who wrote iherein from the mouth 
of Jeremiah all the words of the book which Jehoiakim kine of 
Judah had burned in the fire: and there were added besides 
unto them many like words. 

37 AND king Zedekiah the son of Josiah reigned instead of 
Coniah the son of Jehoiakim, whom Nebuchadrezzar king of 

2 Babylon made king in the land of Judah. But. neither he, nor 
his servants, nor. the people of the land, did hearken unto the 
words of the LORD, which he spake by the prophet Jeremiah. 





3. And Zedekiah the king sent Jehucal the son of Shelemiah and 
Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah the pricst to the prophét Jere- 
4 miah, saying, Pray now unto the LORD our God for us. Now 
Jeremiah came in and weni out among the people: for they had 
5 not put him into prison. ‘Then Pharaoh’s army was come forth 


out of Egypt: and when the Chaldeans that besieged Jerusalem 

6 ‘heard tidings of them, they departed from Jerusalem. Then 

came the word of the LORD unto the prophet Jeremiah, saying, 

7 Thus saith the LORD, the God of Israel ; Thus shall ye say to the king of Judah, that sent 
you unto me to inquire of me; Behold, Pharaoh’s army, which is come forth to help you, 
shall return to Egypt into their own land. 

And the Chaldeans shall come again, and fight against this city, and take it, and burn it 
with fire. Thus saith the LORD; Deceive not yourselves, saying, The Chaldeans shall 
surely depart from us: for they shall not depart, ia 

10 For though ye had smitten the whole army of the Chaldeans that fight against you, and 

there remained but wounded men among them, yet should they rise up every man in his 
tent, and burn this city with fire, 

11. AND it came to pass, that when the army of the Chaldeans 

12 was broken up from Jerusalem for fear of Pharaoh’s army, then 

Jeremiah went forth out of Jerusalem to go into the land of 

. Benjamin, to separate himself thence in the midst of the people. 
13 And when he was in the gate of Benjamin, a captain of the ward 
was there, whose name was Injah, the son of Shelemiah, the son 

of Hananiah; and he took Jeremiah the prophet, saying, Thou 

14 fallest away to the Chaldeans. Then said Jeremiah, Jt is false ; 

I fall not away to the Chaldeans. But he hearkened not to him: 
15 so Irijah took Jeremiah, and brought him to the princes. Where- 
fore the princes were wroth with Jeremiah} and smote him, and 
put himin prison in the house of Jonathan the scribe: for they 
had made that the prison. a el i 
16 Wuen Jeremiah was entered into the dungeon, and into the 
17 cabins, and Jeremiah had remained there many days;. then

Zedekiah the king sent, and took him out: and the king asked 
him secretly in his house, and said, Is there any word from the 
LORD? and Jeremiah said, There is: for, said he, thou shalt be 
delivered into the band of the king of Babylon. 

18 Moreover Jeremiah said unto king Zedekiah, ‘What have I 
offended against. thee, or against thy servants, or against this 

19 people, that ye have put me in prison? Where are now your 
prophets which prophesied unto you, saying, The king of Baby- 

20 Jon shall not come against you, nor against this land? There- 
fore hear now, I pray thee, O my lord the king: let my su ppli- 
cation, I pray thee, be accepted before thee ; that thou cause me 
not to return to the house of Jonathan the scribe, lest I die there,’ 

21 Then Zedekiah the king commanded that they should commit 
Jeremiah into the court of the prison, and that they should give 
him daily a piece of bread out of the bakers’ sireet, until all the 
bread in the city were spent. Thus Jeremiah remained in the 
court of the prison. ‘ 

88 Tuen Shephatiah the son of Mattan, and Gedaliah the son of 
Pashur, and Jucal the son of Skelemiah, and Pashur the son of 
Malchiah, heard the words that Jeremiah had spoken unto all 
-the people, saying, , 

2 Thus saith the LORD, He that remaineth in this city shall die by the sword, by the famine, 

and by the pestilence: but he that goeth forth to the Chaldeans shall live; for he shall 
have his life for a prey, and shall live, 


3 Thus saith the LORD, This city shall surely be given into the hand of the king of Babylon’s 
army, which shall take it. 


4 Therefore the princes said unto the king, We beseech thee, let 
thie man be put to death: for thus he weakeneth the hands of 
the men of war that remain in this city, and the hands of all the 
people, in speaking such words unto them: for this man seeketh 

5 not the welfare of this people, but the hurt. Then Zedekiah 
the king said, Behold, he is mn your hand: for the king is not he 

6 that can do any thing against you. Then took they Jeremiah, 
and cast him into the dungeon of Malchiah the son of Hamme- 
lech, that was in the court of the prison: and they let down 
Jeremiah with cords. And in the dungeon there was no water, 
but mire: so Jeremiah sunk in the mire. 

¥f Now when Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, one of the eunuchs 
which was in the king’s house, heard that they had put Jere- 
miah in the dungeon; the king then sitting in the gate of Benja- 

8 min; Ebed-melech went forth out of the king’s house, and spake 

9 to the king, saying, My lord the king, these men have done evil 
in all that they have done to Jeremiah the prophet, whom they 
have cast into the dungeon; and he is like to die for hunger in 
the place where he is: for there is no more bread in the city. 

10 Then the king commanded Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, saying. 
Take from hence thirty men with thee, and take up Jeremiah 

11 the prophet out of the dungeon, before he die. So Ebed-melech 
took the men with him, and went into the house of the king 
under the treasury, and took thence old cast clouts and old rot- 
ten rags, and let them down by cords into the dungeon to Jere- 

12 mainly, (dnd Ebed-melech the Ethiopian said unto Jeremiah, 
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Put now these old cast clouts and rotten Tags under thine arm- 

13 holes under the cords. And Jeremiah did so. 'So they drew up 

Jeremiah with cords, and took him up out of the dungeon: and 

Jeremiah remained in the court of the prison. tue 

14 Tun Zedekiah the king sent, and took Jeremiah the prophet 

unto him into-the third entry that is in the house of the LORD: 

and the king said unto Jeremiah, I will ask thee a thing; hide 

15 nothing from me. Then Jeremiah said unto Zedekiah, If I de- 

clare if unto thee, wilt thou not surely put me to death? and if 

16 I give thee counsel, wilt thou not hearken unto me? ‘So Zede- 

kiah the king sware secretly unto Jeremiah, saying, As the 

LORD liveth, that made us this soul, I will not put thee to death, 

neither will I give thee into the hand of these men that seek 

‘17 thy life. Then said Jeremiah unto Zedekiah, 

Thus’saith the LORD, the God of hosts, the God of Israel ; If thou wilt assuredly go forth 
unto the king of Babylon’s princes, then thy soul shall live, and this city shall not be 
burned with fire; and thou shalt live, and thine house: 

18 But if thou wilt not go forth to the king of Babylon’s princes, then shall this city be given 
into the hand of the Chaldeans, and ‘they shall burn it with fire, and thou’shalt not escape 
out of their hand. F 

19 And Zedekiah the king said unto Jeremiah, I am afraid of the Jews that are fallen to the 
Chaldeans, lest they deliver me into their hand, and they mock me. 

20 But Jeremiah said, They shall not deliver thee. Obey, I beseech thee, the voice of the 
LORD, which I speak unto thee: so it shall be well unto thee, and thy soul shall live. 

21 But if thou refuse to go forth, this is the word that the LORD hath showed me: 

22 And, behold, all the women that are left in the king of Judah’s house shall be brought forth 
to the king of Babylon’s princes, and those women shall say, Thy friends have set thee on, 
and eGo ee against thee: ,thy feet are sunk in the mire, and they are turned 
awa! ack. 4 S 

23 So they shall bring out all thy wives and thy children to the Chaldeans: and thou shalt not 
escape out of their hand, but shalt be taken by the hand of the king of Babylon: and thou 
shalt cause this cily to be burned with fire: 

24 Then said Zedekiah unto Jeremiah, Let no man know of these 

25 words, and thou shalt not die. But if the princes hear that I 

have talked with thee, and they come unto thee, and say unto 

thee, Declare unto us now what thou hast said unto the king, 
hide it not from us, and we will not put thee to death; also what 

26 the king said unto thee: then thou shalt say unto them, I pre- 

sented my supplication before the king, that he would not cause 

27 me to return to Jonathan’s house, to die there. Then came all 

the princes unto Jeremiah, and asked him: and he told them 

according to all these words that the king had commanded. So 
they left off speaking with him; for the matter was not perceived. 

28 So Jeremiah abode in the court of the prison until the day that 

_ Jerusalem was taken: and he was there when Jerusalem was 
taken. i al : : 

39 IN the ninth year of Zedekiah king of Judah, in the tenth 

month, came Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon and all his army 

2 against Jerusalem, and they besieged it. ' And in the eleventh 

year of Zedekiah, in the fourth month, the ninth day of the 

3 month, the city was broken up. And all the princes of the king 

of Babylon came in, and sat in the middle gate, even Nergal- 

sharezer, Samgar-nebo, Sarsechim, Rab-saris, Nergal-sharezer, 

Rab-mag, with all the residue of the princes of the king of Baby- 

4 lon. And it came to pass, hat when Zedekiah the king of Judah 

saw them, and all the men of war, then they fled, and went 
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forth out of the city by night, by the way of the king’s garden, 
by the gate betwixt the two walls: and he went out the way of 

5 the plain. But the Chaldeans’ army pursued after them, and 

overtook Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho: and when they had 

taken him, they brought him up to Nebuchadnezzar king of 

Babylon to Riblah in the land of Hamath, where he gave judg- 

ment upon him. Then the king of Babylon slew the sons of 

‘Zedekiah in Riblah before his eyes: also the king of Babylon 

slew all the nobles of Judah. Moreover he put out Zedekiah’s 

eyes, and bound him with chains, to carry him to Babylon. And 
the Chaldeans burned the king’s house, and the houses of the 
people, with fire, and brake down the walls of Jerusalem. Then 

Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard carried away captive 

into Babylon the remnant of the people that remained in the 

city, and those that fell away, that fell to him, with the rest of 

10 the people that remained. But Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard left of the poor of the people, which had nothing, in the 
land of Judah, and gave them vineyards and fields at the same 
time. 

11. Now Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon gave charge concern- 
ing Jeremiah to Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard, saying, 

12 'Take him, and look well to him, and do him no harm; but do 

13 unto him even as he shall say unto thée. So Nebuzar-adan the 
captain of the guard sent, and Nebushasban, Rab-saris, and 
Nergal-sharezer, Rab-mag, and all the king of Babylon’s princes; 

14 even they sent, and took Jeremiah out of the court of the prison, 
and committed him unto Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the son of 
Shaphan, that he should carry him home: so he dwelt among 
the people. 

15 Now the word of the LORD came unto Jeremiah, while he 

16 was shut up in the court of the prison, saying, Go and speak to 
Ebed-melech the Ethiopian, saying, 

Thus saith the LORD of hosts, the God of Israel ; 
Behold, I will bring my words upon this city for evil, and not for good ; 
‘And they shall be accomplished in that day before thee. 
17 But I will deliver thee in that day, saith the LORD: 
And thou shalt not be given into the hand of the men of whom thou art afraid. 
18 For I will surely deliver thee, and thou shalt not fall by the sword, 
But thy life shall be for a prey unto thee: 
Because thou hast put thy trust in me, saith the LORD. 

40 THE word that came to Jeremiah from the LORD, after that 
Nebuzar-adan the captain of the guard had Jet him go from 
Ramah, when he had taken him being bound in chains among 
all that were carried away captive of Jerusalem and Judah, 

2 which were carried away captive unto Babylon. And the cap- 
tain of the guard took Jeremiah, and said unto him, The LORD 

3 thy God hath pronounced this evil updn this place. Now the 
LORD hath brought it, and done according as he hath said: 
because ye have sinned against the LORD; and have not obeyed 

4 his voice, therefore this thing is come upon you. And now, 
behold, I loose thee this day from the chains which were upon 
thine hand. If it seem good unto thee to come with me into 
fp byign gomys and I will look well unto thee: but if it seem 
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ill unto thee to come with me into Babylon, forbear: behold, all 
the land ts before thee: whither it seemeth good and convenient 
5 for thee to go, thither go. Now while he was not yet gone back, 
he said, Go back also to Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the son of 
Shaphan, whom the king of Babylon hath made governor over 
the cities of Judah, and dwell with him among the people: or 
go wheresoever it seemeth convenient unto thee to go. So the 
captain of the guard gave him victuals and a reward, and let 
6 him go. Then went Jeremiah unto Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
to Mizpah ; and dwelt with him among the people that were left 
in the land. 
ak Now when all the captains of the forces which were in the 
fields, even they and their men, heard that the king of Babylon 
had made Gedaliah the son of Ahikam governor in the land, and 
had committed unto him men, and women, and childien, and of 
the poor of the land, of them that were not carried away cap- 
8 tive to Babylon; then they came to Gedaliah to Mizpah, even 
Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, and Johanan and Jonathan the 
sons of Kareah, and Seraiah the son of Tanhumeth, and the sons 
of Ephai the Netophathite, and Jezaniah the son of a Maacha- 
9 thite, they and their men. And Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the 
son of Shaphan sware unto them and to their men, saying, Fear 
not to serve the Chaldeans: dwell in the land, and serve the 
10 king of Babylon, and it shall be well with you. As for me, 
behold, I will dwell at Mizpah, to serve the Chaldeans, which 
will come unto us; but ye, gather ye wine, and summer-fruits, 
and oil, and put them in your vessels, and dwell in your cities 
ll that ye have taken.. Likewise when all the Jews that were in 
Moab, and among the Ammonites, and in Edom, and that were 
in all the countries, heard that the king of Babylon had left a 
remnant of Judah, and that he had set over them Gedaliah the 
12 son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan; even all the Jews returned 
out of all places whither they were driven, and came to the land 
of Judah, to Gedaliah, unto Mizpah, and gathered wine and 
summer-fruits very much. 
13. MOREOVER Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the captains 
of the forces that were in the fields, came to Gedaliah to Mizpah, 
14 'and said unto him, Dost thou certainly know that Baalis the 
king of the Ammonites hath sent Ishmael the son of Nethaniah 
to slay thee? But Gedaliah the son of Ahikam believed them 
15 not. Then Johanan the son of Kareah spake to Gedaliah in 
Mizpah secretly, saying, Let me go, I pray thee, and I will slay 
Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, and no man shall know it: where- 
fore should he slay thee, that all the Jews which are gathered 
unto thee should be scattered, and the remnant of Judah perish ? 
16 But Gedaliah the son of Ahikam said unto Johanan the son of 
Kareah, Thou shalt not do this thing: for thou speakest falsely 
of Ishmael. ; 
41 Now it came to pass in the seventh month, that Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah the son of Elishama, of the seed royal, and 
the princes of the king, even ten men with him, barr “ee ‘Ged- 
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aliah the son of Ahikam to Mizpah ; and there they did eat bread 

2 together in Mizpah. Then arose Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, 

and the ten men that were with him, and smote Gedaliah the 

son of Ahikam the son of Shaphan with the sword, and slew 

him, whom the king of Babylon had made governor over the 

3 land. Ishmael also slew all the Jews that were with him, even 

with Gedaliah, at Mizpah, and the Chaldeans that were found 

4° there, and the men of war. And it came to pass the second day 

5 after he had slain Gedaliah, and no man knew 7, 'that there 

came certain from Shechem, from Shiloh; and from Samaria, 

even fourscore men, having their beards shaven, and their clothes 

rent, and having cut themselves, with offerings and incense in 

- 6 their hand, to bring them to the house of the LORD. And Ish- 

_ mael the son of Nethaniah went forth from Mizpah to meet them, 

weeping all along as he went: and it came to pass, as he met 

them, he said unto them, Come to Gedaliah the son of Ahikam. 

7 And it was so, when they came into the midst of the city, that 

Ishmael the son of Nethaniah slew them, and cast them into the 

8 midst of the pit, he, and the men that were with him. But ten 

men were found among them th&t said unto Ishmael, Slay us not: 

for we have treasures in the field, of wheat, and of barley, and 

of oil, and of honey. So he forbare, and slew them not among 

9 their brethren. Now the pit whereinIshmael had cast all the 

dead bodies of the men, whom he had slain because of Geda- 

liah, was it which Asa the king had made for fear of Baasha king 

of Israel: and Ishmael the son of Nethaniah filled it with them 

10 that were slain. Then Ishmael carried away captive all the resi- 

due of the people that were in Mizpah, even the king’s daughters, 

and all the people that remained in Mizpah, whom Nebuzar-adan 

the captain of the guard had committed to Gedaliah the son of 

Ahikam: and Ishmael the son of Nethaniah carried them away 
captive, and departed to go over to the Ammonites. 

11. Bur when Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the captains of 

the forces that were with him, heard of all the evil that Ishmael 

12 the son of Nethaniah had done, ‘then they took all the men, and 

went to fight with Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, and found him 

13 by the great waters that are in Gibeon. Now it came to pass, 

that when all the people which were with Ishmael saw Johanan 

the son of Kareah, and all the captains of the forces that were 

14 with him, then they were glad: So all the people that Ishmael 

had carried away captive from Mizpah cast about and returned, 

15 and went unto Johanan the son of Kareah. But Ishmael the son 

of Nethaniah escaped from Johanan with eight men, and went 

16 to the Ammonites. Then took Johanan the son of Kareah, and 

all the captains of the forces that were with him, all the remnant 

of the people whom he had recovered from Ishmael the son of 

Nethaniah, from Mizpah, after that he had-slain Gedaliah the son 

of Ahikam, even mighty men of war, and the women, and the 

children, and the eunuchs, whom he had brought again from 

17 Gibeon: and they departed, and dwelt in the habitation of Chim- 

18 ham, ta is by Bethlehem, to go to enter into Egypt, "because 
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of the Chaldeans: for they were afraid of them, because Ishmael 
the son of Nethaniah had slain Gedaliah the son of Ahikam, 
whom the king of Babylon made governor in the land. 


42 Tuew all the captains of the forces, and Johanan the son of

Kareah, and Jezaniah the son of Hoshaiah, and all the people 
from the least even unto the greatest, came near, 'and said 
unto Jeremiah the prophet, Let, we beseech thee, our supplica- 
tion be accepted before thee, and pray for us unto the LORD thy 
God, even for all this remnant ; (for we are left but a few of many, 
as thine eyes do behold us:) that the LORD thy God may show 
us the way wherein we may walk, and the thing that we may 
do.

B. C. 600-562. CHAP.LII. =‘ The-reign of Zedekiah: 


52 ZEDEKIAH was one-and-twenty years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Hamutal the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 

2 And he did that which was evil in the eyes of the LORD, accord- 

3 ing to all that Jehoiakim had done. For through the anger of 
the LORD it came to pass in Jerusalem and Judah, till he had 
cast them out from his presence, that Zedekiah rebelled against 

4 the king of Babylon. And it came to pass in the ninth year of his 

reign, in the tenth month, in the tenth day of the month, that 

Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon came, he and all his army, 

against Jerusalem, and pitched against it, and built forts against 

it round about. ‘So the city was besieged unto the eleventh year 
of king Zedekiah. And in the fourth month, in the ninth day of 
the month, the famine was sore in the city, so that there was no 

7 ‘bread for the people of the land. Then the city was broken up, 
and all the men of war fled, and went forth out of the city by 
night by the way of the gate between the two walls, which 
was by the king’s garden; (now the Chaldeans were by the city 

8 round about:) and they went by the way of the plain. But the 
army of the Chaldeans pursued after the king, and overtook - 
Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho; and all his army was scattered 

9 from him. Then they took the king, and carried him up unto 
the king of Babylon to Riblah, in the land of Hamath; where 

10 he gave judgment upon him. And the king of Babylon slew the 

sons of Zedekiah before his eyes: he slew also all the princes 

11 of Judah in Riblah. Then he put out the eyes of Zedekiah; 
and the king of Babylon bound him in chains, and carried him 

12 to Babylon, and put him in prison till the day of his death. Now 
in the fifth month, in the tenth day of the month, which was the 
nineteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, came Neb- 
uzar-adan, captain of the guard, which served the king of Baby- 

13 lon, unto Jerusalem, 'and burned the house of the LORD, and 
the king’s house; and all the houses of Jerusalem, and all the 

14 houses of the great men, burned he with fire: and all the army 
of the Chaldeans, that were with the captain of the guard, brake 

15 down all the walls of Jerusalem round about. .Then Nebuzar- 
adan the captain of the guard carried away captive cerlain of 
the poor of the people, and the residue of the people that re- 
mained in the city, and those that fell away, that fell to the king 

16 of Babylon, and the rest of the multitude. But Nebuzar-adan 
the captain of the guard left certain of the poor of the land for 

17 vine-dressers and for husbandmen. Also the pillars of brass that 
-were in the house of the LORD, and the bases, and the brazen 
sea that was in the house of the LORD, the Chaldeans brake, and 

18 carried all the brass of them to Babylon. The caldrons also, and 
the shovels, and the snuffers, and the bowls, and the spoons, and 
all the vessels of brass wherewith they ministered, took they 

19 away. And the basons, and the fire-pans, and the bowls, and the 
caldrons, and the candlesticks, and the spoons, and the cups; 
that which was of gold in gold, and that which was of silver in 

20 silver, took the captain of the guard away. ‘The 8 faa one 
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sea, and twelve brazen bulls that were under the bases, which 
king Solomon had made in the house of the LORD: the brass 
21 of all these vessels was without weight. And ‘concerning the 
pillars, the height of one pillar was eighteen cubits; and a fillet 
of twelve cubits did compass it; and the thickness thereof was 
92 four fingers: if was hollow. And a chapiter of brass was upon 
it; and the height of one chapiter was five cubits, with net-work = 
and pomegranates upon the chapiters round about, all of brass. 
The second pillar also and the pomegranates were like unto 
93 these. And there were ninety and six pomegranates on a side ; 
and all the pomegranates upon the net-work were an hundred 
24 round about. And the captain of the guard took Seratah the 
chief priest, and Zephaniah the second priest, and the three 
95 keepers of the door: he took also out of the city an eunuch, 
which had the charge of the men of war: and seven men of 
them that were near the king’s person, which were found in the 
city; and the principal seribe of the host, who mustered the 
people of the land; and threescore men of the people of the 
26 land, that were found in the midst of the city. So Nebuzar-adan 
the captain of the guard took them, and brought them to the 
27 king of Babylon to Riblah. And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and put them to death i® Riblah in the land of Hamath. 
Thus Judah was carried away captive out of his own land, 
28 This is the people whom Nebuchadrezzar carried away captive : 
in the seventh year three thousand Jéws and three-and-twenty : 
29 in the eighteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar he carried away cap- 
30 tive from Jerusalem eight hundred thirty and two persons: in 
the three-and-twentieth year of Nebuchadrezzar Nebuzar-adan 
the captain of the guard carried away captive of the Jews seven 
hundred forty and five persons: all the persons were four thou- 
31 sand and six hundred. And it came to pass in the seven-and- 
thirtieth year of the captivity of Jehoiachin king of Judah, in 
the twelfth month, in the five-and-twentieth dey of the month, 
thal Exvil-emerodach king of Babylon in the first year of his reign 
lified up the head of Jehoiachin king of Judah, and brought him

1 NOV it came to pass in the thirtieth year, in the fourth month, 
in the fifth day of the month, as I was among the captives. by the 
river of Chebar, that the heavens were opened, and [ saw visions 

2. of God.» In the fifth day of the month; which was the fifth year 

3° of king Jehoiachin’s captivity, the word ‘of the LORD came 
expressly unto Ezekiel the priest, the son of Buzi, in the land of 
the Chaldeans by the river Chebar; and the hand of the LORD 
was there upon him. ' ‘ 

4 np I looked, and, behold, a whirlwind came out of the north, 

‘'a great cloud, and a fire infolding itself and a brightness. was 
about it, and out of the midst thereof as the color of amber, out 

5 of the midst of the fire. Also out of the midst thereof came the 
likeness of four living creatures. And this was their appearance; 

6 they had the likeness of a man. And every one had four faces, 

7 and every one had four wings. And ‘their feet were straight feet; 
the sole of their feet was like the sole of a calf’s foot: and they 

8->sparkled like the color of burnished brass. And ‘hey had the 
hands of a man under their wings on their four sides; and they 

9. four had their faces and their wings. Their wings were joined 
one to another; they turned not when they went; they went 

10 ‘every one straight forward. As for the likeness of their faces, 
they four had the face of a man, and the face of a lion, on the 
right side; and they four had the face of an ox on the left side; 

11 they four also had the face of an eagle. Thus were their faces: 
and their wings. were stretched upward ; two wings of every one 

12. were joined one to another, and two covered their bodies. And 
they went every one straight forward: whither the spirit was to 

13 go, they went; and they turned not when they went.. As for 
‘the likeness of the living creatures, their appearance was like 
burning coals of fire, and like the appearance of lamps: it went 
up and down among the living creatures and the fire was 

14 bright, and out of ‘the fire went forth hghtning. And the living 

creatures ran and returned as the appearance of a flash of light- 

15 ning. Now asI beheld the living creatures, behold one wheel 

16 upon the earth by the living creatures, with his four faces. The 
appearance of the wheels and their work was like unto the color 

. of a beryl: and they four had one likeness: and’ their appear- 
~ ance and their work was as it were a wheel in a of a 
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wheel. When they went, they went upon their four sides: and 
they turned not when they went. As ior their rings, they were 
so high that they were dreadful ; and their rings were full of eyes 
round about them four: And when the living creatures went, 
the wheels went by them: and when the living-ereatures were 
lifted up from the earth, the wheels were lifted up. Whither- 
soever the spirit was to go, they went, thither was their spirit to 
go; and the wheels were lified up over-against them: for the 
spirit of the living creavure was in the wheels. When those 
went, these went; and when those stood, these stood ; and when 
those were lified up from the earth, the wheels were lifted up 
over-against them: for the spirit of the living creature was In 
the wheels. And the likeness of the firmament upon the heads 
of the living creature-was as the color of the terrible erystal, 
stretched forth over their heads above. And under the firma- 
ment were their wings straight, the one toward the other: every 
one had two, which covered on this side, and every one had two, 
which covered on that side, their bodies. And when they went, 
{ heard the noise of, their wings, like the noise of great waters, 
as ihe voice of the Almighty, the voice of speech, as the noise 
6f an host: when they stood, they let down their wings. And 
there was a voice from the firmament that was over their heads, 
when they stood, and had let down their wings. And above the 
firmament that was over their heads was the likeness of a throne, 
as the appearance of a sapphire-stone : and upon the likeness of 
the throne was the likeness as the appearance of a man above 
upon it. And I saw as the color of amber, as the appearance of 
fire round abont within it, from the appearance of his loins even 
upward, and from the appearance of his loins even downward, 
I saw as it were the appearance of fire, and it had _ brightness 
round about. As the appearance of the bow that is im the cloud 
in, the day of rain, so was the appearance of the brightness round 
about. 

Tus was the appearance of the likeness of the glory of the 
LORD. And when | saw 7, I fell upon my face, and I heard a 
voice of one that spake. And he said, unto me, ‘Son of man, 
stand upon thy feet, and I will speak unto thee.’ And the spirit 
entered into me when he spake unto me, and set me upon my 
feet, that I heard him that spake unto me. And he said unto me, 


Son of man, I sent thee to the children of Israel, to a rebellious nation that hath rebelled 
against me: they and their fathers have transgressed against me, even unto this very day. 

For they ave impudent children and siiffhearted. Ido send thee unto them ; and thou shalt 
say unto them, Thus srith:the Lord-GOD. i 

And they, whether they will hear, or whether they will forbear, (for they are a rebellious 
house,) yet shall know that there hath been a prophet among them. 

And thou, son of man, be no! afraid of them, neither be afraid of their words, though briers 
and thorns be with thee. and thou dost dwell among scorpions: be not afraid of their 
Words, nor be dismayed at their lonks. though they be a rebellious house. 

‘And thou shalt speak my words unto them, Whether they will hear, or whether they will 
forbear: for they are most rebellions. 


But thou, son of man, hear what I say unto thee; Be not thou rebellious like that rebellious 
house: open thy mouth, and eat that I give thee. 


And when I looked, behold, an hand was sent unto me; and, lo, 
a roll of a hook was therein; 'and he spread it before me: and 


it ast es within and without: and there was written therein 
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3. lamentations, and mourning, and woe. Moreover he said unto 

me, ‘Son of man, eat that thou findest; eat this roll, and go 
2. speak unto the house of Israel.’ ‘So T opened my mouth, and he 
3. caused me to eat that roll. And he said unto’me, ‘Son of man, 
cause thy belly to eat, and fill thy bowels with this roll that I 
give thee.’ Then did I eat it; and it was in my mouth as honey 
for sweetness. And hesaid unto me, . 


Son of man, go, get thee unto the house of Israel, and speak with my words unto them. 

For thou art not. sent to a people of a strange speech and of an hard language, Lut to the 
house of Israel ; > 

Not to many people of a strange speech and of an hard language, whose words thou canst not 
understand. Surely, had I sent thee to them, they would have hearkened unto thee. 

But the house of Israel will not hearken unto thee; for they will not hearken unto me: 
for all the house of Israel ave impudent and hardhearted. 

Behold, I have made thy face stroug against their faces, and thy forehead strong against 


their foreheads. 
Asan adamant harder than flint have I made thy forehead: fear them not, neither be dis- 


mayed at their looks, though they Le a rebellious house. 

10 Moreover he'said unto me, 

Son of .man, all my words that I shall speak unto thee receive in thine heart, and hear with 
thine ears. 

Il And go, get thee to them of the captivity, unto the children of thy people, and speak unto 
them, and tell them, * Thus saith the Lord GOD ;? whether they will hear, or whether 
they will forbear, 

12 Then the spirit took me up, and I heard behind me a voice of 

a great rushing, saying, Blessed Ge the glory of the LORD from

21 Nevertheless if ‘thou warn the righteous man, that the righteous sin not, and he doth.not 
sin, he shal! surely live, because he is warned: also thou hast delivered thy soul. 


22° AND the hand of the LORD was there upon me’’and hé said 

unto me, Arise, go forth into the plain, and I will there talk with 

23 thee.

20 That they may walk in my statutes, and keep mine ordinances, and do them : 
4 And they shall be my people, and I will be their God. 
21 But as for them whose heart walketh after the heart 
Of their detestable things and their abominations, 
I will recompense their way upon their own heads, saith the Lord GOD. 


22 Then did the cherubims lift up their wings, and the wheels 
beside them; and the glory of the God of Israel was over them 

23 above. And the glory of the LORD went up from the midst of 
the city, and stood upon the mountain which 2s on the east side 

24 of the city. Afterwards the spirit took me up, and brought me

19 Or if I send a pestilence into that Jand, and pour out my fury upon it in blood, to cut off 
from it man and beast: 

20 Though Noah, Daniel, and Joh, were in it, as I live, saith the Lord GOD, they shall deliver 
neither son nor daughter; they shall Lat deliver their own souls by their righteousness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord GOD ; How much more when I send my four sore judgments upon 
Jerusalem, the sword, and the famine, and the nojsome beast, and the pestilence, to cut off 
from it man and beast ? f 

22 Yet, behold, therein shall be left a remnant that sball be brought forth, both sonsand daugh- 
ters : behold, they shali come forth unto you, and ye shall see their way and their doings: 
and ye shall be comforted concerning the evil that I have brought upon Jerusalem, ever 
concerning all that I have brought upon it. \ 

23 And they shall comfort you, when ye see their ways and their doings: and ye shall know 
that I have not done without cause all that I have done in it, saith the Lord GOD. 


15 Anp the word of the LORD came unto me, saying, 


2 Son of man, What is the vine-tree more than any tree, 
Or than.a branch which is among the trees of the forest 2 
3 Shall wood be taken thereof todo any work ?

And stand in the gap before me for the land, 
That I should not destroy it: but I found none. 
31 Therefore haye I poured out mine indignation upon them ; 
I have consumed them with the fire of my wrath: 


Their own way have I recompensed upon their heads, saith the Lord GOD. 
23 Tue word of the LORD came again unto me, saying, 


2 Son of man, there were two women, the daughters of one mother: 
3 And they committed whoredoms in Egypt, 
They committed whoredoms in their youth: 
There were their breasis pressed, and there they bruised the teats of their virginity. 
4 And the names of them were Aholah the elder, and Aholibah her sister; 
And they were mine, and they bare sons and daughters. 
Thus were their names ; Samaria is Aholah, and Jerusalem Aholibah. 
5 And Aholah plored the harlot when she was mine ; 
And she doted on her lovers, on the Assyrians her neighbors, 
6 Which were clothed with blue, captains and Tulers, 
All of them desirable young men, horsemen riding upon horses,

Neither shall the shepherds feed themselves any more ;

For thus saith the Lord GOD ; Behold, I, even I, 
Will both search my sheep, and seek them out, 
12 Asa shepherd seeketh out his flock in the day 
That he is among his sheep that are scattered ; 
So will I seek out my sheep, and will deliver them out of all places 
Where they have been scattered in the cloudy and dark day. 
13 And I will bring them out from the people,

But they shall dwell safely, and none shall make them afraid. . L 
And I will raise up for them a plant of renown, 
And they shall be no more consumed with hunger in the land, 
Neither bear the shame of "3 > calie any more. 
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30 Thus shall they know that I the LORD their God am with them, 
And that they, ever’ the house of Israel, are my people; saith the Lord GOD.

35 MOREOVER the word of the LORD came unte me, saying, 
3 Son of man, set thy face against mount Seir, and prophesy against 
3 it, and say unto it, Thus saith the Lord GOD;

A new heart also will I give you, and a new spirit will I put within you: and I will take 
away the stony heart out of your flesh, and I will give you an heart of flesh. 

And I will put my spirit within you, and cause you to Walk in my statutes, and ye shall 
keep my judgments, and do them.

Not for your sakes do I this, saith the Lord GOD, be it known unto you: be ashamed and 
confounded for your own ways, O house of Israel. » 3 eee 
Thus saith the Lord GOD; In the day that I shall have cleansed you from all your iniquities, 

I will also cause you to dwell in the cities, and the wastes shall be builded. 

And the desolate land shall be tilled, whereas it lay desolate in the sight of all that passed by. 

And they sha!) say, This land that was desolate is become like the garden of Eden ; and the 
waste and desolate and ruined cities ave become fenced, and are inhabited, 4 

Then the heathen that are left round about you shall know that I the LORD build the ruined 
placcs. and plant that that was desolate: I the LORD have spoken #t, and I will do it. 

Thus saith the Lord GOD; I will yet for this be inquired of by the house of Israel, to do it 
for them ; I will increase them with men like a flock. 

As the holy flock. as the flock of Jerusalem in her solemn feasts; so shall the waste cities 
be filled with flocks of men: and they shall know that 1 am the LORD.

40 IN the five-and-twentieth year of our captivity, in the begin- 


ning of the year, in the tenth day ef the month, in the fourteenth 
year after that the city was smitten, in the selfsame day the hand 


of iar tam was upon me, and brought me thither. 
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2 In the visions of God brought he me into the. land of Israel, 
and set me upon a very high mountain, by which was as the 

3 frame of a city on the south. And he brought me thither, and, 
behold, there was a man, whose appearance was like the appear- 
ance of brass, with a line of flax in his hand, and a measuring- 

4 reed; and he stood in the gate. And the man said unto me, ‘Son 
of man, behold with thine eyes, and hear with thine ears, and 
set thine heart upon all that I shall show thee; for to the intent 
that I might show them unto thee art thou brought hither: de- 
clare all that thou seest to the house of Israel.’

8 of the gate within was one reed. He measured also the porch

10 porch of the gate was inward. And the little chambers of the 
gate eastward were three on this side, and three on that side; 
they three were of one measure: and the posts had one measure 

11 on this side and on that side. And he measured the breadth of 
the entry of the gate, ten cubits; and the length of the gate, 

12 thirteen cubits. The space also before the little chambers was 
one cubit on this side, and the space was one cubit on that side: 
and the little chambers were six cubits on this side, and six cubits 

13 on that side. He measured then the gate from the roof of one 
little chamber to the roof of another: the breadth was five-and- 

14 twenty cubits, door against door. He made also posts of three- 
score cubits, even unto the post of the court round about the 

15 gate. And from the face of the gate of the entrance usto the 

16 face of the porch of the inner gate were fifty cubits. And there 
were narrow windows to the little chambers, and to their posts 
within the gate round about, and likewise to the arches: and 
windows were round about inward: and upon each post were 

. palm-trees. . : 

17  Tuen brought he me into the outward court, and, lo, there 
were chambers, and a pavement made for the court round about: 

18 thirty chambers were upon the pavement. And the pavement 
by the side of the gates over-against the length of the gates was 

19 the lower pavement. Then he measured the breadth from the 
forefront of the lower gate unto the forefront of the inner court 
without, an hundred cubits eastward and northward. 

20 Awnp the gate of the outward court that looked toward the 
north, he measured the length thereof, and the breadth thereof. 

21 And the little chambers thereof were three on this “ag three 
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on that side; and the posts thereof and the arches thereof were 
afier the measure of the first gate: the length thereof was fifty 
22 cubits, and the breadth five-and-twenty cubits. And their win- 
dows, and their arches, and their palm-trees, were after the meas- 
ure of the gate that looketh toward the east ; and they went up 
unto it by seven steps; and the arches thereof were before them. 
23 And the gale of the inner court was over-against the gate toward 
the north, and toward the east; and he measured from gate to 
gate an hundred cubits. 
24 Arrer that he brought me toward the south, and behold a 
gate toward the south: and he measured the posts thereof and 
25 the arches thereof according to these measures. And there were. 
windows in it and in the arches thereof round about, like those 
windows: the length was fifty cubits, and the breadth five-and- 
26 twenty cubits. And there were seven steps to go up to it, and the 
arches thereof were before them: and it had palm-trees, one on 
27 this side, and another on that side, upon the posts thereof. And 
there was a gate in the inner court toward the south: and he 
measured from gate to gate toward the south an hundred cubits. 
28 Awnp he brought me to the inter court by the south gate: and 
29 he measured the south gate according to these measures; and 
the little chambers thereof, and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, according to these measures: and there were windows in 
it and in the arches thereof round about: ¢ was fifty cubits long, 
30 and five-and-twenty cubits broad. And the arches round about 
31 were five-and-twenty cubits long, and five cubits broad. And 
the arches thereof were toward the outer court; and palm-trees 
were upon the posts thereof: and the going up to it Aad eight steps. 
32  Anp he brought me into the inner court toward the east: and 
33 he measured the gate according to these measures. And the 
little chambers thereof, and the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, were according to these measures: and there were win- 
dows therein and in the arches thereof round about: 7 was fifty 
34 cubits long, and five-and-twenty cubits broad. And the arches 
thereof were toward the outward court; and palm-trees were 
upon the posts thereof, on this side, and on that side: and the 
going up to it had eight steps. 
35 Awnp he brought me to the north gate, and measured it accord- 
36 ing to these measures; the little chambers thereof, the posts 
thereof, and the arches thereof, and the windows to it round 
about: the length was. fifty cubits, and the breadth five-and- 
87 twenty cubits. And the posts thereof were toward the outer 
court; and palm-trees were upon the posts thereof, on this side, 
38 and on that side: and the going up to it had eight steps. And 
the chambers and the entries thereof were by the posts of the 
39 gates, where they washed the burnt-offering. And in the porch 
of the gate were two tables on this side, and two tables on that 
side, to slay thereon the burnt-offering and the sin-offering and 
40 the trespass-offering. And at the side without, as one goeth up 
to the entry of the north gate, were two tables; and on the other 
41 side, ahh was at the porch of the gate, were two tables. Four 
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tables were on this side, and four tables on that side, by the side 

of the gate; eight tables, whereupon they slew their sacrifices. 

42 And the four tables were of hewn stone for the burnt-offering, 
of a cubit and an half long, and a cubit and an half broad, 
and one cubit high: whereupon also they laid the instruments 

43 wherewith they slew the burnt-offering and the sacrifice. And 
within were hooks, an hand broad, fastened round about: and 
upon the tables was the flesh of the offering. 

44 Awnp without the inner gate were the chambers of the singers 
in the inner court, which was at the side of the north gate; and 
their prospect was toward the south: one at the side of the east 

45 gate having the prospect toward the north. And he said unto 
me, This chamher, whose prospect is toward the south, is for the 

46 priests, the keepers of the charge of the house. And the cham- 
ber whose prospect zs toward the north is for the priests, the 
keepers of the charge of the altar: these are the sons of Zadok 
among the sons of Levi, which come near to the LORD to minis- 
ter unto him. 

47 So he measured the court, an hundred cubits long, and an 
hundred cubits broad, four-square; and the altar that was before 
the house. 

48 Ano he brought me to the porch of the house, and measured 
each post of the porch, five cubits on this side, and five cubits on 
that side: and the breadth of the gate was three cubits on this 

49 side, and three cubits on that side. The length of the porch was 
twenty cubits, and the breadth eleven cubits; and he brought me 
by the steps whereby they went up to it: and there were pillars 
by the posts, one on this side, and another on that side. 

41 Arrerwarp he brought me to the temple, and measured the 
posts, six cubits broad on the one side, and six cubits broad on 

2 the other side, which was the breadth of the tabernacle. And the 
breadth of the door was ten eubits; and the sides of the door 
were five cubits on the one side, and five cubits on the other side: 
and he measured the length thereof, forty cubits: and the breadth, 
twenty cubits. 

3 THEN went he inward, and measured the post of the door, two 
cubits; and the door, six cubits; and the breadth of the door, 

4 seven cubits. So he measured the length thereof, twenty cubits; 
and the breadth, twenty cubits, before the temple: and he said 
unto me, This 2s the most holy place. 

5 _. Arrer he measured the wall of the house, six cubits; and the 
breadth of every side chamber, four cubits, round ahout the house 

6 on every side. And the side chambers were three, one over 
another, and thirty in order; and they entered into the wall 
which was of the house for the side chambers round about, that 
they might have hold, but they had not hold in the wall of the 

7 house. And there was an enlarging, and a winding about still 
upward to the side chambers: for the winding about of the house 
went still upward round about the house: therefore the breadth 


of the house was still upward, and so increased from the lowest — 


chamber to the highest by the midst. I saw also yo aad of 


Se 
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the house round about: the foundations of the side chambers 

9 werea full reed of six great cubits. The thickness of the wall, 
which was for the side chamber without, was five cubits: and 
that which was left was the place of the side chambers that were 

10 within. And between the chambers was the wideness of twenty 

11 cubits round about the house on ever side. And the doors of 
the side chambers were toward the place that was left, one door 
toward the north, and another door toward the south: and the ' 
breadth of the place that was left was five cubits round about. 

12 Now the building that was before the separate place at the 
end toward the west was seventy cubits broad; and the wall of 
the building was five cubits thick round about, and the length 

13 thereof ninety cubits. So he measured the house, an hundred 
cubits long; and the separate place, and the building, with the 

14 walls thereof, an hundred cubits long; also the breadth of the 
face of the house, and of the separate place toward the east, an 
hundred cubits. 

15. Anp he measured the length of the building over-against the 
separate place which was behind it, and the galleries thereof on 
the one side and on the other’side, an hundred cubits, with the 

16 inner temple, and the porches of the court; the door-posts, and 
the narrow windows, and the galleries round about on their three 
stories, over-against the door, ceiled with wood round about, and 
from the ground up to the windows, and the windows were 

17 covered; to that above the door, even unto the inner house, and 
without, and by all the wall round about within and without, by 

18 measure. And 7t was made with cherubims and palm-trees, so 
that a palm-tree was between a cherub and a cherub; and every 

19 cherub had two faces; so that the face of a man was toward the 
palm-tree on the one side, and the face-of a young lion toward 
the palm-tree on the other side: if was made through all the 

20 house round about. From the ground unto above the door 
were cherubims and palm-trees made, and on the wall of the 

21 temple. The posts of the temple were squared, and the face of 
the sanctuary; the appearance of the one as the appearance of 

22 the other. The altar of wood was three cubits high, and the 
length thereof two cubits; and the corners thereof, and the 
length thereof, and the walls thereof, were of wood: and he said 

23 unto me, This is the table that is before the LORD. And the 

24 temple and the sanctuary had two doors. And the doors had 
two leaves apiece, two turning leaves; two leaves for the one 

25 door, and two leaves for the other door. And there were made on 
them, on the doors of the temple, cherubims and palm-trees, like 
as were made upon the walls; and there were thick planks upon 

26 the face of the porch wilhont. And there were narrow windows 
and palm-trees on the one side and on the other side, on the sides 
ele porch, and upon the side chambers of the house, and thick 
planks. 

42, Turn he brought me forth into the outer court, the way to- 
ward the north: and he brought me into the chamber that was 
ae tye the separate place, and which was before the build. 
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ing toward the north. Before the length of an hundred cubits 
was the north door, and the breadth was fifty cubits. Over-against 
the twenty cubiis which were for the inner court, and over-ayainst 
the pavement which was for the cuter court, was gallery against 
4 gallery in three stories. And before the chambers was a walk 

of ten cubits breadth inward, a way of one cubit; and their doors 
5 toward the north. Now the upper chambers were shorter: for 
6

the galleries were higher than these, than the lower, and than 
the middlemost of the building. For they were in three stories, 
but had not pillars as the pillars of the courts: therefore the 
building was straitened more than the lowest and the middle- 
most from the ground. 

7 Anp the wall that was without over-against the chambers, 
toward the outer court on the forepart of the chambers, the 

8 length thereof was fifty cubits. For the length of the chambers 
that were in the outer court was fifty cubits: and, lo, before the 
temple were an hundred cubits. 

9 Anb from under these chambers was the entry on the east side, 

10 as one goeth into them from the outer court: The chambers 
were in the thickness of the wall of the court toward the east, 
over-against the separate place, and over-against the building. 

11 And the way before them was like the appearance of the cham- 
bers which were toward the north, as long as they, and as broad 
as they: and all their goings out were both according to their 

12 fashions, and according to their doors. And according to the 
doors of the chambers that were toward the south was a door in 
the head of the way, even the way directly before the wall to- 
ward the east, as one entereth into them. 

13 THEN said he unto me, ‘The north chambers and the south 
chambers, which are before the separate place, they te holy 
chambers, where the priests that approach unto the LORD shall 
eat the most holy things: there shall they lay the most holy 
things. and the meat-offering, and the sin-offering, and the tres- 

14 pass-offering; for the place is holy. When the priests enter 
therein, then shall they not go out of the holy place into the ovter 
court, but there they shall lay their garments wherein they min- 
ister; for they are holy; and shall put on other garments, and 
shall approach to those things which are for the people.’ 

15 Now when he had made an end of measuring the inner house, 
he brought me forth toward the gate whose prospect 7s toward 

16 the east, and measured it round about. He measured the east 
side with the measuring-reed, five hundred reeds, with the meas- 

17 uring-reed round about. He measured the north side, five hun- 

18 dred reeds, with the measuring-reed round about. He measured 

19 the south side, five hundred reeds, with the measuring-reed. He 
turned about to the west side, and measured five hundred reeds 

20 with the measuring-reed. He measured it by the four sides: it 
had a wall round about, five hundred reeds long, and five hun- 
dred broad, to make a separation between the sanctuary and the 
profane place. ‘ 

43 AFrreRwaRD he brought me to the gate, even ol that 
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looketh toward the east: and, behold, the glory of the God of 
Israel came from the way of the east: and his voice was like the 
noise of many waters: and the earth shined with his glory. And 
it was according to the appearance of the vision which I saw, 
even according to the vision that I saw when I came to destroy 
the city: and the visions were like the vision that I saw by the 
river Chebar; and I fell upon my face. And the glory of the 
LORD came into the house by the way of the gate whose pros- 
pect'is toward the east. So the spirit took me up, and brought 
me into the inner court; and, behold, the glory of the LORD 
filled the house. And I heard him speaking unto me out of the 
house; and the man stood by me. And he said unto me, 


Son of man, the place of my throne, and the place of the soles of my feet, where I will 
dwell in the midst of the children of Israel for ever, ss 

And my holy name, shall the house of Israel no more defile, neither they, nor their kings, 
by their whoredom, nor by the carcasses of their kings in their high places. 

In their setting of their threshold by my thresholds, and their posts by my posts, and the 
wall between me and them, 4 

They have even defiled my holy name by their abominations that they have committed : 
wherefore I have consumed them in mine anger. 

Now let them put away their whoredom, and the carcasses of their kings, far from me, and 
I will dwell in the midst of them for cee 5 

Thou son of man, show the house to the hduse of Israel, that they may be ashamed of their 
iniquities: and let them measure the pattern. 

And if they be ashamed of all that they have done, show them the form of the house, and 
the fashion thereof, 

And the goings out thereof, and the comings in thergof, and all the forms thereof, and all 
the ordinances thereof, and all the forms thereof, and all the laws thereof : ; 

And write it in their sight, that they may keep the whole form thereof, and all the ordi 
nances thereof, and do them. 


This is the law of the house ; Upon the top of the mountain the whole limit thereof round 
about shall be most holy. Behold, this is the law of the house. 

Anp these are the measures of the altar after the cubits: The 
cubit 7s a eubit and an hand-breadth; even the bottom shall be a 
cubit, and the breadth a cubit, and the border thereof by the edge 
thereof round about shall be a span: and this shall be the higher 
place of the altar. And from the bottom upon the ground even 
to the lower settle shall be two cubits, and the breadth one eubit ; 
and from the lesser settle even to the greater settle shall be four 
cubits, and the breadth one cubit. So the altar shall be four cubits; 
and from the altar and upward shall de four horns. And the altar 
shall be twelve cubits long, twelve broad, square in the four 
squares thereof. And the settle shall be fourteen cubits long and 
fourteen broad in the four squares thereof; and the border about 
it shall be half a cubit; and the bottom thereof shall be a cubit 
about; and his stairs shall look toward the east. 

Awp he said unto me, Son of man, Thus saith the Lord GOD; 


These are the ordinances of the altar in the day when they shall make it, to offer burnt- 
offerings thereon, and to sprinkle blood thereon. 

And thou shalt give to the priests the Levites that be of the seed of Zadok, which approach 
unto me, to minister unto me, saith the Lord GOD, a young bullock for a sin-offering. 

And thou shalt take of the blood thereof, and put it on the four horns of it, and on the four 
corners of the settle. and upon the border round about: thus shalt thou cleanse and purge it. 

Thou shalt take the bullock also of the sin-offering, and he shall burn it in the appointed 
place of the house, without the sanctuary. 

And on the second day thou shalt offer a kid of the goats without blemish for a sin-offering 5 
and they shall cleanse the altar, as they did cleanse it with the bullock. 

When thou hast made an end of cleansing it, thou shalt offer a young bullock without 
blemish, and a ram out of the flock without blemish. 

And thou shalt offer them before the LORD, and the priests shall cast salt upon them, and 
they "ay el them up for a burnt-offering unto the LORD. 
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25 Seven days shalt thou prepare every day a goat for a sin-offering: they shall als 
young bullock, and a ram out wry ne oh blemish. = yeas + aie 
26 Seven days shall they purge the altar, and purify it; and they shall consecrate themselves, 
27 And when these days are expired. ir shall be, that upon the eighth day, and so forward, the 
priests shall make your burnt-offerings upon the altar, and your peace-offerings ; and I 
will accept you, saith the Lord GOD. “i 


44 Tuen he brought me back the way of the gate of the outward 
2 sanctuary which looketh toward the east; and it was shut. Then 


said the LORD unto me; 


This gate shall be shut, it shall not be opened, and no man shall enter in by it; because the 
LORD, the God of Israel, hath entered in by it, therefore it shall be shut. 

It is for the prince; the prince, he shall sit in it to eat bread before the LORD ; he shall 
enter by the way of the porch of that gate, and shall go out by the way of the same. 


4 Tuen brought he me the way of the north gate before the 
house: and I looked, and, behold, the glory of the LORD filled 

5 the house of the LORD: and I fell upon my face. And the 
LORD. said unto me, 


Son of man, mark well, and behold with thine eyes, and hear with thine ears all that I say 
unto thee concerning all the ordinances of the house of the LORD, and all the laws thereof; 
and mark well] the entering in of the house, with every going forth of the sanctuary. 

And thou shalt say to the rebellious, even to the house of Israel, Thus saith the Lord GOD; 
O ye house of Israel, let it suffice you of all your abominations, 

In that ye have brought into my sanctuary strangers, uncircumcised in heart, and uncir- 
cumcised in flesh, to be in my sanctuary, to pollute it, even my house, when ye offer my 
bread, the fat and the blood, and they have broken my covenant because of all your 
abominations. 

And ye have not kept the charge of mine holy things: but ye have set keepers of my charge 
in my sanctuary for yourselves. 

9 Thus saith the Lord GOD ; No stranger, uncircumcised in heart, nor uncircumcised in flesh, 
shall enter into my sanctuary, of any stranger that is among the children of Israel., 

10 And the Levites that are gone away far from me, when Israel went astray, which went 
astray away from me after their idols ; they shall even bear their iniquity. 

1l Yet they shall be ministers in my sanctuary, having charge at the gales of the house, and 
ministering to the house: they shall slay the burnt-offering and the sacrifice for the peo- 
ple, and they shall stand before them to minister unto them. _ 

12 Because they ministered unto them before their idols, and caused the house of Israel to fall 
into iniquity ; therefore have I lifted up mine hand against them, saith the Lord GOD, and 
they shall bear their iniquity. 7 

13 And they shall not come near unto me, to do the office of a priest unto me, nor to come 

near to any of my holy things, in the most holy place: but they shall bear their shame, 
and their abominations which they have committed. 

But I wil! make them keepers of the charge of the house, for all the service thereof, and for 

all that shall be done therein. 

15 But the priests the Levites, the sons of Zadok, that kept the charge of my sanctuary when 
the children of Israel went astray from me, they shall come near to me to minister unto 
me. and they shall stand before me to offer unto me the fat and the blood, saith the Lord 


GOD: j Lay fi 
They shall enter into my sanctuary, and they shall come near to my table, to minister unto 


me, and they shall keep my charge. ; E 
17 And it shall come to pass, that when they enter in at the gates of the inner court, they shall 
be clothed with linen garments ; and no wool shall come upon them, whiles they minis- 
ter in the gates of the ifiner court, and within. : 
18 They shall have linen bonnets upon their heads, and shall have linen breeches upon their 
loins; they shall not gird themselves with any thing that causeth sweat. 
19 .And when they go forth into the utter court, ever into the utter court to the people, they 
shall put off their garments wherein they ministered, and lay them in the holy chambers, 
and they shall put on other garments ; and they shall not sanctify the people with their 


garments, a F 5 
Neither shall they shave their heads, nor suffer their locks to grow long; they shall only 


poll their heads. re, ) “ 

Neither shall any priest drink wine, when they enter into the inner court. 

Neither shall they take for their wives a widow, nor her that is put away: but they shall 
take maidens of the seed of the house of Israel, or a widow that had a priest before. 

And they shall teach my people the difference between the holy and profane, and cause 
them to discern between the unclean and the clean. , J 

And in controversy they shall stand in judgment; and they shall judge it according to my 
judgments: and they shall keep my Jaws and my statutes in all mine assemblies; and 
they shall hallow my sabbaths. f 

And they shall come at no dead person to defile themselves: but for father, or for mother, 
or for son, or for daughter, for brother, or for sister, that hath had no husband,-they may 


Fe Sate themselves, 3y 8747 
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‘And after he is cleansed, they shall reckon unto him seven days. fet q 

‘And in the day that he goeth into the sanctuary, unto the inner court, to minister in the 
sanctuary, he shall offer his sin-offering, saith the Lord GOD. | 

‘And it shail be unto them for an inheritance: I am their inheritance: and ye shall give 
them no possession in Israel: ] am their possession. ; 

They shall eat the meat-offering, and the sin-offering, and the trespass-offering ; and every 
dedicated thing in Israel shall be theirs. ‘ 

‘And the first of all the first-fruits of all things, and every oblation of all, of every sort of 
your oblations, shall be the priest's: ye shall also give unto the priest the first of your 
dough, that he may cause the blessing to resi in thine house. 


The priest shall not eat of any thing that is dead of itself, or torn, whether it be fowl or 
beast. 


45 MOREOVER, when ye shall divide by lot the land for inheritance, ye shall offer an obla- 
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tion unto the LORD, an holy portion of the land: the length shall be the length of five- 
and-twenty thousand reeds, and the breadth shall be ten thousand. ‘This shall he holy in 
all the borders thereof round about. , 

Of this there shall be for the sanctuary five hundred in Zength, with five hundred in Ineadth, 
square round about; and fifty cubits round about for the suburbs thereof. 

And of this measure shalt thou measure the length of five-and-twenty thousand, and the 
breadth. ten thousand: and in it shall be the sanctuary and the most holy place. 

The holy-portion of the land shall be for the priests the ministers of the sanctuary, which 
shall come near to minister unto the LORD: and it shall be a place for their houses, and 
an holy place for the sanctuary. 

‘And the five-and-twenty thousand of length, and the ten thousand of breadth, shall also the 
Leviles, the ministers of the house, have for themselves, for a possession for twenty 
chambers, 

And ye shall appoint the possession of the city five thousand broad, and five-and-twenty 
thousand long, over-against the oblation of the holy portion: it shall be for the whole 
house of Israel. 

And a portion shall be for the prince ov the¥one side and on the other side of the oblation of 
the holy portion, and of the possession of the city, before the oblation of the holy portion, 
and before the possession of the city, from the west side westward, and from the east side 
eastward: and the length shall be over-against one of the portions, from the west border 
unto the east border. 

In the land shall be his possession in Israel: and my princes shall no more oppress my 
permed and the vest of the land shall they give to the house of Israel according to their 
tribes. 

THUS saith the Lord GOD; Let it suffice you, O princes of Israel: remove violence and 


spoil, and execute judgment and justice, take away your exactions from my people, saith 
the Lord GOD. 


Ye shall have just balances, and a just ephah, and a just bath. 

The ephah and the bath shall be of one measure, that the bath may contain the tenth part 
of an homer, and the ephah the tenth part of an homer: the measure thereof shall be 
after the homer. 


And the shekel shall be twenty gerahs: twenty shekels, five-and-twenty shekels, fifteen 
shekels, shall be your maneh. 

This is the oblation that ye shall offer; the sixth part of an ephah of an homer of wheat, 
and ye shall give the sixth part of an ephah of an homer of barley: 

Concerning the ordinance of oil, the bath of oil, ye shall offer the tenth part of a bath out 
of the cor, which is an homer of ten baths ; for ten baths are an homer: 

And one lamb out of the flock, out of two hundred, out of the fat pastures of Israel; for a 

. meat-offering, and for a burnt-offering, and for peace-offerings, to make reconciliation for 
them, saith the Lord GOD. ‘ 

All the people of the land shall give this oblation for the prince in Israel. 

‘And it shall be the prince’s part to give burnt-offerings, and meat-offerings, and drink-nffer- 
ings, in the feasts, and in the new moons, and in the sabbaths, in all solemnities of the 
house of Israel: he shall prepare the siu-offering, and the niea!-offering, and the burnt- 
offering, and the peace-offerings, to make reconciliation for the house of Israel. 

Thus saith the Lord GOD ; In the first month, in the first day of the month, thou shalt take 
a young bullock without blemish, and cleanse the sanctuary: 

And the priest shall take of the blood of the sin-offering. and put it upon the posts of the 
house, and upon the four corners of the settle of the altar, and upon the posts of the gate 
of the inner court. ‘ ; 

And so thou shalt do the seventh day of the month for every one that erreth, and for him

In the first month, in the fourteenth day of the month, ye shall have the passover, a feast of 
seven days; unleavened bread shall be eaten. % 


And upon that day shall the prince prepare for himself and for all the people of the land a 
bullock for a sin-offering. 

And seven days of the feast he shall prepare a burnt-offering to the LORD, seven bullocks 
and seven rams without blemish daily the seven days ; and a kid of the goats daily fora

Tn the a8 month, in the fifteenth day of the month, shall he do the like in the feast of

ing to the meat-oifering, and according to the oil. y 


46 Thus saith the Lord GOD; The gate of the inner court that looketh toward the east shall 
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be shut the six working days; but on the sabbath it shall be opened, ‘and in the day of the 
new moon it shall be opened. 

And the prince shall euter by the way of the porch of that ga‘e without, and shall stand by 
the post of the ga‘e. and the priest shall prepare his burnt-offering and his peace-offerings, 
and he shall worship at the threshold of the gate: then he shall go forth; but the gate 
shall not be shut until the evening, 

Likewise the people of the land shall worship at the door of this gate before the LORD in 
the sabbaths and in the new moons, 

And the burnt-offering that the prince shall offer unto the LORD in the sabbath-day shall be 
six lambs without blemish, aud a ram without blemish. 

And the meat-offering shall be an ephah for a vam, and the meat-offering for the lambs as he 
shall be able to etve, and an hin of oil to an ephah. - 

And in the day of the new moon zt shall be a young bullock without blemish, and six lambs, 
and a ram; they shall be without blemish. 

And he shall prepare a meat-offering, an ephah for a bullock, and an ephah fora Tam, and 
for the lambs according as his hand shall attain unto, and an hin of oil'to an ephah. 

And when the prince shall enter, he shall go in by the way of the porch of that gate, and 
he shall go forth by the way thereof. 

But when the people of the land shall come before the LORD in the solemn feasts, he that 
entereth in by the way of the north gate to worship shall zo out by the way of the south 
gate; and he that entereth by the way of the south gale shall go forth by the way of the 
north gate: he shall not return by the way of the gate whereby he came in, but shall go 
forth over-against it. 

And the prince in the midst of them, when they go in, shall go in; and when they go forth, 
shall go forth. 

And in the feasts and in the solemnities the meat-offering shall be an ephah to a bullock, and 
an ephah toa ram, and to the lambs as he is able to give, and an hin of oil to an ephah. 
Now when the prince shall prepare a voluntary burnt-offering-or peace-offerings voluntarily 
unto the LORD, one shall then open him the gate that looketh toward the east, and he 
shall prepare his burnt-offering and his peace-offerings, as he did on the sabbath-day ; 

then he shall go forth ; and after his going forth one shall shut the gate. 

Thou shalt daily prepare a burnt-offering unto the LORD of a lamb of the first year without 
blemish : thou shalt prepare it every morning. 7 , 

And thou shalt prepare a meat-offering for it every moraine, the sixth part of an ephah, 
and a third part of an hin of oil, to temper with the fine flour; a meat-offering continu- 
ally by a perpetual ordinance unto the LORD. 

Thus shall they prepare the lamb, and the meat-offering, and the oil, every morning fora 
continual burnt-offering. 

THUS saith the Lord GOD ; If the prince give a gift unto any of his sons, the inheritance 
thereof shall be his sons’; it shall be their possession by inheritance. 

But if he give a gift of his inheritance to ore of his seryan's, then it shall be his to the year 
of liberty ; afier it shall return to the prince: but his inheritance shall be his sons’ for 
them. 

Moreover the prince shall not take of the people’s inheritance by oppression, to thrust them 
out of their possession; Lut he shall give his sons inheritance out of his own possession : 
that my people be not scattered every man from his possession. 


Arter he brought me through the entry, which was at the side 
of the gate, into the holy chambers of the priests, which looked 
toward the north: and, behold, there was a place on the two 
sides westward. Then said he unto me, 

This is the place where the priests shall boil the trespass-offering and the sin-offering, where 
they shall bake the meat-offering; that they bear them not out into the utter court, to 


sanctify the people, : 
Then he brought me forth into the utter court, and caused me to pass by the four corners of 


*+ the court; and, behold, in every corner of the court there was a court. 


In the four corners of the court there were courts joined of forty cubits long iand thirty broad : 
these four corners were of oné measure. 

And there was a row of building round about in them, round about them four, and it was 
made with boiling places under the rows round about. 2 

Then said he unto me, These ave the places of them that boil, where the ministers of the 
house shall boil the sacrifice of the people. 


47 Arrerwarp he brought me again unto the door of the house;

and, behold, waters issued out from under the threshold of the 
house eastward: for the forefront of the house stood toward the 
east, and the waters came down from under from the right side 
of the house, at the south side of the altar. ae he 
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me out of the way of the gate northward, and led me about the 
way without unto the utter gate by the way that looketh east- 
ward; and, behold, there ran out waters on the right side. And 
when the man that had the line in his hand went forth eastward, 
he measured a thousand cubits, and he brought me through the 
waters; the waters were to the ancles. Again he measured a 
thousand, and brought me through the waters; the waters were 
to the knees. Again he measured a thousand, and brought me 
through; the waters were to the loins. Afierward he measured 
a thousand; and it was a river that I could not pass over: for the 
waters were risen, waters to swim in, a river that could not be 
passed over. And he said unto me, Son of man, hast thou seen 
this? Then he brought me, and caused me to return to the brink 
of the river. Now when | had returned, behold, at the bank of 
the river were very many trees on the one side and on the other. 
Then said he unto me, , 


These waters issue out toward the east country, and go down into the desert, and go into 
the sea: which being brought forth into thesea, the waters shall be healed. 

‘And it shall come to pass, that every thing that liveth, which moveth, whithersoever the 
rivers shall come, shall live: and there shal] be a very great multitude of fish, because 
these waters shall come thither: for they shall be healed ; and every thing shall live 
whither the river cometh. - 

And it shall come to pass, that the fishers shall stand upon it from En-gedi even unto En- 
églaim ; they shall be a place to spread forth nets; their fish shall be according to their 
kinds, as the fish of the great sea, exceeding many. 

But the ae places thereof and the marshes thereof shall not be healed; they shall be 
given to salt. 

And by the river upon the bank thereof, on this side and on that side, shall grow all trees 
for meat, whose leaf shall not fade, neither shall the fruit thereof be consumed: it shall 
bring forth new fruit according to his months, because their waters they issued out of the 
sanctuary: and the fruit thereof ‘shall be for meat. and the leaf thereof for medicine. 

THUS saith the Lord GOD; This shall be the border, whereby ye shall inherit the land 
according to the twelve tribes of Israel: Joseph shall have two portions. 

And ye shall inherit it, one as well as another : concerning the which I lifted up mine hand 
to give it unto your fathers ; and this land shall fall unto you for inheritance. 

‘And this shall be the border of the land toward the north side, from the great sea, the way 
of Hethlon, as men go to Zedad 5 

‘Hamath. Berothah, Sibraim, which is between the border of Damascus and the border of 
Hamath ; Hazar-hatticon, which is by the coast of Hauran. 


And the border from the sea shall be Hazar-enan, the border of Damascus, and the north 


northward, and the border of Hamath. And this is the north side, 

And the east side ye shall measure from Hauran, and from Damascus, and from Gilead, and 
from the land of Israel Ly Jordan, from the border unto the east sea, And this is the east 
sidé. 

‘And the south side southward, from Tamar even to the waters of strife in Kadesh, the river 
to the great sea. And this is the south side southward. 

The west side also shall be the great sea from the border, till a man come over-against Ha~ 
math. This 7s the west side. 

So shall ye divide this land unto you according to the tribes of Israel. 


‘And it shall come to pass. that ye shall divide it by lot for an inheritance unto you, and to | 


the s'rangers that sojourn among you, which shall beget children among you: and: they 
shall be unto you as born in the country among the children of Israel; they shall have 
inheritance with you among the tribes of Tsrael. t 

And it shall come to pass. that in what tribe the stranger sojourneth, there shall ye give 
him his inheritance, saith the Lord GOD, 


AS NOW these ave the names of the tribes. From the north end to the coast of the way of

AND by the border of Judah, from the east side unto the west side, shall be the offering 
which ye shall offer of five-and-twenty thousand reeds in breadth, and in length as one of 
Wey Parts, from the east side unto the West side: and the sanctuary shall be in the 
midst of it, 

The oblation that ye shall offer unto the LORD shall te of five-and-twenty thousand in 
length, and of ten thousand Th breadth. - 

And for them, even for the priests, shall be this holy oblation ; toward the north five-and- 
twenty thousand in length, and toward the west ten thousand in breadth, and toward the 
east ten thousand in breadth, and toward the south five-and-twenty thousand’ in length: 
and the sanctuary of the LORD Shall be in the midst thereof, 

It shall be for the priests that are sanctified of the sons of Zadok ; which have kept my 
charge, which went not astray when the children of Israel Went astray, as the Levites 
Went astray. 

And this oblation of the land that is offered shall be unto them a thing most holy by the 
border of the Levites. 

And over-against the border of the priests the Levites shall have five-and-twenty thousand in 
length, and ten thousand in breadth: all the length shail be five-and-twenly thousand, and 
the breadth ten thousand. “ r 

And they shall not sell of it, neither exchange, nor alienate the first-fruits of the land: for 
it is holy unto the LORD, 

AND the five thousand, that are left in the breadth over-against the five-and-twenly thou- 
sand, shall be a profane place for the city, for dwelling, and for suburbs: and the city 
shall be in the midst thereof. 

And these shall be the measures thereof; the north side four thousand and five hundred, and 
the south side four thousand and five hundred, and on the east side four thousand and five 
hundred, and the west side four thousand and five hundred. x 

And the suburbs of the city shall be toward the north two hundred and fifty, and toward the 
south two hundred and fifty, and toward the east two hundred and fifty, and toward the 
west two hundred and fifty. 

And the residue in length over-against the oblation of the holy portion shail be ten thousand 
eastward, and ten thousand westward: and it shall be over-against the oblation of the 
holy portion ; and the increase thereof shall be for food unto them that serve the city. 

And they that serve the city shall serve it out of all the tribes of Israel. 

ALL the oblation shall be five-and-twenty thousand by five-and-twenty thousand : ye shall 
offer the holy oblation four-square, with the possession of the city. 

And the residue shall be for the prince, on the one side and on the other of the holy obla- 
tion, and of the possession of the city, over-against the five-and-twenty thousand of the 
oblation toward the east border, and westward over-against the five-and-twenty thousand 
toward the west border, over-against the portions for the prince; and it shall be the holy 
oblation ; and the sanctuary of the house shall be in the midst thereof, i - 

Moreover trom the possession of the Levites, and from the possession of the city, being in 
the midst of that which is the prince’s, between the border of Judah and the’ border of 
Benjamin, shall be for the prince. 7 

‘AS for the rest of the tribes, from the east side unto the west side, Benjamin shall have a 


ortion, 
And by the border of Benjamin, from the east side unto the west side, Simeon shall have a 


iortion. 
AM by the border of Simeon, from the east side unto the west side, Issachar a portion, 


And by the border of Issachar, from. {he east side unto the west side, Zebulun a portion, 

And by the border of Zebulun, from the east side unto the west side, Gad a portion, 

And by the border of Gad, at the south side southward, the border shall be even from Tamar 
twnto the waters of strife in Kadesh, and to the river toward the great sea, 

This ts the Jand which ye shall divide by lot unto the tribes of Israel for inheritance, and 
these are their portions, saith the Lord GOD. 


“And these are the goings out of the city on the north side, four thousand and five hundred 


measures, i 
And the gates of the city shall be after the names of the tribes of Israel: three gates north- 


ward ; one gate of Reuben, one gate of Judah, one gate of Levi. 
And at the east side four thousand and five hundred; and three gates; and one gate of 


Joseph, one gate of Benjamin, one gate of Dan. 

And at the south cide Reine! thonatad and five hundyed measures: and three gates; one gate 
of Simeon, one gate of Issachar, one gate of Zebulun. ; 

At the west side four thousand and five hundred, with their three gates; one gate of Gad, 
one gate of Asher, one gate of Naphtali. ni 

It was round about eighteen thousand measures: and the name of the city from that day 


shail be, The LORD is there. 3Y2 881 ee ' 
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IN the third year of the reign of Jehoiakim king of Judah came- 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon unto Jerusalem, and besieged 
it. And the Lord gave Jehoiakim king of Judah into his hand, 
with part of the vessels of the house of God: which he carried 
into the land of Shinar to the house of his god; and he brought 
the vessels into the treasure-house of his god. i 

Anp the king spake unto Ashpenaz the master of his eunuchs,_ 
that he should bring certain of the children of Israel, and of the. 
king’s seed, and of the princes ; children in whom was no blemish, 
but well-favored, and skilful in all wisdom, and cunning in 
knowledge, and understanding science, and such as had. ability- 
in them to stand in the king's palace, and whom they might 
teach the learning and the tongne of the Chaldeans. And the 
king appointed them a daily provision of the king’s meat, and of 
the wine which he drank: so nourishing them three years, that 
at the end thereof they might stand before the king. Now among 
these were of the children of Judah, Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, 
and Azariah: unto whom the prince of the eunuchs gave names: 
for he gave unto Daniel the name of Belteshazzar; and to Hana- 
niah, of Shadrach; and to Michael, of Meshach ; and to Azariah, 
of Abed-nego. 

Bur Daniel purposed in his heart that he would not defile 
himself with the portion of the king’s meat, nor with the wine 
which he drank; therefore he requested of the prince of the 
eunuchs that he might not defile himself. Now God had brought 
Daniel into favor and tender love with the prince of the eunuchs. 
And the prince of the eunuchs said unto Daniel, I fear my lord 
the king, who hath appointed your meat and your drink: for wh 
should he see your faces worse liking than the children wane 
are of your sort? then shall ye make me endanger my head to 
the king. Then said Daniel to Melzar, whom the: prince of the 
eunuchs had set over Daniel, ¥ananiah, Mishael, and Azariah, 
‘Prove thy servants, | beseech thee, ten days; and let them give 
us pulse to eat, and water to drink. Then let our countenances 
be looked upon before thee, and the countenance of the children 
that eat of the portion of the king’s meat: and as thou seest, 
deal with thy servants. So he consented to them in this matter, 
and proved them ten days. And at the end of ten days their 
countenances appeared fairer and fatter in flesh than all the’ 
children which did eat the portion of the king’s meat. Thus. 
Melzar took away the portion of their meat, and the wine that 
they should drink; and gave them pulse. 

‘As for these four children, God gave them knowledge and 
skill in all learning and wisdom: and Daniel had understanding 
in all visions and dreams. Now at the end of the days that the 
king had said he should bring them in, then the prince of the 
eunuchs broogil them in before Nebuchadnezzar. And the. 
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king communed with them; and among them all was found none 
like Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah: therefore stood 
20 they before the king. And in all matters of wisdom and under- 
standing, that the king inquired of them, he found them ten times 
better than all the magicians and astrologers that were in all his- 
21 realm. And Daniel continued even unto the first year of king 
Cyrus. 
2, ‘AND in the second year of the reign of Nebuchadnezzar, 
Webuchadnezzar dreamed dreams, wherewith his spirit was 
2 troubled, and his sleep brake from him. Then the king com- 
_manded to call the magicians, and the astrologers, and the sor- 
cerers, and the Chaldeans, for to show the king his dreams. So 
8 they came and stood before the king. And the king said unto 
them, I have dreamed a dream, and my spirit was troubled to 
A know the dream. Then spake,the Chaldeans to the king in 
Syriac, O king, live for ever: tell thy servants the dream, and 
5 we will show the interpretation. The king answered and said 
to the Chaldeans, The thing is gone from me: if ye will not 
make known unto me the dream, with the interpretation thereof, 
ye shall be cut in pieces, and your houses shall be made a dung- 
hill. But if ye show the dream, and the interpretation thereof, 
ye shall receive of me gifis and rewards and great honor: there- 
fore show me the dream, and the interpretation thereof. They 
answered again and said, Let the king tell his servants the dream, 
and we will show the interpretation of it. The king answered 
and said, I know of certainty that ye would gain the time, be- 
cause ye see the thing is gone from me. But if ye will not make 
known unto me the dream, there is but one decree for you: for 
ye have prepared lying and corrupt words to speak before me, 
till the time be changed: therefore tell me the dream, and I 
10 shall know that ye can show me the interpretation thereof. The 
Chaldeans answered before the king, and said, There is not a 
man upon the earth that can show the king’s matter: therefore, 
there is no king, lord, nor ruler, that asked such things at any 
11 magician, or astrologer, or Chaldean. And itis a rare thing that 
the king requireth, and there is none other that can show it 
before the king, except the gods, whose dwelling is not with 
12 flesh. For this cause the king was angry and very furious, and 
_13 commanded to destroy all the wise men of Babylon. And the 
decree went forth that the wise men should be slain; and they 
sought Daniel and his fellows to be slain. 
14 TueEn Daniel answered with counsel and wisdom to Arioch 
the captain of the king’s guard, which was gone forth to slay the 
15 wise men of Babylon: he answered and said to Arioch the king’s 
captain, Why és the decree so hasty from the king? Then Arioch 
16 made the thing known to Daniel! Then Daniel went in, and 
desired of the king that he would give him time, and that he 
17 would show the king the interpretation. Then Daiiel went to 
his house, and made the thing known to Hananiah, Mishael, and 
48 Azariah, his companions: that they would desire mercies of the 
God of heaven concerning this secret; that Daniel eS his fel 
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lows should not perish with the rest of the wise men of Babylon. 

19 Then was the secret revealed unto Daniel in a night vision. 

20 Then Daniel blessed the God of heayen. 'Daniel answered and 
said, ‘Blessed be the name of God for ever and ever: for wis- 

21 dom and might are his: and he changeth the times and the sea- 
sons: he removeth kings, and setteth up kings: he giveth wisdom 
unto the wise, and knowledge to them that know understanding: 

22 'he revealeth the deep and secret things: he knoweth what is 

23 in the darkness, and the light dwelleth with him. I thank thee, 

‘and praise thee, O thou God of my fathers, who hast given me 
wisdom and might, and hast made known unto me now what we 
desired of thee: for thou hast xow made known unto us the 
king’s matter.’ : 

24 Tarrrrore Daniel went in unto Arioch, whom the king had 
ordained to destroy the wise men of Babylon: he went and said 
thus unto him; Destroy not the wise men of Babylon: bring me 
in before the king, and I will show unto the King the interpreta- 

25 tion. Then Arioch brought in Deniel before the king in haste, 
and said thus unto him, I have found a man of the captives of 
Judah, that will make known unto the king the interpretation. 

26 The king answered and said to Daniels whose name was Belte- 
shazzar, Art thou able to make known unto me the dream which 

27 Thave seen, and the interpretation thereof? Daniel answered 
in the presence of the king, and said, The secret which the lang 
hath demanded cannot the wise men, the astrologers, the magi- 

28 cians, the soothsayers, show unto the king; but there is a God in 
heaven that revealeth secrets, and maketh known to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar what shall be in the latter days: Thy dream, 

29 and the visions of thy head upon thy bed, are these; as for thee, 
O king, thy thoughts came into thy mind upon thy bed, what 
should core to pass hereafter: and he that revealeth secrets 

30 maketh known to thee what shall come to pass. But as for me, 
this secret is not revealed to me for any wisdom that I have more 
than any living, but for their sakes that shall make known the 
interpretation to the king, and that thou mightest know the 
thoughts of thy heart. 

31 Tov, O king, sawest, and behold a great image. This great 
image, whose brightness was excellent, stood before thee; and the 

32 form thereof was terrible. This image’s head was of fine gold, 
his breast and his arms of silver, his belly and his thighs of brass, 

33 'his legs of iron, his feet part of iron and part of clay. 'Thou 
sawest till that a stone was cut out without hands, which smote 
the image upon his feet that were of iron and clay, and brake 

35 them to pieces. Then wa’ the iron, the clay, the brass, the sil- 
ver, and the gold, broken to pieces together, and became like the 
chaff of the summer threshing-floors ; and the wind carried them 
away, that no place was found for them: and the stone that smote 
the image became a great mountain, and filled the whole earth. 

36 This is the dream; and we will tell the interpretation thereof 
before the king. 


37 ee O king, art a king of kings: for the God of heaven hath 
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38 given thee a kingdom, power, and strength, and glory. And 
wheresoever the children of men dwell, the beasts of the field 
and the fowls of the heaven hath he given into thine hand, and 
hath made thee ruler over them all. Thou art this head of gold. 

39 And afier thee shall arise another kingdom inferior to thee, and 
another third kingdom of brass, which shall bear rule over all 

40 the earth. And the fourth kingdom shall be strong as iron: foras- 
much as iron breaketh in pieces and ‘subdueth all things: and 
as iron that breaketh all these, shall it break in pieces and bruise. 

41 And whereas thou sawest the feet and toes, part of potters’ clay, 
and part of iron, the kingdom shall be divided; but there shall

And as the toes of the feet were 
part of iron, and part of clay, so the kingdom shall be partly

the God of heaven set up a kingdom, which shall never be de-

45 shall stand for ever. Forasmuch as thou sawest that the stone 
was cut out of the mountain without hands, and that it brake in 
pieces the iron, the brass, the clay, the silver, and the gold; the 
great God hath made known to the king what shall come to pass 
hereafter: and the dream is certain, and the interpretation there- 
of sure. 

46 Tuen the king Nebuchadnezzar fell wpon his face, and wor- 
shipped Daniel, and commanded that they should offer an obla- 

47 tion and sweet odors unto him. The king answered unto Daniel, 
and said, ‘Of a truth zt is, that your God is a God of gods, and a 
Lord of kings, and a revealer of secrets, seeing thou couldest 

48 reveal this secret.’ Then the king made Daniel a great man, 
and gave him many great gifis, and made him ruler over the 
whole province of Babylon, and chief of the governors over 

49 all the wise men of Babylon. Then Daniel requested of the 
king, and he set Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, over the

38 NEBUCHADNEZZAR the king made an image of gold, 
whose height was threescore cubits, and the breadth thereof six 
cubits: he set it up in the plain of Dura, in the province of 

2 Babylon. Then Nebuchadnezzar the king sent to gather together 
the princes, the governors, and the captains, the judges, the treas- 
urers, the counsellors, the sheriffs, and all the rulers of the prov- 
inces, to come to the dedication of the image which Nebuchad- 

3 nezzar the king had set up. Then the princes, the governors, 
and -captains, the judges, the treasurers, the counsellors, the 
sheriffs, and all the rulers of the provinces, were gathered to- 
gether unto the dedication of the image that.Nebuchadnezzar 
the king had set up; and they stood before the ame - Neb- 
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4 uchadnezzar had set up. Then an herald cried aloud, To you it 
5 is commanded, O people, nations, and languages, ' thal at what 
time ye hear the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psal- 
tery, dulcimer, and all kinds‘of music, ye fall down and worship 
the, golden image that Nebuchadnezzar the king hath set up: 

6 and whoso falleth not down and worshippeth shall the same 

7 hour be cast into the midst of a burning fiery furnace. There- 
fore at that time, when all the people heard the sound of the 
cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and all kinds of music, all 
the people, the nations, and the languages, fell down and wor- 
shipped the golden image that Nebuchadnezzar the king had 
set up. 

8 ae at that time certain Chaldeans came near, and 

9 accused the Jews. They spake and said to the king Nebuchad- 

10 nezzar, O king, live for ever. Thou, O king, hast made a decree, 
that every man that shall hear the sound of the cornet, flute, 
harp, sackbut, psaltery, and. dulcimer, and all kinds of music, 

11 shall fall down and worship the golden image: and whoso falleth 
not down and worshippeth, that he should be cast into the midst 

12 of a burning fiery furnace. There are certain Jews whom thou , 
hast set over the affairs of the province of Babylon, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego; these men, O king, have not regarded 
thee: they serve not thy gods, nor worship the golden image 
which thou hast set up. 

13. Tnen Nebuchadnezzar in his rage and fury commanded to 
bring Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. Then they brought 

14 these men before the king. Nebuchadnezzar spake and said, 
unto them, Js 7¢ true, O Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, do 
not ye serve my gods, nor worship the golden image which I 

15 have set up? \ Now if ye be ready that at what time ye hear the 
sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and dulcimer, 
and all kinds of music, ye fall down and: worship the image 
which I have made; well: but if ye worship not, ye shall be 
cast the same hour into the midst of a burning fiery furnace ; 
and who 7s that God that shall deliver you out of my hand? 

16 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, answered and said to the 
king, O Nebuchadnezzar, we are not careful to answer thee in 

17 this matter. If it be so, oar God whom we serve is able to de- 
liver us from the burning fiery furnace, and he will deliver us 

18 out of thine hand, O king. But if not, be it known-unto thee, 
O king, that we will not serve thy gods, nor worship the golden 
image which thou hast set up. : 

19 ©. TyEen was Nebuchadnezzar full of fury, and the form of his’ 
visage was changed against Shadraeh, Meshach, and Abed-nego: 
therefore he spake, and commanded that they should heat the ~ 
furnace one seven times more than it was wont to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the most mighty men that were in his army 
to bind Shadrach, Meshach, and-Abed-nego, and 10 cast them into 

21 the burning fiery furnace. Then these men were bound in their 
coats, their hosen, and their hats, and their other garments, and 


22 were ot into the midst of the burning fiery furnace. There- 
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fore because the king’s commandment was urgent, and the fur- 
nace exceeding hot, the flame of the fire slew those men that 

23 took up Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. And these three 
men, Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down bound into’ 
the midst of the burning fiery furnace. 

24  Tuen Nebuchadnezzar the king was astonied, and rose up in 
haste, and spake, and said unto his counsellors, Did not we cast 
three men bound into the midst of the fire? They answered 

25 and said unto the king, True, O king. He answered and said, 
Lo, I see four men loose, walking in the midst of the fire, and 
they have no hurt; and the form of the fourth is like the son of 

26 God. Then Nebuchadnezzar came near to the mouth of the’ 

burning fiery furnace, and spake, and said, Shadrach, Meshach, _ 

and Abed-nego, ye servants of the most high God, come forth, 
and come hither. Then Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
came forth of the midst of the fire. And ihe princes, governors, 
and captains, and the king’s counsellors, being gathered together, 
saw these men, upon whose bodies the fire had no power, nor 
was an hair of theit head singed, neither were their coats 

28 changed, nor the smell of fire had passed on them. Then Nebu- 
chadnezzar spake, and said, ‘ Blessed Ge the God of Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, who hath sent his angel, and delivered 
his servants that trusted in him, and have changed the king's 
word, and yielded their bodies, that they might-not serve nor 

29 worship any god, except their own God. Therefore I make a 
decree, That every people, nation, and language, which speak 
any thing amiss against the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego; shall be cut in pieces, and their houses shall be 
made a dunghill: because there is no other God that can deliver 

30 after this sort.’ Then the king promoted Shadrach, Meshach, 

and Abed-nego, in the province of Babylon. 

«“ WEBUCHADNEZZAR the king unto all people, nations, 
and languages, that dwell in all the earth; Peace be multiplied 
unto you. I thought it good to show the signs and wonders that 
the high God hath wrought toward me. How great are his 
signs! and how mighty are his wonders! his kingdom is an ever- 
lasting kingdom, and his dominion 7s from generation to genera- 

jon. ; 

‘ «| NEBUCHADNEZZAR was at rest in mine house, and flonrish- 

ing in my palace: I saw a dream which made me afraid, and 

the thoughts upon my bed and the visions of my head troubled 
me. Therefore made I a decree to bring in all the wise men of 

Babylon before me, that they might make known unto me the 

interpretation of the dream. ‘Then came in the magicians, the 

astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the soothsayers: and I told the 
dream before ther; but they did not make known unto me the 

8 interpretation thereof. But at the last Daniel. came in before 
me, whose name was Belteshazzar, according ta the name of.iny 
god, and in whom 1s the spirit of the holy Gods: and before him 

9 [told the dream, saying, 'O Belteshazzar, master of the magi- 
cians, because I knew that the spirit of the holy rd a in thee, 
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and no secret troubleth thee, tell me the visions of my dream 
10 that I have seen, and the interpretation thereof. Thus were the 
visions of mine head in my bed ; I saw, and behold a tree in the 
11 midst of the earth, and the height thereof was great. The tree 
grew, and was strong, and the height thereof reached unto hea- 
12 ven, and the sight thereof to the end of all the earth: the leaves 
thereof were fair, and the fruit thereof much, and in it was meat 
for all: the beasts of the field had shadow under it, and the fowls 


of the heaven dwelt in the boughs thereof, and all flesh was fed - 


13 of it. I saw in the visions of my head upon my bed, and, behold, 
14 a watcher and an holy one came down from heaven; he cried 
aloud, and said thus, Hew down the tree, and cut off his branches, 
shake off his. leaves, and scatter his fruit: let the beasts get away 

15 from under it, and the fowls from his branches: nevertheless leave 
the stump ef his roots in the earth, even with a band of iron and 
brass, in the tender grass of the field ; and let it be wet with the 
dew of heaven, and Jet his portion be with the beasts in the grass: 

16 of the earth. Let his heart be ‘hanged from man’s, and let @ 
beast’s heart be given unto him; and let seven times pass over 

17 him. This matter is by the decree of the watchers, and the 
demand by the word of the holy ones: to the intent that the 
living may know that the Most High ruleth in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomsoever he will, and setteth up over 

18 it the basest of men. This dream I king Nebuchadnezzar have 
seen. Now thou, O Belteshazzar, declare the interpretation 
thereof, forasmuch as all the wise men of my kingdom are not 
able to make known unto me the interpretation: but thou art 
able; for the spirit of the holy Gods 2s in thee. 

19 “'TEen Daniel, whose name was Belteshazzar, was astonied for 
one hour, and his thoughts troubled him. The king spake, and 
said, Belteshazzar, let not the dream, or the interpretation thereof, 
trouble thee. Belteshazzar answered and said, My lord, the dream 
he to them that hate thee, and the interpretation thereof to thine 

20 enemies. The tree that thou sawest, which grew, and was strong, 
whose height reached unto the heaven, and the sight thereof to 


21 all the earth; whose leaves were fair, and the fruit thereof much, 


and in it was meat for all; under which the beasts of the field 
dwelt, and upon whose branches the fowls of the heaven had 
22 their habitation: it is thou, O king, that art grown and become 
strong: for thy greatness is grown, and reacheth unto heaven, 
23 and thy dominion to the end of the earth. And whereas the 
king saw a watcher and an holy one coming down from heaven, 
and saying, Hew thé tree down, and destroy it; yet leave the 
stump of the roots thereof in the earth, even with a band of iron 
and brass, in the tender grass of the field ;.and let it be wet with 
the dew of heaven, and Jet his portion be with the beasts of the 
24 field, till seven times pass over him; this zs the interpretation, 
_ Oking, and this is the decree of the Most High, which is come 
25 upon my lord the ae That they shall drive thee from men, 
and thy dwelling shall be with the beasts of the field, and they 
shall =e thee to eat grass as oxen, and they shall wet thee 
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with the dew of heaven, and seven times shall pass over thee, 
till thou know that the Most High ruleth in the kingdom of men, 
26 and giveth it to whomsoeyer he will. And whereas they com- 
manded to leave the stump of the tree roots; thy kingdom shall 
be sure unto thee, after that thou shalt have known that the 
27 Heavens do rule. Wherefore, O king, let my counsel be accept- 
able unto thee, and break off thy sins by righteousness, and thine 
iniquities by showing mercy to the poor; if it may be a length- 
ening of thy tranquillity. ; 
28 “Aut this came upon the king Nebuchadnezzar. 'At the end 
of twelve months he walked in the palace of the kingdom of 
30 Babylon. The king spake, and said, Is not this great Babylon, 
that I have built for the house of the kingdom by the might of 
31 my power, and for the honor of my majesty? While the word 
was in the king’s mouth, there fell a voice from heaven, saying, 
O king Nebuchadnezzar, to thee it is spoken; The kingdom is 
32 departed from thee. And they shall drive thee from men, and 
thy dwelling shall be with the beasts of the field: they shall 
make thee to eat grass as oxen, and seven times shall pass over 
thee, until thou know that the Most High ruleth in the kingdom 
33 of men, and giveth it to whomsoever he will. The same hour 
was the thing fulfilled upon Nebuchadnezzar: and he was driven 
from men, and did eat grass as oxen, and his body was wet with 
the dew of heaven, tll his hairs were grown like eagles’ feathers, 
34 and his nails like birds’ claws. And at the end of the days I Nebu- 
chadnezzar lifted up mine eyes unto heaven, and mine under- 
standing returned unto me, and I blessed the Most High, and I 
praised and honored him that liveth for ever, whose dominion 7s 
an everlasting dominion, and his kingdom 7s from generation to 
35 generation: and all the inhabitants of the earth ave reputed as 
nothing: and he doeth according to his will in the army of hea- 
yen, and among the inhabitants of the earth: and none can stay 
36 his hand, or say unto’ him, What doest thou? At the same time 
my reason returned unto me; and for the glory of my kingdom, 
mine honor and brightness returned unto me; and my counsel- 
lors and my lords sought unto me; and I was established in my 
37 kingdom, and excellent majesty was added unto me. Now I 
Nebuchadnezzar praise and extol and honor the King of heaven, 
all whose works are truth, and his ways judgment: and those 
* that walk in pride he is able to abase.” 
5 BELSHAZZAR the bing made a great feast to a thousand 
2 of his lords, and drank wine before the thousand. Belshazzar, 
whiles he tasted the wine, commanded to bring the golden and 
silver vessels which his father Nebuchadnezzar had taken out 
of the temple which was in Jerusalem; that the king, and his 
princes, his wives, and his concubines, might drink therein. 
3 Then they brought the golden vessels that were taken out of the 
temple of the house of God which was at Jerusalem; and the 
king, and his_ princes, his wives, and his concubines, drank in 
4 them. They drank wine, and praised the gods of gold, and of 
- silver, of, brass, of iron, of ron and of stone. 
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In the same hour came forth fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote 
over-against the candlestick upon the plaster of the wall of the 
king’s palace: and the king saw the part of the hand that wrote. 
Then the king's countenance was changed, and his thoughts 
tronbled him, so that the joints of his loms were loosed, and his 
knees smote one against'another. The king cried aloud to bring 
in the astrologers, ihe Chaldeans, and the soothsayers. And the 
king spake, and said to the wise men of Babylon, Whosoever 
shall read this writing, and show me the interpretation thereof, 
shall be clothed with scarlet, and Aave'a chain of gold about his 
neck, and shall be the third ruler in the kingdom. Then came 
in all the king’s wise men: but they could not read the writing, 
nor make known to the king the interpretation thereof. ‘Then 
was king Belshazzar greatly troubled, and his countenance was 
changed in him, and his lords were astonied. , 

Now the queen, by reason of the words of the king and his 


lords, came’ into the banquet-house: and the queen spake and 


ll 


said, O king; live for ever: let mot thy thonghts trouble thee, nor 
let thy countenance be changed = there is a man in thy kingdom, 


in whom is the spirit of the holy Gods; and in the days of thy 
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father light and understanding, and wisdom, like the wisdom of 
the gods, was found in him; whom the king Nebuchadnezzar 
thy father, the king, 7 say, thy faiher, made master of the magi- 
cians, astrologers, Chaldeans, and soothsayers ; forasmuch as an 
excellent spirit, and knowledge, and understanding, interpreting 
of dreams, and showing of hard sentences, and dissolving of 
doubts, were found in the same Daniel, whom the king named 
Belteshazzar: now let Daniel be called, and he will show the 
interpretation. Then was Daniel brought in before the king. 
And the king spake and said unto Daniel, Art thou that Daniel, 
which art of the children of the ‘captivity of Judah, whom the 
king my father bronght out of Jewry? [I have even heard of 
thee, that the spirit of the Gods zs in thee, and that light and 
understanding and excellent wisdom is found in thee. And now 
the wise men, the astrologers, have been brought in before me, 
that they should read this writing, and make known unto me the 
interpretation thereof: but they could not show the mterpreta- 
tion of the thing: and I have heard of thee, that thou canst make 
interpretations, and dissolve doubis: now if thou canst read the 
writing, and make known to me the interpretation thereof, thou, 
shalt be clothed with scarlet, and have a chain of gold about thy. 
neck, and shalt be the third ruler in the kingdom. : 

‘T'aENn Daniel answered and said before the king, Let thy gifts 
be to thyself, and give thy rewards to another; yet I iwi read 
the writing unto the king, and make known unto him the inter- 
pretation. O thou king, the most high God gave Nebuchadnezzar 
thy father a kingdom, and majesty, and glory, and honor: and 
for the majesty that he gave him, all people, nations, and lan- 
guages, trembled and feared before him: whom he would he 
slew; and whom he would he kept alive; and whom he would 
he ap and whom he would he put down. But when his 
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heart was: lified: up, and. his mind hardened in pride, he was 
deposed from his kingly throne; and they took his glory from him: 
and he was driven from the sons of men; and his heart was made 
like the beasis, and his d welling was with the wild asses: they 
fed him with grass like oxen, and his body was wet with the dew 
of heaven; till he knew that the most high God ruled in the 
kingdom of men, and that he appointeth over it whomsoever he ° 
will. . And thou-his son, O Belshazzar, hast not humbled thine 
heart, though thou knewest all this; bat hast lifted up’ thyself 
against the Lord of heaven; and they have brought the yeésséls of 
his house before thee, and thou, and thy lords,.and thy wives, and 
thy concubines, have drunk wine in them; and thou hast praised 
the gods of silver, and gold, of brass, iron, wood, and stone, which 
See not, nor hear, nor know: and the God in whose hand th 
breath is, and whose are. all thy ways, hast thow not glorified: 
then was the part of the hand sent from him ; and’ this Writing 
was written. 

Awp. this 7s the wriling that was written, MENE, MENE, 
TEKEL, UPHARSIN. . This is the interpretation of the thing: 
MENE; God bath numbered thy kingdom, and finished it. 
TEKEL; Thow art weighed in the balances, and att found 
wanting... PRES; Thy kingdom is’ divided; and given to the 
Medes and Persians. 

Ten commanded Belshazzar, and they clothed Daniel with 
scarlet, and put a chain of gold about his neck; and made a 
proclamation concerning him, that he should be the third ruler 
in. the kingdom... In. that night was Belshazzar the kingof the 
Chaldeans slain. | And Darius the Median took the kingdom, 
being about threescore and two years old, 

IT pleased Darius to set,over the kingdom an hundred and 
twenty, princes, which should be over the whole kingdom ; and 
over these three presidents; of whom Daniel was first: that the 
princes might give accounts unto them, and the king should have 
no damage.. Then this Daniel was preferred above the presi- 
dents and princes, because an excellent spirit was in him; and 
the king thought to.set him over the whole realm. 

Tun the presidents and princes sought to find occasion against 


_ Daniel concerning the kingdom; but they could find none occa- 
“sion nor fault; forasmiich as he was faithful, neither was’ there 


~,any error or fault found in him. Then said these men, We shall 


not find any occasion against this Daniel, except we find i against 
him concerning the law of. his God) Then these presidents and 


.princes assembled together to the king, and said’ thus unto him, 


King Darius, live for ever. All the presidents of the kingdom, 
the governors, and the princes, the counsellors, and the captains, 
have consulted together to establish a royal statute, and to make 
a firm decree, that whosoever shall ask'a petition of any god or 
man, for thirty days, save of thee, O king, he shall be Cast into 
the den of lions, Now, O king, establish the decree, and ‘sion 
the writing, that it be not changed, according to Me ee of the 
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9 Medes and Persians, which altereth not. Wherefore king Darius 
signed the writing and the decree. os j 

10. Now when Daniel knew that the writing was signed, he went 

into his house; and his windows being open in his chamber 

toward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon his knees three times a 

day, and prayed, and gave thanks before his God, as he did afore- 

11 time. Then these men assembled, and found Daniel praying and 

12 making supplication before his God. Then they came near, and 

spake before the king concerning the king’s decree; Hast, thou 

not signed a decree, that every man that shall ask a@ petition of 

any god or man within thirty days, save of thee, O king, shall 

be cast into the den of lions? The king answered and said, The 

_ thing is true, according to the law of the Medes and Persians, 

13 which allereth not. Then answered they, aud said before the 

king, That Daniel, which is of the children of the captivity of 

Judah, regardeth not thee, O king, nor the decree that thou hast 

14 signed, but maketh his petition ihree times a day. Then the 

king, when he heard these words, was sore displeased with him- 

olf” ‘and set his heart on Daniel to deliver him: and he labored 

15 till the going down of the sun to deliver him. Then these men 

assembled unto the king, and said unto the king, Know, O king, 

that. the law of the Medes and Persians is, That no decree nor 

16 statute which the king establisheth may be changed. Then the 


king commanded, and they brought Daniel, and cast him into the . 


den of lions. Now the king spake and said unto Daniel, ‘Thy 
17 God whom thou servest continually, he will deliver thee.’ And 
a.stone was brought, and laid upon the mouth of the den; and 
the king sealed it with his own signet, and with the signet of his 
lords; that the purpose might not be changed concerning Daniel. 
18 Then the king went to his palace, and passed the night fasting: 
neither were instruments of music brought before him: and his 
sleep went from him. 
19 umn the king arose very early in the morning, and went in 
20 haste unto the den of lions. And when he came to the den, he 
cried with a lamentable voice unto Daniel: and the king spake 
and said to Daniel, ‘O Daniel, servant of the living God, is thy 
God, whom thou servest continually, able to deliver thee from 
21 the lions?’ Then said Daniel, unto the king, ‘O king, live for 
22 ever. My God hath sent his angel, and hath shut the lions’ 
mouths, that they have not hurt me: forasmuch as before him 
innocency was found in me; and also before thee, O king, have 
23 I done no hurt’ Then was the king exceeding glad for him, 
and commanded that they should take Daniel up out of the den. 
So Daniel was taken up out of the den, and no manner of hurt 
24 was fourid upon him, because he believed in his God. And the 
king commanded, and they brought those men which had accused 
Daniel, and they cast them into the den of lions, them, their chil- 
dren, and their wives; and the lions had the mastery of them, 


and brake all their bones in pieces or ever they came at the 
Rape of the den. j 


* 
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25. Then ‘king Darius wrote unto all people, nations, and lan- 
guages, that dwell in ali the earth; 


26 ‘Peace be multiplied unto you. ‘I makea decree, That in every dominion 
of my xipgrom men tremble and fear before the God of Danijel: for he is the 
living God, and stedfast for ever, and his kingdom that which shall not be 

27 destroyed; and his dominion shall be even unto the end. He delivereth and 

. rescueth, and he worketh signs and wonders in heaven and in earth, who hath 
delivered Daniel from the power of the lions.’ 


28 So this Daniel prospered in the reign of Darius, and in the 
reign of Cyrus the Persian. F 


IN the first year of Belshazzar king of Babylon, Daniel had a 
dream and visions'of his head upon his bed: then he wrote the 
dream, and told the sum of the matters. Daniel spake and said, 

T saw in my vision by night, and, behold, the four winds of the 
heaven strove upon the great sea. And four great beasts came 
up-from the sea, diverse one from another. The first was like-a 
lion, and had eagles’ wings: I beheld till the wings thereof were 
plucked, and it was lifted up from the earth, and made stand upon 
the feet as a man, and a man’s heart was given to it. And behold 
another beast, a second, like to.a bear, and it raised up itself on 
one side, and w had three ribs in the mouth of it hetween the 
teeth of it: and they said thus unto it, Arise, devour much flesh. 
6 After this 1 beheld, and Jo another, like a leopard, which had 

upon the back of it four wings of a fowl; the beast had also four 
7 heads; and dominion was given to it. Afier this I saw in the 
night visions, and behold a fourth beast, dreadful and terrible, 
and strong exceedingly ; and it had great iron teeth: it devoured 
and brake in ‘pieces, and stamped the residue with the feet of it: 
and it was diverse from:all the beasts that were before it; and it 
8 had ten horns. I considered the horns, and, behold, there came up 
among them another little horn, before whom there were three 
of the first horns plucked up by the roots: and, behold, in this 
horn were eyes like the eyes of man, and a mouth speaking great 
9. things. I beheld tll. the thrones were cast down, and the Ancient 
of days did sit, whose garment was white as snow, and the hair 
of his head like the pure wool: his throne was like the fiery 
10 flame, and his wheels as burning fire. A fiery stream issued 
and came forth from before him: thousand thousands ministered 
unto him, and ten thousand times ten thousand stood before him: 
1l the judgment was set, and the books were opened. .I beheld 
then because of the voice of the great words which the horn 
spake: I beheld even till the beast was slain, and his body de- 
12 stroyed, and given to the burning flame, As concerning the rest 
of the beasts, they had their dominion) taken away: yet their 
13 lives were prolonged for a season and time. I saw in the night 
visions, and, behold, one like the Son of man came with the 
clouds of heaven, and came to the Ancient of days, and they 
14 brought him near before him. And there was: given him do- 
minion, and glory, and a kingdom, that all people, nations, and 
languages, should serve him: his, dominion is an everlasting 
dominion, pebioha thal pols Deb away, and his kingdom that 
hich shall not be destroyed... ij 
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I Danie was grieved in my spirit in the midst of my body, 
and the visions of my head troubled me. I came near unto one 
of them that stood by, and asked him the truth of all this. So he 
told me, and made me know the interpretation of the things. 


These great beasts, which are four, are four kings, which shall arise out of the earth. 
But the saints of the Most High shall take the kingdom, and possess the kingdom for ever, 
even for ever and ever. 


Ten I would know the truth of the fourth beast, which was 
diverse from all the others, exceeding dreadful, whose teeth were 
of iron, and his nails of brass; which devoured, brake in pieces, 
and stamped the residue with his feet; and of the ten horns that 
were in his head, and of the other which came up, and before 
whom three fell; even of that horn that had eyes, and a mouth 
that spake very great things, whose look was more stout than his 
fellows. I beheld, and the same horn made war with the saints, 
and prevailed against them; until the Ancient of days came, and 
judgment was given to the saints of the Most High; and the tme 
came that the saints possessed the kingdom. 


Thus he said, The fourth beast shall be the fourth kingdom upon earth, which shall be 

diverse from all kingdoms, and shall devour the whole earth, and shall tread it down, and 
break it in pieces. 

And the ten horns out of this kingdom are ten kings that shall arise: and another shall rise 


after them ; and he shall be diverse from the first, and he shal] subdue three kings. 


And he shall speak great words against the Most High, and shall wear out the saints of the 
Most High, and think to change times and laws: and they shall be given into his hand 
until a time and times and the dividing 'of time. 

But the judgment shall-sit, and they shall take away his dominion, to consume and to 
destroy it unto the end. 


And the kingdom and dominion, and the greatness of the kingdom under the. whole heaven, 
shall be given to the people of the saints of the Most High, whose kingdom is an ever- 
lasting kingdom, and all dominions shall serve and obey him. 


Hrruerro is the end of the matter. As for me Daniel, my 
cogitations much troubled me, and my countenance changed in 
me: but I kept the matter in my heart. 

IN the third year of the reign of king Belshazzar a vision 
appeared unto me, even wnlo me Daniel, after that which appear- 
ed unto me at the first. And I saw ina vision; and it came to 
pass, when I saw, that I was at Shushan in the palace, which zs 
in the province of Elam ; and J saw in a vision, and I was by 
the river of Ulai. : 

Then I lifted up mine eyes, and saw, and, behold, there stood 
before the river'a ram which had two horns: and the ¢wo horns 
were high; but one was higher than the other, and the higher 
came up last. I saw the ram pushing westward, and northward, 
and southward; so that no beasts might stand before him, neither 
was there any that could deliver out of his hand; but he did 
according to his will, and became great. And as I was consider- 
ing, behold, an he-goat came from the west on the face of the 
whole earth, and touched not the ground: and. the goat had a 
notable horn between his eyes. And he came to the ram that 
had ¢wo horns, which I had seen standing before the river, and 
ran unto him in the fury of his power. And I saw him come 
close unto the ram, and he was moved with choler against him, 
and smote the ram, and brake his two horns: and there was no 
power, in the ram to stand before him, but he cast him down to 
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the ground, and stamped upon him: and there was none that 
8 could deliver the ram out of his hand. Therefore the goat 
waxed very great: and when he was strong, the great horn was 
broken; and for it came up four notable ones toward the four 
9 winds of heaven. And out of one of them came ‘forth a little 
horn, which waxed exceeding great, toward the south, and to- 
10 ward the east, and toward the pleasant land. And it waxed 
great, even to the host of heaven; and it cast down some of the 
host and of the stars to the ground, and stamped upon them. 
11 Yea, he magnified himself even to the prince of the host, and by 
him the daily sacrifice was taken away, and the place of his 
12 sanctuary was cast down. And an host was given him against 
the daily sacrifice by reason of transgression, and it cast down 
13 the truth to the ground ; and it practised, and prospered. Then 
I héard one saint speaking, and another saint said unto that cet- 
tain saint which spake, How long shall be the vision concerning 
the daily sacrifice, and the transgression of desolation, to give 
14 both the sanctuary and the host to be trodden under foot? And 
he said unto me, Unto two thousand and three hundred days; 
then shall the sanctuary be cleansed. ' : 
15 AND it came to pass, when I, even I Daniel, had seen the vision, 
and sought for the meaning, then, behold, there stood before me 
16 as the appearance ofa man. And I heard a man’s voice between 
the banks of Ulai, which called, and said, Gabriel, make this man- 
17 to understand the vision. So he came near where I stood: ‘and 
when he came, I was afraid, and fell upon my face: but he said 
unto me, Understand, O son of man: for at the time of the end 
18 shall be the vision. Now as he was speaking with me, I was in 
a deep sleep on my face toward the ground: but he touched me, 
19 and set me upright. And he said, Behold, I will make thee know 
what shall be in the last end of the indignation: for at the time 
appointed the end shall be. 


THE ram which thou sawest having two horns are the kings of Media and Persia. 
And the rough goat is the king of Grecia: and the great horn thatis between his eyes\is the 


first king. 
Now that being broken, Whereas four stood up for it, four kingdoms shall stand up out of 


the nation, but not in his power. 
And in the latter time of their kingdom, when the transgressors are come to the full, 2 king 


of fierce countenance, and understanding dark sentences, shall stand up. 
And his power shall be mighty, but not by his own power; and he shall destroy wonder- 
., fully, and shall prosper, and practise, and shall destroy the mighty and the holy people. 
And through his policy also he shall cause craft to prosper in his hand ; and he shall magnify 
himself in his heart, and by peace shall destroy many : he shall also stand up against the 


Prince of princes; but he shall be broken without hand. 
And the vision of the evening and the morning which was fold is true: wherefore shut thou 


up the vision; for it shall be for many days. 

27. And I Daniel fainted, and was sick certain days; afterward I 
rose up, and did’ the king’s business ; and I was astonished at the 
vision, but none understood 7. 

9 IW the first yéar of Darius the son of Ahasuerus, of the’ seed- 
of'the Medes, which was made king over the realm of the Chal- 

deans; in the first year of his reign I Daniel understood by books - 

the number of the years, whereof the word of the LORD-came 
to Jeremiah the prophet, that he would accomplish seventy years 
in the desolations of Jerusalem. And I set my face nn the Lord 
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GOD,.to seek by prayer and supplications, with fasting, and sack- 
A cloth, and ashes: and I prayed unto the LORD. my God, and 
made my confession, and said, ; 
«QO Lord, the great and dreadful God, keeping the covenantiand 
mercy to them that love him, and to them that keep his com- 
5 mandments; we have sinned, and have committed iniquity, and 
have done wickedly, and have rebelled, even. by deparung 
6. from thy precepts and from thy judgments: neither have, we 
hearkened unto thy servanis, the prophets, which spake in thy 
name to our kings, our. princes, and our, fathers, and to all the 
7. people of the land. O Lord, righteousness belongeth unto thee, 
but unto us confusion, of faces; as at this day; to the men of 
Judah, and to the, inhabitants of Jerusalem, and unto all Israel, 
that are near, and that are far off through all.the countries 
whither thou hast driven them, because of their trespass that 
8 they have trespassed against thee. O Lord, to us belongeth.con- 
fusion of face, 10 our kings, to. our princes, and to our fathers, 
9 because we have sinned.against thee, ‘To the LORD our God 6e- 
long mercies and forgivenesses, though we have rebelled against

to walk in his laws, which he set before us by his servants the 
11 prophets. Yea, all Israel haye transgressed thy law, even by 
departing, that they might not obey thy voice; therefore the, 
curse is poured upon us, and the oath that is written in the law 
of Moses the servant of God, because we have sinned, against 
12 him. And he hath confirmed his words, which he spake against 
us, and against our judges that judged us, by bringing upon us a 
great evil; for under the whole heaven hath not been done-as 
13 hath been done upon Jerusalem. As, itis written in the law of 
Moses, all this evil is come upon us: yet made we not our prayer 
before the LORD our God, that we might turn from our iniqui- 
14 ties, and understand thy truth. Therefore hath the LORD 
watched upon the evil, and brought it upon us: for the LORD 
our.God is righteous in all his works which he doeth» for we 
15 obeyed not his voice. And now, O Lord our God, that hast 
brought thy people forth out of the land of Egypt with a mighty 
hand, ‘and hast gotten thee renown, as at this day ; we have sin 
16 ned, we have done wickedly. O Lord, according to all thy 
righteousness, I beseech thee, let thine anger and thy fury be 
turned away from thy*city Jerusalem, thy, holy mountain: be- 
cause for our sins, and for the iniquities of our fathers, Jerusalem, 
and thy people are become a reproach to all that are abont us. 
17. Now therefore, O our God, hear the prayer of thy servant, and: 
his supplications, and cause. thy face to shine upon thy sanctuary 
18 that is desolate, for the Lord’s. sake. .O my God, incline thine 
ear, and hear; open thine eyes, and behold our desolations, and 
the city which is called by thy name: for we do not present our 
supplications before thee for our righteousness, but for thy great 
19 mercies, © Lord, hear; O Lord, forgive; O Lord, hearken,and 
do; defer not, for thine own sake, O my God: for thy city and 
thy mane are called by thy name,’ 
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Awnp whilesI was speaking, and praying, and confessing my 
sin and the sin of my people Israel, and presenting my supplica- 
tion before the LORD my God for the holy mountain of my God; 
yea, whiles I was speaking in prayer, even the man Gabriel, 
whom I had seen in the vision at the beginning, being caused to 
fly swiftly, touched me about the time of the evening oblation, 
And he informed me, and talked with me, and said, O Daniel; T 
am now come forth to give thee skill and understanding. At 
the beginning of thy supplications the commandment came forth, 
and Iam come to show t/ve ; for thou art greatly beloved : there- 
fore understand the matter, and consider the vision. u 


SEVENTY weeks are determined upon thy people and upon thy holy city, to finish the 
transgression, and ‘to make an end of sins, and to make’ reconciliation for iniquity, and to 
pring in cveriagline righteousness, and to seal up the vision and prophecy, and to anoint the 

‘ost Holy. 

KNOW therefore and understand. that from the going forth of the commandment to 
restore and to build Jerusalem unto the Messiah the Prince shall be seven weeks,and three- 
score and two weeks: the sireet shall be built again, and the wall, even in troublous times, 

AND after threescore and two weeks shal] Messiah be cut off, but not for himself: and 
the people of the prince that shall come shall destroy the city and the sanctuary ; and the 
end thereof shall Be with a flood, and unto the end of the war desolations are determined...

multitude. And I Daniel alone saw the vision: for the men that 
were with me saw not the vision; but a great quaking fell upon 
them, so that they fled to hide themselves. Therefore I was left 
alone, and saw this great vision, and there remained no strength 
in me: for my comeliness was turned in me into’ corruption, 'and 
T retained no strength. Yet heard I the voice of his words: and 
when I heard the voice of his words, then was I in a deep sleep 
on my face, and my face toward the ground. And, behold, an 
hand touched me, which set me upon my knees and wpon:the 
palms of my hands. And he said unto me, O Daniel, a man 
greatly beloved, understand the words that I speak unto thee, 
and stand upright: for unto thee am I now sent... And when he, 
had spoken this word unto me, I stood trembling. ‘Then said he 
unto me, Fear not, Daniel: for from the first day that thou didst 
set thine heart to understand, and to chasten thyself before thy 
God, thy words were heard, and I am come for thy a But 
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the prince of the kingdom of Persia withstood me one-and-twenty 
- days: but, Jo, Michael, one of the chief princes, came to help 
14 me; and I remained there with the kings of Persia. Now.1am 
come to make thee undersiand what shall befall thy people an 
15 the latter days: for yetthe vision ¢s for zany days. And when 
he had spoken such words unto me, 1 set my face toward 
16 the ground, and 1 became dumb. And, behold, one like: the 
similitude of the sons of men touched my lips: then I opened 
my mouth, and spake, and said unio him thatstood before me, O 
amy lord, by the vision my sorrows are turned upon me, and I 
17 have retained no strength. For how can the servant of this my 
lord talk with this my lord? for as for me, straightway there 
remained no sirengih in me, neither is there breath leftin-me- 
18 Then there came again and touched me one like the appearance 
19 of a man, and he sirengthened me, 'and said,.O man greatly 
beloved, fear not: peace be unto thee, be strong, yea, be strong. 
And when he had spoken unto me, { was strengthened, and:said,y: 
Let my lord speak; for thou hast strengthened me. . 
20 . THEN said he, Knowest thqu wherefore I come unto thee? 
and now will I’ return to fight with the prince of Persia: and 
21 when Iam gone forth, lo, the prince of Grecia shall come. But

3. barley: and I said unto her, 


Thou shalt abide for me many days ; thou shalt not play the harlot, 
‘And thou shalt not be for another man: so will | also be for thee. 
4 For the children of Israel shall abide many days without a king, 
‘And without a prince, and without a sacrifice, and without an image, 
And without an ephod, and witheut teraphim: 
5 Afterward shall the children of Israel return, 
And seek the LORD their God, and David their king; 
And shall fear the LORD and his goodness in the latter days. 
HEAR the word of the LORD, ye children of Israel : 
For the LORD hath a controversy with the inhabitants of the land, 
Because there is no truth, nor mercy, nor knowledge of God in the land. 
By swearing, and lying, and killing, and stealing, 
And committing adultery, they break out, and blood toucheth blood. 3

19 The wind hath bound her up in her wings, 
6 And they shall be ashamed because of their sacrifices. 


_Hear ye this, O priests; and hearken, ye house of Israel ; 

And give ye ear, O house of the king; for judgment is toward you, 
Because ye have been 4 snare on Mizpah, and a net spread upon Tabor. 
And the revolters.are profound to make Sei 

Though I have been a rebuker of them all. 
I know Ephraim, and Israel is not hid from me: i 
For now, 0 Ephraim, thou committest whoredom, and Israel is defiled. 


They will not frame their doings td turn unto their God : 
For the spirit of whoredoms és in the midst of them, and they have not known the LORD. 
0° the pride of Israel doth testify to his f: 
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‘Therefore shall Israel and Ephraim fall in their iniquity ;

10 The princes of Judah were like them that remove the bound:

ll Ephraim ts oppressed and broken in judgment, 
Because he willingly walked afer the commandment.

And to the house of Judah as rottenness. 
13 When Ephraim saw his sickness, and Judah saw his wound, 
Then went Ephraim to the Assyrian, and sent to king Jareb:

2 And they consider not in their hearts that I remember all their wickedness : 
Now their own doings have beset then: about; they are before my face. 
3 They make the king glad with their wickedness, and {he princes with their lies, 
4 They ave all adulterers, as an oven heated by the baker, — 
Who ceaseth from raising after he hath kneaded the dough, until it be leavened. 
5 In the day of our king the princes have made Aim sick with bottles of wine; 
He stretched out his hand with scorners. § el i 
6 For they have made ready their heart like an oven, whiles they lie in wait: 
Their baker sleepeth all the night; in the morning it burneth as a flaming fire. 
7 They are all hot as an oven, and have devoured their judges ; 
All their kings are fallen: there is none among therm that calleth unto me. 
8 Ephraim, he hath mixed himself among the people ; Ephraim is a cake not turned. 
9 Strangers have devoured his strength, and he knoweth it not: 
Yea, gray hairs are here and there upon him, yet he knoweth not, 
0 nd the pride of Israel testifieth to his face: ‘ 
And they do not return to the LORD their God, nor seek him for all this, — 
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il PHRAIM also is like a silly dove without heart: 
They call to Eeypt, they go to Assyria, 
12 When they shall go, I will spread my net upon them ;

10 Yea, though they have hired among the nations, now will I gather them, 
‘And they shall sorrow a little for the burden of the king of princes, 
11 Because Ephraim hath made many altars to sia, altars shall be unto him to sin. 
12 T have written to him the great things of my iaw, 
But they were counted as a strange thing, 
13 They sacrifice flesh for the sacrifices of mine offerings, and eat it ; 
But the LORD accepteth them not; now will he remember their iniquity, 
And visit their sins: they shall return to Egypt. 
14 For Israel hath forgotten his Maker, and buildeth temples ; 
And Judah hath muliiplied fenced cities : 
But I wiil send a fire upon his cities, and it shall devour the palaces thereof. 
3 Rejoice not, O Israel, for joy. as other people: 
For thou hast gone a whoring from thy God, 
Thou hast loved a reward upon every corn-floor. 





2 The floor and the wine-press shall not feed them, 
And the new wine shall fail in her, 
3 They shall not dwell in the LORD’S land ; 


But Ephraim shall return to Egypt, and they shall eat unclean things in Assyria.

8 The watchman of Ephraim was with my God: 
But the prophet és a snare of a fowler in all his ways

9 They have deeply corrupted themselves, as in the days of Gibeah :

10 I found Israel like grapes in the wilderness; ~ 3

3 He took his brother by the heel in the womb, 
e ‘And by his strength he had power with God:

2 =NOW THE word or THE LORD caME UNTO JONAH THE SON 
2 oF AmiTTAl, saying, “Arise, go to Nineveh, that great city, and 
3 cry against it; for their wickedness is come up before me. But 
Jonah rose up to flee unto Tarshish from the presence of the 
LORD, and went down to Joppa; and he found a ship going to 
Tarshish: so he paid the fare thereof, and went down into it, to 
go with them unto Tarshish from the presence of the LORD.

THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO 
MATTHEW. 





THE book of the generation of Jesus Christ, the son of David, 
the son of Abraham. ; 

ABRAHAM begat Isaac; and Isaac begat Jacob; and Jacob 
begat Judas and his brethren. And Judas begat Phares and 
Zara of Thamar; and Phares begat Esrom. And Esrom begat 
Aram; 'and Aram begat Aminadab. And Aminadab begat 
Naasson ; and Naasson begat Salmon. And Salmon begat Booz 
of Rachab; and Booz begat Obed of Ruth. And Obed begat 
Jesse ; 'and Jesse begat David the king. And David the king 
begat Solomon of her that had been the wife of Urias; and Solo- 
mon begat Roboam. And Roboam begat Abia; and Abia begat 
Asa. And Asa begat Josaphat; and Josaphat begat Joram. 
And Joram begat Ozias ; 'and Ozias begat Joatham. And Joa- 
tham begat Achaz; and Achaz begat Ezekias. And Ezekias 10 
begat Manasses ; and Manasses begat Amon. And Amon begat 
Josias; and Josias begatJechonias and his brethren, about the 11 
time they were carried away to Babylon. And after they were 12 
brought to Babylon, Jechonias begat Salathiel; and Salathiel 
begat Zorobabel. And Zorobabel begat Abiud; and Abiud 13 
begat Eliakim. And Eliakim begat Azor; 'and Azor begat 14 
Sadoc. And Sadoe begat Achim; and Achim begat Eliud. 
'And Eliud begat Eleazar; and Eleazar begat Matthan. And 15 
Matthan begat Jacob; and Jacob begat Joseph the husband of 16 
Mary, of whom was born Jesus, who is called Curist. So all 17 
the generations from Abraham to David are fourteen genera- 
tions; and from David until the carrying away into Babylon are 
fourteen generations; and from the carrying away into Babylon 
unto Christ are fourteen generations. 

NOW the birth of Jesus Christ was on this wise: When as 18 
his mother Mary was espoused to Joseph, before they came to- 
gether, she was found with child of the Holy Ghost. Then Jo- 19 
seph her husband, being a just man, and not willing to make her 
a public example, was minded to put her away privily. But 20 
while he thought on these things, behold, the angel of the LORD 
appeared unto him in a dream, saying, Joseph, thou son of - 
David, fear not to take unto thee Mary thy wife: for that which 
is conceived in her is of the Holy Ghost: and she shall bring 21 
forth a son, and thou shalt call his name Jesus: for he shall save 
his people from their sins. (Now all this was done, that it might 22 
be fulfilled which was spoken of the LORD by the prophet, 


saying,

which being mterpreted, is, GOD WITH US.) Then penert 24 
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being raised from sleep, did as the angel of the LORD had bidden 
him, and took unto him his wife : and knew her not till she had 25 
brought forth her first-born son: and he called his name JEsus. 

NOW when Jesus was born in Bethlehem of Judea in the 2 
days of Herod the king, behold, there came Wisk MEN from the 
east to Jerusalem, 'saying, Where is he that is born King of the 
Jews? for we have seen his star in the east, and are come to 
worship him. When Herod the king had heard these things, he 
was troubled, and all Jerusalem with him. And when he had 
gathered all the chief priests and scribes of the people together, 
he demanded of them where Christ should be born. _And they 
said unto him; In, Bethlehem of Judea: for thus it is written by 
the prophet, : :

And thou Bethlehem, in the land of Juda, 6 
‘Art not the least among the princes of Juda: 

For out of thee shall come a Governor, 

That shall rule my people Israel. 


Then Herod, when he had privily called the Wise Men, nquired 7 
of them diligently what time the sjar appeared. And he sent 8 
them to Bethlehem, and said, Go, and search diligently for the 
young child; and when ye have found him, bring me word again, 
that I may come and worship him also. When they had heard the 9 
king, they departed ; and lo, the star, which they saw in the east, 
went before them, till it came and stood over where the young 
child was. When they saw the star, they rejoiced with exceed- 10 
ing great joy. And when they were come into the house, they, ll 
saw the young child with Mary his mother, and fell down and 
worshipped him; and when they had opened their treasures,, 
they presented unto him gifts; gold, and frankincense, and myrrh. 
And being warned of God in a dream that they should not return, 12 
to Herod, they departed into their own country another way. 

AND. when they were departed, behold, the angel of the 13 
LORD appeareth to Joseph in a dream, saying, Arise, and take 
the young child and his mother, and flee into Egypt, and be thou 
there until I bring’ thee word: for Herod will seek the young 
child to destroy him. When he arose, he took the young:child 14 
and his mother by night, and departed into Egypt: and was there 15 
until the death of Herod: that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken of the LORD by the prophet, saying, 

Out of Egypt have I called my Son. : 

THEN Herod, when he saw that he was mocked of the Wisz 16 
Men, was exceeding wroth, and sent forth, and slew all the chil- 
dren that were in Bethlehem, and in all the coasts thereof, from 
two years old and under, according to the time which he had 
diligently inquired of the Wise Men. Then was fulfilled that 17 
which was spoken by Jeremy the prophet, saying, ; 

In Rama was there a voice heard, 18 
Lamentation, and weeping, and great mourning, Pyare 


Rachel weeping for her ghildren, 
And would not be comforted, because they are not. 


But, when Herod was dead, behold, an angel of the LORD 19 
ebpemeenta adream to Joseph in Egypt, 'saying, Arise, and take 20 
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the young child and his mother, and go into the land of Israel: 
for they are dead which sought the young child’s life. And he 21 
arose, and took the young child and his mother, and came into 
the land of Israel. But when he heard that Archelaus did reign 22 
in Judea in the room of his father Herod, he was afraid to go 
thither: notwithstanding, being warned of God in a dream. he 
turned aside into the parts of Galilee: and he came and dwelt in, 23 
a city called Nazareth: that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the prophets, He shall be called a Nazarene. 

IN those days came John the Baptist, preaching in the wil- 
derness of Judea, 'and saying, Repent ye; for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand. For this is he that was spoken of by the 
prophet Esaias, saying, : 

The voice of one ¢rying in the wilderness, 


Prepare ye the way of the LORD, 
Make his paths straight. 


And the same John had his raiment of camel’s hair, and a 
Jeathern girdle abouts.,is loins; and his meat was locusts and 
wild honey... Then went out to him Jerusalem, and all Judea, 
and all the region round about Jordan, ' and were baptized of him 
in Jordan, confessing their sins. But when he saw many of the 
Pharisees and Sadducees come to his baptism, he said unto them, 
O generation of vipers! who hath warned you to flee from the 
wrath to come? Bring forth therefore fruits meet for repentance: 
and think not to say within yourselves, We have Abraham to 
our father: for I say unto you, that God is able of these stones 
to raise up children unto Abraham. And now also the ax is 10 
Jaid unto the root of the -trees: therefore every tree which 
bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn down, and cast into the 

fire. I indeed baptize you with water, unto repentance : but he 11 
that cometh after me is mightier than I, whose shoes I am not 
worthy to bear: he shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost, and 

with fire: whose fan is in his hand, aud he will thoroughly 12 
purge his floor and gather his wheat into the garner: but he 

‘will burn up the chaff with unquenchable fire. 

Tren cometh Jesus from Galilee to Jordan unto John, to be 13 
baptized of him. But John forbade him, saying, I have need to 14 
be baptized of thee, and comest thou tu me? And Jesus an- 15 
swering said unto him, Suffer it to be so now: for thus it be-_. - + 
cometh us to fulfil all righteousness. Then he suffered him... 
And Jesus, when he was baptized, went up straightway out of 16 
the water: and lo, the heavens were opened unto him, and he 
saw the Spirit of God descending like a dove, and lighting upon 
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him: and lo, a voice from heaven, saying, 
‘This is my beloved.Son, in whom I am well pleased.’ _ 
THEN was Jesus led up of the Spirit into the wilderness, to 
be tempted of the Devil. And when he had fasted forty days 
and forty njghts, he was afierwards an hungered. 
AND a the Tempter came to him, he said, If thon be the 
Son of God, command that these stones be made bread. But he 
answered and said, It is rae Man shall not eh by 
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bread alone, but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God.” 

THEN the Devil taketh him up into the holy city, and setteth 
him ona pinnacle of the temple, 'and saith unto him, If thou’. 
be the Son. of God, cast thyself down, for it is written, 


“On 


He shall give his angels charge concerning thee: 

And in their hands they shall bear thee up; 

Lest at any time thou dash thy foot against a stone, yp 
Jesus said.unto him, It is written again, “Thou shalt not. 7 
tempt the LORD thy God.” 

Again the Devil taketh him up into an exceeding high moun- 8 
tain, and showeth him all the kingdoms of the world, and the 
glory of them, 'and saith unto him, All these things will I give. 9 
thee, if thou wilt fall down and worship me. Then saith Jesus 10 
unto him, Get thee hence, Satan! for it is written, “Thou 
shalt worship the LORD thy God, and him only shalt 
thow:serve.” Then the Devil leavejh him, and behold, 11 
angels came and ministered unto him. 4, = 

NOW, when Jesus had heard that Jontevas cast into prison, 12 
he departed into Galilee. And leav; i Nazareth, he came and 13 
dwelt in Capernaum; which is upon ihe sea-coast in the borders 
of Zabulon and Nephthalim; that it might be fulfilled which 14 


was spoken by Hsaias the prophet, saying, 


The land of Zabulon} and the land of Nephthalim, 15 
By the way of the sea, 
Beyond Jordan, Galilee of the Gentiles : 
The people which sat in darkness, saw great light ; 16 
And to them which sat in the region and shadow of death, light is sprung up. 

From that time Jesus began to preach, and to say, Repent; for 17 
the kingdom of heaven is at hand. ‘ 
' Anp Jesus, walking by the sea of Galilee, saw two brethren, 18 
Simon called Peter, and Andrew his brother, casting a net into 
the sea; for they were fishers. And he saith unto them, Follow 19 
me, and T will make you fishers of men. And they straightway 20 
left their nets, and followed him. And going on from thence, 21 
he saw other two brethren, James the son of Zebedee, and John 
his brother, in a ship with Zebedee their father, mending their 
nets; and he called them. And they immediately left the ship 22 
and their father, and followed him. 

Awnp Jesus went about. all Galilee, teaching in their syna- 23 
gogues, and preaching the gospel of the kingdom, and healing 
all manner of'sickness, and all manner of disease among the 
people. And his fame went throughout all: Syria: and they 24 
brought unto him ‘all sick people that were taken with divers — 
diseases and torments, and those which were possessed with 
devils, and*those which were lunatic, and those that had the 
palsy ; and he healed them. 

Awnp there followed him great multitudes of people from Gali- 25 
lee, and from Decapolis, and from Jerusalem, and from Judea,” 
and from beyond Jordan. And seeing the multitudes, he went 5 
up into a mountain: and when he was set, his disciples came 
unto bes 4 And he opened his mouth, atid taught them, saying, 2 
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' Blessed wre the poor itspirit: for their'sis the kingdom ofheaven. 3 
Blessed. are they that mourn’: for they shall be comforted. 4 
Blessed are theiméek: for they shall inherit the earth. Blessed’ 5,6 
are they which do hunger and thirst after righteousness : for they 
shall be filled. Blessed ave the merciful: for they shall obtain’ 7 
merey»| ‘Blessed are the pure in heart: for they shall see'God. 8 
Blessed: are the’ peace-makers: for they:shall be called the chil- 9 
(dren, of God. Blessed are they which are persecuted for right- 10 
eousness’ sake: for their’s is the kingdom of heaven: Blessed 11 
are ye when men shall reyile you, and persecute you, and shall 
say all manner of evil against you falsely, for my sake. Re- 12 
joice, and be exceeding glad, for great is your reward in heaven: 
for so persecuted they the prophets which were before you. 

Ye are thé salt of the earth: but if the salt have lost his 13 
savor, wherewith shall it be salted? it is theneeforth good for 
nothing, but to be cast out and to be trodden under foot of men. 
'Ye are the light of the world... A city that is set on a hill can- 14 
not be hid. . Neither do men light a candle, and put it under a 15 
bushel, but on acandlestick: and it giveth light unto all that 
are in the house: Let your light so shine before men, that they 16 
may.see your good works, and glorify your Father which is in 
heaven. ‘ 

Think not that I am come to destroy the law, or the prophets: 17 
Tam not come to destroy, but to fulfil. For verily, I say unto 18 
you, Till heaven and earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall in no 
‘wise pass from: the: law, till all be fulfilled. Whosoever there- 19 
fore shall break one of these least commandments, and shall 
teach men so, he»shall be called the’ least in the kingdom of 
heaven: but whosoever shall do, and teach them, the same shall 
be called great in the kingdom of heaven. For I say unto you, 20 
That except your righteousness shall exceed the righteousness of 
the scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter into the king- 
dom of heaven: 

Ye have heard that it was said by them of old time, “ Thou 21 
shalt not kill,”) and, “Whosoever shall kill, shall 
be in danger of the judgment:” but I say unto you, That 22 
whosoever is angry with his brother without a cause, shall be in ~ 
danger of the judgment: and whosoever shall say to his‘ brother, 
Raca, shall! be in danger of the council: but whosoever shall 
say, Thou fool, shall be in danger of hell-fire. Therefore, if thou 23 
pring thy gift to the altar, and there rememberest that thy brother 
hath aught against thee, leave there thy gift before the altar, 24 
and go thy way; first be reconciled to thy brother, and then come 
and offer thy gift. Agree with thine adversary quickly, whilst 25 
thou art in the way with him; lest'at any time the adversary 
deliver thee to the judge, and the judge deliver thee to the ofl : 
cer, and:thou be cast into prison. Verily, T say unto thee, Thou’ 26 
shalt by no means come out thence, till thow hast paid the utter- ~ 
mostifarthing: |) a hes a 
\ ¥e-havey heard:that it was:said by them of old time, “Thow 27 
ghalt not commit adultery:” but T say retin That 28 
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whosoever looketh ona woman to lust after her, hath committed 
adultery with her already in his heart. And if thy right eye 29 
offend thee, pluck it out, and cast i¢ from thee: for it is profitable 
for thee that one of thy members should perish, and not that thy 
whole body should be cast into hell. And if thy right hand of 30 
fend thee, cut it off, and cast it ftom thee: for it is profitable’ for 
thee that one of thy members should perish, and not that thy 
whole body should be cast into hell. It hath been said, “Who- 31 
soever shall put away his wife, let him give her 

a writing of divorcement:” but I say unto you, That 32 
whosoever shall put away his wife, saving for the cause of for- 
nication, causeth her to commit adultery: and whosoever shall 
marry her that is divorced, committeth adultery. 

Again, ye have heard that it hath been said by them of old 33 
time, “Thou shalt not forswear thyself, but shalt 
perform unto the LORD thine oaths:” But I say unto 34 

ou, Swear not at all: neither by heaven; for it is God’s throne: 
‘nor by the earth; for it is his footstool: neither by Jerusalem ; 35. 
for it is the city of the great King: neither shalt thou swear by 36 
thy head, because thou canst not make one hair white or black. 
But let your communication be, Y@a, yea; Nay, nay: for what- 37 
soever is more than these cometh of evil. 

Ye have heard that it hath been said, “An eye for an 38 
eye, and a tooth fora tooth.” ButI say unto you, That 39 
ye resist not evil: but whosoever shall smite thee on thy right 
cheek, turn to him the other also: and ifany man will sue thee 40 
at the law, and take away thy coat, let him have thy cloak also. 
And whosoever shall compel thee to goa mile, go with him 41 
twain. Give to him that asketh thee ; and from him that would 42 
borrow of thee, turn not thou away. 

Ye have heard that it hath been said, “Thou shalt love 43 
thy neighbor, and hate thine enemy:” ButIsay unto 44 
you, Love your enemies, bless them that curse you, do good to 
them that hate you, and pray for them which despitefully use 
you, and persecute you; that ye may be the children of your 45 
Father which is in heaven: for he maketh his sun to rise on the 
evil and on the good, and sendeth rain on the just and on the 
unjust. For if ye love them which love you, what reward have 46 
yer do not.eyen the publicans the same? "and if ye salute your 47 

rethren only, what do ye more than others? do not even the 2 
publicans so? Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father which 48 
is in heaven is perfect. ; 

Take heed that ye do not your alms before men, to be seen 6 
of them: otherwise ye have no reward of your Father which is 
in heaven. Therefore when thou doest thine alms, do not sound 2 
a trumpet before thee, as the hypocrites do, in the synagogues, 
and in the streets, that they may have glory of men. Verily, I 
Say unto you, They have their reward. But when thou doest 3 
alms, let not thy left hand know what thy right hand doeth; 
‘that thine alms may be in secret: and thy Father, which seeth 4 
in secret, pimselk shall reward thee openly. Ost 98 
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And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be as the hypocrites 5 
are: for they love to pray standing in the synagogues, and in the 
corners of the streets, that they may be seen of men. Verily, I 
say unto you, They have their reward. But thou, when thou 6 
prayest, enter into thy closet, and when thou hast shut thy door, 
pray to thy Father which is in secret: and thy Father, which 
seeth in secret, shall reward thee openly. But when ye pray, 
use not vain repetitions, as the heathen do: for they think that 
they shall be heard for their much speaking. Be not ye there- 8 
fore like unto them; for your Father knoweth what things ye 
have need of before ye ask him. After this manner-therefore 9 
pray ye: 

Our Father which art in heaven, hallowed be thy name. 
'Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done in earth as ¢ 2s in 10 
heaven. ‘Give us this day our daily bread. 'And forgive us 11 
our debts, as we’ forgive our debtors. 'And lead us not into 13 
temptation, but deliver us from evil. For thine is the kingdom, 
and the power, and the glory, for ever. Amen. 'For,if ye for- 14 
give men their trespasses, your heavenly Father will also forgive 
you: but, if ye forgive not men their trespasses, neither will 15 
your Father forgive your trespasses. 

Moreover, when ye fast, be not as the hypocrites, of a sad 16 
countenance: for they disfigure their faces, that they may appear 
unto men to fast. Verily, I say unto you, They have their re- 
ward. But thou, when thou fastest, anoint thy head, and wash 17 
thy face; that thou appear not unto men to fast, put unto thy 18 
Father, which is in secret: and thy Father, which seeth in secret, 
shall reward thee openly. : 

Lay not up for eulted treasures upon earth, where moth 19 
and rust doth corrupt, and where thieves break through and 
steal; but lay up for yourselves treasures in heaven, where 20 
neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, and where thieves do not 
break through nor steal. For where your treasure is, there will 21 
your heart be also. !The light of the body is the eye. Ifthere- 22 
fore thine eye be single, thy whole body shall be full of light. 
But if thine eye be evil, thy whole body shall be full of dark- 23 
ness. If therefore the light that is in thee be darkness, how _. 

reat is that darkness! No man can serve two masters: for 24 
either he will hate the one, and love the other; or else he will 
hold to the one, and despise the other. Ye cannot serve God 
and mammon. 

Therefore I say unto you, Take no thought for your life, what 25 
ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink; nor yet for your body, what 
ye shall put on. Is not the life more than meat, and the body 
than raiment? Behold the fowls of the air: for they sow not, 26 
neither do they reap, nor gather into barns; yet your heavenly 
Father feedeth them. Are ye not much better than they? 
Which of you by taking thought can add one cubit unto his 27 
stature? 'And why take ye thought for raiment? Consider the 28 
lilies of the field, how they grow; they toil not, neither de ihey | 
spin; 'and yetI say unto you, That even Solomon in a his 29° 
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glory was not arrayed like one of these. Wherefore if God so 30 


Clothe the grass of the field, which to-day is, and to-morrow is 
cast into the oven, shall he not much more clothe you, O ye of 


little faith? Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall we 31 


eat? or, what shall we drink? or, wherewithal shall we be 


clothed? ' (for after all these things do the Gentiles seek ;) for 32 


your heavenly Father knoweth that ye have need of all. these 


things. But seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righteous- 33 
ness, and all these things shall be added unto you. Take there- 34 


fore no thought for the morrow; for the morrow shall take 
thought for the things of itself, Sufficient unto the day is the 
evil thereof. 

Judge not, that ye be not judged. _'For with what judgment 
ye judge, ye shall be judged: and with what measure ye mete, 
it shall be measured to you again. And why beholdest thou 
the mote that is in thy brother’s eye, but considerest not the beam 
that is in thine own eye? Or how wilt thou say to thy brother, 
Let me pull out the mote out of thine eye; and behold, a beam 
is in thine own eye? Thou hypocrite! first cast out the beam 
out of thine own eye; and then ghalt thou see clearly to cast 
out the mote out of thy brother's eye. 

Give not that which is holy unto the dogs; neither cast ye 
your pearls before’ swine, lest they trample them under their 
feet, and turn again and rend you. 

Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, and ye shall find ; knock, 
and it shall be opened unto you. For every one that asketh, re- 
ceiveth’; and he that seeketh, findeth ; and to him that knocketh, 
it shal! be opened. Or what man is there of you, whom if his 
son ask bread, will he give him-a stone? Or if he ask a fish, will 
. he give him a serpent? If ye then, being evil, know how to give 
good gifts unto your children, how much more shall your Father 
which is in heaven give good things to them that ask him? 

Therefore all things whatsoever ye would that men should do to 
you, do ye even so to them; for this is the law and the prophets. 

Enter ye in at the strait gate: for wide is the gate, and broad 
is the way, that leadeth to destruction, and many there be which 
go in thereat: because, strait is the gate, and narrow ¢s the way, 
which leadeth unto life, and few there be that find it. 

Beware of false prophets, which come to you in sheep’s 
clothing, but inwardly they are .ravening wolves. Ye shall 
know them by their fruits. Do men gather grapes of thorns, or 
figs of thistles? Even so every good tree bringeth forth good 
fruit; but a corrupt tree bringeth forth evil fruit. A good tree 
cannot bring forth evil fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit. Kvery:tree that bringeth not forth good fruit 
is hewn down, and cast into the fire: Wherefore, by their fruits 
ye shall know them. 
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Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into 21 


the kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth the will of my Father 


which is in heaven. Many will say to me in that day, Lord, 22 


Lord, —"° not prophesied in thy name? and in thy name 
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have cast out devils? and in thy name done many wonderful 
works? And then will I profess unto them, I neyer knew you; 23 
depart from me, ye that work iniquity. 

Therefore, whosoever heareth these sayings of mine, and. 24 
doeth them, I will liken him unto a wise man, which built his 
house upon arock. And the rain descended, and the floods 25 
came, and the winds blew, and beat upon that house; and it fell 
not: for it was founded upona rock. And every one that heareth 26 
these sayings of mine, and doeth them not, shall be likened unto 
a foolish, man, which built his house upon the sand. And the 27 
rain descended, and the floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell: and great was the fall of it. 

AND it came to pass when Jesus had ended these sayings, the 28 
people were astonished at his doctrine. For he taught them as 29 
one having authority, and not as the scribes. 

WHEN he was come down from the mountain, great multi-, 3 
tudes followed him. And, behold, there came a leper and wor- 2 
shipped him, saying, Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst make me 
clean. And Jesus put forth his hand, and touched him, saying, 3 
[ will; be thou clean. And immediately his leprosy was cleansed. 
And Jesus saith unto him, See thou tellno man; but go thy way, 4 
show thyself to the priest, and offer the gift that Moses com- 
manded, for a testimony unto them. 

Anp when Jesus was entered into Capernaum, there came 
unto him a,centurion, beseeching him, !and saying, Lord, my 
servant lieth at home sick of the palsy, grievously tormented. 
And Jesus saith unto him, [ will come and heal him. The cen- 7, 
turion answered and said, Lord, I am not worthy that thou 
shouldest come under my roof; but speak the word only, and 
my servant shall be healed. For lama man under authority, 9 
having soldiers under me: and I say to this man, Go, and he 
goeth ; and to another, Come, and he cometh; and to my servant, 

Do this, and he doeth 7... When Jesus heard it, he marvelled, 10 
and said to them that, followed, Verily I say unto you, I have 
not found so great faith, no, not in Israel!. And I say unto you, 11 
That many shall come from the easi and west, and shall sit 
down with Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of 
heaven; but the children of the kingdom shall be cast out into 12 
outer darkness; there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth, 
And Jesus said unto the centurion, Go thy way; and as thou 13 
hast. believed, so be, it done unto thee. And his servant was. 
healed in the self-same hour. - y epg 

Anp when Jesus was come into Peter’s house, he saw his 14 
wife’s mother laid, and sick of a fever. And he touched her 15 
hand, 'and the fever left her: and she arose, and ministered unto. 
them. Hei 

WueEn the even was come, they brought unto him many that 16 
were possessed with devils: and he cast out the spirits’ with his 
word, and healed all that were sick; that it might ceed 17. 
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i Himself took our infirmities, and bare ow sicknesses.. ~ oe 
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NOW when Jesus saw great multitudes about him, he gave 18 
commandment to depart unto the other side. ‘ 

ANp a certain scribe came, and said unto him; Master, T will 19 
follow thee whithersoever thou goest. And Jesus saith unto 20 
him;' The foxes have holes, and the birds of the air have nests; 
but the Son of man hath not where to lay his head. ' 

Anp another of his disciples said unto him, Lord, suffer me 21 

: first to go and bury my father. But Jesus said unto him, Follow 22 
me }and let the dead bury their dead. 

Anp when he was entered into a ship, his disciples followed 23 
him» And behold, there arose a great tempest in the sea, inso- 24 
myfeh that ihe ship was covered with the waves: but he was 

“asleep. And his disciples came to him, and awoke him, saying, 25 

Lord, save us: we perish. And he saith unto them, Why are 26 

«ye fearful, O ye of little faith? Then he arose, and rebuked the 

Winds and the sea; and there was a great calm. But the men 27 
marvelled, saying, What manner of man is this, that even the 

' winds and the sea obey him! ; 

AND when he was come to the other side, into the country 28 
of the Gergesenes, there met him two possessed with devils, 
coming out of the tombs, exceeding fiercé, so that no man might 
pass by that way. And behold, they cried out, saying, What 29 
have we to do with thee, Jesus, thou Son of God ? art thou come 
hither to torment us before the time? And there was a good way 30 
off from them a herd of many swine, feeding. So the devils 31 
besought him, saying, If thou cast us out, suffer us to go away 
into the herd of swine. 'And he said unto them, Go. And 32° 
when they were come out, they went into the herd of swine : 
and behold, the whole herd of Swine ran violently down a steep 
hes into the sea, and perished in the waters. And they that 33 

ept them fled, and went their ways into the city, and told every 
thing; and what was befallen to the possessed of the devils. 
And behold; the whole city came out to meet Jesus: and when 34 
they saw him, they besought him that he would depart out of 
their coasts. And he entered into a ship, and passed over, and 9 
came into his own city. ; : 

AND behold, they brought to him a man sick of the palsy, 2 
lying on a bed: and Jesus seeing their faith, said unto the sick ~~ 
of the palsy, Son, be of good cheer; thy sins be forgiven ‘thee. 
And behold, certain of the scribes said within themselves, This 
man blasphemeth. And Jesus, knowing their thoughts, said ; 
Wherefore think ye evil in your hearts? For whether is easier 
to say, Thy sins be forgiven thee; or to say, Arise, and walk? 
But that ye may know that the Son of man ath power on earth 
to forgive sins, (then saith he to the sick of the palsy,) Arise, take 
up thy bed, and go unto thine house. And he arose, and de- 
parted to his house. But when the multitude saw 7, they mar- 
velled, and glorified God, which had given such power unto men. 

AND as Jesus*passed forth from thence, he saw a man named 
- Matthew, sitting at the bes of custom: and he saith unto him, * 

Follow Re And he arose and followed him And it came to 10 
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pass, as Jesus sat at meat in the house, behold, many publicans 
and sinners came and sat down with him and his disciples. And 11 
when the Pharisees saw it, they said unto his disciples, Why 
eateth your Master with publicans and sinners? But when 12 
Jesus heard that, he said unto them; They that be whole need 
not a physician, but they that are sick. But go ye and learn 13 
what that meaneth, 

I will have mercy, and not sacrifice, 
for Iam not come to call the righteous, but sinners, to repent- 
ance. 

THEN came to him the disciples of John, saying, Why do we 14 
and the Pharisees fast oft, but thy disciples fast not? And Jesus 15 
said unto them; Can the children of the bride-chamber mourn, 
as long as the bridegroom is with them? but the days will come, 
when the bridegroom shall be taken from them, and then shall 
they fast. No man putteth a piece of new cloth unto an old 16 
garment: for that which is put in to fill it up, taketh from the 
garment, and the rent is made worse. Neither do men put new 17 
wine into old bottles; else the bottles break, and the wine run- 
neth out, and the bottles perish: but they put new wine. into~ 
new bottles, and both are preserved. 

WHILE he spake these things unto them, behold, there came 18 
a certain ruler, and worshipped him, saying, My daughter is 
even now dead: but come and lay thy hand upon her, and she 
shall live. And Jesus arose, and followed him, and so did his 19 
disciples. 

And behold, a woman which was diseased with an issue of 20 
blood twelve years, came behind him, and touched the hem of 
his garment. For she said within herself, If I may but touch 21 
his garment, I shall be whole. But Jesus turned him about, 22 
and when he saw her, he said, Daughter, be of good comfort: 
thy faith hath made thee whole. And the woman was made 
whole from that hour. 

And when Jesus came into the ruler’s house, and saw the 23 
minstrels and the people making a noise, he said unto them, 24 
Give place: for the maid is not dead, but sleepeth. And they 
laughed him to scorn. But when the people were put forth, he 25 
went in, and took her by the hand: and the maid arose. And 26 
the fame hereof went abroad into all that land. 

AND when Jesus departed thence, two blind men followed 27 
him crying, and saying, Thou son of David, have mercy on us. 
And wher he was come into the house, the blind men came 28 
to him: And Jesus saith unto them, Believe ye that I am able 
to do this? They said unto him, Yea, Lord. ‘Then touched he 29 
their eyes, saying, According to your faith, be it unto you. And 30 
their eyes were opened; and Jesus straitly charged them, say- 
ing, See that no-man know zt. But they, when they were de- 31 
parted, spread abroad his fame in all that country. 


As THEY went out, behold, they brought to him a dumb man 32 ; 


possessed with a devil. And when the devil was cast out, the 33 
dumb spake: and the multitude roatyelied sseying, It was never :

But the Pharisees said, He casteth out devils, 34 
rough the prince of the devils. 

pos Neale mont about all the cities and villages, teaching in 35 

their synagogues, and preaching the gospel of the kingdom, and 

healing every sickness, and every disease among the people. 

But when he saw the multitudes, he was moved with compas- 36 

sion on them, because they fainted, and were scattered abroad, 

as sheep having no shepherd. Then saith he unto his disciples ; 37 

The harvest truly is plenteous, but the laborers are few. Pray 38 
e therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he will send for 
aborers into his harvest. 

AND when he had called unto him his twelve disciples, heL® 
gave them power against unclean spirits, to cast them out, and 
to heal al] manner of sickness, and all manner of disease. Now 2 
the names of the twelve Apostles are these; The first, Simon, 
who is called Peter, and Andrew his brother; James the son of 
Zebedee, and John his brother; Philip, and Bartholomew; 
Thomas, and Matthew the publicag ; James the son of Alpheus, 
and Lebbeus, whose surname was Thaddeus; Simon the Ca- 
naanite, and Judas Iscariot, who also betrayed him. : 

THESE twelve Jesus sent forth, and commanded them, saying, 
Go not into the way of the Gentiles, and into any city of the 
Samaritans enter ye not. But go rather to the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel. And as ye go, preach, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is at hand. Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the 
dead, cast out devils: freely ye have received, freely give. Pro- 
vide neither gold, nor silver, nor brass in your purses; nor scrip 10: 
for your journey, neither two coats, neither shoes, nor yet staves: 
for the workman is worthy of his meat. And into whatsoever 11 
city or town ye shall enter, inquire who in it is worthy; and 
there abide till ye go thence. And when ye come intoa house, 12 
salute it. And if the house be worthy, let your peace come 13 
upon it: but if it be not worthy, let your peace return to you. 
And whosoever shall not receive you, nor hear your words, 14 
when ye depart out of that house, or city, shake off the dust of 
your feet. Verily, I say unto you, It shall be more tolerable for 15 
the land of Sodom and Gomorrah, in the day of judgment, than 
for that city. Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst of 16 _ 
wolves: be ye therefore wise as serpents, and harmless as doves. : 
But beware of men: for they will deliver you up to the councils, 17) 
and they will scourge you in their synagogues: and ye shall be 18 
brought before governors and kings for my sake, for a testimony 
against them and the Gentiles. But when they deliver you up, 19. 
take no thought how or what ye shall speak; for it shall be 
given you in that same hour what ye shall speak. For it is not 20 
ye that speak, but the Spirit of your Father which speaketh in 
you. And the brother shall deliver up the brother to death, and 21 
the father the child: and the children shall rise up against their 

arents, and cause them to be put to death. And ye shall be 22

ated of all men for my name’s sake: but he that endureth to 
the end pe be saved. But when they persecute you in this 23 
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city, flee ye into another. For verily I say unto you, Ye shall not 
have gone over the cities of Israel till the Son of man be come. 
The disciple is not above his master, nor the servant above his 24 
lord. It is enough for the disciple that he be as his master, and 25 
the servant as his lord. If they have called the master of the 
house Beelzebub, how much more shall they call them of his 
household? !Fear them not therefore. For there is nothing 26 
covered, that shall not be revealed; and hid, that shall not be 
known. What I tell you in darkness, that speak ye in light: and 27 
what ye hear in the ear, that preach ye upon the house-tops. 
And fear not them which kill the body, but are not able to kill 28 
the soul: but rather féar him which is able to destroy both soul 
and body in hell. Are not two sparrows sold for a farthing? 29 
and one of them shall not fall on the ground without your Father. 
'But the very hairs of your head are’all numbered. !Fear ye 30 
not therefore, ye are of more value than many sparrows. Who- 32 
soever therefore shall confess me before men, him will I confess 
also before my Father which is in heaven. But whosoever shall 33 
deny me before men, him will I also deny before my Father 
which isin heaven. Think not that] am come to send peace 34 
on earth; I came not to send peace, but a sword. For I am 33 
come to set a man at variance against his father, and the daugh- 
ter against her mother, and the daughter-in-law against her 
mother-in-law. And a man’s foes shall be they of his own 36 
household. He that loveth father or mother more than me, is 37 
tot worthy of me: and he that loveth son or daughter more 
than me, is not worthy ofme. And he that taketh not his cross, 38 
and followeth after me, is not worthy of me. He that findeth 39 
his life, shall lose it; and he that loseth his life for my sake, shall 
find it. He that receiveth you, receiveth me; and he that re- 40 
ceiveth me, receiveth him that sent me. He that receiveth a 41 
prophet in the name of a prophet, shall receive a prophet’s re- 
ward; and he that receiveth a righteous man in the name of a 
righteous,man, sh eceive a righteous man’s reward. And 42 
whosoever shall fo drink unto one of these little ones, a cup 
of cold water on ihe name of a disciple, verily, I say unto 
you, He shall i ise lose his reward. 

AnD it carga’ Pp en Jesus had made an end of com-LL 
mnanding his bate sciples, he departed thence to teach and 
to preach in their cities. 


NOW when John had heard in the prison the works of Christ, 
he sent two of his disciples, and said unto him, Art thou he 
that should come, or do look for another? Jesus answered 
and said unto them, Go and show John again those things which 
ye do hear and see: The blind receive their sight, and the lame 
walk, the lepers are cleansed, and the deaf hear, the dead are 
raised up, and the poor have the gospel preached to them. And 
blessed is he whosoever shall not be offended inme. And as 
they departed, Jesus began to say unto the multitudes concern- 
ing John, What went ye out into the wilderness to see? A reed 
shaken with the wind? 'But what went ye out for 7 ASS 
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man clothed in soft raiment? Behold, they that wear soft clothing 
are in kings’ houses. 'But what went ye out for to see? A “) 
prophet? yea, I say unto you, and more than a prophet. For this 10 
is he of whom it is written, 





Behold, I send my messenger before thy face, 
Which shall prepare thy way before thee. 


Verily, I say unto you, Among them that are born of women, 11 
there hath not risen a greater than John the Baptist: notwith- 
standing, he that is least in the kingdom of heaven, is greater 
than he.. And from the days of John the Baptist, watil now, the 12 
kingdom of heaven suffereth violence, and the violent take it 
by force. For all the proplets and the law prophesied until 13 
John. And if ye will receive 7, this is Elias which was for to 14 
come. 'He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. !But where- 15 
unto shall I liken this generation? It is like unto children sitting 

in the markets, and calling unto their fellows, 'and saying, We 17 
have piped unto you, and ye have not danced ; we have mourned 
unto you, and ye have not lamented. For John came neither 18 
eating nor drinking, and they say, He hatha devil. The Son of 19 
man came eating and drinking, and they say, Behold a man 
gluttonous, and a wine-bibber, a friend of publicans and sinners. 
But Wisdom is justified of her children. 

TueENn began he to upbraid the cities wherein most of his 20 
mighty works were done, because they repented not. Woe unto 21 
thee, Chorazin! woe unto thee, Bethsaida! for if the mighty 
works which were done in you had* been done in Tyre and Si- 
don, they would have repented long ago in sackcloth and ashes. 
But I say unto you, It shall be more tolerable for Tyre and 22 
Sidon at the day of judgment, than for you. And thou, Caper- 23 
naum, which art exalted unto heaven, shalt be brought down to 
hell: for if the mighty works which have been done in thee, 
had been done in Sodom, it would have remained until this day. 
But I say unto you, That it shall be more tolerable for the land 24 
of Sodom in the day of judgment, than for t 

At that time Jesus answered and said, I th ee, O Father, 23 
Lord of heaven and earth, because thou ha these things 
from the wise and prudent and hast reve unto babes. 
'Even so, Father, for so it seemed good in ight! ' All things 26 
are delivered unto me of my Father; and an knoweth the 
Son, but the Father ; neither knoweth any man the Father, save 
the Son, and he to whomsoever the Son will reveal Aim. Come 28 
unto me, all ye that labor, and are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest. Take my yoke upon you, and learn of me: for I am 29 
meek and lowly in heart; and ye shall find rest unto your souls. 
For my yoke zs easy, and my burden is light. 

AT that time Jesus went on the sabbath-day through the corn, L& 
and his disciples were a hungered, and began to pluck the ears 
of corn, and to eat. But when the~Pharisees saw it, they said 2 
unto him, Behold, thy disciples do that which is not lawful to do 
upon the sabbath-day. But he said unto them; Have ye not 3 © 
tread aes did when he was a hungered, and they that 
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were with him? how he entered into the house of God, and did 4 

eat the show-bread, which was not lawful for him to eat, neither 

for them that were with him, but only for the priests? Or have 5 

ye not read in the law, how that on the sabbath-days the priests 

in the temple profane the sabbath, and are blameless? But I 6 
fi 





say unto you, That in this place is one greater than. the temple. 
But if ye had known what this meaneth, 


I will have mercy, and not sacrifice : 


ye would not have condemned the guiltless. For the Son of 8 
man is Lord even of the sabbath-day. 

Anp when he was departed thence, he went into their syna- 9 
gogue. And behold, there was a man which had his hand with- 10 
ered. And they asked him, saying, Is it lawful to heal on the 
sabbath-days? that they might accuse him. And he said unto 11 
them, What man shall there be among you, that shall have one 
sheep, and if it fall into a pit on the sabbath-day, will he not lay 
hold on it, and lift 7 out? How much then is a man better than 12 
a sheep? wherefore it is lawful to do well on the sabbath-days. 

' Then saith he to the man, Stretch forth thy hand. And he 13 
stretched 7 forth; and tt was restored whole, like as the other. 
‘Then the Pharisees went out, and held a council against him, 14 
how they might destroy him. 

But when Jesus knew zt, he withdrew himself from thence: 15 
and great multitudes followed him, and he healed them all; 
and charged them that they should not make him known: 16 
That it might be fulfilled which was spoken by Esaias the prophet, 17 
saying, ° 

Behold my servant, whom I have chosen; 13 
My beloved, in whom my soul is well pleased : 


I will put my spirit upon him, 
And he shall show judgment to the Gentiles. 


He shall not strive, nor cry; 19 
Neither shall any man hear his voice in the streets. 
A bruised reed shall he not break, 20 


And smoking flax shall he not quench, 
J e send forth judgment unto victory. 
in his name shall the Gentiles trust. 21 
THEN was brought unto him one possessed with a devil, blind 22 


and dumb; and he healed him, insomuch that the blind and 
dumb both spake and saw. And all the people were amazed, 23 
and said, Is not this the son of David? But when the Pharisees 24 
heard 7, they said, This fellow doth not cast out devils, but by 
Beelzebub the prince of the devils. And Jesus knew their 25 
thoughts, and said unto them, Every kingdom divided against 
itself, is brought to desolation; and every city or house divided 
against itself, shall not stand. And if Satan cast out Satan, he 26 
is divided against himself; how shall then his kingdom stand ? 
And if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, by whom do your chil- 27 
dren cast them out? therefore they shall be your judges. But 28 
if Lcast out devils by the Spirit of God, then the kingdom of 
God is come unto you. Or else, how can one enter into a strong 29 
man’s house, and spoil his goods, except he first bind the strong 
man? and then he will spoil -— He that is 2 with 30 
: ‘ 1 
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me, is against me; and he that gathereth not with me, scattereth 
abroad. Wherefore I say unto you, All manner of sin and blas- 31 
phemy shall be forgiven unio men: but the blasphemy against 
‘the Holy Ghost shall not be forgiven unto men. And whosoever 32 
‘speaketh a word against the Son of man, it shall be forgiven 
him: but whosoever speaketh against the Holy Ghost, it shall 
not be forgiven him, neither in this world, neither in the world 
tocome. Either make the tree good, and his fruit good ; or else 33 
make the tree corrupt, and his fruit corrupt: for the tree is 
known by his fruit. O generation of vipers! how can ye, being 34 
evil, speak good things? for out of the abundance of the heart 
the mouth speaketh. A good man, out of the good treasure of 35 
the heart, bringeth forth good things: and an evil man, out of 
the evil treasure, bringeth forth evil things. But I say unto 36 
you, That every idle word that men shall speak, they shall give 
account thereof in the day of judgment. For by thy words thou 37 
shalt be justified, and by thy words thou shalt be condemned. 

Ten certain of the scribes and of*the Pharisees answered, 38 
saying, Master, we would see a sign from thee. But he an- 39 
swered and said unto them, An evil and adulterous generation 
seeketh after a sign, and there shall no sign*be given to it, but 
the sign of the prophet Jonas. For as Jonas was three days and 40 
three nights in the whale’s belly; so shall the Son of man be 
three days and three nights in the heart of the earth. The men 41 
of Nineveh shall rise in judgment with this generation, and shall 
condemn it: because they repented at the preaching of Jonas; 
and behold, a greater than Jonas is here. The queen of the 42 
south shall rise up in the judgment with this generation, and 
shall condemn it: for she came from the uttermost parts of the 
earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon; and behold, a greater 
than Solomon zs here. 

When the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, he walketh 43 
through dry places, seeking rest, and findeth none. Then he 44 
saith, [ will return into my house from whence I came out: and 
when he is come, he findeth it empty, swept, and garnished. 
Then goeth he, and taketh with himself seven other spirits more 45 
wicked than himself; and they enter in and dwell there: and 
the last state of that man is worse than the first. Even so shall 
it be also unto this wicked generation. 

Wuite he yet talked to the people, behold, hts mother and 46 
his brethren stood without, desiring to speak with him. Then 47 
one said unto him, Behold, thy mother and thy brethren stand 
without, desiring to speak with thee. But he answered and 48 
said unto him that told him, Who is my mother? and who are 
my brethren? And he stretched forth his hand toward his dis- 49 
ciples, and said, Behold my mother and my brethren! For who- 50 
soever shall do the will of my Father which is in heaven, the 
same is my brother, and sister, and mother. 

THE same day went Jesus out of the house, and sat by thelS 
sea-side. And great multitudes were gathered together unto 2 
him, so he went into a ship, and sat; and the whole multi- _ 
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tude stood on the shore. And he spake many things unto them 
in parables, saying; Behold, a sower went forth to sow. And 
when he sowed, some seeds fell by the wa -side ; and the fowls 
‘came and devoured them up. Some fell upon stony places, 
where they had not much earth: and forthwith they sprung up, 
because they had no deepness of earth; and when the sun was 
up, they were scorched ; and because they had no root, they 
withered away. And some fell among thorns; and the thorns 
Sprung up, and choked them. But other fell into good ground, 
and brought forth fruit, some a hundred-fold, some sixty-fold, 
‘some thirty-fold. Who hath ears to hear, let him hear?! 9 

Anp the disciples came, and said unto him; Why speakest 10 
thou unto them in parables? He answered and said unto them; 11 
Because it is given unto you to know the mysteries of the king- 
dom of heaven; but to them it is not given. For whosoever 12 
hath, to him shall be given, and he shall have more abundance : 
but whosoever hath not, from him shall be taken away even 
that he hath. Therefore speak I to them in parables: because 13 
they seeing, see not; and hearing, they hear not; neither do 
they understand. And in them is fulfilled the prophecy of Esaias, 14 
which saith, © 
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By hearing ye shall hear, and shall not understand; 

And seeing ye shall see, and shall not perceive : 

For this people’s heart is waxed gross, 15 
And their ears are dull of hearing, 

«And their eyes they have closed ; 

Lest at any time they should see with their eyes, 

And hear with their ears, 

And should understand with their heart, 

And should be converted, and I should heal them. 


But blessed are your eyes, for they see; and your ears, for they 16 , 
hear. For, verily, I say unto you, That many prophets and 17 
righteous men have desired to see those things which ye see, and 
have not seen them ; and to hear those things which ye hear, and 
have not heard them. 

'Hear ye therefore the parable of the sower. 'When any 18 
-one heareth the word of the kingdom, and understandeth 7¢ not, 
then cometh the wicked One, and catcheth away that which 
was sown in his heart. This is he which received seed by the 
way-side. But he that received the seed into stony places, the 20 
same is he that heareth the word, and anon with joy receiveth 
it; 'yet hath he not root in himself, but dureth for a while: for 21 
when tribulation or persecution ariseth because of the word, by 
and by he is offended. He also that received seed among the 22 
thorns, is he that heareth the word ; and the care of this world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches, choke the word, and he becometh 
unfruitful. But he that received seed into the good ground, is 23 
he that heareth the word, and understandeth it; which also 
beareth fruit, and bringeth forth, some a hundred-fold, some sixty, 
some thirty. ; ae 

AnoTHER parable put he forth unto them, saying, Theking- 24 
dom of heaven is likened unto a man which sowed good seed 
in his field: but while men slept, his enemy came =; pened 25 
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tares among the wheat, and went his way. But when the blade 26 
‘was sprung up, and brought forth fruit, then appeared the tares 
also. So the servants of the householder came and said unto 27 
him, Sir, didst not thou sow good seed in thy field ? from whence 
then hath it tares? He said unto them, An enemy hath done 28 
this. The servants said unto him, Wilt thou then that we go 
and gather them up? But he said, Nay; lest while ye gather up 29 
the tares, ye root up also the wheat with them. Let both grow 30 
together until the harvest: and in the time of harvest I will 
say to the reapers, Gather ye together first the tares, and bind 
them in bundles to burn them: but gather the wheat into my 
barn. 

ANoTHER parable put he forth unto them, saying, The king- 31 
dom of heaven is like to a grain of mustard-seed, which a man 
took, and sowed in his field: which indeed is the least of all 32 
seeds: but when it is grown, it is the greatest among herbs, and 
becometh a tree, so that the birds of the air come and lodge in 
the branches thereof. » 

ANoTHER parable spake he unto them: The kingdom of 33 
heaven is like unto Jeaven, which a woman took, and hid in 
three measures of meal, till the whole wasJeavened. 

Aut these things spake Jesus unto the multitude in parables; 34 
and without a parable spake he not unto them; that it might be 35 
fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet, saying, 

I will open my mouth in parables ; 
I will utter things which have been kept secret 
From the foundation of the world. 

THEN Jesus sent the multitude away, and went into the house: 36 
and his disciples came unto him, saying, Declare unto us the 
parable of the tares of the field. He answered and said unto 37 
them; He that soweth the good seed is the Son of man; 'the 38 
field is the world; the good seed are the children of the king- 
dom; but the tares are the children of the wicked One; ' the 39 
enemy that sowed them is the devil; the harvest is the end of 
the world; and the reapers are the angels. As therefore the 40 
tares are gathered and bumed in the fire; so shall it be in the 
end of this world. The Son of man shall send forth his angels, 41 
and they shall gather out of his kingdom all things that offend, 
and them which do iniquity ; and shall cast them into a furnace 42 
of fire: there shall be wailing and gnashing of teeth. Yhen 43 
shall the righteous shine forth as the sun in the kingdom of their 
Father. Who hath ears to hear, let him hear. * 

Acain: The kingdom of heaven is like unto treasure hid in 44 
a field: the which when a man hath found, he hideth, and for 
ey oe goeth and selleth all that he hath, and buyeth that 

eld. 


Again: The kingdom of heaven is like unto a merchantman 45 
seeking goodly pearls; who when he-hath found one pearl of 
great price, went and sold all that he had, and bought it. 

AGain: The kingdom of heaven is like unto a net, that was 47 
cast into Ee sea, and gathered of every kind: which, when it 48 
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was full, they drew to shore, and sat down, and gathered the 
good into vessels, but cast the bad away. So shall it be at the 49 
end of the world: the angels shal! come forth, and sever the 
wicked from among the just, and shall cast them into the furnace 50 
of fire: there shall be wailing and gnashing of teeth. 

Jrsus saith unto them, Have ye understood all these things? 51 
‘They say unto him, Yea, Lord. ''Then said he unto them, There- 52 
fore every scribe which is instructed unto the kingdom of heaven, 
is like unto a man that is a householder, which bringeth forth 
out of his treasure things new and old. 

AND it came to pass, that when Jesus had finished these 53 
parables, he departed thence. And when he was come into his 54 
own country, he taught them in their synagogues, insomuch that © 
they were astonished, and said, Whence hath this man this wis- 
dom, and these mighty works? Is not this the carpenter’s son? 55 
Is not ‘his mother called Mary? and his brethren James, and 
Joses, and Simon, and Judas? And his sisters, are they not all 56 
with us? Whence then hath this man all these things? 'And 57 
they were offended in him. But Jesus said unto them, A prophet 
is not without honor, save in his own country, and in his own 
house. ° And he did not many mighty works there, because of 58 
their unbelief: 

AT that time Herod the Tetrarch heard of the fame of Jesus,L& 
‘and said unto his servants, This is John the Baptist; he is risen 2 
from the dead ; and therefore mighty works do show forth them- 
‘selves in him. 

For Herod had laid hold on John, and bound him, and put 
him in prison for Herodias’ sake, his brother Philip’s wife. For 
John said unto him, It is not lawful for thee to have her. And 
when he would have put him to death, he feared the multitude, . 
because they counted him as a prophet. But when Herod’s 
birth-day was kept, the daughter of Herodias danced before. 
them, and pleased Herod: whereupon he promised with an 
oath to give her whatsoever she would ask. And she, being be- 
fore instructed of her mother, said, Give me here John Bapltist’s 
head inacharger. And the king was sorry; nevertheless, for 
the oath’s sake, and them which sat with him at meat, he com- 
manded it to be given her. And he sent, and beheaded John 10 
in the prison. And his head was brought ina charger, and 11 
giverr to the damsel: and she brought it to her mother. And 12 
his disciples came, and took up the body, and buried it, and 
went and thi Jesus. 

WHEN Jesus heard of it, he departed thence by ship into a 13 
desert place apart: and when the people had heard thereo/, they 
followed him on foot out of the cities. And Jesus went forth, 14 
and saw a great multitude, and was moved with compassion to- 
ward them, and he healed their sick. b 

Anp when it was evening, his disciples came to him, saying, 15 
‘This is a desert place, and the time is now past; send the mul- 
titude away, that they may go into the villages, and “gf them- 
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selves victuals. But Jesus said unto them, They need not de- 16 
art; give ye them toeat. And they say unto him, We have 17 
ere but five loaves, and two fishes. He said, Bring them hither 18 

tome. And he commanded the multitude to sit down on the 19 

grass, and took the five loaves, and the two fishes, and looking 

up to heaven, he blessed, and brake, and gave the loaves to his 

disciples, and the disciples to the multitude. And they did all 20 

eat, and were filled, and they took up of the fragments that re- 

mained twelve baskeis full. And they that had eaten were 21 

about five thousand men, besides women and children. 

AND straightway Jesus constrained his disciples to get into a 22 
ship, and to go before him unto the other side, while he sent the 
multitudes away. And when he had sent the multitudes away, 23 
he went up into a mountain apart to pray : and when the evening 
was come, he was there alone. But the ship was now in the 24 
midst of the sea, tossed with waves: for the wind was contrary. 
And in the fourth watch of the night, Jesus went unto them, 25 
walking on the sea. And when the disciples saw him walking 26 
on the sea, they were troubled, saying, It is a spirit; and they 
cried out for fear. But straightway Jesus spake unto them, 27 
saying, Be of good cheer; it is 1; be not afraid. And Peter an- 28 
swered him and said, Lord, if it be thou, bid me come unto thee 
on the water. 'And he said, Come. And when Peter was 29 
come down out of the ship, he walked on the water to go to 
Jesus. But when he saw the wind boisterous, he was afraid; 30 
and beginning to sink, he cried, saying, Lord, save me! And 31 
immediately Jesus stretched forth his hand, and caught him, and 
said unto him, O thou of little faith, wherefore didst thou doubt? 
And when they were come into the ship, the wind ceased. 32 
Then they that were in the ship came and worshipped him, 33 
saying, Of a truth thou art the Son of God. 

AND when they were gone over, they came into the land of 34 
Gennesaret. And when the men of that place had knowledge 35 
of him, they sent out into all that country round about, and 
brought unto him all that were diseased; and besought him, 36 
that they might only touch the hem of his garment: and as 
many as touched were made perfectly whole. 

THEN came to Jesus scribes and Pharisees, which were of LS 
Jerusalem, saying, Why do thy disciples transgress the tradition 
of the elders? for they wash not their hands when they eat 
bread. But he answered and said unto them, Why do ye also 3 
transgress the commandment of God by your tradition? ForGod 4 
commanded, saying, “Honor thy father and mother:” 
and, “He that curseth father or mother, let him die 
the death.” But ye say, Whosoever shall say to his father or 5 
his mother, Ii is a gift, by whatsoever thou mightest be profited 
by me; and honor not his father or his mother, he shall be free. 6 
Thus have ye made the commandment of God of none effect by 


your tradition. Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias prophesy of you, 7 
saying, 
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This people draweth nich unto me with their mouth, 8 

And honoreth me with their lips: 

But their heart is far from me. 

But in vain they do worship me, 9 

Teaching for doctrines the commandments of men. 

And he called the multitude, and said unto them, Hear and un- 10 
derstand: Not that which goeth into the mouth defileth a man; 11 
but that which cometh out of the mouth, this defileth a man. 
Then came his disciples, and said unto hin, Knowest thou that 12 
the Pharisees were offended afier they heard this saying? But 13 
he answered and said, Every plant, which my heavenly Father 
hath not planted, shall be rooted up. Let them alone: they be 14 
blind leaders of the blind; and if the blind lead the blind, both 
shall fall into the ditch. Then answered Peter, and said unto 15 
him, Declare unto us this parable. And Jesus said, Are ye also 16 
yet without understanding? Do not ye yet understand, that 17 
whatsoever entereth in at the mouth goeth into the belly, and is 
Cast out into the draught? But those things which proceed out 18 
of the mouth come forth from the heart; and they defile the 
man. For out of the heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, adul- 19 
teries, fornications, thefts, false witness, blasphemies: These are 20 
the things which defile a man: but to eat with unwashen hands 
defileth not a man. 

THEN Jesus went thence, and departed into the coasts of 21 
Tyre and Sidon. And behold, a woman of Canaan came out 22 
of the same coasts, and cried unto him, saying, Have mercy on 
me, O Lord, thou son of David ; my daughter is grievously vexed 
with a devil. 'But he answered her not a word. And his dis- 23 
ciples came and besought him, saying, Send her away; for she 
crieth after us. But he answered and said, I am not sent but 24 
unto the lost sheep of the house of Israel. Then came she and 25 
worshipped him, saying, Lord, help me. But he answered, and 26 
said, It is not meet to take the children’s bread and to cast if to 
dogs. And she said, Truth, Lord: yet the dogs eat of the crumbs 27 
which fall from their master’s table. Then Jesus answered and 28 
said unto her, O woman! great is thy faith: be it unto thee 
even as thou wilt. And her daughter was made whole from 
that very hour. 

AnD Jesus departed from thence, and came nigh unto the sea 29 
of Galilee; and went up into a mountain, and sat down there. 
And great multitudes came unto him, having with them those 30 
that were lame, blind, dumb, maimed, and many others, and cast 
them down at Jesus’ feet; and he healed them: insomuch that 31 
the multitude wondered, when they saw the dumb to speak, the 
maimed to be whole, the lame to walk, and the blind to see: 
and they glorified the God of Israel. 

Turn Jesus called his disciples wnto him, and said; I have 32 
compassion on the multitude, because they continue with me 
now three days, and have nothing to eat: and I will not send 
them away fasting, lest they faint in the way. And his disciples 33 
say unto him, Whence should we have so much bread in the 
wilderness, as to fill so great a multitude? And Jesus eo unto 34 
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them, How many loaves have ye? And they said, Seven, and a 
few little fishes. And he commanded the multitude to sit down 35 
on the ground. And he took the seven loaves and the fishes, 36 
and gave thanks, and brake them, and gave to his disciples, and 
the disciples to the multitude. And they did all eat, and were 37 
filled: and they took up of the broken meat that was left seven 
baskets full. And they that did eat were four thousand men, 38 
besides women and children. 

And he sent away the multitude, and took ship, and came into 39 
the coasts of Magdala. 

THE Pharisees also and the Sadducees came, and, tempting, L6 
desired him that he would show them a sign from heaven. He 2 
answered and said unto them, When it is evening, ye say, Jt will 
be fair weather: for the sky is red. And in the morning, It will 3 
be foul weather to-day: for the sky is red and lowering. O ye 
hypocrites! ye can discern the face of the sky; but can ye not 
discern the signs of the times? A wicked and adulterous gene- 4 
ration seeketh after a sign; and there shall no sign be given 
unto it, but the sign of the prophet Jonas. And he left them, 
and departed. 

Anp when his disciples were come to the other side, they had 
forgotten to take bread. Then Jesus said ‘unto them, Take heed 
and beware of the leaven of the Pharisees and of the Saddu- 
cees. And they reasoned among themselves, saying, Jt zs be- 
cause we have taken no bread. Which when Jesus perceived, 
he said unto them, O ye of little faith, why reason ye among 
yourselves, because ye have brought no bread? Do ye not yet 
understand? neither remember the five loaves of the five thou- 
sand, and how many baskets ye took up? neither the seven 10 
loaves of the four thousand, and how many baskets ye took up? 
How is it that ye do not understand that I spake 7f not to you 11 
concerning bread, that ye should beware of the leaven of the 
Pharisees and of the Sadducees? Then understood they how 12 
that he bade them not beware of the leaven of bread, but of the 
doctrine of the Pharisees and of the Sadducees. 

WHEN Jesus came into the coasts of Cesarea Philippi, he 13 
asked his disciples, saying, Who do men say that I, the Son of 
man, am? And they said, Some say that thou art John the Bap- 14 
tist: some, Elias: and others, Jeremias, or one of the prophets. 
'He saith unto them, But who say ye that am? 'And Simon 15 
Peter answered and said, Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 
living God. And Jesus answered and said unto him, Blessed 17 
art thou, Simon Bar-jona: for flesh and blood hath not revealed 
it unto thee, but my Father which is in heaven. And I say also 18 
unto thee, That thou art Peter, and upon this rock I will build 
my church: and the gates of hell shall not prevail against it. 
And I will give unto thee the keys of the kingdom of heaven: 19 
and whatsoever thou shalt bind on earth shall be bound in heaven; 
and whatsoever ‘thou shalt loose on earth, shall be loosed in 
heaven. Then charged he his disciples that they should tell 20°. 
no man Us he was Jesus the Christ. 
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From that time forth began Jesus to show unto his disciples, 21 
how that he must go unto Jerusalem, and suffer many things of 
the elders, and chief priests, and scribes, and be killed, and be 
raised again the third day. Then Peter took him, and began to 22 
rebuke him, saying, Be it far from thee, Lord: this shall not be 
unio thee. But he turned, and said unto Peter, Get thee behind 23 
me, Satan; thou art an offence unto me: for thou savorest not 
the things that be of God, but those that be of men. 

Tuen said Jesus unto his disciples, lf any man will come 24 
after me, let him deny himself, and take up his cross, and follow 
me. For whosoever will save his life, shall lose it: and who- 25 
soever will lose his life for my sake, shall find it: (for what is a 26 
man profited, if he shall gain the whole world, and lose his own 
soul? or what shall a man give in exchange for his soul?) For 27 
the Son of man shall come in the glory of his Father, with his 
angels; and then he shall reward every man according to his 
works. Verily Isay unto you, There be some standing here, 28 
which shall not taste of death, till they see the Son of man 
coming in his kingdom. 

AND after six days, Jesus taketh Peter, James, and John hishY 
brother, and bringeth them up into a high mountain apart,'and 2 
was transfigured before them: and his face did shine as the sun, 
and his raiment was white as the light. And behold, there ap- 3 
peared unto them Moses and Elias talking with him. Then 4 
answered Peter, and said unto Jesus, Lord, it is good for us to 
be here: if thou wilt, let us make here three tabernacles; one 
for thee, and one for Moses, and one for Elias. While he yet 5 
spake, behold, a bright cloud overshadowed them: and behold, 

a voice out of the cloud, which said, 


‘This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased: hear ye him.’ 


And when the disciples heard 7#, they fell on their face, and 
were sore afraid. And Jesus came and touched them, and said, 
Arise, and be not afraid. And when they had lified up their 
eyes, they saw no man, save Jesus only. And as they came 
down from the mountain, Jesus charged them, saying, Tell the 
vision to no man, until the Son of man be risen again from the 
dead. “ 

And his disciples asked him, saying, Why then say the scribes, 10 
that Elias must first come? And Jesus answered and said unto 11 
them, Elias truly shall first come, and restore all things: but I 12 
say unto you, That Elias is come already, and they knew him 
not, but have done unto him whatsoever they listed ; likewise 
shall also the Son of man suffer of them. Then the disciples 13 
understood that he spake unto them of John the Baptist. 

AND when they were come to the multitude, there came to 14 
him a certain man kneeling down to him, and saying,’ Lord, 15 
have mercy on my son; for he’is a lunatic, and sore vexed; for 
oft-times he falleth into the fire, and oft into the water. And I 16 
brought him to thy disciples, and they could not cure him. Then 17 
Jesus answered and said, O | and perverse een gene 
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how long shall I be with you? how long shall I suffer you? bring 
him hither to me. And Jesus rebuked the devil, and he de- 18 
arted out of him: and the child was cured from that very hour. 

hen came the disciples to Jesus apart, and said, Why could not 19 
we cast him out? And Jesus said unto them, Because of your 20 
unbelief: for verily I say unto you, If ye have faith as a grain 
of mustard-seed, yé shall say unto this mountain, Remove hence 
to yonder place; and it shall remove: and nothing shall be im- 
possible unto you. Howbeit, this kind goeth not out but by 21 
prayer and fasting. 

Awnp while they abode in Galilee, Jesus said unto them, The 22 
Son of man shall’be betrayed into the hands of men: and they 23 
shall kill him, and the third day he shall be raised again. And 
they were exceeding sorry. 

AND when they were come to Capernaum, they that received 24 
tribute-money came to Peter, and said, Doth not your Master 
pay tribute? 'He saith, Yes. And when he was come into the 25 
house, Jesus prevented him, saying, What thinkest thou, Simon? 
of whom do the kings of the earth take custom or tribute? of 
their own children, or of strangers? Peter saith unto him, Of 26 
strangers. Jesus saith unto him, Then are the children free. 
Notwithstanding, lest we should offend them, go thou to the sea, 27 
and cast a hook, and take up the fish that first cometh up: and 
when thou hast opened his mouth, thou shalt find a piece of 
money: that take, and give unto them for me and thee. 

AT the same time came the disciples unto Jesus, saying, WhoLS 
is the greatest in the kingdom of heaven? And Jesus called a 2 
little child unto him, and set him in the midst of them,'and said, 3 
Verily, I say unto you, Except ye be converted, and become as 
litle children, ye shall not enter into the kingdom of heaven. 
Whosoever therefore shall humble himself as this little child, 4 
the same is greatest in the kingdom of heaven. And whoso 5 
shall receive one such little child in my name, receiveth me. 
But, whoso shall offend one of these little ones which believe 6 
in me, it were better for him that a mill-stone were hanged 
about his neck, and that he were drowned in the depth of the 
sea. Woe unto the world because of offences! for it must 7 
needs be that offences come; but woe to that man by whom the 
offence cométh! Wherefore, if thy‘hand or thy foot offend thee, 8 
cut them off and cast them from thee; it is better for thee to 
enter into life halt or maimed, rather than having two hands or 
two feet, to be cast into everlasting fire. And if thine eye 9 
offend thee, pluck it out, and cast it from thee: it is better for 
thee to enter into life with one eye, rather than having two 
eyes, to be cast into hell-fire. Take heed that ye despise not 10 
one of these little ones: for I say unto you, That in heaven their 
angels do always behold the face of my Father which is in 
heaven. For the Son of man is come to save that which was 11 
lost. How think ye? If a man havé a hundred sheep, and one 12 
of them be gone astray, doth he not leave the ninety and nine, 
and cnet ge the mountains, and seeketh that which is gone 
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astray? And if so be that he find it, verily I say unto you, he re- 13 
joiceth more of that sheep, than of the ninety and nine which 
went not astray. Even so it is not the will of your Father which 14 
is in heaven, that one of these little ones should perish. More- 15 
over, if thy brother shall trespass against thee, go and tell him 
his fault between thee and him alone: if he shall hear thee, 
thou hast gained thy brother. But if he will not hear thee, then 16 
take with thee one or two more, that in the mouth of two or 
three witnesses every word may be established. And if he 17 
shall neglect to hear them, tell it unto the church: but if he ne- 
glect to hear the church, let him be unto thee as a heathen man 
and a publican. Verily, I say unto you, Whatsoever ye shall 18 
bind on earth, shall be bound in heaven: and whatsoever ye 
shall loose on earth, shall be loosed in heaven. Again; I say 19 
unto you, That if two of you shall agree on earth, as touching 
any thing that they shall ask, it shall be done for them of my 
Father which is in heaven. For where two or three are gath- 20 
ered together in my name, there am I in the midst of them. 

THEN came Peter to him, and said, Lord, how oft shall my 21. 
brother sin against me, and I forgive him? till seven times? 
Jesus saith unto him, I say not unto thee, until seven times; but, 22 
until seventy times seven. Therefore is the kingdom of heaven 23 
likened unto a certain king which would take account of his 
servants. And when he had begun to reckon, one was brought 24 
unto him which owed him ten thousand talents. But forasmuch 25 
as he had not to pay, his lord commanded him to be sold, and * 
his wife and children, and all that he had, and payment to be’ 
made. The servant therefore fell down, and worshipped him, 26 
saying, Lord, have patience with me, and I will pay thee all. 
Then the lord of that servant was moved with compassion, and 27 
loosed him, and forgave him the debt. But the same servant 28 
went out, and found one of his fellow-servants, which owed 
him a hundred pence: and he laid hands on him, and took him 
by the throat, saying, Pay me that thou owest. And his fellow- 29 
servant fell down at his feet, and besought him, saying, Have 
patience with me, and I will pay thee all. And he would not: 30 
but went and cast him into prison, till he should pay the debt. 

So when his. fellow-servants saw what was done, they were 31 
very sorry, and came and told unto their lord all that was done. 
Then his lord, after that he had called him, said unto him, O 32 
thou wicked servant! I forgave thee all that debt, because thou 
desiredst me: shouldest not thou also have had compassion on 33 
thy fellow-servant, even as I had pity on thee? And his lord 34 
was wroth, and delivered him to the tormenters, till he should 
pay all that was due unto him. So likewise shall my heavenly 35 
Father do also unto you, if ye from your hearts forgive not every 
one his brother their trespasses. 

AND it came to pass, that when Jesus had finished these say-19 
ings, he departed from Galilee, and came into the coasts of - 
Judea, beyond Jordan. And great multitudes followed him, 2 
and he healed them there. % ; 
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Tue Pharisees also came unto him, tempting him, and saying 
unto him, Is it lawful for a man to put away his wife for every 
cause? And he answered and said unto them, Have ye not read, 
that he which made them at the beginning, made them male and 
female, 'and said, “For this cause shall a man leave 
father and mother, and shall cleave to his wife: 
and they twain shall be one flesh?” Wherefore they are 
no more twain, but one flesh. What therefore God hath joimed 
together, let not man put asunder. They say unto him, Why 
did Moses then command to give a wriling of divorcement, and 
to put her away? He saith unto them, Moses, because of the 
hardness of your hearts, suffered you to put away your wives: 
but from the beginning it was not so. And I say unto you, Who- 
soever shall put away his wife, except it be for fornication, and 
shall marry another, committeth adultery: and whoso marrieth 
her which is put away, doth commit adultery. His disciples 10 
say unto him, If the case of the man be so with jus wife, it is 
not good to marry. But he said unto them, All men cannot re- 11 
ceive this saying, save they to whom it is given. For there are 12 
some eunuchs, which were so born from their mother’s womb: 
and there are some eunuchs, which were made eunuchs of men: 
and there be eunuchs, which have made themselves eunuchs 
for the kingdom of heaven’s sake. He that is able to receive 
it, let him receive it. 

T'nen were there brought unto him little children, that he 13 
should put Ais hands on them, and pray: and the disciples re- 
buked them. But Jesus said, Suffer little children, and forbid 14 
them not, to come unto me: for of such is the kingdom of 
heaven. And he laid Ais hands on them, and departed thence. 15 

AND behold, one came and said unto him, Good Master, 16 
what good thing shall I do, that I may have eternal life? And 17 
he said unto him, Why callest thou me good ? there is none good 
but one, that is, God: but if thou wilt enter into life, keep the 
commandments. 'He saith unto him, Which? Jesus said; 18 
“Thou shalt do no murder;” “Thou shalt not 
commit adultery;” “Thou shalt not steal;” “Thou 
shalt not bear false witness;” “Honor thy father 19 
and thy mother,” and, “Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself” The young man saith unto him, All these 20 
things have I kept from my youth up: what lack I yet? Jesus 21 
said unto him, If thou wilt be perfect, go and sell that thou hast, 
and give to the poor, and thou shalt have treasure in heaven: 
and come and follow me. But when the young man heard that 22 
saying, he went away sorrowful: for he had great possessions, 

Tuen said Jesus unto his disciples, Verily, I say unto you, 23 
That a rich man shall hardly enter into the kingdom of heaven. 
And again I say unto you, It is easier for a camel to go through 24 
the eye of a needle, than for a rich man to enter into the king- 
dom of God. When his disciples heard it, they were exceed- 25 
ingly amazed, saying, Who then can be saved? But Jesus be- 26 
hel aap. ond said unto them, With men this is impossible, but 
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with God all things are possible. Then answered Peter, and 27 
said unto him, Behold, we have forsaken all, and followed thee ; 
whatshall we have therefore? And Jesus said unto them, Verily, 28 
I say unto you, That ye which have followed me, in the regene- 
ration, when tke Son of man shall sit in the throne of his glory, 

ye also shall sit upon twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes 

of Israel. And every one that hath forsaken houses, or breth- 29 
ren, or sisters, or father, or mother, or wife, or children, or lands, 
for my name’s sake, shall receive a hundred-fold, and shall in- 
herit everlasting life. But many that are first shall be Jast, and 30 
the last shall be first. For the kingdom of heaven is like nnto2O 
a man that 2s a householder, which went out early in the morn- 
ing to hire laborers into his vineyard. And when he had agreed 
with the laborers for a penny a day, he sent them into his vine- 
yard. And he went out about the third hour, and saw others 
standing idle in the market-place,!and said unto them, Go ye 
also into the vineyard ; and whatsoever is right, I will give you. 
And they went their way. 'Again he went out about the sixth 
and ninth hour, and did likewise. And about the eleventh 
hour he went out and found others standing idle, and saith unto 
them, Why stand ye here all the day idle? They say unto him, 
Because no man hath hired us. He saith unto them, Go ye also 
into the vineyard ; and whatsoever is right, that shall ye receive. 
So when evening was come, the lord of the vineyard saith unto 8 
his steward, Call the laborers, and give them their hire, begin- 
ning from. the last unto the first. And when they came that 9 
were hired about the eleventh hour, they received every man a 
penny. But when the first came, they supposed that they should 10 
have received more; and they likewise received every man a 
penny. And when they had received it, they murmured against 11 
the good man of the house, 'saying, These last have wrought 12 
dut one hour, and thou hast made them equal unto us, which 
have borne the burden and heat of the day. But he answered 13 
one of them, and said, Friend, I do thee no wrong: didst not 
thou agree with me for a penny? Take that thine is, and go thy 14 
way: I will give unto this last, even as unto thee. Is it not 15 
lawful for me to do what I will with mine own? is thine eye 
evil because I am good? So the last shall be first, and the first 16 
last: for many be called, but few chosen. 

AND Jesus going up to Jerusalem, took the twelve disciples 17 
apart in the way, and said unto them, Behold, we go up to Je- 18 
rusalem; and the Son of man shall be betrayed unto the chief 
priests, and unto the scribes, and they shall condemn him to 
death, 'and shall deliver him to the Gentiles to mock, and to 19 
scourge, and to crucify him; and the third day he shall rise 
again. 

OTaEN came to him the mother of Zebedee’s children, with 20 
her sons, worshipping him, and desiring a certain thing of him. 
!And he said unto her, What wilt thou? She saith unto him, 21 
Grant that thesesmy two sons may sit, the one on thy right hand, ~ 
and the other on the left, in thy — But Jesus answered 22 
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and said, Ye know not what ye ask. Are ye able to drink of 
the cup that I shall drink of, and to be baptized with the bap- 
tism that | am baptized with? They say unto him, We are able. 
And he saith unto them, Ye shall drink indeed of my cup, and 28 
be baptized with the baptism that I am baptized with: but to 
sit on my right hand, and on my left, is not mine to give, but 7 
shall be given to them for whom it is prepared of my Father. 

And when the ten heard it, they were moved with indigna- 24 
tion against the two brethren. But Jesus called them unio him, 2 
and said, Ye know that the princes of the Gentiles exercise do- 
minion over them, and they that are great exercise authority 
upon them. But it shall not be so among you: but whosoever 26 
will be great among you, let him be your minister: and whoso- 27 
ever will be chief among you, let him be your servant: even as 28 
the Son of may came not to be ministered unto, but to minister, 
and to give his life a ransom for many. 

AND as they departed from Jericho, a great multitude fol- 29 
lowed him. And behold, two blind men sitting by the way-side, 30 
when they heard that Jesus passed by, cried out, saying, Have 
mercy on us, O Lord, thou son of David! And the multitude 31 
rebuked them, because they should hold their peace: but they 
cried the more, saying, Have mercy on us, O Lord, thow son of 
David! And Jesus stood still, and called them, and said, What 32 
will ye that I shall do unto you? They say unto him, Lord, 33 
that our eyes may be opened. So Jesus had compassion on them, 34 
and touched their eyes: and immediately their eyes received 
sight, and they followed him. 

AND when they drew nigh unto Jerusalem, and were come2L 
to Bethphage, unto the mount of Olives, then sent Jesus two 
disciples, ‘saying unto them, Go into the village over-against 2 

ou, and straightway ye shall find an ass tied, and a colt with 
her: loose them, and bring them unto me. And if any man say 3 
aught unto you, ye shall say, The Lord hath need of them; and 
straightway he will send them. (All this was done, that itmight 4 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet, saying ; 


*Tell ye the daughter of Zion, 5 
Behold, thy king cometh unto thee, 

Meek, and sitting upon an ass, 

And a colt the foal of an ass,?) 


’ And the disciples went, and did as Jesus commanded them, ' and 6,7 
brought the ass and the colf, and put on them their clothes, and 
they set him thereon. And a very great multitude spread their 
garments in the way; others cut down branches from the trees, 
and strewed them in the way. And the multitudes that went 9 
before, and that followed, cried, saying, Hosanna to the Son of 
David! Blessed 7s he that cometh in the name of the LORD! 
Hosanna in the highest! 

AND when he was come into Jerusalem, all the city was 10 
moved, saying, Who is this? And the multitude said, This is 11 
Jesus the prophet of Nazareth of Galilee. And Jesus went into 12 
the temple of God, and cast out all them that sold and bought 
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in the temple, and overthrew the tables of the money-changers, 
and the seats of them that sold doves, 'and said unto them, It is.13 
written, 

My house shall be called the house of prayer, 

But ye have made it a den of thieves. 

Anp the blind and the lame came to him in the temple; and 14 
he healed them. And when the chief priests and scribes saw 15 
the wonderful things that he did, and the children crying in the 
temple, and saying, Hosanna to the Son of David! they were 
sore displeased, 'and said unto him, Hearest thou what these 16 
say? And Jesus saith unto them, Yea: have ye never read, 

Out of the mouth of babes and sucklings 
Thou hast perfected praise ? 

Anp he left them, and went out of the city into Bethany, and 17 
he lodged there. , E 

NOW, in the morning, as he returned into the city, he hun- 18 
gered. And when he saw a fig-tree in the way, he came to it, 19 
and found nothing thereon, but leaves only, and said unto it, 
Let no fruit grow on thee henceforward for ever. And presently 
the fig-tree withered away. 

AND when the disciples saw 7f, they marvelled, saying, How 20 
soon is the fig-tree withered away! Jesus answered and said 21 
unto them, Verily, I say unto you, If ye have faith, and doubt 
not, ye shall not only do this which is done to the fig-tree, but 
also, if ye shall say unto this mountain, Be thou removed, and 
be thou cast into the sea; it shall be done. And all things 22 
whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, believing, ye shall receive. 

AND when he was come into the temple, the chief priests 23 
anid the elders of the people came unto him as he was teaching, 
and said, By what authority doest thou these things? and who 
gave thee this authority? And Jesus answered and said unto 24 
them, I also will ask you one thing, which if ye tell me, I in 
like wise will tell you by what authority I do these things. The 25 
baptism of John, whence was it? from heaven, or of men? And 
they reasoned with themselves, saying, If we shall say, From 
heaven; he will say unto us, Why did ye not then believe him? 
But if we shall say, Of men; we fear the people: forall hold 26 
John as a prophet. And they answered Jesus, and said, We 27 
cannot tell. And he said unto them, Neither tell 1 you by what 
authority I do these things. / ; 

But what think ye? A certain man had two sons; and he 28 
came to the first, and said, Son, go work to-day in my vineyard. 
He answered and said, I will not; but afterward he repented, 29 
and went. 'And he came to the second, and said likewise. And 30 
he answered and said, I go, sir: and went not. Whether of 31 
them twain did the will of his father? They say unto him, The 
first. Jesus saith unto them, Verily I say unto you, That the 

ublicans and the harlots go into the kingdom of God before you. 
‘or John came unto you in the way of righteousness, and ye be- 32 
lieved him not: but the publicans and the harlots Delite him: 
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and ye, when ye had seen 2t, repented not afterward, that ye 
might believe him. ‘ 

Hear another parable: There was a certam householder, 33 
which planted a vineyard, and hedged it round about, and 
digged a wine-press in it, and built a tower, and let it out to 
husbandmen, and went into a far country: and when the time 34 
of the fruit drew near, he sent his servants to the husbandmen, 
that they might receive the fruits of it. And the husbandmen 35 
took his servants, and beat one, and killed another, and stoned 
another. Again he sent other servants more than the first: and 36 
they did unto them likewise. But last of all, he sent unto them 37 
his son, saying, They will reverence my son. But when the 38 
husbandmen saw the son, they said among themselves, This is 
the heir; come, let us kill him, and let us seize on his inherit- 
ance. And they caught him, and cast him out of the vineyard, 39 
and slew him. When the lord therefore of the vineyard cometh, 40 
what will he do unto those husbandmen? They say unto him, 41 
He will miserably destroy those wicked men, and will let out 
his vineyard unto other husbandmen, which shall render him 
the fruits in their seasons. Jesus saith unto them, Did ye never 42 
read in the scriptures, . 


The stone which the builders rejected, 

The same is become the head of the corner: 
This is the Lord's doing, 

And it is marvellous in our eyes ? 


Therefore say 1 unto you, The kingdom of God shall be taken 43 
from you, and given to a nation bringing forth the fruits thereof. 
And whosoever shall fall on this stone, shall be broken: but on 44 
whomsoever it shall fall, it will grind him to powder. 

Anp when the chief priests and Pharisees had heard his para- 45 
bles, they perceived that he spake of them. But when they 46 
sought to lay hands on him, they feared the multitude, because 
they took him for a prophet. 

Anp Jesus answered and spake unto them again by parables,2.% 
and said, The kingdom of heaven is like unto a-certain king, 2 
which made a marriage for his son, 'and sent forth his servants 3 
to call them that were bidden to the wedding: and they would 
not come. Again, he sent forth other servanis, saying, Tell them 4 
which are bidden, Behold, I have prepared my dinner: my oxen 
and my fatlings are killed, and all things are ready: come unto 
the marriage. But they made light of it, and went their ways, 
one to his farm, another to his merchandise. And the remnant 
took his servants, and entreated them spitefully, and slew them. 
But when the king heard thereof, he was wroth: and he sent 
forth his armies, and destroyed those murderers, and burned up 
their city. Then saith he to his servants, The wedding is ready, 
but they which were bidden were not worthy. Go ye therefore 
into the high-ways, and as many as ye shall find, bid to the mar- 
riage. So those servants went out into the high-ways, and gath- 10 
ered together all, as many as they found, both bad and good: 
and the wedding was furnished with guests. And when the 11 
king open to see the guests, he saw there a man which had 
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notona wedding garment: and he saith unto him, Friend, how 12 
camest thou in hither, not having a wedding garment? And he 
was speechless. Then said the king to his servants, Bind him 13 
hand and foot, and take him away, and cast Aim into outer dark- 
ness: there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. For many 14 
are called, but few are chosen. 

THEN went the Pharisees, and took counsel how they might 15 
entangle him in his talk. And they sent out unto him their 16 
disciples, with the Herodians, saying, Master, we know that thou 
art true; and teachest the way of God in truth, neither carest 
thou for any man: for thou regardest not the person of men. 
'Tell us therefore, What thinkest thou? Is it lawful to give 17 
tribute unto Cesar, or not? But Jesus perceived their wickedness, 18 
and said, Why tempt ye me, ye hypocrites? show me the tribute- 19 
money. And they brought unto him a penny. 'And he saith 20 
unto them, Whose is this image, and superscription? They say 21 
unto him, Cesar’s. Then saith he unto them, Render therefore 
unto Cesar, the things which are Cesar’s; and unto God, the 
things that are God’s. When they had heard these words, they 22 
marvelled, and left him, and went their way. 

The same day came to him the Sadducees, which say that 23 
there is no resurrection, and asked him, 'saying, Master, Moses 24 
said, “If a man die, having no children, his brother 
shall marry his wife, and raise up seed unto his 
brother.” Now, there were with us seven brethren: and the 25 
first, when he had married a wife, deceased ; and having no 
issue, left his wife unto his brother. Likewise the second also, 26 
and the third, unto the seventh. And last of all the woman 27 
died also. Therefore, in the resurrection, whose wife shall she 28 
be of the seven? for they all had her. Jesus answered and 29 
said unto them, Ye do err, not knowing the scriptures, nor the 
power of God. For in the resurrection they neither marry, nor 30 
are given in marriage, but are as the angels of God in heaven. 
But as touching the resurrection of the dead, have ye not read 31 
that which was spoken unto you by God, saying, “I am the 32 
God of ‘Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacob?” God is not the God of the dead, but of the 33 
living. And when the multitude heard this, they were astonished 
at his doctrine. 

Bur when the Pharisees had heard that he had put the Sad- 34 
ducees to silence, they were gathered together. Then one of 35 
them which was a lawyer, asked him a question, tempting him, 
and saying, Master, which ts the great commandment in the 36 
law? Jesus said unto him, “Thou shalt love the LORD 37 
thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind.” This is the first and great com- 38 
mandment. And the second is like unto it, “Thou shalt 39 
love thy neighbor as thyself” On these two command- 40 
ments hang all the law and the prophets. 

Wuutr the Pharisees were gathered together, Jesus asked 41 
them, ' saying, What think ye of Christ? whose son is he i 4 They 42 
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say unto him, The son of David. He saith unto them, How 
then doth David in Spirit call him Lor», saying, 

The LORD said unto my Lord, 44 

Sit thou on my right hand, 

Till I make thine enemies thy footstool ? 
‘Tf David then call him Lorp, how is he his son? 'And no man 45 
was able to answer him a word; neither durst any man, from 
that day forth, ask him any more questions. ane 

Tun spake Jesus to the multitude, and to his disciples, 'say-23 
ing, The scribes and the Pharisees sit in Moses’ seat. All there- 3 
fore whatsoever they bid you observe, that observe and do: but _ 
do not ye after their works: for they say, and do not. For they 4 
bind heavy burdens, and grievous to be borne, and lay them on 
men’s shoulders; but they éhemselves will not move them with 
one of their fingers. But all their works they do for to be seen 
of men: they make broad their phylacteries, and enlarge the 
borders of their garments, and love the uppermost rooms at 
feasts, and the chief seats in the synagogues, 'and greetings in 
the markets, and to be called of men, Rabbi, Rabbi. But be 
not ye called Rabbi: for one is your Master, even Christ; and 
all ye are brethren. And call no*man your father upon the 
earth: for one is your Father which is in heaven. Neither be 
ye called masters: for one is your Master, even Christ. But he 11 
that is greatest among you, shall be your servant. And whoso- 12 
ever shall exalt himself, shall be abased; and he that shall 
humble himself, shall be exalted. 
Bur woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 13 

shut up the kingdom of heaven against men: for ye neither go 
in yourselves, neither suffer ye them that are entering, to go in. 
Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye devour 14 
widows’ houses, and for a pretence make long prayer: therefore 
ye shall receive the greater damnation. Woe unto you, scribes 15 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye compass sea and land to make 
one proselyte; and when he is made, ye make him two-fold 
more the child of hell than yourselves. Woe unto you, ye blind 16 
guides! which say, ‘Whosoever shall swear by the temple, it is 
nothing ; but whosoever shall swear by the gold of the temple, 
he isa debtor.’ Ye fools, and blind! for whether is greater, the 17 
gold, or the temple that sanctifieth the gold? And ‘whosoever 18 
shall swear by the altar, itis nothing; but whosoever sweareth 
by the gift that is upon it, he is guilty.’ Ye fools, and blind! for 19 
whether is greater, the gift, or the altar that sanctifieth the gift? 
Whoso therefore shall swear by the altar, sweareth by it, and 20 
by all things thereon. And whoso shall swear by the temple, 21 
sweareth by it, and by him that dwelleth therein. And he that 22 
shall swear by heaven, sweareth by the throne of God, and by 
him that sitteth thereon. Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 23 
hypocrites! for ye pay tithe of mint, and anise, and cummin, 
and have omitted the weightier matters of the law, judgment, 
mercy, and faith: these ought ye to have done, and not to leave 
the Meee ndones Ye blind guides! which strain at a gnat, and 24

swallow a camel. Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 25 
crites! for ye make clean the outside of the cup and of ihe 
latter, but within they are full of extortion and excess. Thou 26 
lind Pharisee! cleanse first that which is within the cup and 
platter, that the outside of them may be clean also. Woe unto 27 
you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye are like unto 
whited sepulchres, which indeed appear beautiful outward, but 
are within full of dead men’s bones, and of all uncleanness. 
Even so ye also outwardly appear righteous unto men but within 28 
ye are full of hypocrisy and iniquity. Woe unto you scribes, 29 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! because ye build the tombs of the 
prophets, and garnish the sepulchres of the righteous, 'and say, 30 
*If we had been in the days of our fathers, we would not have 
been partakers with them in the blood of the prophets.’ Where- 31 
fore, ye be witnesses unto yourselves, that ye are the children 
of them which killed the prophets. Fill ye up then the measure 32 
of your fathers. Ye serpents! ye generation of vipers! how can 33 
ye escape the damnation of hell? Wherefore, behold, ‘I send 34 
unto you prophets, and wise men, and scribes; and some of them 
ye shall kill and crucify, and some of them shall ye scourge i 
your synagogues, and persecute them from city to city; that 35 
upon you may come all the righteous blood shed upon the earth, 
from the blood of righteous Abel, unto the blood of Zacharias, 
son of Barachias, whom ye slew between the temple and the 
altar.’ Verily, I say unto you, All these things shall come upon 36 
this generation. 

O Jerusalem! Jerusalem! thou that killest the prophets, and 37 
stonest them which are sent unto thee, how often would I have 
gathered thy children together, even as a hen gathereth her 
chickens under her wings, and ye would not! Behold, your 38 
house is left unto you desolate! For I say unto you, Ye shall 39 
not see me henceforth, till ye shall say, Blessed zs he that cometh 
in the name of the LORD! ; 

AND Jesus went out, and departed from the temple: and his2@ 
disciples came to him for to show him the buildings of the tem- 
ple. And Jesus said unto them, See ye not all these things? 
Verily, I say unto you, There shall not be left here one stone 
upon another that shall not be thrown down. Ais 

Anp as he sat upon the mount of Olives, the disciples came 3 
unto him privately, saying, Tell us, when shall these things be? 
and what shall be the sign of thy coming, and of the end of 
the world? And Jesus answered and said unto them, Take heed 4 
that no man deceive you. For many shall come in my name, 5 
saying, I am Christ; and shall deceive many. And ye shall 6 
hear of wars, and rumors of wars: see that ye be not troubled : 
for all these things must come to pass, but the end is not yet. 
For nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom against king- 7 
dom: and there shall be famines, and pestilences, and earth- 

uakes, in divers places. All these are the beginning of sorrows. 8 

THEN shall they deliver you up to be afflicted, and shall kill 9 

you: and ye shall be hated of all nations for my ao Es 
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And then shall many be offended, and shall betray one another, 10 
and shall hate one another. And many false prophets shall rise, 
and shall deceive many. And because iniquity shall abound, 12 
the love of many shall wax cold. But he that shall endure 13 
unto the end, the same shall be saved. And this gospel of the 14 
kingdom shall be preached in all the world, for a witness unto 

all nations; and then shall the end come. When ye, therefore, 15 
shall see the abomination of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, stand in the holy place, (whoso readeth, let him under- 
stand,) then let them which be in Judea flee into the mountains: 16 
let him which is on the house-top not come down to take any 17 
thing out of his house: neither let him which is in the field re- 18 
turn back to take his clothes. And woe unto them that are 19 
with child, and to them that give suck in those days! But pray 20 
ye that your flight be not in the winter, neither on the sabbath- 
day: for then snall be great tribulation, such as was not since 21 
the beginning of the world to this time, no, nor ever shall be. 
And except those days should be shortened, there should no 22 
flesh be saved: but for the elect’s sake, those days shall be 
shortened. ‘Then if any man shall say unto you, ‘Lo, here is 23 
Christ,’ or ‘there!’ believe zé not. For there shall arise false 24 
Christs, and false prophets, and shall show great signs and won- 
ders: insomuch that, if 2t were possible, they shall deceive the 
very elect. 'Behold, I have told you before. 'Wherefore, if 25+ 
they shall say unto you, ‘ Behold, he is in the desert!’ go not forth: 
‘behold, he 2s in the secret chambers! believe z/ not. For as the 27 
lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth even unto the 
west; so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. For 28 
wheresoever the carcass is, there will the eagles be gathered 
together. 

IMMEDIATELY after the tribulation of those days, shall the sun 29 
be darkened, and the moon shall not give her light, and the stars 
shall fall from heaven, and the powers of the heayens shall be 
shaken: and then shall appear the sign of the Son of man in 30 
heaven; and then shall all the tribes of the earth mourn, and 
ag shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds of heaven 
with power and great glory. And he shall send his angels 31 ~ 
with a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather together 
are elect from the four winds, from one end of heaven to the 
other, 

Now learn a parable of the fig-tree: When his branch is yet 32 
tender, and putteth forth leaves, ye know that summer is nigh: 
so likewise ye, when ye shall see all these things, know that it 33 
is near, even at the doors. Verily, I say unto you, This genera- 34 
tion shall not pass, till all these things be fulfilled. Heaven and 35 
earth shall pass away, but my word shall not pass away. But 36 
of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels of 

eaven, but my Father only. Butas the days of Noe were, so 37 
shall also the coming of the Son of man be. For as in the days 38 
that were before the flood, they were eating and drinking, mar- 
rying ae in marriage, until the day that Noe entered 
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into the ark, !and knew not until the flood came, and took them 39 
all away: so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. Then 40 
shall two be in the field; the one shall be taken, and the other © 
left. ."Pwo women shall be grinding at the mill; the one shall be 41 
taken, and the omer left. Watch therefore; for ye know not 42 
- what hour your Lord doth come. But know this, that if the 43 
good man of the house had known in what watch the thief would " 
come, he would have watched, and would not have suffered his 
house to be broken up. Therefore be ye also ready: for in such 44 
an hour as ye think not, the Son of man cometh. Who then is 45, 
a faithful and wise servant, whom his lord hath.made ruler over ~ 
his household, to give them meat in due season? Blessed is that 46 
servant, whom his lord, when he cometh, shall find so doing. 
Verily, I say unto you, That he shall make him ruler over all 47 
his goods. But and if that evil servant shall say in his heart, 48 
«My lord delayeth his coming ;’ and shall begin to smite his fel- 49 
low-servants, and to eat and drink with the drunken ; the lord 50 
of that servant shall come in a day when he looketh not for 
him, and in an hour that he-is not aware of, 'and shall cut him 51 
asunder, and appoint him his portion with the hypocrites ; there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

THEN shall the kingdom of heaven be likened unto ten vir-25 
gins, which took their lamps and went forth to meet the bride- 
groom. “And five of them were wise, and five were foolish. They 2,3 
that were foolish took their lamps, and took no oil with them: 
‘but the wise took oil in their vessels with their lamps. 'While4,5 
the bridegroom tarried, they all slumbered and slept. And at 6 
midnight there was a cry made, Behold the bridegroom cometh; 
go ye out to meet him! Then all those virgins arose, and trim- 7 
med their lamps. And the foolish said unto the wise, Give us’ 8 
of your oil: for our lamps are gone out. But the wise answered, 9 
saying, Not so; lest there be not enough for us and you: but go 
ye rather to them that sell, and buy for yourselves. And while 10 
they went to buy, the bridegroom came; and they that were 
ready, went in with him to the marriage: and the door was 
shut, Afterward came also the other virgins, saying, Lord, 11 
Lord, open to us! But he answered and said, Verily, [say unto 12 
you, I know you not. Watch therefore, for ye know neither the 13 
day nor the hour wherein the Son of man cometh. 

For the kingdom of heaven is as a man travelling into a far 14 
country, who called his own servants, and delivered unto them 
his goods. And unto one he gave five talents, to another two, 16, 
and to another one ; to every man according to his several ability; _ 
and straightway took his journey. Then he that had received 16 
the five talents, went and traded with the same, and made them 
other five talents. And likewise he that had received two, he 17 
also gained other two. But he that had received one, went and 18 
digged in the earth, and hid his lord’s money. After a long 19 
time the lord of those servants cometh, and reckoneth with them. .. 
‘And so he that had received five talents, came and brought 20 
other five talents, saying, hoes jer deliveredst ng ee five 
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falents: behold, [ have gained besides them five talents more. 
His lord said unto him, Well done, thou good and faithful ser- 21 
vant; thow hast been faithful over a few things, I will make 
thee ruler over many things: enter thou into the joy of th 
lord. He also that had received two talents , and said, 22 
Lord, thou deliveredst unio me two talenis: behold, I have 
gained two other talents besides them. His lord said unto him, 23 
Well done, good and faithful servant; thou hast been faithful 
over a few things, I will make thee ruler over many things. 
enter thou into the joy of thy lord. Then he which had received 24 
the one talent came, and said, Lord, [ knew thee, that thou art 

a hard man, reaping where thou hast not sown, and gathering 
where thou hast not strewed: and [ was afraid, and went and 25 
hid thy talent in the earth: lo, there thou hast that ts thine. His 26 
lord answered and said unto him, Zhou wicked and slothful 
servant, thou knewest that I reap where I sowed_not, and gather 
where I have not strewed: thou onghtest therefore to have put. 27 
my money to the exchangers, and éhen at my coming I should 
have received mine own with usury. Take therefore the talent 28 
from him, and give if unto him which hath ten talents. For 29 
unto every one that hath shall be given, and he shall have abun- 
dance: but from him that hath not, shall be taken away, even 
that which he hath. And cast ye the unprofitable servant into 30 
outer darkness: there shall be weeping aad gnashing of teeth. 

When the Son of man shall come in his glory, and all the 31 
holy angels with him, then shall he sit tpon the throne of his 
glory: 'and before him shall be gathered all nations: and he shall 32 
separate them one from another, as a shepherd divideth hzs sheep 
from the goats: and he shall set the sheep on his right hand, but 33 
the goats on the lefi. 

Then shall the King say nnto them on his right hand, Come, 34 
ye blessed of my father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you 
from the foundation of the world: for L was a hungered, and ye 35 
gave me meat: | was thirsty, and ye gave me drink: I was a 
stranger, and ye took me in: 'naked, and ye clothed me: I 36 
was sick, and ye visited me: I was in prison, and ye came unto 
me. ‘Then shall the righteous answer him, saying, Lord, when 37 
saw we thee a hungered, and fed thee? or thirsty, and gave thee 
drink ?: When saw we thee a stranger, and took thee in? or 38 
naked, and clothed thee? Or when saw we thee sick, or in prison, 39 
and came unto thee? And the King shall answer and say unto 40 
them, Verily, I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye have done 2 unto 
one of the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me. 

Then shall he say also unto them on the left hand, Depart 41 
from me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels: for I was a hnngered, and ye gave me no meat: 42 
I was thirsty, and ye gave me no drink: 'T was a stranger, and 43 
ye took me not in: naked, and ye clothed me not: sick, and in 
Pre and ye visited me not. Then shall they also answer 44 

im, saying, Lord, when saw we thee a ae on or athirst, or 
ee naked, or sick, or in prison, and did not minister 
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unto thee? Then shall he answer them, saying, Verily, I say 45 
unto you, Inasmuch as ye did 7 not to one of ‘the least of these, 

ye did it not to me. And these shall go away into everlasting 46 
punishment: but the righteous into life eternal. a. 

AND it came igess, when Jesus had finished .all these say-26 
ings, he said unto his disciples, Ye know ihat after two days is 
the feast of the passover, and the Son of man is betrayed to be 
crucified. 

THEN assembled together the chief priests, and the scribes, ¢ 
and the elders of the people, unto the palace of the high priest, 
who was called Caiaphas, 'and consulted that they might take 
Jesus by subtlety, and kill him. “But they said, Not on the feast- 
day, \est there be an uproar among the people. 

‘Now when Jesus was in Bethany, in the house of Simon the 
leper, there came unto him a woman having an alabaster-box of 
very precious ointment, and poured i on his head as he sat af 
meat. But when his disciples saw zf, they had indignation, say- 
ing, To what purpose zs this waste? For this ointment might 
have been sold for much, and given tc the poor. When Jesus 10 
understood it, he said unto them, Why trouble ye the woman? 
for she hath wrought a good work upon me. For ye have the 11 
poor always with you; but me ye have not always. For in that 12 
she hath poured this ointment on my body, she dul 2 for m 
burial. Verily, I say unto you, Wheresoever this gospel shall 13 
be preached in the whole world, there shall also this, that this 
woman hath done, be told for a memorial of her. 

Tren one of the twelve, called Judas Iscariot, went unto 14 
the chief priests, ‘and said unto them, What will ve give me, 15 
and I will deliver him unto you? And they covenanted with 
him for thirty pieces of silver. And from that time he sought 16 
opportunity to betray him. ‘ 

Now, the first day of the feast of unleavened bread, the dis- 17 
ciples came to Jesus, saying unto him, Where wilt thon that we 
prepare for thee to eat the passover? And he said, Go into the 18 
city to snch a man, and say unto him, The Master saith, My 
time is at hand; I will keep the passover at thy house with my 
disciples. And the disciples did as Jesus had appointed them: 19 
and they made ready the passover. Lee ae 

Now, when the even was come, he sat down with the twelve. 20 
And as they did eat, he said, Verily I say unto yon, That one 21 
of you shall betray me. And they were exceeding sorrowful, 22 
and began every one of them to say unto him, Lord, is it 17 And 23 
he answered and said, that dippeth Azs hand with me in the 
dish, the same shall betray me. The Son of man goeth, as it is 24 
written of him: but woe unto that man by whom the Son of 
man is betrayed: it had been good for that man if he had not 
been born. Then Judas, which betrayed him, answered and 25 
said, Master, is it 1? He said unto him, Thou hast said. 

Anp as they were eating, Jesus took bread, and blessed 7, and 26 
brake 7f, and gave 7 to the disciples, and said, Take, eat; this is 


my body. And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and ae at 27 
4 : 
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to them, saying, Drink ye all -of it: for this is my blood of the 28 
new testament, which is shed for many for the remission of sins. 
But I say unto you, I will not drink henceforth of this fruit of 29 


- » the vine, until that day when I drink it new with you in my 


Father’s kingdom. rf 

AND when they had sung a hymn, they went out into the 30 
. mount of Olives. Then saith Jesus unto them, All ye shall be 31 
offended because of me this night: for it is written, 


I will smite the Shepherd, 
And the sheep of the fiock shall be scattered abroad. 


But after I am risen again, I will go before you into Galilee. 32 
Peter answered and said unto him, Though all men shall be 33 
offended because of thee, yet will I never be offended. . Jesus 34 
said unto him, Verily, I say unto thee, That this night, before 
the cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. Peter said unto him, 35 
Though I should die with thee, yet will not I deny thee. Like- 
wise also said all the disciples. 

Turn cometh Jesus with them unto a place called Geth- 36 
semane, and saith unto the disciples, Sit ye here, while I go 
and pray yonder. And he took with him Peter, and the two 37 
sons of Zebedee, and hegan to be sorrowful and very heavy. 
Then saith he unto them, My soul i$ exceeding sorrowful, even 38 
unto death: tarry ye here, and watch with me. And he went 39 
a little further, and fell on his face, and prayed, saying, O my 
Father, if it be possible, let this cup pass from me : nevertheless, 
not as [ will, but as thon wilt. And he cometh unto the disci- 40 
ples, and findeth them asleep, and saith unto Peter, What! could 
ye not watch with me one hour? Watch and pray, that ye enter 41 
not into temptation: the spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is 


weak. He went away again the second time, and prayed, say- 42 _ 


ing, O my Father, if this cup may not pass away from me, ex- 
cept I drink it, thy will be done. And he came and found them 43 
asleep again: for their eyes were heavy. And he left them, and 44 
Went away again, and prayed the third time, saying the same 
words. ‘I'hen cometh he to his disciples, and saith unto them, 45 
Sleep on now, and take your rest; behold the hour is at hand, 
and the Son of man is betrayed into the hands of sinners. Rise, 46 
let us be going: behold, he is at hand that doth betray me. 

Anp while he yet spake, lo, Judas, one of the twelve, came, 47 
and with hima great multitude with swords and staves, from 
the chief priests and elders of the people. Now, he that be--48 
trayed him, gave them a sign, saying, W. soever I shall kiss, 


_ that same is he: hold him fast, And forthwith he came to Jesus, 49 - 


and said, Hail, Master; and kissed him. And Jesus said unto 50 
him, Friend, wherefore art thou come? Then came they, and 


laid hands on Jesus, and took him. And behold, one of them 51 - 


which were with Jesus, stretched out his hand, and drew his 
sword, and struck a servant of the high priest, and smote off his 
ear. Then said Jesus unto him, Put up again thy sword into 52 
his place: for all they that take the sword, shall perish with the 
sword. megnkest thou that I cannot now pray to my Father, and 53 
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he shall presently give me more than twelve legions of angels? 
But how then shall the scriptures he fulfilled, that thus it must 54 
be? In that same hour said Jesus to the multitudes, Are ye 55 
come out as against a thief, with swords and staves for to ake 
me? I sat ca ih you teaching in the temple, and ye laid no 
hold on me. B this was done, that the scriptures of the 56 
prophets might be fulfilled. ‘Then all the disciples forsook him, - 
and fled. ‘ e 

AND they that had laid hold on Jesus, led jim away to Caia- 57 
phas the high priest, ve e the scribes and the elders were as- 
sembled. But Peter followed him afar off, unto the high priest’s 58 
palace, and went in, and sat with the servants to see the end. 
Now, the chief priesis, and elders, and all the council, sought 59 
false witness against Jesus, to put him to death; but found none. 60 
Yea, though many false witnesses came, yet found they none. 
At the last came two false witnesses, and said, This fellow said, 61 
Tam able to destroy the temple of God, and to build. it in three ~ 
days. And the high priest arose, and said unto him, Answerest 62 
thou nothing? what is it which these witness against thee? But 63 
Jesus held his peace. And the high priest answered and said 
unto him, I adjure thee by the living God, that thou tell us 
whether thou be the Christ the Son of God. Jesus saith unto 64 
him, Thou hast said: nevertheless, I say unto you, Hereafier 
shall ye see the Son of man sitting on the right hand of power, 
and coming in the clouds of heaven. Then the high priest rent 65 
his clothes, saying, He hath spoken blasphemy; what further 
need have we of witnesses? behold, now ye have heard his 
blasphemy. 'What think ye? They answered and said, He is 66 
guilty of death. Then did they spit in his face, and bnffeted 67 
him; and others smote Aim with the palaw of their hands, 'say- 68 
ing, Prophesy unto us, thou Christ, Who is he that smote thee? 

Now Peter sat without in the palace: and a damsel came 69 
unto him, saying, Thou also wast with Jesus of Galilee. But 70 
he denied before ¢hem all, saying, I know not what thou sayest. 

Anp when he was gone out into the porch, another maid saw V1 
him, and said unto them that were there, This 7elow was also 
with Jesus of Nazareth. And’ again he denied with an oath, F 72 
do not know the man. 

Awnp afier a while came unto fim they that stood by, and said 73 
to Peter, Surely thou also art one of them; for thy speech be- 
trayeth thee. Then began he to curse and to swear, saying, I 74 
know not the man. And immediately the cock crew. ' And 
Peter remembered the words of Jesus, which said unto him, Be- 
fore the cock crow, thou shalt deny me thrice. And he went 
out, and wept bitterly. 

WHEN the morning was come, all the chief priests and el-27 
ders of the people took counsel against Jesus 10 put him to death, 
And when they had bound him, they led him away, and deliv- . 2 
ered him to Pontius Pilate the governor. 

Ten Judas, which had betrayed him, when he saw that he 3 
was condemned, repented binestee bronght again ord thirty 
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pieces of silver to the chief priests and elders, 'saying, I have. 4 


sinned in that I have betrayed the innocent blood. And they =. 


said, What is that to us? see thou fo that. And he, cast down 
the pieces of silver in the temple, and departed, “i went and 








rn ow 


hanged himself’ And the chief priesis took ver pieces, 
and said, It is not lawful for to put them into easury, be- 
cause it is the price of blood. And they took counsel, and 
bought with them the potter's field, to bury strangers in. Where- 
fore that field was called, The field of blood, unto this day. 
Then was fulfilled that which was spoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, saying, 

And they took the thirty pieces of silver, 

The price of him that was valued, 

Whom they of the children of Israel did value, > 

And gave them for the potter's field, as the Lord appointed me. 19 

Anp Jesus stood before the governor ; and the governor asked 11 

him, saying, Art thou the King of the Jews? And Jesus said 
unto him, Thou sayest: And whenyhe was accused of the chief 12 
priests and elders, he answered nothing. Then saith Pilate 13 
unto him, Hearest thou not how many things they witness 
against thee? And he answered him to neyer a word ; insomuch 14 
that the governor marvelled greatly. Now at that feast, the 15 
governor was wont to release unto the people a prisoner, whom 
they would. And they had then a notable prisoner, called Ba- 16 


Oo Dt 


rabbas. Therefore, when they were gathered together, Pilate 17 : 


said unto them, Whom will ye that I release unto you? Barab- 
bas, or Jesus, which is ealled Christ? (For he knew that for envy 18 
they had delivered him.) 


Wuen he was set down on the judgment-seat, his wife sent 19 -. 


unto him, saying, Have thou nothing to do with that just man: 

for I have suffered many things this day in a dream, because of 
him. But the chief priests and elders persuaded the multitude 20 
that they should ask Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. ‘The gover- 21 
nor answered and said unto them, Whether of the twain will 

ye that I release unto you? They said, Barabbas. !' Pilate saith 22 
unto them, What shall I do then with Jesus, which is called 
Christ? They all say unto him, Let him be crucified. 'And the 23 
governor said, Why, what evil hath he done? But they cried 
out the more, saying, Let him be crucified. When Pilate saw 24 
that he could prevail nothing, but that rather a tumult was 
made, he took water, and washed Ais hands before the multitude, 
saying, I am innocent of the blood of this just person: see ye 
toit. Then answered all the people, and said, His blood be on 25 


us and on our children. Then released he Barabbas unto thent: 265 


Spd wie he had scourged Jesus, he delivered hun to be cru- 
cified. 


Tuen the soldiers of the governor took Jesus into the common 27 * 


hall, and gathered unto him the whole band of soldiers: and 28 
they stripped him, and put on him a scarlet robe: and when 29 
they had platted a crown of thorns, they put zt upon his head, 
and a reed in his right hand; and they bowed the knee before 
him, aoe him, saying, Hail, King of the Jews! And 30 
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they spit upon him, and took the reed, and smote him on the 
head. And after that they had mocked him, they took the robe 31 
off from him, and put his own raiment on him, and led him 
away to crucify him. 

AND as th out, they found a man of Cyrene, Simon 32 
by name: him -compelled to bear his cross. And when 33 
they were come unto a place called Golgotha, (that is to say, A 
place of a scull,) they gave him vinegar to drink, mingled with 34 
gall: and when he had tasted thereof, he would not drink. And 35 
they crucified him, and parted his garments, casting lots, that 
it might be fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet: ; 


They parted my garments among them, 
And upon my vesture did they cast lots. 


' And sitting down, they watched him there: 'and set over his 36 
head his accusation written, ‘THIS IS JESUS THE KING OF THE 
Jews.” Then were there two thieves crucified with him; one 38 , 
on the right hand, and another on the left. 

Anp they that passed by reviled him, wagging their heads, 39 
‘and saying, Thou that destroyest the temple, and buildest i 40 
in three days, save thyself. If thou be the Son of God, come 
down from the cross. Likewise also the chief priests mocking 41 
im, with the scribes and elders, said, 'He saved others; him- 42 
“elf he cannot save. If he be the King of Israel, let him now 

ome down from the cross, and we will believe him. He trusted 43 
~=3 God; let him deliver him now, if he will have him! for he 
said, I am the Son of God. ‘The thieves also which were cru- 44 
ecified with him, cast the same in his teeth. Now, from the 45 
sixth hour there was darkness over all the land unto the ninth 
hour. And about the ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, 46 
saying, 
Eli! Eli! lama sabachthani ! 

(that is to say, “My God! my God! why hast thou, for- 
sakenme?’) Some of them that stood there, when they heard 47 
urhat, said, This man calleth for Elias. And straightway one of 48 
“them ran, and took a sponge, and filled i with vinegar, and put 

it on a reed, and gave him to drink. The rest said, Let be, let 49 
us see whether Elias will come to save him. } 

JESUS, when he had cried again with a loud voice, yielded 50 
-up ‘the ghost. And behold, the veil wf the temple was rent in 51 
“twain from the top to the bottom: and the earth did quake, and ‘ 
‘ent; and the graves were opened, and many bodies 52 
ts which slept, arose, 'and came out of the graves 53 

er his resurrection, and went into the holy city, and appeared 

ato many. Now, when the centurion, and they that were 54 
with him, watching Jesus, saw the earthquake, and those things 
flat were done, they feared greatly, saying, Truly this was the 
Son of God! And many women were there, beholding afar off, 55 
which followed Jesus from Galilee, ministering unto him: among 56 
which was Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of James 
and Joses, and the mother of Zebedee’s children. 

Wuen the even was come, there came a rich man arma: 57 
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thea, named Joseph, who also himself was Jesus’ disciple: He 58 
went to Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus. Then Pilate - 
commanded the body to be delivered. And when Joseph had 59 
taken the body, he wrapped it in a clean linen cloth,'and laid 60 
if in his own new tomb, which he had hewn: he rock ; and 

he rolled a great stone to the door of the sepulchre, and de- 
parted. And there was Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary, 61 
sitting over-against the sepulchre. 3 : 

Now, the next day that followed the day of the preparation, 62. 
the chief’ priests and Pharisees came together unto Pilate, 'say- 63 
ing, Sir, we remember that that deceiver said, while he was yet 
alive, Afier three days I will rise again. Command therefore 64 
that the sepulchre be made sure until the third day, lest his dis- 
ciples come by night, aud steal him away, and say unto the 
people, He is risen from the dead: so the last error shall be 

worse than the first. Pilate said unto them, Ye have a watch: 65 
' go your way, make if as sure as ye can. So they went and made 66 
the sepulchre sure, sealing the stote, and setting a watch. 

IN the end of the sabbath, as it began to dawn towards the28 
first day of the week, came Mary Magdalene, and the other

And behold, there was a great earthquake: for the angel of 
the LORD descended from heaven, and came and rolled back 
the stone from the door, and sat upon it. His countenance was 
like lightning, and his raiment white as snow. And for fear 
of him the keepers did shake, and became as dead men. And 
the angel answered and said unto the women, Fear not ye: for I 
know that ye seek Jesus, which was crucified.

And they departed quickly from the sepulchre, with fear ate 
great joy: and did run to bring his disciples word. And as 
they went to tell his disciples, behold Jesus met them, saying, 
All hail! And they came, and held him by the feet, and wor- } 
shipped him. , Then said Jesus unto them, Be not afraid: go tell 10 
my brethren, that they go into Galilee, and there shall the 
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Now, vihen they were going, behold some of the watch came 11 
into the city, and showed unto the chief priests all th AL 





that were done. And when they were assembled with el- 12: 
ders, and had taken counsel, they gave large money unto the 
soldiers, ‘saying, Say ye, His disciples came by night, and stole 13 
him away while we slept.- And if this come to the governor’s 14 
ears, we will persuade him, and secure you. So they took the 15— 
money, and did as they were taught: and this saying is com- 
monly reported among the Jews until thisday. , , 
THEN the eleven disciples went away into Galilee, into a 16 
mountain where Jesus had appointed them. And when they 17 
saw him, yey worshipped him: but some doubted. And Jesus 18 
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came, and spake unto them, saying, All power is given unto me 

in heaven and earth. Go ye therefore and teach all nations, 19 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost; teaching them te observe all things whatso- 20 
ever I have ¢ ded you: and lo, 1am with you always, 
even unto the end of the world. Amen. muy 








THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO

THE beginning of the gospel of Jesus Christ, the Son of God. 1 
As it is written in the prophets; 


Behold, I send my messenger before thy face, 2 
Which shal! prepare thy way before thee ;— 
The yoice of one crying in the wilderness, 3 


Prepare ye the way of the LORD ! 
Make his paths straight. 


John did baptize im the wilderness, and preach the baptism of 4 
repentance for the remission of sins. And there went out unto 5 
him all the land of Judea, and they of Jerusalem, and were all 
baptized of him in the river of Jordan, confessing their sins. 
And John was clothed with camel’s hair, and with a girdle of a’ 6 
skin about his loins; and he did eat locusts and wild honey; 'and 7 
preached, saying, There cometh one mightier than I after me, 
the latchet of whose shoes I am not worthy to stoop down and 
unloose. I indeed have baptized you with water; but he shall” 8 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost. 3 
AND it came to pass in those days, that Jesus came from 9 
Nazareth of Galilee, and was baptized of John in Jordan. And 10 
straightway coming up out of the water, he saw the heavens- 
opened, and the Spirit like a dove descending upon him. And 11 
there came a voice from heaven, saying, : ; 
©Thou art my beloved Son, in whom Iam well pleased,’ 


AND immediately the Spirit driveth him into the wilderness. 12 : 


And he. was there in the wilderness forty days tempted of Sa- 13 
tan; and was with thé wild beasis; and the angels ministered 


unto him. 


ing, T e is fulfilled, and the kingdom of God is at hand: 
repent ye, and believe the gospel. j 
Now as he walked by the sea of Galilee, he saw Simon, and 16 
Andrew his brother, casting a net into the sea: for they were 
fishers. And Jesns said unto them, Come ye after me, and [ 17 
will make you to become fishers of men. And straightway 18 
they forsook their nets, and followed him. And when he had 19 
gone a little further thence, he saw James the son of Zebedee, 
and John his brother, who also were in the ship mene ‘their — 
nets. And straightway he called them: and they ar their 20

wr, after that John was put in prison, Jesus came into 14 , 
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father Zebedee in the ship with the hired servants, and went 
after him. i 

AND they went into Capernaum; and straightway on the sab- 21 
bath-day he entered into the synagogue and taught. And they 22 
were astonished at his doctrine: for he taught as one that 
had authority, and not as the scribes. And t was in their 23 
synagogue a man with an unclean spirit; and he cried out, 
‘saying, Let ws alone! what have we to do with thee, thou Jesus 24 
of Nazareth? art thou come to destroy us?_I know thee who 
thou art, the Holy One of God. And Jesus rebuked him, saying, 25 
Hold thy peace, and come out of him, And when the unclean 26 
spirit had torn him, and cried with a loud voice, he came out of 
him. And they were all amazed, insomuch that they questioned 27 
among themselves, saying, What thing is this? what. new doc- 
trine zs this? for with authority commandeth he even the un- 
clean spirits, and they do obey him. And immediately his fame 28 
spread abroad throughout all the region round about Galilee. 

Anp forthwith, when they were come out of the synagogue, 29 
they entered into the house of Simon and Andrew, with James 
and John. But Simon’s wife’s mother lay sick of a fever; and 30 
anon they tell him of her. And he came and took her by the 31 
hand, and lifted her up; and immediately the fever left her, and 
she ministered unto them. 

AND at even, when the sun did set, they brought unto him 32 
all that were diseased, and them that were possessed with devils. 

' And all the city was gathered together at the door. 'And he 33 
healed many that were sick of divers diseases, and cast out 
many devils; and suffered not the devils to speak, because they 
knew him. 

And in the morning, rising up a great while before day, he 35 
went out and departed into a solitary place, and there prayed. 
And Simon, and they that were with him, followed afier him, 36 
And when they had found him, they said unto him, All men 37 
seek for thee. And he said unto them, Let us go into the next 38 
towns, that I may preach there also: for therefore came I forth. 
And he preached in their synagogues. throughout all Galilee, 39 
and cast out devils, : 

Anp there came a leper to him,. beseeching him, and kneeling 40 
down to him, and saying unto him, If thou wilt, thou canst 
make me clean. And Jesus, moved with compassion, put forth 41 
Ais hand, and touched him, and saith unto him, I will; b ou 
clean. _And as soon as he had spoken, immediately the ers 42 
departed from him, and he was cleansed. And he Straitly 43 
charged him, and forthwith sent him away; and saith unto him, 44 
See thou say nothing to any man; but go thy way, show thyself 
to the priest, and offer for thy cleansing those things which 
Moses commanded, for a testimony unto them, t he went 45 
out, and began to publish z¢ much, and to blaze sb the mat- 
ter, insomuch-that Jesus could no more openly enter into the 


city, but was without in desert places: and they came to him 
from every quarter. 
46 
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AND again he entered into Capernawm, after some days; and & 
it was noised that he was in the house. And straightway many 2 
were gathered together, insomuch that there was no room to 
receive them, no, not so much as about the door: and he preached 
the word unto them. And they come unto him, bringing one 
sick of the palsy, which was borne of four. And when they 
could not come nigh unto him for the press, they uncovered the 
roof where he was: and when they had broken 7 up, they let 
down the bed wherein the sick of the palsy lay. When Jesus 
saw their faith, he’said unto the sick of the palsy, Son, thy sins 
be forgiven thee. But there were certain of the scribes sitting 
there, and reasoning in their hearts; Why doth this man thus 
speak blasphemies? who can forgive sins but God only? And 
immediately, when Jesus perceived in his spirit that they so 
reasoned within themselves, he said unto them, Why reason 
ye these things in your hearts? Whether is it easier to say to the 9 
sick of the palsy, Zhy sins -be forgiven thee; or to say, Arise, 
and take up thy bed, and walk? But that ye may know that the 10 
Son of man hath power on earth to forgive sins, (he saith to the 
sick of the palsy,)'I say unto thee, Arise, and take up thy bed, 11 
and go thy way into thy house. And immediately he arose, 12 
took up the bed, and went forth before them all; insomuch that 
they were. all amazed, and glorified God, saying, We never saw 

it on this fashion. > 

AND he went forth again by the sea-side ; and all the multi- 13 
tude resorted unto'him, and he taught them. And as he passed 14 
by, he saw Levi the son of Alpheus, sitting at the receipt of 
cusiom, and said unto him, Follow me. And he arose, and fol- 
lowed him. And it came ‘to pass, that as Jesus sat at meat in 15 
his house, many publicans and sinners sat also together with 
Jesus and his disciples; for there were many, and they followed 
him. And when the scribes and Pharisees saw him eat with 16 
publicans and sinners, they said unto his disciples, How is it 
that he eateth and drinketh with publicans and sinners? When 17 
Jesus heard it, he saith unto them, They that are whole have 
no need of the physician, but they that are sick: I came not to 
call the righteous, but sinners, to repentance. 

Anp the disciples of John, and of the Pharisees, used to fast: 18 
and they come and say unto him, Why do the disciples of John 
and of the Pharisees fast, but thy disciples fast not? And Jesus 19 
said unto them, Can the children of the bride-chamber fast, while 
the bridegroom is with them? As ‘long as they have the bride- 
groom with them, they cannot fast. But the days will come, 20 
when the bridegroom shall be taken away from them, and then 
shall they fast in those days. No man also seweth a piece of 21 
new cloth on an old garment: else the new piece that filled it 
up, taketh away from the old, and the rent is made worse. And 22 
no man putteth new wine into old bottles: else the new wine 
doth burst the bottles, and the wine is spilled, and the bottles: 
will be marred; but new wine must be put into new bottles. 

AND it came to pass, that he went through the = on ‘23 
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the sabbath-day; and his disciples began, as they went, to 
_ pluck the ears of corn. And the Pharisees said unto him, Be- 
hold, why do they on the sabbath-day that which is not lawful? 
‘And he said unto them, Have ye never read what David did, 
when he had need, and was a hungered, he and they that were

-with him? How he went into the house of God, in the days of 26 


Abiathar the high priest, and did eat the show-bread, which is 
not lawful to eat, but for the priests, and gave also to them which 
were with him? And he said unto them, The sabbath was made 
for man, and. not man for the sabbath: therefore, the Son of man 
is Lord also-of the Sabbath. 

_Anp he entered again into the synagogue; and there was a 
man there which had a withered hand) And they watched him, 
whether he would heal him on the sabbath-day ; that they might 
accuse him. And he saith unto the man which had the with- 
ered hand, Stand forth. And he saith unto them, fs it lawful to 
do good on the sabbath-days, or to do evil? to save life, or to 
kill? but they held their peace., And when he had looked 
round about.on them withanger, being grieved for the hardness 
of their hearts, he saith unto the man, Stretch forth thy hand. 
And he stretched 7 out: and his hand, was restored whole as 
the other. And the Pharisees went forth, and straightway took 
He aes. with the Herodians against him, how they might destroy 

im. 

But Jesus withdrew himself with his disciples to the sea: and 
a great multitude from Galilee followed him, and from Judea, 
‘and from Jerusalem, and from Idumea, and from beyond Jor- 
dan: and they about Tyre and Sidon, a great multitude, when 
they had heard what great things he did, came unto him. And 
he spake to his disciples, that a small ship should wait on him, 
because of the multitude, lest they should throng him. For he 
had healed many ; insomuch that they pressed upon him for to 
touch him, as many as had plagues. And unclean spirits, when 
they saw him, fell down before him, and cried, saying, Thou art 
the Son of God. And he straitly charged them, that they 
should not make him known. 

AND he goeth up into a mountain, and calleth wnto him whom 
he would: and they came unto him. And he ordained twelve, 
that they should be with him, and that he might send them forth 
to preach, and to have power to heal sicknesses, and to cast 
out devils. 'And Simon he surnamed Peter. 'And James the 
son of Zebedee, and John the brother of James, (and he sur- 
named them Roanerges, which is, The sons of thunder;) and 
Andrew, and Philip, and Bartholomew, and Matthew, and 
Thomas, and James the son of Alpheus, and Thaddeus, and 


con the Canaanite, 'and Judas Iscariot, which also betrayed 
im; 
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AND they went into a house: 'and the multitude cometh to- 20: 
gether again, so that they could not so much as eat bread. And 21 


when his friends heard of it, they went out to lay hold on him: 


for they pad, He is beside himself And the scribes which came 22 
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down from Jerusalem said, He hath Beelzebub, and by the 
prince of the devils casteth he out devils. And he called them 23 
unto him, and said unto them in parables, How can Satan cast 
out Satan? And if a kingdom be divided against itself, that 24 
kingdom cannot stand. And ifa house be divided against itself, 25 
that house cannot stand. And if Satan rise up against himself, 26 
and be divided, he cannot stand, but hath an end. No man 27 
can enter into a strong man’s house, and spoil his gouds, except 
he will first bind the strorg man; and then he will spoil his 
house. Verily, I say unto you, All sins shall be forgiven unto 28 
the sons of men, and blasphemies wherewith soever they shall 
blaspheme: but he that shall blaspheme against the Holy Ghost 29 
hath never forgiveness, but is in danger of eternal damnation: 
because they said, He hath an unclean spirit. 30 

THERE came then his brethren and his mother, and standing 31 
without, sent unto him, calling him. And the multitude sat 32 
about him; and they said unto him, Behold, thy mother and thy 
brethren without seek for thee. And he answered them, saying, 33 
Who is my mother, or my brethren? And he looked round 34 
about on them which sat about him, and said, Behold my mother 
and my brethren! For whosoever shall do the will of God, the 35 
same is my brother, and my sister, and mother. 

AND he began again to teach by the sea-side: and there 
was gathered unto him a great mullitude, so that he entered into 
a ship, and sat in the sea; and the whole multitude was by the 
sea, on the Jand. And he taught them many things by parables, 
and said unto them in his doctrine, 'Hearken: Behold, there 
went out a sower to sow. And it came to pass as he sowed, 
some fell by the way-side, and the fowls of the air came and de- 
voured it up. And some fell on stony ground, where it had not 
much earth; and immediately it sprang up, because it had no 
depth of earth: but when the sun was up, it was scorched ; and 
because it had no root, it withered away. And some fell among 
thorns; and the thorns grew up, and choked if, and it yielded no 
fruit. And other fell on good ground, and did yield fruit that 
sprang up, and increased, and brought forth, some thirty, and 
some sixty, and some a hundred. And he said unto them,.He 
that hath ears to hear, let him hear! 

AwnpD when he was alone, they that were about him, with the 
twelve, asked of him the parable. And he said unto them, 
Unto you it is given to know the mystery of the kingdom of 
God: but unto them that are without, all these things are done 


in parables: 
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That seeing they may see, and not perceive; w 
And hearing they may hear, and not understand ; 

Lest at any time they should be converted, - 

And their sins should be forgiven them. 

Anp he said unto them, Know ye not this parable? and how 13 
then will ye know all parables? The sower soweth the word. 14. 
And these are they by the way-side, where the word is sown;'I5 
but when they have heard, Satan cometh immediately, and — 
taketh away the word that ae in their hearts. And these 16 
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are they likewise which are sown on stony ground ; who, when 
they have heard the word, immediately receive it with gladness; 
and have no root in themselves, and so endure but for a time: 17 
afterward, when afiliction or persecution ariseth for the word's 
sake, immediately they are offended. And these are they which 18 
are sown among thorns; such as hear the word, 'and the cares 19 
of this world, and the deceitfulness of riches, and the lusts of 
other things, entering in, choke the word, and it becometh un- 
-fruitful. And these are they which are sown on good ground; 20 
such as hear the word, and receive 7, and bring forth fruit, some 
thirty-fold, some sixty, and some a hundred. 

Anp he said unto them, Is a candle brought to be put under 21 
a bushel, or under a bed? and not to be set on a candlestick? 
For there is nothing hid, which shall not be manifested ; neither 22 
was any thing kept secret, but that it should come abroad. If 23 
any man have ears to hear, let him hear! 

‘Ano he said unto them, Take heed what ye hear. With what 24 
measure ye mete, it shall be me sured to you: and unto you 
that hear, shall more*be given. For he that hath, to him shall 25 
be given: and he thatvhath not, from him shall be taken even 
that which he hath~ F 

Anp he said, So is the kingdom of God, as if a man should 26 
cast seed into the ground; and should sleep, and rise night and 27 
day, and the seed should spring and grow up, he knoweth not 
how. For the earth bringeth forth fruit of herself; first the 28 
blade. then the ear, after that the full corn in the ear. But when 29 
the fruit is brought forth, immediately he putteth in the sickle, 
because the harvest is come. ; 

Anp he’said, Whereunto shall we liken the kingdom of God? 30 
or with what comparison shall we compare it? Zé zs like a grain 31 
of mustard-seed, which, when it is sown in the earth, is less than 
all the seeds that be in the earth; but when itis sown, it groweth 32 
up, and becometh greater than all herbs, and shooteth out great 
branches; so that the fowls of the air may lodge under the 
shadow of it. 

Anp with many such parables spake he:the word unto them, 33 
as they were able to hear if. But without a parable spake he 34 
not unto them: and when they were alone, he expounded all 
things to his disciples. i 

AND the same day, when the even was come, he saith unto 35 
them, Let us pass over unto the other side. And when they 36 
had sent away the multitude, they took him even as he was in . 
the ship. And there were also with him other little ships. 'And 37 
there arose a great storm of wind, and the waves beat into the 
ship, so that it was now full. And he was in the hinder part of 38 ~ 
the ship, asleep on a pillow: and they awake him, and say unto 
him, Master! carest thou not that we perish? And he arose, and 39 

_ rebuked the wind, and said unto the sea, Peace! be still! and 
the wind ceased, and there was a great calm. And he said unto 40 
them, Why are ye so fearful? how is it that ye have no faith? 
And they pee exceedingly, and said one to another, What 41

eee of man is this, that even the wind and the sea obey 
im? ¥ 

AND they came over unto the other side of the sea, into the 
country of the Gadarenes. And when he was come out of the 
ship, immediately there met him out of the tombs a man with 
an unclean spirit, ‘who had his dwelling among the tombs ; and 
no man could bind him, no, not with chains: because that he 
had been ofien bound with fetters and chains, and the chains 
had been plucked asunder by him, and the fetters broken in 
pieces: neither could any man tame him. And always, night 5 
and day, he was in the mountains, and in the tombs, crying, and 
cutting himself with stones. But when he saw Jesus afar off 6 
he ran and worshipped him, 'and cried with a loud voice, and 7% 
said, What have I to do with thee, Jesus, thou Son of the Most 
High God? I adjure thee by God, that thou torment me not. 
(For he said unto him, Come out of the man, thou unclean spirit.) 8 
' And he asked him, What zs thy name? And he answered, say- 9 
ing, My name is Legion: for we are many.“And he besought 10 
him much that he would not send them awa y,oubof the country. 
Now there was there nigh unto the mountaimgajgreat herd of 11 
swine feeding. And all the devils besought him, saying, Send 12 
us into the swine, that we may enter into them. “And forthwith 13 
Jesus gave them leave. And the unclean spirits went out, and 
entered into the swine: and the herd ran'violently down a steep 
place into the sea, (they were about two thousand,) and were 
choked in the sea. And they that fed the swine fled, and told 14 
at in the city, and in the country. And they went out to see 
what it was that was done. And they came to Jesus, and see 15 
him that was possessed with the devil, and had the legion, 
sitting, and clothed, and in his right mind: and they were afraid. 
And they that saw zt told them how it befell to him that was 16 
possessed with the devil, and also concerning the swine. And 17 
they began to pray him to depart out of their coasts. And when 18 
he was come into the ship, he that had been possessed with the 
devil prayed him that he might be with him. Howbeit Jesus 19 
suffered him not, but saith unto him, Go home to thy friends, 
and tell them how great things the Lord hath done for thee, and 
hath had compassion on thee. And he departed, and began to 20 
publish in Decapolis how great things Jesus had done for him. 
And all men did marvel. é 

Anp when Jesus was passed over again by ship unto the other 21 
side, much people gathered unto him: and he was nigh unto the 
sea. And behold, there cometh one of the rulers of the syna- 22 
gogue, Jairns by name; and when he saw him, he fell at his 
feet, 'and besought him greatly, saying, My little daughter lieth 23 
at the point of death: I pray thee, come and lay thy hands on 
her, that she may be healed; and she shall live. And Jesus 24 
went with him; and much people followed him, and thronged 
him. i : 
And a certain woman which had an issue of blood twelve’ 25 
years, ‘and had suffered many things of many physio and 26 
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had spent all that she had, and was nothing bettered, but rather 
grew worse, ' when she had heard of Jesus, came in the press 27 
behind, and’ touched his garment: for she said, If I may touch 28 
but his clothes, I shall be whole. And straightway the fountain 29 
of her blood was dried up; and she felt m her body that she 
was healed of that plague. And Jesus, immediately knowing 30 
in himself that virtue had gone out of him, turned him about in 
the press, and said, Who touched my clothes? And his disciples 31 
said unto him, Thou seest the multitude thronging thee, and 
sayest thou, Who touched me? And he looked round about to 32 
see her that had done this thing. But the woman, fearing and 33 
trembling, knowing what was done in her, came and fell down 
before him, and told him all the truth. And he said unto her, 34 
Daughter, thy faith hath made thee whole; go in peace, and be - 
whole of thy plague. 

While he yet spake, there came from the ruler of the syna- 35 
gogue’s house certain which said, Thy daughter is dead: why 
troublest thou the Master any further? As soon as Jesus heard 36 
the word that was spoken, he pee unto the ruler of the syna- 
gogue, Be not afraid, only believe. And he suffered no man to 37 
follow him, save Peter, and James, and John the brother of 
James. And he cometh to the house of the ruler of the syna- 38 
gogue, and seeth-the tumult, and them that wept and wailed 
greatly. And when he was come in, he saith unto them, Why 39 
make ye this ado, and weep? the damsel is not dead, but sleep- 
eth. / And they laughed him to scorn. But when he had put 40 
them ail out, he taketh the father and the mother of the damsel, 
and them that were with him, and entereth in where the damsel 
was lying. And he took the damsel by the hand, and said unto 41 
her, Talitha-cumi! (which is, being interpreted, ‘ Damsel,’—I say 
unto thee—‘arise.) And straightway the damsel arose, and 42 
walked ; for she was of the age of twelve years. And they were 
astonished with a great astonishment. And he charged them 43 
straitly that no man should know it; and commanded that 
something should be given her to eat. ; 

AND he went out from thence, and. came into his own coun- 6 
try; and his disciples follow him. And when the sabbath-day 2 
was come, he began to teach in the synagogue : and many hear- 
ing him were astonished, saying, From whenee hath this man 
these things? and what wisdom 7s this which is given unto him, 
that even such mighty works are wrought by his hands? Is not 3 
this the carpenter, the son of Mary, the brother of James, and 
Joses, and of Juda, and Simon? and are not his sisters here with 
us? And they were offended at him. ' But Jesus said unto them, 
A prophet is not without honor, but in his own country, and 
among his own kin, and in his own house. And he could there 
do no mighty work, save that he laid his hands upon a few sick 
folk, and healed them. And he marvelled because of their un- 
belief. And he went round about the villages teaching. 

AND he called unto him the twelve, and began to send them: 
forth by “S and two; and gave them power over unclean spirits; 
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and commanded them that they should take nothing for their 8 
journey, save a staff only; no scrip, no bread, no money in their 
purse: but te shod with sandals; and not put on two coats. 9 
And he said unto them, In what place soever ye enter into a 10 
house, there abide till ye depart from that place. And whoso- 11 
ever shall not receive you, nor hear you, when ye depart thence, 
shake off the dust under your feet, for a testimony against them. 
Verily, I say unto you, It shall be more tolerable for Sodom and - 
Gomorrah in the day of judgment, than for that city. 

ANp they went out, and preached that men should repent. 12 
And they cast out many devils, and anointed with oil many that 13 

were sick, and healed them. 

AND king Herod heard of him, (for his name was spread 14 
abroad.) and he said, That John the Baptist was risen from the 
dead, and therefore mighty works do show forth themselves in 
him. 'Others said, That it is Elias. And others said, That it 15 
is a prophet, or as one of the prophets. Bat when Herod heard 16 
thereof, he said, It is John, whom I beheaded: he is risen from’ 
the dead. . 

For Herod himself had sent forth and laid hold upon John, 17 
and bound him in prison for Herodias’s sake, his brother Philip’s 
wife: for be had married her. For John had said unto Herod, 18 
It is not lawful for thee to have thy brother’s wife. Therefore 19 
Herodias had a quarrel against him, and would have killed him; 
bat she could not: for Herod feared John, knowing that he was 20 
a just man and a holy; and observed him: and when he heard 
him, he did many things, and heard him gladly. And when a 21 
conyenient day was come, that Herod on his birth-day made a 
supper to his lords, high captains, and chief estates of Galilee ; 
and when the daughter of the said Herodias came in, and 22 
danced, and pleased Herod, and them that sat with him, the 
king said unto the damsel, Ask of me whatsoever thou wilt, and 
I will give it thee. And he sware unto her, Whatsoever thou 23 
shalt ask of me, I will give it thee, unto the half of my kingdom. 
And she went forth, and said unto her mother, What shall I’ 24 
ask? And she said, The head of John the Baptist. 'And she 25 
came in straightway with hasie unto the king, and asked, saying, 

J will that thou give me, by and by, ina charger, the head of 
John the Baptist. And the king was exceeding sorry ; yet, for 26 
his oath’s sake, and for their sakes which sat with him, he would 
not reject her. And immediately the king sent an executioner, 27 
and commanded his head to be brought: and he went and be- : 
headed him in the prison; and brought his head in a charger, 28 
and gave it to the damsel: and the damsel gave it to her mother. 
And when his disciples heard of it, they came and took up his 29 
corpse, and laid it in a tomb: 

AND the Apostles gathered themselves together unto Jesus, 30 
and told him all things, both what they had done, and what they 
had taught. And he-said unto them, Come ye yourselves apart, 31 
into a desert place, and rest a while: for there were many com- 
ing and going, and they had a page so much as to a And 382 
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they departed. into a desert place by ship privately. And the 33 
people saw them departing, and many knew him, and ran afoot 
thither out of all cities, and outwent them, and came together 
unto him. And Jesus, when he came out, saw much people, 34 
and was moved with compassion toward them, because they 
were as sheep not having a shepherd; and he began to teac 
them many things. ‘ rey 

Anp when the day was now far spent, his disciples came 35 
unto him, and said, This is a desert place, and now the time is 
far passed: send them away, that they may go into the country 36 
round about, and into the villages, and buy themselves bread: 
for they have nothing to eat. He answered. and said unto them, 37 
Give ye them to eat. And they say unto him, Shall we go and 
buy two hundred pennyworth of bread, and give them to eat? 

He saith unto them, How many loaves have ye? go and see. 38 
And when they knew, they say, Five, and two fishes. 'And he 39 
commanded them to make all sit down by companies upon the 
green grass. And they sat down in ranks, by hundreds, and by 40 
fifties. And when he had taken the five loaves, and two fishes, 41 
he looked up to heaven, and blessed, and brake the loaves, and 
gave them to his disciples to set before them; and the two fishes 
divided he among them all. And theydid all eat, and were 42 
filled. “And they took up twelve baskets full of the fragments, 43 
and of the fishes. And they that did eat of the loaves, were 44 
about five thousand men. 

Anp straightway he constrained his disciples to: get into the 45 
ship, and to go to the other side before unto Bethsaida, while he 
sent away the people. And when he had sent them away, he 46 
departed into a mountain to pray. And when even was come, 47 
the ship was in the midst of the sea, and he alone on the land. 
And he saw them toiling in rowing; for the wind was contrary 48 
unto them: and about the fourth watch of the night he cometh 
unto them, walking upon the sea, and would have passed by 
them. But when they saw him walking upon the sea, they sup- 49 
posed it had been a spirit, and cried out. (For they all saw him, 50 
and were troubled.) And immediately he talked with them, 
and saith unto them, Be of good cheer: itis1; be not afraid. 
And he went up unto them into the ship; and the wind ceased: 51 | 
and they were sore amazed in themselves beyond measure, and 
wondered. For they considered not the miracle of the loaves; 52, 
for their heart was hardened. 

Anb when they had passed over, they came into the land of 53 
Gennesaret, and drew to the shore. And when they were come 54 
out of the ship, siraightway they knew him, 'and ran through 55 | 
that whole region round about, and began to carry about in beds 
those that were sick, where they heard he was. And whither- 56 
soever he entered, into villages, or cities, or country, they laid — 
the sick in the streets, and besought him that they might touch 
if it were but the border of his garment: and as many as 
touched pm, were made whole. 
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THEN came together unto him the Pharisees, and certain of 7 
the scribes which came from Jerusalem. And when they saw 2 
some of his disciples eat bread with defiled (that is to say, with 
unwashen) hands, they found fault. For the Pharisees, and all 3 
the Jews, except they wash their hands oft, eat not, holding the . 
tradition of the elders. And when they come from the market, 4 
except they wash, they eat not. And many other things there 
be, which they have received to hold, as the washing of cups, 
and pots, and brazen vessels, and tables. Then the Pharisees 5 
and scribes asked him, Why walk not thy disciples according to 
the tradition of the elders, but eat bread with unwashen hands? 
He answered and said unto them, Well hath Esaias prophesied 6 
of you hypocrites, as it is written, 

Ba REE neste Gatton! ee 

Howbeit, in vain they do worship me, 7 

Teaching for doctrines the commandments of men. ~ 
For, laying aside the commandment of God, ye hold the tradition 8 
of men, as the washing of pots and cups: and many other such 
like things ye do. And he said unto them, Full well ye reject 9 
the commandment of God, that ye may keep your own tradition. 
For Moses said, “Honor thy father and thy mother;” 10 
and, “Whoso curseth father or mother, let him die 
the death:” but ye say, If a man shall say to his father or 11 
mother, It is Corban, (that is to say, a gift,) by whatsoever thou 
mightest be profited by me; he shall be free. And ye suffer 12 
him no more to do aught for his father or his mother; making 13 
the word of God of none effect throngh your tradition, which 
ye have delivered: and many such like things do ye. 

And when he had called all the people unto him, he said unto 14 
them, Hearken unto me every one of you, and understand. 
There is nothing from without a man, that entering into him, 15 
can defile him: but the things which come out of him, those 
are they that defile the man. If any man have ears to hear, let 16 
him hear! And when he was entered into the house from the 17 
people, his disciples asked him concerning the parable. And 18 
he saith unto them, Are ye so without understanding also? Do 

e not perceive, that whatsoever thing from without entereth 
into the man, #f cannot defile him; because it entereth not into 19 
his heart, but into the belly, and goeth out into the draught purg- 
ing all meats? And he said, That which cometh out of the man, 20 
that defileth the man. For from within, out of the heart of men, 21 
proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, fornications, murders, ' thefts, 22 
covetonsness, wickedness, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, 
blasphemy, pride, foolishness : all these evil things come from 23 
within, and defile the man. 

AND from thence he arose, and, went into the borders of Tyre 24 
and Sidon, and entered into a house, and would have no man 
know zt; but he could not be hid. For a certain woman, whose 25 
young daughter had an unclean spirit, heard of him, andicame __ 
and fell at his feet: (the woman was a Greek, a Syereeen 26 
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by nation,) and she besought him that he would cast forth the 
devil out of her daughter. But Jesus said unto her, Let the 27 
children first be filled: for it is not meet to take the children’s 
bread, and to cast 2¢ unto the dogs. And she answered and said 28 
unto him, Yes, Lord: yet the dogs under the table eat of the 
children’s crumbs. And he said unto her, For this saying, go 29 
thy way; the devil is gone out of thy daughter. And when she 30 
was come to her house, she found the devil gone out, and her 
daughter laid upon the bed. % 

AND again departing from the coasts of Tyre and Sidon, he 31 
came unto the sea of Galilee, through the midst of the coasts of 
Decapolis. And they bring unto him one that was deaf, and had 32 
an impediment in his speech; and they beseech him to put his 
hand upon him. And he took him aside from the multitude, 33 
and put his fingers into his ears, and he spit, and touched his 
tongue: and looking up to heaven, he sighed, and saith unto 34 
him, Ephphatha! (that is, Be opened.) And straightway his 35 
ears were opened, and the string of his tongue was loosed, and 
he spake plain. And he charged them that they should tell no 36 
man; but the more he charged ther§, so much the more a great 
deal they published it; and were beyond measure astonished, 37 
saying, He hath done all things well! he maketh both the deaf 
to hear, and the dumb to speak! “SH A oS . 

IN those days the multitude being very great, and having 8_ 
nothing to eat, Jesus called his disciples wnto him, and saith unto 
them, 'I have compassion on the multitude, because they have 
now been with me three days, and have nothing to eat: and if 
I send them away fasting to their own houses, they will faint by 
the way: for divers of them came from far. And his disciples 
answered him, From whence can a man satisfy these men with 
bread herein the wilderness? And he asked ihem, How many 
loaves have ye? And they said, Seven. ‘And he commanded 
the people to sit down on the ground: and he took the seven 
loaves, and gave thanks, and brake, and gave to his disciples to 
set before them; and they did set them before the people. And 
they had a few small fishes; and he blessed, and commanded 
to set them also before them. So they did eat, and were filled: 8 
and they took up of the broken meat that was lefi, seven baskets, 
And they that had eaten were about four thousand and he sent. 9 
them away. And straightway he entered into a ship with his 10 
disciples, and came into the parts of Dalmanutha. 

AND the Pharisees came forth, and began to question with 11 
him, seeking of him a sign from heaven, tempting him. And he 12 
sighed deeply in his spirit, and saith, Why doth this generation 
seek after a sign? Verily, I say unto you, There shall no sign be 
given to this generation. And he left them, and entering into 13 
the ship again, departed to the other side. 

Now the disciples had forgotten to take bread, neither had 14 _ 
they in the ship with them more than one loaf. And he charged 15 
them, paying, Take heed, beware of the leaven of the Pharisees, 


and of t picaron of Herod. And they reasoned among them- 16 
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selves, saying, It is because we have no bread. And when 17 
Jesus knew i, he saith unto them, Why reason ye, because ye 
have no bread? perceive ye not yet, neither understand? have 
_ your heart yet hardened? 'having eyes, see ye not? and 18 

aving ears, hear ye not? and do ye not remember? When I 19 
brake the five loaves among five thousand, how many baskets 
full of fragments took ye vp? They say unto him, Twelve. 
And when the seven among four thousand, how many baskets 20 
full of fragments took ye up? And they said; Seven. ‘And he 21 
said unto them, How is it that ye do not understand ? 

AND he cometh to Bethsaida; and they bring a blind man 22 
unto him, and besought him to touch him. And he took the 23 
blind man by the -hand. and led him out of the town; and when 
he had spit on his eyes, and put his hands upon him, he asked 
him if he saw aught. And he looked up, and said, J see-men 24 
as trees walking. After that, he put jis hands again upon his 25 
eyes, and made him look up: and he was restored, and saw 
every man clearly. And he sent him away to his house, saying, 26 
Neither go into the town, nor tell it to any im the town. 

AND Jesus went out, and his disciples, into the towns of Ce- 27 
sarea Philippi; and by the way he asked his disciples, saying 
unto them, Who do men say that am? And they answered, 28 
John the Baptist: but some say, Elias ; and others, One of the 
prophets: And he saith unto them, But who say ye that lam? 29° 
‘And Peter answereth, and saith unto him, Thou art the Christ. 
And he charged them that they should tell no man of him. 30 

Anp he began to teach them, that the Son of man must suffer 31 
many things, and be rejected of the elders, and of the chief 
priests, and scribes, and be killed, and after three days rise again. 
‘And he spake that-saying openly. And Peter took him, and 32 
began to rebuke him. But when he had turned about, and 33 
looked on his disciples, he rebuked Peter, saying, Get thee be- 
hind me, Satan: for thou savorest not the things that be of God, 
put the things that be of men. And when he had called the 34 
people unto kim with his disciples also, he said unto them, Who- 
soever will come after me, let him deny himself, and take up 
his cross, and follow me. For whosoever will save his life, shall 35 
lose it; but whosoever shall lose his life for my sake and the 
gospel’s, the same shall save it. (For what shall it profit a man, 36 
if he shall gain the whole world, and Jose his own soul? Or 37 
what shall a man give in exchange for his soul?) Whosoever 38° 
therefore shall be ashamed of me, and of my words, in this 
adulterous and sinful generation, of him also shall the Son of 
man be ashamed, when he cometh in the glory of his Father 
with the holy angels. And he said unto them, Verily, I say unto 9 

ou, That there be some of them that stand here, which shall 
not taste of death, till they have seen the kingdom of God come 
with power. 

AND after six days, Jesus taketh with him Peter, and Janes, 2 
and John; and leadeth them up into a high mountain apart by. ~ 
themselves; and he was transfigured before them. And-his 3 
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raiment became shining, exceeding white as snow; so as no ful- 
ler on earth can white them. And there appeared unto them 4 
Elias, with Moses; and they were talking with Jesus. And -5 
Peter,answered and said to Jesus, Masier, it is good for us to be 
here: and let us make three tahernacles; one for thee, and one 
for Moses, and one for Elias. For he wist not what to say: for 6 
they were sore afraid. And there was.a cloud that overshadow- 7 
ed them: and a voice came out of the cloud, saying, 

‘This is my beloved Son: hear him? 
And suddenly, when they had looked round about, they saw no 8 
man any more, save Jesus only, with themselves. And/as they 9 
came down from the mountain, he charged them that they shonld 
tell no man what things they had seen, till the Son of man were 
risen from the dead. And they kept that saying with themselves, 10 
questioning one with another what the rising from the dead 
should mean. And they asked him, saying, Why say the scribes 11 
that Elias must first come? And he answered and told them, 12 
Elias verily cometh first, and restoreth all things; and how it is 
written of the Son of man, that he*must suffer many things, and 
be set at nought. But I say unto you, That Elias is indeed come, 13 
and they have done unto him whatsoeyer they listed, as it is 
written of him. * 

AND when he came to his disciples, he saw a great multitude 14 
about them, and the scribes questioning with them. And straight- 15 
way all the people, when they beheld him, were greatly amazed, 
and running to kim, saluted him. And he asked the scribes, 16 
What quesiion ye with them? And one of the multitude an- 17 
swered and said, Master, I have brought unto thee my son, 
which hath a dumb spirit; and wheresoever he taketh him, he 18 
teareth him; and he foameth, and gnasheth with his teeth, and 
pineth away; and I spake to thy disciples that they should cast 
him out, and they could not. He answereth him, and saith, O 19 
faithless generation, how long shall I be with you? how long 
shall [ suffer you? Bring him unto me. ‘And they brought him 20 
unto him. And when he saw him, straightway the spirit tare 
him; and he fell on the ground, and wallowed, foaming. And 2h 
he asked his father, How long ‘is it ago since this came unto him? 
And he said, Of a child; 'and oft-times it hath cast him into the 22 
fire, and into the waters, to destroy him: but if thou canst do 
any thing, have compassion on us, and help us. Jesus said unto 23 
him, If thou canst believe, all things are possible to him that 
believeth. And straightway the father of the child cried out, 24 
and said with tears, Lord, I believe; help thou mine unbelief! 
Wheh Jesus saw that the people came running together, he re- 25 
buked_ the foul spirit, saying unto him, Tou dumb and deaf 
spirit, I charge thee, come out of him, and enter no more ‘into 
him. And the spirit cried, and. rent him sore, and came out of 26 
him: and he was as one dead; insomuch that many said, He is 
dead. But Jesus took him by the hand, and lifted hirn up; and 27 
he arose. And when he was come into the house, his disciples 28 
asked Hn private Why could not we cast him out? And he 29 
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said unto them, This kind can come forth by nothing, but by 
prayer and fasting. n 

Anp they departed thence, and passed through Galilee; and 20 
he would not that any man should know if. For he taught his 31 
disciples, and said unto them, The Son of man is delivered into 
the hands of men, and they shall kill him; and after that he is 
killed, he shall rise the third day. But they understood not that 32 
saying, and were afraid to ask him. \ 

AND he came to Capernaum: and being in the house, he 33 
asked them, What was it that ye disputed among yourselves by 
the way? But they held their peace; for by the way they had 34 
disputed among themselves, who should be the greatest. And 35 
he sat down, and called the twelve, and saith unto them, If any 
man desire to be first, the same shall be last of all, and servant 
of all. And he took a child, and set him in the midst of them: 36 
and when he had taken him in his arms, he said unto them, 
Whosoever shall receive one of such children in my name, re- 37 
ceiveth me: and whosoever shall receive me, receiveth not me, 
but him that sent me. And John answered him, saying, Master, 38 
We saw one casting out devils in thy name, and he followeth 
not us;.and we forbade him, because he followeth not us. But 39 
Jesus said, Forbid him not: for there is no man which shall do a 
miracle in. my name, that can lightly speak evil of me. For he 40 
that is not against us, ison our part. For whosoever shall give 41 
you a cup of water to drink in my name, because ye belong to, 
Christ, verily I say unto you, He shall not lose his'reward. And 42 
whosoever shall offend one of these little ones that believe in 
me, it is better for him that a millstone were hanged ahout his 
neck, and he were cast into the sea. And if thy hand offend 43 
thee, cut it off; it is better for thee to enter into life maimed, 
than having two hands to go into hell, into the fire that never 
shall be quenched: where their worm dieth not, and the fire 44 
is not quenched. And if thy foot offend thee, cut it off: it is 45 
better for thee to enter halt into life, than having two feet to be 
cast into bell, into the fire that never shall be quenched: where 46 
their worm dieth not, and the fire is not quenched. And if thine 47 
eye offend thee, pluck it out: itis better for thee to enter into 
the kingdom of God with one eye, than having two eyes, to be 
cast into hell-fire: where their worm dieth not, and the fire is 48 
not -quenched. For every one shall be salted with fire, and 49 
every sacrifice shall be salted with salt. Salt is good: butif the 50 
salt have lost its saltness, wherewith will ye season it? Have 
salt in yourselves, and have peace one with another. 

AND he arose from thence, and cometh into the coasts of LO 
Judea, by the farther side of Jordan: and the people resort unto 
him again; and, as he was wont, he taught them again. 

Anp the Pharisees came to him, and asked him, Is it lawful 
fora man to put away his wife? tempting him: And he.an- 
swered and said unto them, What did Moses command you? 
And they said, Moses suffered to write a bill of divorcemenit, ’ 
and to put her away. And Jesus answered and said Ace 
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For the hardness of your heart, he wrote you this precept, 'but 6 
from the beginning of ‘the creation, Ged made them male and 
female. “For this cause shall a man leave his father 7 
and mother, and cleave to his wife, ‘and they 8 
twain shall be one flesh:” so then they are no more twain, 
but one flesh. . What, therefore, God hath joined together, let 9 
not man put asunder. And in the house his disciples asked him 10 
again of the same matter. And he saith unto them, Whosoever 11 
shall put away his wife, and marry another, committeth adul- 
tery against her. And if a woman shall put away her husband, 12 
and be married to another, she committeth adultery. 

Anp they brought young children to him, that he’should touch 13 
them; and his disciples rebuked those that breught them. But 14 
when Jesus saw 7, he was much displeased, and said unto them, 
Suffer the little children’ to come unto me, and forbid them not: 
for of such is the kingdom of God. Verily I say unto you, Who- 15 
soever shall not receive the kingdom of God as a little child, he 
shall not enter therein. And he took them up in his arms, ‘put 16 
his hands upon them, and blessed them. 

AND when he was gone forth into the way, there came one 17 
running, and kneeled to him, and asked him, Good Master, 
what shall I do that I may inherit eternalife? And Jesus said 18 
unto. him, Why callest thou me good? there is none good but 
one, that is, God. ‘Thou knowest the commandments, “Do not 19 
commit adultery;” “Do not kill;” “Do not steal;” 
“Do not bear false witness;” “Defraud. not;” 
“Honor thy father and mother.” And he answered and 20 
said unto him, Master, all these have I observed from my youth. 
Then Jesus beholding him loved him, and said unto him, One 21 
thing thou lackest: go thy way, sell whatsoever thou hast, and 
give to the poor, and thou shalt have treasure in heaven; and 
come, take up the cross, and follow me. And he was sad at 22 
that saying, and went away grieved: for he had great possessions. 
And Jesus looked round about, and saith unto his disciples, How 23 
hardly shall they that have riches enter into the kingdom of 
God! 'And the disciples were astonished at his words. But 24 
Jesus answereth again, and saith unto them, Children, how hard 
is it for them that trust in riches to enter into the kingdom of 
God? It is easier for a camel to go through the eye of a needle, 25 
than for a rich man to enter into the kingdom of God. And they 26 
were astonished out of measure, saying, among themselves, Who 
then can be saved? And Jesus looking upon them, saith, With 27 
. men tt is impossible, but not with God: for with God all things 

are possible. Then Peter began to say unto him, Lo, we have 28 
left all, and have followed thee. And Jesus answered and said, 29° 
Verily, I say unto you, There is no man that hath left house, or 
brethren, or sisters, or father, or mother, or wife, or children, or 
lands, for my sake, and the gospel’s, 'but he shall receive a hun- 30 
dred-fold now in this time, houses, and brethren, and sisters, and 
mothers, ped children, and lands, with persecutions; and in the 
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world to come eternal life. But many that are first shall be last; 31 
and the last first. 

AND they were in the way, going up to Jerusalem; and Jesus 32 
went before them: and they were amazed ; and as they followed, 
they were afraid. And he took again the twelve, and began to 
tell them what things should happen unto him, "saying, Behold, 33 
we go up to Jerusalem; and the Son of man shall be delivered 
unto the chief priests, and unto the scribes; and they shall 
condemn him to death, and shall deliver him to the Gentiles; 
and they shall mock him, and shall scourge him, and shall spit 34 
upon him, and shall kill him: and the third day he shall rise 
again. 

Anp James and John, the sons of Zebedee, come unto him, 35 
saying, Master, we would that thou shouldest do for us whatso- 
ever we shall desire. And he said unto them, What would ye 36 
that I should do for you? They said unto him, Grant unto us 37 
that we may sit, one on thy right hand, and the other on thy 
left hand, in thy glory. But Jesus said unto them, Ye know not 38 
what ye ask: can ye drink of the cup that I drink of? and be 
baptized with the baptism that I am baptized with? And they 39 
said unto him, We can. And Jesus said unto them, Ye shall in- 
deed drink of the cup that I drink of; and with the baptism that 
I am baptized withal shall ye be baptized: but to sit on my 40 
right hand and on my left hand, is not mine to give, but it shall 
be given to them for whom it is prepared. And when the ten 41 
heard it, they began to be much displeased with James and 
John. But Jesus called them fo him, and saith unto them, Ye 42 
know that they which are accounted to rule over the Gentiles, 
exercise lordship over them; and their great ones exercise au- 
thority upon them. But so shall it not be among you: but who- 43 
soever will be great among you, shall be your minister: and 44 
whosoever of you will be the chiefest, shall be servant of all. 
For even the Son of man came not to be ministered unto, but to 45 
minister, and to give his life a ransom for many. 

AND they came. to Jericho: and as he went out of Jericho 46 
with his disciples, and a great number of people, blind Barti- 
meus (the son of Timeus) sat by the high-way-side begging. And 47 
when he heard that it was Jesus of Nazareth. he began to cry 
out, and say, Jesus, thou son of David, have mercy on me. And 48 
many charged him that he should hold his peace: but he cried 
the more a great deal, Tou son of David, have mercy on me! 
And Jesus stood still, and commanded him to be called: and 49 
they call the blind man, saying unto him, Be of good comfort, 
rise; he calleth thee. And he, casting away his garment, rose, 50 
and came to Jesus. And Jesus answered and said unto him, 51 
What wilt thou that I should do unto thee? The blind man said f 
urito him, Lord, that I might receive my sight. And Jesus said 52 
unto him, Go thy way; thy faith hath made thee whole. And 
immediately he received his sight, and followed Jesus in the way. 

AND when they came nigh to Jerusalem, unto Bethphage,il 
and Bethany, at the mount ee he sendeth be of 
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his disciples, 'and saith unto them, Go your way into the village 2 
over-against you: and as soon as ye be entered into it, ye shall 
find a colt tied, whereon never man sat; loose him, and bring 
him. And if any man say unto you, Why do ye this? say ye 
that the Lord hath need ot him; and straightway he will send 
him hither. And they went their way, and -found the colt tied 
by the door without, in a place where two ways met: and they 
loose him, And certain of them that stood there said unto them, 
What do ye, loosing the colt? And they said unto them even 
as Jesus had commanded: and they let them go. And they 
brought the colt to Jesus, and cast their garments on him; and 
he sat upon him. And many spread their garments in the way: 
and others cut down branches off the trees, and strewed them 
in the way. And they that went before, and they that followed, 
cried, saying, Hosanna: Blessed is he that cometh in the name 
of the LORD: Blessed be the kingdom of our father David, that 10 
cometh in the name of the LORD: Hosanna in the highest! 

AND Jesus entered into Jerusalem, and into the temple: and 11 
when he had looked round about upon all things, and now the 
even-tide was come, he went out Wmnto Bethany, with the twelve. 

Anp on the morrow, when they were come from Bethany, he 12 
was hungry. And seeing a fig-tree afar off, having leaves, he 13 
came, if haply he might find any thingthereon; and when he 
came to it, he found nothing but leaves: for the time of figs was 
not yet, And Jesus answered and said unto it, No man eat fruit 14 
of thee hereafter for ever! And his disciples heard 7. 

Anp they come to Jerusalem: and Jesus wentinto the temple, 15 
and began to cast out them that sold and bought in the temple, 
and overthrew the tables of the money-changers, and the seats 
of them that sold doves; and would not suffer that any man 16 
should carry any vessel through the temple. And he taught, 17 
saying unto them, Is it not written, 

My house shall be called, of all nations, the house of prayer ? 

But ye have made it a den of thieves. “a 
And the scribes and chief priests heard 7, and sought how they 18 
might destroy him: for they feared him, because all the people 
were astonished at his doctrine. And when even was come, he 19 
went out of the city. } 

Anp in the morning, as they passed by, they saw the fig-tree 20> 
dried up from the roots. And Peter, calling to remembrance, 21 
saith unto him, Master, behold, the fig-tree which thou cursedst 
is withered away. And Jesus answering; saith unto them, Have 22 
faith in God. For verily I say unto you, That whosoever shall 23 . 
say unto this mountain, Be thou removed, and be thou cast into 
the sea; and shall not doubt in his heart, but shall believe that 
those things which he saith shall come to pass; he shall have 
whatsoever he saith. Therefore I say unto you, What things 24 
soever ye desire when ye pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye shall have ‘hem. And when ye stand praying, forgive, 25 
if ye have aught against any; that your Father also which is in 
heaven rey forgive you your trespasses. But, if ye do not for- 26 
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give, neither will your Father which is in heaven forgive your 
trespasses. . 
- AND they came again to Jerusalem: and as he was walking 27 
in the temple, there come to him the chief priests and the scribes, 
and the elders, 'and say unto him, By what authority doest thou 28 
these things? and who gave thee this authority to do these things? 
And Jesus answered and said unto them, I will also ask of 29 
you one question, and answer me, and I will tell you by what 
authority I do these things. The baptism of John, was 7 from 30 
heaven, or of men? answer me. ' And they reasoned with them- 31 
selves, saying, If we shall say, From heaven; he will say, Why 
then did ye not believe him? But if we shall say, Of men; they 32- 
feared the people: for all men counted John, that he was a. 
prophet indeed. And they answered and said unto Jesus, We 33 
cannot tell. And Jesus answering, saith unto them, Neither do 
I tell you by what authority I do these things. 
Anp he began to speak unto thém by parables: A certainL 

man planted a vineyard, and set a hedge about 7, and digged a 

lace for the wine-fat, and built a tower, and let it out to hus- 
Fa tahiton! and went into a far country. And at the season he 2 
sent to the husbandmen a servant, that he might receive from 
the husbandmen of the fruit of the vineyard. And they caught 
him, and beat him, and sent him away empty. And again, he 
sent unto them another servant: and at him they cast stones, 
and wounded him in the head, and sent iim away shamefully 
handled. And again he sent another; and him they killed, and 
many others; beating some, and killing some. Having yet 
therefore one son, his well-beloved, he sent him also last unto 
them, saying, They will reverence my son. But those husband- 
men said among themselves, This is the heir; come,let us kill: 
him, and the inheritance shall be ours. And they took him, and 
killed Aim, and cast Aim out of the vineyard. What shall, there-_ 
fore, the lord of the vineyard do? He will come and destroy 
the husbandmen, and will give the vineyard unto others. And 10 
have ye not read this scripture? 

The stone which the builders rejected 
Is become the head of the corner: 


This was the LORD’S doing, ll 
And it is marvellous in our eyes, 


Anp they sought to lay hold on him, but feared the people; 12 
for they knew that he had spoken the parable against them : and 
they left him, and went their way. : ; 

AND they send unto him certain of the Pharisees, and of the 13 
Plerodians, to catch him in his words. And when they were 14 
come, they say unto him, Master, we know that thou art true, 
and carest for no man: for thou regardest not the person of men, 
but teachest the way of God in truth: Is it lawful to give tribute 
to Cesar, or not? ' Shall we give, or shall we not give? But he, 15 
knowing their hypocrisy, said unto them, Why tefpt ye me? 
bring me a penny, that | may see vv. ‘And they broughtz. And 16 
he saith unto them, Whose is this image and superseription? . 
‘And they said unto him, Cesar’s. 'And Jesus nee’ said 17 
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unto them, Render to Cesar the things that are Cesar’s, and to 
God the things that are God’s. And they marvelled at him. 

THEN come unto him the Sadducées, which say there is no 18 
resurrection ; and they asked him, saying, 'Master, Moses wrote 19 
unto us, If a man’s brother die, and leave Ais wife 
behind him, and leave no children, that his brother 
should take his wife, and raise up seed unto his brother. Now, 20 
there were seven brethren: and the first took a wife, and dying 
lefi no seed. And the second took her, and died, neither left he 21 
any seed: and the third likewise. And the seven had her, and 22 
left no seed: last of all the woman died also. In the resurrec- 23 
tion therefore, when they shall rise, whose wife shall she be of 
them? for the seven had her to wife. And Jesus answering, 24 
said unto them, Do ye not therefore err, because ye know not 
the scriptures, neither the power of God? For when they shall 25 
rise from the dead, they neither marry, nor are given in mar- 
riage: but are as the angels which are in heaven. And as 26 
touching the dead, that they rise; Have ye not read in the book 
of Moses, how in the bush God spake unto him, saying; “lam 
the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob?” He is not the God of the dead, but the 27 
~ God of the living: ye therefore do greatly err. 

Anp one of the scribes came, and having heard them reason- 28 
ing together, and perceiving that he had answered them well, 
asked him, Which is the first commandment of all? And Jesus 29 
answered him, The first of all the commandments is, “Hear, 

O Israel; The LORD our God is one LORD: 'and 30 
thou shalt love the LORD thy God with all th 
heart, and with all thy soul, and withall thy mind, 
and with all thy strength;” this zs the first command- 
ment. And the second is like, namely this; “Thou shalt 31) 
love thy neighbor as thyself:” there is none other ‘com- 
mandment greater than these. And the scribe said unto him, 32 
Well, Master, thon hast said the truth: for there is one God; and 
there is none other but he: and to love him with all the heart, 33 
and with all the understanding, and with all the soul, and with 

all the strength, and to love Ais neighbor as himself, is more 
than all whole burnt-offerings and ‘sacrifices. And when Jesus 34 
saw that he answered discreetly, he said unto him, Thou art 
not far from the kingdom of God. And no man afier that durst 
ask him any question. 

Anp Jesus answered and said, while he taught in the temple, 35 
How say the scribes that Christ is the son of David? For David 36 __ 
himself said by the Holy Ghost, 

The LORD said unto my Lord, 


Sit thou on my right hand, 
‘Till I make thine enemies thy footstool, 


David therefore himself calleth him Lorp, and whence is he 37 
then his son ? ; 

Anp the common people heard him gladly. 'And he said 38 
unto men in his doctrine, Beware of the scribes, which love to 
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go in long clothing, and Jove salutations in the market-places, 
"and the chief seats in the synagogues, and the uppermost rooms 39 
at feasts: which devour widows’ houses, and for a pretence 40 
make long prayers: these shall receive greater damnation. 

AND Jesus sat over-against the treasury, and beheld how the 41 
people cast money into the treasury: and many that were rich 
castin much. And there came a certain poor widow, and she 42 
threw in two mites, which make a farthing. And he called unto 43 
him his disciples, and saith unto them, Verily, I say unto you, 
That this poor widow hath cast more in, than all they which 
have cast into the treasury. For all they did cast in of their 44 
abundance: but she of Her want did cast in all that she had, 
even all her living. 

AND as he went out of the temple, one of his disciples saithh 
unto him, Master, see what manner of stones, and what build- 
ings, are here! And Jesus answering, said unto him, Seest thou 2 

these great buildings? there shall not be left one stone upon 
another, that shall not be thrown down. 

And as he sat upon the mount of Olives, over-against the 
temple, Peter, and James, and John, and Andrew, asked him 
privately, Tell us, when shall these things be? and what -shall 
te the sign when all these things shall be fulfilled? And Jesus 
answering them, began to say, Take heed lest any man deceive 
you, 'for many shall come in my name, saying, I am Christ ; and 
shall deceive many. And when ye shall hear of wars, and ru- 
mors of wars, be ye not troubled: for such things must needs 
be; but the end saz not de yet. For nation shall rise against 

_nation, and kingdom against kingdom: and there shall be earth- 
quakes in divers places, and there shall be famines, and troubles: 
these are the beginnings of sorrows. But take heed to yourselves: 9 
for they shall deliver you up to councils; and in the synagogues 
ye shall be beaten: and ye shall’ be brought before rulers and 
kings for my sake, for a testimony against them. And the gos- 10 
pel must first be published among all nations. But when they 11 
shall lead you, and deliver you up, take no thought beforehand’ 
what ye shall speak, neither do ye premeditate ; but whatsoever 
shall be given you in that hour, that speak ye: for it is not ye 
that speak, but the Holy Ghost. Now, the brother shall betray 
the brother to death, and the father the son: and children shall 
rise up against their parents, and shall cause them to be put to 
death. And ye shall be hated of all men for my name’s sake: 13 ° 
but he that shall endure unto the end, the same shall be saved. 
But when ye shall see the abomination of desolation, spoken of 14 
by Daniel the prophet, standing where it ought not, (let him 
that readeth understand) then let them that be in Judea flee to 
the mountains: and let him that is on the house-top not go down 15 
into the house, neither enter therein, to take any thing out of his 
house; and let him that is in the field not turn back again to 16 
take up his garment. But woe to them that are with child, and 17 
to them that give suck, in those days! And pray ye that your 18 
flight be not in the winter. - ce those days shall be ne 19 
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such as was not from the beginning of the creation which God 
created unto this time, neither shall be. And except that the 20 
Lord had shortened those days, no flesh should be saved: but 
for the elect’s sake, whom he hath chosen, he hath shortened the 
days. And then, if any man shall say to you, ‘Lo, here is 21 
Christ!’ or ‘Lo, he 2s there!’ believe him not. For false Christs 22 
and false prophets shall rise, and shall show signs and wonders, 

to seduce, if ¢¢ were possible, even the elect. But take ye heed: 23 
behold, I have foretold you all things. 

But in those days, after that tribulation, the sun shall be dark- 24 
ened, and the moon shall not give her light,'!and the stars of 25 
heaven shall fall, and the powers that,are in heaven shall be 
shaken. And then shall they see the Son of man coming in the 26 
clouds, with great power and glory. And then shall he send his 27 
angels, and shall gather together his elect from the four winds, 
from the uttermost part of the earth to the uttermost part of 
heaven. Now learn a parable of the fig-tree: When her branch 28 
is yet tender, and putteth forth leaves, ye know that summer is 
near: so ye, in like manner, when ye shall see these things come 29 
to pass, know that it is nigh, even at the doors. Verily, I say 30 
unto you, That this generation shall not pass, till all these things 
be done. Heaven and earth shall pass away; but my words 31 
shall not pass away. But of that day and that hour knoweth no 32 
man, no, not the angels which are in heaven, neither the Son, 
but the Father. Take ye heed, watch and pray: for ye know 33 
not when the time is. Hor the Son of man is as a man taking a 34 
far journey, who left his house, and gave authority to his servants, 
and to every man his work; and commanded the porter to 
watch. Watch ye therefore ; for ye know not when the master 35 
of the house cometh, at even, or at midnight, or at the cock- 
crowing, or in the morning: lest coming suddenly, he find you 36 
sleeping. And what I say unto you, I say unto all, Watch. 37 

AFTER two days was the feast of the passover, and of un-L4& 
leavened bread: and the chief priests and the scribes sought 
how they might take him by craft, and put Aim todeath. But 2 
they. as , Not on the feast-day, lest there be an uproar of the 
people. G 

AnD being in Bethany, in the house of Simon the leper, as he 3 
sat at meat, there came a woman having an alabaster-box of 
ointment of spikenard, very precious; and she brake the box, 
and poured it on his head. And there were some that had in- 
dignation within themselves, and said, Why was this waste of 
the ointment made? For it might have been sold for more than 
three hundred pence, and have been given to the poor. And 
they murmured against her. And Jesus said, Let her alone; 
why trouble ye her? she hath wrought a good work on me. For 
ye have the poor with you always, and whensoever ye will ye 
may do them good: but me ye have not always. She hath done 
what she could: she is come aforehand to anoint my body to 
the BaFY ing. Verily, I say unto you, Wheresoever this gospel 
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shall be preached throughout the whole world, this also that 
she hath done shall be spoken of; for a memorial of her. 

AND Judas Iscariot, one of the twelve, went unto the chief 10 
priests, to betray him unto them. And when they heard it, they 11 
were glad, and promised to give him money. And he sought 
how he might conveniently betray him. 

AND the first day of unleavened bread, when they killed the 12 
passover, his disciples said unto him, Where wilt thou that we 
go and prepare, that thou mayest eat the passover? And he 13 
sendeth forth two of his disciples, and saith unto them, Go ye 
into the city, and there shall meet you a man bearing a pitcher 
of water: follow him. And wheresoever ye shall go in, say ye 14 
to the good man of the house, The Master saith, Where is the 
guest-chamber, where I shall eat the passover with my disciples? 
And he will show you a large upper room furnished and pre- 15 
pared: there make ready for us. And his disciples went forth, 16 ~ 
and came into the city, and found as he had said unto them: and 
they made ready the passoyer. 

'Anp in the evening he cometh with the twelve. 'And as 17 
they sat, and did eat, Jesus said, Verily I say unto you, One of 
you which eateth with me, shall betray me. And they began 19 
to be sorrowful, and to say unto him one by one, Zs it I? and 
another said, Is it 1? And he answered and said unto them, It 7s 20 
one of the twelve that dippeth with me in the dish. The Son 21 
of man indeed goeth, as it is written of him: but woe to that 
man by whom the Son of man is betrayed! good were it for 
that man if he had never been born! , 

Anp as they did eat, Jesus took bread, and blessed, and brake 22 
2t, and gave to them, and said, Take, eat: this is my body. And 23 
he took the cup, and when he had given thanks, he gave 2 to 
them: and they all drank of it. And he said unto them, This 24 
is my blood of the new testament, which is shed for many. 
Verily, I say unto you, I will drink no more of the fruit of the 25° 
vine, until that day that I drink it new in the kingdom of God. 

AND when they had sung a hymn, they went out into the 26 
mount of Olives. And Jesus saith unto them, All ye shall be 27 
offended because of me this night: for it is written, 

I will smite the Shepherd, 

And the sheep shall be scattered. 
But after that I am risen, I will go before you into Galilee, 'But 28 
Peter said unto him, Although all shall be offended, yet unll 
not I. And Jesus saith unto him, Verily, I say unto thee, That 30 
this day, even in this night, before the cock crow twice, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. But he spake the more vehemently, If I 31 
should die with thee, I will not deny thee in any wise. Like- 
wise also said they all. ’ , 

Anp they came toa place which was named Gethsemane; 32 
and he saith to his disciples, Sit ye here, while I shall pi: And 33 
he taketh with him Peter, and’ James, and John, and began to 
be sore amazed, and to be very heavy; and saith unto them, My 34 
soul is exceeding sorrowful unto death: tarry ye here, and 
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watch. And he went forward a little, and fell on the ground, 35 
and prayed that, if it were possible, the hour might pass from 
him. And he said, Abba, Father, all things are possible unto 36 
thee; take away this cup from me: nevertheless, not what [ 
will, but what thou wilt. And he cometh, and findeth them 37 
sleeping, and saith unto Peter, Simon, sleepest thou? couldest 
not thou watch one hour? Watch ye and pray, lest ye enter 38 
into temptation. The spirit trely 7s ready, but the flesh is weak. 
And again he went away, and prayed, and spake the same words. 39 
And when he returned, he found them asleep again, (for their 40 
eyes were heavy ;) neither wist they what to answer him. And 41 
he cometh the third time, and saith unto them, Sleep on now, 
and take your rest: it is enough, the hour is come; behold, the 
Son of man is betrayed into the hands of sinners. Rise up, let 42 
us go; lo, he that betrayeth me is at hand. 

AND immediately while he yet spake, cometh Judas, one of 43 
the twelve, and with him a great multitude with swords and 
staves, from the chief priests, and the scribes, and the elders. 
And he that betrayed him, had given them a token, saying, 44 
Whomsoever I shall kiss, that same is he; take him, and lead 
him away sately. And as soon as he was ceme, he goeth straight- 45 
way to him, and saith, Master, Master; and kissed him. And 46 
they laid their hands on him, and took him. And one of them 47 
that stood by drew a sword, and smote a servant of the high 
priest, and cut off his ear. And Jesus answered and said unto 48 
thein, Ave ye come out as against a thief, with swords and with 
staves to take me? I was daily with you in thé temple, teaching, 49 
and ye took me not: but the scriptures must be fulfilled. And 50 
they all forsook him, and fled. And there followed him a cet- 51 
tain young man, having a lmen cloth cast about his naked body ; 
and the young men laid hold on him. And he left the linen 52 
cloth, and fled from them naked. 

AND they led Jesus away to the high priest: and with him 53 
were assembled all the chief priests, and the elders, az:d- the 
scribes. And Peter followed him afar off, even into the palace 54 
of the high priest: and he sat with the servants, and warmed 
himself at the fire. And the chief priests, and all the council, 55 
soughi for witness against Jesus to put him to death; and found 
none: for many bare false witness against him, but their witness 56 
agreed not together. And there arose certain, and bare false 57 
witness againsi him, saying, 'We heard him say, I will destroy 58 
_ this temple that is made with hands, and within three days I 

will build another made without hands. But neither so did 59 — 
their witness agree together. And the high priest stood up in 60 
the midst, and asked Jesus, saying, Answerest thou nothing? 
what is it which these witness against thee? But he held his 61 
peace, and answered nothing. Again the high priest asked him, 
and said unto him, Art thou the Christ, the Son of the Blessed ? 
And Jesus said, fam: and ye shall see the Son of man sitting 62 
on the right hand of power, and coming in the clouds of heaven. 
Then pore priest rent his clothes, and saith, What need we 63 
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any further witnesses? Ye have heard the blasphemy: what think 64 
ye? And they all condemned him to be guilty of death. 'And 65 
some began to spit on him, and to cover his face, and to buffet 
him, and to say unto him, Prophesy: and the servants did strike 
him with the palms of their hands. 

Anp as Peter was beneath in the palace, there cometh one of 66 
the maids of the high priest: and when she saw Peter warming 67 
himself, she looked upon him, and said, And thou also wast with 
Jesus of Nazareth. But he denied, saying, I know not, neither 68 
understand I what thou sayest. And he went out into the porch; 
and the cock crew. 

AND a maid saw him again, and began to say to them that 69 
stood by, This is one of them. And he denied it again. 

Anp a little afier, they that stood by said again to Peter, Surely 70 
thou art one of them: for thou art a Galilean, and thy speech 
agreeth thereto. But he began to curse, and to swear, saying, I 71 
know not this man of whom ye speak. And the second time 72 
the cock crew. And Peter called to mind the word that Jesus 
said unto him, Before the cock crow twice, thou shalt deny me 
thrice. And when he thought thereon, he wept. 

AND straightway in the morning the chief priests held a con-L5 
sultation with the elders and scribes, and the whole council, and 
bound Jesus, and carried him away, and delivered him to Pilate. 
' And Pilate asked him, Art thou the King of the Jews? And he 
answering, said unto him, Thou sayest 7f. And the chief priests 
‘accused him of many things: but he answered nothing. And 
Pilate asked him again, saying, Answerest thou nothing? behold 
how many things they witness against thee. But Jesus yet an- 
swered nothing; so that Pilate marvelled. 

Now at that feast he released unto them one prisoner, whom- 
soever they desired. And there was one named Barabbas, which 
lay bound with them that had made insurrection with him, who 
had committed murder in the insurrection. And the multitude 
erying aloud, began to desire him todoas he had ever done 
unto them. But Pilate answered them, saying, Will ye that I 9 
release unto you the King of the Jews? (For he knew that the 10 
chief priests had delivered him for envy.) But the chief priests 11 
moved the people that he should rather release Barabbas unto 
them. And Pilate answered, and said again unto them, What 12 
will ye then that I shall do unto him whom ye call the King of 
the Jews? 'And they cried out again, Crucify him. ''Then Pilate 13 
said unto them, Why, what evil hath he done? And they cried 
out the more exceedingly, Crucify him! And so Pilate, willing 15 
to content the people, released Barabbas unio them, and deliv- . 
ered Jesus, when he had scourged him, to be crucified. And 16 
the soldiers led him away into the hall, called Pretorium; and - 
they called together the whole band; and they clothed him with 17 
purple, and platted a crown of thorns, and put it about his head, 
fand began to salute him, Hail, King of the Jews! ‘And they 18 
smote him on the head with a reed, and did spit upon him, and 
bowing their knees, worshipped him. And when Mey had 20 
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mocked him, they took ofthe purple from him, and put his own 
clothes on him, and led him out to crucify him. 

AND they compel one Simon, a Cyrenian, who passed by, 21 
coming out of the country, the father of Alexander and Rufus, 
to bear his cross. And they bring him unto the place Golgotha, 22 
(which is, being interpreted, The place of ascull.) And they 23 
gaye him to drink, wine mingled with myrrh; but he received 
it not. And when they had crucified him, they parted his gar- 24 
ments, casting lots upon them, what every man should take. 
‘And it was the third hour, and they crucified him. 'And the 25 
superscription of his accusation was written over: ‘THE KING 
OF THE JEws.’ And with him they crucify two thieves, the one 27 
én his right hand, and the other on his left. And the scripture 28 
was fulfilled, which saith, 

And he was numbered with the transgressors. 

Anp they that passed by, railed on him, wagging their heads, 29 
and saying, Ah, thou that destroyest the temple, and buildest 2 
in three days,'save thyself, and come down from the cross. 30 
Likewise also the chief priests, mocking, said among themselves 31 
with the scribes, He saved others ; himself he cannot save! Let 32 
Christ the King of Israel descend now fro the cross, that we 
may see and believe. And they that were crucified with him, 
reviled him. And when the sixth hour was come, there was 33 
darkness over the whole land, until the ninth hour. And at the 34 
ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, : 

Bloi, Eloi, lama sabachthani! 
(which is, being interpreted, “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?”) And some of them ihat stood by, when 35: 
they heard zz, said, Behold, he calleth Ehas. And one ran and 36 
filled a sponge full of vinegar, and put zt on a reed, and gave 
him to drink, saying, Lei alone; let us see whether Elias will 
come to take him down. 

AND Jesus cried with a loud voice, and gave up the ghost. 37 
And the vail of the temple was rent in twain, from the top to 38 
the bottom. And when the centurion, which stood over-against 39 
him, saw that he so cried out, and gave up the ghost, he said, + 
Truly this man was the Son of God! There were also women 40 
looking on afar oif, among whom was Mary Magdalene, and 
Mary the mother of James the less, and of Joses, and Salome ; 

’ who also, when he was in Galilee, followed him, and ministered 41 
unto him; and many other women which came up with him 
unio Jerusalem. ‘ 

ANpD now, when the even was come, (because it was the pre- 42 
paration, that is, the day before the sabbath,) Joseph of Arima- 43 
thea, an honorable counsellor, which also waited for the king- 
dom of God, came, and went in boldly unto Pilate, and craved 
the body of Jesus. And Pilate marvelled if he were already 44 
dead: and calling wnto him the centurion, he asked him whether 
he had been any while dead. And when he knew it of the 45 
centurion, he gave the body to Joseph. And he bought fine 46 


linen, and oe him down, and wrapped him in the linen, and 
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laid him in a sepulehre which was hewn out of a rock, and 
rolled a stone unto the door of the sepulchre. And Mary Mag- 47 
dalene and Mary the mother of Joses beheld where he was laid. 

AND when the sabbath was past, Mary Magdalene, and MaryL6 
the mother of James, and Salome, had bought sweet spices, that 
they might come and anoint him. And very early in the morn- 2 
ing, the first day of the week, they came unto the sepulchre, at 
the rising of the sun: and they said among themselves, Who 
shall roll us away the stone from the door of the sepulchre? 
(and when they looked, they saw that the stone was rolled 
away,) for it was very great. And entering into the sepulchre, 
they saw a young man sitting on the right side, clothed in a 
long white garment; and they were affrighted. And he saith 
unto them, Be not affrighted: ye seek Jesus of Nazareth, which 
was crucified: he is risen; he is not here: behold the place 
where they laid him. But go your way, tell his disciples and 
Peter, that he goeth before you into Galilee; there shall ye see 
him, as he said unto you. And they went out quickly, and fled 8 
from the sepulchre; for they trembled, and were amazed: 
neither said they any thing to any man; for they were afraid. 

Now, when Jesus was risen early, the first day of the week, 9 
he appeared first to Mary Magdalene, out of whom he had cast 
seven devils. And,she went and told them that had been with 10 
him, as they mourned and wept. And they, when they had 11 
heard that he was alive, and had been seen of her, believed not. 

Arver that he appeared in another form unto two of them, as 12 
they walked, and went into the country. And they went and 13 
told it unto the residue: neither believed they them. 

Arrerwarp he appeared unto the eleven, as they sat at meat, 14 
and upbraided them with their unbelief, and hardness of heart, 
because they believed not them which had seen him after he 
‘was risen. 

Anp he said unto them, Go ye into all the world, and preach 15 
the gospel to every creature. He that believeth and is baptized, 16 
shall be saved ; but he that believeth not, shall be damned. And 17 
these signs shall follow them that believe: In my name shall 
they cast out devils; they shall speak with new tongues; 'they 18 
shall take up serpents; and if they drink any deadly thing, it 
shall not hurt them; they shall lay hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover. So then, after the Lord had spoken unto them, 19 
- he was received up into heaven, and sat on the right hand of 
God. And they went forth, and preached every where, the Lord 20 
working with them, and confirming the word with signs follow- 
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THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO 
LUKE. 





FORASMUCH as many have taken in hand to set forth in order a declara- 1 
tion of those things which are most surely believed among us, even as they 
delivered them unto us, which from the beginning were eye-witnesses, and 
ministers of the word ; it seemed good to me also, having had perfect under- 3 
standing of all things from the very first, to write unto thee in order, most 
excellent Theophilus, that thou mightest know the certainty of those things “4 
wherein thou hast been instructed. 


THERE was, in the days of Herod the king of Judea, a cer- 
tain priest named Zacharias, of the course of Abia; and his wife 
was of the daughters of Aaron, and her name was Elisabeth. 
And they were both righteous before God, walking in all the 
commandments and ordinances of the LORD blameless. And 
they had no child, because that Elisgbeth was barren; and they 
both were now well stricken in years. And it came to pass, 
that, while he executed the priest’s office before God in the order 
of his course, 'according to the custom ofthe priest’s office, his 9 
lot was to burn incense when he went into the temple of the 
LORD. And the whole multitude of the people were praying 10 
without, at the time of incense. And there appeared unto him 11 
an angel of the LORD, standing on the right side of the altar of 
incense. And when Zacharias saw him, he was troubled, and 12 
fear fell upon him. But the angel said unto him, Fear not, Zacha- 13 
rias; for thy prayer is heard ; and thy wife Elisabeth shall bear 
thee a son, and thou shalt call his name John. And thou shalt 14 
have joy and gladness, and many shall rejoice at his birth. For 15 
he shall be great in the sight of the LORD, and shall drink 
neither wine nor strong drink; and he shall be filled with the 
Holy Ghost, even from his mother’s womb. ‘And many of the 16 
children of Israel shall he turn to the LORD their God. And 17 
he shall go before Himin the spirit and power of Elias, to turn 
the hearts of the fathers to the children, and the disobedient to ~ 
the wisdom of the just; to make ready a people prepared for 
the LORD. And Zacharias said unto the angel, Whereby shall 18 
I know this? for I am an old man, and my wife well stricken in 
years. And the angel answering, said unto him, I am Gabriel, 19 
that stand in the presence of God; and am sent to speak unto 
thee, and to show thee these glad tidings. And behold, ‘thou 20 
shalt be dumb, and not able to speak, until the day that these 
things shall be performed, because thou believest not my words, 
which shall be fulfilled in their season. And the people waited 21 
for Zacharias, and marvelled that he tarried so long in the tem- 
ple. And when he came out, he could not speak unto them: 22 
and they perceived that he had seen a vision in the temple ; for 
he beckoned unto them, and remained speechless, And it came 23 
to pass, that as soon as the days of his ministration were accom- 
plished, be departed to his own house. And after those days 24 
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his wife Elisabeth conceived, and hid herself five months, say- 
ing, Thus hath the Lord dealt with me in the days wherein he 25 
looked on me, to take away my reproach among men. 

AND in the sixth month the angel Gabriel was sent from God 26 
unto a city of Galilee, named Nazareth,'to a virgin espoused 27 
to a man whose name was Joseph, of the house of David; and 
the virgin’s name was Mary. And the angel came in unto her, 28 
and said, Hail! thou that art highly favored, the LORD is with 
thee: blessed art thou among women. And when she saw him, 29 
she was troubled at his saying, and cast in her mind what man- 
ner of salutation this should be. And the angel said unto her, 30 
Fear not, Mary: for thou hast found favor with God. And be- 31 
hold, thou shalt conceive in thy womb, and bring forth a son, 
and shalt call his name Jesus. He shall be great, and shall be 32 
called the Son of the Highest; and the LORD God shall give 
unto him the throne of his father David. And he shall reign 33 
over the house of Jacob for ever; and of his kingdom there 
shall be no end. Then said Mary unto the angel, How shall this 34 
be, seeing I know not a man? And the angel answered, and 35 
said unto her, The Holy Ghost shall come upon thee, and the 

wer of the Highest shall overshadow thee: therefore also that 
fay thing which shall be born of thee, shall be called the Son 
of God. And behold, thy cousin Elisabeth, she hath also con- 36 
ceived a son in her old age ; and this is the sixth month with her 
who was called barren; for with God nothing shall be impos- 37 
sible. And Mary said, Behold the handmaid of the LORD; be 38 
it unto me according to thy word. And the angel departed from 
her. 

AND Mary arose in those days, and went into the hill-country 39 
with haste, into a city of Juda,'and entered into the house of 40 
Zacharias, and saluted Elisabeth. And it came to pass, that 41 
when Elisabeth heard the salutation of Mary, the babe leaped 
in her womb: and Elisabeth was filled with the Holy Ghost. — 
And she spake out with a loud voice, and said, Blessed art thou 42. 
among women, and blessed is the fruit of thy womb. And 43 
whence is this to me, that the mother of my LORD should come 
to me? For lo, as soon as the veice of thy salutation sounded in 44 
mine ears, the babe leaped in my womb for joy. And blessed 45 
is she that believed: for there shall be a performance of those 
things which were told her from the LORD. And Mary said, 46 

My soul doth magnify the LORD, 


And my spirit hath rejoiced in God my Savior, __ 47 
For he hath regarded the low estate of his handmaiden : 48 
For behold, from henceforth all generations shall call me blessed. 
For he that is mighty hath done to me great things 5 49 
And holy is his name. 
And his mercy ts on them that fear him, 50 


From generation to generation. 
He hath showed strength with his arm ; 5) 
He hath scattered the proud in the imagination of their hearts. 
He hath put down the mighty from their seats, 52 
And exalted them of low degree. ; 
He hath filled the hungry with good things, + | 63 
And the rich he hath sent empty aways = 
He hath holpen his servant Israel, in remembrance of his mercy, 5A 
(As he spake to our fathers,) to Ae, and to his seed, for ever. 55 
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And Mary abode with her about three months, and returned 56 

to her own house. ‘ 

NOW Elisabeth’s full time came that she should be delivered ; 57 
and she brought forth a son. And her neighbors and her cousins 58 
heard how the LORD had showed great mercy upon her; and 
they rejoiced with her. ; 

Ann it came to pass, that on the eighth day they came to cir- 59 
cumcise the child; and they called him Zacharias, after the 
name of his father. And his mother answered and said, Not so; 60 
but he shall be called John. And they said unto her, There is 61 
none of thy kindred that is called by this name. And they made 62 
signs to his father, how he would have him called. And he 63 
asked for a writing-table, and wrote, saying, His name is John. 
And they marvelled all. 'And his mouth was opened imme- 64 
diately, and his tongue loosed, and he spake, and praised God. 
And fear came on all that dwelt round about them: and all these 65 
sayings were noised abroad throughout all the hill-country of 
Judea. And all they that heard them, laid them up in their hearts, 66 
saying, What manner of child shall this be! And the hand of 
the LORD was with him. 

And his father Zacharias was filled with the Holy Ghost, and 67 
prophesied, saying, 





Blessed be the LORD God of Israel ; 68 

For he hath visited and redeemed his people, 

And hath raised up a horn of salvation for us, 69 

In the house of his servant David: 

As he spake by the mouth of his holy prophets, 70 

Which have been since the world began : 

“That we should be saved from our enemies, wal 

And from the hand of all that hate us: 

To perform the mercy promised to our fathers, 72 

And to remember his holy covenant ; 

(The oath which he sware to our father Abraham,) 73 
That he would grant unto us, 74 


That we, being delivered out of the hand of our enemies, 
Might serve him without fear, 


In holiness and righteousness before him, 75 
All the days of our life. 
And thou, child, shalt be called the Prophet of the Highest, 76 
For thou shalt go before the face of the LORD to prepare his ways; 
To give knowledge of salvation unto his people, q7 
By the remission of their sins, 
‘Through the tender mercy of our God ; 78 
Whereby the day-spring from on high hath visited us, 
To give light to them that sit in darkness and im the shadow of death 5 79 


To guide our feet into the way of peace. 


Anp the child grew, and waxed strong in spirit, and was in 80 
the deserts till the day of his showing unto Israel. 

AND it came to pass in those days, that there went out a de- 
cree from Cesar Augustus, that all the world should be taxed. 
(And this taxing was first made when Cyrenius was governor of 
Syria.) And all went to be taxed, every one into his own city. 
And Joseph also went up from Galilee, out of the city of Naza- 
reth, into Judea, unto the city of David, which‘is called Bethle- 
hem, (because he was of the house and lineage of David,) 'to 
be taxed with Mary his espoused wife, being great with child. 
And so it was, that while they were there, the days were ‘ac- 
ici that she should be delivered. And she brought forth 
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her first-born son, and wrapped him in swaddling-clothes, and 
Jaid him in a manger; because there was no room for them in 
the inn. 

Anp there were in the same country shepherds abidjgé inthe 8 
field, keeping watch over their flock by night. And lo,’the angel 9 
of the LORD came upon them, and the glory of the LORD 
shone round about them; and they were sore afraid. And the 10 
angel said unto them, Fear net: for behold, I bring you good 
tidings of great joy, which shall be to all people. For unto you 11 
is born this day, in the city of David, a Savior, which is Christ 
the LORD. And this shall be a sign unto you; Ye shall find 12 
the babe wrapped in swaddling-clothes, lying in a manger. And 13 
suddenly there was with the angel a multitude of the heavenly 
host praising God, and saying, 

‘Glory to God in the highest, 14 
And on earth peace, good will toward men. 

Awp it came to pass, as the angels were gone away from them 15 
into heaven, the shepherds said one to another, Let us now go 
even unto Bethlehem, and see this thing which is come to pass, 
which the LORD hath made known unto us. And they came 16 
with haste, and found Mary and Joseph, and the babe lying in a 
manger. And when they had seen 7, they made known abroad 17 
the saying which was told them concerning this child. And all 18 
they that heard if, wondered at those things which were told 
them by the shepherds. But Mary kept all these things, and 19 
pondered them in her heart.. And the shepherds returned, glo- 20 
rifying and praising God for all the things that they had heard 
and seen, as it was told unto them. 

Anp when eight days were accomplished for the cireumcising 21 
of the child, his name was called Jzsus, which was so named 
of the angel before he was conceived in the womb. 

Anxp when the days of her purification according to the law 22 
of Moses were accomplished, they brought him to Jerusalem, to 

resent him to~the LORD, (as it is written in the law of the 23 
RD, “Every male that openeth the womb,shall 
be called holy to the LORD;”) and to offer a sacrifice 24 

according to that which is said in the law of the LORD, “A 

air of turtle-doves, or two young pigeons.” And 25 
behold there was a man‘in Jerusalem, whose name was Simeon; 
and the same man was just and devout, waiting for the consola- 
tion of Israel: and the Holy Ghost was upon him. And it was 26 
revealed unto him’ by the Holy Ghost, that he should not see 
death, before he had seen the LORD’S Curist. And he came 27 
by the Spirit into the temple; and when the parents brought in 
the child Jesus, to do for him after the custom of the law, 'then 28 
took he him up in his arms, and blessed God, and said, 


LORD, now lettest thou thy servant depart in peace, 
According to thy word: 


For mine eyes have seen thy salvation, a ep 

Which thou hast prepared before the face of all people; =~ f g 
A light to lighten the Gentiles, bye) Saar, “52 
And the glory of thy people Israel, ty : 6 
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Anp Joseph and his mother marvelled at those things which 33 
were spoken of him. And Simeon blessed them, and said unto 34 
Mary his mother, Behold, this child is set for the fall and rising 
again of many in Israel; and for a sign which shall be spoken 
against; (yea, a sword shall pierce through thy own soul also;) 35 
that the thoughts of many hearts may be revealed. And there 36 
was one Anna, a prophetess, the daughter of Phanuel, of the 
tribe of Aser: she was of a great age, and had lived with an 
husband seven years from her virginity; and she was a widow 3 
of about fourscore and four years; which departed not from the 
temple, but served God with fastings and prayers night and day. 
And she coming in that instant, gave thanks likewise unto the 38 
LORD, and spake of him to all them that looked for redemption 
in Jerusalem. 

Anp when they had performed all things according to the 39 
law of the Lord, they returned into Galilee, to their own city 
Nazareth. And the child grew, and waxed strong in spirit, filled 40 
with wisdom; and the grace of God was upon him. 

Now his parents went to Jerusalém every year at the feast of 41 
the passover. And when he was twelve years old, they went 42 
up to Jerusalem, after the custom of the feast. And when they 43 
_ had fulfilled the days, as they returned, the child Jesus tarried 
behind in Jerusalem ; and Joseph and his mother knew not of wt. 
But they, supposing him to have been in the company, went a 44 
day’s journey; and they sought him among their kinsfolk and 
acquaintance. And when they found him not, they turned back 45 
again to Jerusalem, sesking him. And it came to pass, that 46 
after three days they found him in the temple, sitting in the 
midst of the doctors, both hearing them, and asking them ques- 
tions. And all that heard him were astonished at his under- 47 
standing and enswers. And when they saw him, they were 48 
amazed ; and his mother said unto him, Son, why hast thou thus 
dealt with us? behold, thy father and I have sought thee sorrow- 
ing. And he said unto them, How is it that ye sought me? wist 49 
ye not that I must be about my Father's business? And they 50 
understood not the saying which he spake unto them. And he 51 
went down with them, and came to Nazareth, and was subject 
unto them: but his mother kept all these sayings in her heart. 

‘Anp Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, and in favor with 52 
God and man. 

Wow in the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberius Cesar, 3 
Pontius Pilate being governor of Judea, and Herod being tetrarch 
of Galilee, and his brother Philip tetrarch of Iturea and of the 
region of ‘T'rachonitis, and Lysanias the tetrarch of Abilene, 
! Annas and Caiaphas being the high priests, the word of God 
came unto John the son of Zacharias, in the wilderness. And 
he came into all the country about Jordan, preaching the bap- 
tism of repentance, for the remission of sins; as it is written in 4 
the book of the words of Esaias thé prophet, saying, 


The voice of one crying in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye the way of the LORD, 


we 
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Make his paths straight. 
Every valley shall be filled, 6 
And every mountain and hill shall be brought low ; 
And the crooked shall be made straight, 
And the rough ways shall be made smooth ; 
And all fiesh shall see the salvation of God. 6 

Then said he to the multitude that came forth to be baptized 7 
of him, O generation of vipers! who hath warned you to flee from 
the wrath to come? Bring forth therefore fruits worthy of re- 8 
pentance, and begin not to say within yourselves, We have 
Abraham to our father: for I say unto you, That God is able of 
these stones to raise up children unto Abraham. And nowalso 9 
the ax is laid unto the root of the trees: every tree therefore 
which bringeth not forth good fruit, is hewn down and cast into 
the fire. And the people asked him, saying, What shall we do 10 
then? He answereth and saith unto them, He that hath two 11 
coats, let him impart to him that hath none; and he that hath 
meat, let him do likewise. Then came also publicans to be bap- 12 
tized, and said unto him, Master, what shall we do? And he 13 
said unto them, Exact no more than that which is appointed 

ou. And the soldiers likewise demanded of him, saying, And 14 
what shall we do? And he said unto them, Do violence to no 
man, neither accuse any falsely; and be content with your 
wages. 

Anp as the people were in expectation, and all men mused in 15 
their hearts of John, whether he were the Christ, or not,'John 16 
answered, saying unto them all, I indeed baptize you with water; 
but one mightier than I cometh, the latchet of whose shoes I 
am not worthy to unloose: he shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost, and with fire; whose fan is in his hand, and he will 17 
thoroughly purge his floor, and will gather the wheat into his 
garner; but the chaff he will burn with fire unquenchable. 
And many other things in his exhortation preached he unto the 18 

eople. 

P ae Herod the tetrarch, being reproved by him for Herodias 19 
his brother Philip’s wife, and for all the evils which Herod had 
done, 'added yet this above all, that he shut up John in prison. 20 

Now, when all the peoplé were baptized, it came to pass, that 21 
Jesus also being baptized, and praying, the heaven was opened, 
and the Holy Ghost descended in a bodily shape like a dove 22 
upon him, and a voice came from heaven, which said, 


‘Thou art my beloved Son; in thee I am well pleased.’ 


Anp Jesus himself began to be about thirty years of age, 23 
being (as was supposed) the son of Joseph, which was the son 
of Heli, ' which was the son of Matthat, which was the son of 24 
Levi, which was the son of Melchi, which was the son of Janna, 
which was the son of Joseph, ! which was the son of Mattathias, 25 
which was the son of Amos, which was the son of Naum, which 
was the son of Esli, which was the son of Nagge,' which was ‘26 
the son of Maath, which was the son of Mattathias, which was. 
the son of Semei, which was the son of Joseph, which was. ‘ihe 
son of Juda, !'which was pe oe of Joanna, which was pie son 27 
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of Rhesa, which was the son of Zorobabel, which was the son of 
Salathiel, which was the son of Neri, ' which was the son of 28 
Melchi, which was the son of Addi, which was the son of Cosam, 
which was the son of Elmodam, which was the son of Er,'which 29 
wos the son of Jose, which was tke son of Eliezer, which was 
the son of Jorim, which was the son of Matthat, which was the 
son of Levi, ! which was the son of Simeon, which was the son 30 
of Juda, which was the son of Joseph, which was the son of 
Jonan, which was the son of Eliakim,'which was the son of 31 
Melea, which was the son of Menan, which wus the son of Mat- 
iatha, which was the son of Nathan, which was the son of Da- 
vid, ' which was the son of Jesse, which was the son of Obed, 32 
which was the son of Booz, which was the son of Salmon, which 
was the son of Naasson, ' which was the son of Aminadab, which ' 33 
was the son of Aram, which was the son of Esrom, which was 
the son of Phares, which was the son of Juda, ' which was the son 34 
of Jacob, which was the son of Isaac, which was the son of Abra- 
ham, which was the son of Thara, which was the son of Nachor, 
‘which was ihe son of Saruch, which was tie son of Ragau, 35 
which was the son of Phalec, which was the son of Heber, which 
was the son of Sala, ' which was the son of Cainan, which was 36 
the son of Arphaxad, which was the son of Sem, which was the 
son of Noe, which was the son of Lamech, 'which was the son 37 
of Mathusala, which was the son of Enoch, which was the son 

of Jared, which was the son of Maleleel, which was the son of 
Cainan, ! which was the son of Enos, which was the son of Seth, 38 
which was the son of Adam, which was the son of God. 

» AND Jesus being full of the Holy Ghost, returned from Jor- 4 
dan, and was led by the Spirit into the wilderness, 'being forty 2 
days tempted of the Devil. And in those days he did eat nothing: 
and when they were ended, he afterward hungered. 

Anp the Devil said unto him, If thou be the Son of God, com- 
mand this stone that it be made bread. And Jesus answered 
him, saying, It is written, “That man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word of God.” 

Anp the Devil, taking him up into a high mountain, showed 
unto him all the kingdoms of the world ina moment of time. 
And the Devil said unto him, All this power will I give thee, 
and the glory of them: for that is. delivered unto me, and to 
whomsoever I will, I give it. If thou therefore wilt worship 
me, all shall be thine. And Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Get thee behind me, Satan: for it is written, “Thou shalt 
worship the LORD thy God, and him only shalt 
thou serve.” 

Anp he brought him to Jerusalem, and set him ona pinnacle 9 
of the temple, and said unto him, If thou be the Son of God, 
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cast thyself down from hence; for it is written, Azalea 
He shall “ale his angels charge over thee, to keep thee; 
And in their hands they shall bearthee up, il 


Lest at any time thou dash thy foot against a stone. 
And ee rere said unto him, It is said, “Thou shalt 12 
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not tempt the LORD thy God.” And when the devil 13 
had ended all the temptation, he departed from him for a season. 
AND Jesus returned in the power of the Spirit into Galilee: 14 
and there went out a fame of him through all the region round 
about. And he taught in their synagogues, being glorified of all. 15 
Anp. he came to Nazareth, where he had been brought up: 16 
and, as his custom was, he went into the synagogue on the sab- 
bath-day, and stood up to read. And there was delivered unto 17 
him the book of the prophet Esaias. And when he had opened 
the book, he found the place where it was written, 
‘The Spirit of the LORD is upon me, 18 
Because he hath anointed me to preach the gospel to the poor ; 
He hath sent me to heal the broken-hearted, 
To preach deliverance to the captives, 
And recovering of sight to the blind, 


‘To set at liberty them that are bruised, 
To preach the acceptable year of the LORD. 19 


And he closed the book, and he gave it again to the minister, 20 
and sat down. And the eyes of all them that were in the syna- 
ogue were fastened on him. And he began to say unto them, 21 

his day is this scripture fulfilled in your ears. And all bare 22 
him witness, and wondered at the gracious words which pro- 
ceeded out of his mouth. And they said, Is not this Joseph’s 

.son? And he said unto them, Ye will surely say unto me this 23 
proverb, ‘ Physician, heal thyself:~whatsoever we have heard 
done in Capernaum, do also herean thy country.’ And he said, 24 
Verily, I say unto you, No prophet is accepted in his own coun- 
try. But I tell you of a truth, many widows were in Israel in 26 
the days of Elias, when the heaven was shut up three years 
and six months, when great famine was throughout all the land; 
but unto none of them was Elias sent, save unto Sarepta, a cily 26 
of Sidon, unto a woman that wasa widow. And many lepers 27 
were in Israel in the time of Eliseus the prophet; and none of 
them was cleansed, saving Naaman the Syrian. And all they 28 

‘ in the synagogue, when they heard these things, were filled with 
wrath, !and rose up, and thrust him out of the city, and led him 29 
unto the brow of the hill whereon their city was built, that 
they might cast him down headlong. But he, passing through 30 
the midst of them, went his way, 

AND came down to Capernaum, a city of Galilee, and taught 31 
them on the sabbath-days. And they were astonished at his 32 
doctrine: for his word was with power. And in the synagogue 33 
there was a man which had a spirit of an unclean devil; and 
cried out with a loud voice, 'saying, Let ws alone; what have 34 
we to do with thee, thou Jesus of Nazareth? art thou come to 
destroy us? I know thee who thou art, the Holy One of God! 
And Jesus rebuked him, saying, Hold thy peace, and come out 35 
of him. And when the devil had thrown him in the midst, he 
came out of him, and hurt him not. And they were all amazed, 36 
and spake among themselves, saying, What a word 1s this! for 
with authority and power he commandeth the unclean spirits, 
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and they come out. And the fame of him went out into every 37 
place of the country round about. ; } 

‘Anp he arose out of the synagogue, and entered into Simon’s 38 
house. And Simon’s wife’s mother was taken with a great 
fever; and they besought him for her. And he stood over her, 39 
and rebuked the fever; and it left her: and immediately she 
arose, and ministered unto them. 

Now, when the sun was setting, all they that had any sick 40 
with divers diseases, brought them unto him: and he laid his 
hands on every one of them, and healed them. And devils also 41 
came out of many, crying out, and saying, Thou art Christ, the 
Son of God. And he, rebuking them, suffered them not to speak: 
for they knew that he was Christ. And when it was day, he 42 
departed, and went into a desert place; and the people sought 
him, and came unto him, and stayed him, that he should not de- 
part from them. And he said unto them, I must preach the king- 43 
dom of God to other cities also, for therefore am I sent. And he 44 
preached in the synagogues of Galilee. 

AND it came to pass, that-as thapeople pressed upon him to 5 
hear the word of God, he stood by the lake of Gennesaret, ‘ond 2 
saw two ships standing by the lake: but the fishermen were 
gone out of them, and were washing their nets. And he en- 3 
tered into one of the ships, which was Simon’s, and prayed him 
that he would thrust out a little from the land. And he sat 
down, and taught the people out of the ship. Now, when he 4 
had left speaking, he said unto Simon, Launch out into the deep, 
and let down your nets for a draught. And Simon answering, 
said unto him, Master, we have toiled all the night, and have 
taken nothing; nevertheless, at thy word I will let down the 
net. And when they had this done, they inclosed a great mul- 6 
titude of fishes: and their net brake. And they beckoned unto 7 
their partners, which were in the other ship, that they should 
come and help them. And they came, and filled both the ships, 
so that they began to sink. When Simon Peter saw i, he fell 8 
down at Jesus’ knees, saying, Depart from me; for I am a sinful 
man, O Lord. For he was astonished, and all that were with 9 
him, at the draught of the fishes which they had taken: and so 10 
was also James and John the sons of Zebedee, which were part- 
ners with Simon. And Jesus said unto Simon, Fear not: from 
henceforth thou'shalt catch men. And when they had brought 11 
their ships to land, they forsook all, and followed him. 

AND it came to pass, when he was in a certain city, behold, 12 
aman full of leprosy; who seeing Jesus, fell on his face, and 
besought him, saying, Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst make me 
clean. And he put forth his hand and touched him, saying, I 13 
will: be thou clean. And immediately the leprosy departed 
from him. And he charged him to tell no man: but go, and 14 
show thyself to the priest, and offer for thy cleansing, according 
as Moses commanded, for a testimony unto them. 

Bur so much the more went there a fame abroad of him: and’ 16 
great Se ices came together to hear, and to be healed by him 
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of their infirmities. And he withdrew himself into the wilder- 16 
ness, and prayed. 

AND it came to pass on a certain day, as he was teaching, 17 
that there-were Pharisees and doctors of the law sitting by, 
which were come out of every town of Galilee, and J udea, and 
Jerusalem: and the power of the LORD was present to heal 
them. And behold, men brought in a bed a man which was 18 
taken with a palsy: and they sought means to bring him in, and 
to lay him before him. And when they ceuld not find by what 19 
way they might bring him in, because of the multitude, they 
went upon the house-top, and let him down through the tiling 
with his couch, into the midst before Jesus. And when he saw 20 
their faith, he said unto him, Man, thy sins are forgiven thee. 
And the scribes and the Pharisees began to reason, saying, Who 21 
is this which speaketh blasphemies?_ Who can forgive sins but 
God alone? Bat when Jesus perceived their thoughts, he an- 22 
swering, said unto them, Whatreason ye in your hearts? Whether 23 
is easier, to say, Thy sins be forgiven thee; or to say, Rise up 
and walk? But that ye may know that the Son of man hath 24 
power upon earth to forgive sins, (he said unto the sick of the 
palsy,) I say unto thee, Arise, and take up thy couch, and go 
unto thy house. And immediately he arose up before them, 25 
and took up that whereon he lay, and departed to his own house, 
glorifying God. And they were all amazed, and they glorified 26 
God, and were filled with fear, saying, We have seen strange 
things to-day! 

AND after these things he went forth, and saw a publican 27 
named Levi, sitting at the receipt of custom: and he said unto 
him, Follow me. And he left all, rose up, and followed him. 28 
And Levi made‘him a great feast in his own house; and there 29 
was a great company of publicans, and of others that sat down 
with them. But their scribes and Pharisees murmured against 30 
his disciples, saying, Why do ye eat and drink with publicans 
and sinners? And Jesus answering, said unte them, They that 31 
are whole need not a physician; but they that are sick. I came 32 
not to call the righteous, but sinners to repentance. 

Anp they said unto him, Why do the disciples of John fast 33 
often, and make prayers, and likewise the disciples of the Phari- 
sees; but thine eat and drink? And he said unto them, Can ye 34 
make the children of the bride-chamber fast while the bride- 
groom is with them? But the days will come, when the bride- 35 
groom shall be taken away from them, and then shall they fast 
in those days. And he spake also a parable unto them: No man 36 
putteth a piece of a new garment upon an old: if otherwise, 
then both the new maketh a rent, and the piece that was taken ° 
out of the new, agreeth not with the old. And no man putteth 37 
new wine into old bottles; else the new wine will burst the 
bottles, and be spilled, and the bottles shall perish. But new 38 
wine must be put into new bottles, and both are preserved. No 39 
man also, having drunk old wine, straightway desireth new: for ~ 
he saith, The old is better. &1 ¢ 
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ANDit came to pass on the second sabbath after the first, that 6 
_ he went through the corn-fields ; and his disciples plucked the 
ears of corn, and did eat, rubbing them in their hands. And 2 
certain of the Pharisees said unto them, Why do ye that which 

is not lawful to do on the sabbath-days? And Jesus answering 3 
them, said, Have ye not read so much as this, what David did, 
when himself was an hungered, and they which were with him; 
how he went into the house of God, and did take and eat the 4 
show-bread, and gave also to them that were with him; which 

it is not lawful to eat but for the priests alone? And he said unto 5 
them, That the Son of man is Lord also of the sabbath. 

Awp it came to pass also on another sabbath, that he entered 6 
into the synagogue, and taught; and there was a man whose 
right hand was withered : and the scribes and Pharisees watched 7 

‘him, whether he would heal on the sabbath-day; that they 
might find an accusation against him. But he knew their thoughts, 8 
and said to the man which had the withered hand, Rise up, and 
stand forth in the midst. And he arose, and stood forth. 'Then 9 
said Jesus unto them, I will ask yqu one thing; Is it lawful on 
the sabbath-days to do good, or to do evil? to save life, or to 
destroy it? And looking round about upon them all, he said 10 
unto the man, Stretch forth thy hand. And he did so: and his 
hand was restored whole as the other. ‘And they were filled 11 
with madness; and communed one with another what they 
might do to Jesus. 

AND it came to pass in thosé days, that he went out into a 12 

‘mountain to pray, and continued all night in prayer to God. And 13 
when it was day, he called unto him his disciples: and of them 

he chose twelve, whom also he named Apostles; Simon (whom 14 
he also named Peter) and Andrew his brother, James and John, 
Philip and Bartholomew, ! Matthew and Thomas, James the son 15 
of Alpheus, and Simon called Zelotes, !and Judas the brother of 16 
James, and Judas Iscariot, which also was the traitor. And he 17 
came down with them, and stood in the plain; and the company 

of his disciples, and a great multitude of people out of all Judea 
and Jerusalem, and from the sea-coast of ‘Tyre and Sidon, which 
came to hear him, and to be healed of their diseases; and they 18 
that were vexed with unclean spirits: and they were healed. 
And the whole multitude sought to touch him, for there went 19 
virtue out of him, and healed them all. 

Ano he lifted up his eyes on his disciples, and said, Blessed 20 
be ye poor: for your's is the kingdom of God. Blessed are ye 21 
that hunger now: for ye shall be filled. Blessed are ye that 
weep now: for ye shall laugh. Blessed are ye when men shall 22 
hate you, and when they shall separate you from their company, 
and shall reproach you, and cast out your name as evil, for the 
Son of man’s sake. Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for joy; 23 
for behold, your reward is great in heaven: for in the like man- 
ner did their fathers unto the prophets. But woe unto you that 24 
are rich! for ye have received your consolation. Woe unto you 29 
that are aon for ye shall hunger. Woe unto you that laugh 
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now! for ye shall mourn and weep. Woe unto you when all 26 
men shall speak well of you! for so did their fathers to the false 
prophets. But I say unto you which hear, Love your enemies, 27 
do good to them which hate you, ' bless them that curse you, 28 
and pray for them which despitefully use you. And unto him 29 
that smiteth thee on the one cheek, offer also the other; and him 
that taketh away thy cloak, forbid not to take thy coat also. Give 30 
to every man that asketh of thee; and of him that taketh away 
thy goods, ask ‘hem not again. And as ye would that men should 31 
do to you, do ye also to them likewise. For if ye love them 32 
which love you, what thank have ye? for sinners also love those 
that love them. And if ye do good to them which do good to 33 
you, what thank have ye? for sinners also do even the same. ° 
And if ye lend zo them of whom ye hope to receive, what thank 34 
have ye? for sinners also lend to sinners, to receive as much 
again. But love ye your enemies, and do good, and lend, hoping 35 
for nothing again; and your reward shall be great, and ye shall 

be the children of the Highest: for he is. kind unto the unthank- 
ful and to the evil. Be ye therefore merciful, as your Father 36 
also is merciful. Judge not, and ye shall not be judged: con- 37 
demn not, and ye shall not be condemned: forgive, and ye shall 

be forgiven: give, and it shall be given unto you; good measure, 38 
pressed down, and shaken together, and running over, shall men 
give into your bosom. For with the same measure that ye mete 
withal, it shall be measured to you again. And he spake a 39 
parable unto them; Can the blind lead the blind? shall they 
not both fall into the ditch? The disciple is not above his mas- 40 
ter: but every one that is perfect, shall be as his master. And 41 
why beholdest thou the mote that is in thy brother’s eye, but 
perceivest not the beam that is in thine own eye? Either how 42 
canst thou say to thy brother, Brother, let me pull out the mote 
that is in thine eye, when thou thyself beholdest not the beam 
that is in thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, cast out first the 
beam out of thine own eye, and then shalt thou see clearly to 
pull out the mote that is in thy brother’s eye. Tor a good tree 43 
bringeth not forth corrupt fruit; neither doth a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. For every tree is known by his own fruit: 44 
for of thorns men do not gather figs, nor of a bramble-bush 
gather they grapes. A good man, out of the good treasure of 45 
his heart, bringeth forth that which is good; and an evil man, 
out of the evil treasure of his heart, bringeth forth that which 

is evil: for of the abundance of the heart his mouth speaketh. 
And why call ye me Lord, Lord, and do not the things which I 46 
say? Whosoever cometh to me, and heareth my sayings, and 47 
doeth them, I will show you to whom he is like. He is like a 48 
man which built a house, and digged deep, and laid the founda- 
tion on a rock; and when the flood arose, the stream beat ve- 
hemently upon that house, and could not shake it: for it was 
founded upon arock. But he that heareth and doeth not, is 49 
like a man that without a foundation built a house a the — 
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earth, against which the stream did beat vehemently, and im- 
mediately it fell, and the ruin of that house was great. 

NOW, when he had ended all his sayings in the audience of 
the people, he entered into Capernaum. And a certain centu- 
rion’s servant, who was dear unto him, was sick, and ready to 
die. And when he heard of Jesus, he sent unto him the elders 
of the Jews, beseeching him that he would come and heal his 
servant. And when they came to Jesus, they besought him in- 
stantly, saying, That he was worthy for whom he should do this: 
for he loveth our nation, and he hath built us a synagogue. 
''Then Jesus went with them. And when he was now not far 
from the house, the centurion sent friends to him, saying unto 
him, Lord, trouble not thyself: for I am not worthy that thou 
shouldest enter under my roof; wherefore neither thought I my- 
self worthy to come unto thee: but say in a word, and my ser- 
vant shall be healed. For I also am a man set under authority, 8 
having under me soldiers, and I say unto one, Go, and he goeth; 
and to another, Come, and he cometh; and to my servant, Do 
this, and he doeth it. When Jesus heard these things, he mar- 9 
velled at him, and turned him about, and said unto the people 
that followed him, I say unto you, I have not found so great 
faith, no, not in Israel. And they that were sent, returning to 10 
the house, found the servant whole that had been sick. 

AND it came to pass the day after, that he went into a city 11 
called Nain: and many of his disciples went with him, and 
much people. Now, when he came nigh to the gate of the city, 12 
behold, there was a dead man carried out, the only son of his 
mother, and she was a widow: and much people of the city 
was with her. And when the Lord saw her, he had compassion 13° 
on her, and said unto her, Weep not. And he came and touched 14 
the bier: and they that bare hzzm stood still. And he said, Young 
man, I say unto thee, Arise! And he that was dead sat up, and 15 
began to speak: and he delivered him to his mother. And 16 
there came a fear on all: and they glorified God, saying, That a 
great prophet is risen up among us: and, ‘That God hath visited 
his people. And this rumor of him went forth throughout all 17 
Judea, and throughout all the region round about. > 

AND the disciples of John showed him of all these things. 18 
And John, calling unto him two of his disciples, sent them to 19 
Jesus, saying, Art thou he that should come? or look we for 
another? When the men were come unto him, they said, John 20 
Baptist hath sent us unto thee, saying, Art thou he that should 
come? or look we for another? And in the same hour he cured 21 
many of their infirmities, and plagues, and of evil spirits; and 
unto many that were blind he gaye sight. Then Jesus answering, 22 
said unto them, Go your way, and tell John what things ye have 
seen and heard; how that the blind see, the lame walk, the 
lepers are cleansed, the deaf hear, the dead are raised, to the 
poor the gospel is preached. And blessed is he, whosoever shall 23 
not be offended in me. And when the messengers of John 24 
were Pcs, he began to speak unto the people concerning 
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John, What went ye out into the wilderness to see? A reed 
shaken with the wind? !' Bat what went ye out to see? A man 25 
clothed in soft raiment? Behold, they which are gorgeously ap- 
parelled, and live delicately, are in king’ courts. But what 26 
went ye out to see? A prophet? Yea, I say unto you, and much 
more than a prophet. This is he, of whom it is written, a7 
Behold, I send my messenger before thy face, 
Which shall prepare thy way before thee. 

For I say unto you, Among those that are born of women, there 28 
is not a greater prophet than John the Baptist: but he that is 
least in the kingdom of God, is greater than he. (And all the 29 
eS that heard him, and the publicans, justified God, being 

aptized with the baptism of John. But the Pharisees and 30 
lawyers rejected the counsel of God against themselves, being 
not baptized of him.) And the Lord said, Whereunto then shall 31 
I liken the men of this generation? and to what are they like? 
They are like unto children sitting in the market-place, and 32 
calling one to another, and saying, We have piped unto you, 
and ye have not danced ; we have mourned to you, and ye have 
not wept. For John the Baptist came neither eating bread, nor 33 
drinking wine; and ye say, He hath adevil. The Son of man 34 
is come eating and drinking; and ye say, Behold a gluttonous 
man, and a winebibber, a friend of publicans and sinners! But 35 
Wisdom is justified of all her children. 

AND one of the Pharisees desired him that he would eat 36 
with him. And he went into the Pharisee’s house, and sat 
down to meat. And behold, a woman in the city, which was a 37 
sinner, when she knew that Jesus sat at meat in the Pharisee’s 
house, brought an alabaster-box of ointment, !and stood at his 38 
feet behind him weeping, and began to wash his feet with tears, 
and did wipe them with the hairs of her head, and kissed his 
feet, and anointed them with the ointment. Now, when the 39 
Pharisees which had bidden him saw 7t, he spake within him- 
self, saying, This man, if he were a prophet, would have known 
who and what manner of woman this 7s that toucheth him: for 
she isa sinner. And Jesus answering, said unto him, Simon, I 40 
have somewhat to say unto thee. And he saith, Master, say on. 
There was a certain creditor, which had two debtors: the one 41 
owed five hundred pence, and the other fifty. And when they 42 
had nothing to pay, he frankly forgave them both. Tell me, 
therefore, which of them will love him most? Simon answered 43 
and said, I suppose that he to whom he forgave most. And he 
said unto him, Thou hast rightly judged. And he turned to the 44 
woman, and said unto Simon, Seest thou this woman? I entered 
into thy house, thou gavest:me no water for my feet: but she 
hath washed my feet with tears, and wiped them with the hairs 
of her head. Thou gavest me no kiss; but this woman, since 45 
the time I came in, hath not ceased to kiss my feet. My head -46 
with oil thou didst not anoint: but this woman hath anointed my 
feet with ointment. Wherefore, I say unto thee, Her sins, 47 
which are many, are ibe? for she loved much i hut to 
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whom little is forgiven, the same loveth little. And he said unto 48 
her, Thy sins are forgiven. And they that sat at meat with him, 49 
began to say within themselves, Who is this that forgiveth sins 
also? And he said to the woman, Thy faith hath saved thee: go 80 
in peace. 

AND it came to pass afterward, that he went throughout 3 
every city and village, preaching and showing the glad tidings 
of the kingdom of God: and the twelve were with him, 'and 2 
certain women, which had been healed of evil spirits and in- 
firmities, Mary called Magdalene, out of whom went seven 
devils, !and Joanna the wife of Chuza, Herod’s steward, and 3 
Susanna, and many others, which ministered unto him of their 
substance. 

Anp when much people were gathered together, and were 4 
come to him out of every city, he spake by a parable: A sower 5 
went out to sow his seed: and as he sowed, some fell by the 
way-side ; and it was trodden down, and the fowls of the air 
devoured it. And some fell upon a rock; and as soon as it was 6 
sprung up, it withered away, becguse it lacked moisture. And 7 
HAR. fell among thorns; and the thorns sprang up with it, and 

thoked it. And other fell on good ground, and sprang up, and & 
bare {rnit a hundred-fold. And when he had said these things, 
he cried, He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

Anp his disciples asked him, ‘saying, What might this parable 9 
be? And he said, Unto you it is given to know the mysteries of 10 
the kingdom of God: but to others in parables ; that seeing they 
might not see, and hearing they might not understand. 

Now the parable is this: The seed is the word of God: those 11 
by the way-side, are they that hear; then cometh the devil, and 12 
taketh away the word out of their hearts, lest they should believe 
and be saved. ‘They on the rock are they, which, when they 13 
hear, receive the word with joy ; and these have no root, which 
for a while believe, and in time of temptation fall away. And 14 
that which fell among thorns, are they, which, when they have 
heard, go forth, and are choked with cares, and riches, and 
pleasures of this life, and bring no fruit vo perfection. But that 15 
on the good groynd are they, which in an honest and good 
heart, having heard the word, keep ¢, and bring forth fruit with 
patience. - ; 

No man, when he hath lighted a candle, covereth it with a 16 
vessel, or putteth it under a bed; but setteth 7 on a candlestick, 
that they which enter in may see the light. For nothing is 17 
secret, that shall not be made manifest; neither any thing hid, 
that shall not be known, and come abroad. Take heed there- 18 
fore how ye hear: for whosoever hath, to him shall be given; 
and whosoever hath not, from him shall be taken even that 
which he seemeth to have. 

Tren came to him his mother and his brethren, and could not 19 
come at him for the press. And it was told him by certain, 20 
which said, Thy mother and thy brethren stand without, desiring 
to see pee. ‘And he answered and said unto them, My mother 21 
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ae my brethren are these which hear the word of God, and 
0 if. 

NOW it came to pass on a certain day, that he went into a 22 
ship with his disciples: and he said unto them, Let us go over 
unto the other side of the lake. And they launched forth. ' But 23 
as they sailed, he fell asleep: and there came down a storm of 
wind on the lake; and they were filled with water, and were 
in jeopardy. And they came to him, and awoke him, saying, 24 - 
Master, master, we perish! Then he arose, and rebuked the wind, 
and the raging of the water: and they ceased, and there was a 
calm. 'And he said unto them, Where is your faith? And they, 25 
being afraid, wondered, saying one to another, What manner of 
man is this! for he commandeth even the winds and water, and 
they obey him. 

AND they arrived at the country of the Gadarenes, which is 26 
over-against Galilee. And when he went forth to land, there 27 
met him out of the city a certain man, which had devils long 
time, and ware no clothes, neither abode in any house, but in the 
tombs. When he saw Jesus, he cried out, and fell down before 28 
him, and with a Joud voice said, What have I to do with thee, 
Jesus, thou Son of God most high? I beseech thee, torment me 
not. (For he had commanded the unclean spirit to come out of 29 
the man. For oftentimes it had caught him: and he was kept 
bound with chains, and in fetters; and he brake the bands, and 
was driven of the devil into the wilderness.) And Jesus asked 30 
him, saying, What is thy name? And he said, Legion: because 
many devils were entered into him. And they besought him, 31 
that he would not command them to go out into the deep. And 32 
there was there a herd of many swine feeding on the mountain: 
and they besought him that he would suffer them to enter into 
them. And he suffered them. 'Then went the devils out of the 33 
man, and entered into the swine: and the herd ran violently 
down a steep place into the lake, and were choked. When they 34 
that fed them saw what was done, they fled, and went and told 
itin the city and in the country. Then they went out to see 35 
what was done; and came to Jesus, and found the man, out of 
whom the devils were departed, sitting at the feet of Jesus, __ 
clothed, and in his right mind: and they were afraid. They 36 
also which saw i, told them by what means he that was pos- 
sessed of the devils was healed. Then the whole multitude of 37 
the country of the Gadarenes round about, hesought him to de- 
part from them ; for they were taken with great fear. And he 
went up into the ship, and returned back again. Now, the 38 
man out of whom the devils were departed, besought him that 
he might be with him. But Jesus sent him away, saying, 'Re- 39 
turn to thine own house, and show how great things God hath 
done unto thee. And he went his way, and published through- 
out the whole city, how great things Jesus had done unto him. 

AND it came to pass, that, when Jesus was returned, the 40 
ple gladly received him: for they were all waiting for him. 

Id, 
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ruler of the synagogue: and he fell down at Jesus’ feet, and 
besought him that he would come into his house: for he had 42 
one only daughter, about twelve years of age, and she lay a 
dying. 

But as he went, the people thronged him. ‘And a woman 43 
having an issue of blood twelve years, which had spent all her 
living upon physicians, neither could be healed of any, "came 44 
behind him, and touched the border of his garment: and imme- 
diately her issue of blood stanched. And Jesus said, Who 45 
touched me? When all denied, Peter, and they that were with ; 
him, said, Master, the multitude throng thee, and press thee, and 
sayest thou, Who touched me? And Jesus said, Somebody hath 46 
touched me: for I perceive that virtue is gone out of me. And 47 
when the woman saw that she was not hid, she came trembling, 
and falling down before him, she declared unto him before all 
the people for what cause she had touched him, and how she 
was healed immediately. And he said unto her, Daughter, be 48 
of good comfort: thy faith hath made thee whole; go in peace. 

While he yet spake, there cometh one from the ruler of the 49 
synagosue’s house, saying to him, Thy daughter is dead : trouble 
not the Master. But when Jesus heardé, he answered him, 50 
saying, Fear not: believe only, and she shall be made whole. 
And when he came into the house, he suffered no man to go in, 51 
save Peter, and James, and John, and the father and the mother 
of the maiden. And all wept, and bewailed her: but he said, 52 
Weep not: she is not dead, but sleepeth. And they laughed 53 
him to scorn, knowing that she was dead. And he put them 54 
all out, and took her by the hand, and called, saying, Maid, 
arise! And her spirif came again, and she arose straightway: 55 
and he commanded to give her meat. And her parents were 56 
astonished: but he charged them that they should tell no man 
what was done. 

THEN he called his twelve disciples together, and gave them 
power and authority over all devils, and to cure diseases. And 
he sent them to preach the kingdom of God, and to heal the 
sick. And he said unto them, ake nothing for your journey, 
neither staves, nor scrip, neither bread, neither money; neither 
have two coats apiece. And whatsoever house ye enter into, 
there abide, and thence depart. And whosoever will not re- 
ceive you, when ye go out of that city, shake off the very dust 
from your feet for a testimony against them. And they departed, 
and went through the towns, preaching the gospel, and healing 
every where. 

NOW Herod the tetrarch-heard of all that was done by him: 
and he was perplexed, because that it was said of some, that John 
was risen from the dead; and of some, that Elias had appeared; 
and of others, that one of the old prophets was risen again. And 
Herod said, John have I beheaded; but who is this, of whom I 
hear such things? And he desired to see him. 

AND the Apostles, when they were returned, told him all 10 
that they S done. And he took them, and went aside privately 
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into a desert place, belonging to the city called Bethsaida. And 11 
the people, when they knew it, followed him: and he received 
them; and spake unto them of the kingdom of God, and healed 
them that had need of healing. 

AnD when the day began to wear away, then came the 12 
twelve, and said unto him, Send the multitude away, that they 
may go into the towns and country round about, and lodge, and 
get victuals: for we are here in a desert place. But he said 13 
unto them, Give ye them to eat. And they said, We have no 
more but five loaves and two fishes; except we should go and 
buy meat for all this people. (For they were about five thousand 14 
men.) And he said to his disciples, Make them sit down by 
fifties ina company. And they did so, and made them all sit 15 
down. Then he took the five loaves, and the two fishes, and 16 
looking up to heaven, he blessed them, and brake, and gave to 
the disciples to set before the multitude. And they did eat, and 17 
were all filled; and there was taken up of fragments that re- 
mained to them twelve baskets. 

AND it came to pass, as he was alone praying, his disciples 18 
were with him; and he asked them, saying, Who say the people 
thatI am? They answering, said, John the Baptist; but some 19 
say, Elias; and others say, ‘That one of the old prophets is risen 
again. 'He said unto them, But who say ye thatI am? Peter 20 
answering, said, The Christ of God. 

Anp he straitly charged them, and commanded them to tell no 21 
man that thing, 'saying, The Son of man must suffer many 22 
things, and be rejected of the elders, and chief priests, and 
scribes, and be slain, and be raised the third day. And he said 23 
to them all, If any man will come after me, let him deny himself, 
and take up his cross daily, and follow me. For whosoever will 24 
save his life, shall lose it: but whosoever will lose his life for 
my sake, the same shall save it. (For what is a man advantaged, 25 
if he gain the whole world, and lose himself, or be cast away ?) 
For whosoever shall be ashamed of me, and of my words, of 26 
him shall the Son of man be ashamed, when he shall come in 
his own glory, and in his Father's, and of the holy angels. But 27 
I tell you of a truth, there be some standing here which shall 
not taste of death till they see the kingdom of God. ; 

AND it came to pass, about an eight days after these sayings, 28 
he took Peter, and John, and James, and went up into a moun- 
tain to pray. And as he prayed, the fashion of his countenance 29 
was altered, and his raiment was white and glistering. And, 30 
behold, there talked with him two men, which were Moses and 
Elias: who appeared in glory, and spake of his decease which 31 
he should accomplish at Jerusalem. But Peter and they that 32 
were with him were heavy with sleep: and when they were 
awake, they saw his glory, and the two men that stood with 
him. And it came to pass, as they departed from him, Peter 33 
said unto Jesus, Master, it is good for us to be here: and let us 
make three tabernacles; one for thee, and one for Moses, and 
one for Elias: not knowing wit by said. While he > em 34 
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there came a cloud, and overshadowed them: and they feared 
as they entered into the cloud. And there came a voice out of 33 
the cloud, saying, 

‘This is my beloved Son: hear him.’ 
‘And when the voice was past, Jesus was found alone. And 36 
they kept it close, and told no man in those days any of those 
things which they had seen. < 

AND it came to pass, that on the next day, when they were 37 
come down from the hill, much people met him. And behold, 38 
a man of the company cried out, saying, Master, I beseech, thee 
look upon my son: for he is mine only child. And lo, a spirit 39 
taketh him, and he suddenly crieth out; and it teareth him that 
he foameth again, and bruising him, hardly departeth from him. 
‘And I besought thy disciples to cast him out, and they could 40 
not. And Jesus answering, said, O faithless and perverse gene- 41. 
ration, how long shall I be with you, and suffer you? Bring thy 
son hither. And as he was yet a coming, the devil threw him 42 
down, and tare him. And Jesus*rebuked the unclean spirit, 
and healed the child, and delivered him again to his father. 
And they were all amazed at the mighty power of God. 43 

Bur while they wondered every one atvall things which Jesus 
did, he said unto his disciples, Let these sayings sink down into 44 
your ears: for the Son of man shall be delivered into the hands 
of men. But they understood not this saying, and it was hid 45 
from thom, that they perceived it not: and they feared to ask 
him of that saying. 

ETEN there arose a reasoning among them, which of them 46 
should be greatest. And Jesus perceiving the thought of their 47 
heart, took a child, and set him by him, ‘and said unto them, 48 
Whosoever shall receive this child in my name, receiveth me ; 
and whosoever shall receive me, receiveth him that sent me: 
for he that is least among you all, the same shall be great. And 49 
John answered and said, Master, we saw one casting out devils 
in thy name; and we forbade him, because he followeth not 
with us. And Jesus said unto him, Forbid him not: for he that 50 
is not against us, is for us. . ; 

AND it came to pass, when the time was come that he should 51 
be received up, he stedfastly set his face to go to Jerusalem, 
Yand sent messengers before his face: and they went and en- 52 
tered into a village of the Samaritans, to make ready for him. 
And they did not receive him, because his face was as though 53 
he would go to Jerusalem. And when his disciples James and 54 
John saw this, they said, Lord, wilt thou that we command fire 
to come down from heaven, and consume them, even as Elias 
did? But he turned, and rebuked them, and said, Ye know not 55 
what manner of spirit ye are of. For the Son of man is not eome 56 
to destroy men’s lives, but to save them. And they went to 
another village. 

AND it came to pass, that as they went in the way, a certain 57 
man said unto him, Lord, I will follow thee whithersoever thou — 
goest. on Jesus said unto him, Foxes have holes, and birds 58 
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of the air Aave nests; but the Son of man hath not where to lay 
his head. 

AnD he said unto another, Follow me. But he said, Lord, 59 
‘suffer me first to go and bury my father. Jesus said unto him, 60 
Let the dead bury their dead: but go thou and preach the king- 
dom of God. 

AND another also said, Lord, I will follow thee; but let me 61 
first go bid them farewell which are at home at my house. And 62 
Jesus said unto him, No man, haying put his hand to the plow, 
and looking back, is fit for the kingdom of God. 

AFTER these things, the Lord appointed other seventy also,40 
and sent them two and two before his face into every city and 
place, whither he himself would come. Therefore said he unto 2 
them, The harvest truly is great, but the laborers are few: pray 

e therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he would send forth 
aborers into his harvest. Go your ways: behold, I send you 
forth as lambs among wolves. Carry neither purse, nor scrip, 
nor shoes: and salute no man by the way. And into whatso- 
ever house ye enter, first say, Peace 6e to this house. And if 
the son of peace be there, your peace shall rest upon it: if not, 
it shall turn to you again. And in the same house remain, eating 
and drinking such things as they give: for the laborer is worthy 
of his hire. Go not from house to house. !And into whatsoever 
city ye enter, and they receive you, eat such things as are set 
before you. And heal the sick that are therein, and say unto 9 
them, The kingdom of God is come nigh unto you. But into 10 
whatsoever city ye enter, and they receive you not, go your 
ways out into the streets of the same, and say, Even the very 11 
‘dust of your city which cleaveth on us, we do wipe off against 
you: notwithstanding, be ye sure of this, that the kingdom of 
"God is come nigh unto you. ButI say unto you, That it shall 12 
be more tolerable in that day for Sodom than for that city. Woe 13 
unto thee, Chorazin! woe unto thee, Bethsaida! for if the mighty 
works had been done in Tyre and Sidon, which have been done 
in you, they had a great while ago repented, sitting in sackcloth 
‘and ashes. But it shall be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon 14 
at the judgment, than for you. And thou, Capernaum! which 15 
‘rt exalted to heaven, shalt be thrust down to hell. He that 16 
heareth you, heareth me; and he that despiseth you, despiseth 
me; and he that despiseth me, despiseth him that sent me. 

AND the seventy returned again with joy, saying, Lord, eyen 17 
the devils are subject unto us through thy name. And he said 18 
unto them, I beheld Satan as lightning fall from heaven. Behold, 19 
I give unto you power to tread on serpents and scorpions, and 
over all the power of the enemy 2 and nothing shall by any 
means hurt you. Notwithstanding in this rejoice not, that the 20 
spirits are subject unto you; but rather rejoice because your 
names are written in heayen. In that hour Jesus rejoiced in 21 
spirit, and said, I thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and 
earth, that thou hast hid these things from the wise and prudent, 
and hast revealed them unto babes: even so, Father; "4 so it 
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seemed good in thy sight. All things are delivered to me of my 22 
Father: and no man knoweth who the Son is, but the Father : 
and who the Father is, but the Son, and he to whom the Son will 
reveal him. And he turned him unto his disciples, and said 23 
privately, Blessed are the eyes which see the things that ye see. 
For I tell you, That many prophets and kings have desired to 24 
see those things which ye see, and have not seen them ; and to 
hear those things which ye hear, and have not heard them. 

AND behold, a certain lawyer stood up, and tempted him, 25 
saying, Master, what shall I do to inherit eternal life? He said 26 
unto him, What is written in the law? how readest thou ? And 27 
he answering, said, “ Thou shalt love the LORD thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy strength, 
and with all thy mind; and thy neighbor as thyself.” And he 28 
said unto him, Thou hast answered right: this do, and thou shalt 
live. But he, willing to justify himself, said unto Jesus, And 29 
who is my neighbor? ‘And Jesus answering, said, A certain 30 
man went down from Jerusalem %0 Jericho, and fell among 
thieves, which stripped him of his raiment, and wounded him, 
and departed, leaving him half dead. And by chance there 31 
came down a certain priest that way and when he saw him, 
he passed by on the other side. And likewise a Levite, when 32 
he was at the place, came and looked on him, and passed by on 
the other side. Buta certain Samaritan, as he journeyed, came 33 
where he was, and when he saw him, he had compassion on 
him, ‘and went to him, and bound up his wounds, pouring in 34 
oil and wine, and set him on his own beast, and brought him to 
‘an inn, and took care of him. And on the morrow, when he 35 
departed, he took out two pence, and gave them to the host, and 
said unto him, Take care of him: and whatsoever thou spendest 
more, when I come again, I will repay thee. Which now of 36 
these three, thinkest thou, was neighbor unto him that fell among 
the thieves? 'And he said, He that showed mercy on him. Then 37 
said Jesus unto him, Go, and do thou likewise. 

NOW it came to pass, as they went, that he entered into a 38 
certain village: and a certain woman, named Martha, received 
him into her house. And she had a sister called Mary, which 39 
also sat at Jesus’ feet, and heard: his word. But Martha was 40 
cumbered about much serving, and came to him, and said, Lord, 
dost thou not care that my sister hath left me to serve alone? 
bid her therefore that she help me: And Jesus answered, and 41 
said unto her, Martha, Martha, thou art careful, and troubled 
about many things; ‘but one thing is needful; and Mary hath 42 
chosen that good part, which shall not be taken away from her. 

AND it came to pass, that as he was praying in a certainka 
place, when he ceased, one of his disciples said unto him, Lord, 
teach us to pray, as John also taught his disciples. And he said 2 
unto them, When ye pray, say ; Our Father which art in heaven, 
hallowed be thy name: thy kingdom come: thy will be done, 
as in heaven, so in earth ; give us day by day our daily bread: 3 
and ies us our sins; for we also forgive every one that is 4 
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indebted to us: and lead us not into temptation; but deliver us 
from evil. 

And he said unto them, Which of you shall have a friend, and 5 
shall go unto him at midnight, and say unto him, Friend, lend 
me three loaves; for a friend of mine in his journey is come to 6 
me, and I have nothing to set before him? And he from within 7 
shall answer and say, Trouble me not: the door is now shut, 
and my children are with me in bed; I cannot rise and give 
thee. I say unto you, Though he will not rise and give him, be- 8 
cause he is his friend, yet because of his importunity he will 
rise and give him as many as he needeth. And I say unto you, 9 
Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, and ye shall find; knock, 
and it shall be opened unto you. For every one that asketh, re- 10 
ceiveth; and he that seeketh, findeth ; and to him that knocketh, 
it shall be opened. If ason shall ask bread of any of you that 11 
is a father, will he give hima stone? or if he ask a fish, will he 
for a fish give him a serpent? Or, if he shall ask an egg, will he 12 


offer him a scorpion? If ye then, being evil, know how to give 13 


good gifts unto your children, how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to them that ask him? 

AND he was casting ont a devil, and it was dumb. And it 14 
came to pass, when the devil was gone out, the dumb spake ; 
and the people wondered. But some of them said, He casteth 15 
out devils through Beelzebub, the chief of the devils. And 16 
others, tempting him, sought of hima sign from heaven. But 17 
he, knowing their thoughts, said unto them, Every kingdom di- 
vided against itself is brought to desolation ;-and a house divided 
against a house, falleth. If Satan also be divided against him- 18 
self, how shall his kingdom stand? because ye say that I cast 
out devils through Beelzebub. And if I by Beelzebub cast out 19 
devils, by whom do your sons cast them out? therefore shall they 
be your judges. But if I with the finger of God cast out devils, 20 
no doubt the kingdom of God is come upon you. When a strong 21 
man armed keepeth his palace, his goods are in peace: but 22 
when a stronger than he shall come upon him, and overcome 
him, he taketh from him all his armor wherein he trusted, and 


‘divideth his spoils. He that is not with me, is against me: and 23 


he that gathereth not with me, scattereth. 
When the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, he walketh 24 
through dry places, seeking rest; and finding none, he saith, I 
- will return unto my house whence I came out. And when he 25 
- cometh, he findeth 7¢ swept and garnished. Then goeth he, and 26 
- taketh to him sever other spirits more wicked than himself; and 
they enter in, and dwell there: and the last state of that man is 
/ worse than the first. And it came to pass, as he spake these 27 
things, a certain woman of the company lifted up her voice,and ° 
said unto him, Blessed 7s the womb ihat bare thee, and the paps 
which thou hast sucked. But he said, Yea, rather blessed are 28 
_ they that hear the word of God, and keep it. 4 
And when the people were gathered thick together, he began 29 
to say, This is an evil generation: they seek a sign; a there 
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shall no sign be given it, but the sign of Jonas the prophet. For 30 
as Jonas was a sign unto the Ninevites, so shall also the Son of 
man be to this generation. The queen of the south shall rise 31 
up in the judgment with the men of this generation, and condemn 
them: for she came from the utmost parts of the earth to hear 
the wisdom of Solomon: and behold, a greater than Solomon is 
here. The men of Nineveh shall rise up in the judgment with 32 
this generation, and shall condemn it: for they repented at the 
preaching of Jonas; and behold, a greater than Jonas is here. 

No man, when he hath lighted a candle, putteth zt in a secret 33 
place, neither under a bushel, but on a candlestick, that they 
which come in may see the light. The light of the body is the 34 
eye; therefore when thine eye is single, thy whole body also is 
full of light: but when thine eye is evil, thy body also vs full of 
darkness. Take heed therefore, that the light which is in thee, 33 
be not darkness. If thy whole body therefore be full of light, 36 
having no part dark, the whole shall be full of light; as when 
the bright shining of a candle dothgive thee light. 

AND as he spake, a certain Pharisee besought him to dine 37 
with him: and he went in and sat down to meat. And when 38 
the Pharisee saw it, he marvelled that he had not first washed 
before dinner. And the Lord said unto him, Now do ye Phari- 39 
sees make clean the outside of the cup and the platter; but your 
inward part is full of ravening and wickedness. Ye fools! did 40 
not he that made that which is without, make that which is within 
also? But rather give alms of such things as ye have; and be- 41 
hold, all things are clean unto you. But woe unto you, Phari- 42. 
sees! for ye tithe mint, and rue, and all manner of herbs, and 
pass over judgment and the love of God: these ought ye to 
have done, and not to leave the other undone. Woe unto you, 43 
Pharisees! for ye love the uppermost seats in the synagogues, 
and greetings in the markets. Woe unto you, scribes and Phari- 44 
sees, hypocrites! for ye are as graves which appear not, and the 
men that walk over them are not aware of them. Then answered 45 
one of the lawyers, and said unto him, Master thus saying, thou 
reproachest us also. And he said, Woe unto you also, ye law- 46 
yers! for ye lade men with burdens grievous to be borne, and ye 
yourselves touch not the burdens with one of your fingers. Woe 47 
unto you! for ye build the sepulchres of the prophets, and your 
fathers killed them. Truly ye bear witness, that ye allow the 48 
deeds of your fathers: for they indeed killed them, and ye build 
their sepulchres. Therefore also said the wisdom of God, ‘I 49 
will send them prophets and apostles, and some of them they 
shall slay and persecute: that the blood of all the prophets, 50 
which was shed from the foundation of the world, may be re- 
quired of this generation ; from the blood of Abel, unto the blood 51 
of Zacharias, which perished between the altar and the temple; 
verily, I say unto you, It shall be-required of this generation. 
Woe unto you, lawyers! for ye have taken away the key of 52 
knowledge: ye entered not in yourselves, and them that were 
entering oe” hindered, And as he said these things unto them, 53 
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the scribes and the Pharisees began to urge him vehemently, 
and to provoke him to speak of many things, 'laying wait for 54 
him, and seeking to catch something out of his mouth, that they 
might accuse him. 

IN the mean time, when there were gathered together an in-L2 
numerable multitude of people, insomuch that they trode one 
upon another, he began to say unto his disciples first of all, Be- 
ware ye of the leaven of the Pharisees, which is hypocrisy. For 2 
there is nothing covered that shall not be revealed ; neither hid, 
that shall not be known. Therefore, whatsoever ye have spoken 3 
in darkness, shall be heard in the light; and that which ye have 
‘spoken in the ear in closets, shall be proclaimed upon the house- 
tops. And I say unto you, my friends, Be not afraid of them that 4 
kill the body, and after that have no more that they can do. 
But I will forewarn you whom ye shall fear: Fear him which, 5 
after he hath killed, hath power to cast into hell ; yea, I say unto- 
you, Fear him. Are not five sparrows sold for two farthings, 6 
and not one of them is forgotten before God? But even the very 7 
hairs of your head are all numbered. Fear not, therefore: ye 
‘are of more value than many sparrows. AlsolI say.unto you, 8 
Whosoever shall confess me before men, him shall the Son of 
man also confess before the angels of Ged. But he that denieth 9 
ame before men shall be denied before the angels of God. And 10 
whosoever shall speak a word against the Son of man, it shall 
be forgiven him: but unto him that blasphemeth against the 
Holy Ghost, it shall not be forgiven. And when they bring you ¥1 
unto the synagogues, and wnto magistrates, and powers, take ye 
no thought how or what thing ye shall answer, or what ye shall 
say: for the Holy Ghost shall teach you in the same hour what 12 


ought to say. 
ye oug' us 13 


Anp one of the company said unto him, Master, speak to my 
brother, that he divide the inheritance with me. And he said 14 
unto him, Man, who made me a judge, or a divider over you? 
And he said unto them, Take heed, and beware of covetousness: 15 
for a man’s life consisteth not in the abundance of the things 
which he possesseth. And he spake a parable unto them, saying, 
The ground of a certain rich man brought forth plentifully: and 17 
he thought within himself, saying, What shall I do, because I 
have no room where to bestow my fruits? And he said, This 18 
will I do: I will pull down my barns, and build greater; and 
there will I bestow all my fruits and my goods: and I will say 19 
to my soul, Soul, thou hast much goods laid up for many years; 
take thine ease, eat, drink, and be merry. But God said unto 20 
him, Zhou fool! this night thy soul shall be required of thee: 
then whose shall those things be which thou hast provided? So 21 
is he that layeth up treasure for himself, and is not rich toward 
God. And ii said unto his disciples, Therefore I say unto you, 22 
Take no thought for your life, what ye shall eat; neither for 
the body, what ye shall put on. The life is more than meas, 23 
and the body zs more than raiment. Consider the ravens: for 24 
they neither sow nor reap: which neither have a nor 
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barn; and God feedeth them. How much more are ye better 
than the fowls? And which of you with taking thought can add 25 
to his stature one cubit? If ye then be not able to do that thing 26 
which is least, why take ye thought for the rest? Consider the 27 
lilies how they grow: they toil not, they spin not; and yet I say 
unto you, That Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed like one 

of these. If then God so clothe the grass, which is io-day in the 28 
field, and to-morrow is cast into the oven; how much more will 

he clothe you, O ye of little faith! And seek not ye what ye shall 29 
eat, or what ye shall drink, neither be ye of doubtful mind. For 36 
all these things do the nations of the world seek after: and your 
Father knoweth that ye have need of these things. But rather 31 
seek ye the kingdom of God, and all these things shall be added 
unto you. Fear not, little flock; for it is your Father's good 32 
pleasure to give you the kingdom. Sell that ye have, and give 33 
alms: provide yourselves bags which wax not old, a treasure in 
the heavens that faileth not, where no thief approacheth, neither 
moth corrupteth. For where yoyr, treasure is, there will your 34 
heart be also. Let your loins be girded about, and your lights 35 
burning; and ye yourselves like unto men that wait for their 36 
lord, when he will return from the wedding ; that, when he 
cometh and knocketh, they may open unto him immediately. 9 
Blessed are those servants, whom the lord when he cometh 37 
shall find watching: verily, Isay unto you, That he shall gird 
himself, and make them to sit down to meat, and will come forth 
and serve them. And if he shall come in the second watch, or 38 
come in the third watch, and find them so, blessed are those 
servants. And this know, that if the good man of the house had 39 
known what hour the thief would come, he would have watched, 
and not have suffered his house to be broken through. Be ye 40 
therefore ready also: for the Son of man cometh at an hour 
when ye think not. Then Peter said unto him, Lord, speakest 41 
thou this parable unto us, or even to all? And the Lord said, 42 
Who then is that faithful and wise steward, whom his lord shall 
make ruler over his household, to give hem their portion of meat 
in due season? Blessed ts that servant, whom his lord when he 43 
cometh shall find so doing. Of a truth I say unto you, That he 44 
will make him.ruler over all that he hath. But and if that ser- 45 
vant say in his heart, My lord delayeth his coming; and shall 
begin to beat the men-servants and maidens, and to eat and . 
drink, and to be drunken; the lord of that servant will come in 46 
a day when he looketh not for him, and at an hour when he is 
not aware, and will cut him in sunder, and will appoint him his 
portion with the unbelievers. And that servant which knew his 47 
lord’s will, and prepared not himself, neither did according to 
his will, shall be beaten with many stripes. But he that knew 46 
not, and did commit things worthy of stripes, shall be beaten 
with few stripes. For unto whomsoever much is given, of him 
shall be much required; and to whom men have committed 
much, of him they will ask the more. Iam come to send fire 4s 
on the exh, and what will I, if it be already kindled? But I 5 
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have a baptism to be baptized with; and how am I straitened 
till it be accomplished! Suppose ye that I am come to give peace 51 
on earth? I tell you, Nay; but rather division. For from hence- 52 
forth there shall be five in one house divided, three against two, 
and two against three. The father shall be divided against the 53 
son, and the son against the father ; the mother against the daugh- 
ter, and the daughter against the mother; the mother-in-law 
against her daughier-in-law, and the daughter-in-law against her 
mother-in-law. 

Anp he said also to the people, When ye see a cloud rise out 54 
of the west, straightway ye say, There cometh a shower; and 
so itis. And when ye see the south wind blow, ye say, There 55 
will be heat; and it cometh to pass. Ye hypocrites! ye can dis- 56 
cern the face of the sky, and of the earth; but how is it, that ye 
do not discern this time? Yea, and why even of yourselves judge 57 
ye not what is right? When thou goest with thine adversary to 58 
the magistrate, as thou art in the way, give diligence that thou 
mayest be delivered from him; lest he hale thee to the judge, and 
the judge deliver thee to the officer, and the officer cast thee into 
prison. I tell thee, thou shalt not depart thence, till thou hast 59 
paid the very last mite. 

THERE were present at that season some that told him of theL3 
Galileans, whose blood Pilate had mingled with their sacrifices. 
And Jesus answering, said unto them, Suppose ye that these 
Galileans were sinners above all the Galileans, because they 
suffered such things? I tell you, Nay; but, except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish. Or those eighteen, upon whom the 
tower in Siloam fell, and slew them, think ye that they were 
sinners above all men that dwelt in Jerusalem? I tell you, Nay; 
but, except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish. 

He spake also this parable: A certain man had a fig-tree 
planted in his vineyard; and he came and sought fruit thereon, 
and found none. Then said he unto the dresser of his vineyard, 
Behold, these three years I come seeking fruit on this fig-tree, 
and find none: cut it down; why cumbereth it the ground? And 
he answering, said unto him, Lord, let it alone this year also, till 
{ shall dig about it, and dung it; 'and if it bear fruit, well: and 9 
if not, then after that thou shalt cut it down. 

AND he was teaching in one of the synagogues on the sabbath. 10 
And behold, there was a woman which had a spirit of infirmity 11 
eighteen years, and was bowed together, and could in no wise 
lift up herself. And when Jesus saw her, he called her to him, 12 
and said unto her, Woman, thou art loosed from thine infirmity. 
And he laid Ais hands on her: and immediately she was made 13 
straight, and glorified God. ‘And the ruler of the synagogue an- 14 
swered with indignation, because that Jesus had healed on the 
sabbath-day, and said unto the people, There are six days in 
which men ought to work: in them therefore come and be 
healed, and not on the sabbath-day. The Lord then answered 15 
him, and said, Tou hypocrite! doth not each one of you on the 
sabbath loose his ox or /zs ass fue the stall, and lead Pe away 
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to watering? And ought not this woman, being a daughter of 16 
Abraham, whom Satan hath bound, lo, these eighteen years, be 
loosed from this bond on the sabbath-day? And when he had 17 
said these things, all his adversaries were ashamed: and all the 
people rejoiced forall the glorious things that were done by him. 

Tun said he, Unto what is the kingdom of God like? and 18 
whereunto shall I resemble it? It is like a grain of mustard- 19 
seed, which a man took, and cast into his garden, and it grew, 
and waxed a great tree; and the fowls of the air lodged in the 
branches of it. ; ‘ 

Awp again he said, Whereunto shall I liken the kingdom of 20 
God? It is like leaven, which a woman took and hid in three 21 
measures of meal, till the whole was leavened. 

AND he went through the cities and villages, teaching, and 22 
journeying toward Jerusalem. ‘Then said one unto him, Lord, 23 
are there few that be saved? And he said unto them, ' Strive to 24 
enter in at the strait gate: for many, I say unto you, will seek 
to enter in, and shall not be able. When once the master of the 25 
house is risen up, and hath shut to the door, and ye begin to ~ 
stand without, and to knock at the door, saying, Lord, Lord, open 
unto us; and he shall answer and say unto you, I know you not 
whence ye are: then shall ye begin to say, We have eaten and 26 
drunk in thy presence, and thou hast taught in our streets. But 27 
he shall say, I tell you, I know you not whence ye are; depart 
from me, all ye workers of iniquity. There shall be weeping 28 
and gnashing of teeth, when ye shall see Abraham, and Isaac, 
and Jacob, and all the prophets, in the kingdom of God, and you 
yourselves thrust out. And they shall come from the east, and 29 
‘Yrom the west, and from the north, and from the south, and shall 
sit down in the kingdom of God. And behold, there are last, 30 
which shall be first; and there are first, which shall be last. 

THE same day, there came certain of the Pharisees, saying 31 
unto him, Get thee out, and depart hence; for Herod will kill 
thee. And he said unto them, Go ye and tell that fox, Behold, 32 
I east out devils, and I do cures to-day and to-morrow, and the 
third day I shall be perfected. Nevertheless, I must walk to-day 33 
and to-morrow, and the day following: for it cannot be that a 
prophet perish out of Jerusalem: O Jerusalem! Jerusalem! 34 
which killest the prophets, and stonest them that are sent unto 
thee; how often would I have gathered thy children together, 
asa hen doth gather her brood under her wings, and ye would 
not! 'Behold, your house is left unto you desolate. And verily, 35 
I say unto you, Ye shall not see me, until the time come when ye 
shall say, Blessed is he that cometh in the name of the LORD! 

AND it came to pass, as he went into the house of one of theh& 
chief Pharisees to eat bread on the sabbath-day, that they 
watched him. And behold, there was a certain man before him 2 
which had the dropsy. And Jesus answering, spake unto the 3 
lawyers and Pharisees, saying, Is it lawful to heal on the sab- 
bath-day? 'And they held their peace. And he took Aim, and 4 
healed a and let him go: and answered them, saying, Which 5 
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of you shall have an ass or an ox fallen into a pit, and will not 
straightway pull him out on the sabbath-day? And they could 6 
not answer him again to these things. 

And he put forth a parable to those which were bidden, when 7 
he marked how they chose out the chief rooms; saying unto 
them, When thou art bidden of any man toa wedding, sit not 8 
down in the highest rooms, lest a more honorable man than thou 
be bidden of him; and he that bade thee and him come and 9 
say to thee, Give this man place; and thou begin with shame to 
take the lowest room. But when thou art bidden, go and sit 10 
down in the lowest room; that when he that bade thee cometh, 
he may say unto thee, Friend, go up higher: then shalt thou have 
worship in the presence of them that sit at meat with thee. For 11 
whosoever exalteth himself shall be abased, and he that hum- 
bleth himself shall be exalted. Then said he also to him that 12 
bade him, When thou makest a dinner or a supper, call not thy 
friends, nor thy brethren, neither thy kinsmen, nor thy rich 
neighbors; lest they also bid thee again, and a recompense be 
made thee. But when thou makest a feast, call the poor, the I3 
maimed, the lame, the blind: and thou shalt be blessed ; for 14 
they cannot recompense thee: for thou shalt be recompensed at 
the resurrection of the just. And when one of them that sat at 15 
meat with him heard these things, he said unto him, Blessed is 
he that shall eat bread in the kingdom of God. Then said he 16 
unto him, A certain man made a great supper, and bade many: 
and sent his servant at supper-time, to say to them that were 17 
bidden, Come, for all things are now ready. And they all with 18 
one consent began to make excuse. The first said unto him, I 
have bought a piece of ground, and I must needs go and see it: 

I pray thee have me excused. And another said, I have bought 19 
five yoke of oxen, and I go to prove them: I pray thee have me 
excused. And another said, I have married a wife: and there- 20 
fore I cannot come. So that servant came, and showed his lord 21 
these things. Then the master of the house being angry, said 

to his servant, Go out quickly into the streets and lanes of the 
city, and bring in hither the poor, and the maimed, and the halt, 
and the blind. And the servant said, Lord, it is done as thou 22 
hast commanded, and yet there is room. And the lord said unto 23 
the servant, Go out into the high-ways and hedges, and compel 
ihem to come in, that my house may be filled. For I say unto 24 
you, That none of those men which were bidden, shall taste of 
my supper. : q : 

"AND there went great multitudes with him: and he turned, 25 
and said unto them, If any man come to me, and hate not his 26 
father, and mother, and wife, and children, and brethren, and 
sisters, yea, and his own life also, he cannot be my disciple. And 27 
swhosoever doth not bear his cross, and come after me, cannot be 
my disciple. For which of you intending to build a tower, sitteth 28 
not down first, and counteth the cost, whether he have sufficient © 
to finish it? Lest haply, after he hath laid the foundation, and is 29 
not able to finish 2, al that behold zt begin to mock px ‘say- 80 
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ing, ‘This man began to build, and was not able to finish.’ Or 31 
what king going to make war against another king, sitteth not 
down first,and consulteth whether he be able with ten thousand 

to meet him that cometh against him with twenty thousand? Or 32 
else, while the other is yet a great way off, he sendeth an em- 
bassage, and desireth conditions of peace. So likewise, whoso- 33 
ever he be of you that forsaketh not all that he hath, he cannot 

be my disciple.. Salt is good; but if the salt have lost his savor, 34 
wherewith shall it be seasoned? It is neither fit for the land, 35 
_ nor yet for the dunghill; éut men cast itout. He that hath ears 

to hear, let him hear. 

THEN drew near unto him all the publicans and sinners, forlS 
to hear him. And the Pharisees and scribes murmured, saying, 2 
This man receiveth sinners, and eateth with them. 

'Anp he spake this parable unto them, saying, ' What man of 3,4 
ou, having a hundred sheep, if he lose one of them, doth not 
eave the ninety and nine in the wilderness, and go after that 

which is lost, until he find it? And when he hath found it, he 5 
layeth it on his shoulders, rejoicing. And when he cometh home, 6 
he calleth together Ais friends and neighbors, saying unto them, 
Rejoice with me; for I have found my sheep which was lost. I 7 
say unto you, That likewise joy shall be in heaven over one sin- 
ner that repenteth, more than over ninety and nine just persons 
which need no repentance. 

Errurr what woman having ten pieces of silver, if she lose 8 
one piece, doth not light a candle, and sweep the house, and 
seek diligently till she find 7¢? And when she hath found zt, she 9 
calleth her friends and fer neighbors together, saying, Rejoice 
with me; for I have found the piece which I had lost. Likewise, 10 
I say unto you, There is joy in the presence of the angels of God 
over one sinner that repenteth. 

'Anp he said, A certain man had two sons: 'and the younger 11 
of them said to his father, Father, give me the portion of goods 
that falleth fo me. And he divided unto them fis living. ‘And 13 
not many days after, the younger son gathered all together, and 
took his journey into a far country, and there wasted his sub- 
stance with riotous living. And when he had spent all, there 14 
arose a mighty famine in that land; and he began to be in want. 
And he went and joined himself to a citizen of that country; 15 
and he sent him into his fields to feed swine. And he would 16 
fain have filled his belly with the husks that the swine did eat; 
and no man gave unto him. And when he came to himself, he 17 
said, How many hired servants of my father’s have bread enough 
and to spare, and I perish with hunger! J will arise and go to 18 
my father, and will say unto him, Father, I have sinned against 
heaven, and before thee, !and am no more worthy to be called 19 
thy son: make me as one of thy hired servants. And he arose, 20 
and came to his father. But when -he was yet a great way off, 
his father saw him, and had compassion, and ran, and fell on his 
neck, and kissed him. And the son said unto him, Father, I 21 
have a against Heaven, and in thy’sight, and am no more 
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worthy to be called thy son. But the father said to his servants, 22 
Bring forth the best robe, and put i on him; and put a ring on 
his hand, and shoes on his feet: and bring hither the fatted calf, 23 
and kill it; and let us eat, and be merry: for this my son was 
dead, and is alive again; he was lost, and is found. And they 
began to be merry. Now his elder son was in the field: and as 25 
he came and drew nigh to the house, he heard music and dancing. 
And he called one of the servants, and asked what these things 26 
meant. And he said unto him, Thy brother is come; and thy 27 
father hath killed the fatted calf, because he hath received him 
safe and sound. And he was angry, and would not go in; there- 28 
fore came his father out, and entreated him. And he answering, 29 
said to his father, Lo, these many years do I serve thee, neither 
transgressed I at any time thy commandment; and yet thou never 
gavest me a kid, that I might make merry with my friends: but 30 
as soon as this thy son was come, which hath devoured thy living 
with harlots, thou hast killed for him the fatted calf. And he 31 
said unto him, Son, thou art ever with me; and all that I have 

is thine. It was meet that we should make merry and be glad 32 
for this thy brother was dead, and is alive again; and was lost 
and is found. 

Anp he said also unto his disciples, There was a certain richhG 
man which had a steward ; and the same was accused unto him 
that he had wasted his goods. And he called him, and said unto 2 
him, How is it that I hear this of thee? give an account of thy 
stewardship: for thou mayest be no longer steward. Then the 3 
steward said within himself, What shall I do? for my lord taketh 
away from me the stewardship: I cannot dig; to beg I am 
ashamed. I am resolved what to do, that, when I am put out of 

‘ the stewardship, they may receive me into their houses. So he 
called every one of his lord’s debtors wnto him, and said unto the 
first, How much owest thou unto my lord? And he said, A hun- 
dred measures of oil. And he said unto him, Take thy bill, and 
sit down quickly, and write fifty. ‘Then said he to another, And 
how much owest thou? And he said, A hundred measures of 
wheat. And he said unto him, Take thy bill, and write four- 
score. And the lord commended the unjust steward, because 8 
he had done wisely: for the children of this world are in their 
generation wiser than the children of light. And I say unto you, 9 
Make to yourselves friends of the mammon of unrighteousness ; 
that when ye fail, they may receive you into everlasting habita- 
tions. He that is faithful in that which is least, is faithful also 10 
in much; and he that is unjust in the least, is unjust also in 
much. If therefore ye have not been faithful in the unrighteous 11 
mammon, who will commit to your trust the true riches? And if 12 

e have not been faithful in that which is another man’s, who 
shall give you that which is your own? No servant can serve 13 
two masters: for either he will hate the one, and love the other; 
or else he will hold to the one, and despise the other. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon. 2 
Anp the Pharisees also, who es covetous, heard ay these 14 
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things, and they derided him. And he said unto them, Ye are 15 
they which justify yourselves before men; but God knoweth 
your hearts: for that which is highly esteemed among men, is 
abomination in the sight of God. ‘The law and the prophets 16 
were until John: since that time the kingdom of God is preached, 
and every man presseth into it. And it is easier for heaven and 17 
earth to pass, than one tittle of the law to fail. Whosoever put- 18 
teth away his wife, and marrieth another, committeth adultery ; 
and whosoever marrieth her that is put away from her husband, 
committeth adultery. 

. TuHERE was a certain rich man, which was clothed in purple 19 
and fine linen, and fared sumptuously every day: and there was 20 
a certain beggar named Lazarus, which was laid at his gate, full 
of sores, and desiring to be fed with the crumbs which fell from 21 
the rich man’s table: moreover, the dogs came and licked his 
sores. And it came to pass, that the beggar died, and was car- 22 , 
ried by the angels into Abraham’s bosom. The rich man also 
died, and was buried. And in hel he lifted up his eyes, being 23 
in torments, and seeth Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in his 
bosom. And he cried, and said, Father Abraham! have mercy 24 
on me! and send Lazarus, that he may.dip the tip of his finger 
in water, and cool my tongue: for I am tormented in this flame. 

But Abraham said, Son, remember that thou in thy lifetime re- 25 
ceivedst thy good things, and likewise Lazarus evil things: but 
now he is comforted, and thou art tormented. And besides all 26 
this, between us and you there is a great gulf fixed: so that they 
which would pass from hence to you, cannot; neither can they 
pass to us, that would come from thence. Then he said, I pray 27 
thee therefore, father, that thou wouldest send him to my father’s 
house: for Ihave five brethren; that he may testify unto them, 28 
lest they also come into this place of torment, Abraham saith 29 
unto him, They have Moses and the prophets; let them hear 
them. And he said, Nay, father Abraham: but if one went unto 30 
them from the dead, they will repent. And he said unto him, If 31 
they hear not Moses and the prophets, neither will they be per- 
suaded, though one rose from the dead. : 
THEN said he unto the disciples, It is impossible but thatL7 
offences will come: but woe unto him through whom they come! 
It were better for him that a millstone were hanged about his 
neck, and he cast into the sea, than that he should offend one of 
these little ones. ‘Take heed to yourselves! 3a 
If thy brother trespass against thee, rebuke him; and if he re- 
pent, forgive him. And if he trespass against thee seven times 4 
in a day, and seven times in a day turn again to thee, saying, I 
repent; thou shalt forgive him. aa 
Anp the Apostles said unto the Lord, Increase our faith. And 5,6 
the Lord said, If ye had faith as a grain of mustard-seed, ye ~ 
might say unto this sycamine-tree,Be thou plucked up by the 5 
root, and be thou planted in the sea; and it should obey-you. + 
Bot which of you having a servant plowing, or feeding eattle,: .'7 
will say Eno him’ by and by, wher he is come from th@field, — 
MA 
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Go and sit down to meat? and will not rather say unto him, 8 
Make ready wherewith I may sup, and gird thyself, and serve 
me, till I have eaten and drunken; and afterward thou shalt eat 
and drink? Doth he thank that servant, because he did the things 9 
that were commanded him? i trow not. So likewise ye, when 10 
ye shall have done all those things which are commanded you, 
say, We are unprofitable servants: we have done that which 
was our duty to do. 

AND it came to pass, as he went to Jerusalem, that he passed 11 
through the midst of Samaria and Galilee. 

Anp as he entered into a certain village, there met him ten 12 
men that were lepers, which stood afar off: and they lifted up 13 
their voices, and said, Jesus, Master, have mercy on us! And 14 
when he saw them, he said unto them, Go show yourselves unto 
the priest. And it came to pass, that, as they went, they were 
cleansed. And one of them, when he saw that he was healed, 15 
turned back, and with a loud voice glorified God, 'and fell down 16 
on his face at his feet, giving him thanks: and he was a Samari- 
tan. And Jesus answering, said, Were there not ten cleansed? 17 
but where ere the nine? There are not found that returned to 18 
give glory to God, save this stranger. And he said unto him, 19 
Arise, go thy way: thy faith hath made thee whole. 

AND when he was demanded of the Pharisees, when the 20 
kingdom of God should come, he answered them, and said, The 
kingdom of God cometh not with observation. Neither shall 21 
they say, ‘Lo here!’ or ‘Lo there!’ for, behold, the kingdom of 
God is within you. And he said unto the disciples, The days 22 
will come, when ye shall desire to see one of the days of the 
Son of man, and ye shall not see i. And they shall say to you, 23 
«See here!’ or ‘See there!’ go not after them, nor follow them. 
¥or as the lightning, that lighteneth out of the one part under 24 

heaven, shineth unto the other part under heaven; so shall also 
the Son of man be in his day. But first must he suffer many 25 
things, and be rejected of this generation. And as it was in the 26 
days of Noe, so shall it be also in the days of the Son of man. 
‘They did eat, they drank, they married wives, they were given 27 
in marriage, néh. the day that Noe entered into the ark, and 
the flood came, and destroyed them all. Likewise also as it was 28. 
in the days of Lot; they did eat, they drank, they bought, they 
sold, they planted, they builded: but the same day that Lot 29 
went out of Sodom, it rained fire and brimstone from heaven, 
and destroyed them all: even thus shall it be in the day when 30 
the Son of man is revealed. In that day, he which shall be 31 
upon the house-top, and his stuff in the house, let him not. come 
down to take it away; and he that is in the field, let him like- 
wise not return back. 'Remember Lot’s wife. ' Whosoever 32 
shall seek to save his life, shall lose it ; and whosoever shall lose 
his life, shall preserve it. I tell you, In that night there shall be 34 
“two men in one bed; the one shall be taken, and the other shall © 
be left.. Two women shall be grinding together; the one shall 35 
be fake and the other left. 'I'wo men shall be in the a jthe 36 
5 ¥ 
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- one shall be taken, and the other left. And they answered and 37 
said unto him, Where, Lord? And he said unto them, Where- 
soever the body is, thither will the eagles be gathered together. 
Awnp he spake a parable unto them to this end, that men oughth& 
always to pray, and not to faint; saymg, There was in a city a 
judge, which feared not God, neither regarded man. — And there 
was a widow in that city; and she came unto him, saying, 
Avenge me of mine adversary. And he would not for a while: 
but afterward he said within himself, ‘Though I fear not God, 
nor regard man; yet, because this widow troubleth me, I will 
avenge her, lest by her continual coming she weary me. And 
the Lord said, Hear what the unjust judge saith. And shall not 
God avenge his own elect, which cry day and night unto him, 
though he bear long with them? I tell you that he will avenge 
them speedily. Nevertheless, when the Son of man cometh, 
shall he find faith on the earth? 

Anp he spake this parable unto certain which trusted in them- 9 
selves that they were righteous, artl despised others: Two men 10 
went up into the temple to pray; the one a Pharisee, and the 
other a publican. The Pharisee stood and prayed thus with 11 
himself; God, I thank thee, that Iam not as other men are, ex- 
tortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as this publican. I fast 12 
twice in the week, I give tithes of all that I possess. And the 13 
publican, standing afar off, would not lift up so much as his eyes 
unto heaven, but smote upon his breast, saying, God be merciful 
to me a sinner! I tell you, This man went down to his house, 14 
justified rather than the other: for every one that exalteth him- 
ae eel be abased; and he that Rewibloth himself shall be ex- 
alted. 

AND they brought unto him also infants, that he would touch 15 
them: but when fis disciples saw if, they rebuked them. But 16 
Jesus called them unto him, and said, Suffer little children to 
come unto me, and forbid them not: for of such is the kingdom 
of God. Verily, I say unto you, Whosoever shall not receive 17 
the kingdom of God as a little child, shall in no wise enter 
therein. 

AND a certain ruler asked him, saying, Good Master, what 18 
shall I do to inherit eternal life? And Jesus said unto him, 19 
Why callest thou me good? none is good, save one, that is God. 
Thou knowest the commandments, “Do not cémmit adul- 20 
tery,” “Do not kill,” “Do not steal,” “Do not bear 
false witness,” “Honor thy father and thy mother.” 
’And he said, All these have I kept from my youth up. 'Now, 21 
‘when Jesus heard these things, he said unto him, Yet lackest 
thou one thing: sell all that thou hast, and distribute unto the 
poor, and thou’shalt have treasure in heaven: and come, follow 
me. And when he heard this, he was very sorrowful: for he 23 
was very rich. And when Jesus saw that he was very sorrow- 24 
ful, he said, How hardly shall they that have riches enter into 
the kingdom of God! For it is easier fora camel to go through a 25 
needle’s Oey than for a rich man to enter into the kingdom of 
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God. And they that heard it, said, Who then can be saved? 26 
And he said, The things which are impossible with men, are 27 
possible with God. Then Peter said, Lo, we have left all, and 28 
followed thee. And he said unto them, Verily, I say unto you, 29 
There is no man that hath left house, or parents, or brethren, or 
wife, or children, for the kingdom of God’s sake, '! who shall not 30 
receive manifold more in this present time, and in the world to 
come life everlasting. 

THEN he took unto him the twelve, and said unto them, Be- 31 
hold, we go up to Jerusalem, and all things that are written b 
the prophets concerning the Son of man shall be nioconiplished 
For he shall be delivered unto the Gentiles, and shall be mocked, 32 
and spitefully entreated, and spitted on; and they shall scourge 33 
him, and put him to-death: and the third day he shall rise again. 
And they understood none of these things: and this saying was 34 
hid from them, neither knew they the things which were spoken. 

AND it came to pass, that as he was come nigh unto Jericho, 35 
a certain blind man sat by the way-side begging; and hearing 36 
the multitude pass by, he asked what it meant. And they told 37 
him that Jesus of Nazareth passeth by. And he cried, saying, 38 
Jesus, thou son of David, have mercy on me! And they which 39 
went before rebuked him, that he should hold his peace: but he 
cried so much the more, Thou son of David, have mercy on me! 
And Jesus stood and commanded him to be brought unto him: 40 
and when he was come near, he asked him, 'saying, What wilt 41 
thou that I shall do unto thee? And he said, Lord, that I may 
receive my sight. And Jesus said unto him, Receive thy sight; 42 
thy faith hath saved thee. And immediately he received his 43 
sight, and followed him, glorifying God: and all the people, 
when they saw it, gave praise unto God. 

And Jesus entered and passed through Jericho. 'And behold,l19 
there was a man named Zaccheus, which was the chief among 
the publicans, and he was rich. And he sought to see Jesus 3 
who he was; and he could not for the press, because he was little 
of stature. And he ran before, and climbed up into a sycamore- 4 
tree to see him; for he was to pass that way. And when Jesus 5 
came to the place, he looked up, and saw him, and said unto 
him, Zaccheus, make haste, and come down: for to-day I must 
abide at thy house. And he made haste, and came down, and 
received him joyfully. And when they saw 7, they all mur- 
mured, saying, That he was gone to be guest with a man that is 
a sinner. And Zaccheus stood, and said unto the Lord; Behold, 
Lord, the half of my goods I give to the poor; and if I have 
taken any thing from any man by false accusation, I restore him 
fourfold. And Jesus said unto him, This day is salvation come 9 
to this house, forasmuch as he also isason of Abraham. For 10 
the Son of man is come to seek and to save that which was .lost. 

Awnp as they heard these things, he added and spake a parable, 11° 
because he was nigh to Jerusalem, and because they thought. 
that the kingdom of God should immediately appear. He said 12. 
therefore, A certain nobleman went into a far country , oe 
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for himself a kingdom, and to return. And he called his ten 13 
servants, and delivered them ten pounds, and said unto them, , 
Occupy till I come. But his citizens hated him, and sent a 14 
message after him, saying, We will not have this man to reign 
over us. And it came to pass, that when he was returned, 15 
having received the kingdom, then he cormmanded these ser- 
vants to be called unto him, to wkom he had given the money, 
that he might know how much every man had gained by trading. 
Then came the first, saying, Lord, thy pound hath gained ten 16 
pounds. And he said unto him, Well, thou good servant: be- 17 
cause thou hast been faithful in a very little, have thou authority 
over ten cities. And the second came, saying, Lord, thy pound 18 
hath gained five pounds. And he said likewise to him, Be thou 19 
also over five cities. And another came, saying, Lord, behold, 20 
here is thy pound, which I have kept laid up ina napkin: for I 21 
feared thee, because thou art an austere man: thou takest up 
that thou layedst not down, and reapest that thou didst not sow. 
And he ae unto him, Out of thine own mouth will I judge 22 
thee, thou wicked servant. Thou knewest that I was an austere 
man, taking up that I laid not down, and reaping that I did not 
sow: wherefore then gavest not thou my money into the bank, 23 
that at my coming I might have required mine own with usury ? 
And he said unto them that stood by, Take from him the pound, 24° 
and give it to him that hath ten pounds, (And they said unto 25 
him, Lord, he hath ten pounds.) For I say unto you, That unto 26 
every one which hath, shall be given; and from him that hath 
not, even that he hath shall be taken away from him. But those 27 
mine enemies, which would not that I should reign over them, 
bring hither, and slay them before me. 4 

Anp when he had thus spoken, he went before, ascending up 28 
to Jerusalem. And it came to pass, when he was come nigh to 29 
Bethphage and Bethany, at the mount called the mount of Olives, 
he sent two of his disciples, 'saying, Go ye into the village over- 30 
against you; in the which at your entering ye shall find a colt 
tied, whereon yet never man sat: loose him, and bring him hither. 
And if any man ask you, Why do ye loose him? thus shall ye 31 
say unto him, Because the Lord hath need of him. And they 32: 
that were sent went their way, and found even as he had said 
unto them. And as they were loosing the colt, the owners 33 
thereof said unto them, Why loose ye the colt? And they said, 34 
The Lord hath need of him. And they brought him to Jesus: 35 
and they cast their garments upon the colt, and they set Jesus 
thereon. And as he went, they spread their clothes in the way. 36 
And when he was come nigh, even now at the descent of the 37 
mount of Olives, the whole multitude of the disciples began to 
rejoice and praise God with a loud voice, for all the mighty 
works that they had seen; saying, ‘Blessed be the King that 38 
cometh in the name of the LORD! Peace in heaven, and glory 
in the highest!’ And some of the Pharisees from among the 39 
fase said unto him, Master, rebuke thy disciples. And he 40 
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answered and said unto them, I tell you, that if these should 
hold their peace, the stones would immediately cry out. 

Anp when he was come near, he beheld the city, and wept 41 
over it, 'saying, If.thou hadst known, even thou, at least in this 42 
thy day, the things which belong unto thy peace! but now they 
are hid from thine eyes. For the days shall come upon thee, 43 
that thine enemies shall cast a trench about thee, and compass 
thee round, and keep thee in on every side,'and shall lay thee 44 
even with the ground, and thy children within thee: and they 
shall not leave in thee one stone upon another: because thou 
knewest not the time of thy visitation. 

AND he went into the temple, and began to cast out them 45 
that sold therein, and them that bought, 'saying unto them, It is 46 
written, 

My house is the house of prayer ; 

But ye have made it a den of thieves. 
‘And he taught daily in the temple. But the chief priests and 47 
the scribes, and the chief of the people, sought to destroy him, 
‘and could not find what they might do: for all the people were 48 
very attentive to hear him. 

AND it came to pass, that on one of those days, as he taught2O 
the people in the temple, and preached the gospel, the chief 
priests and the scribes came upon Aim, with the elders, 'and 
spake unto him, saying, Tell us, By what authority doest thou 
these things? or who is he that gave thee this authority? And 
he answered and said unto them, I will also ask you one thing; 
and answer me: The baptism of John, was it from heaven, or 
of men? And they reasoned with themselves, saying, If we 
shall say, From heaven; he will say, Why then believed ye him 
not? But and if we say, Of men; all the people will stone us: 
for they be persuaded that John was a prophet. And they an- 
swered, That they could not tell whence it was. And Jesus 
said unto them, Neither tell I you by what authority I do these 
things. 

aan began he to speak to the people this parable: A certain 
man planted a vineyard, and let it forth to husbandmen, and 
went into a far couniry for a long time. And at the season he 10 
sent a servant to the husbandmen, that they should give him 
of the fruit of the vineyard: but the husbandmen beat him, and 
sent him away empty. And again he sent another servant: and 11 
they beat him also, and entreated him shamefully, and sent him 
away empty. And again he sent a third: and they wounded 12 
him also, and cast Aim out. Then said the lord of the vineyard, 13 
What shall I do? I will send my beloved son: it may be they 
will reverence him when they see him. But when the husband- 14 
men saw him, they reasoned among themselves, saying, This is 
the heir: come, let us kill him, that the inheritance may be 
our’s. So they cast him out of the vineyard, and killed Aim. 15 
What therefore shall the lord of the vineyard do unto them?  - 
He shall come and destroy these husbandmen, and shall give 16 
the vineyard to others. And when they heard 1, they 7 God 
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forbid. And he beheld them, and said, What is this then that is 17 
written, 


The stone which the builders rejected, 
The same is become the head of the corner? 


Whosoever shall fall upon. that stone, shall be broken: but on 18 
whomsoever it shall fall, it will grind him to powder. And the 19 
chief priests and the scribes the same hour sought to lay hands 
on him; and they feared the people: for they perceived that he 
had spoken this parable against them. ’ ; ¢ 

AnD they watched Aim, and sent forth spies, which should 20 
feign themselves just men, that they might take hold of his words, 
that so they might deliver him unto the power and authority of 
the governor. And they asked him, saying, Master, we know 21 
that thou sayest and teachest rightly, neither acceptest thou the 
person of any, but teachest the way of God truly: Is it lawful 22 
for us to give tribute unto Cesar, or no? But he perceived their 23 
craftiness, and said unto them, Why tempt yeme? Show me a 24 
penny. Whose image and superserjption hath it? ‘They answered 
and said, Cesar’s. And he said ‘unto them, Render therefore 25 
unto Cesar the things which be Cesar’s, and unto God the things 
which be God’s. And they could not take hold ofthis words be- 26 
fore the people : and they marvelled at hi§ answer, and held their 

eace. 

. THEN came to him certain of the Sadducees (which deny that 27 
there is any resurrection) and they asked him,' saying, Master, 28 
Moses wrote unto us, If any man’s brother die, having 
a wife, and he die without children, that his brother 
should take his wife, and raise up seed unto his brother. There 29 
were therefore seven brethren: and the first took a wife, and 
died without children. And the second took her to wife, and 30 
he died childless. And the third took her; and in like manner 31 
the seven also: and they teft no children, and died. Last of all 32 
the woman died also. Therefore in the resurrection, whose wife 33 
of them is she? for seven had her to wife. And Jesus answer- 34 
ing, said unto them, The children of this world marry, and are 
given in marriage: but they which shall be accounted worthy 35 
to obtain that world, and the resurrection from the dead, neither 
marry, nor are given in marriage: neither can they die any 36 
more: for they are equal unto the angels; and are the children 
of God, being the children of the resurrection. Now that the 37 
dead are raised, even Moses showed at the bush, when he calleth 
the LORD “the God of Abraham and the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob.” For he is not a God of the 38 
dead, but of the living: for all live unto him. 'Then certain of 39 
the scribes answering, said, Master, thou hast well said. And 40 
after that, they durst not ask him any question at ail. 

Anp he said unto them, How say they that Christ is David’s 41 
son? And David himself saith in the book of Psalms, 


The LORD said unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right hand, 
Till I make thine enemies thy footstool. 43 


David eB calleth him Lorp, how is he then his son? ‘44 


A. D. 33. CHAP. XXI. to his apprehension 


THEN in the audience of all the people, he said unto his dis.’ 45 
ciples: Beware of the scribes, which desire to walk in long 46 
robes, and love greetings in the markets, and the highest seats in 
the synagogues, and the chief rooms at feasts; which devour 47 
widows’ houses, and for a show make long prayers: the same 
shall receive greater damnation. 

AND he looked up and saw the rich men casting their gifts21 
into the treasury. And he saw also a certain poor widow, casting 2 
in thither two mites., And he said, Of a trath I say unto you, 3 
That this poor widow hath cast in more than they al! Forall 4 
these have of their abundance cast in unto the offerings of God: 
but she of her penury hath cast in all the living that she had. 

AND as some spake of the temple, how it was adorned with 5 
goodly stones and gifis, he said, As for these things which ye 6 
behold, the days will come, in the which there shall not be left 
one stone upon another, that shall not be thrown down. And 7 
they asked him, saying, Master, but when shall these things be? 
and what sign will there be when these ‘things shall come to 
pass? And he said, Take heed that ye be not deceived: for many 8 
shall come in my name, saying, I am Christ; and the time 
draweth near: go ye not therefore afier them. But when ye 9 
shall hear of wars and commotions, be not terrified: for these 
things must first'’come to pass; but the end is not by and by. 
Then said he unto them, Nation shall rise against nation, and 10 
kingdom against kingdom: and great earthquakes shall be-in 11 
divers places, and famines, and pestilences: and fearful sights 
md great signs shall there be from heaven. But before all 12 
these, they shall lay their hands on you, and persecute you, de- 
livering you up to the synagogues, and into prisons, being brought 
before kings and rulers for my name’s sake. And it shall ‘turn 13 
to you for a testimony. Settle 2 therefore in your hearts, not to 14 
meditate before what ye shall answer. For I will give you a 15 
mouth and wisdom, which all yonr adversaries shall not be able 
to gainsay nor resist. And ye shall be betrayed both by parents, 16 
and brethren, and kinsfolks, and friends; and some of you shall 
they cause’ to be put to death. ‘And ye shall be hated of all 17 
men for my name’s sake. But there shall not a hair of your head 18 
perish. ‘In your patience possess ye your souls. 'And when 19 
ye shall see Jerusalem compassed with armics, then know that 
the desolation thereof is nigh. Then let them which are in 2] 
Judea flee to the mountains; and let them which are in the 
nidst of it depart out; and let not them that are in the countries 
enter thereinto. For these be the days of vengeance, that all 22. 
hings which are written may be fulfilled. But woe unto them 23 
hat are with child, and to them that give suck in those days! 
or there shall be great distress in the land, and wrath upon this’ 
yeople. And they shall fall by the edge of the sword, and shall 24 
ye led away captive into all nations: and Jerusalem shall be 
rodden down of the Gentiles, un#] the times of the Gentiles be 
ulfilled. And there shall be signs in the sun, and in the moon, 25 
nd in the stars; and upon be distress of i with“? 
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perplexity ; the sea and the waves roaring ; 'men’s hearts failing 26 
them for fear, and for looking afier those things which are coming 

on the earth: for the powers of heaven shall be shaken. And 27 
then shall they see the Son of man coming in a cloud, with 
power and great glory. ‘And when these things begin to come 28 
to pass, then look up, and lift up your heads: for your redemp- 
tion draweth nigh. And he spake to them a parable; Behold 29 
the fig-tree, and all the trees; when they now shoot forth, ye 30 
see and know of your own selves that summer is now nigh at 
hand. So likewise ye, when ye see these things come to pass, 31 
know ye that the kingdom of God is nigh at hand. _ Verily, I sa: 32 
unto you, This generation shall not pass away, till all be fulfilled. 
Heaven and earth shall pass away: but my words shall not pass 33 
away. And take heed to yourselves, lest at any time your 34 
hearts be overcharged with surfeiting and drunkenness, and 
cares of this life, and so that day come upon you unawares. For 35 
as a snare shall it come on ail them that dwell on the face of 
the whole earth. Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that ye 36 
may be accounted worthy to escape all these things that shall 
come to pass, and to stand before the Son of man. 

Anp in. the day-time he was teaching in the temple; and at 37 
night he went out, and abode in the fhount that is. called the 
mount of Olives. And all the people came early in the morning 38 
to him in the temple, for to hear him. ; 

NOW the feast of unleavened bread drew nigh, which is called 22 
the Passover. And the chief priests and scribes sought how 
they might kill him: for they feared the people. 

TEN entered Satan into Judas surnamed Iscariot, being of 3 
the number of the twelve. And he went his way, and com- 4 
muned with the chief priests and captains, how he might betray 
him unto them. And they were glad, and covenanted to give 5 
him money. And he promised, and sought opportunity to betray 6 
him unto them in the absence of the multitude. 

THEN came the day of unleavened bread, when the passover 7 
must be killed. And he sent Peter and John, saying, Go and 8 
prepare us the passover, that we may eat. And they said unto 9 
him, Where wilt thou that we prepare? And he said unto them, 10 
Behold, when ye are entered into the city, there shall a man 
meet you, bearing a pitcher of water ; follow him into the house 
where he entereth in. And ye shall say unto the good man of 11 
the house, The Master saith unto thee, Where is the guest-cham- 
ber, where I shall eat the passover with my disciples? And he 12 
shall show you a large upper room furnished : there make ready-. 
And they went and found as he had said unto them: and they 13 
made ready the passover. ' 

Anp when the hour was come, he sat down, and the twelve 14 
Apostles with him. And he said unto them, With desire I have 15. 
desired to eat this passover with you before I suffer. For F say 16 
unto you, I will not any more eatathereof, until it be fulfilled in 
the kingdom of God. And he took the cup, and gave thanks, 17 
and said, ie this, and divide if among yourselves. For I say 18 


. 
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unto you, I will not drink of the fruit of the vine, until the king- 
dom of God shall come. ' rf 

Anp he took bread, and gave thanks, and brake it, and gave 19 
unto them, saying, This is my body which is given for you: this 
do in remembrance of me. Likewise also the cup after supper, 20 
saying, This cup 7s the new testament in my blood, which is 
shed for you. But, behold, the hand of him that betrayeth me is 21 
with me on the table. And truly the Son of man goeth as it 22 
was determined : but woe unto that man by whom he is betrayed ! 
And they began to inquire among themselves, which of them 23 
it was that should-do this thing. 

Anp there was also a strife among them, which of them should 24 
be accounted the greatest. And he said unto them, The kings 25 
of the Gentiles exercise lordship over them; and they that ex- 
ercise authority upon them are called benefactors. But ye shall 26 
not be so: but he that is greatest among you, let him be as the 
younger; and he that is chief, as he that doth serve. For 27 
whether is greater, he that sitteth at meat, or he that serveth ? 
is not he that sitteth at meat? but I am among you as he that 
serveth, Ye are they which have continied with me in my 28 
temptations; and I appoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father 29 
hath appointed unto me; that ye may eat and drink at my table 30 
in ny kingdom, and sit on thrones, judging the twelve tribes of 
Israel. 

Awp the Lord said, Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath desired 31 
to have you, that he may sift you as wheat: butI have prayed 32 
for thee, that thy faith fail not: and when thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren. And he said unto him, Lord, I am ready 33 
to go with thee, both into prison, and to death. And he said, I 34 
tell thee, Peter, the cock shall not crow this day, before that thou 
shalt thrice deny that thou knowest me. And he said unto them, 35 
When I sent you without purse, and scrip, and shoes, lacked ye 
any thing? And they said, Nothing. 'Then said he unto them, 36 
But now, he that hath a purse, Jet him take zt, and likewise his 
scrip: and he that hath no sword, Jet him sell his garment, and 
buy one. For I say unto you, That this that is-written must yet 37 
be accomplished in me, r 

And he was reckoned among the transgressors : 
for the things concerning me have an end. And they said, 38 
Lord, behold, here are two swords. And he said unto them, It 
is enough. 

AND he came out, and went, as he was wont, to the mount 39 
of Olives; and his disciples also followed him. And when he 40 
was at the place, he said unto them, Pray that ye enter not into 
temptation. And he was withdrawn from them about a stone’s 41 
cast, and kneeled down, and prayed, 'saying, Father, If thou he 42 
willing, remove this cup from me: nevertheless, not my will, 
but thine, be done. And there appeared an angel unto him from 43 
heaven, strengthening him. And being in an agony, he prayed, 44° 
more earnestly: and his sweat was as it were great drops of 
blood falling down to the ground. And when he rose up from 45 
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prayer, and was come to his disciples, he found them sleeping 
for sorrew, 'and said unto them, Why sleep ye? rise and pray, 46 
lest ye enter into temptation. 4 

Anp while he yet spake, behold, a multitude, and he that 47 
was called Judas, one of the twelve, went before them, and 
drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. But Jesus said unto him, 48 
Judas, betrayest thou the Son of man with a kiss? When they 49 
which were about him, saw what would follow, they said unto 
him, Lord, shall we smite with the sword? And one of them 50 
smote a servant of the high priest, and cut off his right ear. And 51 
Jesus answered and said, Suffer ye thus far. And he touched 
his ear, and healed him... Then Jesus said unto the chief priests, 52 
_ and captains of the temple, and the elders, which were come to 
him, Be ye come out as against a thief, with swords and staves? 
When I was daily with you in the temple, ye stretched forth 53 
no hands against me: but this is your hour, and the power of - 
darkness. 

'PHEMN took they him, and led%im, and brought him into the 54 
high priest’s house. And Peter followed afar off 'And when 55 
they had kindled a fire in the midst of the hall, and were set 
down. together, Peter sat down amory them. But a certain 56 
maid beheld him as he sat by the fire, and earnestly looked upon 
him, and .said, This.man was also with him. And he denied 57 
him, saying, Woman, I know him not. And after a little while 58 
another saw him, and said, Thou art-also of them. And Peter 
said, Man, Iam not. And about the space of one hour after, 59 
another confidently affirmed, saying, Of a truth this fellow also 
was with him; for he is a Galilean. And Peter said, Man, I 60 
know not what thou sayest. And immediately, while he yet 
spake, the cock crew. And the Lord turned, and looked upon 61 
Peter. And Peter remembered the word of the Lord, how he 
had said unto him, Before the cock crow, thou shalt deny me 
thrice. And Peter went out, and wept bitterly. 

Anp the men that held Jesus mocked him, and smote him. 63 
And when they had blindfolded him, they struck him on’ the face, 64 
and asked him, saying, Prophesy, who is it that smote thee? And 65 
many other things blasphemously spake they against him. , 

AND as soon as it was day, the elders of the people, and the 66 
chief priests, and the scribes, came together, and led him into 
their council, saying, ‘Art thou the Christ? tell us.. And he said 67 
unto them, If I tell you, ye will not believe. And if I also ask 68 
you, ye will not answer me, nor let me go. Hereafter shall the 69 
Son of man sit on the right hand of the power of God. Then 70 
said they all, Art thou then the Son of God?, And he said unto - 
them, Ye say that I am, And they said,.What need we any 71 
further witness? for we ourselves have heard of his own mouth. 

AND the whole multitude of them arose, and led him unto2$ 
Pilate. And they began to accuse him, saying, We found this 2 
fellow perverting the nation, and forbidding to give tribute to 
Cesar, saying, That he himself is Christ, a king. And Pilate 3 
asked a saying, Art thou the King of the Jews? And he an- 
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swered him and said, Thou sayest zt. Then said Pilate to the 4 
chief priests, and to the people, I find no fault in this man. And 5 
they were the more fierce, saying, He stirreth up the people, 
teaching throughout all Jewry, beginning from Galilee to this. 
place. When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked whether the man 6 
were a Galilean. And as soon as he knew that he belonged 7 
unto Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent him to Herod, who himself 
also was at Jerusalem at that time. 

And when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding glad: for he 8 
was desirous to see him of a long season, because he had heard 
many things of him; and he hoped to have seen some miracle 
done by him. Then he questioned with him in many words; but 9 
he answered him nothing. And the chief priests and scribes 10 
stood and vehemently accused him. And Herod with his men 11 
of war set him at nought, and mocked him, and arrayed him in 
a gorgeous robe, and sent him again to Pilate. And the same 12 
day Pilate and Herod were made friends together; for before ; 
they were at enmity between themselves. / 

And Pilate, when he had called together the chief priests, and 13 
the rulers, and the people, 'said unto them, Ye have brought this 14 
man unto me, as one hat perverteth the people; and behold, I, 
having examined him before you, have found no fault in this 
man, touching those things whereof ye accuse him; no, nor yet 15 
Herod: for I sent you to him; and lo, nothing worthy of death 
is done unto him: I will therefore chastise him, and release him. 16 
(For of necessity he must release one unto them, at the feast.) 17 
And they cried out all at once, saying, Away with this man, and 18 
release unto us Barabbas; (who, for a certain sedition made in 19 
the city, and for murder, was cast into prison.) Pilate therefore, 20 
willing to release Jesus, spake again to them. But they cried, 21 
saying, Crucify him! crucify him! And he said unto them the 22 
third time, Why, what evil hath he done? I have found no cause 
of death in him; I will therefore chastise him, and let him go. 
And they were instant with loud voices, requiring that he might 23 
be crucified; and the voices of them, and of the chief priests, 
prevailed. And Pilate gave sentence that it should be as they 24 
required. And he released unto them him that for sedition and 25 
murder was cast into prison, whom they had desired: byt he de- 
livered Jesus to their will, . ‘ ; 

AND as they led him away, they laid hold upon one Simon, 26 
a Cyrenian, coming out of the country, and on him they laid the 
cross, that he might bear it after Jesus. And there followed him 27 
a great company of people, and of women, which also bewailed 
and lamented him. But Jesus turning unto them, said, Daugh- 28 
ters of Jerusalem, weep not for me, but weep for yourselves, and 
for your children. For, behold, the days are coming, in the 29 
which they shall say, Blessed are the barren, and the wombs that 
never bare, and the paps which never gave suck. Then shall 30 
they begin to say to the mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills. - 
Cover us. For if they do these things in a green tree, what shall 31 


in'the dry? 
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Anp there were also two others, malefaciors, led with him to 32 
be put to death. And when they were come to the place which 33 
is called Calvary, there they crucified him, and the malefactors ; 
one on the right hand, and the other on the left. Then said 34 
Jesus, Father, forgive them: for they know not what they do. 
And they parted his raiment, and cast lots. ‘And the people. 35 
stood beholding. And the rulers also with them derided hum, , 
saying, He saved others; let him save himself, if he be Christ, 
the chosen of God. And the soldiers also mocked him, coming 36 
to him, and offering him vinegar, 'and saying, If thou be the 37 
King of the Jews, save thyself. And a superscription also was 38 
written over him, in letters of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, 
‘THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS.’ 

Anp one of the malefactors, which were hanged, railed on 39 
him, saying, If thou be Christ, save thyself and us. But the 40 
other answering, rebuked him, saying, Dost not thou fear God, 
seeing thou art in the same condemnation? And we indeed 41 
justly ; for we receive the due yeward of our deeds: but this 
man hath done nothing amiss. And he said unto Jesus, Lord; 42 
remember me when thou comest into thy kingdom. And Jesus 43 
said unto him, Verily, [say unto thee, Qo-day shalt thou be with, 
me in paradise. ; 

AND it was about the sixth hour, and there was a darkness 44 
over all the earth until the ninth hour. And the sun was dark- 45 
ened, and the vail of the temple was rent in the midst.. And 46 
when Jesus had cried with a loud voice, he said, Father, into 
thy hands I commend my spirit: and having said thus, he gave 
up the ghost. 

Now, when the centurion saw what was done, he glorified 47 
God, saying, Certainly this was a righteous man. And all the 48 
people that came together to that sight, beholding the things . 
which were done, smote their breasis and returned. And all his 49 
acquaintance, and the women that followed him from Galilee, 
stood afar off, beholding these things. 

Anp behold, there was a man named Joseph, a counsellor: 50 
and he was a good man, and a just;,'(the same had not consented. 51 
to the counsel and deed of them:) he was of Arimathea, a cit 
of the Jews; who also himself waited for the kingdom of God. 
This man went unto Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus, 52 
And he took it down, and wrapped it im linen, and laid it ina 53 
sepulchre that was hewn in stone, wherein never man before 
Was laid. And that day was the preparation, and the sabbath 54, 

rew on. 

AND the women also, which came with him from Galilee, 55. 
followed after, and beheld the sepulchre, and how his body was... 
laid. And they returned, and prepared spices and ointments; 56. 
and rested the sabbath-day, according to the commandment. 

__ Now upon the first day of the week, very early in the morn-24 
ing, they came unto the sepulchre, bringing the spices which, . 
they had prepared, and certain ofkers with them. And they. 2 


found “pee rolled away from the sepulchre. And they en- 3 
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tered in, and found not the body of the Lord.Jesus., And:it came 


4 


to pass, as they were much perplexed thereabout,- behold, two’ 


men stood by them in shining garments. And. as they were 
afraid, and bowed down their faces to the earth, they said unto 
them, Why seek ye the living among the dead? He is not here, 
but is risen. Remember how he spake unto you when he was 
yet in Galilee, 'saying, The Son of man must be delivered into 
the hands of sinful men, and be crucified, and the third day rise

again. ‘And they remembered his words, ‘and returned from 8,9 


the sepulchre, and told all these things unto. the eleven, and to 
all the rest, It was Mary Magdalene, and, Joanna, and Mar 
the mother of James, and other women that were with them, which 


told these things unto the Apostles. And their words seemed’ 


to them as idle tales, and they believed them not. Then arose

Peter, and ran unto the sepulchre, and stooping down, he beheld + 


the linen clothes laid by themselves, and departed, wondering in 
himself at that which was come to pass, 

Anp behold, two of them went that same day to a. village 
called Emmaus, which was from Jerusalem. about threescore 
furlongs. And they talked together of all. these things which 
had happened. And it came to pass, that while they. communed 
together, and reasoned, Jesus himself drew near, and went with 
them. But their eyes were holden, that they should not. know 
him. And he said unto them, What manner of communications 
are these that ye have one to another, as ye walk, and are sad? 
And the one iiiicin, whose name was Cleopas, answering, said 
unto him, Art thou only a stranger in Jerusalem, and. hast. not 
known the things which are come to pass there in these. days? 
‘And'he said unto them, What things? And they said unto him, 
Concerning Jesus of Nazareth, which was prophet mighty in 
deed and word before God, and all the people; and, how the 
chief priests and our rulers delivered him to be condemned to 
death, and have crucified him. But we trusted that it had, been 
he which should have redeemed Israel: and besides all this, to- 
day is the third day since these things were done. Yea, and 
certain women also of our company made us astonished, which 
were early at the sepulchre. And when they found not his hody, 
they came, saying, That they had also seen a vision of angels, 
which said that he was alive. And certain of them which were 
with us, went to the sepulchre, and found 7 even so as the 
women had said: but him they saw not. Then he said unto 
them, O fools, and slow of heart to believe all that the prophets 
have spoken! Ought not Christ to have suffered these things, and 
to enter into his glory? And beginning at Moses, and all the 
prophets, he expounded unto them in all the scriptures the things 
concerning himself And they drew nigh unto the village 
whither they went: and he made as though he would have

gone further. But they constrained him, saying, Abide with us; 29 


for it is toward evening, and the day is farspent. And he went 


in to tarry with them. And it came to pass, as he sat at meat 


with them, he took bread, and blessed z#, and brake, eaetve to 
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them. And their eyes were opened, and they knew him: and 31 
he vanished out of their sight. And they said one to another, 32 
Did not our heart burn within us, while he talked with us by the 
way, and while he opened to us the scriptures? 

And they rose up the same hour, and returned to Jerusalem, 33 
and found the eleven gathered together, and them that were 
-with them, 'saying, The Lord is risen indeed, and hath appeared 34 
to Simon. And they told what things were done in the way, and 35 
how he was known of them in breaking of bread. 

AnD as they thus spake, Jesus himself stood in the midst of 36 
them, and saith unto them, Peace be unto you. But they were 37 
terrified and affrighted, and supposed that they had seen a spirit. 
And he said unto them, Why are ye troubled? and why do 38 
thoughts arise in your hearts? Behold my hands and my feet, 39 
that it is I myself: handle me, and sce; for a spirit hath not flesh 
and bones, as ye see me have. And when he had thus spoken, 40 
he showed them his hands, and his feet. And while they yet 41 
believed not for joy, and wondeted, he said unto them, Have ye 
here any meat? And they gave him a piece of a broiled fish, 42 
and of a honeycomb. And he took 7, and did eat before them. 43 
And he said unto them, These are the Words which I spake unto 44 
you, while I was yet with you, that all things must be fulfilled, 
which were written in the law of Moses, and in the Prophets, 
and‘zn the Psalms, concerning me. Then opened he their un- 45 
derstanding, that they might understand the scriptures, 'and 46 
said unto them, Thus it is written, and thus it behooved Christ to 
suffer, and to rise from the dead the third day, 'and that repent- 47 
ance and remission of sins should be preached in his name among 
all nations, beginning at Jerusalem. And ye are witnesses of 48 
these things. And, behold, I send the promise of my Father 49 
upon you: but tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high. 7 

Awp he Jed them out as far as to Bethany, and he lifted up his 50 
hands, and blessed them. And it came to pass, while he blessed 51 
them, he was parted from them, and carried up into heaven. 
And they worshipped him, and returned to J SAA with great 59 
joy; and were continually in the temple, praising and blessing 5% 
God. ae , 
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THE GOSPEL ACCORDING TO 
JOHN. 





IN the beginning was the Worp, and the Worp was with 
God, and the Worp was Gop.. The same was in the beginning 
with God. All things were made by him; and without him 
was not any thing made that was made. In him was LIFE; and 
THE Lire was the light of men. And the light shineth in dark- 
ness; and the darkness comprehended it not. 

aereE was a man sent from God, whose name was John. 
The same came for a witness, to bear witness of the Light, that 
all men through him might believe. He was not that Light, but 
was sent to bear witness of that Light. 

That was the true Light, which lighteth every man that com- .9 
eth into the world. He was in the world, and the world was 10 
made by him, and the world knew him not. He came unto his 11 
own, and his own received him not. But as many as received 12 
him, to them gave he power to become the sons of God, even to 
them that believe on his name: which were born, not of blood, 13 
nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God. 
And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, (and we be- 14 
held his glory, the glory as of the only begotten of the Father,) 
full of grace and truth. John bare witness of him, and cried, 15 
saying, ‘This was he of whom I spake, He that cometh after me 
is preferred before me; for he was before me. ‘ And of his full- 16 
ness have all we received, and grace for grace. For the law 17 
was given by Moses, but.grace and truth came by Jesus Christ. 
No man hath seen God at any time; the only begotten Son, 18 
which is in the bosom of the Father, he hath declared him. 

AND this is the record of John, when the Jews sent priests 19 
and Levites from Jerusalem, to ask him, Who art thou? And he 20 
confessed, and denied not; but confessed, I am not the Christ. 
‘And they asked him, What then? Art thou Elias? And he saith, 21 
Iam not. Art thou that prophet? And he answered, No. 'Then 22 
said they unto him, Who art thou? that -we may give an answer 
to them that sent us. What sayest thou of thyself? 'Hesaid, Lam 23 


The voice of one crying in the wilderness, i 
Make straight the way of the LORD, 


as said ‘the prophet Esaias. And they which were sent were of 24 
the Pharisees. And they asked him, and said unto him, Why. 25 
baptizest thou then, if thou be not that Christ, nor Elias, neither 
that prophet? John answered them, saying, I baptize with water: 26 
‘but there standeth one among you, whom ye know not: he itis, 27 
“who, coming after me, is preferred before me, whose shoe’s 
Jatchet I am not worthy to unloose. These things were done in 28 
‘Bethabara beyond Jordan, where Jobn was baptizing. The next 29 
day John seeth Jesus coming unto him, and saith, Behold the 
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Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin of the world! This is 30 
he of whom I said, After me cometh a man which is preferred 
before me; for he was before me. And I knew him not: but 31 
that he should be made manifest to Israel, therefore am I come 
baptizing with water. And John bare record, saying, I saw the 32 
Spirit descending from heaven like a dove, and it abode upon 
him. And I knew him not: but he that sent me to baptize with 33 
water, the same said unto me, Upon whom thou shalt see the 
Spirit descending and remaining on him, the same is he which 
baptizeth with the Holy Ghost. And I saw and bare record, 34 
that this is the Son of God. 

Aaatn the next day after, John stood, and two of his disciples; 35 
and looking upon Jesus as he walked, he saith, Behold the Lamb 36 
of God! And the two disciples heard him speak, and they fol- 37 
lowed Jesus. hen Jesus turned, and saw them following, and 38 
saith unto them, What seek ye? They said unto him, Rabbi, 
(which is to say, being interpreted, Master,) where dwellest thou? 
'He saith unte them, Come and see. They came and saw where 39 
he dwelt, and abode with him that day: for it was about the 
tenth hour. One of the two which heard John speak, and fol- 40 
lowed him, was Andrew, Simon Peter’s brother. He first findeth 41 
his own brother Simon, and saith unto him, We have found the 
Messias, (which is, being interpreted, the Christ.) And he brought 42 
him to Jesus. And when Jesus beheld him, he said, Thou art 
Simon the sen of Jona: thou shalt be called Cephas, (which is, 
by interpretation, a stone.) The day following Jesus would go 43 
forth into Galilee, and findeth Philip, and saith unto him, Follow 
me. Now Philip was of Bethsaida, the city of Andrew and 44 
Peter. Philip findeth Nathanael, and saith unto him, We have 45 
found him of whom Moses in the law, and the prophets, did 
write, Jesus of Nazareth, the son of Joseph. And Nathanael 46 
said unto him, Can there any good thing come out of Nazareth? - 
Philip saith" unto him, Come and see. Jesus saw Nathanael 47 
coming to him, and saith of him, Behold an Israelite indeed, in 
whom is no guile! Nathanael saith unto him, Whence knowest 48 
thou me? Jesus answered and said unto him, Before that Philip 
called thee, when thou wast under the fig-tree, I saw thee. Na- 49 
thanael answered and saith unto him, Rabbi, thou art the Son of 
God; thou art the King of Israel. Jesus answered and said unto 50 
him, Because I said unto thee, I saw thee under the fig-tree, 
believest thou? thou shalt see greater things than these. And 51 
he saith unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Hereafter ye 
shall see heaven open, and the angels of God ascending and 
descending upon the Son of man. 

AND the third day there was a marriage in Cana of Galilee; 
and the mother of Jesus was there. And both Jesus was called, 
and his disciples, to the marriage. And when they wanted wine, 
the mother of Jesus saith unto him, They have no wine. Jesus 
saith unto her, Woman, what have I to do with thee? mine hour 
is not yet come. His mother saith unto the servants, Whatsoever 
he saith Ne you, dow. And there were set there six. water- 
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pots of stone, after the manner of the purifying of the Jews, 
containing two or three firkins apiece. Jesus saith unto them, 
Fill the water-pots with water. And they filled them up to the 
brim. And he saith unto them, Draw out now, and bear unto 8 
the governor of the feast. And they bare if. 'When the ruler 9 
of the feast had tasted the water that was made wine, and ~ 
knew not whence it was, (but the servants which drew the 
water knew,) the governor of the feast called the bridegroom, 
'and saith unto him, Every man at the beginning doth set forth 10 
good wine: and when men have well drunk, then that which 

is worse: but thou hast kept the good wine until now. This be- 11 
ginning of miracles did Jesus in Cana of Galilee, and manifested 
forth his glory; and his disciples believed on him. 

AFTER this he went down to Capernaum, he, and his mother, 12 
and his brethren, and his disciples; and they continued there 
not many days. 

Anp the Jews’ passover was at hand; and Jesus went up to 13 
Jerusalem, '!and found in the temple those that sold oxen, and 14 
sheep, and doves, and the changers of money, sitting: and when 15 
he had made a scourge of small cords, he drove them all out of 
the temple, and the sheep, and the oxen; and poured out the 
changers’ money, and overthrew the tables; and said unto them 16 
that sold doves, Take these things hence: make not my Father's 
house a house of merchandise. And his disciples remembered 17 
that it was written, 

The zeal of thine house hath eaten me up. 

Then answered the Jews, and said unto him, What sign showest 18 
thou unto us, seeing that thou doest these things? Jesus answered 19 
and said unto them, Destroy this temple, and in three days I 
will raise it up. Then said the Jews, Forty and sx years was 20 
this temple in building, and wilt thou rear it up in three days ? 
'But he spake of the temple of his body. 'When therefore he 21 
was risen from the dead, his disciples remembered that he had 
said this unto them: and they believed the scripture, and the 
word which Jesus had said. j 

Now, when he was in Jerusalem at the passover, in the feast- 23 
day, many believed in his name, when they saw the’ miracles 
which he did. But Jesus did not commit himself unto them, 24 
because he knewall men, 'and needed not that any should tes- 25 
tify of man: for he knew what was in man. 

"TERE was a man of the Pharisees named Nicodemus, aruler 3 
of the Jews: the same came to Jesus by night, and said unto 2 
him, Rabbi, we know that thou art a teacher come from God: 
for no man can do these miracles that thou doest, except God be 
with him. Jesus answered and said unto him, Verily, verily, I 3 
say unto thee, Except a man be born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God. Nicodemus saith unto him, How cana man- 4 
ye born when he is old? can he enter the second time into his - 
mother’s womb, and be born? Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I 5 

say unto thee, Except a man be born of water, and of the Jal 
be cannot enter into the kingdom of God. ‘That Ma m 6 
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of the'flesh is flesh; and that which is born of the Spirit is spirit. 
‘Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye must be born again. 'The 7,8 
wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest the sound thereof, ~ 
but canst not tell whence it cometh, and whither it goeth: so is 
everyone that)is born of the Spirit. Nicodemus answered and 9 
said unto him, How can these things be? Jesus answered and 10° 
said unto him, Art thou a master of Israel, and knowest not these 
things? Verily, verily, I say unto thee, We speak that we do 11 
know, and testify that we have seen; and ye receive not our ~ 
witness. If I have told you earthly things, and ye believe not, 12 
how shall ye believe if I tell you of heavenly things? And no 13 
man hath ascended up to heaven, but he that came down from 
heaven, even the Son-of man which is in heaven. And as Moses 14 
lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, even so must the Son of 
man be lifted up: that whosoever believeth in him should not 15 
perish, but have eternal life. For God so loved the world, that 16 
he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting life. For God sent not 17 
his Son into the world, to condemn the world; but'that the world 
through him might be saved. He that believeth on him is not 18 
condemned ; but he that believeth not iseondemned already, be- 
cause he hath not believed in the name of the only begotten 
Son of God. And this is the condenmation, that light is come 19 
into the world, and men loved darkness rather than licht, be- 
cause their deeds were evil. For every one that doeth evil 20 
hateth the light, neither cometh to the light, lest his deeds should 
be reproved.. But he that doeth truth, cometh to the light, that 21 
his deeds may be made manifest, that they are wrought in God. 
AFTER these things came Jesus’ and his disciples into the 22 
land, of Judea; and there he tarried with them, and baptized. 
And John also was baptizing in Anon, near to Salim, because 23 
there was much water there: and they came, and were baptized. 
For John was not yet cast into prison. 24 
‘TueEn there arose a question between some of John’s disciples 25 
and the Jews, about purifying. And they eame unto John, and 26 
. said unto him, Rabbi, he that was with thee beyond Jordan, to” 
whom thou. barest witness, behold. the’same baptizeth, and all 
men come to him. . John answered:and said, A man can receive’ 27 
nothing, except it be given: him from heaven: Ye yourselves 28) 
bear me witness that I said, lam not. the Christ, -but that Iam 
sent before him. He that hath the bride, is the bridegroom : bat 29 
the friend of the bridegroom, which standeth and heareth him, 
rejoiceth greatly because of the bridegroom’s voice: this my joy: 
therefore is fulfilled. He must increase, but I must decrease. 30 
He that cometh from above is above all: he-that is of the earth 31 
1s earthly, and speaketh of the earth; he that cometh from heaven 
isabove all. And what he hath seen and heard, that he testi- 32 
fieth ; and no.man receiveth his testimony. He that hath re- 33 
ceived his testimony, hath set)to his seal that God is true.“ For 34 
he whom God hath sent, speaketh the words of God: for God 


giveth pit.she Spirit by measure unto him. The Father loveth 35” 
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the Son, and hath given all things into his hand. He that be- 36 

Tieveth on the Son, hath everlasting life: and he that believeth 

et the Son, shall not see life; but the wrath of God abideth on 
Im. 

WHEN therefore the Lord knew how the Pharisees had 4 
heard that Jesus made and baptized more disciples than John, 
"(though Jesus himself baptized not, but his disciples,) ' he left 2,3 
Judea, and departed again into Galilee. And he must needs go 4 
through Samaria. Then cometh he to a city of Samaria, which 5 
is called Sychar, near to the parcel of ground that Jacob gave 
to his son Joseph. '!Now Jacob’s well was there. Jesus there- 
fore, being wearied with Avs journey, sat thus on the well: and 
it was about the sixth hour. There cometh a woman of Sama- 
ria to draw water: Jesus saith unto her, Give me to drink. 
(For his disciples were gone away unto the ¢ity to buy meat.) 
Then saith the woman of Samaria unto him, How is it that thou, 9 
being a Jew, askest drink of me, which am a woman of Sama- 
ria? (for the Jews have.no dealings with the Samaritans.) Jesus 10 
answered and said unto her, If thou knewest the gift of God, 
and who it is that saith to thee, Give me to drink; thou wouldest 
have asked, of him, and he would have given thee living water, 
The woman saith unto him, Sir, thou hast nothing to draw with, 11 
and the well is deep: from whence then hast thou that living . 
water? Art thou greater than our father Jacob, which gave us 12 
the well, and drank thereof, himself} and his children, and his 
cattle? Jesus answered and said unto her, Whosoever drinketh 13 
of this water shall thirst again: but whosoever drinketh of the 14 
water that I shall give him, shall never thirst; but the water 
that I'shall give him, shall be in him a well of water springing 
up into everlasting life. The woman saith unto him, Sir, give 15 
me this water, that I thirst not, neither come hither to draw. 
Jesus saith unto her, Go, call thy husband, and come hither. 16 
"Phe woman answered and said, I have no husband. Jesus 17 
said unto her, Thou hast well said, I have no husband: for thou 18 
hast had five husbands, and he whom thou now hast is not thy 
husband: in that saidst thou truly. The woman saith unto him, 19 
Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet. Our fathers worshipped 20 
in this mountain; and ye say, That in Jerusalem is the place 
where men ought to worship. Jesus saith unto her, Woman, 21 
believe me, the hour cometh, when ye shall neither in this 
mountain, nor yet at Jerusalem, worship the Father. Ye worship 22 
ye know not what: we know what we worship, for salvation is * 
of the Jews. But the hour cometh, and now is, when the true 23 
worshippers shall worship the Father in spirit and in truth: for 
the Father seeketh such to worship him. God ts a Spirit: and 24 
they that worship him, must worship him in spirit and in truth. 
‘fhe woman saith unto him, I know that Messtas cometh, (which 25 
is. called Christ;) when he is come, he will tell us_all things. 
‘Jesus saith unto her, I that speak unto thee am he. - "And aipon 26 
this came his disciples, and maryelled that he talked with the 
woman: yef no man said, hid fa thou? or, bad 2 joe 
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thou with her? The woman then left her water-pot, and went 28 
her way into the city, and saith to the men, Come, see a man 29) 
which told me all things that ever I did: is not this the Christ? 
Then they went out of the city, and came unto him. 

In the mean while his disciples prayed him, saying, Master, 31 
eat. But he said unto them, 1 have meat to eat that ye know 32 
not of. Therefore said the disciples one to another, Hath any 33 
man brought him aught to eat? Jesus saith unto them, My meat 34 
is to do the will of him that sent me, and to finish his work. Say 35 
not ye, There are yet four months, and then cometh harvest? 
behold, I say unto you, Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields; 
for they are white already to harvest. And he that reapeth re- 36 
ceiveth wages, and gathereth fruit unto life eternal: that both 
he that soweth, and he that reapeth, may rejoice together. And 37 
herein is that saying true, ‘One soweth, and another reapeth.’ 
Isent you to reap that whereon ye bestowed no labor: other 38 
men tébored: and ye are entered into their labors. - 

AnpD many of the Samaritans of yhat city believed on him for 39 
the saying of the woman, which testified, He told me all that 
ever I did. So when the Samaritans were come unto him, they 40 
besought him that he would tarry with, them: and he abode 
there two days. And many more believed, because of his own 41 
word ; and said unto the woman, Now we believe, not because 42 
of thy saying: for we have heard him ourselves, and know that 
this is indeed the Christ, the Saviour of the world. 

NOW, after two days he departed thence, and went into 43 
Galilee. For Jesus himself. testified, that a prophet hath no 44 
honor in his own country. Then when he was come into Gali- 45 
lee, the Galileans received him, having seen all the things that 
he did at Jerusalem at the feast: for they also went unto the 
feast. So Jesus came again into Cana of Galilee, where he 46 
made the water wine. And there was a certain nobleman, whose 
son was sick at Capernaum. When he heard that Jesus was 47 
come out of Judea into Galilee, he went unto him; and besought 
him that he would come down and heal his son: for he was at 
the point of death. Then said Jesus unto him, Except ye see 48 
signs and wonders, ye will not believe. The nobleman saith 49 
unto him, Sir, come down ere my. child die. Jesus saith unto 50 
him, Go thy way; thy son liveth. And the man believed the 
word that Jesus had spoken unto him, and he went his way. 
And as he was now going down, his servants met him, and told 51 
him, saying, Thy son liveth. Then inquired he of them the hour 52 
when he began to amend. And they said unto him, Yesterday 
at the seventh hour the fever left him. So the father knew 53 
that af was at the same hour, in the which Jesus said unto him, 
Thy son liveth: and himself believed, and his whole house. 
This is again the second miracle that Jesus did, when he was 54 
come out of Judea into Galilee. - 

AFTER this there was a feast of the Jews: and Jesus went 5 
up to Jerusalem. Now there is at Jerusalem, by the sheep- 2 
market, of which is called in the Hebrew tongue, Bethesda, 
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having five porches. In these lay a great multitude of impotent 3 
folk, of blind, halt, withered, waren for the moving Bf the 
water. For an angel went down at a certain season into the 4 
pool, and troubled the water: whosoever then first after the 
troubling of the water stepped in, was made whole of whatso- 
ever disease he had. And a certain man was there, which had 5 
an infirmity thirty and eight years. When Jesus saw him lie, 6 
and knew that he had been now a long time in that case, he 
saith unto him, Wilt thou be made whole? The impotent man 7 
answered him, Sir, I have no man, when the water is troubled, 
to put me into the pool; but while 1 am coming, another step- 
peth down before me. Jesus saith unto him, Rise, take up thy 8 
bed, and walk. And immediately the man was made whole, 9 
and took up his bed, and walked: and on the same day was the 
sabbath. ‘The Jews therefore said unto him that was cured, It 10 
is the sabbath-day; it is not lawful for thee to carry thy bed. 
He answered them, He that made me whole, the same said 11 
unto me, Take up thy bed, and walk. Then asked they him, 12 
What man is that which said unto thee, Take up thy bed, and 
walk? And he that was healed wist not who it was: for Jesus 13 
had conveyed himself away, a multitude being in that place. 
Afterward Jesus findeth him in the temple, and said unto him, 14 
Behold, thou art made whole: sin no more, lest-a worse thing 
come unto thee. The man departed, and told the Jews that it 15 
was Jesus which had made him whole. 4 

‘Anp therefore did the Jews persecute Jesus, and sought to slay 16 
him, because he had done these things on the sabbath-day- But 17 
Jesus answered them, My Father worketh hitherto, and I work. 
Therefore the Jews sought the more to kill him, because he not 18 
only had broken the sabbath, but said also, That God was his 
Father, making himself equal with God. Then answered Jesus, 19 
and said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, The Son can 
do nothing of himself, but what he seeth the Father do: for 
what things soever he doeth, these also doeth the Son likewise. 
For the Father loveth the Son, and showeth him all things that 20 
himself doeth: and he will show him greater works than these, 
that ye may marvel. For as the Father raiseth up the dead, 21 
and quickeneth them; even so the Son quickeneth whom he 
will For the Father judgeth no man; but hath committed all 22 
judgment unto the Son: that all men should honor the Son, even 23 
as they honor the F ather. He that honoreth not the Son, hon: 
oreth not the Father which hath sent him. Verily, verily, Isay 24 
unto you, He that heareth my word, and believeth on him that 
gent me, hath everlasting life, and shall not come mto condem- 
nation; but is passed from death unto life. Verily, verily, I say 25 
unto you, The hour is coming, and now is, when the dead shall 
hear the voice of the Son of God: and aA that hear shall live. 
For as the Father hath life in himself, so hath he given te the 26 
Son to have life in himself; and hath given him authority to 27 
execute judgment also, because he is the Son of man. Marvel 28 
not at this; for the hour is coming, in the which eo are 
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in the grayes shall hear his voice, 'and shall come forth; they 29 
that have done good, unto the resurrection of life ; and they that 
have done eyil, unto the resurrection of damnation. I can. of 30 
mine own self do nothing: as I hear, I judge: and my judgment 

is Just; because I seek not mine own will, but the will of the 
Father which hath sent me. If I bear witness of myself, my 31 
witness is not true. ‘There is another that beareth witness’ of 32 
me, and_I know that the witness which he witnesseth of me is 
true. Ye sent unto John, and, he bare witness unto-the truth. 33 
But T receive not testimony from man: but these things I say, 34 
that ye might be saved. He was a burning and a shining light: 35 
and ye were willing for a season to rejoice in his light. But I 36 
have greater witness than that of John: for the works which the 
Father hath given me to finish, the same works that I do, ‘bear 
witness of me, that the Father hath sent me. And the Father 37 
himself} which hath sent me, hath borne witness of me. Ye 
have neither heard his yoice at any time, nor:seen his shape. 
And ye haye not his word ances in you: for;whom he hath 38 
sent, him ye believe not. Search the scriptures; for in'them ye 39 
think ye have eternal life: and they are they which testify of 
me. 'And ye will not come to me, that ye might have life. !I.40 
receive not honor from men. But I know you, that ye have not 42 
the love of God in you.. Iam come in my Father's name, and 43 
ye receive me not: if another shall come in his own name, him 

ye will receive. How can ye believe, which receive honor one 44 
of another, and seek not the honor that cometh from God only ? 
Do not think that I will accuse you to the Father: there is one 45 
that accuseth you, even Moses, in whom ye trust:' For had ye 46 
believed Moses, ye would have believed me: for he wrote of 
me. But if ye believe not his writings, how shall ye believe 47 
my words ? } 

AFTER these things Jesus went over the sea of Galilee, 
which is the sea of Tiberias. And a great multitude followed 
him, because they saw his miracles which he did on them that 
were diseased. And Jesus went up into a mountain, and there 
he sat with his disciples. And the passover, a feast of the Jews, 
was nigh, 

Wuen Jesus then lifted up his eyes, and saw'a great company » 
come unto him; he saith unto Philip, Whence shall we buy 
bread that these may eat? (And this he said to prove him: for 
he himself knew what he would do.) Philip answered him, 
Two hundred pennyworth of bread is not sufficient for them, ¢ 
that every one of them may take a little. One of his disciples, 
Andrew, Simon Peter’s brother, saith unto him, There is a lad 
here, which hath five barley-loaves, and two small fishes: but 
what are they among so many? And Jesus said, Make the men 10 
sit down. (Now there was much grass in the place.) ‘So the 
men sat down, in number about five thousand. And Jesus took 11 
the loaves; and when he had given thanks, he distributed to 
the disciples, arid the disciples to them that were set down; and ; 
likewise “A ha fishes, as much as they would. When they were 12 
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filled; he said unto his disciples, Gather up the fragments that re- 
main, that nothing be lost. Therefore they gathered them to- 13 
gether, and filled twelve baskets with the fragments of the five 
barley-loaves, which remained over and above unto them that 
had eaten. 

THEN those men, when they had seen the miracle that Jesus 14 
did, said, This is of a truth that Prophet that should come into 
the world. When Jesus therefore perceived that they would 15 
come and take him by force, to make him a king, he departed 
again into a mountain himself alone. And when éven was 16 
now come, his disciples went down unto the sea,'and entered 17 
into a ship, and went over the sea toward Capernaum. And it 
was now dark, and Jesus was not come to them. And the sea 18 
arose by reason of a great wind that blew. So when they had 19 
rowed about five-and-twenty or thirty furlongs, they see Jesus 
walking on the sea, and drawing nigh unto the ship: and they 
were afraid. 'But he saith unto them, It is I, be not afraid. 'Then 20 
they willingly received him into the ship: and immediately the 
ship was at the land whither they went. 

Tur day following, when the people which stood on the other 22 
side of the sea saw that there was none other boat there, save 
that one whereinto his disciples were entered, and that Jesus went 
not with his disciples into the boat, but that his disciples were 
gone away alone:—howbeit there came other boats from Tibe- 23 
rias, nigh unto the place where they did eat bread, after that 
the Lord had given thanks: when the people therefore saw that 24 
Jesus was not there, neither his disciples,—they also took ship- 
ping, and came to Capernaum, seeking for Jesus. And when 25 
they had found him on the other side of the sea, they said unto 
him, Rabbi, when camest thou hither? Jesus answered them and 26 
said, Verily, verily, I'say unto you, Ye seek me, not because ye 
saw the miracles, but because ye did eat of the loaves, and were 
filled. Labor not for the meat which perisheth, but for that 27 
meat which endureth unto everlasting life, which the Son of 
man shall give unto you: for him hath God the Father sealed. 
Then said they unto him, What shall we do, that we might work 28 
the works of God? Jesus answered and said unto them, This is 29 
the work of God, that ye believe on him whom he hath sent. 
They said therefore unto him, What sign showest thou then, that 30 
we may see, and believe thee? what dost thou work? Our 31 + 
fathers did eat manna in the desert; as it is written, 

peering He gave them bread from heaven to eat. 

Then Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Moses 32 
gave you not that bread from heaven; but my Father giveth you 
the true bread from heaven. For the bread of God is he which 33 
cometh down from heaven, and giveth life unto the world. Then 34 
said they unto him, Lord, evermore give us this bread. And 35 
Jesus said unto them, I am the bread of life: he that cometh. to 
me, shall never hunger; and he that believeth on me, shall: 
never thirst. ButI said unto you, That ye also have seen me, 36 
and believe not. All that ee giveth me, shale’ to 37 
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me; and him that cometh to me, I will inno wise cast out. For 38 
Icame down from heaven, not todo mine. own will, but the 
will of him that sent me. And this is the Father’s will which 39 
hath sent me, that of all which he hath given me, I, should lose 
nothing, but should raise it up again at the last day. And this is 40 
the will of him that sent me, that every one which seeth the 
Son, and believeth on him, may have everlasting life: and I 
will raise him up at the last day. 

The Jews then murmured at him, because he said, I am the 41 
bread which came down from heaven. And they said, Is not 42 
this Jesus, the son of Joseph, whose father and mother we know? 
how is it then that he saith, I came down from heaven? Jesus 43 
therefore answered and said unto them, Murmur not among 

ourselves. No man can come to me, except.the Father which 44 

ath sent me draw him: and I will raise him up at the last day. 
It is written in the prophets, 

And they shall be all taught of God, , : 4 

Every man therefore. that hath heard, and hath learned of the 
Father, cometh unto me. Not that sny man hath seen.the Father, 46 
save he which is of God, he hath.seen the Father. Verily, verily, 47 
I say unto you, He that believeth on me hath everlasting life. 
‘I am that bread of life. 'Your fathers did eat manna in the 48 
wilderness, and are dead. Thisis the bread which cometh down 50. 
from heaven, that a man may eat thereof, and not die. Iam 51 
the living bread which came down from heaven: if any man 
eat of this bread, he shall live for ever: and the bread that I 
will give is my flesh, which I will give for the life of the world. 

The Jews therefore strove. among themselves, saying, How 52 
ean -this man give us his flesh to eat? Then Jesus said unto 53 
them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Except ye eat the flesh of 
the Son of man, and drink his blood, ye have no life in you. 
Whoso eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, hath eternal 54 
life ; and I will raise him up at the last day. For my flesh is 55 
meat indeed, and my blood is drink indeed. He that eateth 56 
my flesh, and drinketh my blood, dwelleth in me, and I in him. . 
As the living Father hath sent me, and I live by the Father: so 57 
he that eateth me, even he shall live by me. This is that bread 58 
which came down from heaven; not as your fathers did eat 
manna, and are dead: he that eateth of this bread shall live for 
ever. 


Tuese things said he in the synagogue, as he taught in Caper- 59. 
naum. 

Many therefore of his disciples, when they had. heard this, 60, 
said, This is a hard saying; who can hear it? When Jesus knew 61 
in himself that his disciples murmured at it, he said unto them, 
Doth this offend you? What and if ye shall. see the Son of man 62 
ascend up where he was before? It is the Spirit that quickeneth; 63° 
the flesh profiteth nothing: the words that I speak unto you, 
they are spirit, and dhey are life. But there are’some of you that 64 
believe not. For Jesus knew ftom the beginning who they were 
that Bice not, and who should betray him. And he said, 65. 
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Therefore said I unto you, that no man can come unto me, ex- | 
cept it were given unto him of my Father. ‘ 

From that time many of his disciples went back, and walked 66 
no more with him. Then said Jesus unto the twelve, Will ye 67 
also go away? Then Simon Peter/answered him, Lord, to whom 68 
shall we go? thou hast the words of eternal life. And we be- 69 
lieve, and are sure that thou art that Christ, the Son of the 
living God. Jesus answered them, Have not I chosen you 70 
twelve, and one of you is a devil? “He spake of Judas Iscariot, 71 
the son of Simon: for he it was that should betray him, ‘being 
one of the twelve. 

Arter these things Jesus walked im Galilee: for he would 7 
not walk in Jewry, because the Jews sought to kill him. 

WOW’ the Jews’ feast of tabernacles was at hand. His breth-2,3 
ren therefore said unto him, Depart hence, and go into Judea, 
that thy disciples also may see the works that thou doest.. For 4 
there is no man that doeth any thing in secret, and he himself 
seeketh to be known openly. If thou do these things, show thy- 
self to the world. (For neither did his brethren believe in him.) 
Then Jesus said unio them, My time is not yet come: but your 
time is always ready: The world cannot hate you; but me it 
hateth, because I testify of it, that the works thereof are evil. 
Go ye up unto this feast: I go not up yet unto this feast ; for my 
time is not yet full come. When he had said these words unto 
them, he abode s(ild in Galilee. But when his brethren were 1 
gone up, then went he also up unto the feast, not openly, but as 
it were in secret. 

Turn the Jews sought him at the feast, and said, Where is 11 
he? And there was much murmuring among the people con- 12 
cerning him: for some said, He is a. good man : others said, Nay; 
but he deceiveth the people. Howbeit, no man spake openly of 13 
him, for fear of the Jews. 

Now, about the midst of the feast, Jesus went up into the tem- 14 
ple, and taught. And the Jews marvelled, saying, How knoweth 15 
this man letters, having never learned? Jesus answered them, 16 
and said, My doctrine is not mine, but his that sent me. If any 17 
man will do his will, he shall know of the doctrine, whether it 
be of God, or whether I speak of myself. He that speaketh of 18 
himself, seeketh’his own glory: but he that seeketh his glory 
that'sent»him, the same is true, and no unrighteousness is in him. 
Did not Moses give you the law, and yel none of you keepeth 19 
the law?) Why go ye about to kill me? ' The people answered 20 
and said, Thou hast a devil: who goeth about to kill thee? Jesus 21 
answered and said unto them, 'l have done one work, and ye all 
marvel. Moses therefore gave unto you circumcision, (not be- 22 
cause it is of Moses, but of the fathers;) and ye on the sabbath- 
day circumcise a man. If a:man on the sabbath-day receive 23 
¢ircumcision, that the law of Moses should not be broken; are 
ye angry at me, because I have made a man’ every whitwhole  _ 
on the sabbath-day:? Judge not according to the appearance, cbut 24 
gudge righteous judgment. rand : 34 or ’ ny 
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Then said some of them of Jerusalem, Is not this he whom 25 
they seek to kill? But lo, he speaketh. boldly, and they say no- 26 
thing unto him. Do the rulers know indeed that this is the very 
Christ? Howbeit, we know this man, whence he is: but when 27 
Christ cometh, no man knoweth whence he is. 

Then cried Jesus in the temple, as he taught, saying, Ye both 28 
know me, and ye know whence Iam: and I am not come of 
myself, but he that sent me is true, whom ye know not. But I 29 
know him; for I am from him, and he hath sent me. Then they 30 
sought to take him: but no man laid hands on him, because his 
hour was not yet come. And many of the people believed on 31 
him, and said, When Christ cometh, will he do more miracles 
than these which this man hath done? The Pharisees heard that 32 
the people murmured such things concerning him: and the 
Pharisees and the chief priests sent officers to take’ him. ‘Then 33 
said Jesus unto them, Yet a little while am I with you, and then 
I go unto him that sent me. Ye’ shall seek me, and shall not 34 
find. me: and where I am, thither ye cannot come. Then said 35 
the Jews among themselves, Whither will he go, that we shall 
not find him? will he go unto the dispersed among the Gentiles, 
and teach the Gentiles? What manner of saying is this that he 36 
said, Ye shall seek me, and shall not fitid me: and where I am, 
thither ye cannot come? 

In the last day, that great day of the feast, Jesus stood and 37 
cried, saying, If any man thirst, let him come unto me, and drink. 
He that believeth on me, as the scripture hath said, out of his 38 
belly shall flow rivers of living water. (But this spake he of 39 
the Spirit, which they that believe on him should receive ; ‘for 
the Holy Ghost was not yet given, because that Jesus was not 
yet glorified.) Many of the people therefore, when they heard: 40 
this saying; said, Of a truth this is the Prophet.. Others said, 41 
This is the Christ. But some said, Shall Christ come out of 
Galilee? Hath not the scripture said, That Christ.cometh of the’ 42 
seed of David, and out of the town of Bethlehem, where David 
was? So there was a division among the people, because of him. 43 
And some of them would have taken him; but no man laid 44 
hands on him. Then came the. officers to the chief priests and 45 
Pharisees; and they said unto them, Why have ye not brought 
him? The officers answered, Never man spake like this man. 46 
Then answered them the Pharisees, Are ye also deceived? 47 
Have any of the rulers, or of the Pharisees, believed on him? 48 
‘But this people who knoweth not the law are cursed. ! Nico- 49 
demus saith unto them, (he that came to Jesus by night, being 
one of them,) Doth our law judge any man, before it hear him, 51 
and know what he doeth?. They answered and said unto him, 52 
Art thou also of Galilee? Search and look: for out of Galilee 
ariseth no prophet. And every man went unto his own house. 53 
Jesus went unto the mount of Olives. 

AND early in the morning he camie again into the temple,and 2 
all the people came unto him; and he sat down and taught them. 
And the aibed and Pharisees brought unto him a woman taken 3 
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n adultery; and when they had set her in the midst, they say 4 
;nto him, Master, this woman was taken in adultery, in the very 
act. Now Moses in the law commanded. us, that such should 5 
be stoned: but what sayest thou? ‘This they said, tempting him, 6 
that they might have to accuse him. But Jesus stooped down, 
and with jis finger wrote on the ground, as though he heard them 
not. .So when they continued asking him, he lifted up himself, 7 
and said unto them, He that is without sin-among you, let him 
first cast a stone at her. And again he stooped down, and wrote 8 
on the ground. -And they which heard iw, being convicted by 9 
their own conscience; went out one by one, beginning at the 
eldest, even unto the last: and Jesus was left alone, and the 
woman standing in the midst. When Jesus had lifted up him- 10 
self, and saw none but the woman, he said unto her, Woman, 
wherevare those thine accusers? hath no man condemned thee? 
!She said, No man, Lord. And Jesus said unto her, Neither do 11 
I condemn thee: go, and sin no more. 

THEN spake Jesus again unto them, saying, I am the light 12 
of the world: he that followeth me shall: not walk in darkness, 
but shall have the light of life. The Pharisees therefore said, 13 
unto him, Thou bearest record of thyself; thy record is not true. 
Jesus answered and said unto them, Though I bear record of 14 
myself, yet my record is true: for I know whence I came, and 
whither I go: but ye cannot tell whence I come, and whither I 
go. 'Ye judge after the flesh, I judge noman. 'And yet if 1 15 
judge, my judgment is true: for lam not alone, but I and the 
Father that sent me. It is also written in your law, “ that the 17 
testimony of two men is true.” I am one that bear 18 
witness of myself; and the Father that sent me, beareth witness 
of me. ‘Then said they unto him, Where is thy Father? Jesus 19 
answered, Ye neither know me, nor my Father: if ye had 
known me, ye should have known my Father also. 

These words spake Jesus in the treasury, as he taught in the 20 
temple: and no man laid hands on him, for his hour was not 
yet.come. 

Then said Jesus again unto them, I go my way, and ye shall 21 
seek me, and shall die in your sins: whither I go, ye cannot 
come. Then said the Jews, Will he kill himself? because he 22 
saith, Whither I go, ye cannot come. And he said unto them, 23 
Ye are from beneath; I am from above: ye are of this world; 
Tam not of this world. I said therefore unto you, that ye shall 24 
die in your sins: for if ye believe not that Iam he, ye shall die 
in your sins. 'Then said they unto him, Who art thou?” And 25 
Jesus saith unto them, Even the same that I said unto you from 
the beginning. I have many things to say, and to judge of you: 26 
but he that sent me, is true; and I speak to the world those — 
things which I have heard of him. They understood not that 27 
he spake to them of the Father. Then said Jesus’ unto them, 28 
When ye have liftedyup the Son of man, then shall ye know 
that I am he, and that'I do nothing of myself; but as my Father 
hath taught me, I speak these things. And he that as me is 29 
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with me: the Father hath not left me alone; for I do always » 
those things that please him. ‘ : y) : 

'As he spake these words, many believed on him. !'Then said 30 
Jesus to those Jews which believed on him, If ye continue in 
my word, then are ye my disciples indeed; and ye shall know 32 — 
the truth, and the truth shall make you free. They answered 33 
him, We be Abraham’s seed, and were never in bondage to any 
man: how sayest thou, ye shall be made free? Jesus answered 34 
them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Whosoever committeth sin, 
is the servant of sin. And the servant abideth not in the house 35 
for ever, but the Son abideth ever. If the Son therefore shall 36 
make you free, ye shall be free indeed. I know that ye are 37 
Abraham’s seed ; but ye seek to kill me, because my word hath 
no place in you. I speak that which I have seen with my 38 
Father: and ye do that which ye have seen with your father. 
They answered and said unto him, Abraham is our father. 39 
Jesus saith unto them, If ye were Abraham's children, ye would 
do the works of Abraham. But now ye seek to kill me, a man 40 
that hath told you the truth, which I have heard of God: this 
did not Abraham. 'Ye do the deeds of your father. Then said 41 
they to him, We be not born of fornication; we have one 
Father, even God. Jesus said unto them, If God were your 42 
Father, ye would love me; for I proceeded forth and came from 
God; neither came I of myself; but he sent me. Why do ye 43 
not understand my speech? even because ye cannot hear my 
word. Ye are of your father the Devil, and the lusts of your 44 
father ye will do: he was a murderer from the beginning, and 
abode not in the truth; because there is no truth in him. When 
he speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his own: for he isa liar, and 
the father of it. And because I tell you the truth, ye believe 45 
me not. 'Which of you convinceth me of sin? And if I say 46 
the truth, why do ye not believe me? He that is of God, heuneth AT 
God's words; ye therefore hear them not, because ye are not of 
God. Then answered the Jews, and said unto him, Say we not 48 
well, that thou arta Samaritan, and hast a devil? Jesus an- 49 
swered, I have not a devil; but I honor my Father, and ye do 
dishonor me. And [ seek not mine own glory: there is one that 50 
seeketh and judgeth. Verily, verily, I say unto you, If a man 51 
keep my saying, he shall never see death. Then said the Jews 52 
unto him, Now we know that thou hast a devil. Abraham is \ 
dead, and the prophets; and thou sayest, If a man keep my 
saying, he shall never taste of death: Art thou greater than 53 
our father Abraham, which is dead? and the prophets are dead: 
whom makest thou thyself? Jesus answered, If I honor myself, 54 
my honor is nothing: it is my Father that honoreth me, of whom 
ye say, that he is your God. Yet ye have not known him; but 55 

know him: and if I should say, | know him not, I shall be a 
liar like unto you: but I know him, and keep his saying. Your 56 
father Abraham rejoiced to see my day: and he saw it, and was 
glad. ‘Then said the Jews unto him, Thou art not yet fifty years 57 
old, and ae thou seen Abraham? Jesus said unto them, Verily, 58 
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verily, I say unto you, Before Abraham was, Iam. Then took 59 
hey up stones to castat him: but Jesus hid himself, and went - 
yut of the temple, going through the midst of them, and so 
passed by. 

AND. as Jesus passed by, he saw a man which was blind from 
his birth. And his disciples asked him, saying, Master, who did 
sin, this man, or his parents, that he was born blind? Jesus an- 
swered, Neither hath this man sinned, nor his parents: but that 
the works of God should be made manifest in him. I must 
work the works of him that sent me, while it is day:-the night 
cometh, when no man can work. As long as I am in the world, 
I am the light of the world. When he had thus spoken, he 
spat on'the ground, and made clay of the spittle, and he anointed 
the eyes of.the blind man with the clay, ‘and said unto him, Go, 
wash in the poo: of Siloam, (which is, by interpretation, Sent.) 
He went his way therefore, and washed, and came seeing. 'The 
neighbors therefore, and they which before had seen him that 
he was blind, said, Is not this he that sat and begged? Some 
said, This is he: others sazd, He is like him: but he said, 1 am 
he. Therefore said they unto him, How were thine eyes opened? 
He answered and said, A man that is called Jesus, made clay, 
and anointed mine eyes, and said unto me, Go to the pool of 
Siloam, and wash: and I went and washed, and I received 
sight. Then said they unto him, Where is he? He said, I 12 
know not. 

Tuxy brought to the Pharisees him that aforetime was blind. 13 
And it was the sabbath-day when Jesus made the clay, and 14 
opened his eyes. Then again the Pharisees also asked him how 15 
he had received his sight. He said unto them, He put clay upon 
mine eyes, and I washed, and do see. Therefore said some of 16 
the Pharisees, This man is not of God, because he keepeth not 
the sabbath-day. Others said, How can a man that is a sinner 
do such miracles? And there was 4 division among them. 'They 17 
say unto the blind man again, What sayest thou of him, that he 
hath opened thine eyes? He said, He is a prophet. 'But the 18 
Jews did not. believe concerning him, that he had been blind, 
and received his sight, until they called the parents of him that 
had received his sight. And they asked them, saying, Is this 19 
your son, who ye say was born blind? How then oth he now 
see ?- His parents answered them and said, We know that this 20 
is our son, and that he was born blind: but by what means he 21 
now seeth, we know not; or who. hath opened his eyes, we 
know not: he is of age; ask him: he shall speak for himself 
These words spake his parents, because they feared the Jews: 22 
for the Jews had agreed already, that if any man did confess 
that he was Christ, he should be put out of the synagogue. 
''Therefore said his parents, He is of age ; ask him. 'Then again 23 
called they the man that was blind, and said unto him, Give 
God the praise: we know that this man is asinner, He an- 25 
swered and said, Whether he be a sinner or no, I know not:. — 
one thing I know, that whereas I was blind, now I me Then 26 
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said they to him again, What did he to thee? how opened he 
thine eyes? He answered them, have told you already, and ye 27 
did not, hear; wherefore would ye hear it again? will ye also 
be his disciples? Then they reviled him, and said, Thou art his*28 
disciple ; but we are Moses’ disciples. We know that God spake 29 
unto Moses; as for this fellow, we know not from whence he 

is. The man answered and said unto them, Why; herein is a 30 
marvellous thing, that ye know not from whence’ he is, and yet 

he hath opened mine eyes. Now we know that God heareth not 31 
sinners: but if any man be a worshipper of God, and doeth his’ 
will, him he heareth. Since the world began, was it not heard 32 
that. any man opened the eyes of one that was born blind. If 33 
this man Were not of God, he could do nothing. They answered 34 
and said unto him, Thou wast altogether born in sins; and dost ~~ 
thou. teach us?) And they cast him out. : ee 

Jesus heard that they had cast him’ out: and when he had 35. 
found him, he said unto him, Dost thou believe on the Son of 
God? \He answered and said, Who is he, Lord, that I might be- 36 
lieve on him? And Jesus said ynto him, Thou hast both seen 37 
him, and itis he that talketh with thee. And he said, Lord, I 38 
believe. And he worshipped him. ! And Jesus said, For judg- 39. 
ment 1 am come into this world ; that they which see not might 
see, and that they which see might be made blind. 

Anb some of the Pharisees which were with him heard these 40 
words, and said unto him, Are we blind also? Jesus said unto 41 
them, If ye were blind, ye should havé no sin: but now ye say, 
We see; therefore your sin remaineth. Verily, verily, I saylO 
unto you, He that entereth not by the door into the sheepfold, 
but climbeth up some other way, the same is a thief and a rob. 
ber. But he that entereth in by the door, is the shepherd of the 
sheep. To him the porter openeth; and the sheep hear his 
voice: and he calleth his own sheep by name, and leadeth them 
out. -And when he putteth forth his own sheep, he goeth before 
them, and the sheep follow him: for they know his voice. And 
a stranger will they not follow, but will flee from him: for they 
know not the voice of strangers. This parable spake Jesus 
unto them: but they understood not what things’ they were 
which he spake unto them. Then said Jesus unto them again, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am the door of the sheep. All that 
ever came before me are thieves and robbers: but the sheep did 
not hear them. Iam the door: by me if any man enter in, he © 
shall be saved, and shall go in and out, and find pasture. The 1 
thief cometh not, but for to steal, and to kill, and to destroy: I 
am come’ that they might have life, and that! they might have it 
more abundantly. T am the good shepherd: the good shepherd 11 
giveth his life for the sheep. But he that is'a hireling, and not 12 
the shepherd, whose own the sheep are not, secth the wolf 
coming, and leaveth the sheep, and fleeth; and'the wolf catcheth 
them, and scattereth the sheep. “The hireling fleeth, because 13 
he is a hireling, and careth not for the sheep. Iam the good 14 
a aud now my sheep, and am known of mine. As the 15” 
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Father knoweth me, even so know I the Father: and I lay down 
my life for the sheep. And other sheep I have, which are not 16 
of this fold; them also I must bring, and they shall hear my 
voice; and there shall be one fold, and one shepherd. There- 17 
fore doih my Father love me, because 1 lay down my life, that 
I might take it again.—No man taketh it from me, but I lay it 18 
down of myself. | have power to lay it down, and I have power 
to take it again.—Vhis commandment have I received of my 
Father. e 

nerE was a division therefore again among the Jews for 19 
these sayings. And many of them said, He hath a devil, and 20 
is mad; why bear ye him? Others-said, These are not the words 21 
of him that hath a devil. Can a devil open the eyes of the blind? 

AND it was at Jerusalem the feast of the dedication, and it 22 
was winter. And Jesus walked in the temple in Solomon’s porch. 23 
Then came the Jews round about him, and said unto him, How 24 
long dost thou make us to doubt? If thou be the Christ, tell us 
plainly.. Jesus answered them. I told you, and ye believed not: 25 
the works that do in my Father's name, they bear witness of 
me. But ye believe not, because ye are not of my sheep, as I 26 
said unto you. My sheep hear my voice, and I know them, and 27 
they follow me: and I give unto them eternal life: and they shall 28 
never perish, neither shall any man pluck them out of my hand. 
My Father, which gave them me, is greater than all; and no man 29 
is able to pluck them out of my Father's hand. I and my Father 30 
are one. Then the Jews took up stones again to stone him. 31 
Jesus answered them, Many good works have I showed you 32 
from my Fathér; for which of those works do ye stone me? The 33 
Jews answered him, saying, Fora good work we stone thee not; 
but for blasphemy, and because that thou, being a man, makest 
thyself God. Jesus answered them, Is it not written in your 34 


law, 
3 I said, Ye are gods? 


If he called them gods, unto whom the word of God came,- 35 
and the scripture cannot be broken,-say ye of him whom the 36 
Father hath sanctified, and sent into the world, Thou blas- 
phemest ; because I said, I am the Son of God? If I do not the 37 
works of my Father, believe me not. But if I do, though ye be- 38 
lieve not me, believe the works: that ye may know and believe 
that the Father és in me, and I in him. 
yererore they sought again to take him; but he escaped 39 
out of their hand, 'and went away again beyond Jordan, into 40 
the place where John at first baptized ; and there he abode. 
And many resorted unto him, and said, John did no miracle; 41 
but all things that John spake of this man were true. And 42 
many believed on him there. 
NOW a certain man was sick, named Lazarus, of Bethany, theL1 
town of Mary and her sister Martha. (It was that Mary which 2 
anointed the Lord with ointment, and wiped his feet with her 
hair, whose brother Lazarus was sick.) Therefore his sisters 3 
gent unto him, saying, Lord, bata he whom thou lovee ae 
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When Jesus heard that, he said, This sickness is not unto death, 
but for the glory of God, that the Son of God might be glorified 
thereby. Now Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, and Lazarus. 
When he ‘had heard therefore that he was sick, he abode two 
days still in the same place where he was. Then after that saith 
he to his disciples, Let us go into Judea again. His disciples say 
unto him, Master, the Jews of late sought to stone thee; and 
goest thou thither again? Jesus answered, Are there not twelve 
hours in the day? if any man walk in the day, he stumbleth 
not, because he seeth the light of this world; but if a man walk 10 
in the night, he stumbleth, because there is no light in him. 
These things said he: and after that he saith unto them, Our 11 
friend Lazarus sleepeth; but I go, that I may awake him out of 
sleep. Then said his disciples, Lord, if he sleep, he shall do 12 
well. Howbeit Jesus spake of his death: but they thought 13 
that he had spoken of taking of rest in sleep. ‘Then said Jesus 14 
unto them plainly, Lazarus is dead ; and I am glad for your sakes 15 
that I was not there, to the intent ye may believe; nevertheless, 

let us go unto him. Then saidThomas, which is called Didy- 16 
mus, unto his fellow-disciples, Let us also go, that we may die 
with him. 

Turn when Jesus came, he found.that he had Jain in the 17 
grave four days already. (Now Bethany was nigh unto Jerusa- 18 
lem, about fifteen furlongs off) And many of the Jews came to 19 
Martha and Mary, to comfort them concerning their brother. 
Then Martha, as soon as she heard that Jesus was coming, went 20 
and met him; but Mary sat s/l/ in the house. Then said Martha 21 
unto Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst been here, my brother had not 
died. But I know that, even now, whatsoever thou wilt ask of 22 
God, God will give tt thee. Jesus saith unto her, Thy brother 23 
shall rise again. Martha saith unto him, I know that he shall 24 
rise again in the resurrection at the last day. Jesus said unto 25 
her, I am the resurrection, and the life: he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live: and whosoever liveth, 26 
and believeth in me, shall never die. Believest thou this? 'She 27 
saith unto him, Yea, Lord: I believe that thou art the Christ, the 
Son of God, which should come into the world. And when she 28 
had so said, she went her way, and called Mary her sister 
secretly, saying, The Master is come, and calleth for thee. As 29 
soon as she heard that, she arose quickly, and came unto him. 
Now Jesus was not yet come into the town, but was in that 30 
place where Martha met him. The Jews then which were 31 
with her in the house, and comforted her, when they saw Mary 
that she rose up hastily and went out, followed her, saying, She — 
goeth unto the grave to weep there. Then when Mary was 32 
come where Jesus was, and saw him, she fell down at his feet, 
saying unto him, Lord, if thou hadst been here, my brother had 
not died. When Jesus therefore saw her weeping, and the 33 
Jews also weeping which came with her, he groaned in the 
spirit, and was troubled, 'and said, Where have ye laid him? 34 
‘They aid ne him, Lord, come and see. 'Jesus wept. 'Then 35 
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said the Jews, Behold how he loved him! And some of them 37 
said, Could not this man, which opened the eyes of the blind, 
have caused that even this man should not have died? Jesus 38 
therefore again groaning in himself, cometh to the grave. It 
was a cave, and astone lay upon it. Jesus said, Take ye away 39 
the stone. Martha, the sister of him that was dead, saith unto 
him, Lord, by this time he stinketh: for he hath been dead four 
days. Jesus saith unto her, Said I not unto thee, that if thou 40 
wouldest believe, thou shouldest see the glory of God? Then 41 
they took away the stone from the place where the dead was 
laid. And Jesus lifted up his eyes, and said, ‘Father, I thank 
thee that thou hast heard me: and I knew that thou hearest me 42 
always: but because of the people which stand by, I said zt, 
that they may believe that thou hast sent me.’ And when he 43 
thus had spoken, he cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, come 
forth! And he that was dead came forth, bound hand and foot 44 
with grave-clothes: and his face was bound about with a nap- 
kin. Jesus saith unto them, Loose him, and let him go. 

THEN many of the Jews which came to Mary, and had seen 45 
the things which Jesus did, believed on him. But some of them 46 
went their ways to the Pharisees, and told them what things 
Jesus had done. : 

THEN gathered the chief priests and the Pharisees a council, 47 
and said, What do we? for this man doeth many miracles. If 48 
we let him thus alone, all men will believe on him: and the 
Romans shall come, and take away both our place and nation. 
And one of them, named Caiaphas, being the high priest that 49 
same year, said unto them, Ye know nothing at all, 'nor consider 50 
that it is expedient for us, that one man should die for the 
people, and that the whole nation perish not. (And this spake 51 
he not of himself: but being high priest that year, he prophesied 
that Jesus should die for that nation; and not for that nation 52 
only, but that also he should gather together in one the children 
of God that were scattered abroad.) ‘Then from that day forth 53 
they took counsel together to put him to death. 

Jesus therefore walked no more openly among the Jews; but 54 
went thence unto a country near to the wilderness, into a city 
called Ephraim, and there continued with his disciples. And 55 
he Jews’ passover was nigh at hand; and many went out of the 
country up to Jerusalem hefore the passover, to purify them- 
‘elves. Then sought they for Jesus, and spake among them- 56 
elves, as they stood in the temple, What think ye, that he will 
10t come to the feast? Now both the chief priests and the Phari- 57 
ees had given a commandment, that, if any man knew where 
ie were, he should show ?t, that they might take him. 

THEN Jesus, six days before the passover, came to Bethany,12 
vhere Lazarus was which had been dead, whom he raised from 
he dead. There they made him a supper; and Martha served: 2 
ut Lazarus was one of them that sat at the table with him. ; 
hen took Mary a pound of ointment of spikenard, very costly, “3 
nd anointed the feet of Jesus, and wiped his feet with : 4 hair; 
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and the house was filled with the odor of the ointment. Then 
saith one of his disciples, Judas Iscariot, Simon’s son, which 
should betray him, Why was not this ointment sold for three 
hundred pence, and given to the poor? This he said, not that he 
cared for the poor ; but because he was a thief, and had the bag, 
and bare what was put therein. Then said Jesus, Let her alone: 
against the day of my burying hath she kept this. For the poor 
always ye have with you; but me ye have not always. 

Mucnu people of the Jews therefore knew that he was there: 
and they came, not for Jesus’sake only, but that they might see 
Lazarus also, whom he had raised from the dead. But the chief 
priests consulted that they might put Lazarus also to death: be- 
éause that. by reason of him many of the Jews went away, and 
believed on Jesus. 

ON the next day, much people that were come to the feast, 12 
when they heard that Jesus was coming to Jerusalem, ' took 13 
branches of palm-trees, and went forth to meet him, and cried, 
‘Hosanna! Blessed is the King of Israel that cometh in the 
name of the LORD! And Jesus,when he had found a young 14 
ass, sat thereon; as it is written, 

Fear not, daughter of Sion ; 15 

Behold, thy King cometh, 

Sitting on an ass’s colt. ~ + 
These things understood not his disciples at the first: but when 16 . 
Jesus was glorified, then remembered they that these things were 
written of him, and that they had done these things unto him. 
The people therefore that was with him when he called Laza- 17 
rus out of his grave, and raised him from the dead, bare record. 
For this cause the people also met him, for that they heard that 18 
he had done this miracle. The Pharisees therefore said among 19 
themselves, Perceive ye how ye prevail nothing? behold, the 
world is gone after him. 

AND there were certain Greeks among them, that came up 20 
to worship at the feast. The same came therefore to Philip, 21 
which was of Bethsaida of Galilee, and desired him, saying, Sir, 
we would see Jesus. Philip cometh and telleth Andrew: and 22 
again, Andrew and Philip tell Jesus. And Jesus answered them, 23 
saying, The hour is come, that the Son of man should be glori- 
fied. Verily, verily, I say unto you, Except a corn of wheat fall 24 
into the ground and die, it abideth alone: but if it die, it bringeth 
forth much fruit. He that loveth his life shall lose it; and he 25 
that hateth his life in this world, shall keep it unto life eternal. 

If any man serve me, let him follow me; and where I am, 26 
there shall also my servant be: if any man serve me, him will 
my Father honor. Now is my soul troubled; and what shall I 27 
say? Father, save me from this hour: but for this cause came 
I unto this hour. 'Father, glorify thy name: Then came there 28 
a voice from heaven, saying, 

‘I have both glorified it, and will glorify tt again’ 


The people therefore that stood by, and heard it, said that it 29 
hurd j phot said, An angel spake to him. Jesus answered 30. 
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and said, This voice came not because of me, but for your sakes. 
Now is the judgment of this world: now shall the prince of this 31 
world be cast ont. And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will 32 
draw all men unto me. (This he said, signifying what death he 33 
should die.) The people answered him, We have heard out of 34 
the law that Christ abideth for ever: and how sayest thou, The 
Son of man must be lifted up? Who is this Son of man? !Then 35 
Jesus said unto them, Yet a little while is the light with you. 
Walk while ye have the light, lest darkness come upon you: 
for he that walketh in darkness knoweth not whither he goeth. 
While ye have light, believe in the light, that ye may be the 36 
children of light. These things spake Jesus, and departed, and 
did hide himself from them. 

Bur though he had done so many miracles before them, yet 37 
they believed not on him: that the saying of Esaias the prophet 38 
might be fulfilled, which he spake, 

LORD, who hath believed our report ? 

And to whom hath the arm of the LORD been revealed? 

Therefore they could not believe, because that Esaias said again, 39 

He hath blinded their eyes, 40 

And hardened their heart ; 

That they should not see with their eyes, 

Nor understand with their heart, 

And be converted, and I should heal them. 
These things said Esaias, when he saw his glory, and spake of 41 
him. Nevertheless, among the chief rulers also many believed 42 
on him; but because of the Pharisees they did not confess him, 
lest they should be put out of the synagogue: for they loved the 43 
praise of men more than the praise of God. 

Jesus cried, and said, He that believeth on me, believeth not 44 
on me, but on him that sent me: and he that seeth me, seeth 45 
him that sent me. I am come a light into the world, that who- 46 
soever believeth on me should not abide in darkness. And if 47 
any man hear my words, and believe not, I judge him not: for I 
came not to judge the world, but to save the world. He that 48 
rejecteth me, and receiveth not my words, hath one that judgeth 
him: the word that I have spoken, the same shall judge him in 
the last day. For I have not spoken of myself; but the Father 49 
whichsent me, he gave me a commandment, what I should say, 
and what I should speak. And I know that this commandment 50 
is life everlasting: whatsoever I speak therefore, even as the 
Father said unto me, so I speak. 

NOW before the feast of the passover, when Jesus knew thatl3 
his hour was come that he should depart out of this world unto 
the Father, having loved his own which were in the world, he 
loved them unto the end. 

AND supper being ended, (the devil having now put into the 
heart of Judas Iscariot, Simon’s son, to betray him,) Jesus know- 
ing that the Father had given all things into his hands, and that 
he was come from God,'and went to God ; he riseth from supper, 
and laid aside his garments; and took a towel, and girded him- 

self After that, he poureth ae into a bason, and nen to 
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wash the disciples’ feet, and to wipe them with the towel where- 
with he was girded. ‘hen cometh he to Simon Peter: and 
Peter saith unto him, Lord, dost thou wash my feet? Jesus an- 
swered and said unto him, What I do thou knowest not now; 
but thou shalt know hereafier. Peter saith unto him, Thou shalt 
never wash my feet. Jesus answered him, If I wash thee not, 
thou hast no part with me. Simon Peter saith unto him, Lord, 
not my feet only, but also my hands and my head. Jesus saith 1 
to him, He that is washed needeth not save to wash his feet, but 
is clean every whit: and ye are clean, but not all. For he knew 11 
who should betray him: therefore said he, Ye are not all clean. 

So afier he had washed their feet, and had taken bis garments, 12 
and was set down again, he said unto them, Know ye what I 
have done to you? Ye call me Master, and Lord: and ye say 13 
well; for so I am. If I then, your Lord and Master, have 14 
washed your feet; ye also ought to wash one another's feet. For 15 
Ihave given you an example, that ye should do as I have done 

to you. Verily, verily, I say unto you, The servant is not greater 16 
than his lord; neither he that is sent greater than he that sent 
him. 'If ye know these things, happy are ye if ye do them. ‘I 17 
speak not of you all; 1 know whom J Have chosen; but that the 
scripture may be fulfilled, 
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He that eateth bread with me, 
Hath lified up his heel against me, 


Now I tell you before it come, that when it is come to pass, ye 19 
may believe that I am he. Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 20 
that receiveth whomsoever I send, receiveth me; and he that 
receiveth me, receiveth him that sent me. 

Wauen Jesus had thus said, he was troubled in spirit, and tes- 21 
tified, and said, Verily, verily, I say unto you, That one of you * 
shall betray me. Then the disciples looked one on another, 22 
doubting of whom he spake. Now there was leaning on Jesus’ 23 
bosom, one of his disciples, whom Jesus loved. Simon Peter 24 
therefore beckoned to him, that he should ask who it should be 
of whom he spake. He then, lying on Jesus’ breast, saith unto 25 
him, Lord, who is it? Jesus answered, He it is to whom I shall 26 
give a sop, when I have dipped zf. And when he had dipped 
the scp, he gave z# to Judas Iscariot, the son of Simon. And 27 
after the sop Satan entered into him. Then said Jesus unto | 
him, That thou doest, do quickly. Now no man at the table 28 
knew for what intent he spake this unto him. For some of them 29 
thought, because Judas had the bag, that Jesus had said unto 
him, Buy those things that we have need of against the feast; or, 
that’ he should give something to the poor. He then, having 30 
received the sop, went immediately out: and it was night. 

THEREFORE, When he was gone out, Jesus said, Now is the 31 
Son of man glorified, and God .is glorified in him, If God be 32 
glorified in him, God shall also glorify him in himself, and shall 
straightway glorify him. Little children, yet a little while Iam 33 
with you. Ye shall seek me; and, as I said unto the Jews, _ 
Whither if ye cannot come; so now] say to you. Anew 34 
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commandment I give unto you, That ye love one another; as I 
have loved you, that ye also love one another. By this shall 35 
all men know that ye are my disciples, if ye have love one to 
another. Simon Peter said unto him, Lord, whither goest thou? 36 
Jesus answered him, Whither I go, thou canst not follow me 
now; but thou shalt follow me afterward. Peter'said unto him, 37 
Lord, why cannot I follow thee now? I will lay down my life 
for thy sake. Jesus answered him, Wilt thou lay down thy life 38 
for my sake? Verily, verily, I say unto thee, The cock shall not 
crow, till thou hast denied me thrice. 

Let not your heart be troubled: ye believe in God, believeL@ 
also in me. In my Father’s house are many mansions: if tt were 
not so, I would have told you. JI go to prepare a place for you. 
And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come again and 
receive you unto myself; that where I am, there ye may be also. 
1And whither I go ye know, and the way ye know. 'Thomas 
saith unto him, Lord, we know not whither thou goest; and 
how can we know the way? Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, 
and the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the Father, but 
by me. Ifye had known me, ye should have known my Father 
lai and from henceforth ye know him, and have seen him. 
‘Philip saith unto him, Lord, show us the Father, and it sufficeth 
us. Jesus saith unto him, Have I been so long time with you, 
and yet hast thou not known me, Philip? he that hath seen me, 
hath seen the Father; and how sayest thou then, Show us the 
Father? Believest thou not that I am in the Father, and the 10 
Father in me? the words that I speak unto you, I speak not of 
myself; but the Father, that dwelleth in me, he doeth the works. 
Believe me that I am in the Father, and the Father in me: or 11 
else believe me for the very works’ sake. Verily, verily, I say 12 
unto you, He that believeth on me, the works that I do shall he 
do also; and greater works than these shall he do; because I go 
unto my Father. And whatsoever Og shall ask in my name, 13 
that will I do, that the Father may be glorified in the Son. If 14 
‘ye shall ask any thing in my name, I will do 7. If ye love me, 15 
keg my commandments: and I will pray the Father, and,he 16 
shall give you another Comforter, that he may abide with you 
for ever; 'even the Spirit of truth; whom the world cannot re- 17 
ceive, because it seeth him not, neither knoweth him: but ye 
know him; for he dwelleth with you, and shall be inyou. J 18 
will not leave you comfortless: I will come to you. Yeta little 19 
while, and the world seeth me no more, but ye see me: because 
I live, ye shall live also. At that day ye shall know that I am 20 
in my Father, and ye in me, and Tin you. He that hath my com- 21 
mandments, and keepeth them, he it is that loveth me: and he 
that loveth me, shall be loved of my Father, and I will love him, 
‘and will manifest myself to him. Judas saith unto him, (not 22 
Jscariot,) Lord. how is it that thou wilt manifest thyself unte us, 
‘and not unto the world? Jesus answered and said unto him, If 23° 
‘a man love me, he will keep my words: and my Father will 
love him, and we will come unto him, and make our a with 
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him. He that loveth me not, keepeth not my sayings: and the 24 
word which ye hear is not mine, but the Father’s which sent me. 
These things have I spoken unto you, being yet present with 25 

ou. But the Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, whom the 26. 
Panes will send in my name, he shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remembrance, whatsoever I have said 
unto you. “Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto you: 27 
not as the world giveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid. Ye have heard how I said 28 
unto you, I go away, and come again unto you. If ye loved me 

e would rejoice, because I said, I go unto the Father: for my 
Pouce is greater than I. And now I have told you before it 29 
come to pass, that when it is come to pass, ye might believe. 
Hereafter I will not talk much with you: for the prince of this 30 
world cometh, and hath nothing in me. But that the world may 31 
know that I love the Father; and as the Father gave me com- 
mandment, even soI do. Arisq let us.go hence. 

I am the true vine, and my Father is the husbandman. 'EveryL5 
branch in me that beareth not fruit, he taketh away ; and every 
branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth_it, that it may bring forth 
more fruit. Now ye are clean through the word which I have 
spoken unto you. 'Abide in me,andIin you. As the branch 
cannot bear fruit of itself, except it abide in the vine; no more 
can ye, except ye abide in me. I am the vine, ye are the 
branches: he that abideth in me, and I in him, the same bring- 
eth forth much fruit: for without me ye can do nothing. Ifa 
man abide not in me, he is cast forth as a branch, and is with- 
ered; and men gather them, and cast them into the fire, and 
they are burned. If ye abide in me, and my words abide in you, 
ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall be done unto you. Herein 
is my Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit; so shall ye be 
my disciples. 

As the Father hath loved me, so have I loved you: continue 9 
ye in my love. If ye keep my commandments, ye shall abide 10 
in my love; even as I have kept my Father’s commandments, 
and abide in his love. These things have I spoken unto you, 11 
that my joy might remain in you, and that your joy might be 
full. This is my commandment, That’ ye love one another, asI 12 
have loved you. Greater love hath no man than this, thata man 13 
lay down his life for his friends. Ye are my friends, if ye do 14 
whatsoever I command you. Henceforth I call you not ser- 15 
vants; for the servant knoweth not what his lord doeth: but I 
have called you friends; for all things that I have heard of my 
Father, I have made known unto you. Ye have not chosen me, 16 
but I have chosen you, and ordained you, that ye should go and 
bring forth fruit, and that your fruit should remain: that whatso- 
ever ye shall ask of the Father in my name, he may give it you. 
!These things I command you, That ye love one another. 'If the 1% 
world hate you, ye know that it hated me before it hated you. - 
If ye were of the world, the world would love his own; but 19 
because aa iy not of the world, but I have chosen you out of 
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the world, therefore the world hateth you. Remember the 20 
word that I said unto you, The servant is not greater than his 
lord. If they have persecuted me, they will also persecute you: 
if they have kept my saying, they will keep your’s also. But all 21 
these things will they do unto you for my name’s sake, because 
they know not him thatsent me. If! had not come and spoken 22 
unto them, they had not had sin: but now they have no cloak 
for their sin. 'He that hateth me, hateth my Father also. 'IfI 23 
had noi done among them the works which none other man did, 
they had not had sin: but now have they both seen and hated 
both me and my Father. But this cometh to pass, that the word 25 
might be fulfilled that is written in their law, 

They hated me without a cause. 
But when the Comforter is come, whom I will send unto you 26 
from the Father, even the Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from 
the Father, he shall testify of me. And ye also shall bear wit- 27 
ness, because ye have been with me from the beginning. TheseL6 
things have 1 spoken unto you, that ye should not be offended. 
They shall put yon out of the synagogues: yea, the time cometh, 2 
that whosoever killeth you, will think that he doeth God service. 
And these things will they do unto you, because they have not 
known the Father, nor me. But these things have I told you, 4 
that when the time shall come, ye may remember that I told 
you of them. And these things I said not unto you at the be- 
ginning, because I was with you. 

Bur now | go my way to him that sent me, and none of you 
asketh me, Whither goest thou? But because I have said these 
things unto you, sorrow hath filled your heart. Nevertheless, I 
tell you the truth: It is expedient for you that I go away: for if 
I go not away, the Comforter will not come unto you; but if I 
depart, { will send him unto you. And when he is come, he 8 
will reprove the world of sin, and of righteousness, and of judg- 
ment: 'of sin, because they believe not on me; ‘of righteousness, 9 
because I go to my Father, and ye see me no more; of judgment, 11 
because the prince of this world is judged. I have yet many 12 
things to say unto you, but ye cannot bear them now. Howbeit, 13 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide you into all 
truth: for he shall not speak of himself; but whatsoever he 
shall hear, that shall he speak: and he will show you-things to 
comé. He shall glorify me: for he shall receive of mine, and 14 
shall show if unto you. All things that the Father hath are 15 
mine: therefore said I, That he shall take of mine, and shall 
show it unto you. A little while, and ye shall not see me: and 16 
again, a little while, and ye shall see me, because I go to the 
Father. Then said some of his disciples among themselves, 17 
What is this that he saith unto us, A little while, and ye shall 
not see me: and again, a little while, and ye shall see me: and, 
Because I go to the F ather? They said therefore, What is this 18 
that he saith, A little while? we cannot tell what he saith. Now 19 . 
Jesus knew that they were desirous to ask him, and said unto 
them, Do ye inquire among yourselves of that I ont little 
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while, and ye shall not see me: and again, a little while, and ye 
shall see me? Verily, verily, I say unto you, That ye shall weep 20 
and lament, but the world shall rejoice: and ye shall be sor- 
rowful, but your sorrow shall be turned into joy. A woman 31 
when she isin travail hath sorrow, because her hour is come: 
but as soon as she is delivered of the child, she remembereth no 
more the anguish, for joy that a man is born into the world. And 22 
ye now therefore have sorrow: but I will see you again, and 
yout heart shall rejoice, and your joy no man taketh from you. 
And in that day ye shall ask me nothing. Verily, verily, I say 23 
unto you, Whatsoever, ye shall ask the Father in my name, he 
will give it you. Hitherto have ye asked nothing in my name: 24 
ask, and ye shall receive, that your joy may be full. These 25 
things have I spoken unto you in proverbs: but the time cometh 
when I shall no more speak unto you in proverbs, but I shall 
show you plainly of the Father. At that day ye shall ask in 26 
my name: and I say not unto you, that I will pray the Father 
for you: for the Father himself lgveth you, because ye have 27 
loved me, and have believed that I came out from God. I came 28 
forth from the Father, and am come into the world: again, I 
leave the world, and go to the Father. .His disciples said unto 29 
him, Lo, now speakest thou plainly, and speakest no proverb. 
Now are we sure that thou knowest all things, and needest not 30 
that any man should ask thee: by this we believe that thou 
camest forth from God. Jesus answered them, Do ye now be- 3ft 
lieve? Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is now come, that ye shall 32 
be scattered every man to his own, and shall leave me alone: 
and yet I am not alone, because the Father is with me. These 33 
things I have spoken unto you, that in me ye might have peace. 

In the world ye shall have tribulation, but be of good cheer: I 
have overcome the world. 

Turse words spake Jesus, and lifted up his eyes to heaven, 17 
and said, Father, the hour is come; glorify thy Son, that thy 
Son also may glorify thee: as thou hast given him power over 
all flesh, that he should give eternal life to as many as thou hast 
given him. And this is life eternal, that they might know thee, 
the only true God, and Jesus Christ whom thou hast sent. I have 
glorified thee on the earth: I have finished the work which thou 
gavest me to do. And now, O Father, glorify thou me with 
thine own self, with the glory which I had with thee before the 
world was. I have manifested thy name unto the men which 
thou gavest me out of the world: thine they were, and thou 
gavest them me; and they have kept thy word. Now they 
have known that all things whatsoever thou hast given me are 
of thee: for I have given unto them the words which thou 
gavest me; and they have received them, and have known 
surely that I came out from thee, and they have believed that 
thou didst send me. I pray for them: I pray not for the world, 9 
but for them which thou hast given me; for they are thine. And 10 
all mine are thine, and thine are mine; and I am glorified in 
them. 95 now Tam no more in the world, but these are in 1t 
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the world, and I come to thee. Holy Father, keep through thine 
own name those whom thou hast given me, that the may be 
one, as we are. While I was with them in the wor d, I kept 12 
them in thy name: those that thou gayest me I have kept, and 
none of them is lost, but the son of perdition ; that the scripture 
might be fulfilled. And now come I to thee, and these things I 12 
speak in the world, that they might have my joy fulfilled in 
themselves. I have given them thy word; and the world hath 14 
hated them, because they are not of the world, even as I am not 
of the world. I pray not that thou shouklest take them out of 15 
the world, but that thou shouldest keep them from the evil. 
They are not of the world, even as I am not of the world. 16 
'Sancufy them through thy truth: thy word is truth. 'As thou 17 
hast sent me into the world, even so have I also sent.them into 
the world. And for their sakes I sanctify myself, that they also 19 
might be sanctified through the truth. Neither pray I for these 20 
alone ; but for them also which shall believe on me through their 
word : that they all may be one; as thou, Father, art in me, and 21 
Jin thee, that they also may be one in us: that the world may 
believe that thou hast sent me. And the glory which thou 22 
gavest me, I have given them; that they may be one, even as 
we are one; (I in them, and thou in me,) that they may be made 23 
perfect in one; and that the world may know that thou hast sent 
me, and hast loved them as thou hast loved me._ Father, I will 24 
that they also whom thou hast given me be with me where I 
am; that they may behold my glory which thou hast given me; 
for thou lovedst me before the foundation of the world. O 25 
righteous Father, the world hath not known thee: but I have 
known thee, and these have known that thou hast sent me. 
And I have declared unto them thy name, and will declare i: 26 
that the love wherewith thou hast loved me, may be in them, 
and I in them. igs 
WHEN Jesus had spoken these words, he went forth with hisL8 
disciples over the brook Cedron, where was a garden, into the 
which he entered, and his disciples. And Judas also, which be- 
trayed him, knew the place: for Jesus oft-times resorted thither 
with his disciples. Judas then, having received a band of men 
and officers from the chief priests and Pharisees, cometh thither 
with lanterns, and torches, and weapons. Jesus therefore, know- 
ing all things that should come upon him, went forth, and said 
unto them, Whom seek ye? They answered him, Jesus of Naza- 
reth. Jesus saith unto them,I am he. And Judas also, which 
betrayed him, stood with them. As soon then as he had said 
unto, them, I am he, they went backward, and fell to the ground. 
Then asked he them again, Whom seek ye? And they said, 
Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus answered, I have told you that I am 
he. If therefore ye seek me, let these go their way: '(that the 
saying might be fulfilled which he spake, Of them which thou 
gavest me, have I lost none.) Then Simon Peter, having a 10 - 
sword, drew it, and smote the high priest’s servant, and cut off 
his right ear. ‘The servant's name was Malchus. eae said 1] 
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Jesus unto Peter, Put up thy sword into the sheath: the cup 
which my Father hath given me, shall I not drink it ? 

 epEEN the band, and the captain, and officers of the Jews, 12 
took Jesus and bound him, 'and led him away to Annas first, 13 
(for he was father-in-law to Caiaphas, which was the high priest 
that same year.) Now Caiaphas was he which gave counsel to 14 { 
the Jews, that it was expedient that one man should die for the 
people. And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and so did another 15 
disciple. That disciple was known unto the high priest, and 
went in with Jesus into the palace of the high priest. But Peter 16 
stood at the door without. Then went out that other disciple 
which was known unto the high priest, and spake unto her that 
kept the door, and brought in Peter. Then saith the damsel 17 
that kept the door unto Petér, Art not thou also one of this man’s 
disciples? He saith, I am not. 'And the servants and officers 18 
stood there, who had made a fire of coals: (for it was cold :) and 
they warmed themselves: and Peter stood with them, and 
warmed himself. The high priest then asked Jesus of his dis- 19 
ciples, and of his doctrine. Jesus answered him, I spake openly 20 
to the world; I ever taught in the synagogue, and in the temple, 
whither the Jews always resort; and in secret have I said 
nothing. ' Why askest thou me? Ask them which heard me, 21 
what I have said unto them: behold, they know what I said. 
And when he had thus spoken, one of the officers which stood 22 
by, struck Jesus with the palm of his hand, saying, Answerest 
thou the high priest so? Jesus answered him, If I have spoken 23 
evil, bear witness of the evil: but if well, why smitest thou 
me? (Now Annas had sent him bound unto Caiaphas the high 24 
priest.) 'And Simon Peter stood and warmed himself. They 25 
said therefore unto him, Art not thon also one of his disciples? 
He denied 7/, and-said, Iam not. 'One of the servants of the 26 
high priest (being his kinsman whose ear Peter cut off) saith, 
Did not I see thee in the garden with him? Peter then denied 27 
again: and immediately the cock crew. 

THEN led they Jesus ftom Caiaphas unto the hall of judg- 28 
ment: and it was early ; and they themselves went not into the 
judgment-hall, lest they should be defiled; but that they might 
eat the passover. Pilate then went out unto them, and said, 29 
What accusation bring ye against this man? They answered 30 
and said unto him, If he were not a malefactor, we would not. 
have delivered him up unto thee. Then said Pilate unto them, 31 
Take ye him, and judge him according to your law. The Jews 
therefore said unto him, It is not lawful for us to put any man to 
death: that the saying of Jesus might be fulfilled, which he 32 
spake, signifying what death he should die. Then Pilate en- 33 
tered into the judgment-hall again, and ealled Jesus, and said 
unto him, Art thou the King of the Jews? Jesus answered him, 34 
Sayest thou this thing of thyself, or did others tell it thee of me? 
‘Pilate answered, Am I a Jew? Thine own nation, and the 35 
chief priests, have delivered thee unto me. What hast thou 
done? si answered, My kingdom is not of this world: if my 3¢ 
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kingdom were of this world, then would my servants fight, that 
[ should not be delivered to the Jews: but now is my kingdom 
not from hence. Pilate therefore said unto him, Art thou a king 37 
then? Jesus answered, Thou sayest that] amaking. To this 
end was I born, and for this cause came I into the world, that I 
should bear witness unto the truth. Every one that is of the 
truth, heareth my voice. Pilate saith unto him, What is truth? 38 
And when he had said this, he went out again unto the Jews, 
and saith unto them, I find in him no fault at ail. But ye have 39 
a custom that I should release unto you one at the passover: will 
ye, therefore, that I release unte you the King of the Jews? 
Then cried they all again, saying, Not this man, but Barabbas. 40 
Now Barabbas was a robber. ’Then Pilate therefore took Jesus,19 
and scourged him. And the soldiers platted a crown of thorns, 2 
and put it on his head, and they put on him a purple robe,'and 3 
said, Hail, King of the Jews! and they smote him with their 
hands. Pilate therefore went forth again, and saith unto them, 4 
Behold, I bring him forth to you, that ye may know that I find 
no fault in him. (Then came Jesus forth, wearing the crown of 5 
thorns, and the purple robe.) And Pilate saith unto them, Be- 
hold the man! When the chief priests therefore and officers 6 
saw him, they cried out, saying, Crucify him! crucify him! 
Pilate saith unto them, Take ye him, and crucify him: for I find 
no fault in him. The Jews answered him, We have a law, and 
by our law he ought to die, because he made himself the Son of 
God. When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he was the 8 
more afraid; and went again into the judgment-hall, and saith 9 
unto Jesus, Whence art thou? But Jesus gave him no answer. 
Then saith Pilate unto him, Speakest thou not unto me? knowest 10 
thou uot, that I have power to crucify thee, and have power to 
release thee? Jesus answered, Thou couldest have no power at 11 
all against me, except it were given thee from above: therefore 
he that delivered me unto thee hath the greater sin. And from 12 
thenceforth Pilate sought to release him: but the Jews cried out, 
saying, If thou let this man go, thou art not Cesar’s friend. 
Whosoever maketh himself a king, speaketh against Cesar. 
When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he brought Jesus forth, 13 
and sat down in the judgment-seat, in a place that is called the 
Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And it was the 14 
preparation of the passover, and about the sixth hour: and he 
caith unto the Jews, Behold your King! But they cried out, 15 
Away with him! away with him! crucify him! Pilate saith 
unto them, Shall I crucify your King? The chief priests an- 
swered, We have no king but Cesar. Then delivered he him 16 
therefore unto them to be crucified. And they took Jesus, and 
led him away. : . 
AND he bearing his cross went forth into a place called the 17 

Jace of a scull, which is called in the Hebrew, Golgotha: where 18 
they crucified him, and two other with him, on either side one, 
and Jesus in the midst. And Pilate wrote a title, and put zt on 19 
the cross. And the writing was, ao OF NAZARETH, ae KING | 


From Christ's crucifixion JOHN. PART VIE. 








OF THE JEWS.’ This title then read many of the Jews: for the 20 
place where Jesus was crucified was nigh to the city: and it 
was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. Then said the 21 
chief priests of the Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King of the 
Jews ; but that he said, I am King of the Jews. Pilate answered, 22 
What I haye written, I have written. Then the soldiers, when 23 
they had crucified Jesus, took his garments, and made four parts, 
to every soldier a part: and also his coat: now the coat was 
without seam, woven from the top throughout. yey said 24 
therefore among themselves, Lét us net rend it, but cast lots for 
it, whose it shall be: that the scripture might be fulfilled, which 
saith, / 

They parted my raiment among them, 

And for my vesture they did cast lots. 
These things therefore the soldiers did. Now there stood by the 25 
cross of Jesus, his mother, and his mother’s sister, Mary the wife 
of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When Jesus therefore saw 26 
his mother, and the disciple standing by whom he loved, he 
saith unto his mother, Woman, kehold thy son! Then saith he 27 
to the disciple, Behold thy mother! And from that hour that dis- 
ciple took her unto his own home. Afier this, Jesus knowing 28 
that all things were now accomplished, that the scripture might 
be fulfilled, saith, «I thirst.” Now there was set a vessel full 29 
of vinegar : and they filled a sponge with vinegar, and put it upon 
hyssop, and put 7¢ to his mouth. 

WHEN Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, he said, It 30 
is finished! and he bowed his head, and gave up the ghost. The 31 
Jews therefore, because it was the preparation, that the bodies 
should not remain upon the cross on the sabbath-day, (for that 
sabbath-day was a high day,) besought Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they-might be taken away. Then 32 
came the soldiers, and brake the legs of the first, and of the 
other which was crucified with him. But when they came to 33 
Jesus, and saw that he was dead already, they brake not his 
legs. But one of the soldiers with a spear pierced his side, and 34 
forthwith came thereout blood and water. And he that saw u, 35 
bare record, and his record is true: and he knoweth that he 
saith true, that ye might believe. For these things were done, 36 
that the scriptures should be fulfilled, 


A bone of him shall not be broken. 
And again another scripture saith, 37 
They shall look on him whom they pierced. 

AND after this, Joseph of Arimathea (being a disciple of Jesus, 38 
but secretly for fear of the Jews) besought Pilate, that he might 
take away the body of Jesus. And Pilate gave him leave. He 
came therefore, and took the body of Jesus. And there came 39 
also Nicodemus (which at the first came to Jesus by night) and 
brought a mixture of myrrh and aloes, about a hundred pounds 
ne Then took they the body of Jesus, and wound itin linen 40 
clo 


es “an the spices, as the manner of the Jews is to bury. 
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Now in the place where he was crucified, there was a garden; 41 
and in the garden a new sepulchre, wherein was never man yet 
laid. There laid they Jesus therefore, because of the Jews’ 42 
preparation-day ; for the sepulchre was nigh at hand. 

THE first day of the week cometh Mary Magdalene early,20 
when it was yet dark, unto the sepulchre, and seeth the stone 
taken away from the sepulchre. Then she runneth, and cometh 2 
to Simon Peter, and to the other disciple, whom Jesus loved, 
and saith unto them, They have taken away the Lord out of the 
sepulchre, and we know not where they have laid him. Peter 
therefore went forth, and that other disciple, and came to the 
sepulchre. So they ran both together: and the other disciple 
did outrun Peter, and came first to the sepulchre. And he 
stooping down, and looking in, saw the linen clothes lying; yet 
went he not in. Then cometh Simon Peter follov ing him, and 
went into the sepulchre, and seeth the linen clothes lie ; and the 
napkin that was about his head, not lying with the linen clothes, 
but wrapped together in a place by itself, Then went in also 
that other disciple which came first to the sepulehre, and he saw, 
and believed. For as yet they knew not the scripture, that he 9 
must rise again from the dead. Then the disciples went away 10 
again unto their own home. 

But Mary stood without at the sepulchre, weeping; and as she 11 
wept she stooped down and looked into the sepulchre, and seeth 12 
¢wo angels in white, sitting, the one at the head, and the other 
at the feet, where the body of Jesus had lain. And they say 13 
unto her, Woman, why weepest thou? She saith unto them, Be- 
eause they have taken away my Lord, and I know not where 
they have laid him. And when she had thus said, she turned 14 
herself back, and saw Jesus standing, and knew not that it was 
Jesus. Jesus saith unto her, Woman, why weepest thou? whom 15 
seekest thou? She, supposing him to be the gardener, saith unto 
him, Sir, if thou have borne him hence, tell me where thou hast 
laid him, and I will take him away. Jesus saith unto her, Mary! 16 
She turned herself, and saith unto him, Rabboni! which is to 
say, Master. Jesus saith unto her, Touch me not: for lam not 17 
yet ascended to my Father: but go to my brethren, and say unto 
them, I ascend unio my Father and your Father, and to my God 
and your God. Mary Magdalene came and told the disciples 18 
that she had seen the Lord, and that he had spoken these things 

nto her. 
b THEN the same day at evening, being the first day of the 19 
week, when the doors were shut where the disciples were as- 
sembled for fear of the Jews, came Jesus and stood in the midst, 
and saith unto them, Peace be unto you. And when he had so 20 
said, he showed unto them his hands and his side. Then were 
the disciples glad when they saw the Lord. Then said Jesus 21 
to them again, Peace be unto you: as my, Father hath sent me, 
even so send J you. And when he had said this, he breathed on 22 
them, and saith unto them, Receive ye the Holy oe A Nis: 23 
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soever sins ye remit, they are remitted unto them; and whose 
soever sins ye retain, they are retained. : 

But Thomas, one of the twelve, called Didymus, was not with 24 
them when Jesus came. The other disciples therefore said unto 2% 
him, We have seen the Lord. But he said unto them, Except I 
shall see in his hands the print of the nails, and put my finger 
into the print of the nails, and thrust my hand into his side, I 
will not believe. And afier eight days again his disciples were 26 
within, and Thomas with them: then came Jesus, the doors 
being shut, and stood in the midst, and said, Peace be unto you. 
Then saith he to Thomas, Reach hither thy finger, and behold 27 
my hands; and reach hither thy hand, and thrust it into my 
side ; and be not faithless, but believing. And Thomas answered 28 
and said unto him, My Lord and my God. Jesus saith unto him, 29 
Thomas, because thou hast seen me thou hast believed : blessed 
are they that have not seen, and yet have believed. ‘ 

AND many other signs truly did Jesus in the presence of his 3 
disciples, which are not written in this book. But these are 31 
written, that ye might believe that Jesus is the Christ, the Son 
of God ; and that believing ye might have life through his name. 

Arrer these things Jesus showed himself again to the disci-2L 
ples at the sea of Tiberias: and on this wise showed he himself. 
‘There were together Simon Peter, and Thomas called Didymus, 2 
and Nathanaet of Cana in Galilee, and the sons of Zebedee, and 
two other of his disciples. Simon Peter saith unto them, I goa 3 
fishing. ‘They say unto him, We also go with thee. They went 
forth, and entered into a ship immediately; and that night they 
caught nothing. But when the morning was now come, Jesus 
stood cn the shore; but the disciples knew not that it was Jesus. 
"Then Jesus saith unto them, Children, have ye any meat? They 
answered him, No. And he said unto them, Cast the net on the 
right side of the ship, and ye shall find. They cast therefore, 
and now they were not able to draw it for the multitude of fishes. 
Therefore that disciple whom Jesus loved, saith unto Peter, It 7 
is the Lord. Now when Simon Peter heard that it was the 
Lord, he girt his fisher’s coat unto him, for he was naked, and 
did cast himself into the sea. And the other disciples came ina 8 
little ship (for they were not far from land, but as it were two 
hundred cubits) dragging the net with fishes. As soon then as 9 
they were come to land, they saw a fire of coals there, and 
fish laid thereon, and bread. Jesus saith unto them, Bring of 10 
the fish which ye have now caught. Simon Peter went up, and 11 
drew the net to land full of great fishes, a hundred and fifty and 
three: and for all there were so many, yet was not the net 
brokers ' Jesus saith unto them, Come and dine. And none of 12 
the diseiples durst ask him, Who art thou ? knowing that it was 
the Lord. Jesus then cometh, and taketh bread, and giveth 13 
them, and fish likewise. This is now the third time that Jesus 14 
Pes himself to his disciples, after that he was risen from the 

ead. 


So whe ‘imal had dined, Jesus saith to Simon Peter, Simon, 15 
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son of Jonas, lovest thou me more than these? He saith unto 
him, Yea, Lord: thou knowest that I love thee. He saith unto 
him, Feed my lambs. He saith to him again the second time, 16 
Simon, sen of Jonas, lovest thou me? He saith unto him, Yea, 
Lord; thou knowest that I love thee. He saith unto him, Feed 
my sheep. He saith unto him the third time, Simon, son of 17 
Jonas, lovest thou me? Peter was grieved because he said unto 
him the third time, Lovest thou me? And he said unto him, 
Lord, thou knowest all things; thou knowest that I love thee. 
Jesus saith unto him, Feed my sheep. '! Verily, verily, I say 18 
unto thee, When thou wast young, thou girdedst thyself, and 
walkedst whither thou wouldest: but when thou shalt be old, 
thou shalt stretch forth thy hands, and another shall gird thee, 
and carry thee whither thou wouldest not. This spake he, signi- 19 
fying by what death he should glorify God. And when he had 
spoken this, he saith unto him, Follow me. Then Peter, turning 20 
about, seeth the disciple whom Jesus loved, following ; (which 
also leaned on his breast at supper, and said, Lord, which is he 
that betrayeth thee?) Peter seeing him, saith to Jesus, Lord, 21 
and what shall this man do? Jesus saith unto him, If I will that 22 
he tarry till I come, what zs iat to thee? Follow thou me. 
Then went this saying abroad among the brethren, that that dis- 23 
ciple should not die: yet Jesus said not unto him, He shall not 
die; but, If I will that he tarry till I come, what zs that to thee ? 
Pars is the disciple which testifieth of these things, and wrote 24. 
these things: and we know that his testimony is true. And 25 
there are also many other things which Jesus did, the which, if 
they should be written every one, I suppose that even the world 
itself could not contain the books that should be written. Amen. 








THE ACTS OF THE APOSTLES. 





THE former treatise have I made, O Theophilus, of all that 
Jesus began both to do and teach, until the day in which he was 
taken up, after that he through the Holy Ghost had given com- 
mandments unto the Apostles whom he had chosen: to whom 3 
also he showed himself alive after his passion, by man infallible 
proofs, being seen of them forty days, and speaking of the things 
pertaining to the kingdom of God: and being assembled together 4 
with them, commanded them that they should not depart from 
Jerusalem, but wait for the promise of the Father, ¢ which,’ saith 
he, ‘ye have heard of me: for John truly baptized with water; 5 
but ye shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence. When they therefore were come together, they asked 6 
of him, saying, Lord, wilt thou at this time restore again the 
kingdom to Israel? And he said unto them, It is not for you to 
know the times or the seasons i the Father hath cS in his: 
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own power. But ye shall receive power, afier that the Holy 8 
Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me, 
both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth. And when he had spoken these 9 
things, while they beheld, he was taken up; and a cloud re-__ 
eeived him out of their sight. And while they looked stedfastly 10 
toward heaven as he went up, behold, two men stood by them 

in white apparel ; which also said, Ye men of Galilee, why stand 11 
ye gazing up into heaven? this same Jesus, which is taken up 
trom you into heaven, shall so come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven. 

TueEn returned they unto Jerusalem, from the mount called 12 
Olivet, which is from Jerusalem a sabbath-day’s journey. And 13 
when they were come in, they went up into an upper room, 
where abode both Peter, and James, and John, and Andrew, 
Philip, and Thomas, Bartholomew, and Matthew, James the son 
of Alpheus, and Simon Zelotes, and Judas the brother of James. 
These all continued with one accord in prayer and supplication, 14 
with the women, and Mary the*mother of Jesus, and with his 
brethren. And in those days Peter stood up in the midst of the 15 
disciples, and said, (the number of the names together were 
about a hundred and twenty,) ‘Men and brethren, this scripture 16 
‘must needs have been fulfilled, which the Holy Ghost by the 
‘mouth of David spake before concerning Judas, which was 
‘guide to them that took Jesus. For he was numbered with us, 17 
‘and-had obtained part of this ministry.—(Now this man pur- 18 
chased a field with the reward of iniquity ; and falling headlong, 
he burst asunder in the midst, and all his bowels gushed out: 
and it was known unto all the dwellers at Jerusalem; insomuch 19 
as that field is called in their proper tongue, Aceldama, that is 
to say, The field of blood.)-—‘For it is written in the book of 20 
Psalms, 


Let his habitation be desolate, 
And let no man dwell therein; 


and, 
His bishopric let another take. 


‘Wherefore of these men which have companied with us, all the 21 
‘time that the Lord Jesus went in and out among us, beginning 22 
‘from the baptism of John, unto that same day that he was taken 
‘up from us, must one be ordained to be a witness with us of 
‘his resurrection.’ And they appointed two, Joseph called Bar- 23 
sabas, who was surnamed Justus, and Matthias. And they 24 
prayed, and said, Thou, Lord, which knowest the hearts of all 
men, show whether of these two thou hast chosen, 'that he may 25 
take part of this ministry and Apostleship, from which Judas by 
transgression fell, that he might go to his own place. And they 26 
gave forth their lots ; and the lot fell upon Matthias ; and he was 
numbered with the eleven Apostles. 

AND when the day of Pentecost was fully come, they were 2 
all with one accord in one place. -And suddenly there came a 2 
sound pois, bene as of a rushing mighty wind, and it filled 
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all the house where they were sitting. And there appeared 
unto them cloven tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon each of 
them, 'and they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began 
to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance. 
And there were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, devout men, out 
of every nation under heaven. Now when this was noised 
abroad, the multitude came together, and were confounded, be- 
cause that every man heard them speak in his own language. 
And they were all amazed, and marvelled, saying one to another, 
Behold, are not all these which speak, Galileans? And how hear 
we every man in our own tongue, wherein we were born?— 
Parthians, and Medes, and Elamites, and the dwellers in Meso- 

tamia, and in Judea, and Cappadocia, in Pontus, and Asia, 
' Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in Egypt, and in the parts of Libya 
about Cyrene, and strangers of Rome, Jews and proselytes, 
tCretes and Arabians,—we do hear them speak in our tongues 
the wonderful works of God. And they were all amazed, and 
were in doubt, saying one to another, What meaneth this? Others, 
mocking, said, These men are full of new wine. 

Byr Peter, standing up with the eleven, lifted up his voice, 
and said unto them, Ye men of Judea, and all ye that dwell at 
Jerusalem, be this known unto you, and hearken to my words: 
for these are not drunken, as ye suppose, seeing it is but the third 
hour of the day. But this is that which was spoken by the 
prophet Joel, 

And it shall come to pass in the last days, saith God, 
I will pour out my Spirit upon all flesh : 
And your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, 
And your young men shall see visions, 
And your old men shall dream dreams : 
‘And on my servants, and on my handmaidens, 
I will pour out in those days of my Spirit; 
And they shall prophesy : 
And I will show wonders in heaven above, 
And signs in the earth beneath ; 
Blood, and fire, and vapor of smoke, 
The sun shall be turned into darkness, 


And the moon into blood, 
Before that great and notable day of the Lord coms. 


And it shall come to pass, 
That whosoever shall call on the name of the Lord 


Shall be saved. 
Ye men of Israel, hear these words; Jesus of Nazareth, a man 
approved of God among you by miracles, and wonders, and 
signs, (which God did by him in the midst of you, as ye your- 
selves also know.) him, being delivered by the determinate 
counsel and foreknowledge of God, ye have taken, and by 
wicked hands have crucified and slain: whom God hath raised 
up, having loosed the pains of death; because it was not possible 
that he should be holden of it. For David speaketh concerning him, 


J foresaw the Lord always before my face; 

For he is on my right hand. that I should not be moved : 
Therefore did my heart rejoice, and my tongue was glad ; 
Moreover also, my flesh shall rest in hope : 

Because thou wilt not leave my soul in bell, 

Neither wilt thou suffer thy Holy One to see corruption 
Thou hast made known to me the ways of life ; 

‘Thou shalt make me full of joy with thy countenance. 151 
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Men and brethren, let me freely speak unto you of the patriarch 29 
David, that he is both dead and buried, and his sepulchre is with 
us unto this day. ‘Therefore being a prophet, and knowing that 30 
God had sworn with an oath to him, that of the fruit of his loins, 
according to the flesh, he would raise up Christ to sit on his 
throne ; he, seeing this before, spake of the resurrection of Christ, 31 
that his soul was not left in hell, neither his flesh did see corrup- 
tion. This Jesus hath God raised up, whereof we all are wit- 32 
nesses. Therefore being by the right hand of God exalted, and 33 
having received of the Father the promise of the Holy Ghost, 
he hath shed forth this, which ye now see and hear. For David 34 
is not ascended into the heavens; but he saith himself, 

The LORD said unto my Lord, 

Sit thou on my right hand, 

Until I make thy foes thy footstool. 35 
Therefore let all the house of Israel know assuredly, that God 36 
hath made that same Jesus, whom ye have crucified, both Lord 
and Christ. . 

Now when they heard this, they were pricked in their heart, 37 
and said unto Peter and to the rest of the Apostles, Men and 
brethren, what shall we do? Then Petersaid unto them, Repent, 38 
and be baptized every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ, 
for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost. For the promise is unto you, and to your children, 39 
and to all that are afar off, even as many as the LORD our God 
shall call. And with many other words did he testify and ex- 40 
hort, saying, Save yourselves from this untoward generation. 
Then they that gladly received his word, were baptized: and 41 
the same day there were added unto them about three thousand 
souls. And they continued stedfastly in the Apostles’ doctrine 42 
and fellowship, and in breaking of bread, and in prayers. 

AND fear came upon every soul; and many wonders and 43 
signs were done by the Apostles. And all that believed were 44 
together, and had all things common; and sold their possessions 45 
and goods, and parted them to all men, as every man had need. 
And they, continuing daily with one accord in the temple, and 46 
breaking bread from house to house, did eat their meat with 
gladness and singleness of heart, ' praising God, and having favor 47 
with all the people. And the Lord added to the church. daily 
such as should be saved. 

Now Peter and John went up together into the temple, at the 
hour of prayer, being the ninth hour. Anda certain man lame 
from his mother’s womb was carried, whom they laid daily at 
the gate of the temple which is called Beautiful, to ask alms of 
them that entered into the temple ; who, seeing Peter and John 
about to go into the temple, asked an alms. And Peter, fastening 
his eyes upon him with John, said, Look on us. And he gave 
heed unto them, expecting to receive something of them. Then 
Peter said, Silver and gold have I none ; but such as I have give 
I thee: In the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, rise up and 
walk. a he took him by the right hand, and lifted him up: 7 
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and immediately his feet and ancle-bones received strength. And 8 
he, leaping up, stood, and walked, and entered with them into 
the temple, walking, and leaping, and praising God. And all the 9 
people saw him walking and praising God: and they knew that 10 
it was he which sat for alms at the Beautiful gate of the temple: 
and they were filled with wonder and“amazement at that which 
had happened unto him. 

Anp as the lame man which was healed held Peter and John, 11 
all the people ran together unto them in the porch that is called 
Solomon’s, greatly wondering. And when Peter saw it, he an- 12 
swered unto the people, Ye men of Israel, why marvel ye at 
this? or why look ye so earnestly on us, as though by our own 
power or holiness we had made this man to walk? The God of 13 
Abraham, and of Isaac, and of Jacob, the God of our fathers, 
hath glorified his Son Jesus; whom ye delivered up, and denied 
him in the presence of Pilate, when he was determined to let 
him go. But ye denied the Holy One, and the Just, and desired 14 
a murderer to be granted unto you; and killed the Prince of life, 15 
whom God hath raised from the dead; whereof we are wit- 
nesses. And his name, through faith in his name, hath made 16 
this man strong, whom ye see and know: yea, the faith which 
is by him, hath given him this perfect soundness in the presence 
of you all. And now, brethren, I wot that through ignorance ye 17 
did it, as did also your rulers. But those things which God be- 18 
fore had showed by the mouth of all his prophets, that Christ 
should suffer, he hath so fulfilled. Repent ye therefore, and be 19 
converted, that your sins may be blotted out, when the times of 
refreshing shall come from the presence of the Lord; and he 20 
shall send Jesus Christ, which before was preached unto you: 
whom the heaven must receive, until the times of restitution of 21 
all things, which God hath spoken by the mouth of all his holy 
prophets, since the world began. For Moses truly said unto the 22 
fathers, “A Prophet shall the Lord your God raise 
up unto you, of your brethren, like unto me; him 
shall ye hear in all things, whatsoever he shall 
say unto you. And it shall come to pass, that every 23 
soul which will not hear that Prophet, shall be 
destroyed from among the people.” Yea, and all the 24 
prophets, from Samuel, and those that follow after, as many as 
have spoken, have likewise foretold of these days. Ye are the 25 
children of the prophets, and of the covenant which God made 
with our fathers, saying unto Abraham, “And in thy seed 
shall all the kindreds of the earth be blessed.” 
Unto you first, God, having raised up his Son Jesus, sent him to 26 
bless you, in turning away every ope of you from his iniquities. 

Anp as they spake unto the people, the priests, and the cap- @ 
tain of the temple, and the Sadducees, came upon them,' being 2 
srieved that they taught the people, and preached through Jesus 
“he resurrection from the dead. And they laid hands on them,’ 3 


and put them in hold unto the next day.: for it was now ete: 
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Howbeit, many of them which heard the word, believed; and 4 
the number of the men was about five thousand. 

Anp it came to pass on the morrow, that their rulers, and el- 5 
ders, and scribes, "and Annas the high priest, and Caiaphas, and 6 
John, and Alexander, and as many as were of the kindred of 
the high priest, were gathered together at Jerusalem. And 7 
when they had set them in the midst, they asked, By what power, 
or by what name, have ye done this? Then Peter, filled with the 8 
Holy Ghost, said unto them, Ye rulers of the people, and elders 
of Israel, if we this day be examined of the good deed done to 9 
the impotent man, by what means he is made whole ; be it known 10 
unto you all, and to all the people of Israel, that by the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom ye crucified, whom God 
raised from the dead, even by him doth this man stand here be- 
fore you whole. This is the stone which was set at nought of 11 
you builders, which is become the head of the corner. Neither 12 
ds there salvation in any other: for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men, whereby we must be saved. 
Now, when they saw the boldness of Peter and John, and per- 13 
ceived that they were unlearned and ignorant men, they mar- 
velled; and they took knowledge of them that they had’ been 
with Jesus. And beholding the man which was healed standing 14 
with them, they could say nothing against it. But when they 15 
had commanded them to go aside out of the council, they con- 
ferred among themselves, 'saying, What shall we do to these 16 
men? for that indeed a notable miracle hath been done by them 
is manifest to all them that dwell in Jerusalem, and we cannot 
deny it. But that it spread no further among the people, let us 17 
straitly threaten ther, that they speak henceforth to no man in 
this name. And they called them, and commanded them not to 18 
speak at all, nor teach in the name of Jesus. But Peter and 19 
John answered and said unto them, Whether it be right in the 
sight of God to hearken unto you more than unto God, judge ye. 
For we cannot but speak the things which we have seen and 20 
heard. So, when they had further threatened them, they let 21 
them go, finding nothing how they might punish them, because 
of the people: for all men glorified God for that which was done. 
For the man was above forty years old, on whom this miracle of 22 
healing was showed. 

Anp being let go, they went to their own Company, and re- 23 
ported all that the chief priests and elders had said unto them. 
And when they heard that, they lifted up their voice to God 24 
with one accord, and said, Lord, thou art God, which hast made 
heaven, and earth, and the sea, and all that in them is; who, by 25 
the mouth of thy servant David, hast said, 

Why did the-heathen rage, 

And the people imagine vain things ? 

The kings of the earth stood up, 26 
And the rulers were gathered together, 


Against the LORD, 
And against his Christ. 


For of a ae against thy holy child Jesus, whom thou hast 27 
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anointed, both Herod, and Pontius Pilate, with the Gentiles, and 
the people of Israel, were gathered together, ' to do whatsoever 28 
thy hand and thy counsel determined before to be done. And 29 
now, LORD, behold their threatenings ; and grant unto thy ser- 
vanis, that with all boldness they may speak thy word,'by 30 
stretching forth thy hand to heal; and that signs and wonders 
may be done by the name of thy holy child Jesus. And when 31 
they had prayed, the place was shaken where they were as- 
sembled together ; and they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and they spake the word of God with boldness. 

Anp the multitude of them that believed were of one heart, 32 
and of one soul: neither said any of them that aught of the things 
which he possessed was his own; but they had all things com- 
mon. And with great power gave the Apostles witness of the 33 
resurrection of the Lord Jesus: and great grace was upon them 
all. INeither was there any among them that lacked: for as 34 
many as were possessors of lands, or houses, sold them, and 
brought the prices of the things that were sold, and laid them 35 
down at the Apostles’ feet: and distribution was made unto 
every man according as he had need. And Joses, who by the 36 
Aposties was surnamed Barnabas, (which is, being interpreted, 
The son of consolation,) a Levite, and of the country of Cyprus, 
‘having land, sold it, and brought the money, and laid it at the 3 
Apostles’ feet. But a certain man named Ananias, with Sapphira 
his wife, sold a possession, 'and kept back part of the price, (his 
wife also being privy do i,) and brought a certain part, and laid 
it at the Apostles’ feet. But Peter said, Ananias, why hath Satan 
filled thy heart to lie to the Holy Ghost, and to keep back part 
of the price of the land? While it remained, was it not thine 
own ? and after it was sold, was it not in thine own power? why 
hast thou conceived this thing in thy heart? thou hast not lied 
unto men, but unto God. And Ananias, hearing these words, 
fell down, and gave up the ghost. And great fear came on all 
them that heard these things. And the young men arose, wound 
him up, and carried him out, and buried him. And it was about 
the space of three hours after, when his wife, not knowing what 
was done, came in. And Peter answered unto her, Tell me 
whether ye sold the land for so much? And she said, Yea, for so 
much. Then Peter said unto her, How is it that ye have agreed 
iogether to tempt the Spirit of the Lord? behold, the feet of 
them which have buried thy husband are at the door, and shall 
carry thee out. Then fell she down straightway at his feet, and 10 
yielded up the ghost. And the young men came in, and found 
her dead, and, carrying her forth, buried her by her husband. 
And great fear came upon all the church, and upon as many as 11 
heard these things. And by the hands of the Apostles were 12 
many signs and wonders wrought among the people ;—(and they 
were all with one accord in Solomon’s porch: and of the rest 13 
jurst no man join himself to them: but the people magnified 
-hem: and believers were the more added to the Lord, multi-’ 14 
‘udes both of men and women ;)-insomuch that thay brought 15 
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forth the sick into the streets, and laid them on beds and couches, 
that at the least the shadow of Peter passing by might over- 
shadow some of them. There came also a multitude out of the 16 
cities round about unto Jerusalem, bringing sick folks, and them 
which were vexed with unclean spirits; and they were healed 
every one. 7 
THEN the high priest rose up, and all they that were with 17 
him, (which is the sect of the Sadducees,) and were filled with 
indignation, 'and laid their hands on the Apostles, and put 18 
them in the common prison. But the angel of the LORD by 19 
night opened the prison-doors, and brought them forth, and said, 
'Go, stand and speak in the temple to the.people all the words 20 
of this life. And when they heard that, they entered into the 21 
temple early in the morning, and taught. But the high priest 
came, and they that were with him, and called the council to- 
» gether, and all the senate of the children of Israel, and sent to 
the prison to have them brought. ‘But when the officers came, 22 
and found them not in the prison, they returned, and told, 'say- 23 
ing, The prison truly found we shut with all safety, and the 
keepers standing without before the doors: but when we had 
opened, we found no man within. Now, when the high priest, 24 
and the captain of the temple, and the chief priests, heard these 
things, they doubted of them whereunto this would grow. Then 25 
came one and told them, saying, Behold, the men whom ye put 
in prison are standing in the temple, and teaching the people. 
Then went the captain with the officers, and brought them with- 26° 
out violence: for they feared the people, lest they should have 
been stoned. And when they had brought them, they set them 27 
before the council: and the high priest asked them, 'saying, Did 28 
not we straitly command you, that ye should not teach in this 
name? and behold, ye have filled Jerusalem with your doctrine, 
and intend. to bring this man’s blood upon us. Then Peter and 29 
the other Apostles answered and said, We ought to obey God 
rather than men. The God of our fathers raised up Jesus, whom 30 
ye slew and hanged on a tree: him hath God exalted with his 31 
right hand ¢o bea Prince and a Savior, to give repentance to 
Israel, and forgiveness of sins. And we are his witnesses of 32 
these things; and so is also the Holy Ghost, whom God hath 
given to them that obey him. When they heard that, they were 33 
cut to the heart, and took counsel to slay them. Then stood there 34 
up one in the council, a Pharisee, named Gamaliel, a doctor of 
the law, had in reputation among all the people, and commanded 
to put the Apostles forth a little space; and said unto them, Ye 35 
men of Israel, take heed to yourselves what ye intend to do as 
touching these men: for before these days rose up Theudas, 36 
boasting himself to be somebody; to whom a number of men, 
about four hundred, joined themselves: who was slain; and all, 
as many as obeyed him, were scattered, and brought to nought. 
After this man rose up Judas of Galilee, in the days of the taxing, 37 
and drew away muclt people afier him: he also perished ; and 
all, even “a hi as obeyed him, were dispersed. And now I 38 
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say unto you, Refrain from these men, and Jet them alone: for if 
this counsel or this work be of men, it will come to nought: but 39 
if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow it; lest haply ye be found 
even to fight against God. And to him they agreed: and when 40 
they had called the Apostles, and beaten them, they commanded 
that they should not speak in the name of Jesus, and let them go. 
And they departed from the presence of the council, rejoicing 41 
that they were counted worthy to suffer shame for his name: 
and daily in the temple, and in every house, they ceased not to 42 
teach and preach Jesus Christ. 

AND in those days, when the number of the disciples was 6 
multiplied, there arose a murmuring of the Grecians against the 
Hebrews, because their widows were neglected in the daily 
ministration. Then the twelve called the multitude of the 2 
disciples wnto them, and said, It is not reason that we should 
leave the word of God, and serve tables. Wherefore, brethren, 3 
look ye out among you seven men of honest report, full of the 
Holy Ghost and wisdom, whom we may appoint over this busi- 
ness. But we will give ourselves continually to prayer, and to 
the ministry of the word. And the saying pleased the whole 5 
multitude: and they chose Stephen, a man full of faith and of the 
Holy Ghost, and Philip, and Prochorus, and Nicanor, and Timon, 
and Parmenas, and Nicolas a proselyte of Antioch, ‘whom they 6 
set before the Apostles: and when they had prayed, they laid 
their hands on them. And the word of God increased; and the 7 
number of the disciples multiplied im Jerusalem greatly; and a 
great company of the priests were obedient to the faith. 

Anp Stephen, full of faith and power, did great wonders, and 
miracles.among the people. Then there arose certain of the 9 
synagogue, which is called the synagogue of the Libertines, and 
Cyrenians, and Alexandrians, and of them of Cilicia, and of Asia, 
disputing with Stephen. And they were not able to resist the 10° ~ 
wisdom and the spirit by which he spake. ‘Then they suborned 11 
men, which said, We have heard him speak blasphemous words 


against Moses, and against God. And they stirred up the people, 12 


and the elders, and the scribes, and came upon hin, and caught 


him, and brought him to the council, 'and set up false witnesses, 13 
which said, This man ceaseth not to speak blasphemous words 
against this holy place, and the law: for we have heard him say, 14 
that this Jesus of Nazareth shall destroy this place, and shall 
change the customs which Moses delivered us. And all that sat 15 
in the eouncil, looking stedfastly on him, saw his face as it had 
been the face of an angel. Then said the high priest, Are these 7 
things so? And he said, Men, brethren, and fathers, hearken: 2 
The God of glory appeared unto our father Abraham, when he 
was in Mesopotamia, before he dwelt in Charran,'!andsaid unto 3 


him, “Get thee out of thy country, and from ihy 
kindred, and come into the land which I shal] - 
he out of the land of the Chaldeans, 4 


how thee.’ Then came of th 
pe dwelt in Charran. And from thence, when his father was 


dead, he pees him into se ri wherein ye ae 
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And he gave him none inheritance in if, no, not so much as to 
set his foot on; yet he promised that he would give it to him for 
a possession, and to his seed after him, when.as yet he had no 
child. And God spake on this wise, “That his seed should 
sojourn in a strange land; and that they should 
bring them into bondage, and entreat them evil 
four hundred years. And the nation to whom the 


shall be in bondage will I judge,” said God: “and 


after that shall they come forth, and serve me in 
this place.” And he gave him the covenant of circumcision. 
And so Abraham begat Isaac, and circumcised him the eighth 
day ; and Isaac begat Jacob, and Jacob begat the twelve patri- 
archs. And the patriarchs, moved with envy, sold Joseph into 


Egypt: but God was with him, 'and delivered him out of all his 10 


afflictions, and gave him favor and wisdom in the sight of 
Pharaoh king of Egypt; and he made him governor over Egypt,

and all his house. Now thereyame a dearth over all the land 11 


of Egyptand Chanaan, and great affliction ; and our fathers found 


no sustenance. But when Jacob heard that there was corn in 12 
Egypt, he sent out our fathers first. And at the second time Joseph 13 


was made known to his brethren: and Joseph’s kindred was 


made known unto Pharaoh. Then sent Joseph, and called his 14 


father Jacob to him, and all his kindred, threescore and fifteen - 


souls. So Jacob went down into Egypt, and died, he, and our 15 
fathers, 'and were carried over into Sychem, and laid in the 16 


sepulchre that Abraham bou 


ght for a sum of money of the sons 


of Emmor, the father of Sychem. But when the time of the 17 


promise drew nigh, which God had sworn to Abraham, the 


people grew and multiplied in Egypt, ' till another king arose, 18 
which knew not Joseph. The same dealt subtilely with our 19 


kindred, and evil-entreated our fathers, so that they cast out 


their young children, to the end they might not live. In which 20 


time Moses was born, and was exceeding fair, 
in his father’s house three months: and whe 
Pharaoh’s daughter took him up, and nourished him for her own 


and nourished up 


n he was cast out, 21 


son. And Moses was learned in all the wisdom of the Egyptians, 22 
and was mighty in words and in deeds. And when he was full 23 


forty years.old, it came into his heart to visit his brethren the 
children of Israel. 


defended him, and avenged him that was oppressed, and smote 


And seeing one of them suffer wrong, he 24 


the Egyptian: for he supposed his brethren would have under- 25 


stood how that God by his hand would deliver them: but they 


understood not. And the next day he showed himself unto 26 


them as they strove, and would have set them at one again, 
saying, “Sirs, ye are brethren; why do ye wrong one 


to another?” But he that did his neighbour wrong thrust him 27 


away, saying, “Who made thee aruler anda judge 


over us? wilt thou kill me, as thou didst the 28 
Egyptian yesterday?” Then fled Moses at this saying, and 29 


was a stranger in the land of Madian, where he begat two sons. 


And ae ny years were expired, there appeared to him in 30 
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the wilderness of mount Sina, an angel of the LORD in a flame 
of fire ina bush. When Moses saw it, he wondered at the 31 
sight; and as he drew near to behold if, the voice of the LORD 
eame unto him, 'saying, “1 am the God of thy fathers, 32 
the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the 
God of Jacob.” Then Moses trembled, and durst not behold. 
Then said the LORD to him, “Put off thy shoes from thy 33 
feet: for the place where thou standest is holy 
ground. I have seen, I have seen the affliction of 34 
my people which is in Egypt, and I have heard 
their groaning,and am come downto deliver them. 
And now come, I will send thee into Egypt.” 'This 35 
Moses, whom they refused, saying, “Who made thee aruler 
and a judge?” the same did God send to 6e a ruler and a 
deliverer by the hand of the angel which appeared to him in 
the bush. He brought them out, afier that he had showed 36 
wonders and signs in the land of Egypt, and in the Red sea, and 
in the wilderness forty years. This is that Moses, which said 37 
unto the children of Israel,“ A prophet shall the LORD 
your God raise up unto you of your brethren, like 
unto me; him shall ye hear.” This is he, that was in the 38 
church in the wilderness with the angel which spake to him in 
the mount Sina, and with our fathers: who received the lively 
oracles to give unto us: to whom our fathers would not obey, 39 
but thrust him from them, and in their hearts turned back again 
into Egypt, !saying unto Aaron, “Make us Gods to go be- 40 
fore us: for as for this Moses, which brought us out 
of the land of Egypt, we wot not what is become 
of him” And they made a calf in those days, and offered 41 
sacrifice unto the idol, and rejoiced in the works of their own 
hands. Then God tumed, and gave them up to worship the 42 


“host of heaven; as it is written in the book of the prophets, 


O ye house of Israel, have ye offered to me slain beasts and sacrifices 
By the space of forty years in the wilderness? 
Yea, ye took up the tabernacle of Moloch, 43 
And ihe star of your god Remphan, 
Figures which ye made to worship them 
‘And I will carry you away beyond Babylon. 


Our fathers had the tabernacle of witness in the wilderness, as 44 


he had appointed, speaking unto Moses, that he should make it 


| according to the fashion that he had seen. Which also our 45 


fathers, that came afer, brought in with Jesus* into the possession 
of the Gentiles, whom God drave out before 'the face of our 
fathers, unto the days of. ‘David, ' who found favor before God, and 46 
desired to find a tabernacle for the God of Jacob. But Solomon 47 
puilt him a house. Howbeit, the Most High dwelleth not in 
temples made with hands: as saith the prophet, 
Heaven is my throne, and earth is my footstool : 
‘What house will ye build me? saith the LORD: 
Or what is the place of my rest 2 
‘ath not my hand made all these things ? 
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Ye stiffnecked! and uncircumcised in heart and ears! ye do al- a 
ways resist the Holy Ghost: as your fathers did, so do ye. Which 52 
of the prophets have not your fathers persecuted? and they _ 
have slain them which showed before of the coming of the 
Just One; of whom ye have been now the betrayers and mur- 
derers; who have received the law by the disposition of angels, 53 
and have not kept zt...... - . 

WuEN they heard these things they were cut to the heart, and 54 
they gnashed on him with their teeth. But he, being full of the 55 
Holy Ghost, looked up stedfastly into heaven, and saw the glory 
of God, and Jesus standing on the right hand of God, ‘and said, 56 
Behold, I see the heavens opened, and the Son of man standing 
on the right hand of God. Then they cried out with a loud 57 
voice, and stopped their ears, and ran upon him with one accord, 
‘and cast him out of the city, and stoned Aim: and the witnesses 58 
laid down their clothes at a young man’s feet, whose name was 
Saul. And they stoned Stephen, calling upon God, and saying, 59 
Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. ~And he kneeled down, and cried 60 
with a loud voice, ‘ Lord, lay not this sin to their charge.’ And 
when he had said this, he fell asleep. And Saul was consenting 8 
unto his death. aS 

Anp at that time there was’a great persecution against the 
chureh which was at Jerusalem; and they were all scattered 
abroad throughout the regions of Judea and Samaria, except 
the Apostles. And devout men carried Stephen to his burial, 
and made great lamentation over him. As for Saul, he made 
havoc of the church, entering into every house, and haling men 
and women, committed them to prison. 

THEREFORE they that were scattered abroad went every where 4 
preaching the word. Then Philip went down to the city of 5

Samaria, and preached Christ unto them. And the people with 
one accord gave heed unto those things which Philip spake, 
hearing and seeing the miracles which he did. For unclean — 
spirits, crying with loud voice, came out of many that were pos- 
sessed with them: and many taken with palsies, and that were 
lame, were healed. And there was great joy in that city. But 8,9 
there was a certain man, called Simon, which beforetime in the 
same city used sorcery, and bewitched the people of Samaria, - 
giving out that himgelt was some great one: to whom they all 10 
gave heed, from the least to the greatest, saying, This man is the 
great power of God, And to him they had regard, because that 11 
of long time he had bewitched them with sorceries. But when 12 
they believed Philip, preaching the things concerning the king- — 
dom of God, and the name of Jesus Christ, they were baptized 
both men and women. Then Simon himself believed also: and 13 
when he was baptized, he continued with Philip, and wondered, , 
beholding the miracles and signs which were done. Now when 14 
the Apostles which were at Jerusalem heard that Samaria had 
received the word of God, they sent unto them Peter and John: 
who, when they were come down, prayed for them that they 15 
mice the Holy Ghost: (For as yet he was fallen upon 1¢ 
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none of them: only they were baptized in the name of the 
Lord Jesus.) Then laid they their hands on them, and they re- 17 
ceived the Holy Ghost. And when Simon saw that through 18 
laying on of the Apostles’ hands the Holy Ghost was given, he 
offered them money, 'saying, Give me also this power, that on 19 
whomsoever I lay hands, he may receive the Holy Ghost. But 20 
Peter said unto him, Thy money perish with thee, because thou 
hast thought that the gift of God may be purchased with money. : 
Thou hast neither part nor lot in this matter: for thy heart is 21 
not right in the sight of God. Repent therefore of this thy wick- 22 
edness, and pray God, if perhaps the thought of thy heart may 

be forgiven thee. For I perceive that thou art in the gall of 23 
bitterness, and in the bond of iniquity. Then answered Simon, 24 
and said, Pray ye to the Lord for me, that none of these things 
which ye have spoken come upon me. And they, when they 25 
had testified and preached the word of the Lord, returned to 
Jerusalem, and preached the gospel in many villages of the Sa- 
maritans. 

AND the angel of the Lord spake unto Philip, saying, Arise, 26 
and go toward the south, unto the way that goeth down from 
Jerusalem unto Gaza, which is desert. And he arose, and went: 27 
and behold, a man of Ethiopia,aneunuch of great authority un- 
der Candace queen of the Ethiopians, who had the charge of all 
her treasure, and had come to Jerusalem for to worship, ' was re- 28 
turning ; and sitting in his chariot, read Esaias the prophet. Then 29 
the Spirit said unto, Philip, Go near, and join thyself to this 
chariot. And Philip ran thither to him, and heard him read the 30 
prophet Hsaias, and said, Understandest thou what thou readest? 
And he said, How can I, except some man should guide me? 31 
And he desired Philip that he would come up, and sit with him, 
The place of the scripture which he read was this, 32 


He was led asa sheep to the slaughter ; 

And like a lamb dumb before his shearer, 

So opened he not his mouth: 

In his humiliation his judgment was taken away : 33 

And who shall declare his generation ? 

For his life is taken from the earth, 
And the eunuch answered Philip, and said, I pray thee, of whom 34 
speaketh the prophet this? of himself, or of some other man? 
Then Philip opened his mouth, and began at the same scripture, 35 
and preached unto him Jesus. And as they went on their way, 36 
they came unto a certain water: and the eunuch said, See, here 
is water; what doth hinder me to be baptized? And Philip said, 37 
If thou believest with all thy heart, thou mayest. And he an- 
3wered and said, I believe that Jesus Christ is the Son of God. 
And he commanded the chariot to stand still: and they went 38 
down both into the water, both Philip and the eunuch; and he 
baptized him. And when they were come up out of the water, 39 
the Spirit of the Lord caught away Philip, that the eunuch saw : 
him no more: and he went on his way rejoicing. But Philip 40 
was found at Azotus: and passing through, he preached in all 
the cities, till he came to Cesarea. 
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AND Saul, yet breathing out threatenings and slaughter 9 
against the disciples of the Lord, went unto the high-priest, ' and 
desired of him letters to Damascus to the synagogues, thatif he. 
found any of this way, whether they were men or women, he 
might bring them bound unto Jerusalem. And as he journeyed, 
he came near Damascus; and suddenly there shined round 
about him a light from heaven: and he fell to the earth, and 
heard a voice saying unto him, Saul! Saul! why persecutest 
thou me? ' And he said, Whoart thou, Lord? And the Lord said, 
I am Jesus whom thou persecutest. It is hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. And he trembling, and astonished, said, Lord, 
what wilt thou have me to do? And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the city, and it shall be told thee what thou 
must do. And the men which journeyed with him stood speech- 
less, hearing a voice, but seeing no man. And Saul arose from 
the earth; and when his eyes were opened, he saw no man: but 
they led’ him by the hand, and brought him into Damascus, 'and 
he was three days without sight, and neither did eat nor drink. 

Awnp there was a certain disciple at Damascus, named Ana- 10 
nias; and to him said the Lord in a vision, Ananias. And he 
said, Behold; I am here, Lord. And the Lord said unto him, Arise, 11 
and go into the street which is called Shaight, and inquire in the 
house of Judas for one called Saul of Tarsus ; for behold he pray- 
eth, 'and hath seen in a vision a man named Ananias, coming in, 12 
and putting kis hand on him, that he might receive his sight. 
Then Ananias answered, Lord, I have heard by many of this 13 
man, how much evil he hath done to thy saints at Jerusalem : and 14 
here he hath authority from the chief priests, to bind all that call 
on thy name. But the Lord said unto him, Go thy way: for heis 15 
a chosen vessel unto me, to bear my name before the Gentiles, 
and kings, and the children of Israel. For I will show him how 16 
great things he must suffer for my name’s sake. And Ananias 17 
went his way, and entered into the house: and putting his hands 
on him, said, Brother Saul, the Lord (even Jesus, that appeard unto 
thee in the way as thou camest,) hath sent me, that thou mightest 
receive thy sight, and be filled with the Holy Ghost. And imme- If 
diately there fell from his eyes as it had been scales: and he re- + 
ceived sight forthwith, and arose, and was baptized, 'and when 1 
he had received meat, he was strengthened. ‘Then was Saul 
certain days with the disciples which were at Damascus. And x 
straightway he preached Christ in the synagogues, that he is the | 
Son of God. But all that heard him were amazed, and said, Is 2! 
not this he that destroyed them which called on this name in; 
Jerusalem, and came hither for that intent, that he might bring — 
them bound unto the chief priests? But Sau! increased the 2 
more in strength, and confounded the Jews which dwelt at, Da- | 
mascus, proving that ‘this is very Christ. And after that many 2 
days were fulfilled, the Jews took counsel to kill him. But their 2 
laying wait was known of Saul. And they watched the gates — 
day and night to kill him. Then the disciples took him by night, 2 
and let Ea cows by the wall in a basket. ” fi 
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Anp when Saul was come to Jerusalem, he assayed to join 26 
1imself to the disciples : but they were all afraid of him, and be- 
ieved not that he was a disciple. But Barnabas took him, and 27 
srought Aim to the Apostles, and declared unto them how he had 
een the Lord in the way, and that he had spoken to him, and 
10w.he had preached boldly at Damascus in the name of Jesus. 
And he was with them coming in and going out at Jerusalem. 28 
And he spake boldly in the name of the Lord Jesus, and disputed 29 
gainst the Grecians. But they went about to slay him. "Which 30 
when the brethrert knew, they brought him down to Cesarea, and 
ent him forth to Tarsus. 

Ten had the churches rest throughout all Judea, and Galilee, 31 
nd Samaria, and were edified: and walking in the fear of the 
Lord, and in the comfort of the Holy Ghost, were multiplied. 

AND it came to pass, as Peter passed throughout all quarters, 32 
1e came down also to the saints which dwelt at Lydda. And 
here he found a certain man named Eneas, which had kept his 33 
sed eight years, and was sick of the palsy. Aud Peter said unto 34 
iim, Eneas, Jesus Christ maketh thee whole: arise, and make 
hy bed. And he arose immediately. ‘And all that dwelt in 35 
Lydda and Saron saw him, and turned to the Lord. 

Now there was at Joppa a certain disciple named Tabitha, 36 
which by interpretation is called Dorcas;) this woman was full of 
,ood works and alms-deeds which she did. And it came to pass 37 
n those days, that she was sick, and died ; whom when they had 
washed, they laid her in an upper chamber. And forasmuch as 38 
Lydda was nigh to Joppa, and the disciples had heard that Peter 
vas there, they sent unto him two men, desiring him that he 
would not delay to come to them. Then Peter arose, and went 39 
vith them. When he was come, they brought him into the up- 
er chamber: and all the widows stood by him weeping, and 
howing the coats and garments which Dorcas made, while she 
vas with them. But Peter put them all forth, and kneeled 40 
lown, and prayed; and turning him to the body, said, Tabitha, 
rise! And she opened her eyes: and when she saw Peter, she 
at up: and he gave her his hand, and lifted her up; and when 41 
1e had called the saints and widows, he presented her alive. 
And it was known throughout all Joppa: and many believed in 42 
he Lord. And it came to pass, that he tarried many days in 43 
foppa with one Simon a tanner. 

“PEERE was a certain man in Cesarea, called Cornelius, alO 
senturion of the band called the Ttalian band, 'a devout man, and 2 
ne that feared God with all his house, which gave much alms to 
he people, and prayed to God always. He saw in a vision evi- 3 
lently, about the ninth hour of the day, an angel of God ‘coming 
n to him, and saying unto him, Cornelius! And when he looked 4 
in him, he was afraid, and said, What is it, Lord? And he said 
mto him, Thy prayers and thine alms are come up for a memo- 
jal before God. And now send men to Joppa, and call for one 5 - 
simon, whose surname is Peter: he lodgeth with one Simon a -6 
anner, whose house is by the sea-side: he shall tell me what 
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thou oughtest to do, And when the angel which spake unto % 
Cornelius was departed, he called two of his household servants, 
and a devout soldier of them that waited on him continually; 
and when he had declared all thése things unto them, he sent 8 
them to Joppa. ia " : 

ON the morrow, as they went on their journey, and drew nigh 9 
unto the city, Peter went up upon the house-top to pra , about ( 
the sixth hour: and he became very hungry, and would-have 1 
eaten: but while they made ready, he fell into a trance, "and saw ll 
heaven opened, and a certain vessel descending unto him, as it 
had been a great sheet knit at the four corners, and let down to | 
thé earth: wherein were all manner of four-footed beasts of the 12 
earth, and wild beasts, and creeping things, and fowls of the air. 
And there came a voice to him, ‘Rise, Peter; kill, and eat’ Ii 
But Peter said, Not so, Lord; for I have never eaten any thing 14 
that is common or unclean. And the voice spake unto him again 
the second time, What God hath cleansed, tat call not thou com- 
mon. This was done thrice: and the vessel was received up I 
again into heaven. Now while Peter doubted in himself what I 
this vision which he had sean should mean, behold, the men 
which were sent from Cornelius had made inquiry for Simon's 
house, and stood before the gate, 'and called and asked whether Ii 
Simon, which was surnamed Peter,qwere lodged there. While 1 
Peter thought on the vision, the Spirit said wnto him, Behold, 
three men seek thee ; arise therefore, and get thee down, and go 2' 
with them, doubting nothing: for I have sent them. ‘Then Peter 2 
went down to the men which were sent unto him from Cornelius; 
and said, Behold, 1am he whom ye seek: what is the cause 
wherefore ye are come? And they said, Cornelius the centurion, 2 
a just man, and one that feareth God, and of good report among 
all the nation of the Jews, was warned from God by a holy angel 
to send for thee into his house, and to hear words of thee. Then 2 
called he them in, and lodged them. 

Anp on the morrow Peter went away with them. And certain 
brethren from Joppa accompanied him. And the morrow after 2 
they entered into Cesarea. And Cornelius waited for them, and 
had called together his kinsmen and near friends. And as Peter 
was coming in, Cornelius met him, and fell down at his feet, and 
worshipped Aim. But Peter took him up, saying, Stand up: I & 
myself alsoamaman. Andas he talked with him, he went in, % 
and found many that were come together. And he said unto % 
them, Ye know how that it is an unlawful thing for a man that is | 
a Jew to keep company, or come unto one of another nation; 
but God hath showed me that I should not call any man common 
or unclean. Therefore came I wnto you without gainsaying, as 
soon as I was sent for: I ask therefore for what intent ye have) 
sent forme? And Cornelius said, Four days ago I was fastin 
until this hour; and at the ninth hour I prayed in my house, and . 
behold, a man stood before me in bright clothing, 'and said, Cor- ‘ 
nelius, thy prayer is heard, and thine alms are had in remem-. 
brance 2 te sight of God. Send therefore to Joppa, and call. ; 
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hither Simon, whose surname is Peter; he is lodged in the house 

»f one Simon a tanner, by the sea-side: who, when he cometh, 
shall speak unto thee. Immediately therefore I sent to thee ; and 33 
‘hou hast well done that thou art come. Now therefore are we 

all here present before God, to hear all things that are command- 

ed thee of God. 

Tren Peter opened his mouth, and said, Of a truth I perceive 34 
that God is no respecter of persons: but in every nation he that 35 
foareth him and worketh righteousness, is accepted with him. 
The word which God sent unto the children of Israel,,preaching 36 
peace by Jesus Christ: (he is Lord of all:) ' that word, I say, ye 37 
now, which was published throughout all Judea, and began from 
Galilee, after the baptism which John preached ; how God anoint- 38 
sd Jesus of Nazareth with the Holy Ghost and with power: who 
went about doing good, and healing all that were oppressed of 
the Devil; for God was with him. And we are witnesses of all 39 
things which he did, both in the land of the Jews, and in Jeru- 
salem; whom they slew and hanged on a tree: him God raised 40 
up the third day, and showed him openly,——not to all the people, 4r 
hut unto witnesses chosen before of God, even to us, who did eat 
ind drink with him, -afier he rose from the dead. And he com- 42 
nanded us to preach unto the people, and to testify that it is he 
which was ordained of God to be the Judge of quick and dead. 

To him give all the prophets witness, that through his name who- 43, 
soever believeth in him shall receive remission of sins. ... . 

Wuite Peter yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost fell on all 44 
hem which heard the word. And they of the circumcision which 45 
yelieved, were astonished, as many as came with Peter, because 
hat on the Gentiles also was poured out the gift of the Holy 
host, ‘for they heard them speak with tongues, and magnify 46 
3od. Then answered Peter,'Can any man forbid water, that 47 
hese should not be baptized, which have received the Holy 
thost as well as we? And he commanded them to be baptized 48 
n the name of the Lord. Then prayed they him to tarry certain

AND the Apostles and brethren that were in Judea, heard thath2Z 
he Gentiles had also received the word of God. And when 2 
eter was come up to Jerusalem, they that were of the cireum- 
ision contended with him, 'saying, Thou wentest in to men un- 3 
jrcumeised, and didst eat with them. But Peter rehearsed the 4 
natter from the beginning, and expounded it by order unto them, 
aying, 'I wasin the cily of Joppa praying: andin a trancelsaw 5 
vision, A certain vessel descending, as it had been a great sheet, 
et down from heaven by four corners ; and it came even to me: 
spon the which when I had fastened mine eyes, I considered, 
nd saw four-footed beasts of the earth, and wild beasts, and 
reeping things, and fowls of the air. And I heard a voice say- 
ag unto me, Rise, Peter: slay, and eat, But I said, Not so, Lord; 
>r nothing common or unclean hath at any time entered into my 
jouth. But the voice answered me again from heaven, What 
od hath cleansed, that call not thou common. And this was 1 
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done three times: and all were drawn up again into heayen. | 
And behold, immediately there were three men already come 11 
unto the house where I was, sent from Cesarea unto me. And 12 
the Spirit bade me go with them, nothing doubting. Moreover, 
these six brethren accompanied me, and we entered into the man’s 
house: and he showed us how he had seen an angel inhis house, 13 
which stood and said unto him, Send men to Joppa, and call for 
Simon, whose surname is Peter; who shall tell thee words, 14 
whereby thou and all thy house shall be saved. And as I began 15 
to speak, the Holy Ghost fell on them, as on us at the beginning. 
Then remembered I the word of the Lord, how that he said; 16 
«John indeed baptized with water; but ye shall be baptized with _ 
the Holy Ghost.’ Forasmuch then as God gaye them the like 17 
gift as he did unto us, who believed on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
what was I that I could withstand God? When they heard these 18 
things, they held their peace, and glorified God, saying, Then hath | 
God also to the Gentiles granted repentance unto life! ‘ 
NOW they which were scattered abroad upon the persecution 19 
that arose about Stephen, travelled as far as Phenice, and Cyprus, 
. and Antioch, preaching the word to none but unto the Jewsonly. — 
And some of them were men of Cyprus and Cyrene, which when 20 
they were come to Antioch, spake unto the Grecians, preaching 
the Lord Jesus. And the hand of the Lord was with them: and 21 
a great number believed, and turned. unto the Lord. ; 
‘THEN tidings of these things came unto the ears of the church 22 
which was in Jerusalem, and they sent forth Barnabas, that he 
should go as far as Antioch. Who, when he came, and had seen. 2¢ 
the grace of God, was glad, and exhorted them all, that with pur- 
pose of heart they would cleave unto the Lord. For he wasa 24 
good man, and full of the Holy Ghost, and of faith: and much 
people was added unto the Lord. Then departed Barnabas to 2% 
‘Tarsus, for to seek Saul: and when he had found him, he brought 2¢ 
him unto Antioch. And it came to pass, that a whole year they 2' 
assembled themselves with the church, and taught much people. 
And the disciples were called Curist1ans first in Antioch. 7 
Anp in these days came prophets from Jerusalem to Antioch. 
And there stood up one of them named Agabus, and signified by 2 
the Spirit, that there should be great dearth throughout all the | 
world: (which came to pass in the days of Claudius Cesar.) _ 
Then the disciples, every man according to his ability, deter- 2 
mined to send relief unto the brethren which dwelt in Judea. | 
Which also they did, and sent.it to the elders by the hands of 3 
Barnabas and Saul, ‘ 
NOW about that time, Herod the king stretched forth Aisl$ 
hands to vex certain of the church. And he killed James the | 
brother of John with the sword. And because he saw it pleased | 
the Jews, he proceeded further to take Peter also, (then were the ~ 
days of unleavened bread.) And when he had apprehended | 
him, he put Aim in prison, and delivered him to four quaternions _ 
of soldiers to keep him; intending after Easter to bring him forth | 
to the “apt Peter therefore was kept in prison; but prayer. 

And 6 
hen Herod would have brought him forth, the same night Peter 
as sleeping between two soldiers, bound with two chains; and 
e keepers before the door kept the prison.

had been brought up with Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. Asthey 2 
ministered to the Lord, and fasted, the Holy Ghost said, Separate 
me Barnabas and Saul for the work whereunto I have called 
them. And when they had fasted and prayed, and laid their 
hands on them, they sent them away. 

“So they being sent forth by the Holy Ghost, departed unto Se- 
leucia; and from thence they sailed to Cyprus. And when they 
were at Salamis, they preached the word of God in the syna- 
gogues of the Jews. And they had also John to their minister. 
And when they had gone through the isle unto Paphos, they 
found a certain sorcerer, a false prophet, a Jew, whose name was 
Barjesus; which was with the Deputy of the country, Sergius 
Paulus, a prudent man; who called for Barnabas and Saul, and 
desired to hear the word of God. But Elymas—-the sorcerer (for 
so is his name by interpretation)——withstood them, seeking to turn 
away the Deputy from the faith. Then Saul, (who also zs called 
Paul, filled with the Holy Ghost, set his eyes on him, 'and said, 1 
O full of all subtilty and all mischief, how child of the Devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou not cease to pervert the 
right ways of the Lord? And now behold, the hand of the Lord 11 
is upon thee, and thou shalt be blind, not seeing the sun for a sea- 
son. And immediately there fell on him’a mist and a darkness; 
and he went about eoking some to lead him by the hand. Then 12 
the Deputy, when he saw what was done, believed, being aston- —- 
ished at the doctrine of the Lord. 

Now when Paul and his company loosed from Paphos, they 13 
came to Perga in Pamphylia: and John departing from them, re- 
turned to Jerusalem. But when they departed from Perga, they 14 
came to Antioch in Pisidia, and went into the synagogue on the 
sabbath-day, and sat down. And afier the reading of the law 15 
and the prophets, the rulers of the synagogue sent unto them, 
saying, Ye men and brethren, if ye have any word of exhortation 
for the people, say on. Then Paul stood up, and beckoning with 16 
his hand, said, Men of Israel, and ye that fear God, give au- 
dience. The God of this people of Israel chose our fathers, and 17 
exalted the people when they dwelt as strangers in the land of 
Egypt, and with a high arm brought he them out of it. And 18 
about the time of forty years suffered he their manners in the 
wilderness. And when he had destroyed seven nations in the 19 
land of Chanaan, he divided their land to them by lot. And af- 20) 
ter that, he gave unto them judges, about the space of four hun- 
dred and fifty years, until Samuel the prophet. And afterward 21 
they desired a king: and God gave unto them Saul the son of 
Cis, a man of the tribe of Benjamin, by the space of forty years. 
And when he had removed him, he raised up unto them David 22 
to be their king: to whom also he gave testimony and said, “I 
have found David the son of Jesse, a man after 
mine own heart, which shall fulfill all my will” 
Of this man’s seed hath God, according to his promise, raised 23 
unto es Savior, Jesus: when John had first preached-be- 24 
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fore His coming-the baptism of repentance to all the people: of 
Israel. And as John fulfilled his course, he said, ‘Who think ye 25 
that lam? Iam not fe. But behold, there cometh one after me, 
whose shoes of fis feet I am not worthy to loose.’ Men and 26 . 
brethren, children of the stock of Abraham, and whosoever 
among you feareth God, to you is the word of this salvation sent. 
For they that dwell at Jerusalem, and their rulers, because they 27 
knew him not, nor yet the voices of the prophets which are read 
every sabbath-day, they have fulfilled them in condemning him. 
And though they-found no cause of death in him, yet desired they 28 
Pilate that he should be slain. And when they had fulfilled all 29 
that was written of him, they took him down from the tree, and 
laid him in a sepulchre. But God raised him from the dead: 30 
and he was seen many days of them which came up with him 31 
from Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his witnesses unto the people. 
And we declare unto you glad tidings, how that the promise 32 
which was made unto the fathers, God hath fulfilled the same 33 
unto us their children, in that he hath raised up Jesus again: as 
it is also written in the second Psalm, 
Thou art my son, 
This day have I begotten thee. 
And as concerning that he raised him up from the dead, now no 34 
more to return to corruption, he said on this wise, 
I will give you the sure mercies of David. 


Wherefore, he saith also in another psalm, 35 
Thou shalt not suffer thy Holy One to see corruption. 


For David, after he had served his own generation by the will 36 
of God, fell on sleep, and was laid unto his fathers, and saw cor- 
ruption: but he whom God raised again, saw no corruption. 37 
Be it known unto you therefore, men and brethren, that through 38 
this man is preached unto you the forgiveness of sins; and by him 39 
all that believe are justified from all things, from which ye could 
not be justified by the law of Moses. Beware, therefore, lest 40 
that come upon you which is spoken of in the prophets ; 

Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, and perish: Al 
For I work a work in your days, 

A work which ye shall in no wise believe, 
Though a man declare it unto you, 

Anp when the Jews were gone out of the synagogue, the Gen- 42 
tiles besought that these words might be preached to them the 
next sabbath. Now, when the congregation was broken up, 43 
many of the Jews and religious proselytes followed Paul and 
Barnabas; who speaking to them, persuaded them to continue 
in the grace of God. And the next sabbath-day came almost the 44 
whole city together to hear the word of God. But when the 45 
Jews saw the multitudes, they were filled with envy, and spake 
against those things which were spoken by Paul, contradicting 
and blaspheming. Then Paul and Barnabas waxed bold, and 46 
said, It was necessary that the word of God should first have been: 


ken to you: but seeing ye*put it from you, and judge your- 
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selves unworthy of everlasting life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles: 
for so hath the Lord commanded us, saying, 


Thave set thee to be a light of the Gentiles, 
That thou shouldest be for salvation unto the ends of the earth. 


And when the Gentiles heard this, they were glad, and glori- 42 
fied the word of the Lord: and as many as were ordained to 
eternal life believed. And the word of the Lord was published 4 
throughout all the region. But the Jews stirred up the devout d5C 
and honorable womeh, and the chief men of the city, and raised» 
persecution against Paul and Barnabas, and expelled them out of © 
their coasts. But they shook off the dust of their feet against 5- , 
them, and came unto Iconium. And the disciples were filled 52: 
with joy and with the Holy Ghost. 

AND it came to pass in Iconium, that they went both togetherL@ _ 
into the synagogue of the Jews, and so spake, that a great multi- 
tude, both of the Jews, and also of the Greeks, believed. But 2 
the unbelieving Jews stirred up the Gentiles, and made their 
minds evil-affected against the brethren. Long time therefore 3 
abode they speaking boldly in the Lord, which gave testimony 
unto the word of his grace, and grinted signs and wonders to be 
done by their hands. But the multitude of the city was divided : 
and part held with the Jews, and part with the Apostles. And 
when there was an assault made both of the Gentiles, and also 
of the Jews, with their rulers, to use them despitefully, and to 
stone them, 'they were ware of it, and fled unto Lystra and 6 
Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, and unto the region that lieth round 
about: and there they preached the gospel. % 

Anp there sat a certain man at Lystra, impotent in his feet, 8 
being a cripple from his mother’s womb, who never had walked.’ 
The same heard Paul speak: who stedfastly beholding him, and 
perceiving that he had faith to be healed, said with a loud voice, 1 
Stand upright on thy feet. And he leaped and walked. !And 1 
when the people saw what Paul had done, they lifted up their 
voices, saying in the speech of Lycaonia, ‘The gods are come 
down to us in the likeness of men! And they called Barnabas, 12 
Jupiter; and Paul, Mercurius, because he was the chief speaker. 
Then the priest of Jupiter, which was before their city, brought 13 
oxen and garlands unto the gates, and would have done sacrifice 
with the people. Which when the Apostles, Barnabas and Paul, 14 
heard of, they rent their clothes, and ran in among the people, 
crying out, 'and saying, Sirs, whydo ye these things? We also 15 
are men of like passions with you, and preach unto you, that ye 
should turn from these vanities unto the living God, which made 
heaven, and earth, and the sea, and all things that are therein: 
who in times past suffered all nations to walk in their own ways: 16 
nevertheless, he left not himself without witness, in that he did 17 
good, and gave us rain from heaven, and fruitful seasons, filling 
our hearts with food and gladness. And with these sayings 18: 
scarce restrained they the people, that they had not done sacrifice 
unto them. ' 

AND mere came thither certain Jews from Antioch, and Ico- 19 


op

nium, who persuaded the people, and having stoned Paul, drew 
Aim out of the city, supposing he had been dead. Howbeit, as 
the disciples stood round about him, he rose up, and came into 
the city: and the next day he departed with Barnabas to Derbe. 
Anp when they had preached the gospel to that city, and had 
taught many, they returned again to Lystra, and to Iconium, and 
io Antioch, 'confirming the souls of the disciples, and exhorting 
them to continue in the faith, and ‘that we must through much 
tribulation enter into the kingdom of God.’. And when they had 
ordained them elders in every church, and had prayed with fast- 
ing, they commended them to the Lord, on whom they believed. 
_And after they had passed throughout Pisidia, they came to Pam- 
~phylia. And when they had preached the word in Perga, they 
went down into Attalia: and thence sailed to Antioch, from 
whence they had been recommended to the grace of God, for 
the work which they fulfilled. And when they were come, and 
had gathered 'the church together, they rehearsed all that God 
had done with them, and how he had opened the door of faith 
unto the Gentiles. And there they abode long time with the 
disciples. 
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AND certain men which came down from Judea, taught thel5 


brethren, and said, Except ye be circumcised after the manner 
of Moses, ye cannot be’saved. When therefore Paul and Bar- 
nabas had no small dissension and disputation with them, they 
determined that Paul and Barnabas, and certain other of them, 
should go up to Jerusalem unto the Apostles and elders about this 
question. And being brought on their way by the church, they 
passed through Phenice and Samaria, declaring the conversion. 
of the Gentiles: and they caused great joy unto all the brethren. 
And when they were come to Jerusalem, they were received of 
the church, and of the Apostles and elders, and they declared all 
things that God had done with them. But there rose up certain 
of the sect of the Pharisees, which believed, saying, That it was 
needful to circumcise them, and to command them to keep the 
law of Moses. 

Anp the Apostles and elders came together to consider of this 
matter. And when there had been much disputing, Peter rose 
up and said unto them, Men and brethren, ye know how that a 
good while ago, God made choice among us, that the Gentiles, 
_ by my mouth, should hear the word of the gospel, and believe. 
And God, which knoweth the hearts, bare them witness, giving 
them the Holy Ghost, even as he did unto us: and put no differ- 
ence between us and them, purifying their hearts by faith. Now 
therefore why tempt ye God, to put a yoke upon the neck of the 
disciples, which neither our fathers nor we were able to bear? 
But we believe, that through the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
we shall be saved, even as they. Then all the multitude kept 
silence, and gave audience to Barnabas and Paul, declaring what 
miracles and wonders God had wrought among the Gentiles by 
them. And after they had held their peace, James answered, 


saying, Men and brethren, hearken unto me. Site eth de- 
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clared how God at the first did visit the Gentiles, to take out of 
them a people for hisname. And to this agree the words of the 15 
prophets; as it is written, 4 
After this I will return, I 16 
And will build again the tabernacle of David, 
Which is fallen down ;_ 
‘And I will build again the ruins thereof, 
And I will set it up: : 
That the residue of men might seek after the Lord, 7 
And all the Gentiles, 
- Upon whom my name is called, 
Saith the Lord, who doeth all these things. 


Known unto God are all his works from the beginning of the 18 
world. Wherefore my sentence is, that we trouble not them, 19 
which from among the Gentiles are turned to God: but that we 20 
write unto them that they abstain from pollutions. of ‘idols, and 
from fornication, and from things strangled, and from blood. For 21 
‘Moses of old time hath in every city them that preach him, be- 
ing read in the synagogues every sabbath-day. 

Tuen pleased it the Apostles and elders, with the whole 22 
church, to send chosen men of their own company to Antioch, 
with Paul and Barnabas; namely, Judas surnamed Barsabas, and 
Silas, chief men among the brethren: and they wrote letters by 23 
them after this manner : 

‘The Apostles, and elders, and brethren, send greeting unto the brethren 
which are of the Gentiles in Antioch, and Syria;wand Cilicia. Forasmuch as 24 
we have heard, that cerlain which went out from us, have troubled you with 
words, subverting your souls, saying, Ye must be circumcised, and keep the 
law ; to whom we gave no such commandment: it seemed good unto us, be- 25 
ing assembled with one accord, to send chosen men unto you, with our be- 
Joved Barnabas and Paul, men that have hazarded their lives for the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. We have sent therefore Judas and Silas, who shall 
also tell you the same things by mouth. For it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and tous, to lay upon you no greater burden than these necessary 
things; that ye abstain from meats offered to idols, and from blood, and from 29 
things strangled, and from fornication; from which if ye keep yourselves, 
ye shall do well. Fare ye well.’ 

So when they were dismissed, they came to Antioch: and 30 
when they had gathered the multitude together, they delivered 
the epistle. Which when they had read, they rejoiced for the 31 
consolation. And Judas and Silas being prophets also them- 32 
selves, exhorted the brethren with many words, and confirmed 
them. And after they had tarried there a space, they were let 33 
go in peace from the brethren unto the Apostles. Notwithstand- 34 
ing, it pleased Silas to abide there still. Paul also and Barnabas 35 
continued in Antioch, teaching and preaching the word of the 
Lord, with many others also. - 

AND some days after, Paul said unto Barnabas, Let us go 36 
again and visit our brethren, in every city where we have 
preached the word of the Lord, and see how they do. And Bar- 37 
nabas determined to take’ with them John, whose surname was 
Mark. But Paul thought not good to take him with them, who 38 
departed from them from Pamphylia, and went not with them 


to the Pe And the contention was so sharp between them, 39 
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that they departed asunder one from the other: and so Barnabas 
took Mark, and sailed unto Cyprus. And Paul chose Silas, and 40 
departed, being recommended by the brethren unto the grace of 
God. And he went through Syria and Cilicia, confirming the 41 
churches. Then came he to Derbe and Lystra: and behold, aL6 
eertain disciple was there, named Timotheus; the son of a cer- 
tain woman which was a Jewess; and believed, but his father 
was a Greek: who was well reported of by the brethren that 2 
were at Lystra and Iconium. Him would Paul have to go forth 3 
with him; and took and circumcised him, because of the Jews 
which were in those quarters: for they knew all that his father 
was a Greek. And as they went through the cities, they deliv- 4 
ered them the decrees for to keep, that were ordained of the Apos- 
tles and elders who were at Jerusalem. And so were the 5 
churches established in the faith, and increased in number 
daily. 

Bow, when they had gone throughout Phrygia, and the region 6 
of Galatia, and were forbidden of the Holy Ghost to preach the 
word in Asia; after they were come to Mysia, they assayed to 7 
go into Bithynia: but the Spirit suffered them not. And they 8 
passing by Mysia, came down to Troas. And a vision.appeared 9 
to Paul in the night: There stood a man of Macedonia, and 
prayed him, saying, ‘Come over into Macedonia, and help us.’ 
And after he had seen the vision, immediately we endeavored 10 
to go into Macedonia, assuredly gathering, that the Lord had 
called us for to preach the gospel unto them. 

THEREFORE loosing from Troas, we came with a straight 11 
course to Samothracia, and the next day to Neapolis; and from 12 
thence to Philippi, which is the chief city of that part of Mace- 
donia, and a colony: and we were in that city abiding certain 
days. And on the sabbath we went out of the city by a river 13 
side, where prayer was wont to be made; and we sat down, and 
spake unto the women who resorted thither. And a certain wo- 14 

.man named Lydia, a seller of purple, of the city of Thyatira, 
who worshipped God, heard ws: whose heart the Lord opened, 
that she attended unto the things which were spoken of Paul. 
And when she was baptized, and her household, she besought 15 
us, saying, If ye have judged me to be faithful to the Lord, come 
into my house, and abide there. And she constrained us. 

AND it came to pass a8 We went to prayer, a certain damsel 16 
possessed with a spirit of divination, met us, who brought her 
masters much gain by sootlisaying: the same followed Paul and 17 
us, and cried, saying, These men are the servants of the most 
high God, which show unto us the way of salvation. - And this 18 
did she many days. But Paul being grieved, turned and said to 
the spirit, I command thee in the name of Jesus Christ to 
come out of her. And he came out the same hour. !)And 19 
svhen her masters saw that the hope of their gains was gone, 
they caught Paul and Silas, and drew them into the market- 
place unto the rulers, and brought them to the magistrates, 20 
saying, These men, being — do exceedingly Pe our 
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city, and teach customs which are not lawful for us to re- 21 
ceive, neither to observe, being Romans. And the multitude rose 22 
up together against them: and the magistrates rent off their 
clothes, and commanded to beat them. And when they had laid 23 
many stripes upon them, they cast them into prison, charging the 
jailer to keep them safely. Who having received such a charge, 24 
thrust them into the immer prison, and made their feet fast in the 
stocks. : 

Anp at midnight Paul and Silas prayed, and sang praises unto 25 
God: and the prisoners heard them. And suddenly there was a 26 
great earthquake, so that the foundations of the prison were 
shaken: aud immediately all the doors were opened, and every 
one’s bands were loosed. And the keeper of the prison awaking 27 
out of his sleep, and seeing the prison-doors open; he drew out 
his sword, and would have killed himself, supposing that the pris- 
oners had been fled. But Paul cried with a loud voice, saying, 28 
Do thyself no harm: for we are all here. Then he called for a 29 
light, and sprang in, and came trembling, and fell down before 
Paul and Silas; and brought them out, and said, Sirs, what must 30 
I do to be saved? And they said, Believe on the Lord Jesus 31 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved, nd thy house. And they spake 32 
unto him the word of the Lord, and to all that were in his house. 
‘And he took them the same hour of the night, and washed their 33 
stripes; and was baptized, he and all his, straightway. And 34 
when he had brought them into his house, he set meat before 
them, and rejoiced, believing in God with all his house. And 35 
when it was day, the magistrates sent the sergeants, saying, Let 
those men go. And the keeper of the prison told this saying to 36 
Paui, The magistrates have sent to let you go: now therefore de- 
part and go in peace. But Paul said-unto them, They have 37 

eaten us openly, uncondemned, being Romans, and have cast ° 
us into prison; and now do they thrust us out privily? nay, 
verily ; but let them come themeelvos and fetch us out. And 38 
the sergeants told these words unto the magistrates : and they 
feared when they heard that they were Romans. And they 39 
came and besought them, and brought them out, and desired 
them to depart out of the city. And they went out of the prison, 40 
and entered into the house of Lydia: and when they had seen 
the brethren, they comforted them, and departed. 

NOW when they had passed through Amphipolis, and Apol-L7 
lonia, they came to Thessalonica, where was a synagogue of the 
Jews. And Paul, as his manner was, went in unto them, and 2 
three sabbath-days reasoned with them out of the scriptures, | 
‘opening and alleging, that Christ must needs have suffered, and 3 
risen again from the dead; and that ‘this Jesus, whom I preach 
unto you, is Christ.’ And some of them believed, and consorted | 4 
with Paul and Silas: and of the devout Greeks a great multi- © 
tude, and of the chief women not a few. But the Jews who 5 
believed not, moved with envy, took unto them certain lewd fel- 
lows of the baser sort, and gathered a company, and set all the 
city on - — and assaulted the house of Jason, and sought 
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to bring them out to the people. And when they found them 6 
not, they drew Jason and certain brethren unto the rulers of the 
city, crying, These that have turned the world upside down, are 
come hither also! ' whom Jason hath received: and these-all do % 
contrary to the decrees of Cesar, saying, That there is another 
king, one Jesus. And they troubled the people, and the rulers 8 
of the city, when they heard these things. And when they had 9 
taken security of Jason and of the other, they let them go. And 10 
the brethren immediately sent away Paul and Silas by night unto 
Berea: who coming thzther, went into the synagogue of the Jews. 
These were more noble than those in Thessalonica, in that they 11 
received the word with all readiness of mind, and searched the 
scriptures daily, whether those things were so. ‘Therefore many 12 
of them believed ; also of honorable women which were Greeks, 
and of men nota few. But when the Jews of Thessalonica had 13 
knowledge that the word of God was preached of Paul-at Berea, 
they came thither also, and stirred up the people. And then im- 14 
mediately the brethren sent away Paul, to go, as it were, to the 
sea: but Silas and Timotheus abode there still. And they that 15 
conducted Paul brought him unto Athens: and receiving a com- 
mandment unto Silas and Timotheus for to come to him with all — 
speed, they departed. 

Now, while Paul waited for them at Athens, his spirit was 16 
stirred in him, when he saw the city wholly given to idolatry. 
Therefore disputed he in the synagogue with the Jews, and with 17 
the devout persons, and in the market daily with them that met 
with him. Then certain philosophers of the Epicureans, and 18 
of the Stoies, encountered him. And some said, What will this 
babbler -say ? other some, He seemeth to be'a setter forth of 
strange gods: because he preached unto them Jesus, and the re- 
surrection. And they took him, and brought him unto Areopa- 19 
gus, saying, May we know what this new doctrine, whereof thou 
-speakest, 7s? For thou bringest certain strange things to our ears; 20 
we would know therefore what these things mean. (For all the 21 
Athenians and strangers which were there, spent their time in 
nothing else, but either to tell, or to hear some new thing.) Then 22 
Paul stood in the midst of Mars-hill, and said, Ye men of Athens, 

I perceive that in all things ye are too superstitious. For as I 23 
assed by, and beheld your devotions, I found an altar with this 
inscription, ‘TO THE UNKNOWN cop.’ Whom therefore ye igno- 
rantly worship, him declare I unto you. God that made the 24 
world, and all things therein, seeing that he is Lord of heaven 
and earth, dwelleth not in temples made with hands; neither is 25 
worshipped with men’s hands, as though he needed any thing, 
seeing he giveth to all life, and breath, and all things: and hath 26 
made of one blood allnations ofmen forto dwell on all the face of 
the earth, and hath determined the times before appointed, and 
the bounds of their habitation ;. that they should seek the Lord, 27 
if haply they might feel after him, and find him, though he be 
not far from every one of us; for in him we live, and moye, and 
have our being; as certain also of your own poets te said, 28 
17 
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‘For we are also his offspring” 


Forasmuch then as we are the ofispring of God, we ought not 29 
to think that the Godhead is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, 
graven by art and man’s device. And the times of this ignorance 30 
God winked at; but now commandeth all men everywhere to 
repent: because he hath appointed a day, in the which he will 31 
judge the world in righteousness, by that man whom he hath or- 
dained ; whereof he hath given assurance unto all men, in that 
he hath raised him from the dead... . . 

Anp when they heard of the resutrection of the dead, some 32 
mocked: and others said, We will hear thee again of this matter. 
'So Paul departed from among them. 'Howbeit, certain men 33 
clave unto him, and believed: among the which was Dionysius 
we Areopagite, and a woman named Damaris, and others with 

em. 5 

AFTER these things, Paul departed from Athens, and cameLS 
to Corinth, ‘and found a certain Jew named Aquila, born in 2 
Pontus, lately come from Italy with his wife Priscilla, (because 
that Claudius had commanded all’ Jews to depart from Rome,) 
and came unto them. And because he was of the same craft, 3 
he abode with them, and wrought, (for by their occupation they 
were tent-makers.) And he reasoned in the synagogue every 4 
sabbath, and persuaded the Jews and the Greeks. And when 5 
Silas and Timotheus were come from Macedonia, Paul was 
pressed in spirit, and testified to the Jews that Jesus was Christ. 
And when they opposed themselves, and blasphemed, he shook 6 
his raiment, and said unto them, Your blood 6e upon your own 
heads: I am clean: from henceforth I will go unto the Gentiles. 
And he departed thence, and entered into a certain man’s house, 7 
named Justus, one that worshipped God, whose house joined hard 
to the synagogue. And Crispus, the chief ruler of the synagogue, 8 
believed on the Lord with all his house: and many of the Co- 
rinthians hearing, believed, and were baptized. Then spake the 9 
Lord to Paul in the night by a vision, Be not afraid, but speak, 
and hold not thy peace: for I am with thee, and no man shall 10 
set on thee, to hurt thee; for I have much people in this city. 
And he continued there a year and six months, teaching the word 11 
of God among them. 

Anp when Gallio was the deputy of Achaia, the Jews made 12 
insurrection with one accord against Paul, and brought him to 
the judgment-seat, ' saying, This fellow persuadeth men to worship 13 
God contrary tothe law, And when Paul was now about toopen 14 
jus mouth, Gallio said unto the Jews, If it were a matter of wrong 
or wicked lewdness, O ye Jews, reason would that I should bear 
with you: but if it be a question of words and names, and of your 15 
Jaw, look ye to it: for I will be no judge of such matters. And he 16 
drave them from the judgment-seat. Then all the Greeks took 17 
Sosthenes, the chief ruler of the synagogue, and beat him before 
the judgment-seat, And Gallio cared for none of those things 

Anp Paul after this tartied there yet a good while, and then 18 
took his Mg of the brethren, and sailed thence into Syria, and 
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with him Priscilla, and Aquila; having shorn his head in Cen- 
chrea: forhehad avow. And he came toEphesus, and left them 19 
there: but he himself entered into the synagogue and reasoned 
with the Jews. When they desired him to tarry longer time 20 
with them, he consented not: but bade them farewell, sa’ ing, 2] 
I must by all means keep this feast that cometh in Jerusalem: 
but I will return again unto you, if God will. And he sailed 
from Ephesus. And when he had landed at Cesarea, and gone 22 
up and saluted the church, he went down to Antioch. 

AND after he had spent some time there, he departed and 23 
went over ail the country of Galatia and Phrygia in order, 
strengthening all the disciples. And a,certain Jew, named 24 
Apollos, born at Alexandria, an eloquent man, and mighty in the 
Scriptures, came to Ephesus. This man was instructed in the 25 
way of the Lord: and being fervent in the spirit, he spake and 
taught diligently the things of the Lord, knowing only the baptism 
of John. And he began to speak boldly in the synagogue: 26 
whom, when Aquila and Priscilla had heard, they took him unto 
them, and expounded unto him the way of God more perfectly. 
And when he was disposed to pass info Achaia, the brethren 27 
wrote, exhorting the disciples to receive him: who, when he 
was come, helped them much which had believed through 
grace. For he mightily convinced the Jews, and that publicly, 28 
showing by the scriptures, that Jesus was Christ. 

AND it came to pass, that while Apollos was at Corinth,219 
Paul having passed through the upper coasts, came to Ephesus; 
and finding certain disciples, 'he said unto them, Have ye re- 2 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye believed? And they said unto 
him, We have not so much as heard whether there be any Holy 
Ghost. And he said unto them, Unto what then were ye bap- 
tized? And they said, Unto John’s baptism. 'Then said Paul, 
John verily baptized with the baptism of repentance, saying unto 
the people, That they should believe on him which should come 
after him, that is, on Christ Jesns. When they heard this, they 5 
were baptized in the name of the Lord Jesus. And when Paul’ 6 
had laid fis hands upon them, the Holy Ghost came on them; 
and they spake with tongues, and prophesied. And all the men 4 
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were about twelve. And he went into the synagogue, and 
spake boldly for the space of three months, disputing and per- 
suading the things concerning the kingdom of God. But when 
divers were hardened, and believed not, but spake evil of that 
way before the multitude, he departed from them, and separated 
the dis¢iples, disputing daily in the school of one Tyrannus. And 10 
this continued by the space of two years; so that all they which 
dwelt in Asia heard the word of the Lord Jesus, both Jews and 
Greeks. And God wrought special miracles by the hands of 11 
Paul: so that from his body were brought unto the sick, hand- 12 
kerchiefs, or aprons, and the diseases departed from them, and 
the evil spirits went out of them. ee 

THEN certain of the vagabond Jews, exorcists, took uponthem 13 
to call over them which had evil spirits, the name of me Lord 
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Jesus, saying, We adjure you by Jesus whom Paul preacheth. 
‘And there were seven sons of one Sceva a Jew, and chief of the 14 
priests, which did so. ‘And the evil spirit answered and said, 15 
Jesus I know, and Paul I know ; but who are ye? And the man 16 
in whom the evil spirit was, leaped on them, and overcame 
them, and prevailed against them, so that they fled out of. that 
house naked and wounded. And this was known to all the Jews 17 
and Greeks also dwelling at Ephesus: and fear fell on them all, 
and the name of the Lord Jesus was magnified. And many that 18 
believed came, and confessed, and showed their deeds.. Many 19 
also of them which used curious aris, brought their books to- 
gether, and burned them before all men; and they counted the 
price of them, and found 2 fifty thousand pieces of silver. So 20 
mightily grew the word of God, and prevailed. 

Arter these things were ended, Paul purposed in the spirit, 21 
when he had passed through Macedonia, and Achaia, to go to 
Jerusalem, saying, After 1 have been there, I must also see 
Rome. So he sent into Macedonia two of them that ministered 22 
unto him, Timotheus and Erastus« but he himself stayed in Asia 
for a season. And the same time there arose no sma 1 stir about 23 
that way. For a certain man named Demetrius, a silversmith, 24 
which made silver shrines for Diana, brought no small gain unto 
the craftsmen ; whom he called together with the workmen of 
like occupation, 'and said, Sirs, ye know that by this craft we 25 
have our wealth: moreover, ye see and hear, that not alone at 26 
Ephesus, but almost throughout all Asia, this Paul hath per- 
suaded and turned away much people, saying, That they be no 
gods which are made with hands. So that not only this ourcraft 27 
is in danger to be set at naught; but also that the temple of the 
~ great goddess Diana should be despised, and her magnificence 
should be destroyed, whom all Asia, and the world, worshippeth. 
‘And when they heard these sayings, they were full of wrath, and 28 
cried out, saying, Great is Diana of the Ephesians! And the 29 
whole city was filled with confusion : and having eaught Gaius 
and Aristarchus, men of Macedonia, Pavl’s companions in travel, 
they rushed with one accord into the theatre. And when Paul 30 
would have entered in unto the people, the diseiples suffered 
him not. And certain of the chief of Asia, which were his’ 3h 
friends, sent unto him, desiring him that he would not adventure 
himself into the theatre. Some therefore cried one thing, and 32 
some another: for the assembly was confused, and the more part | 
knew not wherefore they were come together. And they drew 33 
Alexander out of the multitude, the Jews putting him forward. 
And Alexander beckoned with the hand,and would have made 
his defence unto the people. But when they knew that he was 34 
a Jew, all with one voice about the space of two hours cried out, 
Great is Diana of the Ephesians! And when the town-clerk had 35 
appeased the people, he said, Ye men of Ephesus, what man is 
there that knoweth not how that the city of the Ephesians is a 
worshipper of the great goddess Diana, and of the wnage which 
fell eae fiers Jupiter? Seeing then that these things cannot be 36 
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spoken against, ye ought to be quiet, and to do nothing rashly. 
For ye have brought hither these men, whichare neither robbers 37 
of churches, nor yet blasphemers of your goddess. Wherefore, 38 
if Demetrius, and the crafismen which are with him, have a 
matter against any man, the law is open, and there are deputies : 
let them implead one another. Butif ye inquire any thing con- 39 
cerning other matters, it shall be determined ina lawful assembly. 
For we are in danger to be called in question for this day’s up- 40 
roar, there being no cause whereby we may give an account of 
this concourse. And when he had thus spoken, he dismissed the 41 
assembly. 

Anp after the uproar was ceased, Paul called unto him the20 
disciples, and embraced them, and departed to go into Macedonia. 
And when he had gone over those parts, and had given them 2 
much exhortation, he came into Greece, ' and there abode three 3. 
months. And when the Jews laid wait for him, as he was about 
to sail into Syria, he purposed to return through Macedonia. 
And there accompanied him into Asia, Sopater of Berea; and of 4 
the Thessalonians, Aristarchus and Secundus; and Gaius of 
Derbe, and Timotheus ; and of Asia, Tychicus, and Trophimus. 
These going before, tarried for us at Troas. And we sailed5,6 
away from Philippi, afier the days of unleavened bread, and 
came unto them to Troas in five days; where we abode seven 
days. 

Te upon the first day of the week, when the disciples came 17 
together to break bread, Paul preached unto them, (ready to de- 
part on the morrow) and continued his speech until midnight. 
And there were many lights in the upper chamber, where they 8 
were gathered together. And there sat in a window a certain 9 
young man named Eutychus, being fallen into a deep sleep: and 

as Paul was long preaching, he sunk down with sleep, and fell 
‘down from the third loft, and was taken up dead. And Paul 10 
went down, and fell on him, and embracing him, said, Trouble 
not yourselves; for his life is ia him. When he therefore was 11 
come up again, and had broken bread, and eaten, and talked a 
long while, even till break of day, so he departed. And they 12 
bronght the young man alive, and were not a little comforted. 
And we went before to ship, and sailed unto Assos, there in- 13 
tending to take in Paul: forso had he appointed, minding himself 
to-go afoot. And when he met with us at Assos, we took him 14 
in, and came to Mitylene. And we sailed thence, and came the 15 
next day over against Chios; and the next day we arrived at 
Samos, and tarried at Trogyllium; and the next day we came to 
Miletus. For Paul had determined to sail py Ephesus, because 16 
he would not spend the time in Asia: for he hasted, if it were 
possible for him, to be at Jerusalem the day of Pentecost. 

Anp from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, and ealled the elders of 17 
the church. And when they were come to him, he said unto 18 
them, ‘ Ye know, from the first day that I came into Asia, after - 
‘what manner I have been with you at all seasons, serving: the 19 
‘Lord with all humility of mind,and with many tears — 
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“tions, which befell me by the lying in wait of the Jews, ‘and 20 
“how I kept back nothing that was profitable unto you, but have 
‘showed you, and have taught you publicly, and from house to 
‘house, ' testifying both to the Jews, and also to the Greeks, 21 
‘repentance toward God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ. 
‘And now behold, I go bound in the spirit unto Jerusalem, not 22 
‘knowing the things that shall befall me there: save that the 23 
‘Holy Ghost witnesseth in every city, saying, That bonds and 
‘afflictions abide me. But none of these things move me, neither 24 
‘count I my life dear unto myself, so that I might finish my 
“course with joy, and the ministry which I have received of the 
‘Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel of the grace of God. And now, 25 
‘behold, I know that ye all, among whom I have gone preaching 
‘the kingdom of God, shall see my face no more. Wherefore I 26 
‘take you to record this day, that | am pure from the blood of all 

+ men, for I have not shunned to declare unto you all the coun- Qi 
‘sel.of God. ‘Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and to all the 26 
‘flock over the which the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, 
“to feed the church of God, which he hath purchased with his 
<own blood. For I know this, that after my departing shall 29 
«grievous wolves enter in among you, not sparing the flock. Also 30 
‘of your own selves shall men arise, speaking perverse things to 
‘draw away disciples after them. erefore watch; and re- 31 
‘member, that by the space of three years I ceased not to warm 

* every one night and day with tears. And now, brethren, I com- 32 
‘mend you to God, and to the word of his grace, which is able to 
‘build you up, and to give you’an inheritance among all them 

‘ which are sanctified. | have coveted no man’s silver, or gold, or 33 
‘apparel. Yea, ye yourselves know, that these hands have min- 34 
‘istered unto my necessities, and to them that were with me. I 35 
‘have showed you all things, how that so laboring ye ought to 
‘support the weak, and to remember the words of the Lord 
‘Jesus, how he said, “ It is more blessed to give than to receive.” ” 
‘And when he had thus spoken, he kneeled down and prayed 36 
with them all. And they all wept sore, and fell on Paul’s neck, 37 
and kissed him, 'sorrowing most of all for the words which he 38: 
spake, that they should see his face nomore. And they accom- 
panied him unto the ship. 

ANp it came to pass, that after we were gotten from them, and2l 
had launched, we came with a straight course unto Coos, and 
the day following unto Rhodes, and from thence unto Patara; 
and finding a ship sailing over unto Phenicia, we went aboard, 2 
and set forth. Now when we had discovered Cyprus, we left it 3 
on the left hand, and sailed unto Syria, and landed at Tyre: for | 
there the ship was to unlade her burden. And finding disciples, 4 
we tarried there seven days: who said to Paul through the 
Spirit, that he should not go up to Jerusalem. And when we 5 
had accomplished those days, we departed, and went our way; 
and they all brought us on our way, with wives and children, tll 
we were out of the city: and we kneeled down on the shore, and 
prayed. when we had taken our leave one of another, we 6

took ship; and they returned home again. And when we had 7 
finished our course from Tyre, we came to Ptolemais, and saluted 
the brethren, and abode with them one day. And the next day 8 
we that were of Paul’s company departed, and came unto Cesa- 
rea; and we entered into the house of Philip the evangelist, 
which was one of the seven; and abode with him. And the. 9 
same man had four daughters, virgins, which did prophesy. And 10 
as we tarried there many days, there came down from Judea a 
certain prophet, named Agabus. And when he was come unto 11 
us, he took Paul’s girdle, and bound his own hands and feet, and 
said, Thus saith the Holy Ghost, So shall the Jews at Jerusalem 
bind the man that owneth this girdle, and shall deliver him into 
the hands of the Gentiles. And when we heard these things, 12 
both we, and they of that place, besought him not to go up to 
Jerusalem. Then Paul answered, What mean ye to weep, and 13 
to break my heart? for I am ready not to be bound only, but also 

to die at Jerusalem for the name of the Lord Jesus. And when 14 
he would not be persuaded, we ceased, saying, The will of the 
Lord be done. And afier those days we took up our carriages, 15 
and went up to Jerusalem. There went with us also certain of 16 
the disciples of Cesarea, and brought with them one Mnason of 
Cyprus, an old disciple, with whom we should lodge. 

'Anp when we were come to Jerusalem, the brethren received 17 
us gladly. And the day following, Paul went in with us unto 18 
James: and all the elders were present. And when he had sa- 19 
luted them, he declared particularly what things God had 
wrought among the Gentiles by his ministry. And when they 20 
heard 7, they glorified the Lord, and said unto him, Thou seest, 
brother, how many thousands of Jews there are which believe; 
and they are all zealous of the law; ‘and they are informed of 21 
thee, that thou teachest all the Jews which are among the Gen- 
tiles to forsake Moses, saying, That they ought not to circum- 
cise their children, neither to walk after the customs. What is 22 
it therefore? the multitude must needs come together: for they 
will hear that thou art come. Do therefore this that we say to 23 
thee: We have four men which have a vow on them; 'them 24 
take, and purify thyself with them, and beat charges with them, — - 
that they may shave ‘heir heads: and all may know that those 
things whereof they were informed concerning thee, are nothing; 
but that thou thyself also walkest orderly, and keepest the law. 
As touching the Gentiles which believe, we have written and 25 
concluded that they observe no such thing, save only that they 
keep themselves from things offered to idols, and from blood, and 
from things strangled, and from fornication. Then Paul took the 26 
men, and the next day purifying himself with them, entered into 
the temple, to signify the accomplishment of the days of purifica- 
tion, until that an offering should be offered for every one of 
them. , 

Anp when the seven days were almost ended, the Jews, which 27 
were of Asia, when they saw him in the temple, stirred up all 
the people, and laid hands ot Yerying out, Men ee 28 
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help. This is the man that teacheth all men everywhere against 
the people, and the law, and this place: and further, broughe 
Greeks also into the temple; and hath polluted this holy place. 
(For they had seen before with him in the city, Trophimus, an 29 
Ephesian, whom they supposed that Paul had brought into the 
temple.) And all the city was moved, and the people ran to- 30 
gether: and they took Paul and drew him out of the temple. 
‘And forthwith the doors were shut. 'And as they went about 31 
to kill him, tidings came unto the chief captain of the band, that 

all Jerusalem was in an uproar; who immediately took soldiers 32 
and centurions, and ran down untothem. And when they saw 
the chief captain and the soldiers, they left beating of Paul. Then 33 
the chief captain came near and took him, and commanded him 

to be bound with two chains: and demanded who he was, and 
what he had done. And some cried one thing, some another, 34 
among the multitude: and when he could not know the cer- 
tainty for the tumult, he commanded him to be carried into the 
castle. And when he came upon the stairs, so it was that he was 35 
borne of the soldiers, for the violence of the people. For the mul- 36 
titude of the people followed after, crying, Away with him! And 37 
as Paul was to be led into the castle, he said unto the chief cap- 
tain, May I speak unto thee? Who said, Canst thou speak Greek? 
Art not thou that Egyptian, which before these days madest an 38 
uproar, and leddest out into the wildetess four thousand men 
that were murderers? But Paul said, I am aman which ama Jew 39 
of Tarsus, @ city in Cilicia, a citizen of no mean city: and I be- 
seech thee, suffer me to speak unto the people. 

Anp when he had given him license, Panl stood on the stairs, 40 
and beckoned with the hand unto the people. And when there 
‘was made a great silence, he spake unto them in the Hebrew 
tongue, saying, 'Men, brethren, and fathers, hear ye my de-22 
fence which I make now unto you-~(and when they heard that 2 
he spake in the Hebrew tongue to them, they kept the more si- 
lence: and he saith,)—-'I am verily a man which ama Jew, born 3 
in Tarsus, a city in Cilicia, yet brought up in this city at the feet 
of Gamaliel, and taught according to the perfect manner of the 
law of the fathers, and was zealous toward God, as ye all are this 
day. And I persecuted this way unto the death, binding and de- 
livering into prisons both men and women. As also the high- 
priest doth bear me witness, and all the estate of the elders ; from 
whom also I received letters unto the brethren, and went to Da- 
mascus, to bring them which were there bound unto Jerusalem 
to be punished. And it came to pass, that, as I made my jour- 
ney, and was come nigh unto Damascus about noon, suddenly 
there shone from heaven a great light round about me. And I 
fell unto the ground, and heard a voice saying unto me, Saul! 
Saul! why persecutest thou me? And I answered, Who art thou, 
Lord? And he said unto me, I am Jesus of Nazareth, whom thou 
persecutest. And they that were with me saw indeed the light, 
and were afraid ; but they heard not the voice of him that spake 
to me. ae I said, What shall I do, Lord? And the Lord said 10 
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unto me, Arise, and go into Damascus, and there it shall be told 
thee of all things which are appointed for thee to do. And when 11 
I could not see for the glory of that light, being led by ‘the hand 
of them that were with me,I came into Damascus. And one 12 
Ananias, a devout man according to the law, having a good re- 
port of all the Jews which dwelt there, 'came unto me, and stood, 13 
and said unto me, Brother Saul, receive thy sight. And the same 
hour I looked up upon him. And he said, The God of our fathers 14 
hath chosen thee, that thou shouldest know his will, and see that 
Just One, and shouldest hear the voice of his mouth. For thou 15 
shalt be his witness unto all men of what thou hast seen and 
heard. And now why tarriest thou? arise, and be baptized, and 16 
wash away thy sins, calling on the name of the Lord. And it 17 
came to pass, that, when 1 was come again to Jerusalem, even 
while I prayed in the temple, I was in a trance; and saw him 18 
saying unto me, Make haste, and get thee quickly out of Jerusa- 
lem; for they will not receive thy testimony concerning me. And 19 
¥ said, Lord, they know that I imprisoned, and beat m every 
synagogue them that believed on thee; and when the blood of 20 

y martyr Stephen was shed, I also was standing by, and con- 
senting unto his death, and kept the raiment of them that slew 
him. And he said unto me, Depart: for I will send thee far 21 
hence unto the Gentiles. 

Anp they gave him audience unto this word, and then lifted 22 
up their voices, and said, Away with such a fellow from the 
earth! for it is not fit that he should live! And as they cried out, 23 
and cast off their clothes, and threw dust in the air,' the chief cap- 24 
tain commanded him to be brought into the castle, and bade that 
he should be examined by scourging ; that he might know where- 
fore they cried so against him. And as they bound him with 25 
thongs, Paul said unto the centurion that stood by, Is it lawful for 
you to scourge a man that isa Roman, and uncondemned? When 26 
the centurion heard that, he went and told the chief captain, say- 
ing, Take heed what thou doest; for this man isa Roman. Then 27 
the chief captain came, and said unto him, Tell me, art thou a 
Roman? He said, Yea. ' And the chief captain answered, With 28 
a great sum obtained I this freedom. And Paul said, But I was 
free-born. Then straightway they departed from him which 29 
should have examined him: and the chief captain also was 
afraid, after he knew that he was a Roman, and because he had 
bound him. 

On the morrow, because he would have known the certainty 30 
wherefore he was accused of the Jews, he loosed him from Ais 
bands, and commanded the chief priests and all their council to ap- 
pear, and brought Paul down, and set him before them. And Paul,23 
earnestly beholding the council, said, Men and brethren, I have 
lived in all good conscience before God until this day...» . 

‘Anp the high-priest Ananias commanded them that stood by 
him, to smite him on the mouth. Then said Paul unto him,God 3 
shall smite thee, thow whited wall! for sittest thou to judge me 
after the law, and commandest me to be smitten es the 
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law? And they that stood by, said, Revilest thou God’s high- 4 
priest? Then said Paul, I wist not, brethren, thathe was the high- 5 
priest: for it is written, “Thou shalt not speak evil ot a 
the ruler of thy people.” But when Paul perceived that 6 
the one part were Sadducees, and the other Pharisees, he cried 
out in the council, Men and brethren, IT am a Pharisee, the son 

of a Pharisce: of the hope and resurrection of the dead I am 
called in question. And when he had so said, there arose a dissen- 
sion between the Pharisees and the Sadducees: and the mullti- 
tude was divided. For the Sadducees say that there is no resur- 
rection, neither angel nor spirit: but the Pharisees confess both. 
And there arose a great ery: and the Scribes that were of the 9 
Pharisees’ part arose, and strove, saying, We find no evil in this 
man: but if a-spirit or an angel hath spoken to him, let us not 
fight against God. 

‘Anp when there arose a great dissension, the chief captain, 10 
fearing lest Paul should have been pulled in pieces of them, 
commanded the soldiers to go down, and to take him by foree 
from among them, and to bring Aim into the castle. 

Anp the night following, the Lord stood by him, and said, Be 11 
of good cheer, Paul: for as thou ‘hast testified of me in Jerusa- 
lem, so must thou bear witness also at Rome. And when it was 12 
day, certain of the Jews banded together, and bound themselves 
under a curse, saying, That they wouldeither eat nor drink till 
they had killed Paul. And they were more than forty which 13 
had made this conspiracy. And they came to the chief priests 14 
and elders, and said, We have bound ourselves under a great 
curse, that we will eat nothing until we have slain Paul. Now 15 
therefore ye with the council signify to the chief captain, that 
he bring him down unto you to-morrow, as though ye would in- 
quire something more perfectly concerning him : and we, or ever 
he come near, are ready to kill him. And when Paul's sister’s 16 
son heard of their lying in wait, he went and entered into the . 
castle, and told Paul. ‘Then Paul called one of the centnrions 17 
unto him, and said, Bring this young man unto the chief captain ; 
for he hath-a certain thing to tell him. So he took him, and 18 
brought him to the chief captain, and said, Paul the prisoner’ 
called me unto him,and prayed me to bring this young man 
unto thee, who hath something to say unto thee. Then the chief 19 
captain took him by the hand and went with him aside privately, 
and asked him, What is that thou hast to tell me? And he said, 20 
The Jews have agreed to desire thee, that thou wouldest bring 
down Paul to-morrow into the council, as though they would in- 
quire somewhat of him more perfectly. But do not thou yield 21 
unto them: for there lie in wait for him of them more than forty 
men, which have bound themselves with an oath, that they will 
neither eat nor drink till they have killed him: and now are they 
pep looking for a promise from thee. So the chief captain 22 
then let the young man depart, and charged him, See thou tell no 
man that thou hast showed these things to me. 

AND He. pelted unto him two centurions, saying, Make ready 23 
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two hundred soldiers to go to Cesarea, and horsemen threescore 
and ten, and spearmen two hundred, at the third hour of the 
night; and provide them beasts, that they may set Paul on, and 24 
bring him safe unto Felix the governor. And he wrote a letter 25 
after this manner: 


Claudius Lysias, unto the most excellent governor Felix, sendeth greeting. 26 
This man was taken of the Jews, and should have been killed of them: then 27 
came I with an army, and rescued him, having understood that he was a 
Roman. And when I would have known the cause wherefore they accused him, 28 
Ibrought him forth into their council: whom I perceived to be accused of | 29 
questions of their law, but to have nothing laid to his charge worthy of death 
or of bonds. And when it was told me how that the Jews laid wait for the 30 


man, I sent straightway to thee, and gave commandment to his accusers also, 
to say before thee what they iad against him. Farewell. 


Tren the soldiers, as it was commanded them, took Paul, and 31 
brought him by night to Antipatris. On the morrow they left 32 
the horsemen to go with him, and returned to the castle: who, 33 
when they came to Cesarea, and delivered the epistle to the gov- 
ernor, presented Paul also before him. And when the governor 34 
had read the letter, he asked of what province he was. And 
when he understood that he was of Cilicia ; ‘1 will hear thee,’ said 35 
he, ‘when thine accusers are also come.’ And he commanded 
him to be kept in Herod’s judgment-hall. 

Anp after five days, Ananias the high-priest descended with2& 
the elders, and with a certain orator named Tertullus, who in- 
formed the governor against Paul. And when he was called 
forth, Tertullus began to accuse him, saying, Seeing that by thee 
we enjoy great quietness, and that very worthy deeds are done 
unto this nation by thy providence, ' we accept iw always, andin 3 
all places, most noble Felix, with all thankfulness. Notwith- 4 
standing, that I be not further tedious unto thee, I pray thee, that 
thou wouldest hear us of thy clemency a few words. Forwe 5 
have found this man a pestilent fellow, and a mover of sedition 
among all the Jews throughout the world, and a ringleader of 
the sect of the Nazarenes: who also hath gone about to profane 6 
the temple: whom we took, and would have judged according 
to our law,! but the chief captain Lysias came upon us, and with 7 
great violence took him away out of our hands, commanding his 8 
accusers to come unto thee: by examining of whom, thyself 
mayest take knowledge of all these things whereof we accuse 
him. And the Jews also assented, saying, That these things 9 
were so. Then Paul, after that the governor had beckoned unto 10 
him to speak, answered, Forasmuch as I know that thou hast 
been of many years a judge unto this nation, I do the more 
cheerfully answer for myself: because that thou mayest under- 11 
stand, that there are yet but twelve days since I went up to Jeru- 
salem to worship. -And they neither found me in the temple 12 
disputing with any man, neither raising up the people, neither in 
the synagogues, nor in the city : neither can they prove the things 13 
whereof they now accuse me. But this I confess unto thee, that 14 
after the way which they call Ee so worship I the pe a 
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my fathers, believing all things which are written in the law and 
in the prophets: and have hope toward God, which they them- 13 
selves also allow, that there shall be a resurrection of the dead, 
both of the just and unjust. And herein do I exercise myself, to 16 
have always a conscience void of offence toward God, and toward 
men. Now, after many years, I came to bring alms to my nation, 17 
and offerings. Whereupon certain Jews from Asia found me 18 
purified in the temple, neither with multitude, nor with tumult: 
who ought to have been here before thee, and object, if they had 19 
aught against me. Or else let these same here say, if they have 20 
found any evil-doing in me, while I stood before the council, 
' except it be for this one voice, that I cried, standing among 21 
them, ‘Touching the resurrection of the dead I am called in 
uestion by you this day.’ And when Felix heard these things, 22 
having more perfect knowledge of that way, he deferred them, 
and said, When Lysias the chief captain shall come down, I will 
know the uttermost of your matter. And he commanded a cen- 23 
turion to keep Paul, and to let him have liberty, and that he 
should forbid none of his acquaintance to minister, or come unto 


m. 

Anp after certain days, when Felix came with his wife Dru- 24 
silla, which was a Jewess, he sent for Paul, and heard him con- 
cerning the faith in Christ. Andas he reasoned of righteousness, 25 
temperance, and judgment to come, Felix trembled, and an- 
swered, Go thy way for this time; whenI have a convenient 
season, I will call for thee. He hoped also that money should 26 
have been given him of Paul, that he might loose him ; where- 
fore he sent for him the oftener, and communed with him. But 27 
after two years Porcius Festus came into Felix’s room: and 
Felix, willing to show the Jews a pleasure, left Paul bound. 

NOW when Festus:was come into the province, after three25 
days he ascended from Cesarea to Jerusalem. Then the high- 2 

riest and the chief of the Jews informed him against Paul, and 

esought him, ' and desired favor against him, that he would send 
for him to Jerusalem; laying wait in the way to kill him. But 
Festus answered, that Paul should be kept at Cesarea, and that 
he himself would depart shortly thither. Let them therefore, 
said he, which among you are able, go down with me, and accuse 
this man, if there be any wickedness in him. And when he had 
tarried among them more than ten days, he went down unto 
Cesarea ; and the next day sitting on the judgment-seat, com- 
manded Paul to be brought. And when he was come,the Jews 7 
which came down from Jerusalem stood round about, and laid 
many and grievous complaints against Paul, which they could 
not prove; while he answered for himself, Neither against the 
law of the Jews, neither against the temple, nor yet against 
Cesar, have I offended any thing at all. But Festus, willing to 9 
do the Jews a pleasure, answered Paul, and said, Wilt thou go 
up to Jerusalem, and there be judged of these things before me? 
Then said Paul, I stand at Cesar’s judgment-seat, where I ought 16 
to be aeged : to the Jews have I-done no wrong, as thou very 
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well knowest. For if I be an offender, or have committed any 11 
thing worthy of death,I refuse not to die: but if there be none of 
these things whereof these accuse me, no man may deliver me 
untothem. I appeal unto Cesar. 'Then Festus, when he had 12 
conferred with the council, answered, Hast thou appealed unto 
Cesar? unto Cesar shalt thou go. 

Awp after certain days, king Agrippa and Bernice came unto 13 
Cesarea, to salute Festus. And when they had been there many 14 
days, Festus declared Paul’s cause unto the king, saying, There 15 
is a certain man left in bonds by Felix: about whom, when I 
was at Jerusalem, the chief priests and the elders of the Jews 
informed me, desiring to have-judgment against him. To whomI 16 
answered, It is not the manner of the Romans to deliver any man 
to die, before that he which is accused have the accusers face to 
face, and have license to answer for himself concerning the 
crime laid against him. Therefore, when they were come hither, 17 
without any delay on the morrow I sat on the judgment-seat, and 
commanded the man to be brought forth; against whom, when 18 
the accusers stood up, they brought none accusation of such 
things as I supposed: but had certain questions against him of 19 
their own superstition, and of one Jesus, which was dead, whom 
Paul affirmed to be alive. And because I doubted of such man- 20 
ner of questions, I asked him whether he would go to Jerusalem, 
and there be judged of these matters. But when Paul had ap- 21 
pealed to be reserved unto the hearing of Augustus, I commanded 
him to be kept till I might send him to Cesar. Then Agrippa 22 
said unto Festus, 1 would also hear the man myself. 'To-mor- 
row, said he, thou shalt hear him. 

AND on. the morrow, when Agrippa was come, and Bernice, 23 
with great pomp, and was entered into the palace of hearing, 
with the chief captains and principal men of the city, at Festus’ 
commandment Paul was brought forth. And Festus said, King 24 
Agrippa, and all men which are here present with us, ye see this 
man about whom all the multitude of the Jews have dealt with 
me, both at Jerusalem, and also here, crying that he ought not to 
live any longer. But when I found that he had committed 25 
nothing worthy of death, and that he himself hath appealed to 
Augustus, I have determined to send him. Of whom I have no 26 
certain thing to write unto my lord. Wherefore I have brought 
him forth before you, and specially before thee, O king Agrippa, 
that after examination had, I might have somewhat to write. 
For it seemeth to me unreasonable to send a prisoner, and not 27 
withal to signify the crimes /aid against him. 

Tren Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou art permitted to speak for26 
thyself. Then Paul stretched forth the hand, and answered for 
himself: I think myself happy, king Agrippa, because I shall 2 
answer for myself this day before thee, touching all the things 
whereof I am accused of the Jews: especially, because I know 3 
thee to be expert in all customs and questions which are among 
the Jews: wherefore I beseech thee to hear me patiently. My 4 


manner of life from my youth, which was at the first anise mine 
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own nation at Jerusalem, know all the Jews, 'which knew me 
from the beginning, (if they would testify,) that after the most 
straitest sect of our religion, I lived a Pharisee. And now I 
stand, and am judged for the hope of the promise made of God 
unto our fathers: unto which promise our twelve tribes, instantly 
serving God day and niga eehope to come. For which hope’s 
sake, king Agrippa, I am accused of the Jews. Why should it ~ 
be thought a thing incredible with you, that God should raise the 
dead? I verily thought with myself, that I ought to do many 
things contrary to the name of Jesus of Nazareth. Which thing 1 
Lalso did in Jerusalem: and many of the saints did I shut-up in 
prison, having received authority from the chief priests; and 
when they were put to death, I gave my voice against them. And 11 
I punished them oft in every synagogue, and compelled them to 
blaspheme; and being exceedingly mad against them, I perse- 
cuted them even unto strange cities. Whereupon, as I went to 12 
Damascus, with authority and commission from the chief priests, 
tat mid-day, O king, I saw in the way a light from heaven, above 13 
the brightness of the sun, shining round about me, and them 
which journeyed with me. And when we were all fallen to the 14 
earth, i heard a voice speaking unto me, and saying in the He- 
brew tongue, Saul! Saul! why pérsecutest thou me? It is hard 
for thee to kick against the pricks. And I said, Who art thou, 15 
Lord? And he said, I am Jesus whom thou persecutest. 'But 16 
rise, and stand upon thy feet: for I havé appeared unto thee for 
this purpose, to make thee a minister and a witness both of these 
things which thou hast seen, and of those things in the which I 
will appear unto thee ; delivering thee from the people, and 17 
from the Gentiles, unto whom now I send thee, 'to open their 18 
eyes, and to turn them from darkness to light, and from the power 

of Satan unto God, that they may receive forgiveness of sins, 
and inheritance among them which are sanctified by faith that 

is in me. Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I was not disobedient 19 
unto the heavenly vision: but showed first unto them of Damas- 20 
cus, and at Jerusalem, and thronghout all the coasts of Judea, 
and then to the Gentiles, that they should repent and turn to God, 
and do works meet for repentance. For these causes the Jews 21 
caught me in the temple, and went about to kill me. Having 22 
therefore obtained help of God, I continue unto this day, witness- 
ing both to small and great, saying none other things than those 
which the prophets and Moses did say should come: that Christ 23 
should suffer, and that he should be the first that should rise 
from the dead, and should show light unto the people, and to the 
Gentiles. ; : 

Anp as he thus spake for himself, Festus said with a loud 24 
voice, Paul! thou art beside thyself! much learning doth make 
thee mad! But he said, I am not mad, most noble Festus; but 25 
speak forth the words of truth and soberness. For the king 26 
knoweth of these things, before whom also I speak freely. For 
Tam persuaded that none of these things are hidden from him; 
for this nape was not done ina corner. King Agrippa, believest 27 
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thou the prophets? I know that thou believest. 'Then Agrippa 28 
said unto Paul, Almost thou persuadest me to be a Christian. 
And Paul said, I would to God, that not only thou, but also all 29 
that hear me this day, were both almost, and altogether such as 

I am, except these bonds. 

AnD when he had thus spoken, the king rose up, and the gov- 30 
ernor, and Bernice, and they that sat with them: and when they 31 
were gone aside, they talked between themselves, saying, This 
man.doeth nothing worthy of death, or of bonds. Then said 32 
Agrippa unto Festus, This man might have been set at liberty, if 
he had not appealed unto Cesar. 

AND when it was determined, that we should sail into Italy,27 
they delivered Paul and certain other prisoners unto one named 
Julius, a centurion of Augustus’ band. And entering intoaship 2 
of Adramyttium, we launched, meaning to sail by the coasts of 
Asia, one Aristarchus, a Macedonian of Thessalenica, being with 
us. ' And the nextday we touched at Sidon. And Julius cour- 
teously entreated Paul, and gave him liberty to go unto his 
friends to refresh himself And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, because the winds were con- 
trary. And when we had sailed over the sea of Cilicia and Pam- 
phylia, we came to Myra, a city of Lycia. And there the centu- 
rion found a ship of Alexandria sailing into Italy ; and he put us 
therein. And when we had sailed slowly many days, and scarce 
were come over against Cnidus, the wind not suffering us, we 
sailed under Crete, over against Salmone: and hardly passing it, 
came unto a place which is called, The Fair Havens; nigh 
whereunto was the city of Lasea. Now, when much time was 
spent, and when sailing was now dangerous, because the fast was 
now already past, Paul admonished them, 'and said unto them, 10 
Sirs, I perceive that this voyage will be with hurt and much 
damage, not only of the lading and ship, but also of our lives. 
Nevertheless, the centurion believed the master and the owner 11 
of the ship more than those things which were spoken by Paul. 

Anp because the haven was not commodious to winter in, the 12 
more part advised to depart thence also, if by any means they 
might attain to Phenice, and there to winter; which is a haven of 
Crete, and lieth toward the south-west and north-west.. And 13 
when the south wind blew softly, supposing that they had ob- 
tained their purpose, loosing thence, they sailed close by Crete. 
But not long after there arose against it a tempestuous wind, 14 
called Euroclydon. And when the ship was caught, and could 15 
not bear up into the wind, we let her drive. And running un- 16 
der a certain island which is called Clauda, we had much work 
to come by the boat: which when they had taken up, they used 17 
helps, undergirding the ship; and fearing lest they should fall 
into the quicksands, strake sail, and so were driven. And we 18. 
being exceedingly tossed with a tempest, the next day they light- 
ened the ship; and the third day we cast out with our own 19 
hands the tackling of the ship. And when neither sun nor stars 20 
in‘many days appeared, and no small tempest lay on aay hope 
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that we should be saved was then taken away. But after long 21 
abstinence, Paul stood forth in the midst of them, and said, Sirs, 
ye should have hearkened unto me, and not have loosed from 
Crete, and to have gained this harm and loss. And nowI ex- 22 
hort you to be of good cheer: for there shail be no loss of any 
man’s life among you, but of the ship. For there stood by me 23 
this night the angel of God, whose I am, and whom I serve, 'say- 24 
ing, Fear not, Paul; thou must be brought before Cesar: and lo, 
God hath given thee all them that sail with thee. Wherefore, 25 
sirs, be of good cheer: for I believe God, that it shall be even as 
it was told me. Howbeit, we must be cast\upon a certain 26 
island. But when the fourteenth night was come, as we were 27 
driven up and down in Adria, about midnight the shipmen 
deemed that they drew near to some country, 'and sounded, and 28 
found it twenty fathoms: and when they had gone a little fur- 
ther, they sounded again, and found it fifteen fathoms. Then 29 
fearing lest they should have fallen upon rocks, they cast four 
anchors out of the stern, and wished for the day. And as the 30 
shipmen were about to flee out of the ship, when they had let 
down the boat into the sea, under color as though they would 
have cast anchors out of the foreship, Paul said to the centurion, 31 
and to the soldiers, Except these @bide in the ship, ye cannot be 
saved. ‘Then the soldiers cut off the ropes of the boat, and let 32 
her fall off And while the day was coming on, Paul besought 33 
them all to take meat, saying, This day js the fourteenth day that 

e have tarried, and continued fasting, having taken nothing. 
Whereis I pray you to take some meat; for this is for your 34 
health: for there shall not a hair fall from the head of any of you. 
And when he had thus spoken, he took bread, and gave thanks 35 
to God in presence of them all; and when he had broken 2, he 
began to eat. Then were they all of good cheer, and they also 36 
took some meat. And we were in all in the ship two hundred 37 
threescore and sixteen souls. And when they had eaten enough, 38 
they lightened the ship, and east out the wheat into the sea. And 39 
when it was day, they knew not the land: but they discovered 
a certain creek with a shore, into the which they were minded, 
if it were possible, to thrust in the ship. And when they had 40 
taken up the anchors, they committed themselves unto the sea, 
and loosed the rudder-bands, and hoisted up the mainsail to the 
wind, and made toward shore. And falling into a place where 41 
two seas met, they ran the ship aground; and the forepart stuck 
fast, and remained unmovable, but the hinder part was broken 
with the violence of the waves. And the soldiers’ counsel was 42 
to kill the prisoners, lest any of them should swim out, and es- — 
cape. But the centurion, willing to save Paul, kept them from 43 
their purpose, and commanded that they which could swim, 
should cast themselves first into the sea, and get to land,'and the 44 
rest, some on boards, and some on broken pieces of the ship. And 
so it came to pass, that they escaped all safe to land. And when28 


they were escaped, then they knew that the island was called 
Melita. 
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Awnp the barbarous people showed us no little kindness: for 
‘they kindled a fire and received us every one, because of the 
present rain, and because of the cold. And when Paul had 
gathered a bundle of sticks, and laid them on the fire, there came 
a viper out of the heat, and fastened on his hand. And when the 
barbarians saw the venomous beast hang on his hand, they said 
among themselves, No doubt this man is a murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped the sea, yet Vengeance suffereth not to 
live. And he shook off the beast into the fire, and felt no harm. 
Howbeit, they looked when he should have swollen, or fallen 
down dead suddenly: but after they had looked a great while, 
and saw no harm come to him, they changed their minds, and 
said that he was a god. In the same quarters were possessions 
of the chief man of the island, whose name was Publius; who 
received us, and lodged us three days courteously. And it came 
to pass, that the father of Publius lay sick of a fever, and of a 
bloody-flux: to whom Paul entered in, and prayed, and laid his 
hands on him, and healed him. So when this was done, others 
also which had diseases in the island, came, and were healed: 
who also honored us with many honors; and when we departed, 
they laded ws with such things as were necessary. 

AND after three months we departed in a ship of Alexandria, 
which had wintered in the isle, whose sign was Castor and Pol- 
lux. And landing at Syracuse, we tarried there three days. 
And from thence we fetched a compass, and came to Rhegium: 
and afier one day the south wind blew, and we came the next 
day to Puteoli: where we found brethren, and were desired to 
tarry with them seven days: and so we went toward Rome. And 
from thence, when the brethren heard of us, they came to meet 
us as far as ‘ Appii-forum,’ and ‘The Three Taverns ;’ whom 
when Pan! saw, he thanked God, and took courage. 

AND when we came to Rome, the centurion delivered the pris- 
oners to the captain of the guard: but Paul was suffered to 
dwell by himself, with a soldier that kept him. And it came to 
pass, that after three days, Paul called the chief of the Jews to- 
gether. And when they were come together, he said unto them, 
Men and brethren, though I have committed nothing against the 
people, or customs of our fathers, yet was I delivered prisoner 
from Jerusalem into the hands of the Romans; who when they 
had examined me, would have let me go, because there was no 
cause of death in me. But when the Jews spake against it, I 
was constrained to appeal unto Cesar; not that I had aught to 
accuse my nation of. For this cause therefore have I called for 

ou, to see you, and to speak with you: because that for the 

ope of Israel I am bound with this chain. And they said unto 
him, We neither received letters out of Judea concerning thee, 
neither any of the brethren that came showed or spake an 
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harm of thee. But we desire to hear of thee, what thou think- 22 


est: for as concerning this sect, we know that everywhere it is 


spoken against. And when they had appointed him a day, there 23 


came many to him into his lodging: to whom he oe! and 
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testified the kingdom of God, persuading them concerning Jesus, 
both out of the law of Moses, and out of the prophets, from morn- 
ing till evening. And some believed the things which were 24 
spoken, and some believed not. And when they agreed not 25 
among themselves, they departed, afier that Paul had spoken one 
word, Well spake the Holy Ghost by Esaias the prophet unto our 
fathers, saying, 26 
Go unto this people, and say, 
Hearing ye shall hear, and shall not understand ; 
And seeing ye shall see, and not perceive: 
For the heart of this people is waxed gross, 27 
And their ears are dull of hearing, 
And their eyes have they closed ; 
Lest they should see with their eyes, 
SAnd hear with their ears, 
And understand with thetr heart, 
‘And should be converted, and I should heal them. 


Be it known therefore unto you, that the salvation of God is 28 
sent unto the Gentiles, and ‘hat they will hear it. And when he 29 
had said these words, the Jews departed, and had great reason- 
ing among themselves. 

Anp Paul dwelt two whole years in his own hired house, and 30 
received all that came in unto him, preaching the kingdom of 31 
God, and teaching those things which concern the Lord Jesus 
Christ, with all confidence, no man forbidding him. 








THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE 
ROMANS. 





PAUL, a servant of Jesus Christ, called to be an Apostle, sepa- 
rated unto the gospel of God, (which he had promised afore by 
his prophets in the holy scriptures,) concerning his Son Jesus 
Christ our Lord,-—-who was made of the seed of David according 
to the flesh; and declared to be the Son of God with power ac- 
cording to the Spirit of holiness, by the resurrection from the 
dead: by whom we have received grace and Apostleship, for 
obedience to the faith among all nations, for his name: among 
whom are ye also the called of Jesus Christ:——to all that be in 
Rome, beloved of God, called to be saints: Grace to you, and 
peace from God our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ. 3 

First, I thank my God through Jesus Christ for you all, that 8 
your faith is spoken of throughout the whole world. For Godis 9 
my witness, whom I serve with my spirit in the gospel of his — 
Son, that without ceasing I make mention of you always in my > 
Beyer making request, if by any means now at longte apse 10 

ave a prosperous journey by the will of God to come unto you. — 
For I long to see you, that I may impart unto you some spiritual 11 
gift, to the end ye may be established: that is, that I may be 12 
comforted together with you, by the mutual faith both of you and 
me. a would not have you ignorant, brethren, that often- 13 
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times I purposed to come unto you (but was let hitherto) that I 
might have some fruit among you also, even as among other 
Genules. I am debtor both to the Greeks, and to the Barbarians, 14 
both to the wise, and to the unwise. So, as much as in me is, I 15 
am ready to preach the gospel to you that are at Rome also. : 

For Iam not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: For rr 1s THE 16 
POWER OF GOP UNTO SALVATION TO EVERY ONE THAT BELIEVETH; 

TO THE JEW FIRST, AND ALSO TO THE GREEK. FOR THEREIN Is 17 
THE RIGHTEOUSNESS OF GOD REVEALED FROM FAITH TO FAITH: 
AS IT IS WRITTEN, 

THE JUST SHALL LIVE BY FAITH: 

FOR the wrath of God is revealed from heaven against all 18 
ungodliness, and unrighteousness of men, who hold the truth in 
unrighteousness. Because that which may be known of God, is. 19 
manifest in them; for God hath showed 7¢ unto them: for the 20 
invisible things of him from the creation of the world are clearly 
seen, being understood by the things that are made, even his 
eternal power and Godhead ; so that they are without excuse: 
because that when they knew God, they glorified him not as 21 - 
God, neither were thankful, but became vain in their imagina- 
tions, and their foolish heart was darkened. Professing them- 22 
selves to be wise, they became fools, ' and changed the glory of 23 
the incorruptible God into an image made like to corruptible 
man, and to birds, and fonr-footed beasts, and creepimg things. 
Wherefore God also gave them up to uncleanness, through the 24 
lusts of their own hearts, to dishonor their own bodies between 
themselyes: who-changed the truth of God into a lie, and wor- 25 
shipped and served the creature more than the Creator, who is 
blessed: for ever! Amen. For this cause God gave them up unto 26 
vile ‘affections. For even their women did change the natural 
use info that which is against nature: and likewise also the men, 27 
leaving the natural use of the women, burned in their lust one 
toward another; men with men working that which is unseemly, 
and receiving in themselves that recompense of their error 
which was meet. And even as they did not like to retain God 28 
in their knowledge, God gave them over to a reprobate mind, to 
do those things which are not convenient: being filled with all 29 
unrighteousness, fornication, wickedness, covetousness, malicious- 
ness; full of envy, murder, debate, deceit, malignity ; whisperers, 

' backbiters, haters of God, despiteful, proud, boasters, inventors 30 
of evil things, disobedient to parents, ' without understanding, 31 
eovenant-breakers, without natural affection, implacable, unmer- 
ciful: who knowing the judgment of God, (that they which com- 32 
mit such things are worthy of death,) not only do the same, but 
have pleasure in them that do them. 

TuErEFORE thou art inexcusable,O man, whosoever thou art, 2 
that judgest: for wherein thon judgest another, thou condemnest 
thyself; for thou that judgest, doest the same things. But we 2 
are sure that the judgment of God is according to truth, against 
them which commit such things. And thinkest thou this,O man, 3. 
that judgest them which do such ae and doest the srg that 
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thou shalt escape the judgment of God? or despisest thou the 4 
riches of his goodness, and forbearance, and long-suffering ; not 
knowing that the goodness of God leadeth thee to repentance? 
but after thy hardness and impenitent heart, treasurest up unto 
thyself wrath against the day of wrath, and revelation of the 
righteous judgment of God, who will render to every man ac- 
cording to his deeds: to them who by patient continuance in 
well doing, seek for glory, and honor, and immortality ; eternal 
life: but unto them that are contentious, and do not obey the 
truth, but obey unrighteousness ; indignation and wrath, ' tribu- 
lation and anguish, upon every.soul of man that doeth evil, of 
the Jew first, and also of the Gentile: but glory, honor, and 10 
peace, to every man that worketh good, to the Jew first, and also 

to the Gentile: for there is no respect of persons with God. 11 
For as many as have sinned without law, shall also perish 12 
without law: and as many as have sinned in the law, shall be 
judged by the law, (for not the hearers of the law are just before 13 
God, but the doers of the law shall be justified. For when the 14 
Gentiles, which have not the law, do by nature the things con- 
tained in the law, these having not the law, are a law unto 
themselves, which show the work of the law written in their 15 
hearts, their conscience also bearing witness, and their thoughts 
the mean while accusing, or elsevexcusing one another;) in the 16 
day when God shall judge the secrets of men by Jesus Christ, 
according to my gospel. ; 

Benoxp, thou art called a Jew, and»restest in the law, and 17 
makest thy boast of God, 'and knowest Ais will, and approvest the 18 
things that are more excellent, being instructed out of the law, 
‘and art confident that thou thyself art a guide of the blind, a 19 
light of them which are in darkness, ‘an instructor of the foolish, 20 
a teacher of babes, which hast the form of knowledge, and of the 
truth in the law: thou therefore which teachest another, teachest. 21 
thou not thyself? thou that preachest a man should notsteal, dost 
thou steal? thou that sayest, a man should not commit adultery, 22 
dost thou commit adultery? thou that abhorrest idols, dost thou 
commit sacrilege? thou that makest thy boast of the law, through 23 
breaking the law dishonorest thou God? : : 


For the name of God is blasphemed among the Gentiles through you ; 4 
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as it is written. - , 

For circumcision verily profiteth, if thou keep the law; but if 25. 
thou be a breaker of the law, thy circumcision is made uncireum- 
cision. Therefore, if the uncircumcision keep the righteousness 26. 
of the law, shall not his uncireumcision be counted for eircumci- 
sion? And shall not uncireumcision which is by nature, if it fulfil 27 
the law, judge thee, who by the letter and eircumcision dost 
transgress the law? For he is not a Jew, which is one outwardly ; 28 
neither ts that circumcision, which is outward in the flesh: but 29 
he is a Jew which is one inwardly ; and circumcision is that of 


the heart, in the spirit, and not in the letter :. whose praise is not 
of men, as God. ; 7 
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‘Waar advantage then hath the Jew? or what profit is there 3 
of circumcision?’ Much every way: chiefly, because that unto’ 2 
them were committed the oracles of God. For whatifsome did 3 
not believe? shall their unbelief make the faith of God without 
effect? God forbid: yea, let God be true, but every man a liar; 
as itis written, 


~ 


That thou mightest be justified in thy sayings, 

And mightest overcome when thou art judged. 
But if our unrighteousness commend the righteousness of God, 
what shall we say? Is God unrighteous who taketh vengeance ? 
(I speak as a man,) 'God forbid: for then how shall God judge 
the world? For if the truth of God hath more abounded through 
my lie unto his glory; why yet am I] also judged asa sinner? 
And not ruther (as we be slanderously reported, and as some 
affirm that we say) Let us do evil, that good may come? whose 
damnation is just. 

Wuart then? are we better than they? No,in no wise: forwe 9 

have before proved both Jews and Gentiles, that they are all 
under sin ; as it is written, ‘ 


DO IS Oo 


There is none righteous, no, not one: 10 
There is none that understandeth, | 11 
There is none that seeketh after God, I 

They are all gone out of the way, 12 


They are together become unprofitable: 

There is none that doeth good, no, not one: 

Their throat is an open sepulchre ; 13 
With their tongues they have used deceit; 

The poison of asps ts under their lips : 


Whose mouth is full of cursing and bitterness. 14 
Their feet are swift to shed blood, 15 
Destruction and misery are in their ways : 16 
And the way of peace have they not known. 17 
There is no fear of God before their eyes. 18 


Now we know that what things soever the law saith, it saith to 19 
them who are under the law: that every mouth may be stopped, 
and all the world may become guilty before God. Therefore 20 
by the deeds of the law, there shall no flesh be justified in his 
sight: for by the law zs the knowledge of sin. 

But now the righteousness of God without the law is mani- 21 
fested, being witnessed by the law and the prophets; even the 
righteousness of God, which is by faith of Jesus Christ unto all, 22 
and upon all them that believe; for there is no difference: for 23 
all have sinned, and come short of the glory of God; being justi- 24 
fied freely by his grace, through the redemption that is in Christ 
Jesus; whom God hath set forth to de a propitiation, through faith 25 
in his blood, to declare his righteousness for the remission of sins 
that are past, through the forbearance of God: to declare, I say, 26 
at this time his righteousness: that he might be just, and the 

_ justifier of him which believeth in Jesus. Where 7s boasting 27 
then? It is excluded. By what law? of works? Nay; but by 
the law of faith. Therefore we conclude, that a man is justified 28 
by faith without the deeds of the law. Js he the God of the 29 
Jews ouly? is he not also of the Gznrines? Yes, of the Gen- 30 
tiles also; seeing it is one God which’shall justify the one 
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sion. by faith, and uncirenmcision through faith. Do we then 3] 
make void the Jaw through faith? God forbid: yea, we establish > 
the law. : ; 
Wuiat shall we then say that Abraham our father, as pertain- 
ing to the flesh, hath found? For if Abraham were justified by 
works, he hath whereof to glory, but not beforé God. For what 
saith the Scripture? “Abraham believed God, and it was 
counted unto him for righteousness.” Now to him that 
worketh, is the reward not reckoned of grace, but of debt. . But. 
to him that worketh not, but believeth on him that justifieth the 
ungodly, his faith is counted for righteousness. Even as David 
also describeth the blessedness of the man unto whom God im- 
puteth righteousness without works, saying, 
Blessed are they whose iniquities are forgiven, 
And whose sins are covered ; 
Blessed is the man to whom the Lord will not impute sin. 
Cometh this blessedness then upon the circumcision only, or upon 9 
the uncircumcision also? For we say that faith was reckoned to 
Abraham for righteousness. How was it then reckoned? when 10 
he was in circumcision, or in uncireumcision? Not in circumei- * 
sion, but in uncircumcision. Apd he received the sign of cir- 11 
cumcision, a seal of the righteousness of the faith which he had 
yet being uncircumcised: that he might be the father of all them 
that believe, though they be not circumcised, (that righteousness 
might be imputed unto them also,) and the father of circumcision 12 
to them who are not of the circumcision only, but who also walk 
in the steps of that faith of our father Abraham, which he had 
being yet uncircumcised. For the promise that he should be the 13 
heir of the world was not to Abraham, or to his seed, through the 
law, but through the righteousness of faith. For if they which 14 
are of the law 4c heirs, faith is made void, and the promise made 
of none effect. Because the law worketh wrath: for where no 15 
law is there is no transgression. Therefore it is of faith, thabzé 16 
might be by grace; to the end the promise might be sure to all 
the seed: not to that only which is of the law, but to that also» 
which is of the faith of Abraham, who is the father of us all, ' (as 17 
it is written, “I have made thee a father of many na-~— 
tions’) before him whom he believed, even God, who quickeneth » 
the dead, and calleth those things which be not, as though they) 
“were. Who against hope believed in hope, that he might be- 18 
come the father of many nations; (according to that which was » 
spoken; “So shall thy, seed be,”) ‘and being not. weak in 19 
faith, he considered not his own body now dead, when he was ~~ 
about a hundred years old, neither yet the deadness of Sarah's" 
womb: he staggered not at the promise of God through unbelief; 20: 
but was strong in faith, giving glory to God} 'and being fully 21 
persuaded, that what he had promised, he was able also to pers 
form. And therefore it was imputed to him for righteousness, | 22 
Now, it was not written for his sake alone, that it was imputed: 23 
to him: but for us also, to whom it shall be imputed, if we be- 24. 
lieve on or that‘raised up Jesus our Lord from the dead, whe 25 
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was delivered for our offences, and was raised again for our justi- 
fication. 

Tuererore being justified by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ: by whom also we have access 
by faith into this grace wherein we stand, and rejoice in hope of 
the glory of God. And not only so, but ave glory in tribulations 
also; knowing that tribulation worketh patience ; 'and patience, 
experience ; and experience, hope: and hope maketh not ashamed; 
because the love of God is shed abroad in our hearts, by the 


Holy Ghost which is given unto us. For when we were yet is 


without strength, in due time Christ died for the ungodly. For 
scarcely for a righteous man will one die; yet peradventure for 
a good man some would even dare to die. But God commendeth 
his love toward us, in that while we were yet sinners Christ died 
for us. Much more then, being now justified by his blood, we 
shall be saved from wrath through him. For if when we 
were enemies, we were reconciled to God by the death of his 
Son; much more, being reconciled, we shall be saved by his life. 
And not only so, but we also joy in God, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom we have now received the atonement. 

WHEREFORE as by ONE MAN sin entered into the world, and 
death by sin; and so death passed upon all men, for that all 
have sinned. For until the law, sin was in the world; but sin 
is not imputed when there is no law; nevertheless, death reigned 
from Adam to Moses, even over them that had not sinned afier 
the similitude of Adam’s transgression, WHO IS THE FIGURE OF 
HIM THAT WAS TO COME. But not as the offence, so also is the 
free gift. For if through the offence of one many be dead, much 
more the grace of God, and the gift by grace, which is by one 

man, Jesus Christ, hath abounded unto many. And not as 7 was 
by one that sinned, so is the gift. For the judgment was by one 
to condemnation, but the free gift is of many offences unto justi- 
fication. For if by one man’s offence, death reigned by one ; 
much more they which receive abundance of grace, and of the 
gift of righteousness, shall reign in life by one, Jesus Christ. 
Therefore, as by the offence of one judgment came upon all men 
to condemnation, even so by the righteousness of one the free gift 
came upon all men unto justification of life. For as by one man’s 
disobedience many were made sinners, so by the obedience of 
one shall many*be made righteous. Moreover the law entered, 
that the offence might abound. But where sin abounded, grace 
did much more abound: that as sin hath reigned unto death, 
even so might grace reign through righteousness unto eternal 
life, by Jesus Christ our Lord. 

WHAT shall we say then? Shall we continue in. sin, that 
grace may abound? 'God forbid: how shall we, that are dead to 
sin, live any longer therein? Know ye not that so many of us as 
were baptized into Jesus Christ, were baptized into his death? 
'Therefore we are buried with him by baptism into death: that 
like as Christ was raised i aie the dead by the glory a the 
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Father, even so we also should walk in newness of life.. Forit. 6 
we have been planted together in the likeness of his death, we) 
shall be also in the likeness of his resurrection: knowing. this,‘ 
that our old man is crucified with. Av, that the body of sin might... 
be destroyed, that henceforth we shonld, not serve sin. . For he 7 
that is dead is freed from sin, Now, if we be dead withChrist, . 8 
we believe that we shall also live with him: knowing that Christ, 9 
being raised from the dead, dieth no more; death hath no more 
dominion over him. . For in that he died, he died unto sin once; 10: 
but in that he liveth, he liveth unto God. Likewise reckon ye 11 
also. yourselves to be dead indeed unto sin, but alive unto God. | 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Let not sin therefore reign in 12 
your mortal, body, that ye should obey it in the lusts thereof... 
‘Neither yield ye your members as instruments of unrighteous- 13 
ness unto sin: but yield yourselves unto God, as those that are |; 
alive from the dead, and your members as instruments of right- 
eousness unto God: for sin shall not have dominion over you; 14, 
for ye are not under the law, but under grace. 

Wuart then? shall. we sin, because we are not under the law, 15 
but under grace? God forbid. ' Know ye not, that to whom ye 16, 
yicld yourselves servants to obey, his Servants ye are to whom ye 
obey ; whether of sin unto death, or. of obedience unto right- 
eousness?. But God be thanked, that ye were the servanis of TZ 
sin; but ye have obeyed from the heart that form of doctrine.» 
which was delivered you. Being thenymade free from sin; ye 18. 
became the servants of righteousness: (I speak after the man- 19 
ner of men, because of the infirmity of your flesh:) for as ye 
have yielded your members servants to uncleanness and to ini- 
quity, unto iniquity ; even so now yield your members servants 
to righteousness. unto holiness. For when ye were the servants 20 
of sin, ye were free from righteousness. What fruit had ye then 21 
in those things whereof ye are now ashamed? for the end of those, , 
things 7s death. But now being made free from sin, and become 22 
servants to God, ye have your fruit unto. holiness, and) the end. 
everlasting life. For the wages of sin ds death: but the gift of 23 
God is eternal life, through Jesus Christ our Lord. dal 

Know ye not, brethren, (for I speak to them that know the a 
law) how that the law hath dominion over a man as long as hes iy 
liveth? Bor the woman which hath a husband, is hound by the 2} 
law. to her husband so long as he liveth; but if the husband be 
dead, she is loosed from the law, of her husband. So \then, if 3) 
while her husband liveth, she be married to anotherman, she —— 
shall be called.an adulteress: but if her husband be dead, she. 
is free from that law; so that she is no adulteress, though she be 
married to another man. Wherefore, my brethren, ye also are. 4 
become dead to.the law by the body of Christ; that ye should be » 
married to another, even to him who is raised from the dead, that’ © 
we should bring forth fruit unto God. For when we were in the, 5: 
flesh, the motions of sins, which were by the law, did work inour | 
members to bring forth fruit unto death: but now we are deliv- 6 
ered me ey law, that being dead wherein we were held; that 
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we should serve in newness of spirit, and not in the oldness of 
the letter. 

Wuat shali we say then? Js the law sin? God forbid. Nay, 
T had not known sin, but by the law: for I had not known lust, 
except the law had said, “Thou shalt not covet..... * 
But sin, taking occasion by the commandment, wrought in me 
all manner of concupiscence. For without the law sin was dead. 
For 1 was alive without the law once: but when the: command- 
ment came, sin revived, and I died. And the commandment 
which was ordained to life, 1 found to 6e unto death. For sin, 
taking occasion by the commandment, deceived me, and by it 
slew me. Wherefore the law is holy, and the commandment 
holy, and just and good. ; 

Was then that which is good made death unto me? God. for- 
bid. But sin, that it might appear sin, working death in_me by 
that which is good; that sin by the commandment might become 
exceeding sinful. For we know that the law is spiritual: bat 
I am carnal, sold under sin. For that which I do, I allow not: 
for what I would, that do I not; but what I hate, that dol. If 
then I do that which I would not, I consent unto the law that 7 
is good. Now then it is no more I that do it, but sin that dwell- 
eth in me. For I know that in me, (that is, in my flesh,) dwell- 
eth no good thing: for to will is present with me; but how-to per- 
form that which is good, I find not. For the good that I would, 
I do not; but the evil which I would not, that I do. Now if 1 
do that I would not, it is no more J that do it, but sin that dwell- 
eth in me: |I find then a Jaw, that when I would do good, evil 
is present with me. For I delight in the law of God, after the 
inward man: but I see another Jaw in my members warring 
against the law of my mind, and bringing me into captivity to the 
law of sin which is'in my members. O wretched man that 1 am! 
who shall deliver me from the body of this death? I thank God, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. So then. with the mind I myself 
serve the law of God; but with the flesh the law of sin. 

Turrr is therefore now no condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, but/after the Spirit. 
For the law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus, hath made me 
free from the law of sin and death. For what the law could not 
do, in that it was weak through the flesh, God sending his own 
Son in the likeness of sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in 
the flesh: that the righteousness of the law might be fulfilled in 
us, who walk not after the flesh, but afier the Spirit. For they 
that are after the flesh, do mind the things of the flesh: but they 
that are after the Spirit, the things of the Spirit.. For to be car- 
nally minded is death; but to be spiritually minded is life and 
peace : ' because the camal mind 7s enmity against God: for it is 
not subject to the law of God, neither indeed can be. So ‘then 
they that are in the flesh cannot please God. But ye are not in 
the flesh, but in the Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God dwell 
in you. Now, if any man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is 
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of sin; but the Spirit is life because of righteousness. But if the 11 
Spirit of him that raised up Jesus. from the dead dwell in you, 
he that raised up Christ from the dead shall also quicken your 
mortal bodies by his Spirit that dwelleth in you. 

THEREFORE, brethren, we are debtors, not to the flesh, to live 12 
after the flesh. For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall die: but 13 
if ye through the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the body, ye shalk 
live. For as many as are led by the Spirit of God, they are the 14 
sons of God. For ye have not received the Spirit of bondage 15 
again to fear; but ye have received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father. The Spirit itself beareth wit- 16 
ness with our spirit, that we are the children of God: and af 7 i 
children, then heirs: heirs of God and joint-heirs with Christ; if 
so be that. we suffer with him, that we may be also glorified 
together. 

For I reckon, that the sufferings of this present time are not 18 
worthy to be compared with the glory which shall be revealed in 
us. For the earnest expectation of the creature waiteth for the 19 
manifestation of the-sons of God. For the creature was made 20 
subject to vanity, not willingly, but by reason of him who hath 
subjected the same in hope; because the creature itself also shall 21 
be delivered from the bondage @f corruption, into the glorious 
liberty of the children of God. For we know that the whole 22 
creation groaneth, and travaileth in pain together until now : 

Awp not only they, but ourselves also, which have the first 23 
fruits of the Spirit, even we ourselves groan within our- 
selves, waiting for the adoption, /o wit, the redemption of our 
body. 'For we are saved by hope. But hope that is seen, is not 24 
hope: for what a man seeth, why doth he yet hope for? 'But if 25 
we hope for that we see not, then do we with patience wait for 
it. Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our infirmities: for we 26 
know not what we should pray for as we ought: but the Spirit 
itself maketh intercession for us with groanings which cannot be 
uttered. And He that searcheth the hearts knoweth what ts the 27 
mind of the Spirit, because he maketh intercession for the saints, 
according to the will of God. ' : 

Awnp we know that all things work together for good, to them 28 

that love God, to them who are the called according to his purpose. 
For whom he did foreknow, he also did predestinate to be con- 29. 
formed to the image of his‘Son, that he might be the first-born 
among many brethren. Moreover, whom he did predestinate, 30 
them he also called; and whom he called, them he also jnsti- f 
fied: and whom he justified, them he also glorified. What shall 31 
we then say to these things? If God be for us, who can be against. 
us? He that spared not his own Son, but delivered him up for us 32 
all, how shall he not with him also freely give us all things? 
! Who shall lay any thing to the charge of God’s elect? zt is God. 33 
that justifieth. Who is he that condemneth? # is Christ that 34. 
died: yea rather, that is risen again; who is even at the right _ rs 
hand of God, who also maketh intercession for us. Who shall 35 
separate eon the love of Christ? shall tribulation, or distress, 
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or persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, or sword? (As 
it is written, 

For thy sake we are killed all the day long ; 

We are accounted as sheep for the slaughter. 
Nay, in all these things we are more than conquerors, through 
him that loved us. For I am persuaded, that neither death, nor 
life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, 'nor height, nor depth, nor any other crea- 
ture, shall be able to separate us from the love of God which is 
im Christ Jesus our Lord. 

I SAY the truth in Christ, I lie not, (my conscience also bear- 
ing me witness in the Holy Ghost,) That I have great heaviness 
and continual sorrow in my heart. For I could wish that my- 
self were accursed from Christ, for my brethren, my kinsmen ac- 
cording to the flesh: who are Israelites; 1o whom pértaineth the 
adoption, and the glory, and the covenants, and the giving of the 
law, and the service of God, and the promises; whose are the 
fathers, and of whom, as concerning the flesh, Christ came; WHO 
IS OVER ALL, GOD BLESSED For EvER! Amen. Not as though 
the word of God hath taken none effect. For they are not all 
Israel, which are of Israel: neither, because they are the 
seed of Abraham, are they all children: but, “In Isaac shall 
thy seed be called,” ' that is, They which are the children 


of the flesh, these are not the children of God; but the children > 


of the promise are counted for the seed. For this is the word of 

romise, “At this time will I-come, and Sarah shall 

ave a son.” And notonly this; but when Rebeccw also had 
conceived by one, even by our father Isaac, ' for the children 
being not yet born, neither having done any good or eyil,—(that 
the purpose of God according to election might stand, not of 
works; but of him that ‘calleth ;)-it was said unto her, “The 
elder shall serve the younger: as it is written,- 

Jacob have I loved, but Esau have I hated. 


Wuar shall we say then? is there unrighteousness with God? 
God forbid. For he saith to Moses, “I will have mercy on 
whom I will have mercy, and I will have compas- 
sion on whomI will have compassion.” So then, 7 ts 
not of him that willeth, nor of him that ranneth, but of God that 
showeth mercy. For the scripture saith unto Pharaoh; “Even 
for this same purpose have Traised thee up, that! 
might show my power in thee, and that my name 
might be declared throughoutalltheearth.” There- 
fore hath he mercy on whom he will have mercy, and whom he 
will he hardeneth. Thou wilt say then unto me, Why doth he 
yet find fault? for who hath resisted his will? Nay, but, O man, 
‘who art thou that repliest against God? Shall the thing formed 
say to him that formed it, Why hast thou made me thus? Hath 
not the potter power over the clay, of the same lump to make 
one vessel unto honor and another unto dishonor? What if God, 
willing to show his wrath, and to make his power Mer : ur- 
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ed with much long-suffering the vessels of wrath fitted to de- 
struction: and that he might make known the riches of his glory 23 
on the vessels of mercy, which he had afore prepared unto 
glory, 'even us, whom he hath called, not of the Jews only, but 24 
also of the Gentiles? As he saith also in Osee, 25 


1 will call them my people, which were not my people; 
And her beloved, which was not beloved. 
And it shall come to pass, 26 
That in the place where it was said unto them, 
Ye are not my people; ee 
There shall they be called, ‘Phe children of the living God. 


Esaias also crieth concerning Israel, 27 


Though the number of the children of Israel be as the sand of the sea, 
A remnant shall be saved ; E 


For he will finish the work, and cut it short in righteonsness : 28 
Because a short work will the LORD make upon the earth. 
And as Esaias said before, - 29 


Except the LORD of SABAOTH had left us a seed, 
We had been as Sodoma, 
And been made like unto Gomorrah. 

Wuat shall we say then? That the Gentiles which followed 30 
not after righteousness, have attained to righteousness, even the 
righteousness which is of faith: but Israel, which followed after 31 
the law of righteousness, hath not attained to the law of right= 
eousness. ' Wherefore? Because they sought it not by faith, but 32 
as it were by the works of the law. For they stumbled at that 
stumbling-stone ; as it is written, , 


Behold, [ lay in Sion a stumbling-stone, and rock of offence : : 
And whosoever believeth on him shall not be ashamed, 


BRETHREN, my heart’s desire and prayer to God for Israel is, LO 
that they might be saved. For I bear them record, that they 2 
have a zeal of God, but not according to knowledge. For the ee 
being ignorant of God’s righteousness, and going about to esta 
lish their own righteousness, have not submitted themselves unto 
the righteousness of God. For Christ is the end of the law for 
righteousness to every one that believeth. 

For Moses describeth the righteousness which is of the law, 
“That the man which doeth those things shall live 
by them.” But the righteousness which is of faith speaketh on 
this wise, “Say not in thy heart, Who shall ascend 
into heaven ?” (that is, to bring Christ down from above :) or 
“Who shall descend into the deep? (that is, to brin 
up Christ again from the dead.) 'But what saith it? “The word 
is nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and in thy heart:” 
that is, the word of faith, which we preach. That if thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thy 
heart that God hath raised him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved. (For with the heart, man believeth unto righteousness; 10. 
and with the mouth confession is made unto salvation.) For the’ 11 
scripture saith, ; 

Whosoever believeth on him shall not be ashamed, 


For there is no difference between the Jew and the Greek: for 12 
the ume Lord overall is rich unto all that.call upon him. als 
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For whosoever shall call upon the name of the LORD, shall be saved. 13 
How then shall they call on him in whom they have not be- 14 
lieved? and how shall they believe in him of Prout they have 
not heard? and how shall they hear without a preacher? And 15 
how shall they preach, except they be sent? as it is written, 

How beautiful are the feet of them that preach the gospel of peace, 
‘And bring glad tidings of good things ! 
But they have not all obeyed the gospel. For Esaias saith, 16 
’ LORD, who hath believed our report ? 


So then, faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the word of 17 

God. ' But I say, Have they not heard? Yes, verily, 18 
Their sound went into all the earth, j 
And their words unto the ends of the world. 

But I say, Did not Israel know? First, Moses saith, “I will 19 

provoke you to jealousy by them that are no 

people, and by a foolish nation I will anger 

you.” But Esaias is very bold, and saith, 


I was found of them that sought me not ; 
I was made manifest unto them that asked not after me. 


But to Israel he saith, 21 


All day long I have stretched forth my hands 
Unto a disobedient and gainsaying people. 

I say then, Hath God cast away his people? God forbid. For LL 
I also am an Israelite, of the seed of Abraham, of the tribe of 
Benjamin. God hath not cast away his people which he fore- 2 
knew. Wot ye not what the scripture saith of Elias? how he 
maketh intercession to God against Israel, saying, “Lord, they 3 
have killed thy prophets, and digged down thine 
altars; and I am left alone, and they seek my life?” 
! But what saith the answer of God unto him? “I have re- 
served tomyself seventhousand men, whohave not 
bowed the knee to the image of Baal.” Evenso then 
at this present time also there is a remnant according to the elec- 
tion of grace. And if by grace, then is it no more of works: 
otherwise grace is no more grace. But if it be of works, then is 
it no more grace: otherwise work is no more work. What then? 
Israel hath not obtained that which he seeketh for; but the elec- 
tion hath obtained it, and the rest were blinded, ' (according as it 
is written, “ God hath given them the spirit of slumber, eyes that 
they should not see, and ears that they should not hear;”) unto 
this day. And David saith, ; 

Let their table be made a snare, ats trap, 

And a stumbling-block, and a recompense unto them : a 

Let their eyes be darkened, that they may not see, 10 
And bow down their back always. 

I SAY then, Have they stumbled that they should fall? God 11 
forbid: but rather through their fall salvation is come unto the 
Gentiles,for to provoke them to jealousy. Now if the fall of them 12 
be the riches of the world, and the diminishing of them the riches 
of the Gentiles; how much more their fullness? For I speak to 13 
you Gentiles, inasmuch as I am the Apostle of the pie I 
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magnify mine office, 'if by any means I may provoke to emula- 14 
tion them which are my flesh, and might save some of them. For 15 
if the casting away of them be the reconciling of the world,, | 
what shall the receiving of them be, but life from the dead? For 16 
if the first fruit de holy, the lump.is also holy: and if the root be + 
holy, so are the branches. And if some of the branches be bro- 17 
ken off, and thou, being a wild olive-tree, wert graffed in among 
them, and with them partakest of the root and fatness of the olive- 
tree; 'boast not against the branches. But if thou boast, thou 18 
bearest not the root, but the root thee. Thou wilt say, then, The 19 
branches were broken off, that I might be graffed in. Well; 20 
because of unbelief they were’ broken off, and thou standest by 
faith. Be not high-minded, but fear: 'for if God spared not the 21 
natural branches, take heed lest he also spare not thee. Behold 22 
therefore the goodness and severity of God! on them which fell, 
severity; but toward thee, goodness, if thou continue in his 
goodness: otherwise thou also’ shalt be cut off | And they also, 23 
if they abide not still in unbelief, shall be graffed in: for God is’ 
able to graff them in again. . For if thou wert cut out of the 24 
olive-tree which is wild by nature, and wert graffed contrary to 
nature into a good oliye-tree ; hoy much more shall these, which 
be the natural branches, be graffed into their own olive-tree? For 25 
I would not, brethren, that ye should be ignorant of this mystery, 
_ (lest ye should be wise in your own conceits) that blindness in 
part is happened to Israel, until the fillness of the Gentiles be 
come in. And so all Israel shall be saved: as it is written, 26 


There shall come out of Sion the Deliverer, 

And shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob: 

For this ts my covenant unto them, Q7 
When I shall take away their sins... . 


As concerning the gospel, they are enemies for your sakes: 28 
but as touching the election, they are beloved for the fathers’ 
sakes. For the gifts and calling of God are without repentance. 29 
For as ye in times past have not believed God, yet have now ob- 30 
tained mercy through their unbelief; even so have these also 31 
now not believed, that through your mercy they also may obtain 
mercy. For God hath concluded them all in unbelief, that he 32: 
might have merey upon all. ; iy 

O rie depth of the riches both of the wisdom and knowledge 33) 
of God! how unsearchable are-his judgments, and his ways past’ 
finding out! For who hath known the mind of the Lord? or'who 34 
hath been his counsellor? Or who hath first given to him, and 35 
it shall be recompensed unto him again? For of him, and through 36° 
him, and to him, ave all things: to whom be glory for ever! — 
Amen. ; 

I BESEECH you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of God,12 
that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable . 
unto God, which is your reasonable service. And be not con- 12 
formed to this world: but be ye transformed by the renewing of _ 
your mind, that ye may prove what zs that good, and acceptable, — 
and perfect will of God. For I say, through the grace given 3 
unto me, Bocye man that is among you, not to think of himself 
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more highly than he ought to think; but to think soberly, accord- 
ing as God hath dealt to every man the measnre of faith. For as 
we have many members in one body, and all members have not 
the same office: so we, being many, are one body in Christ, and 
every one members one of another; having then gifts, differing 
according to the grace that is given to us; whether prophecy, let 
us prophesy according to the proportion of faith: or ministry, let 
us wail on our ministering : or he that teacheth, on teaching; ‘or 
he that exhorteth, on exhortation: he that giveth, let. him do it 
with simplicity: he that ruleth, with diligence; he that showeth 
mercy, with cheerfulness. Let love be without dissimulation. 9 
Abhor that which is evil; cleave to that which is good. ' Be.10 
Iindly affectioned one to another with brotherly Jove; ‘in honor 
preferring one another; !' not slothful in. business; fervent in 11 
spirit; serving the Lord; 'rejoicing in hope; patient in tribula- 12 
tion ; continuing instant in prayer; ! distributing to the necessity 13 
of saints; given to hospitality. Bless them, which persecute 14 
you;-bless, and curse not. Rejoice with them that do rejoice, 15 
and weep with them that weep. Be of the same mind one to- 16 
ward another. Mind not high things, but condescend to men of... 
low estate, Be not wise in your own conceits. .'-Recompense 17 
to noman eyil for evil. Provide things honest in the sight of all 
men. If it be possible, as much as lieth in you, live peaceably 18: 
with allmen. Dearly beloved, avenge not yourselves, but:rather 19 
give place unto wrath: for it is written, 
Vengeance ig mine; I will repay, saith the Lord. 

Therefore, if thine enemy hunger, feed him; if he thirst, give 20 
him drink: for in so doing thou shalt heap coals of fire on his 
head. Be not overcome of evil, but overcome evil with good. 21 

Lut every soul be subject unto the higher powers. For thereh3 
is no power but of God: the powers that be, are ordained of 
God. Whosoever therefore resisteth the power, resisteth the \2 
ordinance of God: and they that resist shall receive to them- 
selves damnation. For rulers are not a terror to good works, but 3 
to the evil. Wilt thou then not be afraid of the power? do that ~ 
which is good, and thou shalt have praise of the same; for he is 4 
the minister of God to thee for good. But if thou do that ‘which 
is evil, be afraid ; for he beareth not the sword in vain : for he is 
the minister of God, a revenger to execute wrath upon him that 
doeth evil. Wherefore ye must needs be subject, not only for 
wrath, but also for’conseience’ sake. For, for this cause ‘pay ye 
tribute also: for they are God’s ministers, attending continually 
upon this very thing. Render therefore to all their'dues: tribute 
to whom tribute zs due ; custom to whom custom; fear to whom 
fear ; honor to-;whom honor. Owe no man any thing, but to love 
one another: for he that loveth another hath fulfilled the law. 
For this, “Thow shalt not commit adultery,” “Thou 
shalt not kill,” “Thou shalt not steal,” “Thou shalt 
not bear false witness,” “Thou shalt not covet;” 
and if there be any other commandment, it is briefly comprehended | 
in this’ saying, namely, “Thou shalt love thy neighbor’ 
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as thyself” Love worketh no ill to his neighbor : therefore 10 
love is the fulfilling of the law. And that, knowing the time, 11 
that now itis high time to awake out of sleep: for now 7s our __ 
salvation nearer than when we believed. The night is far spent, 12 
the day is at hand: let us therefore cast off the works of darkness, 
and let us put on the armor of light. Let us walk honestly, as in 13 
the day: not in rioting and drunkenness, not in chambering and 
wantonness, not in strife and envying. But put ye on the Lord 14 
Jesus Christ, and make not provision for the flesh, to fulfil the 
lusts thereof. : : 

Him that is weak in the faith receive ye, dut not to doubtfullL& 
disputations. For one believeth that he may eat all things; an- 2 
other, who is weak, eateth herbs. Let not him that eateth, 3 
despise him that eateth not; and let not him which eateth not, 
judge him that eateth: for God hath received him. Who art 4 
thou that judgest another man’s servant? to his own master he 
standeth.or falleth: yea, he shall be holden up: for God is able 
to make him stand. One man esteemeth one day above another: 5 
* another esteemeth every day alike. Let every man be SF 

persuaded in his own mind. He that regardeth the day, regardet 
a unto the Lord: and he that regardeth not the day, to the Lord 
he doth not regard it. He that e&teth, eateth to the Lord, for he 
giveth God thanks; and he that eateth not, to the Lord he eateth | 
not, and giveth God thanks. For none of us liveth to himself, 
and no man dieth to himself. For whether we live, we live unto 
the Lord; and whether we die, we die unto the Lord: whether 
we live therefore, or die, we are the Lord’s. For to this end 
Christ both died, and rose, and revived, that he might be Lord 
both of the dead and living. But why dost thou judge thy 10 
brother? or why dost thou set at naught thy. brother? for we 
shall all stand before the judgment-seat of Christ For it is 1 
written, 
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As I live, saith the Lord, every knee shall bow to me, ~ 
And every tongue shall confess to God. ‘ 


So then every one of us shall give account of himself to God. 1 
Let us not therefore judge one another any more: but judge this 13 
rather, that no man put a stumbling-block, or an occasion to fall 

in his brother's way.’ 1 know, and am persuaded by the Lord 14 | 
Jesus, that there is nothing unclean of itself: but to him that 
esteemeth any thing to be unclean, to him 2 ts unclean. But if 15 
thy brother be grieved with thy meat, now walkest thon not 
charitably.. Destroy not him with thy meat, for whom Christ 
died. ' Let not then your good be evil spoken of: ! for the 16 
kingdom of Godisnotmeatand drink, butrighteousness and peace, 
and joy in the Holy Ghost. For he that in these things serveth 18 
Christ, is acceptable to God, and approved of men. Let us there- 19 
fore follow after the things which make for peace, and things 
wherewith one may edify another. For meat destroy not the 20 
work of God.. - All things indeed are pure :: but zt 2s evil for that 
man who eateth with offence. Jt is good neither to eat flesh nor 21 
to drink gine, nor any thing whereby thy brother stumbleth, or 
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is offended, or is made weak. Hast thou faith? have it to thy- 22 
self before God. Happy ts he that condemneth not himself in. 
that thing which he alloweth. And he that doubtethis damned 23 
if he eat, because he eateth not of faith: for whatsoever 7s not of 
faith is sin. We then that are strong ought to bear the infirmi-L5 
ties of the weak, and not to please ourselves. Let every one of 2 
us please his neighbor for his good to edification. For even 3 
Christ pleased not himself; but, as itis written, 

The reproaches of them that reproached thee, fell on me. 


For whatsoever things were written aforetime, were written for 
our learning, that we through patience and comfort of the scrip- 
tures might have hope. Now the God of patience and consola- 
tion grant you to be like-minded one toward another according 
to Christ Jesus: that ye may with one mind and one mouth 
glorify God, even the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ. Wherefore 
pepe ye one another, as Christ also received us, to the glory of 
od. 

Now I say that Jesus Christ was a minister of the crrcumct- 
ston for the truth of God, to confirm the promises made unto the 
fathers: and that the GenTILEs might glorify God for iis mercy: 
as it is written, 

For this cause I will confess to thee among the Gentiles, 
And sing unto thy name. 
And again he saith; / 10 
Rejoice, ye Gentiles, with his people. 
And again, 1 
Praise the LORD, all ye Gentiles ; 
And laud him, all ye people. 
And again Esaias saith; | 12 


There shall be a root of Jesse, 
And he that shall rise to reign over the Gentiles; 
In him shall the Gentiles trust. 
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Now the God of hope fill you with all joy and peace in believing, 13 © 
that ye may abound in hope, through the power of the Holy 
Ghost. 

Anp I myself also am persuaded of you, my brethren, that ye 14 
also are full of goodness, filled with all knowledge, able also to 
admonish one another. Nevertheless, brethren, I have written 15 
the more boldly unto you in some sort, as putting you in mind, 
because of the grace that is given to me of God, 'thatI should be 16 
the minister of Jesus Christ to the Gentiles, ministering the gospel 
of God, that the offering up of the Gentiles might be acceptable, 
being sanctified by the Holy Ghost. I have therefore whereof I 17 
may glory through Jesus Christ, in those things which pertain to 
God. For I-will not dare to speak of any of those things which 18 
Christ hath not wrought by me, to make the Gentiles obedient, 
by word and deed, ' through mighty signs and wonders, by the 19 
power of the Spirit of God ; so that from Jerusalem and round 
about unto Illyricum, I have fully preached the gospel of Christ. 
Yea, so have I strived to preach the gospel, not agi Christ 20 
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was named, lest I should build upon another man’s foundation: 
but as it is written, ‘ 
ic To whom he was not spoken of, they shall see: 
‘And they that have not heard shall understand. 
For which cause also I have been much hindered from coming 22 
to you. But now having no more place in these parts, and hay-. 23 
ing a great desire these many years to come unto you; whenso- 24 
ever! take my journey into Spain, I will come to you: for I trust 
to see you in my journey, and to be brought on my way thither-_ 
ward by you, if first I be’somewhat filled’ with your company. 
'But now I go unto Jerusalem to minister unto the saints. For it 25 
hath pleased them of Macedonia and Achaia to make a certain 
contribution for the poor sats which are at Jerusalem. Tt hath 27 
pleased them verily; and their debtors they are. For if the Gen- 
tiles have been made partakers of their spiritual things, their 
duty is also to minister unto them in carnal things. When 28 
therefore I have performed this, and have sealed to them this 
fruit, T will come by you into Spain. ,AndT am sure that when 29 
I come unto you, I shall come in the fullness of the blessing ofthe . 
gospel of Christ. Now I beseech you, brethren, for the Lord 30 
Jesus Christ’s sake, and for the lgve of the Spirit, that ye strive “ 
together with me in your prayers to God for me; that I may be 31 
delivered from them that do not believe in Judea; and that my 
service which I have for Jerusalem, may be accepted of the © 
saints; that I may come unto you with’ joy by the will of God, 32 
and may with you be refreshed. Now the God of peace be with ~ 
ouall. Amen. : 33 
I COMMEND unto you Phebe our sister, which is a servant of L6 
the church which is at Cenchrea: that ye receive her in the 2 
Lord, as becometh saints, and that ye assist her in whatsoever 
business she hath need of you: for she hath been a succorer of 
many, and of myself also.

Greet Amplias, my beloved 8 
in the Lord. Salute Urbane, our helper in Christ, and Stachys ~ 
my beloved. ‘Salute Apelles, approved in Christ. ' Salute | 
them which are of Aristobulus’ household. Salute Herodian 11 
my kinsman. Greet them that be of the household of Narcissus, )~ 
which are in the Lord. Salute Tryphena and Tryphosa, who 12 
labor in the Lord. Salute the beloved Persis, which labored. _ 
much in the Lord. Salute Rufus, chosen in the Lord, and his 13 
mother and mine. Salute Asyneritus, Phlegon, Hermas, Patro- 14 
bas, Hermes, and the brethren which are with them.

“ THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE 
CORINTHIANS. 





PAUL, called to be an Apostle of Jesus Christ through the 1 
will of God, and SosTHEnes our brother, ' unto the church of 2 
God which is at Corinth, to them that are sanctified in Christ 
Jesus, called to e saints, with all that in every place call upon 
the name of Jesus Christ our Lord, both theirs and ours: Grace 3 
be unto you, and peace from God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

I rHanxk my God always on your behalf, for the grace of God 4 
which is given you by Jesus Christ; that in every thing ye are 5 
enriched by him, in all utterance, and in all knowledge; even as 6 
the testimony of Christ was confirmed in you: so that ye come 17 
behind in no gift; waiting for the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: who shall also confirm you unto the end, ! that ye may be 8 
blameless in the day of our Lord Jesus Christ. God is faithful, 9 
by whom ye were called unto the fellowship of his Son Jesus 
Christ our Lord. , 

wow I beseech you, brethren, by the name of our Lord 10 
Jesus Christ, that ye all speak Me hv thing, and a be 
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no divisions among you ;' but that ye be perfectly joined together 
in the same mind and in the'same judgment. For it hath been i 
declared unto me of you, my brethren, by them which are of the 
house of Chloe, that there are contentions among you. Now this 12 
I say, that every one of you saith, Tam of Paul; and J of Apol- 
los; and I of Cephas; and I of Christ. Is Christ divided? was 13 
Paul crucified for you? or were ye baptized in the name of Paul? 
I thank God that I baptized none of you, but Crispus and Gaius; 14 
‘lest any should say that I had baptized in mine own name. "And 15 
I baptized also the household of Stephanas) besides, I know not 
whether I baptized any other. t ul ‘ 
For Christ sent me not to baptize, but to preach the gospel: 17 
not with wisdom: of words, lest the cross of Christ should be 
made of none effect. For the preaching of the cross is to them 18 
that perish, foolishness; but unto us which ‘are saved, it is the 
power of God. For it is written, 3 »19 


I will destroy the wisdom of the wise, 
And will bring to nothing the understanding of the prudent. : 
Where is the wise? where is the scribe? where is the disputer 20 
of this world? hath not God mage foolish the wisdom of this , 
world? For after that in the wisdom of God, the world by wis- 21 
dom knew not God, it pleased God by the foolishness of preach- 
ing to'save them that believe. For the.Jews require a sign, and 22 
the Greeks seek after wisdom: but we preach Christ crucified, 23 
unto the Jews a stumbling-block, and unto the Greeks foolish- } 
ness; but unto them which are called, both Jews and Greeks, 24 
Christ the power of God, and the wisdom of God. Because the 25 
foolishness of God is. wiser than men; and the weakness of God 
is stronger than men. For ye see your calling, brethren, how 26 
that not many wise men after the flesh, not many mighty, not 
many noble are called: but God hath chosen the foolish things of 27 
the world to confound the wise; and God-hath chosen the weak 
things of the world to confound the things which are mighty; _ 
and base things of the world, and things which are despised, 28 
hath God chosen, yea, and things which are not, to bring tonaught —~ 
things ‘that are: that no flesh should ‘glory in his présence. 29- 
But of him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of God is made unto us 30 
wisdom, and righteousness, and sanctification, and redemption: —'~ 
that, according as it is written, 31 
. He that glorieth, let him glory in the Lord. ; ; 
Awnp. I, brethren, when I. came to you, came not'with excel- 2 
lency, of speech, or of wisdom, declaring unto you the testimony. > 
of God, For I determined, not to know any thing among you, 27! 
save Jesus Christ, and, him crucified. And I was with you in ; 
weakness, and in fear, and in much.trembling. And my speech: - 
and my preaching was not with enticing words of man’s wisdom, | tabs! 
but in demonstration of the Spirit, and of power: that your faith 5. 
should not stand in the wisdom of men, but in the power of God. i). 
Howbeit, we speak wisdom among them that are, perfect; yet’ 6 
not the ayn of this world, nor of the princes of this world, — 
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that come to naught: but we speak the wisdom of God in a mys- 7 
tery, even the hidden wisdom which God ordained before the 
world unto our glory; which none of the princes of this world 8 
knew: for had they known 7, they would not have crucified the 
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Lord of glory: but, as itis written, 

Eye hath not seen, not ear heard, 

Neither have entered into the heart of man, 

The things which God hath prepared for them that love him. 

But God hath revealed them unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit 10 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep things of God. For what man 11 
knoweth the things of a man, save the spirit of man which is in 
him? even so the things of God knoweth no man, but the Spirit 
of God. Now we have received, not the spirit of the world, but 
the Spirit which is of God ; that we might know the things that 
are freely given to us of God. Which things also we speak, not-13 
in the words which man’s wisdom teacheth, but which the Holy 
Ghost teacheth, comparing spiritual things with spiritual. But 14 
the natural man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God: 
for they are foolishness unto him: neither can he know them, be- 
case they are spiritually discerned. But he that is spiritual 15 
judgeth all things, yet he himself is jodged of no man. For who. 16 
hath known the mind of the Lord, that he may instruct him? 
But we have the mind of Christ. ' 

‘Anp I, brethren, could not speak unto yon as unto spiritual, 
but as unto carnal, even as unto babes in Christ. I have fed you 
with milk, and not with meat: for hitherto ye were not able to 
bear it, neither yet now are ye able. ' For ye are yet carnal. For 
whereas there is among you envying, and strife, and divisions, are 

e not carnal, and’ walk as men? For while one saith, I am of 
‘aul; and another, I am of Apollos; are ye not carnal? , 
- Wuo then is Paul, and who is Apollos, but ministers by whom 
é believed, even as the Lord gave to every man? I have 
_planted, Apollos watered: but God gave the increase. So then, 
neither is he that planteth any thing, neither he that watereth ; 
but God that giveth the increase. Now he that planteth and he 
that watereth are one; and every man shall receive his own re- 
ward, according to his own labor. For we are laborers together 
with God: ye are God’s husbandry ;, ye are God’s building. Ac- 1 
cording to the grace of God which is given unto me, asa wise .- 
master-builder, I have laid the fonndation, and another buildeth | 
thereon. But let every man take heed how he buildeth there- 
upon. For other foundation can no man lay than that is laid, 11 
which is Jesus Christ. Now if any man build upon this founda- 12 
tion, gold, silver, precious stones, wood, hay, stubble; every. 13 
man’s work shall be made manifest: for the day shall declare it, 
because it shall be revealed by fire’; and the fire shall try every 
man’s work, of what sort itis. If any man’s work abide which 14 
he hath built thereupon, he shall receive a reward. If any man’s 19 
work shall be burned, he shall suffer loss; but he himself shall 
be saved; yet so as b fire. Know ye not that ye are. the temple 16; 
of God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth in you? itary man 17. 
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defile the temple of God, him shall God destroy: for the temple 
of God is holy, which temple ye are. 

Let no man deceive himself, If any man among you seemeth 18 
to be wise in this world, let him become a fool, that he may be 
wise. For the wisdom of this world is foolishness with God. 19° 
For it is written, - 

He taketh the wise in their own craftiness. - 
And again, 20 | 
The Lord knoweth the thoughts of the wise, that they are vain. 


Therefore let no man glory in men: for all things are yours; 21. 
whether Paul, or Apollos, or Cephas, or the world, or life, or 22 
death, or things pregent, or things to come; all are yours; ' and 23 
ye are Christ’s: and Christ is God’s. 
Let a man so account of us, as of the ministers of Christ, and & 
stewards of the mysteries of God. Moreover, it is required in 
stewards that a man be found faithful. But with me it is a very 
small thing that I should be judged of you, or of man’s judgment: 
yea, I judge not mine own self: (for 1 know nothing by myself; 
et am I not hereby justified ;) but he that judgeth me is the 
Tard Therefore judge nothing, before the time, until the Lord 
come, who both will bring to light the hidden things of darkness, 
and will make manifest the counsels of the hearts: and then shall 
every man have praise of God. a 
Awp these things, brethren, I have in a figure transferred to 6 
myself, and to Apollos, for your sakes: that ye might learn 
in us not to think of ren above that which is written, that no one 
of you be puffed ‘up for one against another. For who maketh 7% 
thee to differ from another? and what hast thou that thon didst 
not receive? Now if thou didst receive it, why dost thou glory, 
as if thou hadst not received it? , ; 
Now ye are full, now ye are rich, ye have reigned as kings & 
without us: and I would to God ye did reign, that we also might © 
reign with you. For I think that God hath set forth us the @ 
Apostles last, as it were appointed to death; for we are made a 
spectacle unto the world, and to angels, and tomen. We are 10 
fools for Christ’s sake, but ye are wise in Christ; we are weak, | 
but ye are strong; ye are honorable, but we are despised. Even If 
unto this present hour we both hunger, and thirst, and are naked, 
and are buffeted, and have no certain dwelling-place, ' and labor, 12 
working with our own hands: bein reviled, we bless; being 
. persecuted, we suffer it; 'being de amed, we entreat: we are 13, 
made as the filth of the world, and are the offscouring of all 
things unto this day. I write not these things to shame you, but 14 
as my beloved sons I warn you. For though ye have ten thou- 15 
sand igstructors in Christ, yet have ye not many fathers: forin ~ 
Christ Jesus I have begotten you through the gospel. Where- 16 
fore, I beseech you, be ye followers of me.. For this cause have 17 
Tsent unto you Timotheus, who is my beloved son, and faithful _ 
m the Lord, who shall bring you into remembrance of my ways 


which . in Christ, as I teach everywhere in eyery church. 
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_ Now some are puffed up, as though I would not come to you. 18 
But I will come to you shortly, if the Lord will, and will know, 19 
not the speech of them which are puffed up, but the power. 





' For the kingdom of God is not in word, but in power. ! What 20 


will ye? shall I come unto you with a rod, or in love, and in the 
spirit of meekness? - : 

IT is reported commonly that there is fornication among you, 5 
and’such fornication as is not so much as named among the Gen- 
tiles, that one should have his father’s wife. And ye'are puffed 
up, and have not rather mourned, that he that hath done this 
deed might be taken away from among you. For I verily, ‘as 
absént in body, but present in spirit, have judged already as 
though I were present, concerning him that hath so done’ this 
deed, 'in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, when ye are 4 
gathered together, and my Spirit, with the power of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, to deliver such a one unto Satan for the destruction 5 
of the flesh, that the spirit may be saved in the day of the Lord 
Jesus. ' Your glorying is not good. Know ye not, thata little 6 
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leaven leaveneth the whole lump? Purge out therefore the old 
leaven, that ye may be a new lump, as ye aré unleavened. For 
even Christ our passover is sacrificed for us: therefore Jet us 
keep the feast, not with old leaven, neither with the leaven of 
malice and wickedness; but’with the unleavened bread of sin- 
cerity and truth. I wrote unto you in an epistle, ‘not to company 9 
with fornicators.’ Yet not altogether with the fornicators of this 10 
world, or with the covetous, or extortioners, or with idolaters: 
for then must ye needs go out of the world. But now Ihave 11 
‘written unto you not to keep company, if any man that is called ° 
a brother be a fornicator, or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, or 

a drunkard, or an extortioner: with such a one no not to eat. 
For what have I to do to judge them also that are without? do 12 
not ye judge them that are within? but them that are without 13 
God judgeth. Therefore put away from among yourselves that 
wicked person. ; 

Dare any of you, having a matter against another, gotolaw 6 
before the unjust, and not before the saints? Do ye not know 2 
that the saints shall judge the world? and if the world shall be 
judged by you, are ye unworthy to judge the smallest matters? 
Know ye not that we shall judge angels? how much more, 3 
things that pertain to this life? If then ye have judgments of 4 
things pertaining to this life, set them to judge who are least 
esteemed in the church. 'Ispeak to your shame! Is itso, that 5 
there is not a wise man among you! no, not one that shall be 
able to judge between his brethren! But brother goeth tolaw 6 
with brother, and that before the unbelievers! Now therefore ‘7 
there is utterly a fault among you, because ye go to law one with 
another. Why do ye not rather take wrong? why do ye not 
rather suffer yourselves to be defrauded ? Nay, ye do wrong, and 8 
defraud, and that your brethren ! , ut SOE 
- Know ye not that the unrighteous shall not inherit the king- 9 
dom of God? Be not deceived ; neither fornicators, nor ghee iy 
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nor adulterers, nor effeminate, nor abusers of themselves with 
mankind, ! nor thieves, nor covetous, hor drunkards, nor revilers, 10 
nor extortioners, shall inherit the kingdom of God. And sucht IL 
were some of you; but ye are washed, but ye are sanctified, but 

ye are justified in the name of the Lord Jesus, and by the Spirit 

of our God. All things are lawful unto me, but all things are not 12 
expedient: all things are lawful for me, but I will not be brought 
under the power of any. Meats for the belly, and the belly for 13 | 
meats, but God shall destroy both it and them. 

Now the body zs not for fornication, but for the Lord; and the 
Lord for the body. And God hath both raised up the Lord, and 14 
will also raise up us by his own power. Know ye not, that your 15 
bodies are the members of Christ? shall I then take the mem= ~ 
bers of Christ, and make them the members of a harlot? God 
forbid. What! know ye not that he which is joined to a harlot 16 
is one body? “fortwo,” saith he, “shall be one flesh.” 

’ But he that is joined unto the Lord is one spirit. 'Flee fornica~ 17 
tion. Every sin that a man doeth, is without the body; but he that 
committeth fornication, sinneth against his own body. What! 19 
know ye not that your body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have éf God, and ye are not your own? 

-For ye are bought with a price: therefore glorify God in your 20 
body, and in your spirit, which are God’s. 

WOW concerning the things whereof ye wrote unto me: ‘tae 
is good for a man not to touch a woman! nevertheless, to avoid 
fornication, let every man have his own wife, and let every wo- 
man have her own iGeband: Let the husband render unto the 
wife due benevolence: and likewise also the wife unto the hus- 
band. The wife hath not power of her own body, but the hus- 4 
band: and likewise also the husband hath not power of his own 
body, but the wife. Defraud ye not one the other, except it be 
with consent for a time, that ye may give yourselves to fasting 
and prayer; and come together again, that Satan tempt you not 
for your incontinency. But I speak this by permission, and not 6 
of commandment. For I would that all men were even as my! 7 
self:, but every man hath his proper gift of God, one after this 
manner, and another after that. I say therefore to the unmarried 8 
and widows, It is good for them if they abide evenasI. But if 9 
they cannot contain, let them marry: for it is better to marry than © 
to burn. And unto the married I command, yet not I, but the 10 
Lord, Let not the wife depart from ker husband: but and if she 11 
depart, let her remain unmarried, or be reconciled to ker hus- 
band, and let not the husband put away iis wife. But to the 12 
rest speak I, not the Lord, If any brother hath a wife that be-. 
lieveth not, and she be pleased to dwell with him, let him not 
put her away. And the woman which hath a husband that be+ 13 
lieveth not, and if he be pleased to dwell with her, let her not | 
leave him. For the unbelieving husband is sanctified by the 14 
wife, and the unbelieving wife is sanctified by the husband :.else _ 
were your children unclean; but now are they holy. Butif the 1é 
sii. - Pein let him depart. A brother or a sister is not 
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under bondage in such cases ; but God hath called us to peace. 
For what knowest thou, O wife, whether thou shalt save thy 16 
husband? or how knowest thou, O man, whether thou shalt save 
thy wife? But as God hath distributed to every man, as the Lord 17 
hath called every one, so let him walk And so ordain I in all 
churches. 

Is any man called being circumcised? Jet him not become un- 18 
circumcised. Is any called in uncircumeision? let him not be 
circumcised. Circumcision is nothing, and uncircumcision is 19 
nothing, but the keeping of the coramandments of God. Let 20 
every man abide in the same calling wherein he was called. 
Art thou called being a servant? care not for it; but if thou 21 
mayest be made free, use it rather. For he that is called in the 22 
Lord, being a servant, is the Lord’s freeman: likewise also he 
that is called, being free, is Christ’s servant. Ye are bought with 23 
a price; be not ye the servants of men: — Brethren, let every 24 
man, wherein he is called, therein abide with God. : 

Now concerning virgins, I have no commandment of the 25 
Lord: yet I give my judgment as one that hath obtained mercy 
of the Lord to be faithful. I suppose therefore that this is good 26 
for the present distress; I say, that it is good for a man go to be. 

' Art thou bound unto a wife? seek not to be loosed. Art thou 27 
loosed from a wife? seek not a wife. But and if thou marry, thou 28 
hast jot sinned: and if'a virgin marry, she hath not sinned. Nev- 
ertheless, such shall have trouble in the flesh; but I spare you. 
‘But this I say, brethren, The time zs short. It remaineth, that 29 
both they that have wives, be as though they had none: and they 30 
that weep, as though they wept not; and they that rejoice, as 
though they rejoiced not; and they that buy, as though they pos- 
sessed not; ‘and they that use this world, as not abusing it. For 31 
the fashion of this world passeth away. But I would have you 32 
without carefulness. He that is unmarried, careth for the things 
that belong to the Lord, how he may please the Lord: but he 33 
that is married, careth for the things that are of the world, how 
he may please his wife. There is difference also between a wife 34 
and a virgin. The unmarried woman careth for the things of 
the Lord, that she may be holy, both in body and in spirit: but she 
that is married, careth for the things of the world, how she may 
please her husband. And this I speak for your own profit; not 35 
that I may cast a snare upon you, but-for that which is comely, 
and that ye may attend upon the Lord without distraction. But 36 
if any man think that he behaveth himself uncomely toward his 
virgin, if she pass the flower of her age, and need so require, let 
him do what he will, he sinneth not: let them marry. Never- 37 
theless, he that standeth stedfast in his heart, having no neces- 
sity, but hath power over his own will, and hath so decreed in 
his heart that he will keep his virgin, doeth well. So then he 38 
that giveth Aer n marriage doeth well; but he that giveth her 

in marriage doeth better. ‘ eee iF 
rie wife fe bound by the law as long as her husband liveth ; 39 
but if her husband be dead, she is at liberty to be ee to 
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whom she will; only in the Lord. But she is happier if she.so 40 
abide, after my judgment: and I think also that! have the Spirit 
of God. : : ; 

NOW, as touching things offered unto idols, we know that. 
we all have knowle¢ knowledge puffeth up, but charity edifi- 
eth. And if any man think that he knoweth any thing, he know- 
eth nothing yet as he ought to know. Butif any man love God, ~ 
_ the same is known of him. - As concerning therefore the eating 
of those things that are offered in sacrifice unto idols, we know 
that an idol 7s nothing in the world, and that there is none other. , 
God but.one. For though there be that are called gods, whether — 
in heaven or in earth, (as there be gods many, and lords many). 
but to. us there is dul one God, the Father, of whom are all things, 
and we in him; anth one Lord Jesus Christ, by whom are all - 
things, and we by him. Howbeit, there ts not in every man that 
knowledge: for some with conscience of the idol unto this hour ig 
eat it as a thing offered unto an idol: and their conscience, being, 
weak, is defiled. ‘But meat commendeth us not to God: for nel- 8 
ther if we eat are we the better; neither if we eat not, are we, 
the worse. But take heed lest by any means this liberty of yours . 
become a stumbling-block to them that are weak. For if any man 10 
see thee, which hast knowledge, sit at meat in the idol’s temple, — H 
shall not the conscience of him which is weak be emboldened 
to eat those things which are offered to idols; and through thy IL 
knowledge shall the weak brother perish, for whom Christ died? __ 
But when ye sin so against the brethren, and wound their weak 12 
conscience, ye sin against Christ. Wherefore, if meat make my 13 
brother to offend; I will eat no flesh while the world standeth, 
lest I make my brother to offend. : 

Am I not an Apostle? am I not free? have I not seen Jesus 9 
Christ our Lord? are not ye my work in the Lord? If Ibe not 2 
an Apostle unto others, yet doubtless I am to you: for the seal of 
mine Apostleship are ye in the Lord. Mine answer to them that 3 
do examine me is.this. Have we not power to eat and to drink? 4 
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‘have we not power to lead about a sister, a wife, as well as other” 
Apostles, and as the brethren of the Lord, and Cephas? Or I only. 
and Barnabas, have not we power to forbear working? Who 
goeth a warfare any time at his own charges? who planteth a 
vineyard, and eateth not of the fruit thereof? or who feedeth a. 
flock, and eateth not of the milk of the flock? Say I these things § 
asa man? or saith not the law the same also? For it is written. ‘ 
in the law of Moses, “Thou shalt not muzzlethe mouth ~ 
of the ox that treadeth out the corn.” Doth God take 
care for oxen? ‘or saith he it altogether for our sakes? For our 1( 
sakes, no doubt, this is written: that he that ploweth should plow 
in hope; and that he that thrasheth in hope should be partaker 
of his hope. If we have sown unto you spiritual things, is i all 
great thing if we shall reap your carnal things? If others be par- { 
takers of this power over you, are not we rather? Nevertheles ol 
we haye not used this power: but suffer all things, lest we. shoul 
hinder Re PS Christ. Do ye not know that they which 
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minister about holy things live of the things of the temple, and 
they which wait at the altar are partakers with the altar? Even 14 
so hath the Lord ordained that they whi reach the gospel 
should live of the gospel. But I have used of these things: 15 
neither have J written these things, that Tt should be so done 
unto me: for it were better for me to die, than that any man 
should make my glorying void. For though I preach the gospel, 16 
I have nothing to glory of: for necessity is laid upon me; yea, 
Woe is unto me, if I preach not the gospel! For if 1 do this thing 17 
willingly, I have a reward; but if against my will, a dispensation 
| ae gospel is committed unto me. What is my reward then? 18 
erdly, that, when I preach the gospel, I may make the gospel of 
Christ without charge, that I abuse not my power in the gospel. 
For though I be free from all men, yet have I made myself ser- 19 
vant unto all, that I might gain the more. And unto the Jews I 20 
became as a Jew, that I might gain the Jews; to them that are 
under the law, as under the Jaw, that I might gain them that are 
under the law; to them that are without law, as without law, 21 
(being not without law to God, but under the law to Christ,) that 
I might gain them that are without law: to the weak became I 22 
as weak, that I might gain the weak: I am made all things to all 
men, that I might by all means save some. And this I do for the 23 
gospel’s sake, that I may be partaker thereof with you. _Know 24 
ye not, that they which run in a race, run all, but one receiveth 
the prize? So run, that ye may obtain. !And every man that 25 
striveth for the mastery is temperate in all things. Now they do 
iz to obtain a corruptible crown; but we an incorruptible. I 26 
therefore so run, not as uncertainly ; so fight I, not as one that 
beateth the air: but I keep under my body, and bring it into sub- 27 
jection : lest that by any means when I have preached to others, 
I myself should be a cast-away. 

Moreover, brethren, I would not that ye should be ignorantL® 
how that all our fathers were under the clond, and all passed 
through the sea; and were all baptized unto Moses in the cloud 2 
and in the sea; 'and did all eat the same spiritual meat, 'and 3,4 
did all drink the same spiritual drink; for they drank of that 
spiritual Rock that followed them: and that Rock was Christ. 
But with many of them God was not well pleased: for they 
were overthrown in the wilderness. Now these things were 
our examples, to the intent we should not lust after evil things, 
as they°also lusted. Neither be ye idolaters, as were some of 
them: as it is written, “The people sat down to eat and 
drink, and rose up to play.” Neither let us commit for- 
nication, as some of them committed, and fell in one day three 
and twenty thousand. Neither let us tempt Christ, as some of 9 
them also tempted, and were destroyed of serpents. Neither 10 
murmar ye, as some of them also murmured, and were destroyed 
of the destroyer. Now all these things happened unto them for 11 
ensamples: and they are written for our ad monition, upon whom 
the ends of the world are come. Wherefore let him that think. 12 
eth he standeth, take heed lest He fall. There hath a femplse 13 
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tion taken you but such as is commen to man: but God is faith- 13 
ful, who will not suffer you to be tempted above that ye are able ; 
but will with the temptation also make a way to escape, that ye 
may be able to bear zt. Wherefore, my dearly beloved, flee from 14 
idolatry. 'I speak as to wise men; judge ye what I say. 'The 15 
cup of blessing which we bless, is it not the communion of the 
blood of Christ? The bread which we break, is it not the com- 
munion of the body of Christ? For we being many are one Pi 
bread, and one body: for we are all partakers of that one bread. 
Behold Israel after the flesh: are not they which eat of the sacri- 18 
fices, partakers of the altar? What say I then? that the idol is 19 
any thing, or that which is offered in sacrifice to idols is any thing? 
But I say, that the things which the Gentiles sacrifice, they 20 
sacrifice to devils, and not to God: and I woald not that ye 
should have fellowship with devils. Ye cannot drink the cup of 21 
the Lord, and the eup of devils: ye cannot be partakers of the 
Lord’s table, and of the table of devils. Do we provoke the Lord 22 
to jealousy? are we stronger than he ? 

‘Aut things are lawful for me, but all things are not expedient: 23 
all things are lawful for me, but all things edify not. Let no man 24 
seek his own, but every man akother’s wealih.  Whatsoever is 20 
sold in the shambles, that eat, asking no questions for conscience’ 
sake : 

For the earth is the Lord’s, and the'fullness thereof. 26. 
If any of them that believe not bid you to a feast, and ye be 27 
disposed to go ; whatsoever is set before you, eat, asking no ques- 
tion for conscience’ sake. But if any man say unto you, This is 28 
offered in sacrifice unto idols, eat not for his sake that showed it, 
and for conscience’ sake : 

For the earth is the Lord’s, and the fullness thereof: 


‘conscience, I say, not thine own, but of the other. For why 29 
is my liberty judged of another man’s conscience? for if I by 30 
grace be a partaker, why am I evil spoken of for that for which 

I give thanks? Whether therefore ye eat or drink, or whatsoever 31 
ye do, do all to the glory of God: give none offence. neither to 32 
the Jews, nor to the Geniiles, nor to the church of God. Even 33 
as I please all men in all things, not sceking mine own profil, but _ 
the profit of many, that they may be saved. Be ye followers of 
me, even as I also am of Christ. 

Now I praise you, brethren, that ye remember me in all 2 
things, and keep the ordinances, as I delivered them to you. But 3 
T would have you know, that the head of every man is Christ; 
and the head of the woman is the man; and the head of Christ 
is God. Every man praying or prophesying, having Ais head 
covered, dishonoreth his head. But every woman that prayeth & 
or prophesieth with her head uncovered, dishonoreth her head: 
for that is even all one as if she were shaven. For if the wo- 
man be not covered, let her also be shorn: but if it be a shame _ 
for a woman to be shorn or shaven, let her be covered. Fora ' 
man ae not to cover Ais head, forasmuch as he is the 
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image and glory of God : but the woman is the glory of the man. ° 
For the man is not of the woman, but the woman of the man. 8 
Neither was the man created for the woman, but'the woman for 9 
the man. For this cause ought the woman to have power on her 10 
head, because of the angels. Nevertheless, neither is the man 11 
without the woman, neither the woman without the man, in the 
Lord. For as the woman is of the man, even so is the man also 12 
by the woman; but all things of God. Judge in yourselves: Is 13 
it comely that a woman pray unto God uncovered? doth not 14 

* even nature itself teach you, that if a man have long hair, it is a 
shame unto him? but if a woman have long hair, it is a glory to 15 
her: for her hair is given her for a covering. But if any man 16 
seem to be contentious, we have no such custom, neither the 
churches of God. 

Now in this that F declare unto you, I praise you not, that ye 17 
come together not for the better, but for the worse. For first of 18. 
all, when ye come together in the church, I hear that there be 
divisions among you: and I partly believe it. For there must be 19 
also heresies among you, that they which are approved may be 
made manifest among you. When ye come together therefore 20 
into one place, this is not to eat the Lord’s supper. For in eating 21 
every one taketh before other his own supper: and one is hungry, 
and another is drunken. What! have ye not houses to eat and 22 
to drink in? or despise ye the church of God, and shame them 
that have not? What shall I say to you? shall I praise you in this? 

I praise you not. 'For I have received of the Lord, that which 23 
also I delivered unto you, That the Lord Jesus, the same night in 
which he was betrayed, took bread: and when he had given 24 
thanks, he brake it, and said, ‘Take, eat: this is my body, which 

is broken for you: this do in remembrance of me.’ After the 25 
same manner also he took the cup, when he had supped, saying, 
‘This cup is the new testament in my blood: this do ye, as oft 
as_ye drink zt, in remembrance of me.’ For as often as ye eat 26 
this bread, and drink this cup, ye do show the Lord’s death till 

he come. Wherefore, whosoever shall eat this bread, and drink 27 
this cup of the Lord, unworthily, shall be guilty of the body and 
blood of the Lord. But let a man examine himself, and so let 28 
him eat of that bread, and drink of that cup; for he that eateth 29 
and drinketh unworthily, eateth and drinketh damnation to him- 
self, not discerning the Lord’s body. For this cause many are 30 
weak and sickly among you, and many sleep. For if we would 31 
judge ourselves, we should not be judged. But when we are 32 
judged, we are chastened of the Lord, that we should not be 
condemned with the world. Wherefore, my brethren, when ye 33 
come together to eat, tarry one for another. And if any man 34 
hunger, let him eat at home: that ye come not together unto 
condemnation. And the rest will I set in order when I come. 

NOW concerning spiritual gifts, brethren, I would not havel2 
you ignorant. Ye know that ye were Gentiles, carried away 2 
unto these dumb idols, even as ye were led. Wherefore I give you 3 
to understand, that no man speaking by the Spirit of God, calleth 
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Jesus accursed : and thet no'man can say that Jesus is the Lord, 
but. by the Holy Ghost. Now there are diversities of gifts, but 
the'same Spirit: and there are differences of administrations, but 
the same Lord. And there are diversities of operations, but it is 
the'same God which worketh all in all. But the manifestation 
of the Spirit is given to every man to profit withal. For to one 
is given by the Spirit the word of wisdom ; to another, the word 
of knowledge by the same*Spirit; to another, faith by the same 
Spirit; to another, the gifis of healing by the same Spirit; ' to 
another, the working of miracles; to another, prophecy; to an- 
other, discerning of spirits; to another, divers kinds of tongues; 
to another, the interpretation of tongues. But all these worketh 11 
thatone and the selfsame Spirit, dividing to every man severally 
ashe will. For as the body is one, and hath many members, and 12 
all the members of that one body. being many, are one body: so 
also is Christ.. For by one Spirit are we all baptized into one body, 13 
whether we be Jews or Gentiles, whether wé be bond or free; and 
have been all made to drink into one Spirit. For the body is not 14 
one member, but many. If the foot shall say, Because I'am not 15 
the hand, lam of the body ; is it therefore not of the body? And 16 
if the ear shall say, Because I ayn not the eye, I am not of 
the body; is it therefore not of the body? If the whole 17 
body were an eye, where were the hearing? If the whole were 
hearing, where were the smelling? But.sow hath God set the 18 
meinbers every one of them in the body, as it hath pleased him. 
’ And if they were all one member, where were the body? ' But 19 
now are they many members, yet but one body? And the eye 21 
cannot say unto the hand, I have no need of thee; nor again the 
head ta the feet, I have no need of you. Nay, much more those 22 
members of the body, which seem to be more feeble, are neces- 
sary: and those members of the body, which we think to be less 23 
honorable, upon these we bestow more abundant honor; and our 
uncomely parts have more abundant comeliness. For our comely 24 
arts have no need: but-God hath tempered the body together, 
aving given more abundant honor to that part-which lacked, 
‘that there should be no schismin the body, but that the members 25 
should have the same care oné for another. And whether one 26 
member suffer, all the members suffer with it;.or one member 
be honored, all the members rejoice with it. Now ye are the 27 
body of Christ, and members in particular. And ‘God hath set 28 
some in the church, first Apostles, secondarily prophets, thirdly 
teachers, after that miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, govern- 
ments, diversities of tongues. Are all Apostles? are all prophets? 29 
are all teachers? are all workers of miracles? ' have all the gifts 30 
of healing? do all speak with tongues? do all interpret? ; 
Bur covet earnestly the best gifts. And yet show I unto ‘you 31 
amore excellent way. Though I speak with the tongues of menL 
and of angels, and have not charity,1 am become as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling:;cymbal. And though I have the gift of pro- 2 
phecy, and understand all mysteries, and all knowledge; and 
though I une all faith, so that I could remove mountams, and 
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have not charity, lam nothing. And though I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor, and though I give my body to be burned, 
and have net charity, it profiteth me nothing. Charity suffereth 
long, and is kind; charity envieth not; charity vaunteth not 
itself, is not puffed up, 'doth not behave itself unseemly, seeketh 
not her own, is not easily provoked, thinketh no evil, ' rejoiceth 
not in iniquity, but rejoiceth in the truth, ' beareth all things, 
believeth all things, hopeth all things, endureth all things. 
Charity never faileth: but whether there be prophecies, they shall 
fail ; whether there be tongues, they shall cease; whether there 
ée knowledge, it shall vanish away. For we know in part, and 
we prophesy in part. But when that which is perfect is come, 
then that which is in part shall be done away. WhenI wasa 
child, I spake as a child, I understood as a child, I thought as a 
child: bat when I, became a man, I put away childish things. 
For now we see through a glass, darkly; but then face to face: 
now I know in part; but then shall 1 know even as also I am 
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Known. And now abideth faith, hope, charity, these three; but 13 
the greatest of these is charity. Follow after charity. 14 


AND desire spiritual gifts, but rather that ye may prophesy. 
For he that speaketh in an unknown tongue, speaketh not unto 
men, but unto God: for no man understandeth Aim; howbeit in 
the spirit he speaketh mysteries. But he that prophesieth, speak- 
_ eth unto men fo edification, and exhortation, and comfort. He 

that speaketh in an unknown tongue edifieth himself; but he that 
prophesieth edifieth the church. I would that ye all spake with 
tongues, but rather that ye prophesied: for greater is he that 
prophesieth than he that speaketh with tongues, except he inter- 


pret, that the church may receive edifying. Now, brethren, if 


I come unto you speaking with tongues, what shall I profit you, 
except I shall speak to you either by revelation, or by know- 
ledge, or by prophesying, or by doctrine? And even things with- 
out life giving sound, whether pipe or harp, except they give a 
distinction in the sounds, how shall it be known what is piped 
or harped ? for if the trumpet give an uncertain sound, who shall 
prepare himself to the battle? So likewise ye, except ye utter by 
the tongue words easy to be understood, how shall it be known 
what is spoken? for ye shall speak into the air. There are, it 
may be, so many kinds of voices in the world, and none of them 
is without signification. ‘Therefore, if I know not the meaning 
of the voice, I shall be unto him that speaketh a barbarian, and 
he that speaketh shall be a barbarian unto me. Even so ye, for- 
asmuch as ye are zealous of spiritual gifts, seek that ye may 
excel to the edifying of the church. Wherefore, let him that 
speaketh in an unknown tongue, pray that he may interpret. For 
if I pray in an wnknown tongue, my spirit prayeth, but my under- 
standing is unfruitful. !What is it then? I will pray with the 
spirit, and I will pray with the understanding also: J will sing 
with the spirit, and I will sing with the understanding also. Else, 
when thou shalt bless with the spirit, how shall he that occupieth 
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seeing he understandeth not what thou sayest? For thou verily 17 
givest thanks well, but the other is not edified. I thank my 18 
God, I speak with tongues more than ye all: yet in the church 19 
I had rather speak five words with my understanding, that by my 
voice I might teach others also, than ten thousand words in an 
unknown tongue. Brethren, be not children in understanding: 20 
howbeit, in malice be ye children, but in understanding be men. 

In the law it is written, 


With men of other tongues and other lips will I speak unto this people ; 


‘And yet for all that will they not hear me, saith the LORD 


Wherefore tongues are for a sign, not to them that believe, but to 22 
them that believe not: but prophesying serveth not for them that 
believe not, but for them which believe. If therefore the whole 23 
church be come together into one place, and all speak with 
tongues, and there come in those that are unlearned, or unbe- 
lievers, will they not say that ye are mad? But if all prophesy, 24 
and there come in one that believeth not, or one unlearned, he is 
convinced of all, he is judged of all: and thus are the secrets of 25 
his heart made manifest; and so falling down on his face, he will 
worship God, and report that God is in you of a truth. How is 26 
it then, brethren? when ye come together, every one of you 
hath a psalm, hath a doctrine, hatl a tongue, hath a revelation, 
hath an interpretation: let all things be done unto edifying. If 27 
any man speak in an unknown tongue, let 2 be by two, or at the 
most by three, and that by course; and 1ét one interpret. But if 28 
there be no interpreter, let him keep silence in the church; and 

let him speak to himself, and to God. Let the prophets speak 29 
two or three, and let the other judge. If any thing be revealed 30 
to another that sitteth by, let the first hold his peace. For ye 31 
may all prophesy one by one, that all may, learn, and all may be 
comforted. And the spirits of the prophets are subject to the 32 
prophets. For God is not the author of confusion, but of peace, as 33 
in all churches of the saints. 

Ler your women keep silence in the churches ; for it is not 34 
permitted unto them to speak: but they are commanded to be 
under obedience, as also saith the law. And if they will learn 35 
any thing, let them ask their husbands at home; for it is a shame 
for women to speak ‘in the church. What! came the word of 36 

‘God out from you? or came it unto you only? Ifany man think 37 
himself to be a prophet, or spiritual, let him acknowledge that 
the things that I write unto you are the commandments of the 
Lord. ! But if any man be ignorant, let him be ignorant. 'Where- 38 
fore, brethren, covet to prophesy,.and forbid not to speak with 
tongues. Let all things be done decently, and in order. 

JVIOREOVER, brethren, I declare unto you the gospel whichL5 
I preached unto you, which also ye have received, and wherein 

estand; by which also ye are saved, if ye keep in memory what 2 

preached unto you, unless ye have believed in vain. For I 3 
delivered unto you first of all, that which [also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins according to the scriptures; and that 4 
he was a and that he rose again the third day according to 
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the scriptures: and that he was seen of Cephas, then of the 
twelve; after that, he was seen of above five hundred brethren 
at once; of whom the greater part remain unto this present, but 
some are fallen asleep. After that, he was seen of James ; then 
of all the Apostles. And last of all he was seen of me also, as of 
one born out of due time. ForI am the least of the Apostles, 
that am not meet to be called an Apostle, because I persecuted 
the church of God. But by the grace of God I am what Iam: 10 
and his grace which was bestowed upon me, was not in vain; but 

I labored more abundantly than they all: yet not I, but the grace 

of God which was with me. Therefore whether 2 were I or 11 
they, so we preach, and so ye believed. Now if Christ be 12 
preached that he rose from the dead, how say some among you 
that there is no resurrection of the dead? But if there be no 13 
resurrection of the dead, then is Christ not risen: and if Christ 14 
be not risen, then is our preaching vain, and your faith is also 
vain. Yea, and we are found false witnesses of God; because 15 
we have testified of God that he raised up Christ: whom he 
raised not up, if so be that the dead rise not. For if the dead 16 
rise not, then is not Christ raised: and if Christ be not raised, 17 
your faith is vain; ye are yet in yoursins. Then they also which 18 
are fallen asleep in Christ are perished. If in this life only, we 19 
have hope in Christ, we are of all men most miserable. Bat 20 
now is Christ risen from the dead, and become the first-fruits of 
them that slept. For since by man came death, by man came 21 
also the resurrection of the dead. (For as in Adam all die, even 22 
so in Christ shall all be made alive.) But every man in his own 23 
order: Christ the first-fruits; afterward they that are Christ’s at 
his coming. Then cometh the end, when he shall have delivered 24 
up the kingdom to God, even the Father; when he shall have 
put down all rule, and all authority, and power. For he must 25 
reign, 
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Till he hath put all enemies under his feet. 


The last enemy that shall be destroyed zs death. 26 
For he hath put all things under his feet. 27 


But when he saith all things are put under him, it is manifest that 
‘he is excepted which did put all things under him. And when 28 
all things shall be subdued unto him, then shall the Son also 
himself be subject unto him that put all things under him, that 
God may be all in all. Else what shall they do, which are bap- 29 
tized for the dead, if the dead rise not at all? why are they then 
baptized for the dead? And why stand we in jeopardy every 30 
hour? I protest by your rejoicing which I have in Christ Jesus 31 
our Lord, I die daily. If after the manner of men I have fought 32 
with beasts at Ephesus, what advantageth it me, if the dead rise 
not? let us eat and drink; for to-morrow we die. Be not de- 33 
ceived, 
\ ‘Evil communications corrupt good manners,’ 

Awake to righteousness, and sin not; for some have not the 34 
knowledge of God. I speak thzs to your shame. 08 
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Bur some ‘man will say, How are the dead raised up? and 35 
with what body do they come? Thou fool! that which thou sow- 36 
est is not quickened except it die: and that which thou sowest, 37 
thou sowest not that body that shall be, but bare grain; it may 
chance of wheat, or of some other grain: but God giveth it a 38 
body as it hath pleased him, and to every seed its own body. All 39 
flesh is not the same flesh ; but there is one kind of flesh of men, 
another flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and another of birds. 
There are also celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial: but the 40 
glory of the celestial is one, and the glory of the terrestrial 7s an- 
other. There is one glory of the sun, and another glory of the 41 
moon, and another glory of the stars: for one star differeth from 
another star in glory. So also is the resurrection of the dead. 42 
Tt is sown in corruption, it is raised in incorruption: 'it is sown 43 
in dishonor, it is raised in glory: it is sown in weakness, it is 
raised in power: it is sown a natural body, it is raised a spiritual 44 
body. There is a natural body, and there is a spiritual body. 
And so it is written, “The first man Adam was made a 45 
living soul,” the last Adam was made a quickening Spirit. 
Howbeit, that was not first which is spiritual, but that which 46 
is natural; and afterward that which is spiritual. The first 47 
man is of the earth, earthy: the second man is the Lord 
from heaven. As is the earthy, such are they also that are 48 
earthy: and as is the heavenly, such are they also that are 
heavenly. And as we have borne the image of the earthy, 49 
we shall also bear the image of the heavenly. Now this I say, 50 
brethren, that flesh and blood cannot inherit the kingdom of God ; 
neither doth corruption inherit incorruption. Behold, I show you 51 

. a mystery: We shall not all sleep, but we shall all be changed, 
‘in a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump, (for 52 
the trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be raised incorrupti- 
ble, and we shall be changed.) For this corruptible must put on 53 
incorruption, and this mortal must put on immortality. So when 54 
this corruptible shall have put on incorruption, and this mortal 
shall have put on immortality, then shall be brought to pass the 
saying that is written, 

Death is swallowed up in victory. Y 

O Drarn, where is thy sting? O grave, where ts thy victory? 55 
The sting of death is sin; and the strength of sin 7s the law. 56 
But thanks te to God, who giveth us the victory, through our 57 
Lord Jesus Christ. Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye sted- 58 
fast, unmovable, always aboundimg in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch.as ye know that your labor is not in vain in the Lord. 

NOW concerning the collection for the saints, as I have givenl6 
order to the churches of Galatia, even so do ye. Upon the first 2 
day of the week let every one of you lay by him in store, as God 
hath prospered him, that there be no gatherings when I come. | 
And when I come, whomsoever ye shall approve by your letters, 
them will I send to bring your liberality unto Jerusalem. And 
if it be meet that I go also, they shall go with me. Now I will 
come unt pp when I shall pass through Macedonia, (for I do 
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pass through Macedonia,) 'and it may be that I will abide, yea, 
and winter with you, that ye may bring me on my journey whith- 
ersoever I go. For will not see you now by the way; but I 
trust to tarry a while with you, if the Lord permit. But T will 
tarry at Ephesus until Pentecost. For a great door and effectual 
is opened unto me, and there are many adversaries. 

Now if Timotheus come, see that he may be with you without 
fear; for he worketh the work of the Lord, asI also do. Let no 
man therefore despise him: but conduct him forth in peace, that 
he may come unto me: for I look for him with the brethren. As 
touching our brother Apollos, I greatly desired him to come unto 
you with the brethren: but his will was not at all to come at this 
time; but he will come when he shall have convenient time. 
Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, quit you like men, be strong. 
Let all your things be done with charity. ; 

I BesEEcH you, brethren: ye know the honse of Stephanas, 
that it is the first-fruits of Achaia, and that they have ad- 
dicted themselves to the ministry of the saints, that ye submit 

ourselves unto such, and to every one that helpeth with us, and 
aboreth. I am glad of the coming of Stephanas, and Fortunatus, 
and Achaicus: for that which was lacking on your part, they have 
supplied. For they have refreshed my spirit and yours: there- 
fore acknowledge ye them that are such. 

Tue churches of Asia salute you. Aquila and Priscilla sa- 
lute you much in the Lord, with the church that is in their house. 
i the brethren greet you. Greet ye one another with a holy 

iss. 

'Tne salutation of me Paul with mine own hand. 'If any 
man love not the Lord Jesus Christ, let him be Anathema! 
Maran-atha. The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ e with you. 
My love de with you all in Christ Jesus. Amen. 
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THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE 
CORINTHIANS. 





PAUT, an Avostle of Jesus Christ by the will of God, and 
Timothv ovr brother, unto the church of God which is at Corinth, 
with all the saints which are in all Achaia: Grace be to yon, and 

eace from God our Father, and from the Lord Jesns Christ. 

BLESSED be God, even the Father of onr Lord Jesus Christ, 
the Father of mercies, and the God of all comfort; who comfort- 
eth us in all our tribulation, that we may he able to comfort them 
which are in any trouble by the comfort wherewith we ourselves 
are comforted of God: for as the sufferings of Christ abound in 
us, so onr consolation also aboundeth by Christ. And whether 
we be afflicted, zt 7s for your consolation and salvation. which is 
effectual in the enduring of the same sufferings pene also 
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suffer: or whether we be comforted, it is for your consolation 
and salvation: and our hope of you is stedfast, knowing, that as 7 
e are partakers of the sufferings, so shall ye be also of the conso- 
ation. For we would not, brethren, have you ignorant of our 8 
trouble which came to us in Asia, that we were pressed out of 
measure, above strength, insomuch that we despaired even of 
life: but we had the sentence of death in ourselves, that we 9 
should not trust in ourselves, but in God which raiseth the dead: 
‘who delivered us from so great a death, and doth deliver: in 10 
whom we trust that he will yet deliver us: ye also helping to- 11 
gether by prayer for us, that for the gift bestowed upon us by the 
means of many persons, thanks may be given by many on our 
behalf. 

For our rejoicing is this, the testimony of our conscience, that 12 
in simplicity and godly sincerity, not with fleshly wisdom, but by 
the grace of God, we have had our conversation in the world, 
and more abundantly to you-ward. For we write none other 13 
things unto you, than what ye read or acknowledge ; and I trust 

shall acknowledge even to the end; as also ye have acknow- 14 
edged us in part, that we are your rejoicing, even as ye also are 
ours in the day of the Lord Jesus. 

Anp in this confidence I was minded to come unto you before, 15 
that ye might have a second benefit; and to pass by you into 16 
Macedonia, and to come again out of Macedonia unto you, and 
of you to be brought on my way toward Judea. When I there- 17 
fore was thus minded, did I use lightness? or the things that I 
purpose, do I purpose according to the flesh, that with me there 
should be yea, yea, and nay, nay? But as God is true, our word 18 
toward you was not yea and nay. For the Son of God, Jesus 19 
Christ, who was preached among you by us, even by me, and Sil- 
vanus, and Timotheus, was not yea and nay, but in him was yea, 
‘(for all the promises of God in him are yea, and in him, Amen,) 20 
unto the glory of God by us. Now he which establisheth us 21 
with you in Christ, and hath anointed us, is God ; who hath also 22 
sealed us, and given the earnest of the Spirit in our hearts. 
Moreover, I call God for a record upon my soul, that to spare you 23 
I came not as yet unto Corinth. Not for that we have dominion 24 
over your faith, but are helpers of your joy: for by faith ye 
stand. But I determined this with myself, that I would not come 2 
again to you in heaviness. For if I make you sorry, who is he 2 
then that maketh me glad, but the same which is made sorry by 
me? And I wrote this same unto you, lest, when Icame,Ishould 3 
have sorrow from them of whom I ought to rejoice, having confi- 
dence in you all, that my joy is the joy of you all. For outof 4 
much affliction and anguish of heart I wrote unto you with many 
tears; not that ye should be grieved, but that ye might know the 
Jove which I have more abundantly unto you. 

Bur if any have caused grief, he hath not grieved me, but in 
part: that I may not overcharge you all. Sufficient to such a 6 
man is this punishment, which was inflicted of many. So that 7 
contains ye ought rather to forgive him, and comfort him, 
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lest perhaps such a one should be swallowed up with over-much 
sorrow. Wherefore I beseech you that ye would confirm your 8 
love toward him: for to this end also did I write, that I might 9 
know the proof of you, whether ye be obedient.in all things. To 10 
whom ye forgive any thing, I forgive also: for if I forgave any 
thing, to whom I forgave it, for your sakes forgave I it in the per- 
son of Christ: '! lest Satan should get an advantage of us: for 11 
we are not ignorant of his devices. 

FurtTHERMOoRE, when I came to Troas to preach Christ’s gos- 12 
pel, and a door was opened unto me of the Lord, 'T had no rest 13 
in my spirit, because I found not Titus my brother: but taking 
my leave of them, I went from thence into Macedonia. 

NOW thanks de unto God, which always causeth us to tri- 14 
umph in Christ, and maketh manifest the savor of his know- 
ledge by us in every place! For we are unto God a sweet savor 15 
of Christ, in them that are saved, and in them that perish: to the 16 
one we are the savor of death unto death; and to the other the 
savor of life unto life. And who is sufficient for these things? 
'For we are not as many, which corrupt the word of God: but 17 
as of sincerity, but as of God, in the sight of God speak we in 
Christ. Do we begin again to commend ourselves? or need we, 3 
as some others, epistles of commendation to you, or letters of com- 
mendation from you? Ye are our epistle written in our hearts, 2 
known and read of all men: forasmuch as ye are manifestly de- 3 
clared to be the epistle of Christ ministered by us, written not 
with ink, but with the Spirit of the living God; not in tables of 
stone, but in fleshly tables of the heart. And such trust have we 
through Christ to God-ward: not that we are sufficient of our- 
selves to think any thing as of ourselves; but our sufficiency zs 
of God; who also hath made us able ministers of the new testa- 
ment; not of the letter, but of the spirit: for the letter killeth, 
but the spirit giveth life. But if the ministration of death, writ- 
ten and engraven in stones, was glorious, so that the children of 
Israel could not stedfastly behold the face of Moses for the glory 
of his countenance; which glory was to be done away: how 8 
shall not the ministration of the Spirit be rather glorious? For if 9 
the ministration of condemnation be glory, much more doth the 
ministration of righteousness exceed in glory. For even that 10 
which was made glorious had no glory in this respect, by reason 
of the glory that excelleth. For if that which is done away was 11 
glorious, much more that which remaineth 7s glorious. Seeing 12 
then that we have such hope, we use great plainness of speech: 
and not as Moses, which put a vail over his face, that the chil- 13 
dren of Israel could not stedfastly look to the end of that which 
is abolished: — but their minds were blinded: for until this day 14 
remaineth the same vail untaken away in the reading of the old 
testament; which vail is done away in Christ. But even unto 15 
this day, when Moses is read, the vail is upon their heart. Nev- 16 
ertheless, when it shall turn to the Lord, the vail shall be taken 
away. Now the Lord is that Spirit: and where the Spirit of the 17 
Lord is, there is liberty — but we all, with open face eae 18 
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as ina glass the glory of the Lord, are changed into the same 
image from glory to glory, even as by the Spirit of the Lord. 

‘THEREFORE, seeing we have this ministry, as we have re- 
ceived mercy, we faint not; but have renounced the hidden 
things of dishonesty ; not walking in craftiness, nor handling the 
word of God deceiifully ; but, by manifestation of the truth, com- 
mending ourselves to every man’s conscience in the sight of 
God. But if our gospel be hid, it is hid to them that are lost: 
in whom the god of this world hath blinded the minds of them 
which believe not, lest the light of the glorious gospel of Christ, 
who is the image of God, should shine unto them. For we 
preach not ourselves, but Christ Jesus the Lord; and ourselves 
your servants for Jesus’ sake. For God, who commanded the 

ight to shine out of darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to give 
the light of the knowledge of the glory of God, in the face of 
Jesus Christ. But we have this treasure in earthen vessels, that 
the excellency of the power may be of God, and not of us. We 
are troubled on every side, yet not distressed ; we are perplexed, 
but not in despair; 'persecuted, but not forsaken; cast down, 
but not destroyed: always bearing about in the body the dying 
of the Lord Jesus, that the life also of Jesus might be made mani- 
fest in our body. For we which live are always delivered unto 
death for Jesus’ sake, that the life,also of Jesus might be made 
manifest in our mortal flesh. So then death worketh in us, but 
life in you. We having the same spirit of faith, according as it 
is written, 

I believed. and therefore have I spoken ; 

We also believe, and therefore speak ; ' knowing, that he which 
raised up the Lord Jesus, shall raise up us also by Jesus, and 
shall present us with you. For all things are for your sakes, that 
the abundant grace might, through the thanksgiving of many, 
redound to the glory of God. 

For which cause we faint not; but though our ontward man 
perish, yet the inward man is renewed day by day. For our light 
affliction, which is but for a moment, worketh for us a far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of glory ; while we look not at the 
things which are seen, but at the things which are not seen: for 
the things which are seen are temporal; but the things which 
are not seen are eternal. For we know that if our earthly house 
of this tabernacle were dissolved, we have a building of God, a 
house not made with hands, eternal in the heavens. For in this 
we groan, earnestly desiring to be clothed upon with our house 
which is from heaven: if so be that being clothed we shall not 
be found naked. For we that are in this tabernacle do groan, 
being burdened: not for that we would be unclothed, but clothed 
upon, that mortality might be swallowed up of life _ Now, he 
that hath wrought us for the selfsame thing zs God, who also 
hath given nnto us the earnest of the Spirit. Therefore we are 
always confident, knowing that, whilst we are at home in the 
body, we are absent from the Lord: (for we walk by faith, not 
by sight y me are confident, J say, and willing rather to be absent 
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from the body, and to be present with the Lord. Wherefore we 9 
labor, that, whether present or absent, we may be accepted of 
him. For we must all appear before the judgment-seat of Christ; 10 
that every one may receive the things done in his body, according 
to that he hath done, whether it be good or bad. 
Knowine therefore the terror of the Lord, we persuade men; 11 
but we are made manifest unto God: and I trust also are made 
manifest in your consciences. For we commend not ourselves 12 
again unto you, but give you occasion to glory on our behalf, that 
ye may have somewhat to answer them which glory in appear- 
ance, and not in heart. For whether we be beside ourselyes, zt 13 
is to God: or whether we be sober, it is for your cause. For the 14 
love of Christ constraineth us; because we thus judge, that if 
one died for all, then were all dead: and that he died for all, that 15 
they which live should not henceforth live unto themselves, 
but unto him who died for them, and rose again. Wherefore 16 
henceforth know we no man after the flesh: yea, though we 
have known Christ after the flesh, yet now henceforth know 
we him nomore. Therefore, if any man de in Christ, he is a new 17 
creature: old things are passed away; behold, all things are be- 
come new. And all things are of God, who hath reconciled us to 18 
himself by Jesus Christ, and hath given to us the ministry of re- 
conciliation ; 10 wit, that God was in Christ, reconciling the world 19 
unto himself, not imputing their trespasses unto thern; and hath 
committed unto us the word of reconciliation. Now then we 20 
are ambassadors for Christ, as though God-did beseech you by us: 
we pray you in Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to God. For he 21 
hath made him 7o e sin for us, who knew no sin; that we might 
be made the righteousness of God in him. We then, as workers 6 
together with him, beseech you also that ye receive not the grace 
of God in vain: (for he saith, 2 
I have heard thee in a time accepted, 
And in the day of salvation have I succored thee: 
Behold NOW is the accepted time! 
Behold, NOW is the day of salvation !) 
giving no offence in any thing, that the ministry be not blamed : 
_ but in all things approving ourselves as the ministers of God, in 
much patience, in afflictions, in necessities, in distresses, ' in 
stripes, in imprisonments, in tumults, in labors, in watchings, in 
fastings ; by pureness, by knowledge, by long-suffering, by kind- 
ness, by the Holy Ghost, by love unfeigned, ! by the word of truth, 
by the power 0: God, by the armor of righteousness on the right 
hand and on the left, ' by honor and dishonor, by evil report and 
good report; as deceivers, and yet true; 'as unknown, and yet 
well known; as dying, and behold, we live; as chastened, and 
not killed; '.as sorrowful, yet always rejoicing ; as poor, yet mak- 10 
ing many rich; as having nothing, and yet possessing all things. 
O ye Corinthians, our mouth is open. unto you, our heart is en- 11 
larged. Ye are not straitened in us, but ye are straitened in 12 
_your own bowels. Now for a recompense in the same (I speak 13 
“as unto my children,) be ye a rca a 
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Bu ye not unequally yoked together with unbelievers: for 14 
what fellowship hath righteousness with unrighteousness? and 
qwhat communion hath light with darkness? and what concord 15 
hath Christ with Belial? or what part hath he that believeth. 
with an infidel? and what agreement hath the temple of God 16 
with idols? for ye are the temple of the living God; as God - 
hath said, 

I will dwell in them, and walk in them ; 

And I will be their God, and they shall be my people, 

Wherefore come out fron among them, 17 

And be ye separate, saith the LORD, 

‘And touch not the unclean thing ; 

And I will receive you ; 

And wil! be a Father unto you, 

And ye shall be my sons and daughters, 

Saith the LORD Almighty. 
Having therefore these promises, dearly beloved, let’ us cleanse 7 
ourselves from all filthiness of the: flesh and spirit, perfecting 
holiness in the fear of God. - 

RECEIVE us; we have wronged no man, we have corrupted 
no man, we have defrauded no man. I speak not ths to con- 
demn you; for I have said before, that ye are in our hearts to 
die and live with you. Great is my boldness of speech toward 
you, great 7s my glorying of you: Iam filled with comfort, I am 
exceeding joyful in all our tribulation. For, when we were 
come into Macedonia, our flesh had no rest, but we. were 
troubled on every side; without were fightings, within were fears. 
Nevertheless God, that comforteth those that are cast down, com- 
forted us by the coming of Titus; and;not by his coming only, 
but by the consolation wherewith he was comforted in you, 
when he told us your earnest desire, your mourning, your fervent 
mind toward me; so that I rejoiced the more. For though I 8 
made you sorry with a letter, I do not repent, though I did re- 
pent; for I perceive that the same epistle hath made you sorry, 
though it were but for aseason. Now I rejoice, not that ye were a 
made sorry, but that ye sorrowed to repentance: for ye were 
made sorry after a godly manner, that ye might receive damage 
by us in nothing. For godly sorrow worketh repentance to sal- 10 
vation not to be repented of: but the sorrow of the world work- _ 
eth death. For behold this selfsame thing, that ye sorrowed 11 
after a godly sort, what carefulness it wrought in you, yea, what _ 
clearing of yourselves, yea, what indignation, yea, what fear, yea, — 
what vehement desire, yea, what zeal, yea, what revenge! In all” 
things ye have approved yourselves to be clear in this matter. 
Wherefore, though I wrote unto you, I did it not for his cause 12 
that had done the wrong, nor for his cause that suffered wrong, — 
but that our care for you in the sight of God might appear — 
unto you. Therefore we were comforted in your comfort ; yea, 13 
and exceedingly the more joyed we for the joy of Titus, because _ 
his spirit was refreshed by you all. For if [have boasted any 4 
thing to him of you, I am not ashamed ; but as we spake. all things © 
to you in truth, even so our boasting, which J made before Titus, 
is found p pub And his inward affection is more abundant to- 15 
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ward you, whilst he remembereth the obedience of you all, how 
with fear and trembling ye received him. I rejoice therefore 16 
that I have confidence in you in all things. 

MOREOVER, brethren, we do you to wit of the grace of God 
bestowed on the churches of Macedonia; how that ina great 
trial of affliction, the abundance of their joy, and their deep 
poverty, abounded unto the riches of their liberality : for to their 
power, (I bear record,) yea, and beyond their power, they were 
willing of themselves; praying us with much entreaty, that we 
would receive the gift, and take upon us the fellowship of the 
ministering to the saints. And this they did, not as we hoped, but 
first gave their own selves to the Lord, and unto us by the will 
of God: insomuch that we desired Titus, that as he had begun, 
so he would also finish in you the same grace also. Therefore, 
as ye abound in every thing, in faith, and utterance, and know- 
ledge, and in all diligence, and in your love to us, see that ye 
abound in this grace also: I speak not by commandment, but iy 
occasion of the forwardness of others, and to pyove the sincerity 
of your love: —- For ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, 9 
that though he was rich, yet for your sakes he became puor, that 
ye through his poverty might be rich: ~ and herein 1 give my 10 
advice. For this is expedient for you, who have begun before, 
not only to do, but also to be forward a year ago. Now there- 11 
fore perform the doing of it; that as there was a readiness to will, 
so there may be a performance also out of that which ye have. 
For if there be first a willing mind, it 7s accepted according to 12 
that a man hath, and not according to that he hath not. For I 13 
mean not that-other men be eased, and you burdened: but by an 14 
equality, that now at this time your abundance may be a supply 
for their want, that their abundance also may be a supply for 
your want: that there may be equality: 'as it is writtten, “He 15 
that had gathered much had nothing over; and he that had 
gathered little had no lack.” But thanks be to God, which put 16 
the same earnest care into the heart of Titus for you.. For indeed 17 
he accepted the exhortation; but being more forward, of his own 
accord he went unto you. And we have sent with him the 18 
brother, whose praise {s in the gospel throughout all the churches; 
and not that only, but who was also chosen of the churches to 19 
travel with us with this grace, which is administered by us to the 
glory of the same Lord, and declaration of your ready mind: 
avoiding this, that no man should blame us in this abundance 20 

. which is administered by us: providing for honest things, not 21 
only in the sight of the Lord, but also in the sight of men. And 22 
we have sent with them our brother, whom we have oftentimes 
proved diligent in many things, but now much more diligent, 
upon the great confidence which I have in you. Whether any do 23 

inquire of Titus, he is my partner and fellow-helper concerning 
you: or our brethren be inquired of, they are the messengers of 

‘the churches, and the glory of Christ. Wherefore show ye to 24 

them, and before the churches, the proof of your love, and of our ~ 

boasting on your behalf For as touching the saiiiah eis to 9 
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the saints, it is superfluous for me to write to you: for I know 
the forwardness of your mind, for which I boast of you to them 
of Macedonia, that Achaia was ready a year ago; and your zeal 
hath provoked very weny. Yet have I sent the brethren, lest 
our boasting of you should be in vain in this behalf; that, as L 
said, ye may be ready: lest haply if they of Macedonia come 
with me, and find you unprepared, we (that we say not, ye) 
should be ashamed in this same confident boasting. "therefore 
I thought it necessary to exhort the brethren, that they would go 
before unto you, and make up beforehand your bounty, whereof 
ye had notice before, that the same might be ready, as @ matter 
of bounty, and not as of covetousness. But this I say, He which 
soweth sparingly, shall reap also sparingly; and he which sow- 
eth bountifully, shall reap also bountifullyy Every man accord- 
ing as he purposeth in his heart, so let him give; not grudgingly, 
or of necessity : 
For God loveth a cheerful giver. 
And God is able to make all grace abound toward you; that ye, 
always having all sufficiency in all things, may abound to every 
good work: as it is written, 
He hath dispersed abroad ; 
He hath given to the poor: 
His righteousness remaineth for ever. 
Now, he that ministereth seed to the sower, both minister bread 
for your food, and multiply your seed sown, and increase the 
fruiis of your righteousness ; being enriched in every thing to all 
bountifulness, which causeth through us thanksgiving to God. 
For the administration of this service not only supplieth the want 
of the saints, but is abundant also by many thanksgivings unto 
God ; while by the experiment of this ministration they glorify God 
for your professed subjection to the gospel of Christ, and for your 
liberal distribution unto them, and unto all men; and by their 
prayer for you, which long after you, for the exceeding grace of 
God in you. Thanks be unto God for his unspeakable gift. 
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NOW I Paul myself beseech you, by the meekness and gen-10 


tleness of Christ, who in presence am base among you, but being 


absent am bold toward you: but I beseech you, that I may not be. 


bold when I am present with that confidence, wherewith I think 
to be bold against some, which think of us as if we walked ac- 
cording to the flesh. For though we walk in the flesh, we do 
not war afier the flesh: (for the weapons of our warfare are not 
carnal, but mighty through God to the pulling down of strong 
holds ;) casting down imaginations, and every high thing that 
exalteth itself against the knowledge of God, and bringing into 
captivity every thought to the obedience of Christ; and having 
in a readiness to revenge all disobedienee, when your obedience 
is fulfilled. Do ye look on things after the outward appearance ? 
If any man trust to himself that he is Christ's, let him of himself 
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think this again, that, as he ts Christ’s, even so are we Christ's. — 


For though I should boast somewhat more of our authority, 
which eo" hath given us for edification, and not for your 
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destruction, I should not be ashamed: that I may not seem asif 9 
I would terrify you by letters: for his letters, say they, are 10 
weighty and powerful; but his bodily presence is weak, and his 
speech contemptible: let such a one think this, that such as we 11 
are in word by letters when we are absent, such will we be'also 
indeed when we are present. For we dare not make ourselves 12 
of the number, or compare ourselves with some that commend 
themselves: but they, measuring themselves by themselves, and 
comparing themselves among themselves, are not wise. But we 13 
will not boast of things without our measure, but according to the 
measure of the rule which God hath distributed to us, a measure 
to reach even unto you. For we stretch not ourselves beyond 
our measure as though we reached not unto you; for we are come 
as far as to you also in preaching the gospel of Christ: not boast- 15 
ing of things without our measure, that is, of other men’s labors; 
but having hope, when your faith is increased, that we shall be 
enlarged by you, according to ourrule, abundantly, ' to preach 16 
the gospel in the regions beyond you, and not to boast in another 
man’s line of things made ready to our hand. ’ 


But he that glorieth, let him glory in the Lord. 7 


For not he that commendeth himself is approved, but whom the 18 
Lord commendeth. 

WOULD to God ye could bear with me a little in my folly!LL 
And indeed bear with me. 'For I am jealous over you with godly 2 
jealousy: for I have espoused you 1o one husband, that I may 
present you as a chaste virgin to Christ. But I fear, lest by any 3 
means, as the serpent beguiled Eve through his subtilty, so your 
minds should be corrupted from the simplicity that is in Christ. 
For if he that cometh preacheth another Jesus, whom we have 4 
not preached, or 7f-ye receive another spirit, which ye have not 
received, or another gospel, which ye have not accepted, ye might 
well bear with him. For I suppose I was not a whit behind the 
very chiefest Apostles. But though J de rude in speech, yet not 
in feo edad but we have been thoroughly made manifest 
among you in all things. Have I committed an offence in abasing 
myself that ye might be exalted, because I have preached to you 
the gospel of God freely ? I robbed other churches, taking wages 
of them, to do you service. And when I was present with you, 
and wanted, 1 was chargeable to no man: for that which was 
lacking to me the brethren which came from Macedonia sup- 
plied: and in all things I have kept, myself from being burden- 
some unto you, and so will I keep myself. As the truth of Christ 10 
is in me, no man shall stop me of this boasting in the regions of 
Achaia. Wherefore? because I love you not? God knoweth. 11 
But what I do, that I will do, that I may cut off occasion from 12 
them which desire occasion: that wherein they glory, they may 
be found even as we. For such are false Apostles, deceitful 13 
workers, transforming themselves into the Apostles of Christ. And 14 
no marvel; for Satan himself.is transformed into an Angel of 
light. Therefore zt 7s no great ihiaa if his ministers also ne aR 15 
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formed as the ministers of righteousness ; whose end shall be ae- 
cording to their works. i say again, Let no man think mea fool: 16 
if otherwise, yet as a fool receive me, that I may boast myself a 
little. ‘That which I speak, I speak 2 not afier the Lord, but as 17 
it were foolishly, in this confidence of boasting. Seeing that 18 
many glory after the flesh, I will glory also. For ye suffer fools 19 
gladly, seeing ye yourselves are wise. For ye suffer, if a man 20 
bring you into bondage, if a man devour you, if a man take of 
you, if a man exalt himself, if a man smite you on the face. I 2¥ 
speak, as concerning reproach, as though we had been weak. 
Howbeit, whereinsoever any is bold, (I speak foolishly) I am bold 
also; 'are they Hebrews? so am I: are they Israelites? so am 22: 
I: are they the seed of Abraham? so am I: ‘are they ministers 22: 
of Christ? (I speak as a fool,) I am more; in labors more abun- 
dant, in stripes above measure, in prisons more frequent, in deaths 
oft; of the Jews five times received I forty stripes save one: 24 
thrice was-I beaten with rods, once was I stoned, thrice I suf 25 
fered shipwreck, a night and a day I have been in the deep; im 26. 
journeyings often, in perils of waters, in perils of robbers, 2 
perils by mine own countrymen, zn perils by the heathen, in per- 
ils in the city, in perils in the wilderness, i perils in the sea, i 
perils among false brethren; in *eariness and painfulness, in 27 
watchings often, in hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in cold 
and nakedness. Besides those things that are without, that which 28 
cometh upon me daily, the care of all*the churches. Who is 29 
weak, and I am not weak? who is offended, and I burn not? If 30 
I must needs glory, I will glory of the things which concern 
mine infirmities. ‘The God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 31 
which is blessed for evermore, knoweth that I lie not. In Da- 32 
mascus the governor under Aretas the king kept the city of the 
Damascenes with a garrison, desirous to apprehend me: and 33 
through a window in a basket was I let down by the wall, and 
coated his hands. It is not expedient for me doubtless tol 
glory: 

I wiL1 come to visions and revelations of the Lord. 'I knew 2 
a man in Christ above fourteen years ago, (whether in the 
body, I cannot tell; or whether out of the body, I cannot tell: © 
God knoweth;) such a one caught up to the third heaven. And 
I knew such a man, (whether in the body, or out of the body, I 
cannot tell: God knoweth;) 'how that he was caught up into 
paradise, and heard unspeakable words, which it is not lawful 
for a man to utter. Of such a one will I glory: yet of myself I 
will not glory, but in mine infirmities. For though J would de- 
sire to glory, I shall not be a fool: for I will say the truth; but 
now I forbear, lest any man should think of me above that which 
he seeth me to be, or that he heareth of me. And lest I should 
be exalted above measure through the abundance of the revela- 
tions, there was given to me a ‘thorn in the flesh, the messenger ~ 
of Satan to buffet me, lest I should be exalted above measure. 
For this thing I besought the Lord thrice, that it might depart © 
from me. ‘a he said unto me, ‘ My grace is sufficient for thee: 
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for my strength is made perfect in weakness.’ Most gladly there- 
fore will I rather glory in my infirmities, that the power of Christ 
may rest upon me. - Therefore I take pleasure in infirmities, in 10 
reproaches, in necessities, in persecutions, in distresses for Christ's 
sake: for when J] am weak, then am I strong. I am become a 11 
fool in glorying; ye have compelled me: for I ought to have 
been commended of you: for in nothing am I behind the very 
chiefest Apostles, though I be nothing. ‘Truly the signs of an 12 
Apostle were wrought among you in all patience, in signs, and 
wonders, and mighty deeds. For what is it wherein ye were in- 13 
ferior to other churches, except 7 be that I myself was not bur- 
ensome to you? forgive me this wrong. 

Benotp, the third time I am ready to come to you; and I will 14 
mot be burdensome to you: for I seek not yours, but you. For 
the children ought not to lay up for the parents, but the parents 
for the children, And I will very gladly spend and be spent for 15 

ou; though the more abundantly | love you, the less I be loved. 
But be it so. 16 

I pip not burden you: nevertheless, ‘being crafty, I caught 
you with guile.’ Did I make a gain of you by any of them 17 
whom I sent unto you? I desired Titus, and with him I sent a 18 
brother. Did Titus make a gain of you? walked we not in the 
‘same spirit? walked we not in the same steps ? 

Aaatn think ye, that we excuse ourselves unto you? we speak 19 
before God in Christ: but we do all things, dearly beloved, for 
your edifying. For I fear, lest, when I come, I shall not find you 20 
‘such as I would, and that I shall be found unto you such as ye 
‘would not: lest there be debates, envyings, wraths, strifes, back- 
bitings, whisperings, swellings, tumults: and lest, when I come 21 
‘again, my God will humble me among you, and that I shall be- 
wail many which have sinned already, and have not repented of 
the uncleanness, and fornication, and lasciviousness, which they 
have committed. 

Tus is the third time I am coming to you: in the mouth of13 
two or three witnesses shall every word be established. I told 2 
you’before, and foretell you, as if I were present, the second 
time; and being absent now, I write to them which heretofore 
have sinned, and to all other, that if I come again, I will not 
spare: since ye seek a proof of Christ speaking in me, which to 3 
you-ward is not weak, but is mighty in you. For though he was 4 
crucified through weakness, yet he liveth by the power of God. 
‘For we also are weak in him, but we shall live with him by the 
power of God toward you. Examine yourselves, whether ye be 5 
jn the faith ; prove your own selves. Know ye not your own 
selves, how that Jesus Christ is in you, except ye be reprobates ? 
‘But I trust that ye shall know that we are not reprobates. ' Now 6,7 
I pray to God that ye dono evil; not that we should appear ap- 
proved, but that ye should do that which is honest, though we be 
as reprobates. For we can do nothing against the truth, but for 8 
‘the truth. For we are glad, when we are weak, and ye are 9 
strong: and this also we' wish, even your perfection. ee 10 
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I write these things being absent, lest being present I should use 
sharpness, according to the power which the Lord hath given me 
to edification, and not to destruction. 

FINALLY, brethren, farewell. Be perfect, be of good comfort, 11 
be.of one mind, live in peace; and the God of love and peace, 
shall. be with you. 'Greet one another with a holy kiss: ‘All the 12 
saints salute you. The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and the 14 
love of God, and the communion of the Holy Ghost, be with you 
all. Amen. 








THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE 
GALATIANS. 





PAUL, an Apostle, (not of men, neither by man, but by Jee L 
sus Christ, and God the Father, who raised him from the dead ;) 
and all the brethren which are with me, unto the churches of 
Galatia: grace be to you and peace from God the Father, and 
from our Lord Jesus Christ, ' who gave himself for our sins, that 
he might deliver us from this present evil world, according to the 
wie of God and our Father: to whom-e glory for ever and ever! | 

men. 

I MARVEL that ye are so soon removed from him that called 
you into the grace of Christ, unto another gospel: which is not 
another; but there be some that trouble you, and would pervert 
the gospel of Christ. But though we, or an angel from heaven, 8 
preach any other gospel unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be accursed! As we said before, so 9 
say I now again, If any man preach any other gospel unto you 
than that. ye have received, let him be accursed! For do I now 10 
persuade men, or God? or do I seek to please men? for if I yet 
pleased men, I should not be the servant of Christ. 

Bur I certify you, brethren, that the gospel which was preach- 11 
ed of me is not after man: for I neither received it of man, nei- 12 
ther was I taught 7, but by the revelation of Jesus Christ. For 13' 
he have heard of my conversation in time past in the Jews’ re- 
igion, how that beyond measure I persecuted the church of God, 
and wasted it; and profited in the Jews’ religion above many my 14 
equals in mine own nation, being more exceedingly zealous of 
the traditions of my fathers. But when it pleased God, who sep- 15 
arated me from my mother’s womb, and called me by his grace, 
‘to reveal his Son in me, that I. might preach him among the 16 
heathen; immediately I conferred not with flesh and blood: nei- 17 
ther went I up to Jerusalem to them which were Apostles before 
me: but I went into Arabia, and returned again unto Damascus. - 
Then after three years I went up to Jerusalem to see Peter, and 18 
abode ge hia fifteen days. But other of the Apostles saw I 19 
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none, save James the Lord’s brother. (Now the things which I 20 
write unto you, behold, before God, I lie not.) Afterwards I came 21 
into the regions of Syria and Cilicia ; and was unknown by face 22 
unto the churches of Judea which were in Christ: But they had.23 
heard only, ‘That he which persecuted us in times past, now 
«preacheth the faith which once he destroyed; and they glori- 
fied God in me. Then fourteen years afier I went up again to 2 
Jerusalem with Barnabas, and took Titus with me also. And I 2 
went up by revelation, and communicated unto them that gospel 
which I preach among the Gentiles, (but privately to them which 
were of reputation,) lest by any means I should run, or had run, 
in vain: But neither Titus, who was with me, being a Greek, 
was compelled to be circumcised: and that because of false 
brethren unawares brought in, who came in privily to spy out our 
liberty which we have in Christ Jesus, that they might bring us 
into bondage: to whom we gave place by subjection, no, not for 5 
an hour; that the truth of the gospel might continue with you. 
But of those who seemed to be somewhat, —- whatsoever they 
were, it maketh no matter to me: God accepteth no man’s per- 
son: for they who seemed to be somewhat, — in conference added 
nothing to me: but contrariwise, when they saw that the gospel 
of the nncircumcision was committed unto me, as the gospel of the 
circumcision was unto Peter; (for he that wrought effectually in 
Peter to the Apostleship of the cireumcision, the same was mighty 
in me toward the Gentiles:) and when James, Cephas, and John, 9 
who seemed to be pillars, perceived the grace that was given 
unto me, they gave to me and Barnabas the right hands of fel- 
lowship; that we should go unto the heathen, and they unto the 
circumcision, only they would that we should remember the poor ; 10 
the same which I also was forward to do. But when Peter was 11 
come to Antioch, I withstood him to the face, because he was to 
be blamed. For, before that certain came from James, he did 12 
eat with the Gentiles: but when they were come, he withdrew, 
and separated himself, fearing them which were of the circum- 
cision. And the other Jews dissembled likewise with him; in- 13 
somuch that Barnabas also was carried away with their dissimu- 
lation. But when I saw that they walked not uprightly accord- 14 
ing to the truth of the gospel, I said unto Peter before them all, 
«Tf thou, being a Jew, livest afier the manner of Gentiles, and 
‘not as do the Jews, why compellest thou the Gentiles to live as 
<do the Jews? We who are Jews by nature, and not sinners of 15 
the Gentiles, knowing that a man-is not justified by the works 16 
‘of the law, but by the faith of Jesus Christ, even we have be- 
‘lieved in Jesus Christ, that we might be justified by the faith of 
“Christ, and not by the works of the law: for by the works of 
‘the law shall no flesh be justified. But if, while we seek to be 17 
«justified by Christ, we ourselves also are found sinners, as there- 
«fore Christ the minister of sin? God forbid. ' For if I build again 18 
“the things which I destroyed, I make myself a transgressor. For 19 
«] through the law am dead to the Jaw, that I might live unto 
*God. [am crucified with Christ; nevertheless, J live 3 a not 20 
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<T, but Christ liveth in me: and the life which I now live in the 
«flesh, T live by the faith of the Son of God, who loved me, and 
«gave himself forme. I donot frustrate the grace of God: for 21 
~ ‘if righteousness come by the law, then Christ 1s: dead in vain.’ 

O FOOLISH Galatians! who hath bewitched you, that ye 
should not obey the truth, before whose eyes Jesus Christ hath 
been evidently set forth, crucified among you? This only would’ 
T learn of you, Received ye the Spirit by the works of the law, or 
by the hearing of faith? Are ye so foolish? having begun in the 
Spirit, are ye now made perfect by the flesh? Have ye suffered — 
so many things in vain? if if be yet in vain. Tle therefore that 
ministereth to you the Spirit, and worketh miracles among you, 
dosth he it by the works of the law, or by the hearing of faith? 
Even as Abraham believed God, and it was accounted to him 
for righteousness. Know ye therefore, that they which are of 
faith, the same are the children of Abraham. And the scripture, 
foreseeing that God would justify the heathen through faith, 
preached before the gospel unto Abraham, saying, “In thee ~ 
shall all nations be blessed.” So then they which be of 9 
faith are blessed with faithful Abraham. For as many as are of 10 
the works of the law, are under the curse: for it is written, 
“Cursed is every one that continueth not in all’ 
things which are written in the book of the law to 
do them.” But that no man is justified by the law in the sight of 11 
God, it is evident: for, “The just shall live by faith;” 
‘and the law is not of faith: but, “The man that doeth 12 
them shall live in them.” Christ hath redeemed us from 13 
the curse of the law, being made a curse for us: (for it is writ- 
ten, “Cursed is every one that hangeth on a tree;”) 
that the blessing of Abraham might come on the Gentiles through 14 
Jesus Christ; that we might receive the promise of the Spirit 
through faith. Brethren, I speak after the manner of men; 15 
Though it be but a man’s covenant, yet 7f it be confirmed, no man 
disannulleth or addeth thereto. Now to Abraham and his seed 16 
were the promises made. He saith not, ‘And to SEEDS; as 
of many; but as of one, “ And to thy srEp,” which is Christ. 
And this I say, That the covenant that was confirmed before of 17 
God in Christ, the law, which was four hundred and thirty years 
after, cannot disannul, that it should make the promise of none 
effect. For if the inheritance be of the law, 2 is no more of 18 
promise: but God gave it to Abraham by promise: ig 

“Wuererore then serveth the law? It was added because of 19 
transgressions, till ‘the seed should come to whom the promise 
was made; and it was ordained by angels in the hand of a me- | 
diator. Now, a mediator is not @ mediator of one; ‘but God is 20 
one. 'Js the law then against the promises of God?’ God forbid: 21 
for if there had been a law given which could have given life, | 
verily righteousness should have been by the law. But the 22 
scripture hath concluded all under sin, that the promise by faith 
of Jesus Christ might be given to them that believe. But before 23 
faith came, we were kept under the law, shut up unto the faith —* 
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which should afterwards be revealed. Wherefore the law was 24 
our school-master to bring us unto Christ, that we might be justi- 
fied by faith. But after that faith is come, we are no longer un- 25 
der a.school-master. For ye are all the children of God by faith 26 
in Christ Jesus.. For as many of you as have been baptized into 27 
Christ, have put on Christ. There is neither Jew nor Greek, 28 
there is neither bond nor free, there is neither male nor female. 
for ye are all one in Christ Jesus. And if ye be Christ's, then are 29 
ye Abraham’s seed, and heirs according to the promise. NowI 4 
say, That the heir, as long as he is a child, differeth nothing from 
a servant, though he be lord of all; but is under tutors and gov- 
ernors until the time appointed of the father. Eyer so we, when. 
we' were children, were in bondage under the elements of the 
world: but when the fullness of the time was come, God sent 
forth his Son, made of a woman, made under the law, ' to re- 
deem them that were under the law, that we might receive the 
adoption of sons. And because ye are sons, God hath sent forth 
the Spirit of his Son into your hearts, crying, Abba, Father ! 
Wherefore thou art no more a servant, but a son; and if a son, 
then an heir of God through Christ. Howbeit then, when ye 
knew not God, ye did service unto them which by nature are no 

' gods. But now, after that ye have known God, or rather are 9 
known of God, how turn ye again to the weak and beggarly ele- 
ments, whereunto ye desire again to be in bondage? Ye observe 10 
days, and months, and times, and years. I am afraid of you, lest 1 
I have bestowed upon you labor in vain. 

Brururen, I beseech you, be as I am; for I am as yeare. 12 
Ye have not injured me at all. ' Ye know how through infirmity 13 
of the flesh I preached the gospel unto you at the first. And my 14 
temptation which was in my flesh ye despised not, nor rejected ; 
but received me as an angel of God, even as Christ Jesus. Where 15 
is then the blessedness'ye spake of? for I bear you record, that 
if it had been possible, ye would have plucked out your own eyes, 
and have given them tome. Am I therefore become your ene- 16 
my because I tell you the truth? They zealously affect you, but 17 
not well; yea, they would exclude you, that ye might affect 

-them. But zis good to be zealously affected always in a good 18 
thing, and not Aa when I am present with you. My little chil- 19 
dren, of whom I travail in birth again, until Christ be formed in 
you, 'I desire to be present with you now, and to change my 20 
voice ; for I stand in doubt of you. p 
_ TELL me, ye that desire to be under the law, do ye not hear 21 
the law? For it is written, that Abraham had two sons; the one 22 
by a bond-maid, the other by a free-woman. But he who was of 23 
the bond-woman, was born after the flesh; but he of the free- 
“woman was by promise. 'Which things are an allegory. For 24 

these are the two covenants: the one from the mount Sinai, 
which gendereth to bondage, which is Agar, ' (for this Agar is 25 

‘mount Sinai in Arabia,) and answereth to Jerusalem which now 

is, and is in bondage with her children. But Jerusalem which 26 
is above is free, which is the mother of us all. For it 5 pen 27 
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Rejoice, thou barren that bearest not ! Sy 
Break forth and cry, thou that travailest not! 
For the desolate hath many more children 

Than she which hath a husband. 

Now we, brethren, as Isaac was, are the children of promise. 28 
But as then he that was born after the flesh persecuted him that 29 
was born after the Spirit, even so itis now. N evertheless, what 30 
saith the scripture? “Cast out the bond-woman and her 
son: forthe son of the bond-woman shall not be heir 
with the son of the free-woman.” So then, brethren, we 31 
are not children of the bond-woman, but of the free. 

Sranp fast therefore in the liberty wherewith Christ hath 
made us free, and be not entangled again with the yoke of bond- 
age. Behold, I Paul say unto you, that if ye be circumcised, 
Christ shall profit you nothing. For I testify again to every man 
that is circumcised, that he is a debtor to do the whole law. 
Christ is become of no effect unto you, whosoever of you are 
justified by the law; ye are fallen from grace. For we through 
the Spirit wait for the hope of righteousness by faith. For in 
Jesus Christ neither circumcision ayaileth any thing, nor uncir- 
cumcision; but faith which worketh by love. Ye did run well; 
who did hinder you, that ye should not obey the truth? This per- 
suiasion cometh not of him that ealleth you. A little leaven leav- 
eneth the whole lump. 

I HAVE confidence in you through the Lord, that ye will be 10 
none otherwise minded: but he that troubleth you-shall bear his 
judgment whosoever he be. And I, brethren, if F yet preach 11 
circumcision, why do I yet suffer persecution? then is the of- 
fence of the cross ceased. I would they were even cut off which 12 
trouble you! 

For, brethren, ye have been called unto liberty; only wse not 13 
liberty for an occasion to the flesh, but by love serve one another. 

For all the law is fulfilled in one word, even in this, “'Thou shalt 14 
love thy neighbor as thyself” But if ye bite and devour one an- 15 
other, take heed that ye be not consumed one of another. This 16 
I say then, Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall not fulfil the lust of - 
the flesh. For the flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and the Spirit 17 
against the flesh: and these are contrary the one to the other; so — 
that ye cannot do the things that ye would. But if ye be led by 18 
the Spirit, ye are not under the law. Now the works of the 19! 
flesh are manifest, which are these, Adultery, fornication, un- 
cleanness, lasciviousness, ' idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, 20 
emulations, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, 'envyings, murders, 21 
drunkenness, revellings, and such like: of the which I tell you 
before, as I have also told you in time past, that they which do ~ 
such things shall not inherit the kingdom of God. But the fruit 22 
of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, long-suffering, gentleness, good- = 
ness, faith, '!meekness, temperance ; against such there is no law. 23 
And they that are Christ’s have crucified the flesh, with the af- 24 
fections and lusts. If we live in the Spirit, let us also walk in 2% 
the Spirit. Let us not be desirous of vain-glory, provoking one * 
enotier ayy ine one another. r

A.D. 50. CHAP. VI. Exhortations. 





BRETHREN, if a man be overtaken in a fault, ye which are 
spiritual, restore such a one in the spirit of meekness; consider- 
ing thyself, lest thou also be tempted. Bear ye one another’s bur- 
dens, and_so fulfil the law of Christ. For if a man think him- 
self to be something, when he is nothing, he deceiveth himself. 
But let every man prove his own work, and then shall he have 
rejoicing in himself alone, and not in another. For every man 
shall bear his own burden. Let him that is taught in the word, 
communicate unto him that teacheth in all good things. Be not 
deceived; God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, 
that shall he also reap. For he that soweth to his flesh, shall of 
the flesh reap corruption: but he that soweth to the Spirit, shall 
of the Spirit reap life everlasting. And let us not be weary in 
well-doing: for in due season we shall reap, if we faint not.’ As 
we have therefore opportunity, let us do good unto all men, espe- 

/cially unto them who are of the household of faith. * 
‘YE see how large a letter I have written unto you with mine 
own hand. As many as desire to make a fair show in the flesh, 
they constrain you to be circumcised ; only lest they should suf- 
_ fer persecution for the cross of Christ. For neither they them- 
selves who are circumcised keep the law; but desire to have 
you circumcised, that they may glory in your flesh. But God 
forbid that I should glory, save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom the world is crucified unto me, and I unto the 
world. For in Christ Jesus neither circumcision ayaileth any 
thing, nor uncircumcision, but a new creature. And as many as 
walk according to this rule, peace be on them, and merc , and 
upon the Israel of God! From henceforth let no man trouble me: 
for I bear in my body the marks of the Lord Jesus. Brethren, 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with your spirit. Amen. 
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THE EPISTLE-OF PAUL TO THE 
EPHESIANS, 





PAUL, an Apostle of Jesus Christ by the will of God, to the 
saints which are at Ephesus, and to the faithful in Christ Jesus: 
grace be to you, and peace, from God our Father, and from the 
Lord Jesus. Christ. , ° ‘ 

Buiessep be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who 
hath blessed us with all spiritual blessings in heavenly places in 
Christ: according as he hath chosen us. in. him, before the foun- 
dation of the world, that we should be holy and without. blame: 
before him in leye; having predestinated us unto the adoption 
of children by Jesus Christ to himself, according to the good) 
pleasure of his will, 'to the praise of the glory, of his grace, 
wherein he hath made us aeceped inthe Beloved: in eho we 
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have redemption through his blood, the forgiveness of sins, = ac- 
cording to the riches of his grace, wherein he hath abounded 
toward us in all wisdom and prudence, having made known unto 
us the mystery of his will, according to his good pleasure, which 
he hath purposed in himself: that in the dispensation of the full- 10 
ness of times, he might gather together in one all, things in 
Christ, both which are in heaven, and which are on earth ; ever 

in him: — in whom also we have obtained an inheritance, being 11 
predestinated according to the purpose of him who worketh all { 
ihings after the counsel of his own will: that we should be to 12 
the praise of his glory, who first trusted in Christ: in whom ye 13 
also trusted; after that ye heard the word of truth, the gospel of 

your salvation: in whom also after that ye believed, ye were 
sealed with that Holy Spirit of promise, which is the earnest of 14 
out inheritance until the redemption of the purchased possession, 

unto the praise of his glory. 

Wnerrrorn I also, after I heard of your faith in the Lord 15 
Jesus, and love unto all the saints, 'cease not to give thanks for 16 
you, making mention of you in my prayers ; ‘that the God of our 17 
Tord Jesus Christ, the Father of glory, may give unto you the 
spirit of wisdom and revelation in the knowledge of him: the 18 
eyes of your understanding being enlightened; that ye may know 
what is the hope of his calling, and what the riches of the glory 
of his inheritance in the saints, and what ¢s the exceeding great- 19 
riess of his power to us-ward who beliewe, according to the work- “= 
ing of his mighty power, ' which he wrought in Christ, when he 20 
raised him from the dead, and set him at his own right hand in 
the heavenly places, 'far above all principality, and power, and 2 
might, and dominion, and every name that is named, not only in 
this world, but also in that which is to come: and hath put all 22 
things under his feet, and gave him to be the head over all things 
to the church, ! which is his body, the fullness of him that filleth 23 
all in all. And you hath he quickened, who were dead in tres- % 
passes and sins: whereiti in time past ye walked according to 2 
the course of this world, according to the prince of the power | 
of the air, the spirit that now worketh in the children of 
disobedience: among whom also we all had our conversation in 3 
times past in the lusts of our flesh, fulfilling the desires of the 
flesh and of the mind ; and were by nature the children of wrath, 7! 
even as others: but God, who is rich in mercy, for his great love “4 
wherewith he loved us, 'even when we were dead in sins; hath 5” 
quickened us together with Christ, (by grace ye are saved!) 'and 6 
hath raised us up together, and made us sit together in heavenly — 
places, in Christ Jesus: that in the ages to come he might show 7 
ithe exceeding riches of his grace in hus kindness toward us, 
through Christ Jesus. For by grace are ye saved, through faith ;- 
and that not of yourselves: it is the gift of God, 'not of works, 9 
lest any man should boast. For we are his workmanship, cre- 10 
ated in Christ Jesus unto good works, which God hath before or-- 
dained that we should walk in them. gis

in the flesh, (who are called Uncircumcision by that which is 
called the Circumcision in the flesh, made by hands;) that at that 
time ye were without Christ, being aliens from the common- 
wealth of Israel, and strangers from the covenants of promise, 
having no hope, and without God in the world: but now, in 
Christ Jesus, ye, who sometime were far off are made nigh by 
the blood of Christ. For he is our peace, who hath made both 
one, and hath broken down the middle wall of partition between 
us ; having abolished in his flesh the enmity, even the law of 
commandments contained in ordinances: for tomake in himself of 
twain one new man. so making peace; and that he might recon- 
cile both unto God in one body by the cross, having slain the en- 
mity thereby: and came and preached peace to you which were 
afar off, and to them that were nigh. For through him we both 
have access by one spirit unto the Father. Now therefore ye 
are no more strangers and foreigners, but fellow-citizens with the 
saints, and of the household of God; and are built upon the 
foundation of the Apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ himself be- 
ing the chief corner-sione: in whom all the building, fitly framed 
together, groweth unto a holy temple in the Lord: in whom ye 
also are builded together, for a habitation of God through the 
Spirit. 
roe this cause, I Paul, the prisoner of Jesus Christ for you 
Gentiles, —- —If ye have heard of the dispensation of the grace of 
God which zs given me to you-ward: how that by revelation he 
made known unto me the mystery, as I wrote afore in few 
words ; whereby, when ye read, ye may understand my know- 
ledge in the mystery of Christ; which in other ages was not 
made known unto the sons of men, as it is now revealed unto his 
holy Apostles and prophets by the Spirit ; that the Gentiles should 
be fellow-heirs, and of the same body, and partakers of his prom- 
ise in Christ by the Gospel; whereof I was made a minister ac- 
cording to the gift of the grace of God given unto me by the 
effectual -working of his power: (unto me, who am less than the 
least of all saints, is this grace given,) that I should preach among 
the Gentiles the unsearchable riches of Christ: and to make all 
men see what is the fellowship of the mystery, which from the 
beginning of the world hath been hid in God, who created all 
things by Jesus Christ, to the intent that now unto the principali- 
ties and powers in heavenly places, might be known bythe 
church the manifold wisdom of God, according to the eternal 
purpose which he purposed in Christ Jesus our Lord: in whom 
we have boldness and access with confidence by the faith of him. 
Wherefore I desire that ye faint not at my tribulations for you, 
which is your glory. For this cause ] bow my knees_unto the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, of whom the whole family in 
heayen and earth is named, ' that he would grant you, according 
to the riches of his glory, to be strengthened with might by his 
Spirit in the inner man ; that Christ may dwell in your hearts by 
“faith; that ye, being rooted and grounded in love, 'may be able 
to comprehend with all saints what is the breadth, an lengthy 
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and depth, and height; and to know the love of Christ, which 19 
passeth knowledge; that ye might be filled with all the fullness 
of God. Now unto him that is able to do exceeding abundantly 20 
above all that we ask or think, according to the power that work- 
eth in us, unto‘him be glory in the church by Christ Jesus through- 21 
out all ages, world without end! Amen. — I, therefore, the 4 
prisoner of the Lord, beseech you that ye walk worthy of the 
vocation wherewith ye are called; with all lowliness and meek. 2 
ness, with long-suffering, forbearing one another in love, 'en- 3 
deavoring to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace. 
There is one body, and one Spirit, even as ye are called inone 4 
hope of your calling:.'one Lord, one faith, one baptism, ' one 5,6 
God and Father of all, who is above all, and through all, and in 
you all. But unto every one of us is given grace according to 7 
the measure of the gift of Christ. - Wherefore he saith, 8 
When he ascended up on high, 

He led captivity captive 

And gave gifts unto men. 
Now that he ascended, what is it but that he also descended first 9 
+ into the lower parts of the earth? He that descended is the same 10 
also that ascended up far above all heavens, that he might fill 
all-things. —' And he gave some, Apostles; and some, prophets; 11 
and some, evangelists; and some, pastors and teachers, ' for the -12 
perfecting of the saints, for the work of the ministry, for the edi- 
fying of the body of Christ, till we all.come in the unity of the 13 
faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect _ 
man, unto the measure of the stature of the fullness of Christ: 
that we henceforth be no more children, tossed to and fro, and 14 
carried about with every wind of doctrine, by the sleight of men, 
and cunning craftiness, whereby they lie in wait to deceive: but 15 
speaking the truth in love, may grow up into him in all things, 
which is the head, even Christ, ! from whom the whole body fitly 16 
joined together and compacted by that which every joint suppli- 
eth, according to the effectual working in the measure of every 
es maketh increase of the body unto the edifying of itself in 
love. 

THIS I say, therefore, and testify in the Lord, that ye hence- 17 
forth walk not as other Gentiles walk, in the vanity of their 
mind, 'having the understanding darkened, being alienated from 18 
the life of God through the ignorance that is in them, because of __ 
’ the blindness of their heart: who, being past feeling, have given 19 

themselves over unto lasciviousness, to work all uncleanness ~ 
with greediness. 'But ye have not so learned Christ, 'if so be 20 
that ye have heard him, and have been taught by him, as the _ 
truth is in Jesus: that ye put off concerning the former conver- 22 
sation the old man, which is corrupt according to the deceitful | — 
lusts; 'and be renewed in the spirit of your mind ; 'and that ye 23 
put on the new man, which after God is created in righteous- " 
ness and true holiness. Wherefore putting away lying, speak 25 
every man truth with his neighbor: for we are members one of os 
another. o° angry, and sin not: Jet not the sun go down upon 26

your wrath; 'neither give place to the Devil. 'Let him that 27 
stole, steal no more: but rather let him labor, working with his 
hands the thing which is good, that he may have to give to him 
that needeth. Let no corrupt communication proceed out of your 29 
mouth, but that which is good to the use of edifying, that it may 
minister grace unto the hearers; and grieve not the Holy Spirit 30 
of God, whereby ye are sealed unto the day of redemption. Let 31 
all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, and clamor, and eyil-speak- 
ing, be put away from you, with all malice:.and be ye kind one 32 
to another, tender-hearied, forgiving one another, even as God 
for Christ's sake hath forgiven you. Be ye therefore followers 5 
of God_as dear children; and walk in love, as Christ also hath 2. 
loved us, and hath given himself for us an offering and a sacri- 
fice to God for a sweet-smelling savor. 

' Bur fornication, and all uncleanness, or covetousness, let it not 
be once named among you, (as becometh saints,) ' neither filthi- 
ness, nor foolish talking, nor jesting, which are not convenient: 
bat rather giving of thanks. For this ye know, that no whore- 5 
monger, nor unclean person, nor covetous man, who is an idola- 
ter, hath any inheritance in the kingdom of Christ and of God. 
Let no man deceive you with vain words: for because of these 6 
things cometh the wrath of God upon the children of disobedt 
ence. ' Be not ye therefore partakers with them. !For ye were 7,8 
sometime darkness, but now are ye light in the Lord: walk as 
children of light; (for the fruit of the Spirit isin all goodness, 9 

and righteousness, and truth ;) proving what is acceptable unto 10 
the Lord. And have no fellowship with the unfruitful works of 11 
darkness, but rather reprove them: For it is a shame even to 12 
speak of those things which are done of them in secret. But all 13 
things that are reproved, are made manifest by the light: for 
whatsoever doth make manifest is light. Wherefore he saith, 14 

Awake, thou that sleepest, 
And arise from the dead, 
And Christ shall giye thee light. 

‘See then that ye walk circumspectly, not as fools, but as wise, 15 
redeeming the time, because the days are evil. Wherefore be 16 
ye not unwise, but understanding what the will of the Lord is. 17 
And be not drunk with wine, wherein is excess; but be filled 18 
with the Spirit, 'speaking to yourselves in psalms, and hymns, 19 
and spiritual songs, singing and making melody in your heart to 
the Lord, ' giving thanks always for all things unto God and the 20 
Father, in the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

SuspmMirtTinG yourselyes one to another’in the fear of God: 21 
Wives, submit yourselves unto your own husbands, as unto the 22 
Lord. For the husband is the head of the wife, even as Christ 23 
is the head of the church: and he is the Savior of the body. 
Therefore as the church is subject unto Christ, so det the wives 24, 
be to their own husbands in every thing, Husbands, love your 25 
wives, even as Christ also loved the church, and gave himself 

for it; that he might sanctify and cleanse it with the washing of 26 

water by the word, that he might present it to himself a glorious 27 
¢hurch, not haying spot or wrinils, or any such thing; but that 
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it should be holy and without blemish. So ought men to love 28 
their wives, as their own bodies. He that loveth his wife loveth 

himself, ' for no man ever yet hated his own flesh, but nourish- 29 
eth and cherisheth it, even as the Lord the church. For we are 30 
members of his body, of his flesh, and of his bones. “For this 31 
cause shall a man leave his father and mother, and 
shall be joined unto his wife, and they two shall 
be one flesh.” This is a great mystery: but I speak concern- 
ing Christ and the church. Nevertheless, let every one of you 
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in particular so love his’ wife even as himself: and the wife see 
that she reverence her husband. Children, obey your parents in 
the Lord: for this is right. “Honor thy father and mother,” 
(which is the first commandment with promise.) '“ that it may 
be well with thee, and thou mayest live long on 
the earth.” And, ye fathers, provoke not your children to 
wrath; but bring them up in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord. Servants, be obedient to them that are zjour masters ac- 
cording to the flesh, with fear and trembling, in singleness of 
your heart, as unto Christ; not with eye-service, -as men-pleas- 
ers; but as the servants of Christ, doing the will of God, from 
the heart: with good will doing service, as to the Lord, and not 
to men: knowing that whatsoever good thing any man doeth, 
the same shall he receive of thé Lord, whether he be bond or 
free. And, ye masters, do the same things unto them, forbear- 
ing threatening: knowing that your Master also is in heaven: 
neither is there respect’of persons with*him. 

Frvaty, my brethren, be strong in the Lord, and in the power 10 
of his might. Put on the whole armor of God, that ye may be 11 
able to stand against the wiles of the Devil. For we wrestle not 12 
against flesh and blood, but against principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places. Wherefore take unto you the whole 13 
armor of God, that ye may be able to withstand in the evil day, and 
having done all, to stand. Stand therefore, having your loins 14 
giyt about with truth, and having on the breast-plate of righteous- 
ness; and your feet shod with the preparation of the gospel of 15 

eace; above all, taking the shield of faith, wherewith ye shall e 

e able to quench all the fiery darts of the Wicked. And take 1 
the helmet of salvation, and the sword of the Spirit, which is the 
word of God: praying always with all prayer and supplication 18 
in the Spirit, and watching thereunto with all perseverance and _ 
supplication for all saints, 'and for me, that utterance may be 19. 
given unto me, that I may open my mouth boldly, to make known 
the mystery of the gospel, for which I am an ambassador in 20 
bonds: that therein I may speak boldly, as I ought to speak. as - 

Burt that ye also may know my affairs, and how I do, Tychicus, 21 
a beloved brother and faithful minister in the Lord, shall make _ 
known to you all things: whom I have sent unto you for the 22 
same purpose, that ye might know our affairs, and that he might __ 
comfort your hearts, Peace be to the brethren, and love with 23 
faith from God the Father and the Lord Jesus‘Christ. Grace be 24 
with all on that love our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity. Amen. 
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THE. EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE 
PHILIPPIANS. 





PAUL and Timotheus, the servants of Jesus Christ, to all the 1 
saints in Christ Jesus which are at Philippi, with the bishops and 
deacons. Grace de unto you, and peace, from God our Father, 2 
and from the Lord Jesus Christ. : 

'l rHANK my God upon every remembrance of you, ' always 3,4 
in every prayer of mine for yon all, — making request with joy, — 
for your fellowship in the gospel from the first day until now: 5 
being confident of this very thing, that he which hath begun a 6 
good work in you, will perform 2 until the. day of Jesus Christ: 
“even as it is meet for me to think this of you all, because I have 7 
you in my heart; inasmuch as both in my bonds, and in the de- 
fence and confirmation of the gospel, ye all are partakers of my 
grace. For God is my record, how greatly I Jong after you allin 8 
the bowels of Jesus Christ. And this I pray, that your love may 9 
abound yet more and more in knowledge and im all judgment; 
‘that ye may approve things that are excellent; that ye may be 10 
sincere and without offence till the day of Christ, being filled 11 ~ 
with the fruits of righteousness, which are by Jesus Christ, unto 
the glory and praise of God. } 

Bur I would ye should understand, brethren, that the things 12 
which happened unto me have fallen out rather unto the further- 
ance of the gospel; so that my bonds in Christ are manifest in 13 
all the palace, and in all other places, !and many of the brethren 14 
in the Lord, waxing confident by my bonds, are much more bold 
to speak the word without fear. Some indeed preach Christ even 15 
of envy and strife; and some also of good will. The one preach 16 
Christ of contention, not sincerely, supposing to add affliction to 
my bonds. But the other of love, knowing that I am set for the 17 
defence of the gospel. What then? notwithstanding, every way, 18 
whether in pretence or in truth, Christ is preached ; and I there- 
in do rejoice, yea, and will rejoice. For I know that this shall 19 
turn to my salvation through your prayer, and the supply of the 
Spirit of Jesus Christ, ' according to my earnest expectation, and 20 
my hope, that in nothing I shall be ashamed, but hut with all 
boldness, as always, so now also, Christ shall be magnified in my 
body, whether it be by life, or by death. For to me to live 28 21 
Christ, and to die is gain. But if I live in the flesh, this is the 22 
fruit of my labor; yet what I shall choose I wot not. For I am 23 
in a strait betwixt two, having a desire to depart, and to be with 
Christ; which is far better: nevertheless, to abide in the flesh 7s 24 
more needful for you. And having this confidence, I know that 25 
I shall abide and continue with you all for your be rtm and 
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joy of faith; that your rejoicing may be more abundant in Jesus 26 
Christ for me, by my coming to you again. : 
Onxy let your conversation be as it becometh the gospel of 27 
Christ: that whether I come and see you, or else be absent, I 
may hear of your affairs, that ye stand fast in one spirit, with one 
mind striving together for the faith of the gospel; and in nothing 28 
terrified by your adversaries: which is to them an evident token 
of perdition, but to you of salvation, and that of God. For unto 29 
you it is given in the behalf of Christ, not only to believe on him, 
but also to suffer for his sake; having the same conflict which 30 
ye saw in me, and now hear to be in-me. If there be therefore 2 
any consolation in Christ, if any comfort of love, if any fellow- ~~ 
ship of the Spirit, if any bowels and mercies, "fulfil ye my joy, 2 
that ye be like-minded, having the same love, berng of one ac- 
cord, of one mind: Let nothing be done through strife or vain- 3 
glory; but in lowliness of mind let each esteem other better than 
themselves. Look notevery man on his own things, but every 
man also on the things of others. Let this mind be m yon, which 
was also in Christ Jesus, ' who, being in the form of God, thought 
it not robbery to be equal with God; but made himself of no repu- 
tation, and took upon him the form of a servant, and was made 
in the likeness of men: and being found in fashion as a man, he 
humbled himself; and became obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross. Wherefore (tod also hath highly exalted him, 
and given him a name which is aboye every name: that at the 1 
name of Jesus every knee should bow, of things in heaven, and 
things in earth, and things under the earth, 'and that every tongue 11 
should confess that Jesus Christ is Lord to the glory of God the 
Father. Wherefore, my beloved, as ye have always obeyed, not 12 
as in my presence only, but now much more in my absence, 
work out your own salvation with fean and trembling: for it is 18 
God which worketh in you both to will and to do of his good ~ 
pleasure. Do all things withont murmurings and disputings; 14 
that ye may be blameless and harmless, the sons of God, with- _ 
out rebuke, in the midst of a crooked and perverse nation: 
among whom ye shine as lights in the world, "holding forth the 15 
word of life; that I may rejoice in the day of Christ, that I have 
not run in vain, neither labored in vain. Yea, and if I be offered 17 
upon the sacrifice and service of your faith, I joy and rejoice — 
with you all: for the same cause also do ye joy, and rejoice with 18 
me. aT 
Bur I trust in the Lord Jesus to send Timotheus shortly unto 19 
you, that I also may be of good comfort, when I know your state. _ 
For I have no man like-minded; who will naturally care for your 20 
state. For all seek their own, not the things which are Jesus 2! 
Christ's. But ye know the proof of him, that asa son with the | 
father, he hath served with me in the gospel. Him therefore 1 2% 
hope to send presently, so soon as I shall see how it will go with 
me. But I trust in the Lord that I also myself shall come shortly. Py 
Yet I supposed it necessary to send to you Epaphroditns, my bro- 26 
ther, and capi in labor, and fellow-soldier, but your mes. 
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senger, and he that ministered to my wants; for he longed after 26 
you all, and was full of heaviness, because that ye had heard that 
he had been sick. For indeed he was sick, nigh unto death: 27 
but God had mercy on him; and not on him only, but on me 
also, lest I should have sorrow upon sorrow. I sent him therefore 28 
the more carefully, that, when ye see him again, ye may rejoice, 
and that I may be the less sorrowful. Receive him therefore in 29 
the Lord with all gladness; and hold such in ‘reputation. Be- 30 
cause for the work of Christ he was nigh unto death, not regard- ~ 
ing his life, to supply your lack of service toward me. 
FINALLY, my brethren, rejoice in the Lord. To write the 3 

same things to you, to me indeed 7s not grievous, but for you 7 
is safe. Beware of dogs, beware of evil workers, beware of the 2 
concision. For we are the circumcision, which worship God in 3 
the Spirit, and rejoice in Christ Jesus, and have no confidence in 
the flesh. Though I might also have confidence in the flesh. 4 
If any other man thinketh that he hath whereof he might trust 
in the flesh, I more: circumcised the eighth day, of the stock of 5 
Israel, of the tribe of Benjamin, a Hebrew of the Hebrews; as 
touching the law a Pharisee ; concerning zeal, persecuting the 
church ; touching the righteousness which is in the law, blame- 
less. But what things were gain to me, those I counted loss for 
Christ. Yea, doubtless, and I count all things but:loss for the ex- 
cellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord: for whom 
J have suffered the loss of all things, and do count them but dung, 
that I may win Christ, 'and be found in him, not having mine 
own righteousness, which is of the law, but that which is through 
the faith of Christ, the righteousness which is of God by faith: 
that I may know him, and the power of his resurrection, and the 10 
fellowship of his sufferings, being made conformable unto his 
death; if by any means I might attain unto the resurrection.of 11 
the dead. Not as though I had already attained, either were al- 12 
ready perfect: but I-follow after, if that I may apprehend that 
for which also I am apprehended of Christ Jesus. Brethren, I 13 
count not myself to have apprehended: but this one thing I do, 
forgetting those things which are behind, and reaching forth unto 
those things which are before, I press toward the mark for the 14 
prize of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus. Let us there- 15 
fore, as many as be perfect, be thus minded ;,and if in any thing 

e be otherwise minded, God shall reveal even this unto you. 

Yevertheless, whereto we haye already attained, let us walk by 16 
the same rule, let us mind the same thing. Brethren, be follow- 17 
ers together of me, and mark them which walk so as ye have us 
for an.ensample. Wor many walk, of whom I have told you 18 
often, and now tell you even weeping, that they are the enemies 
of the cross of Christ, ' whose end ts destruction, whose God zs 19 
their belly, and whose glory is in theirshame, who mind earthly 
things. For our conversation is in heaven; from whence also 20 
we look for the Savior, the Lord Jesus Christ, ' who shall change 21 
our vile body, that it may be fashioned like unto his glorious 
body, according to the working whereby he is able eT sub- 
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due all things unto himself. Therefore, my brethren, dearly be- & 
loved and longed for, my joy and crown, so stand fast in the 
Lord, my dearly beloved. 

I BESEECH Enodias, and beseech Syntyche, that they be of 
the same mind in the Lord., And IJ entreat thee also, true yoke- 

fellow, help those women which labored with me in the gospel; 

with Clement also, and with other my fellow-tahorers, whose 
names are in the book of life. Rejoice in the Lord alway : and. 
again J say, Rejoice! Let, your moderation be known unto all 
men. The Lord is at hand: 'be earefnl for nothing; but in 
every thing by prayer and snpplication with thanksgiving let 
your requests be made known unto God; and the peace of God, 
which passeth all understanding, shall keep your hearts and 
minds through Christ Jesus. Finally, brethren, whatsoever 
things are true, whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever things 
are just, whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever things are. 
lovely, whatsoever things are of good report; if there be any vir- 
tue, and if there be any praise, think on these things; those 9. 
things which ye have both learned, and received, and heard, and _ 
seen in me, do: and the God of peace shall be with you. ae 

Bur I rejoicedin the Lord greatly, that now at the last your 10 
care of me hath flourished again; wherein ye were also careful, __ 
but ye lacked opportunity. Not,that I speak in respect of want: 11. 
for I have learned, in whatsoever state I am, therewith to be con- __ 
tent. I know both how to be abased, and I know how to abound ; 
everywhere and in all things I am instructed both to be full and | 
to be hungry, both to abound and to suffer need: J can do all 13 
things through Christ which strengtheneth me. Notwithstanding, 14 
ye have well done that ye did communicate with my affliction. 
Now ye Philippians, know also, that in the beginning of the gos- 15 
pel, when I departed from Macedonia, no church communicated 
with fe as concerning giving and receiving, but ye only: for 16 
even in Thessalonica ye sent once and again unto my necessity. 
Not because I desire a gift: but I desire fruit that may abound 17 
to your account. But I have all, and abound: J am full, having 18 
received of Epaphroditus the things which were sent from you, an 
odor of a sweet smell, a sacrifice acceptable, well-pleasing to _ 
God. But my God shall supply all your need according to his 1 
riches in glory by Christ Jesus. Now unto God and our Father 20 
be glory for ever and ever! Amen. a dha 

SaLvve every saint in Christ Jesus. The brethren which are 21 
with me greet you: ‘all the saints salute yon; chiefly they that 22 
are of Cesar’s household. The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
be with you all. Amen. . ; ‘ 
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THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE 
COLOSSIANS. 





PAUL an aposile of Jesus Christ, by the will of God, and 
Timotheus our brother, to the saints and faithful brethren in 
Christ which are at Colosse. Grace be unto you, and peace, from 
God our Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. , 

WE give thanks to God, and the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, praying always for you, 'since we heard of your faith in 
Christ Jesus, and of the love which ye have to all ihe saints, ! for 
the hope which is laid up for you in heaven; whereof ye heard 
before in the word of the truth of the gospel, which is come 
unto you, as é 7s in all the world ; and bringeth forth fruit, as i€ 
_doth also in you, since the day ye heard of it, and knew the grace 
of God in truth: as ye also learned of Epaphras our dear fellow- 
servant, who is for you a faithful minister of Christ: who also 
declared unto us your love in the Spirit. 

For this cause we also, since the day we heard zt, do not 9 
cease to pray for you, and to desire that ye might be filled with 
the knowledge of his will in all wisdom and spiritual under- 
standing: that ye might walk worthy of the Lord unto all pleas- 10 
ing; being fruitful in every good work, and increasing in the 
knowledge of God; strengthened with all might, according to his 11 
glorious power, unto all patience and long-suffering with joyful- 
ness; giving thanks unto the Father, which hath made us meet 12 
to be partakers of the inheritance of the saints in light, who hath 13 
delivered us from the power of darkness, and hath translated us — 
into the kingdom of his dear Son, in whom we have redemp- 14 
tion, through his blood, even the forgiveness of sins: who is the 15 
image of the invisible God, the first-born of every creature: for 16 
by him were all things created that are in heaven, and that are 
in earth, visible and invisible, whether ‘hey be thrones, or domin- 
ions, or principalities, or powers: all things were created by him 
and for him: and he is before all things, and by him all things 17 
consist; 'and he is the head of the body, the church: who is the 18 
beginning, the first-born from the dead; that in all things he - 
might have the pre-eminence; for it pleased the Father that in 19 
him should all fullness dwell; and having made peace through 20 
ihe blood of his cross, by him to reconcile all things unto him- 
self; by him, J say, whether they be things in earth, or things in 
heaven. ? : : bins . 

Anp you; that were sometime alienated; and enemies in jar 21 
mind by wicked works, yet now hath he reconciled ! in the ody 22 
of his flesh through death ; to present you holy, and unblamable, 
and unreprovable in his, sight; if ye continue in the faith 23, 
grounded and settled, and be not moved away from the hope of 
the gospel, which ye have heard, and which was apg te 
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every creature which is under heaven ; whereof I Paul am made 
a minister ; who now rejoice in my sufferings for you, and fill 24 
up that which is behind of the afflictions of Christ in my flesh 
tor his body’s sake, which is the church >whereof I am made a 20 
minister, according to the dispensation of God which is given to 
me for you, to fulfil the word of God: even the mystery which 26 
hath been hid from ages, and from generations; but now is made 
manifest to his saints, to whom God would make known what is 27 
- the richés of the glory of this mystery among the Gentiles, which _ 
is Christ in you, the hope of glory: whom we preach, warning 28 
every man, and teaching every man in all wisdom ; that we may 
present every man perfect in Christ Jesus: whereunto I also 29 
labor, striving according to his working, which worketh in me ~ 
mightily. ‘ 

Fox I would that ye knew what great conflict I have for you, & 
and for them at Laodicea, and for as many as have not seen my 
face in the flesh; that their hearts might be comforted, being 2 
knit together in love, and unto all riches of the full assurance of" 
understanding, to the acknowledgment of the mystery of God, 
and of the Father, and of Christ, 'in whom are hid all the trea- “3 
sures of wisdom and knowledge. And this I say, lest any man 4 
should beguile you with enticing words. For though I be ab- 5 
sent in the flesh, yet am I with you in the spirit, joymg and be- — 
holding your order, and the stalfastness of your'faith im Christ. _ 
As ye have therefore received Christ Jesus the Lord, so walk ye 6 

‘in him, ' rooted and built up in him, and stablished in the faith, 7 
as ye have been taught, abounding therein with thanksgiving. 
Beware lest any man spoil you through philosophy and vain de- 8 
ceit, after the tradition of men, after the rudiments of the world, 
and not after Christ. For in him dwelleth all the fullness of the 9 
Godhead bodily. And ye are complete in him, which is the head 10 
of all principality and power: in whom also ye are circumcised 1] 
with the circumcision made without hands, in putting off the — 
body of the sins of the -flesh: by the circumcision of Christ, 

' buried with him in baptism; wherein also ye are risen with 12 
him through the faith of the operation of God, who hath raised 
him from the dead. And you, being dead in your sins and the 13 
uncireumeision of your flesh, hath he quickened together with 
him, having forgiven you all trespasses; blotting out the hand- 14 
writing of ordinances that was against us, which was contrary to 
us, and took it out of the way, nailing it to his cross; and having 15 
spoiled principalities and powers, he made a show of them openly, — 
triumphing over them in it. Let no man therefore judge you in J€ 
meat, or in drink, or in respect of a holy-day, or of the new- 
moon, or of the sabbath-days; which are a shadow of things to 1° 
come; but the body 7s of Christ. Let no man beguile you of 1é 
our reward in a voluntary humility and worshipping of angels, _ 
intruding into those things which he hath not seen, vainly puffed ~ 
up by his fleshly mind, ' and not holding the head, from which I$ 
all the body by joints and bands having nourishment ministered, 
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fore, if ye be dead with Christ from the rudiments of the world, 
why, as though living in the world, are ye subject to ordinances, 

'@ Touch not; taste not; handle not!’ ' which all are to perish 21 
with the using ;) afier the commandments and doctrines of men? 
Which things have indeed a show of wisdom in will-worship, 23 
and humility, and neglecting of the body; not in any honor to 
the satisfying of the flesh. 

If ye then be risen with Christ, seek those things which are 
above, where Christ sitteth on the right hand of God. Set your 
affections on things above, not on things on the earth. For ye 
are dead, and your life is hid with Christ in God. When Christ, 
yee our life, shall appear, then shall ye also appear with him 
in glory. 

Monty therefore your members which are upon the earth; 
fornication, uncleanness, inordinate affection, evil concupiscence, 
and covetonsness, which is idolatry: for which things’ sake the 
wrath of God cometh on the children of disobedience; in the 
which ye also walked sometime, when ye lived in them: but 
now ye also put off all these ; anger, wrath, malice, blasphemy, 
filthy communication out of your mouth; lie not one to another, 
seeing that ye have put off the old man with his deeds, and have 1 

ut on the new man, which is renewed in knowledge after the 

image of him that created him: where there is neither Greek 11 
nor Jew, circumcision nor uncireumcision, Barbarian, Scythian, 
bond nor free : but Christ is all, and in all. Put on therefore, as 12 
the elect of God, holy and beloved, bowels of mercies, kindness, 
humbleness of mind, meekness, long-suffering; (forbearing one 13 
another, and forgiving one another, if any man have a quarrel 
against any: even as Christ forgave you, so also do ye.) And 14 
above all these things put on charity, which is the bond of per- 
fectness. And let the peace’ of God rule in your hearts, to the 15 
which also ye are called in one body; and be ye thankful. Let 16 
the word of Christ dwell in you richly in all wisdom; teaching 
and admonishing one another in psalms, and hymns, and spiritual 
songs, singing with grace in your hearts to the Lord. And what- 17 
soever ye do in word or deed, do all in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, giving thanks to God and the Father by him. ; 

Wives, submit yourselves unto your own husbands, as it is fit 18 
in the Lord. Husbands, love your wives, and be not bitter against 19 
them. Children, obey your parents in all things: for this is well- 20 
pleasing unto the Lord. Fathers, provoke not your children to 21 
anger, lest they be discouraged. Servants, obey in all things 22 
your masters according to the flesh ; not with eye-service, as men- 
pleasers; but in singleness of heart, fearing God: ! and whatso- 23 
ever ye do, do 2 heartily, as to the Lord, and not unto men: know- 24 
ing that of the Lord ye shall receive the reward of the inherit- 
ance: for ye serve the Lord Christ. But he that doeth wrong, 25 
shall receive for the wrong which he hath done: and there is no 
respect of persons. Masters, give unto your servants that which) 4 
is just and equal: knowing that ye also have a Master in hea- 
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Convinvz in prayer, and watch in the same with thanksgiv- 2 
ing; withal praying also for us, that God would open unto us a 3 
door of utterance, to speak the mystery of Christ, for which I am 
also in bonds: that I may make it manifest, as 1 ought to speak. 4 
Walk in wisdom toward them that are without, redeeming the 5 
time. Let your speech be always with grace, seasoned with salt, 6 
that ye may know how ye ought to answer every man. 

ALL my state shall ‘Tychicus declare unto you, whois abe- 7 
loved brother, and a faithful minister and fellow-servant in the 
Lord ; whom I have sent unto you for the same purpose, (that he 8 
might know your estate, and comfort your hearts,) ' with Onesi- 9 
mus, a faithful and beloved brother, who is one of you. They 
shall make known unto you all things which are done here. Aris- 10 
tarchus, my fellow-prisoner, saluteth you; and Marcus, sister’s 
son to Barnabas; (touching whom ye received commandments ; 
if he come unto you, receive him ;) and Jesus, which is called 11 
Justus, who are of the circumcision. These only are my fellow- 
workers unto the kingdom of God, which have been a.comfort 
unto me. Epaphras, who is one of you, & servant of Christ, sa- 12 
luteth you, always laboring fervently for you in prayers, that ye 
may stand perfect and complete in all the will of God. ForI 18 
bear him record, that he hath a great zeal for you, and them that 
are in Laodicea, and them in Hierapolis. Luke, the beloved 14 
physician, and Demas, greet ydu. Salute the brethren which 15 
are in Laodicea; and Nymphas, and the church which is in his 
house. And when this epistle is read among you, cause that it 16 
be read also in the church of the Laodiceans; and that ye like- 
wise read the episile from Laodicea. And say to Archippus, 17 
‘Take heed to the ministry which thou hast received in the 
Lord, that thon fulfil it.” The salutation by the hand of me Paul. 18 
Remember my bonds. Grace be with you. Amen.

THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE 
THESSALONIANS. 





PAUL, and Silvanus, and Timotheus, unto the church of the I 
Thessalonians which is in God the Father, and in the Lord Jesus 
Christ: Grace be unto you, and peace, from God our Father and 
the Lord Jesus Christ. : F 

WE give thanks to God always for you all, making mention 
of you in our prayers ; remembering without ceasing your work 
of faith, and labor of love, and patience of hope in our Lord 
Jesus Christ, in the sight of God and our Father; knowing, 
brethren beloved, your election of God: for our gospel came not |! 
unto you in word only, but also in power, and in the Holy Ghost, 
and in much assurance; as ye know what manner of men we 
were anne you for your sake. And ye became followers of us, | 
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and of the Lord, having received the word in much affliction, 
with joy of the Holy Ghost: so that ye were ensamples to all 7 
that believe in Macedonia and.Achaia. For from you sounded 8 
out the word of the Lord not only in Macedonia and Achaia, but 
also in every place your faith to God-ward is spread abroad: so 
that we need not to speak any thing. For they themselves show 9 
of us what manner of entering in we had unto you, and how ye 
turned to God from idols, to serve the living and true God; and 10 
to wait for his Son from heaven, whom he raised from the dead, 
even Jesus, which delivered us from the wrath to come. 

For yourselves, brethren, know our entrance in unto you, that 
it was not in vain: but even after that we had suffered before, 
and were shamefilly entreated, as ye know, at Philippi, we 
were bold in our God to speak unto you the gospel of God with 
much contention. For our exhortation was not of deceit, nor of 
uncleanness, nor in guile; but as we were allowed of God to be 
put in trust with the gospel, even so we speak; not as pleasing 
men, but God, which trieth our hearts. For neither at any time 
used we flattering words, as ye know, nor a cloak of covetous- 
ness; God is witness: nor of men sought we glory, neither of 
you, nor yet of others, when we might have been burdensome, 
as the Apostles of Christ. But we were gentle among you, even 
as a nurse cherisheth her children: so, being affectionately desi- 
rous of you, we were willing to have imparted unto you, not the 
gospel of God only, but also our own souls, because ye were 
dear unto us. For ye remember, brethren, our labor and travail: 9 
for laboring night and day, because we would not be chargeable 
unto any of you, we preached unto you the gospel of God. Ye 10 
are witnesses, and God also, how holily, and justly, and unblama- 
bly we behaved ourselves among you that believe: as ye know 11 
how we exhorted, and comforted, and charged every one of you, 
as a father doth his children, that ye would walk worthy of 12 
God, who hath called you unto his kingdom and glory. For this 13 
cause also thank we God without ceasing, because, when ye re- 
ceived the word of God which ye heard of us, ‘ye received it not 
as the word of men, but, as it is in truth, the word of God, which 
effectually worketh also in you that believe. For ye, brethren, 14 
became followers of the churches of God which in Judea are in 
Christ Jesus: for ye also have suffered like things of your own 
countrymen, even as they have of the Jews; who both killed the 
Lord Jesus, and their own prophets, and have persecuted us; 
and they please not God, and are contrary to all men: forbidding 
us to speak to the Gentiles that they might be saved, to fill up 
their sins always: for the wrath is come upon them to the utter- 
most. 

Bur we, brethren, being taken from you for a short time in 17 
presence, not in heart, endeavored the more abundantly to see 
your face with great desire. Wherefore we would have come 18 
unto you, even] Paul, once and again ; but Satan hindered us. 
For what is our hope, or joy, or crown of rejoicing? are not even 19 
ye in the presence of our Lord Jesus Christ at his rae For 20 
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ye are our glory and joy. Wherefore, when we could no longer 
forbear, we thought it good to be left at Athens alone; and sent 
Timotheus, our brother, and minister of God, and our fellow-la- 
borer in the gospel of Christ, to establish you, and to comfort you 
concerning your faith: that no man should be moved by these 
afflictions : or yourselves know that we are appointed thereunto; 
for verily, when we were with you, we told you before that we 

’ should suffer tribulation; even as it came to pass, and ye know. 
For this cause, when I could no longer forbear, I sent to know: 
your faith, lest by some means the tempter have tempted you, 
and our labor be in vain. But now, when Timotheus came from 
you unto us, and brought us good tidings of your faith and 
charity, and that ye have good remembrance of us always, de- 
siring greatly to see us, as we also fo see you: therefore, brethren, 
we were comforted over you in all our affliction and distress by 
your faith ; ' for now we live, if ye stand fast in the Lord. ' For 
‘what thanks can we render to God again for you, for all the joy 
wherewith we joy for your sakes before our God; night and day 
praying exceedingly that we might see your face, and might per- 
fect that which is lacking in your faith ? Now God himself and 
our Father, and our Lord Jesus Christ, direct our way unto you. 
And the Lord make you to increase and abound in love one to- 
ward another, and toward all men, even as we do toward you: 
to the end he may stablish youryhearts unblamable in holiness 
before God, even our Father, at the-coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ with all his saints. 

FURTHERMORE then we beseech you, brethren, and ex- 
hort you by the Lord Jesus, that as ye have received of us how 
ye ought to walk and to please God, so ye would abound more 
and more: for ye know what commandments we gave you by 
the Lord Jesus. For this is the will of God, even your sanctifica- 
tion, that ye should abstain from fornication: that every one of 
es should know how to possess his vessel in sanctification and 

onor, 'not in the lust of coneupiscence, even as the Gentiles 
which know not God: that no man go beyond and defraud his 
brother in any matter: because that the Lord zs the avenger of 
all such, as we also have forewarned you and testified. For God 
hath not called us unto uncleanness,’' but unto holiness. He 
therefore that despiseth, despiseth not man, but God who hath 
also given unto us his Holy Spirit. 

Bur as touching brotherly love, ye need not that I write unto 
you: for ye yourselves are taught of God to love one another: 
and indeed ye do it toward all the brethren which:are in all 
Macedonia. But we beseech you, brethren, that ye increase 
more and more; and that ye study to be quiet, and to do your 


own business, and to work with your own hands, as we com- . 


manded you; that ye may walk honestly toward them that are 
without, and that ye may have lack of nothing. 

Bur I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, concern- 
ing them which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as others 
which a hope. For if we believe that Jesus died and rose 
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again, even so them also which sleep in Jesus will God bring 
with him. For this we say unto you by the word of the Lord, 15 
that we which are alive and remain unto the coming of the Lord. 
shall not prevent them which are asleep. For the Lord himself 16 
shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first: then we which are alive and remain shall be 17 
caught up together with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in 
the air: and so shall we ever be with the Lord. Wherefore, 18 
comfort one another with these words. 

Bor of the times and the seasons, brethren, ye have no need 
that I write unto you; for yourselves know perfectly, that the 
day of the Lord so cometh as a thief in the night. For when 
they shall say, Peace and safety ; then sudden destruction cometh 
upon them, as travail upon a woman with child; and they shall 
not escape. But ye, brethren, are not in darkness, that that day 
should overtake you as a thief; ye are all the children of light, 
and the children of the day: we are not of the night, nor of dark- 
ness. Therefore let us not sleep, as do others; but let us watch 
and be sober. For they that sleep, sleep in the night; and they 
that be drunken, are drunken in the night. But let us,.who are 
of the day, be sober, putting on the breast-plate of faith and love ; 
and for a helmet, the hope of salvation. For God hath not ap- 
pointed us to wrath, but to obtain salvation by our Lord Jesus 
Christ, 'who died for us; that, whether we wake or sleep, we 
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should live together with him. Wherefore, comfort yourselves 11 — 


together, and edify one another, even as also ye do. é f 

Anp we beseech ‘you, brethren, to know them which labor 12 
among you, and are over if! in the Lord, and admonish you, 
and to esteem them very highly in love for their work’s sake. 13 
And be at peace among yourselves. 

Now we exhort you, brethren, warn them that are unruly, 14 
comfort the feeble-minded, support the weak, be patient toward 
all men. See that none render evil for evil unto any man; but 15 
ever follow that which is good, both among yourselves, and to 
all men. 'Rejoice evermore, 'Pray without ceasing. 'In every 16 
thing give thanks, for this is the will of God in Christ Jesus con- 
cerning you. 'Quench not the Spirit: 'despise not prophesyings. 19 
'Prove all things; hold fast that which is good; ‘abstain from 21 
all appearance of evil. And the very God of peace sanctify you 23 
wholly ; and I pray God your whole spirit, and soul, and body, 
be preserved blameless unto the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Faithful is he that calleth you, who also will do it. ’ 

BretHREN, pray for us. ‘Greet all the brethren with a holy 25 
kiss. I charge you by the Lord that this epistle be read unto all 27 
the holy brethren. The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 28 


. Amen. 
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THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE 
THESSALONIANS. 





PAUL, and Silvanus, and Timotheus, unte the church of the 

Thessalonians, in God our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ : 

e unto you, and peace, from God our Father and the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

WE are bound to thank God always for you, brethren, as it is 
meet, because that your faith groweth exceedingly, and the 
charity of every one of you all toward each other aboundeth; 
so that we ourselves glory in you in the churches of God, for 
your patience and faith in all your perseeutions and tribulations 
that ye endure: which is a manifest token of the righteous judg- 
ment of God, that ye may be counted worthy of the kingdom of 
God, for which ye also suffer. Seeing is a righteous thing with 
God to recompense tribulation to them that trouble you; and to 
you who are troubled, rest with us, when the Lord Jesus shall be 
revealed from heaven with his mighty angels, im flaming fire; 
taking vengeance on them that know not God, and that obey not 
the gospel of our Lord Jesus Chrigt: who shall be punished with 
everlasting destruction from the presence of the Lord, and from 
the glory of his power, when he shall come to be glorified in his 
saints, and to be admired in all them that believe, (because our 
testimony among you was believed;) in that day. Wherefore 
also we pray always for you, that our God would count you 
worthy of this calling, and fulfil all the good pleasure of his 
goodness, and the work of faith with power: that the name of 
Gur Lord Jesus Christ may be glorified im you, and ye ia him; 
according to the grace of our God, and of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

NOW we beseech you, brethren, by the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, and by our gathering together unto him, 'that ye be 
not soon shaken in mind, or be troubled—neither by spirit, nor 
by word, nor by letter as from us,—as that the day of Christ is at 
hand. Let no man deceive you by any means: for that day shall 


- mot come, except there come a falling away first, and that Man of 


sin be revealed, the Son of perdition, ' who opposeth and exalt- 
eth himself above all that is called God, or that is worshipped 5 
so that he, as God, sitteth in the temple of God, showing himself 
that he is God. Remember ye not, that when I was yet with 
you, I told you these things? And now ye know what withholdeth 
that he might be revealed in his time. For the mystery of ini- 
quity doth already work: only he who now letteth wll let, until 
he be taken out of the way: and then shall that Wicked be 
revealed, whom the Lord shall consume with the spirit of his 
mouth, and shall destroy with the brightness of his coming: even 
him, whose coming is after the working of Satan, with all power 
and a lying wonders, and with all deceivableness of ux 
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righteousness in them that perish ; because they received not the 


love of the truth, that they might besaved. And for this cause God - 


shall send them strong delusion, that they should believe a lie: 
that they all might be damned who believed not the truth, but 
had pleasure in unrighteousness. 

Bur we are bound to give thanks always to God for you, 
brethren beloved of the Lord, because-God hath from the begin- 
ning chosen you to salvation, through sanctification of the Spirit, 
and belief of the truth: whereunto he called you by our gospel, 
to the obtaining of the glory of our Lord Jesus Christ. There- 
fore, brethren, stand fast, and hold the traditions which ye have 
been taught, whether by word, or our epistle. Now our Lord 
Jesus Christ himself, and God, even our Father, which hath 
loved us, and hath given us everlasting consolation and good 
hope through grace, 'comfort your hearts, and stablish you in 
every good word and work. 

FINALLY, brethren, pray for us, that the word of the Lord 
may have free course, and be glorified, even as it is with you; 
and that we may be delivered from unreasonable and wicked 
men: for all men have not faith. But the Lord is faithful, who 
shall stablish you, and keep you from evil. And we have con- 
fidence in the Lord touching you, that ye both do and will do 
the things which we command you. And the Lord direct your 
hearts into the love of God, and into the patient waiting for 
Christ. Now we command you, brethren, in the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that ye withdraw yourselves from every 
brother that walketh disorderly, and not after the tradition which 
he received of us. For yourselyes know how ye ought to follow 
us: for we behaved not ourselves disorderly among you; 'nei- 
ther did we eat any man’s bread for naught; but wrought with 
labor and travail night and day, that we might not be chargeable 
to any of you: not because we have not power, but to make our- 
selves an ensample unto you to follow us. For even when we 
were with you, this we commanded you, that if any would not 
work, neither should he eat. For we hear that there are some 
which walk among you disorderly, working not at all, but are 
busy-bodies. Now them that are such we command and éxhort 
by our Lord Jesus Christ, that with quietness they work, and eat 
their own bread. But ye, brethren, be not weary in well-doing. 
And if any man obey not our word by this epistle, note that man, 
and have no company with him, that he may be ashamed. Yet 
count him not as an enemy, but admonish him as a brother. Now 
the Lord of peace himself give you peace always by all means. 
The Lord 6e with you all. 

Tue salutation of Paul with mine own hand, which is the 
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token in every epistle: so I write: 'The grace of our Lord Jesus 18 


Christ be with you all. Amen. 
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THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PAUL TO 
TIMOTHY. 





PAUL, an Apostle of Jesus Christ by the commandment of 
God our Savior and Lord Jesus Christ, which is our hope, ' unto 
Timothy my own son in the faith: Grace, mercy, and peace, 
from God our Father and Jesus Christ our Lord. 

AS I besought thee to abide still at Ephesus, when I went into 
Macedonia, that thou mightest charge some that they teach no 
other doctrine, neither give heed to fables and endless genealo- 
gies, which minister questions rather than godly edifying which 
is in faith; so do.-— Now the end of the commandment is charity 
out of a pure heart, and of a good conscience, and of faith un- 
feigned: from which some having swerved, have turned aside 
unto vain jangling, ‘desiring to be teachers of the law, under- 
standing neither what they say, nor whereof they affirm: but we 
know that the law is good, if a man use it lawfully; knowing 
this, that the law is not made for a righteous man, but for the 
lawless and disobedient, for the ungodly and for sinners, for un- 
holy and profane, for murderers of fathers, and murderers of 
mothers, for manslayers, ' for whbremongers, for them that defile 10 
themselves with mankind, for men-stealers, for liars, for perjured 
persons, and if there be any other thing that is contrary to sound 
doctrine, according to the glorious gospel of the blessed God, 11 
which was committed to my trust. And I thank Christ Jesus our 12 
Lord, who hath enabled me, for that he counted me faithful, put- 
ting me into the ministry; who was before a blasphemer, and a 13 

ersecutor, and injurious: but I obtained mercy, because I did 7 
ignorantly in unbelief And the grace of our Lord was exceed- 14 
ing abundant with faith and love which is in Christ Jesus. This 15 
is a faithful saying, and worthy of all acceptation, that Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save sinners; of whom I am chief. 
Howbeit, for this cause I obtained mercy, that in me first Jesus 16 
Christ might show forth all long-suffering, for a pattern to them 
which should hereafter believe on him to life everlasting. Now 17 
unto the King eternal, immortal, invisible, the only wise God, be 
honor and glory for ever and ever! Amen.-=This charge I 18; 
commit unto thee, son Timothy, according to the prophecies 
which went before on thee, that thou by them mightest war a 
gor warfare, ' holding faith and a good conscience; which some 19 

aving putiaway, concerning faith have made shipwreck: of 20 
whom is Hymeneus and Alexander; whom IJ have delivered 
unto Satan, that they may learn not to blaspheme. i 

I EXHORT therefore, that, first of all, supplications, prayers, 2 
intercessions, and giving of thanks be made for all men: for 2 
kings, and for all that are in authority; that we may lead a quiet 
and pace aole life in all godliness and honesty. For this ts good 3 
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and acceptable in the sight of God our Savior, who will have all 
men to be saved, and to come unto the knowledge of the truth. 
For there is one God, and one mediator between God and men, 
the man Christ Jesus, ' who gave himself a ransom for all, to be 
testified in due time. Whereunto I am ordained a preacher and 
an Apostle, (I speak the truth in Christ, and lie not,) a teacher of 
the Gentiles in faith and verity. I will therefore that men pray 
everywhere, lifiing up holy hands, without wrath and doubting. 
In like manner also, that women adorn themselves in modest 9 
apparel, with shamefacedness and sobriety ; not with broidered 
hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly array, 'but (which becometh 10 
women professing godliness) with good works. Let the women 11 
Jearn in silence with all subjection. But I suffer not a woman to 12 
teach, nor to usurp authority over the man, but to be in silence. 
'For Adam was first formed, then Eye. 'And Adam was not 13 
deceived, but the woman being deceived was in the transgres- 
sion. Notwithstanding, she shall be saved in child-bearing, if 15 
they continue in faith, and charity, and holiness, with sobriety. 

Tuis zs a true saying, If a man desire the office of a bishop, 
he desireth a good work. A bishop then must be blameless, the 
husband of one wife, vigilant, sober, of good behavior, given to 
hospitality, apt to teach ; not given to wine, no striker, not greedy 
of filth a but patient; not a brawler, not covetous; 'one 
that ruleth well his own house, having his children in subjection 
with all gravity; (for if a man know not how to rule his own 
house, how shall he take care of the church of God?) not a 
novice, lest being lifted up with pride he fall into the condemna- 
‘tion of the devil: moreover, he must have a good report of them 
which are without; lest he fall into reproach and the snare of 
the devil. Likewise must the deacons be grave, not double- 
tongued, not given to much wine, not greedy of filthy lucre, 
‘holding the mystery of faith in a pure conscience. ‘And let 9 
these also first be proved; then let them use the office of a dea- 
con, being found blameless. Even so must their wives be grave, 11 
not slanderers, sober, faithful in all things. Let the deacons be 12 
the husbands of one wife, ruling their children and their own 
houses well. For they that have used the office of a deacon 13 
well, purchase to themselves a good degree, and great boldness 
in the faith which is in Christ Jesus. 

THESE things write I unto thee, hoping to come unto thee 14 
shortly: but if I tarr long, that thou mayest know how thou 15 
oughtest to behave thyself in the house of God, which is the 
church of the living God, the pillar and ground of the truth. And 16 
without controversy, great is the mystery of godliness: God was 
manifest in the flesh, justified in the Spirit, seen of angels, 
preached unto the Gentiles, believed on in the world, received 
up into glory. Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the & 
latter times some shall depart from the faith, giving heed to se- 
ducing spirits, and doctrines of devils, 'speaking lies in hypocrisy, 
having their conscience seared with a hot iron, 'forbidding to 
marry, and commanding to abstain from meats, which ce hath 
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Instructions to Timothy, 1. TIMOTHY. 


created to be received with thanksgiving of them which believe 
and know the truth. For every creature of God is good, and nothing 
to be refused, if it be received with thanksgiving : for it is sancti- 
fied by the word of God, and prayer. If thou put the brethren in re- 
membrance of these things, thou shalt be a good minister of Jesus 
Christ, nourished up in the words of faith and of good doctrine, 
whereunto thou hast attained. But refuse profane and old wives’ 7 
fables, and exercise thyself rather unto godliness. For bodily ex- 8 
ercise profiteth little: but godliness is profitable unto all things, 
having promise of the life that now is, and of that which is to 
come. ‘This is a faithful saying, and worthy of all acceptation. s) 
For therefore we both labor and suffer reproach, because we trust 10 
in the living God who is the Savior of all men, especially of 
those that believe. These things command and teach. 11 
Ler no man despise thy youth; but be thou an example of the 12 
believers, in word, in conversation, in charity, in spirit, in faith, 
in purity. Till I come, give attendance to reading, to exhortation, 13 
to doctrine. Neglect not the gift that is in thee, which was given 14 
thee by prophecy, with the laying on of the hands of the pres- 
bytery. Meditate upon these things; give thyself wholly to 15 
them; that thy profiting may appear to all. Take heed unto thy- 16 
self, and unto thy doctrine ; continue in them: for in doing this 
thou shalt both save thyself, and them that hear thee. Rebuke 5 
not an elder, but entreat jim ag a father; and the younger men 
as brethren; ' the elder women as mothers; the younger as sis- 2 
ters; with all purity. Honor widows that are widows indeed. ¢ 
But if any widow have children or nephews, let them learn first 4 
to show piety at home, and to requite their parents: for that is 
good and acceptable before God. Now she that is a widow in- 
deed, and desolate, trusteth in God, and continueth in supplica- 
tions and prayers night and day: but she that liveth in pleasure, 
js dead while she liveth. And these things give in charge, that ' 
they may be blameless. But if any provide not for his own, and & 
especially for those of his own house, he hath denied the faith, 
and is worse than an infidel. Let not a widow be taken into the : 
number under threescore years old, having been the wife of one 
man, ' well reported of for good works; if she have brought up 1 
children, if she have lodged strangers, if she have washed the 
saints’ feet, if she have relieved the afflicted, if she have dili- 
gently followed every good work. But the younger widows re- 1 
fuse: for when they have begun to wax wanton against Christ, 
they will marry; having damnation, because they have cast off I 
their first faith. And withal they learn to de idle, wandering 1] 
about from house to house ; and not only idle, but tattlers also, 
and busy-bodies, speaking things which they ought not. I will 1 
therefore that the younger women marry, lest children, guide — 
the house, give none occasion to the adversary to speak reproach- — 
fully. ‘For some are already turned aside after Satan. 'If any 1 
man or woman that believeth have widows, let them relieve 
them, and let not the church be charged; that it may relieve 
them pe widows indeed. Let the elders that rule well, be 1 
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counted worthy of double honor, especially they who labor in 
the word and doctrine. For the scripture saith, “Thou shalt 18 
not muzzle the ox that treadeth out the corn;” and 
the laborer is worthy of his reward. Against an elder receive 19 
not an accusation, but before two or three witnesses. Them 20 
that sin rebuke before all, that others also may fear. I charge 21 
thee before God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, and the elect angels, 
that thou observe these things without preferring one before an- 
other, doing nothing by partiality. Lay hands suddenly on no 22 
man, neither be partaker of other men’s sins: keep thyself pure. 
Drink no longer water, but use a little wine for thy stomach’s 23 
sake, and thine often infirmities. Some men’s sins are open be- 24 , 
forehand, going before to judgment: and some men they follow 
after. Likewise also the good works of some are manifest be- 25 
forehand ; and they that are otherwise cannot be hid. 

LET as many servants as are under the yoke count their own 6 
masters worthy of all honor, that the name of God and his doc- 
trine be not blasphemed. And they that have believing mas- 
ters, let them not despise them, because they are brethren; but 
rather do them service, because they are faithful and beloved, 
partakers of the benefit. These things teach and exhort. 

Ir any man teach otherwise, and consent not to wholesome 3 
words, even the words of our Lord Jesus Christ, and to the doc- 
trine which is according to godliness, ' he is proud, knowing no- 
thing, but doting about questions and strifes of words, whereof 
cometh envy, strife, railings, evil surmisings, ' perverse dispu- 5 
tings of men of corrupt minds, and destitute of the truth, sup- 
posing that gain is godliness: from such withdraw thyself. 

'Bur godliness with contentment is great gain. 'For we brought 6,7 
nothing into this world, und it is certain we can carry nothing 
out. And having food and raiment, let us be therewith content. 8 
But they that will be rich, fall into temptation, and a snare, and 9 
into many foolish and hurtful lusts, which drown men in de- 
struction and perdition. Jor the love of money is the root of all 10 
evil: which while some coveted after, they have erred from the 
faith, and pierced themselves through with many sorrows. 

But thou, O man of God, flee these things; and follow after 11 
righteousness, godliness, faith, love, patience, meekness. Fight 12 
the good fight of faith, lay hold on eternal life, whereunto thou 
art also called, and hast professed a good profession before many 
witnesses. I give thee charge in the sight of God, who quicken- 13 
eth all things, and before Christ Jesus, who before Pontius Pilate 
witnessed a good confession ; that thou keep this commandment 14 
without spot, unrebukable, until the appearing of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, ' which in his times he shall show, who is the blessed and 15 
only Potentate, the King of kings, and Lord of lords; who only 16 
hath immortality, dwelling in the light which no man can ap- 

roach unto: whom no man hath seen, nor can see ; to whom 
Bence and power everlasting. Amen. 

Cuarce them that are rich in this world, that they be not 17 

high-minded, nor trust in uncertain riches, but in the ing God, 
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who giveth us richly all things to enjoy ; that they do good, that 18 
they be rich in good works, ready to distribute, willing to com- 
municate, laying up in store for themselves a good foundation 19 
against the time to come, that they may lay hold on eternal life. 

O Timoruy, keep that which is committed to thy trust, avoid- 20 
ing profane and vain babblings, and oppositions of science falsely 
so called; which some professing, have erred concerning the 21 
faith. Grace be with thee. Amen. 








THE SECOND EPISTLE OF PAUL TO 
TIMOTHY. 





PAUL, an Apostle of Jesus Christ by the will of God, ac- 1 
cording to the promise of life which is in Christ Jesus, to Timo- 2 
thy, my dearly beloved son: Grace, mercy, and peace, from God 
the Father and Christ Jesus our Lord. : 

I THANK God, whom I serve from my forefathers with pure 4 
conscience, that without ceasing I have remembrance of thee in 
my prayers night and day, ! greatly desiring to see thee, bein 4 
madfar of thy tears, that I may be filled with joy; whenIcall ¢ 
to remembrance the unfeigned Waith that is in thee, which dwelt 
first in thy grandmother Lois, and thy mother Eunice; and I am 
persuaded that in thee also. Wherefore I put thee in remem- ¢ 
brance, that thou stir up the gift of God, which is in thee by the 
putting on of my hands. For God hath not given us the spiritof % 
fear; but of power, and of love, and of a sound mind. Be not 
thou therefore ashamed of the testimony of our Lord, nor of me 
his prisoner: but be thou partaker of the afflictions of the gospel 
according to the power of God,' who hath saved us, and called ‘ 
us with a holy calling, not according to our works, but according 
to his own purpose and grace, which was given us in Christ 
Jesus before the world began, but is now made manifest by the 1 
appearing of our Savior Jesus Christ, who hath abolished death, 
and hath brought life and immortality to light through the gospel, 
' whereunto I am appointed a preacher, and an Apostle, and a 
teacher of the Gentiles: for the which cause I also suffer these 
things: nevertheless I am not ashamed : for I know whom I have 
believed, and am persuaded that he is able to keep that which I 
have committed unto him against that day. Hold fast the form 1 
of sound words, which thou hast heard of me, in faith and love 
which is in Christ Jesus; that good thing which was committed 1 
unto thee keep by the Holy Ghost which dwelleth in us. This 1 
thou knowest, that all they which are in Asia be turned away _ 
from me; of whom are Phygellus and Hermogenes. The Lord 1 
give mercy unto the house of Onesiphorus ; for he oft refreshed 
me, and was not ashamed of my chain, ! but, when he was in 1 
Rome, a geen me out very diligently, and found me. The 1 
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Lord grant unto him that he may find mercy of the Lord in that 
day: and in how many things he ministered unto me at Ephesus, 
thou knowest very well. 

THOU therefore, my son, be strong in the grace that is in Christ 
Jesus. And the things that thou hast heard of me among many 
Witnesses, the same commit thou to faithful men, who shall be 
able to teach others also. Thou therefore endure hardness, as a 
good soldier of Jesus Christ. No man that warreth entangleth 
himself with the affairs of this life; that he may please him who 
hath chosen him to be a soldier. And if a man also strive for 
masteries, yet is he not crowned, except he strive lawfully. The 
husbandman that laboreth must be first partaker of the fruits. 
Consider what I say ; and the Lord give thee understanding in 
all things. Remember that Jesus Christ, of the seed of David, 
Was raised from the dead, according to my gospel; wherein I 
suffer trouble ; as an evil-doer, even unto bonds; but the word of 
God is not bound. Therefore [ endure all things for the elect’s 10 
sake, that they may also obtain the salvation which is in Christ 
Jesus with eternal glory. i is a faithful saying; for if we be 11 
‘dead with him, we shall also live with him: if we suffer, we 12 
shall also reign with him: if we deny him, he also will deny us: 
‘if we believe not, yet he abideth faithful: he cannot deny him- 13 
self Of these things put ‘hem in remembrance, charging them 14 
before the Lord that they strive not about words, to no profit, but 
to the subverting of the hearers. Study to show thyself approved 15 
unto God, a workman that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth. But shun profane and vain bab- 16 
blings: for they will increase unto more ungodliness. And their 17 
word will eat as doth a canker: of whom is Hymeneus and Phi- 
letus, ' who concerning the truth have erred, saying, that the re- 18 
ssurrection is past already; and overthrow the faith of some. 
Nevertheless the foundation of God standeth sure, having this 19 
seal, ‘The Lord knoweth them that are his;’ and, ‘Let every one | 
that nameth the name of Christ depart from iniquity.” But ina 20 
great house there are not only vessels of gold and of silver, but 
also of wood and of earth; and some to honor, and some to dis- 
honor. If a man therefore purge himself from these, he shall be 21 
a vessel unto honor, sanctified, and meet for the master’s use, 
and prepared unto every good work. Flee also youthful lusts: 22 
but follow righteousness, faith, charity, peace, with them that 
call on the Lord out of a pure heart.- But foolish and unlearned 23 
questions avoid, knowing that they do gender strifes. And the 24 
servant of the Lord must not strive; but be gentle unto all men, 
apt to teach, patient; in meekness instructing those that oppose 25 
themselves; if God peradventure will give them repentance to 
the acknowledging of the truth; and that they may recover 26 
themselves out of the snare of the devil, who are taken captive 
by him at his will. ; 

Tuts know also, that in the last days perilous times shall come. 3 
For men shall be lovers of their own selves, covetous, boasters, 2 
proud, blasphemers, disobedient = parents, ag eeetys 
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' without natural affection, truce-breakers, false accusers, incon- 
tinent, fierce, despisers of those that are good, ' traitors, heady, 
high-minded, lovers of pleasures more than lovers of God, ' hav- 
ing a form of godliness, but denying the power thereof: from 
such turn away. For of this sort are they which creep into 
houses, and lead captive silly women Jaden with sins, led away 
with divers lusts, !'ever learning and never able to come to the 
knowledge of the truth. Now as Jannes and Jambres withstood 
Moses, so do these also resist the truth: men of corrupt minds, 
reprobate concerning the faith. But they shall proceed no fur- 
ther: for their folly shall be manifest unto all men, as theirs also 
was. But thou hast fully known my doctrine, manner of life, 
purpose, faith, long-suffering, charity, patience, ' persecutions, af 
flictions, which came unto me at Antioch, at Iconium, at Lystra ; 
what persecutions I endured: but out of them all the Lord de- 
livered me. Yea, and all that will live godly in Christ Jesus 12 
shall suffer persecution. But evil men and seducers shall wax 13 
worse and worse, deceiving, and heing deceived. But continue 14 
thou in the things which thou hast learned and hast been assured 

of, knowing of whom thou hast learned them, ' and that from a 15 
child thou hast known the holy scriptures, which are able to 
make thee wise unto salvation through faith which is in Christ 
Jesus. All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is profit- 16 
able for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction in 
righteousness: that the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly 17 
furnished unto all good works. charge thee therefore before 4 
God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge the quick and 
the dead at his appearing and his kingdom ; preach the word; be 2 
instant in season, out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
long-suffering and doctrine. For the time will come, when they 
will not endure sound doctrine ; but after their own lusts shall 
they heap to themselves teachers; having itching ears; 'and 
they shall turn away thezr ears from the truth, and shall be turned 
unto fables. But watch thou in all things, endure afflictions, do 
the work of an Evangelist, make full proof of thy ministry. For 
I am now ready to be offered, and the time of my departure is at 
hand: Ihave fought a good fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith: henceforth there is laid up for me a crown 
of righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous Judge, shall give 
me at that day: and not to me only, but unto all them also that 
love his appearing. 

‘Do thy diligence to come shortly unto me, ‘for Demas has 9 
forsaken me, having loved this present world, and is departed 
unto Thessalonica; Crescens to Galatia, Titus unto Dalmatia. 
Only Luke is with me: take Mark, and bring him with thee: 11 
for he is profitable to me for the ministry. And Tychicus have 12 
T sent to Ephesus. The cloak that I left at Troas with Carpus, 13 
when thou comest, bring with thee, and the books, but especially — 
the Papen ‘Alexander the coppersmith did me much evil: 14 
the Lord reward him according to his works. Of whom be thou 15 
ware at, “i he hath greatly withstood our words. At my first 16 
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answer no man stood with me, but all men forsook me: (I pray 
God that it may not be laid to their charge!) notwithstanding, 17 
the Lord stood with me, and strengthened me; that by me the 
preaching might be fully known, and that all the Gentiles might 
hear; and I was delivered out of the mouth of the lion: and the 18 
Lord shall deliver me from every evil work, and will preserve 
me unto his heavenly kingdom; to whom Ze glory for ever and 
ever! Amen. 

Saxure Prisca and Aquila, and the household of Onesiphorus. 19 
Erastus abode at Corinth: but Trophimus have I left at Mile- 20 
tum sick. 'Do thy diligence to come before winter. Eubulus 21 
greeteth thee, and Pudens, and Linus, and Claudia, and all the 
brethren. 'The Lord Jesus Christ be with thy spirit. Grace be 22 
with you. Amen. 
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THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO 
TITUS. 





PAUL, a servant of God, and an Apostle of Jesus Christ, (ac- 1 
cording to the faith of God’s elect, and the acknowledging of the 
truth which is after godliness, 'in hope of eternal life, which 
God, that cannot lie, promised before the world began, ! but hath 
in due times manifested his word, through preaching which is 
committed unto me, according to the commandment of God our 
Savior :) 'to Titus, mine own son after the common faith: Grace, 4 
mercy, and peace, from God the Father, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ our Savior. 

FOR this cause left I thee in Crete, that thou shouldest setin 5 
order the things that are wanting, and ordain Elders in every 
city, as I had appointed thee; if any be blameless, the husband 6 
of one wife, having faithful children, not accused of riot, or un- 
truly. Fora Bishop must be blameless, as the steward of God; 7% 
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not self-willed, not soon angry, not given to wine, no striker, not 
given to filthy lucre; but a lover of hospitality, a lover of good 
men, sober, just, holy, temperate, ' holding fast the faithful word 

as he hath been taught, that he may be able by sound doctrine 
both to exhort and to convince the gainsayers. For there are 10 
many unruly and vain talkers and deceivers, especially they of 
the circumcision, '! whose mouths must be stopped; who subvert 11 
whole houses, teaching things which they ought not, for filthy 
lucre’s sake. One of themselves, even a prophet of their own, 12 
said, 

‘The Cretans are always liars, evil beasts, slow bellies,’ 


‘This witness is true. Wherefore rebuke them sharply, that 13 
they may be sound in the faith, not giving heed to Jewish fa- 14 
bles, and commandments of men that turn from the truth. Unto 15 
the pure all things are pure: but unto them that are a and 
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unbelieving is nothing pure ; but even their mind and conscience 
is defiled. They profess that they know God; but in works they 16 
deny him, being abominable, and disobedient, and unto every 
good work reprobate. ; : 

Bur speak thou the things which become sound doctrine: 
that the aged men be sober, grave, temperate, sound in faith, in 
charity, in patience; the aged women likewise, that they de in 
behavior as becometh holiness, not false accusers, not given to 
much wine, teachers of good things; that they may teach the 
young women to be sober, to love their husbands, to love their 
children, ' zo be discreet, chaste, keepers at home, good, obedient 
to their own husbands, that the word of God be not blasphemed. 
' Young men likewise exhort to be sober-minded. ' In all things 6 
showing thyself a ‘pattern of good works: in doctrine showing 
uncorruptness, gravity, sincerity, ' sound speech that cannot be 
condemned; that he that is of a contrary part may be ashamed, 
having no evil thing to say of you. IErkort servants to be obe- 9 
dient unto their own masters, and to please them well in all 
things, not answering again, ' not purloining, but showmg all 10 
good fidelity ; that they may adorn the doctrine of God our Sa- 
vior in all things. For the grace of God that bringeth salvation 11 
hath appeared to all men, ' teaching us, that denying ungodliness 12 
and worldly lusts, we should live soberly, righteously, and godly, _ 
in this present world; looking for that blessed hope, and the glo- 13 
rious appearing of the great God and our Savior Jesus Christ ; 
who gave himself for us, that he might redeem us from all in- 14 
iquity, and purify unto himself a peculiar people, zealous of 
good works. ‘These things speak, and exhort, and rebuke with 15 
all authority. Let no man despise thee. 

Pur them in mind to be subject to principalities and powers, 3 
to obey magistrates, to be ready to every good work, ' to speak 
evil of no man, to be no brawlers, but gentle, showing all meek- 
ness unto all men. For we ourselves also were sometimes fool- 3 
ish, disobedient, deceived, serving divers lusts and pleasures, liv- 
ing in malice and envy, hateful and hating one another. But 4 
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after that the kindness and love of God our Savior toward man 
appeared, not by works of righteousness which we have done, 
but according to his mercy he saved us, by the washing of re- 
generation, and renewing of the Holy Ghost, ' which he shed on 
us abundantly, through Jesus Christ our Savior, ' that being justi- 
fied by his grace, we should be made heirs according to the hope 
of eternal life. This is a faithful saying; and these things I will | 
that thou affirm constantly, that they which have believed in God 
might be careful to maintain good works. ‘These things are good 
and profitable untomen. But’avoid foolish questions, and gene- | 
alogies, and contentions, and strivings about the law; for they 
are unprofitable and vain. Aman that is an heretic, after the 1 
first and second admonition, reject; knowing that he that is such, 1 
is subverted, and sinneth, being condemned of himself. 3 
WueEn I shall send Artemas unto thee, or Tychicus, be dili- 1 
gent to eee unto me to Nicopolis: for I have determined there 
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to winter. Bring Zenas the lawyer and Apollos on their journey 13 
diligently, that nothing be wanting unto them. And let ours also 14 
learn to maintain good works for necessary uses, that they be not 
unfruitful. ' All that are with me salute thee. Greet them that 15 
Jove us in the faith. Grace be with you all. Amen. 








THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO 
PHILEMON. 
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PAUL, a prisoner of Jesus Christ, and Timothy our brother ; 
unto Philemon our dearly beloved, and fellow-laborer, ' and to 
our beloved Apphia, and Archippus our fellow-soldier, and to the 
church in thy house: Grace to you, and peace, from God our 
Father and the Lord Jesus Christ. I thank my God, making 
mention of thee always in my prayers; hearing of thy love and 
faith, which thou hast toward the Lord Jesus, and toward all 
Saints; that the communication of thy faith may become effectual 
by the acknowledging of every good thing which is in you in 
Christ Jesus. For we have great joy and consolation in thy love, 
because the bowels of the saints are refreshed by thee, Brother. 
Wherefore, though I might be much bold in Christ to enjoin thee 
that which is convenient, yet for love’s sake I rather beseech 
thee, being such a one as Paul the aged, and now also a prisoner _ 
of Jesus Christ: I beseech thee for my son Onesimus, whom I 10 
have begotten in my bonds: which in time past was to thee un- 11 
profitable, but now profitable to thee and to me: whom I have 12 
sent again: thou therefore receive him, that is, mine own bow- 
els. Whom I would have retained with me, that in thy stead he 13 
might have ministered unto me in the bonds of the gospel: but 14 
without thy mind would I do nothing; that thy benefit should 
not be as it were of necessity, but willingly. Fot perbaps he 15 
therefore departed for a season, that thou shouldest receive him 
for ever; not now ag a seryant, but above a servant, a brother 16 
beloved, especially to me, but how much more unto thee, both 
in the flesh, and in the Lord? If thou count me therefore a part- 17 
ner, receive him as myself. If he hath wronged thee, or oweth 18 
thee aught, put that on mine account. I Paul have written a with 19 
mine own hand, I will repay i; albeit I do not say to thee how 
thou owest unto me even thine own self besides. Yea, Brother, let 20 
me have joy of thee in the Lord: refresh my bowels in the Lord. 
Having confidence in thy obedience I wrote unto thee, knowing 21 
that thou wilt also do more than I say. But withal prepare me 22 
also a lodging: for I trust that through your prayers I shall be 
given unto you. There salute thee Epaphras, my fellow-pris- 23 
oner in Christ Jesus, ' Marcus, Aristarchus, Demas, Lucas, my 24 
fellow-laborers. The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 25 
your spirit. Amen. 
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THE EPISTLE OF PAUL TO THE 
HEBREWS. 





GOD, who at sundry times and in divers manners spake in 
time past unto the fathers by the prophets, hath in these last days 
spoken unto us by is Son; whom he hath appointed heir of all 
things, by whom also he made the worlds, 'who-being the 
brightness of his glory, and the express image of his person, and 
upholding all things by the word of his power,~ when he had 
by himself purged our sins, sat down on the right hand of the 
Majesty on high; being made so much better than the Angels, 
as he hath by inheritance obtained a more excellent name than 
they. For unto which of the Angels said he at any time, 

‘Thou art my Son, 
This day have I begotten thee? 
And again, 
I will be to him a Father, and he shall be to me a Son? 
And again, when he bringeth in the first-begotten into the world, 
he saith, 
‘And let all the Angels of God worship him. 
And of the Angels he saith, 
Who maketh his Angels spirits, 
And his ministers a flame 6f fires 
But unto the Son, he saith, 


'Thy throne, O God, is for ever and ever: 

A sceptre of righteousness ts the sceptre of thy kingdom; 
Thou hast loved righteousness, and hated iniquity ; 
Therefore God, even thy God, hath anointed thee 

With the oil of gladness above thy fellows, 


And 
‘ Thou, LORD, in the beginning hast laid the foundation of the earth ; 
‘And the heavens até the works of thy hands. 
‘They shall perlebs} but thou remainest: 
And they all shall wax old, as doth a garment, 
‘And as a vesture shalt thou fold them up, 
And they shall be changed : 
Bat thou att the same, and thy years shall not fail. 
But to which of the Angels said he at any time, 
Sit on my right hand, 
Uatil I make thine enemies thy footstool ? 
Are they not all ministering spirits, sent forth to minister for 
them who shall be heirs of salvation ? 

‘THEREFORE we ought to give the more earnest heed to the 
things which we have heard, lest at any time we should let them 
slip. For if the word spoken by Angels was stedfast, and every 
transgression and disobedience received a just recompense of 
reward ; how shall we escape, if we neglect so great salvation ; 
which at the first began to be spoken by the Lord, and was con- 
firmed unto us by them that heard him, God also bearing them 
witness, both with signs and wonders, and with divers miracles, 
and gifts js the Holy Ghost, according to his own will? 
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For unto the Angels hath he not put in subjection the world 
to come, whereof we speak. But one in a certain place testified, 
saying, 

What is man, that thou art mindful of him ? 

Or the Son of man that thou visitest him ? 

‘Thou madest him a little lower than the Angels; 
Thou crownedst him with glory and honor, 

And didst set him over the works of thy hands ; 
Thou hast put all things in subjection under his feet. 


For in that he put all in subjection under him, he left nothing 
that is not put under him. But now we see not yet all things 
put under him: but we see Jesus, who was made a little lower 
than the Angels, for the suffering of death, crowned with glory 
‘and honor; that he by the grace of God should taste death for 
every man. ! 

For it became him, for whom are all things, and by whom are 
all things, in bringing many sons unto glory, to make the Captain 
of their salvation perfect through sufferings. For both he that 
Sanctifieth, and they who are sanctified, are all of one: for which 
cause he is not ashamed to call them brethren, ! saying, 


I will declare thy name unto my brethren, 
In the midst of the church will I sing praise unto thees 


And again, 


And again, 
Behold, I, and the children which God hath given me. 

Forasmuch then as the children are partakers of flesh and bloéd, 
he also himself likewise took part of the same; that through 
death he might destroy him that had the power of death, that is, 
the Devil, 'and deliver them, who, through fear of death, were 
all their life-time subject to bondage. For verily he took not on 
him the nature of Angels; but he took on him the seed of Abra- 
ham. Wherefore in all things it behoved him to be made like 
unto fis brethren ; that he might be a merciful and faithful High- 
Priest in things pertaining to God, to make reconciliation for the 
sins of the people. For in that he himself hath suffered, being 
tempted, he is able to succor them that are tempted. 

WHEREFORE, holy brethren, partakers of the heavenly call- 
ing, consider the Apostle and High-Priest of our profession, Christ 
Jesus; who was faithful to him that appointed him, as also Moses 
was faithful in all his house. For this man was counted worthy 
‘of more glory than Moses, inasmuch as he who hath builded the 
house, hath more honor than the house. For every house is 
builded by some man; but he that built all things 7s God. And 
Moses verily was faithful in all his house, as a servant, for a testi- 
mony of those things which were to be spoken after: but Christ 
as a Son over his own house: whose house are we, if we hold 
fast the confidence, and the rejoicing of the hope firm unto the 
end. 

Wuererore, as the Holy Ghost saith, 


To-day if ye will hear his voice, 

Harden not your hearts, as in the provocation, 
In the day of temptation in the wilderness, 
When your fathers tempted me, 

Proved me, and saw my works forty years. 


I will put my trust in him. 
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Wherefore I was grieved with that generation, and said, 10 
They do always err in their heart, 
And they have not known my ways; il 


So I sware in my wrath, 
They shall not enter into my rest. 


Take heed, brethren, lest there be in any of you an evil heart 12 
of unbelief, in departing from the living God. But exhort one 13 
another daily, while it is called To-day lest any of you be hard- 
ened through the deceitfulness of sin, (for we are made partakers 14 
of Christ, if we hold the beginning of our confidence stedfast unto 
the end;) while it is said, 


To-day if yé will hear his voice, : 
Harden not your hearts, as in the provocation. 


For some, when they had heard, did provoke : howbeit, not all 16 
that came out of Egypt by Moses. But with whom was he 17 
grieved forty years? was it not with them that had sinned, whose 
carcasses fell in the wilderness? And to whom sware he that 18 
they should not enter into his rest, but to them that believed not? 
So we see that they could not enter in because of unbelief. 19 
Ler us therefore fear, lest a promise being left us of entering & 
into his rest, any of you should seem to come short of it. For 2 
unto us was the gospel preached, as well as unto them: but the 
word preached did not profit them, not being mixed with faith in 
them that heard it. For we which have believed do enter into 3 
rest, as he said, 


As I have sworn in my wrath, 
If they shall enter into my rest, 


although the works were finished from the foundation of the 
world. For he spake in a certain place of the seventh day on 
this wise, “And God did rest the seventh day from 
all his works:” and in this place again, 
If they shall enter into my rest. 
Seeing therefore it remaineth that some must enter therein, and 
they to whom it was first preached entered not in because of 
unbelief:—again, he limiteth a certain day, saying in David, 
To-day, after so long a time; (as it is said,) 
‘TO-DAY, if ye will hear his voice, 
Harden not your hearts. 
For if Jesus* had given them rest, then would he not afterward 8 
have spoken of another day. There remaineth therefore a rest 9 
to the people of God. For he that is entered into his rest, he also 10 
hath ceased from his own works, as God did from his:-let us 11 
Jabor therefore to enter into that rest, lest any man fall after the 
same example of unbelief: 
For the word of God is quick and powerful, and sharper than 12 
any two-edged sword, piercing even to the dividing asunder of 
soul and spirit, and of the joints and marrow, and is a discerner 
of the thoughts and intents of the heart: neither is there any lt 
creature that is not manifest in his sight: but all things are naked. 
and opened unto the eyes of him with whom we have to do. 
SEEING then that we have a great High-Priest, that is passed 14 
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into the heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let us hold fast our pro- 
fession. For we have not a high-priest which cannot be touched 15 
with the feeling of our infirmities: but was in all points tempted 
like as we are; yet without sin. Let us therefore come boldly 16 
unto the ‘throne of grace, that we may obtain mercy, and find 
grace to help in time of need. . For every high-priest taken from 5 
among men, is ordained for men in things pertaining to God, that 

he may offer both gifis and sacrifices for sins; who can have 2 
compassion on the ignorant, and on them that are out of the way; 
for that he himself also is compassed with infirmity: and by rea- 3 
son hereof he ought, as for the people, so also for himself, to offer 
for sins. And no man taketh this honor unto himself, but he that 4 
is called of God, as was Aaron. So also Christ glorified not him- 5 
self to be made an high-priest ; but he that said unto him, 


is Thou art my Son, 
‘To-day have 1 begotten thee. 
As he saith also in another place, 6 


Thou art a priest for ever, 

After the order of Melchisedec. 
Who in the days of his flesh, when he had offered up prayers 7 
and supplications with strong erying and tears unto him that was 
able to save him from death, and was heard in that he feared ; 
though he were a Son, yet learned he obedience by the things 8 
which he suffered; and being made perfect, he became the 9 
author of eternal salyation unto all them that obey him; called 10 
of God an high-priest after the order of Melchisedec..... 

Or whom we have many things to say, and hard to be uttered, 11 
seeing ye are dull of hearing. For when for the time ye ought 12 
to be teachers, ye have need that one teach you again which be 
the first principles of the oracles of God; and are become such 
as have need of milk, and not of strong meat. For every one 13 
that useth milk is unskilful in the word of righteousness: for he 
isa babe. But strong meat belongeth to them that are of full 14 
age, even those who by reason of use have their senses exercised 
to discern both good and evil. Therefore leaving the principles 6 
of the doctrine of Christ, Jet us go on unto perfection; not laying 
again the foundation of repentance from dead works, and of faith 
toward God, 'of the doctrine of baptisms, and of laying on of 2 
hands, and of resurrection of the dead, and of eternal judgment. 
'And this will we do, if God permit. 'For it 2s impossible for 3,4 
those who were once enlightened, and have tasted of the hea- 
venly gift, and were made partakers of the Holy Ghost, 'and 5 
have tasted of the good word of God, and the powers of the 
world to come, 'if they shall fall away, to renew them again 6 
unto repentance; seeing they crucify to themselves the Son of 
God afresh, and put him to an open shame. For the earth, which 7 
drinketh in the rain that cometh oft upon it, and bringeth forth 
herbs meet for them by whom it is dressed, receiveth blessing 
from God: but that which beareth thorns and briers is rejected, 8 
and is nigh unto cursing; whose end is to be burned. But, 9 
beloved, we are persuaded better things of you, and oie that 
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accompany salvation, though we thus speak. For God is not 10 
unrighteous to forget your work and labor of love, which ye 
have showed toward his name, in that ye have ministered to the 
saints, and do minister. } 

And we desire that every one of you do show the same dili- 14 
gence to the full assurance of hope unto the end: that ye be not 12 
slothful, but followers of them who ‘through faith and patience 
inherit the promises. For when God made promise to Abraham, 13 
because he could swear by no greater, he sware by himself, 
‘saying, “Surely blessing I will bless thee, and mul- 14 
tiplying I will multiply thee.” And so, after he had 15 
patiently endured, he obtained the promise. (For men verily 16 
swear by the greater: and an oath for confirmation zs to them 
an end of all strife.) Wherein God, willing mare abundantly to 17 
show unto the heirs of promise the immutability of his counsel, 
confirmed it by an oath, 'that by two immutable things, in which 18° 
it was impossible for God to lie, we might have a strong consola- 
tion, who have fled for refuge to lay hold upon the hope set 
before us; which hope we have as an anchor of thé soul, both 19 
sure and stedfast, and which entereth into that within the vail, 

' whither the forerunner is for us entered, even Jesus, made an 20 
high-priest for ever after the order of Melchisedec. .... 

For this Melchisedec, king of Salem, priest of the most high 7 
God,-who met Abraham returning from the slaughter of the 
kings, and blessed him, 'to whom also Abraham gave a tenth 2 
part of all; first being by interpretation King of righteousness, 
and after that also King of Salem; (which is King of peace 3) 
without father, without mother, without descent, having neither 3 
beginning of days, nor end of life: but made like unto the Son 
of God ;-abideth a priest continually. Now consider how great 4 
this man was, unto whom even the patriarch Abraham gave the 
tenth of the spoils. And verily they that are of the sons of Levi, 
who receive the office of the priesthood, have a commandment 
to take tithes of the people according to the law, that is, of their 
brethren, though they come out of the loins of Abraham: but 
he whose descent is not counted from them received tithes of 
Abraham, and blessed him that had the promises. (And without 
all contradiction the less is blessed of the better. And here men 
that die receive tithes; but there he receiveth them of whom it 
is witnessed that he liveth.) And as I may so say, Levi also, 
who receiveth tithes, payed tithes in Abraham. For he was yet 10 
in the loins of his father, when Melchisedec met him. If there- 11 | 
fore perfection were by the Levitical priesthood, (for under it the 
people received the law,) what further need was there that an- 
other priest should rise after the order of Melchisedec, and not 
be called after the orderof Aaron? For the priesthood being 12 
changed, there is made of necessity a change also of the law. _ 
For he of whom these things are spoken pertaineth to another 13 
tribe, of which no man gave attendance at the altar. For itis 14 
evident that our Lord sprang out of Juda; of which tribe Moses 
spake ae concerning priesthood. And it is yet far more evi- 15 
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dent: for that after the similitude of Melchisedec there ariseth 
another priest, ' who is made, not after the law of a carnal com- 16 
mandment, but after the power of an endless life. For he testi- 17 
fieth, 

Thou art a priest for ever 

After the order of Melchisedec. 
For there is verily a disannulling of the commandment going 18 
before, for the weakness and unprofitableness thereof, ' (for the 19 
Jaw made nothing perfect,) but the bringing in of a better hope, 
did ; by the which we draw nigh unto God. And inasmuch as 20 
not without an oaTH he was made priest ;—(for those priests were 21 
made without an oath; but this with an oath, by him that said 
unto him, 

The Lord sware, and will not repent, 

Thou art a priest for ever 

After the order of Melchisedec :) 
~by so much was Jesus made a surety of a better testament. 22 
And they truly were many priests, because they were not suf- 23 
fered to continue by reason of death: but this man, because he 2 
continueth ever, hath an unchangeable priesthood: wherefore 25 
he is able also to save them to the uttermost that come unto God 
by him, seeing he ever liveth to make intercession for them. 

For such a high-priest became us, who is holy, harmless, unde- 26 
filed, separate from sinners, and made higher than the heavens; 
who needeth not daily, as those high-priests, to offer up sacrifice, 27 
first for his own sins, and then for the people’s: for this he did 
once, when he offered up himself. For the law maketh men 23 
high-priests which have infirmity; but the word of the oath, 
which was since the law, maketh the Son, who is consecrated for 
evermore. 

Now of the things which we have spoken this is the sum: We 
have such a high-priest, who is set on the right hand of the throne 
of the Majesty in the heavens; a minister of the sanctuary, and 
of the true tabernacle, which the Lord pitched, and not man. 
For every high-priest is ordained to offer gifts and sacrifices: 
wherefore 7f is of necessity that this man have somewhat also to 
offer. For if he were on earth, he should not be a priest, seeing 
that there are priests that offer gifis according to the law: (who 
serve unto the example and shadow of heavenly things, as Mo- 
ses was admonished of God when he was about to make the 
tabernacle: for, “See,” saith he, “that thou make all 
things according to the pattern showed to thee in 
the mount.”) But now hath he obtained a more excellent 6 
ministry, by how much also he is the mediator of a better cove- 
nant, which was established upon better promises. 

FOR if that first covenant had been faultless, then should 7 
no place have been sought for the second. For finding fault with 8 
them, he saith, 

Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
When I will make a new covenant with the house of Israel, 
And with the house of Judah: 


Not according to the covenant that I made with their fathers, » 
In the day when I took them by the band to lead them out of the ear hal <7 
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Because they continued not in my covenant, 
And I regarded them not, saith the Lord. 
For this is the covenant that I will make with the house of Israel, 
After those days, saith the Lord ; 
I will put my laws into their mind, 


And write them in their hearts: Y 


And I will be to them a God, and they shall be to me a people: 
And they shall not teach every man his neighbor, 
And every man his brother, saying, 
Know the Lord: 
For all shall know me, from the least to the greatest. 
For I will be merciful to their Wnrighteousness, 
And their sins and their iniquities will I remember no more. 


10 
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In that he saith, A new covenant, he hath made the first old: 13 


now that which decayeth and waxeth old, is ready to vanish 
away. 

THEN verily the first covenant had also ordinances of divine 
service, and a worldly sanctuary. For there was a tabernacle 
made; the first wherein was the candlestick, and the table, and 
the show-bread; which is called the Sanctuary. And after the 
second vail, the tabernacle which is called the Holiest of all, 
' which had the golden censer, and the ark of the covenant over- 
laid round about with gold, (wherein was the golden pot that had 
ynanna, and Aaron’s rod that budded, and the tables of the cove- 
nant;) and over it the cherubims of glory shadowing the mercy- 
seat; of which we cannot now speak particularly. Now when 
these things were thus ordained, the priests went always into the 
first tabernacle, accomplishing the service of God: but into the 


second went the high-priest alone once every year, not without 


blood, which he offered for himself, and for the errors of the peo- 
ple: the Holy Ghost this signifying, that the way into the Holiest 
of all was not yet made manifest, while as the first tabernacle 
was yet standing: which was a figure for the time then present, 
in which were offered both gifis and sacrifices, that could not 
make him that did the service perfect, as pertaining to the con- 
science; which stood only in meats and drinks, and divers wash- 
ings, and carnal ordinances, imposed on them until the time of 
reformation. But Christ being come a high-priest of good things 
to come, by a greater and more perfect tabernacle, not made with 
hands, (that is to say, not of this building:) neither by the blood 
of goats and calves, but by his own blood, he entered in once 
into the holy place, having obtained eternal redemption for us. 
For if the blood of bulls and of goats, and the ashes of a heifer, 
sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth to the purifying of the flesh; 
how much more shall the blood of Christ, who through the Eter- 
nal Spirit offered himself without spot to God, purge your con- 
science from dead works to serve the living God! 

Awnp for this cause he is the mediator of the New Testament, 
that by means of death, for the redemption of the transgressions 
that were under the first testament, they which are called might’ 
receive the promise of eternal inheritance. For where a testa- 
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ment is, there must also of necessity be the death of the testator: — 


' for a testament is of force after men are dead; otherwise it is 


of no strength at all while the testator liveth. Whereupon nei- 18 


17 


ther the - testament was dedicated without blood. For when 19 
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Moses had spoken every precept to all the people according to 
the law, he took the blood of calves and of goats, with water, 
and scarlet wool, and hyssop, and sprinkled both the book and 

all the people, 'saying, “This is the blood of the testa- 20 
ment which God hath enjoined unto you.” Moreover, 21 
he sprinkled likewise with blood both the tabernacle, and all the 
vessels of the ministry. And almost all things are by the law 22 
purged with blood; and without shedding of blood is no remis- 
sion. It was therefore necessary that the patterns of things in.the 23 
heavens should be purified with these; but the heavenly things 
themselves with better sacrifices than these. For Christ is not 24 
entered into the holy places made with hands, which are the fig- 
ures of the true; but into heaven itself, now to appear in the 
presence of God for us: nor yet that he should offer himself often, 25 
as the high-priest entereth into the holy place every year with 
blood of others; for then must he often have suffered since the 26 
foundation of the world: but now once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared, to put away sin by the sacrifice of himself. And 27 
as itis appointed unto men once to die, but after this the judg- 
ment: 'so Christ was once offered to bear the sins of many; and 28 
unto them that look for him shall he appear the second time 
without sin unto salvation. For the law having a shadow of goodLO 
things to come, and not the very image of the things, can never 
with those sacrifices which they offered year by year continually, 
make the comers thereunto perfect. For then would they not 
have ceased to be offered? because that the worshippers once 
purged should have no more conscience of sins. But in those 
sacrifices there is a remembrance again made of sins every year. 
For 2é 7s not possible that the blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins. Wherefore, when He cometh into the world, 
He saith, 
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Sacrifice and offering thou wouldest not, 
But a body hast thou prepared me: 
In burnt-offerings and sacrifices for sin 
Thou hast had no pleasure. 
Then said I, Lo, I come Lf 
(In the volume of the book it is written of me) 
To do thy will, O God. 

Above, when he said, 8 


Sacrifice and offering and burnt-offerings 
And offering for sin thou wouldest not, 
Neither hadst pleasure therein; 

Which are offered by the Jaw: 


then said he, 9 
Lo, I come, to do thy will, 0 God. 


He taketh away the first, that he may establish the second. 'By 10 
the which will we are sanctified through the offering of the body 

of Jesus Christ once for all. And every priest standeth daily 11 
ministering and offering oftentimes the same sacrifices, whic 
ran never take away sins: but this man, after he had offered one 12 
sacrifice for sins, for ever sat down on the right hand of God, 
from henceforth expecting till his enemies be made his foot- 13 
stool. For by oe offering he hath perfected for ever aoe that 14 
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are sanctified. Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a witness to us: 15 
for after that he had said before, 

This is the covenant that I will make with them after those days, } 16 
saith the Lord ; 


I will put my laws into their hearts, 
‘And in their minds will I write them, 
And their sins and iniquities will I remember no more.. 17 

Now, where remission of these 7s, there is no more offering for 18 
sin. 
HAVING therefore, brethren, boldness to enter into the holi- 19 
est by the blood of Jesus, 'by a new and living way, which he 20 
hath consecrated for us, through the vail, (that is to say, his flesh) 
‘and having a high-priest over the house of God; 'let us draw 21 
near with a true heart, in full assurance of faith, having our { 
hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience, and our bodies washed 
with pure water. Let us hold fast the profession of our faith 23 
without wavering; (for he is faithful that promised ;) 'and let us 24 
consider one another, to provoke unto love, and to good works: 
not forsaking the assembling of ourselves together, as the manner 25 
of some is; but exhorting one another ; and so much the more, 
as ye see the day approaching. 

For if we sin wilfully:after that we have received the know- 26 
ledge of the truth, there remaineth no more sacrifice for sins, 'but 27 
a certain fearful looking for of judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall devour the adversaries. He that despised Moses’ 28 
law, died without merey under two or three witnesses: of how 29 
much sorer punishment, suppose ye, shall he be thought worthy, 
who hath trodden under foot the Son of God, and hath counted 
the blood of the covenant, wherewith he was sanctified, an un- 
holy thing, and hath done despite unto the Spirit of grace? For 30 
we know him that hath said, 

Vengeance belongeth unto me, I will recompense, saith the Lord. 
And again, 31 
The Lord shall judge his people. 
This a fearful thing to fall into the hands of the living God. 

Bur call to remembrance the former days, in which, after ye 32 
were illuminated, ye endured a great fight of afflictions ; partly, 33 
while ye were made a gazing-stock both by reproaches and af- 
flictions ; and partly, while ye became companions of them that 
were so used. For ye had compassion of me in my bonds, and 34 
took joyfully the spoiling of your goods, knowing in yourselves 
that ye have in heaven a better and an enduring substance. Cast 35 
not away therefore your confidence, which hath great recom- 
pense of reward. For ye have need of patience, that, after ye 36 
have done the will of God, ye might receive the promise. 


For yet a little while, and he that shall come Lv 37 
Will come, and will not tarry. 
Now the just shall live by faith : 38 


But if any man draw back, my soul shall have no pleasure in him. 


But we are not of them who draw back unto perdition; but of 39 
them ey pare to the saving of the soul. ‘ 
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Now faith is the substance of things hoped for, the evidenceAL 
of things not seen: for by it the elders obtained a good report. 2 
Through faith we understand that the worlds were framed by 3 
the word of God, so that things which are seen were not made 
of things which do appear. By faith Abel offered untoGod a 4 
more excellent sacrifice than Cain, by which he obtained witness 
that he was righteous, God testifying of his gifis; and by it he 
being dead yet speaketh. By faith Enoch was translated, that 5 
he should not see death; and was not found, because God had 
iranslated him: for before his translation he had this testimony, 
that he pleased God. But without faith it is impossible to please 6 
him: for he that cometh to God, must believe that he is, and that 
he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him. By faith Noah, 
being warned of God of things not seen as yet, moved with fear, 
prepared an ark to the saving of his house ; by the which he con- 
demned the world, and became heir of the righteousness which 
is by faith. By faith Abraham, when he was called to go out 8 
into a place which he should after receive for an inheritance, 
obeyed ; and he went out, not knowing whither he went. By 9 
faith he sojourned in the land of promise, as wm a strange coun- 
try, dwelling in tabernacles with Isaac and Jacob, the heirs with 
him of the same promise: for he looked for a city which hath 10 
foundations, whose builder and maker is God. Through faith 11 
also Sarah herself received strength to conceive seed, and was 
delivered of a child when she was past age, because she judged 
him faithful who had promised. Therefore sprang there even of 12 
one, and him as good as dead, so many as the stars of the sky in 
multitude, and as the sand which is by the sea-shore innumera- 
ble. These all died in faith, not having received the promises, 13 
but having seen them afar off, and were persuaded of them, and 
embraced them, and confessed that they were strangers and pil- 
grims on the earth. For they that say such things declare plainly 14 
that they seek a country. And truly, if they had been mindful 15 
of that country from whence they came out, they might have had 
opportunity to have returned. But now they desire a better 16 
country, that is, an heavenly: wherefore God is not ashamed to 
be pride) their God: for he hath prepared for them a city. By 17 
faith Abraham, when he was tried, offered up Isaac: and he 
that had received the promises offered up his only-begotten son, 
tof whom it was said, “That in Isaac shall thy seed be 18 
ealled;’ accounting that God was able to raise jam up, even 19 
from the dead; from whence also he received him in a figure. 
By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and Esau concerning things to 20 
come. By faith Jacob, when he was a dying, blessed both the 21 
sons of Joseph; and worshipped, leaning upon the top of his 
staff By faith Joseph, when he died, made mention of the de- 22 
parting of the children of Israel; and gave commandment con- 
cerning his bones. By faith Moses, when he was born, was hid 23 
three months of his parents, because they saw he was a proper 
child; and they were not afraid of the king’s commandment. By 24 


faith Moses, when he was come to years, refused to he ae the 
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son of Pharaoh’s daughter ; choosing rather to suffer affliction 25 
with the people of God, than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a 
season; esteeming the reproach of Christ greater riches than the 26 
treasures in Egypt: for he had respect unto the recompense of 
the reward. By faith he forsook Egypt, not fearing the wrath of 27 
the king: for he endured, as seeing him who is invisible. Through 28 
faith he kept the passover, and the sprinkling of blood, lest he 
that destroyed the first-born should touch them. By faith they 29 
passed through the Red sea as by dry land : which the Egyptians 
assaying to do, were drowned. By faith the walls of Jericho fell 30 
down, afier they were compassed about seven days. By faith 31 
the harlot Rahab perished not with them that believed not, when 
she had received the spies with peace. And what shall I more 32 
say? for the time would fail me to tell of Gedeon, and of Barak, 
and of Samson, and of Jephthae, of David also, and Samuel, and 
of the prophets: who through faith subdued kingdoms, wrought 33 
righteousness, obtained promises, stopped the mouths of lions, 
' quenched the violence of fire, escaped the edge of the sword, 34 
out of weakness were made strong, waxed valiant in fight, turned 
to flight the armies of the aliens: women received their dead 35 
raised to life again: and others were tortured, not accepting de- 
liverance; that they might obtain a better resurrection: and 36 
others had trial of erwel mockings and scourgings, yea, moreover, 
of bonds and imprisonment: they were stoned, they were sawn 37 
asunder, were tempted, were slain with the sword: they wan- 
dered about in sheep-skins, and goat-skins; being destitute, af 
flicted, tormented ; '(of whom the world was not worthy:) they 38 
wandered in deserts, and 7m mountains, and zz dens and caves of 
the earth. And these all, having obtained a good report through 39 
faith, received not the promise: God having provided some bet- 40 
ter thing for us, that they without us should not be made per- 
fect. Wherefore, seeing we also are compassed about with sol2 
great a cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, and the 
sin which doth so easily beset us, and let us run with patience 
the race that is set before us, ' looking unto Jesus, the author and 2 
finisher of our faith; who, for the joy that was set before him, 
endured the cross, despising the shame, and is set down at the 
right hand of the throne of God. For consider him that endured 3 
such contradiction of sinners against himself, lest ye be wearied 
and faint in your minds. 

Ye have not yet resisted unto: blood, striving against sin. 4 
And ye have forgotten the exhortation which speaketh unto you 5 
- as unto children, . 


My son, despise not thou the chastening of the Lord, 
Nor faint when thou art rebuked of him : 

For whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, 

And scourgeth every son whom he receiveth. 


6 
If ye endure chastening, God dealeth with you as with sons: for 7 
what son is he whom the father chasteneth not? But if ye be 8 
without chastisement, whereof all are partakers, then are ye’ 
bastards, and not sons. Furthermore, we have had fathers of 9 
our a corrected us, and we gave them reverence: 
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shall we not much rather be in subjection to the Father of 
spirits, and live? For they verily for a few days chastened us 10 
after their own pleasure; but he for our profit, that we might be 
partakers of his holiness. Now no chastening for the present 11 
seemeth to be joyous, but grievous: nevertheless, afterward it 
yieldeth the peaceable fruit of righteousness unto them which 
are exercised thereby. 

Wuererore lift up the hands which hang down, and the 12 
feeble knees; and make straight paths for your feet, lest that 13 
which is lame be turned out of the way: but let it rather be 
healed. Follow peace with all men, and holiness, without which 14 
no man shall see the Lord: looking diligently, lest any man fail 15 
of the grace of God; lest any root of bitterness springing up, 
trouble you, and thereby many be defiled: lest there be any for- 16 
nicator, or profane person, as Esau, who for one morsel of meat 
sold his birthright. For ye know how that afterward, when he 17 
would have inherited the blessing, he was rejected: for he found 
no place of repentance, though he sought it carefully with tears. 
For ye are not come unto the mount that might be touched, and 18 
that burned with fire, nor unto blackness, and darkness, and 
tempest, 'and the sound of a trumpet, and the voice of words; 19 
which voice they that heard, entreated that the word should not 
be spoken to them any more: (for they could not endure that 20 
which was commanded, “And if so much as a beast 
teuch the mountain, it shall be stoned, or thrust 
through with a dart:” and~so terrible was the sight!— 21 
Moses said, “I exceedingly fear and quake:”) 'but ye 22 
are come unto mount Sion, and unto the city of the living God, 
ihe heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumerable company of 
angels, to the general assembly and church of the first-born, 23 
which are written in heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and 
to the spirits of just men made perfect, and to Jesus the Media- 24 
tor of the new covenant, and to the blood of sprinkling, that 
speaketh better things than that of Abel. See that ye refuse not 25 
him that speaketh. For if they escaped not who refused him 
that spake on earth, much more shall not we escape, if we turn 
away from him that speaketh from heaven: whose voice then 26 
shook the earth; but now he hath promised, saying 

Yet once more I shake not the earth only, but also heaven, : 
And this word, Yet once more, signifieth the removing of 27 
those things that are shaken, as of things that are made, that 
those things which cannot be shaken may remain. Wherefore 28 
we receiving a kingdom which cannot be moved, let us have 
grace, whereby we may serve God acceptably, with reverence 
and godly fear; for our God zs a consuming fire. 29 

Ler brotherly love continue. 'Be not forgetful to entertainLG 
strangers: for thereby some have entertained angels unawares. 
Remember them that are in bonds, as bound with them; and 3 
them which suffer adversity, as being yourselves also in the 
body. Marriage zs honorable in all, and the bed undefiled: but 4 
whoremongers and adulterers ie judge. Let your conyer- 5 
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sation be without covetousness ; and be content with such things 
as ye have: for he hath said, 
I will never leave thee, nor forsake thee: 
so that we may boldly say, 6 


The Lord is my helper, 
I will not fear what man shall do unto me. 


Remember them which have the rule over you, who have 7 
spoken unto you the word of God: whose faith follow, consider- 
ing the end of their conversation: Jesus Christ the same yester- 8 
day, and to-day, and for ever. Be not carried about with divers 9 
and strange doctrines: for it is a good thing that the heart be 
established with grace ; not with meats, which have not profited 
them that have been ocenpied therein. We have an altar, 10 
whereof they have no right to eat which serve the tabernacle. — 
For the bodies of those beasts, whose blood is brought into the 11 
sanctuary by the’ high-priest for sin, are burned without the 
camp. Wherefore Jesus also, that he might sanctify the people 12 
with his own blood, suffered without the gate. Let us go forth 13 
therefore unto him without the camp, bearing his reproach. For 14 
here we have no continuing city, but we seek one to come.— By 19. 
him therefore let us offer the sacrifice of praise to God continu- 
ally, that is, the fruit of our lips, giving thanks to his name. But 16 
to do good, and to communicate, forget not: for with such sacri- 
fices Ged is well pleased. Obey them that have the rule over 17 
you, and submit yourselves: for they watch for your souls, as 
they that must give account, that they may do it with joy, and 
not with grief: for that is unprofitable for you. Pray for us: for 18 
we trust we have a good conscietce, in all things willing to live 
honestly. But I beseech you the rather to do this, that I may be 19 
restored to you the sooner. 

Now the God of peace, that brought-again from the dead our 20 
Lord Jesus Christ, that great shepherd of the sheep, through the 
blood of the everlasting covenant, make you perfect in every 21 
good work, to do his will, working in you that which is well- 
pleasing in his sight, through Jesus Christ; to whom be glory for 
ever and ever! Amen. 

‘AnD I beseech you, brethren, suffer the word of exhortation: 22 
for I have written a letter unto you in few words. Know ye, 23 
that owr brother Timothy is set at liberty: with whom, if he 
come shortly, I will see you. Salute all them that have the rule 24 
over you, and all the saints. They of Italy salute you. 'Grace 25 
be with you all. Amen. 
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JAIWIES, a servant of God and of the Lord Jesus Christ, to 
the twelve tribes which are scattered abroad, greeting. 

MY brethren, count it all joy when ye fall into divers tempta- 
tions, 'knowing this, that the trying of your faith worketh pa- 
tience: but let patience haye her perfect work, that ye may be 
perfect and entire, wanting nothing. If any of yeu lack wis- 
dom, let him ask ef God, that giveth to all men liberally, and 
upbraideth not; and it shall be given him. But let him ask in 
faith, nothing wavering; for he that wayereth is like a wave of 
the sea driven with the wind and tossed. For Jet not that man 
think that he shall receive any thing of the Lord. A double- 
minded man is unstable in all his ways. Let the brother of low 
degree rejoice in that he is exalted: but the rich, in that he is 
made low: because as the flower of the grass he shall pass 
away. For the sun is no sooner risen with a burning heat, but it 
withereth the grass, and the flower thereof falleth, and the grace 
of the fashion of it perisheth: so also shall the rich man fade 
away in his ways. Blessed is the man that endureth temptation: 12 
for when he is tried, he shall receive the crown of life, which 
the Lord hath promised to them that love him. Let no man say 13 
when he is tempted, I am tempted of God: for God cannot be 
tempted with evil, neither tempteth he any man. But every 14 
man is tempted, when he is drawn away of his own lust, and 
enticed: then, when lust hath conceived, it bringeth forth sin; 15 
and sin, when it is finished, bringeth forth death. Do not err, my 16 
beloved brethren. Every good gift and every perfect gift is from 17 
above, and cometh down from the Father of lights, with whom 
ig no variableness, neither shadow of turning. Of his own will 18 
begat he us with the word of truth, that we should be a kind of 
first-fruits of his creatures. 

Wuererore, my beloved brethren, let every man be swift to 19 
hear, slow to speak, slow to wrath. For the wrath of man work- 20 
eth not the righteousness of God. Wherefore lay apart all filthi- 21 
ness, and superfluity of naughtiness, and receive with meekness 
the ingrafted word, which is able to save your souls. i 

Bout be ye doers of the word, and not hearers only, deceiving 22 
your own selves. For if any be a hearer of the word, and. not 23 
a doer, he is like unto a man beholding his natural face in a 
glass: for he beholdeth himself, and goeth his way, and straight- 24 
way forgetteth what manner of man he was. But whoso looketh 25 
into the perfect law of liberty, and continueth therein, he being 
not a forgetful hearer, but a doer of the work, this man pall be 
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blessed in his deed. If any man among you seem to be reli- 26 
gious, and bridleth not his tongue, but deceiveth his own heart, 
this man’s religion is vain. Pure religion and undefiled before 27 
God and the Father is this, to visit the fatherless and widows in 
their affliction, and to keép himself unspotted from the world. 

MY brethren, have not the faith of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 2 
Lord of glory, with respect of persons. For if there come unto 2 
your assembly, a man with a gold ring, in goodly apparel, and 
there come in also a poor man in vile raiment, and ye have re- 3 
spect to him that weareth the gay clothing, and say unto him, Sit 
thou here in a good place; and say to the poor, Stand thou there, 
or sit here under my footstool, !are ye not then partial in your- 
selves, and are become judges of evil thoughts? Hearken, my 
beloved brethren, hath not God chosen the poor of this world 
rich in faith, and heirs of the kingdom which he hath promised 
to them that love him? 'but ye have despised the poor. Do not f 
rich men oppress you, and draw you before the judgment-seats? 
Do not they blaspheme that worthy name by the which ye are y 
called? If ye fulfil the royal law aceording to the scripture, é 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself,” ye do 
well; but if ye have respect to persons, ye commit sin, and are : 
convinced of the law as transgressors. For whosoever shall keep It 
the whole law, and yet offend in one point, he is guilty of all. 
For he that said, “Do not commit adultery,” said also, } 
“Do not kill.” Now, if thou commit no adultery, yet if thou 
kill, thou art become a transgressor of the law. So speak ye, E 
and so do, as they that shall be judged by the Jaw of liberty. 
For he shall have judgment without merey that hath showed no } 
mercy; and mercy rejoiceth against judgment. 

Wuar doth it profit, my brethren, though a man say he hath 
faith, and have not works? can faith save him? If a brother or 
sister be naked, and destitute of daily food, !and one of you say 
unto them, Depart in peace, be ye warmed and filled; not- 
withstanding ye give them not those things which are needful to 
the body; what doth it profit? Even so faith, if it hath not J 
works, is dead, being alone. Yea, a man may say, Thou hast 1 
faith, and I have works: show me thy faith without thy works, 
and I will show thee my faith by my works. Thou belhievest 1 
that there is one God; thou doest well: the devils also believe, 
and tremble. But wilt thou know, O vain man, that faith with- 2 
out works is dead? Was not Abraham our father justified by 2 
works, when he had offered Isaac his son upon the altar? Seest % 
thou how faith wrought with his works, and by works was faith 
made perfect? And the scripture was fulfilled, which saith, 
“Abraham believed God, and it was imputed unto 
him for righteousness,’ and he was called the Friend of. 
God. Ye see then how that by works a man is justified, and not ¢ 
by faith only. Likewise also. was not Rahab the harlot justified 
by works, when she had received the messengers, and had sent 
them out another way? For as the body without the spirit is 
dead, so Ee without works is dead also. 
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My brethren, be not many masters, knowing that we shall § 
receive the greater condemnation: for in many things we offend 2 
all. If any man offend not in word, the same is a perfect man, 
and able also to bridle the whole body. Behold, we put bitsin 3 
the horses’ mouths, that they may obey us; and we turn about 
their whole body. Behold also the ships, which, though they be 4 
so great, and are driven of fierce winds, yet are they turned 
about with a very small helm, whithersoever the governor list- 
eth. Even so the tongue is a little member, and boasteth great 
things. Behold, how great a matter a little fire kindleth! TAnd 
the tongue is a fire, a worléof iniquity! So is the tongue among 
our members, that it defileth the whole body, and setteth on fire 
the course of nature; and it is set on fire of hell. For every 7 
kind of beasts, and of birds, and of serpents, and of things in the 
Sea, is tamed, and hath been tamed, of mankind: but the tongue 8 
can no man tame; 7 7s an unruly evil, full of deadly poison. 
Therewith bless we God, even the Father; and therewith curse 
we men, which are made after the similitude of God. Out of the 10 
same mouth proceedeth blessing and cursing. My brethren, these 
things ought not so to be. Doth a fountain send forth at the same 11 
place sweet water and bitter? Can the fig-tree, my brethren, 12 
bear olive-berries? either a vine figs? so can no fountain both 
syield salt water and fresh. Who is a wise man and endued with 13 
BS ee among you? let him show out of a good conversation 
his works with meekness of wisdom. But if ye have bitter 14 
envying and strife in your hearts, glory not, and lie not against 
the truth. This wisdom descendeth not from above, but is 15 
earthly, sensual, devilish. For where envying and strife is, there 16 
2s confusion, and every evil work. But the wisdom that is from 17 
above is first pure, then peaceable, gentle, and easy to be en- 
treated, full of merey and good fruits, without partiality, and 
without hypocrisy. And the fruit of righteousness is sown in 18 
peace of them that make peace. 

From whence come wars and fightings among you? come they 
not hence, even of your lusts that war in your members? Ye lust, 
and have not: ye kill, and desire to have, and cannot obtain: ye 
fight and war, yet ye have not, because ye ask not: ye ask, and 
receive not, because ye ask amiss, that ye may consume it upon 
your lusts. Ye adulterers and adulteresses, know ye not that the 

. friendship of the world is enmity with God? whosoever there- 
fore will be a friend of the world is the enemy of God. Do ye 
think that the scripture saith in vain, ‘The spirit that dwell- 
eth in us lusteth to envy? But he giveth more grace, 
wherefore he saith, 

God resisteth the proud, 
But giveth grace unto the humble. 

Submit yourselves therefore to God: resist the devil, and he 17 

will flee from you. Draw nigh to God, and he will draw nigh 8 
9 
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to you. Cleanse your hands, ye sinners, and purify your hearts, 
e double-minded. Be afflicted, and mourn, and weep: let your 
aughter be turned to mourning, and your joy to ae 1 
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ble yourselves in the sight of the Lord, and he shall lift you up. 


' Speak not evil one of another, brethren. He that speaketh evil 11 


of Ais brother, and judgeth his brother, speaketh evil of the law, 
and judgeth the law: but if thou judge the law, thou art not a 


doer of the law, but a’ judge. There is one lawgiver, who is 12 


able to save, and to destroy: who art thou that judgest another ? 


Go to now, ye that say, To-day or to-morrow we will go into 13 


such a city, and continue there a year, and buy, and sell, and get 


gain: ' whereas ye know not what shall be on the morrow; for 14 


what is your life? it is even a vapor, that appeareth for a litile 


' 


time, and then vanisheth away: for that ye ought to say, If the 15 
Lord will, we shall live, and do this, or that. But now ye re- 16 
joice in your boastings: all such rejoicing is evil. Therefore to 17 


him that knoweth to do good, and doeth 2 not, to him it is sin. 

Go to now, ye rich men, weep and howl for your miseries that 
shall come upon you. Your riches are corrupted, and your gar- 
ments are moth-eaten. Your gold and silver is cankered ; and 
the rust of them shall be a witness against you, and shall eat 
your flesh as it were fire. Ye have heaped treasure together for 
the last days. Behold, the hire of the laborers who have reaped 
down your fields, which is of you kept back by fraud, erieth ; 
and the cries of them which have reaped are entered ito the 
ears of the LORD OF SABAOTIH. Ye have lived in pleasure 
on the earth, and been wanton; ye have nourished your hearts, 
as in a day of slaughter. Ye have condemned and killed the 
just; and he doth not resist you. 


BE patient therefore, brethren, unto the coming of the Lord. - 


Behold, the husbandman waitewh for the precious fruit of the | 
earth, and hath long patience for it, until he receive the early 
and latter rain: 'be ye also patient; establish your hearts: for 
the coming of the Lord draweth nigh.. Grudge not one against 
another, brethren, lest ye be condemned: behold, the Judge 
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standeth before the door. Take, my brethren, the prophets, who 10 


have spoken in the name of the Lord, for an example of suffer- 


ing affliction, and of patience. Behold, we count them happy 11 


which endure: ye have heard of the patience of Job, and have 
seen the end of the Lord; that the Lord is very pitiful, and of © 
tender mercy. 


Bur above all things, my brethren, swear not, neither by hea- 12 


ven, neither by the earth, neither by any other oath: but let 


your yea be yea; and your nay, nay ; lest ye fall into condemna- 
tion. 


_Is any among you afflicted? let him pray. Is any merry? let 13 
him sing psalms. Is any sick among you? Jet him call for the 14, 


elders of the church; and Jet them pray over him, anointing him 


with oil in the name of the Lord. And the prayer of faith shall 15 


save the sick, and the Lord shall raise him up; and if he have 
committed sins, they shall be forgiven him. 


Conress your faults one to another, and pray one for another, 16 


that ye may be healed: the effectual fervent prayer of a right- ° 


eous ee much. Elias was a man subject to like pas. 1% 
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sions as we are, and he prayed earnestly that it might not rain: 
and it rained not on the earth by the space of three years and 
six months: and he prayed again, and the heaven gave rain, and 18 
the earth brought forth her fruit. 

Breturen, if any of you do err from the truth, and one con- 19 
vert him,! let him know, that he which converteth the sinner 20 
from the error of his way, shall save a soul from death, and shall 
hide a multitude of sins. 








THE FIRST EPISTLE OF PETER. 





PETER, an Apostle of Jesus Christ, to the strangers scat- 1 
tered throughout Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, Asia, and Bithy- 
nia, elect according to the foreknowledge of God the Father, 2 
through sanctification of the Spirit unto obedience, and sprink- 
ling of the blood of Jesus Christ: Grace unto you, and peace, be 
multiplied. 

BLESSED be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 3 
which, according to his abundant mercy, hath begotten us again 
unto a lively hope by the resurrection of Jesus Christ from the 
dead, 'to an inheritance incorruptible, and undefiled, and that 
fadeth not away, reserved in heayen for you, ' who are kept by 
the power of God through faith unto salvation, none to be re- 
vealed in the last time, ' wherein ye greatly rejoice, though now 
for a season, (if need be) ye are in heaviness through manifold 
temptations; that the trial of your faith, being much more pre- 
cious than of gold that perisheth, though it be tried with fire, 
might be found unto praise, and honor, and glory, at the appear- 
ing of Jesus Christ: whom having not seen, ye love; in whom, 8 
though now ye see him not, yet believing, ye rejoice, with joy 
unspeakable, and full of glory, ' receiving the end of your faith, 9 
even the salvation of your souls. Of which salvation the proph- 10 
ets have inquired and searched diligently, who prophesied of the 
grace that should come unto you: searching what, or what man- 11 
ner of time the Spirit of Christ which was in them did signify, 
when it testified beforehand the sufferings of Christ, and the 
glory that should follow. Unto whom it was revealed, that not 12 
unto themselves, but unto us they did minister the things which 
are now reported unto you by them that have preached the gos- 
pel unto you, with the Holy Ghost sent down from heaven ; 
which things the angels desire to look into. 

Wuererore gird up the loins of your mind, be sober, and 13 
hope to the énd for the grace that is to be brought unto you at the 
revelation of Jesus Christ; as obedient children, not fashioning 14 
yourselves according to the former lusts in your ignorance; but 15 
as he which hath called you is holy, so be ye holy in all manner 
of conversation; ' because it is written, “Be ye holy; for I 16 
am holy.” And if ye call on the Father, who gee 17 
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of persons judgeth according to every man’s work, pass the time 
of your sojourning here in fear: forasmuch as ye know that ye 18 
were not redeemed with corruptible things, as silver and gold, 
from your vain conversation received by tradition from your fa- 
thers, ' but with the precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb with- 19. 
out blemish and without spot: who verily was foreordained be- 20 
fore the foundation of the world, but was manifest in these last 
times for you, ! who by him do believe in God, that raised him 21 
up from the dead, and gave him glory; that your faith and hope 
might be in God. Seeing ye have purified your souls in obeying 22 
the truth through the Spirit unto unfeigned love of the brethren, 
see that ye love one another with a pure heart fervently: being 23 
born again, not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by the 
word of God, which liveth and abideth for ever. (For, 24 
All flesh is as grass, 
And all the glory of man as the flower of grass. 
The grass withereth, 

And the flower thereof falleth away, 

But the word of the Lord endureth for ever. 
And this is the word which by the gospel is preached unto you. 25 
Wherefore, laying aside all malice, and all guile, and hypocri- & 
sies, and envies, and all evil-speakings, 'as new-born babes, de- 
sire the sincere milk of the word, that ye may grow thereby: if 
so be ye have tasted that the Lord is gracious. To whom coming 
as unto a living stone, disallowed indeed of men, but chosen of 
God, and precious, ' ye also, as lively stones, are built up a spirit- 
ual house, an holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual sacrifices, ac- 
ceptable to God by Jesus Christ. Wherefore also it is contained 
in the scripture, 

: Behold, I lay in Sion a chief corner-stone, elect, precious: 
And he that believeth on him shall not be confounded. 

Unto you therefore which believe, he is precious: but unto them 7 
which be disobedient, : 


The stone which the builders disallowed, 
‘The same is made the head of the corner, 


‘and a stone of stumbling, and a rock of offence, even to them 8 
which stumble at the word, being disobedient; whereunto also 
they were appointed. But ye are a chosen generation, a royal 9 
priesthood, a holy nation, a peculiar people ; that ye should show - 
forth the praises of him who hath called you out of darkness into 
his marvellous light: which in time past were not a people, but 
are now the people of God: which had not obtained merey, but 
now have obtained mercy. 

Drarty beloved, I beseech you, as strangers and pilgrims, ab- 11 
stain from fleshly lusts, which-war against the soul; having your 12 
conversation honest among the Gentiles: that, whereas they | 
speak against you as evil-doers, they may by your good works, 
which they shall behold, glorify God in the day of visitation. 
Submit yourselves to every ataie of man for the Lord’s 13 
sake: whether it be to the king, as supreme; ' or unto governors, 14 
as unto them that are sent by him for the punishment of eyil- _ 
doers, aye the praise of them that do well: (for so is the will 15 
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of God, that with well-doing ye may put to silence the ignorance 

of foolish men:) as free, and not using your liberty for a cloak of 16 
maliciousness, but as the servants of God. ' Honor all men. Love 17 
the brotherhood. Fear God. Honor the king. 

Servants, be subject to your masters with all fear; not only to 18 
the good and gentle, but also to the froward. For this 7s'thank- 19 
worthy, if a man for conscience toward God endure grief, suffer- 
ing wrongfully. For what giory is it, if, when ye be buffeted for 20 
your faults, ye shall take it patiently? but if, when ye do well, 
and suffer for it, ye take it patiently, this ¢s acceptable with God. 
For even hereunto were ye called ; because Christ also suffered 21 
for us, leaving us an example, that ye should follow his steps. 

! Who did no sin, neither was guile found in his mouth; ' who, 22 
when he was reviled, reviled not again; when he suffered, he 
threatened not; but committed himself to him that judgeth right- 
eously;-who his own self bare our sins in his own body on the 24 
tree, that we, being dead to sins, should live unto righteousness: 

by whose stripes ye were healed. For ye were as sheep going 25 
astray; but are now returned unto the Shepherd and Bishop of 
your souls. 

LIKEWISE, ye wives, 6e in subjection to your own husbands ; 
that, if any obey not the word, they also may without the word 
be won by the conversation of the wives, while they behold your 
chaste conversation coupled with fear. Whose adorning let it not 
be that outward adorning of plaiting the hair, and of wearing of 
gold, or of putting on of apparel; but let it be the hidden man of 
the heart, in that which is not corruptible, even the ornament of a 
meek and quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God of great price. 
For after this manner in the old time the holy women also, who 
trusted in God, adorned themselves, being in subjection unto their 
own husbands, 'even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, calling him 6 
lord ; whose daughters ye are, as long as ye do well, and are not 
afraid with any amazement. Likewise, ye husbands, dwell with 7 
them according to knowledge, giving honor unto the wife, as unto 
the weaker vessel, and as being heirs together of the grace of 
life; that your prayers be not hindered. : 

FInay, be ye all of one mind, having compassion one of an- 8 
other; love as brethren, be pitiful, be courteous ; not rendering 9 
evil for evil, or railing for railing: but contrariwise, blessing ; 
knowing that ye are thereunto called, that ye should inherit a 


blessing. 
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For he that will love life, and see good days, , 10 
Let him refrain his tongue from evil, 
‘And his lips that they speak no guile: 


Let him eschew evil, and do good ; uu 
Let him seek peace and ensue it, ‘ 
For the eyes of the Lord are over the righteous, 12 


‘And his ears are open unto their prayers : E 

But the face of the Lord is against them that do evil. 
And who is he that will harm you, if ye be followers of that 13 
which is good? But and if ye suffer for righteousness’ sake, happy 14 
are ye; and be not afraid of their terror, neither be troubled ; 


but sanctify the LORD God in Lad hearts ; 989 
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Anp 6e ready always to give an answer to every man that ask- 
eth you a reason of the hope that is in you, with meekness and 
fear: having a good conscience; that, whereas they speak evil 16 
of you, as of evil-doers, they may be ashamed that falsely ac- 
cuse your good conversation in Christ. For itis better, if the 17 
will of God be so, that ye suffer for well-doing, than for evil-do- 
ing. For Christ also hath once suffered for sins, the just for the 18 
unjust, that he might bring us to God, being put to death in the 
flesh, but quickened by the Spirit: by which also he went and 19 
preached unto the spirits in prison, which sometime were disobe- 20 
dient, when once the long-suffering of God waited in the days of 
Noah, while the ark was a preparing, wherein few (that is, eight) 
souls, were saved by water: the like figure whereunto, even bap- 21 
tism, doth also now save us; (not the putting away of the filth of 
the flesh, but the answer of a good conscience toward God,) by 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ; who is gone into heaven, and 22 
is on the right hand of God; angels, and authorities, and powers 
being made subject unto him. 

Forasmucn then as Christ hath suffered for us in the flesh, 4 
arm yourselves likewise with the same mind; (for he that hath 
suffered in the flesh hath ceased from sin;) that he no longer 2 
should live the rest of his time in the flesh to the lusts of men, 
but to the will of God. For the time past of our life may suffice 3 
us to have wrought the will of the Gentiles, when we walked 
in lasciviousness, lusis, excess of* wine, revellings, banquetings, 
and abominable idolatries ; wherein they think it strange that ye 4 
run not with them to the same excess of riot, speaking evil of 
you: who shall give account to him tliat is ready to judge the 
quick and the dead. For, for this cause was the gospel preached 
also to them that are dead, that they might be judged according 
to men in the flesh, but live according to God in the spirit. 

Bur the end of all things is at hand: be ye therefore sober, 
and watch unto prayer. And above all things have fervent 
charity among yourselves; for charity shall cover the roultitude 
of sins. ' Use hospitality one to another without grudging. |! As 
every man hath received the gift, even so minister the same one 
to another, as good stewards of the manifold grace of God. 

Tr any man speak, Jet him speak as the oracles of God; if any ll 
man minister, let him do it, as of the ability which God giveth: that 
God in all things may be glorified through Jesus Christ; to 
whom be praise and dominion for ever and ever! Amen. 

BELOVED, think it not strange, concerning the fiery trial which 12 
is to try you, as though some strange thing happened unto you: 
but rejoice, inasmuch as ye are partakers of Christ’s sufferings ; 13 
that, when his glory shall be revealed, ye may be glad also with 
exceeding joy. If ye be reproached for the name of Christ, 
happy are ye; for the Spirit of glory and of God resteth upon 
you: on their part he is evil spoken of, but on your part he is 
glorified. But let none of you suffer as a murderer, or asa thief, 15 
or as an evil-doer, or as a busy-body in other men’s matters. Yet 16 
if any a as a CHRISTIAN, let him not be ashamed; but | 
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let him glorify God on this behalf For the time is come that 17 
judgment must begin at the house of God: and if it first begin 

at us, what shall the end be of them that obey not the gospel of 
God? And if the righteous scarcely be saved, where shall the 18 
ungodly and the sinner appear? Wherefore, let them that suffer 19 
according to the will of God, commit the keeping of their souls 

to him in well-doing, as unto a faithful Creator. 

Tue elders which are among you [I exhort, who am also an 5 
elder, and a witness of the sufferings of Christ, and also a par- 
taker of the glory that shall be revealed: feed the flock of God 2 
which is among you, taking the oversight thereof, not by con- 
straint, but willingly ; not for filthy lucre, but of a ready mind: 
neither as being lords over God's heritage, but being ensamples 
to the flock:and when the chief Shepherd shall appear, ye shall 
receive a crown of glory that fadeth not away. Likewise, ye 
younger, submit yourselves unto the elder. Yea, all of you be 
subject one to another, and be clothed with humility: 

For God resisteth the proud, 

And giveth grace to the humble. 
Humble yourselves therefore under the mighty hand of God, 
that he may exalt you in due time. Casting all your care upon 
him ; for he careth for you. 

Br sober, be vigilant; because your adversary the Devil, as a 
roaring lion, walketh about, seeking whom he may devour: whom 
resist stedfastly in the faith, knowing that the same afflictions are 
accomplished in your brethren that are in the world. But the 10 
God of all grace, who hath called us unto his eternal glory by 
Christ Jesus, after that ye have suftered awhile, make you per- 
fect, stablish, strengthen, setile you. To him be glory and domin- 11 
jon for ever and ever! Amen. 

By Silvanus, a faithful brother unto you, as I suppose, I have 12 
written briefly, exhorting, and festifying that this is the true grace 
of God wherein ye stand. The church that is at Babylon, elected 13 
together with you, saluteth you; and so doth Marcus my son. 

' Greet ye one another with a kiss of charity. Peace be with you 14 
all that are in Christ Jesus. Amen. 
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SIIVION PETER, 2 servant and an Apostle of Jesus Christ, 1 
.o them that have obtained like precious faith with us through 
the righteousness of God and our Savior Jesus Christ: Grace and 2 
peace be multiplied unto you throngh the knowledge of God, 
and of Jesus our Lord. 

ACCORDING as his divine power hath given unto us all 3 
things that pertain unto life and godliness, through the know- 
Jedge of him that hath called us to glory and virtue: whereby 4 
are given unto us exceeding great and precious oe ; that 
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by these ye might be partakers of the divine nature, having es- 
caped the corruption that is in the world through lust. And be- 
sides this, giving all diligence, add 1o your faith, virtue ; and 10 
virtue, knowledge; ' and to knowledge, temperance ; and to tem- 
perance, patience ; and to patience, godliness ; ' and to godliness, 
brotherly kindness; and to brotherly kindness, charity. For if 
these things be in you, and abound, they make you that ye shall 
neither be barren nor unfruitful in the knowledge of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. But he that lacketh these things is blind, and can- 
not see afar off and hath forgotten that he was purged from his 
old sins. Wherefore the rather, brethren, give diligence to make 
your calling and election sure : for if ye do these things, ye shall 
never fall: for so an entrance shall be ministered unto you abun- 
dantly into the everlasting kingdom of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ. 

Wuererore I will not be negligent to put you always in re- 
membrance of these things, though ye know them, and be estab- 
lished in the present truth. Yea, I think it meet, so long as I am 
in this tabernacle, to stir you up by putting you in remembrance ; 
knowing that shortly I must put off this my tabernacle, even as 
our Lord Jesus Christ hath showed me. Moreover, I will endea- 
vor that ye may be able, after my decease, to have these things 
always in remembrance. For we have not followed cunningly 
devised fables, when we made known unto you the power and 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, but were eye-witnesses of his 
Majesty For he received from God the Father honor and glory, 
when ihere came such a voice to him from the excellent glory, 


\!This is my beloved Son, in whom J am well pleased,’ 


And this voice which came from heaven we heard, when we 
were with him in the holy mount. We have also a more sure 
word of prophecy; whereunto ye do well that ye take heed, as 
unto a light that shineth in a dark place, until the day dawn, and 
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the day-star arise in your hearts: knowing this first, that no proph- 20 


ecy of the scripture is of any private interpretation. For the 
prophecy came not in old time by the will of man: but holy men 
of God spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost. 

Bur there were false prophets also among the people, even as 
there shall be false teachers among you, who privily shall bring 
in damnable heresies, even denying the Lord that bought them, 
and bring upon themselves swift destruction : and many shall 
follow their pernicious ways; (by reason of whom the way of 
truth shall be evil spoken of,) and through covetousness shall they 
with feigned words make merchandise of you: whose judgment 
now of a long time lingereth not, and their damnation slumber- 
eth not. For if God spared not the angels that sinned, but cast 
them down to hell, and delivered them into chains of darkness, to 
be reserved unto judgment; and spared not the old world, but 
saved Noah the eighth person, a preacher of righteousness, bring- 
ing in the flood upon the world of the ungodly; and turning the 
cities of pour and Gomorrah into ashes, condemned them with 
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an overthrow, making hem an ensample unto those that after 
should live ungodly; and delivered just Lot, vexed with the 
filthy conversation of the wicked : (for that righteous man dwell- 
ing among them, in seeing and hearing, vexed his righteous soul 
from day to day with their unlawful deeds;) the Lord knoweth 
how to deliver the godly out of temptation, and to reserve the 
unjust unto the day of judgment to be punished: but chiefly 10 
them that walk after the flesh in the lust of uncleanness, and 
despise government. Presumptuous are they, self-willed ; they 
are not afraid to speak evil of dignities: whereas, angels, which 11 
are greater in power and might, bring not railing accusation 
against them before the Lord. But these, as natural brute beasts, 12 
made to be taken and destroyed, speak evil of the things that they 
understand not; and shall utterly perish in their own corruption: 
and shall receive the reward of unrighteousness, as they that 13 
count it pleasure to riot in the day-time : spots they are and blem- 
ishes, sporting themselves with their own deceivings while they 
feast with you; having eyes full of adultery, and that cannot 14 
cease from sin; beguiling unstable souls: an heart they have ex- 
ercised with covetous practices; cursed children: which have 15 
forsaken the right way, and are gone astray, following the way 

of Balaam ithe son of Bosor, who loved the wages ef unright- 
eousness; 'but was rebuked for his iniquity: (the dumb ass, 16 
speaking with man’s voice, forbade the madness of the prophet.) 
These are wells without water, clouds that are carried with a 17 
tempest; to whom the mist of darkness is reserved for ever. For 18 
when they speak great swelling words of vanity, they allure 
through the lusts of the flesh, through much wantonness, those 
that were clean escaped from them who live in error. While 19 
they promise them liberty, they themselves are the servants of 
corruption: for of whom a man is overcome, of the same is he 
brought in bondage. For if afier they have escaped the pollu- 20 
tions of the world through the knowledge of the Lord and Sa- 
vior Jesus Christ, they are again entangled therein, and over- 
come, the latter end is worse with them than the beginning. For 21 
it had been better for them not to have known the way of right- 
eousness, than, afier they have known 7/, to turn from the holy 
commandment delivered unto them. But it is happened unto 22 
them, according to the true proverb, 


The dog is turned to his own vomit again; 


wo = 


and, 
The sow that was washed, to her wallowing in the mire. 

Tuts second epistle, beloved, I now write unto you; in both 
which I stir up your pure minds by way of remembrance: that 
ye may be mindful of the words which were spoken before by 
ihe holy prophets, and of the commandment of us the Apostles 
of the Lord and Savior: knowing this first, that there shall come 3 
in the last days scoffers, walking after their own lusts, ! and say- 4 
ing, Where is the promise of his coming ? for since the fathers 
fell asleep, all things continue 3 ney were from the hegnae of 
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the creation. For this they willingly are ignorant of, that by the 
word of God the heavens were of old, and the earth standing 
out of the water and in the water: whereby the world that then 
was, being overflowed with water, perished: but the heavens 
and the earth, which are now, by the same word are kept in 
store, reserved unto fire against the day of judgment and perdi- 
tion of ungodly men. But, beloved, be not ignorant of this one 
thing, that one day is with the Lord as a thousand years, and a 
thousand years as one day. ‘The Lord is not slack concerning 9 
his promise, a8 some men count slackness; but is long-suffering 

to us-ward, not willing that any should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance. But the day of the Lord will come as a 10 
thief in the night; in the which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat, 

the earth also and the works that are therein shall be burned up. 
Seeing then that all these things shall be dissolved, what man- 1! 
ner of bdaone ought ye to be in all holy conversation and godli- _ 
ness, looking for and hasting unto the coming of the day of God, 12 
wherein the heavens being on fire shall be dissolved, and the 
elements shall melt with fervent heat? Nevertheless we, aceord- 13 
ing to his promise, look for new heavens and a new earth, where- 

in dwelleth righteousness. . 

Wuererore, beloved, seeing that ye look for such things, be 14 
diligent that ye may be found of bim in peace, without spot, and 
blameless, and account that the long-suffering of our Lord is sal- 15 
vation: even as our beloved brother Paul also, according to the 
wisdom given unto him, hath written unto you; as also in all his 35 
epistles, speaking in them of these things; in which are some 
things hard to be understood, which they that are unlearned and 
unstable wrest, as they do also the other scriptures, unto their 
own destruction. Ye therefore, beloved, seeing that ye know 17 
these things before, beware lest ye also, being led away with the 
error of the wicked, fall from your own stedfestness: but grow 18 
in grace, and in the knowledge of our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ. To him de glory both now and for ever! Amen. 
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e714 'T which was from the beginning, which we have heard, & 
which we have seen with our eyes, which we have looked upon, 
and our hands have handled, of the Worp or Lire: (for the 2 
LIFE was manifested, and we have seen if, and bear witness, and 
show unto you that ETERNAL Lire which was with the Father, — 
and was manifested unto us:) that which we have seen and 3 
heard declare we unto you, that ye also may have fellowshi 
with us: and truly our fellowship zs with the Father, and wit 
his Son Jesus Christ. And these things write we unto you, that 4 
your joy ey be full. 
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Tus then is the message which we have heard of him, and 
declare unto you, that God is light, and in him is no darkness at 
all. If we say that we have fellowship with him, and walk in 
darkness, we lie, and do not the truth: but if we walk in the 
light, as he is in the light, we have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin. 
If we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth is not in us. If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just 
to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness. 
If we say that we have not sinned, we make him a liar, and his 
word is not in us. 

My little children, these things write I unto you, that ye sin 
not: and if any man sin, we have an advocate with the F'ather, 
Jesus Christ the righteous: and he is the propitiation for our sins: 
and not for ours only, but also for the sins of the whole world. 


Anpv hereby we do know that we know him, if we keep his ° 


commandments. He that saith, I know him, and keepeth not his 
commandments, is a liar, and the truth is net in him. But whoso 
keepeth his word, in him verily is the love of God perfected: 
hereby know we that we are in him. He ‘that saith he abideth 
in him, ought himself also so to walk, even as he walked. 

Breturen, I write no new commandment unto you, but an 
old commandment which ye had from the beginning. The old 
commandment is the word which ye have heard from the begin- 
ning. Again, a new commandment I write unto you, which 
thing is true in him and in you: because the darkness is past, 
and the true light now shineth. ° He that saith he is in the light, 
and hateth his brother, is in darkness even until now. He that 
loveth his brother abideth in the light, and there is none occasion 
of stumbling in him. But he that hateth his brother is in dark- 
tress, and walketh in darkness, and knoweth not whither he 
goeth; because the darkness hath blinded his eyes. I write 
unto you, little children, because your sins are forgiven you for 
his name’s sake. I write unto you, fathers, because ye have 
known him that is from the beginning. I write unto you, young 
men, because ye have overcome the wicked One. I write unto 
you, little children, because ye haye known the Father. I have 
Written unto you, fathers, because ye have known him that is 
from the beginning. I have written unto you, young men, be« 
cause ye are strong, and the word of God abideth in you, and ye 
have overcome the wicked One. Love not the world, neither 
the things (hat are in the world. Ifany man love the world, the 
love of the Father is not in him. For all that is in the world, 
the lust of the flesh, and the lust of the eyes, and the pride of 
life, is not of the Father, but is of the world. And the world 
passeth away, and the lust thereof: but he that doeth the will of 
God abideth for ever. 

Lirrwe children, it is the last times and as ye have heard that 
antichrist shall come, even now are there many antichrists; 
whereby we know that it is the last time. They went out from 
us, but they were not of us; for if they had been ae they 
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would no doubt have continued with us: but they went out, that 
they might be made manifest that they were not all of us. But 20 
ye have an unction from the Holy One, and ye know all things. 

[ have not written unto you because ye know not the truth, but 21 
because ye know it, and that no lie is of the truth. Who is a liar, 22 
but he that denieth that Jesus is the Christ? He is antichrist, 
that denieth the Father and the Son. Whosoever denieth the 23 
Son, the same hath not the Father: [but he that acknowledgeth the | 
Son, hath the Father also.) Let that therefore abide in you, which 24 
ye have heard from the beginning. If that which ye have heard 
from the beginning shall remain in you, ye also shall continue in 
the Son, and in the Father. And this is the promise that he hath 25 
promised us, even eternal life. These things have I written unto 26 
you concerning them that seduce you. But the anointing which 27 
ye have received of him abideth in you, and ye need not that 
any man teach you: but as the same anointing teacheth you of 
all things, and is truth, and is no lie, and even as it hath taught 
you, ye shall abide in him. And now, little children, abide in 28 
him; that when he shall appear, we may have confidence, and 
not be ashamed before him at his coming. If ye know that he is 29 
righteous, ye know that every’one that doeth righteousness is 
born of him. 

Benoip what manner of love the Father hath bestowed upon & 
us, that we should be called the sofs of God! Therefore the 
world knoweth us not, because it knew him not. Beloved, now 
are we the sons of God, and it doth not yet appear what we shall 
be: but we know that, when he shall appear, we shall be like 
him; for we shall see him as he is. 

Anp every man that hath this hope in him purifieth himself, 
even as he is pure. Whosoever committeth sin, transgresseth also 
the law; for sin is the transgression of the law. And ye know 
that he was manifested to take away our sins; and in him is no 
sin. Whosoever abideth in him sinneth not: whosever sinneth 
hath not seen him, neither known him. Little children, let no 
man deceive you: he that doeth righteousness is righteous, even 
as he is righteous. He that committeth sin is of the devil; for 
the devil sinneth from the beginning. For this purpose the Son | 
of God was manifested, that he might destroy the works of the 
devil. Whosoever is born of God doth not commit sin; for his ‘ 
seed remaineth in him: and he cannot sin, because he is born of 
God. In this the children of God are manifest, and the children 1t 
of the devil. ; 

WuosorveER doeth not righteousness is not of God, neither he 
that loveth not his brother. For this is the message that ye heard 1 
from the beginning, that we should love one another. Not as 1) 
Cain, who was of that wicked One, and slew his brother. And 
wherefore slew he him? Recause his own works were evil, and 
his brother’s righteous. Marvel not, my brethren, if the world 1 
hate you. We know that we have passed from death unto life, 1 
because we love the brethren. _He that loveth not his brother, 
abideth id enh. Whosoever hateth his brother, is a murderer: 1 
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and ye know that no murderer hath eternal life abiding in him. 
Hereby- perceive we the love of God, because he laid down his 16 
life for us: and we ought to lay down our lives for the brethren. 
But whoso hath this world’s good, and seeth his brother have 17 
need, and shutteth up his bowels of compassion from him, how 
dwelleth the love of God in him? My little children, let us not 18 
love in word, neither in tongue, but in deed and in truth. 

Anp hereby we know that we are of the truth, and shall 19 
assure our hearts before him. For if our heart condemn us, God 20 
is greater than our heart, and knoweth all things. Beloved, if 21 
our heart condemn us not, then have we confidence toward God, 
"and whatsoever we ask, we receive of him, because we keep 22 
his commandments, and do those things that are pleasing in his 
sight. And this is his commandment; That we should believe 23 
on the name of his Son Jesus Christ, and love one another, as he 
gave us commandment. And he that keepeth his command- 24 
ments, dwelleth in him, and he in him. And hereby we know 
tfiat he abideth in us, by the Spirit which he hath given us. 

BELoven, believe not every spirit, but try the spirits whether & 
they are of God: because many false prophets are gone out into 
the world. Hereby know ye the spirit of God: Every spirit that 2 _ 
confesseth that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh, is of God: and 3 
every spirit that confesseth not that Jesus Christ is comé in the 
flesh, is not of God. And this is that spzrit of antichrist, whereof 
ye have heard that it should come; and even now already is it 
in the world. Ye are of God, little children, and have overcome 
them: because greater is he that is in you, than he that is in the 
world. They are of the world: therefore speak they of the 
world, and the world heareth them. We are of God: he that 
knoweth God, heareth us; he that is not of God, heareth not us. 
Hereby know we the spirit of truth, and the spirit of error. 

Beloved, let us love one another: for love is of God; and 
every one that loveth is born of God, and knoweth God. He 
that loveth not, knoweth not God; for God is love. In this was 
manifested the love of God toward us, because that God sent his 
only begotten Son into the world, that we might live through 
him. Herein is love, not that we loved God, but that he loved 10 
us, and sent his Son ‘o ée the propitiation for our sins. Beloved, 11 
if God so loved us, we ought also to love one another. No 12 
man hath seen God at any time. If we love one another, God 
dwelleth in us, and his love is perfected in us. Hereby know 13 
we: that we dwell in him, and he in us, because he hath given 
us of his Spirit. 

Anp we have seen and do testify, that the Father sent the Son 14 
1o be the Savior of the world. Whosoever shall confess that Jesus 15 
is the Son of God, God dwelleth in him, and he in God. And 16 
we have known and believed the love that God hath to us. God 
is love: and he that dwelleth in love dwelleth in God, and God 
jn him. Iferein is our love made perfect, that we may have 17 
boldness in the day of judgment: because as he is, so are we in 
this world. here is no fear in love; but perfect love casteth 18 
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out fear: because fear hath torment. He that ‘feareth, is not 
made perfect in love. We love him because he first loved us. 19 

Ir aman say, I love God, and hateth his brother, he-is a liar. 20 
For he that loveth not his brother, whom he hath seen, how can 
he love God, whom he hath not seen? and this commandment 21 
have we from him, That he who loveth God, love his brother 
also. 

Wuosorver believeth that Jesus is the Christ, is born of God: & 
and every one that loveth him that begat, loveth him also that is 
begotten of him. By this we know that we love the children of 2 
God, when we love God, and keep his commandments. For this 3 
is the love of God, that we keep his commandments; and his 
commandments are not grievous. For whatsoever is born of 4 
God, overcometh the world; and this is the victory that over- 
cometh the world, even our faith. Who is he that overcometh 5 
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the world, but he that believeth that Jesus is the Son of God? 

Tus is he that came by water and blood, even Jesus Christ; 
not by water only, but by water and blood. And it is the Spirit 
that beareth witness, because the Spirit is truth. For there are 
three that bear record in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the 
Holy Ghost: and these three are one. And there are three that 
bear witness in earth, the spirit, and the water, andthe blood; 
and these three agree in one. If we receive the witness of men, 
the witness of God is greater: for this is the witness of God 
which he hath testified of his Son. “He that believeth on the 10 
Son of God hath the witness in himself: he that believeth not 
God, hath made him a liar, because be believeth not the record 
that God gave of his Son. And this is the record, that God hath 11 
given to us eternal life: and this life is in his Son. He that hath 12 
the re hath life; and he that hath not the Son of God, hath 
not life. : 

Tuesr things have I written unto you that believe on the 13 
name of the Son of God; that ye may know that ye have eter- 
nal life, and that ye may believe on the name of the Son of God. 14 
And this is the confidence that we have in him, that if we ask 
any thing according to his will he heareth us: and if we know 15 
that he hear us, whatsoever we ask, we know that we have the 
petitions that we desired of him. 

ir any man see his brother sin a sin which zs not unto death, 16 
he shall ask, and he shall give him life for them that sin not unto 
death. There is a sin unto death: I do not say that he shall pray 
for it. All unrighteousness is sin; and there is a sin not unto 17 
death. 

We know that whosoever is born of God, smneth not; but he 18 
that is begotten of God, keepeth himself, and that wicked One 
toucheth him not. And we know that we are of God, and the 19 
whole world lieth in wickedness. And we know that the Son 20 
of God is come, and hath given us an understanding, that we 
may know him that is true ; and we are in-him that is true, even 
in his Son Jesus Christ. This is the true God, and eternal life. — 
Little wale keep yourselves from idols. Amen. 
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THE elder unto the elect LADY, and her children, whomI 1 
love in the truth, and not I only, but also all they that have 
knowr the truth, ' for the truth’s sake which dwelleth in us, and 
shall be with us for ever: Grace be with you, mercy and peace 
from God the Father, and from the Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of 
the Father, in truth and love. 

I ReJOIcED greatly, that I found of thy children walking in 
truth, as we have received a commandment from the Father. 
And now I beseech thee, lady, not as though I wrote a new com- 
mandment unto thee, but that which we had from the beginning, 
that welove one another. And this is love, that we walk after 
his commandments. his is the commandment, That as ye have 
heard {rom the beginning, ye should walk in it. For many de- 
ceivers are entered into the world, who confess not that Jesus 
Christ is come in the flesh. This is a deceiver and an antichrist. 
Look to yourselves, that we lose not those things which we have 
wrought, but that we receive a full reward. Whosoever trans: 
gresseth, and abideth not in the doctrine of Christ, hath not God. 
He that abideth in the doctrine of Christ, he hath both the Fa- 
ther and the Son. If there come any unto you, and bring not 10 
this doctrine, receive him not into your house, neither bid bim 
Géd speed: for he that biddeth him God speed, is partaker of his 11 
evil deeds. ; 

Havine many things to write unto you, I would not write with 12 
paper and ink: but I trust to come unto you, and speak face to 
face, that our joy may be full. The children of thy elect sister 13 
greet thee. Amen. 
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THE elder unto the well-beloved Gaius, whom I love in the 
truth. Beloved, I wish above all things that thou mayest pros- 
per and be in health, even as thy soul prospereth. For I re- 
joiced greatly, when the brethren came and testified of the truth 
that-is in thee, even as thou walkest in the truth. I have no 
greater joy than to hear that my children walk in truth. Beloved, 
thou doest faithfully whatsoever thou doest to the brethren, and 
to strangers, which have borne witness of thy charity before the 
church; whom if thou bring forward on their journey after a 
godly sort, thou shalt do well, ' because that for his name’s sake 
they went forth, taking nothing of the Gentiles. We therefore 
ought to receive such, that we might be fellow-helpers to the 
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I wrore unto the church: but Diotrephes, who loveth to have 9 
the pre-eminence among them, receiveth us not. Wherefore, if 10 
I come, I will remember his deeds which he doeth, prating 
against us with malicious words: and not content therewith, nei- 
ther doth he himself receive the brethren, and forbiddeth them 
that would, and casteth them out of the church. Beloved, follow 11 
not that which is evil, but that which is good. He that doeth 
good is of God: but he that doeth evil hath not seen God. De- 12 
metrius hath good report of all men, and of the truth itself: yea, 
and we also bear record; and ye know that our record is true. » 

I HAD many things to write, but I will not with ink and pen 13 
wiite unto thee: but I trust I shall shortly see thee, and we shall 14 
speak face to face. Peace be to thee. Our friends salute thee.

THE EPISTLE OF JUDE. 





JUDE, the servant of Jesus Christ, and brother of James, to 2 
them that are sanctified by God the Father, and preserved in Je- 
sus Christ, and called. Mercy unto you, and ‘peace, and love, be 
multiplied. 

BrLovep, when I gave all diligenee to write unto you of the * 
common salvation, it was needful for me to write unto you, and 
exhort you that ye should earnestly contend for the faith which 
was once delivered unto the saints. For there are certain men + 
crept in unawares, who were before of old ordained to this con- 
dewmnation, ungodly men, turning the grace of our God into 
lasciviousness, and denying the only Lord God, and our Lord 
Jesus Christ. I will therefore put you in remembrance, though | 
ye once knew this, how that the Lord, having saved the people 
out of the land of Egypt, aflerward destroyed them that believed 
not: and the angels which kept not their first estate, but left — 
their own habitation, he hath reserved in everlasting chains un- 
der darkness unto the judgment of the great day: even as Sodom 
and Gomorrah, and the cities about them in like manner, giving 
themselves over to fornication, and going after strange flesh, are 
set forth for an example, suffering the vengeance of eternal fire. 
Likewise also these filthy dreamers defile the flesh, despise do- 
minion, and speak evil of dignities. Yet Michael the archangel, 
when contending with the Devil, (he disputed about the body of 
Moses,) durst not bring against him a railing accusation, but said, 
‘The Lord rebuke thee.’ But these speak evil of those things 1 
which they know not: but what they know naturally, as brute 
beasts, in those things they corrupt themselves. Woe unto them! 1 
for they have gone in the way of Cain, and ran greedily after 
the error of Balaam for reward, and perished in the gainsaying 
of Core. These are spots in your Feasts-of-Charity, when they 1 
feast va feeding themselves without fear: clouds they are 
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without water, carried about of winds; trees whose fruit with- 
ereth, without fruit, twice dead, plucked up by the roots: raging 13 
waves of the sea, foaming out their own shame; wandering 
stars, to whom is reserved the blackness of darkness for ever. ‘ 
And Enoch also, the seventh from Adam, prophesied of these, 14 
saying, 








Behold, the Lord cometh with ten thousand of his saints, y 

To execute judgment upon all, 15 
And to convince all that are ungodly among them, 

Of all their ungodly deeds, 

Which they have ungodly committed, 

And of all their hard speeches 
Which ungodly sinners have spoken against him. 

‘These are murmurters, complainers, walking after their own lusts; 16 
and their mouth speaketh great swelling words, having men’s 
persons in admiration because of advantage. But, beloved, re- 17 
member ye the words which were spoken before of the Apostles 

of our Lord Jesus Christ ; how that they told you there should be 18 
mockers in the last time, who should walk ‘after their own un- 
godly lusts. Ps. 

TuEsE be they who separate themselves, sensual, having not 19 
the Spirit. But ye, beloved, building up yourselves on your most 20 
holy faith, praying in the Holy Ghost, ! keep yourselves in the 21 
love of God, looking for the mercy of our Lord Jesus Christ unto. 
eternal life. And of some have compassion, making a differ- 22 
ence: and others save with fear, pulling them out of the fire;"23 < 
hating even the garment spotted by the flesh. 

Now unto him that is able to keep you from falling, and to 24 
present you faultless before the presence of his glory with ex- 
ceeding joy, ' to the only wise God our Savior, Le glory and ma- 25 
jesty, dominion and power, both now and ever! Amen.

I John, who also am your brother, and companion in tribula- 9 
tion, and in the kingdom and patience of Jesus Christ, was in the 
isle that is called Patmos, for the word of God, and for the testi- 
mony of Jesus Christ. I was in the Spirit on the Lord’s day, and 10 
heard behind me a great voice, as of a trumpet, 'saying, I am ll 
Alpha and Omega, the first and the last; and, What thou seest, 
write in a book, and send #t unto the seven churches which are 
in Asia; unto Ephesus, and unto Smyrna, and_ unto Pergamos, 
and unto Thyatira, and unto Sardis, and unto Philadelphia, and 
unto Laodicea. And I turned to see the voice that spake with 12 
me. And being turned, I saw seven golden candlesticks, ‘and in 13 
the midst of the seven candlesticks one like unto the Son of man, 
clothed with a garment down to the foot, and girt about the paps 
with a golden girdle; his head and his hairs were white like 14 
wool, as white as snow; and his eyes were as a flame of fire; 
and his feet like unto fine brass, as if they burned in a furnace; 15 
and his voice as the sound of mgny waters: and he had in his 16 
right hand seven stars: and out of his mouth went a sharp two- 
edged sword: and his countenance was as the sun shineth in his 
strength. 'And when T saw him, I fell.at his feet as dead. And 17 
he laid his right hand upon me, saying unto me, Fear not; Tam 
the first and the last; 'Z am he that liveth and was dead; and 18 
behold, I am alive for evermore, Amen; and have the keys of 
hell and of death. Write the things which thou hast seen, and 19 
the things which are, and the things which shall be hereafter; 
the mystery of the seven stars which thou sawest in my right 20 
hand, and the seven golden candlesticks. The seven stars are 
the Angels of the seven churches ; and the seven candlesticks 
which thou sawest are the seven churches. 

Unro the Angel of the church of Ephesus write: ‘These 2 
things saith he that holdeth the seven stars in his right hand, 
who walketh in the midst of the seven golden candlesticks; I 2 
know thy works, and thy labor, and thy patience, and how thou 
canst not bear them which are evil; and thou hast tried them 
which say they are Apostles, and are not; and hast found them 
liars: and hast borne, and hast patience, and for my name’s sake 3 
hast labored, and hast not fainted. Nevertheless, I have some- 4 
what against thee, because thou hast left thy first love. Remem- 5 
ber therefore from whence thou art fallen, and repent, and do the 
first works; or else I will come unto thee quickly, and will re-— 
move thy candlestick out of his place, except thou repent. But 6 
this thou hast, that thou hatest the deeds of the Nicolaitans, 
which I also hate. He that hath an ear let him hear what the 7 
Spirit saith unto the churches; To him that overcometh will I 
give to eat of the tree of life, which is in the midst of the para- 
dise of God.’ 
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Anp unto the Angel of the church in Smyrna write; ‘These 8 
things saith the first and the last, which was dead, and is alive; 

I know thy works, and tribulation, and poverty, (but thou art 9 
rich) and I know the blasphemy of them which say they are 
Jews, and are not, but are the synagogue of Satan. Fear none 10 
of those things which thou shalt suffer. Behold, the devil shall 
cast some of you into prison, that ye may be tried; and ye shall 
have tribulation ten days. Be thou faithful unto death, and I 
will give thee a crown of life. He that hath an ear, let him hear 11 
what the Spirit saith unto the churches; He that overcometh, 
shall not be hurt of the second death.’ 

Anp to the Angel of the church in Pergamos write; ‘These 12 
things saith he which hath the sharp sword with two edges; I 13 
know thy works, and where thou dwellest, even where Satan’s 
seat is: and thou holdest fast my name, and hast not denied my 
faith, even in those days wherein Antipas was my faithful martyr, 
who was slain among you, where Satan dwelleth. But I have 14 
a few things against thee, because thou hast there them that 
hold the doctrine of Balaam, who taught Balak to east a stum- 
bling-block before the children of Israel, to eat things sacrificed 
unto idols, and to commit fornication. So hast thou also them 15 
that hold the doctrine of the Nicolaitans, which thing I hate. 
Repent; or else I will come unto thee quickly, and will fight 16 
against them with the sword of my mouth. He that hath an ear, 17 
let him hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches; To him 
that overcometh will I give to eat of the hidden manna, and will 
give him a white stone, and in the stone a new name written, 
which no man knoweth, saving he that receiveth 7.’ 

Anp unto the Angel of the church in Thyatira write; ‘These 18 
things saith the Son of God, who hath his eyes like unto a flame 
of fire, and his feet are like fine brass; I know thy works, and 19 
charity, and service, and faith, and thy patience, and thy works ; 
and the last to be more than the first. Notwithstanding, I have 20 
a few things against thee, because thou sufferest that woman 
Jezebel, which calleth herself a prophetess, to teach and to 
seduce my servants to commit fornication, and to eat things sac- 
rificed unto idols. And I gave her space to repent of her forni- 21 
cation, and she repented not. Behold, I will cast her into a bed, 22 
and them that commit adultery with her into great tribulation, 
except they repent of their deeds. And I will kill her children 238 
with death; and all the churches shall know that I am he which 
searcheth the reins and hearts: and I will give unto every one of 
ou accerding to your works. But unto you I say, and unto the 24 
rest in Thyatira, As many as have not this doctrine, and which 
have not known the depths of Satan, (as they speak ;) I will put 
upon you none other burden: but that which ye have already, 25 
hold fast till I come. And he that overcometh, and keepeth my 26 
works unto the end, to him will I give power over the nations: 
and he shall rule them with a rod of iron; as the vessels of a 27 
potter shall they be broken to shivers: even as I es my 
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Father. 'And I will give him the morning-star. 'He that hath 28 
an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches.’ 

Anp unto the Angel of the church in Sardis write; ‘These $ 
things saith he that hath the seven Spirits of God, and the seven 
stars; I know thy works, that thou hast a name that thou livest, 
and art dead. Be watchful, and strengthen the things which 
remain, that are ready to die: for I have not found thy works 
perfect before God. Remember therefore how thou hast received 
and heard, and hold fast, and repent. If therefore thou shalt not 
watch, I will come on thee as a thief, and thou shalt not know 
what hour I will come upon thee. Thou hast a few names even 4 
in Sardis which have not defiled their garments; and they shall 
walk with me in white: for they are worthy. He that overcom- 5 
eth, the same shall be clothed in white raiment; and I will not 
blot out his name out of the book of life, but I will confess his 
name before my Father, and before his Angels. He that hathan 6 
ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches.’ 

Anp to the Angel of the church in Philadelphia write ; ‘These 
things saith he that is holy, he that is true, he that hath the key 
of David, he that openeth, and no man shutteth: and shutteth, 
and no man openeth: 'I know thy works: behold, I have set 8 
before thee an open door, and no man can shut it: for thou hast 
a little strength, and hast kept my*word, and hast not denied my 
name. Behold, I will make them of the synagogue of Satan, 9 
which say they are Jews, and are not, but do lie; behold, I will 
make them to come and worship before thy feet, and to know 
that I have loved thee. Because thou hast kept the word of my 10 
patience, I also will keep thee from the hour of temptation, which 
shall come upon all the world, to try them that dwell upon the 
earth. Behold, I come quickly: hold that fast which thou hast, 11 
that no man take thy crown. Him that overcometh, will I make 12 
a pillar in the temple of my God, and he shall go no more 
out; and I will write upon hie the name of my God, and the 
name of the city of my God, which is new Jerusalem, which 
cometh down out of heaven from my God: and I will write upon 
him my new name. He that hath an ear, let him hear what the 13 
Spirit saith unto the churches.’ 

Anp unto the Angel of the church of the Laodiceans write; 14 
‘These things saith the Amen, the faithful and true Witness, the 
beginning of the creation of God; I know thy works, that thou 15 
art neither cold nor hot. I would thou wert cold or hot. 'So 16 
then, because thou art lukewarm, and neither cold nor hot, I will 
spue thee out of my mouth. Because thou sayest, I am rich, and 17 
increased with goods, and have need of nothing; and knowest 
not that thou art wretched, and miserable, and poor, and blind, 
and naked ; I counsel thee to buy of me gold tried in the fire, 18 
that thou raayest be rich; and white raiment, that thou mayest 
be clothed, and that the shame of thy nakedness do not appear; 
and anoint thine eyes with eye-salve that thou mayest see. As 19 
many as I love I rebuke and chasten: be zealous therefore, and 
repent. lad I stand at the door, and knock: Ifany man hear 20 
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my voice, and open the door, I will come in to him, and will sup 


with him, and he with me. To him that overcometh will I grant 21 


to sit with me in my throne, even as I also overcame; and am 


set down with my Father in his throne. He that hath an ear, let 22 


him hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches.’ 


AFTER this I looked, and behold, a door was opened in hea- & 


ven: and the first voice which I heard was as it were of a trumpet 
talking with me; which said, Come up hither, and I will show 
thee things which must be hereafter. And immediately I was 
in the Spirit: and behold a throne was set in heaven, and one sat 
on the throne. And he that sat was to look upon like a jasper 
and a sardine stone: and there was a rainbow round about the 
throne, in sight like unto an emerald. And round about the 
throne were four and.twenty seats; and upon the seats I saw 
four and twenty elders sitting clothed in white raiment; and 
they had on their heads crowns of gold. And out of the throne 
proceeded lightnings and thunderings, and voices. And there 
were seven lamps of fire burning before the throne, which are 
the seven Spirits of God. And before the throne, there was a sea 
of glass like unto crystal, and in the midst of the throne, and 
round about the throne were four beasts full of eyes before and 
behind. And the first beast was like a lion, and the second beast 
like a calf, and the third beast had a face as a man, and the fourth 
beast was like a flying eagle. And the four beasts had each of 
them six wings about him; and they were full of eyes within: 
and they rest not day and night, saying, 
Holy, holy, holy, LORD God Almighty, 
Which was, and is, and is to come. 
And when those beasts give glory, and honor, and thanks to him 
that sat on the throne, who liveth for ever and ever, 'the four 
and twenty elders fall down before him that sat on the throne, 
and worship him that liveth for ever and ever, and cast their 
crowns before the throne, saying, 
Thou art worthy, O LORD, to receive glory, and honor, and power 5 
For thou hast created all things, 

: And for thy pleasure they are and were created. 

AND I saw in the right hand of him that sat on the throne a 
book written within and on the back side, sealed with seven 
seals. And I saw astrong Angel proclaiming with a lond voice, 
Who is worthy to open the book, and to loose the seals thereof? 
And no man in heaven, nor in earth, neither under the earth, 
was able to open the book, neither to look thereon. And I wept 
much, because no man was found worthy to open, and to read 
the book, neither to look thereon. And one of the elders saith 
unto-‘me, ‘ Weep not: behold, the Lion of the tribe of Juda, the 
Root of David, hath prevailed to open the book, and to loose the 
seven seals thereof.’ And I beheld, and lo, in the midst of the 
throne, and of the four beasts, and in the midst of the elders, 
stood a Lamb as it had been slain, having seven horns, and seven 
eyes, which are the seven Spirits of God sent forth into all the 
earth. And he came and a iy out of the Ae of

him that sat upon the throne. And when. he had taken the book, 8 
the four beasts, and the four and twenty elders fell down before 
the Lamb, having every one of them harps, and golden vials full 
of odors, which are the prayers of saints. And they sunganew 9 
song, saying, 

Thou art worthy to take the book, and to open the seals thereof : 

For thou wast slain, and hast redeemed us to God by thy blood, 

Out of every kindred, and tongue, and people, and nation, 


And hast made us unto our God kings and priests: 10 
‘And we shall reign on the earth. 


And I beheld, and I heard the voice of many angels round about 11 
the throne, and the beasts, and the elders: and the number of 
them was ten thousand times ten thousand, and thousands of 
thousands; saying with a loud voice, 


Worthy is the Lamb that was slain, _ 12 
'To receive power, and riches, and wisdom, «| 
And strength, and honor, and glory, and blessing. 


And every creature which is in heaven, and on the earth, and 13 
under the earth, and such as are in the sea, and all that are in 
them, heard I saying, 


Blessing, and honor, and glory, and power, 
Be unto him that sitteth upon the throne, 
And unto the Lamb, for ever and ever! 


And the four beasts said, Amen! And the four and twenty 14 
elders fell down and worshipped im that liveth for ever and 
ever. 

Anp I saw when the Lamb opened one of the Seals, and I 6 
heard, as it were the noise of thunder, one of the four beasts, 
saying, Come and see. And I saw, and behold, a white horse: 2 
and he that sat on him had a bow; and a crown was given unto 
him: and he went forth conquering, and to conquer. 

Anp when he had opened the second Seal, I heard the second 3 
beast say, Come and see. And there went out another horse that 4 
was red: and power was given to him that sat thereon to take 
peace from the earth, and that they should kill one another: and 
there was given unto him a great sword. ; 

Anp when he had opened the third Seal, I heard the third & 
beast say, Come and see. And I beheld, and lo, a black horse ; 
and he that sat on him had a pair of balancesin his hand. And 6 
I heard a voice in the midst of the four beasts say, A measure of 
wheat for a penny, and three measures of barley for a penny; 
and see thou hurt not the oil and the wine. . 

Anp when he had opened the fourth Seal, I heard the voice 
of the fourth beast say, Come and see. And I looked, and be- 
hold, a pale horse: and his name that sat on him was Death, and 
Hell followed with him. And power was given unto them over 
the fourth part of the earth, to kill with sword, and with hun- 
ger, and with death, and with the beasts of the earth. 

Awnp when he had opened the fifth Seal, I saw under the altar 9 
the souls of them that were slain for the word of God, and for 
the testimony which they held; and they cried with a loud 10 
voice, saying, ‘ How long, O LORD, holy and true, dost thou not 
judge rk our blood on them that dwell on the earth?” 
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And white robes were given unto every one of them: and it 1J 
‘was said unto them, that they should rest yet for a little season, 
until their fellow-servants also and their brethren, that should be 
Killed as they were, should be fulfilled. ; 

Anp I beheld when he had opened the sixth Seal, and lo, there 12 
was a great earthquake; and the sun became black as sackcloth 
of hair, and the moon became as blood, 'and the stars of heaven 13 
fell unto the earth, even as a fig-tree casteth her untimely figs, 
when she is shaken of a mighty wind. And the heaven departed 14 
as a scroll when it is rolled together; and every mountain and 
island were moved out of their places. And the kings of the 15 
earth, and the great men, and the rich men, and the chief cap- 
tains, and the mighty men, and every bond-man, and every free- 
man, hid themselves in the dens and. in the rocks of the moun- 
tains, 'and said to the mountains and rocks, ‘Fall on us, and hide 16 
us from the face of him that sitteth on the throne, and from the 
wrath of the Lamb: for the great day of his wrath is come; and 17 
who shall be able to stand 2?’ 

AnD after these things I saw four Angels standing on the four 7 
torners of the earth, holding the four winds of the earth, that the 
wind should not blow on the earth, nor on the sea, nor on any 
tree. And I saw another Angel ascending from the east, having 2 
the seal of the living God: and he cried with a loud voice to the 
four Angels, to whom it was given to hurt the earth, and the sea, 
"saying, ‘Hurt not the earth, neither the sea, nor the trees, till we 3 
have sealed the servants of our God in their foreheads’ AndI 4 
heard the number of them which were sealed: and there were 
sealed an hundred and forty and four thousand of all the tribes 
of the children of Israel: of the tribe of Juda were sealed twelve 5 
thousand: of the tribe of Reuben were sealed twelve thousand: 
of the tribe of Gad were sealed.twelve thousand: of the tribe of 6 
Aser were sealed twelve thousand: of the tribe of Nephthalim 
were sealed twelve thousand: of the tribe of Manasses were 
sealed twelve thousand: of the tribe of, Simeon were sealed 7% 
twelve thousand: of the tribe of Levi were sealed twelve thou- 
sand: of the tribe of Issachar avere sealed twelve thousand: 
‘of the tribe of Zabulon were sealed twelve thousand: of the 8 
tribe of Joseph were sealed twelve thousand: of the tribe of 
Benjamin were sealed twelve thousand. 

Arter this, I beheld, and lo, a great multitude, which no man 9 
could number, of all nations, and kindreds, and people, and 
tongues, stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, clothed 
with white robes, and palms in their hands; and cried with a 10 
loud voice, saying, 

Salvation to our God which sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb, 
And all the Angels stood round about the throne, and about the 11 
elders and the four beasts, and fell before the throne on their 
faces, and worshipped God, saying, 


Amen! Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, 12 
And thanksgiving, and honor, and power, and might, : 
Be unto our God for ever and eyer! Amen. 
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And one of the elders answered, saying unto me, What are 13 
these which are arrayed in white robes? and whence came 
they? 'And I said unto him, Sir, thou knowest. And he said 14 
unto me, ‘These are they which came out of great tribulation, 
and have washed their robes, and made them white in the blood 

of the Lamb. Therefore are they before the throne of God, and 15 
serve him day and night in his temple: and he that sitteth on the 
throne shall dwell among them. ‘They shall hunger no more, 16 
neither thirst any more ; neither shall the sun light on them, nor 
any heat. For the Lamb which is in the midst of the throne 17 
shall feed them, and shall lead them unto living fountains of 
waters: and God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes.’ 

‘Anp when he had opened the seventh Seal, there was silence & 
in heaven about the space of half an hour. 

AND I saw the seven Angels which stood before God; and 2 
to them were given seven trumpets. And another Angel came 3 
and stood at the altar, having a golden censer; and there was 
given unto him much incense, that he should offer i with the 
prayers of all saints upon the golden altar which was before the 
throne. And the smoke of the incense, which came with the 4 
prayers of the saints, ascended up before God out of the Angel’s 
hand. And the Angel took the censer, and filled it with fire of 5 
the altar, and cast i into the eartt:and there were voices, and 
thunderings, and lightnings, and an earthquake. And the seven 6 
emCre which had the seven trumpets prepared themselves to 
sound. i 

Tum first Angel sounded, and there followed hail and fire 7 
mingled with blood, and they were cast upon the earth: and 
the third part of trees was burnt up, and all green grass was 
burnt up. 

‘Anp the second Angel sounded, and as it were a great moun- 8 
tain burning with fire was cast into the sea: and the third part 
of the sea became blood; and the third part of the creatures 9 
which were in the sea, and had life, died; and the third part of 
the ships were destroyed. 

‘Anp the third Angel sounded, and there fell a great star from 10. 
heaven, burning as it were a lamp, and it fell upon the third part 
of the rivers, and upon the fountains of waters. And the name 11 
of the star is called Wormwood: and the third part of the waters 
became wormwood; and many men died of the waters, because 
they were made bitter. 

‘Anp the fourth Angel sounded, and the third part of the sun 12 
was smitten, and the third part of the moon, and the third part 
of the stars; so as the third part of them was darkened, and the 
day shone not for a third part of it, and the night likewise. And 13 
I beheld, and heard an Angel flying through the midst of hea- 
ven, saying with a loud voice, ‘ Woe, woe, woe, to the inhabiters 
of the earth, by reason of the other voices of the trumpet of the 
three Angels, which are yet to sound!’ : 

Anp the fifth Angel sounded, and I saw a star fall from hea- 9 
ven unto abe earth: and to him was given the key of the bottom- 
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Jess pit. And he opened the bottomless pit; and there arose a 2 
smoke out of the pit, as the smoke of a great furnace; and the 
sun and the air were darkened by reason of the smoke of the 
pit. And there came out of the smoke locusts upon the earth: 
and unto them was given power, as the scorpions of the earth 
have power. And it was commanded them that they should not 4 
hurt the grass of the earth, neither any green thing, neither any 
tree; but only those men which have not the seal of God in their 
foreheads. And to them it was given that they should not kill 5 
them, but that they should be tormented five months: and their 
torment was as the torment of a scorpion, when he striketh a 
man. And in those days shall men seek death, and shall not 
find it; and shell desire to die, and death shall flee from them. 
And the shapes of the locusts were like unto horses prepared 
unto battle; and on their heads were as it were crowns like gold, 
and their faces were as the faces of men, 'and they had hair as 
the hair of women, and their teeth were as the teeth of lions, !and 
they had breast-plates, as it were breast-plates of iron; and the 
sound of their wings was as the sound of chariots of many horses 
running to battle. And they had tails like unto scorpions, and 10 
there were stings in their tails: and their power was to hurt men 
five months. And they had a king over them, which is the Angel 11 
of the bottomless pit, whose name in the Hebrew tongue 7s Abad- 
don, but in the Greek tongue hath his name Apollyon. One woe 12 
is past; and behold, there come two woes more hereafter. 

Anp the sixth Angel sounded, and I heard a voice from the 13 
four horns of the golden altar which is before God, saying to the 14 
sixth Angel which had the trumpet, Loose the four Angels which 
are bound in the great river Euphrates. And the four Angels 15 
were loosed, which were prepared for an hour, and a day, and a 
month, and a year, for to slay the third part of men. And the 16 
number of the army of the horsemen were two hundred thousand 
thousand: and I heard the number of them. And thus I saw 17 
the horses in the vision, and them that sat on them, having breast- 
plates of fire, and of jacinth, and brimstone: and the heads of 
the horses were as the heads of lions; and out of their mouths 
issued fire, and smoke, and brimstone. By these three was the 18 
third part of men killed, by the fire and by the smoke, and by 
the brimstone, which issued out of their mouths. For their 19 
power is in their mouth, and in their tails: for, their tails were 
like unto serpents, and had heads, and with them they do hurt. 
‘And the rest of the men which were not killed by these plagues 20 
yet repented not of the works of their hands, that they should 
not worship devils, and idols of gold, and silver, and brass, and 
stone, and of wood: which neither can see, nor hear, nor walk: 
neither repented they of their murders, nor of their sorceries, nor 21 
of their fornication, nor of their ihefis. 

Anp I saw another mighty Angel come down from heaven,1O 
clothed with a cloud: and a rainbow was upon his head, and his 
face was as it were the sun, and his fect as pillars of fire; and he 2 
had in his hand a little book open: anc he set his right upon 
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the sea, and his left foot on the earth,'and cried with a loud 3 
voice, as when a lion roareth: and when he had cried, seven 
thunders uttered their voices. And when the seven thunders 4 
had uttered their voices, 1 was about to write: and I heard a 
voice from heaven saying unto me, Seal up those things which 

the seven thunders uttered, and write them not. And the Angel 5 
which I saw stand upon the sea and upon the earth, lifted up his 
hand to heaven, and sware by him that liveth for ever and ever, 6 
who created heaven, and the things that therein are, and the 
earth, and the things that therein are, and the sea, and the things ~ 
which are therein, that there should be time no longer: but in i 
the days of the voice of the seventh Angel, when he shall begin 

to sound, the mystery of God should be finished, as he hath de- 
clared to his servants the prophets. 

‘Anp the voice which I heard’ from heaven spake unto me 8 
again, and said, ‘Go, and take the little book which is open in 
the hand of the Angel which standeth upon the sea and upon 
the earth” And I went unto the Angel, and said unto him, ‘Give 9 
me the little book.’ And he said unto me, ‘Take z, and eat it up; 
and it shall make thy belly bitter, but it shall be in thy mouth 
sweet as honey.’ And I took the little book out of the Angel’s 10 
hand, and ate it up; and it was in my mouth sweet as honey : 
and as soon as I had eaten it, my belly was bitter. And he said 11 
unto me, ‘Thou must prophesy again before many peoples, and 
nations, and tongues, and kings.’ 

Anp there was given me a reed likesunto a rod: and the Angell 
stood, saying, ‘Rise, and measure the temple of God, and the 
altar, and them that worship therein. But the court which is 2 
without the temple, leave out, and measure it not; for it is given 
unto the Gentiles: and the holy city shall they tread under foot forty 
and two months. And I will give power unto my two witnesses, 3 
and they shall prophesy a arena two hundred and threescore 
days, clothed in sackcloth.” ‘These are the two olive-trees, and 
the two candlesticks standing before the God of the earth. And 
if any man will hurt them, fire proceedeth out of their mouth, 
and devoureth their enemies: and if any man will hurt them, he ~ 
must in this manner be killed. These have power to shut hea- 6 
ven, that it rain not in the days of their prophecy: and have 
power over waters to tun them to blood, and to smite the earth 
with all plagues, as often as they will. And when they shall 4 
have finished their testimony, the beast that ascendeth out of the — 
bottornless pit shall make war against them, and shall overcome 
them, and kill them. And their-dead bodies shall lie in the street & 
of the great city, which spiritually is called Sodom and Egypt, 
where also our Lord was crucified. And they of the people, and $ 
kindreds, and tongues, and nations, shall see their dead bodies 
three days and a half, and shall not suffer their dead bodies to be 
put in graves. And they that dwell upon the earth shall rejoice 1¢ 
over them, and make merry, and shall send gifts one to another, ~ 
because these two prophets tormented them that dwelt on the 
earth. an after three days and a half the Spirit of life from 11 
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God entered into them, and they stood upon their feet: and great 
fear fell upon them which saw them. And they heard a great 12 
voice from heaven, saying unto them, ‘Come up hither.’ And 
they ascended up to heaven in a cloud; and their enemies be- 
held them. And the same hour was there a great earthquake, 13 
and the tenth part of the city fell, and in the earthquake were 
slain of men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, 
and gave glory to the God of heaven. The second woe is past; 14 
and behold, the third woe cometh quickly. 

Awp the seventh Angel sounded; and there were great voices 15 
in heaven, saying, 

The kingdoms of this world are become 
The kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ; 
And he shall reign for ever and ever. 

And the four and twenty elders, which sat before God on their 16 
seats, fell upon their faces, and worshipped God, 'saying, 17 
We give thee thanks, O LORD God Almighty, . 

Which art, ani wast, and art to come; 
Because thou hast taken to thee thy great power, and hast reigned. 
And the nations were angry, and thy wrath is come, 18 
And the time of the dead, that they should be judged, 
And that thou shouldest give reward unto thy servants the prophets, 
And to the saints, and them that fear thy name, small and great ; 
And shouldest destroy them which destroy the earth. 

AND the temple of God was opened in heaven, and there 19 
were seen in his temple the Ark of his Testament: and there 
were lightnings, and voices, and thunderings, and an earthquake, 
and great hail. 

Anp there appeared a great wonder in heaven; a Womanl2 
clothed with the sun, and the moon under her feet, and upon her 
head a crown of twelve stars: and she, being with child, cried, 2 
travailing in birth, and pained to be delivered. 

Anp there appeared another wonder in heaven; and beholda 3 
great red dragon, having seven heads and ten horns, and seven 
crowns upon his heads. And his tail drew the third part of the 4 
stars of heaven, and did cast them to the earth: and the dragon 
stood before the woman which was ready to be delivered, for to 
devour her child as soon as it was born. And she brought forth 5 
a man-child, who was to rule all nations with a rod of iron: and 
her child was caught up unto God, and zo his throne. And the 6 
woman fled into the wilderness, where she hath a place pre- 

ared of God, that they should feed her there a thousand two 
undred and threescore days. 

Anp there was war in heaven: Michael and his angels fought 7 
against the dragon; and the dragon fought and his angels,'and 8 
prevailed not; neither was their place found any more in hea- 
ven. And the great dragon was cast out, that old serpent, called 9 
the Devil, and Satan, which deceiveth the whole world: he was 
cast out into the earth, and his angels were cast out with him. 
And I heard a loud voice saying in heaven, 10 

Now is come salvation, and eemnetin 
And the kingdom of our God, and the power of his Christ : 
For the Accuser of our brethren is cast down, 
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And they overcame him by the blood of the Lamb, pet 
And by the word of their testimony ; 
And they loved not their lives unto the death. 
Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, and ye that dwell in them. 12 
Woe to the inhabiters of the earth, and of the sea, 
For the Devil is come down unto you, 
Having great wrath, 3 
Because he knoweth that he hath but a short time. 
Anp when the dragon saw that he was cast unto the earth, he 13 
persecuted the woman which brought forth the man-child. And 14 
to the woman were given two wings of a great eagle, that she 
might fly into the wilderness, into her place, where she is nour- 
ished for a time, and times, and half a time, from the face of the 
serpent. And the serpent cast out of his mouth water as a flood, 15 | 
after the woman, that he might cause her to be carried away of 
the flood. And the earth helped the woman; and the earth 16 
opened her mouth, and swallowed up the flood which the dragon 

cast out of his mouth. And the dragon was wroth with the 17% 
woman, and went to make war with the remnant of her seed, 
which keep the commandments of God, and have the testimony 

of Jesus Christ. 

Anp I stood upon the sand of the sea, and saw a Beast rise upL& 
out of the sea, having seven heads and ten horns, and upon his 
horns ten crowns, and upon his heads the name of blasphemy. | 
And the Beast which I saw was like unto a leopard, and his feet 2 
were as the feet of a bear, and hig mouth as the mouth ofa lion: 
and the dragon gave him his power, and his seat, and great au- 
thority. And I saw one of his heads as it were wounded to 
death; and his deadly wound was healed: and all the world 
wondered after the Beast. And they worshipped the dragon, 
which gave power unto the Beast: and they worshipped the 
Beast, saying, Who is like unto the Beast? who is able to make 
war with him? And there was given unto him a mouth speak- 5 
ing great things and blasphemies; and power was given unto 
him to continue forty and two months. And he opened his 6 
mouth in blasphemy against God, to blaspheme his name, and 
his tabernacle, and them that dwell in heaven. And it was given 7 
unto him to make war with the saints, and to overcome them: 
and power was given him over all kindreds, and tongues, and 
nations.’ And all that dwell upon the earth shall worship him, 8 
whose names are not written in the book of life of the Lamb slain 
from the foundation of the world. If any man have an ear, let 9 
him hear. He that leadeth into captivity, shall go into captivity: 10! 
he that killeth with the sword, must be killed with the sword. 
Here is the patience and the faith of the saints. 

Anp I beheld another Beast coming up out of the earth, and 11 
he had two horns like a lamb, and he spake asa dragon. And 12 
he exerciseth all the power of the first Beast before him, and 
causeth the earth and them which dwell therein, to worship the _ 
first Beast, whose deadly wound was healed. And he doeth 13 
great wonders, so that he maketh fire come down from heaven | 
on the earth, in the sight of men, 'and deceiveth them that dwell 14 
on the ge the means of those miracles which he had power 
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to do in the sight of the Beast; saying to them that dwell on the 
earth, that they should make an image to the Beast, which had 
the wound by a sword, and did live. And he had power to give 15 
life unto the image of the Beast, that the image of the Beast 
should both speak, and canse that as many as would not worshi 

the image of the Beast should be killed. And he caused all, 16 
both small and great, rich and poor, free and bond, to receive a 
mark in their right hand, or in their foreheads; and that no man 17 
might buy or sell, save he that had the mark, or the name of the 
Beast, or the number of his name. Here is wisdom: let him that 18 
hath understanding count the number of the Beast: for it is the 
siti of a man; and his number is Six hundred threescore 
and six. 

Anp I looked, and lo, a Lamb stood on the mount Sion, and1@ 
with him an hundred forty and four thousand, having his Father's 
name written in their foreheads. And I heard a voice from hea- 2 
ven, as the voice of many waters, and as the voice of a great 
thunder: and I heard the voice of harpers harping with their 
harps: and they sung as it were a new song before the throne, 3 
and before the four Beasts, and the elders: and no man could 
learn that song but the hundred and forty and four thousand, 
which were redeemed from the earth. These are they which 4 
were not defiled with women; for they are virgins: these are 
they which follow the Lamb whithersoever he goeth: these were 
redeemed from among men, being the first-fruits unto God and to 
the Lamb: 'and in their mouth was found no guile: for they are 5 
without fault before the throne of God. 

Anp I saw another Angel fly in the midst of heaven, having 6 
the everlasting gospel to preach unto them that dwell on the 
earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and people, 
‘saying with a loud voice, Fear God, and give glory to him; for 7 
the hour of his judgment is come: and worship him that made 
heaven, and earth, and the sea, and the fountains of waters. 

Anp there followed another Angel, saying, Babylon is fallen! 8 
is fallen! that great city! because she made all nations drink of 
the wine of the wrath of her fornication. And the third Angel 9 
followed them, saying with a loud voice, ‘If any man wors ip 
the Beast and his image, and receive his mark in his forehead, or 
in his hand, the same shall drink of the wine of the wrath of 
God, which is poured out without mixture into the cup of his 
indignation ; and he shall be tormented with fire and brimstone 
in the presence of the holy angels, and in the presence of the 
Lamb. And the smoke of their torment ascendeth up for ever 11 
and ever: and they have no rest day nor night, who worship the 
Beast and his image, and whosoever receiveth the mark of his 
name.’ Here is the patience of the saints: here are they that 12 
keep the commandments of God, and the faith of Jesus. And I 13 
heard a voice from heaven, saying unto me, ‘ Write, Blessed are 
the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth, Yea,’ saith the 
Spirit, ‘that they may rest from their labors; and their works do 
follow them.’ 
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Anp I looked, and behold, a white cloud, and upon the cloud 14 
one sat like unto the Son of man, having on his head a golden 
crown, and in his hand a sharp sickle. 

‘Anp another Angel came out of the temple, erying with a loud 15 
voice to him that sat on the cloud, ‘Thrust in thy sickle, and 
reap: for the time is come for thee to reap; for the harvest of 
the earth is ripe’ And he that sat on the cloud thrust in his 16 
sickle on the earth; and the earth was reaped. 

‘Anp another Angel came out of the temple which is in hea- 17 
ven, he also having a sharp sickle. And another Angel came 18 
out from the altar, which had power over fire; and cried with a 
loud cry to him that had the sharp sickle, saying, ‘Thrust in thy 
sharp sickle, and gather the clusters of the vine of the earth ; 
for her grapes are fully ripe.’ ‘And the Angel thrust in his sickle 19 
into the earth, and gathered the vine of the earth, and cast it into 
the great wine-press of the wrath of God. And the wine-press 20 
was trodden without the city, and blood came out of the wine- 
press, even unto the horse-bridles, by the space of a thousand 
and six hundred furlongs. 

AND I saw another sign in heaven, great and marvellous,L5 
seven Angels having the seven last plagues; for in them is filled 
up the wrath of God. ‘And I saw as it were a sea of glass mingled 2 
with fire; and them that had gotten the victory over the Beast, 
and over his image, and over his mark, and over the number of 
his name, stand on the sea of glass, having the harps of God. 
And they sing the song of Moses the servant of God, and the 
song of the Lamb, saying ; 

Great and marvellous ave thy works, Lord God Almighty! 

Just and true ave thy ways, thou King of saints 5 F 

‘Who shall not fear thee, O Lord, and glorify thy name? 4 
For thou only art Holy: 


y 
For all nations shall come and worship before thee 5 
For thy judgments are made manifest. 


And after that I looked, and behold, the 'emple of the Taber- 5 
nacle of the Testimony in heaven was opened; and the seven 6 
Angels came out of the temple, having the seven plagues, clothed 
in pure and white linen, and having their breasts girded with 
golden girdles. And one of the four Beasts gave unto the seven 7 
Angels seven golden vials full of the wrath of God, who liveth 
for ever and ever. And the temple was filled with smoke from 8 
the glory of God, and from his power; and no man was able to 
enter into the temple, till the seven plagues of the seven Angels 
were fulfilled. 

‘Anp I heard a great voice out of the temple, saying to theL6 
seven Angels, Go your ways, and pour out the vials of the wrath 
of God upon the earth. And the first went, and poured out his 2. 
vial upon the earth: and there fell a noisome and grievous sore 
upon the men which had the mark of the Beast, and upon them 
which worshipped his image. 
_ And the second Angel poured out his vial upon the sea; and 
it became as the blood of a dead man: and every living soul 
died in “4 hip 
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Anp the third Angel poured out his vial upon the rivers and 4 
fountains of waters: and they became blood. And I heard the 5 
Angel of the waters say, ‘Thou art righteous, O LORD, which 
art, and wast, and shalt be, because thou hast judged thus: for 6 
they have shed the blood of saints and prophets, and thou hast 
given them blood to drink; for they are worthy.’ And I heard 7 
another out of the altar say, Even so, LORD God Almighty, true 
and righteous are thy judgments. 

Anp the fourth Angel poured out his vial upon the sun; and 
power was given unto him to scorch men with fire. And men 
were scorched with great heat, and blasphemed the name of 
God, which hath power over these plagues: and they repented 
not to give him glory. 

Anp the fifth Angel poured out his vial upon the seat of the 10 
Beast; and his kingdom was full of darkness; and they gnawed 
their tongues for pain, !and blasphemed the God of heaven, be- 11 
eer of their pains and their-sores, and repented not of their 

eeds. : 

Anp the sixth Angel poured out his vial upon the great river 12 
Euphrates; and the water thereof was dried up, that the way of 
the kings of the east might be prepared. And I saw three un- 13 
clean spirits like frogs come out of the mouth of the dragon, and 
out of the mouth of the Beast, and out of the mouth of the false 
prophet. For they are the spirits of devils, working miracles, 14 
which go forth unto the kings of the earth, and of the whole 
world, to gather them to the battle of that great day of God Al- 
mighty.—'* Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watch- 15 
eth, and keepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, and they see 
his shame.’ — And he gathered them together into a place called 16 
in the Hebrew tongue Armageddon. 

Anp the seventh Angel poured out his vial into the air; and 17 
there came a great voice out of the temple of heaven, from the 
throne, saying, It is done. And there were voices, and thunders, 18 
and lightnings; and there was a great earthquake, such as was 
not since men were upon the earth, so mighty an earthquake, 
and so great. And.the great city was divided into three parts, 19 
and the cities of the nations fell: and great Babylon came in 
remembrance before God, to give unto her the cup of the wine 
of the fierceness of his wrath. And every island fled away, and 20 
the mountains were not found. And there fell upon men a great 21 
hail out of heaven, every stone about the weight of a talent: and 
men blasphemed God because of the plague of the hail; for the 
plague thereof was exceeding great. ee 

‘AND there came one of the seven Angels which had theL7 
seven vials, and talked with me, saying unto me, Come hither; 

T will show unto thee the judgment of the great whore that sit- » 
teth upon many waters ; with whom the kings of the earth have 2 
committed fornication, and the inhabitants of the earth have been 
made drunk with the wine of her fornication. So he carried me 3 
away in the spirit into the wilderness: and saw a woman sit 
upon a scarlet-colored beast, full of names of ean 5 having 
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seven heads and ten horns. And the woman was arrayed in 4 
purple and scarlet-color, and decked with gold and precious 
stones and pearls, having a golden cup in her hand full of abomi- 
nations and filthiness of her fornication: and upon her forehead 
was a name written, MYSTERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, THE MOTHER 
OF HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF THE EARTH. AndIsaw the 6 
woman drunken with the blood of the saints, and with the blood 
of the martyrs of Jesus: and when I saw her, I wondered with 
great admiration. And the Angel said unto me, Wherefore didst 
thou marvel? I will tell thee the mystery of the woman, and of 
the beast that carrieth her, which hath the seven heads and ten 
horns. The beast that thou sawest, was, and is not; andshall 8 
ascend out of the bottomless pit, and go into perdition: and they 
that dwell on the earth shall wonder, (whose names were not 
written in the book of life from the foundation of the world,) 
when they behold the beast that was, and is not, and yet is. And 9 
here is the mind which hath wisdom. ‘The seven heads are 
seven mountains, on which the woman sitteth. And there are 10 
seven kings; five are fallen, and one is, and the other is not yet 
come ; and when he cometh, he must continue a short space. 
And the beast that was, and is not, even he is the eighth, and is 11 
of the seven, and goeth into perdition. And the ten horns which 12 
thou sawest, are ten kings, which have received no kingdom as 
yet but receive power as kings dne hour with the beast. These 13 

ave one mind, and shall give their power and strength unto the 
beast. These shall make war with the Lamb, and the Lamb 14 
shall overcome them: for he is Lord OF LORDS, AND KiNG OF 
KINGS: and they that are with him, are called, and chosen, and 
faithful. And he saith unto me, The waters which thou sawest, 15 
where the whore sitteth, are peoples, and multitudes, and nations, 
and tongues. And the ten horns which thou sawest upon the 16 
beast, these shall hate the whore, and shall make her desolate 
and naked, and shall eat her flesh, and burn her with fire. For 17 
God hath put in their hearts to fulfil his will, and to agree and 
give their kingdom unto the beast, until the words of God shall 
be fulfilled. And the woman which thou sawest is that great 18 
city, which reigneth over the kings of the earth. 

‘Anp after these things I saw another Angel come down from 18 

heaven, having great power; and the earth was lightened with 
his glory. And he cried mightily with a strong voice, saying ; 


Babylon the great is fallen! is fallen! 

‘And is become the habitation of devils, 

‘And the hold of every foul spirit, : 

‘And a cage of every unclean and hateful bird: 
For all nations have drunk of the wine of the wrath of her fornication, 3 
‘And the kings of the earth have committed fornication with her, 


‘And the merchants of the earth ure waxed rich through the abundance of her delicacies. 
Anp I heard another voice from heaven, saying, 


Come out of her, my people, 

That ye be not partakers of her sins, 

‘And that ye receive not of her plagues. 

For her sins have reached unto heaven, 

‘And God hath remembered her iniquities. si 
316 Reward her even as she rewarded you, > 6 
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And double unto her double according to her works : 
In the cup which she hath filled, fill to her double, 
How much she hath glorified herself, and lived deliciously, 7 
So much torment and sorrow give her: 
For she saith in her heart, I sit a queen, 
And am no widow, and shall see no sorrow. ¢ é 
Therefore shall her plagues come in one day, 8 
Death, ard mourning, and famine ; 
And she shall be utterly burned with fire: 
For strong is the LORD God who judgeth her. 
And the kings of dre eartty who baye committed fornication and lived deliciously 9 
with her, 
Shall bewail her, and lament for her, 
When they shall see the smoke of her burning, 
Standing afar off for the fear of her torment, 








Saying, Alas, alas! that great city Babylon! that mighty City! 10 
For in one hour is thy jndgment come! 

And the merchants of the earth shall weep and mourn over her; il 
For no man buyeth their merchandise any more : 

The merchandise of gold, and silver, and precious stones, : 12 


And of pearls, and fine linen, and purple, 
And silk, and scarlet, and all thyine wood, 
And all manner vessels of ivory, 

And all manner vessels of most precious wood, 
And of brass, and iron, and marble, 

And cinnamon, and odors, and ointments, and frankincense, 13 
And wine, and oil, and fine fiour, and wheat, : 
And beasts, and sheep, and horses, 

And chariots, and slaves, and souls of men, 
And the fruits that thy soul lusted after are departed from thee, 14 
And all things which were dainty and goodly are departed from thee, 

And thou shalt find them no more at all. : 


The merchants of these things which were made rich by her, 45 
Shall stand afar off for the fear of her torment, weeping and wailing, 
And saying, Alas, alas! that great City, 16 


That was clothed in fine linen, and purple, and scarlet, 
And decked with gold, and precious stones, and pearls! | 
For in one hour so great riches is come to naught. 


And every ship-master, and all the company in ships, 17 
And sailors, and as many as trade by sea, 

Stood afar off, ‘and cried when they saw the smoke of her burning, 18 
Saying, What City ts like unto this great City! 
And they cast dust on their heads, and cried, 19 


Weeping and wailing, and saying, Alas, alas! that great City, 
Wherein were made rich all that had ships in the sea, by reason of her costliness ! 
For in one hour is she made desolate, 
Rejoice over her, thou heaven, 26 
And ve holy Apostles and prophets 5 
For God hath avenged you on her. 


And a mighty Angel took up a stone like a great millstone, and 21 
east tf into the sea, saying, 


Thus with violence shall that great City Babylon be thrown down, 
And shall be found no more at all. 9 
And the voice of harpers, and musicians, and of pipers, and trumpeters, 22 
Shall be heard no more at all in thee; 
And no crafismep, of whatsoever craft he be, 
Shall be found any more in thee ; 
And the sound of a millstone 
Shall be heard no more at all in thee 5 
And the light of a candle 23 
Shall shine no more at all in thee ; 
And the voice of the bridegroom and of the bride 
Shall be heard no more at all in thee: 
For thy merchants were the great men of the earth > 
For by thy sorceries were all nations deceived. 


And in her was found the blood of prophets, and of saints, and 24 
of all that were slain upon the earth. 
Anp after these things I heard a great voice of much peopleL9 
in heaven, saying, 
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Alleluia! Salvation, and glory, and honor, and power, unto the LORD our God: 
For true and righteous are his judgmentst 
Fa For he hath judged the great whore, 
Which did corrupt the earth with her fornication, 
And hath avenged the blood of his servants at her hand. 


And again they said, ‘Alleluia!’ And her smoke rose up for 
ever and ever! And the four and twenty elders and the four 
beasts fell down and worshipped God that sat on the throne, say- 
ing, ‘Amen; Alleluia!’ And a voice came out of the throne, 
saying, ‘ Praise our God, all ye his servants, and ye that fear him, 
both small and great. And I heard as it were the voice of a 
great multitude, and as the voice of many waters, and as the 
voice of mighty thunderings, saying, 

‘Alleluia! for the LORD God omnipotent reigneth. 

Let us be glad and rejoice, and give honor to him 7 


For the marriage of the Lamb is come, 
‘And his Wife hath made herself ready. 


And to her was granted that she should be arrayed in fine linen, 8 
clean and white. (For the fine linen is the righteousness of 
saints.) And he saith unto me, * Write, Blessed are they which 9 
are called unto the marriage-supper of the Lamb.’ And he saith 
unto me, ‘These are the true sayings of God.’ And I fell at his 10 
feet to worship him. And he s#id unto me, See thou do tt not: 
Iam thy fellow-servant, and of thy brethren that have the testi- 
mony of Jesus: worship Ged. (For the testimony of Jesus is the 
spirit of prophecy.) * : 

Anp I saw heaven opened: and behold, a white horse; and 11 
he that sat upon him was called Faithful and True, and in right- 
eousness he doth judge and make war: his eyes were as a flame 12 
of fire, and on his head were many crowns, and he had a name 
written that no man knew, but he himself, 'and he was clothed 13 
with a vesture dipped in blood, and his name is called The Word 
of God. And the armies which were in heaven followed him 14 
upon white horses, clothed in fine linen, white and clean. And 15 
out of his mouth goeth a sharp sword, that with it he should smite 
the nations: and he shall rule them with a rod of iron: and he 
treadeth the wine-press of the fierceness and wrath of Almighty 
God. And he hath on his vesture and on his thigh a name writ- 16 
ten, Kine or KINGS, AND LorD OF LORDS. 

ANp I saw an Angel standing in the sun; and he cried with a 17 
loud voice, saying to all the fowls that fly in the midst of heaven, 
Come, and gather yourselves together unto the supper of the 
great God, 'that ye may eat the flesh of kings, and the flesh of 18 
captains, and the flesh of mighty men, and the flesh of horses, 
and of them that sit on them, and the flesh of all men, both free 
and bond, both small and great. And I saw the beast, and the 19 
kings of the earth, and their armies, gathered together to make 
war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army. And 20 
the beast was taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought 
miracles before him, with which he deceived them that had re- 
ceived the mark of the beast, and them that worshipped his 
image. ‘These both were cast alive into a lake of fire burning _ 
with paigecer: And the remnant were slain with the sword of 21 
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him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out of his 
mouth; and all the fowls were filled with their flesh. And I saw20 
an Angel come down from heaven, having the key of the bottom- 
less pit and a great chain in his hand. And he laid hold on the 2 
dragon, that old serpent, which is the Devil, and Satan, and 
bound him a thousand years, and cast him into the bottomless 3 
pit, and shut him up, and set a seal upon him, that he should 
deceive the nations no more, till the thousand years should be 
fulfilled ; and after that he must be loosed a little season. 

Awnp I saw thrones, and re! that sat upon them, and judgment 4 
was given unto them: and Jf saw the souls of them that were 
beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, and 
which had not worshipped the beast, neither his image, neither 
had received Ais mark upon their foreheads, or in their hands; 
and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years. But 5 
the rest of the dead lived not again until the thousand years 
were finished. This is the first resurrection. 'Blessed and holy 6 
is he that hath part in the first resurrection: on such the second 
death hath no power, but they shall be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with him a thousand years. 

Anp when the thousand years are expired, Satan shall be 7 
loosed out of his prison, and shall go out to deceive the nations 8 
which are in the four quarters of the earth, Gog and Magog, to 
gather them together to battle: the number of whom 7s as the 
sand of the sea. And they went up on the breadth of the earth, 9 
and compassed the camp of the saints about, and the beloved 
city: and fire came down from God out of heaven, and devoured 
them: and the devil that deceived them was cast into the lake 10 
of fire and brimstone, where the beast and the false prophet are, 
and shall be tormented day and night for ever and ever. 

AND I saw a great white throne, and him that sat on it, from 11 
whose face the earth and the heaven fled away ; and there was 
found no place for them. And I saw the dead, small and great, 12 
stand before God; and the books were opened: and another book 
was opened, which is the book of life: and the dead were judged 
out of those things which were written in the books, according 
to their works. And the sea gave up the dead which were in it; 13 
and death and hell delivered up the dead which were in them: 
and they were judged every man according to their works: 'and 14 
death and hell were cast into the lake of fire. This is the second 
death. And whosoever was not found written in the book of life 15 
was cast into the lake of fire. 

Anp I saw a new heaven and a new earth: for the first hea-21 
ven and the first earth were passed away; and there was no 
more sea. And I John saw the holy city, new Jerusalem, coming 2 
down from God out of heaven, prepared as a bride adorned for 
her husband. And I heard a great voice out of heaven, saying, 3 

Behold, the tabernacle of God is with men, 4 
And he will dwell with them, and they shall be his r peel 
‘And God himself shall be with them, and be their God. 


‘And God shal! wipe away all tears from their eyes ; k 
And there shall be no more death, neither sorrow, nor ¢rylug, 
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Neither shall there be any more pain: 
For the former things are passed away. 


‘And he that sat upon the throne said, ‘ Behold, I make all things 
new. And he said unto me, ‘ Write: for these words are true 
and faithful” 'And he said unto me, ‘It is done. Iam Alpha 
and Omega, the beginning and the end. I will give unto him 
that is athirst of the fountain of the water of life freely. He that 
overcometh shall inherit all things; and I will be his God, and 
he shall be my son. But the fearfal, and unbelieving, and the 
abominable, and murderers, and whoremongers, and sorcerers, 
and idolaters, and all liars, shall have their part in the lake 
ie burneth with fire and brimstone: which is the second 
death.’ 

Anp there came unto me one of the seven Angels, which had 9 
the seven vials full of the seven last plagues, and talked with 
me, saying, Come hither, I will show thee the bride, the Lamb’s 
wife. And he carried me away in the spirit to a great and high 10 
mountain, and showed me that great city, the holy Jerusalem, 
descending out of heaven from God, !having the glory of God: 11 
and her light was like unto a stone most precious, even like a 
jasper-stone, clear as crystal; and had a-wall great and high, 12 
and had twelve gates, and at the Sates twelve Angels, and names 
written thereon, which are the names of the twelve tribes of the 
children of Israel. On the east, three gates; on the north, three 13 
gates; on the south, three gates; andvon the west, three gates. 
‘And the wall of the city had twelve foundations, and in them 14 
the names of the twelve Apostles of the Lamb. And he that 19 
talked with me, had a golden reed to measure the city, and the 
gates thereof, and the wall thereof. And the city lieth four- 16 
square, and the length is as large as the breadth: and he mea- 
sured the city with the reed, twelve thousand furlongs. The 
length, and the breadth, and the height of it are equal. And he 17 
measured the wall thereof, an hundred and forty and four cubits, 
according to the measure of a man, thatis, of the Angel. And 18 
the building of the wall of it was of jasper: and the city was 
pure gold, like unto clear glass. And the foundations of the 19 
wall of the city were garnished with all manner of precious 
stones. The first foundation was jasper; the second, sapphire ; 
the third, a chalcedony; the fourth, an emerald; 'the fifth, sar- 20 
donyx; the sixth, sardius; the seventh, chrysolite ; the eighth, — 
beryl; the ninth, a topaz; the tenth, a chrysoprasus; the eleventh, | 
ajacinth; the twelfth, an amethyst. And the twelve gates were 21 
twelve pearls; every several gate was of one pearl. And the 
street of the city was pure gold, as it were transparent glass. 
And I saw no temple therein: for the LORD God Almighty and 22 
the Lamb are the temple of it. And the city had no need of the 23 
sun, neither of the moon, to shine in it: for the glory of God did 
lighten it, and the Lamb is the light thereof. And the nations 24 
of them which are saved shall walk in the light of it: and the 


kings of oe earth do bring their glory and honor into it. And 26 
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the gates of it shall not be shut at all by day: for there shall be 

no night there. And they shall bring the glory and honor of 26 - 
the nations into it. And there shall in no wise enter into it any 27 
thing that defileth, neither whatsoever worketh abomination, or 
maketh a lie; but they which are written in the Lamb’s book of 
life. And he showed me a pure river of water of life, clear as22 
crystal, proceeding out of the throne of God and of the Lamb. 

In the midst of the street of it, and on either side of the river, 2 
was there the tree of life, which bare twelve manner of fruits, 
and yielded her fruit every month: and the leaves of the tree 
were for the healing of the nations. And there shall be no more 3 
curse: but the throne of God and of the Lamb shall be in it; 
and his servants shall serve him: and they shall see his face; 
and his name shall be in their foreheads. And there shall be no 
night there; and they need no candle, neither light of the sun; 
for the Lord God giveth them light, and they shall reign for 
ever and ever. 
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Anp he said unto me, ‘These sayings are faithful and true. 6 
And the Lord God of the holy prophets sent his Angel to show 
unto his servants the things sohich must shortly be done. Behold, 7 
I come quickly: blessed is he that keepeth the sayings of the 
prophecy of this book.’ 

Anp I John saw these things, and heard them. And whenI 8 
had heard and seen, I fell down to worship before the feet of the 
Angel which showed me these things. Then saith he untome, 9 
See thou do tt not: for I am thy fellow-servant, and of thy breth- 
ren the prophets, and of them which keep the sayings of this 
book: worship God. And he saith unto me, Seal not the sayings 10 
of: the prophecy of this book; for the time is at hand. He that 11 
is unjust, let him be unjust still: and he which is filthy, let him 
be filthy still: and he that is righteous, let him be righteous still: 
and he that is holy, let him be holy still. And behold, I come 12 
quickly ; and my reward is with me, to give every man accord- 
ing as his work shall be. I am Alpha and Omega, the begin- 13 
ning and the end, the first and the last. Blessed are they that 14 
do his commandments, that they may have right to the tree of 
life, and may enter in through the gates into the city. For with- 15 
out are dogs, and sorcerers, and whoremongers, and murderers, 
and idolaters, and whosoever loveth and maketh a lie. > 

I Jesus have sent mine Angel to testify unto you these things 16 
in the churches. J am the root and the offspring of David, and 
the bright and morning-star. And the Spirit and the bride say, 17 
Come. And let him that heareth say, Come. And let him that 
is athirst come. And whosoever will, let him take the water of 

i eely. 

Bor I ‘eatiGy unto every man that heareth the words of the 18 
prophecy of this book, If any man shall add unto these things, 
God shall add unto him the plagues that are written in this 
book; and if any man shall take away from the ae a the 19

book of this prophecy, God shall take away his part out of the 
book of life, and out of the holy city, and from the things which 


are written in this book. He which testifieth these things saith, 20 
. Surely I come’quickly. Amen: Even so, come, Lord Jesus.
